PARISH  OF  ECKINGTON. 

Renishaw  School. 

At  a Court  held  for  the  manor  of  Eckington,  23d  April  1702,  Thomas  Eckington. 

Camm  surrendered  all  his  copyhold  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments  

within  the  said  manor  (except  the  house  he  then  dwelt  in,  and  the  houses  ad-  Renishaw  School. 

joining  thereto,  and  the  moiety  of  the  fold)  to  the  use  of  himself  for  life,  and  v * 

after  his  decease  to  the  use  of  Thomas  Stones,  of  Mosbrough,  in  the  parish  of 
Eckington,  and  the  Rev.  Samuel  Gardiner,  rector  of  Eckington,  and  their 
heirs,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  their  heirs,  and  the  parson  of  Eckington  for  the 
time  being,  should,  within  two  years  after  his  decease,  cause  a schoolhouse  to 
be  erected  in  the  said  parish,  and  should  maintain  a schoolmaster,  to  teach  the 
poorest  children  within  the  said  parish  free  and  without  paying  any  thing  for 
their  learning ; the  said  schoolmaster  and  children  to  be  nominated  by  the  said 
Thomas  Stones  and  Samuel  Gardiner,  and  their  heirs,  and  the  parson  of 
Eckington  aforesaid. 

It  appears,  from  an  extract  of  the  Will  of  Thomas  Camm,  produced  to  us,  that 
he  thereby,  after  reciting  the  surrender  above  abstracted,  directed  that  the  said 
Thomas  Stones  and  Samuel  Gardiner,  and  their  heirs,  with  the  parson  of 
Eckington  for  the  time  being,  should  make  choice  of  a virtuous  and  learned 
man  to  be  schoolmaster,  and  that  they  should  pay  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being,  for  his  maintenance  and  pains,  all  the  yearly  rents  of  the  said  lands, 
except  40^.  a year,  which  he  directed  should  be  employed  in  repairing  the  said 
schoolhouse;  and  if  it  should  happen  that  there  should  be  any  money  spared  in 
repairing,  that  the  same  should  be  laid  out  in  buying  school  books  for  the  use 
of  the  poorest  scholars ; and  he  thereby  empowered  the  'said  Thomas  Stones 
and  Samuel  Gardiner,  and  their  heirs,  with  the  parson  of  Eckington  for  the  time 
being,  to  displace  any  schoolmaster  whom  they  should  find  negligent  or  unfit. 

At  a court  held  for  the  same  manor,  12th  April  1705,  Thomas  Robinson , to 
whose  use  the  premises  excepted  in  the  preceding  surrender  had  become  vested, 
and  Martha  his  wife,  surrendered  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas 
Stones  and  Samuel  Gardiner,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  mentioned  in  the  pre- 
ceding surrender. 

At  a court  held  for  the  same  manor,  12th  May  1715,  George  Sitwell  sur- 
rendered a messuage  or  mansion-house  in  the  parish  of  Eckington,  and  a croft 
adjoining,  containing  by  estimation  three  roods,  and  half  an  acre  of  meadow, 
in  Mosbrough  Meadow,  to  the  use  of  himself  to  the  5th  of  March  then  next, 
and  after  the  expiration  of  that  time  to  the  use  of  the  above-named  Thomas 
Rep.  21.  - B Stones 
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Stones  and  Samuel  Gardiner,  and  their  heirs,  and  the  rector  of  Eckington  for 
the  time  being,  in  trust,  to  build  a schoolhouse  thereon  for  the  use  of  the  school 
and  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  of  the  town  of  Eckington,  and  to  apply 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  and  to  pay  the  surplus,  if  any,  to  the 
use  of  the  schoolmaster  there,  provided  that  no  parson,  vicar,  or  other  person 
having  ecclesiastical  promotion,  or  any  curate,  should  be  appointed  without  the 
consent  of  the  said  George  Sitwell  and  his  heirs,  nor  should  be  continued  after 
such  consent  longer  than  he  and  his  heirs  should  approve. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  that  any  subsequent  surrenders  have 
taken  place  for  the  purpose  of  vesting  the  property  of  the  school  in  succeeding 
trustees  ; but  the  rector  for  the  time  being  has  been  considered  as  entitled  to 
act  in  the  trust,  and  John  Cruso,  esq.  is  also  considered  as  entitled  to  act  as  the 
heir  of  Thomas  Stones. 

It  is  stated  in  the  table  of  benefactions  in  the  church  of  Eckington,  under 
the  date  ofl719,  that  100/.  was  given  to  this  school  by  Lady  Frecheville. 

The  property  derived  from  the  above-mentioned  benefactions  consists  of  the 
following  particulars : — 

1.  — The  Premises,  which  are  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  Thomas  Camm, 
including  those  which  were  afterwards  surrendered  by  Thomas  Robinson, 
consisting  of  a house,  barn  and  shop,  and  eleven  closes  of  land,  containing 
altogether  18  a.  5c  3p.  situate  at  Mosbrough  Moor,  in  the  parish  of  Eckington, 
in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Rose,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  30/.  The 
buildings  are  kept  in  good  repair  by  the  tenant. 

And  three  closes,  containing  12a.  3r.  28 p.  and  two  parcels  of  brushwood 
land,  containing  1a.  3r.  33p.  in  the  parish  of  Eckington,  in  the  occupation  of 
Elizah  Naboth  Staniforth,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  1 G /.  16s. 

It  is  stated  that  there  is  good  coal  under  these  lands,  capable  of  being 
worked  to  advantage,  which  might  be  sold  for  upwards  of  100/. 

2.  — The  Premises  derived  from  the  benefaction  of  G.  Sitwell,  consisting  of, 

A schoolhouse,  with  outbuildings  and  lands  adjoining,  containing  in  the 

whole  2a.  & 2r.,  and  a close  called  the  Farr  Croft  or  Finder’s  Croft,  con- 
taining 1 a.  3r.  22p.  all  situate  in  Renishaw  Quarter. 

The  close  above  mentioned  was  set  out  under  the  provisions  of  an  Inclosure 
Act  passed  in  179-5,  to  the  trustees,  in  exchange  for  other  lands  given  up  to 
the  late  Sir  Sitwell  Sitwell,  bait,  who  paid  the  sum  of  20/.  to  equalize  the 
exchange.  These  premises  were  in  the  occupation  of  William  Greatorex,  the 
late  schoolmaster,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  1828. 

3.  — The  legacy  of  100/.  given  by  Lady  Frecheville  wras,  with  the  sum  of  20/. 
paid  by  Sir  Sitwell  Sitwell  as  above  mentioned,  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
£.205.  11.  4.  three  per  cent  consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the 
Rev.  Frederick  Ricketts  and  John  Cruso. 

The  schoolhouse  is  in  good  repair,  and  was  considerably  improved  by  the  late 
master,  principally  at  his  own  expense;  but  he  was  permitted  to  cut  some 
timber  growing  on  the  trust  property,  to  the  value  of  about  20/.  the  produce 
of  which  was  applied  to  this  purpose. 

The  master  has  been  appointed  by  the  rector  for  the  time  being.  The  late 
master  received  the  rents  immediately  from  the  tenants,  and  the  dividends 
were  transmitted  to  him  by  the  rector.  In  respect  of  these  emoluments,  he 
instructed  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  without  any  charge,  twenty-four 
children  of  the  Quarters  of  Eckington  and  Renishaw,  who  were  appointed  by 
the  rector,  or,  in  his  absence,  by  the  resident  curate. 

Mr.  Greatorex,  the  late  master,  died  in  1828;  and  the  rector  has  proposed 
applying  the  income  of  one  or  two  years  to  the  enlargement  of  the  school-room, 
with  the  view  of  teaching,  on  the  national  system,  all  the  poor  children  of 
Eckington  and  Renishaw  Quarters,  instead  of  the  small  number  which  have 
hitherto  partaken  of  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

Cadman’s  Charity. 

Peter  Cadman,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  December  1808,  gave  5/.  per 
annum,  for  ever,  payable  out  of  his  personal  estate,  to  the  free  school  of 
Eckington,  and  directed  his  executor,  Peter  Cadman,  of  Sheffield,  to  place 
out  at  interest,  on  Government  or  good  security,  a sum  of  money  sufficient 
to  answer  the  annuity ; and  he  further  directed  that  there  should  be  six 
trustees  appointed  for  the  direction  and  management  of  the  said  annuity. 
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and  that  one  trustee  should  be  exchanged  annually ; that  the  boys  who  should  Eckington. 

be  taught  free  at  the  said  school,  should  regularly  attend  at  the  church  of  7 — 
Eckington  on  Sundays  and  holidays;  and  that  if  there  should  not  be  six  Cadlco”Jn^anty’ 

trustees  appointed  and  one  of  them  exchanged  annually,  or  if  the  said  two  boys  _ , 

should  not  in  general  attend  church,  in  either  case  the  said  annuity  should 
cease. 

No  steps  have  been  taken,  at  present,  for  investing  a sufficient  sum  out  of  the 
testator’s  personal  estate  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  above-mentioned 
annuity ; but  the  yearly  sum  of  51.  has  been  paid  by  Mr.  Peter  Cadman,  of 
Sheffield,  the  executor  named  in  the  will  above  abstracted. 

Trustees  have  been  appointed ; and  at  the  vestry  held  annually  for  the 
election  of  parish  officers,  one  of  the  trustees  retires,  and  another  is  appointed  in 
his  place. 

The  amount  of  this  annuity,  which  accrued  in  the  first  two  years  after  the  death 
of  the  testator,  and  previously  to  the  appointment  of  any  children  to  be  instructed 
on  this  account,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead, 
and  for  this  sum  he  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  10s.  yearly  as  the  interest,  and  the 
like  sum  has  been  since  paid  by  his  executor,  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Bromehead. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5/.  was  also  paid  to  the  late  schoolmaster,  and  in  respect 
thereof  he  instructed  three  poor  children,  who  were  appointed  by  the  acting 
trustees,  and  attended  divine  service  at  the  church,  as  required  by  the  donor. 


Since  the  commencement  of  our  investigation  of  the  Charities  of  this  parish, 
in  March  1827,  the  result  of  which  we  stated  in  our  Eighteenth  Report,  p.  219 
to  225,  we  have  obtained  some  further  particulars  relating  to  Bromehead’s  and 
Inman’s  Charities. 

With  respect  to  the  former,  it  appears  that  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Bromehead 
purchased  100/.  stock  a short  time  before  his  death,  which  took  place  in  January 
1827,  in  addition  to  the  two  sums  of  100/.  stock  which  he  had  purchased  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  Eckington  and  Renishaw,  as  stated  in  a declaration  of 
trust  bearing  date  30th  December  1819;  and  there  is  consequently  the  sum 
of  300  /.  consols  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  F.  Ricketts  and 
Rev.  A.  C.  Bromehead ; and  the  statement  in  our  former  Report,  that  there 
was  a balance  of  40/.  5s.  8 d.  in  the  hands  of  the  Rev.  A.  C.  Bromehead,  is 
incorrect. 

Mr.  Bromehead  having  an  opportunity  of  making  an  advantageous  purchase 
of  some  copyhold  premises,  has  proposed  selling  out  the  stock,  and  laying  the 
proceeds  out  in  such  purchase. 

With  respect  to  Inman’s  Charity,  the  churchwardens  have  disposed  of  the 
vein  of  ironstone  mentioned  in  our  former  Report,  for  the  sum  of  100/.,  which 
they  intend  laying  out  in  the  purchase  of  some  copyhold  land  in  the  parish  of 
Eckington,  for  the  purposes  declared  in  the  will  of  Henry  Inman. 


HUNDRED  OF  WIRKSWORTH. 

PARISH  OF  CARSINGTON. 

Two  Charities  belonging  to  this  parish  were  noticed  in  our  19th  Report,  p.  56;  Carsington. 

but  the  information  relating  to  the  following  School  was  incomplete  at  the  time*  

when  that  report  was  made. 

Mrs.  Temperance  Gell’s  School. 

Temperance  Gel!,  of  Hopton,  spinster,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  21st  March  Mrs.  Temperance 
1722,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1730,  by  Sir  Na-  Gell’s  School, 
thaniel  Curzon,  bart.  the  sole  executor  thereof,  gave  220/.  to  Nathaniel  Curzon, 
esq.  the  possessor  of  Hopton  Hall,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Hutchinson,  which  she 
desired  they  would  lay  out  in  a purchase  as  soon  as  conveniently  they  could  ; and 
she  desired,  that  out  of  the  interest  of  that  sum,  till  a convenient  purchase  of 
lands  to  the  yearly  value  of  10/.  could  be  made,  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  or  so 
much  as  by  the  year  could  be  purchased  with  the  same  or  the  lawful  interest  of 
the  said  sum,  should  be  paid  to  a schoolmistress,  whom  she  appointed  to  be  a 
single  woman  ; and  for  that  purpose  she  made  the  said  Nathaniel  Curzon,  the 
possessor  of  Plopton  Hall,  and  the  said  Samuel  Hutchinson,  trustees,  and  gave 
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them  full  power,  from  time  to  time  for  ever  thereafter,  as  often  as  occasion 
should  require,  to  chuse  and  displace  such  schoolmistress,  as  in  their  discretion 
they  should  think  fit,  as  likewise  to  appoint  what  poor  children  should  be  taken 
in  and  taught  by  the  said  schoolmistress ; and  she  desired  that  when  one  of  her 
said  trustees  should  happen  to  die,  the  two  survivors  should  in  convenient  time 
choose  a third  to  join  and  act  with  them  ; and  in  case  two  of  her  said  trustees 
should  happen  to  die  near  each  other,  then  the  surviving  trustee  should  choose 
two  others  to  be  joined  with  him  in  the  said  trust,  and  that  the  owner  of  Hopton 
for  the  time  being  should  be  always  one  of  her  trustees. 

By  a Codicil  to  the  will  of  the  said  Temperance  Gell,  bearing  date  28th  Sep- 
tember 1725,  reciting,  that  she  had  by  her  will  directed  her  executor  and 
trustees  therein  named  for  that  purpose,  to  lay  out  220/.  in  the  purchase  of 
lands  to  be  settled  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  a school  in  Carsington  for  boys  and 
girls,  and  providing  a schoolmistress  as  in  her  said  will  was  expressed,  and  that 
she  had  since  the  making  of  her  will  purchased  to  her  and  her  heirs,  from  Sir  John 
Curzon,  a house  and  ground  in  Carsington,  with  intent  to  build  a school-house 
wherein  to  teach  the  said  children,  and  a convenient  habitation  for  the  said  school- 
mistress, she  gave  to  her  said  executor  and  trustees,  and  their  heirs,  the  said 
house,  buildings,  ground  and  premises  purchased  from  the  said  Sir  John  Curzon, 
and  all  buildings  erected  or  to  be  erected  thereon,  for  the  use  and  purpose  of 
teaching  therein  such  children  as  by  her  will  she  had  directed  to  be  taught,  and 
for  a convenient  habitation  for  such  schoolmistress,  and  under  such  rules  and 
directions  as  in  her  will  and  in  her  said  codicil  were  expressed,  the  number  of 
boys  and  girls  to  be  so  taught  to  be  twenty,  and  to  be  chosen,  in  the  first  place, 
out  of  and  from  the  poorer  sort  of  the  inhabitants  of  Hopton  and  Carsington, 
and  if  there  should  be  a failure  of  a sufficient  number  of  children  in  the  said 
towns,  the  number  aforesaid  to  be  made  out  of  the  children  of  the  poorer  sort 
of  inhabitants  in  the  town  of  Middleton  by  Wirkswortb,  and  the  said  twenty 
children  when  taken  in  not  to  be  less  than  five  years  of  age ; and  she  directed 
that  the  schoolmistress  should  be  and  continue  an  unmarried  person  without 
children,  and  of  the  Protestant  religion,  and  that  if  she  should  either  marry  or 
change  her  religion,  she  should  be  removed,  and  a new  schoolmistress  chosen  in 
•her  stead ; and  she  directed,  that  in  case  she  should  not  in  her  lifetime  build 
and  finish  the  said  school  and  building  so  by  her  intended,  her  executors 
should  lay  out  any  sum  of  money,  not  exceeding  200/.  in  the  whole  building,  to 
build  or  finish  the  same  according  to  the  plan  she  should  leave ; and  she  also 
directed  that  the  part  of  the  seat  in  the  church  of  Carsington  which  belonged 
to  the  said  house  should  remain  for  the  use  of  the  said  schoolmistress  from  time 
to  time;  and  in  case  10/.  per  annum  could  not  be  purchased  with  the  said 
220/.  to  be  laid  out  as  above  recited,  she  empowered  her  executor  to  add  20/. 
or  30/.  thereto,  to  make  out  the  same,  as  he  should  think  fit. 

It  does  not  appear  that  this  trust  has  ever  been  renewed,  the  owner  for  the  time 
being  of  Hopton  Hall,  which  now  belongs  to  Philip  Gell,  esq.  having  been  con- 
sidered the  sole  trustee  of  this  school ; but  it  is  proper  that  new  trustees  should 
be  appointed,  as  directed  by  the  foundress. 

It  is  understood  that  the  legacy  given  by  Mrs.  Temperance  Gell,  and  a 
further  sum  of  50/.  which  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  to 
have  been  given  by  the  will  of  Samuel  Bendall,  in  1727,  for  the  support  of  this 
school,  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a farm  in  the  parish  of  Ockbrook,  in  the 
county  of  Derby  ; but  we  have  not  seen  the  purchase  deeds. 

This  farm  contains  52  a.  2 r.  28  p.  The  only  building  thereon  is  a barn, 
which  is  in  want  of  repair.  The  farm  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Walker, 
who  has  held  it  from  Lady-day  1823,  under  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  twenty- 
one  years,  at  a fair  annual  rent  of  80  /.  In  1773  it  was  let  on  a lease  for  twenty- 
one  years  at  50/.  per  annum,  and  in  1794  for  a similar  term,  at  68/.  10  s. 
In  1815  it  was  let  to  John  Phipps  at  S5 /.  per  annum,  and  was  held  after  his 
death  at  the  same  rent  by  Mrs.  Phipps,  who  became  insolvent  in  1822,  when 
a loss  of  rent  was  incurred  to  the  amount  of  nearly  100/.  During  the  conti- 
nuance of  the  property  tax,  an  annual  deduction  was  made  from  the  rent,  of 
6 /.  17  s.,  and  no  steps  appear  to  have  been  taken  to  obtain  a return  of  any  part 
of  the  sums  thus  paid  on  account  of  that  tax.  An  allowance  of  10/.  was  made 
to  the  present  tenant,  out  of  his  first  year’s  rent,  on  account  of  the  neglected 
state  of  the  farm,  and  a further  allowance  is  to  be  made  to  him  for  the  dilapi- 
dations of  the  barn,  which  it  is  thought  will  amount  to  about  20/. 


The 
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The  rent  has  been  received  by  Mr.  John  Cruso,  as  the  agent  of  Mr.  Gell ; but 
no  separate  account  has  hitherto  been  kept  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on 
account  of  the  charity. 

A schoolmistress,  appointed  by  Mr.  Gell,  resides  in  a schoolhouse  at  Car- 
sington,  which  was  built  either  by  Mrs.  Temperance  Gell  in  her  lifetime,  or  by 
her  trustees  after  her  decease,  and  there  instructs  twenty  children  of  the  parish 
of  Carsington  and  the  township  of  Hopton,  boys  or  girls,  selected  by  Mr.  Gell, 
in  reading,  and  the  girls  in  working. 

The  roof  of  the  schoolhouse  was  repaired  about  five  years  ago,  but  it  is  stated 
that  the  timbers  are  decayed,  and  that  further  repairs  are  necessary.  Adjoining 
to  the  schoolhouse  is  a garden,  which  is  occupied  by  the  schoolmistress. 
She  receives  a yearly  salary  of  14/.  14  s.  and  an  allowance  of  51.  per  annum 
for  coals.  A yearly  sum  of  40  5.  was  also,  until  within  a few  years,  paid 
by  Mr.  Gell  to  a writing-master,  for  teaching  the  children  to  write. 

The  twenty  children  are  clothed  once  a year,  the  expense  of  which  amounts 
to  about  40/.  Their  clothing  is  uniform  in  colour,  but  there  is  a slight  distinction 
in  the  dress  of  two  of  them,  who  are  considered  to  be  clothed  in  respect  of 
Samuel  Bendall's  donation. 

The  schoolmistress’s  salary  and  allowance,  the  bills  for  the  children’s  clothing, 
and  the  payments  for  repairing  of  the  schoolhouse  and  the  building  on  the  farm, 
constitute  the  whole  of  the  expenditure  on  account  of  this  charity,  and  they  are 
insufficient  to  exhaust  its  present  increased  annual  income. 

It  is  highly  proper,  therefore,  that  a separate  account  should  be  kept  of  the 
receipts  and  disbursements.  We  are  assured  that  this  shall  be  done,  and  we 
apprehend  that  the  surplus  income  ought  to  be  applied  in  extending  the  benefits 
of  the  charity  to  a larger  number  of  children. 

It  does  not  appear  that  there  has  ever  been  a failure  of  a sufficient  number  of 
poor  children  of  Hopton  and  Carsington,  in  which  event  only  the  foundress 
directed  that  poor  children  of  the  township  of  Middleton  by  Wirksworth  should 
be  admitted  to  the  school,  to  make  up  the  number  of  twenty.

Grammar  School  and  Almshouse. 

Agnes  Fearne , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  14th  July  1.574,  devised  the  house  in 
which  she  then  dwelt  in  Wirksworth,  and  all  the  houses,  gardens  and  other 
things  thereunto  belonging,  and  all  her  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
in  Wirksworth,  to  Anthony  Gell,  Lawrence  Beresford,  and  Thurstan  Alleyne, 
and  their  heirs,  to  the  intent  that  after  her  decease,  at  what  time  soever  there 
should  happen  to  be  any  free  school  within  the  town  of  Wirksworth,  and 
there  should  be  given  to  the  same  by  any  person  or  persons  6/.  13  5.  4 d. 
or  above,  they  should  at  her  costs,  and  out  of  the  profits  of  her  lands, 
cause  five  marks  yearly  to  be  conveyed  and  assured  to  the  use  and  maintenance 
of  the  said  free  school  for  ever,  and  40  s.  yearly  thereout,  to  be  conveyed  to  the 
use  and  relief  of  certain  poor  folks  in  a bede-house  in  Wirksworth,  for  ever  : 
And  she  devised  to  the  said  three  trustees  and  their  heirs  all  her  lands  in  Kirk 
Ireton  and  Iddersay,  to  the  intent  and  on  condition  that  they  or  their  heirs,  or 
the  survivor  of  them  and  his  heirs,  should  bestow  yearly,  for  ever,  11.  6s.  8 d. 
of  cloth,  for  clothing  the  most  poor  people  in  the  parish  of  Wirksworth, 
or  elsewhere,  at  their  discretion  : And  she  directed  that  John  Beresford  should 
have  her  lands  in  Ashlehay  for  his  life,  and  that  after  his  decease  the  same  should 
be  sold  by  her  executors,  and  the  money  disposed  of  in  performance  of  her  will : 
And  she  appointed  the  said  Anthony  Gell,  Lawrence  Beresford  and  Thurstan 
Alleyne,  the  executors  of  her  will. 

The  above-mentioned  Anthony  Gell,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  29th  February 
1579,  directed  that  his  brother  Thomas  Gell,  whom  he  appointed  his  sole 
executor,  should,  within  one  year  after  his  death,  bestow  on  the  building  of  an 
almshouse  in  Wirksworth,  on  the  side  of  the  Hannage,  near  the  new  bridge, 
60  /.,  and  should  during  ten  years  next  after  his  death  place  in  the  said  alms- 
house six  aged  poor  and  impotent  men,  and  bestow  on  them  yearly  20/. 
during  the  said  ten  years ; and  if  his  said  brother  Thomas  should  not  marry 
within  such  time,  and  to  such  woman  as  in  the  said  will  was  mentioned, 
or  if  he  should  die  without  issue  of  his  body,  the  testator  directed  that  the  said 
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Wirks worth.  yearly  sum  of  20/.  should  be  bestowed  on  the  poor  men  in  the  said  alms- 

house,  to  be  received  for  ever  out  of  his  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 

and^TmshoCiisc°  in  the  town  and  fields  of  Wirksvvorth : And  he  directed  that  his  said  brother 
a continued.  should,  within  one  year  after  his  death,  obtain  a license  for  the  erecting  a free 

v— ' school  within  the  town  of  Wirksworth  ; and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said 

free  school  for  ever,  he  devised,  a schoolhouse  which  he  had  lately  built ; 
a close  under  the  Barrell  Pledge,  in  the  possession  of  Joseph  Spencer ; the 
Statfold  Close,  in  the  possession  of  Humphrey  Alleyne ; a close  in  the 
possession  of  Thomas  Cadman,  on  the  side  of  the  Wash  Green  ; two  closes, 
called  Hollinworth  Cream  House,  in  the  possession  of  William  Thacker  and 
Robert  Spencer,  and  the  lands  in  the  holding  of  William  Piggott,  of  Gorsty 
Bank,  all  which  were  let  at  the  yearly  rent  of  6/.  13 s.  4>d. 

By  letters  patent,  bearing  date  27th  October,  26  Eliz.,  her  Majesty  granted 
that  there  should  be  a grammar  school  in  Wirksworth,  to  be  called  “ The  Free 
Grammar  School  of  Anthony  Gell,  esq.”  for  the  education,  institution  and 
instruction  of  boys  in  grammar  and  other  literature  ; and  that  there  should  be 
an  almshouse  in  Wirksworth,  to  be  called  “ The  Almshouse  of  Anthony  Gell, 
esq.”  And  her  Majesty  established  the  said  school,  of  one  master,  to  continue 
for  ever  ; and  the  said  almshouse,  for  six  poor  men,  to  continue  for  ever. 
And  her  Majesty  ordained  that  there  should  be  six  discreet  and  honest  men, 
from  time  to  time,  inhabiting  within  the  wapentake  of  Wirksworth,  to  be 
governors  of  the  said  school  and  almshouse,  and  nominated  Michael  Harrison, 
clerk,  Anthony  Low,  William  Blackwall,  Rowland  Fearne,  Edward  Hopkinson, 
and  Martin  Marshall,  then  inhabitants  within  the  said  wapentake,  to  be  the 
first  governors  thereof;  and  her  Majesty  ordained  that  the  said  governors  and 
their  successors  should  be  a body  corporate,  and  that  whensoever  any  one  of  the 
said  governors  should  die,  or  be  removed  from  his  place  or  office  of  governor, 
or  inhabit  out  of  the  said  wapentake,  the  other  governors,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  and  their  successors,  might  nominate  any  other  fit  person  inhabiting 
within  the  said  wapentake  to  the  office  of  governor : And  her  Majesty  also 
granted  to  the  said  governors  license  and  power  to  receive,  for  the  maintaining 
of  the  said  school  and  almshouse,  the  said  schoolhouse  near  the  churchyard  of 
Wirksworth,  lately  built  by  the  said  Anthony  Gell,  and  a messuage,  with  all 
the  lands  to  the  same  belonging,  in  Wirksworth,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Anthony 
Cadman  ; and  a messuage  in  Wirksworth,  with  certain  lands  to  the  same 
belonging,  in  the  tenure  of  Thomas  Wingfield  ; and  a messuage  or  tenement  in 
Kirk  Ireton,  with  all  the  lands  to  the  same  belonging,  then  in  the  tenure  of 
John  Haynor;  and  two  meadows  in  Kniveton,  called  Tithe  Meadows,  in  the 
occupation  of  the  said  Thomas  Gell ; and  a messuage  or  tenement  in  Carsington, 
and  all  the  lands  to  the  same  belonging,  then  in  the  tenure  of  William  Hutchinson, 
all  containing  together  66a.  to  hold  to  the  said  governors  and  their  successors, 
according  to  the  intention  of  the  said  Anthony  Gell.  And  her  Majesty  granted 
to  the  said  Thomas  Gell,  power  during  his  life  to  appoint  a master  of  the  said 
school,  sufficiently  learned  in  the  Latin  tongue,  freely  to  teach  and  instruct  boys 
coming  to  the  said  school ; and  to  appoint  six  poor  men  to  the  said  almshouse. 
And  she  also  granted  to  the  said  governors  and  their  successors,  after  the 
death  of  the  said  Thomas  Gell,  power  to  appoint  the  schoolmaster  and  the  poor 
men,  as  there  should  be  vacancies ; and  directed  that  if  the  said  Thomas  Gell, 
or  the  said  governors  after  his  death,  should  neglect  to  make  such  nominations 
for  the  space  of  three  months,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Lichfield  should  have 
power  to  nominate  such  master  and  poor  men  for  that  turn  only  ; and  that  it 
should  not  be  lawful  for  the  said  governors  to  grant  or  let  the  said  lands  longer 
than  for  the  term  of  twenty-one  years,  on  which  leases  the  usual  or  more  than 
the  usual  rent  should  be  reserved.  And  it  wras  ordained  that  the  said  Thomas 
Gell,  during  his  life,  and  after  his  death  the  governors  from  time  to  time,  might 
make  proper  and  wholesome  statutes  and  orders  concerning  the  ordering  and 
directing  the  master  and  scholars  of  the  said  school,  and  the  poor  men  in  the 
said  almshouse,  to  be  kept  inviolably  for  ever.  And  her  Majesty  granted  to  the 
said  governors  license  to  take  as  well  the  lands  thereinbefore  specified,  as  also 
messuages,  tithes  or  other  hereditaments,  not  exceeding  the  annual  value  of 
forty  marks  above  the  lands  before  mentioned. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  26th  March  1585,  the  said  Thomas 
Gell , in  pursuance  of  his  said  brother’s  will,  granted  to  the  governors  of  the 
school  and  almshouse  appointed  by  the  said  letters  patent,  and  their  successors, 

all 
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all  the  premises  specified  in  the  letters  patent ; and  also  granted  to  them  and 
their  successors  a yearly  rent  of  20/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  manor  of  Wirks- 
worth and  out  of  all  his  lands  in  Wirksworth  (except  those  granted  as  aforesaid) 
for  the  support  of  six  poor  men  in  the  said  almshouse,  according  to  the  will  of 
his  said  brother  Anthony. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  2d  September  158.5,  the  before- 
mentioned  Thurstan  Alleyne,  as  the  surviving  executor  and  trustee  of  the  will 
of  the  said  Agnes  Fearne,  granted  to  the  governors  of  the  said  school  and  alms- 
house, and  their  successors,  for  the  support  and  maintenance  thereof,  two  acres 
and  three  roods  of  land  and  meadow  in  Wirksworth,  under  the  North  Clift' ; one 
acre,  called  Crume  Acre  Sitch  ; three  parcels  of  land  in  a close,  called  the  Middle 
Peak  Close  ; three  roods  in  Nether  Oat  Hill,  and  certain  cottages  on  the  south 
side  of  the  town  of  Wirksworth,  all  which  were  therein  stated  to  be  late  the 
lands  of  the  said  Agnes  Fearne,  to  the  use  of  the  said  governors  and  their 
successors. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  4th  and  5th  November  177b} 
between  Philip  Gell,  of  Hopton,  esq.  of  the  first  part ; Temperance  Gell,  heiress 
at  law  of  the  before  mentioned  Thomas  Gell,  of  the  second  part;  Vincent  Newton 
and  Margaret  his  wife,  Robert  Charlton  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  Agnes  Maccles- 
field and  Anne  Macclesfield,  which  said  Margaret,  Elizabeth,  Agnes,  and 
Anne  were  the  coheiresses  at  law  of  the  said  Thurstan  Alleyne,  of  the  third 
part;  Philip  Tomlinson,  Thomas  Jackson,  Robert  Harding,  Charles  Johnson, 
and  Robert  Kirk,  of  the  fourth  part ; and  William  Milnes,  of  the  fifth  part ; 
reciting  the  above  abstracted  documents,  and  reciting,  that  as  the  governors 
appointed  by  the  said  letters  patent  died,  others  inhabiting  in  the  wapentake 
of  Wirksworth  were  from  time  to  time  chosen  in  their  stead,  and  that  other 
persons  were  from  time  to  time  chosen  to  the  said  office  as  occasion  required, 
until  of  late  years,  and  that  in  1727,  Baptist  Trot,  John  Tomlinson,  Francis 
Roe,  Joshua  Jessop,  and  George  Tomlinson,  were  the  only  governors,  and  that 
they  had  all  died  without  any  other  person  having  been  chosen  a governor,  and 
that  therefore  no  person  was  in  being  in  whom  any  power  was  vested  of  choosing 
a governor,  in  consequence  whereof  the  corporation  dissolved,  and  the  estates 
reverted  to  the  said  Temperance  Gell,  Margaret  Newton,  Elizabeth  Charlton, 
and  Agnes  and  Anne  Macclesfield,  as  the  heirs  of  the  said  Thomas  Gell  and 
Thurstan  Alleyne  respectively,  and  that  the  legal  estate  was  vested  in  them  in 
trust  for  the  charitable  purposes  aforesaid  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  Philip  Gell 
was  and  for  several  years  past  had  been  in  possession  and  in  the  receipt  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  all  the  said  estates,  and  also  of  the  manor  of  Wirksworth, 
and  all  the  estates  late  of  the  said  Thomas  Gell,  but  that  he  had  not  of  late 
years  paid  the  whole  of  the  clear  income  of  the  said  estates  applicable  for  the 
support  of  the  said  school  to  the  master  thereof,  nor  the  whole  of  the  clear 
income  of  the  said  estates  applicable  for  the  support  of  the  said  almshouse  to 
the  six  poor  men  thereunto  belonging  and  intitled  to  receive  the  same ; and 
reciting,  that  Samuel  Hanson  being  the  master  of  the  said  school,  together 
with  Thomas  Langford  and  five  others,  being  the  six  poor  men  belonging  to  the 
said  almshouse,  had  caused  an  Information  to  be  exhibited  in  the  Court  of 
Chancery  against  the  said  Philip  Gell,  Temperance  Gell,  Vincent  and  Margaret 
Newton,  Robert  and  Elizabeth  Charlton,  and  Agnes  and  Anne  Macclesfield, 
praying  that  the  said  charities  might  be  established,  and  that  six  honest  and 
discreet  men,  inhabitants  of  the  wapentake  of  Wirksworth,  might  be  appointed 
as  trustees  and  governors,  and  that  the  said  estates  and  the  said  yearly  rent- 
charge  of  20/.  might  be  conveyed  to  them  and  their  heirs,  in  trust  as  aforesaid, 
and  that  directions  might  be  given  for  choosing  new  trustees,  and  for  vesting 
the  charity  property  in  the  remaining  and  new  trustees,  and  for  an  account  to 
be  taken  of  the  money  due  to  the  said  Samuel  Hanson  as  master  of  the  school, 
and  to  the  said  Thomas  Langford  and  others  as  poor  men  in  the  said  alms- 
house; and  reciting,  that  the  said  cause  coming  on  to  be  heard  before  the  Lord 
Chancellor  on  13th  December  17741,  his  lordship  declared  the  charity  to  be 
entitled  in  equity  to  the  said  rent-charge  of  20/.  a year,  and  the  said  Philip 
Gell  submitting  to  execute  a new  grant  of  the  said  rent-charge,  his  lordship 
ordered  that  he  should  execute  a new  grant  thereof,  by  such  deeds  as  Mr.  Hol- 
ford  one  of  the  masters  of  the  court  should  approve,  to  new  trustees  to  be 
approved  by  the  said  master,  and  that  the  defendants,  the  heirs  at  law,  should, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  said  master,  convey  to  such  new  trustees  the 
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Wirksworth.  charity  estates  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  and  that  the  master  should 

consider  of  a proper  plan  for  continuing  the  trustees  thereof,  and  should  state

&n( continued.  ’ master’s  report,  dated  18th  July  177^  in  which  it  was  recited  that  the  relators 
^ i had  proposed  the  said  Philip  Gell,  Philip  Tomlinson,  Thomas  Jackson,  Robert 
Harding,  Charles  Johnson,  and  Robert  Kirk,  all  inhabitants  of  the  wapentake 
of  Wirksworth,  as  proper  persons  to  be  trustees,  and  had  proposed  that  when 
any  one  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  resign  or  be  removed,  or  should  not 
dwell  within  the  said  wapentake,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  to  nominate  another  person,  dwelling  within  the  said 
wapentake,  as  a new  trustee,  the  said  master  stated  that  he  approved  of  the 
said  persons  to  be  appointed  trustees,  and  of  the  said  plan  for  continuing  the 
trustees;  and  reciting,  that  by  an  order  of  the  said  court,  made  20th  January 
1776,  the  said  report  was  confirmed : It  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Philip 
Gell,  in  obedience  to  the  Lord  Chancellor’s  decree,  granted  to  the  said  William. 
Milnes  and  his  heirs  a yearly  rent-charge  of  20/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  lands 
of  the  said  Philip  Gell,  in  the  town  and  fields  of  Wirksworth,  late  the  estate  of 
the  said  Anthony  Gell,  and  afterwards  of  the  said  Thomas  Gell,  in  lieu  of  the 
yearly  rent-charge  of  20/.  before  mentioned  to  have  been  granted  to  the  poor 
men  of  the  said  almshouse,  with  such  powers  for  securing  and  recovering  the 
same  as  were  granted  by  the  said  Anthony  Gell  and  and  Thomas  Gell,  or  either 
of  them,  to  hold  to  the  said  William  Milnes  and  his  heirs,  in  trust  for  and  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Philip  Gell,  Philip  Tomlinson  and  the  other  four  trustees  and 
governors,  on  trust,  to  apply  the  same  to  the  uses  declared  by  the  said  will  of  the 
said  Anthony  Gell  and  by  the  said  letters  patent : And  the  said  Temperance 
Gell,  in  obedience  to  the  said  decree,  conveyed  to  the  said  Philip  Gell,  and  the 
said  five  other  trustees  and  their  heirs,  the  schoolhouse  built  by  the  said 
Anthony  Gell,  and  the  beforementioned  lands  given  by  the  will  of  the  said 
Anthony  Gell,  by  the  same  description  as  was  contained  in  that  will,  or  by 
whatever  names  the  said  premises  were  then  called,  in  trust  for  the  uses  declared 
by  that  will  and  by  the  said  letters  patent : And  the  said  Vincent  and  Margaret 
Newton,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  third  part,  in  obedience  to  the  said  decree, 
conveyed  to  the  said  Philip  Gell,  and  the  said  five  other  trustees  and  their  heirs, 
the  premises  formerly  of  the  said  Agnes  Fearne,  by  the  description  contained  in 
the  beforementioned  indenture  of  feoffment  of  2d  September  1585,  or  by  what- 
ever names  the  said  premises  were  then  called,  in  trust,  for  the  uses  declared  by 
the  will  of  the  said  Agnes  Fearne  and  by  the  said  letters  patent. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  November  1819, 
between  Philip  Gell  of  Hopton,  esquire  (son  of  the  above-mentioned  Philip  Gell, 
then  deceased)  John  Millward  of  Hopton,  and  Robert  Allsop  of  Ireton  Wood, 
of  the  one  part ; and  Thomas  Hall  of  Middleton,  John  Matkin  of  Kirk  Ireton, 
and  Nathaniel  Hall  of  Stainsborough,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  foregoing 
documents,  and  reciting  that  the  Lord  Chancellor  by  an  order  in  the  before- 
mentioned  cause,  dated  17th  July  1777>  directed  that  the  said  Philip  Gell, 
deceased,  should  pay  102/.  11  s.  4>d.  the  balance  reported  to  be  remaining  in 
his  hands,  to  Charles  Hebblethwaite,  clerk  in  court,  for  the  parties  in  the  said 
cause,  in  part  payment  of  the  parties  taxed  costs;  and  that  225/.  16s.  10 d. 
residue  of  the  taxed  costs,  should  be  raised,  with  the  approbation  of  the  master, 
by  mortgage  or  sale  of  a sufficient  part  of  the  estates  in  question,  and  that  the 
master  should  tax  all  parties  their  subsequent  costs, to  be  raised  in  like  manner; 
and  reciting,  that  the  said  master,  by  his  report  of  14th  May  1778,  reported,  that 
he  had  caused  an  advertisement  to  be  inserted  in  the  London  Gazette  for  the 
sale  of  a house  and  garden  in  Carsington,  and  several  parcels  of  land  adjoining, 
being  part  of  the  charity  estates,  at  which  time  several  persons  attended  him 
on  the  sale ; and  the  said  Charles  Hebblethwaite  having  bid  for  the  said 
premises  420/.  and  no  other  person  having  bid  more,  the  said  master  allowed 
him  to  be  the  purchaser  at  that  sum ; and  reciting,  that  by  an  indorsement  on 
the  said  report,  dated  6th  June  1778,  the  said  Charles  Hebblethwaite  declared 
that  his  name  was  made  use  of  in  the  said  report,  in  trust  and  as  bidding  for  the 
said  Philip  Gell  deceased,  and  that  he  consented  that  the  said  premises  should 
be  conveyed  to  the  said  Philip  Gell  deceased,  or  as  he  should  appoint,  on  his 
paying  the  said  purchase  money  of  420/. ; and  reciting,  that  by  indenture  of 
lease  and  release  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  January  1779,  between  the  said 
Philip  Gell  deceased,  Philip  Tomlinson  and  the  other  trustees,  of  the  one  part. 
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and  the  said  William  Milnes  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Philip  Gell  and  the 
other  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  pursuance  of  the  said  order,  and  in  considera- 
tion of  420/.  conveyed  to  the  said  William  Milnes  and  his  heirs,  a messuage, 
garden  and  pingle,  at  Carsington,  containing  3 a.  & 33  p.  in  the  tenure  of 
Richard  Greatorex  ; a stable  in  Carsington,  in  the  tenure  of  John  North  ; the 
Meadow  Furlong,  containing  4 a.  & 31  p.  and  the  Signing  Ford  adjoining  to  it, 
containing  3 a.  1 r.  5 p.  in  the  tenure  of  the  said  John  North  ; the  Six  Lands, 
containing  1 a.  2 r.  32  p.  the  Signing  Ford  adjoining,  containing  2 a.  2 r.  34  p. 
and  the  Sideridge  Pingle,  containing  2 roods,  in  the  tenure  of  Charles  Johnson  ; 
the  Jacksons  Bentleys,  containing  3 a.  2 it.  15  p.  in  the  tenure  of  the  said 
John  North ; two  beast  gates,  on  the  hill  in  Carsington,  in  the  tenure  of  the 
said  Richard  Greatorex,  and  one  beast  gate  and  a half  on  the  said  hill,  in  the 
tenure  of  the  said  John  North,  and  the  ground  and  soil  of  the  said  beast  gates, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Milnes  and  his  heirs,  in  trust  for  the  said  Philip 
Gell,  and  to  be  conveyed  as  he  should  appoint,  and  in  the  meantime  in  trust 
for  him  and  his  heirs;  and  reciting  certain  deeds  of  lease  and  release  dated  in 
1784,  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  of  the  said  school  and  almshouse, 
and  other  deeds  of  lease  and  release,  dated  in  1799,  for  the  same  purpose ; and 
reciting,  that  at  a meeting  of  the  governors  and  trustees  of  the  said  school  and 
almshouse,  held  in  Wirksworth,  on  5th  day  of  May  1819,  it  was  ordered,  that  the 
said  Thomas  Hall,  John  Matkin,  and  Nathaniel  Hall,  should  be  appointed  gover- 
nors and  trustees  in  the  room  of  three  deceased  trustees,  the  said  Philip  Gell, 
John  Milward,  and  Robert  Allsop,  who  had  been  appointed  trustees  in  1799, 
and  were  the  surviving  trustees  under  the  deeds  of  that  date,  nominated  the 
said  three  persons  to  be  new  trustees,  and  conveyed  the  said  rent-charge  of  20/. 
and  the  other  trust  premises,  by  the  descriptions  before  mentioned,  to  them  and 
their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Philip  Gell,  John  Milward,  Robert  Allsop, 
Thomas  Hall,  John  Matkin,  and  Nathaniel  Hall,  and  their  heirs,  on  the  trusts 
aforesaid. 

All  the  trustees  named  in  the  trust  deeds  of  1819  are  living,  except  John 
Milward,  who  died  in  1826. 

The  only  original  trust  deeds  produced  to  us,  were  those  of  1819.  An 
English  translation  of  the  letters  patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  and  a copy  of  the 
release  of  5th  November  1776,  (the  original  of  which  was  stated  to  be  in  the 
possession  of  Philip  Gell,  esq.)  were  also  produced. 

By  the  letters  patent,  a power  was  given  to  Thomas  Gell  during  his  life,  and 
to  the  governors  after  his  death,  to  make  statutes  for  the  management  of 
the  school  and  almshouse  ; but  it  does  not  appear  that  this  power  was  ever 
exercised. 

Under  the  Wirksworth  inclosure,  the  award  of  which  bears  date  15th 
December  1806,  and  under  the  Callow  and  Kirk  Ireton  Inclosure,  the  award 
of  which  bears  date  28th  January  1807,  various  exchanges  were  made,  of  pro- 
perty belonging  to  this  charity,  in  Wirksworth  and  Kirk  Ireton  respectively. 
As  the  premises  granted  to  this  charity  consisted  of  various  detached  parcels, 
and  as  they  have  been  conveyed  by  the  modern  trust  deeds  under  the  descrip- 
tions contained  in  the  ancient  documents,  it  is  difficult  to  ascertain  with 
accuracy,  whether,  previously  to  the  time  when  those  exchanges  took  place,  the 
charity  was  in  possession  of  all  the  property  in  Wirksw'orth  and  Kirk  Ireton 
which  had  originally  belonged  to  it ; but  we  are  not  aware  that  it  had  suffered 
any  loss  of  land  before  that  time,  in  either  of  those  parishes.  Maps  were  pro- 
duced to  us,  made  within  a few  years  before  the  above-mentioned  inclosure, 
shewing  the  situation  of  the  several  parcels  before  the  inclosures  took  place. 

The  following  w'ere  the  exchanges  made  under  the  award  of  the  Wirksworth 
Inclosure : 

1.  A parcel  of  land,  containing  29  perches,  in  a field  in  Colehills,  was  awarded 
by  the  Commissioners  of  the  inclosure  to  John  Beeley,  in  exchange  for  an  equal 
quantity  in  the  same  field  awarded  to  the  trustees. 

2.  A parcel  of  land,  called  the  Cream  Acre  Sitch,  containing  1a.  2r.  27  p. ; 
a parcel  of  land,  with  a house,  building  and  garden  thereunto  adjoining,  called 
the  North  Town  End  Croft,  containing  1a.  & 24 p. ; a parcel  of  land  on  the 
north  side  of  a close,  called  the  Willow  Lands,  containing  one  rood ; an  undi- 
vided third  part  of  a close  near  Bolehill,  called  the  Land  or  Colefield  Gap, 
containing  1 r.  & 4p.  ; a parcel  of  land  in  a close  called  the  Booth  Close, 
containing  3r.  & l6p. ; three  parcels  of  land  adjoining  to  each  other,  called 
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Wiiks worth.  the  Bream  Fields,  containing  5 a.  3r.  6p.  ; and  two  allotments  of  common 

land,  by  the  same  award  set  out  to  the  trustees,  one  containing  2 a.  2r.  12p. 

a^nd^Tms^ouse0  and  t*ie  otller  UA*  & 2 r.  were  awarded  to  Philip  Gell,  esq.  in  exchange  for  a 
continued „ ’ parcel  of  land  called  the  Bolder  Flatt,  then  in  the  occupation  of  John  Milward, 

\ . j containing  8 a.  & 8p.  ; and  a parcel  of  land,  called  the  Four  Lane  End  Close, 

then  in  the  occupation  of  Stephen  Flail,  containing  3 a.  2r.  39  p.  thereby 
awarded  to  the  trustees. 

3.  A parcel  of  land,  called  the  Water  Hole  or  Pool  Close,  containing 
3 a.  1 r.  5 p.  was  awarded  to  the  said  Philip  Gell,  esq.  in  exchange  for  a parcel 
of  land  called  the  Four  Lane  End  Pingle,  containing  Sr.  & 4p.  then  in  the 
occupation  of  Stephen  Hall ; and  a parcel  of  land,  as  the  same  was  then  staked 
out,  being  the  eastwardly  end  of  the  Round  Flatt  or  High  Stainsborough, 
containing  2 a.  & 34  p.  then  in  the  occupation  of  John  Milward,  thereby 
awarded  to  the  trustees  ; and  the  Commissioners  of  the  inclosure  directed  that 
the  fence  across  the  last-mentioned  field,  adjoining  to  the  said  Philip  Gcll’s 
land,  should  be  made  by  the  said  Philip  Gell,  or  the  owners  or  occupiers  thereof 
for  the  time  being,  and  that  the  road  to  the  last  mentioned  piece  of  land,  given 
in  exchange  to  the  trustees,  should  be  from  the  Summer  Lane. 

4.  Four  houses,  buildings  and  shops,  with  yards,  gardens  and  appurtenances, 
situate  in  the  Dale  and  Greenhill  in  Wirksworth,  were  awarded  to  Thomas 
Lomas,  in  exchange  for  three  parcels  of  land  adjoining  to  each  other,  called  the 
Bennett  and  Dowry,  containing  2 a.  3 r.  2 p.  awarded  to  the  trustees. 

5.  Several  houses,  a slaughterhouse,  a smith’s  shop  and  buildings,  with  yards 
and  gardens,  in  the  Nether-street  in  Wirksworth,  and  a parcel  of  land  contain- 
ing 2 r.  & Ip.  called  the  Bradstones,  were  awarded  to  John  Toplis,  esq.  in 
exchange  for  two  parcels  of  land  called  the  Hannage,  containing  1 a.  2 r,  10  p. 
and  the  Mather  Pingle,  containing  1 r.  & 3p.  together  with  three  houses  or 
dwellings  standing  on  the  southwardly  side  of  the  said  Pingle ; and  another 
parcel  of  land  called  Hopton  Lane  Close,  containing  1 a.  & 21  p.  thereby 
awarded  to  the  trustees. 

In  addition  to  the  two  above-mentioned  allotments  of  common  land,  con- 
taining together  17  a.  & 12  r.  awarded  to  the  trustees,  and  given  by  them  in

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And  they  received,  in  exchange  for  the  above,  a house  and  croft,  and  eleven 
other  parcels  of  land,  part  of  which  were  in  the  township  of  Kirk  Ireton,  and 
part  in  the  township  of  Ireton  Wood,  containing  in  the  whole  58  a.  3r.  15p. 

There  was  also  alloted  to  the  trustees  by  the  same  award,  a small  parcel  of  land 
containing  2r.  & 15 p.  bounded  eastwardly  by  the  inclosures  received  by  them 
under  the  exchange  with  Mr.  Gell  of  Hopton. 

It  appears  from  the  recitals  in  the  trust  deed  of  1819,  above  abstracted,  that 
a house  and  lands  in  the  parish  of  Carsington,  belonging  to  this  charity,  being 
probably  the  same  as  were  mentioned  in  the  letters  patent  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
as  being  in  the  occupation  of  William  Hutchinson,  were  sold  under  the  direction 
of  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  420/.  and  conveyed  in  1779  to  a trustee  for  the 
late  Philip  Gell,  esq.  of  Hopton,  who  was  at  that  time  one  of  the  trustees  of  the 
charity,  out  of  which  were  to  be  paid  a sum  of  22 51.  105.  10c/.  for  costs  of  the 
proceedings  in  Chancery  previously  taxed,  and  the  amount  of  the  subsequent 
costs  when  taxed.  We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  what  was  the  amount 
of  these  subsequent  costs.  It  probably  was  not  sufficient  to  exhaust  the  residue 
of  the  money  received  for  the  sale  of  Carsington  lands ; but  we  cannot  learn 
that  there  is  any  account  in  existence  of  the  expenditure  at  that  period.

All  the  tenants  hold  their  respective  premises  from  year  to  year.  Mr. 
Thomas  Hall,  the  occupier  of  the  Four  Lane  End  Pingle  and  the  Four  Lane 
End  Close  (N°  9 in  the  Rental,)  is  one  of  the  present  trustees  of  the  charity, 
and  therefore  ought  not  in  strictness  to  be  a tenant  of  any  part  of  the  lands 
belonging  to  it.  It  is  to  be  observed  also,  that  his  reserved  rent  falls  considerably 
short  of  the  present  estimated  yearly  value.  These  fields  had  been  previously 
occupied  by  his  father,  Stephen  Hall,  as  tenant  to  the  charity,  from  the  time 
of  the  Wirksworth  inclosure,  at  the  same  rent  as  is  now  paid  for  them. 

In  addition  to  the  property  comprised  in  this  rental,  the  rent-charge  of  20  /. 
per  annum  granted  by  the  late  Philip  Gell,  esq.  in  177b,  in  lieu  of  the  rent- 
charge  of  the  same  amount  originally  granted  by  Thomas  Gell  in  1585, 
in  pursuance  of  the  will  of  Anthony  Gell,  is  now  paid  by  Miss  Toplis,  as  the 
owner  of  a farm  called  Tipper’s  Farm,  which  was  purchased  of  Mr.  Gell  by  her 
late  father,  John  Toplis,  esq.  subject  to  that  payment.  This  farm  is  of 
much  more  annual  value  than  is  sufficient  for  the  payment  of  the  rent-charge, 
but  all  the  lands  on  which  it  was  charged  by  the  deed  of  177b  remain  liable  to  it, 
if  it  should  become  necessary  to  resort  to  them.  The  application  of  this  annual 
sum  will  be  hereafter  stated. 

We  are  informed  that  previously  to  the  year  1797  the  accounts  of  the  charity 
were  kept  by  Mr.  Philip  Tomlinson,  one  of  the  then  trustees,  but  that  it  is  not 
known  whether  his  accounts  are  now  in  existence.  In  the  last-mentioned 
year,  Mr.  John  Cruso,  solicitor,  of  Leek,  was  appointed  agent  to  the  present 
Philip  Gell,  esq. ; and  he  has  from  that  time  held  the  office  of  receiver  of 
the  rents  of  the  charity  estates,  and  has  been  allowed  an  annual  salary  of 
ten  guineas  per  annum  out  of  the  rents  thereof ; but  it  does  not  appear  that 
there  was  any  formal  appointment  of  him  by  the  then  trustees  as  such  receiver. 
For  some  years  past,  his  son,  Mr.  John  Cruso,  jun.  has  acted  for  him  in  the 
receipt  of  the  rents. 

In  1797,  the  annual  amount  of  the  rents  (without  including  the  rent-charge 
of  20 / .)  was  133  /.  11  s.  In  1800,  the  charity  estates  were  valued  by  Mr.  Nuttall, 
a surveyor  ; and  from  Lady-day  in  that  year  the  rent  of  the  land  at  Kniveton 
was  raised  from  6 /.  to  8 /.,  and  the  rents  of  some  parts  of  the  property  at 
Wirksworth  were  increased,  so  as  to  make  the  whole  amount  of  the  income 
159/.  lb  a'.  From  1S03  to  1808,  the  amount  was  lbl  /.  lb  a.  ; but  in  the  last- 
mentioned  year  it  was  decreased  to  144/.  14  a.  b d.  in  consequence  partly  of 
some  buildings  belonging  to  the  charity  having  been  exchanged  for  land  under 
the  Wirksworth  inclosure,  and  partly  of  a portion  of  the  land  then  received  in 
exchange  from  Mr.  Gell,  having  remained  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  John  Milward

(one  of  the  trustees  of  the  charity,  who  resided  at  Hopton,  and  died,  as  has  been 
already  mentioned,  in  1826)  without  the  payment  of  any  rent  to  the  charity. 

It  is  necessary  that  the  circumstances  under  which  this  occupation  was  com- 
menced, and  continued  by  Mr.  Milward  until  his  death,  and  by  his  representatives 
until  Lady-dav  1828,  should  be  particularly  stated.  The  lands  in  Wirksworth 
received  in  exchange  from  Mr.  Gell  by  the  trustees  at  the  time  of  the  inclosure, 
consisted  of,  1st.  The  Four  Lane  End  Close  and  the  Four  Lane  End  Pingle, 
which  had  been  previously  occupied  by  Stephen  Hall  as  tenant  to  Mr.  Gell,  and 
were  afterwards  held  by  him  as  tenant  to  the  charity,  at  the  rent  of  4 l.  per 
annum,  being  the  same  as  he  had  before  paid  to  the  charity  for  the  Waterhole  or 
Pool  Close,  given  in  exchange  to  Mr.  Gell ; and,  2dly.  The  Bolder  Flatt,  and 
the  eastwardly  end  of  the  Round  Flatt  or  High  Stainsborough,  containing 
together  rather  more  than  8 acres.  These  lands  had  been  previously  included 
in  a farm  rented  of  Mr.  Gell  by  Mr.  John  Milward,  which  was  situate  partly 
in  the  township  of  Wirksworth  and  partly  in  other  places. 

Mr.  John  Cruso,  jun.  produced  to  us  a particular  of  Mr.  Gell’s  estate,  for 
the  year  1807,  with  corrections,  which  he  stated  to  be  in  the  handwriting  of 
Mr.  Cruso,  sen.  From  this  document,  it  appears  that  after  the  inclosure  took 
place,  a deduction  was  made  from  the  quantity  of  land  in  Wirksworth  previ- 
ously rented  of  Mr.  Gell  by  Mr.  Milward,  in  respect  of  the  Bolder  Flatt  and 
the  portion  of  the  Round  Flatt  given  in  exchange  to  the  charity  ; that  after 
such  deduction,  the  total  quantity  of  land  which  he  held  of  Mr.  Gell  was 
229  a.  2 r.  9 p.  And  a memorandum  was  added  to  this  part  of  the  particular 
by  Mr.  Cruso,  sen.  that  “ the  school  land”  (by  which  was  probably  meant  the 
Bolder  Matt  and  the  portion  of  the  Round  Flatt)  “ was  to  be  let.” 

A lease,  bearing  date  14th  April  1807,  from  Mr.  Gell  to  Mr.  John 
Milward,  in  which  the  particular  lands  of  which  the  farm  held  by  the  latter 
consisted  were  not  specified,  but  the  total  quantity  was  mentioned  as  being  280 
acres,  was  also  produced  to  us ; together  with  a schedule,  given  about  the  same 
time  by  Mr.  Cruso,  sen.  to  Mr.  John  Milward,  corresponding  with  the  above- 
mentioned  particular,  as  to  the  quantity  of  land  in  the  farm,  after  the  deduction 
had  been  made  on  account  of  the  exchanged  lands.  This  schedule  was  lately 
received  by  Mr.  Cruso,  jun.  from  Mr.  Robert  Milward,  the  son  of  John  Milward, 
and  as  it  had  been  in  the  possession  of  the  latter,  we  apprehend  that  if  he  ever 
referred  to  it  he  must  have  been  aware  that  he  was  in  the  occupation  of  more 
than  eight  acres  of  land  for  which  he  paid  no  rent.  As  a trustee  also  of  the 
charity  from  the  year  1799  to  the  time  of  his  death,  he  ought  to  have  been 
acquainted  with  the  state  of  the  property  belonging  to  it ; and  it  is  difficult  to 
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Wirksworth.  conceive  that  he  could  have  been  ignorant  of  the  fact,  that  certain  portions  of 

the  land  which  had  been  held  by  him,  as  tenant  to  Mr.  Geli,  had  formed  the 

^nd^mshouse°l  su^jec^  °f  an  exchange  between  his  co-trustees  and  himself,  on  the  one  part, 
an< continued.  ’ and  Mr.  Gell,  in  his  individual  capacity,  on  the  other.  No  part  of  the  pre- 

v ^ mises  which  Mr.  Gell  received  in  exchange  from  the  charity  were  occupied  by 

Mr.  Milward. 

At  the  commencement  of  our  inquiry  into  the  Charities  of  Wirksworth,  in 
July  1827,  a list  was  produced  to  us,  purporting  to  contain  the  names  of  the 
tenants  of  the  property  belonging  to  this  charity,  and  the  rents  paid  by  them. 
This  list  did  not  include  the  name  of  Mr.  John  Milward,  or  of  his  representa- 
tives ; and  the  fact  of  his  having  been  for  nearly  twenty  years  in  the  occupation 
of  a part  of  the  lands  of  the  charity  without  any  payment  of  rent,  appears  to 
have  been  at  that  time  unknown,  either  to  the  present  trustees,  three  of  whom 
were  not  appointed  until  1819.  or  to  Mr.  John  Cruso,  jun.  who  (as  has  been 
already  stated)  has  of  late  years  acted  for  his  father  as  receiver  of  the  charity. 
That  gentleman,  on  our  second  visit  to  Wirksworth,  in  August  1828,  informed 
us  that  Mr.  John  Milward’s  widow,  and  her  son  Robert,  continued  to  rent  the 
abovementioned  farm  of  Mr.  Gell  until  Lady  day  1828 ; that  in  consequence 
of  the  rent  being  in  arrear,  and  of  complaints  being  made  by  them  as  to  the 
amount  of  it,  he  (Mr.  Cruso)  on  the  behalf  of  Mr.  Gell,  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  1827  looked  over  the  farm,  and  that  he  then  discovered  that  the  two 
parcels  of  land  belonging  to  the  charity  had  been  thus  held  by  Mr.  John  Milward 
during  the  abovementioned  period ; that  the  widow  and  son  at  first  contended 
that  the  rent  of  these  parcels  had  been  included  in  that  which  had  been  paid  to 
Mr.  Gell ; but  that  on  its  being  shown  to  them,  by  reference  to  the  before- 
mentioned  particular  and  schedule,  that  the  amount  of  Mr.  GelFs  rent  had 
been  calculated  on  the  quantity  of  land  belonging  to  him,  they  stated  they 
were  unable  to  pay  any  rent  to  the  trustees  of  the  charity  for  the  period  of 
Mr.  John  Milward’s  occupation  of  the  two  parcels  of  land  belonging  to  it.  All 
the  rent  which  was  due  to  Mr.  Gell  for  his  farm,  to  Lady-day  1828,  when 
the  possession  of  it  was  given  up  to  him,  has  been  received.  From  that  time, 
the  Bolder  Flatt  and  the  portion  of  the  Round  Flatt  have  been  occupied  by 
Edward  Harvey,  as  tenant  to  the  charity,  who  agreed  that  the  amount  of  the 
rent  which  he  should  pay  for  them  should  be  settled  by  the  valuation  of 
Mr.  Charles  Heaton,  a surveyor,  of  Endon  in  Staffordshire.  Mr.  Heaton  has 
been  employed,  since  the  commencement  of  our  investigation,  to  make  a survey 
and  valuation  of  the  whole  of  the  property  belonging  to  this  charity,  the  result 
of  which  is  contained  in  the  columns  of  the  above  stated  Rental,  shewing  the 
quantity  of  land  and  the  estimated  annual  value  of  each  tenement.  The  present 
tenant  is,  therefore,  to  pay  for  the  two  parcels  of  land  a rent  of  18/.  13  5.  7 d. 
per  annum  ; and  we  have  no  reason  to  suppose  that  a less  rent  ought  to  have 
been  paid  for  them  from  Lady-day  1808,  when  the  lands  for  which  they  were 
exchanged  were  given  up  to  Mr.  Gell,  to  Lady-day  1828. 

According  to  this  estimate,  the  loss  sustained  by  the  charity  in  consequence 
of  Mr.  John  Milward’s  occupation  of  the  premises  in  question  without  payment 
of  rent,  amounts  to  about  27 31. ; and  we  apprehend  that  his  personal  estate,  if 
of  sufficient  value,  is  liable  to  make  good  this  loss.  Mr.  Cruso,  jun.  stated  to 
us,  that  he  proposed  to  demand,  on  the  part  of  the  trustees,  payment  of  the 
arrears  of  rent  from  his  representatives j but  it  seemed  to  be  very  doubtful 
whether  this  application  would  be  successful. 

It  is  evident  that  the  circumstances  which  we  have  stated  could  not  have 
occurred,  if  due  attention  had  been  paid  to  the  interests  of  the  charity  by  the 
persons  concerned  in  the  management  of  it.  The  memorandum  of  Mr.  Cruso, 
sen.  in  the  particular  of  Mr.  Cell’s  estate,  before  alluded  to,  shews  that  it  was 
intended  that  the  two  parcels  of  land  which  Mr.  Milward  had  occupied  before 
they  became  the  property  of  the  charity,  should  be  let.  We  cannot  but  con- 
sider that  there  was  a considerable  degree  of  negligence  on  the  part  of  Mr. 
Cruso,  sen.  in  omitting  to  carry  that  intention  into  effect ; and  it  appears 
extraordinary  that  it  should  not  have  been  subsequently  brought  to  his  re- 
collection by  the  large  diminution  which  took  place  in  the  amount  of  the 
rents  of  the  charity  in  1809,  as  a small  portion  only  of  that  diminution  was 
accounted  for  by  the  exchange  made  with  Mr.  Lomas,  of  buildings  for  land. 
But  the  irregularity  which  has  taken  place  must  be  attributed,  in  great  mea- 
sure, to  an  almost  total  want  of  superintendence  on  the  part  of  the  trustees, 

over 
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over  the  acts  of  the  receiver  and  the  concerns  of  the  charity.  Half-yearly 
rent  days  have  been  holden  at  Wirksworth,  in  May  and  November,  at  which 
the  tenants  have  paid  their  rents  to  the  receiver.  On  those  days  the  trustees 
have  dined  together  at  the  expense  of  the  charity ; but  it  does  not  appear  that 
the  rentals  have  been  submitted  to  their  inspection  : and  we  were  informed, 
that  from  the  year  1797,  when  Mr.  Cruso,  sen.  first  acted  as  receiver,  to  the 
time  of  the  commencement  of  our  investigation,  no  accounts  had  been  made 
out,  of  the  expenditure  on  account  of  the  charity,  distinct  from  those  kept  by 
him  relating  to  Mr.  Gell’s  own  estates. 

It  has  been  already  stated,  that  the  Commissioners  of  the  Wirksworth  Inclo- 
sure, by  their  award,  directed  that  a fence  should  be  made  by  Mr.  Gell,  for  the 
purpose  of  dividing  the  portion  of  the  Round  Flats  given  by  him  in  exchange 
to  the  charity,  from  the  residue  of  it  of  which  he  was  the  owner,  and  for  which 
he  has  since  received  rent  from  Mr.  Milward  as  part  of  his  farm ; but  no  such 
fence  has  yet  been  made. 

Under  all  the  abovementioned  circumstances,  it  seems  to  be  a proper  ques- 
tion for  the  consideration  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  Whether  the  charity  ought 
to  incur  the  loss  of  the  rent  for  the  premises  held  by  Mr.  Milward,  the  deceased 
trustee ; and  if  it  cannot  be  obtained  from  his  representatives,  by  whom  the 
loss  ought  to  be  made  good. 

Three  of  the  present  trustees,  Messrs.  Thomas  Hall,  John  Matkin,  and  Na- 
thaniel Hall,  are  tenants  of  lands  belonging  to  Mr.  Gell ; and  it  has  been  already 
mentioned  that  the  deceased  Mr.  Milward  rented  a farm  of  him.  It  appears  to 
us  desirable  that  in  the  future  appointment  of  trustees,  a selection  should  be 
made  from  the  landholders  of  the  wapentake  of  Wirksworth  who  are  not  thus 
connected  with  Mr.  Gell.  On  reference  to  the  above-stated  rental,  and  on 
comparing  the  rent  with  the  annual  value  of  the  respective  premises  as  esti- 
mated by  Mr.  Heaton,  it  will  be  seen  that  in  almost  every  instance  the  lands 
are  nowr  let  for  less  than  their  fair  annual  value.  We  were  informed,  however, 
that  it  was  intended  by  the  trustees  to  give  notices,  at  Michaelmas  1S28,  to 
the  tenants,  to  quit  the  respective  premises  held  by  them,  at  Lady-day  1829, 
in  order  that  new  lettings  thereof  might  take  place,  founded  on  Mr.  Heaton’s 
valuation. 

The  cottage  now  occupied  by  Mary  Foulkes  (No.  6 in  the  rental,)  and  the 
two  new  cottages  held  by  William  Weston  (part  of  No.  21,)  were  built  in  1826, 
at  an  expense  to  the  charity  of  101/.  18  5.  0 d.,  on  the  site  of  a dilapidated 
cottage,  which  Mary  Foulkes  had  previously  held  at  1 /.  5 s.  per  annum.  She 
is  of  advanced  age,  and  it  is  not  expected  that  any  increase  of  rent  can  be  ob- 
tained during  her  life  for  the  new  cottage  which  she  occupies.  In  respect  of 
the  two  new  cottages  held  by  William  Weston,  an  additional  rent  of  155.  was 
paid  in  1827* 

The  rent  of  the  estate  at  Kirk  Ireton,  occupied  by  John  Ford,  was  in 
1797  46/.  per  annum,  and  remained  of  the  same  amount  until  after  the  in- 
closure of  that  parish  and  the  exchanges  which  took  place  under  it.  It  appears 
from  the  accounts  which  have  been  made  out  as  hereinafter  mentioned,  that 
in  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day  1809,  a sum  of  539/.  17 -?•  3d.  was  paid 
to  an  architect,  for  taking  down  some  old  dilapidated  buildings  on  that  estate, 
and  erecting  a new  house  and  farm-buildings  thereon ; and  that  from  Ladv- 
day  1810,  the  rent  was  raised  to  84/.  its  present  amount.  At  the  same 
time  an  addition  of  105.  was  made  to  the  rent  of  Benjamin  Spencer,  the  tenant 
of  one  of  the  fields  in  Wirksworth ; making  the  total  amount  of  the  rental 
183/.  4 5.  3d.  No  farther  increase  took  place  until  1827,  when  William  Wes- 
ton paid  an  addition  to  his  rent  of  155.;  and  Samuel  Evans,  for  the  first  time, 
paid  5 5.  as  an  acknowledgment  for  damming  up  the  water  so  as  to  flood  a part 
of  the  charity  land,  as  mentioned  in  the  rental.  With  the  addition  of  these 
two  sums,  and  13/.  135.  7 d.  now  payable  by  Edward  Harvey,  and  10 5.  by  the 
Railway  Company,  the  amount  of  the  rental  becomes  198  /.  85.  1 d.  as  already 
stated. 

In  most  of  the  instances  in  which  the  lands  of  the  charity  lie  open  to  those 
of  other  persons,  the  boundaries  are  marked  by  meer-stones.  It  is  proper  that 
these  stones  should  be  inspected  by  the  trustees,  and  new  ones  placed  where 
necessary ; and  that  the  fence  across  the  Round  Flatt  should  be  made  by 
Mr.  Gell,  as  directed  by  the  Wirksworth  award. 
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Wirksworth.  Since  the  commencement  of  our  inquiry,  accounts  have  been  made  out, 

shewing  the  receipts  and  disbursements  on  account  of  the  charity  in  each  year, 

^nTyUmshouse°  during  the  whole  period  that  Mr.  Cruso  has  held  the  office  of  receiver.  We 
continued.  ’ have  been  furnished  with  copies  of  these  accounts,  and  they  have  been  entered 

\ ^ j in  a book,  in  which  it  is  intended  that  each  year’s  account  shall  in  future  be 

entered,  after  having  been  examined  by  the  trustees. 

Until  the  year  1799,  there  was  a master  of  the  grammar  school,  with  a salary 
of  30/.  and  an  usher  with  a salary  of  20/.  per  annum.  In  that  year,  the  Rev. 
Nathaniel  Hubbersty  was  appointed  schoolmaster,  and  the  annual  sum  of  50/. 
being  the  amount  of  the  united  salaries  of  the  preceding  master  and  usher,  was 
paid  to  him  for  the  services  of  himself  and  an  usher. 

In  1803,  an  additional  annual  allowance  of  4 /.  10  5.  was  made  to  him,  being 
the  amount  of  the  rent  of  a parcel  of  land  belonging  to  the  charity,  which  he 
occupied. 

This  land,  being  included  in  the  exchanges  at  the  time  of  the  inclosure,  was 
given  up  by  him  ; and  in  1809  the  payment  to  him  was  increased  to  70/.  and 
remained  the  same  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  August  1828. 

The  residue  of  the  usual  yearly  expenditure  out  of  the  rents,  has  con- 
sisted of — 

1.  A salary  of  10/.  105.  paid  to  Mr.  Cruso  as  receiver,  and  a charge  made 
by  him  of  about  165.  or  18 5.  for  postage  of  letters,  &c. 

2.  A sum  of  125.  or  135.  allowed  on  each  half  yearly  rent  day  for  refresh- 
ment for  the  tenants ; 5 s.  paid  half  yearly  to  a person  for  giving  notice  of 
the  rent  days ; and  the  expenses  of  the  dinner  provided  on  each  of  those  davs 
for  the  trustees.  The  amount  of  the  cost  of  the  two  dinners,  in  each  year 
during  the  last  ten  years,  has  been  as  follows :

From  what  has  been  already  stated,  it  is  evident  that  the  expenditure  on 
account  of  these  dinners  has  been  of  little  use  to  the  charity. 

3.  The  repairs  of  the  grammar  school  and  almshouse,  and  occasionally  of  the 
cottages  on  the  charity  estate,  the  amount  of  which  necessarily  varies.  In  the 
year  ending  at  Lady-day  1798,  and  the  four  following  years,  the  sums  paid  for 
repairs  amounted  in  the  whole  to  326  /.  15 5.  11  cl.  ; in  1808,  to  23/.  125.  Id. ; 
in  1809,  to  30/.  8s.  9d.  ; in  1812,  to  43/.  65.  5 d. ; in  1825,  to  371.  8s.  4 d. ; 
and  1826,  to  44/.  1 5.  2 d.  In  the  intermediate  years,  the  charges  for  this  pur- 
pose were  of  small  amount. 

The  old  grammar  school,  in  front  of  which  was  a small  piece  of  land,  adjoin- 
ing and  lying  open  to  the  church-yard  of  Wirksworth,  consisted  of  two  rooms, 
and,  from  a date  on  the  wall  thereof,  appeared  to  have  been  erected  in  1576. 
In  1827,  as  the  building  was  in  bad  condition,  it  was  proposed  to  put  it  into  good 
repair ; but  we  are  informed  that  on  examination  the  timbers  were  found  to 
be  in  a state  of  so  much  decay,  that  it  was  considered  necessary  to  rebuild  it. 
The  erection  of  a new  school  was  therefore  commenced  in  the  latter  part  of 
that  year  on  the  site  of  the  old  one,  and  the  exterior  parts  of  it  were  nearly 
completed  in  August  1828.  It  contains  two  large  school  rooms,  one  on  the 
ground  floor  and  the  other  above.  It  was  agreed  that  the  persons  employed 
in  the  building  should  be  paid  for  it  according  to  measure  and  value,  to  be 
ascertained  when  it  was  finished.  Sums,  amounting  together  to  560/.  had  been 
advanced  in  part  payment  to  them,  previously  to  August  1828.  The  total 
expense  of  the  building  could  not  be  at  that  time  ascertained,  but  it  was 
estimated  that  it  would  amount  nearly  to  the  large  sum  of  1500/.  No  regular 
estimate  was  obtained,  previously  to  the  commencement  of  the  building,  of  the 
expense  thereof,  which  has  been  considerably  increased  by  the  introduction  of 
unnecessary  and  ill-placed  decorations  of  the  outward  walls  and  roof.  We 
cannot  but  think  that  if  due  attention  had  been  paid  on  the  part  of  the  trustees, 

amuc. 
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a much  smaller  expenditure  would  have  been  sufficient  for  the  erection  of  a 
substantial  building,  well  calculated  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended. 
There  is  no  house  belonging  to  the  charity  for  the  residence  of  the  school- 
master. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  in  1799,  1800,  and  1803,  sums  amounting 
together  to  42/.  were  paid  by  Mr.  Cruso  to  Mr.  Tomlinson,  the  preceding 
receiver,  for  advances  which  he  had  made  to  Mr.  Upton,  solicitor,  on  account  of 
the  trust ; but  the  object  for  which  these  advances  had  been  made  is  not  stated. 
That  in  1808  a bill  of  139/.  4 s.  10 d.  was  paid  to  Messrs.  Mills,  Cruso  and 
Jones,  solicitors,  for  professional  business  done  for  the  trust  from  1797  to  that 
time,  including  the  charges  of  preparing  the  deeds  for  appointing  new  trustees 
in  1799,  and  various  attendances,  &c.  relating  to  the  claims  and  exchanges 
under  the  Wirksworth  and  Kirk  Ireton  Inclosures;  and  that  in  1820  a bill  of 
39/.  19-s.  3d.  was  paid  to  Messrs.  Cruso  and  Coupland,  for  preparing  the 
trust  deeds  of  1819.  In  1819,  1821,  1823,  and  1825,  allowances,  amounting 
in  the  whole  to  361.  17  s.  6d.  were  made  to  John  Ford,  the  tenant  of  the  Kirk 
Ireton  land,  for  contributions  made  by  him  towards  the  expense  of  defending 
a suit  for  tithes,  instituted  against  him  and  other  occupiers  of  land  in  that 
parish. 

During  the  existence  of  the  property  tax,  proportionate  allowances  were 
made  in  respect  of  the  payments  on  account  thereof,  to  the  several  tenants,  and 
no  steps  appear  to  have  been  taken  to  recover  back  any  part  of  the  sums  paid  in 
respect  of  that  tax. 

From  an  inspection  of  the  accounts  lately  made  out,  it  appears  that  from 
1797  to  1801,  there  was  a balance  due  from  the  charity  to  the  receiver,  varying 
from  about  20/.  to  40/.;  that  in  1802  there  was  a balance  in  favour  of  the 
charity  of  6/.  Os.  Id.  which  gradually  increased  in  the  six  following  years,  and 
in  1808  amounted  to  224/.  14s.  8d. ; that  in  1809,  in  consequence  of  the 
expense  of  539/.  17 s.  3d.  incurred  in  the  erection  of  the  house  and  other 
buildings  on  the  farm  at  Kirk  Ireton,  part  of  which  was  advanced  by  Mr.  Gell, 
there  was  a balance  due  to  him  from  the  charity  of  315/.  9s.  10 d.  which  was 
gradually  reduced  in  the  five  succeeding  years ; and  that  in  1815  there  was  a 
balance  due  to  the  charity,  from  Mr.  Gell,  of  32/.  15s.  9d. 

The  amount  of  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  at  Lady-day  in  each 
year  from  18 16  to  1827  inclusive,  stated,  in  the  accounts,  to  be  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Gell,  was  as  follows  :

In  consequence  of  the  neglect  to  keep  a separate  account  of  the  income  and 
expenditure  of  the  charity,  the  large  amount  of  this  balance  in  its  favour 
appears  to  have  been  unknown  to  the  trustees  at  the  time  of  the  commence- 
ment of  our  investigation. 

By  the  payment  of  a sum  of  560/.  on  account  of  the  erection  of  the  new 
school,  and  of  101  /.  18  s.  for  building  the  beforementioned  cottages  at  Warn- 
brook,  the  balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  was  reduced,  on  making  up  the 
accounts  for  the  year  ending  at  Lady-day  1828,  to  316/.  This  balance  will 
be  insufficient  for  the  payment  of  the  residue  of  the  charges  for  building  the 
new  school,  and  a debt  will  therefore  be  incurred.  If  any  sum  shall  be  reco- 
vered on  behalf  of  the  charity,  by  way  of  remuneration  for  the  loss  occasioned 
by  Mr.  John  Milward’s  occupation  of  a part  of  the  lands  belonging  to  it,  under 
the  circumstances  before  stated,  it  may  be  applied  in  diminution  of  this  debt ; 
and  on  the  re-letting  of  the  property  from  Lady-day  1829  at  increased  rents, 
the  excess  of  the  income  beyond  the  expenditure  will  be  amply  sufficient  gra- 
dually to  discharge  the  residue  thereof  within  a short  period. 
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It  will  be  observed  that  the  income  has  already  been  considerably  more  than 
sufficient  for  the  ordinary  disbursements  on  account  of  the  charity  ; and  when- 
ever the  expenses  incurred  by  the  building  of  the  new  school  shall  have  been 
paid,  there  will  be  an  increased  annual  surplus.  It  appears  to  us  desirable  that 
an  application  should  be  made  to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  for  directions  as  to 
the  application  of  this  surplus,  and  as  to  the  future  management  of  the  concerns 
of  the  charity,  in  order  to  prevent  a recurrence  of  the  irregularities  which  have 
taken  place. 

The  Rev.  N.  Hubbersty,  the  late  master  of  the  grammar-school,  informed  us 
in  July  1827,  that  in  respect  of  his  salary  of  70 /.  and  an  annual  sum  of  5 L 
which  he  received  from  the  gift  of  Henry  Gee,  hereinafter  mentioned,  all  the 
boys  who  attended  the  school  as  day  scholars  were  entitled  to  be  instructed  free 
in  the  classics,  but  that  a charge  was  made  of  10  s.  6 d.  per  quarter  to  each  day 
scholar  for  English  grammar,  writing,  and  arithmetic  j that  he  had  one  assistant  for 
classical  and  another  for  English  instruction  ; that  the  number  of  day  scholars 
instructed  in  the  classics  (most  of  whom  were  of  the  parish  of  Wirks worthy  was 
at  Midsummer  1824  eleven,  1825  eight,  1826  nineteen,  and  1827  fourteen, 
besides  others  who  were  taught  only  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  ; that  he 
had  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  boarders,  for  each  of  whom  he  received  one 
guinea  per  quarter  for  instruction  in  reading,  &c.  but  that  no  additional  charge 
was  made  to  such  of  the  boarders  as  were  instructed  in  the  classics. 

The  almshouse  is  situate  near  the  school,  and  fronting  to  the  churchyard.  It 
consists  of  six  dwellings,  three  on  the  ground  floor  and  three  above,  each  of 
which  has  a garden  attached  to  it.  The  situation  of  it  is  low  and  damp,  but 
this  inconvenience  has  been  in  some  degree  remedied  by  a drain  lately  made  near 
the  almshouse. 

The  almsmen,  who  are  six  in  number,  have  been  appointed,  as  vacancies  have 
occurred,  by  Mr.  Gell,  without  reference  to  his  co-trustees,  being  selected  by 
him  from  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Wirksworth. 

The  beforementioned  rent-charge  of  20  /.  per  annum  given  for  the  support  of 
the  almsmen,  is  paid  at  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Arkwright  at  Wirksworth,  on  ac- 
count of  Miss  Toplis,  to  Mr.  George  Pickard  on  their  behalf,  and  is  divided 
equally  amongst  them  by  monthly  payments.  It  does  not  appear  to  have  been 
at  any  time  paid  to  the  receiver  of  the  rents  of  the  charity  estate,  and  has  not 
been  included  in  the  accounts  lately  made  out.  The  almshouse  is  kept  in 
repair  out  of  the  rents  of  the  lands  vested  in  the  trustees,  and  is  now  in  fair 
condition,  but  the  almsmen  receive  no  other  advantage  from  those  rents. 

It  may  be  a question,  whether,  with  reference  to  the  donation  of  Agnes 
Fearne,  one  of  the  objects  of  which  was  an  annual  payment  of  40  s.  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  a bede  house,  and  to  the  mode  in  which  Thurstan 
Alleyne,  the  surviving  trustee  under  her  will,  carried  her  intention  into  effect, 
by  conveying  certain  lands  which  had  belonged  to  her  to  the  governors  of 
the  school  and  almshouse  for  the  support  and  maintenance  thereof,  the  almsmen 
may  not  be  entitled  to  an  allowance  out  of  the  rents,  beyond  the  amount  of 
the  expenses  of  repairing  the  almshouse. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  trace  of  the  payment  of  the  annual  sum, 
1/.  6 s.  8 d.  given  by  Mrs.  Fearne  for  a distribution  of  clothing  to  the  poor 
people  of  the  parish  of  Wirksworth,  charged  on  her  lands  in  Kirk  Ireton  and 
Iddersay  (meaning,  probably,  Iderichay,)  which  she  devised  to  her  executors. 

Henry  Gee’s  Gift  to  the  School  and  Almshouse. 

Henry  Gee’s  Gift  Henry  Gee , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  13th  February  161S,  and  proved  in  the 
to  the  School  and  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  the  following  year,  gave  to  the  school  and 
Almshouse.  almshouse  of  Wirksworth  10/.  yearly,  to  be  paid  out  of  all  his  lands  within 
Wirksworth  parish,  the  first  payment  to  begin  after  the  expiration  of  four  years 
next  after  his  decease  ; and  he  devised  all  his  lands  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  after 
her  decease  to  his  own  right  heirs,  subject  to  the  said  payment  to  the  school 
and  almshouse  of  Wirksworth. 

Of  this  annual  sum  of  10/.  one  moiety  is  paid  to  the  master  of  the  grammar 
school  by  the  following  persons,  as  the  owners  of  land  at  Bolehill,  in  the  town- 
ship of  Wirksworth : —

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Anthony  Bunting’s  Gift  to  the  Almshouse. 

Anthony  Bunting , by  his  Will  (without  date)  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court 
of  Canterbury  in  1685,  by  Francis  Bunting  his  brother  and  executor,  gave  to 
the  six  poor  men  of  the  almshouse  in  Wirksworth  founded  by  Anthony  Cell,  esq. 
51.  to  be  paid  them  yearly,  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas-day,  by  equal 
portions,  and  he  directed  that  the  same  should  be  paid,  out  of  his  land  in  Bro- 
sendale  and  Dale  Field,  to  Sir  John  Gell,  of  Hopton,  and  to  the  heirs  male  of 
his  body,  for  ever,  for  the  use  of  the  said  six  poor  men  that  were  or  should 
thereafter  be  in  the  said  almshouse,  and  prayed  that  they  would  take  the  trouble 
to  receive  and  pay  the  same;  and  if  the  family  of  Sir  John  Gell  should  there- 
after be  without  an  heir  male,  he  directed  that  the  said  51.  should  be  yearly 
paid  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  in  Wirksworth,  to  the  use 
abovesaid,  for  ever. 

This  annual  sum  of  51.  is  now  paid  half  yearly  to  one  of  the  almsmen  by 
Mr.  Nathaniel  Hall,  as  the  owner  of  certain  closes  in  the  township  of  Wirks- 
worth, called  the  Broxendale  Closes,  and  the  Wheat  Close. 

This  annuity,  and  the  last-mentioned  moiety  of  Henry  Gee’s  annuity,  are 
divided,  by  the  almsman  who  collects  them,  after  deducting  Is.  from  each  half 
year’s  collection  for  his  trouble,  in  equal  portions  amongst  the  other  five  alms- 
men and  himself. 


Taylor’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  September  1748,  and  inrolled  in  Chancery, 
between  Thomas  Brown  of  Wirksworth,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Harris, 
vicar  of  Wirksworth,  and  four  others,  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Wirks- 
worth, of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  John  Taylor , by  his  Will,  bearing  date 
1st  May  1744,  gave  100/.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of 
Wirksworth,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  to  be  put  to  such  uses  as  they  should 
"think  proper,  that  the  poor  might  receive  the  interest  of  it  yearly  at  Christmas; 
and  reciting,  that  after  the  death  of  the  said  John  Taylor,  his  executors  had 
paid  this  legacy,  and  that  it  had  been  put  out  at  interest  for  two  years,  and  that 
•the  interest  had  been  duly  applied,  but  that  the  principal  had  since  lain  dead  for 
want  of  security,  and  that  to  prevent  further  loss  the  parties  of  the  second  part 
had  agreed  to  lay  the  same  out  in  a purchase  of  freehold  estate,  and  had  con- 
tracted with  James  Banks  for  the  purchase  of  three  parcels  of  land  called  Mid- 
dlehills  and  Botham’s  Close,  in  Ible,  for  100/.  and  that  on  that  contract  the 
said  James  Banks  had  agreed  to  accept  of  a lease  of  the  said  premises  for  twenty- 
one  years,  from  25th  March  then  last,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  4/. ; and  reciting, 
that  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28th  and  29th  of  the  same 
month  of  September,  the  said  James  Banks  had  in  consideration  of  100/.  con- 
veyed to  the  said  Thomas  Brown  and  his  heirs,  two  closes  adjoining  to  each 
other,  called  the  Middlehills,  containing  by  estimation  2^  acres,  and  a close 
containing  by  estimation  one  acre,  called  Botham’s,  adjoining  on  the  south  to 
Middlehills,  situate  in  Ible  in  the  parish  of  Wirksworth ; and  that  by  lease 
bearing  even  date  with  that  deed,  the  said  Thomas  Brown  had  demised  the  said 
premises  to  the  said  James  Banks  for  twenty-one  years,  from  25th  March  then 
last,  at  the  clear  yearly  rent  of  4/.,  the  said  Thomas  Brown  declared  that  the 
said  100/.  in  the  indenture  of  release  mentioned,  was  the  money  of  the  said 
Rep.  21.  D 3 parties 
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parties  of  the  second  part,  and  that  that  conveyance  was  made  to  him  in  trust 
for  the  said  Thomas  Harris  and  his  successors,  vicars  of  the  said  parish,  and  of 
the  said  other  persons  and  their  successors,  churchwardens  thereof  for  the  time 
being,  for  ever  : And  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  acknowledged  that  the 
said  sum  of  100/.  the  consideration  money  of  the  said  purchase,  was  the  sum 
given  by  the  will  of  the  said  John  Taylor,  and  that  the  said  purchase  and  lease 
were  made  for  the  security  of  that  sum,  and  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  lands  might  for  ever  be  applied  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of 
Wirksworth,  and  yearly  at  Christmas  distributed  amongst  them  pursuant  to 
the  said  will. 

The  abovementioned  lands  at  lble,  called  the  Middle  Hills  and  Botham’s 
Close,  are  in  the  occupation  of  John  Bateman,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of 
8 /.  7 s-  per  annum. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  at  Christmas,  and  has  hitherto 
formed  part  of  the  annual  distribution  at  that  season  amongst  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Wirksworth  hereinafter  mentioned  ; but  it  appears  from  the  recital 
of  John  Taylor’s  will,  that  his  donation  was  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
the  whole  parish  of  Wirksworth,  and  not  intended  to  be  confined  to  the  township 
alone. 

Buxton’s  Charity. 

German  Buxton , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  May  17 Go,  directed  that 
100/.  should  be  raised  out  of  his  personal  estate,  and  invested  in  Government 
or  other  securities,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  paid,  after  the  deaths 
of  his  executor  and  executrix,  to  the  vicar  of  Wirksworth  for  the  time  being,  in 
trust,  to  distribute  the  same  on  every  Ash  Wednesday  amongst  so  many  of  the 
poor  widows  and  poor  housekeepers  of  the  parish  of  Wirksworth,  not  receiving- 
alms  or  relief  therefrom,  as  the  same  would  extend  to  pay  at  5 s.  each  ; and  if 
the  said  interest  should  not  be  sufficient  to  relieve  all  the  poor  widows  at  any- 
time applying  for  the  same,  he  empowered  the  distributor  to  give  a preference 
to  such  as  he  should  in  his  discretion  deem  the  greatest  objects  of  charity ; and 
if  there  should  be  in  any  year  a surplus,  for  want  of  proper  objects  applying,  he 
directed  that  it  should  be  distributed  in  the  succeeding  year,  or  as  soon  after 
as  opportunity  should  offer. 

It  is  stated  on  one  of  the  tables  of  benefactions  in  the  church,  that  this  sum  of 
100/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  land  in  the  township  of  Wirks- 
worth,  called  the  Youlcliff  Head,  containing  two  acres  or  thereabouts,  which,  by 
indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  lltli  April  1780,  and  inrolled  in 
Chancery,  was  conveyed  to  the  Rev.  Richard  Tillard,  vicar  of  Wirksworth,  for 
the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  said  German  Buxton’s  will. 

Some  title  deeds  relating  to  the  Youlcliff  Head  were  produced  to  us  by  the 
churchwardens,  but  the  conveyance  of  1780  could  not  be  found  at  the  time 
of  our  inquiry  (July  1827.) 

The  field  called  the  Youlcliff  Head,  which  contains  1a.  3r.  7p-  is  in  the 
occupation  of  Samuel  Frost,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  51.  per  annum. 
The  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  at  Christmas,  and  is  paid  over  by 
them  to  the  curate  of  Wirksworth,  on  behalf  of  the  vicar,  and  it  is  shortly  after- 
wards distributed  by  him  amongst  necessitous  widows  and  housekeepers  of  the 
parish  of  Wirksworth,  not  receiving  regular  relief,  in  sums  of  5 s.  to  each,  as  far 
as  it  will  extend. 

Bagshaw’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Bagsliarx,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  12th  May  1797.  and  proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  in  1802,  gave  to  Stephen  Hall,  of  Middle- 
ton,  and  Ralph  Toplis  and  Samuel  Wright,  of  Wirksworth,  and  their  successors, 
for  ever,  to  be  appointed  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned,  and  to  the  vicar  of 
the  parish  church  of  Wirksworth,  and  his  successors,  for  ever,  2,000/.  three 
per  cent  consolidated  annuities,  on  trust,  that  they  should  yearly  on  4th  No- 
vember, for  ever,  pay  and  apply  the  dividends  thereof  to  such  poor  decayed 
housekeepers  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  proper,  resident  in  the 
said  parish  of  Wirksworth,  at  the  rate  of  20s.  a piece.  And  to  the  intent  that 
the  said  trust  might  be  kept  up  to  the  number  of  four,  she  directed  that  the 
survivors  of  the  said  Stephen  Hall,  Ralph  Toplis,  Samuel  Wright,  and  the  vicar, 
should  from  time  to  time,  as  often  as  one  or  more  of  them  should  die,  appoint 
one  or  more  fit  persons  to  be  trustees  in  the  room  of  the  persons  so  dying,  the 
vicar  of  Wirksworth  for  the  time  being  always  to  be  one  ; and  that  on  every  such 

appointment, 
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appointment,  the  said  stock  should  be  transferred  by  the  surviving  trustees  into  Wirksworth, 

the  joint  names  of  the  surviving  and  new  trustees.  i — 

The  above  abstract  of  this  will  is  taken  from  a deed  bearing  date  21st  August  Bags^^;^)]arlty> 

1802,  between  the  said  Stephen  Hall,  Ralph  Toplis,  Samuel  Wright,  and  the  v , 

Rev.  John  Challinor,  vicar  of  Wirksworth,  of  the  one  part;  and  William  Stan- 
ley, Stephen  Smith  Ward,  Robert  Mann,  and  Henry  Harpur,  executors  of  the 
will  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Bagshaw,  of  the  other  part ; whereby,  after  reciting 
her  will,  and  reciting  that  the  said  executors  had  transferred  1,880/.  three  per 
cent  consolidated  annuities  into  the  names  of  the  said  trustees,  which,  together 
with  120/.  three  per  cent  consolidated  annuities  sold  out  and  applied  in  dis- 
charge of  the  legacy  duty,  made  up  the  said  2,000/.  stock,  the  said  trustees 
declared  that  the  stock  was  vested  in  them,  in  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends 
thereof  according  to  the  directions  contained  in  the  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth 
Bagshaw. 

All  the  trustees  named  in  Mrs.  Bagshaw’s  will  are  dead,  and  new  trustees 
have  been  from  time  to  time  appointed.  The  abovementioned  sum  of  1,880/. 
consolidated  three  per  cents  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Thomas  Hall, 

Ralph  Toplis,  Charles  Wright,  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Gordon,  the  present  vicar 
of  Wirksworth,  as  trustees. 

The  dividends,  which  amount  to  56/.  8 s.  per  annum,  are  received  through 
the  bank  of  Messrs.  Arkwright  and  Toplis.  A yearly  meeting  of  the  trustees 
is  holden  on  or  about  4th  November,  which  is  attended  by  the  curate  on  behalf 
of  the  vicar,  who  does  not  reside  at  Wirksworth,  and  the  yearly  sum  of  56/.  8s. 
is  then  divided  into  four  parts  amongst  the  trustees,  each  of  whom  prepares 
a list  of  persons  considered  by  him  proper  objects  of  charity.  These  lists  are 
compared  with  each  other,  in  order  that  the  trustees  may  avoid  giving  more  than 
one  portion  to  the  same  person;  and  after  the  meeting,  each  trustee  distributes 
the  sum  allotted  to  him  in  sums  of  1/.  to  the  persons  in  his  list.  These  persons 
are  usually  such  as  do  not  receive  relief  from  the  poor’s  rates. 

The  distribution  of  the  fourth  part  of  the  dividends  received  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Hall,  and  before  he  became  a trustee,  by  his  father,  Mr.  Stephen  Hall,  has  been 
confined  to  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Middleton,  in  this  parish,  and  the 
remaining  three-fourths  have  been  given  to  poor  persons  of  the  township  of 
Wirksworth  only.  It  appears,  however,  to  have  been  Mrs.  Bagshaw’s  intention, 
that  her  charity  should  extend  to  poor  decayed  housekeepers  resident  in  any 
part  of  this  parish,  the  selection  of  the  particular  objects  being  left  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  trustees. 

Gisborne’s  Charity. 

The  poor  of  this  parish  partake  of  the  Rev.  Francis  Gisborne’s  charity.  See  Gisborne’s  Charity. 
17th  Report,  p.  72. 

Greatorex’s  Charity. 

William  Greatorex,  of  Stonebridge,  in  the  township  of  Wirksworth,  by  his  Greatorex’s 

Will,  bearing  date  25th  June  1764,  and  proved  at  Lichfield  in  the  same  year,  Charity, 
by  Benjamin  Wigley,  Francis  Radford,  and  John  Toplis,  three  of  the  surviving 
executors  thereof,  gave,  according  to  the  desire  of  his  father,  the  clear  yearly 
sum  of  31.  to  be  for  ever  issuing  and  payable  out  of  a close  or  parcel  of  land 
in  Wirksworth,  called  the  Green  Yard,  adjoining  to  a place  called  Milne  House 
Green,  by  his  executors  and  their  heirs,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  putting  forth 
of  such  poor  boy  of  the  parish  of  Wirksworth,  yearly,  or  once  in  two  years, 
apprentice  to  some  handicraft  trade,  to  some  person  whose  legal  settlement 
should  not  be  within  the  said  parish,  if  the  same  might  be  conveniently  done, 
as  his  said  executors  and  their  heirs,  together  with  Thomas  Gell,  surgeon,  and 
his  heirs,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  to  be  the  fittest  person  for 
that  purpose. 

A note  was  produced  to  us  by  the  permanent  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Wirksworth,  which  he  informed  us  he  received  from  John  Toplis, 
esq.  of  Wirksworth,  lately  deceased,  stating  that  there  was  a close  belonging 
to  Mr.  Toplis,  charged  with  the  payment  of  31,  annually  for  apprenticing  poor 
children,  and  paid  by  him,  as  trustee,  to  such  poor  boys  as  might  be  proper 
objects. 

Having  applied  to  Miss  Toplis,  the  daughter  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Toplis, 
who  has  succeeded  to  her  father’s  property,  for  further  information  respecting 
this  charity,  we  received  a letter  from  Mr.  John  Andrew,  her  solicitor,  stating 
that  Miss  Toplis  had  not  been  aware  that  any  part  of  her  estates  was  charger 
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able  with  an  annual  payment  for  apprenticing  poor  children  ; that  she  knew* 
however,  that  her  father  was  in  the  habit  of  advancing  money  for  that  purpose, 
but  she  had  considered  that  he  was  acting  as  trustee,  without  being  aware  from 
what  source  the  money  was  raised,  and  she  supposed  that  on  his  death  the 
trust  devolved  on  some  other  person. 

Mr.  Andrew  further  stated,  that  Miss  Toplis,  with  a view  of  affording  every 
information  in  her  power,  had  requested  him  to  look  into  her  title  deeds,  which 
he  had  done,  but  that  the  only  document  he  could  find  relating  to  this  charity r 
was  an  old  paper,  containing  the  following  memorandum  : 

“ Legacies,  See.  in  Mr.  William  Greatorex’s  will,  dated  25th  June  1734. 
Executors  named  as  under,  to  whom,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  is 
given  all  other  messuages,  lands,  and  tenements,  (except  what  are  given  to  his 
wife,)  which  Mr.  Toplis  says  is  an  estate  let  at  361.  per  annum,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  3l.  per  annum  chargeable  on  one  close.” 

As  to  the  application  of  this  annual  sum,  Mr.  Andrew  stated,  that  it  appeared 
that  three  boys  had  been  placed  out  by  the  late  Mr.  Toplis,  within  the  last  ten 
years  of  his  life,  and  the  last  about  two  years  before  the  time  of  our  inquiry 
(July  1827)  ; but  that  the  annual  sum  being  too  small  for  a premium,  6/.  had 
been  generally  paid  with  a boy  every  other  year,  instead  of  31.  annually. 

The  information  conveyed  by  Mr.  Andrew’s  letter,  led  to  a search  for  the 
will  of  William  Greatorex,  which  was  found  at  Lichfield,  as  above  stated.  We 
have  since  been  informed  by  Mr.  Andrew,  that  on  a farther  inspection  of  Miss 
Toplis’s  title  deeds,  it  appears  that  she  is  now  the  owner  of  the  piece  of  land, 
called  in  the  donor’s  will  the  Green  Yard;  that  she  will  account  for  the  annual 
sum  of  31.  from  the  time  of  the  last  payment  made  by  her  father  for  appren- 
ticing a poor  child  in  respect  of  this  charity,  and  continue  the  payments  in 
future. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WIRKSWORTH. 

Deane’s  Charity. 

Daniel  Deane,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1st  April  1637,  gave  to  the  poor 
people  of  the  town  of  Wirksworth,  yearly,  for  ever,  205.  to  be  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  of  that  parish,  to  sixty  of  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  that  town* 
in  fourpenny  loaves  of  household  bread,  on  the  feast-day  of  the  Annunciation 
of  the  Virgin  Mary;  and  he  directed  that  this  sum,  with  others  for  the  poor 
of  St.  Werburgh  and  St.  Michael,  Derby,  should  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  of 
his  house  in  Derby,  wherein  Humphrey  Hanbury  then  dwelt,  which  he  gave  to. 
his  nephew,  Thomas  Street,  and  the  heirs  of  his  body. 

This  annual  sum  of  205.  is  now  received  from  the  secretary  of  the  trustees 
of  the  assembly  rooms  in  Derby,  as  being  charged  thereon,  by  the  church- 
wardens of  Wirksworth,  and  is  distributed  at  Easter,  in  bread,  amongst  poor 
persons  of  this  township. 

Lees’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a table  of  benefactions  in  the  church,  that  Dorothy  Lees,  by 
Deed,  in  1646,  gave  to  Hugh  Sheldon,  of  Monyash,  a pingle  in  the  Old  Field, 
in  Wirksworth,  called  Old  Field,  or  Oat  Hill  Pingle,  containing  about  two 
acres,  and  a close  called  the  Witch  Acres,  containing  about  two  acres,  and 
another  close,  called  Shaw  Close  Pingle,  containing  about  two  acres,  on  trust* 
to  pay  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  the  poor  of  Wirksworth  and  Mid- 
dleton ; the  poor  of  Wirksworth  to  have  three-fourth  parts,  and  the  poor  of 
Middleton  one-fourth  part,  paid  to  them  on  or  about  Good  Friday,  the  said 
Hugh  Sheldon,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  being  allowed  to  deduct  every  year  3s.  4 d. 
for  their  trouble  and  expenses  in  coming  to  receive  and  divide  the  rents. 

The  deed  of  1646,  referred  to  in  the  benefaction  table,  could  not  be  found 
at  the  time  of  our  inquiry. 

The  property  of  this  charity  consists  of, 

1. — A field,  called  the  Oat  Hill  Pingle,  containing  1a.  3 r.  30  p.,  in  the 
occupation  of  Henry  Pearson,  at  the  rent  of  5 l.  10  5.  per  annum. 

2.  — A field,  called  Barn  Close,  containing  1a.  & 6p.  and  a meadow  adjoining, 
containing  3r.  & 34  p.  lying  near  the  village  of  Middleton,  in  the  occupation 
of  Thomas  Frost,  at  the  rent  of  5 l.  per  annum. 

This  field  and  meadow  were  by  the  award  of  the  Wirksworth  Inclosure, 
dated  in  1806,  awarded  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Wirksworth, 
and  the  sidesman  and  overseer  of  Middleton,  in  trust,  for  the  poor  of  their 

respective 
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respective  townships,  in  exchange  for  two  pieces  of  land  called  the  Upper  Wirksworth.  r 

Witch  Acre,  containing  1 a.  & 11  p.  and  the  Nether  Witch  Acre,  containing  ;— 

1 r.  & S p.  thereby  given  in  exchange  to  Stephen  Hall.  Lees  s Charity, 

3. — A field,  called  the  Hanging  Shaw  Close,  containing  2a.  3r.  10p.  in  the  Cun  y 

occupation  of  John  Allsop,  at  the  rent  of  3 /.  3 s.  per  annum. 

All  these  are  yearly  tenants.  The  rents,  which  are  stated  to  be  fair,  amount- 
ing in  the  whole  to  13/.  13 s.  are  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  Wirksworth, 
at  Easter,  subject  to  an  annual  allowance  of  6.S.  4 d.  made  partly  to  Henry 
Pearson  and  partly  to  John  Allsop,  two  of  the  tenants.  It  does  not  appear  on 
what  account  this  allowance  is  made. 

One-fourth  part  of  the  rents  thus  received  is  paid  over  to  the  overseer  of 
Middleton ; the  distribution  of  which  will  be  mentioned  in  a subsequent  part 
of  this  Report.  The  application  of  the  other  three-fourth  parts  of  the  rents, 
and  of  the  income  of  the  eight  following  charities,  to  the  poor  of  the  town- 
ship of  Wirksworth,  will  be  stated  in  the  account  of  Cheney’ s and  Harrison’ s 
charities. 

Buckley’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  in  a benefaction  table,  that  Ellen  Buckley , by  her  Will,  bearing  Buckley’s  Charity, 
date  1st  March  1680,  gave  20  s.  yearly,  to  be  paid  on  or  about  4th  May  by  the 
churchwardens,  to  forty  poor  widows,  within  the  town  of  Wirksworth,  having 
no  pension. 

An  annual  sum  of  20  s.  has  been  paid  by  Charles  Hurt,  esq.  to  the  church- 
wardens, at  Easter  ; but  it  is  not  known  from  what  charity,  or  in  respect  of  what 
land,  it  has  been  so  paid. 

It  will  be  seen  in  the  account  of  Elizabeth  Blackburn’s  Charity,  that  by  the 
Wirksworth  Inclosure  award,  two  closes  were  allotted  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  Wirksworth,  in  exchange  for  a piece  of  land  called  the  North 
Field,  and  a rent-charge  of  20  s.  per  annum,  arising  out  of  a field  called  Gilkin 
Close  or  Mount  Skip,  belonging  to  Charles  Hurt,  esq.  We  are  not  aware 
of  any  other  donation  to  the  poor  of  Wirksworth,  of  20  s.  per  annum,  except 
that  of  Daniel  Deane,  which  has  been  already  accounted  for,  and  this  of 
Ellen  Buckley’s ; and  we  are  therefore  led  to  suppose  that  the  annual  payment 
of  20  s.  made  by  Mr.  Hurt  originated  from  Ellen  Buckley’s  charity,  and  that 
it  is  the  same  for  which  an  equivalent  in  land  was  received  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  under  the  award.  If  this  conjecture  be  well  founded, 

Mr.  Hurt  is  no  longer  liable  to  the  annual  payment  of  20  s. 

Summers’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  a benefaction  table,  that  George  Summers,  by  his  Will,  Summers’s  Chanty, 
bearing  date  1st  February  1683,  gave  31.  yearly,  to  be  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens, and  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  Wirksworth  on  Saint  Thomas’s 
day;  and  that  on  nonpayment  of  the  annuity,  he  directed  that  the  church- 
wardens should  seize  on  the  land  called  Fishpool  Flat,  and  hold  the  same  until 
the  arrears  should  be  fully  paid. 

The  annual  sum  of  3 /.  is  now  received  by  the  churchwardens  in  respect  of 
this  charity  from  Mr.  David  Gregory,  to  whom  the  Fishpool  Flats,  which 
consist  of  three  closes,  and  contain  about  10  acres,  formerly  belonged.  In  1801, 

Mr.  Gregory  exchanged  this  land  with  John  Toplis,  esq.  for  three  closes 
in  Wirksworth,  called  the  Dale  Closes,  containing  about  13  acres  ; and  he 
states  at  the  time  of  the  exchange  it  was  agreed  between  him  and  Mr.  Toplis 
that  the  annual  payment  of  3 /.  should  be  charged  on  the  Dale  Closes  in  exonera- 
tion of  the  Fishpool  Flats.  We  have  not  seen  the  deeds  of  exchange,  but  a draft 
was  produced  to  us  by  Mr.  Thomas  Norris  lnce,  from  his  father’s  papers,  of  an 
indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  1st  June  1801,  whereby  the  said  John  Toplis 
conveyed  the  Dale  Closes  to  the  said  David  Gregory ; and  after  reciting  that 
the  said  John  Toplis  was  then  seised  in  fee  of  certain  closes  in  Wirksworth, 
called  the  Fishpool  Flats,  which  were  charged  with  the  payment  of  31.  yearly, 
for  ever,  to  the  poor  of  Wirksworth,  and  that  the  said  John  Toplis  and 
David  Gregory  had  agreed  that  the  Fishpool  Flats  should  be  exonerated  from 
the  payment  of  that  yearly  sum,  and  that  the  Dale  Closes  should  be  charged 
therewith,  the  said  David  Gregory  covenanted  with  the  said  John  Toplis,  that 
he  and  his  heirs  would  pay  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Wirksworth 
3/.  per  annum,  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of 
Wirksworth,  and  that  the  Dale  Closes  should  stand  charged  with  the  pay- 
Rep.  21.  E ment 
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ment  thereof,  and  that  he  would  indemnify  the  said  John  Toplis  from  such 
payment. 

We  apprehend  that  these  parties  had  no  power  to  change  the  security  for 
this  donor’s  charity  ; and  that  the  land  called  the  Fishpool  Flats,  which  is  now 
the  property  of  Miss  Toplis,  continues  liable  to  the  annual  payment  of  3/.  if 
it  should  become  necessary  to  resort  to  it. 

The  Dale  Closes  are  still  the  property  of  Mr.  David  Gregory,  and  the 
annuity  is  regularly  paid  by  him  to  the  churchwardens  at  Christmas. 

Anthony  Bunting’s  Charity. 

Anthony  Bunting , (whose  donation  to  the  almshouse  of  Wirksworth  has  been 
already  noticed)  by  his  Will,  proved  in  1685,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Wirksworth  26  5.  yearly  for  ever,  to  be  paid  by  six- 
pence in  bread  every  week  to  six  or  seven  poor  people  that  should  attend  God’s 
service  on  Friday. 

This  annual  sum  of  ll.  65.  is  now  received  by  the  churchwardens  from  Mr. 
Joseph  Pickard,  and  is  understood  to  be  a charge  on  the  property  in  Wirks- 
worth belonging  to  him,  out  of  which  he  pays  the  annual  sum  of  5 /.  in  respect 
of  the  following  charity  of  Francis  Bunting,  who  was  the  brother  and  executor 
of  Anthony  Bunting.  It  forms  part  of  a distribution  of  bread  to  the  poor  of 
Wirksworth,  to  the  amount  of  2 5.  9 d.  per  week,  the  particulars  of  which 
will  be  hereinafter  stated. 

Francis  Bunting’s  Charity. 

Francis  Bunting,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  August  1693,  and  proved  at 
Lichfield  in  1695,  gave  to  his  executors,  Sir  Philip  Gell,  William  Eyre,  and 
Thomas  Bagshaw,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  51.  to  be  for  ever 
issuing  out  of  his  houses  and  lands  in  Wirksworth,  and  to  be  by  them  paid  to 
the  vicar  and  churchwardens  there  for  the  time- being,  to  be  by  them  distributed 
yearly  on  St.  Stephen’s  day,  by  5s.  a piece  to  twenty  poor  men  that  should  be 
householders  in  Wirksworth,  and  receiving  no  alms  or  pay  from  the  town  ; and 
he  directed  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  his  executors  and  their  heirs  to  distrain 
for  the  same  in  any  of  his  houses  and  lands  in  Wirksworth  aforesaid,  so  oft  as  it 
should  be  unpaid;  and  he  desired  that  the  said  5/.  a-year  should  be  effectually 
settled  in  trustees  for  the  said  poor  householders  in  Wirksworth,  out  of  some 
part  of  his  houses  or  lands  there,  that  it  might  be  yearly  for  ever  paid  according 
to  the  intent  of  his  will,  and  that  from  the  time  of  such  settlement  it  should 
not  be  a charge  on  his  whole  estate  there. 

It  does  not  appear  whether  any  settlement  was  ever  made  of  the  rent-charge 
of  51.  on  a specific  part  of  the  donor’s  property,  according  to  his  directions. 
The  annual  sum  of  5 l.  is  now  received  by  the  churchwardens,  at  Christmas,  from 
Mr.  Joseph  Pickard,  as  the  owner  of  a messuage  and  five  fields  in  Wirksworth, 
called  Pasture  Ridding,  Upper  Close,  Big  Meadow,  Little  Ridding,  Little  Mea- 
dow, and  an  allotment,  containing  in  the  whole  15  a.  2r.  20p.  It  has  hitherto 
formed  part  of  the  general  distribution  to  the  poor  hereinafter  mentioned,  but 
it  ought  to  be  specifically  given,  in  conformity  with  the  donor’s  direction,  to 
twenty  poor  householders  of  Wirksworth,  in  sums  of  5s.  to  each. 

Hoades’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  one  of  the  tables  of  benefactions,  that  Mary  Hoades , the 
daughter  of  Thomas  Hoades,  by  her  Will,  in  November  1702,  gave,  and  that  the 
said  Thomas  Hoades  by  his  will  confirmed,  to  the  poor  of  Wirksworth,  405. 
yearly,  to  be  charged  on  a piece  of  land  in  Hognaston,  called  the  High  Greave, 
and  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwarden  on  St.  Thomas’s  day. 

This  annual  rent-charge  of  405.  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  at  Christ- 
mas, from  Mr.  James  Trewman,  as  the  owner  of  the  land  at  Hognaston  called 
the  High  Greave. 

Woodis’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  on  one  of  the  tables  of  benefactions,  that  Sarah  TJ'oodis,  by 
her  Will,  bearing  date  23th  April  1707,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Wirksworth  405. 
per  annum,  to  be  paid  205.  on  24th  December,  and  20  5.  on  24th  June,  for 
ever ; and  that  she  also  gave  to  the-  minister  of  the  meeting-house  in  Wirks- 
worth 405.  per  annum,  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid,  so  long  as  there  continued  to  be 
a meeting-house  there,  and  when  it  should  be  discontinued  and  there  should 
be  no  minister  there,  the  whole  sum  of  4 l.  yearly  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  of 
Wirksworth  half-yearly  on  the  days  above  mentioned. 
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In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  this  donation  is  stated  to  be  a sum  of  Wirksworth. 
40/.  then  in  the  hands  of  John  Toplis  at  interest,  producing  40  s.  per  annum.  , - — 

An  annual  sum  of  1/.  12  s.  being  the  interest  of  40/.  at  4 per  cent,  was  ^ 

received  in  respect  of  this  charity  by  the  churchwardens,  from  Miss  Toplis,  the  v ' 

daughter  of  the  said  John  Toplis,  up  to  Christmas  1826,  when  she  paid  the 
principal  sum  of  40  /.  to  the  churchwardens,  and  it  was  deposited  by  them  in 
the  Wirksworth  savings  bank,  in  the  names  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens, 
in  addition  to  the  sums  previously  deposited  there,  which  will  be  mentioned  in 
the  account  of  Cheney’s  and  Harrison’s  Charities. 

We  are  informed  that  another  sum  of  40/.  arising  from  this  charity,  the  inte- 
rest of  which  was  payable  to  the  minister  of  the  meeting-house  at  Wirksworth, 
as  long  as  there  should  be  a meeting-house  there,  and  whenever  it  should  be 
discontinued,  to  the  poor  of  Wirksworth,  was  several  years  ago  laid  out  in 
repairing  the  roof  of  the  meeting-house  there,  which  is  still  in  existence  ; but 
no  security  appears  to  have  been  given  for  the  preservation  of  the  sum  thus  ex- 
pended, the  interest  of  which,  if  there  should  cease  to  be  a meeting-house  at 
Wirksworth,  ought  to  belong  to  the  poor. 

Blackburn’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  one  of  the  tables  of  benefactions,  that  Elizabeth  Blackburn , by  Blackburn’s 
her  Will,  gave  the  rents  of  three  pieces  of  land,  lying  in  the  North  Field  of  Charity. 
Wirksworth,  and  of  a piece  of  land  which  she  purchased  of  Michael  Burton, 
esq.  lying  betwixt  the  said  pieces,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  town 
of  Wirksworth  yearly  for  ever,  on  the  Feast  of  the  Annunciation,  by  one 
churchwarden  and  one  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Wirksworth  for  the  time  being. 

By  the  award  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  Wirksworth  Inclosure,  dated  in 
1806,  they  awarded  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Wirks- 
worth, in  trust  for  the  poor  thereof,  a close  called  the  Wheatcroft  Close,  con- 
taining 4 a.  2r.  34  p.  bounded  by  an  ancient  lane  leading  to  Kirk  Ireton  and 
Callow,  and  another  close  called  Nash’s  Close,  containing  1a.  3r.  2p.  bounded 
by  the  inclosures  therein  mentioned,  in  compensation  for  a piece  of  land  called 
the  North  Field  and  a rent-charge  of  205.  per  annum  arising  out  of  a field 
called  Gilkin  Close  or  Mount  Skip,  belonging  to  Charles  Hurt,  esq.  and 
thereby  given  in  exchange  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  to  the  said 
Charles  Hurt. 

The  land  thus  given  in  exchange  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  is 
understood  to  have  comprised  the  whole  of  that  which  was  derived  from  Mrs. 

Blackburn’s  charity ; and  we  have  already  mentioned  that  the  rent-charge  of 
205.  per  annum  is  supposed  by  us  to  have  been  derived  from  Ellen  Buckley’s 
charity. 

We  are  informed  that  from  the  time  of  the  inclosure  to  the  year  1827,  a rent 
of  10/.  per  annum  was  paid  by  Mr.  Hurt  to  the  churchwardens,  one  half  at 
Easter  and  the  other  half  at  Christmas  ; and  a further  sum  of  205.  was  also 
paid  by  him  at  Easter,  in  respect  of  the  Wheatcroft  Close  and  Nash’s  Close, 
awarded  in  exchange  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  as  above  mentioned  j 
and  that  the  rent  was  thus  received  from  him  in  consequence  of  the  Wheatcroft 
Close  having  been  leased  by  him  previously  to  the  exchange. 

Before  the  time  of  our  investigation,  Mr.  Hurt  had  stated  to  the  churchwar- 
dens that  this  lease  had  expired,  and  we  have  since  learnt  that  the  Wheatcroft 
Close  and  Nash’s  Close  have  been  let  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  the 
former  to  Samuel  Evans  at  the  rent  of  8 /.  and  the  latter  to  George  Buckley 
at  the  rent  of  6 /.  per  annum. 

Poor’s  Allotments. 

By  the  abovementioned  inclosure  award,  two  allotments,  one  containing  Poor’s  Allotments. 
1a.  & 30  p.  and  bounded  by  High  Style  Road,  and  the  other  containing 
1 r.  & 2 p.  bounded  by  the  same  road,  were  allotted  to  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  as  trustees  of  Wirksworth  poor. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  in  respect  of  what  particular  lands  the 
poor  became  entitled  to  these  allotments,  but  they  were  probably  made  in  com- 
pensation for  rights  annexed  to  some  of  the  abovementioned  premises,  of  which 
the  rents  are  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  distributed  to  the  poor. 

These  allotments  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Brambley,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  ‘31.  10  5.  per  annum,  one  half  of  which  he  pays  at  Christ- 
mas and  the  other  half  at  Easter,  to  the  churchwardens. 
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Cheney’s  and  Harrison’s  Charities. 

In  February  1822,  Mrs.  Bridget  Cheney  gave  to  the  poor  of  Wirksworth 
100/.  to  be  invested  in  the  Wirksworth  bank  for  savings,  the  interest  thereof  to 
be  distributed  yearly,  at  Christmas,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being,  which  sum  was  invested  according  to  her  directions.  In  1823,  a 
sum  of  12  /.  13  s.  8 d.  was  added  to  it,  arising  from  the  produce  of  the  sale  of 
timber  from  part  of  the  beforementioned  lands  ; and  in  1S25  a further  deposit 
was  made  of  13  /.  10  s.  arising  from  a legacy  of  10  /.  given  to  the  poor  by  John 
Harrison,  of  the  Isle  of  Man,  (respecting  which  we  have  obtained  no  further 
particulars,)  together  with  3 /.  10  5.  interest  due  thereon. 

These  three  sums,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  126/.  3 5.  8 d.  are  now  in  the 
savings  bank,  in  the  names  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  the  interest 
thereof,  amounting  to  51.  1 5.  2 d.  a year,  forms  part  of  the  distribution  to  the 
poor  at  Christmas. 

The  interest  arising  from  these  deposits,  and  the  income  received  by  the 
churchwardens  from  the  beforementioned  charities  for  the  poor,  together  with 
a moiety  of  the  alms  collected  at  the  sacrament,  allotted  to  the  churchwardens 
for  distribution  (the  other  moiety  thereof  being  distributed  by  the  curate) 
form  a fund  from  which  bread  is  provided  and  given  to  the  poor  every  Sunday 
at  the  church  after  service,  to  the  amount  of  2 5.  9d.  per  week,  by  the  church- 
wardens. 

The  annual  sum  of  1/.  65.  arising  from  Anthony  Bunting’s  charity,  for  a 
weekly  distribution  of  six  pennyworth  of  bread,  is  included  in  this  distribution. 
The  annual  sum  of  1 /.  arising  from  Deane’s  charity  is,  as  has  been  already 
stated,  distributed  in  bread  at  Easter.  For  the  distribution  of  the  residue  of 
the  money  arising  from  the  said  charities,  two  annual  meetings  of  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  are  holden,  one  in  Easter  week  and  the  other  within  a 
few  days  after  Christmas,  of  which  public  notice  is  given,  and  the  rents,  See. 
received  at  each  of  those  meetings  respectively  are  distributed  in  small  sums 
amongst  all  the  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Wirksworth,  in  proportion  to 
their  numbers  in  family,  according  to  lists  in  which  such  alterations  as  become 
necessary  are  made  at  each  time  of  distribution. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  ALDERWASLEY. 

Hurt’s  Charity. 

Alderwasley.  Grace  Hurt,  spinster,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  20th  September  1757,  after 
Hurt’s  Charity  certain  bequests,  directed  that  four  Almshouses  should  be  built  as  soon  as 
conveniently  might  be  after  her  decease,  as  near  the  Chapel  at  Alderwasley  as 
might  be,  for  four  poor  women,  and  that,  when  built,  25.  a week  should  be 
paid  to  each  of  them  for  ever,  by  her  executors,  out  of  her  personal  estate ; and 
she  gave  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate  to  her  two  nephews,  Nicholas  Hurt 
and  Francis  Hurt,  and  appointed  them  joint  executors  of  her  will. 

Although  this  testatrix  described  in  her  will  the  situation  in  Alderwasley  in 
which  she  wished  the  four  almshouses  to  be  erected,  she  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  the  owner  of  any  land  there,  and  no  almshouses  were  built  in  pur- 
suance of  her  direction. 

Four  poor  women  of  this  township  now  receive  a weekly  allowance  of  25. 
each  from  Francis  Hurt,  esq.  the  owner  of  Alderwasley  estate,  but  Mr.  Hurt 
is  not  aware  that  there  is  any  particular  fund  applicable  to  the  payment  thereof. 

We  apprehend  that  Mrs.  Grace  Hurt’s  donation  for  building  Almshouses, 
and  for  providing  a weekly  payment  to  the  inhabitants  of  them,  when  built, 
was  void  by  the  act  of  9th  Geo.  2.  c.  36.

Lady  Armyne s Charity. 

Dame  Mary  Armyne,  by  a Codicil  to  her  Will,  bearing  date  14th  August 
1662,  and  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  gave  to  Mr.  Topham, 
and  the  rector  or  parson  for  the  time  being  of  the  church,  which  she  took  to 
be  called  Mackle,*  in  the  county  of  Derby,  and  to  John  Skrymshire  and

Meaning  probably  Matlock,  which  parish  adjoins  to  Cromford. 
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Henry  Widley,  and  their  heirs,  a yearly  rent-charge  of  16/.  10,?.  to  be  issuing  Cromford. 
out  of  her  manor,  lands  and  tenements  in  Cromford,  in  the  county  of  Derby,  - — 

to  be  paid  quarterly,  for  the  maintaining  in  Cromford  six  poor  widowers  or  Lady  Armyne’s 
widows,  past  their  labour  by  age  or  im potency,  by  allowing  to  each  of  them  continued. 

40,?.  a year,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  and  15s.  a piece  for  a gown,  to  be  yearly  \ ^ 

bestowed  to  each  of  them  at  Christmas. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  7th  and  8th  April  1789, 

Peter  Nightingale,  esq.  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  conveyed 
to  Sir  Richard  Arkwright,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  manor  of  Cromford,  with 
the  capital  and  other  messuages,  mills,  farms,  lands  and  hereditaments  thereto 
belonging,  “ subject  to  certain  charities  issuing  out  of  the  said  manor  and 
premises,  yearly,  not  exceeding  the  yearly  sum  of  sixteen  pounds  and  ten 
shillings,  and  also  subject  to  the  repairs  of  the  hospital  in  Cromford  aforesaid.” 

There  are  now  six  almshouses  at  Cromford  in  fair  condition,  being  kept  in 
repair  by  Richard  Arkwright,  esq.  the  present  owner  of  the  estate,  pur- 
chased by  Sir  Richard  Arkwright,  as  above  mentioned.  They  are  inhabited 
by  six  widows  of  Cromford,  placed  there,  as  vacancies  occur,  by  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  thereof.  Each  widow  receives  from  Mr.  Arkwright  40,?.  per  annum, 
and  a further  sum  of  65.  8 d.  at  Christmas,  towards  the  purchase  of  a gown. 

The  amount  of  these  payments  is  14/.  per  annum,  being  less  by  21.  10.?.  than 
the  annual  sum  mentioned  in  Lady  Armyne’s  will,  and  in  the  conveyance  to 
Sir  Richard  Arkwright. 

The  cause  of  this  diminution  of  the  income  of  the  charity  does  not  appear ; 
but  it  seems  not  improbable  that  it  arose  from  a deduction  on  account  of  land 
tax,  the  deficiency  being  nearly  after  the  rate  of  3s.  in  the  pound  on  the  rent- 
charge  of  16/.  10.?,  per  annum.  We  have  not  found  any  trace  of  the  full 
amount  of  the  rent-charge  being  ever  paid,  and  in  a valuation  of  the  Cromford 
estate  contained  in  a letter  produced  to  us  from  Mr.  Arkwright’s  papers,  from 
Mr.  William  Soresby  to  Mr.  Hodgkinson,  dated  in  1720,  desiring  the  latter  to 
endeavour  to  find  a purchaser  for  the  estate,  the  annual  payment  to  Cromford 
almshouses  is  stated  to  be  14/. 

It  does  not  appear  by  whom  or  at  what  period  the  almshouses  were  built, 
or  in  what  manner  the  repairs  of  them  became  a charge  on  the  estate,  subject 
to  which  they  were  sold  to  Sir  Richard  Arkwright  in  1789. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HOPTON. 


Sir  Philip  Gell’s  Hospital. 

Sir  Philip  Gell,  baronet,  by  a Codicil  to  his  Will,  bearing  date  19th  June 
1719,  (reciting  that  he  had  begun  to  erect  an  Hospital  in  the  town  of  Hopton, 
for  the  habitation  of  four  poor  persons,  viz.  two  poor  single  men  and  two  poor 
single  women,  such  as  were  not  able  to  work,  and  inhabitants,  or  having  settle- 
ments in  Hopton,  and  not  residing  there  by  certificate  from  any  other  place, 
and  for  want  of  such  persons  in  Hopton,  such  as  were  inhabitants  of  Carsington, 
the  said  poor  persons  to  be  from  time  to  time,  after  his  decease,  chosen  by  the 
owners  of  Hopton  Hall  for  the  time  being,  and  such  trustees  and  their  heirs, 
in  such  deed  for  that  purpose  as  he  should  thereafter  make,  to  the  effect  follow- 
ing, or  the  major  part  of  them)  devised  to  Thomas  Gell,  of  Wirksworth,  surgeon, 
John  Tomlinson,  of  Parwich,  Francis  Tomlinson,  of  Hopton,  and  George,  his 
son,  and  John  Blackwall,  of  Callow,  whom  he  named  to  be  the  first  trustees 
for  the  management  of  the  said  hospital  after  his  decease,  and  their  heirs, 
(if  he  should  not  in  his  lifetime  perfect  the  said  building  and  execute  such 
deed  as  was  proper  for  settling  the  said  hospital  in  trustees,  and  thereby 
appoint  a method  for  the  good  managing  of  the  said  hospital)  the  site  set 
out  for  building  the  said  hospital,  with  the  ground  set  out  for  the  conveniency 
of  the  same.  And  he  gave  to  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs  a yearly  rent- 
charge  of  22/.  65.  to  be  taken  out  of  his  manor  and  the  lands  thereunto 
belonging,  called  the  Griffe  Grange,  to  be  paid  by  them  yearly  on  11th 
May  and  11th  November,  by  even  portions,  with  a power  to  distrain  for 
the  same,  the  said  rent-charge,  to  be  distributed  as  follows ; viz.  to  each  of  the 
four  persons  the  yearly  sum  of  51.  4,?.  by  the  payment  of  2 s.  every  week, 
saving  that  the  register  or  officer  to  be  appointed  to  receive  the  said  rent-charge 
should  deduct  out  of  each  person’s  payment  of  2,?.  per  week,  at  convenient 
seasons,  so  much  as  would  at  every  two  years  end  provide  for  each  of  them 
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Hopton.  new  blue  hospital  gowns;  and  he  directed  that  30 s.  the  residue  of  the  said 
— , 2,21.  6 s.  should  be  paid  to  a proper  person,  inhabiting  in  Hopton,  for  receiving 

Sir  Philip  GelU  an(j  paying  the  said  yearly  rent-charge  and  keeping  a register-book  to  enter  the 
continued.  names  of  the  persons  that  should  from  time  to  time  be  put  into  the  said 

v.  hospital,  with  all  payments  and  other  matters  touching  the  same,  and  that  the 

2 s.  weekly  that  should  arise  by  any  vacancy  in  the  said  hospital  should  be 
applied  for  the  repairs  of  the  said  hospital ; and  that  in  case  he  should  not 
complete  the  said  hospital  in  his  lifetime,  his  trustees  and  executors  should 
perfect  the  same,  according  to  the  model  drawn  thereof,  out  of  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  devised  in  his  will,  and  should  provide  for 
each  of  the  four  firerooms  in  the  hospital  a pot  for  boiling  meat,  a hand 
iron,  tongs,  and  fireshovel,  which  should  continue  in  the  said  rooms  to  go  along 
with  and  be  used  by  every  hospital  member  for  the  time  being,  and  so  taken 
care  of  that  the  same  might  not  be  made  away  with,  and  that  as  any  of  them 
should  decay,  they  should  be  repaired  out  of  the  2s.  vacancy  money  per  week. 
And  he  directed,  that  if  the  persons  to  whom  his  said  manor  of  Hopton  should, 
by  his  will,  belong,  should  be  desirous  to  ease  the  said  manor  of  Griffe  from 
the  said  rent-charge,  and  to  charge  it  on  other  lands,  on  such  persons  paying 
100/.  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchasing  of  freehold  lands  of  inheritance  for 
augmenting  the  provision  for  the  said  hospital,  or  settling  out  of  freehold  lands 
of  inheritance  the  yearly  sum  of  5 1.  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  hospital, 
the  said  manor  called  the  Griffe  should  from  thenceforth  be  discharged  of 
the  said  rent.  And  he  also  directed,  that  in  case  of  any  disorder  by  lewd  or 
evil  carriage  or  misbehaviour  of  any  of  the  persons  placed  in  the  said  hospital, 
by  swearing,  drunkenness,  scolding,  brawling,  &c.  or  by  taking  into  their  rooms 
persons  to  lodge,  every  member  of  the  hospital  that  should  so  misbehave  should 
be  put  out  of  the  hospital,  and  another  fit  person  chosen  in  the  stead  of  the 
person  so  removed. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  deed  was  made  by  Sir  Anthony  Gell  in  pur- 
suance of  the  intention  expressed  in  his  will,  nor  that  there  has  been  appoint- 
ment of  trustees  subsequent  to  his  will. 

The  hospital  or  almshouse  built  by  him  is  situate  in  Hopton,  and  consists  of 
eight  dwellings  of  two  rooms  each,  with  a garden  belonging  to  each  dwelling. 
It  is  inhabited  by  four  poor  men  or  women,  appointed,  as  vacancies  occur,  by 
Philip  Gell,  esq.  from  the  inhabitants  of  Hopton  or  Carsington.  But  the 
directions  of  the  donor,  that  they  should  be  taken  from  Hopton,  if  fit  persons 
could  be  found  there,  in  preference  to  Carsington,  that  the  inhabitants  should 
consist  of  the  specific  numbers  of  two  poor  men  and  two  poor  women,  and  that 
they  should  be  single  persons,  have  not  "been  accurately  attended  to. 

The  annuity  of  221.  6s.  still  remains  a charge  on  the  manor  and  lands  of 
Griffe,  which  are  the  property  of  Mr.  Gell ; and  the  weekly  sum  of  2s.  to  each 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  hospital,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  20/.  16s.  per 
annum,  is  paid  by  one  of  Mr.  Gell’s  tenants,  to  whom  the  full  yearly  amount  of 
221.  6j.  is  allowed  out  of  his  rent,  the  remaining  306'.  thereof  being  retained  by 
him  for  his  trouble  in  making  the  payments. 

The  hospital  is  kept  in  repair  by  Mr.  Gell,  and  is  in  good  condition.  No 
deduction  is  made  from  the  weekly  allowance,  for  providing  a gown  for  each 
inhabitant  of  the  hospital  at  the  end  of  every  second  year,  as  directed  by  the 
donor,  and  no  gowns  are  provided  for  them. 

Steeple’s  Charity. 

Steeple’s  Charity.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I78G,  it  is  stated  that  John  Steeple  gave  50/. 
to  the  poor  of  this  township. 

This  sum  of  50/.  was  in  the  hands  of  John  Toplis,  esq.  of  Wirksworth,  lately 
deceased,  who,  for  many  years  previous  to  his  death,  paid  interest  for  it,  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  cent.  In  February  1827,  the  principal  sum,  having  been 
received  from  Mr.Toplis’s  representatives,  was  placed  in  the  Wirksworth  Savings 
Bank,  in  the  names  of  the  overseers  and  guardian  of  the  poor  of  Hopton. 

The  interest  paid  by  Mr.  Toplis,  amounting  to  21.  per  annum,  has  been 
distributed  on  New  Year’s  Day  by  the  overseers,  in  small  sums,  amongst  the 
most  necessitous  poor  of  the  township. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  IDRIDGEHAY. 

Baker’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  June  16-10,  between  Robert  Mellor,  Thomas 
Storer  the  elder,  Ralph  Gamble,  and  Robert  Webster,  ail  of  Idridgehay,  of  the 
one  part,  and  John  Storer  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that  Robert  Balcer,  by  his 
will  nuncupative,  made  19th  November  1621,  had  given  22/.  owing  to  him  by 
William  Storer,  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  afterwards  to  William  Mellor,  father  of 
the  said  Robert  Mellor,  and  the  said  three  other  persons  of  the  first  part,  to  be 
laid  forth  on  land,  or  otherwise  disposed  of,  so  as  the  said  sum  should  yield 
yearly  22 s.,  20 s.  thereof  to  be  by  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs  yearly 
distributed  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  at  their  discretion,  to  the  most  needy  and 
deserving  poor  in  Idridgehay,  inhabiting  betwixt  Windley-lane  and  the  brook 
called  Sherborne,  on  the  same  side  of  Sherborne  Brook  on  which  the  said 
Robert  Baker’s  house  stood,  and  the  other  25.  to  remain  to  the  said  trustees  for 
their  pains ; and  reciting,  that  the  wife  of  the  said  Robert  Baker  had  retained 
the  said  22/.  but  by  her  will  had  directed  that  her  executors  should  pay  the 
same  to  the  said  trustees,  which  sum  had  been  paid  accordingly,  and  had  been 
placed  by  the  said  trustees  in  the  hands  of  the  said  John  Storer,  for  raising  the 
said  22  s.  yearly ; the  said  John  Storer,  for  securing  the  said  225.  per  annum, 
granted  to  the  said  Robert  Mellor,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  first  part,  and 
their  heirs,  a close,  lying  in  Kirk  Ireton,  called  the  Little  Day  Meadow,  on 
trust,  that  if  the  said  John  Storer  and  his  heirs  should  yearly  pay  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  sum  of  225.  on  the  21st  December 
yearly,  at  the  dwellinghouse  of  Robert  Webster,  the  said  John  Storer  and  his 
heirs  should  peaceably  enjoy  the  said  close  without  the  interruption  of  the  said 
trustees;  and  the  said  John  Storer  covenanted  that  the  said  parties  of  the  first 
part  and  their  heirs  should  for  ever  after  default  of  payment  made  of  the  225. 
per  annum,  quietly  hold  and  enjoy  the  said  close  without  any  interruption  on 
the  part  of  him  or  his  heirs. 

The  Little  Day  Meadow  is  now  the  property  of  Miss  Ellen  Taylor,  a minor, 
and  the  annual  sum  of  225.  is  paid  by  her  trustees,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  to 
Mr.  Robert  Cresswell,  by  whom  it  is  distributed  on  the  same  day  in  small  sums 
amongst  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  Idridgehay. 

Mr.  Cresswell  has  since  1815  acted  as  trustee  of  this  charity,  which  has  been 
many  years  under  the  management  of  persons  of  his  family,  as  the  descendants 
of  Robert  Mellor,  who  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  surviving  trustee  under  the 
deed  of  1640. 

Jackson’s  Charity. 

Henry  Jackson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  18th  August  1752,  after  giving 
certain  legacies,  appointed  Samuel  Mellor  and  Nathaniel  Hill  to  be  his  exe- 
cutors; and  to  the  intent  that  a sum  might  be  raised  sufficient  for  his  funeral 
charges,  debts  and  legacies,  he  gave  his  freehold  house  in  Idridgehay  to  the 
said  Samuel  Mellor  and  Nathaniel  Hill,  and  all  his  household  and  other  goods, 
and  his  bonds,  bills,  and  securities  for  money,  to  be  by  them  employed,  with 
the  money  that  should  be  raised  by  the  sale  of  his  house  and  household  goods, 
towards  the  payment  of  his  debts,  funeral  charges  and  legacies,  and  if  any 
money  should  remain  after  they  were  discharged,  together  with  the  costs  and 
charges  of  his  executors,  he  gave  the  same  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pole,  and  the  said 
Samuel  Mellor  and  Nathaniel  Hill,  in  trust,  for  putting  to  school  and  paying 
the  schoolwages  ot  two  or  more  poor  children  of  the  liberty  of  Idridgehay,  at 
their  discretion,  as  long  as  the  money  should  last. 

In  1782,  the  abovementioned  Samuel  Mellor  and  Nathaniel  Hill  (as  the 
trustees  of  the  charity  of  Henry  Jackson)  entered  into  an  agreement  for  a lease 
to  John  Allsop,  for  three  years,  of  a house  in  Idridgehay,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, at  the  rent  of  155.  per  annum,  to  be  applied  by  the  said  trustees  and 
their  heirs  towards  the  education  of  two  poor  children  of  Idridgehay,  the  tenant 
agreeing  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair. 

In  1783,  the  said  Samuel  Mellor  and  Nathaniel  Hill,  in  consideration  of  15/. 
conveyed  the  inheritance  of  the  same  house  to  Nathaniel  Hill  the  younger,  the 
son  of  the  trustee  of  the  same  name. 

Phis  house,  with  a garden  belonging  to  it,  is  now  occupied  by  a tenant  of 
Nathaniel  Hill,  the  son  (who  is  still  living)  at  the  yearly  rent  of  4/. 
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Idridgodiay. 


Jackson’s  Charity, 
continued. 


Mr.  Nathaniel  Hill,  the  son,  produced  to  us  an  inventory  of  the  household 
and  other  goods  of  the  said  Henry  Jackson,  as  appraised  after  his  death  in  1752, 
to  the  amount  of  31.  18  s.  7 d. ; and  informed  us  that  the  rent  of  the  house  when 
he  purchased  it  was  15s.  per  annum,  that  it  was  offered  for  sale,  and  that  he 
was  the  highest  bidder ; that  the  sum  of  15/.  arising  from  the  sale  thereof, 
was  lent  by  the  trustees  on  note  to  John  Satterfield,  a farmer  of  Wirksworth, 
who  died  about  thirty-five  years  ago,  and  that  the  money  then  came  into  the 
hands  of  his  son  and  executor,  Joseph  Satterfield,  who  paid  the  interest  on  the 
same  subsequently  to  his  father’s  death. 

A few  years  afterwards,  Mr.  Joseph  Satterfield  became  a bankrupt,  and  a divi- 
dend was  made  amongst  his  creditors,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  any  part  thereof 
was  received,  or  any  claim  made,  on  behalf  of  this  charity  j and  no  interest  has 
been  paid  on  the  abovementioned  sum  of  15/.  since  the  time  of  his  failure. 
Mr.  Joseph  Satterfield  is  now  established  in  business  at  Manchester ; and  an 
application  has  lately  been  made  to  him  for  the  payment  of  this  sum,  to  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  specified  in  Mr.  Jackson’s  will,  but  he  has  declined 
paying  it. 

No  claim  could  have  been  legally  established,  on  behalf  of  the  charity  against 
the  trustees  thereof,  to  the  house  mentioned  in  the  donor’s  will,  nor  to  the 
money  arising  from  the  sale  thereof,  the  gift  by  the  will,  of  the  produce  of 
that  sale  for  charitable  purposes,  being  void  by  the  Act  of  0 Geo.  2,  c.  36.

Of  these  rents,  now  amounting  to  13/.  135.  per  annum,  one-fourth  part  is 
received  by  the  permanent  overseer  of  the  poor  of  Middleton,  and  distributed 
in  small  sums  amongst  poor  persons  of  that  township,  being,  with  the  exception 
of  a few  who  are  very  infirm,  such  as  do  not  receive  relief.  An  annual  sum  of 
2 s.  6d.  has  been  deducted  by  the  overseer,  for  his  journey  to  Wirksworth  and 
his  trouble  in  making  the  distribution.

PARISH  OF  ST.  ANDREW  AUCKLAND. 

Free  Grammar  School. 

BY  Letters  Patent,  bearing  date  7th  December,  2d  James  First,  (1604) 
reciting  that  Anna  Sicyfte  had  petitioned  that  a grammar  school  should  be 
established  within  the  town  of  North  Auckland,  otherwise  Bishop’s  Auckland, 
for  the  education  and  instruction  of  boys  and  youth  living  therein  and  in  the 
neighbourhood,  his  Majesty  granted  that  there  should  be  a grammar  school 
established  within  the  said  town,  for  the  instruction  of  youth  in  grammar  and 
other  good  literature,  to  be  called  The  Free  Grammar  School  of  King  James 
within  the  town  of  North  Auckland,  alias  Bishop’s  Auckland,  in  Durham,  with 
one  master  and  one  under  master.  And  it  was  further  granted  that  there  should 
be  twelve  discreet  and  honest  men  to  be  governors  of  the  goods,  revenues  and 
possessions  of  the  said  school ; and  the  twelve  first  governors  were  appointed 
by  name,  and  they  were  made  a corporation,  with  a common  seal,  with  power 
to  take  lands,  and  also  to  sue  and  be  sued  by  their  corporate  name ; and  it  was 
ordered  that  when  any  one  of  the  governors  should  die  or  be  removed  from  his 
office  upon  any  reasonable  cause,  the  other  governors  should  choose  another  to 
supply  his  place  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  full  age  of 
twenty-one  years.  And  the  said  governors  were  empowered  from  time  to 
time  to  choose  a discreet  and  learned  person,  a master  of  arts,  or  at  least  a 
bachelor  of  arts,  to  be  head  master  of  the  said  school,  and  another  learned 
person  to  be  under  master,  to  continue  in  the  said  offices  during  the  pleasure  of 
the  governors  or  the  greater  part  of  them,  to  instruct  the  scholars  in  the  said 
school  in  Greek  and  Latin  literature  ; and  power  was  granted  to  the  governors 
to  hold  lands  and  tenements  for  the  support  of  the  said  school,  not  exceeding 
the  annual  value  of  10/.  arising  from  the  gift  of  the  said  Anna  Swyfte,  or  from 
any  other  person  not  exceeding  the  annual  value  of  twenty  marks ; and  the 
said  governors  and  their  successors  were  empowered,  with  the  assent  and  con- 
sent of  the  Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  time  being,  to  make  fit  and  wholesome 
statutes  in  writing  concerning  the  school,  and  the  master  and  under  master 
and  scholars  thereof,  and  the  goods  and  revenues  thereof ; and  it  was  ordained 
that  all  the  revenues  of  the  said  school  should  from  time  to  time  be  applied  for 
the  support  of  the  master,  under-master  and  scholars  thereof,  and  the  support 
and  impairs  of  the  said  school. 

We  do  not  find  that  any  statutes  were  ever  made  for  the  regulation  of  this 
school. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  12th  April  1605,  Ann  Swyfte  granted  to  the 
governors  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  in  Bishop’s  Auckland  an  annual  rent  of 
10/.  which  she  had  purchased  of  Ralph  Madison,  issuing  out  of  the  grange 
or  tenement  called  Ellergill,  in  the  parish  of  Stanhope,  and  all  the  messuages, 
lands  and  tenements  of  the  said  Ralph  Madison  in  Ellergill,  payable  at  the  feast 
of  St.  Martin  the  Bishop,  in  winter. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  17th  April  1G05,  between  Ralph  Madison  of  the 
one  part,  and  the  governors  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  by  deed  dated 
10th  April  preceding  he  had  granted  to  Ann  Swyfte  an  annuity  of  10/.  which 
the  said  Ann  Swyfte  had  granted  to  the  governors  by  the  deed  of  12th  April 
above  mentioned,  he  confirmed  the  same  to  the  said  governors,  and  further 
granted  to  the  said  governors  another  annuity  of  61.  issuing  out  of  the  same 
premises,  payable  on  the  same  day,  and  gave  them  a power  of  distress  in  case 
of  nonpayment. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  17th  April  1638,  Thomas  [Morton~\  Bishop  of 
Durham  granted  to  Linley  Wren  and  others,  governors  of  the  Free  Grammar 
School,  and  their  successors,  the  schoolhouse  lately  built  near  the  chapel  or 
guild  of  St.  Anne,  situate  in  the  market-place  at  Bishop’s  Auckland,  and  the 
cottages  adjoining  the  said  house,  with  the  appurtenances,  for  the  use  of  the  said 
school,  paying  to  the  King  or  to  the  Receiver-General  for  the  county  of 
Durham,  2 s. 

By  copy  of  court  roll,  bearing  date  15th  October,  22d  Jac.  I.  The  Lord  of 
the  Manor  of  Bishop’s  Auckland  granted  a parcel  of  the  waste,  containing 
eight  acres,  called  West  Mylne  Batts,  lying  in  or  near  the  town  of  Bishop’s 
Auckland,  to  Richard  Richardson  and  his  sequels  in  right,  at  a rent  of  4>s. ; 
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and  by  surrender,  bearing  date  11th  October,  15  Car.  II.  Richard  Richardson 
conveyed  the  same  to  Linley  Wren,  Robert  Eden,  Francis  Wren,  Richard 
Lilburn,  John  Wilkinson,  Henry  Bayles,  and  Richard  Cornforth,  and  their 
sequels  in  right. 

At  a court  held  2d  March  1770>  Farrer  Wren,  described  as  great  great 
nephew  and  heir  of  Francis  Wren,  who  survived  the  other  trustees  above 
named,  was  admitted  tenant  to  these  premises. 

It  appears  from  the  following  surrenders,  that  the  governors  were  for  a short 
period  possessed  of  other  land  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Bondgate  in  Auckland,  11th  October, 
3 Car.  I.  Lynley  Wren,  esq.  Francis  Wren,  Joseph  Cradock,  Henry  Bayles, 
and  Oswald  Glover,  governors  of  the  school  of  Bishop’s  Auckland,  by  special 
mandate  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham  were  admitted  to  thirty  acres  of  land  upon 
the  waste  called  Carr  Nook,  adjoining  Enscomb  Carr  on  the  east,  and  upon  the 
park  of  William  Lord  Ewrie  on  the  north  and  west,  for  the  use  and  augmenta- 
tion of  the  stipend  of  the  master  of  the  said  school ; and  it  was  provided  that 
the  said  lands  should  not  be  aliened  or  granted  to  any  other  use. 

At  a court  held  for  the  said  manor,  20th  April,  16  Car.  I.  Sir  William 
D’Arcy  was  admitted  to  the  above  premises  on  the  surrender  of  Lindley  Wren, 
Henry  Bayles  and  Oswald  Glover. 

We  are  informed  by  the  officer  who  has  the  custody  of  the  court  rolls,  that 
there  is  not  to  be  found  any  subsequent  surrender  relating  to  this  property. 

The  school  stands  in  the  market  place,  on  the  site  granted  by  Bishop  Morton 
in  1G38.  There  is  now  over  the  school  a chapel,  which  was  built  about  fifty 
years  ago,  for  the  convenience  of  the  inhabitants  of  Bishop’s  Auckland,  by 
permission  of  the  governors. 

In  1818,  the  governors  resolved  that  a part  of  the  schoolroom,  which  was 
divided  off,  should  be  used  when  required  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  township 
for  transacting  the  town  business,  and  it  is  now  used  for  that  purpose. 

There  is  also  a house  for  the  residence  of  the  master,  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  market  place,  and  a good  garden  belonging  to  it.  This  house  and  garden 
were  given  for  the  use  of  the  master  by  the  late  Bishop  of  Durham ; but  we 
have  not  been  able  to  obtain  inspection  of  the  deed  by  which  the  same  was 
granted,  on  account  of  the  absence  from  England  of  the  trustees  in  whose 
custody  the  deed  was  deposited.  The  school  and  dwellinghouse  are  kept  in 
good  repair  by  the  master. 

The  school  property  consists  of, 

1.  — The  yearly  rent-charge  of  16/.  granted  to  the  governors  in  1605,  which 
is  now  paid  by  Thomas  and  Anthony  Walton,  of  Ellergill  in  the  parish  of 
Stanhope,  the  owners  of  the  property  charged. 

2.  — Eight  acres  of  copyhold  land,  situate  at  West  Mill  Batts,  in  the 
township  of  Bongate,  which  is  let  by  the  schoolmaster,  with  the  permission  of 
the  governors,  and  is  now  held  by  William  Blades,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good 
rent  of  21 1. 

The  schoolmaster  also  receives  annually  15s.  charged  upon  lands  in  the 
township  of  Bongate  by  the  will  of  William  Wall,  bearing  date  22d  September 
1679,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  given  hereafter  in  our  account  of  the 
other  charities  given  by  him  to  this  parish. 

The  present  master,  the  Rev.  Robert  Thompson,  was  appointed  by  the 
governors  in  1814.  In  respect  of  the  income  above  mentioned,  no  children  are 
taught  free;  but  all  the  children  of  the  parish,  who  are  able  to  read,  are  admitted 
and  instructed  upon  the  terms  prescribed  by  an  entry  in  the  minute  book  of 
the  governors,  dated  10th  October  1805;  viz.  on  the  payment  of  7 s.  6 d.  a 
quarter  for  reading  English,  writing  and  accounts,  and  10s.  6</.  for  the  classics. 
For  boys  not  belonging  to  the  parish,  the  master  is  at  liberty  to  make  his  own 
charge.  There  are,  on  an  average,  fifty-five  boys  in  the  school,  about  ten  of 
whom  are  generally  receiving  instruction  in  the  classics.  There  is  an  usher 
appointed  and  paid  by  the  master. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  there  were  no  scholars  who  did  not  belong  to 
the  parish. 

The  following  are  the  piesent  governors;  there  are  two  vacancies: — The 
Earl  of  Eldon,  Sir  Robert  Eden  baronet,  Rev.  Henry  Hildyard,  Robert  Eden 
Duncombe  Shafto  esq.  John  Trotter  esq.  Richard  Bowser  esq.  Robert  Surtees 
esq.  Thomas  Henry  Faber  esq.  Rev.  Robert  Spencer,  William  Hodgson  esq. 
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St.  Andrew  Auck-  LORD  Crewe’s  CHARITY  FOR  EDUCATION  AND  CLOTHING. 

,*  Nathaniel  Lord  Crewe,  Bishop  of  Durham,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  24th 

Lord  Crewe’s  June  1720,  (amongst  other  extensive  charities,  which  will  be  noticed  here- 
^t!on  an d ^C4ot  b a^ter)  directed  his  trustees  therein  named  to  pay  20/.  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  of 
t°n  a 0 llng:  the  estates  therein  mentioned,  to  a schoolmaster,  to  teach  gratis  to  read  and 
write  30  such  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Bishop’s  Auckland,  and  for  such 
length  of  time,  as  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  vestrymen  of  the  said  parish 
should  direct  and  appoint,  and  to  pay  the  further  sum  of  30/.  yearly  for  the 
clothing  of  the  said  30  poor  boys,  in  such  manner  and  with  such  distinction 
of  habit  as  the  said  minister,  churchwardens  and  vestry  should  direct.  And  he 
further  directed  that  his  said  trustees  should  nominate  the  schoolmaster  to 
teach  the  said  30  poor  boys,  subject  to  such  orders,  removals  and  regulations 
as  to  the  said  trustees  should  seem  meet. 

In  the  year  1811,  the  trustees  increased  the  allowance  for  clothing  to  60/. 

The  yearly  sum  of  20/.  is  now  paid  by  the  trustees  of  Lord  Crewe’s  charities 
to  the  master  of  the  Barrington  school  in  Bishop’s  Auckland,  for  instructing 
30  poor  boys  of  the  parish  ; and  the  yearly  sum  of  GO/,  is  applied  in  supplying 
each  of  these  boys,  once  a year,  w'ith  a complete  suit  of  clothes.  The  late  and 
the  present  incumbent  of  Bishop’s  Auckland  have  successively  superintended 
the  clothing  of  the  children,  and  appointed  to  the  vacancies  as  they  have 
occurred. 

A book  has  been  kept,  containing  the  accounts  for  the  clothing,  from  the 
year  1749,  from  which  it  appears  that  there  was  in  October  1828  a balance  of 
about  3/.  10  s.  in  hand. 


Walton’s  Charities. 

Walton’s  Charities.  Edward  Walton,  a member  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  having  made  a will 
whereby  he  had  given  to  his  executors,  John  Walton,  Samuel  King,  James 
Backhouse  the  elder,  and  Thomas  Richardson,  all  the  residue  of  his  real  and 
personal  estate  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  at  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the 
society  held  at  Durham  19th  September  17G8,  gave  the  following  instructions 
to  the  persons  whom  he  had  appointed  his  executors,  as  to  the  uses  to  which  he 
wished  his  bequest  to  be  applied,  and  which  instructions  are  entered  in  the 
minute  book  of  the  society.  The  testator  stated,  that  according  to  his  com- 
putation, his  bequest  would  amount  to  2,000/.  and  upwards,  and  he  declared  it 
to  be  his  request  to  his  executors,  that  the  said  residue,  as  soon  as  it  should  be 
received,  should  be  paid  to  the  quarterly  meeting  of  friends  in  Durham,  and 
that  the  friends  of  the  said  quarterly  meeting  at  Durham  should,  as  soon  as 
they  received  the  same,  pay  to  the  friends  of  the  monthly  meeting  at  New- 
castle one-fourth  part,  to  the  monthly  meeting  of  friends  at  Durham  one- 
fourth  part,  and  to  the  monthly  meeting  of  friends  at  Raby  the  other  half 
part.  And  he  directed  that  250/.  part  of  the  first-mentioned  quarter,  should 
be  put  out  by  the  said  monthly  meeting  of  Newcastle,  and  the  interest  thereof 
paid  to  a schoolmaster  or  schoolmasters  at  Sunderland  by  the  sea,  for  teaching 
12  poor  children,  and  that  the  choice  of  the  schoolmaster  or  mistress  should 
be  in  the  power  of  the  friends  at  the  monthly  meeting  of  Newcastle,  as  also  the 
nomination  of  the  children  ; and  that  as  often  as  the  friends  at  such  meeting 
should  find  it  necessary  or  proper  to  remove  or  change  any  schoolmaster  or 
schoolmasters,  they  might  make  such  removal,  and  immediately  nominate 
another ; and  that  the  residue  of  such  quarter  should  in  like  manner  be  put 
out,  and  the  interest,  or  so  much  thereof  as  should  be  necessary,  applied  by  the 
said  meeting  in  buying  books  for  such  poor  children ; and  what  should  remain, 
in  binding  boys  or  girls  apprentices  to  such  trades  or  business  as  the  friends  of 
the  aforesaid  monthly  meeting  should  think  fit  or  proper.  And  as  to  the 
quarter  to  be  paid  to  the  monthly  meeting  at  Durham,  he  gave  such  monthly 
meeting  the  same  directions  as  to  the  application  of  the  interest  of  250/.  in 
providing  for  the  instruction  of  12  children  at  Shotton,  as  he  had  before  given 
to  the  meeting  at  Newcastle  with  respect  to  the  school  at  Sunderland,  with 
the  like  power  of  nominating  and  displacing  the  schoolmaster  and  school- 
mistress ; and  he  further  desired  that  a cottage  in  Shotton,  which  he  had  by 
his  will  given  to  his  executors,  and  one  end  whereof  was  used  as  a schoolhouse, 
with  a garth  adjoining  thereto,  should  be  for  ever  for  a house  and  schoolhouse 
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for  the  schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress  during  the  time  they  should  teach  St. Andrew  Auck- 
children  there.  And  he  gave  to  the  said  monthly  meeting  at  Durham  the  same  land, 
directions  with  respect  to  the  application  of  the  residue  of  the  last-mentioned  WaltonTcharities 
quarter  in  Shotton,  as  he  had  with  respect  to  the  application  of  the  residue  of  a continued ' ^ 

the  quarter  to  be  paid  to  the  monthly  meeting  at  Newcastle  in  Sunderland.  \ ^ > 

And  as  to  the  half  part  of  the  said  money  to  be  paid  to  the  monthly  meeting 
at  Raby,  he  appropriated  500/.  for  the  educating  12  poor  children  at  Bishop’s 
Auckland,  and  the  same  number  at  Shildon,  and  gave  the  like  directions  and 
powers  to  the  Raby  meeting  with  respect  to  these  schools,  and  as  to  the 
appropriation  of  the  residue  in  Bishop’s  Auckland  and  Shildon,  as  he  had 
before  given  to  the  other  monthly  meetings  as  to  the  other  portions  of  his 
benefaction. 

The  property  left  by  the  testator  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  3,350  /. 
three  per  cent  consolidated  annuities ; but  in  1826  this  stock  was  sold,  and 
the  produce  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  3,000/.  new  four  per  cent  stock,  in 
the  names  of  Jonathan  Backhouse,  Thomas  Richardson  and  George  Coates. 

There  is  a school  and  schoolhouse  at  each  of  the  places  pointed  out  by  the 
testator.  In  Shildon,  Bishop’s  Auckland,  and  Sunderland,  they  have  been  pur- 
chased, or  built,  at  different  periods,  from  the  income  of  the  charity.  In 
Shotton  the  testator  had  himself  provided  a school  and  house,  as  stated  in  the 
directions  given  to  his  executors. 

Although  the  management  of  each  quarter  of  the  funds  was  left  by  the 
testator  to  the  monthly  meetings,  the  whole  has  in  fact  been  under  the  general 
superintendence  of  the  quarterly  meetings,  the  treasurer  of  which  receives  the 
dividends,  and  pays  them  over,  in  the  proportions  directed,  to  the  monthly 
meetings. 

The  two  monthly  meetings  formerly  held  at  Newcastle  and  Durham  are 
now  both  held  at  Newcastle,  and  the  monthly  meeting  formerly  held  at  Raby 
is  now  held  at  Darlington  ; and  the  schools  of  Bishop’s  Auckland  and  Shildon 
are  now  under  the  management  of  the  monthly  meetings  held  at  the  latter 
place. 

For  a period  of  about  twenty  years  after  the  establishment  of  the  charity, 
the  testator’s  directions  were  strictly  complied  with,  in  applying  one-half  of  the 
dividends  in  paying  the  salaries  of  the  four  schoolmasters,  and  the  other  half  in 
buying  books  and  binding  out  apprentices  from  the  four  places  in  which  the 
schools  were  established. 

From  that  period,  until  the  income  was  increased  by  the  change  of  the 
stock,  the  whole  was  applied  in  paying  for  the  education  of  children,  finding 
them  books  and  paper,  and  defraying  the  expense  of  repairs  and  improvements 
of  the  schools. 

At  a quarterly  meeting  held  in  January  1828,  a committee  was  appointed  to 
inquire  into  this  trust;  and  at  the  next  quarterly  meeting  a report  was  made, 
whereby  the  committee  declared  their  opinion,  that  the  primary  object  of  the 
donor  was  the  education  of  children,  and  that  as  the  capital  sum  had  been 
increased  to  3,000/.  they  were  of  opinion  that  the  intention  of  the  donor 
would  be  most  satisfactorily  adhered  to,  if  the  quarterly  meeting  were  to 
recommend  to  the  monthly  meetings  to  apply  10/.  out  of  each  fourth-part  of 
the  dividends  attaching  to  each  of  the  schools  under  this  trust,  in  the  purchase 
of  books  and  in  the  binding  of  boys  and  girls  apprentices  in  each  place  where 
schools  were  directed  to  be  established,  and  to  apply  the  remainder  in  the 
support  of  the  said  schools ; and  they  further  recommended  that  the  capital 
sum  should  not  be  divided,  but  that  the  same  should  continue  in  one  entire 
sum  as  theretofore,  and  that  the  interest  should  be  annually  paid  to  the 
quarterly  meeting. 

Since  1826,  the  income  has  been  divided  between  the  four  schools,  one  half 
being  given  to  the  Newcastle  monthly  meeting,  and  the  other  to  the  monthly 
meeting  at  Darlington. 

The  sum  of  20  l.  per  annum  is  paid  to  the  masters  of  each  of  the  four  schools; 
and  in  the  latter  district,  since  1826,  the  surplus  has  been  expended,  partly  in 
purchasing  a cottage  and  garden,  for  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  at  Shildon, 
and  in  providing  books  for  the  use  of  the  two  schools,  and  some  incidental 
expenses. 

From  the  present  time  it  is  intended  to  expend  it  according  to  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  committee. 
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The  nomination  of  the  masters  and  scholars  is  left,  according  to  the  direc- 
tions of  the  donor,  to  the  monthly  meetings  of  the  society,  who  act  by  a com- 
mittee specifically  appointed  from  time  to  time  for  this  purpose. 

The  schools  of  Bishop’s  Auckland  and  Shildon  are  visited  by  the  committee 
from  Darlington  three  or  four  times  in  the  year,  when  the  vacancies  in  the 
number  of  scholars  are  filled  up. 

The  master  of  the  school  at  Bishop’s  Auckland  receives,  as  already  stated, 
20 /.  a year,  and  has  the  use  of  a school  and  schoolhouse  rent  free  ; the  house 
being  kept  in  repair  by  the  trustees.  He  instructs  twenty  children  of  the 
parish  in  reading,  writing,  and  accounts,  free  from  all  expense;  and  the  children 
are  also  supplied,  by  the  trustees,  with  books  and  all  school  requisites.  There 
are,  on  an  average,  twenty  more  children  in  the  school,  who  pay  for  their 
instruction. 

The  free  children  are  selected  by  the  committee  from  a list  of  applicants, 
kept  by  the  master.  None  are  appointed  except  those  of  the  labouring  poor, 
and  such  as  are  of  the  township  of  Bishop’s  Auckland  have  the  preference. 


The  Barrington  School. 


The  Barrington  The  management  of  the  funds  given  by  the  late  Bishop  Barrington,  for  the 
School.  support  of  the  school  which  he  founded  in  Bishop’s  Auckland,  and  for  other 
charitable  purposes,  is  vested  in  the  present  Viscount  Barrington,  the  Honourable 
William  Keppel  Barrington,  the  Honourable  Augustus  Barrington,  and  the 
Honourable  Russel  Barrington.  On  account  of  the  absence  of  Lord  Barrington 
from  England,  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  an  inspection  of  the  trust 
deeds,  which  we  are  informed  are  in  his  Lordship’s  custody,  or  any  account  of 
the  general  management  of  the  funds.  We  are  therefore  under  the  necessity 
of  postponing  the  particulars  of  these  charities  to  some  other  opportunity,  and 
of  confining  ourselves  in  the  present  Report  to  the  application  of  such  portions 
of  the  annual  income  as  are  now  paid  by  the  trustees,  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Barrington  school,  and  towards  the  support  of  the  beadsmen  in  this  parish, 
noticed  under  the  following  head. 

It  appears  from  a copy  of  a letter  of  instructions  addressed  by  the  late 
bishop  to  his  trustees  above  named,  in  March  1823,  that  by  a deed,  bearing 
date  22d  February  1823,  the  sum  of  30,000/.  3 per  cent  reduced  annuities 
was  invested  in  their  names,  upon  trust,  amongst  other  things,  to  pay  yearly 
out  of  the  dividends  436/.  to  the  religious,  moral,  and  useful  education  of  poor 
children  in  the  diocese  of  Durham  and  elsewhere,  in  the  Barrington  school  at 
Bishop’s  Auckland  ; and  in  case  that  sum  should  be  more  than  sufficient  for 
maintaining,  repairing,  and  providing  for  all  the  exigencies  of  the  said  school, 
to  be  applied  to  such  of  the  schools  in  the  diocese  of  Durham  as  his  said 
trustees  should  conceive  that,  if  living,  he  would  have  directed  the  application 
of  the  same. 

And  in  this  letter  the  bishop  recommended  the  insurance  of  the  school 
against  fire  ; and  to  have  the  accounts  kept  in  the  name  of  the  trustees,  and 
closed  on  the  31st  December  every  year,  and  a copy  thereof  transmitted  to 
each  trustee. 

The  school  in  Bishop’s  Auckland,  referred  to  in  the  above  letter,  was  built 
and  furnished  with  every  requisite,  at  the  cost  and  under  the  immediate  direc- 
tion of  the  late  bishop,  on  land  purchased  for  that  purpose.  The  building 
comprises  a large  schoolroom,  with  apartments  for  the  master  and  usher,  and 
for  a housekeeper  and  female  servant  to  take  care  of  the  furniture,  and  provide 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  master  and  usher,  and  such  persons  as  are  admitted 
into  the  school  for  the  purpose  of  learning  the  duties  of  schoolmasters. 

The  school  is  conducted  on  the  Madras  System,  and  is  open  to  all  the  children 
of  the  parish  of  Saint  Andrew  Auckland,  who  apply  to  the  master  for  admis- 
sion. There  are  generally  front  170  to  200  receiving  instruction,  including 
thirty  boys  on  Lord  Crewe’s  foundation.  In  October  1828,  there  were  140  boys 
and  42  girls  in  the  school : they  are  taught  reading,  writing,  and  accounts, 
and  are  supplied  gratuitously  with  pens,  ink,  paper,  books,  and  all  school 
requisites. 

The  girls  are  taught  the  same  as  the  boys,  but  are  not  allowed  to  remain 
after  the  age  of  eleven  years,  when,  if  they  wish  it,  they  are  transferred  to 
another  establishment,  called  the  School  of  Industry,  the  expense  of  which  is 
paid  from  this  fund. 
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At  the  first  institution  of  the  school,  nine  boys,  who  were  called  monitors, 
were  boarded  and  lodged  in  the  house  ; but  thisbeing  found  inconvenient,  the 
system  was  changed  by  the  bishop  himself ; and  instead  thereof,  it  is  now  the 
practice  to  receive  into  the  school  such  grown-up  persons  as  wish  to  learn  the 
Madras  system  of  instruction,  and  thereby  qualify  themselves  to  teach  it  in 
other  schools  in  the  diocese ; such  persons,  upon  bringing  a certificate  of  good 
conduct,  and  a recommendation  from  the  clergyman  of  the  parish  in  which  they 
reside,  are  admitted  into  the  school,  and  are  boarded  and  lodged  for  about  six 
weeks  gratuitously,  if  they  are  not  of  sufficient  ability  to  pay  for  themselves. 
Those  who  are  able  to  pay,  lodge  out  of  the  house,  and  only  attend  during  the 
school  hours  to  learn  their  duties.  There  are  generally  two  or  three  of  this 
class  of  persons  in  the  school. 

The  salary  of  the  master  is  80 /.  a year ; and  he  also  receives  20 /.  a year  for 
instructing  thirty  boys  from  Lord  Crewe’s  trustees.  He  lives  in  the  house,  and 
is  maintained  there  at  the  expense  of  the  charity.  The  usher,  who  is  in  fact 
one  of  the  head  boys  of  the  school,  is  also  boarded  and  lodged  in  the  house  ; 
he  receives  no  regular  salary,  but  occasionally  a gratuity. 

In  August  1822,  Bishop  Barrington  requested  his  chaplain,  the  Rev.  J.  Baker, 
and  his  secretary,  Mr.  Faber,  to  visit  the  school  occasionally ; and  some  regula- 
tions, made  by  order  of  the  bishop,  were  then  printed  under  their  directions. 

By  these  regulations  it  is  provided, 

That  a sum  not  exceeding  24/.  per  annum  should  be  appropriated  for  rewards 
to  the  teachers  or  assistants,  to  be  laid  out,  at  the  discretion  of  one  or  more 
visitors,  in  the  purchase  of  clothes,  or  in  any  other  manner  which  might  be 
thought  expedient. 

That  for  the  encouragement  of  teachers  and  assistants,  a sum  not  exceeding 
20/.  yearly  should  be  applied,  at  the  discretion  of  one  or  more  visitors,  to  the 
putting  them  out  apprentices  to  any  trade,  the  master  being  approved  by  a 
visitor. 

That  each  deserving  teacher  or  assistant  should,  upon  leaving  school,  receive 
a certificate  of  good  conduct  from  a visitor  and  the  master ; and  if,  in  three 
years  from  the  time  of  his  having  left  school,  he  should  produce  a certificate  to 
the  same  effect  from  the  master  whom  he  should  have  served,  he  should  receive 
a reward  of  2/. 

That  the  schoolmaster  should  be  at  liberty  to  apportion,  as  rewards,  amongst 
the  teachers,  assistants,  and  deserving  children,  20/.  a-year,  as  he  should  think 
proper,  taking  into  consideration  their  regularity  of  attendance  at  church  and 
chapel.  And 

That  the  girls  in  the  school,  on  producing  a certificate  from  the  master, 
that  their  general  behaviour  has  been  good,  and  that  they  are  able  to  read  in 
the  Bible,  should  be  admitted  to  the  School  of  Industry. 
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In  pursuance  of  these  regulations,  rewards  are  given  to  the  scholars  in  the 
school,  and  to  such  as  have  left  the  school  and  conducted  themselves  well  in 
service  for  the  term  of  three  years  afterwards.  Very  few  applications  have 
been  made  on  behalf  of  boys  wishing  to  be  placed  out  apprentice  ; but  during 
the  last  year,  ten  boys  have  received  a reward  of  2/.  each  for  good  conduct  for 
three  years  from  the  time  of  their  leaving  school. 

The  girls,  when  they  are  eleven  years  of  age,  are,  if  they  are  properly  quali- 
fied, and  desirous  of  obtaining  further  instruction,  removed  to  the  School  of 
Industry.  This  school  was  also  established  by  Bishop  Barrington,  and  is  under 
the  direction  of  a schoolmistress,  who  receives  from  the  funds  of  the  charity  a 
salary  of  28  /.  and  has  the  use  of  a house  and  garden,  rented  by  the  trustees 
of  the  beadsmen,  and  an  allowance  of  coals.  There  were  six  or  seven  girls  in 
this  school  in  October  1828. 

The  yearly  sum  of  436/.  is  transmitted,  on  account  of  the  school,  to  Thomas 
Henry  Faber,  who  was  secretary  to  the  late  bishop,  and  holds  the  same  office 
under  the  present  Bishop  of  Durham.  This  sum  Mr.  Faber  has  received 
annually  from  the  year  1814,  nine  years  previously  to  the  final  settlement  of 
the  charities  in  1823.  During  the  earlier  part  of  this  period,  the  application 
thereof  was  under  the  directions  of  Bishop  Barrington,  who  examined  the 
accounts  annually  ; and  of  late  years  Mr.  Faber  has  followed  the  same  system  as 
was  first  adopted,  under  the  Bishop’s  directions,  and  the  accounts  have  been 
audited  by  the  trustees. 
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St.  Andrew  Auck-  When  Mr.  Faber  began  to  keep  the  accounts  of  this  charity  in  1814,  he 
land.  received  a balance  of  220 /.  from  his  predecessor,  Mr.  Emm.  This  balance  was 
The  Barrington  in  the  course  of  the  next  five  years  increased  to  upwards  of  500/.;  when,  by 
School,  direction  of  the  bishop,  he  paid  the  sum  of  400/.  to  Messrs.  Drummond,  to  be 
continued.  laid  0ut  in  the  purchase  of  stock. 

v J With  regard  to  the  investment  of  this  money,  and  the  application  of  the  divi- 

dends, we  have  at  present  received  no  information.  Mr.  Faber  has  continued 
to  receive  the  same  sum  as  heretofore,  the  amount  of  which  is  still  found  larger 
than  is  required  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  school,  and  at  the  end  of  the 
year  1827  there  was  a balance  in  Mr.  Faber’s  hand  of  678/. 

For  the  last  six  years  the  average  annual  expenditure  has  been  about  367/. 
as  appears  by  the  following  Summary  of  the  Accounts  : —

Besides  these  regular  expenses  in  the  year  1824,  the  sum  of  200/.  was 
ordered  by  the  trustees  to  be  paid  for  building  a schoolhouse  at  Sedgefield, 
and  100/.  was  given  in  1823  to  the  Diocesan  School  Society. 

The  accounts  have  been  audited  annually  by  the  trustees,  up  to  December 
1826.  The  accounts  for  1827  had  been  submitted  to  the  trustees,  but  had 
not  received  their  signature  in  October  1828,  owing  to  their  temporary  absence 
from  England. 

Beadhouses. 

Beadhouses.  There  are  four  poor  persons  in  Bishop’s  Auckland,  two  men  and  two  women, 
called  Beadspeople,  nominated  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  time  being, 

who 


* A temporary  housekeeper  was  provided  at  two  periods  in  the  year  1824/5,  and  the  accounts 
do  not  altogether  distinguish  the  salary  from  the  allowance  for  boarding. 

■\  Mr.  Faber  acted  gratuitously  for  the  late  Bishop,  but  upon  his  death  the  trustees  agreed  to 
allow  the  above  salary. 
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■who  live  in  four  separate  tenements,  called  The  Beadhouses.  This  establishment 
was  founded  by  Bishop  Cosin,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  deed  or 
document  relating  thereto. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  the  Beadspeople  were  too  old  or  infirm  to  give  us 
any  information  as  to  the  charity,  but  from  an  account  given  by  Mr.  Faber, 
the  Bishop’s  secretary,  it  appears  that  they  are  possessed  of  the  following 
property  in  Bishop’s  Auckland,  which  they  manage  for  themselves,  and  divide 
the  rents  : —

The  house  and  premises  let  to  the  trustees  of  the  Barrington  school  have 
been  very  much  improved  by  the  late  bishop,  and  would  now  let  for  10/.  or  12/. 
a year.  The  other  premises  are  let  at  their  full  value. 

The  Beadhouses  were  repaired  some  years  ago  at  the  expense  of  the  late 
bishop,  and  are  now  in  good  condition ; but  all  the  other  buildings  are  in  a very 
ruinous  state. 


Besides  the  rent  above  mentioned,  the  Beadspeople  receive  4/.  yearly, 
charged  upon  an  estate  in  Allertonshire,  in  the  county  of  York,  belonging  to 
Richard  Waddington,  esquire;  and  the  further  sum  of  31.  6s.  Sd.  every  three 
years,  for  renewing  the  cloaks  worn  by  them  when  they  attend  at  the  bishop’s 
chapel.  These  payments  are  supposed  to  arise  from  the  original  endowment. 
The  money  is  regularly  remitted  to  Mr.  Faber,  by  the  receiver  of  the  bishop’s 
rents  in  that  district,  and  is  by  him  paid  to  the  Beadspeople. 

They  receive  also  4/.  annually  from  the  trustees  of  Lord  Crewe’s  charities 
(an  account  of  which  will  be  given  in  a future  report,)  and  20/.  annually  from 
Bishop  Barrington’s  charities,  which  sums  are  transmitted  to  Mr.  Faber,  and 
divided  by  him  equally  amongst  them.  They  also  receive  a gift  of  105.  6d.  at 
Christmas  from  the  Bishop  of  Durham.

Wall’s  Charity. 


William  Wall,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  24th  September  1679,  (as  appears 
from  a copy  entered  in  the  beginning  of  the  churchwardens  book,)  reciting, 
that,  he  had  surrendered  all  his  copyhold  lands  and  tenements  in  Bondgate  and 
Escomb ; viz.  his  dwellinghouse,  with  an  orchard  and  garden,  and  a messuage 
and  two  meadow  closes,  and  two  little  closes  called  Escomb  Hireth,  to  Samuel 
and  Ralph  Wall  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  his  will,  directed,  that  after  his 
death  the  said  surrender  should  be  to  the  use  of  his  son  Samuel  Wall  and  his 
heirs,  and  in  case  of  his  death  under  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  to  the  use  of 
the  said  Ralph  Wall  and  his  heirs ; and  he  declared  that  the  said  premises 
should  for  ever  thereafter  stand  charged  with  the  several  yearly  payments 
following  ; viz. 


To  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Bondgate  in  Auckland  - - -

The  several  sums  above  mentioned  to  be  paid  at  Christmas,  Easter,  and 
Whitsuntide. 

The  estate  charged  with  these  payments  became  the  property  of  the  late 
Phillis  Wood,  who  devised  the  same  to  trustees  for  the  benefit  of  the  children  of 
Mr.  Thomas  Peacock. 

Mr.  Peacock  has  paid  annually  for  the  poor  in  Durham  gaol  15s.  and  the 
like  sum  to  the  master  of  the  grammar  school  in  Bishop  Auckland.  He  has 
also  distributed  15  s.  equally  amongst  30  poor  persons  of  Bondgate  and  Bishop 
Auckland,  selected  by  himself,  every  New-year’s  eve. 

The  fourth  rent-charge,  of  155.  to  the  poor  of  St.  Andrew  Auckland,  has  not 
been  paid  for  many  years  ; but  Mr.  Peacock  having  heard  the  will  read,  stated 
that  he  was  satisfied  it  was  due,  and  that  he  would  pay  it  in  future  with  the 
other  sums.

Pearson’s 
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Pearsom’s  Chauity. 

Thomas  Pearson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  16th  April  1713,  devised  a 
messuage  and  farm  which  he  held  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Durham,  and 
all  his  lands  in  Westerton  in  Durham,  and  ail  his  estate  therein,  and  the 
benefit  of  the  renewal  thereof  after  the  death  of  his  father  and  mother,  to 
the  vicar  or  parson  of  the  parish  church  of  St.  Andrew  Auckland,  and  his 
successors,  in  trust,  for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish.  And  he  directed  that  the 
clear  profits  thereof  should  be  applied  by  the  said  vicar  or  parson  for  the  time 
being,  towards  the,  relief  and  support  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  to  be 
distributed  amongst  them  as  equally  as  he  could  with  the  assistance  of  the 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  without  giving  any  preference  to  any  par- 
ticular persons ; and  the  testator  declared  that  the  said  vicar  or  parson  might 
with  the  rents  and  profits  take  a new  lease  every  seven  years,  or  sooner,  subject 
to  the  same  trusts. 

The  lease  has  been  renewed  every  seven  years,  according  to  the  custom  of 
the  dean  and  chapter  of  Durham. 

The  last  lease  bears  date  28th  September  1826,  and  thereby  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  Durham  demised  to  the  Rev.  John  Bacon,  his  executors,  &c.  a 
messuage,  with  a fold-yard  thereunto  belonging,  and  one-half  of  the  grass  garth, 
as  the  same  was  then  divided,  containing  half  an  acre,  or  thereabouts;  a garth 
called  Hornsgarth,  and  a close  called  the  Ox  Pasture,  containing  by  estima- 
tion 28  acres,  and  a close  called  Etall,  as  the  same  were  formerly  in  the 
occupation  of  Thomas  Pearson,  which  premises  were  situate  at  Westerton, 
otherwise  West  Merrington,  for  the  term  of  21  years,  from  5th  September 
then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  1/.  13  s.  7 d.  (all  woods,  underwoods,  mines 
and  quarries,  excepted.)  The  lessee  covenanted  to  repair  and  uphold  the 
house  and  buildings  and  fences  during  the  said  term,  and  to  deliver  them  up 
in  good  condition  at  the  end  thereof. 

From  the  accounts  of  the  late  incumbent  of  St.  Andrew’s,  who  had  the 
management  of  this  charity,  it  appears  that  he  paid  140/.  19-y.  Id.  for  the 
renewal  of  the  lease  in  1826. 

The  premises  are  now  let  to  Richard  Parkin,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  1 51.  a year, 
but  from  May  1829  the  rent  is  to  be  raised  to  60/.  which  is  stated  to  be  rather 
a low  rent. 

The  rent  of  this  farm  is  received  by  the  incumbent  of  St.  Andrew’s  Auck- 
land, and  carried  to  one  account  with  the  produce  of  other  charities,  hereafter 
mentioned,  amounting  to  19/.  per  annum,  and  the  money  collected  at  the 
sacrament. 

Out  of  the  income  derived  from  these  sources,  which  generally  exceeded  70/. 
a year,  the  late  Rev.  J.  Bacon  distributed  annually  at  Easter,  to  the  poor  of 
Bishop  Auckland,  small  sums  of  money,  to  the  amount  of  from  20/.  to  25  /. 
and  gave  from  12/.  to  18/.  to  the  overseers  of  other  townships  in  the  parish, 
for  distribution.  The  portion  allotted  to  each  township  varied  from  2 s.  to 
2/.  2s. ; and  though  the  larger  sums  were  given  to  the  more  populous  places, 
no  certain  rule  of  apportionment  seems  to  have  been  observed,  and  the  money 
thus  appropriated  was  divided  amongst  a smaller  number  of  townships  in  some 
years  than  it  was  in  others. 

There  was  also  paid  2/.  10.?.  annually  to  the  parish  clerk.  We  were  informed 
that  this  payment  was  made  to  him  in  lieu  of  the  Easter  dues  to  which  he 
was  entitled  from  the  poor  persons  who  partook  of  the  money  distributed  as 
above  mentioned. 

Out  of  the  income  there  lias  also  been  paid  for  rent,  &c.  due  to  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  Durham,  the  yearly  sum  of  2/.  9 s.  Id.  and  any  expenses 
which  may  have  been  incurred  in  repairs;  but  since  1821  (in  which  year  109/. 
was  laid  out  on  this  account)  these  expenses  have  been  very  small. 

The  residue  was  reserved  to  provide  for  the  fine  which  should  be  required  for 
the  renewal  of  the  lease. 

In  the  year  1826,  the  sum  of  140/.  19 s.  id.  paid  as  before  mentioned  for 
the  renewal  of  the  lease,  exceeded  the  balance  in  Mr.  Bacon’s  hands,  but 
previously  to  his  death  in  1827,  the  money  which  he  advanced  for  this  purpose 
was  repaid,  and  a balance  of  12/.  0,?.  10 d.  accrued  in  his  hands,  which  was 
paid  by  his  executors  to  his  successor,  the  Rev.  G.  Fielding. 

Since  November  1827,  when  Mr.  Fielding  undertook  the  management  of 
these  funds,  he  has  pursued  nearly  the  same  mode  of  application  as  his  prede- 
cessor 
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cessor.  At  Easter  1828,  he  divided  about  1 51.  amongst  the  poor  of  Bishop  si.  Andrew  Auck- 
Auckland,  in  sums  varying  from  1 s.  to  3 s.  and  set  apart  10/.  for  the  other 
townships,  the  sums  appropriated  to  each  varying  from  4 s.  to  30  s.  ; but  by 
reducing*  the  amount  of  this  distribution,  he  was  enabled  to  give  about  13  /.  in 
small  sums  to  such  poor  persons  of  the  parish  as  he  found  in  sickness  or  parti- 
cular distress.  Out  of  his  receipts,  which  have  amounted  to  95/.  he  has  ex- 
pended about  38/.  in  manner  above  mentioned;  and  to  provide  for  the  next 
renewal  of  the  lease  of  the  lands  in  Westerton,  he  has  placed  30  /.  in  a bank  at 
Durham,  for  which  interest  will  be  paid  at  3 per  cent.  In  October  1828  he  had 
a balance  of  26/.  15s.  in  his  hands  towards  the  distribution  at  the  following 
Easter. 

Nutty  Hagg. 

There  is  a cottage  and  about  four  acres  and  a half,  including  a new  allotment 
of  1 a.  2r.  4i\  added  thereto  in  1807,  situate  in  the  township  of  Byers  Green, 
and  called  Nutty  Hagg,  the  rent  of  which  is  added  to  the  account  above  men- 
tioned, and  applied  to  the  same  uses. 

It  is  not  known  from  whom  these  premises  were  derived,  and  we  could  not 
learn  that  there  were  any  deeds  in  existence  relating  thereto. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  under  the  head  of  Byers  Green,  it  is 
stated  that  John  Hunter  gave  land  to  the  poor,  vested  in  the  minister  and 
vestry.  This  may  perhaps  relate  to  the  premises  above  mentioned. 

They  are  let  by  the  churchwardens,  and  are  now  held  by  — Crosby  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  10/.  a-year. 

Langstaffe’s  Charity. 

In  a Bond  bearing  date  1st  May  1787,  given  by  John  Bainbridge  to  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Capstick,  Farrer  Wren  and  Ralph  Bowser,  for  securing  the  sum  of 
200/.  with  interest  at  4 \ per  cent,  it  is  stated  that  the  said  money  was  in  trust 
for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew  Auckland,  and  was  given  to  the  use 
of  the  said  poor  by  indenture  bearing  date  28th  June,  3d  Anne,  between 
Frances  Langslqffe,  widow,  of  the  first  part,  Mark  Riddell  of  the  second  part, 
and  the  Rev.  William  Lupton  of  the  third  part;  and  was  the  same  sum  that 
was  secured  with  interest,  by  indenture  bearing  date  1st  May  1761,  between 
Sarah  Gibson  of  the  first  part,  John  Hall  of  the  second,  and  the  Rev.  Abraham 
Smith  and  three  others  of  the  third  part. 

This  sum  seems  to  have  been  lent  by  way  of  mortgage  on  certain  leasehold 
premises  held  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  which  have  been  therefore  demised 
from  time  to  time  from  the  year  1765  to  the  incumbent  of  St.  Andrew’s  and 
another  person,  as  a security  for  this  money,  and  for  the  further  sum  of  507. 
mentioned  under  the  following  head,  the  family  of  Bainbridge  and  their  assignees 
having  enjoyed  the  property,  paying  the  interest  on  the  two  sums  of  200/. 
and  50/. 

By  the  last  lease,  bearing  date  26th  November  1821,  the  then  Bishop  of  Dur- 
ham demised  to  the  Rev.  John  Bacon,  curate  of  St.  Andrew  Auckland,  and 
Thomas  Henry  Faber,  their  executors,  &c.  a close,  containing  by  estimation 
1a.  1 r.  32p.  and  another  close,  containing  by  estimation  5a.  & 33p.  which 
closes  were  late  in  the  occupation  of  John  Bainbridge,  and  then  of  his  widow, 

Mary  Bainbridge,  and  were  part  of  five  closes  in  the  Kirk  Leazes,  in  the  town- 
ship of  Bongate  in  Bishop’s  Auckland,  decreed  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in 
October  1760,  in  lieu  of  eight  acres  and  a half  of  meadow  in  the  Kirk  Leazes 
theretofore  demised  to  Sarah  Gibson,  as  part  of  the  lands  called  the  Escheator’s 
and  Barker’s  lands,  for  the  term  of  twenty-one  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
1/.  7 s.  S d. 

This  lease  was  according  to  the  common  course  renewable  in  1828;  but  tin’s 
rested  with  Joseph  Newton,  who  had  the  beneficial  interest  therein,  he  having 
purchased  the  same  lately  from  the  executors  of  John  Bainbridge. 

The  abovenamed  Joseph  Newton  pays  ol.  a-year  as  interest  of  the  sum  of 
200/.  and  the  amount  is  carried  to  the  same  account  as  the  produce  of  Pear- 
son’s charitv,  above  mentioned. 

Apprentice  Fund. 

By  a Bond  of  the  same  date  as  that  referred  to  under  the  preceding  head,  Apprentice  Pund. 
the  same  John  Bainbridge  became  bound  to  the  same  parties  for  securing  the 
sum  of  50/.  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  4 per  cent,  payable  the  1st  November, 
in  trust  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Andrew  Auckland,  and  to  the  intent 
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that  the  interest  might  be  yearly  applied  in  putting  out  some  of  the  poor  chil- 
dren of  the  said  parish  apprentices. 

The  only  account  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  of  the  origin  of  this  money  is 
from  an  entry  in  the  churchwarden’s  book  in  I76I,  which  states  that  50/.  was 
then  lent  to  John  Hall,  being  overplus  of

This  sum  of  50/.  is  considered  as  secured  in  the  same  manner  as  the  sum  of 
200/.  before  mentioned,  and  the  interest  2/.  5 s.  is  paid  by  Joseph  Newton, 
the  person  beneficially  interested  in  the  lease. 

There  is  also  the  sum  of  42/.  in  the  savings  bank  at  Bishop’s  Auckland,  in 
the  name  of  the  minister  and  churchwarden,  producing  1/.  155.  8 d.  per 
annum. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  this  money  is  stated  to  have  been 
given  by  Messrs.  Walker  and  Robinson ; but  the  names  of  these  donors  are  not 
known  in  the  parish. 

The  amount  of  the  two  annual  sums  of  2/.  os.  and  1 /.  15  5.  8 d.  is  divided  by 
the  churchwardens  equally  between  eight  or  ten  poor  apprentices,  each  of 
whom  receive  the  same  for  three  successive  years.

Lost  Charities. 

The  following  sums  of  money  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
though  they  have  been  lost  for  above  fifty  years,  are  still  noticed  in  the  list  of 
charities  entered  annually  in  the  churchwardens’  accounts  ; viz. 

20/.  bequeathed  by  the  Will  of  the  Rev.  Ezra  Emmerson , bearing  date  28th 
December  1733,  and  lent  out  to  Nathaniel  Pewterer. 

30  /.  formerly  laid  out  on  mortgage  of  premises  belonging  to  William 
Walton. 

And  18/.  lent  on  bond  to  William  Richardson. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  SHILDON. 

School. 

We  have  already  stated  the  foundation  of  a school  in  this  township  under  the 
Will  of  Edward  Walton. 

This  school  is  in  every  respect  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as 
that  in  Bishop  Auckland  founded  by  the  same  person,  and  is  under  the  control 
and  management  of  the  same  trustees. 

The  master  enjoys  the  use  of  a cottage  and  garden  lately  purchased  for 
him.  He  receives  20/.  annually,  and  instructs  free  twenty-five  children  of 
Shildon,  who  are  appointed  by  the  committee,  as  in  the  case  of  Bishop  Auck- 
land school,  and  who  are  supplied  with  books  and  school  requisites. 

Metcalfe’s  Charity. 

Edward  Metcalfe,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  l(Jth  July  1675,  (proved  at  Dur- 
ham,) gave  to  Francis  Bowser  and  Jane  Silvertop  all  the  profits  of  his  close 
lying  in  Shildon,  until  May-day  then  following  ; and  he  also  gave  to  Jane  Silver- 
top  a house  and  garth  in  Shildon  during  her  life ; also  he  gave  to  Francis 
Bowser  and  Jane  Silvertop  and  Ann  Woordy  and  Isabel  Howdson  all  the  profits 
of  his  close  in  Shildon,  before  bequeathed,  during  their  lives ; and  he  declared 
his  will  to  be,  that  the  said  house  and  land  in  Shildon,  after  the  decease  of  the 
four  persons  before  named,  or  any  one  of  them,  should  be  disposed  of  by  George 
Shorter,  John  Wharton,  Christopher  Thompson,  and  John  Blyman,  to  other 
four,  in  the  like  manner,  and  as  they  should  see  needful,  in  the  town  of  Shildon. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  inrolled  in  the  Chancery  of  Durham,  and 
bearing  date  27th  March  1827,  reciting,  that  Joseph  Dent  and  Thomas 
Burton  were  seised  of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned  in  fee-simple,  upon 

the 
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the  trusts  thereinafter  mentioned,  but  were  desirous  of  being  discharged  from 
the  same,  bargained  and  sold  the  same  by  the  description  of  a close  containing 
four  acres,  called  Medcaffe’s  Close,  in  the  township  of  Shildon,  with  the 
appurtenances,  to  George  Langstaffe  and  William  Maugham,  and  their  heirs, 
upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Shildon,  in  such  and  the  same  manner  as  the  poor  rates  of  that 
township  were  then  applicable  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  either  of  the 
said  trustees  should  die,  or  be  desirous  of  being  discharged  of  the  said  trusts, 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  might  under  their  hands  and  seals  appoint 
another. 

The  land  referred  to  in  the  will  and  deed  above  abstracted,  consists  of 
about  three  acres  of  meadow.  There  was  formerly  a cottage,  detached,  in  the 
village,  which  fell  down,  and  the  ground  on  which  it  stood  lay  waste  for  some 
'years. 

The  land  is  now  let  at  the  fair  rent  of  G/.  6 s.  per  annum.  It  was  let  for 
10/.  10^.  till  about  two  years  ago,  when  a rail-road  was  cut  through  it,  which 
has  taken  up  about  half  an  acre,  for  which  the  trustees  received  about  60/. 
With  this  sum,  two  cottages  have  been  built  on  the  site  of  that  which  fell 
down.  They  were  finished  in  the  Spring  of  1828,  and  are  now  occupied  by 
two  persons,  who  will  pay  rent  from  Martinmas  1828.  The  amount  was  not 
fixed  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  but  they  were  considered  as  being  each 
worth  30 5.  or  35  s.  per  annum. 

Mr.  George  Langstaffe,  one  of  the  trustees,  had  the  management  of  the 
building,  and  it  appears  from  his  accounts,  that  he  had  paid  altogether  for 
the  building,  and  for  the  last  trust  deed  (the  latter  amounting  to  14  /.)  the 
sum  of  70/.  2 s.  9 \d.  towards  which  he  had  received  60/.  from  the  rail- 
way company,  leaving  a balance  due  to  him  of  10/.  2 s.  9 \d.  which  was  to  be 
repaid  from  the  rents  of  the  cottages. 

From  the  overseers  accounts  for  the  year  1826,  1827,  and  1828,  it  appears  that 
the  rent  was  given  to  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Shildon  not  receiving 
relief,  or  in  some  cases  in  addition  to  their  weekly  pay,  chiefly  in  sums  of 
10  5.  or  1/. 

The  distribution  takes  place  at  the  half  yearly  township  meeting,  when  the 
trustees  and  overseers  attend. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  donor  intended  that  the  yearly  produce  of 
these  premises  should  be  divided  equally  amongst  four  poor  persons,  who  were 
to  enjoy  the  benefit  thereof,  for  their  respective  lives.  The  trusts  declared  in 
the  deed  of  1827  are  perfectly  inconsistent  with  the  will,  and  if  acted  upon, 
would  evidently  be  a gross  misapplication  of  the  charity,  which  ought  to  be 
disposed  of  according  to  the  intention  of  the  donor. 

CHAPEL  It  Y OF  ESCOIvlB. 

Emmerson’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Ezra  Enimerson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  28th  December  1733, 
bequeathed  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  chapel  of  Escomb,  to  be 
placed  out  at  interest  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  chapelry,  20  /.  ; and 
for  the  repair  of  the  chapel-yard  wall,  10/. 

By  a memorandum  entered  in  the  churchwardens’  book  for  the  township  of 
Escomb,  under  the  date  of  14th  April  1759,  and  by  another  entry  dated 
23d  March  I76I,  it  is  stated,  that  it  was  agreed  in  full  vestry,  that  the  30/. 
bequeathed  by  Ezra  Enimerson  should  be  vested  in  the  church  lands  lying 
at  Pixley  Hills,  with  the  consent  of  the  Rev.  Abraham  Smith,  then  incumbent 
of  Escomb,  he  paying  interest  for  the  same  after  the  rate  of  4 per  cent.  It 
appears  that  part  of  the  sum  was  laid  out  with  Queen  Anne’s  bounty. 

The  incumbent  of  the  chapelry  of  Escomb  pays  245.  to  the  chapel  warden 
annually,  as  interest  of  this  legacy;  16 5.  thereof  is  given  at  Easter  to  the 
poor  of  Escomb,  in  sums  varying  from  1 5.  to  5 s.;  and  the  remaining  sum  of 
85.  is  carried  to  the  chapel  account,  to  be  applied  in  repairing  the  chapel-yard 
wall  when  necessary. 
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CHAPELRY  OF  HAMSTERLEY. 

Poor’s  Land. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Lynesack  and  Softley,  18th  July  1G89, 
William  Blackett  surrendered  to  John  Hodgson  and  three  others,  a parcel  of 
land,  called  the  Bull  Piece,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  who  were 
admitted  accordingly ; and  it  was  declared  that  the  said  surrender  was  in 
trust  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  chapelry  of  Hamsterley,  the  profits  to  be 
disposed  of  by  the  trustees  and  their  sequels  to  the  same  use,  and  that  when 
three  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  surrender  to  four  new 
trustees,  to  the  same  uses. 

At  a court  held  2?th  February  1819,  Lowis  Walton,  Michael  Gartham, 
James  Hewitson,  and  Jonathan  Kendal,  were  admitted  tenants,  on  the  sur- 
render of  Thomas  Griffith,  of  the  Eull  Piece,  containing  four  acres,  and  also 
of  an  allotment  containing  10  a.  1 r.  6p.  late  parcel  of  the  Moors,  within  the 
chapelry  of  Hamsterley,  which,  by  the  award  of  commissioners  for  inclosing 
the  same,  bearing  date  12th  April  I76O,  wras  set  out  to  Christopher  Parkin,  then 
deceased,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Hamsterley,  in  respect  of 
their  lands  in  the  township  of  Lynesack  and  Softley ; and  it  was  declared  that 
the  premises  were  surrendered  to  the  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
chapelry  of  Hamsterley,  with  the  like  directions  as  to  the  appointment  of  new 
trustees. 

The  Bull  Piece  and  the  allotment  are  let  together  to  John  Denham,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  16/.  a year,  to  which  rent  it  was  reduced  from  20/.  in  the 
year  1823. 

The  rent  is  paid  half-yearly  to  Jonathan  Kendal,  who  lives  in  the  township 
of  Lynesack  and  Softley.  After  deducting  the  lord’s  rent  4 s.  9d.,  land-tax 
3s.  1 d.,  and  any  other  incidental  charges  for  repairs,  he  divides  the  residue 
into  three  equal  shares,  two  of  which  are  sent  to  the  townships  of  Hamsterley 
and  South  Bedburn,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  trustees  in  those  places,  and  the 
third  is  retained  for  distribution  by  himself  in  Lynesack  and  Softley. 

It  is  given  away,  in  the  three  places  above  mentioned,  to  poor  persons 
belonging  to  the  respective  townships,  in  sums  varying  from  3 s.  to  10 s. 

CHAPELRY  OF  WITT  ON-  EE- W EAR. 

School. 

Witton-le-Wear.  John  Cuthbert,  by  his  Will,  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury 

11th  February  1783,  bequeathed  to  Joseph  Reay,  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 

School  esquire,  Ralph  Hopper,  of  Bishop  Middleham,  esquire,  and  Henry  Utrick 
Reay,  200/.  to  be  paid  out  of  his  personal  estate,  in  trust,  to  invest  the  same 
on  real  or  government  security,  and  to  pay  the  dividends  or  interest  thereof  to 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Farrer,  the  then  schoolmaster  at  Witton-le-Wear,  and  to  the 
schoolmaster  to  be  appointed  by  the  owners  of  the  castle  and  manor  of 
Witton  for  the  time  being,  for  their  teaching,  in  the  school  there  given  by  the 
testator,  six  poor  boys,  to  be  nominated  by  the  owner  and  owners  of  the  said 
castle  and  manor  for  the  time  being;  and  he  directed,  that  as  often  as  any  of 
the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  or  survivor,  or  his  executors,  should 
nominate  another  trustee  or  trustees,  and  should  assign  the  securities  or  funds 
whereon  the  trust  money  should  be  invested. 

And  by  a codicil  annexed  to  his  will,  he  gave  to  Nicholas  Greenwell  and  the 
Rev.  John  Farrer  300/.  in  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  repairs,  improve- 
ments and  adornment  of  the  twTo  churches  and  chancels  of  Witton  and  Ham- 
sterley, and  of  the  grammar-school  of  Witton,  100/.  for  each  of  the  said  churches, 
and  100/.  as  his  friend  Mr.  Farrer  had  greatly  raised  the  school,  to  enlarge 
and  render  it  more  commodious  to  himself  and  the  number  of  young  gentlemen 
sent  to  study  under  him. 

We  are  given  to  understand  that  there  is  not  any  deed  in  existence  relating 
to  the  school  which  the  testator  describes  as  having  been  given  by  himself; 
but  the  following  account  was  given  to  11s  by  Mr.  Newby,  the  present  master  of 
the  school,  as  having  been  collected  a few  years  ago  by  him  from  the  evidence 
of  an  old  inhabitant  of  the  chapelry.  According  to  this  account,  the  site  of  the 
present  school  was  occupied  by  two  old  cottages,  which,  with  a garth  adjoining, 
were  held  by  the  person  who  acted  in  the  capacity  of  schoolmaster  and  parish 

clerk  ; 
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clerk  ; the  cottages  were  afterwards  divided,  and  one  held  by  the  clerk  and 
the  other  by  a person  who  kept  school ; and  in  1733  they  were  rebuilt  by 
subscription. 

In  1760  the  Rev.  John  Farrer  was  appointed  by  Mr.  Cuthbert,  the  owner  of 
the  castle  and  manor  of  Wilton,  to  the  perpetual  curacy  of  Witton,  which  he 
gave  him  as  an  inducement  to  teach  school  there. 

The  two  cottages  were  afterwards  made  into  one  schoolroom,  at  the  expense 
of  Mr.  Cuthbert  and  Mr.  Farrer,  and  subsequently  in  1774  this  school  was 
repaired  and  improved  at  the  expense  of  Mr.  Farrer  and  other  persons, 
proprietors  of  lands  in  the  chapel ry. 

After  Mr.  Cuthbert’s  death,  his  bequest  of  100/.  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
school  was  laid  out,  with  money  advanced  by  Mr.  Farrer  and  other  subscribers, 
in  rebuilding  the  school  on  a much  larger  scale. 

On  the  inclosure  of  Witton  Common  in  177-5,  the  commissioners  set  out  to 
the  said  John  Farrer,  schoolmaster  of  Witton,  and  his  successors,  schoolmasters 
for  the  time  being,  in  full  for  his  proportion  of  the  said  commons  in  respect  of 
a freehold  schoolhouse  having  right  of  common  thereon,  an  allotment  of 
1r.  29  P-  subject  to  the  payment  of  a rent  of  2^-c/.  to  the  bishop. 

The  property  now  considered  as  belonging  to  the  scnool  consists  only  of  the 
school  itself,  which  contains  a large  room  below  and  two  rooms  above,  and  the 
allotment  set  out  on  the  inclosure.  The  garth  above  mentioned  is  considered 
as  belonging  to  the  clerk,  of  whom  it  is  rented  by  the  present  master. 

There  is  no  other  endowment  to  the  school,  except  what  arises  from 
Cuthbert’s  legacy  of  200/.  which  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  208/.  stock,  three 
per  cent  consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Joseph  Reay,  deceased,  Ralph 
Hopper,  now  Ralph  Hopper  Williamson,  and  Henry  Utrick  Reay,  deceased. 

Mr.  Farrer  continued  to  teach  in  the  school  above  mentioned  till  the  year 
1791-.  He  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Rawes,  who  also  held  the  office  of  stipen- 
diary curate  under  him  ; and  in  1S0G  the  Rev.  George  Newby  was  appointed 
stipendiary  curate  by  Mr.  Farrer,  and  without  any  appointment  to  the  office  of 
schoolmaster,  he  obtained  from  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  a licence  “ to  the 
office  of  master  of  the  grammar  school  of  Witton-le-Wear.” 

From  180G,  he  has  kept  a large  classical  and  mathematical  school,  with 
between  90  and  100  pupils,  some  boarding  in  his  own  house,  and  others  in  the 
village.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  were  only  two  boys  of  the  chapelry 
attending  the  school,  and  all  the  scholars  paid  for  their  instruction. 

Mr.  Newby  has  the  use  of  the  school,  and  occupies  the  allotment,  which  is 
stated  to  be  worth  about  1 5 s.  a year. 

The  dividends  on  the  stock  derived  from  Cuthbert’s  legacy  were  paid  to  him 
from  180G  to  1824,  amounting  in  the  whole,  after  deducting  property-tax  during 
the  first  ten  years  and  the  expense  of  a power  of  attorney,  to  137/.  10 5.  6d. 
These  dividends  were  received  by  Messrs.  Snaith  and  Co.  London,  to  whom  a 
power  of  attorney  was  given  by  the  trustees,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Newby,  to 
enable  them  to  receive  the  dividends  for  his  use.  On  the  failure  of  that  house, 
the  half-year’s  dividends  received  in  January  1825  (4/.  Os.  4 d.)  was  in  their 
hands,  and  Mr.  Newby  has  since  received  a dividend  of  Gs.  6d.  (being  1 s.  6d. 
in  the  pound)  on  that  sum.  During  no  part  of  this  period  did  Mr.  Newby 
instruct  any  boys  in  respect  of  Cuthbert’s  legacy,  but  some  children  were 
taught  by  Richard  Fothergill,  who  was  parish  clerk,  and  kept  a village  school, 
and  Mr.  Newby  paid  bin)  for  teaching  them,  at  different  times,  the  sum  of 
92/.  14^.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  boys  were  very  regularly  appointed,  or 
that  the  full  number  was  always  receiving  instruction.  As  Mr.  Newby  did  not 
attempt  to  discharge  any  of  the  duties  of  schoolmaster  with  respect  to  these 
children,  we  think  that  he  must  be  considered  as  accountable  to  the  trustees  for 
the  sum  of  44/.  165.  6 d.  the  difference  between  the  amount  of  the  dividends 
received  by  him,  and  the  payments  made  to  Fothergill. 

Upon  the  death  of  Richard  Fothergill  in  Sept  1824,  William  Chaytor,  esq. 
the  present  owner  of  the  castle  and  manor  of  Witton,  appointed  six  boys,  whom 
he  sent  to  Mr.  Newby  to  be  taught,  in  respect  of  Cuthbert’s  legacy  ; but 
Mr.  Newby  finding  it  inconvenient  to  teach  them  as  they  were  then  unable  to 
read,  very  soon  dismissed  them,  being,  as  he  states,  advised  that  he  was  not 
bound  to  take  them.  No  other  children  have  been  appointed,  nor  have  any 
dividends  been  received  since  January  1825. 

It  appears  to  us  that  Mr.  Newby  having  taken  upon  himself  the  office  of 
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master  of  this  school,  and  having  as  such  master  applied  for  the  income 
arising  from  Cuthbert’s  benefaction,  with  full  knowledge  of  the  conditions 
annexed  thereto,  and  having  for  nearly  twenty  years  received  this  income,  he  is 
personally  precluded  from  now  objecting  to  take  the  boys  on  the  terms  pre- 
scribed, so  long  as  he  continues  to  enjoy  the  situation  of  master  of  this  school. 

As  several  years  have  elapsed  since  the  interest  of  this  charity  has  been 
applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  intended,  we  hope  that  Mr.  Hopper 
Williamson,  the  surviving  trustee,  will  appoint  some  persons,  resident  in  the- 
neighbourhood  of  Witton,  to  act  with  himself,  and  they  will  take  steps  as  well 
for  the  recovery  of  the  arrears,  as  for  the  regular  receiving  of  the  future 
dividends  as  they  become  due  ; and  that  Mr.  Chaytor,  as  lord  of  the  manor, 
will,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  trustees,  make  such  arrangements  with 
Mr.  Newby,  as  may  secure  to  six  of  the  poor  children  of  Witton  the  benefit  of 
this  charity,  the  income  of  which  it  appears  to  us  the  trustees  are  not  authorized 
to  apply  to  any  other  school,  or  to  pay  to  any  other  master. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

The  Rev.  Ezra  Emmerson,  by  Will,  bearing  date  28th  December  1733,  left 
to  the  minister  and  chapelwarden  of  Witton-le-Wear  20 /.  to  be  placed  out  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  chapelry. 

There  is  a sum  of  120/.  stock,  in  the  3 per  cent  consols,  standing  in  the 
names  of  Newby  Lowson,  esq.  the  Rev.  George  Newby,  and  Jacob  Hutchin- 
son, which  was  purchased  with  the  above  sum  of  20/.  and  60/.  stated  in  the 
Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  to  have  been  given  by  sundry  persons  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  Witton  not  receiving  parish  relief.  This  stock  was  purchased 
before  1786. 

The  dividends,  31.  12s.  are  received  by  the  Rev.  George  Newby,  the  curate, 
and  after  paying  16  s.  to  the  overseer  of  North  Bedburn,  for  distribution  in  that 
township,  the  remainder  is  given  away  at  Christmas  yearly,  part  in  money  and 
part  in  clothing,  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Witton-le-Wear.  The  daughter 
of  a deceased  trustee  having  for  many  years  had  the  distribution  of  this  charity, 
she  is  still  intrusted  with  it,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  curate,  to  whom 
she  gives  a regular  account  of  the  application,  having  consulted  him  before  she 
disposes  of  it.  It  has  been  chiefly  confined  to  those  who  have  no  relief,  who 
receive  to  the  amount  of  about  3 s.  in  money  or  clothes. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  NORTH  BEDBURN. 

Donor  Unknown. 

North  Bedburn  The  Overseer  of  the  township  of  North  Bedburn  receives  2/.  yearly,  as  charged 

upon  a close  called  Pitt  Close,  in  North  Bedburn,  belonging  to  George  Coates, 

Donor  unknown.  Norton)  near  Stockton.  This  payment  is  understood  to  have  been  made  for 
at  least  100  years,  but  the  origin  thereof  is  not  knowm. 

This  sum,  together  with  16  s.  part  of  the  dividends  of  the  poor  stock,  is 
given  away  by  the  overseer,  to  the  poor  of  North  Bedburn  whom  he  thinks  most 
in  need,  in  small  sums  of  2 s.  or  35.  to  each.

Farrow’s  Charity. 


Farrow^’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Frances  Farrow  in 
1675  left  to  the  poor  of  the  several  townships  of  this  parish,  divided  as  hereafter 
stated,  1/.  10 s.  then  vested  in  John  Todd. 

In  an  old  parish  book,  under  the  date  of  April  22d,  1778,  it  is  stated  that 
John  Todd  made  the  annual  payment  of  1/.  ids.  out  of  Thornbury  lands. 

George  Wade,  the  owner  of  a field  called  Thornbury  Garth,  in  West  Auck- 
land, now  pays  this  sum  annually,  which  is  divided  amongst  the  three  townships, 
in  the  following  proportions  : —

The  share  belonging  to  each  of  the  townships  is  disposed  of  by  the  respective, 
churchwardens  amongst  poor  widows  not  receiving  parochial  relief. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  WEST  AUCKLAND. 

School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  2d  March  17 S9>  between  Elizabeth  Donald  of  West  Auckland 
the  first  part,  and  the  Rev.  William  Ironside,  Hammond  Hubbuck,  Thomas  School. 

Dunn,  Joseph  Malkin,  Thomas  Sowerby,  and  George  Wrangham,  of  the  other  v 

part,  the  said  Elizabeth  Donald  granted  to  the  said  William  Ironside  and  others, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of  5 1.  issuing  out  of  her  messuages,  dwelling- 
houses  and  premises  at  the  west  end  of  the  town  of  West  Auckland,  pay- 
able on  the  12th  May  and  22d  November,  with  power  of  distress  in  case  of 
nonpayment,  on  trust,  to  pay  the  same  to  a schoolmaster  for  instructing  ten  poor 
girls,  natives  of  the  town  and  township  of  West  Auckland,  whose  parents 
should  be  resident  in  and  belong  to  the  same,  in  the  principles  of  the  Church 
of  England,  and  to  read  and  write  ; and  the  said  Elizabeth  Donald  directed 
that  such  schoolmaster  should  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  and  their  successors, 
but  should  be  approved  of  by  the  curate  of  St.  Helen’s  Auckland ; and  that 
such  master  should  receive  the  said  annuity  of  51.  for  teaching  such  ten  poor 
girls  as  aforesaid,  and  that  he  should  not  receive  any  money  or  other  present 
from  their  parents  on  any  account  whatever,  but  that  he  should  be  at  liberty 
to  take  other  scholars  into  the  school,  not  exceeding  twenty,  from  whom  he 
should  receive  such  pay  as  might  be  thought  fit.  That  the  said  ten  poor  girls 
should  be  from  time  to  time  elected,  after  the  death  of  Hammond  Hubbuck, 
by  the  said  William  Ironside  and  his  successors,  curates  of  the  chapelry  of  St. 

Helen’s,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  and  their  successors ; no  girl  to  be 
admitted  under  six  years  old,  or  to  stay  longer  than  three  years ; and  that  such 
admission  should  be  annually  on  Tuesday  in  Easter  wreek,  on  which  day  she 
directed  that  the  trustees  should  meet  at  the  schoolhouse,  or  some  other  con- 
venient place,  to  fill  up  the  vacancies.  And  the  trustees  were  thereby  em- 
powered, for  any  gross  offence,  miscarriage  or  neglect,  to  remove  or  suspend 
the  schoolmaster  and  expel  any  of  the  girls.  And  it  was  provided  that  the 
names  of  the  girls  should  be  entered  in  a book  to  be  kept  by  the  schoolmaster, 
with  the  dates  of  their  admission  and  departure  ; and  that  in  the  same  book 
all  rules  and  orders  relating  to  the  school  should  be  entered.  And  it  was 
further  provided,  that  as  often  as  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the 
survivors  should  appoint  three  others  to  act  with  themselves,  the  curate  of  the 
chapelry  of  St.  Helen’s  for  the  time  being  to  be  always  one. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Evenwood,  26th  September  1821,  the  Rev. 

James  Todd,  curate  of  the  perpetual  curacy  of  St.  Helen’s,  William  Shields, 

John  Garry,  George  Wade,  John  Dunn,  and  William  Bainbridge,  described  as 
trustees  of  the  school  for  teaching  poor  children  in  West  Auckland  founded 
by  Elizabeth  Donald  and  augmented  by  Margaret  Hubbuck , were  admitted  to 
take  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  lord  of  the  said  manor,  a parcel  of  ground, 
part  of  the  Batts  in  West  Auckland,  with  a schoolhouse  and  other  erections 
built  thereon,  at  the  expense  of  the  said  Margaret  Hubbuck,  to  hold  to  them 
and  their  sequels  in  right,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  said  manor,  as  a new 
improvement,  paying  the  yearly  rent  of  1 s.  ; and  it  was  provided  that  the 
said  trustees  should  apply  the  rents  of  the  premises,  either  to  increase  the  salary 
of  the  master  for  teaching  the  poor  children,  the  objects  of  the  bounty  of 
Elizabeth  Donald  and  Margaret  Hubbuck,  or  to  the  extending  of  the  instruc- 
tion intended  by  them  to  other  poor  children,  boys  or  girls,  of  persons  resident 
in  the  township  of  West  Auckland,  or  otherwise  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
school,  in  such  manner  as  the  said  trustees  should  declare  in  writing. 

All  the  trustees  above  named,  except  James  Todd  and  William  Shield,  are 
still  living. 

The  abovenamed  Margaret  Hubbuck,  in  addition  to  the  sum  which  she 
expended  in  building  a school,  gave  100/.  as  an  augmentation  to  this  charity. 

This  sum  is  placed  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Backhouse  at  Darlington,  who  have 
given  a promissory  note  for  the  amount,  with  interest  at  4 per  cent. 

There  is  a schoolroom  in  the  township  of  West  Auckland,  which  was  built 
in  the  year  179?  on  the  waste,  chiefly,  as  it  is  understood,  at  the  expense  of 
M rs.  Hubbuck.  The  site  of  this  school,  with  nearly  three  acres  of  land  ad- 
joining, are  the  premises  comprised  in  the  surrender  of  1821. 
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The  land  is  let  by  the  trustees,  to  Matthew  Gibbon  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
10/.  10«.  a-year,  which  is  the  full  value.  Of  this,  10/.  is  paid  to  the  school- 
master, 95.  having  for  some  years  been  stopped  for  repairs,  and  1 5.  paid  for  the 
lord’s  rent. 

The  master  also  receives  annually  Mrs.  Donald’s  rent-charge  of  5 l.  in  respect 
of  certain  houses  in  West  Auckland  belonging  to  Sir  Robert  Johnson  Eden, 
and  the  yearly  sum  of  4 /.  as  the  interest  of  Mrs.  Hubbuck’s  gift. 

The  master  also  receives  10/.  annually  from  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  as  a 
voluntary  donation. 

When  the  present  master  was  appointed,  in  August  1825,  it  was  agreed  that 
he  should  teach  ten  poor  children  of  West  Auckland  reading,  writing,  and 
accounts,  free  of  any  charge,  on  account  of  Mrs.  Donald’s  gift;  ten  at  the  rate 
of  1 5.  a quarter,  in  respect  of  the  rent  of  the  land  and  interest  of  the  money  at 
the  bankers  ; and  ten  more,  at  the  rate  of  15 d.  a quarter,  in  respect  of  the  Bishop 
of  Durham’s  donation  ; and  that  he  should  be  at  liberty  to  take  other  children 
at  a certain  quarterage  then  specified,  which  is  rather  lower  than  the  usual 
charge. 

These  thirty  children  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  the  number  is  always 
kept  up  ; none  are  considered  eligible  until  they  are  seven  years  of  age. 


PARISH  OF  AYCLIFFE. 

School. 

Aycliffe.  William  Bell,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date. December  28th,  1809,  and  by  a codicil 

School  thereto  bearing  date  January  15th,  1810,  left  100/.  to  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens of  Aycliffe,  to  be  by  them  invested  in  Government  securities,  and  the 
annual  dividend  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Aycliffe. 

This  legacy  was  invested  in  the  Navy  five  per  cents,  in  lieu'of  which  there  is 
stock  in  the  new  four  per  cents,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
Patrick  George,  Nicholas  Graham,  George  Waite,  and  John  Nelson,  producing 
dividends  to  the  amount  of  31.  185.  2d.  yearly. 

This  sum  (deducting  the  expense  of  receiving  the  dividends)  is  paid  to  the 
master  of  the  parochial  school  at  Aycliffe,  which  was  built  by  subscription,  and 
has  no  other  endowment. 

On  account  of  this  payment,  the  master  instructs  eight  children  nominated 
by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  at  3d.  per 
week  each,  which  is  half  the  ordinary  charge. 

Gibson’s  Charity. 

Gibson’s  Charity.  Thomas  Gibson,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  February  1702,  devised  to  the 
poor  of  the  township  of  Great  Aycliffe,  his  close  called  the  Milholme,  of  the 
yearly  value  of  405.  and  directed  that  the  parson  of  the  parish  there  for  the 
time  being  should  take  and  from  time  to  time  renew  the  lease  thereof  in  his 
name,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Great  Aycliffe  for  ever,  and  should  distribute 
the  rent  thereof  in  white  bread  to  the  said  poor  every  Lord’s  day  at  the  com- 
munion table. 

The  Millholme  is  situate  in  the  township  of  Great  Aycliffe,  and  contains 
between  one  and  two  acres  of  land.  It  is  let  to  Ralph  Thompson,  at  a high  rent 
of  31.  105.  a year,  for  the  purpose  of  a bleaching  ground. 

This  land  is  held  under  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Durham  by  lease,  generally 
renewed  every  seven  years,  and  forms  part  of  an  estate  held  on  the  same  tenure 
by  the  descendants  of  the  testator. 

There  is  no  separate  lease  of  the  Millholme,  but  it  is  included  in  the  lease 
granted  from  time  to  time  to  the  lessees  of  the  entire  estate  of  which  it  forms 
a part.  The  proportion  of  fine  paid  for  the  charity  land  has  been  305.  for  each 
of  the  three  or  four  last  renewals,  and  the  share  of  the  rent  paid  is  1 5. 

About  5s.  or  65.  yearly  is  kept  in  hand  to  prepare  for  the  fine  to  be  paid  on 
renewal  of  the  lease;  and  the  remainder,  after  paying  15.  rent,  is  given  away  in 
white  bread  every  Sunday,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister,  to  poor  old  persons 
of  the  township  of  Great  Aycliffe  attending  divine  service,  one,  two,  or  three 
loaves  to  each  person. 

The  sum  to  be  divided  amounts  to  about  15.  4 \d.  for  each  Sunday,  and  for 
this  sum  there  are  eighteen  penny  loaves  provided. 
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PARISH  OF  BRANCEPETH. 

Dobbinson’s  Charity. 

Anne  Dobbinson,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  21st  January  1662  (as  appears  by 
an  extract  entered  in  the  vestry  book  of  the  parish)  gave  to  her  mother,  to 
Thomas  Dobbinson  and  Thomas  Robinson,  66/.  13s.  4>d. ; 2/.  5 s.  a year  to  be 
given  to  the  poor  of  Willington,  15s.  to  Helmington,  Crook  and  Billy  Row,  and 
20s.  to  the  other  townships  of  the  parish  of  Brancepeth,  and  directed  that  if 
the  interest  should  not  amount  to  4/.  a year,  the  payments  should  abate  in  pro- 
portion ; and  a power  was  given  to  put  out  apprentices  belonging  to  the  parish 
of  Brancepeth. 

It  appears  from  other  entries  in  the  parish  books,  that  in  the  year  1745  this 
money  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  about  seven  acres  of  land  in  the  township 
of  Willington.  No  deeds  relating  to  this  property  were  produced  to  us,  but 
trustees  have  been  nominated  from  time  to  time,  by  entries  in  the  parish  books. 
The  persons  at  present  acting  as  trustees  are,  William  Russell,  esq.  Robert 
William  Mills,  and  Andwick  Smith,  esq. 

The  premises  consist  of — 

1.  — A field  near  Lingey  Close,  containing  about  four  acres,  let  to  Thomas 
Wheatley  at  the  rent  of  3/.  a year. 

2.  — A field  called  the  Lock  Gate  Field  and  Garth,  containing  between  two 
and  three  acres,  let  to  Jane  Smith  at  61.  a year.  These  are  fair  rents,  and  the 
tenants  took  the  lands  on  these  terms  in  May  1825  for  three  years,  and  now 
continue  to  hold  as  yearly  tenants. 

In  the  year  1823,  the  parishioners  converted  an  old  cottage,  situate  on  the 
charity  land,  into  a schoolhouse,  for  which  the  schoolmaster  pays  the  yearly 
rent  of  1/.  This  building  cost  about  40/.  which  was  advanced  by  three  of  the 
parishioners,  and  has  been  repaid,  the  rents  of  the  premises  from  1823  to  1826 
inclusive  having  been  applied  to  that  purpose. 

In  1827,  the  rents,  amounting  to  10/.  per  annum,  were  again  divided  amongst 
the  different  townships  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  testatrix ; which  division 
seems  to  have  been  always  regularly  observed ; viz.

The  subdivision  is  made  according  to  the  rentals  of  the  respective  townships. 

The  accounts  are  made  up  annually  at  the  Easter  meeting,  when  the  twenty- 
four  attend  from  the  different  parts  of  the  parish,  and  the  rents  are  divided  in 
the  manner  above  mentioned,  and  given  to  the  overseer  of  each  township  for 
distribution  to  the  poor  in  his  own  district. 

The  money  is  generally  given  in  small  sums  of  from  1 s.  to  3s.  and  the  same 
mode  of  distribution  prevails  in  all  the  townships. 

Brabant’s  Charity. 

Hercules  Brabant , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  April  1612,  gave  a yearly 
rent-charge  of  20 s.  out  of  his  lands  at  Redworth,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
Brancepeth.  The  particulars  of  the  will  are  given  more  fully  in  our  account  of 
the  Charities  of  Staindrop,  in  the  present  Report. 

. This  rent-charge  is  paid  by  Robert  Surtees,  esq.  the  owner  of  the  property 
charged,  Is.  being  deducted  for  land  tax.  The  churchwarden  of  Tudhoe,  who 
receives  it,  is  allowed  Is.  for  his  trouble,  and  the  residue  18s.  is  divided  at  the 
Easter  meeting  at  Brancepeth,  equally  between  the  townships  of  Brancepeth, 
Brandon,  Willington  and  Tudhoe,  4s.  6d.  being  given  to  the  overseer  of  each 
place.  This  money  is  distributed  with  the  shares  of  the  other  charity  money 
appropriated  at  that  time  to  each  of  these  townships.

56  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

Grice’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  25th  May  1668,  between  Robert 
Follansby,  son  and  heir  of  Henry  Follansby  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Gabriel  Jackson  and  three  others  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Robert  Follansby 
in  consideration  of  15/.  13  s.  4 d.  paid  by  the  said  Gabriel  Jackson  and  others  as 
surviving  trustees  for  the  ordering  and  distributing  of  the  charitable  benevolence 
of  Htnry  Grice  of  the  city  of  London,  merchant  tailor,  and  by  him  given  to 
twelve  poor  people  of  Brancepeth  and  Stockley,  towards  a weekly  allowance  of 
bread,  as  by  the  deed  thereupon  made  would  appear,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to 
the  said  Gabriel  Jackson  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  moiety  of  a house  then 
rebuilt,  and  all  other  houses  enjoyed  therewith,  in  Hamsterley,  together  with 
that  part  of  the  garth  thereunto  belonging,  not  formerly  conveyed,  being  in 
breadth  thirty  yards  and  in  length  twenty-four,  in  trust,  that  they,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  with  the  advice  of  the  parson  of  Brancepeth,  or  in  his  absence  with 
the  advice  of  the  curate  and  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  time 
being,  should,  as  an  addition  to.  the  rents  and  profits  of  certain  lands  in  Ham- 
sterley formerly  conveyed  to  them  and  others  for  the  same  use,  bestow  the 
yearly  profits  of  the  said  house  and  garth  in  bread,  so  much  to  be  provided 
weekly,  for  ever,  as  the  profits  as  well  of  the  said  house  and  garth  as  of  the 
house  and  lands  formerly  purchased  for  that  use  would  amount  to,  and  to  be  by 
them,  or  whom  4they  should  appoint,  distributed  in  Brancepeth  church  every 
Sunday  after  morning  service,  amongst  twelve  poor  people  of  that  parish,  eight 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Brancepeth  and  four  of  Stockley,  such  as  the  trus- 
tees should  think  fit. 

This  conveyance  comprises  only  a very  small  portion  of  the  property  belonging 
to  the  charity,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  other  document  relating 
to  the  larger  portion. 

The  lord  of  the  manor  and  rector  have  always  been  considered  as  trustees  of 
the  charity,  and  the  churchwardens  have  had  the  management  of  it. 

The  property  consists  of  a barn,  stable  and  yard,  and  3l£  acres  of  inclosed 
land,  together  with  some  lands  in  the  open  field,  containing  by  estimation 
9 acres,  though  it  is  probable  the  measure  would  not  amount  to  so  much. 

The  whole  is  let  to  George  Colthard,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of 
30/.  10  5.  per  annum. 

The  old  buildings  fell  down  about  twenty  years  ago,  and  Mr.  Russell,  the 
lord  of  the  manor,  and  Mr.  Nesfield,  the  rector,  advanced  2 51.  each,  for  the 
purpose  of  rebuilding  them.  Of  this  sum,  about  20/.  remained  due  in  October 
1828,  but  there  would  be  a balance  in  hand  by  Christmas  sufficient  to  pay  it. 

There  is  no  public  baker  in  Brancepeth,  and  the  practice  is  to  purchase  two 
bushels  of  wheat  for  every  alternate  Sunday,  which  is  ground  and  made  into 
bread.  With  this  quantity,  twenty-four  loaves  are  made,  each  of  which,  at  the 
present  price  of  corn,  is  worth  about  15 d.  or  1 6d.  The  bread  is  given  away 
after  divine  service  to  poor  persons  of  the  townships  of  Brancepeth  and  Stockley. 
The  proportion  mentioned  in  the  deed  of  16G8  is  not  strictly  observed,  as  there 
are  very  few  poor  in  Stockley.  The  list  is  made  out  by  the  four-and-twenty, 
and  the  same  persons  continue  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  charity  for  their 
lives,  provided  they  continue  to  attend  church,  except  when  prevented  by  sick- 
ness, in  which  case  only  the  bread  is  sent  to  their  houses. 

The  present  average  expenditure,  as  appears  from  the  accounts,  which  have 
been  regularly  kept,  at  least  from  the  year  1814,  is  about  6/.  a quarter;  this 
includes  the  price  of  the  wheat,  with  the  addition  of  65.  or  75.  a quarter  for 
grinding,  5s.  a quarter  for  the  churchwarden’s  trouble  in  procuring  the  corn 
and  the  expense  of  carriage,  and  25.  Gd.  for  each  baking,  to  the  person  who 
makes  the  bread. 

There  was  a balance  in  hand,  at  Michaelmas  1S28,  of  21/.  2 5.  9 d.  and 
20/.  10  5.  would  be  due  from  the  tenant  at  Christmas  1828,  which  would 
enable  the  churchwarden  to  pay  off  the  remainder  of  the  debt  due  for  building 
on  the  premises. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  TUDHOE. 

Wilson’s  Charity. 

In  Brancepeth  parish  book  there  is  an  entry  signed  by  Thomas  Richardson, 
18th  April  1754,  whereby  he  acknowledged  to  have  borrowed  and  received  of 
the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  Brancepeth  20  /.  which  he  promised  to  pay  on 

demand. 
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demand,  with  lawful  interest,  the  said  sum  belonging  to  the  township  of 
Tudhoe. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  this  sum  of  20/.  is  stated  to  have 
been  bequeathed  by  Henry  Wilson,  in  1746,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Tudhoe. 

Thomas  Richardson  died  near  sixty  years  ago,  and  since  his  death,  Peter 
Richardson,  his  son,  has  paid  the  sum  of  16s.  annually,  as  interest  of  the  20/. 
for  teaching  one  or  two  poor  boys  of  Tudhoe  to  read. 

Peter  Richardson  has  engaged  either  to  pay  in  the  principal  sum,  or  give 
security  for  it. 


PARISH  OF  COCKFIELD. 

French’s  Charity. 

George  French , citizen  and  haberdasher  of  London,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date 
31st  August  1686,  gave  his  freehold  house  in  the  Back-row  in  the  town  and 
county  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne,  to  the  poor  of  the  town  and  parish  of 
Cockfield,  in  the  county  of  Durham,  for  ever. 

The  premises  above  devised  are  situate  in  a back  street,  called  Back-row,  in 
Newcastle,  and  are  let  in  two  tenements  to  two  poor  persons,  at  a high  rent  of 
4 </.  4 S',  a year  each.  The  interior  of  the  building  is  in  bad  condition. 

The  rents  have  been  paid  very  irregularly  for  the  last  two  or  three  years. 
When  received,  they  are  divided,  at  May  day  and  Martinmas,  in  sums  varying 
from  2 s.  6d.  to  4s.  or  5s.  amongst  the  poor  of  Cockfield,  according  to  a list 
made  out  by  the  churchwarden. 

Hutton’s  Charity. 

John  Hutton , of  Hindon,  in  the  parish  of  Cockfield,  by  his  Will,  bearing 
date  16th  July  1657,  gave  20s.  per  annum  for  ever,  to  the  poor  of  Cockfield 
parish,  out  of  his  estate  at  Hindon  ; the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time 
being  to  dispose  of  it,  according  to  the  monthly  sess  for  the  poor. 

This  sum  of  20  s.  is  paid  regularly  by  the  tenant  of  the  land,  which  is  under 
the  management  of  the  churchwardens  of  Burton  in  Westmorland,  as  stated 
in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  that  parish,  7 Rep.  p.  589. 

It  has  been  received  of  late  years  by  the  overseer  of  the  township  of  Wood- 
land, and  applied,  as  mentioned  under  the  following  head,  wholly  for  the  benefit 
of  that  township,  though  by  the  terms  of  the  will  it  was  clearly  intended  for 
the  benefit  of  the  parish  at  large.  The  name  of  the  donor,  and  the  terms  of 
the  bequest,  were  unknown  at  the  time  our  inquiry  took  place. 

Donor  unknown. 

The  overseer  of  Woodland  receives  also  5 s.  yearly  from  William  Tarn,  the 
tenant  of  a small  farm  called  Fold  ‘Garth,  in  Woodland,  belonging  to  the 
Marquis  of  Cleveland,  formerly  Lord  Duncannon’s.  The  origin  of  this  pay- 
ment is  not  known. 

This  sum,  together  with  the  one  pound  before  mentioned,  has  for  the  ten 
last  years  been  given  to  one  poor  widow  not  receiving  any  relief  from  the 
township. 


PARISH  OF  CONISCLIFFE. 

Bowes’s  Charity. 

The  only  account  we  can  obtain  of  this  charity  is  from  the  memorial  which 
was  registered,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  52  Geo.  3, 
c.  102,  by  the  Rev.  Henry  Richardson,  then  vicar,  and  the  then  churchwardens. 

This  memorial  states,  that  there  is  at  Houghton-le-side,  in  the  chapelry  of 
Denton,  a dwellinghouse  with  offices,  and  2 fields,  containing  in  the  whole 
about  6 acres  of  land,  all  freehold  property,  which  was  vested  in  or  given  by 
Robert  Bowes,  of  Thornton  Hall,  in  the  parish  of  Coniscliffe,  to  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  Coniscliffe,  to  be  by  them  let,  and  the  rent  divided  among 
the  widows  and  other  necessitous  persons  of  the  townships  of  High  and  Low 
Coniscliffe,  not  having  township  relief ; which  said  estate  it  is  stated  had  been 
occupied  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  for  more  than 
80  years,  as  appeared  by  the  parish  register,  but  had  not  been  conveyed  to  them 
by  any  will  or  deed. 
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Coniscliffe.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  this  charity  was  given 

by  Robert  Bowes  in  1734. 

Bowes  s Charity,  This  property  is  let  to  Thomas  Sewell,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  121.  a year,  having 
continue  . been  reduced  from  14 1.  at  which  it  was  previously  let,  on  account  of  the  change 
of  times. 

The  rent  is  divided  between  the  two  townships  of  the  parish,  two-thirds 
being  given  to  High  Coniscliffe,  and  one-third  to  Low  Coniscliffe. 

In  the  former,  it  is  given  away  by  the  churchwarden,  at  Midsummer  and 
Christmas,  to  the  poor  not  receiving  relief  (except  in  particular  cases  of  distress) 
in  sums  varying  from  2s.  to  105. 

In  Low  Coniscliffe,  the  sum  of  21.  appropriated  half-yearly  to  that  township, 
is  given  away  in  the  same  manner  by  the  overseer,  in  sums  varying  from  1 s . 
to  6s. 

PARISH  OF  DARLINGTON. 

Grammar  School. 

Darlington.  Queen  Elizabeth , by  letters  patent,  bearing  date  15th  June  in  the  5th  year 

of  her  reign,  upon  the  petition  of  Henry  Earl  of  Westmorland  and  James  Pil- 

Grammar  School.  j.jjjgj-QH  Bishop  of  Durham,  granted  that  from  thenceforth  there  should  be  a 
grammar  school  in  the  town  of  Darlington,  to  be  called  “ The  Free  Grammar 
School  of  Queen  Elizabeth,”  for  the  education  and  instruction  of  youth  in 
grammar,  to  consist  of  one  master  and  one  usher ; and  that  the  lands  and 
revenues  thereinafter  granted  for  the  support  of  the  school  might  be  the  better 
governed,  the  four  churchwardens  of  Darlington  for  the  time  being  were  con- 
stituted governors  of  the  said  free  grammar  school,  and  of  the  possessions, 
revenues,  and  goods  thereof ; and  the  then  churchwardens,  by  name,  were  con- 
stituted the  first  governors,  and  they  were  made  a body  corporate  with  the  usual 
powers  ; and  it  was  thereby  ordained,  that  whenever  it  should  happen  that  any 
one  or  more  of  the  said  four  governors  for  the  time  being  should  die,  or  should 
be  removed  from  his  office,  that  then  and  so  often  it  should  and  might  be  lawful 
for  twenty-four  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  of  probity  and  discretion,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  to  elect  and  nominate  another  fit  person  or  persons,  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  town,  in  the  place  or  places  of  him  or  them  so  dying  or 
being  removed,  to  succeed  to  the  said  office  of  governor.  And  it  was  further 
granted,  that  the  said  governors  and  their  successors  should  have  full  power  and 
authority  from  time  to  time  of  electing  and  appointing  a master  and  usher  to 
the  free  school  aforesaid,  as  often  as  occasion  should  require,  and  of  removing 
the  said  master  or  usher  or  either  of  them  from  the  said  school,  according  to 
their  sound  discretion,  and  of  placing  or  appointing  other  or  others  more  fit  in 
their  stead,  and  of  performing  and  doing  all  other  things  which  to  the  said  free 
school,  relative  to  the  teaching  therein,  should  be  necessary  and  expedient. 

And  that  the  said  governors  and  their  successors,  with  the  assent  of  the 
Earl  of  Westmorland  and  Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  time  being,  from  time  to 
time  should  make  or  procure  to  be  made  good,  fit  and  salutary  statutes  and  orders 
in  writing  touching  and  concerning  the  management,  government  and  direction 
of  the  master,  usher,  and  scholars  of  the  said  free  school,  and  all  other  matters 
whatsoever  relating  to  the  said  free  school,  and  the  government,  preservation 
and  disposition  of  the  rents,  revenues  and  goods  thereof. 

And  the  said  Queen  being  desirous  to  carry  her  intention  and  purpose  in  this 
behalf  into  effect,  gave  and  granted  to  the  said  governors  and  their  successors 
two  messuages  or  tenements  and  twenty-four  acres  of  arable  land,  eight  acres 
of  meadow,  and  forty  acres  of  pasture,  with  their  appurtenances,  situate  in 
Heighington,  in  the  county  of  Durham  ; two  several  burgages,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, situate  in  a street  called  the  Well-row  in  Darlington  ; and  also  an 
annual  rent  of  85.  3d.  issuing  out  of  a burgage  in  the  Head-row  of  Darlington, 
and  another  annual  rent  of  4 s.  3d.  issuing  out  of  another  burgage  in  the  Head- 
row  of  Darlington  ; and  also  a close  of  land,  containing  by  estimation  two 
oxgangs  of  land,  in  the  town  fields  and  parish  of  Thornaby,  in  the  county  of 
York  ; all  which  premises  were  lately  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  Robert  Mar- 
shall’s chauntry,  theretofore  formed  in  the  church  of  Darlington  and  then 
lately  dissolved,  and  amounted  to  the  clear  yearly  value  of  5 /.  4 s.  10 d. 

And  for  the  better  support  of  the  said  school,  the  said  Queen  granted  to 
the  said  governors  and  their  successors  license  to  have  and  obtain,  to  them  and 
their  successors  for  ever,  any  manors,  messuages,  lands,  tenements,  rectorial 
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tithes,  or  other  hereditaments  whatsoever  within  England,  so  as  they  should 
not  exceed  the  clear  yearly  value  of  10/. 

In  1748,  certain  statutes  and  regulations  were  for  the  first  time  made  by  the 
governors,  with  the  assent  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  the  title  of  Earl  of  West- 
morland being  then  extinct.  The  principal  ordinances  are  as  follows  : — 

That  the  upper  master  should  be  qualified  to  instruct  youth  in  the  elements 
of  grammar  and  the  Latin  tongue,  and  should  be  licensed  by  the  Bishop  ; that 
in  the  choice  of  an  upper  master,  preference  should  be  given  to  a graduate  of 
either  of  the  Universities,  and  that  he  should  not  be  displaced  unless  for  good 
and  sufficient  cause,  exhibited  in  writing  and  allowed  by  the  governors. 

That  the  like  qualifications,  license,  and  rules  should  be  required  and  observed 
with  respect  to  the  under  master ; and  that  he  should  teach  the  boys  committed 
to  his  care  in  such  manner  as  the  upper  master  should  direct. 

That  Latin  or  English  prayers  should  be  read  every  morning  in  the  school. 

That  the  boys  should  be  taught  the  Catechism  on  every  Saturday  forenoon ; 
and  that  they  should  be  publicly  examined  once  a year,  and  that  20 s.  to  be 
deducted  out  of  the  upper  master’s  salary,  should  be  then  disposed  of  in  little 
honorary  premiums  or  books.  That  every  offence  against  school  discipline 
should  be  punished  with  small  pecuniary  fines,  to  be  applied  for  the  use  of  the 
school. 

That  all  the  rents  and  revenues  of  the  school  should  be  received  by  the 
governors,  and  accounts  kept  by  them  in  a book  to  be  provided  for  the  purpose. 
That  all  leases  or  agreements  should  be  signed  by  the  governors,  and  their 
common  seal  affixed  thereto  ; such  leases  to  be  for  the  best  improved  rents  with- 
out fine. 

That  the  under  master  should  receive  yearly  18  /.  for  his  salary,  and  all  such 
voluntary  gratuities  as  should  be  given  him  by  the  parents  of  the  children  under 
his  care ; and  that  the  rest  of  the  school  rents,  after  payment  of  all  taxes, 
charge  of  repairs,  and  other  incidental  charges,  should  be  paid  to  the  upper 
master. 

The  preceding  abstracts  are  taken  from  a translation  of  the  charter  printed 
at  Darlington  in  1818,  and  from  a printed  copy  of  the  statutes.  The  original 
charter,  the  school  seal,  and  probably  the  statutes,  and  many  more  documents 
relating  to  this  school  as  well  as  to  other  charities  of  Darlington,  were  in  the 
possession  of  the  late  George  Allan,  esq.  of  Blackwell  Grange.  Mr.  Allan 
died  in  France  about  Midsummer  1828,  and  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  Oc- 
tober in  that  year,  no  administration  of  his  effects  had  been  granted,  and  there 
was  no  person  to  whom  we  could  apply  for  inspection  of  these  documents. 

As  soon  as  any  person  shall  be  qualified  to  act  as  Mr.  Allan’s  representative, 
it  will  be  his  duty  to  examine  the  papers  at  Blackwell  Grange,  and  to  restore 
such  as  relate  to  any  charities  to  the  persons  entitled  to  the  custody  thereof, 
and  especially  to  restore  to  the  governors  the  school  seal,  as  they  have  been 
hitherto  put  to  great  inconvenience,  having  been  obliged  to  attend  at  Mr. 
Allan’s  house  whenever  they  wanted  to  affix  it  to  any  instrument. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  school  (as  also  that  of  all  the  other  charities 
in  Darlington)  was  surveyed  by  the  direction  of  the  churchwardens  in  the  year 
1823,  and  plans  and  maps  of  the  whole  were  printed  and  published. 

The  endowment  of  the  school  comprises  the  several  premises  granted  by  the 
charter,  which  are  now  occupied  as  follows  : — 

1.  An  estate  in  Heighington,  consisting  of  a house  with  farm  buildings  and 
74  a.  ic  24  p.  of  land,  let  to  James  O’Callaghan,  esq.  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a 
good  rent  of  143/.  a year. 

The  tenant  is  not  bound  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair. 

2.  Three  closes  in  Thornaby,  in  the  county  of  York,  containing  27a.  2r.  10p. 
let  to  John  Goldsborough  as  yearly  tenant,  at  20/.  a year. 

The  governors  have  not  viewed  this  land,  or  taken  any  steps  for  reletting  it 
since  1816.  It  is  stated  to  be  worth  1 /.  per  acre. 

3.  A dwellinghouse  with  a shop  fronting  Tubwell-row,  with  several  small 
dwellinghouses  in  a yard  behind,  and  a smith’s  shop  with  a chamber  above, 
and  a yard. 

These  premises  were  let  on  lease  about  thirty  years  ago,  for  a term  of  99 
years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8/.  65.  to  Mark  Feetum,  whose  widow,  Elizabeth 
Feetum,  is  now  entitled  to  his  interest  in  the  premises. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  examine  the  lease,  which  is  stated  to  be  in  the 
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hands  of  a mortgagee.  It  was  granted  about  the  same  time  as  the  lease  of  the 
premises  next  following.  The  greater  part  of  the  buildings  standing  on  those 
premises  were  built  by  the  lessee,  at  the  expense  of  upwards  of  700 /. ; the 
whole  are  now  in  good  repair,  and  stated  to  be  worth  about  24 /.  a year. 

4.  A dwellinghouse  and  premises  demised  to  Christopher  Watson,  by  lease, 
bearing  date  22d  March  1798,  for  the  term  of  99  years,  from  12th  May  1797» 
at  2/.  5 s.  a year. 

By  this  lease,  after  reciting  that  the  premises  were  advertised  to  be  let  by 
public  auction  in  October  1796,  and  that  in  pursuance  of  notice  for  that 
purpose  read  in  church,  the  same  were  publicly  let  in  the  vestry,  for  99  years,  on 
the  21st  October  1796,  to  Christopher  Watson,  who  was  the  best  bidder,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  2/.  5s.  and  that  the  said  Christopher  Watson  entered  into 
possession  thereof,  and  had  laid  out  and  expended  a considerable  sum  thereon, 
but  no  lease  had  been  executed,  the  governors  demised  to  the  said  Christopher 
Watson,  his  executors,  &c.  the  newly  erected  messuage  or  dwellinghouse  and 
out-buildings  lately  erected  by  him  upon  the  site  of  or  near  a stable  lately 
occupied  by  Thomas  Hornsby  and  Mr.  Morland,  in  Priestgate,  and  also  a piece 
of  ground  behind  the  same,  containing  by  measurement  from  east  to  west 
24  feet,  with  the  waste  ground  in  the  front  thereof,  for  99  years,  from  the 
12th  May  1797>  at  the  yearly  rent  of  2/.  5s. ; and  the  lessee  covenanted  to  keep 
in  repair  the  said  messuage  and  premises,  or  any  buildings  to  be  erected  by  him 
thereon,  and  particularly  the  waste  ground  wall  opposite  the  premises,  next  the 
river  Skern,  towards  the  east,  casualties  by  fire  or  storm  excepted. 

This  lease  is  now  vested  in  Elizabeth  Haw,  widow  of  Thomas  Haw,  who 
purchased  Christopher  Watson’s  interest  therein. 

5.  An  iron  foundry  and  corn  mill,  with  three  cottages  and  a shop,  with  a yard 
in  Tubwell-row. 

These  premises  were  let  by  tender,  after  public  notice,  to  William  Walters, 
by  lease  bearing  date  20th  November  1827*  for  the  term  of  40  years  from  the 
Great  Monday  after  Whitsunday  then  last  past,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  46 1.  The 
demised  premises  are  described  in  the  lease,  as  apiece  of  ground  containing  in 
length  from  north  to  south  115  feet  6 inches,  and  in  width  at  the  south  end 
40  feet,  and  at  the  north  end  41  feet  4 inches,  with  the  buildings  thereon 
erected  by  the  said  William  Walters,  and  other  buildings  thereon  then  standing, 
all  which  buildings  were  then  used  as  a corn  mill  and  partly  as  an  iron  foundry, 
and  also  the  messuages  thereon  standing,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Ann  Walker, 
Christopher  Watson,  and  Robert  Carter,  also  a piece  of  uninclosed  ground 
lying  between  the  premises  thereinbefore  described  and  the  river  Skerne. 

6.  Several  messuages  in  Tubwell-row,  demised  to  Robert  Wilson  and 
Christopher  Watson,  by  lease  bearing  date  15th  September  1828,  for  31  years, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  15/.  10  s.  The  premises  are  described  in  the  lease,  as  the 
dwellinghouses  with  the  appurtenances  at  the  bottom  of  Tubwell-row,  in  the 
occupation  of  seven  persons  therein  named,  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  river 
Skerne,  on  the  south  by  Tubwell-row,  on  the  west  by  the  passage  leading  from 
Tubwell-row  to  Priestgate,  and  on  the  north  by  a stable  on  the  mill  bank,  lately 
erected  by  William  Walters,  on  ground  belonging  to  the  said  school. 

These  premises  were  let  by  the  governors,  after  public  notice,  to  the  highest 
bidders.  The  lessees  have  actually  laid  out  a considerable  sum  upon  the  premises 
since  the  lease  was  granted. 

7.  Certain  premises  demised  to  William  Feetum,  by  indenture  bearing  date 
31st  March  1801,  whereby,  reciting  that  the  walls  which  enclosed  the  piece  of 
ground  thereinafter  mentioned,  by  length  of  time  and  neglect  had  become 
greatly  in  decay,  and  that  the  said  William  Feetum  had  been  at  a great  expense 
in  rebuilding  the  same,  and  that  it  was  thought  advisable  by  the  said  governors, 
for  the  better  improvement  thereof,  to  demise  and  let  the  same  for  a proper 
term  of  years,  to  such  person  and  persons  as  might  be  inclined  to  take  to 
improve  or  rebuild  the  same,  and  that  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  on  due  notice 
of  such  intention  published  in  the  parish  church,  the  same  premises  were  duly  ad- 
vertised to  be  let  to  the  best  bidder,  for  the  term  of  99  years,  and  that  no  person 
then  bid  for  the  same,  but  that  the  said  William  Feetum  had  since  been  declared 
the  best  bidder  at  the  net  rent  of  1 /. ; the  said  governors  demised  all  that  piece 
or  parcel  of  ground  then  used  as  a garden,  in  a street  called  Priestgate, 
bounded  on  the  west  by  a garden  belonging  to  George  Allan,  east  on  the  road 
leading  from  the  mill  to  the  bridge,  south  on  other  premises  belonging  to  the 
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said  school,  and  north  on  other  premises  belonging  to  said  William  Feetum, 
for  the  term  of  99  years  from  the  12th  May  then  next,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
1/. ; and  the  lessee  covenanted  to  repair  and  keep  in  repair  the  demised 
premises,  and  any  buildings  thereafter  to  be  erected  by  him,  his  executors,  &c. 
casualties  by  fire  or  storm  excepted. 

There  are  now  several  small  houses  on  the  premises,  worth  30/.  a year,  the 
whole  or  the  greater  part  of  which  have  been  erected  by  the  lessee. 

Although  in  the  lease  the  premises  are  described  as  being  bounded  on  the  north 
by  land  belonging  to  the  lessee,  the  ground  on  the  north  of  the  old  wall  which 
enclosed  the  garden  was  formerly  waste,  and  about  the  yearl798  William  Feetum, 
who  then  held  the  same  premises  as  are  comprised  in  the  lease  of  1801,  under  a 
lease  for  a term  of  21  years,  built  a new  wall,  and  enclosed  the  waste  on  the 
north  up  to  the  line  which  is  now  the  frontage  in  Priestgate. 

The  rent  reserved  by  the  above  lease  is  not  now  paid,  the  present  master  of 
the  school  having  some  years  ago  sold  his  interest  therein  to  William  Feetum, 
for  the  sum  of  4Z. 

8.  Two  cottages  fronting  Skinnergate,  with  a yard,  wash-house,  and  garden 
behind,  in  occupation  of  Isabella  Thompson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent 
of  10/. 

There  is  at  the  back  of  these  premises  a room  now  forming  part  of  a house, 
the  residue  of  which  is  the  property  of  Dr.  Peacock. 

It  is  understood  that  a rent  of  1 5 s.  per  annum  was  formerly  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster  as  rent  for  this  room,  but  nothing  appears  to  have  been  received 
for  upwards  of  30  years.  Dr.  Peacock  states,  that  up  to  the  period  of  our 
inquiry,  November  1828.  he  had  never  been  applied  to  for  rent,  and  was  not 
aware  that  the  building  in  question  was  not  part  of  his  own  premises.  The 
governors  have  undertaken  to  furnish  Dr.  Peacock  with  such  evidence  as  they 
may  be  able  to  obtain  of  their  title  to  this  building. 

9.  The  two  annual  rents  granted  by  the  charter  are  paid  in  respect  of  two 
houses  in  the  Head-row  in  Darlington,  the  one  belonging  to  Joseph  Watkins, 
who  pays  the  yearly  rent  of  8s.  3d. ; and  the  other  being  part  of  the  property 
of  the  late  George  Allan,  esq.  who  has  paid  the  yearly  rent  of  4s.  3d. 

The  income  of  the  school,  including  the  rent  of  1 1.  reserved  on  the  premises 
let  to  William  Feetum,  (No.  7»)  and  the  rent  of  15  s.  formerly  paid  for  the 
room  occupied  by  Dr.  Peacock,  amounts  to  247  /•  8 s.  6 d.  The  principal  part 
of  the  rents  are  paid  to  the  governors,  but  the  collection  of  some  of  them  has 
been  improperly  left  to  the  schoolmaster  himself. 

The  school  formerly  stood  at  the  east  end  of  the  church,  but  in  1813  it  was 
pulled  down  and  the  site  added  to  the  churchyard,  in  pursuance  of  an  agree- 
ment entered  into  with  the  parishioners,  and  another  school  of  the  same  dimen- 
sions was,  at  the  expense  of  the  parish,  built  about  SO  yards  southward  of  the 
old  site,  upon  a plot  of  ground  which  had  been  purchased  by  the  parish  for 
enlarging  the  churchyard. 

The  Rev.  William  Clementson  was  appointed  upper  master  in  1806,  and 
licensed  by  the  bishop,  having  held  the  office  of  usher  from  the  year  1795.  By 
the  terms  of  his  appointment,  lie  was  to  receive  from  the  governors,  who  were 
to  collect  the  rents,  the  net  surplus  thereof  after  deducting  thereout  30/.  for  the 
salary  of  the  under  master,  and  all  taxes,  charges  of  repairs,  and  other  incidental 
expenses. 

The  payment  to  the  usher  has  since  been  increased  to  70/.  and  the  upper 
master  receives  the  clear  residue,  which  for  the  last  three  years  has  averaged 
between  120/.  and  130/.  a year  ; but  as  the  rents  have  been  lately  improved, 
his  income  will  now  be  increased. 

The  school  is  considered  as  free  for  classical  instruction  to  the  whole  parish,  and 
any  boy  belonging  thereto,  provided  he  can  read  tolerably,  is  admitted  on  appli- 
cation to  the  master;  but  each  scholar  pays  at  least  5s.  for  entrance  and  Is. 
a year  for  firing.  The  latin  scholars  usually  pay  the  master  also  a gratuity  of 
Is.  or  2s.  6d.  at  each  of  the  three  periods  of  breaking  up,  and  the  payment  on 
entrance  is  often  10s.  6d.  or  1/.  Is.  instead  of  5s. 

The  charge  of  entrance  money  does  not  appear  warranted  by  any  ancient 
usage,  or  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  school,  we  therefore  suggested  the 
propriety  of  discontinuing  it,  and  we  are  assured  by  the  master  that  no  such 
payment  shall  be  required  or  accepted  in  future. 

All  the  scholars  who  learn  reading,  writing  or  arithmetic,  pay  7 s.Od. ; and  for 
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learning  mathematics,  and  geography  and  the  use  of  the  globes,  they  pay  from 
12s.  6d . to  15s.  a quarter.  Boys  not  belonging  to  the  parish  pay  for  classical 
instruction  one  guinea  a quarter. 

There  were  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  about  60  scholars,  of  whom  about  20 
were  learning  the  classics  under  the  upper  master.  The  usher  has  some  scholars 
under  him,  learning  the  rudiments  of  the  Latin  grammar,  but  is  principally 
employed  in  teaching  the  English  grammar,  writing  and  accounts.  In  addition 
to  his  salary  of  70/.  he  receives  from  the  upper  master  2s.  6d.  per  quarter  for 
each  boy  instructed  in  mathematics,  geography  and  the  use  of  the  globes. 

Small  presents  are  distributed  to  the  boys  annually  by  the  upper  master,  to 
a greater  amount  than  the  sum  of  1 /.  required  by  the  statutes. 

There  are  no  regular  meetings  of  the  governors,  nor  is  there  any  book  in 
which  entries  have  been  made  of  the  receipt  or  disbursement  of  the  rents,  or 
any  minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  governors.  By  the  terms  of  the  charter, 
the  four  churchwardens  are  constituted  a corporation  for  the  management  of 
the  school ; but  as  it  rarely  happens  that  the  same  persons  continue  in  office  for 
more  than  two  years,  there  is  a frequent  change  of  governors,  which  is  neces- 
sarily productive  of  great  inconvenience,  and  the  consequence  has  been  that  the 
affairs  of  the  school  have  been  greatly  neglected,  and  such  business  as  has  been 
transacted  has  been  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  parish  vestries.  A more  active 
interference  on  the  part  of  the  governors  seems  particularly  to  have  been 
required,  with  respect  to  the  letting  of  the  property  and  receipt  of  the  rents, 
the  sums  demanded  for  entrance  on  the  admission  of  scholars,  and  the  charges 
made  for  instruction  in  English  reading,  writing  and  accounts. 

It  would  perhaps  be  unjust  to  the  present  master  to  impose  upon  him  any 
new  regulations  with  respect  to  the  charges  last  mentioned  ; but  as  there  are 
now  no  children  who  receive  a gratuitous  instruction  at  the  school,  notwith- 
standing the  ample  income  thereof,  it  appears  to  us  desirable  that  the  governors 
should,  with  the  advice  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  draw  up  such  new  regula- 
tions as  they  may  think  best  qualified  to  extend  the  benefit  of  the  endowment, 
to  be  adopted  on  the  election  of  any  future  master,  and  to  submit  the  same  to 
the  Bishop  of  Durham,  with  whose  approbation  they  may  be  established  as  part 
of  the  statutes. 

We  also  conceive  that  the  governors  ought  immediately  to  take  upon  them- 
selves the  collection  of  the  rents,  to  keep  a book  of  accounts  and  of  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings,  and  to  meet  at  regular  periods  for  the  purpose  of 
settling  the  accounts  and  transacting  any  other  business  which  the  affairs  of  the 
school  may  require  ; and  immediate  steps  ought  to  be  taken  for  viewing  the  farm 
at  Thornaby,  and  re-letting  it  at  a fair  rent. 

Blue  Coat  Charity  School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  19th  April  1713,  (as  appears  from  a copy  pro- 
duced to  us  by  Mr.  Backhouse,  of  Darlington,)  between  Thomas  Stillington, 
George  Allan  and  Christopher  Pinkney  of  the  one  part,  and  Dame  Mary 
Culver ly  of  the  other  part,  reciting,  that  by  indenture  bearing  even  date  there- 
with, the  said  Dame  Mary  Calverly  had  assigned  to  the  parties  above  named  of 
the  first  part,  their  executors  &c.  a sum  of  1,000/.  due  to  her  on  bond  from 
Edward  Pollen,  they  declared  that  the  said  assignment  was  'in  trust  for  such 
persons  as  the  said  Dame  Mary  Calverly  should  by  deed  or  will  appoint,  and  in 
default  of  any  such  appointment,  in  trust,  after  her  decease,  to  lay  out  the  prin- 
cipal, or  so  much  thereof  as  should  come  to  their  hands,  in  the  purchase  of 
lands  or  tenements,  and  pay  the  rents  thereof  and  the  interest  of  the  money  in 
the  meantime  till  such  purchase  should  be  made,  for  and  towards  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  a charity  school  intended  to  be  established  at  Darlington, 
for  instructing  poor  children  there  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion 
according  to  the  Church  of  England,  and  for  clothing  them,  and  teaching  them 
to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  and  buying  them  books  and  putting  them  out 
apprentices  to  trades,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  under  such 
regulations  as  the  trustees  should  think  proper.  And  it  was  provided  that  when 
any  one  or  more  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  elect,  by  writing 
under  their  hands  and  seals,  other  fit  persons  to  be  trustees. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts  of  this  charity,  that  in  1722  the  sum  of  650/. 
was  received  as  the  produce  of  Pollen’s  bond,  which  sum,  together  with  250/. 
chiefly  raised  by  voluntary  contributions  in  Darlington,  was  lent  on  bond,  dated 

22d  August 
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22d  August  1729,  to  George  Allan.  This  sum  of  900/.  was  afterwards  increased 
by  savings  to  1,280/.  and  the  whole  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  same 
person. 

A suit  was  subsequently  instituted  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  to  recover  this 
sum  from  the  representatives  of  George  Allan  ; and  in  1800  a decree  was  obtained, 
in  pursuance  of  which  the  sum  of  1,392/.  9s.  stock  three  per  cent  consols  was 
transferred  into  the  names  of  Samuel  Forster,  Jonathan  Backhouse  and  Stephen 
Buttery.  The  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  Jonathan  Backhouse,  jun. 
Samuel  Forster,  jun.  and  Thomas  Buttery,  to  whose  names  it  was  transferred  in 
1826  by  the  survivor  of  the  three  first  named  trustees. 

This  charity  is  known  by  the  name  of  the  Blue  Coat  School,  although  there 
never  was  any  schoolroom  belonging  to  it.  Since  the  establishment  of  a paro- 
chial school  conducted  on  the  national  system,  20  children  of  the  parish  of 
Darlington,  named  by  the  trustees,  and  called  the  Blue  Coat  Boys,  have  been 
taught  by  the  master  of  that  school ; and  the  dividends  arising  from  the  stock, 
41  /.  15  s.  4 d.  are  disposed  of  for  their  benefit  in  the  following  manner : — 

The  schoolmaster  receives  annually  18/.  for  teaching  these  boys,  besides  his 
salary  from  the  subscribers  ; and  he  is  also  allowed  his  bill  for  books,  paper  and 
school  requisites,  which  generally  amounts  to  2/.  or  3/. ; and  15  s.  is  paid  yearly 
for  firing. 

The  children  receive  an  entire  suit  of  clothing  once  in  two  years,  the  annual 
average  cost  of  which  is  about  20/. 

An  annual  allowance  of  51.  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  18/.  has  been  paid  for 
some  years  past  for  rent  to  the  National  School  funds,  but  this  will  be  discon- 
tinued in  future,  as  the  amount  of  the  dividends  is  not  more  than  sufficient  to 
meet  the  other  expenses. 

In  June  1828,  there  was  a balance  of  39/.  2s.  4 cl.  due  to  the  treasurer,  who 
had  advanced  money  to  that  amount. 

Robert  Noble,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  20th  May  1719>  (as  appears  from  a 
copy  thereof  produced  to  us  by  Mr.  Backhouse)  gave  to  his  wife  Jane  Noble, 
her  heirs  and  assigns,  his  freehold  messuage  in  High-row,  Darlington  ; and  he 
gave  to  the  use  of  the  Blue  Coat  Charity  School  in  Darlington  the  yearly  sum 
of  40s.  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  school  by  two  equal  payments, 
namely,  Martinmas  and  May  Day,  and  he  directed  the  same  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  rents  of  the  said  freehold  messuage,  which  he  thereby  charged  with  the 
payment  thereof,  with  a power  of  distress  to  the  trustees ; and  he  declared  that 
the  said  request  was  upon  condition  that  the  several  masters  who  should  from 
time  to  time  be  elected  to  teach  the  said  school,  should  be  licensed  by  the 
Bishop  of  Durham,  and  be  conformable  to  the  Liturgy  of  the  Church  of  England, 
and  train  up  the  boys  in  the  communion  of  the  same,  and  in  case  of  neglect 
or  refusal  by  such  master  or  masters,  he  declared  that  the  said  yearly  rent-charge 
of  40  s.  should  revert  to  the  then  owner  of  his  said  messuage,  his  will  being 
that  the  same  should  not  be  applied  towards  the  encouragement  of  any  other 
sect  or  religion  whatsoever. 

We  do  not  find  that  this  sum  of  405.  was  ever  paid.  As  there  was  no  school- 
room belonging  to  the  Blue  Coat  Charity,  it  is  very  probable  that  the  master 
teaching  the  boys  was  not  licensed  by  the  bishop  so  as  to  enable  him  to  claim 
the  payment. 

Forster’s  Almshouses. 

Francis  Forster,  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  9th  March  1632,  (as  appears  by 
a copy  thereof,  produced  to  us  by  Jonathan  Backhouse,  esq.)  for  the  great  and 
good  affection  he  bore  unto  the  poor  and  aged  people  of  Darlington,  conveyed 
to  John  Glover  and  three  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  his  twro  lesser  houses 
lately  erected  in  Northgate  in  Darlington,  with  liberty  to  go  through  the  other 
house  garth  for  water  to  the  river  Skerne,  for  the  use  of  such  six  only  poor  men 
or  women,  married  or  unmarried,  as  should  be  impotent,  or  so  old  and  infirm  as 
not  to  be  able  to  labour  for  their  living,  born  in  Darlington,  or  resident  there 
for  three  years,  to  be  nominated  by  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  the  said  Francis 
Forster,  with  the  assent  of  the  churchwardens  of  Darlington  or  any  two  of  them  ; 
and  the  said  Francis  Forster  covenanted,  that  he,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  would  at 
all  times  thereafter,  upon  notice  given  them  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  houses, 
repair  the  same,  and  further,  if  he  and  his  heirs  should  not  sufficiently  repair  the 
same,  he  thereby  granted  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Darlington  a 
rent-charge  of  20s.  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  other  dwellinghouse  and  garth 
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in  Northgate,  Darlington,  next  adjoining  to  the  said  two  lesser  houses,  to  be 
paid  to  the  said  churchwardens,  until  they  should  receive  sufficient  for  the 
building,  if  need  require,  and  upholding  the  said  houses,  with  a power  of  distress 
in  case  of  nonpayment. 

The  premises  comprised  in  the  indenture  above  abstracted,  are  situate  in 
Northgate,  Darlington,  and  consist  of  two  tenements  under  one  roof.  They 
are  occupied  by  two  widows,  placed  there  by  the  churchwardens.  The  two 
present  inhabitants  both  receive  parochial  relief.  There  is  no  charity  appro- 
priated specifically  to  the  inmates. 

The  premises  are  kept  in  repair  by  the  owners  of  the  property  adjoining  on 
the  south,  which  now  belongs  to  Mr.  John  Smith  Dyer,  who  purchased  it  from 
Miss  Russell  about  four  years  ago. 

The  thatch  was  pulled  off  the  almshouses  about  eight  years  ago,  and  tiles 
put  on,  and  other  repairs  done,  by  order  of  Miss  Russell,  at  an  expense  of 
nearly  30/. 

Pease’s  Almhouses. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  10th  June  1820,  between  Richard  Scott  of  Dar- 
lington, and  Jane  his  wife,  of  the  one  part ; Robert  Botcherby  and  John  Pick, 
of  the  second  part ; Mary  Pease,  of  the  third  part ; and  Edward  Pease,  Joseph 
Pease  the  elder,  John  Pease,  Joseph  Pease  the  younger,  John  Beaumont  Pease, 
Edward  Pease  the  younger,  Isaac  Pease,  since  deceased,  and  Henry  Pease,  of 
the  fourth  part ; reciting  an  indenture  of  lease,  bearing  date  1st  December  1694, 
whereby  John  Wright  demised  to  Ralph  Wright,  his  executors,  See.  a burgage 
messuage,  together  with  two  cottages  and  a garden  or  orchard,  in  Chairgate, 
otherwise  Glover’s  Weind,  in  Darlington,  for  a term  of  (J80  years,  and  that  such 
term  had  become  vested  in  the  said  Robert  Botcherby  and  John  Pick,  in  trust, 
for  such  purposes  as  the  said  Richard  Scott  and  Jane  his  wife  should  appoint  j 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Mary  Pease  had  contracted  for  the  purchase 
of  a part  of  the  said  garden  or  orchard,  with  the  buildings  thereon  erected,  for 
the  residue  of  the  said  term,  and  had  pulled  down  the  said  buildings  and 
erected  on  the  site  thereof  four  almshouses,  for  the  residence  of  four  poor 
women,  to  be  elected  in  the  manner  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  that  she  was 
desirous  of  vesting  the  said  almshouses  in  the  parties  of  the  fourth  part,  the  said 
Robert  Botcherby  and  John  Pick,  by  the  direction  of  the  said  Richard  and  Jane 
Scott,  and  in  consideration  of  200/.  paid  to  the  latter,  granted  to  the  said 
Edward  Pease  and  others,  parties  of  the  fourth  part,  their  executors,  & c.  the 
piece  of  ground,  part  of  the  said  garden  or  orchard,  with  the  four  almshouses 
lately  erected  thereon  in  Chairgate,  otherwise  Glover’s  Weind  or  Post  House 
Weind,  and  also  a piece  of  ground  between  the  dwellinghouse  of  the  said 
Edward  Pease  the  elder  and  Joseph  Pease  the  elder,  and  the  dwellinghouse 
belonging  to  John  Crawford,  then  used  as  a road  for  the  respective  occupiers  of 
the  said  dwellinghouses  and  the  said  almshouses  to  the  said  street  called  the 
Post  House  Weind,  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term,  upon  trust,  to  keep  the 
said  almshouses  in  repair,  and  to  insure  the  same  for  150/.,  and  to  permit  four 
poor  women,  being  widows  of  the  age  of  60  years  at  least,  of  a good  moral 
character  and  not  of  the  Society  of  Quakers,  to  be  elected  as  thereinafter  men- 
tioned, to  dwell  in  the  said  almshouses  without  paying  any  rent,  except  the 
yearly  sum  of  5 s.  a piece,  to  form  a fund  for  the  purposes  thereinafter  men- 
tioned ; and  on  further  trust,  that  so  long  as  any  three  of  the  said  trustees 
should  be  living,  the  said  trustees  or  the  survivors  should  elect  another  such  poor 
widow  to  succeed,  as  often  as  a vacancy  should  occur  either  by  death,  expulsion 
or  removal ; and  it  was  provided  that  whenever,  after  the  number  of  trustees 
should  have  been  reduced  to  three,  a vacancy  in  the  said  almshouses  should 
occur,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  Society  of  Friends,  at  one  of  the  monthly 
meetings  to  be  held  at  Darlington,  or  within  that  district,  to  elect  another  such 
poor  woman  ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that  if  any  of  the  said  almspeople 
should  marry,  or  be  guilty  of  any  gross  immorality  or  impropriety  of  conduct, 
it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  as  long  as  three  of  them  should  be  living, 
and  afterwards  for  the  said  Society  of  Friends,  at  such  monthly  meeting  as  afore- 
said, to  resolve  and  determine,  in  the  manner  used  at  their  monthly  meetings,  the 
expulsion  of  such  poor  woman  ; and  that  after  the  expiration  of  one  month  and 
within  the  period  of  three  months  next  after  the  death  or  expulsion  of  any 
poor  woman,  notice  should  be  given  at  the  next  monthly  meeting,  so  soon  as  the 
appointment  should  have  become  vested  in  the  said  society  ; and  it  was  further 

provided, 
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provided,  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  stand  possessed  of  the  said  Darlington 

rents  of  5s.  yearly,  payable  as  aforesaid,  upon  trust,  to  defray  thereout  the  

charges  of  repairing  the  said  almshouses,  and  of  insuring  the  same,  and  all  r'easesAlmsho,usep, 

other  charges  incident  to  the  execution  of  the  trusts,  and  to  invest  the  surplus  ^ ' Juc  * , 

of  the  rents  in  the  funds  or  on  real  or  personal  security,  to  accumulate  until,  with 

compound  interest,  the  same  should  amount  to  20  /.  ; and  that  when  the  full  sum 

of  20/.  should  have  been  raised,  the  almswomen  should  be  permitted  to 

inhabit  the  said  almshouses  rent  free,  if  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should 

think  proper,  and  not  otherwise,  and  that  the  said  trustees  might  previously  remit 

the  rent  of  5s.  to  any  one  or  more  of  the  said  almswomen,  whom  they  should 

consider  from  age  or  other  infirmity  unable  to  pay  the  same ; and  that  the  said 

sum  of  20  /.  when  raised,  should  be  placed  out,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied 

in  keeping  the  said  almshouses  in  repair,  insuring  the  same,  and  paying  any 

other  charges  incurred  in  the  execution  of  the  trusts,  and  that  the  surplus,  if 

any,  should  be  divided  amongst  the  poor  almswomen  equally  or  otherwise ; that 

the  trustees,  as  they  should  think  fit,  should  lay  the  same  out  to  accumulate  till 

the  next  appointment  of  trustees  and  conveyance  of  the  premises,  for  the 

purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  thereof  without  touching  the  principal,  but 

that  on  the  next  Christmas  Day  after  such  appointment  and  conveyance,  the 

surplus,  if  any,  of  the  said  occasional  fund  to  be  accumulated  as  last  mentioned 

for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  thereof,  should  be  divided  equally 

amongst  the  almswomen,  so  that  the  accumulation  of  the  said  occasional  fund 

for  the  purposes  aforesaid  mighj  always  begin  anew  immediately  after  the 

appointment  of  new  trustees  ; and  it  was  lastly  agreed,  that  no  person  should 

continue  to  be  a trustee  after  he  should  cease  to  be  a member  of  the  monthly 

meeting  of  Friends  of  the  district  of  Darlington ; and  that  whenever  the 

trustees  should  be  reduced  to  less  than  three,  the  said  Society  of  Quakers  should, 

as  soon  as  convenient,  nominate  so  many  fit  persons  at  the  monthly  meeting  at 

Darlington,  as  would  make  up  the  number  of  twelve,  and  that  the  said  premises 

should  be  assigned  accordingly. 

There  are  four  tenements  in  the  Post  House  Weind,  to  which  the  trustees, 
named  in  the  indenture  above  abstracted,  appoint  four  poor  widows  of  the 
description  therein  mentioned. 

The  5 s.  rents  have  been  occasionally  but  not  regularly  demanded.  Nothing 
has  yet  been  invested,  and  a sum  exceeding  what  has  been  received  has  been 
expended  on  the  almshouses  by  two  of  the  trustees,  Edward  and  Joseph  Pease. 

Bellasses’  Charity. 

James  Bellasses,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  October  1C3G,  bequeathed  Bellasses’  Charity, 
all  his  messuage,  burgage  tenements  and  hereditaments,  with  their  appurte- 
nances, which  he  lately  bought  of  Ralph  Wilson,  with  four  beast-gates  in 
Bracken  Moor,  for  the  following  uses,  viz.  That  there  should  be  several  houses 
built  of  the  front  of  the  said  tenement,  for  the  erecting  of  which  he  had 
already  made  good  provision  of  timber,  brick  and  stone,  for  the  furthering  of 
which  he  bequeathed  20/.  to  be  bestowed  on  the  same  work,  therein  to  place 
workmen  for  the  linen  or  woollen  trade,  in  such  manner  as  should  be  most 
useful  for  the  towns  of  Blackwell  and  Darlington  and  the  country  next  adjoining, 
for  the  performance  of  which  he  put  in  trust  the  burgesses  and  headmen  of  the 
borough  of  Darlington,  to  order  and  dispose  thereof;  and  he  directed  that  the 
land  in  Howden  and  Blackwell  bought  of  Robert  Parkinson  and  Francis 
Parkinson,  in  which  Sir  William  Bellasses  was  nominated  joint  purchaser, 
should  be  surrendered  to  the  burgesses  and  headmen  of  Darlington,  for  the 
setting  forward  of  a trade,  and  to  be  joined  to  his  house  in  Darlington,  and  for 
such  like  uses  as  the  house  was  given  and  provided  for. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Blackwell,  27th  May  1771,  James  Allan 
and  Newby  Lowson,  by  special  mandate  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  lord  of  the 
manor,  took  of  the  said  lord  one  oxgang  of  land,  lying  within  the  territories  of 
Blackwell,  then  called  Poor  Howdens,  and  also  a cottage  with  the  appurtenances, 
in  Blackwell,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  sequels  in  right,  as  a new  improvement, 
according  to  the  custom  of  the  court,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  5s.r/^d.;  and 
reciting,  that  the  premises  above  granted,  were  on  4th  June,  12th  James  1, 
surrendered  by  Robert  Parkinson  and  Isabel  his  wife  to  the  use  of  William 
Bellasses  and  James  Bellasses,  and  that  the  said  James  Bellasses,  by  his  will, 
amongst  other  things,  bequeathed  the  said  oxgang  of  land  and  cottage  with  the

appurtenances,  by  the  description  of  the  land  in  Howden  and  Blackwell,  as  in 
his  said  will  above  mentioned,  and  that  the  said  William  Bellasses  died  many 
years  ago,  without  having  surrendered  the  said  copyhold  lands,  and  there  having 
been  no  admittance  of  his  heir-at-law,  the  same  had  escheated  to  the  lord,  it 
was  declared  that  the  above  grant  was  made  to  the  said  James  Allan  and  Newby 
Lowson,  being  persons  nominated  as  trustees  by  the  burgesses  and  headmen  of 
the  borough  of  Darlington,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said 
James  Bellasses. 

George  Allan,  the  son  and  heir  of  James  Allan,  was  admitted  tenant  to  the 
lands  in  Blackwell,  January  3d,  1794- ; and  no  subsequent  admission  having  taken 
place,  it  appears  that  John  Allan  Wright,  esq.  as  the  heir  of  the  above  named 
George  Allan,  is  now  entitled  to  be  admitted. 

It  does  not  appear  who  is  the  heir-at-law  of  the  testator,  in  whom  the  other 
premises  mentioned  in  his  will  are  now  vested. 

The  premises  mentioned  by  the  testator,  by  the  description  of  his  messuage, 
&c.  which  he  had  lately  bought  of  Ralph  Wilson,  are  supposed  to  be  three 
tenements  situate  in  Blackwell  Gate  in  Darlington,  and  fronting  a street  called 
Skinnergate. 

These  premises  are  known  by  the  name  of  the  Almshouses,  and  are  occupied 
rent  free  by  three  poor  widows  of  the  parish  of  Darlington,  appointed  by  the 
churchwardens ; and  they  were  occupied  in  the  same  manner  in  1786,  when  in 
the  Returns  made  under  the  Act  36  Geo.  3,  these  almshouses  were  noticed 
as  part  of  the  property  derived  from  the  will  of  James  Bellasses. 

The  district  called  Bracken  Moor  whereon  four  beast-gates  were  devised  by 
the  testator,  was  inclosed,  as  we  have  been  informed,  about  one  hundred  years 
ago,  by  private  agreement. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  allotment  was  set  out  in  respect  of  these  beast- 
gates,  nor  have  we  been  able  to  find  any  evidence  of  the  exercise  of  any  right 
of  Common  upon  the  Bracken  Moor  on  behalf  of  the  charity. 

The  land  in  the  manor  of  Blackwell  to  which  the  trustees  were  admitted  in 
1771 » consists  of  four  closes  called  the  Poor  Ilowdens,  containing  19  a.  1 r.  23 p. 
These  premises  are  let  to  Jonathan  Backhouse  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of 
30/.  per  annum. 

George  Allan,  who  was  admitted  tenant  after  the  death  of  his  father  James 
in  179T  and  his  son  George  Allan  who  died  in  July  1828,  successively  acted  as 
trustees  for  this  charity,  at  least  so  far  as  in  letting  the  Poor  Howdens ; but  the 
rents  appear  to  have  been  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being, 
and  applied  by  them  as  hereafter  mentioned,  up  to  the  year  1812. 

From  1812  to  about  the  year  I8I7,  during  which  period  Gabriel  Thornton 
held  the  lands  above  mentioned,  the  rents  were  paid  to  the  late  George  Allan, 
who  in  a letter  written  by  him  in  November  1819  from  Calais,  states  that  he 
had  kept  a regular  account  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  ; but  we  have  not 
been  able  to  obtain  any  statement  of  these  accounts.  About  1817,  disputes 
having  arisen  between  Mr.  Allan  and  some  of  the  parishioners  of  Darlington, 
as  to  his  right  to  receive  and  apply  the  income  of  the  charity,  preparations  were 
made  for  instituting  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  the  tenant  was 
called  upon  to  pay  his  rent  into  a bank  in  Darlington,  until  the  suit  should  be 
determined.  For  three  years  the  rent  was  paid  accordingly,  but  the  proceedings 
in  Chancery  having  been  given  up,  the  amount  was  paid  back  to  the  tenant, 
and  he  afterwards  became  insolvent,  being  indebted  to  the  charity  for  at  least 
a year  and  a half’s  rent,  besides  the  three  years  above  mentioned,  and  we  are 
given  to  understand  that  nothing  is  recoverable  from  his  effects.  In  1823,  the 
churchwardens  took  possession  of  the  premises,  and  for  three  years  the  lands 
were  farmed  by  a committee  appointed  at  a meeting  of  the  inhabitants  for  that 
purpose. 

In  March  1826,  Mr.  Backhouse  became  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  30/. 

Previously  to  the  year  1811,  the  rents  of  the  Poor  Howdens  were  applied  by 
the  churchwardens,  under  the  directions  of  the  vestry,  in  placing  out  appren- 
tices in  the  manner  hereafter  mentioned.  Subsequently  to  1811,  the  church- 
wardens appear  to  have  received  nothing  in  respect  of  this  charity,  until  1826, 
when,  by  an  order  of  vestry,  Richard  Pickersgill,  who  had  acted  for  the  com- 
mittee appointed  in  1823  for  farming  the  land,  was  required  to  account  for  his 
receipts  and  disbursements. 

The  only  sum  we  find  entered  in  the  churchwardens  accounts,  as  received 
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from  him,  was  a balance  of  81.  Is.  and  sums  exceeding  that  in  amount  have 
been  subsequently  paid  to  him  for  his  trouble  in  managing  the  farm.  We  could 
not  learn  how  the  profits  were  so  considerably  reduced,  the  rent  paid  by  the 
former  tenant  having  been  30/.  a year  or  upwards.  The  churchwardens  had 
further  received  at  the  time  of  making  up  their  accounts  for  the  year  182 7/8, 
(jO/.  for  two  years  rent  from  the  present  tenant,  Mr.  Backhouse. 

The  receipts  of  the  churchwardens,  in  respect  of  Bellasses’s  charity,  have  been 
carried  to  one  account  with  the  rents  of  another  charity  derived  from  William 
Middleton,  as  hereafter  mentioned.  These  accounts  have  been  regularly  entered 
in  the  churchwardens  books,  except  from  the  year  ending  at  Easter  1820  to  the 
year  ending  at  Easter  1825,  each  inclusive.  The  following  is  the  result  of  our 
examination  of  these  accounts,  from  the  year  1802.  From  that  year  to  1812 
inclusive,  excepting  in  the  year  1811,  the  income  of  both  the  charities  was  brought 
to  account.  From  1812  to  1820,  only  the  income  of  Middleton’s  charity.  On 
making  up  the  account  of  1812,  there  was  a balance  of  65/.  7 5.  6d.  in  hand. 
In  1816,  the  balance  had  increased  to  87/.  5 s.  and  the  amount  was  carried  to 
the  churchwardens  general  account,  as  borrowed  from  the  apprentice  fund.  On 
making  up  the  accounts  in  1819,  a balance  of  36/.  2 s.  was  paid  over  to  the 
succeeding  churchwardens.  Though  the  accounts  for  the  following  years  are 
not  entered,  it  appears  that  in  1821  the  balance  had  increased  to  64/.  105.  for 
which  sum  John  Botcherby  and  Thomas  Hawes,  who  were  in  office  for  the  years 
1821/2  and  1822/3,  signed  a receipt  in  the  churchwardens  book.  Thomas  Hawes, 
who  was  in  fact  the  acting  churchwarden  during  this  period,  is  dead,  and  having 
kept  no  accounts,  John  Botcherby  has  made  out  from  his  vouchers  a statement 
of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  as  far  as  he  is  enabled  to  do,  and  in  this 
account,  which  has  been  only  partially  audited  by  the  vestry,  he  takes  credit  for 
having  paid  to  the  preceding  churchwardens  a balance  of  26/.  Os.  8 d.  the  sum 
of  64/.  105.  due  to  the  apprentice  fund,  and  a further  sum  of  2/.  125.  9 d. 
arising  from  another  source,  having  been  set  off  against  a balance  of  9 SI.  3s.  5d. 
due  to  the  late  churchwardens  upon  the  general  account.  This  sum  of  64/.  105. 
may  therefore  be  considered  as  having  been  carried  to  the  account  of  the  church 
rate,  in  addition  to  the  sum  of  87/.  5 s.  above  mentioned.  Thomas  Hawes  and 
John  Botcherby  also  received  from  the  rent  of  Middleton’s  charity  33/.  and 
their  disbursements  on  this  account  amounted  only  to  6/.  135.  9d.  leaving  a 
balance  of  26/.  65.  3d.  due  from  them.  The  acting  churchwarden  for  the  two 
following  years  ending  1825,  has  become  insolvent,  and  his  accounts  have  never 
been  made  up.  Subsequently  to  this  period,  the  accounts  have  been  regularly 
kept,  and  at  Easter  1828  there  was  a balance  of  47/.  65.  7 d.  which  was  placed 
in  a bank  in  Darlington. 

It  appears  therefore  that  the  following  sums  are  payable  to  these  charities, 
independently  of  any  balance  which  may  be  due  from  the  representatives  of  the 
late  Mr.  Allan,  or  the  arrears  of  rent  due  from  Gabriel  Thornton,  or  of  any 
balance  which  may  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  for  the  years 
1823/4  and  1824/5  ; viz.

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The  present  annual  income  of  the  charities  is  63/. ; viz.  30/.  from  the  charity 
of  James  Bellasses,  and  331.  from  the  charity  of  William  Middleton.  With 
respect  to  the  application  of  these  charities,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  inten- 
tion of  James  Bellasses,  as  expressed  in  his  will,  seems  to  have  been,  that  several 
houses  should  be  built  upon  his  land  in  Darlington,  for  the  residence  of  work- 
men in  the  linen  or  woollen  trade,  in  such  manner  as  should  be  most  useful  to 
the  towns  of  Blackwell  and  Darlington  and  the  adjoining  country,  and  that  the 
produce  of  the  lands  in  Blackwell  should  be  applied  in  setting  forward  a trade 
to  be  carried  on  upon  the  premises  in  Darlington.  The  charity  of  William 
Middleton  appears  to  have  been  considered  as  appropriated  to  the  binding  out 
of  poor  boys  of  Darlington  apprentices,  generally,  without  any  restriction  as  to 
its  being  confined  to  the  linen  or  woollen  trades. 
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It  appears  to  have  been  thought  impracticable  to  carry  the  intentions  of  the 
first  named  donor  into  effect,  by  establishing  a manufactory  in  the  houses  sup- 
’ posed  to  have  been  left  for  that  purpose,  and  those  houses  have  consequently 
been  appropriated  to  the  use  of  three  poor  almswomen,  and  as  the  charity  was 
intended  for  the  benefit  of  persons  employed  in  the  linen  and  woollen  trade,  it 
has  been  applied  in  binding  out  children  of  the  parish  of  Darlington  appren- 
tices, almost  exclusively  to  weavers;  and  this  application  has  not  been  restricted 
to  the  income  arising  from  Bellasses’s,  but  has  been  adopted  also  with  regard 
to  Middleton’s  charity.  The  children  selected  are  generally  those  of  paupers, 
and  they  are  chiefly  bound  out  as  parish  apprentices ; the  premium  never 
exceed  SO s. 

There  seems  to  be  great  objection  to  this  mode  of  application,  which  has  little 
effect,  except  in  relieving  the  parish  from  the  maintenance  of  the  children, 
without  furnishing  them  with  such  instruction  in  a good  trade  as  would  enable 
them  to  obtain  a livelihood  after  the  expiration  of  their  apprenticeships.  With 
respect  to  Middleton’s  charity,  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  the  donor  had 
any  other  object  than  the  providing  children  with  instruction  in  some  useful 
trade,  and  though  it  may  be  difficult  to  adopt  any  scheme  precisely  corresponding 
with  the  intentions  of  James  Bellasses,  it  is  evident  that  the  present  system  of 
application  is  a departure  from  his  directions,  without  any  advantage  to  the 
persons  he  intended  to  benefit. 

With  regard  to  the  trustees  of  this  charity  it  will  be  observed,  that  the  testator, 
James  Bellasses,  intended  to  confide  the  trust  to  the  burgesses  and  headmen  of 
the  borough  of  Darlington,  and  in  1771  they  appear  to  have  appointed  the  two 
persons  to  whom  the  premises  in  Blackwell  were  regranted  by  the  lord  of  the 
manor. 

We  conceive  that  new  trustees  ought  to  be  appointed  for  this  charity,  to  whom 
the  heir  of  George  Allan,  who  was  admitted  in  1794,  should  surrender  the 
abovementioned  premises,  and  it  seems  questionable  whether  such  trustees  should 
not  be  appointed  at  a vestry,  there  being  now  no  persons  known  by  the  name 
of  burgesses  and  headmen. 

Considering  the  state  of  these  charities,  the  amount  of  the  sums  due  thereto 
from  different  quarters,  the  inefficient  system  of  applying  the  funds,  and  the 
excess  of  income  beyond  what  is  required  for  such  mode  of  application,  and 
also  the  want  of  trustees,  it  appears  to  us  that  the  directions  of  a Court  of 
Equity  will  be  necessary  for  establishing  the  charity  on  a proper  foundation. 

Middleton’s  Charity. 

In  an  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Darlington,  printed  by  an 
order  of  vestry  in  1818,  it  is  stated  that  IVilliam  Middleton , in  1659,  conveyed 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Darlington,  a copyhold  field  called  Poor- 
Moor,  containing  six  acres,  situate  in  the  township  of  Blackwell,  the  yearly 
rents  of  which  were  appropriated  to  the  placing  out  poor  boys  as  apprentices ; 
and  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  these  premises  are  noticed  as  having 
been  given  for  that  purpose. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  copy  of  the  surrender  by  which  the 
conveyance  above  alluded  to  took  place. 

The  premises  called  the  Poor  Moors  consist  of  three  closes,  containing 
together  12  a.  3r.  12p.  with  a good  barn  and  stable,  which  have  been  much 
improved  within  the  three  last  years.  They  are  now  held  by  John  Williamson 
and  John  Robinson,  on  lease,  bearing  date  7th  April  1825,  for  a term  of  six 
years  from  the  13th  May  then  following,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  331. 

This  lease  was  granted  on  a valuation  made  by  order  of  the  vestry ; the 
premises  had  been  previously  let  at  18/.  18  5.  per  annum. 

The  rents  are  carried  to  the  same  account  as  those  of  the  preceding  charity, 
to  which  we  may  refer  for  an  account  of  the  application  thereof. 

Buck’s  Charity. 

George  Buck,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  18th  July  1704,  gave  100/.  to  be 
laid  out  in  lands,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  paid  as  follows ; viz.  three- 
fourths  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Darlington, 
and  the  residue  thereof  to  the  curate,  churchwardens  or  overseers,  to  be  by  them 
respectively  distributed,  three-fourths  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of 
Darlington,  and  the  other  fourth  part  amongst  the  poor  of  the  township  of 
Sadberge,  on  the  11th  November  yearly.

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At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Bondgate  in  Darlington,  16th  October  171 1, 
Michael  Hodshon  was  admitted  tenant  upon  the  surrender  of  George  Crawforth 
and  Eliza  his  wife,  late  Eliza  Marshall,  to  a close  called  Butt  Close,  otherwise 
Been  Close,  with  the  appurtenances,  abutting  upon  the  river  Skerne  on  the  east, 
and  the  common  street  on  the  west,  to  hold  to  him  and  his  sequels  in  right. 

In  a memorandum  written  at  the  foot  of  the  surrender,  after  reciting  the  will 
of  George  Buck  as  above,  and  further  reciting  that  Benjamin  G reeve  and 
Frances  his  wife,  the  executrix  of  the  said  George  Buck,  had  laid  out  the  said 
sum  of  100/.  with  the  consent  of  the  ministers,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
Darlington  and  Sadberge,  in  the  purchase  of  the  close  above  mentioned,  it  was 
declared  that  the  above  surrender  was  made  to  the  said  Michael  Hodshon  upon 
trust  that  the  rents  should  be  disposed  of  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  premises 
should  be  surrendered  from  time  to  time  to  such  new  trustees  as  the  said 
ministers,  churchwardens  and  overseers  should  appoint. 

At  a court  held  for  the  same  manor,  on  the  same  day,  the  said  Michael 
Hodshon  was  admitted  tenant  to  a parcel  of  waste  land,  containing  an  acre  or 
thereabouts,  abutting  upon  the  close  above  mentioned  on  the  south,  to  hold  to 
him  and  his  sequels  in  right,  paying  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  and  his  successors 
2</.  yearly,  upon  the  same  trusts. 

The  close  first  mentioned,  now  called  Buck’s  Close,  and  the  acre  of  land 
adjoining  thereto,  are  now  divided  into  three  parcels 

One  parcel,  containing  1a.  1 r.  30p.  is  let  to  William  Thompson,  on  lease  for 
21  years  from  March  1824,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  81.  the  lessee  covenanting  to 
build  on  the  land  a good  brick  cowhouse.  This. lease  was  granted  by  Anthony 
Simpson  and  John  Baxter,  the  then  churchwardens,  the  latter  being  at  that  time 
partner  with  William  Thompson  in  a linen  manufactory  ; and  it  has  been  objected 
that  public  notice  was  not  given  previously  to  the  letting,  according  to  the  usual 
practice.  The  tenant  who  had  held  the  land  before  paid  the  yearly  rent  of  10/. 
and  it  is  supposed  that  the  same  rent  might  have  been  again  obtained  without 
any  covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee  to  build.  With  this  covenant,  81.  appears 
to  have  been  a sufficient  rent.  No  building  has,  however,  been  at  present 
erected  by  the  lessee. 

Another  parcel,  containing  3r.  4p.  including  a small  garden,  is  let  to  William 
Grey,  upon  an  agreement  for  a term  of  IS  years  from  the  31st  March  1827,  at 
a good  rent  of  4/. 

And  the  third  parcel,  containing  (inclusive  of  a rood  of  garden)  1a.  1 r.  30 p. 
is  let  to  Charles  Parker,  Robert  Parker  and  Edward  Parker  Toulmin,  bleachers, 
on  an  agreement  for  the  same  term,  at  a good  rent  of  9/- 

These  parcels  were  also  let  by  the  churchwardens  without  previously  giving 
any  public  notice:  they  are  let  at  their  full  value,  and  the  tenants  are  bound  to 
keep  the  fences  in  repair,  and  to  drain  the  land. 

A plan  and  map  of  this  property  was  made  and  printed  in  the  year  1823,  in 
a book  containing  an  account  of  the  Charities  of  Darlington. 

The  rents,  amounting  to  21/.  are  divided  into  four  parts,  one  of  which  is  paid 
to  the  churchwardens  of  Sadberge  ; and  the  other  three  parts  are  divided 
amongst  the  different  townships  of  the  parish. 


The  division,  in  1827,  was  as  follows  :

Bishop’s  Rent,  Stamps,  &c. 
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In  former  years  the  rent  was  divided  in  the  same  proportions  between 
Sadberge  and  the  parish  of  Darlington,  but  there  has  been  some  variation  in 
the  subdivision  amongst  the  townships  of  Darlington. 

The  proportion  set  apart  for  the  township  of  Darlington  forms  part  of  the 
Christmas  distribution  hereafter  mentioned,  and  the  shares  of  the  other  town- 
ships are  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  those  respective  townships,  and  distributed 
by  them  in  the  same  manner  as  in  Darlington.

Tape’s 
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Pape’s  Charity. 

John  Pape , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  June  1599  (as  appears  by  the  copy 
of  an  extract  produced  to  us  by  Jonathan  Backhouse,  esq.)  gave  his  burgage  on 
the  High-row  in  Darlington,  with  all  his  land  in  the  Townfield  in  Darlington, 
being  by  estimation  32  acres,  together  with  four  pasture-gates  on  Brankin  Moor, 
to  his  wife  Janet  for  life,  and  after  her  death  to  his  eldest  son  Thomas  Pape  and 
his  heirs ; and  he  gave  to  the  poor  people  of  Darlington  four  horse  loads  of 
coals,  to  be  paid  at  Christmas  yearly  out  of  his  said  burgage  house  in  the  High- 
row,  and  he  also  gave  to  the  poor  people  of  Darlington  3 s.  4 d.  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  said  house,  and  to  be  bestowed  in  bread,  and  divided  amongst  them  yearly 
at  Easter,  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens,  desiring  that  the  aged  poor  and 
impotent  should  be  especially  relieved. 

The  houses  in  Darlington  High-row,  on  which  these  payments  are  charged, 
are  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Jacob  Brantingham,  grocer. 

No  coals  have  been  delivered  for  a great  many  years,  but  in  lieu  thereof  3 s.  4,-d. 
in  money  is  paid  annually  to  the  churchwardens  as  well  as  the  3 s.  4<d.  for  bread. 
Both  of  these  sums  form  part  of  the  Christmas  distribution  hereafter  mentioned. 

Four  horse  loads  of  coals  would  now  cost  much  more  than  3s.  4>d. ; and  we 
conceive  that  the  poor  are  entitled  to  that  quantity  of  coal,  or  to  the  full  value 
thereof  in  money. 

Forster’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  20th  November  1641,  (as  appears  by  a copy 
thereof  produced  to  us  by  Jonathan  Backhouse,  esq.)  between  Francis  Forster 
and  Richard  Forster  his  son,  of  the  one  part,  and  Henry  Colling  and  three  others, 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Darlington,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  that 
Christopher  Forster,  deceased,  had,  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  January  1605, 
demised  to  the  said  Francis  Forster  a close  of  pasture  in  Bondgate  in  Darlington, 
on  the  north  side  joining  upon  the  high  road  to  Yarm,  for  1000  years,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  1 d.  payable  to  the  said  Christopher,  and  S d.  to  the  chief  lord  of 
the  fee,  the  said  Francis  and  Richard  Forster,  in  consideration  that  the  profits 
of  the  said  close  should  during  the  said  term  go  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the 
poor  of  the  town  and  borough  of  Darlington  and  Bondgate  in  Darlington, 
granted  to  the  said  Henry  Colling  and  others,  and  their  successors,  church- 
wardens of  Darlington,  the  said  lease  and  all  their  interest  therein  for  the 
remainder  of  the  said  term,  and  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  churchwardens 
might  demise  the  said  close  for  one  year  but  no  longer,  and  the  said  church- 
wardens covenanted  that  they  and  their  successors  would  truly  dispose  of  the 
rents  thereof  amongst  the  most  poor,  aged  and  impotent  persons,  as  they  should 
think  most  needful,  within  the  borough  and  town  of  Darlington  and  Bondgate, 
such  as  should  have  been  born  there,  or  inhabitants  there  for  the  space  of  three 
years,  and  could  not  by  law  be  removed,  on  the  Feast  Day  of  Saint  John  the 
Baptist  and  the  20th  of  September,  provided  that  for  breach  of  covenant  the 
grantors  might,  upon  proof  thereof  before  two  justices  of  the  peace,  re-enter. 

The  close  mentioned  in  the  preceding  indenture  is  now  called  Carlton  Close, 
and  contains  2a.  2r.  8p.  ; it  is  let  to  Matthew  Muir,  on  lease  bearing  date 
7th  April  1825,  and  granted  by  Robert  Welch  and  five  others,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  Darlington,  for  the  term  of  six  years,  from  the  13th  May  then 
next,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  11/. 

In  the  letting  of  this  land,  the  vestry  acted  according  to  their  usual  custom, 
giving  previous  notice  that  the  lands  were  to  be  let,  and  appointing  a day  to 
receive  proposals.  Upon  the  letting  of  this  close,  the  rent  offered  by  the  present 
tenant  was  the  highest  offered  by  any  person  whom  the  vestry  considered 
responsible. 

This  rent  also  forms  part  of  the  Christmas  distribution,  as  hereafter  men- 
tioned. 

Barker’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Barker,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  May  lCSO,  gave  to  Bishopton 
parish,  Long  Newton  parish,  Haughton  parish,  and  Darlington  parish,  205. 
each,  yearly,  to  be  paid  out  of  his  lands  at  East  Newhiggin.  He  also  gave  to 
Sadberge  town  and  Croft  parish  (in  Yorkshire)  either  of  them,  105.  in  the  year, 
to  be  paid  out  of  his  lands  in  East  Newbiggin,  upon  Candlemas  day. 

This  yearly  sum  of  205.  is  paid  by  John  Bell,  tenant  of  lands  at  East  New- 
biggin under  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry. 

This  sum  also  forms  part  of  the  Christmas  distribution. 


Prescot’s 
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Prf.scot’s  Charity. 

Arthur  Prescot , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  "2d  February  17 05,  (as  stated  in  the 
draft  of  the  returns  made  to  Parliament  under  the  statute  of  36  George  3d) 
gave  to  Michael  Hodgson  and  three  others  40/.  to  the  intent  that  the  same 
should  be  placed  out  at  interest,  one  moiety  whereof  to  be  yearly  distributed 
amongst  the  poor  widows  of  Darlington,  and  the  other  half  among  the  poor  of 
the  Township  of  Blackwell  in  the  parish  of  Darlington. 

The  sum  of  20/.  one  moiety  of  the  abovementioned  40/.  was  in  a bank  in 
Darlington,  which  failed  in  1814;  but  G.  Lewis  Hollingsworth,  esq.  one  of  the 
partners,  paid  the  amount  in  1827,  and  it  was  laid  out  in  February  1828  in  the 
purchase  of  19/.  13s.  Id.  stock  new  four  per  cents,  and  forms  part  of  a sum 
now  standing  in  the  names  of  Robert  Botcherby  and  George  Horner,  the 
residue  having  been  derived  from  Carr’s  charity,  hereafter  mentioned. 

The  dividends,  when  received,  will  be  added  to  the  Christmas  distribution. 

For  an  account  of  the  other  moiety  of  this  legacy,  see  Township  of  Blackwell. 

Noble’s  Charity. 

Robert  Noble,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  20th  May  1719,  (as  mentioned  in 
the  same  returns)  charged  his  freehold  messuages  and  tenements  standing  in  the 
High-row  in  Darlington,  with  the  payment  of  20 s.  yearly  to  the  churchwardens, 
to  be  by  them  distributed  on  the  29th  September  to  such  poor  as  were  not 
charged  to  or  received  relief  from  the  rate. 

The  premises  charged  with  this  payment  belonged  to  the  late  Joseph  Forster, 
whose  family  still  resides  there,  and  his  son  pays  the  yearly  sum  of  20s.  every 
December. 

This  also  forms  part  of  the  Christmas  distribution. 

Walker’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Walker , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  11th  April  1791,  proved  at  York 
3d  April  1792,  gave  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Darlington  501.  to 
be  laid  out  on  Government  securities,  and  the  interest  divided  on  Christmas 
day,  yearly,  amongst  12  poor  widows  of  the  town  of  Darlington,  in  such  pro- 
portions as  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  should  think  fit. 

This  money  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  581.  3s.  five  per  cent  Loyalty 
annuities,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  James  Topham,  Stephen  Buttery  and 
Shaftoe  Carr,  and  producing  dividends  to  the  amount  of  2/.  18  s.  2 d.  per 
annum. 

This  sum  also  forms  part  of  the  general  distribution  at  Christmas. 

Carr’s  Charity. 

Shaftoe  Carr , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1st  January  1809,  (as  appears  from  an 
extract  in  the  vestry  book)  gave  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  township  of 
Darlington  50/.  upon  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest,  and  to  distribute 
the  same  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  yearly,  amongst  such  poor  people  belonging  to 
the  township  of  Darlington  as  they  should  think  fit. 

With  this  money,  501  stock  was  purchased  in  the  five  per  cents  in  1819,  in 
the  names  of  Robert  Botcherby  and  George  Horner.  By  the  reduction  of  the 
five  per  cents,  the  stock  is  now  52/.  10s.  new  four  per  cents,  producing  annual 
dividends  to  the  amount  of  2/.  2 s. 

This  also  forms  part  of  the  Christmas  distribution. 

Christmas  Distribution. 

The  income  derived  from  the  several  charities  above  mentioned,  of  which  no 
specific  application  has  been  stated,  is  distributed  at  Christmas  annually,  the 
amount  being  about  30/. ; to  which  is  usually  added  a portion  of  the  sacrament 
money. 

The  curate,  attended  by  the  churchwardens,  goes  round  the  whole  of  the 
town  of  Darlington  a few  days  before  Christmas,  and  such  a sum  of  money  is 
given  to  each  poor  person  as  the  funds  will  allow. 

The  sum  seldom  exceeds  3s.  Od.  to  anyone  family,  and  the  same  sum  or  4 s. 
is  given  to  some  of  the  widows,  their  proportion  being  increased  in  respect  of 
Elizabeth  Walker’s  charity. 

The  poor  of  the  other  townships  of  the  parish,  and  occasionally  persons  of 
other  parishes  (if  deserving)  being  resident  in  Darlington,  receive  a portion  of 
the  money  thus  distributed. 
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Lamb’s  Charity. 

Matthew  Lamb , by  Deed,  bearing  date  1st  May  1714,  as  stated  in  the  draft 
of  the  returns  above  mentioned,  gave  to  George  Allan  of  Darlington,  and  the 
churchwardens,  and  their  successors,  heirs  and  assigns,  an  annuity  of  125. 
charged  upon  houses  in  Blackwell-street,  Darlington,  then  in  the  possession  of 
Mary  Catherick  and  Robert  Weams,  to  be  paid  yearly  on  Good  Friday,  and  to 
be  distributed  at  the  discretion  of  George  Allan,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the 
churchwardens  of  Darlington,  to  12  poor  and  needful  widows,  Is.  each. 

The  premises  in  Blackwell  Gate,  charged  with  this  payment,  now  belong  to 
Messrs.  Trenham  and  Lowson,  brewers,  by  whom  the  rent-charge  is  regularly 
paid. 

The  amount  is  given  away  by  the  churchwardens  at  Christmas,  to  12  poor 
widows  of  Darlington,  1 s.  to  each. 

Catherick’s  Charity. 

Catherine  Catherick , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  2oth  May  1720,  charged  her 
two  copyhold  houses  and  orchard  in  Bondgate,  in  Darlington,  with  the  yearly 
payment  of  2/.  125.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  and  their  successors,  on 
the  1st  May  and  1st  November,  in  trust,  to  lay  out  the  same  in  twelve  penny- 
worth of  bread  every  Sunday,  to  be  distributed  amongst  such  poor  people  of 
the  town  as  they  should  think  fit. 

The  two  houses  above  mentioned  have  been  lately  rebuilt,  and  form  one  large 
dwellinghouse,  now  the  property  of  Francis  Kipling. 

The  sum  of  2/.  125.  is  paid  annually  in  December,  and  bread  to  the  amount 
of  45.  4 d.  is  given  away  on  the  last  Sunday  in  every  month,  in  penny  and  two- 
penny loaves,  to  poor  persons  attending  divine  service,  according  to  a list,  the 
vacancies  in  which  are  filled  up,  as  they  occur  by  death  or  otherwise,  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens. 

Lady  Calverly’s  Charity. 

For  the  particulars  of  this  charity,  see  Northallerton  in  the  county  of  York, 
in  the  present  Report. 

Up  to  the  year  1821,  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  was  paid  to  the  churchwardens 
of  Darlington,  and  distributed  by  them  to  poor  persons.  From  that  time  no 
payment  has  been  received. 

Phillips’s  Charity. 

Gideon  Gravett  Phillips , of  Darlington,  died  in  the  year  1800,  and  on  a slip 
of  paper  attached  to  his  will,  which  was  dated  in  the  same  year,  was  written  in 
his  own  handwriting  “ Town  100/.” 

This  legacy  was  paid  to  the  guardians  of  the  poor,  and,  by  order  of  a vestry 
meeting  in  1804,  laid  out  in  building  a poor-house. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  BLACKWELL. 

The  Poor’s  Close. 

We  have  already  stated  that  Arthur  Prescot,  by  his  Will,  gave  20/.  to  the  poor 
of  Blackwell. 

This  sum,  together  with  40/.  left  by  the  will  of  John  Cornforth  in  1675,  is 
supposed  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a close  at  Blackwell,  called 
the  Poor’s  Close,  containing  about  two  acres. 

This  land  is  let  to  William  Wetherell  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  10/. 

The  rent  is  received  half  yearly  at  May  day  and  Martinmas  by  the  church- 
warden, and  distributed,  as  soon  as  received,  in  sums  varying  from  25.  to 
35.  6r/.  amongst  poor  persons  residing  in  the  township  of  Blackwell,  whether 
they  belong  to  it  or  not ; a list  is  made  out,  and  afterwards  entered  in  the  over- 
seers book. 


PARISH  OF  GAINFORD. 

School. 

From  the  recitals  in  a Bond  bearing  date  12th  October  1691,  it  appears  that 
the  Rev.  Henry  Greswohl  gave  100/.  to  John  liaine,  Henry  Eden,  Cuthbert 
Swainston  and  Cuthbert  Ilaine,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  or  an 
annuity,  the  profits  to  be  paid  towards  a yearly  salary  for  the  schoolmaster  of 
Gainford,  for  teaching  the  poor  children  of  the  said  parish. 


The 
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The  bond  above  mentioned  was  given  by  John  Raine  and  the  parties  above 
named,  for  securing  the  said  sum  of  100/. ; and  endorsed  thereon  are  two  receipts 
dated  5th  January  1804,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  representatives  of  two 
of  the  obligors  then  paid  the  sum  of  25/.  each,  as  their  respective  shares  of  the 
said  sum  of  100/. 

In  the  year  1804  the  sum  thus  paid  in,  together  with  39/.  10  s.  6d.  an  ancient 
poor  stock,  making  89/.  10 5.  6d.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  156/.  Os.  3d. 
three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  the  Earl  of  Darlington  and  Robert  Eden 
Duncombe  Shafto,  esq.  The  remaining  50/.  secured  by  the  abovementioned 
bond  had  been  paid  before  1804,  and  is  now  invested  on  mortgage  of  the  tolls 
of  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  Barnard  Castle  to  Stockton,  producing  2/.  10s. 
interest  yearly. 

The  schoolmaster  receives  this  sum,  and  also  2/.  l6s.  2 d.  as  his  proportion 
of  the  dividends  of  the  stock  in  respect  of  the  sum  of  50/.  belonging  to  the 
school. 

The  remainder  of  the  dividends  is  given  away  to  the  poor,  as  hereafter 
mentioned. 

For  this  payment  the  schoolmaster  instructs  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts, 
six  children  recommended  by  the  churchwardens,  from  any  part  of  the  parish, 
exclusively  of  the  chapelry  of  Barnard  Castle. 

Poor  Stock. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Robert  Burrell , by 
Will,  in  1665,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Gainford  18/.  135.  Qd. ; Mary  Swains  ton, 
in  1738,  2/.;  and  some  person  unknown,  in  1639,  20/. ; which  sums  then 
produced  1 /.  16  s.  6 d.  yearly. 

The  poor  stock  which  was  invested  in  the  funds  with  the  sum  of  50  /.  belonging 
to  the  school,  as  above  mentioned,  probably  arose  from  these  donations. 

The  sum  of  1/.  175.  4c?.  as  the  proportion  of  the  dividends  arising  from  the 
poor  stock,  is  given  away  at  Christmas  and  Easter  amongst  the  poor  of  the 
parish,  exclusively  of  the  chapelry  of  Castle  Barnard,  one-fourth  being  appro- 
priated to  each  quarter.  The  amount  is  distributed  by  the  respective  church- 
wardens in  small  sums  of  6d.  or  Is.  to  each. 

In  the  same  returns  it  is  stated,  that  there  were  four  other  sums  of  money, 
amounting  together  to  26/.  belonging  to  the  poor,  which  had  been  lent  out, 
but  no  interest  paid  for  many  years.

TOWNSHIP  OF  BARNARD  CASTLE. 


St.  John’s  Hospital. 

This  hospital  is  stated  in  Hutchinson’s  History  of  Durham  to  have  been 
founded  by  John  Baliol,  in  1229,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any 
authentic  document  relating  to  its  foundation. 

It  is  included  in  the  “ Valor  Ecclesiasticus”  made  in  the  26th  Hen.  8th,  1536, 
(lately  printed  amongst  the  Public  Records,  vol.  5,  p.  210)  and  is  there  stated 
to  be  in  the  gift  of  the  crown,  and  to  be  of  the  yearly  value  of  51.  1 5s.  8 d. 
subject  to  an  annual  payment  to  three  poor  women  to  pray  for  the  souls  of  the 
founder  of  3s.  4 d.  in  money,  and  35.  in  coals  annually,  making  in  the  whole 
6s.  4 d. ; leaving  a clear  annual  income  of  51.  9$-  4 d. 

The  property  returned  as  belonging  to  the  hospital  at  the  time  of  the  eccle- 
siastical survey  above  mentioned,  is  as  follows : —

The  present  income  is  derived  solely  from  property  in  the  township  of  Barnard 
Castle,  which  is  described  in  the  existing  lease  of  the  premises  in  the  following 
Rep.  21.  K 3 terms  ; 
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Uarnard  Castle,  terms ; viz.  “ The  mansion  houses  and  capital  messuages  belonging  to  the 
St  John’s  Hospital  h°spital>  with  the  barns,  stables,  outhouses,  buildings  and  garth,  garden  and 
continued.  ’ yard  on  the  back  side  thereof,  situate  on  the  south  side  of  a certain  street  in 

' ^ ' Barnard  Castle,  called  Newgate-street,  with  another  parcel  of  ground  used  as  a 

garden,  before  the  same,  called  the  Tenter  Garth  ; and  the  several  closes  therein- 
after mentioned,  the  boundaries  whereof  are  therein  respectively  described,  viz. 
The  Bank  Close,  the  Crook  Close,  another  close  called  the  Crook  Close,  there- 
tofore divided  into  three,  the  Little  Garth,  the  Gallgate  Garth,  a close  called

The  master  is  appointed  by  the  Lord  Chancellor. 

In  Tanner’s  Notitia,  the  following  note  is  annexed  to  the  account  of  this 
hospital : “ Officium  Magistri  sive  Custodis  S.  Joannis  Baptistm,  in  villa  de 
Barnard  Castle  concessum  fuit  per  Dom.  Tho.  Egerton  custodem  magni  Sigilli, 
17  Dec.  159b.  Christophero  Jackson.” 

The  Rev.  William  Lipscomb,  who  resides  in  the  County  of  York,  is  the 
present  master  or  custos  of  the  hospital.  He  was  appointed  by  Lord  Chancellor 
Thurlow,  in  the  year  1783.  He  has  no  duties  to  perform  as  custos,  and  his 
emoluments  arise  from  the  fines  received  on  granting  of  leases  for  lives,  which 
appears  to  have  been  the  practice  of  preceding  masters  for  many  years. 

The  oldest  lease  of  which  we  have  any  notice  was  granted  by  John  Chapman, 
custos  in  1689,  for  three  lives,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  61.  16^.  8 d. ; and  in  1705 
Peter  Ferron,  then  custos,  granted  a lease  of  the  hospital  premises  for  three 
lives,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  9 ?.  lbs.  8 c?.;  viz.  the  sum  of  3s.  4 d.  to  be  paid  to 
each  of  the  three  beadswmmen  on  the  first  day  of  every  month,  and  the  further 
sum  of  11.  cZs.  to  be  laid  out  by  the  lessees  to  buy  coats  or  gowns  for  the 
beadswomen  every  other  year  at  Christmas,  the  remainder  of  the  said  9/.  lbs.  8 d. 
to  be  paid  to  the  said  Peter  Ferron  and  his  successors,  masters  of  the  said 
hospital,  4/.  10s.  of  the  said  sum  being  an  improved  rent  for  the  better  accom- 
modation of  the  said  beadswomen.  t 


* It  appears  that  William  Hutchinson  contributed  4/.  towards  the  fine  paid  on  the  renewal  of  the 
lease,  in  1796,  for  the  continuance  of  his  interest  in  this  land,  which  has  since  been  sold  to  George 
Barker.  It  is  stated  to  be  worth  about  4/.  per  annum.  We  are  informed  that  an  allotment  was  made 
to  Hutchinson  in  respect  of  this  land,  on  the  inclosure  of  Barnard  Castle  Moor  in  1799. 
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In  1756,  Dr.  Browell,  then  custos,  demised  the  hospital  property  for  three  Barnard  Castle, 
lives,  at  the  annual  rent  of  9 /.  16  s.  8d.  and  in  consideration  of  a fine  of  240/.  7 — 

About  the  year  1790,  Mr.  Lipscomb  granted  a lease  for  three  lives  (two  of  Sl 

the  lives  on  which  the  last  lease  granted  by  his  predecessor  was  held  having  v _ — ! — j 

dropped)  at  the  former  rent,  and  on  a fine  of  320/.  or  340  /.  ; and  in  I796,  on 
the  failure  of  one  of  the  lives  named  in  the  former  lease,  a new  one  was  made, 
under  which  the  property  is  held  at  present. 

By  this  lease,  which  bears  date  18th  June  1796,  the  Rev.  William  Lipscomb, 
custos  of  the  said  hospital,  demised  to  Dorothy  Lodge,  spinster,  (heir  of  Robert 
Lodge,  esq.)  Thomas  Bass  and  Benjamin  Bass,  and  their  heirs,  in  consideration 
of  a surrender  of  a former  lease  and  of  141  /.,  the  several  estates  and  premises 
belonging  to  the  hospital,  as  before  particularly  described,  to  hold  from  the  date 
thereof  during  the  life  of  the  said  Dorothy  Lodge,  aged  twenty-nine,  John 
Pearson,  aged  eighteen,  and  Robert  Tweddell,  aged  twenty-two,  and  the  life  of 
the  longest  liver  of  them,  subject  to  the  payment  during  the  said  term,  unto  the 
said  William  Lipscomb  and  his  successors,  of  the  yearly  sum  of  91.  16  s.  8 d. 
viz.  3 s.  4>d.  to  each  of  the  beadwomen  in  the  said  hospital,  on  the  first  of  every 
month  in  each  year,  and  the  further  sum  of  1/.  5 s.  to  buy  the  said  beadwomen 
coats  or  gowns  at  Christmas,  every  other  year  during  the  said  term,  and  the 
residue  of  the  said  9/.  16s.  8 d.  unto  the  said  William  Lipscomb  and  his 
successors,  4 /.  1 0 s.  thereof  being  an  improved  rent  for  the  better  accommo- 
dation of  the  beadwomen  in  the  said  hospital ; and  reciting,  that  an  acknow- 
ledgment of  twenty  horse  loads  of  coals,  or  the  sum  of  10  5.  had  been  beyond  the 
memory  of  man  yearly  paid  to  the  said  hospital  at  Barnard  Castle,  to  and  for  the 
use  of  the  said  beadwomen,  forth  and  out  of  certain  lands  theretofore  belonging 
to  Sir  William  Bowes,  deceased,  afterwards  to  Dame  Elizabeth  Bowes  his  widow, 
since  to  George  Bowes,  esq.  and  then  to  lady  Strathmore,  called  Low  Huller 
Bush,  near  Langley  Dale,  in  the  parish  of  Gainford,  in  the  county  of  Durham, 
the  said  William  Lipscomb  thereby  obliged  himself  and  his  successors,  masters 
of  the  said  hospital,  to  procure  the  payment  of  the  said  yearly  acknowledgment, 
or  otherwise  to  allow  the  said  sum  of  10  s.  out  of  the  remaining  part  of  the 
rent  above  mentioned.  The  lease  also  contains  a power  of  re-entry  in  case  the 
rent  should  be  twenty  days  in  arrear. 

All  the  lives  are  still  in  being. 

The  parties  in  possession  of  the  hospital  estate  under  this  demise  are 
Mr.  William  Luke  Prattman,  who  in  right  of  his  wife,  formerly  Dorothea  Lodge,  is 
entitled  to  about  three  quarters,  and  the  Misses  Bass,  as  representatives  of 
Thomas  and  Benjamin  Bass,  are  in  possession  of  the  remainder.  The  shares 
of  the  respective  owners  are  divided  from  each  other. 

In  right  of  the  lands  described  in  the  indenture  of  demise,  several  allotments 
were  made  on  the  inclosure  of  Barnard  Castle  Moor,  and  by  the  award  of  the 
Commissioners,  bearing  date  6th  March  1799,  62  a.  1 r.  2S  p.  were  set  out  to 
Mrs.  Dorothea  Christiana  Prattman,  and  25  a.  3 r.  19  p.  in  two  plots,  the  first 
plot  containing  12  a.  3r.  5 p.  and  the  second  13  a.  Or.  14  p.  to  Thomas  and 
Benjamin  Bass,  as  their  respective  shares  of  the  said  common,  in  right  of  their 
lands  and  tenements  of  hospital  tenure. 

It  is  not  easy  to  ascertain  the  precise  lands  intended  to  be  described  in  the 
lease,  some  belonging  now  to  Mr.  Prattman,  and  other  parts  to  the  family  of 
Bass.  In  many  cases  the  lands  lie  intermixed,  without  any  marked  boundaries, 
with  the  freehold  lands  of  the  lessees,  and  are  let  together  to  the  same  tenants 
at  one  rent. 

Mr.  Prattman  states  that  the  portion  of  the  hospital  lands  held  by  him  in 
right  of  his  wife,  consists  of  about  60  acres,  of  the  annual  value  of  1 17 /. ; and 
the  portion  held  by  the  Misses  Bass  is  stated  by  them  to  consist  of  about 
271  acres,  and  to  be  of  the  annual  value  of  about  50/.  These  quantities  do 
not  include  the  allotments  on  Barnard  Castle  Moor,  which  are  of  very  small 
value. 

Besides  the  land  above  mentioned,  there  are  about  two  acres  held  by  Charles 
Watson,  which  formed  part  of  Miss  Lodge’s  share,  and  was  assigned  to 

Hooker  by  Mr.  Prattman  in  1800,  during  the  continuance  of  his  interest 

therein,  and  by  Hooker  assigned  to  Watson.  This  land  is  valued  at  61.  or  7 /. 
per  annum. 

J he  hospital  is  a low  thatched  building,  containing  one  room  only,  and  is 
called  the  Bedehouse.  It  is  situated  in  Newgate  street,  in  the  town  of  Barnard 
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Castle,  and  two  old  women  reside  therein  rent  free,  and  receive  lOs.  monthly 
between  them.  There  formerly  used  to  be  three  poor  women,  between  whom 
this  stipend  was  divided,  but  latterly  there  have  been  only  two,  the  appointment 
of  the  third  having  been  withheld  for  fourteen  or  fifteen  years,  to  increase  the 
stipend  of  the  other  two. 

For  nine  months  in  the  year,  Mr.  Prattman  pays  this  sum  to  the  poor  women, 
who  in  the  absence  of  the  custos  are  appointed  by  him,  and  for  the  other  three 
months  in  the  year  the  same  payment  is  made  by  the  Misses  Bass.  The  sum 
of  11.  5 s.  is  paid  to  them  every  other  year  at  Christmas,  for  coats  or  gowns. 
The  residue  of  the  rent  is  paid  to  the  custos,  who  receives  therefore  91.  11s.  8 d. 
in  the  years  in  which  the  allowance  for  gowns  is  made,  and  31.  16s.  8 d.  in  the 
alternate  years.  The  hospital  premises  are  kept  in  tolerable  repair  by  the 
lessees,  one  fourth  of  the  expense  being  paid  by  the  Misses  Bass,  and  three 
fourths  by  Mr.  Prattman. 

The  Beadswomen  receive  also  a regular  annual  supply  of  twenty  horse  load 
of  coals  from  the  proprietor  of  the  estate  called  Low  Huller  Bush,  belonging 
to  the  Bowes  family. 

Charities  op  Percival  and  others. 

Robert  Percival,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  December  1729,  gave  to  the 
minister  and  four  and  twenty,  and  churchwardens  of  the  township  of  Barnard 
Castle,  40/.  to  be  put  out,  and  the  interest  to  be  by  them  yearly  ditributed 
amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  township. 

Christopher  Lonsdale,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  11th  March  1747,  gave  to 
John  James  and  William  James  40/.  in  trust,  to  be  put  out,  and  the  interest 
thereof  yearly  paid  over  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Barnard  Castle 
on  Christmas  Eve. 

Peter  JVaistell,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  29th  August  1752,  gave  to  Anthony 
Pearson  100/.  in  trust  for  the  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Barnard  Castle,  to  be 
by  him  laid  out,  and  the  interest  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  said  poor  people, 
dwellers  in  the  said  town,  on  or  about  the  21st  October,  yearly  : the  securities 
for  the  said  money  to  be  taken  in  the  names  of  two  or  more  sufficient  trustees. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  inrolJed  in  the  court  of  Chancery,  and 
bearing  date  15th  July  1783,  between  Robert  Lodge,  the  executor  and  heir  of 
William  Lodge,  of  the  first  part;  Hugh  Tootell  and  Joseph  Coates,  trustees  of 
the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned  for  the  purpose  of  sale,  of  the  second  part ; 
John  Hullock,  esq.  devisee  under  the  will  of  the  said  William  Lodge  of  a term 
of  1,000  years,  of  the  third  part;  the  Rev.  Joshua  White,  minister  of  the 
chapel  of  Barnard  Castle,  and  William  Thompson  and  John  Appleby,  church- 
wardens, of  the  fourth  part ; John  James,  the  surviving  executor  of  Christopher 
Lonsdale,  of  the  fifth  ; Anthony  Pearson,  executor  of  Anthony  Pearson  named 
in  the  will  of  Peter  Waistell,  of  the  sixth  part ; John  Lee,  solicitor  general,  John 
Sawrey,  James  Pool,  George  Edwards,  Hutton  Perkins,  Timothy  Hullock  and 
Zachary  Hubbersty,  of  the  seventh  part;  and  Robert  Peverill,  of  the  eighth 
part ; reciting  the  several  wills  of  Robert  Percival,  Christopher  Lodge,  and 
Peter  Waistell,  as  above  abstracted,  and  that  the  several  sums  of  40/.,  40/.  and 
100/.  had  been  paid  into  the  hands  of  William  Lodge,  and  were  then  owing 
from  the  said  Robert  Lodge  as  his  executor,  the  interest  thereon  having  been 
paid  and  applied  according  to  the  direction  of  the  respective  donors ; and  further 
reciting,  that  Dame  Elizabeth  Borces,  widow  of  Sir  William  Bowes,  knt.  had  iu 
her  lifetime  given  30/.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Barnard  Castle, 
in  trust,  to  place  the  same  out,  and  to  distribute  the  interest  amongst  such 
poor  housekeepers  living  in  the  town  of  Barnard  Castle,  in  such  manner  as 
they  should  think  proper,  yearly,  in  the  month  of  December ; and  that  20/. 
part  of  the  said  30/.  had  many  years  theretofore  been  received  by  the  said 
William  Lodge,  and  was  then  owing  from  the  said  Robert  Lodge ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  respective  trustees  of  the  several  sums  above  mentioned  had 
determined  to  invest  the  several  sums  of  40/.  40/.  100/.  and  20/.  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  premises  thereafter  mentioned,  the  said  Hugh  Tootell  and  Joseph 
Coates  by  the  direction  of  the  said  Robert  Lodge,  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
other  parties  thereto,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  John  Lee  and  other  parties 
of  the  seventh  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a close  in  the  parish  of  Startforth, 
in  the  county  of  York,  containing  by  estimation  three  acres,  in  trust  of  the 
clear  yearly  rents,  to  pay  yearly,  in  the  month  of  December,  two  tenth  parts  to 
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the  minister,  churchwardens  and  twenty-four  vestrymen,  to  be  by  them  distri-  Barnard  Castle. 

buted  amongst  the  poor  residing  within  the  chapelry  of  Barnard  Castle,  accord-  ; 

ing  to  the  will  of  the  said  Robert  Percival ; to  pay  yearly  on  the  21<th  December,  others^ 

two  other  tenth  parts  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  town  of  ' * continued!*’ 

Barnard  Castle,  to  be  by  them  distributed  amongst  the  poor  residing  within  ' ^ 

the  said  town,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  Christopher  Lonsdale  ; to  pay 
yearly  on  the  21st  October  live  tenth  parts  to  the  said  minister  and  church- 
wardens of  the  said  town,  to  be  by  them  distributed  amongst  the  poor  residing 
within  the  said  town,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  Peter  Waistell ; and 
to  pay  the  remaining  tenth  part  to  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  to  be 
by  them  distributed  amongst  poor  persons,  being  housekeepers  and  residing 
within  the  said  town,  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think  proper,  with  respect 
to  the  gift  of  the  said  Dame  Elizabeth  Bowes ; and  it  was  provided  that  the 
trustees  above  named  might  from  time  to  time  demise  the  premises  for  any  term 
not  exceeding  ten  years,  at  the  best  improved  yearly  rents  ; and  that  whenever 
the  number  of  the  said  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should 
appoint  other  lit  persons  residing  in  or  near  the  town  of  Barnard  Castle,  to 
make  up  the  number  of  seven,  and  should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of 
themselves  and  such  new  trustees,  upon  the  same  trusts;  and  the  said  John 
Hullock  assigned  to  the  said  John  Peverell,  his  executors,  &c.  the  term  of  1,000 
years,  upon  trust,  to  attend  the  inheritance.  .> 

All  the  above  mentioned  trustees  are  dead.  G.  Edwards,  who  died  a few 
years  ago,  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  survivor.  Mrs.  Hamley  his  sister  is 
stated  to  be  his  heir-at-law. 

The  land  comprised  in  the  indenture  above  abstracted,  is  situate  in  Low 
Startforth,  and  contains  by  admeasurement  2 a.  2r.  30 p.  It  is  let  to  John 
Wigharn  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  8/. 

This  rent  is  divided  amongst  the  four  townships  of  the  chapelry  in  the  fol- 
lowing manner,  being  the  proportion  in  which  they  pay  to  a church  rate ; viz.

By  this  division  a smaller  portion  is  appropriated  to  the  township  of  Barnard 
Castle  than  is  directed  by  the  trust  deed,  which  gives  eight  parts  out  of  ten  to 
the  poor  of  that  township,  and  two  tenths  to  the  chapelry  at  large. 

The  share  appropriated  to  the  township  of  Barnard  Castle,  is  divided  into 
two  portions,  one  of  which,  with  other  charities  hereafter  mentioned,  is  distri- 
buted at  Christmas  and  the  other  at  Easter. 

Lists  are  made  out  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  such  persons  of  the 
township  of  Barnard  Castle  as  they  think  most  deserving  and  most  necessitous, 
without  considering  whether  they  receive  relief  from  the  poor  rates  or  not ; and 
according  to  these  lists,  the  money  is  given  away  at  the  vestry,  in  sums  gene- 
rally varying  from  6d.  to  2 s.  The  names  of  the  persons  receiving  the  benefit 
of  the  charity  are  entered  in  a book  kept  for  that  purpose. 

The  shares  belonging  to  the  other  townships  are  paid  to  the  respective 
churchwardens  for  distribution. 

In  the  township  of  Streatlam  and  Stainton  the  share  of  this  rent  is  impro- 
perly carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  poors  rate.  In  the  townships  of 
Marwood  and  Westwick  it  is  given  to  poor  persons  not  receiving  relief  from 
the  rate. 

We  have  recommended  that  in  the  township  of  Streatlam  and  Stainton 
it  should  in  future  be  given  to  poor  persons  not  receiving  relief,  in  the 
same  manner  as  in  the  other  townships. 

Dent’s  Charity. 

William  Dent  the  elder,  of  Brightwell,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  clockmaker,  Dent’s  Charity, 
by  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  dated  the  29th  and  30th  April  I7O6, 
assigned,  released  and  confirmed  to  John  Dent  and  William  Dent  the  younger, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  two  several  messuages  or  tenements  and  premises,  situate 
in  Cost-street,  within  the  parish  of  Stepney,  and  county  of  Middlesex,  in  trust, 
for  the  educating  of  such  poor  boys  as  should  be  born  in  the  town  of  Barnard

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liamard  Castle.  Castle,  in  the  bishoprick  of  Durham,  with  power  to  sell  the  same  premises/  and 
; — ~ . to  lay  out  the  produce  of  such  sale  in  purchasing  other  houses  or  lands  of  the 
* continued.^’  Eke  value>  in  the  county  of  York  or  bishoprick  of  Durham. 

\ ✓ These  premises  were  sold  previously  to  the  year  1749,  and  the  sum  of  133  L 

raised  thereby  was  lent  to  John  Dent,  who  by  bond,  dated  24th  November'174-9, 
became  bound  for  the  payment  of  the  said  sum  and  interest  to  William 
Hutchinson  of  Barnard  Castle,  in  trust,  to  be  applied  to  the  uses,  trusts,  intents 
and  purposes  aforesaid. 

We  have  given  the  above  information  on  the  authority  of  a paper  drawn  up 
some  years  ago  as  instructions  for  a petition  to  the  CourUof  Chancery.  We 
could  not  learn  where  the  documents  referred  to  were  deposited. 

The  sum  of  1 331.  above  mentioned  is  now  in  the  hands  *of  Miss  Lee  of 
Staindrop,  daughter  of  the  late  Sir  John  Lee,  into  whose  hands  it  probably  came 
as  connected  with  the  family  of  Hutchinson. 

Miss  Lee  pays  51.  65.  8 d.  yearly,  as  the  interest.  For  many  years  she  paid  this 
sum  to  William  Lonsdale,  a private  schoolmaster  in  Barnard  Castle,  teaching  in 
his  own  house,  for  which  he  taught  ten  boys  free.  For  the  last  three*or  four 
years  Lonsdale  has  been  unable  to  teach  school,  and  Miss  Lee  has  paid  the  same 
yearly  sum  to  the  treasurer  of  the  National  School  in  Barnard  Castle,  where  ten 
children,  named  by  the  minister  and  churchwarden,  are  taught  free  of  any 
charge. 

As  the  money  which  arose  from  the  sale  of  the  premises  in  Stepney  has  not 
been  laid  out  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  indentures  of  I70G  (as  given  in 
the  above  abstract,)  in  the  purchase  of  other  lands,  we  have  suggested  to 
Miss  Lee  the  propriety  of  giving  some  security  for  the  money,  until  an  oppor- 
tunity occurs  for  laying  it  out  in  this  manner. 

Charities  of  Glenton  and  others. 

John  Glenton. — In  the  Vestry  Book  belonging  to  Barnard  Castle  there  is 
an  entry  purporting  to  be  a copy  of  an  extract  from  the  Will  of  John  Glenton , 
bearing  date  3d  December  1578,  whereby  he  devised  alMiis  lands  in  Startforth, 
with  his  dwellinghouse,  garth  and  tanhouse,  to  Ambrose  Watson  and  the  heirs 
of  his  body,  subject  to  a yearly  payment  (the  amount  of  which  is  left  in  blank,) 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  town  of  Barnard  Castle, 
and  also  devised  to  Ralph  Saire  and  Francis  Saire,  and  the  heirs  of  their  bodies, 
two  tenements  or  burgages  in  Barnard  Castle,  subject  to  a further  yearly  pay- 
ment (the  amount  of  which  is  also  left  in  blank)  for  the  like  use. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  official  copy  of  Glenton’s  will. 

In  the  Table  of  Benefactions  put  up  in  the  church  in  1718,  the  annual  amount 
of  this  donation  is  stated  to  be  1/.  6s.  8 d. ; but  in  a paper  found  in  the  chest 
containing  the  deeds  relating  to  the  charities,  and  probably  written  about  the 
year  1750,  intituled  “ Charity  money  due  to  the  poor  of  Barnard  Castle,”  there 
is  the  following  note,  whereby  it  appears  that  the  annual  amount  was  2 l.

Up  to  the  year  1793,  the  three  several  sums  of  I3s.  4 d.,  6s.  8 d.  and  6s.  S d. 
appear  to  have  been  paid  by  the  owners  of  different  tenements  in  Barnard 
Castle,  and  the  further  sum  of  11s.  4 d.  by  the  owner  of  certain  premises  in 
Startforth.  In  the  year  1793  these  payments,  with  others,  were  released  in 
consideration  of  the  payment  of  twenty  years  purchase,  and  the  annual  amount 
thereof  was  charged  upon  the  workhouse,  as  more  particularly  mentioned  here- 
after. 

Ambrose  Brunskill. — On  the  Table  of  Benefactions  put  up  in  1718,  it  is 
stated  that  Ambrose  Brunskill,  of  Northaw,  in  the  county  of  Herts,  esquire,  gave 
December  26,  1668,  a house  in  Barnard  Castle,  per  annum,  51. 

It  appears  that  this  house  had  fallen  into  ruins ; and  by  indenture  bearing  date 
13th  June  1776,  Timothy  Flullock  and  another,  churchwarden  ; James  Lonsdale 
and  others,  overseers;  Joshua  White,  curate;  and  John  Hullock  and  others, 
the  major  part  of  the  twenty-four,  demised  to  Michael  Thompson,  a frontstead 
or  parcel  of  land  in  Thorngate,  in  Barnard  Castle,  whereon  a messuage  or 
dwellinghouse  theretofore  stood,  with  the  buildings  and  garth  behind  the  same, 
which  premises  it  is  recited  belonged  to  the  poor  of  Barnard  Castle,  and  had 
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for  some  time  past  been  ruinous  and  uninhabited,  for  the  term  of  999  years,  at 
the  yearly  rent  of  31.  10  5. 

By  Indenture  bearing  date  22d  November  1793,  between  William  Hutchinson, 
Henry  Evvbank  and  eight  others,  described  as  churchwardens,  overseers,  and 
the  major  part  of  the  twenty-four  of  the  town  of  Barnard  Castle,  of  the  one 
part,  and  Philip  Heslop  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  indenture  of  13th  June 
1776  above  abstracted ; and  further  reciting  that  the  said  Philip  Heslop  had 
purchased  the  said  demised  premises  for  the  price  of  212/.  5 s.  subject  to  the 
said  rent ; and  that  at  a full  vestry  meeting  of  the  said  churchwardens,  overseers, 
and  twenty-four,  and  others  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Barnard  Castle,  it  was 
agreed  that  the  said  Philip  Heslop  might  purchase  the  said  yearly  payment  for 
the  sum  of  70  !•>  which  sum  was  to  be  applied  in  part  payment  of  a house  and 
premises  lately  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  and  that  the  said  Philip  Heslop 
had  agreed  to  pay  the  same ; the  said  William  Hutchinson  and  others  in 
consideration  of  70/.  released  to  the  said  Philip  Heslop,  his  executors,  adminis- 
trators and  assigns,  all  right,  title,  estate  and  interest  in  the  messuage  or 
dwellinghouse  erected  upon  the  before  mentioned  frontstead,  with  the  garth 
and  buildings  behind  the  same,  to  hold  the  said  premises  for  the  residue  of  the 
said  term  then  unexpired,  absolutely  discharged  from  the  yearly  payment 
of  31.  10s. 

This  sum  of  70/.  was  afterwards  laid  out  in  part  payment  for  the  workhouse, 
which  was  charged  with  the  yearly  payment  of  31.  10s.  in  respect  thereof  as 
hereafter  mentioned. 

Mary  Finley  and  Thomas  Barker. — On  the  same  Table  of  Benefactions, 
it  is  stated  that  Mary  Finley  of  Darlington,  widow,  gave  June  26th,  1688,  a 
third  part  of  Broadgates,  and  which  then  produced  1/.  8s.  yearly,  and  that 
Thomas  Barker  gave  51.  which  produced  6s.  per  annum  ; and  it  seems  probable 
that  the  person  who  became  possessed  of  the  premises  in  Broadgates  derived 
from  Mary  Finley,  became  also  liable  to  the  payment  of  6s.  yearly  in  respect 
of  Barker’s  legacy,  as  we  find  the  sum  of  1/.  14s.  stated  in  the  Parliamentary 
Returns  of  1786,  as  paid  by  William  Benning  in  respect  of  Mary  Finley’s 
charity.  The  annual  sum  of  1/.  14s.  was  also  released  in  1793  to  the  owner  of 
the  premises  supposed  to  be  charged  therewith,  in  consideration  of  twenty 
years  purchase,  and  the  annual  amount  was  secured  on  the  workhouse  as  here- 
after stated. 

The  purchase  deed  of  the  workhouse  premises,  whereby  the  several  charities 
above  mentioned  are  charged  thereon,  bears  date  22d  November  1793. 

In  this  indenture  it  is  recited,  that  it  had  been  agreed  that  certain  premises 
should  be  purchased  to  be  converted  into  a public  workhouse,  and  that  to 
enable  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  to  effect  such  object,  they 
should  release  to  the  owners  of  certain  lands  therein  mentioned,  the  several 
rent-charges  then  issuable  and  paid  thereout,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  township  at  the  rate  of  twenty  years  purchase.  It  is  further  recited  that  the 
minister,  churchwardens,  overseers  and  vestry,  had  accordingly,  in  consideration 
of  70/.  paid  to  them  by  the  indenture,  of  which  an  abstract  has  already  been 
given,  released  to  Philip  Heslop,  his  executors,  &c.  all  their  title  to  the  mes- 
suage in  Thorngate,  for  the  residue  of  the  term  of  999  years,  for  which  he 
held  the  same  discharged  from  the  yearly  payment  of  31.  10  s.  issuing  thereout, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Barnard  Castle,  and  had  also  given 
him  a bond  of  indemnity,  and  that  they  had  by  five  several  deeds  poll  of  the 
same  date,  (November  22d,  1793)  released  the  said  rent-charges  for  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  Barnard  Castle  thereinafter  mentioned ; viz. 

1st. — That  in  consideration  of  34/.  paid  by  William  Benning,  they  had 
released  him  and  his  heirs,  and  his  burgages  and  tenements  in  Barnard  Castle, 
in  a street,  called  Broadgate,  from  a rent-charge  of  1 /.  14s.  issuing  thereout. 

2dly. — That  in  consideration  of  11/.  6s.  8 cl.  paid  by  Anthony  Bazin,  they 
had  released  him  and  his  heirs,  and  his  houses,  lands  and  tenements  at  Start- 
forth,  called  Westwood  House,  Westwood  Closes  and  Foxholes,  from  a rent- 
charge  of  I Is.  4c/.  issuing  thereout. 

Sdly. — That  in  consideration  of  13/.  6s.  8 d.  paid  by  Henry  Ewbank,  they 
had  released  him  and  his  heirs,  and  his  tenements  in  Thorngate,  from  a rent- 
charge  of  13s.  4>d.  issuing  threout. 

4thly. — That  in  consideration  of  61.  13s.  4 d.  paid  by  James  Lonsdale,  they 
had  released  him  and  his  heirs,  and  his  tenements  in  Thorngate,  from  a rent- 
charge  of  6 s.  8 d.  issuing  thereout. 
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And  5thly. — That  in  consideration  of  6/.  13s.  4t/.  paid  by  Benjamin  Bass, 
they  had  released  him  and  his  heirs,  and  his  tenements  in  Thorngate,  from  a 
rent-charge  of  6s.  8 d.  issuing  thereout. 

And  it  was  thereby  declared  that  the  said  several  sums  of  money  amounting 
to  142 £ had  been  laid  out  in  the  premises  purchased  for  the  workhouse,  and 
that  they  should  stand  charged  and  be  made  chargeable  with  the  said  yearly 
payments  for  ever,  in  lieu  of  the  sums  so  released,  payable  on  2d  February 
yearly,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  chapelry,  to  be  by  them  dis- 
tributed according  to  ancient  usage  and  custom,  and  the  intention  of  the 
several  donors. 

It  further  appears  from  this  indenture,  that  the  purchase  money  was  285/.,  of 
which  142/.  was  raised  by  the  means  above  mentioned,  and  140/.  lent  by  George 
Rablah  on  mortgage  of  the  premises,  and  that  the  overseers  of  the  poor  paid 
out  of  the  poor  stock  31.  in  order  to  make  up  285/.  The  latter  sum  of  140/. 
was  paid  off  from  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  waste  lands,  by  authority  of 
an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1795,  as  hereafter  stated,  under  the  head  of 
“ Waste  lands.” 

I'he  several  yearly  sums  charged  upon  the  workhouse  in  respect  of  the 
charities  above  mentioned,  amount  to  7 /•  %s. ; but  the  sum  of  31.  125.  only  has 
hitherto  been  paid  by  the  overseer.  The  cause  of  this  omission  is  not  explained, 
but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  inhabitants  are  liable  in  respect  of  this  property 
to  the  payment  of  the  full  sum  of  7 /.  2 5. 

The  sum  of  31.  125.  is  given  away  amongst  the  poor  of  the  township  of 
Barnard  Castle  with  their  share  of  the  charities  of  Percival  and  others,  at  Christ- 
mas in  the  manner  before  stated. 

Emmerson’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Ezra  Emmerson , of  Bishop’s  Auckland,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date 
25th  December  1733,  gave  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Barnard 
Castle  for  the  time  being,  50/.  to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  and  the  produce 
distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  Barnard  Castle. 

It  is  understood  that  this  sum  of  50/.  was  laid  out  as  part  of  the  purchase 
money  of  an  estate  called  Northfield  Farm,  in  the  township  of  Boldron,  in  the 
parish  of  Startforth,  Yorkshire,  bought  by  the  governors  of  Queen  Ann’s 
Bounty,  for  the  benefit  of  the  incumbent  of  the  perpetual  curacy  of  Barnard 
Castle,  and  that  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  105.  was  charged  thereon  as  the  interest 
of  Emmerson’s  gift. 

This  sum  is  paid  by  the  incumbent  and  given  away  amongst  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Barnard  Castle  at  Christmas,  together  with  other  charities  in  the 
manner  before  mentioned. 

Sanderson’s  Charity. 

William  Sanderson,  by  his  Will,  (as  appears  from  an  extract  therefrom,  pro- 
duced to  us  without  date,  but  which  was  probably  executed  in  1755)  devised  to 
William  Hutchinson  and  Christopher  Lonsdale,  and  their  heirs,  all  those  his  riggs 
or  ridges  of  land  and  parcels  of  ground  with  their  appurtenances  lying  in  one  of 
the  town  fields  in  Barnard  Castle,  called  the  Crook,  in  trust,  to  permit  Anthony 
Blenkinsop  and  James  Simpson,  both  of  Barnard  Castle,  and  Christopher 
Harker  of  Eggleston,  three  poor  men,  to  receive  and  take  the  profits  thereof 
to  their  respective  uses  for  their  respective  lives,  and  after  their  respective 
deaths,  then  to  the  use  of  three  such  other  poor  men  as  should  be  named  and 
chosen  to  succeed  them  ; that  is  to  say,  two  out  of  the  town  of  Barnard 
Castle,  and  one  out  of  the  town  of  Eggleston  for  their  lives,  and  so  from  time 
to  time  as  any  of  their  lives  should  happen  to  drop  as  perpetual  charity,  the 
same  being  by  him  so  meant  and  intended  ; and  in  such  nomination  and  elec- 
tion he  directed  that  the  following  method  should  be  observed,  that  the  vestry 
of  the  town  of  Barnard  Castle,  or  the  major  part  of  them  then  present,  should 
immediately  after  the  death  of  either  of  the  said  two  poor  men  within  the  town 
of  Barnard  Castle,  present  to  the  vicar  of  Gainford,  the  rector  of  Romaldkirk 
and  the  rector  of  Middleton  in  Teesdale,  the  names  of  such  other  three  poor 
men  living  within  the  said  town  as  should  have  theretofore  lived  well,  but  should 
be  reduced  to  poverty,  out  of  whom  the  said  vicar  and  rectors,  or  any  two  of 
them,  should,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  elect  one  poor  man  to  succeed  to 
receive  and  take  the  profits  of  the  lands  whereof  his  predecessor  died  possessed, 
for  his  life;  and  upon  the  death  of  the  poor  man  living  in  Eggleston,  that  the 
rector  of  Middleton  in  Teesdale  should,  by  writing  under  his  hand,  elect 

another

another  poor  man  to  succeed  and  receive  the  profits  of  the  lands  whereof  his 
predecessor  died  possessed  for  his  life. 

The  lands  described  in  the  above  will  as  the  Crook  Lands,  formed  part  of  the 
open  fields  in  the  township  of  Barnard  Castle  which  were  divided  and  inclosed 
under  an  Act  of  23  Geo.  3. 

The  commissioners  by  their  award,  bearing  date  29th  April  178-5,  allotted  to 
Sanderson’s  charity  to  the  poor  of  Eggleston  for  their  share  in  the  Crook,  an 
allotment  containing  2a.  3r.  27 p.  ; and  to  Sanderson’s  charity  to  the  poor  of 
Barnard  Castle  for  their  share  of  the  Crook,  one  plot  containing  three  acres, 
abutting  on  the  last-mentioned  plot  on  the  west,  and  another  plot  of  three  acres, 
abutting  on  the  plot  last-mentioned  to  the  west. 

The  Eggleston  allotment  is  divided  from  the  others  by  a fence,  and  is  let  by 
the  poor  man  of  Eggleston  entitled  to  the  rent,  and  who  receives  it  himself,  to 
William  Raine  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  9/.  1 5 s. 

The  other  allotments  are  divided  into  two  closes,  which  are  let  by  the  vestry- 
men, who  act  as  trustees  (none  having  been  appointed  since  the  death  of  the 
donor,)  to  Joshua  Bousfield,  upon  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  six  years,  which 
will  expire  in  April  1829,  at  the  rent  of  20/.  When  these  lands  are  let  again 
the  rent  will  probably  be  increased  to  24/. 

Under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  35th  Geo.  3,  for  inclosing  and 
allotting  Barnard  Castle  Moor  and  other  waste  lands,  the  commissioners  set  out 
“ to  the  trustees  of  Sanderson’s  charity,”  on  behalf  of  Jonathan  Dawson  of 
Eggleston  and  John  Raine  and  James  Barnes  of  Barnard  Castle,  8 a.  2r.  33 p. 
in  three  plots;  viz.  one  of  3a.  2r.  16p.  in  trust  for  the  said  Jonathan  Dawson 
and  his  successors,  nominees  for  the  township  of  Eggleston  ; one  of  2 a.  2 r.  30  p. 
in  trust  for  John  Raine  and  his  successors,  nominees  for  the  township  of 
Barnard  Castle,  and  the  third  of  2 a.  1 r.  25  p.  in  trust  for  the  said  James  Barnes 
and  his  successors,  nominees  for  the  said  township  of  Barnard  Castle ; Dawson 
to  fence  the  east,  west  and  south  sides  of  his  allotment,  John  Raine  to  fence 
the  east,  west  and  south  sides  of  his,  and  James  Barnes  the  east,  west  and 
south  sides  of  his. 

All  these  allotments  at  present  lie  together  and  form  one  field,  which  is  let 
by  the  vestrymen  to  John  Bousfield,  on  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  nine  years, 
from  April  1824,  at  a fair  rent  of  81. 

Two  men  of  Barnard  Castle  and  one  of  Eggleston  receive  the  benefit  of  this 
charity. 

When  either  of  the  poor  persons  belonging  to  Barnard  Castle  dies,  the 
twelve  vestrymen  present  the  names  of  three  poor  men  living  in  the  town,  to 
the  vicar  and  rectors  named  in  the  will,  and  they  elect  one  of  them  to  succeed 
to  the  vacancy.  The  names  presented  and  the  appointments  signed  by  the 
proper  persons  are  regularly  entered  in  a book  kept  for  the  purpose. 

The  vestrymen  always  adhere  to  the  directions  of  the  donor,  in  selecting 
such  persons  as  have  been  in  better  circumstances  but  reduced  to  poverty. 

The  rent  of  Barnard  Castle  share  of  the  Crook  Lands,  and  two-thirds  of  the 
rent  of  the  new  allotments,  are  paid  to  the  overseer,  who  allows  each  of  the 
two  poor  persons  of  his  township  45.  6d.  a week,  amounting  to  23/.  85.  per 
annum. 

From  April  1824  to  November  1825  there  were  no  persons  of  Barnard  Castle 
receiving  the  benefit  of  this  charity,  the  two  persons  who  had  previously 
received  it  having  died,  and  the  rents  being  required  for  dividing  the  Crook 
Lands  which  had  before  formed  one  inclosure  into  three  closes,  the  expenses 
of  which  appear  by  the  accounts  to  have  been  about  50/.  In  November  1825 
two  men  were  again  appointed  to  receive  45.  a week  each  till  the  debt  was 
liquidated,  which  sum  they  received  till  the  beginning  of  the  year  1828,  when 
the  weekly  payment  was  increased  to  4 5.  6 d. 

By  the  accounts  produced  in  May  182S,  there  was  a balance  of  17-s.  4 \d.  in 
the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Gibson,  who  acts  as  treasurer. 

The  poor  man  for  the  township  of  Eggleston  is  appointed  by  the  rector  of 
Middleton,  as  directed  by  the  will  of  William  Sanderson. 

In  order  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  inclosure  under  the  Act  of  1783,  the 
sum  of  20/.  was  advanced  by  William  Hutchinson,  esq.  being  part  of  a sum  of 
money  in  his  hands,  left  by  Lord  Vane  and  William  Hutchinson  for  the  use  of 
the  poor. 

In  respect  of  this  sum  of  20/.  so  advanced,  the  tenant,  Joshua  Bousfield 
Rep.  21.  L 3 pays 
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pays  (in  addition  to  the  rent  of  20/.)  13$.  4 d.  annually,  and  the  Eggleston  poor 
man  pays  6$.  3d.  as  his  share  of  the  interest. 

The  Crook  Lands  belonging  to  the  Barnard  Castle  poor,  are  subject  to  a 
payment  of  11$.  lit/,  yearly,  called  Acre  Money,  and  the  Eggleston  portion  to 
an  annual  payment  of  5 s.  11  d.  on  the  same  account. 

This  acre  money  is  paid  to  the  overseer  in  aid  of  the  poors  rates  by  direction 
of  the  Inclosure  Act,  being  in  lieu  of  a right  of  common  which  the  inhabitants 
enjoyed  before  the  inclosure. 


Charity  arising  from  the  Sale  of  Waste  Lands  in  Barnard  Castle.

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  35  Geo.  3,  for  inclosing  certain  waste  lands 
in  the  manor  of  Barnard  Castle,  viz.  Barnard  Castle  Moor,  containing,  by 
estimation,  6,000  acres,  the  Little  Moor,  40  acres,  and  Glenton  Green  and 
the  Baiting  Steads,  20  acres  ; reciting  that  several  persons  therein  named,  and 
others,  proprietors  of  lands  and  tenements  in  the  township  of  Barnard  Castle, 
were  in  right  thereof  respectively  entitled  to  an  exclusive  right  of  common 
upon  the  said  waste  lands,  called  the  Little  Moor,  Glenton  Green  and  the 
Baiting  Steads ; and  further  reciting,  that  a tenement  and  a garth  purchased 
with  money  belonging  to  the  township  of  Barnard  Castle,  and  vested  in  a trus- 
tee for  the  purpose,  was  appropriated  for  a workhouse  for  the  said  township, 
subject  to  a mortgage  for  140/.  created  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  the  purchase  ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  proprietors  having  rights  of  common  on  the  said 
waste  lands,  called  Little  Moor,  Glenton  Green  and  the  Baiting  Steads,  with 
the  approbation  of  William  Henry  Earl  of  Darlington,  lord  of  the  manor, 
were  desirous  that  the  same,  together  with  such  plot  of  land  as  should  be  allotted 
to  the  said  workhouse,  should  be  sold,  and  that  out  of  the  money  arising  from 
such  sale,  part  thereof  should  be  applied  in  discharge  of  the  said  mortgage, 
and  that  the  residue  should  be  vested  in  the  funds  for  the  purpose  thereinafter 
mentioned;  it  was  enacted,  that  the  said  commons,  called  the  Little  Moor, 
Glenton  Green  and  Baiting  Steads,  and  the  land  to  be  allotted  to  the  said 
workhouse,  should  be  sold  in  the  manner  therein  mentioned,  and  that  out  of 
the  proceeds  of  such  sales,  the  commissioners  under  the  said  Act  should  in  the 
first  place  pay  all  the  costs  of  surveying  and  selling  the  same,  and  of  making 
a high  road  through  the  Little  Moor,  that  they  should  in  the  next  place  pay 
a sufficient  sum  in  discharge  of  the  mortgage  debt  above  montioned,  and  that 
the  said  workhouse  and  its  appurtenances,  in  lieu  of  the  interest  of  the  money 
so  paid,  should  for  ever  thereafter  stand  charged  with  the  clear  yearly  payment 
of  61.  which  should  be  paid  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  township 
of  Barnard  Castle,  out  of  the  poor  rates,  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and 
select  vestrymen  for  the  said  township,  on  the  24th  June,  yearly,  to  he  disposed 
of  by  them  with  the  dividends  thereafter  mentioned  as  thereinafter  directed ; 
and  that  the  said  commissioners  should  invest  the  residue  of  such  proceeds, 
with  the  approbation  of  the  said  minister,  churchwardens  and  select  vestrymen, 
in  the  funds,  in  the  name  of  the  then  minister  and  churchwardens,  in  trust  for 
the  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned  ; and  that  the  dividends  thereof  and  the 
interest  above  mentioned,  should,  yearly,  on  24th  June  and  24th  December,  be 
applied  by  the  said  minister,  churchwardens,  overseers  and  select  vestrymen 
assembled  in  vestry,  for  and  towards  the  relief  and  maintenance  of  poor  persons 
of  both  sexes  belonging  to  the  said  township,  who  should  not  receive  alms  or 
parish  relief,  to  be  named  and  elected  for  life  by  the  lord  of  the  said  manor  or  his 
agent  for  the  time  being,  the  said  minister,  churchwardens,  overseers  and  select 
vestrymen,  together  with  twelve  respectable  inhabitants,  to  be  chosen  for  that 
purpose  by  the  proprietors  of  lands  or  tenements,  but  so  as  no  such  poor  person 
should  receive  more  than  51.  in  anyone  year,  but  that  otherwise  the  annual 
sum  should  be  at  the  discretion  of  the  electors ; and  it  was  provided  that  in 
the  electing  of  such  poor  persons,  the  oldest  poor  persons  resident  within  the 
said  township  should  be  preferred,  if  they  should  be  thought  in  all  other 
respects  proper  objects  of  the  said  charity. 

The  waste  lands  called  the  Little  Moor,  Glenton  Green  and  Baiting  Steads, 
and  the  workhouse  allotment,  appear  to  have  been  sold  according  to  the  direc- 
tions of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any 
particulars  of  the  sale. 

The  net  produce  is  supposed  to  have  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
2,314/.  3s.  10 d.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 

John 
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John  Davidson,  Edward  Harrison  and  Robert  Kipling,  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens at  the  time  of  the  investment.  The  dividends  amount  to  69/.  8 5.  3d. 
yearly,  and  to  them  is  added  the  sum  of  6/.  paid  yearly  by  the  overseers  out  of 
the  poor  rates,  as  directed  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  in  respect  of  the  mortgage 
upon  the  workhouse,  paid  off  by  the  sale  of  the  waste  lands. 

Out  of  this  income  amounting  to  7 5/.  8.9.  Qd  annually,  there  is  paid  to — 


Eight  poor  men,  5 /.  per  annum 
Eight  poor  men,  4/.

The  poor  persons  are  named  by  the  electors  appointed  by  the  Act  of  Par- 
liament, and  the  charity  is  confined  to  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial  relief, 
and  the  oldest  persons,  being  in  other  respects  proper  objects  of  charity,  are 
preferred.  The  same  persons  receive  the  pensions  for  life,  unless  they  become 
chargeable  to  the  parish,  in  which  case  others  are  appointed. 

The  payments  are  made  half-yearly,  on  the  24th  June  and  24th  December, 
on  which  day  the  electors  meet. 


Charities  of  Lord  Vane  and  W.  Hutchinson. 

It  is  stated  on  an  ancient  Table  of  Benefactions  in  the  church,  that  William  Charities  of  Lord 
Hutchinson , of  Barnard  Castle,  July  30th,  1718,  gave  20/.  to  the  poor  of  that 
place;  and  also  that  William  Lord  Vane  Viscount  Duncannon  left  .50/.  to  the  c 11113 
poor  of  Barnard  Castle. 

These  two  sums  form  what  is  called  the  Widow’s  Bread  Fund. 

The  sum  of  20/.  was  laid  out  as  mentioned  in  our  account  of  Sanderson’s 
charity,  in  order  to  defray  the  expenses  of  an  inclosure,  and  one  pound  is  received 
yearly  as  the  interest  thereof.  The  remaining  50  /.  is  in  the  hands  of  George 
Peter  Hutchinson,  esq.  of  Eggleston,  who  pays  2/.  c2s.  yearly,  as  the  interest. 

With  this  income  seven  twopenny  loaves  are  provided  every  Sunday,  and 
given  to  seven  poor  widows  attending  divine  service,  who  are  selected  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens. 

The  supply  of  seven  twopenny  loaves  every  Sunday  would  amount  only  to 
31.  Os.  8 d.  per  annum,  but  the  baker  states  that  the  loaves  are  made  rather 
larger,  in  order  to  make  up  the  amount  of  31.  2 s. 

Hutton’s  Charity. 

Matthew  Hutton , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  19th  November  1726,  as  recited  Hutton’s  Charity, 
in  the  indentures  hereafter  abstracted,  directed  his  executors  to  lay  out  120/. 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  and  tenements  in  the  county  of  York  or  Durham, 
to  be  settled  upon  trustees,  in  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be 
disposed  of  in  buying  bread,  to  be  distributed  every  Sunday  immediately  after 
divine  service  amongst  the  poorer  sort  of  housekeepers  or  other  poor  people  of 
the  town  of  Barnard  Castle,  in  such  proportions  and  under  such  regulations  as 
his  brother,  Francis  Hutton,  during  his  life,  and  after  his  death,  the  minister 
and  the  twenty-four  vestrymen,  should  direct. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  October  1730, 
between  Francis  Hutton  of  the  first  part;  Hutton  Perkins,  surviving  executor 
of  Matthew  Hutton,  of  the  second  part ; and  William  Hutchinson,  the 
Rev.  Alexander  Swintown,  John  Lodge  and  Thomas  Perkins,  of  the  other 
part;  reciting  the  will  of  the  said  Matthew  Hutton,  and  that  the  said  Hutton 
Perkins,  as  the  surviving  executor,  had  contracted  with  the  said  Francis  Hutton 
for  the  purchase  of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned;  the  said  Francis  Hutton 
in  consideration  of  120/.  conveyed  a close  in  Startforth,  called  Morton  Gill 
Leazes,  containing,  by  estimation,  ten  acres,  and  another  close  in  Startforth, 
called  the  Little  Moor,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres,  to  the  said  William 
Hutchinson  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  parties  of  the  third  part,  in  trust  for  the 
charitable  uses  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Matthew  Hutton. 

Upon  the  enclosure  of  Barnard  Castle  Moor,  an  allotment  was  set  out  in 
respect  of  the  lands  comprised  in  the  indenture  above  abstracted,  and  it  appears 
from  a plan  of  the  premises,  that  they  now  contain  18a.  2r.  7p*  including 
one  acre  and  a half  of  underwood. 

These  premises  are  let  to  John  Horner  for  nine  years,  from  April  1820,  at 
14/.  a vear,  which  is  a fair  rent. 
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The  tenant  pays  1/.  Is.  every  four  weeks,  in  order  to  meet  the  expense 
of  the  bread,  5 s.  worth  of  which,  in  thirty  twopenny  loaves,  is  given  away  every 
Sunday  by  the  sexton  in  the  church,  after  morning  service.  Each  of  the 
twelve  vestrymen  takes  a month  in  his  turn,  and  makes  out  a list  of  poor 
persons  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  charity  ; but  in  fact  there  is  no  alteration  in 
the  list,  the  same  persons  receiving  it  every  Sunday. 

The  bread  thus  given  away  not  consuming  the  whole  of  the  rent,  at  the  end 
of  each  year,  there  is  a double  portion  given  away  for  one  month,  so  as  to 
dispose  of  the  surplus. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  STREATLAM  AND  STAINTON. 

Earl  of  Strathmore’s  Charity. 

John  Bowes  Earl  of  Strathmore , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  3d  July  1817, 
devised  all  his  real  estates  to  trustees  for  the  term  of  1,000  years,  to  be  com- 
puted from  the  day  of  his  death,  on  the  trusts  in  his  will  mentioned.  And  he 
directed  that  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  2 51.  should  for  ever  after  be  a charge  upon 
his  Streatlam  estate,  and  paid  to  or  among  the  poor  of  Streatlam  and  Stainton, 
and  be  applied  and  distributed  from  time  to  time  amongst  such  objects, 
in  such  manner,  and  in  such  proportions,  as  the  occupier  for  the  time  being  of 
Streatlam  Castle,  or  when  there  should  be  no  occupier  of  the  same,  then  in  such 
manner  as  the  trustees  or  trustee  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  term  of  1,000 
vears,  so  long  as  such  term  should  continue,  should  order  and  direct. 

No  distribution  has  been  made  in  respect  of  this  legacy. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  PIERCEBRIDGE. 

Hobson’s  Charity. 

Piercebridge.  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  Mr.  Hobson  had 
,,  . • given  a sum  of  money  producing  10s.  yearly,  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of

This  payment  is  recollected  by  some  old  persons  to  have  been  made  many 
years  ago ; but  we  cannot  discover  that  any  thing  has  been  paid  for  the  last 
thirty  or  forty  years,  nor  is  it  known  where  to  apply  for  payment. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WHORLTON. 

Lonsdale’s  Charity. 

Whorlton.  Christopher  Lonsdale , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  11th  March  1747,  as  recited 

dal^Tcharit  in  the  following  award,  bequeathed  20/.  to  Thomas  Holmes  and  Richard 
ns  aes  ar  y.  jjQjmeSj  t0  put  out  at  interest  by  them  and  the  survivor,  the  heirs,  executors 
or  administrators  of  such  survivor,  and  the  interest  paid  yearly  to  the  use  of  the 
poor  of  the  town  of  Whorlton  on  Christmas  Eve. 

By  an  award,  bearing  date  13th  May  1793,  reciting,  that  a suit  had  been 
commenced  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  by  George  Peacock  and  two  others, 
churchwarden  and  overseers  of  Whorlton,  against  Cornelius  Harrison,  of  Stub 
House,  in  the  parish  of  Winston,  esq.  concerning  the  bequest  of  Christopher 
Lonsdale  as  above  stated,  which  said  sum  of  20/.  appeared  by  the  proceedings 
in  the  said  suit,  had  come  to  the  hands  of  Cornelius  Harrison,  as  the  legal 
representative  of  Thomas  and  Richard  Holmes  named  in  the  will  of  the  said 
Christopher  Lonsdale  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  parties  had  given  their  several 
bonds,  bearing  date  22d  March  1793,  to  abide  by  the  award  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Zouch,  the  llev.  Thomas  Holmes  Tidy,  and  the  Rev.  Francis  Blackburne, 
the  said  Thomas  Zouch,  Thomas  Holmes  Tidy,  and  Francis  Blackburne,  having 
heard  and  examined  the  allegations  and  proofs  of  the  said  parties,  awarded  and 
adjudged  that  the  said  Christopher  Harrison  should  from  thenceforth,  on  or 
before  the  24th  December  in  every  year,  pay  to  the  minister,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  township  of  Whorlton  the  legal  interest  of  the  said  sum  of 
20/.  to  be  by  them  distributed  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  said  town  ; that 
he  should  also  pay  within  six  months  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  of  Whorlton 
3 /.  to  be  distributed  amongst  such  poor  persons  in  the  town  of  Whorlton  as  did 
not  partake  of  the  distribution  made  by  the  said  Christopher  Harrison  on  or 
about  the  24th  December  then  last ; and  further,  that  he  should  pay  his  own 
costs  respecting  the  suit  in  Chancery,  and  28/.  towards  the  costs  of  the  other 
parties ; and  that  the  said  churchwarden  and  overseers  should,  before  the  1st 
August  then  next,  discontinue  all  suits  or  actions  theretofore  commenced.

Hutton’s  Charily, 
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Earl  of  Strathmore’s 
Charity. 
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Cornelius  Harrison,  named  in  the  above  award,  died  in  180G,  and,  by  his  will, 
appointed  his  sister  executrix,  in  trust  for  his  son,  Thomas  Harrison,  for  six 
years  from  the  period  of  his  death,  at  the  end  of  which  time  he  was  to  become 
beneficially  interested  in  the  personal  estate.  At  the  death  of  his  aunt,  in  1810, 

Thomas  Harrison  became  possessed  of  the  property  left  by  his  father. 

Cornelius  Harrison,  until  his  death,  used  either  to  pay  16s.  a year,  as  the  interest 
of  the  above-mentioned  legacy,  to  the  curate,  to  distribute,  or  distributed  the 
amount  himself;  and  his  executrix  continued  the  same  practice  until  her  death. 

When  Thomas  Harrison  succeeded  to  his  father’s  property,  he  refused  to  pay 
any  interest,  on  the  ground  that  the  principal  never  came  to  his  father’s  hands. 

We  apprehend,  however,  that  Mr.  Harrison  is  precluded  from  setting  up  such 
a defence  by  the  arbitration  and  the  award  above  mentioned. 

Donor  Unknown. 

A small  piece  of  land  in  the  township  of  Whorlton,  containing  about  half  an  Donor  unknown, 
acre,  is  supposed  to  have  been  left  many  years  ago,  the  rents  to  be  given  to  the 
oldest  poor  inhabitant  not  receiving  relief.  The  land  was  formerly  let  by  the 
township  officers,  and  latterly  produced  1 /.  per  annum,  which  was  disposed  of 
as  above  mentioned.  About  four  or  five  years  ago,  a sum  of  money  being 
wanted  to  rebuild  the  township  school-house,  this  land  was  sold  for  30/.  which 
was  its  full  value,  and  the  money  was  laid  out  upon  the  school.  In  consequence 
of  this  expenditure,  it  was  settled  that  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being 
should  pay  to  the  oldest  poor  inhabitant,  not  receiving  township  relief,  1/. 
annually,  and  he  has  paid  it  accordingly  since  that  period.

PARISH  OF  HAUGHTON-LE-SKERNE. 

School. 

There  is  in  the  township  of  Haughton  a school,  with  a dwelling-house  for  the  Haughton-le- 
residence  of  the  master,  which  was  erected  in  1815,  by  subscription,  on  some  skerne- 

waste  land  belonging  to  the  rector.  Some  additions  were  made  to  the  master’s  School, 

house  at  a subsequent  period,  the  expense  of  which,  amounting  to  43 /.  was  paid 
by  the  master,  and  27 /.  was  repaid  to  him,  by  money  given  for  that  purpose  by 
Mrs.  Dobree  and  other  contributors. 

A school  was  first  established  in  this  parish  in  the  year  1768,  when  a sub- 
scription to  the  amount  of  140/.  was  raised  for  that  purpose.  This  sum,  with 
40/.  bequeathed,  in  1789,  by  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Alexander , for  the  poor  of 
Haughton,  amounting  together  to  180/.  was  laid  out,  in  1808,  in  building  some 
cottages  for  the  use  of  the  township,  upon  some  waste  land  belonging  to  the 
rector. 

A memorandum  is  entered  in  one  of  the  parish  books,  stating  that  at  a 
meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Haughton,  it  was  unanimously 
resolved  that  the  sum  of  180/.  being  money  received  from  the  rector,  and 
applied  towards  building  cottages  on  the  rector’s  waste,  at  the  east  end  of  the 
town  of  Haughton,  should  be  secured  on  the  said  cottages,  and  that  the  sum  of 
4/.  10  s.  should  be  paid  half-yearly  to  the  said  rector  and  his  successors  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said  township,  together  with  1 s.  per  annum 
to  the  said  rector  and  his  successors,  as  aground  rent  for  the  said  cottages  ; and 
there  is  a memorandum  added,  that  of  the  money  above  mentioned  140/. 
belonged  to  the  school  and  40  /.  to  the  poor. 

The  schoolmaster  has  the  benefit  of  the  schoolhouse  above  mentioned  and 
a garden  adjoining,  which  was  inclosed  from  the  waste  ; and  he  receives  from 
the  overseer  of  the  township  the  yearly  sum  of  7 /•  as  interest  of  the  140/. 
above  mentioned.  He  has  no  other  emoluments  from  any  permanent  funds  ; 
but,  as  teacher  of  the  Sunday  school,  he  receives  a larger  salary  from  the 
subscribers  than  he  would  have  done  if  the  income  for  teaching  the  day  school 
had  been  more  ample. 

The  master  receives  for  this  income  all  the  children  of  the  parish  who  apply, 
and  who  attend  at  the  Sunday  school,  at  a reduced  quarterage,  varying  from  2 s. 
to  5 s.  a quarter.  There  are  in  the  school  from  fifty  to  seventy  children  on  an 
average,  of  whom  from  thirty  to  forty  are  taught  reading,  writing  and  accounts 
at  the  reduced  quarterage.

Barker's  Charity. 


Tlie  children  find  their  own  paper,  but  the  master  provides  slates  and  pencils 
and  the  rector  provides  a great  many  of  them  with  books. 

There  is  in  the  savings  bank  at  Darlington  the  sum  of  86/.  9 s.  7 d.  belonging 
to  the  Sunday  school,  part  of  which  is  supposed  to  have  arisen  from  the  surplus 
collected  for  building  the  school,  and  part  from  a sum  of  20/.  given  by  John 
IVcildy,  esq.  of  Yarm,  who,  from  1808  to  1818,  paid  1/.  to  the  schoolmaster  j and 
in  1818  paid  20/.  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Le  Mesurier,  the  then  rector. 

The  interest  arising  from  this  sum  is  regularly  added  to  the  principal,  in 
order  to  form  a fund  to  supply  any  deficiency  which  may  take  place  in  the 
annual  subscriptions. 

Barker’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Barker , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  May  1686,  (an  abstract  of  which 
has  been  already  given  in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Dar- 
lington) bequeathed  20 s.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Haughton,  to  be  paid  at 
Easter. 

The  churchwarden  of  Haughton  receives  this  sum  annually  from  the  tenant 
of  a farm  at  East  Newbiggen,  in  the  parish  of  Bishopton,  the  property  of  the 
Marquis  of  Londonderry. 

This  is  distributed  at  Easter  as  hereafter  mentioned.

Ha  ll’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated,  on  the  Table  of  Benefactions,  that  Elizabeth  Hall  charged  a field, 
called  the  Intack,  containing  about  seven  acres,  part  of  a farm  called  the  Moor, 
in  the  township  of  Haughton,  with  the  yearly  payment  of  26,?.,  to  be  laid  out  in 
bread,  by  6 d.  in  each  week,  and  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  in  the  parish 
church  of  Haughton,  every  Sunday,  after  divine  service  in  the  forenoon. 

Also  with  the  payment  of  2 4<s.  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor,  at  Easter,  yearly, 
in  money. 

The  land  charged  with  these  payments  is  now  the  property  of  Robert  Mears, 
of  Darlington,  by  whom  the  two  yearly  sums  of  26s.  and  24 s.  are  paid. 

In  respect  of  the  former  payment,  six  penny  loaves  are  given  away  every 
Sunday  after  morning  service,  in  the  church  at  Haughton,  by  the  church- 
wardens, to  the  most  needy  persons  attending. 

The  sum  of  24 s.  is  given  away,  with  other  charity  money,  at  Easter,  as  here- 
after mentioned. 

Donor  Unknown. 

The  Table  of  Benefactions  states,  that  an  estate  at  Sadberge,  in  the  parish  of 
Haughton,  the  property  of  Elizabeth  Ward,  widow  of  John  Ward,  late  of 
Newton,  was  charged  with  the  payment  of  9 s.  yearly,  to  be  distributed  to  the 
poor  at  Easter. 

A close  at  Sadberge,  containing  between  two  and  three  acres,  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Charity  Field,  is  now  the  property  of  John  Richmond,  esq.  who 
pays  9s.  yearly  as  being  charged  thereon. 

Tnis  sum,  together  with  the  two  preceding  rent-charges  of  1/.  and  1/.  4s. 
amounting  altogether  to  2/.  13s.  per  annum,  are  divided,  at  Easter,  among  the 
several  townships  of  the  parish,  except  Sadberge,  in  the  following  manner  :

Donor  Unknown. 

The  Table  of  Benefactions  states,  that  an  estate  at  Sadberge,  the  property  of 
Margaret  Steele,  of  Long  Newton,  was  charged  with  the  payment  of  27  s. 
yearly  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Haughton,  to  be  distributed  at  Easter. 

In  Surtees’s  History  of  Durham,  it  is  stated  that  the  lands  charged  are  called 
Richardson’s  Closes,  and  are  said  to  have  been  purchased  from  that  family  by 

Steele- j 
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Steele ; that  they  belonged,  in  1789,  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Steele ; but  that  the 
payment  of  the  rent-charge  was  discontinued,  in  1790,  by  Richard  Steele,  who 
succeeded  his  sister  Margaret. 

An  information  was  filed  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  the  county  palatine  of 
Durham,  in  the  year  1795,  at  the  relation  of  Miss  Vaughan,  against  Richard 
Steele,  to  compel  the  payment.  In  this  information  the  rent-charge  of  11.  Is. 
is  claimed  as  a prescriptive  payment  arising  from  certain  lands  in  Sadberge, 
belonging  to  Richard  Steel,  no  allegation  being  made  as  to  the  origin  thereof. 
It  does  not  appear  that  any  answer  was  filed,  or  that  any  further  proceedings 
took  place,  and  under  these  circumstances  we  do  not  think  that  any  further 
attempt  to  establish  this  payment  could  be  attempted  with  success. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HA  UGH  TON. 

Alexander’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  the  church,  that  Elizabeth  Alexander , 
wife  of  William  Alexander,  of  Haughton,  M.  D.  by  her  Will,  bearing  date 
10th  February  1789,  bequeathed  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  Haughton 
10/.  to  be  by  them  and  their  successors  placed  out  in  their  names,  and  the 
interest  to  be  by  them  distributed  yearly,  on  Christmas  eve,  to  such  poor  inhabi- 
tants in  the  village  of  Haughton,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  objects 
of  charity. 

This  bequest  was  laid  out  in  building  some  cottages,  as  already  more  particu- 
larly mentioned  in  the  account  of  the  school. 

The  sum  of  4-05.  is  paid  out  of  the  poors  rate  to  the  churchwardens,  and 
distributed  by  them  at  Christmas,  in  sums  of  15.  or  2s.  each,  to  such  poor 
persons  residing  in  the  township  of  Haughton,  whether  belonging  to  it  or  not, 
as  they  think  most  in  want. 

CHAPELRY  OF  SADBERGE. 

School. 

There  is  a school  in  the  chapel  yard  at  Sadberge,  which  was  built  by  sub- 
scription about  the  year  1799.  It  is  used  both  as  a day  school  and  Sunday 
school,  and  the  funds  belonging  to  it  may  be  considered  as  more  particularly 
intended  for  the  latter.  They  consist  of  124/.  195.  7 d.  in  the  savings  bank  at 
Darlington,  108/.  stock  in  the  new  four  per  cents,  standing  in  the  name  of 
John  Richmond,  esquire,  and  40/.  in  the  hands  of  Dr.  Bandinel,  bearing  five 
per  cent  interest. 

The  two  former  sums  are  the  produce  of  subscriptions,  and  the  latter  is 
a donation  by  Mrs.  Judith  Dobree  eight  or  ten  years  ago. 

Nothing  is  received  for  the  money  in  the  savings  bank,  the  interest  for  the 
present  being  added  to  the  principal. 

The  are  also  annual  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  7 /•  or  8 /. 

The  persons  acting  as  trustees  are  the  rector  and  curate,  and  John  Rich- 
mond, esquire,  one  of  the  principal  land  owners ; but  there  is  no  deed  of 
appointment. 

The  schoolmaster  receives  5/.  a quarter,  derived  from  the  above  sources,  and 
for  this  sum  all  the  children  of  the  chapelry  who  apply  to  one  of  the  trustees 
are  permitted  to  attend  the  school,  paying  half  the  usual  quarterage.  There  are 
between  20  and  30  taught  upon  these  terms. 

Barker’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Barker , in  1806  (as  already  stated  in  our  account  of  the  charities  in 
the  parish  of  Darlington)  left  105.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Sadberge. 

This  sum  is  received  yearly  from  the  tenant  of  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry, 
and  is  given  away  with  other  charity  money  as  after  mentioned. 

Buck’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  already  stated  in  our  account  of  the 
charities  of  Darlington. 

The  overseer  of  Sadberge  receives  yearly  one  quarter  of  the  rent  of  the 
charity  land  which  is  distributed  at  a vestry  meeting  soon  after  it  is  received, 
u the  poor  of  Sadberge,  in  sums  varying  from  1 5.  to  3s.  together  with  the 
mount  of  Barker’s  gift,  and  other  charity  money 
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Poor  Stock. 

There  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  rector,  Mr.  Le  Mesurier,  the  sum  of 
34/.  for  which  he  paid  five  per  cent  interest.  This  sum  was  delivered  to  the 
present  rector,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Bandinel,  by  whom  it  was  afterwards  placed  in  the 
Darlington  savings  bank,  and  that  no  loss  might  accrue  from  the  low  rate  of 
interest  there  paid,  Dr.  Bandinel  agreed  to  make  up  to  SI.  yearly,  whatever 
might  be  received  from  the  savings  bank. 

This  sum  is  regularly  received  by  the  overseer,  by  whom  it  is  given  away  with 
the  other  charity  monies. 

Of  this  sum  of  34/.,  20/.  appears  according  to  the  returns  of  1786,  to  have 
been  given  by  the  will  of  the  Rev.  Matthew  Soulby  in  1759,  and  14/.  is  under- 
stood to  have  been  derived  from  the  sale  of  a cottage  belonging  to  the  poor. 

Charities  of  Harrison  and  others. 

In  the  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  Frances  Harrison,  Mrs.  Davidson, 
Thomas  Barker  and  others,  by  Deed,  in  1720,  gave  37/.  to  the  poor  of 
Sadberge,  which  was  then  vested  in  Sir  James  Pennyman,  and  produced  1/.  17$. 
yearly. 

The  present  rector,  Dr.  Bandinel,  has  in  his  possession  a note  given  by 
Sir  James  Pennyman,  which  was  handed  over  to  him  with  other  papers  belong- 
ing to  his  predecessor.  The  note  bears  date  8th  November  1770,  and  thereby 
Sir  James  Pennyman  acknowledged  that  he  had  received  of  John  Hanson, 
overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Sadberge,  37  /.  belonging  to  the  poor  of 
the  said  township,  for  which  he  promised  to  be  accountable,  with  interest,  at 
the  rate  of  four  per  cent.  It  does  not  appear  up  to  what  period  the  interest 
was  paid. 

Sir  James  Pennyman  left  all  his  property  to  his  widow,  who  is  also  dead. 

We  learn  from  a correspondence  that  took  place  in  the  year  1818,  between 
the  then  rector  and  the  solicitor  employed,  that  their  affairs  were  much  involved, 
and  under  the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  after  so  long  a period 
has  elapsed,  we  think  that  it  would  be  in  vain  to  attempt  the  recovery  of  this 
money  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 


PARISH  OF  HEIGHINGTON. 

School. 

By  Indenture  bearing  date  1st  October  1601,  (as  appears  from  a copy  pro- 
duced to  us  by  the  Rev.  Samuel  Gamlen,  vicar  of  Heighington,)  between 
Elizabeth  Jenison,  widow,  of  the  first  part ; William  Jenison  and  seven  others, 
of  the  second  part ; and  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Durham,  of  the  third  part ; 
reciting,  that  George  Freville  had,  by  deed  dated  1st  September  then  last, 
granted  to  the  said  Elizabeth  Jenison,  her  heirs  and  assigns,  a yearly  rent  of 
11/.  issuing  out  of  all  his  lands  and  tenements  at  Bishop  Middleham,  and  pay- 
able at  the  feasts  of  Pentecost  and  St.  Martin  the  Bishop,  in  winter,  with 
a power  of  distress  in  case  of  non-payment ; the  said  Elizabeth  Jenison  granted 
to  the  said  William  Jenison  and  others,  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  the  said  yearly  rent  of  11/.  upon  trust,  that  they  should  dispose  of 
the  same  for  the  yearly  maintenance  of  such  schoolmasters  teaching  and  in- 
structing children,  within  the  parish  of  Heighington,  in  grammar  and  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Christian  religion,  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  elected  and 
confirmed  according  to  certain  articles  thereto  annexed,  and  for  such  other 
uses  as  in  the  said  articles  should  be  expressed ; and  it  was  agreed,  that  after 
the  death  of  any  six  of  the  said  trustees,  the  two  survivors  should  assign  the 
said  annuity  to  eight  other  persons,  and  their  heirs,  whom  the  said  dean  and 
chapter  should  appoint ; and  the  said  trustees  covenanted,  that  whenever  they 
should  be  required  by  any  schoolmaster,  lawfully  elected  and  allowed  as  afore- 
said, they  would  authorize  such  schoolmaster,  so  long  as  he  should  remain  in 
office,  to  receive  the  said  rent,  and  distrain  for  the  same. 

By  the  articles  annexed  to  the  said  indenture,  it  is  provided, 

That  a school  should  be  kept  in  Heighington,  in  such  place  as  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  Durham  should  appoint : 

That  the  said  school  should  be  free  for  the  children  of  all  the  inhabitants 
within  the  said  parish,  and  for  all  other  children  born  within  the  said  parish,  or 

maintained 
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maintained  at  the  charge  of  any  of  the  inhabitants  within  the  said  parish, 
paying  only  4 d.  a piece  at  entering,  and  2d.  quarterly;  but  that  for  teaching 
other  children  not  appointed  to  be  free,  the  schoolmaster  might  take  2s.  a piece 
yearly  and  no  more  of  the  poorer  sort ; but  for  rich  men  and  gentlemen’s  sons 
such  wages  as  he  and  they  should  agree  upon : 

That  the  schoolmaster  should  take  especial  regard  that  every  scholar  should 
come  duly  and  orderly  to  the  church  every  Sunday  and  holiday,  at  morning 
and  evening  prayer  : 

That  the  schoolmaster  should  instruct  his  scholars  in  the  accidence  and 
Lilly’s  grammar,  and  also  in  the  Greek  grammar,  and  other  easy  Latin  and 
Greek  authors  therein  mentioned,  according  to  their  capacities,  and  as  the 
Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  time  being  should  direct : 

That  upon  festival  days  and  other  convenient  times  the  master  should  in- 
struct his  scholars  in  writing  and  accounts,  and  should  weekly  peruse  their 
writing  and  cyphering,  and  set  them  copies,  without  taking  any  thing  other 
than  was  above  limited  : 

That  the  master  should  not  absent  himself  from  the  school  beyond  the  time 
therein  specified  without  the  license  of  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  or  in  the  time  of 
a vacancy  of  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Durham  : 

That  the  master  should  be  nominated  by  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Durham 
whenever  a vacancy  should  occur,  and  if  they  should  not  nominate  within  two 
months,  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham. 

And  a power  was  given  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  time  being,  or  such 
as  he  should  appoint,  and  in  time  of  a vacancy  of  the  said  see,  to  the  dean  and 
chapter  of  Durham  to  oversee  and  visit  the  said  school,  schoolmaster  and 
scholars,  and  their  proficiency  in  learning,  and  to  examine  whether  they  should 
keep  these  articles ; and  upon  breach  of  any  of  these  articles,  or  for  any  other 
cause,  offence  or  misdemeanor  seeming  just  or  reasonable,  to  deprive  or  remove 
any  such  schoolmaster,  which  deprivation  should  be  openly  read  in  the  parish 
church  of  Heighington,  on  some  Sunday  in  the  forenoon  in  the  time  of  divine 
service,  and  that  from  the  time  of  such  publishing,  the  said  office  of  school- 
master should  be  judged  and  deemed  void  to  all  intents  and  purposes  : 

That  of  the  yearly  rent  of  11/.  the  schoolmaster  should  receive  for  his 
stipend  10/.  a year,  and  that  the  other  1/.  should  be  delivered  into  the  hands 
of  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Heighington,  to  be  distributed  at  their 
discretion  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  except  that  whenever  any 
transfer  should  be  made  of  the  said  rent,  the  said  1 /.  should  be  employed 
towards  the  discharge  of  the  expenses  thereof,  and  should  be  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster,  who  should  at  his  own  cost  in  the  first  instance  defray  all  the 
costs  of  such  transfer : 

That  the  original  grant,  and  these  articles,  and  other  documents  concerning 
the  said  school,  should  be  kept  in  a chest  with  three  locks,  one  key  thereof  to 
be  kept  by  the  persons  who  should  have  the  election  of  the  schoolmaster, 
another  by  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  third  by  the  vicar : 

That  these  orders  should  be  written  in  a parchment  book  to  remain  in  the 
custody  of  the  churchwardens,  and  should  be  read  yearly  at  the  election  of  the 
churchwardens. 

, The  sum  of  70/.  is  said  to  have  been  given  towards  advancing  the  income  of 
the  school  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Kirby , vicar  of  Heighington,  and  it  is  supposed 
that  a part  of  this  sum  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a close,  called  Brecking 
Hill,  in  the  township  of  Heighington,  mentioned  in  the  following  indentures. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release  bearing  date  9th  and  10th  April  1697, 
between  Thomas  Bowes,  of  the  first  part;  James  Dobson  and  Margaret  his 
wife,  of  the  second  part ; and  the  Rev.  John  Milner,  vicar  of  Heighington,  and 
George  Croysier,  of  Newbiggin,  described  as  the  two  then  trustees  for  the 
benefit  of  the  free-school  of  Heighington,  of  the  third  part ; the  said  Thomas 
Bowes  and  James  Dobson  and  Margaret  his  wife,  according  to  their  several 
interests  therein,  in  consideration  of  100/.  paid  to  the  said  Thomas  Bowes,  and 
2 2s.  to  the  said  James  Dobson,  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Milner  and  George 
Croysier,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a close,  called  Brecking  Hill,  in  the  township 
ot  Heighington,  of  the  yearly  rent  of  6d.  payable  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  15th  July  1698,  between  the  above-named  John 
Milner  and  George  Crosyer,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Thomas  Dowbiggin, 
of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  indenture  above  abstracted,  the  said  John  Milner 
Rep.  21.  M 3 and 
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and  George  Crosyer  declared  that  20/.  part  of  the  said  100/.  was  the  proper 
money  of  the  said  Thomas  Dowbiggin;  that  20/.,  other  part  thereof,  belonged 
to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Heighington  ; that  51.,  other  part  thereof,  be* 
longed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Heighington,  with  interest  of  the  two 
several  sums  of  20/.,  and  the  said  sum  of  51.,  from  the  date  of  the  said  inden- 
ture of  purchase,  and  that  the  said  purchase  was  made  for  the  proper  use  of  the 
said  Thomas  Dowbiggin,  his  executors,  &c.  and  the  said  poor  of  the  parish  and 
township  of  Heighington,  as  to  the  aforesaid  two  several  sums  of  20/.  and  the 
said  sum  of  51.,  and  as  to  the  interest  of  the  said  sums,  from  the  date  of  the 
said  purchase  ; and  the  said  John  Milner  and  George  Crosyer  covenanted,  that 
the  said  Thomas  Dowbiggin,  his  executors,  &c.  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
the  said  parish  and  township  of  Heighington,  and  their  successors,  should  have 
the  like  benefit  in  the  said  recited  indenture,  as  to  and  for  the  two  several  sums 
of  20/.  and  the  said  sum  of  51.,  as  the  said  John  Milner  and  George  Crosyer, 
their  heirs,  executors,  &c.  should  have  for  the  residue  of  the  said  sum  of  100/. 

The  abstracts  of  these  deeds  are  taken  from  copies  produced  to  us  by  the 
Rev.  Robert  Blacklin,  who  stated  that  he  had  himself  copied  them  from  the 
originals  then  in  the  possession  of  John  Addison,  who  had  property  in  the 
parish  of  Heighington. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  3d  October  1724,  the  then  Bishop  of  Durham 
demised  to  Exton  Sayer,  ll.d.  and  four  others,  for  three  lives,  a close  called 
the  Waste,  and  another  close  called  Halliwell  Close,  and  half  a rood  of  land, 
with  the  schoolhouse  erected  thereon,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  within 
the  township  and  territories  of  Heighington,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  4$.,  on  trust 
that  the  said  lessees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  let  the  said  premises  to  the 
best  advantage,  and  pay  the  rents  to  such  schoolmaster  or  schoolmasters  as  they 
or  their  successors,  to  be  elected  in  the  manner  thereinafter  directed,  should 
appoint,  for  the  teaching  and  educating  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
township  of  Heighington,  such  schoolmasters  to  be  allowed  and  approved  of  by 
the  said  bishop  and  his  successors ; and  it  was  declared,  that  whenever  any  of 
the  trustees  should  die,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  survivors  to  elect  another  in  his 
stead  within  three  months  after  his  decease,  which  trustees  were  empowered  to 
provide  a schoolmaster,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  bishop  for  the  time  being. 

It  does  not  appear  whether  any  lease  had  been  granted  previously  to  1724,  or 
at  what  period  or  with  what  funds  the  schoolhouse  mentioned  in  the  lease  was 
erected.  There  seems,  however,  to  be  no  doubt  that  this  was  the  only  school- 
house  in  Heighington  for  the  use  of  the  master  appointed  under  the  original 
foundation  of  Elizabeth  Jenison,  although,  by  the  lease  of  1724,  the  use  thereof 
is  limited  to  such  schoolmaster  as  should  be  provided  by  the  lessees  and  their 
successors,  and  should  be  approved  of  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  without 
adverting  to  the  right  of  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Durham  to  appoint  under  the 
original  deed  of  foundation. 

By  an  instrument,  bearing  date  20th  July  1770,  under  the  seal  of  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  Durham,  reciting  the  gift  of  Elizabeth  Jenison  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a master  to  keep  a grammar-school  in  Heighington,  and  the  article 
annexed  to  the  deed  of  foundation  relating  to  the  appointment  of  the  said 
schoolmaster,  the  said  dean  and  chapter  appointed  Robert  Blacklin  to  be  master 
of  the  said  grammar-school  so  long  as  he  should  behave  himself  well  and  honestly, 
according  to  the  articles  made  for  the  government  of  the  said  school  by  the  said 
Elizabeth  Jenison,  and  that  he  should  receive  all  profits  and  stipends  by  the 
said  articles  limited  to  the  said  master,  so  long  as  he  should  continue  school- 
master. 

Under  this  appointment  Mr.  Blacklin  for  several  years  taught  school,  and 
received  the  yearly  rent-charge  of  10/.;  and  he  also  enjoyed  the  freehold  land 
called  Brecking-hill,  paying  thereout  2/.  9s*  annually  for  the  poor,  as  hereafter 
mentioned,  and  also  the  leasehold  land  demised  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  in 
1724. 

In  1808,  complaints  having  been  made  of  the  conduct  of  Mr.  Blacklin  as 
schoolmaster,  and  it  being  stated  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham,  who,  by  the  articles 
annexed  to  the  deed  of  foundation,  had  the  power  of  removing  the  schoolmaster, 
that  he  had  neglected  the  tuition  of  the  children,  the  bishop,  by  an  instrument 
bearing  date  October  26th,  1S08,  declared  the  office  of  schoolmaster  to  be  void  ; 
and  this  sentence  was  read  in  the  parish  church  on  the  Sunday  following. 

Mr.  Blacklin  paid  no  attention  to  the  sentence,  but  continued  to  receive  the 

yearly 
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yearly  rent-charge  of  10/.,  and  also  to  enjoy  both  the  freehold  and  leasehold 
premises  till  the  year  1810,  when  he  gave  up  the  leasehold  premises  in  con- 
sequence of  legal  proceedings  having  been  instituted  against  him  for  the 
recovery  thereof,  the  three  persons  upon  whose  lives  the  lease  was  granted  being 
all  dead. 

From  this  period  also,  Robert  Surtees,  esq.  by  whom  the  rent-charge  of 
10/.  was  payable,  withheld  that  payment.  No  steps  have  ever  been  taken  for 
recovering  the  freehold  premises,  and  they  are  still  in  Mr.  Blacklin’s  possession. 
Since  1808  he  has  not  performed  any  of  the  duties  of  schoolmaster. 

After  possession  was  obtained  of  the  leasehold  premises,  subscriptions  were 
raised  for  rebuilding  the  old  schoolhouse,  which  had  fallen  down,  and  application 
was  made  to  the  Bishop  of  Durham  for  a new  lease. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  18th  September  1811,  the  Right  Rev.  Shute 
Bishop  of  Durham  demised  the  said  premises,  by  the  same  description  as  con- 
tained in  the  lease  of  1724,  to  the  Rev.  George  Barrington,  Arthur  Aylmer, 
Robert  Surtees,  James  O’Callaghan,  Thomas  Hopper,  William  Colling,  Robert 
Page,  Thomas  Richmond,  and  George  Lewis  Hollingsworth,  for  an  addition  to 
the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster  to  be  provided  and  made  choice  of  in  manner 
thereinafter  mentioned,  for  the  lives  of  William  Barrington,  aged  fourteen  ; 
Dearman  Robson,  aged  sixteen ; and  Joseph  Pease,  aged  thirteen,  at  the  same 
rent  and  upon  the  same  trusts  as  declared  in  the  lease  of  1724. 

A school  was  erected  by  subscription  on  the  old  site  in  1812,  at  an  ex'pense 
of  nearly  300/.  and  in  1813  a master  was  appointed  by  the  lessees  named  in 
the  lease  of  1811. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  present  state  of  the  school  property  : — 

1.  — The  yearly  sum  of  10  /.  part  of  the  rent-charge  of  11  /.  granted  by  Eliza- 
beth Jenison.  This  rent-charge  is  now  payable  by  Robert  Surtees,  esq.  the 
owner  of  the  lands  in  Bishop  Middleham  charged  therewith.  We  have  already 
stated  that  this  payment  was  withheld  from  the  year  1810,  soon  after  the 
deprivation  of  Mr.  Blacklin.  There  is  now  due  from  Mr.  Surtees  the  arrears 
for  eighteen  years  ; and  he  has  declared  his  readiness  to  pay  the  amount  as  soon 
as  any  person  is  duly  authorized  to  receive  it,  or  to  pay  it  to  the  trustees  upon 
receiving  an  indemnity  from  them  against  any  future  claim. 

2.  — The  freehold  premises  in  Heighington,  purchased  in  1697*  They  consist 
of  eleven  acres  of  land,  now  divided  into  three  closes,  and  are  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  Mr.  Blacklin,  who  pays  thereout  2/.  9 s.  yearly,  as  the  interest  of  certain 
legacies  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Heighington,  and  of  the  township  of 
Heighington,  charged  thereon.  The  value  of  these  premises  is  stated  to  be 
20  /.  per  annum. 

3.  — The  leasehold  premises  comprised  in  the  indenture  of  1811.  These 
consist  of  the  school  and  three  fields,  containing  together  about  eight  acres 
and  a half,  and  a garden  attached  to  the  school.  The  latter  is  occupied 
by  Thomas  Dickenson,  the  present  master,  rent  free.  One  of  the  fields, 
containing  about  three  acres  and  a half,  is  also  in  his  occupation,  having  been 
let  to  him  by  the  trustees  at  a good  rent  of  12/.  The  other  two  fields, 
containing  about  five  acres,  are  let  to  George  New-come  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a 
good  rent  of  10/.  a year.  This  rent  is  received  by  the  master,  who  pays  all  the 
outgoings,  and  keeps  the  premises  in  repair. 

For  the  income  which  the  master  derives  from  the  leasehold  premises 
as  above  mentioned,  no  scholars  are  taught  free  ; but  all  children  of  the 
parish,  of  the  poorest  class,  by  certificate  from  any  of  the  trustees,  are  taught 
at  tw'opence  a week,  children  of  the  middle  class  at  fourpence,  and  those  of 
farmers  and  more  substantial  persons,  at  sixpence  a week.  They  are  taught 
reading,  writing  and  accounts,  and  there  are  some  scholars  learning  the  rudi- 
ments of  Latin.  The  average  number  of  children  in  the  school  may  be  taken 
at  100. 

The  master  is  not  qualified  to  teach  Greek,  or  to  give  much  instruction  in 

Latin. 

From  the  preceding  account  it  is  evident  that  the  funds  appropriated  for  the 
education  of  the  children  of  this  parish  have  not,  for  many  years,  been  duly 
applied  to  this  purpose. 

The  benefit  of  the  lands  purchased  by  the  trustees  of  the  school  in  1697  must, 
we  conceive,  be  considered  as  an  additional  endowment  to  the  grammor  school 
founded  by  Mrs.  Jenison,  the  master  of  which  is  to  be  appointed  by  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  Durham  \ and  it  appears  to  ns  that  the  leasehold  premises 
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comprised  in  the  indentures  of  1724-  and  1811,  whereon  a school  appears  to 
have  been  erected  before  the  earliest  of  those  periods,  were  intended  for  the 
further  endowment  of  the  same  school ; and  although  by  these  indentures  the 
appointment  of  the  master,  to  whom  the  produce  of  the  leasehold  premises  is 
to  be  paid,  is  vested  in  the  lessees,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the  bishop, 
yet  there  can  be  no  doubt,  if  the  master  appointed  by  the  dean  and  chapter 
should  be  presented  by  the  lessees  to  the  bishop  for  his  approval,  and  such 
approval  be  obtained,  that  such  master  would  be  entitled  to  the  whole  of  the 
revenues  above  mentioned. 

It  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  after  the  bishop  had  issued  his  sentence  for 
the  deprivation  of  Mr.  Blacklin,  no  further  steps  were  taken  to  dispossess  him 
of  the  whole  of  the  school  property,  and  to  appoint  another  master  upon  the 
original  foundation.  This  forbearance  was  probably  owing  to  the  advanced 
age  of  Mr.  Blacklin,  who  appears  never  to  have  admitted  that  he  was  legally 
removed  from  this  office  ; but  to  avoid  the  proceedings  which  he  would  incur 
by  continuing  to  hold  the  freehold  lands  belonging  to  the  school,  he  has 
expressed  his  readiness  to  give  up  the  possession  of  these  lands,  and  to  resign 
his  office  formally  to  the  dean  and  chapter  upon  receiving  part  of  the  arrears 
of  the  rent-charge.  Considering  all  the  circumstances  of  this  case,  it  appears 
to  us  that  it  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish  that  these  terms  should  be 
accepted.  The  dean  and  chapter  will  then  (unless  the  appointment  of  a master 
should  have  lapsed  to  the  bishop)  have  to  nominate  a new  master ; and  to  avoid 
the  injurious  effect  of  dividing  the  revenues  of  the  school,  (particularly  as  there 
is  no  school  room  for  the  parish  except  that  which  was  lately  built  on  the  lease- 
hold premises,)  it  seems  desirable  that  they  should  appoint  the  master  already 
nominated  by  the  lessees  under  the  bishop,  although  he  may  not  be  fully  com- 
petent to  give  classical  instruction  to  the  extent  required  by  Mrs.  Jenison’s 
endowment.  On  any  future  vacancy,  such  arrangements  may  be  made  as  may 
best  tend  to  the  support  of  a school  as  well  for  the  teaching  of  grammar  as  for 
writing  and  accounts,  the  teaching  of  which  is  also  provided  for  by  the  articles 
affixed  to  the  original  deed  of  foundation. 

Since  this  Report  was  drawn  up,  we  have  been  informed,  that  at  a meeting 
of  the  trustees,  held  on  the  24th  January  1829,  Mr.  Blacklin  had  agreed,  on 
condition  that  he  should  receive  100/.  of  the  arrears  of  the  rent-charge  imme- 
diately, and  20/.  a year  for  his  life,  to  resign  possession  of  the  lands,  and  give 
up  his  appointment  to  the  dean  and  chapter,  who  had  consented  that  the 
present  master,  Mr.  Dickinson,  should  be  appointed  to  succeed  him. 

Jenison’s  Charity. 

Jenison’s  Charity.  The  sum  of  1 /.  yearly  given  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  by  Elizabeth  Jenison 
above  slated,  is  paid  regularly  by  Robert  Surtees,  esq.  of  Mainsforth,  the 
owner  of  the  property  charged,  and  is  divided  amongst  the  several  townships 
as  hereafter  mentioned. 

March’s  Charity. 

March’s  Charity.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  5th  June  1595  (as  appears  by  a copy  entered  in  the 
churchwarden’s  book),  between  Robert  Atkinson  and  George  Farnaby  of  the  one 
part,  and  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  of  the  other  part ; 
reciting  that  John  March , by  his  Will,  gave  100/.  to  be  placed  in  the  Town- 
chamber  of  Newcastle,  by  Robert  Atkinson  and  George  Farnaby  his  executors,  to 
remain  there  for  ever,  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  the  said  town,  giving  sufficient 
security  to  the  said  executors  for  employing  the  same  in  the  manner  thereinafter 
mentioned;  viz.  that  the  said  100/.  should,  yearly,  or  every  second  year  at  the 
furthest,  be  lent  out  by  the  mayor  and  burgesses  unto  the  honestest  and  least 
wealthy  of  the  young  men  of  the  fellowship  or  company  of  merchants,  or  any 
other  free  burgess  inhabiting  in  the  town  and  county  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
upon  good  security  for  repayment  of  the  same,  with  10/.  interest  for  the  use 
thereof,  and  for  the  duly  employing  of  the  said  10/.  according  to  the  will  of  the 
said  John  March  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses  had 
received  the  said  100/.  they  covenanted  that  they  would  let  out  the  said  100/. 
to  one,  two,  three  or  more  persons  as  mentioned  in  the  said  will ; and  that  they 
would  take  10/.  a year  for  the  use  thereof,  and  pay  the  same  according  to  the 
will  of  the  said  John  March,  viz.  51.  thereof  yearly  to  the  poorest  and  neediest 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Newcastle,  at  the  discretion  of  the  mayor  and  burgesses, 
and  their  successors,  and  the  other  51.  to  be  paid  and  distributed  amongst  the 

poor

poor  people  inhabiting  and  dwelling  in  the  parish  of  Heighington,  on  a certain 
day  yearly,  by  the  said  mayor  and  burgesses  to  be  appointed  tor  the  same. 

The  mayor  and  burgesses  of  Newcastle  pay  4/.  annually  in  respect  of  this 
bequest,  the  same  sum  having  been  paid  from  about  the  year  1660. 

This  is  given  away  by  the  minister,  churchwardens,  and  the  twelve  on  New 
Year’s  Day  with  other  charity  money,  in  sums  varying  from  1 5.  to  5 s.  amongst 
poor  persons  of  the  parish  of  Heighington,  a list  of  whom  is  furnished  by  the 
overseer. 

Brabant’s  Charity. 

Hercules  Brabant,  by  his  Will,  more  fully  stated  in  our  account  of  the  charities 
of  the  parish  of  Staindrop,  gave  20  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Heighington. 

The  sum  of  19s.  (Is.  being  deducted  for  land  tax,)  is  paid  by  the  tenant  of 
Robert  Surtees,  esq.  of  Redworth,  the  owner  of  the  property  charged. 

It  is  divided  between  the  townships  in  the  manner  hereafter  mentioned. 


Sundry  Charities. 

By  the  Indenture  bearing  date  15th  July  1698,  abstracted  in  our  account  of 
the  school,  it  appears  that  20/.  belonging  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Dowbiggin,  and 
20  /.  belonging  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Heighington,  and  5 /.  belonging 
to  the  parish,  were  laid  out  with  other  monies  in  the  purchase  of  Brecking  Hill, 
and  that  the  said  Thomas  Dowbiggin  and  the  overseers  of  the  said  parish  and 
township  were  entitled  to  the  same  benefit,  for  the  said  two  several  sums  of  20/. 
and  the  said  sum  of  51.  as  the  trustees  of  the  school  had  in  respect  of  the 
residue  of  the  purchase  money. 

It  is  probable  that  the  20  /.  advanced  by  Mr.  Dowbiggin,  was  paid  off  by  some 
charity  money  subsequently  received.  The  Rev.  Robert  Blacklin,  as  already 
stated,  has  been  in  possession  of  Brecking  Hill  since  the  year  1770,  and  during 
that  time  has  regularly  paid  c2l.  9 s.  yearly  to  the  overseer.  Of  this  sum,  1 /.  2s. 
is  applicable  to  the  township  of  Heighington  only,  and  the  remainder,  1/.  7 s. 
is  divided  amongst  all  the  townships  of  the  parish  as  hereafter  mentioned. 


In  the  Returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  it  is  stated  that  the  several 
persons  following  left  the  several  rent-charges  annexed  to  their  names  ; viz.

and  that  they  were  all  vested  in  Robert  Blacklin. 

As  Mr.  Blacklin  has  for  near  sixty  years  paid  this  exact  sum  out  of  the  rents 
of  Brecking  Hill,  it  may  be  assumed  that  sums  of  money  were  given  by  the 
individuals  named,  and  that  the  first  four  of  these  charities  were  laid  out  in 
the  purchase  of  that  land ; and  that  the  two  latter  by  some  means  became 
charged  upon  the  same  property.  This  supposition  is  in  some  degree  confirmed 
by  an  entry  in  the  parish  book,  dated  1st  January  1732-3,  which  states  that 
Jane  Morley  gave  5 /.  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Heighington,  the  interest  to  be 
distributed  by  her  during  her  natural  life,  and  afterwards  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  ; and  likewise  that  she  lent  4/.  to  be  laid  upon  Brecking  Hill, 
upon  consideration  that  the  gentlemen  of  the  twelve  and  the  schoolmaster 
should  see  that  the  interest  was  paid  yearly  to  her  and  her  executors. 

As  the  annual  value  of  Brecking  Hill  is  now  estimated  at  20  /.  it  appears  to 
us  that  at  least  one  fourth  part  thereof  ought  to  be  applied  to  charitable 
uses,  as  the  produce  of  the  two  sums  of  20/.  and  51.  stated  to  belong  to  the 
parish  and  township  of  Heighington.  With  respect  to  the  20/.  advanced  by 
Mr.  Dowbiggin,  there  is  no  evidence  to  show  that  it  was  paid  off  by  money 
received  for  charitable  uses  within  the  parish,  although  it  is  highly  probable 
that  such  was  the  case. 


The  whole  of  the  charity  money  arising  from  the  sources  above  mentioned 
amounts  annually  to  8 /.  85.;  of  which  1 /.  2 s.  part  of  the  2 /.  9 s.  paid  out  of 
Brecking  Hill,  is  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Heighington  only, 
Rep.  21.  N and 
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Heighington.  and  the  remainder  ( Jl . 6 s.)  is  divided  amongst  the  other  six  townships  of  the 

. parish  in  proportion  to  the  rentals,  and  given  away  to  poor  persons  of  those 

Sundry  Chanties,  townships  by  the  respective  churchwardens  or  overseers.

Poor’s  Land. 

There  is  a farm  in  the  township  of  Merrington,  known  by  the  name  of  the 
Poor’s  Land,  consisting  of  between  18  and  20  acres,  let  to  John  Ridley  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  16/.  a year.  There  are  no  buildings  on  the 
land. 

This  estate  is  held  by  lease  for  twenty-one  years  from  the  dean  and  chapter 
of  Durham,  which  is  generally  renewed  every  seven  years.  The  last  lease 
bears  date  21st  July  1823,  and  thereby  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Durham 
demised  to  Thomas  Arrowsmith,  his  executors,  &c.  all  that  parcel  of  a tenement 
or  farmhold,  situate  in  Merrington,  commonly  called  Cow  Close,  containing, 
by  estimation,  23  acres  or  thereabouts,  with  the  appurtenances,  from  the  18th 
May  then  last,  for  the  term  of  21  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  11s. 

The  fine  paid  on  the  renewal  was  351.  The  description  of  the  land  as  con- 
taining 23  acres  is  copied  from  old  leases,  but  the  quantity  does  not  exceed  20 
acres,  a portion  of  the  land  having,  it  is  understood,  many  years  ago,  been  taken 
from  a corner  of  the  field,  by  turning  the  course  of  a brook. 

It  is  not  known  how  this  land  originally  came  to  the  parish.  The  rent  is 
received  at  Easter,  and  after  setting  apart  61.  to  prepare  for  the  fine  to  be  paid 
on  the  renewal  of  the  lease,  and  to  pay  Ids.  6|r/.  the  reserved  rent  and  land 
tax,  and  giving  1/.  to  the  minister  for  his  private  distribution,  the  remainder 
is  divided  amongst  the  several  townships  of  the  parish,  according  to  the  pro- 
portion in  which  they  contribute  to  the  church  rate;  viz.

The  share  received  by  the  township  of  Merrington  is  given  away  in  sums  of 
2 s.  6d.  and  5 s.  to  about  ten  poor  persons  of  the  township  not  receiving  weekly 
relief,  and  the  same  mode  of  distribution  prevails  in  the  other  townships. 

Mr.  Arrowsmith,  to  whom  the  lease  is  granted,  has  received  the  rents  for  the 
last  three  years,  and  in  October  1828  had,  from  the  6/.  annually  retained, 
15/.  13s.  6d.  in  hand,  towards  paying  the  fine  for  the  next  renewal,  and 
Mr.  Lynn,  who  received  the  rents  for  the  two  years  previous,  since  the  granting 
of  the  lease,  has  also  a small  balance  applicable  to  the  same  purpose. 

Heppels’s  Charity. 

Heppels’s  Charity.  It  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  178G,  that Heppels 

left  5 s.  a year  to  each  of  the  four  townships  of  the  parish  of  Merrington,  which 
charity  was  then  vested  in  Dr.  Bowlby. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  is  paid  yearly  by  Anthony  Cairns,  the  tenant  of  land  in 
Ferryhill,  belonging  to  Bryan  John  Salvin,  esq.  of  Burn  Hall,  which  formerly 
belonged  to  Dr.  Bowlby. 

The  whole  of  this  money  has  of  late  years  been  given  to  the  poor  of  Ferry- 
hill  only,  whereas  it  appears  that  it  ought  to  be  divided  equally  between  all  the 
townships  of  the  parish. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  MERRINGTON. 

POORHOUSE. 

Merrington.  In  the  Returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Ann  Morgan  in 

1728  left  20/.  and Simons , clerk,  in  1739  gave  31.  15 s.  to  the  poor  of 

Poorhouse.  Merrington,  which  was  laid  out  in  leasehold  tenements.  This  Return  is  partly 
confirmed  by  an  entry  in  the  churchwarden’s  book,  under  the  date  of  June  13th, 
1739,  which  states  that  the  Rev.  Mr.  Simon,  curate,  gave  15/.  to  be  let  out  at 
interest  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish ; and  by  another  entry  in  the 

year 
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year  1762,  which  states  that  SI.  155.  was  the  share  of  Mr.  Simons’  legacy  for 
the  township  of  Merrington,  and  that  with  the  money  which  belonged  to  the 

township  they  purchased  John  Thompson’s  house. 

The  premises  alluded  to  in  this  memorandum  and  in  the  Parliamentary  , 
Returns  are  probably  tour  tenements  undei  one  loot  held  o(  the  dean  anil 
chapter  of  Durham  on  lease,  which  is  from  time  to  time  renewed  for  twenty- 

one  years.  , 

The  tenements  are  occupied  by  paupers,  placed  theie  by  the  overseeis  ; and 

nothing  is  paid  in  respect  of  the  bequests,  which  it  appears  were  laid  out  on 

those  premises. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CHILTON. 

Simons’  Charity. 

It  appears  from  entries  in  the  churchwarden’s  book  above  mentioned,  that 
SI.  1.5  5.  the  Chilton  share  of  Mr.  Simons’  gift,  with  the  sum  of  61.  5 s.  derived 
from  some  other  quarter,  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  William  Greenwell,  in 
1784. 

This  money  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Christopher  Mason,  who  has  signed  a 
memorandum,  entered  in  a parish  book  dated  12th  March  1812,  whereby  he 
acknowledged  that  he  had  in  his  hands  10/.  belonging  to  the  township  of  Chil- 
ton, the  interest  of  which  was  to  be  applied  to  charitable  purposes. 

Mr.  Mason  pays  105.  a year  interest  which  is  given  away  at  the  same  time 
and  in  the  same  manner  as  the  Chilton  share  of  the  rent  of  the  poor’s  land. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  FERRYHILL. 

Beiws’  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I7S6,  it  is  stated,  that Beiu'S  left  1 /. 

a year  for  ten  poor  widows  of  Ferryhill. 

This  sum  is  paid  annually  by  John  Richardson,  tenant  of Wilson,  esq. 

the  owner  of  an  estate  in  the  township  of  Ferryhill,  and  it  is  given  away  soon 
after  Easter,  witli  the  share  of  the  rent  of  the  poor’s  land. 

Buston’s  Charity. 

• In  the  same  Returns  it  is  stated,  that  Elizabeth  Buston  left  51.  to  the  poor  of 
Ferryhill. 

It  is  probably  in  respect  of  this  bequest  that  Robert  Hopper,  owner  of  certain 
premises  in  Ferryhill,  which  formerly  belonged  to  a person  of  the  name  of  Bus- 
ton,  pays  5 5.  yearly  to  the  churchwarden,  which  is  given  away  with  the  other 
money  soon  after  Easter  as  above  mentioned. 

Simons’  Charity. 

In  the  same  Returns  it  is  stated,  that  SI.  155.  (the  Ferryhill  share  of  Mr.  Si- 
mons’ charity)  was  then  vested  in  the  overseers,  and  laid  out  cn  a tenement  and 
produced  3s.  6d.  annually. 

There  are  in  Ferryhill  five  cottages,  held  of  the  dean  and  chapter  of 
Durham,  occupied  by  paupers  placed  there  by  the  overseers,  but  nothing  is 
given  away  to  the  poor  in  respect  of  the  sum  of  31.  1 5s.  which  was  probably 
laid  out  on  these  premises. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HF.TT. 

Simons’  Charity. 

The  sum  of  31.  1 5s.  the  share  of  John  Simons’  charity  belonging  to  this 
township,  was  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Smith,  who  used  to  pay  3s.  (id.  a year 
interest,  which  was  distributed  amongst  the  poor  with  the  other  charities.  At 
Easter  1828,  he  paid  the  principal  together  with  four  years  interest,  making 
altogether  4/.  9-?.  to  Robert  Laverick,  churchwarden,  in  whose  hands  it  was 
at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  October  1828,  and  who  stated  that  it  was  intended 
to  distribute  the  whole  to  the  poor  at  Christmas,  a measure  which  we  suggested 
ought  not  to  be  adopted. 

Morgan’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  that  Ann  Morgan  gave 
5l.  for  teaching  poor  children  of  Hett. 

■ This  money  was  lent  some  years  ago  on  a promissory  note,  to  a person  who 
has  left  the  township,  and  it  is  not  likely  to  be  recovered. 
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PARISH  OF  MIDDLETON  IN  TEESDALE. 

School. 

This  school  was  founded  by  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date 
18th  and  19th  March  1729,  by  Christopher  Stephenson  and  Mary  his  wife, 
Robert  Hoggart  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  Margaret  Robinson  and  Grace 
Robinson , sisters  and  coheirs  with  the  said  Mary  and  Elizabeth  of  William 
Robinson. 

In  a schedule  referred  to  in  the  deed  and  annexed  thereto,  containing  statutes, 
rules  and  orders,  for  the  government  of  the  schoolmaster  and  scholars,  it  is 
ordered  as  follows  : 

“ Imprimis — The  rector  of  Middleton  in  Teesdale,  the  rector  of  Stanhope, 
and  the  rector  of  Wolsingham,  and  their  successors,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
shall  from  time  to  time  have  the  nomination  of  the  first  schoolmaster,  and  also 
of  all  succeeding  schoolmasters,  as  often  as  any  vacancy  shall  happen,  and  also 
shall  be  perpetual  visitors  of  the  said  school.” 

Parish  Land. 

There  is  in  the  township  of  Middleton  a parcel  of  land,  containing  altogether 
6a.  1r.  6p.  divided  into  three  fields,  on  one  of  which  is  built  a workhouse, 
which  receives  the  poor  of  the  four  quarters  of  the  parish  of  Middleton,  viz. 
Middleton,  Eggleston,  Newbiggin,  and  Forest  and  Frith,  each  quarter  paying 
a certain  sum  per  week  for  every  pauper  sent  there.  It  is  not  known  how  this 
land  originally  came  to  the  parish,  but  it  appears,  as  far  as  can  be  traced,  to 
have  been  always  applied  for  the  use  of  the  parish  in  the  same  manner  as  at 
present. 

Perkin’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Perkin,  of  Hodgill,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  February  1711-12, 
proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  York,  gave  to  John  Allanson  his  dwelling- 
house  and  close,  commonly  called  Hodgill  Close,  containing,  by  estimation, 
three  acres,  paying  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Middleton  township  5s.,  to  the  poor 
of  Newbiggin  township  10s.,  and  to  the  poor  of  the  Forest  township  10s.  to  be 
paid  the  29th  November. 

The  payment  of  the  yearly  sum  above  mentioned  is  provided  for  in  the 
following  conveyance  of  the  property  charged  by  the  above  abstracted  will, 
and  which  conveyance  was  produced  to  us  by  John  Watson,  who  married  the 
only  daughter  of  Joseph  Robinson,  named  in  the  deed  : — 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  21st  and22d  September  1762, 
between  Robert  Robinson  of  the  first  part ; and  William  Robinson,  James 
Robinson  and  Joseph  Robinson,  three  of  the  younger  sons  of  the  said  Robert 
Robinson  and  Jane  his  wife,  grand  daughter  and  devisee  of  John  Allanson,  of 
Hodgill,  in  the  parish  of  Middleton,  of  the  second  part ; and  James  Allison,  of 
the  third  part ; the  said  Robert  Robinson  for  the  advancement  of  lus  said  three 
sons,  conveyed  certain  premises  therein  named  to  James  Allison,  for  the  use  of 
his  sons  James  and  Joseph,  and  their  heirs  ; and  also  a messuage  at  Huttgill,  and 
a close  thereto  belonging,  called  the  East  Close,  containing  three  acres,  situate 
in  Newbiggin,  in  the  parish  of  Middleton,  formerly  the  estate  of  James  Rain 
and  John  Allanson,  to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Robinson  and  his  heirs, 
subject  to  the  annual  payment  of  1/.  5s.  payable  to  the  poor  of  the  township  or 
parish  of  Middleton. 

The  premises  described  in  the  deed  above  abstracted  as  a messuage  at 
Huttgill,  and  a close  called  the  East  Close,  and  charged  with  the  payment  of 
1/.  5s.  yearly,  are  now  the  property  of  Thomas  Robinson  of  Huttgill,  son  of 
William  Robinson  named  in  the  deed.  No  payment  has  been  made  of  this 
rent-charge  for  fourteen  or  fifteen  years. 

We  directed  a letter  to  be  written  to  Mr.  Robinson,  inclosing  a copy  of  the 
will  of  Thomas  Perkin,  and  by  his  answer  dated  24th  December  1828,  he  has 
declared  his  intention  of  resuming  the  payment  of  1/.  5s.  annually  from  the 
present  time,  when  called  upon  by  the  parish  officers  of  Middleton,  Newbiggin, 
and  Forest. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  MIDDLETON. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

In  one  of  the  parish  books,  under  the  date  of  April  15th  1718,  there  is  an 
account  of  the  poor  stock  in  the  township  of  Middleton,  in  the  hands  of  several 

different 
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different  persons,  amounting  to  28/.  15 5.  4r/.,  to  which  is  added,  “ left  by 
Cuthbert  Lind  (de  Poor  tree)  10/.,  for  which  Dr.  Allanson,  (the-then  rector,) 
John  Lind  and  John  Johnson,  are  trustees.” 

From  the  same  book  it  appears  that  in  1729,  the  amount  of  the  poor  stock, 
which  was  then  placed  out  at  interest,  was  54/. 

By  an  order  entered  in  the  same  book,  under  date  September  9th,  1764,  it 
was  directed  that  the  poor  money  belonging  to  the  township  of  Middleton, 
being  54/.,  should  be  put  out  to  interest  into  the  hands  of  trustees  of  the  turn- 
pike road  between  Appleby  and  Kendal. 

This  money  still  remains  on  the  same  security. 

The  last  interest  received  appears  in  the  overseer’s  account,  ending  March 
1824,  in  which  is  entered  cash  for  two  years  interest,  Turnpike  Road,  due 
November  1822,  5/.  8s.  which  was  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  poor’s 
rate,  and  we  understand  that  it  has  for  some  time  been  so  applied. 

As  this  money  appears  clearly  to  be  the  amount  of  poor’s  stock,  we  recom- 
mend that  the  interest  received  in  future  should  be  disposed  of  in  charity  to  the 
industrious  poor.

TOWNSHIP  OF  EGGLESTON. 


Sanderson’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  given  already  in  our  account  of 
those  of  Barnard  Castle. 

The  name  of  the  poor  person  of  this  township  who  has  the  land  belonging 
to  Sanderson’s  charity  is  Henry  Hawkeswell. 

He  lets  the  old  land  to  Mr.  Raine,  at  9/.  15,?.  per  annum,  and  receives  one- 
third  of  the  rent  of  the  new  allotment,  paying  6s.  8 d.  yearly  as  his  share  of 
the  interest  of  20/.  borrowed  from  Lord  Vane’s  charity  for  the  poor  of  Barnard 
Castle,  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  inclosure.

Donor  Unknown. 

There  is  the  sum  of  20/.  lodged  in  the  savings  bank  at  Barnard  Castle,  Donor  Unknown, 
which  is  stated  to  have  been  left  many  years  ago  by  a lady,  the  interest  to  be 
given  to  the  oldest  poor  widow  in  Eggleston. 

For  the  last  three  years,  the  interest,  amounting  to  17-s.  per  annum,  has  been 
given  to  the  oldest  poor  widow  in  Eggleston  not  receiving  relief  from  the 
rates. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  FOREST. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

In  one  of  the  parish  books,  in  which  an  account  of  the  poor’s  stock  belonging  Forest. 

to  the  township  of  Middleton  is  entered  as  already  stated,  there  is  also  an  

account  of  the  poor’s  stock  of  the  township  of  Forest  and  Frith,  amounting  to  Poor’s  Stock. 

89/.  105.  In  the  overseer’s  book  for  the  last-mentioned  township,  there  is 
entered  the  receipt  of  1/.  7s.  yearly,  as  the  interest  of  331.  in  the  hands  of 
Margaret  Bows,  from  the  year  1773  to  1780,  when  the  principal  was  paid  in 
and  carried  to  the  general  township  account. 

There  is  not  now  any  money  out  at  interest  belonging  to  this  township,  nor 
has  any  interest  ever  been  paid  to  the  poor  in  respect  of  the  sum  carried  to  the 
account  of  the  township  as  above  mentioned. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  HARWOOD. 

School. 

Robert  Brumrvelb  in  1724,  as  appears  by  an  inscription  on  his  tombstone  in  Harwooc 
Middleton  churchyard,  left  80/.  for  instructing  the  poor  of  Harwood.  

During  the  time  of  Mr.  Emerson,  a former  rector,  in  whose  hands  the  money  School, 
was  placed,  no  interest  was  paid  for  five  years,  and  the  interest  being  added  to  the 
principal  became  100/.  for  which  we  are  informed  Mr.  Emerson  gave  an  acknow- 
ledgment to  the  late  Thomas  Nixon,  of  Harwood. 

The  interest  of  this  sum,  at  4/.  per  cent,  is  regularly  paid  to  the  school- 
master, who  is  also  the  minister  of  the  chapel,  in  equal  portions,  by  the  Rev. 

I.  Headlam,  archdeacon  of  Richmond,  Dr.  Headlam,  of  Newcastle-upon-Tyne, 
and  J.  Ingram,  esq.  who  lately  lived  at  Staindrop.  We  have  not  yet  been  able 
to  learn  whether  any  security  has  been  given  for  the  amount,  or  why  the  interest 
is  paid  by  these  parties.

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The  trustees  of  Lord  Crewe’s  charities  have  for  many  years  given  51.  an- 
nually to  the  support  of  this  school, 

The  children  of  the  township  are  all  instructed  free,  bv  means  of  a voluntary 
payment  by  the  Marquis  of  Cleveland,  by  whom  the  school  was  built  on  his  own 
land. 


TOWNSHIP  or  NEWBIGGIN. 

School. 

Newbiggin.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  18th  July  1799,  between  the  master  and  war- 
s"choul  dens,  and  brethren  and  sisters  of  the  guild  or  fraternity  of  the  Blessed  Mary 

the  Virgin,  of  the  mystery  of  Drapers,  of  the  city  of  London,  of  the  one  part, 
and  William  Tarn,  of  London  Wall,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said 
William  Tarn , being  desirous  of  promoting  the  welfare  of  the  school  of  New- 
biggin, in  the  parish  of  Middleton,  in  Teesdale,  where  he  was  educated,  had 
applied  to  the  said  fraternity  to  accept  the  transfer  of  400/.  three  per  cent 
consols,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  dividends  as  thereafter  mentioned ; and  that 
the  said  stock  had  been  transferred  to  the  said  fraternity  accordingly : it  is 
declared,  that  the  said  fraternity  would  stand  possessed  of  the  same  upon 
trust,  in  the  first  place,  to  defray  the  costs  of  the  transfer,  and  of  preparing  the 
necessary  deeds,  and  to  deduct  yearly  20,?.  as  an  allowance  for  the  ordinary 
expense  attending  the  execution  of  the  trust,  and  to  pay  the  remainder  of  the 
dividends  to  the  Rev.  Robert  Lascelles,  and  two  others,  the  then  rector  and 
churchwardens,  and  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  for  the 
time  being,  to  be  applied,  in  the  first  place,  in  providing  a competent  supply  of 
coals  or  other  fuel  for  the  use  of  the  school,  and  that  they  should  pay  the 
remainder  of  the  dividends  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  for  his  own 
use,  deducting  half  a guinea,  to  be  presented  to  the  curate  of  Middleton,  for 
examining  the  children  educated  in  the  said  school,  on  the  Sunday  nearest  to 
the  2d  day  of  July  (being  the  birth-day  of  the  said  William  Tarn),  in  the  church 
of  Middleton  in  Teesdale,  and  for  preaching  a sermon  there  upon  the  occasion  ; 
but  that  if  there  should  be  no  curate,  the  half-guinea  should  be  presented  to 
the  rector,  or  to  such  other  clergyman  as  should  examine  the  children,  and 
preach  such  sermon  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  the  receipt  of  such  person  in 
London  as  should  be  appointed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  to  receive 
the  dividends,  should  be  a discharge  to  the  said  master  and  wardens  for  the 
same,  and  that  they  should  not  be  bound  to  see  to  the  application  thereof,  and 
that  notwithstanding  the  allowance  of  20s.  to  the  Drapers  Company,  they  might 
retain  such  further  sum  as  should  be  necesary  for  the  costs  of  executing  the  trusts. 

The  sum  of  11/.  is  received  annually  about  July  from  the  Drapers  Company, 
on  sending  them  a receipt  signed  by  the  curate  and  churchwardens.  The 
children  repeat  the  catechism  in  the  church  on  the  Sunday  nearest  the  2d  July, 
when  an  appropriate  sermon  is  preached,  and  the  preacher  receives  10s.  6d. 
The  remainder  of  the  dividends  is  paid  over  to  the  schoolmaster  on  his  agreeing 
to  supply  the  school  well  with  fuel,  and  the  churchwardens  think  it  a part  of 
their  duty  to  see  that  a good  fire  is  kept. 

• The  school  is  taught  in  a building  belonging  to  the  township.  There  are 
fifty  children  in  the  school  on  an  average,  all  of  whom  pay  for  their  instruction. 


Lind’s  Charity. 

Lind’s  Charity.  The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  178(3  state,  that  Cuthbert  Lind  left  40/.  to  the 
poor  of  this  township,  then  vested  in  R obert  Elliott,  and  producing  1/.  12s.  6d. 
annually. 

This  money  was  in  the  hands  of  Baines  Elliott,  of  Bolam,  who  died  lately, 
leaving  a widow  and  son,  by  whom  three  years  interest,  at  1/.  12s.  6d.  a year, 
due  May  1828,  was  paid  to  the  overseer  of  Newbiggin. 

This  money  was  carried  to  the  account  of  the  poor  rates,  as  it  had  been  for 
many  years.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  is  an  improper  application,  and 
we  have  recommended  that  in  future  the  interest  should  be  distributed  to  the 
poor  in  charity. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

Poors  Stock.  In  the  parish  book  in  which  the  accounts  of  the  poor’s  stock  of  the  township 
of  Middleton  are  entered,  there  is  also  an  account  of  several  small  sums,  form- 
ing the  poor  stock  of  the  township  of  Newbiggin.  The  amount  is  about  20/. 
but  we  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  further  trace  of  it. 
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PARISH  OE  STAINDROP. 

School. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  John  Grainger , by 
Will,  in  l/TO,  gave  300/.  for  teaching  thirty  poor  children  of Staindrop. 

Tins  sum  of  300/.  is  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Papillon,  esq.  of  Acrise,  near 
Folkestone,  by  whom  the  sum  of  15/.  yearly,  as  the  interest  at  five  per  cent,  is 
regularly  transmitted  to  Mr.  Joshua  Watson,  who  has  hitherto  acted  as  trustee 
for  the  use  of  a schoolmaster,  who  instructs  thirty  children  of  Staindrop  in 
reading,  writing  and  accounts,  without  any  charge.  There  being  no  public 
school  or  schoolhouse  in  the  parish,  the  children  are  taught  in  a house  provided 
by  the  master. 

Mr.  Papillon  has  not  been  able  to  ascertain  by  what  means  this  money  came 
into  his  hands.  He  states  that  he  found  his  father  had  always  paid  15/.  yearly, 
and  that  on  succeeding  to  his  property  he  continued  the  payment.  He  has 
engaged  to  supply  us  with  further  information  if  he  can  obtain  it. 

Sunday  School. 

A Sunday  school  was  established  for  the  poor  children  of  this  parish,  about  Sunday  School, 
fifty  years  ago,  by  the  subscription  of  the  late  Earl  of  Darlington,  Mrs.  Raby 
Vane  and  other  individuals.  The  subscription  has  recently  been  augmented  by 
the  Marquis  of  Cleveland,  and  the  principal  sum  now  amounts  to  300/.  which  is 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Marquis,  who  has  given  a promissory  note,  dated 
5th  January  1828,  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  for  securing  the  same, 
with  interest  at  five  per  cent. 

The  school  is  kept  in  the  vestry,  and  about  sixty  children  usually  attend. 

The  master  receives  a salary  of  61.  6s.  a year,  and  the  rest  of  the  income  is 
applied  principally  in  purchasing  books  and  rewards  for  the  children. 

Brabant’s  Charity. 

Hercules  Brabant,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  22d  April  1G12,  gave  a yearly  Brabant’s  Charity, 
rent  of  20  s.  out  of  his  lands  at  lledworth,  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of 
Staindrop,  to  be  distributed  by  them  and  their  successors,  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  John  Dowthwaite,  and  Barnard,  his  brother,  and  old  Charles  Brabant 
and  Robert  Brabant,  to  twenty  of  the  most  aged  and  impotent  poor  people  of 
that  parish.  He  also  gave  two  sums  of  20s.  to  the  parishes  of  Brancepeth  and 
Heighington,  as  before  stated  in  our  account  of  the  charities  in  those  parishes  ; 
and  he  directed  that  George  Brabant  and  his  heirs  should  have  one  especial  voice 
in  nominating  the  poor  people  in  the  three  several  parishes  to  which  he  had 
given  his  yearly  benevoience ; and  he  directed  that  when  any  of  the  four 
persons  above  mentioned  should  die,  the  survivors  should  choose  other  men, 
well  devoted  to  religion,  for  the  distribution  of  the  said  money;  and  he  directed 
that  if  the  31.  or  any  part  thereof,  should  not  be  regularly  paid,  for  every 
month’s  non-payment  he  charged  the  said  land  with  the  payment  of  10s.  for 
the  same  uses. 

The  sum  of  19  s.  is  received  in  respect  of  this  charity  by  the  churchwardens, 
at  Easter,  from  James  Whitfield,  the  tenant  of  lands  at  Redworth,  belonging  to 
Robert  Surtees,  esq.  ; one  shilling  is  deducted  for  land  tax. 

This  money  is  carried  to  the  general  charity  account,  and  given  away  in  the 
manner  hereafter  mentioned. 

Poor’s  Lands. 

The  following  parcels  of  land,  known  by  the  respective  names  hereafter  Poor’s  Lands, 
mentioned,  have  for  a great  length  of  time  been  let  by  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  twenty-four  for  the  time  being,  and  the  rents  have  been  applied 
for  charitable  purposes  in  the  parish  ; but  it  is  not  known  from  whom  any  part 
of  the  lands  were  derived,  nor  are  there  any  deeds  relating  thereto. 

These  lands  comprise, 

1.  — A field,  containing  about  three  acres,  called  the  Lee  Close,  let  to  John 
Hawdon,  for  three  years  from  March  1826,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  10.S. 

2.  — About  seven  acres  of  land,  called  the  Ackwards,  let  to  William  Falmerley, 
for  the  like  term,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  34  /. 

3- — A garden,  containing  about  three  quarters  of  an  acre,  let  to  John  Bell, 
for  the  like  term,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 /•  14  s.  G d. 
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4. — An  allotment,  called  the  Moor  Butts,  set  out  upon  the  inclosure  of 
Staindrop  Moor,  in  1764,  to  John  Brownless,  the  churchwarden,  in  trust  for  the 
poor,  in  respect  of  their  ancient  lands.  This  allotment  contains  two  acres 
and  a half,  and  is  let  to  John  Hawdon,  for  the  same  term,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  14/.  15«y. 

All  these  are  high  rents,  the  lands  having  been  let  by  tender. 

There  was  also  a small  parcel  of  land  between  the  allotment  and  the  road, 
which  was  considered  as  part  of  the  estate  held  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor.  It 
consisted  of  less  than  a quarter  of  an  acre ; and  at  a vestry  meeting,  held  in 
March  1826,  it  was  agreed  that  it  should  be  put  up  to  auction  and  sold  to  the 
best  bidder.  The  object  of  selling  this  land  was  to  raise  a fund  for  the  purpose 
of  straightening  the  course  of  the  brook  which  divides  the  Lee  Close  from  the 
property  of  the  late  Earl  of  Strathmore,  which  will  prevent  the  river  from 
overflowing.  The  land  was  accordingly  sold,  and  32/.  5 s.  7 d.  the  produce  of 
the  sale,  is  placed  in  a bank  at  Darlington. 

The  rents  above  mentioned,  with  195.  received  in  respect  of  Brabant’s 
charity,  making  altogether  67  /.  85.  6c/.  form  one  fund,  which  is  divided  into 
twenty  parts,  as  follow: 

For  Staindrop  Township  - - - -7 

Raby  Township  - --  --  --  --  -5 

East  Quarter  (which  contains  Whackerfield,  Hilton  and  Ingleton)  - 4 

Langley  Dale  and  Shotton  t - - - - 4

The  share  appropriated  to  the  township  of  Staindrop  is  distributed  soon  after 
Easter,  by  the  churchwardens,  with  the  minister,  chiefly  to  poor  widows,  and 
other  poor  persons  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  in  sums  varying  from  5 s.  to 
10  5.  each. 

In  Raby,  it  is  distributed  in  like  manner,  in  sums  varying  from  8 s.  to  30 s. 

The  four  parts  appropriated  to  the  east  quarter  are  again  sub-divided 
between  the  township  of  Ingleton,  Whackerfield  and  Hilton,  the  former  receiving 
two-fifths  and  the  two  latter  three-fifths  between  them  ; and  these  several  shares 
are  distributed  amongst  such  poor  of  the  respective  townships  above  mentioned 
as  are  selected  by  the  inhabitants,  at  a meeting  held  in  each  township  respec- 
tively, soon  after  Easter,  and  generally  to  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial 
relief,  in  sums  varying  from  5 s.  to  2 5 s. 

In  Langley  Dale  and  Shotton  it  is  given  away  in  a similar  manner,  in  sums 
varying  from  105.  to  2/. 

It  is  intended  that  the  lists  of  distribution  shall  in  future  be  produced  at  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  four-and-twenty,  for  the  inspection  of  all  the  parish. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  STAINDROP. 

Simpson’s  Charity. 

Staindrop.  John  Simpson , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  5th  April  1680,  as  appears  from 

a copy  entered  in  the  churchwarden’s  book,  left  to  his  wife,  Ann  Simpson,  all  his 

Simpson’s  Charity.  lancJs  in  Staindrop,  subject  to  the  annual  payment  of  205.  to  be  paid  to  the 
minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Staindrop,  for  the  putting  out  poor 
children  apprentices,  or  to  be  distributed  at  their  discretion  amongst  poor 
widows  and  fatherless  children  in  Staindrop. 

The  property  out  of  which  this  payment  is  made  has  since  been  divided,  and 
145.  part  of  the  rent-charge,  is  paid  by  the  Marquis  of  Cleveland’s  steward,  as 
charged  upon  property  belonging  to  the  Marquis  ; 45.  is  paid  by  John  Hodgson, 
shoemaker,  in  Staindrop,  as  charged  upon  the  house  in  which  he  lives,  belong- 
ing to  himself,  and  25.  is  paid  by  Miss  Lee,  of  Staindrop. 

This  division  of  the  rent-charge  took  place  at  least  as  far  back  as  1794. 

This  sum  is  generally  applied  towards  putting  out  a child  of  the  township  of 
Staindrop  apprentice,  or  in  supplying  clothing  for  such  child  when  bound  out. 
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PARISH  OF  STANHOPE. 

Hartwell’s  School. 

The  Rev.  William  Hartwell , d.  d.  rector  of  Stanhope,  by  his  Will,  bearing 
date  9th  March  1724,  after  devising  other  premises  for  charitable  uses,  devised 
his  estate  in  Fishburn,  then  rented  at  80/.  per  annum,  to  such  charitable  uses  as 
were  thereafter  mentioned  ; viz.  for  the  benefit  of  two  tradesmen,  to  be  appointed 
by  the  corporation  of  Durham,  two  exhibitioners  from  the  schools  of  Durham 
and  Newcastle ; the  widows  of  two  ministers  of  the  diocese  of  Durham  ; the 
debtors  in  Durham  gaol,  and  a schoolmaster  in  Stanhope,  and  other  purposes  ; 
and  he  appointed  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Durham,  or  any  three  of  them,  his 
trustees,  with  the  assistance,  if  need  should  be,  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
Durham,  or  any  part  of  them,  to  receive  the  rent  of  the  estate  at  Fishburn,  and 
to  see  it  applied  according  to  the  directions  before  expressed. 

By  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date  9th  March  1724,  reciting,  that  he  had 
lately  purchased  at  the  east  end  of  the  town  of  Stanhope,  a little  house  and 
garth,  he  thereby  appropriated  the  same,  after  the  decease  of  the  then  pos- 
sessors, to  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  (endowed  by  him  in 
his  will)  for  his  convenience  and  better  subsistence,  that  he  might  not  have 
lodging  and  schoolrooms  to  seek  ; and  for  repairing  the  same,  and  fitting  up  the 
schoolroom  with  seats  for  the  scholars,  he  left  20/.  to  be  under  the  direction  of 
his  executors,  or  whomsoever  they  should  appoint. 

As  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Durham,  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the 
testator  act  as  trustees  of  this  charity,  we  have  considered  ourselves  precluded 
from  inquiring  into  the  school  thus  endowed. 

Weardale  Schools. 

The  Honourable  and  Right  Rev.  Shute  Barrington , late  Bishop  of  Durham , 
in  his  life-time,  gave  to  trustees  a sum  of  money  in  the  funds,  for  the  purpose 
of  maintaining  schools  in  the  district  of  Weardale,  in  this  parish,  and  by  the 
regulations  made  by  him  for  the  management  thereof,  it  was  provided  that  the 
Bishop  of  Durham  for  the  time  being  should  be  the  sole  visitor. 

Although  we  are  precluded  from  entering  into  the  particulars  of  this  charity, 
it  is  necessary  that  we  should  give  an  account  of  the  original  foundation  of  the 
following  schools,  which  are  now  principally  supported  with  the  funds  of  this 
charity,  and  are  under  the  management  of  the  trustees  thereof,  but  were  founded 
and  endowed  before  the  bishop’s  charity  was  created. 

Westgate  School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  7th  April  1681,  (as  appears  from  the  recitals 
contained  in  an  instrument  purporting  to  be  an  appointment  of  new  trustees  in 
the  year  1692,  and  a deed  poll  of  1st  May  1700,  hereafter  abstracted),  Richard 
Bainbridge  granted  a customary  tenement  in  Weardale,  called  Field  Stile,  to 
William  Baker  and  John  Westgarth,  for  a term  of  sixteen  years  from  the  time  of 
his  death,  to  the  uses  therein  mentioned ; viz.  after  the  payment  of  his  debts, 
for  the  raising  so  much  money  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  as  could  be  during 
the  said  term,  as  a fund  for  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster  to  teach  and 
instruct  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Stanhope  at  Westgate. 

It  further  appears  from  the  recitals  contained  in  a lease  of  the  premises 
called  Field  Stile,  and  the  above  mentioned  appointment  of  trustees  made  in 
1692,  that  upon  a complaint  made  to  certain  Commissioners  for  charitable  uses 
in  1683,  it  was  ordered  amongst  other  things,  that  the  seven  persons  therein 
named,  of  whom  the  rector  of  Stanhope  was  one,  should  be  the  governors  or 
trustees  of  the  said  free  school. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  1st  May  1700,  reciting  the  gift  of  the  said  Richard 
Bainbridge,  and  that  the  Rev.  William  Hartwell,  d.  d.  rector  of  Stanhope, 
George  Todd,  curate,  of  Saint  John’s  chapel,  and  five  others,  had  received  the 
sum  of  70/.  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  called  Field  Stile,  to 
be  applied  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  wherewith,  by  the  direction  of  the  church- 
wardens, the  four-and-twenty,  and  the  major  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
parish,  they  had  purchased  of  Cuthbert  Hall  a meadow  close,  called  the 
Side  Close,  with  a byer  therein  standing,  and  part  of  another  close,  called  the 
Crooked  falter,  and  four  beastgates  on  a moor  or  fell,  called  Middle  Hope,  all 
within  the  said  parish  of  Stanhope,  which  premises,  by  the  direction  aforesaid, 
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had  been  conveyed  to  them  and  their  heirs  by  the  said  Cuthbert  Hall,  in  trust, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school ; the  said  William  Heartwell  and  others, 
declared  that  their  names  were  used  in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 
schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the  directions 
of  the  said  Richard  Bainbridge  expressed  in  the  indenture  before  mentioned, 
and  that  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  should  be  applied  for  the  maintenance 
of  the  said  scholars  for  the  time  being,  subject  to  the  directions  before 
mentioned. 

The  conveyance  of  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  preceding  deed-poll  of 
1st  May  1700,  was,  by  indenture  bearing  even  date  therewith,  between  Cuth- 
bert Hall,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Rev.  William  Hartwell  and  the  other  parties 
named  in  the  said  deed-poll,  of  the  other  part,  wherein  the  said  premises  were 
described  as  being  held  in  fee-simple  according  to  the  custom  of  the  park  and 
forest  of  Weardale,  subject  to  the  ancient  customary  rent  of  65.  6d.  to  the 
Bishop  of  Durham. 

Upon  the  paper  purporting  to  be  an  appointment  of  trustees  in  1692,  there 
is  a memorandum,  bearing  date  1st  October  1752,  stating  that  John  Mus- 
champ  (described  as  the  surviving  trustee  of  Westgate  school)  appointed  the 
Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Dover,  John 
Peart,  Thomas  Emerson,  Francis  Brumwell,  and  George  Wallace,  to  make  up 
the  number  of  seven. 

Other  persons  have  been  nominated  trustees  from  time  to  time  as  vacancies 
have  occurred,  but  no  regular  appointment  by  deed  appears  to  have  taken  place 
since  the  time  of  the  original  purchase  in  1700. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  school  consists  of — 

1.  — A meadow,  in  Westgate,  containing  about  four  acres,  let  to  George 
Teasdale,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  14-/. 

2.  — Part  of  a field,  called  Crooked  Salter,  lying  undivided  from  the  rest  of 
the  said  field,  which  was  purchased  by  Richard  Williams,  and  at  the  time  he 
purchased  it  was  settled  that  he  should  pay  yearly  for  the  school  land  a rent  of 
18^.  9 d.  which  should  not  be  increased  in  consideration  of  the  expenses  he  was 
about  to  incur  in  the  improvement  thereof,  and  also  because  it  was  considered 
impossible  at  that  time  to  ascertain  what  was  the  particular  land  belonging  to 
the  school. 

3.  — The  sum  of  50/.  secured  by  bond,  and  producing  2/.  10$.  interest.  This 
money  arose  from  the  sale  of  an  allotment,  containing  7a.  2r.  12p.  set  out  on 
the  inclosure  of  Middle  Hope  Moor,  in  lieu  of  the  four  beastgates  mentioned 
in  the  deed-poll  of  1700.  This  allotment,  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  George 
Brumwell,  was  sold  by  the  commissioner  appointed  by  the  Inclosure  Act  for 
defraying  the  expenses  of  dividing  the  moor,  and  after  paying  such  expenses 
the  sum  of  50/.  remained  for  the  use  of  the  schools. 

4.  — The  old  schoolhouse,  the  upper  part  of  which  the  present  master  has  as 
part  of  his  salary,  and  the  lower  part  is  let  to  William  Brown,  at  the  fair  yearly 
rent  of  31.  10$. 

These  several  sums  are  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  funds  appropriated 
to  the  support  of  the  Weardale  schools. 

The  building  now  used  as  a school  was  much  enlarged  at  the  expense  of  the 
late  Bishop  of  Durham,  but  the  work  was  badly  done,  and  it  has  since  required 
repairs  to  a considerable  amount,  which  have  been  paid  out  of  the  rents  above 
mentioned. 

The  school  is  now  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  trustees  of  the 
Weardale  schools,  from  whom  the  master  receives  a salary  which  far  exceeds 
the  annual  income  of  the  old  foundation. 

Boltsburn  School. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  inrolled  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery, 
and  bearing  date  15th  May  1762,  George  Collingwood  bargained  and  sold  to 
Edmund  (Keene)  Bishop  of  Chester,  and  rector  of  Stanhope,  and  his  successors, 
lectors  of  Stanhope,  a piece  of  ground,  at  Boltsburn,  containing  in  length  ten 
yards,  and  in  breadth  six  yards,  and  all  the  buildings  erected  thereon,  and 
intended  for  a schoolhouse,  in  trust,  that  they  should  from  time  to  time  appoint 
a proper  person  to  be  a schoolmaster,  who  should  enjoy  the  said  house  rent- 
free,  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  such  schoolmaster  to  be  removeable  for  mis- 
behaviour at  the  discretion  of  the  said  rector  for  the  time  being.

The  building  described  in  the  indenture  above  abstracted  is  now  used  as 
a dwelling-house,  a new  school  having  been  erected  at  Boltsburn  by  the  late 
Bishop  Barrington.  The  house  is  let  to  Thomas  Smith,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
the  rent  of  2/.  10s.  which  is  paid  to  the  treasurer  for  the  funds  derived  from 
the  late  bishop  for  the  schools  in  Weardale,  out  of  which  funds  a schoolmaster 
receives  an  annual  salary. 

Ckapel  School. 

There  is  no  permanent  endowment  to  this  school  except  a house,  which  was 
formerly  used  as  a school,  but  is  now  let  to  Stephen  Bee,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
6/.  a year,  a new  school  having  been  built  by  the  late  Bishop  of  Durham. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the  funds  provided  by  the  said 
bishop  for  the  schools  in  Weardale,  and  out  of  those  funds  the  master  receives 
a salary  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  rent  above  mentioned. 

Dr.  Hartwell’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  William  Hartwell , d.d.  by  his  will  bearing  date  as  before  mentioned, 
also  gave  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Stanhope,  a house  and  garth,  in  the  town  of 
Stanhope,  then  rented  by  his  curate  at  7 1-  per  annum ; and  he  directed  that 
the  said  71.  per  annum  should  be  employed  in  binding  out  two  poor  children 
yearly,  lads  and  lasses,  to  some  useful  trade  or  business,  by  which  they  might  get 
a livelihod  without  begging,  and  the  care  of  this  be  left  to  the  rector  of 
Stanhope  for  the  time  being,  or  his  curate,  together  with  the  advice  of  two  or 
three  of  the  four-and-twenty,  if  need  should  be ; but  that  if  any  curate  of  the 
said  church  should  thereafter  think  the  said  house  and  garth  convenient  for  his 
abode,  and  should  therefore  desire  to  take  it,  and  live  there,  it  should  be  let  to 
him  by  the  rector  at  the  usual  rent  of  7 /•  whom  he  appointed  to  I'eceive  this 
rent,  and  to  pay  it  to  the  uses  before  mentioned  in  the  presence  of  such 
parishioners  as  he  should  think  fit. 

The  old  cottage  which  formerly  stood  upon  these  premises  being  in  a ruinous 
condition,  was  pulled  down  by  the  present  rector  a few  years  ago,  and  a new' 
house  erected  by  him  at  an  expense  of  upwards  of  840  /.  fit  for  the  residence 
of  one  or  two  curates,  as  the  circumstances  of  their  families  might  make  it 
convenient. 

There  are  now  two  curates  licensed  for  the  parish  of  Stanhope,  one  of  whom 
resides  in  the  house  lately  built,  and  enjoys  the  two  fields,  which  contain  about 
three  acres.  The  rector  intended  that  the  second  curate  also  should  reside  in 
the  house,  but  by  an  arragement  made  between  themselves,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  rector,  one  of  the  curates  agreed  to  give  up  the  whole  of  the  house  to 
the  other,  on  receiving  from  him  15  l,  a year. 

The  yearly  sum  of  7 h is  paid  by  the  curate  now  occupying  the  premises 
above  mentioned,  and  two  apprentices,  nominated  by  the  rector,  are  placed  out 
therewith  every  year.  The  rector  sees  that  the  indentures  are  properly  executed, 
and  the  children  bound  to  trades  whereby  they  may  afterwards  obtain  their  own 
livelihood.  • 

On  examining  into  the  circumstances  of  this  charity,  it  appeared  to  us  at  first 
that  the  sum  of  15  /.  paid  by  the  curate  above  mentioned  for  the  occupation  of 
the  whole  of  the  house,  wras  to  be  considered  as  rent  arising  from  the  premises 
devised  by  Doctor  Hartwell,  and  that  the  amount  was  therefore  applicable  to 
the  placing  out  apprentices ; but  upon  further  consideration,  we  conceive  that 
so  long  as  the  premises  are  occupied  by  a person  holding  the  situation  of  curate, 
the  yearly  sum  of  7 l-  is  all  that  can  be  claimed  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

Barrick’s  Charity. 

Ralph  Barriclc,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  26th  May  1689,  gave  20  l.  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  Stanhope,  for  a continuing  stock,  that  the  interest  should 
be  duly  paid  by  his  executors  every  Whit  Monday,  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  parish  of  Stanhope,  to  be  distributed  to  the  most  needful  poor 
of  the  parish  at  their  discretion. 

The  above  is  taken  from  a paper  produced  to  us  by  the  rector,  dated 
25th  August  1786,  and  signed  by  James  Smith,  curate  of  Stanhope,  purporting 
to  be  an  extract  from  the  Will,  at  the  end  of  which  is  a memorandum,  stating 
that  the  legacy  of  20  l.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  stints  or  pasture  gates, 
in  Westernhope  Common,  then  in  the  possession  of  William  Bainbridge,  of 
W esternhope  Burn. 

It  is  reported  in  the  parish,  that  at  the  time  of  the  division  of  the  Easterlay 
Pasture,  above  twenty  years  ago,  an  allotment  of  about  ten  acres  was  set  out 
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in  lieu  of  the  stints,  supposed  to  have  been  purchased  with  the  sum  of  20 /. 
abovementioned,  and  Thomas  Stephenson,  who  purchased  the  allotment  alluded 
to  in  1817,  Pays  20  s.  yearly  in  respect  thereof  to  the  chapelwarden  of  St.'  John’s 
chapelry,  who  disposes  of  it  to  poor  persons  within  the  chapelry. 

We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  ascertain  whether  there  is  any  truth  in  the 
supposition  that  Barrick’s  legacy  was  laid  out  as  above  mentioned,  whether  any 
allotment  was  set  out  in  lieu  of  any  stints  purchased  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor, 
or  whether  such  allotment  consists  of  the  quantity  of  land  before  stated,  and  is 
in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Stephenson.  If  upon  further  inquiry,  and  the 
examination  of  the  award  of  the  commissioners  of  inclosure  at  Durham,  we 
obtain  any  further  information,  it  will  be  a subject  for  a subsequent  Report. 

Lost  Charities. 

The  sum  of  205.  yearly  was  paid  till  within  the  last  four  or  five  years  to  the 

chapelwardens  of  St.  John,  by Watson,  owner  of  an  estate  in  Weardale, 

called  Froghall.  Watson  is  now  dead,  and  since  his  death  payment  has  been 
refused,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  evidence  as  to  the  origin  of 
the  payment. 

When  it  was  paid,  the  sum  of  five  shillings  used  to  be  given  away  to  the  most 
needy  objects  by  each  of  the  chapelwardens,  and  the  remaining  ten  shillings 
given  away  with  the  communion  money,  by  the  incumbent. 

Several  other  charities  are  mentioned  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786, 
but  there  is  no  trace  of  any  payment  having  been  made  with  reference  to  any 
one  of  them  within  the  last  forty  years,  or  any  evidence  to  support  a claim  to 
them  at  the  present  time. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  FROSTERLEY. 

School. 

Frosterley.  John  Hinks,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  8th  January  1735,  bequeathed  after 

the  decease  of  his  mother,  Catherine  Hinks  and  Aunt  Jane  Bales,  twro  sums  of 

School.  80  /.  and  40/.,  making  120/.  to  the  townships  of  Frosterley,  High  Bishopsley 
and  Low  Bishopsley,  towards  making,  erecting  and  maintaining  a free 
school  in  Frosterley  ; and  he  appointed  “six  of  the  principal  freeholders  within 
the  said  townships”  to  be  joint  trustees  of  the  said  principal  sum,  giving  them 
power  to  dispose  of  it  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  they  should 
think  proper ; and  he  thereby  excluded  the  lord  of  the  manor  and  his  successors, 
and  their  stewards  and  agents,  from  having  any  thing  to  do  therewith,  until 
they  should  give  or  procure  to  be  given  another  sum  of  120/.  for  the  augmen- 
tation of  the  endowment  of  the  said  intended  free  school. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  23d  and  24th  November 
1773,  William  Lambton,  in  consideration  of  200/.  conveyed  to  Anthony  Todd, 
and  his  heirs,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  a garth  in  Frosterley,  and  three 
parcels  of  ground  in  Frosterley,  called  Smiddy  Croft,  Bottlingham  and  Mill 
Eale. 

By  deed  poll,  dated  17th  January  177L  reciting  the  indentures  above 
mentioned,  and  reciting  the  will  of  John  Hinks,  whereby  he  appointed  six  of 
the  principal  freeholders  of  Frosterley  trustees,  the  said  Anthony  Todd 
acknowledged  and  declared  that  the  above  indentures  were  made  in  trust  for 
the  use  of  himself,  George  Mowbray,  Thomas  Todd,  George  Chapman,  Thomas 
Todd  and  Christopher  Wilkinson,  trustees  for  the  charity  money  bequeathed  by 
the  said  John  Hinks,  and  that  120/.  of  the  said  200/.  was  their  proper  money, 
and  that  the  remaining  80/.  belonged  to  the  said  Anthony  Todd  ; and  he 
thereby  agreed  to  permit  the  said  George  Mowbray  and  others,  and  the  rector 
of  Stanhope,  or  his  curate  for  the  time  being,  and  their  successors,  trustees  by 
virtue  of  the  will  of  the  said  John  Hinks,  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  premises,  for  the  use  of  the  said  free  school,  and  he  agreed  to  convey  the 
premises  to  them  accordingly  when  requested  so  to  do. 

On  the  indenture  of  release,  bearing  date  24th  November  1773,  is  an  indorse- 
ment bearing  date  15th  August  1791,  whereby  Anthony  Todd  acknowledged 
that  the  sum  of  200/.  above  mentioned  was  trust  money  belonging  to  the  free 
school  of  Frosterley,  and  that  his  name  was  used  in  trust  for  the  said  school ; 
and  he  declared  that  he  and  his  heirs  would  stand  seised  of  the  premises  upon 
the  trusts  aforesaid,  and  would  at  any  time  thereafter  convey  the  same  to  the 
use  of  himself  and  of  George  Mowbray,  Thomas  Todd,  Thomas  Todd,  Robert 
Bonner,  and  John  Harrison,  the  then  trustees  of  the  said  school,  or  to  the 
trustees  of  the  school  for  the  time  being,  and  their  heirs. 
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It  appears  by  an  entry  in  the  school  minute  book,  that  the  sum  of  200  /.  above 
mentioned,  and  SI.  5 s.  lid1,  paid  for  the  purchase  deeds,  was  raised  as 
follows  :

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The  school  at  Frosterley  was  built  by  subscription  in  1747,  at  an  expense  of 
90/.  10s.,  on  land  given  for  the  purpose  by  Thomas  Todd. 

The  estate  at  Frosterley  consists  of  two  cottages,  a byre,  and  about  four  acres 
of  land,  let  to  William  Stobbs,  upon  a verbal  agreement,  for  three  years  from 
May  1827,  at  a high  rent  of  21/. 

There  is  also  an  allotment  of  about  six  acres  made  to  the  school  land  out  of 
Frosterley  Intack,  which  was  inclosed  about  twenty  years  ago.  This  is  let  to 
George  Golightly  for  six  years  from  Lady-day  1 824,  at  a fair  rent  of  1 1 /.  1 1 s. 
a year. 

This  land  was  exonerated  from  the  land  tax  by  a certificate  of  the  commis- 
sioners, bearing  date  16th  December  1814. 

Mary  Todd , who  died  12th  December  1824,  by  her  Will  (proved  at  Durham) 
gave  to  George  Raw  and  Thomas  Emerson  200  /.  to  be  placed  out  on  govern- 
ment security,  and  the  interest  applied  to  teach  eight  poor  children  at  Fros- 
terley. 

Of  this  legacy  20/.  was  paid  for  the  duty,  and  the  residue,  180/.  is  still  in 
Mr.  Emerson’s  hands,  he  having  been  desired  by  the  other  persons  acting  as 
trustees  of  the  school,  to  keep  it  till  a convenient  investment  could  be  found. 

No  security  has  been  given  for  this  sum,  but  Mr.  Emerson  pays  interest  for  it 
at  the  rate  of  four  percent,  amounting  to  7 /•  4 s.  per  annum. 

The  total  income  of  the  school  arising  from  these  sources,  is  39/.  15-y. 

There  are  six  acting  trustees,  namely,  Dr.  Phillpotts  the  rector,  William 
Morgan,  Jacob  Vickers,  George  Chapman,  Thomas  Teasdale  and  Thomas 
Emerson,  the  latter  of  whom  keeps  the  accounts. 

There  is  a residence  for  the  master,  together  with  a garden  adjoining  the 
schoolhouse,  which  he  occupies  rent  free,  and  he  receives  a salary  of  20/. 
a year. 

For  this  sum  he  instructs  six  children  free,  who  are  appointed  by  the  acting 
trustees,  in  rotation,  from  the  townships  of  Bishopsley  and  Frosterley,  and  for 
the  other  children  in  the  school  he  makes  a charge,  the  amount  of  which  is 
settled  by  the  trustees. 

The  master’s  sister  lives  with  him,  and  instructs,  in  respect  of  Mary  Todd’s 
legacy,  eight  girls  of  the  same  townships,  who  are  appointed  by  Mr.  Emerson, 
the  other  executor  being  dead.  She  receives  a salary  of  10/.  of  which  7 /•  4>s. 
is  paid  as  the  interest  of  Mrs.  Todd’s  legacy.  The  mistress  takes  other  girls 
also,  for  whom  she  charges  a limited  quarterage. 

The  late  schoolmaster,  who  died  in  1826,  having  been  allowed  to  occupy 
the  old  inclosed  land,  suffered  the  buildings  thereon  to  fall  into  great  decay,  and 
since  his  death  a considerable  sum  has  been  laid  out  in  repairing  these  buildings 
and  the  school  premises  ; and  in  October  1828  the  treasurer  was  in  advance  on 
;hat  account  nearly  15/.,  and  there  were  bills  to  the  amount  of  10/.  or  12/.  due 
?or  the  same  purpose. 

Morgan’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Morgan , by  his  Will  bearing  date  10th  May  1641,  reciting,  that  by  Morgan’s  Charity, 
ieed  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  27th  September,  2 Charles  I.  he  had  granted  to 
Arthur  Rowlandson  and  Richard  Musgrave  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the 
ippurtenances,  in  Frosterley,  with  the  lands  thereto  belonging  ; and  likewise  a 
marcel  of  arable  ground  at  the  west  end  of  Frosterley  town,  in  a place  called 
Uuds  Eale,  and  an  acre  and  a rood  of  ground  in  Frosterley,  in  a place  called 
he  Mill  Eale,  and  all  his  other  lands  in  Frosterley  (Barn’s  Eale  excepted),  for 
Rich  uses  as  he  should  by  will  appoint;  and  further  reciting,  that  he  had  erected 
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a messuage  in  Frosterley,  parcel  of  the  said  premises,  wherein  he  had  placed 
three  poor  women,  directed  that  they  should  continue  there  during  their  re* 
spective  lives,  and  that  after  their  decease,  “ the  said  Arthur  R.,  Marg,  R.  and 
Arthur  Morgan,”  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  from  time  to  time  place  in  the 
said  messuage  more  poor  women  living  in  the  parish  of  Stanhope,  and  such  as 
they  should  think  in  need  and  fit  to  dwell  there  during  their  lives,  and  so  succes- 
sively for  ever;  and  that  “the  said  Arthur  R.,  Marg.  R.  and  Arthur  Morgan” 
should,  yearly,  pay  to  the  said  three  poor  women  in  the  said  messuage  20  s. 
a piece,  at  Martinmas  and  Pentecost,  by  equal  portions,  out  of  the  “ aforesaid 
20s.,  payable  as  aforesaid,  by  the  above-named  Robert  Morgan,  out  of  the  said 
Barns  Eale,  and  out  of  the  other  lands  and  tenements  in  Frosterley,  and  the 
profit  thereof,  for  ever ; and  likewise  twenty  horse  load  of  coals,  yearly,  to  be 
laid  free  at  the  door  of  the  said  poor  women,  and  the  messuage  or  house  for  ever 
to  be  repaired  for  ever  out  of  the  said  20s.,  and  the  other  lands  and  tenements 
in  Frosterley.”  And  he  desired  Mr.  Ferdinando  Moorcroft,  and  his  successors, 
rectors  of  Stanhope,  from  time  to  time  to  see  the  said  poor  women  elected, 
their  allowance  duly  paid  them,  and  their  house  repaired  ; and  that  the  said 
A.  R.,  M.  R.  and  A.  M.  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  once  a year,  at  the 
coming  of  the  said  parson  to  see  the  said  house  and  women,  which  the  testator 
desired  him  to  do,  bestow  in  largess  of  him,  out  of  the  said  20s.  lands  and 
profits,  5 s. 

The  preceding  abstract  is  taken  from  an  old  paper,  produced  to  us  by  the 
rector,  which,  though  it  purports  to  be  an  extract  from  the  will,  is  in  many 
respects  evidently  imperfect,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  a more  correct 
copy. 

According  to  this  extract  it  would  appear  that,  the  testator  had  conveyed  to 
trustees  certain  premises  in  Frosterly  to  the  uses  of  his  will,  and  had  also 
reserved  to  the  same  trustees  a rent-charge  of  20  s.  payable  out  of  the 
lands  called  Barns  Eale  ; and  by  his  will  the  trustees  were  directed  to  pay,  out 
of  what  they  should  receive  in  respect  of  the  said  lands  in  Frosterley  and  the 
rent-charge  payable  from  Barns  Eale,  the  yearly  sum  of  205.  to  each  of  the 
three  almswomen,  the  price  of  twenty  horse-loads  of  coals  and  the  carriage 
thereof,  and  the  expenses  of  the  repairs  of  the  messuage  which  was  to  be  used 
as  an  almshouse.  Whether  the  residuary  profits  of  the  lands  were  to  be  to  the 
use  of  the  grantees  and  their  heirs,  or  whether  the  charity  is  entitled  thereto,  is 
a question  which  we  apprehend  cannot  be  determined  without  reference  to  the 
deed  of  2 Car.  1,  and  the  whole  of  the  testator’s  will. 

We  are  informed  that  the  property  which  belonged  to  the  testator  consists  of 
a dwellinghouse,  stable  and  outbuildings,  with  about  nine  acres  of  freehold  land 
now  belonging  to  George  Golightly.  There  is  also  an  almshouse,  consisting  of 
two  rooms,  in  which  three  poor  women  of  Stanhope  reside  rent  free.  Mr. 
Golightly  appoints  these  almswomen,  and  pays  to  each  of  them  255.  yearly,  of 
which  sum  5s.  is  considered  as  an  allowance  in  lieu  of  coals.  He  also  defrays 
all  the  expenses  of  repairing  the  almshouse,  and  he  rebuilt  them  about  twelve 
years  ago. 

The  rector  of  Stanhope  has  not  been  in  the  habit  of  visiting  this  institution  ; 
the  allowance  therefor  of  5s.  granted  to  him  yearly  for  visiting  has  not  been 
paid. 


PARISH  OF  WINSTON. 

School, 

Winston.  The  Rev.  Thomas  Eden,  ll.d.  rector  of  Winston,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date 

- — 16th  August  1748,  acknowledged  to  have  received  of  Lord  Crewe’s  executors 

Sc  mo . fjQj  ^ ]ajj  OLjt  in  land  for  the  use  of  a school  at  Winston,  for  which  the 

master  should  teach  so  many  poor  children  at  8 s.  a year  as  the  rent  would 
maintain,  the  boys  to  be  always  nominated  by  the  rector  of  Winston  for  the 
time  being  ; and  the  testator  bequeathed  that  sum  to  Sir  Robert  Eden  and 
' his  heirs  that  they  might  see  it  laid  out  in  a purchase,  and  that  the  rector  for 
the  time  being  might  let  the  land  to  a proper  tenant. 

This  money  is  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Robert  Eden,  of  Windleston,  who  allows 
five  per  cent  interest  for  it. 

The  amount  is  paid  to  a master  who  teaches  in  a school  belonging  to  the 
parish,  and  on  account  of  this  salary  instructs  in  reading  eight  children,  who 
are  appointed  by  the  rector. 
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PARISH  OF  WOLSINGHAM. 

Free  Grammar  School. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Wolsingham,  14th  October  1612,  William 
Grimwell,  of  the  city  of  London,  merchant-tailor,  Anthony  Vasey  and  seven 
others  were,  by  the  special  mandate  of  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Durham,  admitted  to 
a parcel  of  the  waste  of  the  lord,  lying  at  the  east  end  of  the  village  of  Wolsing- 
ham, for  the  building  a common  and  free  school  and  other  necessary  edifices,  to 
teach  boys  in  the  rudiments  of  learning  and  the  Christian  religion ; a garden  to  be 
made  adjoining  thereto,  and  inclosed,  containing  in  length  fifty  yards,  and  in 
breadth  sixteen  yards ; and  also  of  another  parcel  of  land  on  the  west  side  of  the 
corn  fields  of  the  said  village,  extending  as  far  as  and  beyond  the  river  Wear  to 
Bellerside,  and  lying  on  the  west  and  north  of  the  said  river,  and  so  extending 
itself  as  far  as  the  bridge,  called  Wears  Bridge,  containing,  by  estimation,  sixteen 
acres,  called  the  Batts,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  sequels  in  right  to  the  use  of 
a free  grammar  school  to  be  built  in  Wolsingham,  and  of  a master  in  the  same, 
to  teach  boys  in  the  rudiments  of  the  Christian  religion  and  grammar,  at  the 
pearly  rent  of  5s.  4<d.;  and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  five  of  the  said  trustees 
should  die  or  remove  out  of  the  parish,  the  survivors  should,  at  the  next  court,  sur- 
render the  said  premises  to  nine  others  of  the  said  parish  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

This  property  has  from  time  to  time  been  surrendered  to  new  trustees,  who 
lave  been  admitted  according  to  the  terms  of  the  original  grant.  The  last 
idmittance  was  at  a court  held  for  the  same  manor,  8th  October  1821,  when 
Gleorge  Wooler,  John  Curry,  Joseph  Wooler,  George  Emmerson,  esquires, 
John  Wren  Jackson,  Anthony  Todd,  William  Proud,  William  Morgan  and 
Christopher  Rymer,  described  as  nine  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Wol- 
singham, were  admitted  to  a parcel  of  land  theretofore  part  of  the  waste  lying 
it  the  east  end  of  Wolsingham,  formerly  granted  by  William  Bishop  of  Durham 
ror  the  building  of  a free  grammar  school,  and  other  edifices  to  the  same 
jelonging,  and  a garden  adjoining  thereto,  containing,  as  the  same  was  then 
nclosed,  fifty  yards  by  sixteen  ; and  also  a parcel  of  land  extending  from  the 
lame  on  the  west  of  the  corn  fields  of  the  said  village  to  and  adjoining  the  river 
Wear,  and  lately  extending  itself  on  both  sides  of  the  said  river  towards  Wear 
Bridge  on  the  west,  containing,  by  admeasurement,  19  a.  3 r.  Ip.  called  the 
Batts;  and  also  an  allotment,  containing  7 R-  & 10 p.  late  parcel  of  the  North 
VIoor,  set  out  to  the  trustees  for  the  grammar  school  as  their  share  of  the 
nore  improveable  parts  of  the  said  moors,  in  respect  of  their  beforementioned 
mpyhold  lands,  called  Wear  Stones,  upon  the  surrender  of  the  Rev.  William 
Wilson,  rector  of  Wolsingham,  Robert  Curry  and  two  others,  the  then  sur- 
/iving  trustees  under  a surrender  made  23d  May  1799>  upon  trust,  to  maintain 
1 schoolmaster  to  teach  the  boys  in  true  grammar  learning  and  the  Christian 
;eligion  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  any  five  of  the  trustees  should  happen 
o die  or  remove  from  the  parish,  the  survivors  should  surrender  all  their  interest 
n the  premises  to  other  nine  persons  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

Seven  of  these  trustees  were  living  in  1828. 

The  Rev.  Philip  Brownrigg  was  appointed  master  by  the  trustees  in  1821, 
ind  was  licensed  by  the  Bishop  of  Durham. 

He  is  in  possession  of  the  school  premises,  consisting  of  a good  dwelling- 
louse,  with  a large  schoolroom,  which  were  re-built  upwards  of  forty  years 
igo  by  subscription.  There  is  a small  garden  attached  to  the  house. 

The  master  also  receives  the  rents  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  school,  the 
vhole  of  which  now  lies  on  the  south  side  of  the  river.  The  land,  which  was 
brmerly  on  the  north  side,  was  exchanged  many  years  ago  for  the  benefit  of 
he  school. 

The  master  lets  the  land  himself,  and  receives  the  rent,  without  the  inter- 
ference of  the  trustees.  It  is  at  present  let  as  follows  : 
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Yearly  tenant. 

For  the  first  year  (the  master  having 
reserved  an  acre  and  a half  of  wheat) 
and  32/.  for  the  two  following  years, 
the  tenant  having  a lease  for  3 years. 

With  the  privilege  of  sending  a scho- 
lar to  the  school  free,  which  may  be 
considered  as  worth  2 /.  a year. — 
Yearly  tenant. 
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Tnis  is  the  whole  of  the  original  foundation,  in  respect  of  which  the  trustees 
have  directed  that  eighteen  boys  of  the  parish  should  be  instructed  free,  in 
writing,  reading  and  arithmetic,  and  classics  if  required.  The  boys  are 
appointed  by  the  trustees,  according  to  regulations  made  amongst  themselves. 
They  are  not  admitted  under  nine  years  of  age,  and  remain  for  three  years. 

The  master  receives  also  31.  10s.  per  annum  as  the  interest  of  100/.  left  to 
the  school  by  Jonathan  Wooler  in  1789,  and  4/.  per  annum  as  the  produce  of 
a similar  sum  left  by  George  Wooler  in  1826,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be 
given  hereafter. 

In  respect  of  each  of  these  two  sums,  the  master  instructs  four  children  of 
persons  not  receiving  relief  from  the  parish,  appointed  by  the  respective  trustees, 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  eighteen  appointed  on  the  old  foundation.  He  takes 
also  other  pay  scholars,  and  has  ten  or  eleven  boarders  in  his  house ; he  keeps 
two  assistants,  one  for  teaching  writing,  and  the  other  for  mathematics.  He 
has  about  thirty  day  scholars  besides  those  who  are  taught  free. 

Charities  of  Markindale  and  others. 

There  is  some  land  in  Wolsingham,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Poor’s  Land, 
which  is  stated  on  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  the  church,  to  have  been  left 
by  Markindale,  Astley,  and  others  unknown,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Wol- 
singham. 

One  parcel,  called  Leadgate  Field,  situate  close  to  the  town  of  Wolsingham, 
contains  1 a.  & 10  p.  and  is  let  to  Mary  Nicholson  as  yearly  tenant,  at  5 l. 
a year. 

Another  parcel,  called  the  Low  Field,  containing  four  acres  and  a half,  is  let 
together  with  an  allotment  of  3 a.  1 a.  10  p.  (set  out  on  an  inclosure  in  respect 
of  the  other  lands  above-mentioned)  to  Joseph  Dawson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a 
good  rent  of  12  /.  a year. 

The  rents  are  paid  to  the  churchwarden,  and  distributed  on  Saint  Stephen’s 
Day  by  the  parish  officers  with  the  assistance  of  the  curate,  to  such  poor  persons 
of  the  parish  as  are  thought  most  deserving. 

The  produce  of  the  charities  next  mentioned,  amounting  to  21.  3s.  4>d.  a year, 
are  added  to  this,  and  2 s.  or  3s.  is  given  to  each  person, 

Clarke’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  the  church,  dated  in  1781,  that 
George  Clarke  in  1676,  gave  3 s.  4<d.  yearly  to  the  poor,  payable  out  of  land 
possessed  by  John  Wren. 

This  sum  of  3s.  4 d.  is  paid  by  John  Wren  Jackson,  in  respect  of  a field 
belonging  to  him  in  Wolsingham,  and  is  added  to  the  money  distributed  on  Saint 
Stephen’s  day  as  above  mentioned. 

Ayre’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  ’on  the  same  Table  of  Benefactions,  that  John  Ayre,  by  his  Will 
in  1685,  left  2 1.  yearly  to  the  poor,  payable  out  of  the  Havre  Field. 

The  Havre  Field,  consisting  of  about  four  acres,  situate  about  a mile  from 
the  town  of  Wolsingham,  now  belongs  to  William  Henderson,  by  whom  the 
yearly  sum  of  2 1.  is  paid.  This  is  also  added  to  the  other  money  distributed  on 
Saint  Stephen’s  day. 

Charities  of  Gordon  and  Nowell. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Gordon,  who  died  in  1780,  by  his  Will,  bequeathed  to  John 
Bowdler,  of  the  Inner  Temple,  esquire,  and  Charles  Edward  Lewis,  of  Harper- 
street,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  gentleman,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the 
executor  of  such  survivor,  1,500/.  in  trust,  amongst  other  things,  to  invest  200/. 
part  thereof,  and  to  lay  out  the  annual  produce  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Wolsingham. 

The  above  mentioned  legacy  of  200/.  wras  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
272/.  2s.  2d.  stock  in  the  four  percents,  which  have  been  since  reduced  to  three 
and  a half  per  cent  stock.  This  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Thomas 
Bowdler,  Sir  Launcelot  Shadwell,  and  George  Gipps,  Esq.  the  executors  of  the 
above  named  John  Bowdler,  who  survived  his  co-trustee  C.  E.  Lewis. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  29th  November  1780,  between  the  Rev.  William 
Nowell,  rector  of  Wolsingham,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Bowdler,  esq.  and 
Charles  Edward  Lewis,  of  the  other  part;  reciting  that  the  said  William  Nowell 
being  desirous  of  adding  to  a fund  given  by  the  will  of  the  Rev.  Robert  Gordon, 

deceased, 
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deceased,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Wolsingham,  had  trans- 
ferred 200/.  four  per  cent  bank  annuities  of  1777>  into  the  names  of  the  said 
John  Bovvdler  and  Charles  Edward  Lewis,  they  declared  that  the  said  stock 
was  transferred  to  them  in  trust,  that  they  or  the  survivor  of  them,  or  such 
future  trustee  as  thereafter  mentioned,  should  receive  the  dividends,  and  divide 
the  same  amongst  such  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Wolsingham  not 
receiving  alms  or  maintenance  from  the  parish,  in  such  proportions  and  in  such 
manner  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  fit ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that 
on  the  death  of  the  survivor  of  the  said  trustees,  his  executors  or  administrators 
should  transfer  the  said  stock  into  the  name  of  the  rector  of  Wolsingham  for  the 
time  being  ; and  as  often  as  such  rector  should  die,  or  be  removed  from  the 
said  rectory,  the  said  trust  fund  should  be  transferred  into  the  name  of  the 
succeeding  rector  of  Wolsingham  for  the  time  being,  upon  the  trusts  before 
mentioned,  it  being  the  intent  of  the  said  William  Nowell,  that  after  the  decease 
of  the  said  John  Bowdler  and  Charles  Edward  Lewis,  the  rector  of  Wolsingham 
for  the  time  being  should  have  the  distribution  of  the  dividends  of  the  said  trust 
fund  for  ever. 

The  executors  of  the  above-mentioned  John  Bowdler,  are  also  possessed  of 
the  sum  of  200/.  three  and  a half  per  cent  stock  in  respect  of  Nowell’s  gift. 

The  dividends  on  the  two  several  sums  above  mentioned,  amounting  to 
1 G /.  10.9.  (id.  per  annum,  are  remitted  annually  by  Mr.  Bowdler  to  the  rector 
of  Wolsingham.  The  amount  is  distributed  generally  in  March  by  the  rector 
and  his  curate,  chiefly  amongst  such  poor  householders  residing  in  and  belong- 
ing to  the  parish  of  Wolsingham  as  receive  no  parochial  relief.  Notice  of  the 
day  of  distribution  is  given  previously  in  the  church,  and  the  distribution  takes 
place  in  the  vestry.  The  sums  given  to  each  family  vary  from  2 s.  to  5s.  The 
names  are  regularly  entered  in  the  book  containing  the  accounts  of  these 
charities,  and  a list  of  the  persons  is  sent  to  Mr.  Bowdler. 

It  seems  desirable  that  the  stock  arising  from  both  these  charities  should  be 
invested  in  the  names  of  trustees  more  immediately  connected  with  the  parish, 
and  that  the  present  rector,  and  when  any  new  transfer  is  made,  his  successor 
should  be  one  of  such  trustees. 

Jonathan  Wooler’s  Charity. 

Jonathan  TVooler,  who  died  3d  August  1789,  by  his  Will,  as  appears  from 
a notice  thereof  entered  on  the  Table  of  Benefactions  in  the  church,  left  the 
interest  of  100/.  to  the  grammar  school  of  Wolsingham,  and  the  interest  of 
100/.  to  poor  widows  who  should  have  no  relief  from  the  parish. 

With  these  legacies  200/.  stock  was  purchased  in  the  four  per  cents,  since 
reduced  to  three  and  a half  per  cent  stock,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William 
Wilson,  rector  of  Wolsingham,  and  Jonathan  Wooler  and  George  Wooler,  father 
and  brother  of  the  testator. 

Jonathan  and  George  Wooler  are  dead,  and  Mr.  Wilson  being  the  only  sur- 
vivor of  these  three  trustees,  steps  have  been  taken  for  transferring  the  stock 
into  the  names  of  Jonathan  Wooler  and  William  Emerson  Wooler,  nephews  of 
the  testator,  jointly  with  Mr.  Wilson,  but  the  transfer  was  not  completed  at  the 
time  of  our  examination. 

The  yearly  sum  of  SI.  10,9.  as  the  dividends  arising  on  one  moiety  of  this 
stock,  is  paid  over  to  the  schoolmaster,  as  already  stated. 

In  the  distribution  of  the  other  moiety,  it  has  been  resolved  b v the  trustees  that 
none  shall  receive  the  benefit  of  the  charity  but  such  poor  widows  as  belong  to 
and  live  within  the  parish  and  receive  no  relief,  and  that  the  number  shall  not 
exceed  twenty ; and  according  to  these  regulations  the  share  belonging  to  the 
poor  has  been  divided  annually  by  the  rector,  and  one  or  more  of  the  trustees, 
or  such  persons  as  they  may  appoint  to  act  for  them,  on  the  Friday  in  Easter- 
week,  amongst  poor  widows  of  the  parish,  in  nearly  equal  sums.  In  general 
the  number  receiving  the  benefit  of  the  charity  has  been  about  twelve. 

A regular  account  has  been  kept  from  the  year  1791,  when  the  charity 
commenced. 

George  Wooler’s  Charity. 

George  Wooler , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  May  1826,  bequeathed  the 
interest  of  100/.  to  be  divided  amongst  all  and  every  the  poor  widows,  inha- 
bitants of  the  parish  of  Wolsingham,  that  should  have  no  relief  from  the  said 
parish,  or  any  other  parish,  at  Easter  in  every  year,  the  same  to  be  given  bv 
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Wolsingham.  the  direction  of  his  son  William  Emerson  Wooler,  his  heirs,  executors  and 
— 7 , administrators,  for  ever,  and  the  rector  of  Wolsingham  and  his  successors ; 

Ge°nie  W ooki  s an(j  ]ie  direct^  that  the  said  sum  of  100/.  should  be  placed  out  on  government 
continued.  or  real  security,  or  in  the  purchase  of  a freehold  estate,  the  rents  and  profits  to 
v ^ ^ be  paid  as  aforesaid. 

And  he  bequeathed  the  interest  of  100/.  to  the  grammar  school  of  Wolsing- 
ham, which  sum  he  directed  should  be  laid  out  by  the  same  persons  in  like 
manner,  the  yearly  produce  thereof,  or  of  the  lands  to  be  purchased  therewith, 
to  be  paid  to  the  master  of  the  grammar  school ; and  he  directed,  that  the 
said  master  should  teach  four  children  belonging  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish 
that  should  have  no  relief  from  that  or  any  other  parish,  to  be  put  to  school  by 
the  said  William  Emerson  Wooler,  his  heirs,  executors  and  administrators,  and 
to  be  changed  according  to  his  and  their  will  and  pleasure,  and  the  testator 
appointed  John  Darnell  and  Robert  Mores  his  executors. 

These  legacies  have  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of  200/.  stock,  in  the  new 
four  per  cents,  in  the  names  of  George  Emerson  Wooler  and  the  Rev.  William 
Wilson. 

The  schoolmaster  received,  on  11th  April  1828,  his  first  payment  of  SI.  for 
three  quarters  of  a year’s  interest  of  100/.  stock  new  four  per  cents. 

On  the  same  day  the  like  sum  was  divided  amongst  the  widows  who  received 
the  benefit  of  Jonathan  Wooler’s  charity,  the  trustees  having  decided,  that  the 
same  widows  shall  receive  from  both  charities,  and  the  number  thereof  par- 
taking still  be  limited  to  twenty.

Goddard  Carter’s  Gift. 

IT  is  recorded  on  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church,  that  Goddard 
Carter , esquire,  lord  of  this  manor,  by  his  Will,  dated  9th  November  1 723, 
gave  the  sum  of  20/.  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  this  parish.  This  sum  was 
in  the  hands  of  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Hughes,  of  Cheltenham,  who  gave  his 
bond  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  for  the  same.  Mr.  Hughes  died  in 
February  1827,  having  made  a will,  of  which  Mr.  R.  T.  Tanner,  of  Chelten- 
ham, solicitor,  is  the  sole  acting  executor.  Mr.  Tanner  represents  that 
Mr.  Hughes  died  insolvent,  and  that  his  estate  is  in  a course  of  administration 
under  the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Chancery.  Mr.  Tanner  thinks,  however, 
that  the  bond  debts  will  be  paid  in  full,  and  has  paid  the  interest  of  the  20/.  up  to 
Christmas  1827,  to  the  bailiff  of  the  manor. 

The  said  Goddard  Carter,  also  founded  a school  for  ten  poor  children  of  this 
parish,  and  charged  his  estate  with  the  payment  of  the  annual  stipend  of  5 l.  to 
the  schoolmistress. 

The  sum  of  51.  per  annum,  so  charged,  is  now  regularly  paid  by  Mr.  Robert 
Barton,  tenant  of  the  principal  farm  belonging  to  the  estate  of  the  Rev. 
Mungo  Noble  Waller,  of  Allenstown,  in  the  county  of  Eastmeath,  in  Ireland, 
the  present  owner  of  the  estate  so  charged,  to  a schoolmistress  in  the  parish, 
who  teaches  ten  poor  children  of  the  parish,  nominated  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Waller, 
or  in  his  absence  by  the  vicar,  to  read. 

The  first  mentioned  sum  of  20s.  has  hitherto  been  distributed  by  the  bailiff 
of  the  manor,  among  poor  persons  selected  by  himself ; but  it  is  understood, 
that  in  future  it  is  to  be  paid  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  distri- 
buted by  them. 

Poor’s  Land. 

On  the  Benefaction  Table  it  is  stated,  that,  “ In  the  year  1796,  the  Rev. 
Mungo  Henry  Noble,  the  lord  of  the  manor,  the  Rev.  John  James,  the  vicar, 
Edmund  Waller,  esquire,  the  impropriator,  and  other  freeholders,  enclosed  this 
parish,  and  allotted  a piece  of  ground,  measuring  30a.  &2r.  situate  in  the  East 
Field,  and  which  was  then  let  at  22/.  15s.  per  annum,  to  purchase  fuel  for  the 
use  of  the  poor.” 

This  land  is  now  let  to  William  Price  upon  a lease  for  twelve  years,  for 
331.  per  annum,  which  rent  is  laid  out  in  fuel  by  the  trustees,  and  distributed 
by  them  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  at  different  times  in  the  winter  season.

PARISH  OF  COLN  ROGERS. 

Dr.  Ratcliffe’s  Charity. 

John  Rate liffe,  d.  d.  gave  the  sum  of  100/.  for  teaching  poor  children  of  ('oln  Rogers, 
the  parish,  which  was  afterwards  invested  in  the  purchase  of  150/.  four  per  Dr.  Ratcliffe’s 
cents  ; that  stock  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Arthur  B.  Evans,  Charity, 
rector  of  Coin  Rogers,  and  the  Rev.  William  Price,  rector  of  Coin  St.  Dennis. 

The  dividends  are  received  by  the  two  trustees  above  named,  and  applied 
by  them  towards  the  support  of  a day  and  Sunday  school,  open  to  all  the  children 
of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  NORTHLEACH. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  of  Hugh  Westwood. 

Hugh  Westwood , of  Chedworth,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esq.  by  his 
Will,  dated  1st  May  1559,  gave  and  devised  to  the  Right  honourable  the  Lord 
Chandos  and  eleven  others,  and  to  their  heirs,  his  parsonage  of  Chedworth,  in  Free  Grammar

the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  all  manner  of  tenths  and  tithes,  pensions,  portions 
and  oblations  of  what  nature,  kind  or  degree  they  were  of,  in  Chedworth  afore- 
said, or  elsewhere,  to  the  said  parsonage  of  Chedworth  appertaining,  with  the 
appurtenances,  and  one  tenement  with  the  appurtenances  in  which  James 
Rep.  21.  P 3 Griffith

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Griffith  then  dwelt  in  Chedworth  aforesaid  ; and  one  close  and  one  yard  land, 
with  the  appurtenances,  called  Hill  Walles,  in  Chedworth  aforesaid;  to  hold 
the  said  parsonage,  tenement,  close  and  yard  land  aforesaid,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, to  the  said  Lord  Chandos  and  others,  and  to  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  ever,  to  the  only  use  and  intent  that  his  said  feoffees  should  found  and 
erect  one  grammar  school,  for  ever,  in  the  town  of  Northleach,  in  the  said 
county  of  Gloucester,  within  three  years  next  after  his  decease  ; the  school- 
master and  his  successors  to  be  at  the  only  appointment  of  the  testator's  heirs, 
for  ever.  And  the  said  testator  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  the  said  town  of 
Northleach  should  prepare  a house  convenient  for  the  school  and  the  school- 
master, or  else  the  school  not  to  be  there.  And  that  all  doubts  and  ambiguities 
which  might  arise  touching  the  said  will  should  be  referred  to  the  Justices  of 
assize  of  the  said  county  for  the  time  being,  that  the  same  might  be  composed 
without  any  controversy  in  law. 

By  an  Act  passed  4 Jac.  1.  intituled,  “ An  Act  for  the  incorporating  of  the 
“ grammar  school  in  Northleach,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,”  reciting  the  above 
will  of  Hugh  Westwood,  and  that  a convenient  house,  garden  and  little  close  for 
the  schoolhouse  and  habitation  of  the  schoolmaster  had  been  purchased  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  conveyed  to  some  of  themselves  and  other  gentle- 
men of  the  county  as  feoffees  in  trust ; and  setting  forth  divers  abuses  of  their 
trusts  on  the  part  of  the  trustees,  and  that  the  said  charitable  devise  had  been 
disputed  by  the  heir  at  law,  whereupon  a bill  had  been  exhibited  in  the  Court 
of  Chancery ; and  that  the  Lord  Chancellor,  Sir  Christopher  Hatton,  had  directed 
his  letters  to  the  then  Justices  of  assize,  to  the  end  that  what  they  should  think 
fit  to  be  done,  should  be  taken  as  an  order  of  that  court,  who  had  certified  their 
opinion,  that  the  said  school  should  be  incorporated,  and  the  said  parsonage 
and  premises  be  conveyed  to  the  said  schoolmaster  and  his  successors,  and  that 
the  provost  and  scholars  of  Queen’s  College,  in  Oxford,  should  name,  order, 
visit  and  displace  such  schoolmaster  and  his  successors ; but  that  the  refor- 
mation of  all  abuses,  either  in  the  said  college  or  schoolmaster,  should  be 
referred  to  the  Justices  of  assize  of  the  said  county  for  the  time  being,  or  one  of 
them,  which  said  opinion  and  direction  of  the  said  Justices  had  been  confirmed 
by  the  Court  of  Chancery  : it  was  enacted,  that  the  said  school  of  Northleach 
should  from  thenceforth  be  incorporated,  established  and  founded  in  name  and 
in  deed  a body  politic  and  corporate,  to  have  continuance,  for  ever,  by  the 
name  of  the  Schoolmaster  and  Usher  of  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  Hugh 
Westwood,  esquire,  in  the  town  of  Northleach,  and  by  that  name  should  have 
and  hold  the  said  parsonage  and  premises,  yards,  lands,  messuages,  tenements 
and  hereditaments,  with  the  appurtenances  intended  by  the  said  Hugh  West- 
wood,  and  by  the  said  inhabitants  for  the  said  school  (the  parsonage  of  the 
vicarage  of  Chedworth  only  excepted  ;)  and  by  the  same  name  should  have 
power  and  capacity  to  lease  and  grant  their  possessions  and  hereditaments,  and 
to  take  and  purchase,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued,  and  to  do  and  execute  all  and 
every  other  lawful  act  and  thing  good  and  necessary  or  profitable  for  the  said 
incorporation,  in  as  full  and  ample  manner,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  any 
other  incorporations  or  body  politic  or  corporate,  fully  and  perfectly  founded 
and  incorporated,  might  do ; that  William  Lickebarrow,  b.  a.  should  be  the 
first  schoolmaster,  and  John  Stone,  b.  a.  the  first  usher  of  the  said  school ; 
and  that  their  successors  for  the  time  being  should  have  a common  seal 
for  the  making  of  such  their  demises  and  leases,  and  for  the  doing  of  all  and 
every  other  thing  above  said  touching  the  said  incorporation,  in  which  should 
be  engraven  the  arms  and  name  of  the  said  Hugh  Westwood.  And  it  was 
further  enacted,  that  the  said  provost  and  scholars  of  the  Queen's  College,  in 
the  said  university  of  Oxford,  and  their  successors  for  the  time  being,  should 
have  full  power  and  authority  to  nominate  and  appoint  from  time  to  time, 
when  and  as  often  as  the  place  of  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school,  by  death, 
resignation,  deprivation  or  otherwise,  should  become  void,  and  within  one 
month  after  such  avoidance,  by  writing  made  under  their  common  and  college 
seal,  one  learned  and  meet  man,  being  a graduate  of  the  university  of  Oxford, 
to  be  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school. 

And  that  in  case  the  said  provost  and  scholars  should  not  within  one  month 
after  such  voidance  make  such  nomination  as  aforesaid,  that  then  and  so  often 
the  Justices  of  assize  of  the  said  county  for  the  time  being,  within  one  month 
after  such  default,  should  and  might  by  writing  under  their  hands  and  seals 

nominate 
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nominate  some  learned  man,  being  a graduate  as  aforesaid:  And  after  a similar 
provision  for  the  appointment  of  usher  to  the  said  school  by  the  said  provost 
and  scholars,  and  in  their  default,  by  the  said  Justices  of  assize,  it  was  further 
enacted,  that  the  said  provost  and  scholars  for  the  time  being  should  have 
i power  and  authority  under  their  college  seal  to  prescribe  such  rules  and  ordi- 
nances for  the  good  government  of  the  said  school  and  of  the  schoolmasters, 
ushers  and  scholars  thereof,  as  to  them  should  seem  meet;  and  should  have  full 
power  to  visit  the  said  school,  to  order  reform,  and  redress  all  disorders  and 
abuses  touching  the  government  of  the  same,  and  to  censure,  suspend  and 
deprive  the  schoolmasters  and  ushers  thereof  for  time  being,  as  to  them  should 
seem  fit ; so  always  that  no  visitation,  act  or  thing  touching  the  same,  should 
be  had  or  done  otherwise  than  by  the  provost  himself,  or  by  one  of  the  fellows, 
or  by  two  of  the  fellows  at  least  of  the  said  college  thereunto  authorized  under 
the  college  seal. 

And  further  it  was  provided,  that  if  any  matter  in  difference  should  arise 
between  the  said  provost  and  scholars,  and  the  said  schoolmaster  and  usher,  or 
if  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Northleach  should  find  themselves  grieved  in 
that  the  intent  of  the  said  devisor  was  not  observed,  in  the  free  and  diligent 
teaching  of  their  children  or  otherwise,  and  should  not,  after  complaint  thereof 
made  to  the  said  provost  and  scholars,  receive  in  fit  time  convenient  redress, 
that  then  upon  the  complaint  of  the  said  inhabitants,  schoolmaster  or  usher,  the 
Justices  of  assize  of  the  said  county  for  the  time  being  should  have  power  to 
call  the  parties  before  them,  and  determine  such  controversies  and  complaints ; 
and  it  was  also  enacted,  that  the  said  provost  and  scholars  for  the  time  being- 
should  have  the  advowson  and  patronage  of  the  vicarage  and  church  of 
Ched  worth  aforesaid. 

A grammar  school  has  ever  since  the  said  Act  been  maintained  and  carried 
on  in  the  town  of  Northleach,  under  a schoolmaster  and  usher,  appointed  by  the 
provost  and  scholars  of  Queen’s  College,  but  the  same  has  fallen  into  a state  of 
inactivity,  like  many  other  similar  establishments  in  the  country,  from  the  un- 
suitableness of  an  education  purely  classical,  to  the  wants  and  employments  of 
the  town  of  Northleach  and  the  neighbourhood.  The  number  of  boys  receiving 
the  benefit  of  the  institution  is  generally  about  three  or  four,  who  appear  to  be 
attracted  thither  by  the  advantage  of  becoming  thereby  eligible  to  the  exhibition 
left  by  George  Townsend,  esq.  at  Pembroke  College,  to  the  four  schools  of 
Gloucester,  Cheltenham,  Chipping  Campden  and  Northleach. 

We  are  given  to  understand  that  the  head  master’s  situation  is  considered  in 
the  light  of  a mere  beneficial  sinecure,  in  the  gift  of  Queen’s  College,  Oxford. 
He  resides,  however,  at  present  at  Northleach,  and  the  school  therefore  may  be 
considered  as  having  the  benefit  of  his  supervision.  The  usher,  who  has  been 
recently  appointed,  is  personally  engaged  in  the  instruction  of  the  few  boys 
who  are  sent  to  the  school  from  the  town  of  Northleach. 

We  have  heard  no  complaints  of  the  manner  in  which  the  boys  are  instructed, 
but  on  the  contrary,  the  testimonies  of  the  place  are  in  favour  of  the  efficiency 
of  the  school,  as  far  as  the  benefit  of  it  extends. 

The  rectorial  tithes  of  Chedworth  have  been  settled  by  a composition,  and 
produce  an  income  of  about  600/.  a year,  two-thirds  of  which  appear  to  be 
received  by  the  upper  master,  and  the  remainder  by  the  usher. 

Ihe  Hospital  of  Thomas  Dutton,  Gentleman. 

Thomas  Dutton , of  Turkdean,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  Will,  dated 
10th  June  1615,  devised  his  house,  messuage  or  tenement,  close  and  garden, 
with  their  appurtenances,  situate  in  Northleach,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
which  he  had  lately  purchased  of  John  Hall  and  Thomas  Edye,  to  be  for  ever 
an  almshouse  within  the  said  town  of  Northleach,  and  did  further  give  his 
house,  messuage  or  tenement,  situate  in  Oxenford,  with  the  appurtenances  which 
he  had  lately  purchased  of  Thomas  Angell,  to  the  only  intent  that  the  whole 
issues  and  profits  thereof  should  be  wholly  employed  and  bestowed  for  and 
towards  the  maintenance  of  poor  people  that  should  be  nominated  as  alms- 
men and  women  into  the  said  almshouse.  And  the  said  testator  also  gave  and 
devised  unto  William  Dutton  his  brother,  his  heirs,  executors,  administrators 
and  assigns,  all  that  his  manor  of  Turkdean,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  with 
all  lands,  messuages,  tenements  and  hereditaments  thereunto  belonging,  to  hold 
the  said  manor  and  premises  unto  the  said  William  Dutton,  from  and  after  the 
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Northleach.  clay  of  his  the  testator’s  death,  for  the  term  of  six  years,  to  the  only  use  and 
The  HoiTital  of  PurPose  that  the  said  William  Dutton,  his  heirs,  executors  and  administrators, 
Thomas1 Dutton  should  purchase  lands  and  tenements  in  fee  simple  for  ever,  of  the  yearly  value 

continued.  of  30 1.  by  the  year,  to  be  used  and  employed  as  thereafter  should  be  set  forth  ; 

■ ^ J and  also  to  build  and  erect  six  several  houses  upon  the  said  land  in  Northleach, 

in  manner  as  follows ; namely,  each  of  the  said  houses  to  have  one  room 
below  and  another  above,  fit  and  meet  for  almsmen  and  women,  as  by  the 
direction  and  appointment  of  the  said  William  Dutton  should  be  directed  and 
appointed ; and  that  each  of  the  said  six  houses  should  have  a separate 
garden  allotted  thereto  out  of  his  the  said  testator’s  said  garden,  unto  his 
said  messuage  in  Northleach  aforesaid  belonging.  And  the  said  testator  also 
willed,  that  the  said  William  Dutton,  his  brother,  or  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  Northleach,  should  allow  and  give  out  of  the  said  lands  of  30/.  a year,  to  be 
purchased  as  aforesaid,  to  each  of  the  said  six  almsmen  and  women,  twenty- 
pence  a piece  at  the  least,  every  Wednesday  through  the  year  for  ever,  in  the 
church  of  Northleach,  presently  after  the  time  of  divine  service  ; and  he  further 
ordered,  that  there  should  yearly,  for  ever,  be  given  unto  the  said  six  almsmen 
and  women,  to  each  of  them  on  the  feast  of  Saint  Andrew  the  Apostle,  one 
gown  a piece,  worth  13  s.  4 d.  ; and  that  the  said  hospital  should  be  for  ever 
called  by  the  name  of  the  Hospital  of  Thomas  Dutton,  gentleman,  in  the  town 
of  Northleach,  to  consist  of  one  father  or  mother,  and  five  brethren  or  sisters  ; 
and  his  will  was,  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  his  said  house  in  Oxford, 
should  be  used  and  employed  yearly,  for  ever,  in  and  on  the  necessary  repa- 
rations of  his  said  almshouse  ; and  that  what  surplusage  thereof  should  be  left, 
should  be  equally  divided  every  year  on  the  feast  of  Saint  Thomas,  between 
the  six  said  almsmen  and  women  in  the  said  parish  church  of  Northleach, 
immediately  after  divine  service;  and  that  whatsoever  goods,*  moveable  or 
immoveable,  the  said  six  almsmen  and  women,  or  any  of  them,  should  die 
possessed  of,  should  be  and  remain  for  ever  to  and  for  the  common  use  and 
behoof  of  the  rest  of  the  said  almsmen  and  women  and  their  successors ; nor 
should  it  be  lawful  for  the  said  six  almsmen  and  women,  or  any  of  them,  after 
they  should  be  once  received  into  the  said  hospital,  to  give  away  the  goods  they 
should  take  into  the  said  hospital ; and  he  further  directed,  that  the  said  six 
almsmen  and  women  should,  every  day  that  divine  service  should  be  made  in 
the  parish  church  of  Northleach  through  the  year  for  ever,  repair  to  the  said 
church  at  the  very  beginning  of  prayer,  and  there  continue  till  the  end  of  prayer, 
devoutly  serving  the  Almighty  God,  both  in  prayer  and  diligent  hearing  of 
God’s  Word,  unless  they  should  be  visited  with  sickness,  whereby  they  should 
not  be  able  to  go  to  the  said  church ; and  that  as  often  as  Ihe  said  almsmen  or 
women,  or  any  of  them,  should  die,  that  then  the  bailiff,  constables,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  within  the  said  town  of  Northleach  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  greatest  part  of  them,  should  elect  two  other  people  dwelling 
in  Northleach  aforesaid,  meet  persons  for  the  said  hospital,  and  present  them 
unto  him  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  or  their  deputy,  in  that  case ; provided  that  the 
said  testator  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  or  their  deputy,  might  nominate  the  meetest 
of  the  said  two  persons  to  be  an  almsman  or  woman  in  the  said  hospital,  in  the 
room  of  the  deceased.  And  that  the  said  bailiff,  constables,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  town  of  Northleach  for  the  time  being,  for  ever, 
or  the  greatest  part  of  them,  should  have  power  to  visit,  correct,  reform,  and,  if 
just  cause,  to  place  and  displace  the  said  almsmen  or  women,  or  any  of  them,  in 
case  they  or  any  of  them  should  be  given  to  any  lewd,  notorious  or  vicious 
crime,  or  should  refuse  to  repair  to  divine  prayers  as  aforesaid  ; and  he  further 
willed,  that  he  and  his  heirs,  and  the  said  bailiff,  constables,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  in  the  town  of  Northleach  aforesaid,  or  the  greatest 
part  of  them  for  the  time  being  for  ever,  should  have  power  and  ability  in 
them  to  demise,  grant  and  let  all  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  what- 
soever, then  already  purchased  or  thereafter  to  be  purchased,  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  said  hospital,  to  the  best  and  most  profitable  uses  for  the  said 
almsmen  and  women,  to  any  person  or  persons  for  21  years  or  three  lives ; and 
he  desired  and  humbly  entreated  the  Justice  of  assize  and  nisi  prius  for  the 
county  of  Gloucester  for  the  time  being,  or  one  of  them,  to  reform,  amend, 
and  put  in  good  form,  his  said  devise  concerning  the  said  hospital,  and  all  things 
thereunto  belonging,  if  any  thing,  word  or  matter,  should  be  wanting,  or  not 
written  in  his  said  will,  or  not  fully  explained  according  to  his  true  meaning  and 

intent, 
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intent,  for  the  full  and  perfect  establishing  of  the  said  almshouse  and  the  lands 
and  maintenance  by  him  intended  to  be  devised  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
said  almshouse  and  almspeople  ; and  if  any  doubt  or  ambiguity  should  there- 
after arise  touching  the  said  hospital,  or  any  thing  touching  or  concerning  the 
same,  or  any  thing  thereunto  belonging,  his  last  will  and  true  meaning  was, 
that  such  doubts  or  ambiguity  should  be  discussed,  determined  and  finally  ended, 
by  the  Justice  of  assize  and  nisi  prius,  for  the  county  of  Gloucester,  or  one  of 
them,  without  any  controversy  in  the  law. 

There  is  a long  range  of  stone  building  at  the  east  end  of  the  town,  in 
which  six  old  women  are  maintained,  each  having  two  apartments,  a sitting 
room  on  the  ground-floor  and  a sleeping  room  over  it,  furnished  by  themselves. 
Each  one  of  these  poor  women  receives  twenty-pence  every  Wednesday  from 
an  agent  of  Lord  Sherborne,  making  the  yearly  sum  of  26/.;  and  also  10s. 
annually,  being  31.  per  annum  ; making  a total  of  29/.  per  annum. 

As  the  present  almshouses  appear  to  have  been  built  on  one  uniform  plan, 
in  pursuance  of  the  special  directions  given  by  the  testator  respecting  the  appli- 
cation of  the  rents  of  the  manor  of  Turkdean  received  during  the  term  of 
six  years,  therein  limited  by  him  for  that  purpose,  it  is  inferred  that  the  pre- 
mises now  constituting  the  almshouse  were  not  those  devised  by  the  will,  but 
that  the  same  were  afterwards  erected  with  the  rents  of  the  Turkdean  pro- 
perty ; and  it  appears  probable  that  it  was  the  testator’s  intention  that  the 
house  first  given  by  his  will  to  be  used  as  an  almshouse  was  only  meant  to 
answer  that  purpose  until  ground  could  be  purchased  for  a more  convenient 
establishment. 

The  rents  of  the  Turkdean  estate  appear  never  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  any  estate,  as  directed  by  the  will  ; but  Lord  Sherborne  and  his 
ancestors  have  paid  the  hospital  income,  without  reference  to  any  part  of  their 
property  as  being  charged  therewith.  It  has,  however,  been  stated  to  us  as  the 
intention  of  the  present  lord  to  make  the  income  of  the  hospital  a charge  upon 
some  part  of  his  property.  The  manor  of  Turkdean  has  been  long  sold,  and 
it  will  be  more  agreeable  to  the  town,  as  we  are  informed  and  as  we  can 
readily  suppose,  to  look  to  the  estate  of  Lord  Sherborne  as  the  source  out  of 
which  the  income  is  to  come  than  to  the  possessions  of  any  other  person. 
Upon  inquiry  we  do  not  find  that  Lord  Sherborne  has  any  property  in  Oxford, 
or  that  there  is  any  house  in  Oxford  which  can  be  identified  with  that  alluded 
to  in  the  will  of  Thomas  Dutton  ; but  whatever  reparations  are  required  for  the 
hospital  are  done  by  the  order  and  at  the  expense  of  Lord  Sherborne. 

To  each  one  of  these  tenements  in  the  almshouse  there  is  a small  garden 
annexed,  to  be  enjoyed  therewith  ; but  whether  these  gardens  were  a part  of 
the  premises  first  described  in  and  given  by  the  said  will,  or  a part  of  any 
property  purchased  out  of  the  rents  of  the  lands  in  Turkdean,  nobody  in  the 
town  can  say. 

The  poor  people  have  had  an  addition  to  their  allowance  of  4 d.  per  week 
each,  under  the  will  of  Mary  Harritts  Allen , dated  December  15th,  1816,  as 
will  be  shewn  in  the  report  of  her  charity,  whereby  their  weekly  pay  is  in- 
creased to  2 s. 

As  far  back  as  memory  goes,  only  females  have  been  admitted  into  this 
establishment,  generally  widows,  and  always  old  or  infirm  persons ; but  it  is 
now  intended  not  to  confine  the  benefit  to  widows,  as  the  will  contains  no  such 
limitation,  but  to  extend  it  to  all  the  respectable  poor  who  are  reduced  to  neces- 
sity by  age  or  infirmity. 

The  wearing  of  the  letter  D upon  their  gowns,  directed  by  the  will  of 
Mrs.  Allen,  as  will  hereafter  appear,  has  not  been  very  strictly  insisted  upon. 
We  understand,  however,  that  in  future  the  gowns  purchased  with  the  money 
applicable  to  that  object,  as  above-mentioned,  will  have  the  letter  D upon 
them. 

The  poor  women  have  only  received  105.  in  money,  instead  of  the  13 s.  4 d. 
directed  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  gowns.  We  have  not  been  able  to 
ascertain  the  cause  of  this  deficiency.  It  has  been  probably  owing  to  some 
mistake,  but  satisfactory  assurance  has  been  given  us  that  the  135.  4c/.  will  in 
future  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a gown  for  each  of  the  women  ; and  that 
if  the  whole  should  not  be  wanted  for  that  purpose,  the  residue  will  be  ex- 
pended for  them  either  in  some  other  article  of  dress  or  in  fuel.  As  there  are 
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persons  in  the  town  who  remember  this  payment  of  105.  to  each  of  the  six 
women,  instead  of  the  135.  4d.  to  have  been  in  practice  for  30  years,  it  has 
been  proposed  on  the  part  of  his  Lordship,  to  consider  an  arrear  of  80/.  as  due 
to  the  hospital;  and  that,  in  future,  the  sum  of  1/.  105.  as  the  interest  thereof 
at  five  per  cent,  shall  be  added  to  the  income  of  the  hospital,  thereby  increasing 
the  amount  to  31/.  105.  for  the  time  to  come. 


George  Townsend’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ George  Townsend  did  give  12  d.  a week  in  bread,  and 
also  allowed  the  sum  of  4/.  per  annum  for  a reading  and  writing  master  to  teach 
poor  boys ; and  did  likewise  give  51.  per  annum  to  apprentice  a poor  boy  of  the 
said  town.” 

The  property  charged  with  the  above  payments  appears  under  the  head  of 
the  Charities  of  George  Townsend,  reported  among  the  Cheltenham  Charities. 
See  12  Rep.  p.  59. 

Mr.  James  Goodman  is  the  acting  trustee  for  Northleach,  and  as  such  has 
received  the  proportion  of  the  rents  to  which  this  town  is  entitled,  being 
37/.  125.  out  of  which  income —

The  Reverend  Simon  Hughes’s  Charity. 

The  Church  Table  makes  mention  of  a gift  by  the  Rev.  Simon  Hughes,  rector 
of  Hampnett,  in  the  year  177L  of 20 5.  yearly;  105.  for  a sermon  on  Good 
Friday,  and  105.  to  be  distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor  on  the  same  day.  And 
further  states,  that  the  said  benefaction  was  settled  on  his  estate  at  Hampnett. 

This  sum  of  205.  has  been  always  regularly  answered  out  of  the  estate  at 
Hampnett,  which  consists  of  a house  and  a few  acres  of  land,  now  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Mr.  Thomas  Taylor,  the  proprietor.  The  churchwardens  receive  the 
money,  and  after  paying  thereout  10  5.  to  the  minister  for  the  sermon  on  Good 
Friday,  lay  out  the  remainder  in  bread,  which  they  distribute  among  the  poor 
after  divine  service. 


Robert  Charles’s  Charity. 

It  also  appears  from  the  same  Table,  that  Mr.  Robert  Charles,  mercer,  in  the 
year  1773,  gave  by  Will  205.  to  be  distributed  annually  in  bread  among  the 
poor  of  this  parish  on  the  1 6th  day  of  October,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being. 

The  same  'fable  further  states,  that  this  benefaction  was  confirmed  by 
Mr.  Samuel  Howell,  of  Shirenewton,  in  Monmouthshire,  and  by  him  settled  as 
a perpetual  rent-charge  to  be  issuing  out  of  a certain  tenement,  late  Ackley’s, 
situate  at  the  east  end  of  this  town. 

There  is  a cottage  at  the  east  end  of  Northleach,  which  is  understood  to  be 
the  tenement  so  charged,  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Haynes;  in  respect  of 
which  205.  is  annually  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  by  them  distributed  in 
bread  to  the  second  poor,  on  the  1 Gth  of  October. 


John  Parker’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.  “1692.  John  Parker  gave  10  5.  for  the  preaching  of  a sermon 
on  Saint  Luke’s  day,  and  10 5.  to  be  given  yearly  to  the  poor  in  bread.” 

Although  this  is  recorded  on  the  Church  Table,  there  is  no  memory  of  these 
charities  ever  having  been  in  exercise,  nor  does  it  appear  from  what  fund  or 
source  tiie  income  was  to  be  produced. 

William  Dutton’s  Charity. 

William  Dutton,  of  Sherborne,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esquire,  by  his 
Will,  dated  4th  June  1617,  gave  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the 
town  of  Northleach,  the  inheritance  of  his  house,  commonly  called  The  Great 
House,  and  200/.  in  money,  which  said  house  and  stock  of  money  he  would 
have  let  and  lent  upon  good  security,  such  as  his  heirs,  the  bailie  of  the  town 
for  the  time  being,  the  minister,  and  four  others  of  the  most  substantial  inha- 
bitants, 
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bitants,  or  the  most  of  them  should  like  of,  unto  some  honest  tradesman  in 
fustians  or  stuffs,  or  in  any  other  such  trade  as  might  keep  the  people  from 
idleness  by  setting  them  to  work,  that  the  said  trades  might  the  better  encou- 
rage him  to  keep  the  poor  in  work,  allowing  only  4/.  by  the  year  for  the  said 
house  and  stock,  which  said  4 /.  he  would  have  paid  unto  the  said  bailie  and 
minister,  to  be  bestowed  upon  the  like  poor  of  their  parish  yearly,  from  time 
to  time,  as  occasion  of  sickness  should  chance.  And  he  directed,  that  the  said 
miuister  and  bailie  should  account  for  the  same  yearly  unto  the  rest  of  their 
parishioners,  at  such  time  as  the  churchwardens  should  give  up  their  accounts 
how  the  said  4 /.  was  disposed  of. 

The  next  document  we  find  relating  to  the  property  so  to  be  disposed  of  as 
above-mentioned,  is  a counterpart  of  an  Indenture  of  Lease,  dated  17th  Decem- 
ber 16S1,  and  made  between  John  Dutton  of  Sherborne,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  esquire,  Richard  Neale,  bailiff'of  the  borough  of  Northleach,  Henry 
Simsons,  vicar  of  the  parish  church  of  Northleach,  Michael  Parker,  Richard 
Winchcombe,  Thomas  Ilowdon  and  Richard  Hall,  inhabitants  of  the  said 
town,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Carter,  of  Witney,  in  the  county  of  Oxford, 
clothier,  and  Edward  Gardner,  of  Witney,  aforesaid,  clothier,  of  the  other 
part ; whereby  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the  rent 
thereafter  reserved,  and  of  the  covenants  thereafter  to  be  observed  in  per- 
formance and  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  last  will  of 
William  Dutton,  then  late  of  Sherborne,  esquire,  deceased,  father  of  the  said 
John  Dutton,  on  that  behalf,  demised  unto  the  said  Thomas  Carter  and  Edward 
Gardner,  all  that  messuage  and  tenement,  called  by  the  name  of  The  Great 
House,  situate  in  Northleach  aforesaid,  and  the  close  thereunto  belonging, 
together  also  with  the  stock  and  sum  of  200/.  ; which  said  house  and  stock  of 
monies  were  to  be  employed  for  setting  the  poor  of  Northleach  aforesaid  to 
work,  and  for  their  relief,  according  to  the  will,  & c.  of  the  said  William  Dutton  ; 
to  hold  the  said  messuage  and  tenement,  and  other  the  premises,  with  the 
said  sum  and  stock  of  200/.  unto  the  said  Thomas  Carter  and  Edward  Gardner 
their  executors  and  administrators,  from  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  said  inden- 
ture, for  the  term  of  seven  years  thenceforth  next  ensuing,  at  and  under  the 
yearly  payment  unto  the  said  John  Dutton  and  his  heirs,  of  4/.  on  the  days 
therein-mentioned;  which  said  rent  of  4/.  and  every  part  thereof,  was  to  be 
distributed  and  disposed  of  to  and  for  the  common  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor 
sick  people  of  the  parish  of  Northleach  aforesaid,  by  the  bailie  and  vicar  afore- 
said, and  by  their  successors  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the  will,  &c.  of 
the  said  William  Dutton.  And  the  said  indenture,  contained  a covenant  from 
the  said  Thomas  Carter  and  Edward  Gardner,  that  they  would  at  all  times 
during  the  said  term,  set  and  keep  to  work  and  employ  in  weaving,  spinning 
or  other  work  usual  and  necessary,  touching  the  art  and  trade  of  clothing  and 
making  of  cloth,  all  the  poor  people  of  Northleach  aforesaid,  that  should  require 
the  same,  or  that  should  be  thought  fit  by  the  said  parish  to  be  set  to  work  and 
employed,  according  to  the  meaning  of  the  said  will.  And  that  they  would 
pay  unto  the  said  poor  people  so  to  be  set  to  work,  for  the  weaving,  spinning 
and  such  other  their  work,  and  to  every  of  them,  daily  or  weekly,  as  their  need 
and  occasion  should  require,  such  reasonable  wages  and  hire  for  their  work, 
and  the  same  as  should  generally  be  paid  for  the  like  work  by  the  clothiers  of 
Burford  and  Witney  according  as  the  times  should  require  ; and  that  they 
would  during  the  said  term  receive  and  take  for  the  most  part  to  be  their 
servants  and  apprentices,  such  as  were  born  or  bred  up  within  the  town  of 
Northleach  aforesaid  ; and  they  further  covenanted  to  repair  the  said  premises, 
and  deliver  up  the  said  sum  and  stock  of  200/.  to  be  afterwards  employed  for  the 
use  and  behoof  of  the  said  towm  as  aforesaid. 

Nothing  could  be  produced  to  shew  any  further  proceedings  for  carrying 
into  effect  the  particular  directions  of  the  will.  The  circumstances  of  the  town, 
have  with  respect  to  its  traffic  and  the  general  occupation  of  the  poor,  become 
greatly  altered  since  the  time  to  which  the  testator’s  dispositions  had  reference. 

By.  the  accounts  laid  before  us,  the  property  so  disposed  of  by  the  said  will, 
appears  to  have  been  always,  from  the  time  of  its  coming  into  operation,  under 
the  management  of  the  bailiffs  of  the  town,  who  were  in  the  habit  of  letting  the 
house  at  the  rent  of  4/.  per  annum,  down  to  the  year  1730;  but  whether  it 
was  their  practice  to  lend  the  200/.  to  the  lessee  of  the  house  or  not,  could  not 
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distinctly  be  collected  from  any  thing  before  us.  The  probability  is,  that 
the  lending  of  the  stock  of  200/.  if  it  was  continued  to  the  year  last-mentioned, 
was  not  persisted  in  beyond  that  time,  for  we  find  that  80/.  part  of  the  200/. 
went  in  part  of  the  consideration  for  the  purchase  of  an  estate  at  Hampnett, 
as  will  be  hereafter  more  particularly  mentioned. 

The  bailiffs  have  always  had  in  their  hands  a town  stock,  composed  of  monies 
accruing  from  various  sources,  but  principally  from  rents  of  which  they  have 
had  the  entire  management  and  application,  and  with  this  stock  the  residue 
of  the  200/.  aforesaid  may  probably  have  been  blended  ; it  is  at  least  not  speci- 
fically or  distinctly  traceable  beyond  the  first  use  made  of  it  as  mentioned  in 
the  first  indenture  of  lease  of  the  premises  after  the  will  of  William  Dutton. 

For  a great  many  years  the  great  house  described  in  the  will  has  ceased  to 
be  used  for  the  purposes  of  trade,  and  in  the  oldest  memory  of  the  town  it  ap- 
pears to  have  been  an  inn  or  public-house  held  under  the  bailiffs,  by  whom  the 
rent  has  been  always  received,  together  with  other  rents  of  houses  under  their 
management,  and  which  have  become  the  common  property  of  the  town. 

In  the  year  1818,  these  premises,  then  called  the  Lamb  Inn,  together  with 
the  estate  at  Hampnett,  and  a piece  of  garden  ground  to  be  hereafter  respec- 
tively reported  upon,  together  with  the  stables,  coach-houses,  yards  and  garden 
thereto  belonging,  were  agreed  to  be  let  to  the  Honourable  John  Dutton,  now 
Lord  Sherborne ; by  which  agreement  it  was  stipulated  that  the  annual  rent  of 
the  premises  should  be  50/.  until  the  said  John  Dutton  should  have  reimbursed 
himself  out  of  the  surplus  rents  and  profits,  all  sums  of  money,  with  the  interest 
thereof,  which  should  be  expended  by  him  in  making  alterations  and  improve- 
ments on  the  premises,  pursuant  to  the  plan  laid  down  and  agreed  upon 
between  the  parties  thereto,  which  expenditure  was  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
550/.;  and  that  from  and  after  such  reimbursement,  the  said  John  Dutton, 
his  executors  and  administrators,  should  have  the  option  of  renting  the  same 
premises  for  the  term  of  14  years,  at  such  rent  and  under  such  conditions 
as  should  be  settled  by  two  indifferent  persons,  to  be  chosen  by  each  of  the 
parties ; and  in  case  such  two  persons  could  not  agree,  then  that  the  same 
should  be  settled  by  an  umpire,  to  be  chosen  by  them  ; and  the  said  John 
Dutton  thereby  further  agreed  that  he  would  from  time  to  time  let  the  said 
premises  for  the  most  money  that  could  be  reasonably  obtained  for  the  same, 
and  would  apply  the  said  surplus  rents  and  profits  in  reduction  of  the  sums  of 
money  so  to  be  expended  by  him  as  aforesaid,  and  the  interest  thereof  respec- 
tively ; and  it  was  also  agreed  that  the  said  bailiffs  should  have  the  option 
of  repaying  the  money  so  to  be  expended  by  the  said  John  Dutton  by  any 
other  means  than  as  above  specified  ; and  that,  in  case  of  such  repayment,  the 
said  John  Dutton  should  thenceforth  make  his  election  of  becoming  tenant 
of  the  premises  on  the  terms  aforesaid ; which  agreement  was  signed  by  the 
bailiffs  and  some  of  the  burgesses,  and  the  solicitors  for  Mr.  Dutton. 

On  the  29th  September  1825,  these  premises  were  surrendered  up  to 
the  bailiffs  and  corporation,  who  paid  Lord  Sherborne  the  sum  of  500/.  for 
the  improvements  done  thereupon,  which  were  of  a very  substantial  nature. 
The  house  is  now  let  as  a posting  inn  for  the  term  of  14  years  from  the  day 
last  mentioned,  with  the  said  Hampnett  Close,  and  piece  of  garden  ground,  for 
the  rent  of  70/.  per  annum,  which  said  70/.  appears  on  the  receipt  side  of 
the  general  accounts  of  the  bailiffs  respecting  their  disposition  of  the  com- 
mon town  stock. 

A piece  of  Garden  Ground,  in  the  Management  of  the  Bailiffs, 

for  Charitable  Purposes. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  29th  September  1611,  made  between  Poole  Birte, 
of  Bawnton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  yeoman,  on  the  one  part,  and  Henry 
Lord  Danvers,  William  Dutton,  esq.  and  others ; of  the  other  part;  it  was  wit- 
nessed, that  the  said  Poole  Birte,  in  consideration  of  21/.  to  him  paid  by  the 
said  other  parties  above  named,  did  enfeoff  and  confirm  unto  the  aforesaid  Henry 
Lord  Danvers,  William  Dutton,  and  forty-two  others,  his  messuage,  house 
or  burgage,  garden  and  tenement,  and  all  edifices,  houses,  buildings,  gardens 
and  orchards,  and  backsides  thereunto  belonging,  in  the  town  or  borough  of 
Northleach,  between  the  tenement  of  John  Fifield  on  the  eastside,  and  the 
tenement  of  Henry  Blowen  on  the  west  side,  and  abutting  upon  the  king’s 

highway, 
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highway,  called  the  Street,  on  the  north  side,  and  a certain  meadow  ground,  Northleach. 

called  the  Long  Mead,  on  the  south  side,  to  hold  the  same  unto  the  

said  Henry  Lord  Danvers,  William  Dutton  and  others,  to  the  intent  and  ^ ^iece  of  Ground 
purpose  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  from  time  to  time  there-  o"  the  BaUiff^for'11 
after  for  ever  bestow  and  employ  the  whole  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  CharitablePurposes, 
demised  premises  only  upon  godly  and  charitable  purposes,  amongst  the  continued. 

inhabitants  of  Northleach  aforesaid ; and  it  was  thereby  agreed  that  when  - ' 

and  so  often  as  the  feoffees  should  be  reduced  to  ten,  that  then  the  said 
ten  feoffees  so  surviving  should  assign  and  convey  to  so  many  other  persons 
as  should  complete  the  original  number,  the  said  premises,  with  the  appur- 
tenances, to  the  same  use  and  purpose  as  aforesaid. 

The  site  of  the  house  mentioned  in  the  above  conveyance,  (the  house  having 
long  since  fallen  down,)  and  the  small  slip  of  garden  ground  referred  to  in  the 
above  deed,  lie  on  the  side  of  the  street  opposite  to  the  said  inn,  and  are  held 
with  the  same. 


The  Charities  of  Joshua  Aylworth  and  William  Dutton. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  27th  March  1736,  made  between  Edmund  Dadge  of 
Cirencester,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  of  the  first  part ; William  Robins  of 
Northleach,  in  the  said  county,  (bailiff  of  the  town  and  borough  of  North- 
leach aforesaid),  of  the  second  part ; and  Sir  John  Dutton  of  Sherborne,  in 
the  said  county,  Baronet,  and  John  Howe  of  Stowell,  in  the  said  county,  esq. 
of  the  third  part;  in  consideration  of  180/.  paid  by  the  said  William 
Robins,  100/.  part  thereof  being  formerly  given  by  the  last  will  of  Joshua 
Aylworth,  esq.  to  the  poor  of  Northleach  aforesaid,  to  be  placed  out  at 
interest,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  yearly  disposed  of  amongst  the  said 
poor,  and  fourscore  pounds  remainder  of  the  said  180/.  being  part  of  200/. 
formerly  given  by  the  will  of  William  Dutton , esq.  an  ancestor  of  the  said 
Sir  John  Dutton,  to  be  employed  and  made  use  of  as  a stock  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  Northleach  aforesaid,  he,  the  said  Edmund  Dadge, 
did  grant  and  convey  unto  the  said  Sir  John  Dutton  and  John  Howe  the  meadow 
or  pasture  ground,  situate  in  Hampnett,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester, 
containing,  by  estimation,  eight  acres,  having  a ground  belonging  to  Hamp- 
nett Farm,  called  the  Cowleaze,  the  brook,  and  a langett  belonging  to 
the  said  farm,  on  the  north  and  west ; a ground  then  or  then  late  of  Thomas 
Minchin,  on  the  east ; and  the  highway  leading  from  Northleach  to  Compton 
Aldale,  on  the  south  part  thereof ; to  hold  the  said  meadow  or  pasture  ground 
unto  the  said  Sir  John  Dutton  and  John  Howe,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for 
ever,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  yearly  for  ever  thereafter  permit  the 
bailiff  of  Northleach  for  the  time  being  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
same,  and  dispose  thereof  in  manner  following  ; viz.  to  distribute  4 /.  yearly 
unto  and  amongst  the  poor  of  Northleach  aforesaid  for  and  in  lieu  of  the 
interest  of  the  said  100/.  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Joshua  Aylworth  had 
directed  the  said  interest  of  the  said  100/.  to  be  given  and  disposed  of  by  his 
said  will,  and  to  dispose  of  the  remainder  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Northleach  aforesaid,  in  such  manner 
as  the  interest  and  profit  of  the  said  200/.  was  given  and  disposed  of  in  and  by 
the  said  will  of  the  said  William  Dutton. 

The  land  above-mentioned  is  a close  of  pasture  in  the  parish  of  Hampnett, 
within  a very  short  distance  of  Northleach.  It  has  of  late  years,  been  let, 
together  with  the  Sherbone  Arms,  by  the  bailiffs,  and  covered  by  the  rent 
paid  to  them  for  the  same. 

John  Dutton’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.  “ John  Dutton,  of  Sherborne,  esq.  gave  to  this  town  20/. 
with  which,  together  with  some  of  the  town  stock,  was  purchased  one  house  in 
Northleach,  worth  46 s.  per  annum,  to  be  employed  to  the  use  of  the  poor.” 

It  seems  very  probable  that  this  house  was  the  subject  of  the  following 
indenture : — 

By  Indenture,  dated  1st  October  1625,  between  John  Rose  of  the  one  part, 
and  John  Dutton,  of  Sherborne,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esq.  and  26  others 
of  the  other  part ; it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Rose,  in  consideration 
of  46/.  did  grant,  enfeoff  and  confirm  unto  the  said  John  Dutton  and  27  others, 
all  that  his  house,  messuage,  tenement  or  half  burgage,  with  the  appurtenances. 
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together  with  all  and  every  the  houses,  buildings,  &c.  whatsoever,  unto  the  said 
premises  belonging,  situate  in  Northleach  aforesaid,  between  the  tenement  of 
Richard  Neale,  on  the  west  side,  and  a tenement  of  the  said  John  Dutton,  on 
the  east  side,  and  abutting  on  the  street  on  the  south  side,  and  a fuel  ground, 
called  Thorney  Mead,  on  the  north  side,  to  hold  the  said  premises,  with  the 
appurtenances,  unto  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns 
for  ever,  to  and  for  the  only  use,  benefit,  and  common  good  of  the  poor  inhabi- 
tants of  the  said  borough  of  Northleach  for  the  time  being,  with  a provision, 
that  when  the  greater  part  of  the  said  feoffees  should  die,  that  then  the  survivors 
should  convey  the  trust  premises  to  so  many  other  persons  as  would  fill  their 
vacancies,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

The  above-mentioned  house  is  under  the  management  of  the  bailiffs,  who  have 
let  the  same  for  15/.  per  annum  to  William  Dyer,  which  rent  makes  a part  of 
the  common  town  stock  before  alluded  to. 


William  Edgeley’s  Charity. 

Willmm  Edgeley’s  It  appears,  by  an  Indenture,  dated  29th  January  1627,  that  a sum  of  money, 
either  10/.  or  15/. # had  been  long  before  given  to  the  town  by  one  William 
Edgeley , page  to  Queen  Mary,  to  be  employed  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of 
the  same  town,  and  that  with  that  sum  two  burgage  tenements,  situate  at 
Mill  End,  were  purchased  and  conveyed  to  John  Dutton,  of  Sherborne, 
esq.  and  others  trustees  therein  named,  for  the  common  good  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  thereof,  which  two  houses,  together  with  another  house  (now  only 
a shed)  were  by  a subsequent  deed,  bearing  date  15th  October  1629,  vested  in 
the  persons  therein  named  trustees,  in  order  that  the  same  might  be  erected 
into  an  almshouse,  as  soon  as  lands  or  tenements  of  10/.  per  annum,  should  be 
either  given  to  or  could  be  purchased  for  the  endowment  and  support  thereof; 
and  that  then  the  said  almshouses  should  be  divided  into  six  several  habitations, 
wherein  the  said  trustees  should,  from  time  to  time,  place  six  poor  old  impotent 
people  of  the  said  town  of  Northleach,  to  dwell  there,  paying  only  the  yearly 
rent  of  one  penny  unto  the  said  John  Dutton  for  the  same,  during  their 
lives,  which  almshouse  was  to  be  called  Edgeley’s  Hospital,  in  memory  of  his 
said  benefaction  ; and  that  upon  the  erection  and  foundation  of  such  hospital, 
certain  persons  therein  named,  should  be  appointed  governors  thereof,  who 
should,  out  of  the  said  endowment,  pay  a certain  weekly  sum  to  each  of  the 
said  several  six  poor  people  ; and  that  the  said  six  almspeople  should  weekly 
and  daily,  during  their  lives,  resort  unto  the  parish  church  of  Northleach  as 
often  as  divine  prayer  or  preaching  should  be  there  solemnized,  and  there 
continue  during  the  whole  time  of  divine  service,  and  that  upon  vacancies 
happening,  two  of  the  poorest,  oldest,  maimed  and  impotent  people,  should  by 
the  bailiffs,  constables,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  be  presented  to  the 
governors  of  the  said  hospital,  who  should  place  the  neediest  of  the  two  in  the 
room  of  the  party  deceased  or  displaced. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  revenue  of  10/.  which  was  contemplated  as  pro- 
bable to  be  added  to  the  maintenance  of  this  projected  establishment,  did  ever 
in  any  wav  accrue  to  it,  so  that  the  houses  intended  to  be  so  disposed  of,  were 
never  used  for  the  purpose  intended,  but  have  remained  ever  since  the  pro- 
perty of  the  parish,  under  the  management  and  disposition  of  the  bailiffs  and 
burgesses,  who  have  let  them  for  the  most  they  could  get  for  them,  and  mixed 
the  rents  with  other  monies  derived  in  a similar  way,  and  composing  a common 
stock,  which  has  been  expended  on  various  objects  of  general  parish  concern, 
according  to  the  discretion  of  the  persons  last  mentioned. 

The  rents  of  the  two  houses,  make  together  six  guineas  per  annum. 


The  Town  House. 

The  Town  Mouse.  This  house  has  been  in  the  possession  of  the  town  from  time  immemorial. 

It  is  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  market-place,  now  occupied  by  two 
tenants,  whose  rents,  together  amount  to  10  guineas  per  annum,  and  which  rents 
are  included  in  the  town  stock  so  often  before  mentioned.  It  was  called  the 
town  house,  and  probably  used  as  such,  when  the  town  was  in  a more  flourish- 
ing state.

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William  King’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.  “ 33  Henry  8,  William  King  gave,  for  ever,  certain  houses 
in  Northleach,  at  53  s.  4 d.  per  annum,  the  use  thereof  to  be  lent  to  tradesmen, 
either  young,  that  have  no  stock,  or  old  men  decayed.” 

And  in  another  part  of  the  Church  Table,  we  find  it  recorded,  that  “ the 
inhabitants  of  this  town,  with  the  rents  of  the  said  William  King,  purchased  a 
house  in  fee  for  ever,  worth  per  annum,  215.  for  the  use  of  the  common  good 
of  the  town.” 

What  those  houses  were,  so  said  to  have  been  given  to  the  parish  or  purchased 
out  of  the  rents  as  stated  in  the  above  Table,  there  are  at  present  no  means  of 
ascertaining;  some  of  the  houses,  which  appear  to  have  once  belonged  to  the 
town,  but  which  are  now  no  longer  standing,  may  have  been  those  derived  under 
the  charity  of  Wiliiam  King,  but  this  must  be  left  to  conjecture. 

The  Ground  on  which  the  Market  House  stood. 

By  a Deed  Poll,  bearing  date  the  26th  November  1629,  purporting  to  be  under 
the  hands  and  seals  of  Thomas  Parker,  of  Northleach,  esq.  John  Ashfield, 
Henry  Atkinson,  Michael  Parker,  William  Plarbert  and  Walter  Elhill,  but 
signed  only  by  the  said  Thomas  Parker,  John  Ashfield,  Michael  Parker  and 
William  Harbert,  reciting,  that  William  Ringe,  of  Hampnett,  near  Northleach 
aforesaid,  by  his  deed  executed  then  long  since,  of  his  charitable  disposition 
had  given  and  granted  unto  John  Bush,  merchant,  and  others  therein  mentioned, 
and  to  their  heirs  for  ever,  one  burgage  in  the  middle  of  the  town  or  borough 
of  Northleach  aforesaid,  between  a void  piece  of  ground  called  the  Hockerells, 
on  the  east  side,  and  a tenement  then  appertaining  to  the  service  of  the  Virgin 
Mary,  in  the  church  of  Northleach  aforesaid,  on  the  west  side,  to  the  only  use 
and  intent  that  the  said  burgage  should  always  be  used  and  employed  for  a 
parish  house,  in  the  upper  part  thereof,  for  recreations  and  meetings  of  the 
parishioners  there  to  be  kept,  and  also  for  a public  standing  for  the  people  in 
the  under  part  thereof,  for  selling  of  corn  and  other  victuals  ; and  reciting,  that 
William  Midwinter  and  William  Lovering  had  survived  their  co-trustees,  and  in 
performance  of  the  trust  in  them  reposed,  had  granted  to  the  said  Thomas 
Parker,  John  Ashfield,  Henry  Atkinson,  Michael  Parker,  William  Harbert  and 
Walter  Elhill,  (together  with  others  since  deceased)  and  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
the  said  burgage,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  intent  that  the  same  should 
for  ever  remain  for  a parish  house,  for  the  purposes  above-mentioned,  they  the 
said  Thomas  Parker,  John  Ashfield,  Henry  Atkinson,  Michael  Parker,  William 
Harbert  and  Walter  Elhill,  in  full  discharge  of  the  trust  in  them  reposed  by  the 
said  William  Midwinter  and  William  Lovering,  did  grant  and  convey  unto  John 
Dutton,  of  Sherborne,  esquire,  with  the  said  other  parties  therein  mentioned, 
all  the  said  burgage,  together  with  all  houses,  &c.  thereunto  belonging,  to  hold 
the  said  burgage,  with  the  appurtenances,  unto  them  the  said  John  Dutton  and 
others,  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  to  the  only  intent  and  purpose  follow- 
ing; viz.  that  the  said  cellar  and  room  over  the  same,  together  with  the  lower 
part  of  the  said  barn,  should  for  ever  remain  as  a parish  house  for  recreations 
and  meetings  of  the  parishioners,  and  that  the  rest  of  the  said  burgage,  with  the 
appurtenances,  should  be  for  ever  converted  to  better  uses,  which  might  make 
best  and  most  for  the  common  good,  profit  and  commodity  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  said  town  of  Northleach,  as  also  for  the  necessary  reparations  of  the  parish 
church  of  Northleach  aforesaid. 

The  market-house  about  fifteen  years  ago  being  in  danger  of  falling,  was 
taken  down,  and  the  site  thereof  makes  a part  of  the  present  area  on  which  the 
market  of  Northleach  is  held  on  the  Wednesdays. 

The  Downs  House. 

There  is  a waste  piece  of  ground  on  one  side  of  the  road  leading  from  North- 
leach to  Stow,  of  which  the  parish  have  had  the  enjoyment  from  time  immemo- 
rial, for  the  feed  of  cattle  under  certain  restrictions.  Upon  these  downs  a 
house  has  been  built,  called  the  Downs  House,  which  was  originally  intended 
for  a pest-house,  but  which  is  now  let  to  the  hamlet  of  Eastington  for  the 
accommodation  of  their  poor,  at  the  rent  of  61.  per  annum. 
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The  following  is  the  rental  of  the  town  property,  as  before  enumerated  : —

Mrs.  Allen’s  Charities. 

Mary  Harritts  Allen , of  Northleach,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  widow,  by 
her  Will,  dated  15th  December  1816,  after  bequeathing  several  pecuniary  and 
specific  legacies,  gave  and  devised  all  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  her 
messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  estate  and  effects,  both  real 
and  personal,  and  of  what  nature  or  kind  soever  the  same  might  be,  and  where- 
soever situate,  to  John  Eccles,  of  Eastington,  and  Jonathan  Rutland  the  elder, 
their  heirs,  executors,  kc.  upon  trust  that  they  the  said  John  Eccles  and  Jonathan 
Rutland,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  should  sell  and  dispose  of  the  same  ; and  as 
to  the  money  to  arise  by  such  sale,  upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  John  Eccles  and 
Jonathan  Rutland,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  executors  or  administrators 
of  such  survivor,  should  place  the  same  out  at  interest  upon  government  or  real 
securities,  and  from  time  to  time  call  in,  alter,  vary  and  replace  out  the  same 
at  their  discretion  ; and  as  to  the  dividends  and  interest  thereof,  upon  trust,  that 
as  to  the  sum  of  5 l.  part  thereof,  they  should  lay  out  4/.  part  thereof  in  bread, 
to  be  distributed  on  the  17th  day  of  June  yearly  for  ever,  amongst  the  poor 
people  of  the  said  town  of  Northleach,  and  also  should  pay  unto  the  vicar  for 
ever  the  remaining  sum  of  1 1.  for  a sermon  on  that  day,  being  her  birth- 
day ; and  as  to  the  sum  of  5 1.  further  part  thereof,  upon  trust  that  they  the 
said  trustees  should  yearly  for  ever  lay  out  the  same  on  the  31st  day  of 
December,  in  firing,  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of 
Northleach,  at  the  discretion  of  her  executors  on  that  day,  being  the  nativity 
of  her  mother,  Mary  Harritts  Glover  ; and  the  said  testatrix  further  directed, 
that  the  said  trustees  should  weekly  for  ever  thereafter,  pay  unto  the  six  poor 
women  in  the  almshouse  at  Northleach,  established  there  by  Thomas  Dutton, 
the  sum  of  Aid.  each,  provided  they  wore  the  letter  D.  on  some  conspicuous 
part  of  their  dress.  And  her  will  was,  that  should  either  of  them  refuse  to 
wear  the  letter  D.  as  aforesaid,  that  the  weekly  pay  of  her  or  them  so  refusing, 
should  be  paid  unto  and  between  those  that  did  wear  it ; if  more  than  one, 
share  and  share  alike,  and  if  only  one,  then  to  such  one.  And  as  to  all  the 
residue  of  the  said  dividends  and  interest,  upon  trust  that  the  said  trustees 
should  pay  the  same  weekly  for  ever  unto  and  between  such  poor  men  (not 
being  more  than  six  in  number,)  as  the  bailiffs  of  Northleach  should  erect  a 
house  for,  wearing  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  their  dress  the  letter  A.  And 
it  was  the  testatrix’s  further  will,  that  should  the  bailiffs  of  Northleach  afore- 
said, for  the  time  being,  refuse  to  build  a house  and  premises  for  the  purposes 
before  mentioned,  then  she  willed  and  directed,  that  the  said  trustees 
should,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
of  the  said  parish  for  the  time  being,  pay  and  apply  such  dividends  and 
interest  unto  and  between  six  poor  men  of  the  said  parish  weekly,  for  ever ; 
and  as  to  the  interest  and  proceeds  of  the  sum  of  200/.,  upon  trust  that  they 
the  said  trustees  should  pay  the  same  unto  William  Bickley,  of  Winchcombe, 
weekly,  during  the  term  of  his  natural  life  ; and  after  his  death,  that  the  said 

sum 
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sum  of  200/.  should  become  part  of  the  residuum  of  her  estate.  And  she 
appointed  John  Eccles  and  Jonathan  Rutland,  the  elder,  executors  of  her  said 
will. 

The  above  charitable  devise,  as  far  as  it  involved  real  estate,  has  failed  of  its 
effect  by  reason  of  the  statute  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  and  the  same  has  been  claimed 
by  the  heir  at  law. 

It  is  stated,  that  the  personal  property  of  the  testatrix  amounts  to  the  sum  of 
2,649/.  17s.  Q>d.  of  which  sum  1,000/.  has  been  lent  to  the  bailiffs  of  the  town, 
at  an  interest  of  5 /.  per  cent,  upon  the  security  of  the  house,  which  has  been 
the  subject  of  a former  report,  called  the  Great  House,  now  the  Sherborne 
Arms.  The  purpose  of  borrowing  which,  was  in  the  first  place  to  re-purchase 
with  500/.  Lord  Sherborne’s  interest  in  the  said  house,  the  particulars  of  which 
transaction  have  already  appeared  in  the  report  of  William  Dutton’s  Charity  ; 
and  in  the  next  place,  to  build  with  the  remaining  500/.  an  almshouse  for  six 
men,  in  conformity  with  the  Will  of  Mrs.  Allen,  which  has  been  done. 

The  present  income  of  this  charity,  taking  the  sum  lent  to  the  bailiff’s  at 
five  per  cent,  and  the  residue  at  four  per  cent,  is  116/. 

Out  of  the  interest  of  the  testatrix’s  personal  estate,  the  executors  have 
made  the  following  payments  : — 

Four  pounds  in  bread,  which  they  have  distributed  according  to  their  discretion 
among  the  poor  of  the  town  ; 1 /.  to  the  minister,  for  a sermon  preached  by 
him  on  the  17th  June,  the  birth-day  of  the  testatrix  ; 51.  for  coals,  distributed 
among  the  necessitous  poor  on  the  31st  of  December  ; and  4<d.  a week  to  each 
of  the  poor  women  in  the  almshouse  established  by  Thomas  Dutton  ; making 
per  annum  51.  45.,  and  a total  of  15  /.  45. 

Six  shillings  a week  is  paid  to  each  of  the  six  poor  men  settled  in  the  alms- 
house, making  an  annual  sum  of  93/.  125.,  which,  added  to  the  other  sums, 
makes  an  expenditure  of  108/.  165.;  and  10/.  to  the  annuitant,  raises  the  total 
annual  sum  paid  under  the  will  to  118/.  165.  per  annum. 

It  was  some  time  before  the  almshouse  was  built,  during  which  period  there 
was  an  accumulation  of  interest ; and  the  sums  paid  at  different  times  to  the 
ahnspeople  have  varied  in  amount. 

This  almshouse  is  situate  at  the  mill  end.  It  is  a stone  building,  and  contains 
six  apartments,  in  each  of  which  some  old  inhabitant  of  the  town,  chosen  by 
the  bailiffs,  is  placed. 

As  no  provision  is  made  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Allen,  for  the  appointment  and 
perpetuation  of  trustees,  and  as  it  is  felt  by  all  parties  that  the  due  and  con- 
stant application  and  management  of  so  considerable  a charity  should  be 
secured,  by  being  committed  to  persons  whose  office  and  responsibility  may 
have  a regular  continuance  and  succession,  it  has  been  determined  to  institute 
such  proceedings  in  Chancery  as  may  obtain  the  sanction  and  directions  of 
that  court  for  the  settlement  of  the  charity  property,  and  the  regular  constitu- 
tion of  the  trustees.  And  since  the  executor  will  be  called  upon  to  account 
before  the  court  with  respect  to  his  administration  of  the  personal  assets  of  the 
testatrix,  we  have  not  thought  it  necessary  in  this  Report  to  prosecute  that 
part  of  the  inquiry  further  than  we  have  done. 

At  the  same  time  it  is  felt  to  be  very  desirable,  that  all  the  town  property, 
the  rental  of  which  has  been  above  set  forth,  may  be  committed  to  the 
management  and  disposition  of  trustees;  and  that  the  future  application  of 
the  whole  of  these  funds,  which  have  hitherto  been  left  to  the  disposal  of  the 
bailiffs,  without  any  check  upon  their  proceedings,  and  whose  conduct  in 
respect  of  the  same  has  at  times  been  a subject  of  much  dissatisfaction  and 
animadversion,  may  be  committed  to  persons  from  whom  a more  impartial 
and  independent  discharge  of  their  duties  may  be  reasonably  expected. 

The  revenue  of  the  town  property  has  been  shown  to  be  112/.  16  5.  ; out  of 
this,  if  the  trustees  when  appointed,  are  directed  to  satisfy  the  interest  of  the 
1,000/.  so  lent  to  the  bailiffs  as  above  mentioned,  out  of  Mrs.  Allen’s  estate, 
at  five  per  cent,  they  will  have  50/.  annually  to  pay  on  this  account;  170/. 
having  been  also  borrowed  by  the  bailifrs  at  five  per  cent,  towards  defraying 
the  expenses  incurred  by  the  improvements  done  on  the  Sherborne  Arms,  they 
will  have  8/.  105.  to  pay  annually  on  that  account;  4/.  will  be  payable  to  the 
poor  on  account  of  Thomas  Dutton’s  gift;  4/.  in  reference  to  Mr.  Aylworth’s 
gift  of  100/.  ; 6/.  65.  on  account  of  Mr.  Edgeley’s  Charity,  and  15/.  on  account 
of  John  Dutton’s  house,  let  to  Dyer  as  above  mentioned.  When  these  different 
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sums  are  paid,  amounting  to  87 /.  165.,  there  will  remain  9.51.  to  make  up 
the  rental  of  112/.  16  5. ; but  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  there  will  be  some 
costs  of  suit  to  be  paid,  the  principal  sum  of  170/.  to  be  liquidated,  and  the 
repairs  to  be  provided  for,  and  it  is  now  fully  understood  that  due  provision 
must  be  made  for  these  different  objects  under  the  future  management  of  the 
trustees. 

The  Lost  Charities  of  Richard  Hart,  Thomas  Westmacott,  John 
Miller,  senior,  John  Miller,  junior,  Thomas  Pattshull,  Edward 
Carter,  Roger  Westmacott. 

On  the  Church  Table  the  following  Gifts  are  recorded : In  the  third  year  of 
James  the  First,  Richard  Hart  gave  6 /.  as  a stock  for  ever  to  be  lent  to  Poor 
Tradesmen. 

In  the  14th  Jac.  1.  Thomas  Westmacott  gave  20  5.  to  be  lent  to  Tradesmen. 

In  the  same  year,  James  Miller  gave  10/.  to  remain  for  ever  a Stock  for 
the  Poor. 

John  Miller,  son  of  the  said  James  Miller,  gave  10/.  to  remain  a Stock  for 
ever  for  the  Poor,  and  10/.  to  remain  a Stock  for  the  reparations  of  the 
Church. 

Thomas  Pattshull  gave  31.  to  remain  a Stock  for  the  use  of  the  Poor. 

2 Car.  1.  Edward  Carter  gave  50/.  to  remain  to  the  use  of  the  said  town  of 
Northleach  for  ever. 

1 Ann.  Roger  Westmacott  gave  91.  105.  to  remain  a Stock  for  ever. 

What  has  become  of  these  several  charity  monies,  it  seems  to  be  now  impos- 
sible to  ascertain.  They  have  probably  been  mixed  with  the  town  stock,  and 
applied  to  parish  purposes. 


PARISH  OF  SEVENHAMPTON. 

Thomas  Longford’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.  “ Mr.  Thomas  Longford,  who  departed  this  life  9th  March 
1770,  gave  in  his  lifetime  205.  per  annum  for  ever,  to  the  Poor  of  this  parish,  in 
bread,  five  of  which  quarterly,  out  of  the  ground  called  Dunnywell.” 

This  sum  of  205.  has  been  regularly  paid  by  the  proprietors  of  the  land 
called  Dunnywell.  It  has  been  laid  out  in  bread,  which  has  been  distributed 
at  Christmas  among  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  WHITTINGTON. 

Ralph  Thayer’s  Charity. 

Ralph  Thayer,  late  of  Whittington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  Will, 
dated  26th  November  1673,  gave  unto  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Whittington 
30/.  to  remain  in  a stock,  for  ever,  and  the  yearly  use  or  rent  thereof  to  be  dis- 
tributed to  the  poor  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish,  from 
time  to  time,  at  two  pay-days  in  the  year,  Christmas  and  Easter,  to  buy  them 
shoes,  stockings,  linen  and  what  should  be  most  needful ; and  he  desired  Thomas 
Longford,  of  Foxcote,  William  Mason  and  George  Smith,  of  Whittington,  to 
take  care  of  the  30/.  stock-  that  it  should  be  laid  out  in  land  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  of  the  parish  aforesaid. 

This  sum,  increased  to  40/.,  but  by  what  means  does  not  appear,  has  been 
always  a deposit  in  the  hands  of  the  ministers  of  the  parish,  who  have  for  many 
years  applied  the  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  in  the  purchase  of  articles 
of  clothing  for  the  industrious  poor.  The  present  rector,  the  Rev.  William 
Hicks,  now  holds  the  said  sum  of  40/.  for  which  he  has  given  an  acknow- 
ledgment in  the  parish  book.  He  disposes  annually  of  91.  in  the  way  above 
mentioned. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Thomas’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Walter  Thomas,  rector  of  the  parish  of  Whittington,  who  died  in 
June  1799,  by  his  Will  gave  the  interest  of  50/.,  two  pounds  ten  shillings  per 
annum,  to  be  laid  out  in  clothes,  to  be  given  to  the  honest  and  industrious  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Whittington,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister,  or  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  that  parish,  and  appointed  Mr.  Evan  Davies,  an  attorney  at 
Cardigan,  his  executor. 

Mr. 
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Mr.  Davies  appears  to  have  paid  this  2/.  10  5.  to  a Mrs.  Humphries,  of  Turk- 
dean,  in  Gloucestershire,  who  in  the  lifetime  of  Mr.  Thomas  had  lived  with 
him  as  his  housekeeper,  and  who  accounted  for  the  same  to  the  rector  of 
Whittington  ; but  in  the  year  1819  he  refused  to  continue  such  payments, 
alleo-ing&in  answer  to  an  application  made  to  him  by  the  minister  of  Whit- 
tington^ that  he  considered  the  payments  he  had  made,  not  as  interest,  but  as 
instalments,  going  in  liquidation  of  the  principal  ; and  fuitheimore,  that  he 
considered  the  legacy  was  void  in  law.  These  reasons  having  appeared  to  us 
as  altogether  unsatisfactory,  we  have  applied  to  him  for  the  principal  and  arrears 
of  interest,  who,  in  answer  to  such  application,  has  stated  that  he  has  been  ad- 
vised to  resist  any  further  demand,  and  that  so  he  means  to  do.  We  have  thought 
it  our  duty  therefore  to  submit  the  case,  with  these  facts,  to  the  consideration 
of  His  Majesty’s  Attorney  General. 

Rebecca  Ligiitbourne’s  Charity. 

Rebecca  Lightbourne , late  of  Sandywell  Park  and  Cheltenham,  in  the  county  of  Reb-  Tcifi^ourne’s 
Gloucester,  widow,  deceased,  by  her  Will,  dated  the  81st  day  of  December  1819,  an  y' 

o-ave  to  William  Morris,  of  Sevenhampton,  esquire,  and  unto  Walter  Lawrence, 
his  son,  the  sum  of  1,000/.  to  be  paid  out  of  her  personal  estate,  and  to  be  in- 
vested in  their  names  on  government  securities;  and  she  directed  that  her  said 
trustees,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  and  the  executors  or  administrators  of  such 
survivor,  should  stand  possessed  thereof,  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  dividends  and 
proceeds  thereof  from  time  to  time,  as  the  same  should  become  payable,  for 
the  establishment  of  a Sunday  school  in  the  parish  of  Whittington  aforesaid,  for 
the  benefit  and  instruction  of  the  poor  children  within  that  parish,  and  within 
the  villages  of  Sevenhampton  and  Brockhampton,  Dowdeswell  and  Charlton 
Kino-’s.  in  such  manner  as  her  said  trustees  should  from  time  to  time  think  most 
expedient. 

Mrs.  Lightbourne’s  property  has  been  for  some  time,  since  her  death,  involved 
in  some  litigation,  as  we  learn  from  the  solicitor  of  Vfalter  Lawrence,  esquire, 
of  Sandywell  Park  ; till  the  termination  of  which  this  charity  cannot  have  effect 
given  to  it ; but  we  are  informed,  that  the  questions  respecting  this  property 
are  expected  to  be  soon  settled,  and  that  when  such  settlement  shall  have  taken 
place,  the  money  left  by  the  will  for  the  above-mentioned  charitable  objects, 
will  be  applied  in  pursuance  of  the  testatrix’s  directions.  We  shall  inquire  into 
the  future  arrangements  respecting  this  charity. 
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Charities  of  William  Osborne,  d.  d.  and  John  Rich,  Esquire. 

It  is  stated  on  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church,  that  Dr.  Osborne, 
rector  of  this  parish,  in  the  year  1 646,  left  100/.  for  the  apprenticing  of  poor 
children  thereof ; and  that  John  Rich,  esquire,  in  the  year  1G77>  also  left  100/, 
to  the  same  use. 

It  appears  from  a memorandum,  in  a book  called  the  Withington  Poor’s  John  Rich,  Esquire 
Estate  Book,  that  these  two  sums,  increased  by  an  accumulation  of  interest  to 
221/.  Ss.  6d.,  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a copyhold  estate  at  Aide,  held 
by  copy  of  court-roll  of  the  manor  of  Cheltenham. 

The  estate  consists  of  18  a.  3r.  Op.  all  pasture  land,  and  is  at  present  let  by 
auction  to  a tenant,  at  the  rent  of  29/.  per  annum. 

This  rent  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  by  them  laid  out  in  the  following 
manner;  viz.  10/.  is  annually  paid  to  a schoolmaster  for  teaching  poor  boys  of  the 
parish  reading,  writing  and  casting  accounts,  and  also  the  church  catechism, 
under  the  superintendence  of  the  minister,  who  has  usually  appointed  the  chil- 
dren to  the  school. 

Two  guineas  are  annually  paid  to  a schoolmistress  in  the  parish  for  teaching 
poor  girls  to  read,  knit  and  sew. 

Two  guineas  are  also  paid  to  a mistress  for  teaching  little  children  to  read 
in  the  adjoining  hamlet  of  Foxcote,  in  this  parish  ; and  two  guineas  are  sub- 
scribed to  the  Gloucester  Infirmary  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish  ; making  toge- 
ther 16/.  6^.  The  residue  is  expended  in  apprenticing  poor  children,  when  a 
proper  opportunity  offers  ; and  when  not  so  applied,  it  is  laid  out  in  blankets  and 
clothes  for  the  poor;  except  that  in  or  about  the  year  1809  some  small  savings 
3d9.  R 2 * out 
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out  of  these  rents  were  applied  in  part  purchase  of  a sum  of  5001.  South  Sea 
stock,  as  mentioned  in  the  next  case. 

Charities  of  Robert  Fielding,  m.  d.  John  Gillman,  Charles  Fielding, 

and  the  Rev.  John  Hayward. 

In  the  book  before  mentioned  it  is  stated,  that  Robert  Fielding,  in  1709, 
gave  20/. ; John  Gillman,  in  1716,  a like  sum  ; and  Charles  Fielding,  in  1737,  also 
a like  sum  ; all  for  the  use  of  the  parish. 

And  that  the  Rev.  John  Hayward,  who  in  1780  wras  rector  of  this  parish, 
gave  the  sum  of  100/.  Old  South  Sea  annuities,  and  directed  the  interest  to 
be  distributed  to  the  poor  in  bread. 

All  these  sums,  together  with  a small  sum  arising  from  the  Arle  estate  as 
before  mentioned,  have  been  long  since  invested  in  the  purchase  of  500/.  in 
the  Old  South  Sea  annuities,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  Benjamin  Grisdale, 
the  late  rector,  and  Henry  Day  and  Thomas  Dancer,  both  of  Withington,  pro- 
ducing 15/.  per  annum. 

Out  of  this  sum,  31.  per  annum  in  satisfaction  of  the  interest  of  Mr.  Hay- 
ward's legacy,  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  distributed  on  the 
15th  March  and  the  15th  May,  yearly,  in  the  church,  being  the  days  directed 
by  him. 

The  residue  of  the  15/.  is  distributed  in  sums  from  10s.  to  2/.  among  the 
second  poor,  by  the  rector  of  the  parish,  with  a due  attention  to  the  necessities 
and  deserts  of  the  persons  relieved.  A regular  account  appears  to  be  kept.

PARISH  OF  COMPTON  PARVA. 

Archbishop  Juxon’s  Charity. 

A Table  in  the  parish  church  of  Lower  Lemington,  in  the  hundred  of 
Tewkesbury,  among  other  gifts  records  a donation  of  Dr.  William  Juxon , 
archbishop  of  Canterbury,  by  his  Will,  dated  20th  September  1662,  of  100/. 
to  the  parish  of  Little  Compton,  increased  to  115/.  by  three  years  interest; 
and  we  find,  from  the  churchwarden  of  Little  Compton,  that  in  the  year 
1795  115/.  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  171 /•  19-?.  3c?.  three  per  cent  con- 
sols, in  the  names  of  Thomas  Davis  and  Thomas  Rushall,  in  whose  names 
it  still  remains,  producing  an  annual  interest  of  51.  3s.  2d. 

The  churchwarden  distributes  it  among  the  poor,  according  to  his  discretion. 

In  the  year  1795  an  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  of  Little  Compton  parish 
took  place,  under  an  Act  of  Parliament ; and  in  virtue  of  the  powers  given  by 
the  same,  the  Commissioners  set  out  an  allotment  for  the  poor  of  10  acres  of 
meadow  land,  for  the  rent  to  be  laid  out  in  fuel. 

It  is  let  to  a yearly  tenant  at  31.  an  acre,  and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  coal,  which  is  distributed  among  the  poor  by  the  trustees  under 
the  Act. 

There  were  some  scattered  pieces  of  land,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Church 
Ways,  of  which  the  parish  had  been  in  possession  before  the  passing  of  the  said 
Act  from  time  immemorial ; for  which  pieces  of  land  were  substituted  by  the 
Commissioners  about  1^  acres,  now  let  for  51.  which  rent  is  brought  to  the 
church  account. 


PARISH  OF  PRESTON-UPON-STOUR. 

Sarah  West’s  Charity. 

It  appears  by  a book  produced  by  the  churchwardens  of  Preston  parish, 
containing  sundry  cases,  and  declarations  of  trust  relating  to  the  legacies  of 
Mrs.  Sai'ah  West,  that  Mrs.  Sarah  West  of  Alscot,  in  the  county  of  Glou- 
cester, by  her  Will,  dated  3d  June  1795,  gave  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the 
parish  of  Preston-upon-Stour,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  20/. ; 
and  unto  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Whitchurch,  in  the  county  of 
Warwick,  the  sum  of  20/.;  and  directed  the  same  two  legacies  to  be  invested 
or  placed  out  upon  good  and  sufficient  securities  at  interest,  and  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  respectively  annually  distributed  among  the  poor  inhabitants  in 
the  several  parishes  aforesaid,  by  and  at  the  discretion  of  the  person  or  persons 
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who  should  for  the  time  being  be  seised  or  possessed  of  her  mansion-house  at  Preston-upon-Stour. 
Alscot  aforesaid.  — - 

And  that  the  said  testatrix  appointed  Mrs.  Henrietta  West  executrix  of  her  Charity*  S 

Said  will.  continued. 

It  also  appears,  by  the  following  memorandum  in  the  hand-writing  of  the  v ~ ' 

said  testatrix,  that  she  was  indebted  to  the  poor  of  Preston  parish  in  the  sum 
of  50/. ; viz.  “ I acknowledge  to  have  in  my  hands  the  sum  of  50/.  belonging 
to  the  poor  of  Preston  parish,  for  which  interest  at  five  per  cent  is  paid  to  the 
year  1792,  as  appears  by  the  parish  books.” 

There  is  also  in  the  said  book  the  copy  of  a declaration  of  trust,  dated  11th 
June  1801,  made  upon  the  investment  of  the  said  two  legacies  given  by  Mrs.  West, 
whereby  the  said  Henrietta  WTest,  as  executrix  of  the  will  of  the  said  Sarah 
West,  William  Sheldon  of  Gray’s  Inn,  esquire,  and  John  Hosier  of  Great 
George-street,  Westminster,  esquire,  as  trustees  and  devisees  named  in  the  said 
will,  and  James  West  of  Alscot,  esquire,  grandson  and  heir-at-law  of  the  said 
Sarah  West,  being  the  person  then  seised  or  possessed  of  the  mansion-house 
at  Alscot  aforesaid,  after  reciting  the  said  will  of  the  said  Sarah  West,  and  that 
the  said  Henrietta  West  had,  on  the  22d  day  of  April  then  last,  caused  the  said 
several  sums  of  20/.  and  20/.  to  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  69/.  three  per  cent 
Consolidated  Bank  Annuities,  in  the  names  of  them  the  said  William  Sheldon, 

John  Hosier  and  James  West,  and  had  paid  all  interest  thereon,  they,  the  said 
William  Sheldon,  John  Hosier  and  James  West,  acknowledged  and  declared 
that  the  said  sum  of  69/.  three  per  cent  consols  were  so  standing  in  their  names 
upon  the  trusts  hereinafter  mentioned ; viz.  as  to  one  moiety  thereof  in  trust 
for  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Preston-upon-Stour  aforesaid,  and  the 
dividends  thereof  to  be  annually  distributed  among  such  poor  inhabitants,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  person  or  persons  who  should  be  seised  or  possessed  of 
the  mansion-house  of  Alscot  aforesaid  ; and  as  to  the  other  moiety  of  the 
said  sum  of  69/.  three  per  cent  consols,  and  the  interest  thereof,  in  trust,  for 
the  poor  inhabitants  of  Whitchurch  aforesaid,  in  like  manner. 

With  a proviso  for  renewing  the  trustees  on  the  death  or  resignation  of  any 
of  them,  and  a power  to  the  trustees  to  change  or  vary  the  securities  as  therein 
mentioned. 

By  another  declaration  of  trust,  bearing  date  11th  June  1801,  the  said 
Henrietta  West,  William  Sheldon,  John  Hosier  and  James  West,  after  reciting, 
that  about  the  year  1634,  one  Giles  Smith  had  bequeathed  the  sum  of  10/.  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  Preston  ; and  that  Richard  Marriett  of  Alscot,  esquire, 
had  given  to  the  poor  of  Preston  aforesaid  the  sum  of  20/.,  and  that  the  said 
Sarah  West  had  in  her  lifetime  given  the  sum  of  20  /.  for  the  same  purpose, 
making  together,  with  the  aforesaid  two  sums,  50/.,  and  that  the  same  had 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  James  West  of  Alscot,  esquire,  late  husband  of  the 
said  Sarah  West,  and  on  his  decease,  in  the  year  1772,  had  come  into  the 
hands  of  the  said  Sarah  West  as  administratrix  of  his  effects ; and  further 
reciting  the  death  of  the  said  Sarah  West  on  21st  April  1799;  and  that  the  said 
Henrietta  West  had,  on  the  21st  May  then  last,  caused  the  sum  of  50/.  to  be 
invested  in  the  purchase  of  83/.  10  s.  three  per  cents  reduced,  in  the  names  of 
them  the  said  William  Sheldon,  John  Hosier  and  James  West,  and  had  paid 
all  interest  then  due  to  the  overseers  of  the  said  parish  of  Preston  : it  is 
witnessed,  that  the  said  William  Sheldon,  John  Hosier  and  James  West,  did 
thereby  acknowledge  that  the  said  sum  of  8 31.  10s.  three  per  cents  Reduced 
Annuities  was  so  then  standing  in  their  names  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

The  dividends  of  these  several  sums  appear  not  to  have  been  paid  from  the 
year  1801  to  the  26th  May  1828,  when  the  accumulated  arrears  wrere  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  of  the  parishes  of  Preston-upon-Stour  and 
Whitchurch  respectively,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  their  respective  parishes. 

The  said  James  Robert  West  and  William  Sheldon  are  the  surviving 
trustees,  but  Mr.  West  is  not  now  in  England. 

As  soon  as  he  returns  it  is  to  be  settled  in  what  manner  the  accumulation 
shall  be  disposed  of. 
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PARISH  OF  WELFORD. 

Thomas  Mills’s  Charity. 

Benefaction  Table.  “ Thomas  Mills  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  31.  a 
year,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  for  ever.  He  also  gave  3s.  4 d.  to  be  paid  towards 
the  repairing  of  the  highways  of  this  parish  for  ever.” 

Both  these  annual  sums  are  considered  as  a charge  upon  an  estate  in  this 
parish,  formerly  the  property  of  Thomas  Mills,  but  now  of  Mrs.  Slatter,  who 
pays  the  3 1.  into  the  hands  of  the  overseer  of  Welford,  by  whom  it  is  distributed 
among  the  poor  about  Christmas.  The  35.  4 cl.  is  regularly  paid  to  the  surveyor 
of  the  highways. 

John  Frekelton’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.  “ John  Frehelton  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  135.  4 d.  for 
ever.  He  also  gave  6s.  8 d.  to  the  church  for  ever,  to  be  paid  out  of  Millham.” 

This  money  was  charged  upon  a close  of  land  called  Millham,  in  the  parish 
of  Welford,  by  an  indenture,  dated  10th  August,  17  Jac.  1. 

The  135.  4 c?.  is  regularly  paid  by  the  present  proprietor  and  occupier  of 
Millham  Close,  and  distributed,  together  with  the  annual  payment  of  31.  before- 
mentioned.  The  6s.  8 d.  is  likewise  regularly  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  for 
the  repairs  of  the  church. 

Richard  Rawlins’s  Charity. 

Richard  Rawlins , by  his  Will,  dated  22d  October  1727,  charged  his  half  yard 
land  in  Welford,  with  the  payment  of  31.  per  annum,  one  moiety  to  be  paid 
every  half-year  towards  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster  there,  for  ever,  to  be 
elected  by  the  rector  and  overseer  of  the  parish,  together  with  his  kinsman  John 
Rawlins,  of  Bragginton  Farm,  and  his  heirs,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  which 
schoolmaster  was  to  be  a man  of  sober  life  and  conversation,  of  the  church  of 
England,  and  should  teach  eight  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Welford,  who  were 
also  to  be  chosen  by  the  same  persons,  to  read  English  perfectly,  and  to  repeat 
the  catechism  of  the  church  of  England,  and  alsothe  use  of  figures, so  as  to  make 
them  ready  accountants. 

The  land  charged  with  this  payment  is  well  known  ; and  the  proprietor  of  it 
pays  the  annual  sum  of  31.  into  the  hands  of  the  heir  of  the  donor,  who  pays  it 
to  a person  for  teaching  the  children  to  read.

PARISH  OF  ASTON  SUBEDGE. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

Under  the  powers  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  year  1771,  for 
inclosing  the  common  fields  and  waste  grounds  within  the  manor  and  parish  of 
Aston  Subedge,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  commissioners  set  out  and 
allotted  five  acres  for  the  use  and  enjoyment  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish 
of  Aston  Subedge,  to  raise  or  get  furze  or  other  fuel  thereon,  for  their  own  uses 
only,  and  not  for  sale  ; and  by  their  said  award,  the  same  commissioners,  in 
pursuance  of  the  power  given  them  by  the  said  Act,  ordered  the  same  to  be 
planted  and  cultivated  with  furze,  and  to  be  divided  into  five  portions,  each  of 
such  portions  to  be  cut  for  the  poor  in  each  successive  year,  so  as  to  bring  each 
one  of  them  into  use  once  in  five  years,  which  benefit  and  privilege  the  poor  of 
that  parish  have  enjoyed  from  the  time  of  such  allotment. 

In  the  year  1823,  a road  was  cut  through  this  allotment  by  the  trustees  of 
the  Evesham  Turnpike  Road  Act,  by  which  the  poor  lost  3 r.  S2i\  of  these 
premises,  and  for  this  loss  no  compensation  has  hitherto  been  made  to  them. 
We  have  urged  upon  the  trustees  of  the  turnpike  road  the  necessity  of  doing 
this,  and  are  given  to  understand  that  there  will  no  longer  be  any  delay  in 
making  full  satisfaction  to  the  poor. 

The  grass  of  the  land  has  been  annually  sold  for  2/.  which  according  to  the 
statement  of  the  overseer,  has  been  laid  out  in  coals,  and  distributed  to  the  poor 
in  proportion  to  their  wants.  A few  years  ago,  some  timber  was  cut  down  by 
order  of  the  overseer,  and  sold  for  12/.  out  of  which  proceeds  some  money 
was  laid  out  in  draining  the  land.  The  overseer  has  also  made  several  charges 

for 
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for  drawing  the  coals  and  cutting  the  furze,  and  upon  a comparison  of  the  re-  Aston  Subedue. 
ceipts  with  the  expenditure,  he  has  made  himself  accountable  for  7 /.  2 s.  11  d.  

Endymion  Cannynge’s  Charity. 

Endymion  Cannynge,  of  Brook,  in  the  county  of  Rutland,  by  his  Will,  dated  Endy.  Cannynge's 
24th  May  1081,  gave,  among  other  things,  to  the  poor  of  Aston  Subedge,  in  Chanty, 
the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  20 /.  according  as  the  vicar  of  Campden, 
and  the  best  of  the  parish,  should  think  fit  to  dispose  of  it  for  their  use. 

This  charity  has  never  been  in  operation  within  living  memory,  and  may 
therefore  be  considered  as  irrecoverable. 


PARISH  OF  BATSFORD. 
Mrs.  A.  Freeman’s  Charity. 


Mrs.  Ann  Freeman , who  died  October  10,  1728,  by  her  Will,  gave  to  the 
minister  of  Batsford  100/.  provided  he  should  annually  preach  a sermon  on 
Christmas-day  and  Good  Friday,  and  read  the  prayers  for  every  holiday,  duly 
administering  the  holy  sacrament,  and  catechizing  the  children  of  the  parish  on 
those,  besides  the  appointed  times  ; and  if  omitted  upon  trifling  business,  or 
any  thing  but  sickness  or  absolute  necessity,  the  100/.  to  be  forfeited  to  her 
executor  for  the  use  of  such  poor  sick  persons  as  he  should  direct. 

On  the  Table  in  the  church  we  find  it  recorded,  that  by  deed  of  trust, 
dated  10th  October  1785,  350/.  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  were  settled  to  the 
following  uses;  viz.  61.  per  annum,  being  the  dividend  of  200/.  of  the  said 
annuities,  purchased  with  the  100/.  legacy  of  Mrs.  Ann  Freeman  (a  further 
sum  being  added  thereto),  and  settled  to  the  same  uses  as  the  said  100/. 
The  residue  of  the  dividends  for  the  purposes  following ; 30s.  in  aid  of  the 
church-rate  for  the  repairs  of  the  church  ; 20s.  for  keeping  in  repair  the  family 
monuments;  20s.  for  bread  to  be  given  to  the  poor  on  Good  Friday  and 
Christmas-day  (10s.  each  day)  ; 10s.  to  the  churchwardens,  and  10s.  to  the 
clerk  and  sexton  for  his  particular  care  and  attention. 

We  collect  from  the  above  document,  that  with  the  100/.  and  the  addition 
therein  alluded  to,  the  sum  of  350/.  Old  South  Sea  Annuities  was  purchased,  and 
the  dividends  thereof  appropriated  as  above  mentioned.  The  stock  now  stands 
in  the  names  of  Lord  Redesdale  and  the  Rev.  William  Boughton,  who  receive 
the  dividends  through  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Goslings  and  Sharpe,  in  London,  and 
the  same  are  applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  deed  above  referred  to.

PARISH  OF  BUCKLAND. 

HAMLET  OF  LAVERTON. 

Buckland  or  Laverton  Free  School. 

This  charity  has  its  foundation  in  the  bounty  of  James  Thynne , late  of  Buckland 

Buckland,  esquire,  and  Thomas  Lord  Viscount  Weymouth ; the  former  of  

which  charitable  persons  had  erected  the  school  building  at  Laverton  in  his  Buckland  or  Laver- 
lifetime, and  had  manifested  his  intention  to  endow.it  out  of  his  estate  in  the  ton  Free  School, 
parish  of  Stanton;  and  the  latter,  by  Indentures,  dated  19th  and  20th  June 
1710,  carried  that  intention  into  effect  by  a proper  conveyance  and  settlement. 

That  instrument  will  be  found  set  forth  under  the  charities  of  Chipping  Camp- 
den, which  participates  largely  in  the  benefaction. 

The  school  is  for  the  male  children  of  parents  professing  the  Protestant 
religion,  according  to  the  doctrine  and  discipline  of  our  church  ; the  boys  not 
to  be  under  6 nor  above  11,  at  the  time  of  their  admission,  and  not  to  continue 
in  the  school  longer  than  four  years.  Should  any  surplus  remain  after  provid- 
ing for  the  support  of  the  school,  and  the  school  for  girls  at  Chipping 
Campden,  the  same  was  to  be  applied  in  apprenticing  the  boys  of  Buckland  and 
Laverton,  or  the  girls  of  Chipping  Campden,  as  the  trustees  might  think  fit. 

The  boys,  to  the  number  of  thirty,  are  taught  reading,  writing  and  accounts, 
for  which  the  master  receives  30/.  per  annum. 

The  apprenticing  part  of  the  charity  appears  to  have  been  for  some  time 
at  a stand,  in  consequence  of  a heavy  expenditure  in  building  a convenient 
school  for  the  girls  at  Campden. 
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PARISH  OF  CHIPPING  CAMPDEN. 

The  Free  Grammar  School  and  other  Charities  vested  in  and  under 
the  Management  of  the  Feoffees  of  Campden. 

In  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  9th  June  1G27,  it  was  set  forth, 
that  Sir  Baptist  Flicks,  baronet,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Campden,  the  vicar  of  the 
parish,  the  bailiffs  of  the  town,  and  other  inhabitants  of  Campden,  in  behalf  of 
themselves  and  300  more  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  same  parish,  complain- 
ants, had  exhibited  their  bill  against  Thomas  Bason  alias  Butcher  the  elder, 
Thomas  Bason  alias  Butcher  the  younger,  William  Davenport,  John  Gilby, 
Anthony  Jarrett  and  Anthony  Bonner,  defendants,  wherein  it  was  stated,  that 
about  140  years  before  that  time,  one  John  Varby  was  seised  in  fee  of  and  in 
the  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Lynham,  in  the  county  of  Oxon,  of  19  yard  land 
in  Lynham  aforesaid,  and  also  of  and  in  one  great  close,  called  by  the  name  of 
Fynes  Court,  and  that  he  the  said  John  Varby  had  made  a feoffment  of  the  said 
moiety  of  the  said  manor  and  close  to  divers  persons  of  the  said  town  of  Camp- 
den, upon  the  trusts  following  ; viz.  that  with  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  there  should  be  a free  school  built  within  the  borough  and  town  of 
Campden,  and  good  allowance  made  unto  a learned  schoolmaster,  to  educate 
the  children  of  the  said  parishioners,  and  that  whatsoever  should  be  the 
overplus  above  the  said  allowance,  should  be  wholly  employed  for  the  succour 
and  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish ; that  the  said  premises 
had  been  granted  for  years  or  lives  to  the  inhabitants  of  Lynham  aforesaid,  for 
20/.  by  the  year;  which  premises,  if  all  estates  had  run  out  and  expired,  had 
been  well  worth  250/.  per  annum  at  the  least;  that  the  said  school  had  been 
built,  and  a schoolmaster  provided,  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises 
employed  for  that  purpose  many  years  before  the  said  bill  was  exhibited ; that 
the  surviving  feoffees  had  made  a second  feoffment,  according  to  the  intention 
of  the  donor,  to  Christopher  Jarrett,  deceased,  and  to  the  defendant,  Thomas 
Bason  alias  Butcher  the  elder,  and  to  many  other  persons  of  the  said  premises, 
upon  the  trusts  before-mentioned  ; and  that  the  said  Christopher  Jarrett  and 
Thomas  Butcher,  about  50  years  then  past,  having  under  false  pretences 
obtained  possession  of  the  evidences  relating  to  the  said  charity,  had  contracted 
with  Sir  James  Mervin,  knight,  the  then  owner  of  the  other  moiety  of  the  manor, 
in  consideration  of  some  great  sum  paid  to  them  by  the  said  Sir  James  Mervin, 
for  a lease  to  be  made  to  him  of  all  the  premises  aforesaid,  for  101  years,  with- 
out impeachment  of  waste,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.  which  lease  was  made 
accordingly,  with  a power  to  the  said  Sir  James  Mervin  to  renew  the  same,  in 
the  last  year  thereof ; that  the  said  Sir  James  had  cut  down  upon  the  said  pre- 
mises, a quantity  of  timber  to  the  value  of  500/. ; that  the  said  Butcher,  for 
20  years,  had  received  the  said  rent  of  20/.  and  paid  thereout  yearly  unto  the 
schoolmaster,  13/.  6s.  8 d.  but  the  fine  taken  for  the  said  premises,  and  the 
other  61.  135.  4 d.  the  feoffees  had  kept  to  their  own  use;  that  the  said  feoffees 
had  about  30  years  then  past,  made  a feoffment  to  the  said  defendants, 
Anthony  Bonner,  Anthony  Jarrett,  Thomas  Butcher  the  younger,  and  William 
Davenport,  of  the  said  premises,  who  had  received  the  yearly  rent  of  the  same, 
at  the  hands  of  Sir  John  Walter,  knight,  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the  Exchequer, 
who  (as  the  complainants  conceived)  had  purchased  the  moiety  of  the  manor  of 
Lynham  of  the  said  Sir  James  Mervin,  together  with  the  said  lease  of  101  years; 
which  said  Sir  John  Walter,  being  so  seised  of  the  moiety  of  the  said  manor, 
and  possessed  of  the  other  moiety  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term,  the  said 
defendants,  Thomas  Butcher  and  William  Davenport,  used  means  with  the  said 
Lord  Chief  Baron,  that  he  would  purchase  the  reversion  of  the  said  premises 
and  of  the  said  rents,  to  the  end  that  they  might,  with  the  purchase  money, 
buy  other  land  of  higher  value  than  the  said  yearly  rent  of  20/.  and  that  so 
some  greater  stipend  might  accrue  to  the  said  schoolmaster,  and  for  the  better 
maintenance  of  the  poor;  that  to  that  purpose,  the  said  Sir  John  Walter  had 
directed  the  said  feoffees  to  find  out  some  land  convenient  to  be  employed  for 
the  said  uses,  aud  to  purchase  the  same  with  the  money  he  was  to  pay  for  the 
reversion  of  the  said  moiety  of  the  said  manor,  whereupon  the  feoffees  had  sought 
out  a parcel  of  land  lying  in  Barton-on-the-Heath,  in  the  county  of  Warwick, 
being  of  the  value  of60/.  per  annum  and  upwards,  which  was  the  inheritance  of 
one  William  Berrie,  of  Barton  aforesaid,  esquire  ; and  that  it  was  agreed  that  the 
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said  feoffees  should  assure  the  said  lands  and  rents  in  Lynham,  and  the  reversion 
thereof,  unto  the  said  Sir  John  Walter,  and  his  heirs  for  ever,  for  the  sum  of 
700/.;  that  thereupon  it  had  been  concluded,  that  the  said  William  Berrie  should 
make  assurance  to  the  said  Sir  John  Walter  and  his  heirs,  of  the  said  lands  in 
Barton-upon*the-Heath,  and  that  the  said  Sir  John  Walter  should  convey  the 
same  to  certain  feoffees  and  their  heirs,  for  the  trusts  and  uses  aforesaid  ; 
that  the  said  William  Berrie,  in  satisfaction  for  the  same  purchase,  should  receive 
from  the  said  Sir  John  Walter  the  said  700  /. ; that  two  of  the  feoffees,  Bonner 
and  Jarrett,  had  insisted  upon  a certain  recompence  for  their  consent  to  the 
said  arrangement,  and  for  their  relinquishing  their  trust,  and  had  further  stipu- 
lated, that  certain  persons  of  their  own  kindred  should  be  made  the  feoffees, 
who  were  very  unfit  to  execute  the  said  trusts,  and  to  control  the  other  trustees 
in  the  mis-employment  of  the  profits  ; that  about  five  years  before  the  exhibiting 
of  the  complainant’s  said  bill,  the  exchange  with  the  said  Sir  John  Walter,  of 
the  moiety  of  the  said  manor  of  Lynham,  for  the  said  lands  purchased  of  the 
said  William  Berrie  had  been  completed,  which  said  last-mentioned  lands  in 
Barton,  had  been  let  by  the  said  Butcher  and  Davenport,  for  the  rent  of  60/. 
per  annum,  who  had  nevertheless  given  no  greater  stipend  to  the  schoolmaster 
than  13/.  6s.  8 d.  per  annum,  whereby  the  school  had  fallen  into  great  decay 
and  disgrace,  nor  had  the  poor  received  any  relief  for  the  last  30  years ; and, 
in  the  same  decree,  it  was  further  stated,  that  the  defendants  had  put  in  their 
answers,  and  that  the  complainants  had  replied ; and  that  on  the  hearing  of  the 
said  cause,  it  had  appeared  that  the  said  Thomas  Butcher  had  converted  to  his 
own  use  123/.  6s.  8 d.  of  the  charity  monies,  and  the  said  William  Davenport 
116/.;  whereupon  it  was  decreed,  that  the  accounts  of  the  said  defendants 
should  be  referred  to  two  Masters  of  that  Court,  who  should  allow  them  only 
such  sums  as  they  had  actually  disbursed  in  the  performance  of  the  trusts,  and 
in  effectuating  the  said  exchange,  and  in  the  necessary  reparations  of  the  pre- 
mises ; and  further,  that  the  said  defendants,  Davenport,  Butcher  and  Gilby, 
should  pay  back  such  sums  of  money  as  the  said  Masters  should  certify  to 
have  been  by  them  received  and  not  disbursed  as  aforesaid  ; and  it  was  further 
decreed,  that  a payment  of  20/.  per  annum,  which  had  been  reserved  to  them- 
selves, the  said  Davenport  and  Butcher,  for  eight  years,  out  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  should  cease  ; and  that  a new  feoffment  should  be  made  of  the  said 
lands  in  Barton,  unto  the  use  of  the  complainants,  Sir  Baptist  Hicks,  Endymion 
Porter,  esq.  Sir  Nicholas  Overbury,  knight,  John  Croker,  esq.  Henry  Jones,  esq. 
William  Child,  esq.  and  John  Keyte,  gentleman,  and  their  heirs  in  trust, 
to  the  use  of  the  school  and  poor  of  Campden  aforesaid  ; and  that  they,  Or  any 
four  of  them,  should  nominate  such  and  so  many  of  the  best  and  fittest  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Campden,  as  to  them  should  be  thought 
most  meet  to  be  feoffees  joined  with  them,  who  should  also  stand  seised  to  the 
only  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  said  school  and  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Chipping 
Campden,  and  that  the  profits  of  the  lands  should  be  disposed  of  as  to  them  or 
the  major  part  of  them  should  be  thought  fit,  for  the  best  advancement  and 
benefit  of  the  school  and  poor  aforesaid;  and  it  was  last ly  decreed,  that  the 
defendants,  Jarrett  and  Bonner,  should  repay  the  respective  sums  of  40/.  and 
44/.  which  they  had  received  for  the  release  of  their  interest  in  the  said  lands. 

In  pursuance  of  the  above  abstracted  decree,  an  Indenture,  dated  24th 
September  1627,  was  made  between  Sir  Baptist  Hicks  of  Campden  aforesaid, 
baronet,  Sir  Nicholas  Overbury  of  Bourton-on-the-Hill,  knight,  Endymion 
Porter  of  Aston  Subedge,  esquire,  John  Gilby  and  Richard  Jarrett  of  Campden 
aforesaid,  gentlemen,  John  Jenks  the  younger,  John  Freeman  the  elder,  William 
Jarrett,  William  Frewen,  John  Davenport  and  John  Goold,  all  of  Campden  afore- 
said, of  the  one  part;  and  John  Croker,  and  others  therein  respectively  described 
of  the  other  part ; whereby  the  said  Sir  Baptist  Hicks  and  others  of  the  first  part, 
conveyed  unto  the  said  John  Croker  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  Barton- 
on-the-  Heath,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Becking- 
h am,  all  those  cottages  with  the  appurtenances  situate  on  Barton-on-the-Heath 
aforesaid,  then  or  late  in  the  occupation  of  Lawrence  Phelps  or  his  assigns,  all 
those  inclosed  grounds  or  closes  of  meadow  and  pasture  with  the  appurtenances, 
situate  within  the  manor,  lordship  or  parish  of  Barton-on-the-Heath  aforesaid ; 
viz.  all  that  inclosure  or  new  inclosed  ground  or  close  of  meadow  or  pasture, 
containing,  by  estimation,  seven  acres,  lying  near  or  adjoining  to  the  homestall, 
orchard  or  backside  of  the  said  messuage  or  tenement,  in  the  possession  of  the 
iu  Rep.  21.  S said 
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said  William  Beckingham  ; and  also  all  that  other  inclosure  or  new  inclosed 
ground  of  meadow  or  pasture,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  Sharplands, 
Cathill  and  Henow,  containing,  by  estimation,  fifty-four  acres,  then  in  the 
possession  of  Lawrence  Phelps,  with  all  and  every  their  appurtenances,  which 
the  said  Sir  Baptist  Hicks  and  the  said  other  parties  of  the  first  part,  had  had 
conveyed  to  them  by  William  Davenport  and  Thomas  Butcher  the  younger, 
together  with  one  house  with  the  appurtenances  in  Campden  aforesaid,  called 
the  Schoolhouse,  with  the  orchard  and  garden  thereunto  adjoining,  to  hold  the 
said  messuage  and  tenement,  cottage  and  several  inclosures,  and  the  said  house 
called  the  School-house  and  premises,  to  the  said  John  Croker  and  others,  of 
the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  said  Sir 
Baptist  Hicks  and  others  of  the  first  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  as  feoffees  for 
the  only  benefit  and  behoof  of  the  said  school  and  poor  of  the  town  of  Chip- 
ping Campden,  according  to  the  purpose  and  good  will  of  John  Ferreby  alias 
Varby,  in  the  said  decree  mentioned  ; and  to  the  intent  that  they  the  said 
Sir  Baptist  Hicks  and  others,  of  the  first  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the 
heirs  and  assigns  of  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them  for  ever,  should  dispose 
of  all  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements  for  the  best 
advancement  and  benefit  of  the  school  and  poor  of  the  town  of  Chipping 
Campden  aforesaid,  and  for  ever  thereafter  should  pay  out  of  the  same  to  such 
person  and  persons  as  should  be  nominated  schoolmaster  or  schoolmasters  for 
the  teaching  of  a free  grammar  school  within  the  said  town  of  Chipping 
Campden,  by  the  said  feoffees  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  such  yearly 
stipend  and  salary  for  his  pains,  as  should  be  thought  meet  by  the  said  feoffees, 
or  the  greater  part  of  them,  at  the  four  most  usual  feasts  in  the  year,  and 
should  yearly  or  at  such  time  and  times  as  should  be  thought  fittest  by  the 
greater  number  of  the  said  feoffees,  distribute  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  premises  as  should  be  above  the  salary  of  the  schoolmaster 
or  schoolmasters,  towards  the  maintenance  relief  and  succour,  and  for  the  good 
and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Chipping  Campden,  and  for  neces- 
sary uses  in  and  about  the  same  schoolhouse  and  poor  of  Chipping  Campden 
aforesaid,  as  should  be  thought  fittest  by  the  greater  number  of  the  said  feoffees: 
and  it  was  thereby  covenanted  and  agreed,  that  the  said  feoffees  or  the  greater 
number  of  them  should  twice,  or  once  at  the  least,  or  oftener,  if  it  should  be 
thought  fit,  yearly  meet  together  within  fourteen  days  before  Lady-day  and 
Michaelmas-day,  in  some  convenient  place  in  the  said  town,  to  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  said  feoffees,  and  make  their  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  which  accounts  were  to  be  entered 
in  a ledger,  to  be  kept  in  a chest  under  three  locks  and  keys,  in  the  parish 
church  of  Campden  aforesaid,  and  there  to  consider  and  agree  upon  those 
things  that  should  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school  and  poor  of  Camp- 
den aforesaid  ; and  also,  that  the  said  schoolmaster  or  schoolmasters  of  the 
said  free  school  of  Campden,  should  for  ever  be  nominated  by  the  said 
feoffees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  who  should  at  the 
time  of  his  or  their  nomination,  have  a writing  of  such  nomination  under 
the  hands  and  seals  of  the  said  feoffees  for  the  time  being,  or  the  greater 
number  of  them,  the  same  to  be  under  a condition,  that  he  should  be  of  good 
and  civil  conversation,  and  diligently  and  discreetly  demean  himself,  or  else  to 
be  removed  from  the  said  office  by  the  said  feoffees,  or  the  greater  number  of 
them  ; and  that  the  said  feoffees  should  every  year,  within  fourteen  days  before 
or  after  Michaelmas  and  Lady  days,  or  oftener  if  need  should  require,  meet 
together  and  examine  the  faults,  negligences  and  misdemeanors  of  the  said 
schoolmaster  or  schoolmasters,  who,  if  required,  should  resign  unto  the  said 
feoffees  all  his  or  their  right  or  interest  of  and  in  the  said  school  and  office  of 
schoolmaster,  together  with  his  or  their  grant  in  writing  made  to  him  or  them 
thereof  ; and  that  the  said  feoffees,  or  the  greater  number  of  them,  should 
either  remove  him  or  them  from  the  said  office  and  elect  some  other  in  his  or 
their  place,  or  continue  him  or  them  in  their  places,  as  they  or  the  greater 
number  of  them  should  think  fit.  And  that  when  four  of  the  trustees  should 
die,  so  that  there  should  be  but  nine  remaining,  the  survivors  or  the  greater 
number  of  them,  should  elect  four  other  sufficient  men  in  their  room  to  be 
co-feoffees  with  the  nine  survivors,  and  make  a new  feoffment  accordingly : 
and  further,  that  at  the  time  of  the.  election  of  such  new  feoffees  as  aforesaid, 
the  number  of  thirteen  feoffees  should  be  supplied  and  continued  in  such  sort 
as  they  were  then  chosen;  viz.  what  number  soever  of  the  said  feoffees,  not 

• being 
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being  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and  parish,  as  should  be  deceased  at  the  Chipping  Camnden. 
time  of  such  election,  the  like  number  of  fit  and  able  gentlemen,  not  being  r Tcrammar 
inhabitants  of  the  said  town  or  parish,  should  be  chosen  in  their  places  ; and  in  Schooled  otfoer  ^ 
like  manner,  what  number  soever  of  the  said  feoffees,  being  inhabitants  of  the  Charities  vested  in 
said  town  of  Chipping  Campden  aforesaid,  should  be  deceased  at  the  time  of  and  under  the  ma- 
such  election,  the  same  number  and  no  more,  of  the  fittest  and  ablest  of  the 
townsmen,  should  be  elected  and  placed  in  their  places,  and  so  to  continue  for  Tuntinucd^' 
ever.  ^ > 

By  an  order  of  the  said  court,  dated  1st  January,  6 Car.  I.,  a new  election  of 
feoffees  in  the  room  of  two  of  the  country  gentlemen,  and  one  in  lieu  of  a town 
feoffee,  who  had  died  since  the  decree  was  confirmed  ; and  in  answer  to  a 
motion  for  introducing  into  the  decree  a power  for  the  surviving  feoffees  to 
elect  from  time  to  time  new  trustees,  there  being  no  particular  clause  therein 
to  that  purpose,  the  Lord  Keeper  declared,  that  the  surviving  feoffees  had 
power  by  the  law  to  elect  as  occasion  should  require,  and  that  so  there  was  no 
need  of  inserting  any  such  clause  in  the  decree  : and  whereas  it  was  also  prayed, 
that,  according  to  the  declaration  in  the  said  feoffment,  the  same  number  of 
country  gentlemen  might  be  continued  feoffees,  and  supplied  upon  new  elec- 
tions, and  that  such  direction  might  be  part  of  his  Lordship’s  decree,  his 
Lordship  thought  not  fit  to  make  a private  decree  for  the  ratifying  of  future 
elections,  but  that  the  same  should  be  reserved  in  the  power  of  the  said  court 
to  order  and  direct  from  time  to  time  as  often  as  any  difference  should  arise 
upon  future  elections. 

On  this  election  of  the  feoffees  the  charity  was  put  in  operation,  and  the 
accounts  commenced  from  the  same  period,  and  have  been  continued  with  great 
regularity  down  to  the  present  time. 

About  the  year  1709  the  purchase  of  a messuage  and  farm  lands  at  Gretton 
(a  hamlet  of  Winchcombe,)  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  which  appears  to  have 
been  contracted  for  about  the  year  1699,  was  completed  by  a conveyance 
thereof  j but  the  purchase  deed,  whereby  this  property  was  conveyed  to  the 
trustees,  appears,  by  some  accident,  to  have  been  irrecoverably  lost.  From  a 
minute  in  the  great  account  book  of  the  feoffees,  dated  13th  September  1809, 
it  appears  that  this  conveyance  was  not  found  among  the  deeds  in  the  hands  of 
the  feoffees,  and  that  a search  in  the  church  chest  was  then  directed  to  be 
made,  which  probably  was  made  in  vain,  as  after  much  examination  and  in- 
quiry, we  have  failed  to  recover  it.  We  have  been  the  more  solicitous  to  find 
that  conveyance,  as  it  would  most  probably  shew  in  its  recitals  how  the  pur- 
chase money  for  the  same,  which  appears  to  have  been  about  6007,  had  been 
raised.  Several  of  the  money  charities  given  to  the  town  are  known  nothing 
of ; and  for  want  of  the  means  of  giving  a better  account  of  them,  are  stated 
in  some  loose  documents,  and  also  in  the  returns  under  Gilbert’s  Act,  to  have 
been  lost,  particularly  those  of  John  Ballard,  of  William  Freeman,  and  of  Endy- 
mion  Canny nge,  amounting  together  to  about  4007  But  it  seems  not  impro- 
bable that  all  those  charities  were  applied  in  the  purchase  of  the  estate  at 
Gretton.  Various  inferences  to  confirm  this  supposition  are  supplied,  though 
rather  obscurely,  by  the  contents  of  the  large  account  book ; and  a similar 
surmise  appears  to  have  been  entertained  by  the  feoffees  themselves,  as,  in 
1809,  at  the  same  time  that  they  directed  search  to  be  made  for  the  conveyance 
of  the  Gretton  estate,  they  directed  also  a similar  search  for  the  wills  of  Can- 
nynge,  Ballard  and  Yeates.  To  strenghten  this  supposition,  we  may  add,  that 
five  dozen  of  bread,  weekly,  has  long  been  provided  for  out  of  the  rents  of  the 
Gretton  property,  as  expressed  upon  the  Table  in  the  church,  without  any 
special  reference  to  any  donation.  400/.  was  not  a sum  equal  to  the  above 
purchase  ; but  in  the  year  1699  we  find  in  the  said  account  book,  then  kept  by 
Mr.  Henry  Hicks,  the  treasurer  of  the  feoffees,  that  the  same  Mr.  Hicks  was 
creditor  for  the  sum  of  146/.  5 s.  4>d.  which  he  must  have  advanced  to  the 
charity.  The  balances  due  to  Mr.  Hicks,  which  are  regularly  carried  over,  go 
on  gradually  lessening  until,  in  1709,  the  whole  appears  to  have  been  liquidated, 
and  the  balance  turned  in  favour  of  the  charity  10/.  18  5.  6 d. 

We  collect  from  an  item  in  the  above  account  for  the  year  1699,  that  the 
money  paid  for  this  purchase  was  600/.  or  thereabouts.  The  last  conveyance 
of  this  property  before  the  purchase  of  the  trustees,  appears  to  have  been  from 
the  family  of  the  Toveys,  of  Gretton,  to  Samuel  Washbourne,  of  Wormington, 
in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  for  the  consideration  of  560/.  being  nearly  the 
*-  S3  amount 
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amount  which  seems  to  have  been  paid  by  the  feoffees.  From  the  year  1699 
or  1700  we  find  a regular  receipt  of  rent  for  the  premises  at  Gretton. 

'Phe  estates  at  Barton  in  Warwickshire,  and  Gretton  in  Gloucestershire,  have 
been  regularly  conveyed  to  successive  trustees ; and  the  same  are  now  vested 
in  Lord  ltedesdale,  Lord  Northwick,  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  Leland 
Noel,  Sir  Charles  Cockerill,  Sir  Thomas  Phillips,  Charles  Hanbury  Tracy,  esq* 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Wilson  Warn  ford,  d.  d.  the  Rev.  William  Boughton,  Charles 
Marshall,  Samuel  Hiron,  William  Holmes,  and  William  Cotterill. 

The  property  at  Barton -on -the- Heath  is  a grazing  farm,  consisting  of 
49  a.  2 n.  20  p.  with  a house  and  buildings  thereupon. 

The  premises  at  Gretton  consist  of  a farm  House  and  buildings,  with 
13  a.  1 r.  30  p.  of  pasture,  and  30  a.  1 r.  10  p.  of  arable  land;  and  in  the 
adjoining  hamlet  of  Greet,  which  is  also  a portion  of  Winchcombe  parish, 
there  are  1.5  a.  1 n,  4 p.  of  pasture  land.

About  40  years  ago  the  rent  of  Barton  farm  appears  to  have  been  80/.  per 
annum,  and  that  of  the  lands  at  Gretton  and  Greet  40/.  per  annum.  In  the  year 
1726,  and  some  subsequent  years,  the  tenants  of  these  estates  paid  for  the 
Barton  estate  about  50/.  per  annum,  and  for  the  Gretton  and  Greet  property 
about  251.  per  annum. 

The  rent  of  the  estate  at  Barton  is  not  so  much  higher  than  it  was  at 
a remote  period,  as  might  be  expected ; but  it  is  to  be  considered  that  it  is 
all  grass  land,  which  at  a considerable  distance  of  time  was  of  great  value  on 
account  of  the  wool  trade,  which  formerly  was  in  a very  flourishing  condition 
in  this  neighbourhood.  About  1809,  this  estate  was  let  for  146/.  which 
continued  to  be  the  rent  during  the  time  in  which,  on  account  of  the  great 
value  of  agricultural  produce,  very  high  rents  were  obtained;  but  in  1815 
it  was  found  necessary  to  reduce  the  amount,  agreeably  to  an  estimate  of  tha 
property  made  by  a skilful  surveyor. 

The  Gretton  estate  was  not  lowered  at  the  same  time,  but  was  let  for  84/. 
per  annum,  for  four  years,  from  10th  Obtober  1816.  In  the  year  1822  this 
rent  was  reduced  to  70  /.  The  land  of  this  last  mentioned  estate  is  of  a 
middling  quality,  and  the  rent,  though  not  appearing  to  be  large,  has,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  surveyor  above  alluded  to,  been  considered  as  sufficient. 

These  two  rents,  put  together,  constitute  the  whole  income  of  the  feoffees, 
applicable  to  the  above  charities. 

The  grammar-school  premises  consist  of  a large  school-room  on  the  ground- 
floor,  fronting  the  street,  with  lodging  rooms  immediately  over  it,  and  many 
convenient  apartments  behind,  which  are  occupied  bv  the  head  master,  the 
Rev.  Richard  Otway  Wilson.  There  is  also  annexed  to  it  a good  garden. 
The  school  seems  to  afford  accommodation  for  about  sixty  boys. 

The  present  salary  of  the  head  master  is  50/. ; and  the  under  master  receives 

37/.  10^. 

Two  tons  of  coals  are  supplied  for  the  use  of  the  school  and  schoolmaster 
annually,  which  may  average  about  21.  135. 

The  trustees  pay  all  the  rates,  taxes  and  repairs  of  the  school-house  and 
premises. 

The  assessed  taxes  upon  the  school  premises  are  SI.  8s.  3d. 

The  poors  rates  for  the  same  about  1/.  16 s. ; church  rate,  85. 

The  treasurer  is  paid  for  his  trouble  21.  per  annum. 

There  is  an  outgoing  for  insurance,  21.  5s.  per  annum. 

The  land-tax  upon  the  farm  at  Barton  is  61.  17s.  Id. 

The  land-tax  for  the  farm  at  Gretton  amounts  to  31.  and  at  Greet  to- 

1.  /.  45. 

A small  sum  of  35.  or  45.  fs  annually  paid  to  the  surveyor  of  the  highways. 

The  expense  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  trustees  is  l /.  7 s.

Bread  to  the  amount  of  5 s.  a week  is  provided  for  the  poor  out  of  the  Chipping  Campden; 
residue,  amounting  annually  to  12/.  10  s. 

The  repairs  of  the  buildings  upon  the  two  estates,  and  also  of  the  grammar- 
school  premises,  have  been  sometimes  very  considerable,  but  they  of  course 
vary  in  their  amount ; they  are  regularly  brought  to  account,  and  when  paid 
for,  leave  but  a small  balance. 

Some  small  payments  in  charity  to  the  poor  of  the  town  were  formerly  made 
out  of  the  residue,  but  of  late  years  the  necessary  expenditure  upon  the 
school  has  afforded  but  a small  residue  for  any  other  purposes.  We  find, 
however,  in  the  accounts  of  a few  years  back,  occasional  purchases  of  coals  for  the? 
poor.  When  the  balances  were  pretty  large,  some  investments  were  made  in 
the  funds  ; but  it  was  found  necessary  to  sell  out  all  the  stock  to  cover 
some  extraordinary  expenses,  and  particularly  to  defray  a part  of  the  charge 
of  erecting  a gallery  in  the  church,  towards  which  the  charity  contributed 
69/.  in  part  payment  of  1551.  the  estimated  expense  of  the  said  building; 

It  is  expected  that  in  a short  time  a considerable  sum  must  be  laid  out  upon 
reparations  of  the  farm  premises.  The  accounts,  which  we  have  accurately 
inspected,  exhibit  a very  clear  exposition  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements. 

The  balance  at  the  audit,  which  took  place  in  April  last  (1828),  was 
5SI.  185.  8f d. 

The  12/.  105.  does  not  cover  the  amount  of  bread  which  ought  to  be  sup- 
plied by  the  feoffees.  It  would  require  the  sum  of  13/.,  reckoning  fifty-two 
weeks  in  the  year ; and  it  is  now  intended  that  that  sum  shall  be  laid  out  in 
future  upon  this  object. 

The  number  of  boys  upon  the  foundation  is  generally  from  thirty  to  forty, 
about  six  or  seven  of  which  number  receive  classical  instruction  under  the 
head-master.  The  under-master  teaches  writing  and  accounts.  We  heard  no 
complaints  of  any  deficiency  in  either  of  these  departments. 

The  school  of  Campden  is  entitled  to  one  of  the  four  exhibitions  left  by  the 
will  of  George  Townsend,  esq.  of  which  exhibitions  the  master,  fellows,  and 
scholars  of  Pembroke  College,  Oxford,  were  constituted  the  trustees  by  the 
testator. 


John  Ballard’s  Charity. — John  Bc,llard  of  Weston  Subedge,  in  the  county  John  Ballard’s 
of  Gloucester,  by  his  Will,  dated  1.5th  September  l677»  gave  to  the  poor  Charity, 

of  Chipping  Campden  the  sum  of  100/.  to  be  employed  for  their  use,  and  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  duly  paid  and  distributed  yearly  among  them,  as  it  should 
seem  good  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  there. 

Of  this  sum  no  other  account  can  now  be  given  than  that  it  is  supposed  to  have 
formed  part  of  the  purchase-money  of  the  Gretton  estate.  ( See  the  above 
Report  of  the  Grammar  School.) 

William  Freeman’s  Charity. — Church  Table.  “ Mr.  William  Freeman , William  Freeman’s 
saddler,  of  London,  gave  two  dozen  of  bread,  to  be  disposed  of  weekly  among  Charity* 
the  poor  of  Campden  for  ever.  1642.” 

The  fund  bequeathed  for  the  support  of  this  charity  is  also  supposed  to  have 
formed  part  of  the  purchase-money  of  the  Gretton  estate.  ( See  the  Report 
of  the  Grammar  School  Charity.) 

Endymion  Cannynge’s  Charity. — Endymion  Cannynge  of  Brook,  in  the  Endy.  Cannynge’s 
county  of  Rutland,  by  his  Will,  dated  24th  May  1681,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Charity, 
the  town  of  Chipping  Campden  and  Berrington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 

200/.;  the  interest  of  100/.  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  poor  every  Sunday  in 
bread,  according  to  the  custom  there,  at  2 s.  every  Sunday  in  the  year,  and  that 
to  continue  for  ever  ; the  other  100/.  he  desired  should  be  added  to  the  town 
stock,  and  disposed  of  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  already  ap-* 
pointed  for  that  purpose,  and  their  successors  for  ever. 

The  sum  of  200/.  has  been  long  lost  sight  of.  It  may  have  gone  towards 
the  purchase  of  the  Gretton  estate,  and  there  is  some  ground  for  conjecturing 
this  to  have  been  the  disposition  of  it.  (See  Report  of  the  Grammar  School.) 

The  Charities  of  George  Townsend,  for  Schooling 
and  Apprenticing. 

The  Will  of  George  Townsend , dated  14th  December  1682,  with  respect  to  The  Charities  of 
these  objects,  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  Report  of  the  Cheltenham  Charities.  George  Townsend 
( See  12th  Report,  p.  59.)  And  the  disposition  of  the  property  devised  by  the  Apmeruicln^  ^ 

Rep.  21.  "S3  said 
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said  will,  (the  trustees  whereof  have  been  regularly  renewed,)  will  appear  by 
reference  to  the  same  Report,  which  shows  that  the  income  of  the  estate  has 
been  considerably  increased,  and  that  the  charities  have  received  a proportionate 
augmentation. 

A school  has  been  kept  in  Chipping  Campden  in  virtue  of  this  charity,  as 
far  back  as  any  living  memory  goes,  for  which  the  master  has  received  an 
annual  payment  for  teaching  the  children  of  the  parish  gratuitously.  In  1805 
the  salary  was  raised  from  51.  to  81.,  and  in  1815  to  20/. 

Under  the  Will  of  John  Freeman , (vide  post)  the  master  receives  61..  7 s.  3d. 
subject  to  occasional  expenses  for  powers  of  attorney  to  receive  the  money. 

The  school  is  now  constructed  upon  the  national  plan,  supported  in  part  by 
subscriptions,  wherein  all  the  children  of  the  parish  of  Campden  are  or  may  be 
taught  to  read.  The  bible,  the  prayer-book,  and  some  publications  from  the 
Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  are  the  books  in  use  in  the  school, 
and  the  children  are  also  instructed  in  the  church  catechism.  A Sunday  school 
is  a branch  of  the  same  institution,  superintended  by  the  minister  of  the  parish. 

The  original  apprentice  fee  of  5 /.  has  been  increased  to  15  /.,  and  sometimes 
to  as  much  as  20/.  A boy  has  been  apprenticed  every  year.  Hitherto  it  appears, 
that  the  trustees  of  this  charity  living  in  the  town  of  Campden,  have  selected 
the  boys  for  apprenticing,  without  waiting  for  the  recommendation  of  the 
minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  but  on  being  reminded  of  that  part 
of  the  will  which  directs  the  trustees  to  prefer  such  as  are  recommended  to  them 
by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  they  have  expressed  their  deter- 
mination in  future  to  conform  to  the  will  in  this  respect. 

The  said  George  Townsend  also  by  the  same  will  gave  one  dozen  of  bread  to 
the  poor  of  Chipping  Campden  weekly  for  ever  ; in  pursuance  whereof,  2/.  12  5. 
is  annually  paid  out  of  the  same  estate  by  Mr.  Mathews,  the  trustee  residing 
in  Campden,  to  a baker  in  the  town,  who  sends  one  shilling’s  worth  of  bread 
to  the  church  every  Sunday  morning,  and  the  same  is  distributed  among  the 
poor  by  the  churchwardens. 

After  the  primary  objects  of  the  will  have  been  thus  satisfied,  the  trustees 
have  considered  themselves  at  liberty  to  bestow  the  residue  of  the  rents  and 
profits  upon  other  works  of  charity  or  of  public  utility,  and  they  have  accord- 
ingly erected  a new  gallery  in  the  church  for  the  accommodation  of  the  chil- 
dren, at  an  expense  of  about  60/.,  being  the  amount  of  the  residue  in  hand.  It 
is  in  contemplation  also  to  pay  out  of  the  same  fund  part  of  the  expense  of 
obtaining  a faculty  for  erecting  the  gallery. 

1 The  Blue  School  for  Girls. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  20th  June  1710,  between  Thomas  Lord  Viscount 
Weymouth,  eldest  brother  and  heir  of  James  Thynne,  late  of  Buckland,  in  the 
county  of  Gloucester,  esquire,  then  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  Sir  William 
Keyte,  and  others  therein  mentioned,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said 
James  Thynne  had  purchased  the  hereditaments  thereinafter  mentioned  at 
Stanton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  for  the  sum  of  1,225 /.  which  had  been 
conveyed  to  and  to  the  use  of  him,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  by  the  description  of 
the  several  pieces  or  parcels  of  ground  called  the  Rayles  Ground,  the  Lower 
Wood  Ground,  the  Great  Wintern  Jackson’s  Ground,  the  Slips  Stocking 
Close,  Conon’s  Close,  Humphrey’s  Ground,  the  Mare  Leasow  Close,  Lamborne 
Hey  and  Ram  Close,  all  which  premises  were  situate  in  the  parish  of  Stanton, 
in  the  county  of  Gloucester  ; and  reciting,  that  the  said  James  Thynne,  by  his 
last  Will,  dated  2d  April  1705,  stating  that  he  had  erected  a house  and  other 
buildings  on  the  same  premises,  with  _ intent  that  the  said  house  and  lands 
should  remain  a security  for  the  payment  of  a yearly  sum  towards  the  charity 
thereinafter  by  him  given,  had  devised  the  said  house  and  lands  to  his  nephew 
John  Thynne,  and  his  heirs  male  for  ever,  on  condition,  that  he  should  yearly 
pay  to  the  said  Lord  Viscount  Weymouth  and  Sir  Richard  Howe,  baronet, 
and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  60/.  to  be  employed  in  the  following  manner;  viz. 
the  sum  of  40/.  towards  apprenticing  boys  born  and  inhabiting  within  the 
parishes  of  Buckland  and  Laverton,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  and  the 
remaining  20/.  to  be  yearly  paid  to  a schoolmaster  to  teach  children  born  and 
inhabiting  within  the  said  parishes  to  read  and  cast  accounts,  such  master  to 
be  from  time  to  time  appointed  and  removed  by  his  said  trustees  ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  said  John  Thynne  dying  without  issue  in  the  lifetime  of  the 
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said  James  Thynne,  the  said  James  Thynne  had  by  a codicil  to  his  said  will,  Chipping  Campden* 
dated  15th  March  1708,  revoked  the  said  charitable  devise  in  his  said  will 
mentioned,  and  shortly  after  died,  before  he  had  settled  the  said  intended 
charity,  by  means  whereof  the  said  purchased  premises  had  descended  to  him, 
the  said  Thomas  Lord  Weymouth,  who  was  desirous  of  fulfilling  the  charitable 
intentions  of  the  said  James  Thynne  concerning  the  same  premises  ; it  is  wit- 
nessed, that  he  the  said  Lord  Weymouth,  for  settling  the  same  lands  and  pre- 
mises upon  the  trusts  intended  by  the  said  James  Thynne,  did  thereby  release 
and  convey  to  the  said  William  Keyte  and  others,  all  the  before-mentioned 
premises  situate  at  Stanton,  to  hold  the  same  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  to  employ  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  charitable  uses 
thereinafter  mentioned;  viz.  any  sum,  part  thereof,  not  exceeding  501.  per 
annum,  for  the  instructing  and  clothing  of,  and  firing  for,  thirty  poor  girls  of 
the  parish  of  Chipping  Campden,  who  should  be  of  the  age  of  nine  years,  and 
under  the  age  of  twelve,  each  to  be  clothed  once  every  year,  with  a blue  serge 
Jivery  gown  and  coat,  shoes,  stockings,  caps  and  shifts,  and  once  in  three  years, 
with  boddice  ; such  girls  to  be  the  children  only  of  persons  professing  the 
Protestant  religion  according  to  the  discipline  of  the  church  of  England  ; and 
to  be  under  the  care  of  a schoolmistress,  who  should  teach  them  to  read  and 
yvork,  both  in  sewing  and  knitting,  instruct  them  in  the  church  catechism,  and 
oblige  them  to  a constant  attendance  at  the  church  on  Sunday’s  and  holidays, 
unless  prevented  by  reasonable  cause  ; the  girls  not  to  be  admitted  under  nine 
years  of  age  nor  after  twelve,  nor  to  continue  longer  than  four  years,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  major  part  of  the  trustees  then  living,  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  to  be  subject  to  be 
removed  by  the  trustees  for  misbehaviour  : and  inasmuch  as  the  said  testator 
had  in  his  lifetime  erected  a dwelling-house  and  schoolroom  in  Laverton,  in 
the  parish  of  Buckland,  for  the  habitation  of  a schoolmaster,  and  a school  for 
teaching  boys  of  the  said  parish  and  town  of  Buckland  and  Laverton,  freely,  in 
reading,  writing  and  casting  accounts,  and  had  built  some  part  of  the  out-houses 
of  the  said  schoolmaster’s  habitation  there,  but  had  not  finished  the  same,  upon 
trust,  to  employ  so  much  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  as  should  be  thought 
necessary  in  the  first  place  for  finishing  the  said  buildings,  and  subject  to  the 
said  charge,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  20 1.  for  the  benefit  of  the  schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being,  who  should  be  nominated  by  the  said  trustees  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  and  be  subject  to  be  removed  by  them  or  the  greater  part  of  them 
upon  his  misbehaviour  or  neglect;  and  which  schoolmaster  should  be  obliged 
to  instruct,  without  pay,  the  boys  of  the  parish  and  town  of  Buckland  and 
Laverton,  in  reading,  writing  and  casting  accounts,  not  exceeding  the  number 
of  thirty  at  any  one  time,  being  children  of  Protestant  parents,  professing  the 
Protestant  religion  according  to  the  discipline  of  the  church  of  England,  and 
not  to  be  under  the  age  of  six  years,  or  above  the  age  of  eleven  years  at  the 
time  of  their  admission  ; to  continue  there  four  years  and  no  longer,  subject 
also  to  be  removed  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  for  misbeha- 
viour ; and  as  to  the  rest  and  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  pre- 
mises, upon  trust,  in  the  first  place  for  repairing  the  said  schoolhouse  and 
premises  in  Campden  aforesaid,  and  also  for  maintaining  and  repairing  the 
farmhouse  and  buildings  upon  the  said  estate  ; and  in  case  there  should  be  any 
surplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  after  payment  of  the  said  charities,  upon  trust, 
that  they  the  trustees  should  keep  the  same  as  a fund  for  the  advantage  of 
the  said  poor  girls  or  boys,  to  place  them  out  apprentice  or  otherwise,  as  should 
be  thought  most  convenient  in  the  judgment  of  the  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them  ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  they  should  appoint  a bailiff  from 
time  to  time  for  receiving  the  rents,  and  seeing  to  the  repairs  aforesaid  ; and 
that  when  the  number  of*  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  five,  that  the 
remaining  trustees  should  convey  the  premises,  so  as  to  vest  the  same  in  them- 
selves and  other  trustees,  to  make  up  the  full  number  of  twelve  ; the  lord  of 
the  manor  of  Buckland  for  the  time  being,  the  rector  of  Buckland,  and  the  vicar 
of  Chipping  Campden  for  the  time  being,  to  be  always  appointed  trustees,  and 
so  from  time  to  time. 

The  trustees  have  been  regularly  renewed,  and  the  trust  property  conveyed 
to  the  new  trustees. 

The  present  feoffees  are,  Lord  Redesdale,  Lord  Northwick,  Sir  Charles 
Cockerill,  Sir  Thomas  Phillips,  Charles  Hanbury  Tracy,  esquire,  the  Rev. 

S T Dr.  Warneford, 
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Dr.  Warneford,  the  Rev.  William  Boughton,  the  Honorable  and  Rev.  Leland 
Noel,  the  Rev.  Hugh  Smith,  George  Talbot,  esquire,  and  Mr.  Charles  Marshall. 

No  part  of  the  property  appears  to  have  been  lost,  though  the  names  of  the 
closes  have  been  changed.  It  consists  of  83  a.  3r.  23  p.,  according  to  a survey 
and  admeasurement  made  in  the  year  1793,  by  order  of  the  trustees,  in  which 
survey  it  is  noticed,  that  a close,  called  Little  Broad  Meadow,  consisting  of 
four  acres,  was,  under  an  inclosure  Act,  given  to  the  charity  in  exchange  for 
land  then  belonging  to  the  same  in  the  open  field. 

This  estate,  nearly  the  whole  of  which  is  grass  land,  is  in  the  occupation  of  a 
tenant,  who  holds  it  in  virtue  of  an  agreement  dated  18th  April  1822,  whereby 
the  feoffees  contracted  to  let  it  to  him  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  130/.  the  tenant  undertaking  to  pay  all  rates  and  assessments  what- 
soever, and  to  keep  the  premises  in  good  and  tenantable  condition  and  repair. 

It  appears  by  the  accounts,  that  in  the  year  1806,  the  trustees  began  to  invest 
a part  of  their  savings  in  the  government  funds,  since  which  time  they  have 
bought  in  further  sums,  and  sold  out  a part : they  are  in  possession  of  400/. 
three  per  cent  consols,  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Spooner, 
the  Rev.  Dr.  Warnford,  and  the  Rev.  William  Boughton. 

There  is  a good  school  house  built  upon  a plot  of  ground  abutting  towards  the 
north  east,  on  the  Noel  Arms  Inn,  given  to  the  charity  by  Lord  Barham,  who, 
by  an  indenture,  bearing  date  22d  June  1820,  conveyed  the  same  to  the  feoffees 
Of  Campden,  on  condition  that  they  would  permit  the  buildings  which  were  to 
be  erected  thereon,  to  be  used  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  girls,  (described 
in  the  indenture  above  abstracted)  but  also  as  a school-room  for  the  poor  girls  of 
Chipping  Campden  generally,  so  far  as  the  use  thereof  should  appear  consistent 
with  the  trusts  reposed  in  them,  and  that  in  all  other  respects  the  same  building 
should  be  used  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  girls  supported  under  the  trusts  of  the 
said  settlement  of  the  charity,  by  Thomas  Lord  Weymouth. 

The  schoolhouse  has  been  fitted  up  for  a girl’s  school,  with  comfortable 
apartments  for  the  schoolmistress,  at  an  expense  of  440/.  9>?-  10 d.  which 
expense  was  defrayed  out  of  the  accumulated  surplusses,  and  by  a sale  of  a 
portion  of  the  funded  property,  as  appears  by  the  books.

There  is  no  balance  at  present  in  the  treasurer’s  hands,  on  account  of  the 
recent  expenditure  upon  the  school  buildings  ; and  it  appears,  that  some  repairs 
will  be  necessary  to  be  done  on  the  estate  at  Stanton,  in  a short  time,  which 
have  not  yet  been  estimated. 

The  girls  are  taught  to  read,  sew  and  knit ; and  they  are  also  instructed  in  the 
church  catechism,  and  regularly  brought  to  church  on  Sundays  and  on  prayer 
days,  when  they  are  superintended  by  the  schoolmistress,  who  is  stated  to  be 
qualified  for  the  trust  reposed  in  her,  and  to  execute  it  faithfully.  The  girls 
are  appointed  as  the  deed  directs,  and  are  admitted  at  the  ages,  and  suffered  to 
continue  for  the  period  limited  by  the  same  deed. 


The  Almshouse  founded  by  Sir  Baptist  Hicks. 

The  Almshouses  Sir  Baptist  Hicks  Lord  Viscount  Campden,  by  his  Will,  proved  in  the  Pre- 
founded by  fogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  19th  November  1629,  gave  and  devised  the  sum 
r-ir  Baptist  Hicks,  of  140/.  per  annum,  for  ever,  to  be  received  out  of  all  his  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  Charingvvorth,  in  the  parish  of  Ebrington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
for  the  yearly  repairing  of  an  almshouse,  which  he  had  erected  near  to  his  house 
in  Campden,  and  for  the  maintenance  and  benefit  of  six  poor  men  and  six  poor 
Women,  who  were  then  living  there,  and  who  thereafter  should  be  chosen  from 
* *'  " time 
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time  to  time  to  live  in  the  same  ; and  his  will  and  intent  was,  that  his  gift  should 
be  settled  immediately  after  his  decease,  by  his  heirs,  in  such  manner  and  form 
as  by  counsel  in  the  law  should  be  devised  for  the  better  continuance  of  that 
his  gift,  for  ever,  and  to  such  end  as  that  ever)-  one  of  the  said  poor  men  and 
women  might  have  their  allowance  paid  them  weekly  after  his  death,  and  that 
his  heirs  should  join  in  such  conveyances  as  should  be  devised  for  the  better  and 
more  perfect  settling  thereof,  his  intent  being,  that  every  one  of  the  said  twelve 
poor  people  should  have  3 s.  4 d.  paid  them  weekly,  and  every  of  them  a frieze 
gown  every  year,  and  a ton  of  coals  yearly,  and  every  of  them  a felt  hat  yearly; 
and  that  the  said  poor  people  should  be  from  time  to  time  placed  in  the  said  alms- 
houses, by  the  nomination  and  appointment  of  his  heirs  and  their  successors, 
and  be  chosen  out  of  the  town  of  Chipping  Campden  and  Berrington,  in  the 
parish  of  Campden  aforesaid,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester  only. 

The  almshouse  is  a large  stone  building  standing  on  an  elevated  spot  near  the 
church,  having  a terrace  walk  before  it,  with  a constant  supply  of  water  from  a 
spring  on  the  heights  above  the  town,  from  which  it  was  brought  by  means  of 
pipes  at  the  expense  of  Sir  Baptist  Hicks  in  his  lifetime. 

It  contains  accommodation  for  twelve  old  people,  six  males  and  six  females, 
who  have  each  two  apartments,  one  on  the  ground  floor  and  one  over  it,  having 
receptacles  for  their  coals  respectively.  They  are  appointed  by  the  descendants 
of  Sir  Baptist  Hicks,  the  proprietors  of  the  Charingworth  estate,  from  among 
the  infirm  old  people  of  the  town  and  hamlet  of  Berrington.

exceeding  the  income  of  the  charity  by  13s.  1 d.  which  Lord  Barham  takes  upon 
himself. 

The  will  directs  that  the  premises  shall  be  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  above 
revenue  ; but  this  charge  has  been  borne  by  Lord  Barham,  without  subtracting 
from  the  income. 

The  following  rules  were  established  for  the  government  of  the  almshouse, 
by  the  Earl  of  Gainsborough,  in  the  year  1744  : 

“1.  I do  order  and  appoint  that  140/.  be  yearly  paid  out  of  my  estate  at 
Charringworth,  in  the  parish  of  Ebrington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  for  the 
necessary  repairs  of  the  aforesaid  hospital,  and  the  weekly  payment  of  3s.  kd. 
to  each  of  the  poor  persons  admitted  into  the  said  house,  and  for  the  payment 
of  a gown  and  hat  as  usual  to  each  of  the  said  poor  persons,  and  for  one  ton  of 
coals  also  to  each  of  them. 

“ 2.  I do  order  and  appoint  that  twelve  persons,  namely,  six  men  and  six 
women,  be  maintained  in  the  said  house ; such  persons  to  be  chosen  and  ad- 
mitted by  myself,  or  such  other  person  whom  I shall  nominate,  adjudge  proper 
to  choose  and  admit  the  same. 

“ 3.  I do  order  and  appoint  that  the  several  twelve  persons,  pensioners  of 
the  said  hospital,  be  yearly  chosen  into  their  several  places  on  or  about  the 
1st  day  of  May. 

“ 4.  I do  order  and  appoint  that  none  of  the  said  persons,  either  men  or 
women,  shall  admit  any  inmates  or  dwellers  with  them  in  their  said  houses  or 
apartments  any  other  than  shall  be  deemed  absolutely  necessary  to  their  aid 
and  assistance,  and  as  such  adjudged  and  certified  by  the  minister  of  the  parish 
of  Campden  and  churchwardens  of  the  same. 

“ 5.  1 do  order  and  appoint  that  none  of  the  said  poor  pensioners,  either 
men  or  women,  shall  marry  after  they  are  admitted  into  the  same  house  ; should 
any  such  marriage  be  contracted,  the  place  of  such  man  or  woman  shall  imme- 
diately be  void. 

“ Lastly.  I do  order  and  appoint,  as  far  as  in  me  lyeth,  that  the  pensioners 
of  the  above  said  hospital  do  and  shall  behave  themselves  soberly,  quietly  and 
devoutly,  that  they  may  deserve  the  continuance  of  my  favour  in  the  said  house, 
and  keep  up  to  the  good  ends  designed  by  my  great  and  good  predecessor.”

Chipping  Campden.  Sir  Baptist  Hicks  Viscount  Campden,  by  his  Will,  dated  12th  October  1629, 
Gift  of*£  oo  i'  §ave  and  bequeathed  unto  the  town  of  Chipping  Campden  and  the  hamlet  of 
Sir  Baptist  Hicks  Berrington,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  500/.  to  be  employed,  for 

r , ever,  for  a stock,  to  set  the  poor  men  of  those  places  on  work,  to  the  intent 

that  the  benefit  which  did  arise  by  the  said  stock  might  yearly  be  bestowed 
upon  such  poor  men  and  women  as  were  past  their  labour  and  could  not  work, 
and  were  dwelling  within  those  two  places  ; and  his  will  was,  that  the  Honour- 
able Edward  Lord  Noel,  his  heirs  and  successors,  and  the  feoffees  that  then  were 
or  thereafter  should  be  of  the  school  lands  of  Chipping  Campden,  or  the  greater 
part  of  them,  should  from  time  to  time  for  ever  thereafter,  make  choice,  once  in 
every  year,  of  two  such  able  and  sufficient  men  to  manage  the  said  stock,  as 
could  give  good  seccrity  for  the  same,  and  the  profit  that  should  arise  there-' 
from ; and  that  the  said  Lord  Noel,  his  heirs  and  successors,  and  the  feoffees, 
who  then  were  or  thereafter  should  be,  of  the  said  school  lands,  or  the  greater 
part  of  them,  should  take  up  the  accounts  of  such  person,  to  be  chosen  as 
aforesaid  half-yearly,  to  the  end  that  it  might  appear  what  profit  arose  out  of 
the  said  stock,  and  also  that  the  said  profit  might  be  disposed  of  as  before  was 
limited  ; and  also,  that  the  persons  taking  upon  them  the  charge  of  managing 
the  said  stock  might  have  such  reasonable  allowance  for  their  pains  as  the 
said  Lord  Noel,  his  heirs  and  successors,  and  the  feoffees  aforesaid,  or  the, 
greater  part  of  them,  should  hold  fit  and  reasonable,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
profits. 

It  is  not  a little  surprising,  that  there  should  be  no  other  document  or  fact 
upon  record,  or  traditionally  handed  down  respecting  this  considerable  dona- 
tion of  Sir  Baptist  Hicks,  but  after  making  diligent  search  and  inquiry,  we  have 
been  obliged  to  leave  the  case  without  elucidation.  There  is  no  trace  or  inti- 
mation in  any  of  the  papers  or  writings  belonging  to  the  parish,  of  this  testa- 
mentary benefaction.  It  is  not  probable,  that  it  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  the  workhouse,  the  books  of  the  churchwardens  and  of  the  overseers  being 
entirely  silent  upon  it.  We  shall  not  discontinue  our  search  as  long  as  there 
remains  a hope  of  throwing  any  useful  light  upon  the  subject,  and  shall 
report  any  further  discovery  we  may  be  fortunate  enough  to  make. 

Lord  Noel’s  Charity. 

Lord  Noel’s  Church  Table  : “ Lord  Noel  gave  40/.  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  town, 

Charity.  for  ever.” 

This  money  was  laid  out  by  the  overseers  in  enlarging  the  workhouse ; in 
consideration  of  which,  the  parish  rates  have  always  been  considered  liable  to 
provide  one  dozen  of  bread  weekly  to  the  poor. 


William  Freeman’s  Charity. 

William  Freeman’s  Church  Table:  “ One  dozen  of  bread  left  by  Mr.  William  Freeman,  paid  by 

Charlty-  Metcalf,  esq.  near  Petty  France  Back  Gate,  St.  James’s  Park,  1642.” 

Till  within  three  years  last,  one  dozen  of  bread  has  been  paid  for  by  Mr. 
Baylis,  orange  merchant,  Pudding-lane,  near  Monument-yard  ; Mr.  Baylis  ac- 
knowledges himself  to  be  in  arrear  three  years,  and  expresses  his  readiness  to  pay 
the  same  as  soon  as  it  is  called  for.  We  have  apprized  the  churchwardens  of 
Chipping  Campden,  of  Mr.  Baylis’s  answer  to  our  application.  The  premises 
charged  with  the  above  payment,  consist  of  a house,  situate  N°  22,  Pudding- 
lane. 

William  Ye ate’s  Charity. 

William  Yeate’s  Church  Table:  “ Mr.  William  Yeate,]\m.  gave  one  dozen  of  bread  to  the 

Charity.  poor  of  this  town  weekly,  for  ever,  1690.” 

One  dozen  of  bread  is  paid  for  by  Mr.  Inglis,  of  the  Strand,  London,  out  of 
his  freehold  property,  the  Saracen’s  Head,  Snow  Hill. 

The  bread  is  distributed  at  the  church,  by  the  churchwardens. 

William  Blackley’s  Charity. 

William  Blackley’s  Church  Table : “ Mr.  William  Blackley  gave  one  dozen  of  bread  to  the  poor 

Charity.  of  this  town  weekly,  for  ever.” 

The  above  sum  is  charged  upon  a house  in  Campden,  called  Hands,  of  which 
Mr.  Richard  Lane  is  the  proprietor  and  occupier;  he  pays  12/.  annually  to  a 
baker,  who,  under  his  authority,  sends  twelve  loaves  of  bread  every  Sunday 

, morning 
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morning  to  the  church,  which  are  distributed,  together  with  other  donations  of  Chipping  Campden. 
the  same  kind,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens.  

Austen’s  and  Couper’s  Charities. 

By  indenture,  dated  14th  June,  4 Car.  I.  made  between  Sir  Baptist  Hicks,  Austen’s  & Couper’s 
baron  of  Ilmington  and  Lord  Viscount  Camden,  of  the  one  part,  and  Robert  arities. 

Lillye,  of  Chipping  Campden,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  clerk,  Robert  Hiron 
and  John  Durham,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  William  Austen,  deceased, 

Jate  of  Ilmington,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  by  his  last  will,  amongst  other 
things,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Campden  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  51. 
to  be  distributed  amongst  them  ; and  that  Ann  Couper , deceased,  late  the  wife 
of  Henry  Couper,  of  Long  Marston,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  gave  to 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Campden,  the  sum  of  10/.  to  be  likewise  distri- 
buted amongst  the  said  poor  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  sums  of  51. 
and  10/.  had  been  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  said  Robert  Lillye,  Robert 
Hiron  and  John  Durham,  to  be  distributed  as  aforesaid ; it  is  witnessed,  that  the 
"said  Baptist  Lord  Campden,  for  the  consideration  of  the  sum  of  15/.  demised 
junto  the  said  Robert  Lillye,  Robert  Hiron  and  John  Durham,  their  executors 
and  assigns,  feoffees  in  trust,  for  the  true  bestowing  and  distributing  of  the 
profits  of  the  things  thereby  demised  upon  the  aforesaid  poor,  all  that  plot  or 
piece  of  meadow  ground,  called  the  Parsonage  Piece,  with  the  appurtenances 
lying  next  unto  the  Lord’s  meadow  side,  with  the  fields  of  Berrington,  in  Camp- 
den aforesaid,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  for 
99  years  from  thenceforth  next  ensuing,  during  the  continuance  of  the  three 
lives  therein  mentioned;  the  said  trustees  paying  yearly  Is.  to  the  said  Baptist 
Lord  Campden,  his  heirs  and  assigns;  and  the  said  Robert  Lillye,  Robert  Hiron 
and  John  Durham,  covenanted  for  themselves,  their  executors  and  assigns,  that 
they  would,  from  time  to  time  yearly,  during  the  said  term,  before  Saint  Thomas’s 
day,  pay  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  unto  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Campden  aforesaid  for  the  time  being ; and  that 
the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  should,  in  the  parish  church  of  Campden 
aforesaid,  distribute  the  said  rents  and  profits  upon  the  feast  day  of  Saint  Thomas 
the  Apostle,  in  manner  following  ; viz.  the  sum  of  8s.  unto  the  poor  of  Broad 
Campden,  for  and  in  the  name  of  Austen’s  dole  and  Couper’s  dole  ; and  the  re.- 
mainder  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  to  the  residue  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Campden  aforesaid,  for  and  likewise  in  the  name  of  Austen’s  dole  and  Couper’s 
dole.  i 

The  Account  Book  exhibits  a regular  course  of  payment  of  rent  of  3 1.  for 
the  poor’s  meadow,  till  about  twenty-eight  years  ago,  when  an  inclosure  took 
place  of  the  common  fields,  of  which  this  was  a part,  since  which  time  the 
parisli  have  not  had  the  possession  either  of  the  piece  in  question,  or  of  any 
equivalent  for  the  same.  It  is  supposed,  that  from  inadvertence  their  claims 
were  not  laid  before  the  commissioners  for  the  inclosure. 


Savage’s  Charity. 

We  find  by  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  that  about  the  year  Savage’s  Charity. 
1656,  Mr.  Savage  gave  20/.  to  be  lent  out  by  the  corporation  of  Campden  tq 
four  poor  tradesmen,  for  four  years  at  a time  without  interest. 

It  appears  that  10/.  of  this  20/.  has  been  long  lost,  by  being  lent  to  persons 
incapable  of  repaying  it.  Five  pounds  we  have  traced  to  Mr.  Richard  Hulls, 
a builder,  who  obtained  it  from  William  Chamberlayne,  a shoemaker  in  the 
town,  to  whom  it  had  been  lent,  and  who  has,  by  our  direction,  repaid  it  to 
the  bailiffs  of  the  town,  to  be  disposed  of  by  them  according  to  the  will.  The 
other  51.  is  supposed  to  be  recoverable  by  proper  inquiries,  which  inquiries 
are  now  making,  and  we  are  told  with  a probability  of  success. 


The  Rev.  Henry  Hicks’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.  “ The  Rev.  Henry  Hicks,  late  vicar  of  Campden,  deceased,’  The  Rev.  H.  Hick’s 
in  1708,  by  his  Will  gave  30/.  to  be  set  out,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  laid  Charity, 
out  in  bibles  and  common  prayer  books,  and  given  to  the  poor  children  of 
the  parish  of  Campden  ; and  likewise  30/.  to  be  set  out,  and  the  interest  thereof  ' ' \ 

to  buy  coats  for  the  poor  men  of  the  town  of  Campden  only,  both  to  be  given  • . - • 
every  first  day  of  December  yearly,  by  his  son  Mr.  Baptist  Hicks,  and  after  his 
decease,  by  the  vicar  of  Campden,  and  his  successors  for  ever.”  ; 

He  likewise  gave  “ 10/.  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  bis  successors  the  treason 
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rers,  the  interest  whereof  he  desired  the  feoffees  to  dispose  of  to  the  poor  as 
they  should  think  fit.” 

The  70 1‘  derived  under  this  charity  was  laid  out,  but  when  does  not  appear, 
in  the  purchase  of  120/.  three  per  cents  reduced,  now  standing  in  the  joint 
names  of  the  Rev.  William  Spooner,  Richard  Miles,  Matthew  Phipps  and 
Richard  Keene,  producing  an  annual  interest  of  31.  12 s. 

It  has  been  stated,  that  out  of  this  income,  1/.  16s.  is  annually  expended 
upon  three  coats,  one  given  by  the  vicar,  and  two  by  the  churchwardens,  and 
that  the  remainder  is  by  the  vicar  laid  out  in  bibles  and  prayer  books  for  the 
poor  people  of  the  parish  of  Campden  ; but  in  the  expenditure  upon  coats, 
we  have  reason  to  think  that  there  has  been  some  irregularity,  and  have  there- 
fore recommended,  that  the  vicar  for  the  time  being  may  in  future  take  to 
himself  the  entire  appropriation  of  this  charity,  as  being  the  person  specially 
named  by  the  donor  for  that  office. 

Edward  Johnson’s  Charity. 

Edward  Johnson , by  his  Will,  dated  20th  January  1721,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
the  town  of  Chipping  Campden,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  the  sum  of  50/. 
for  ever,  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  feoffees  of  the  said  town  within  twelve 
months  next  after  his  decease,  and  his  will  was,  that  the  said  feoffees,  and  their 
successors,  should  put  out  the  money  to  interest,  and  with  the  interest  buy 
yearly  on  All  Saint’s  day  for  ever,  as  many  coats  as  the  same  would  allow,  and 
he  desired  that  the  vicar  and  bailiffs  of  Campden  aforesaid  for  the  time  being, 
and  their  successors,  might  dispose  of  the  said  coats  on  that  day  to  poor 
decayed  men  of  the  said  town,  as  they  should  think  fit. 

We  find  that  for  many  years  this  money  was  either  in  the  hands  of  or 
accounted  for  by  Mr.  John  Martin,  deceased,  who  was  the  treasurer  of  the 
feoffees.  Mr.  Martin  was  in  the  habit  of  lending  this  money  on  private  secu- 
rity, at  an  interest  of  five  per  cent,  and  for  a very  considerable  time  it  remained 
secured  upon  the  bond  of  Mr.  Thomas  Fletcher,  or  some  of  his  family.  In 
1782,  it  was  placed  with  one  Robert  Hands,  who  gave  his  bond  for  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  with  two  securities,  which  disposition  of  the  money  appeared 
to  have  the  concurrence  of  the  trustees,  as  the  names  of  the  borrowers,  and  the 
receipts  of  the  interest  from  time  to  time  paid  by  them,  are  regularly  entered 
in  the  accounts  kept  with  the  trustees.  But  in  17S7>  Mr.  Martin  lent  the 
money  to  a Mr.  Henry  Cooper,  of  Quinton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
upon  his  note  of  hand,  without  any  further  security,  and  it  does  not  appear 
that  this  transaction  was  in  any  way  recognized  or  adopted  by  the  trustees. 
Mr.  Cooper  sometime  afterwards  failed,  and  became  insolvent,  but  not  till 
after  the  death  of  Mr.  Martin,  which  happened  about  the  year  1797-  Since 
his  death,  the  interest  was  accounted  for  by  Mr.  Martin’s  sisters,  who  were  his 
personal  representatives,  by  paying  2/.  10  s.  to  a mercer  in  Chipping  Campden, 
who  in  consideration  thereof,  furnished  cloth  for  coats,  as  directed  by  the  will. 

Upon  the  death  of  the  surviving  sister,  which  happened  in  1805,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Freeman  of  Hidcote,  as  her  personal  representative,  appears  to  have  con- 
tinued the  same  order  to  the  mercer,  and  in  that  way  satisfied  the  legacy, 
until  his  deatli  in  1816.  From  the  death  of  Mr.  Freeman,  the  interest  of 
the  legacy  has  not  been  accounted  for  by  his  executors  or  the  residuary 
legatee  Mr.  William  Freeman.  The  surviving  executor  is  Mr.  Eduard  Towns- 
end Higgins,  who,  upon  application  being  made  to  him  for  the  payment  of 
the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said  legacy,  or  for  an  explanation  of  the 
reasons  of  his  discontinuing  the  same,  has  examined  the  papers  of  the  late 
Mr.  Freeman,  and  found  the  note  of  Mr.  Henry  Cooper  for  the  50/.  in 
question,  with  a memorandum  written  across  it  in  the  words  following ; “To 
be  accounted  for.  William  Freeman.” 

Upon  these  facts  being  represented  to  the  present  Mr.  William  Freeman, 
of  Hidcote,  he  has  consented  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  charity 
money. 

John  Freeman’s  Charity. 

John  Freeman , by  his  Will,  dated  6th  April  1793,  gave  the  sum  of  180/. 
unto  Joseph  Roberts  of  Coombe,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  esquire,  Thomas 
Roberts  of  Paxford,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  sen.  John  Martin  of  Chip- 
ping Campden,  and  James  Tidmarsh  of  the  same  place,  their  executors  and 
administrators,  upon  trust,  to  place  out  the  said  sum  of  180/.  upon  some 

public 
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public  or  private  security  or  securities  at  interest,  or  invest  the  same  in  the  Chipping  Campden. 
public  funds  or  otherwise,  according  to  their  discretion,  and  dispose  of  the  - — 

clear  yearly  dividends,  interest,  and  produce  thereof,  after  payment  of  all  John  Freemans 
expenses  attending  the  execution  of  the  trust,  in  manner  following ; viz.  continued. 

Ids.  part  thereof  yearly,  for  ever,  to  four  poor  communicants  every  sacrament-  v ^ 

day,  in  the  parish  church  of  Chipping  Campden  aforesaid,  according  to  the 
custom  there  used,  in  three-penny  bread,  after  the  rate  of  1 s.  each  sacrament- 
day  ; 20  s.  other  part  thereof,  to  be  yearly  given  and  distributed  unto  twenty 
poor  maidens  and  widows  of  the  town  of  Chipping  Campden  and  hamlets 
of  VVasington  and  Berrington,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  upon  Old 
Christmas-day,  immediately  after  divine  service,  in  manner  following;  one-half 
part  of  the  said  20  s.  to  be  distributed  in  sixpenny  bread  to  the  said  maidens 
and  widows,  and  the  remaining  part  thereof  in  money,  to  be  equally  divided 
between  them ; and  it  was  his  will,  that  a sermon  should  be  preached  yearly 
upon  Old  Christmas-day  by  the  vicar  of  Chipping  Campden  aforesaid  or  his 
curate,  to  whom  he  gave  for  the  preaching  of  such  sermon  the  sum  of  half- 
a-guinea,  and  the  rest  of  the  interest  he  directed  his  trustees  to  pay  yearly 
into  the  hands  of  the  master  of  the  charity  school  in  Chipping  Campden  afore- 
said, called  Townsend’s  Charity,  for  the  education  and  better  tuition  of  ten 
more  scholars  to  be  added  to  the  said  school,  and  the  testator  directed  that 
his  executors  should  cause  a table  of  the  above  public  legacies  to  be  painted 
or  written  on  a board  to  be  placed  against  the  gallery  or  some  other  con- 
spicuous place  in  the  said  parish  church  of  Chipping  Campden,  to  the  intent 
that  the  same  might  not  be  forgotten  or  misapplied  ; with  a provision,  that 
on  the  death  of  one,  two  or  three  of  the  said  trustees,  the  survivors  should 
nominate  one  or  more  new  trustee  or  trustees,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
to  keep  up  the  said  number  of  four,  with  like  power  to  them,  and  so  toties 
quoties. 

By  a codicil  annexed  to  the  said  will,  and  bearing  even  date  with  the 
same,  the  testator  appointed  the  vicar  of  Chipping  Campden  and  his  suc- 
cessors, for  the  time  being,  to  be  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  above  mentioned 
trust,  jointly  with  the  above  named  trustees ; and  by  another  codicil,  dated 
3d  April  1797>  he  appointed  Edward  Cotterill,  of  Chipping  Campden  afore- 
said, to  be  another  trustee  ; and  bequeathed  unto  the  said  Joseph  Roberts, 

Thomas  Roberts,  John  Martin,  James  Tidmarsh,  the  vicar  of  Chipping 
Campden  and  his  successors  for  the  time  being ; and  unto  the  said  Edward 
Cotterill  the  further  sum  of  40 /.  in  addition  to  the  said  sum  of  180/.,  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  applied  as  an  augmentation  to  the  salary  of  the  master 
of  Townsend’s  Charity  School,  for  the  time  being,  for  ever. 

In  pursuance  of  this  charity,  the  money  so  left  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  293/.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent  consols,  which  is  now  standing  in  the 
joint  names  of  the  Rev.  Leland  Noel  the  vicar,  Richard  Miles  and  James 
Tidmarsh,  producing  an  annual  interest  of  S /.  1G  5.,  which  is  reduced  by 
brokerage  to  8/.  13  5.  9 d. ; out  of  which  sum  1 5.  a-piece  in  bread  is  given 
to  four  poor  communicants  at  every  sacrament-day,  which  occurs  four  times 
in  the  year;  and  20  5.  other  part  thereof,  is  yearly  given  to  twenty  poor 
single  women  of  the  town  and  hamlet  of  Campden  on  Old  Christmas-day, 
half  in  bread  and  half  in  money;  and  10 5.  Qd.  is  paid  to  the  minister  for 
preaching  a sermon  on  the  same  day.  The  residue  makes  a part  of  the 
annual  payment  to  the  teacher  of  the  national  school. 

William  Allen’s  Charity. 

William  Alkn  of  Chipping  Campden,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  William  Allen’s 
Will,  dated  25th  June  1802,  gave,  amongst  other  things,  the  sum  of  50/.  to  Charity, 

the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  as  his  executor  and  trustees 
should  see  fit,  and  should  appoint  to  receive  such  his  donation,  the  same 
to  bfc  put  to  interest  upon  good  security;  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given 
in  bread  every  Old  Christmas-day,  for  ever  ; such  security  to  be  put  into 
the  hands  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  that,  by  appointment  of  his  exe- 
cutor, his  heirs  or  assigns,  the  said  rector  or  churchwardens  might  execute 
that  his  charitable  donation  ; and  if  any  of  his  present  or  succeeding  relations 
should  be  distressed,  and  apply  for  the  same,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  to  give  to  him,  her  or  them,  such  limitations, 
out  of  the  interest  in  bread  every  Old  Christmas-day,  for  ever;  and  he 
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appointed  William  Holmes,  Thomas  Smith,  and  Richard  PIulls,  all  of  Chipping 
Campden,  his  executors. 

The  testator  died  about  ten  years  ago,  and  the  above  will  being  in  many 
parts  of  it  of  very  doubtful  construction,  it  was  felt  to  be  expedient  to  obtain 
the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  administration  of  it  by  the 
executor.  The  suit  has  not  been  brought  to  a close,  so  as  to  set  the  testator’s 
property  at  liberty  ; but  it  is  expected  that  in  a few  months  the  executor  will 
be  enabled  to  give  effect  to  the  charity,  with  the  sanction  of  tiie  court. 

Simon  Ansell’s  Charity. 

Church  Table.  “ Simon  Anscll,  who  died  in  the  year  1812,  by  his  last  Will  gave 
to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Chipping  Campden  the  sum 
of  100/.  upon  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  public  funds,  or  on  real  security; 
and  he  directed  that  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being- 
should  apply  the  yearly  dividends  or  produce  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  bread, 
to  be  distributed  weekly  by  their  order,  every  Sunday  after  divine  service,  in 
threepenny  loaves,  to  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; which  benefaction  has  been 
accordingly  vested  in  the  purchase  of  180/.  three  per  cent  Consolidated  An- 
nuities, in  the  names  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens.” 

The  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Spooner,  Thomas 
Smith,  Richard  Hulls  and  John  Haines,  producing  an  annual  interest  of  51.  8 s. 
It  is  regularly  paid  and  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  on  the  Sunday 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

Annual  Payment  of  £.  1 out  of  Lord  Barham’s  Estate  to  the 
Poor  of  the  Hamlet  of  Berrington. 

A tenant  upon  Lord  Barham’s  estate  accounts  annually  for  a sum  of  1 /.  as 
charged  thereupon.  He  distributes  it  among  all  the  poor  of  the  hamlet  of 
Berrington  at  his  own  house  in  equal  proportions. 

We  could  not  obtain  information  at  Chipping  Campden  how  this  charge 
originated.  It  is  however  regularly  paid  in  respect  of  a part  of  Lord  Barham’s 
property  in  the  neighbourhood  of  that  town. 

Robert  Tainton’s  Charity. 

, Church  Table.  “ Mr.  Robert  Tainton , of  London,  glazier,  gave  501.  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish  for  ever.” 

By  the  returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  a Mr.  Murrell  appears  to  have 
been  responsible  for  this  sum  ; but  whether  it  was  a charge  on  his  personal  or 
real  estate  we  could  not  discover.  We  have  made  every  inquiry  which  appeared 
likely  to  lead  to  the  recovery  of  the  money  given  as  above  stated  for  the  use  of 
the  poor,  but  without  success;  this  charity  must  therefore  be  considered  as 
lost. 


PARISH  OF  DORSINGTON. 

Charities  of  the  Rev.  John  Ward  and  Thomas  Rawlins. 

Thomas  Rawlins,  of  Pophills,  in  the  county  of  Warwick,  gentleman,  by  his 
Will,  dated  January  18th,  1750,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  of  Dorsington  the 
sum  of  20 s.  being  the  interest  of  20/.  arising  in  the  following  manner;  viz. 
15  /.  given  by  the  Rev.  John  Ward,  d.  d.  late  rector  of  Dorsington,  and  51.  given 
by  Thomas  Rawlins,  serjeant  at  law  ; which  sums  being  deposited  in  the' 
testator’s  hands,  he  charged  the  estate,  then  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Mill- 
ward,  with  the  said  sum  of  20/. ; and  the  testator’s  will  was,  that  the  20s.  the 
interest  of  the  above  sums,  should  be  paid  by  the  landlord  of  the  above  estate 
to  the  churchwardens  of  Dorsington,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  annually,  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day. 

The  above  rent-charge  of  20s.  is  regularly  received  by  the  churchwardens, 
and  given  away,  in  money,  annually  to  the  poor  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  EBRINGTON. 

William  Kbyte's  Charity. 

By  an  Indenture,  made  14th  October,  17  Car.  I,  between  John  Keyte  of 
Ebrington,  in  the.  county  of  Gloucester,  esq.  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Clapton 

and

and  others  therein  mentioned,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  William  Keyte , 
late  father  of  the  said  John  Keyte,  by  his  will,  dated  31st  May,  8 Car.  I.  gave 
unto  the  poor  of  Ebrington  aforesaid,  from  the  10th  day  of  May,  unto  the  feast 
of  All  Saints  day,  every  year  for  ever,  the  milk  of  ten  sufficient  new  milch  kine 
to  go  and  depasture  before  the  herd  of  Ebrington,  and  to  be  bestowed  unto  such 
of  the  poor  of  Ebrington  as  should  be  thought  fit  by  his  executors  and  his  heirs, 
and  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Ebrington  for  the  time  being  ; the  said 
ten  kine  and  pasture  for  them,  to  be  provided  by  his  executors  and  his  heirs,  for 
ever ; and  also  reciting,  that  the  said  John  Keyte,  as  the  executor  of  his  said 
late  father,  being  desirous  that  the  said  gift  of  the  said  William  Keyte,  should 
be  continued  for  ever  to  the  poor  of  Ebrington  aforesaid,  did  thereby  demise 
unto  the  said  Thomas  Clapton  and  others,  all  the  tithes  of  corn,  grain,  grass  and 
hay,  wool  and  lamb,  arising,  growing  and  renewing,  in  and  upon  the  towns  and 
fields  of  Ebrington  aforesaid,  and  Hidcott  Boyce,  in  the  same  parish  of 
Ebrington,  appertaining  to  the  rectory  or  parsonage  of  Ebrington  aforesaid, 
to  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  Thomas  Clapton  and  others,  their  executors, 
administrators  and  assigns,  from  the  date  thereof,  for  the  term  of  1,000  years, 
upon  trust,  that  they  should,  at  all  times  thereafter,  permit  the  said  John  Keyte 
and  his  heirs  to  enjoy  the  said  premises,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof, 
as  long  as  ten  milch  kine  should  be  every  year  provided,  depastured,  and 
kept  by  them,  and  the  milk  thereof  disposed  unto  the  poor  people  of  Ebrington 
aforesaid ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  if  there  should  be  default  made  in 
respect  thereof,  that  then  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  enter  and 
take  the  same  into  their  own  hands,  and  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to 
buy  and  provide  yearly,  the  said  ten  milch  kine,  and  pasture  for  them,  and  to  de- 
pasture them  upon  the  commons  in  Ebrington  aforesaid,  and  to  dispose  of  the  milk 
to  the  said  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  according  to  the  said  will ; and  in  case 
of  the  said  benefits  being  neglected  for  one  or  more  years,  then  to  dispose  of  so 
much  of  the  profits  of  the  said  demised  premises  to  the  said  poor  people,  as 
would  make  recompense  and  satisfaction  fully  to  them  for  such  time  as  the 
same  should  have  been  neglected,  and  to  return  the  overplus  to  the  person 
who  ought  to  have  had  the  premises,  if  such  lease  had  not  been  made ; and 
upon  further  trust,  that  the  said  trustees  should,  on  the  morrow  after  every 
Michaelmas-day,  meet  at  a convenient  place  and  confer  with  the  church- 
wardens of  Ebrington,  and  examine  how  the  said  kine  had  been  provided,  de- 
pastured, kept  and  disposed  of ; that  they  might  cause  the  fault  thereof  to  be 
amended,  if  any  should  be;  and  that  when  so  many  of  the  trustees  should  be 
deceased,  that  there  should  be  but  two  of  them  living,  then  that  the  two  sur- 
vivors should  elect  other  able  and  sufficient  men,  and  make  a new  lease  to  them 
of  the  premises  upon  the  same  trusts. 

It  appears  by  the  copy  of  an  indenture  produced,  dated  28th  January  1747, 
made  between  Sir  Thomas  Charles  Keyte,  of  Norton,  baronet,  of  the  one  part, 
and  Francis  Canning  and  others  therein  mentioned,  that  the  above-mentioned 
trust  premises  were  assigned  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  as  trustees  of 
the  said  charity  ; but  no  subsequent  transfers  of  the  trust  property  can  be 
found.  ; :J 

The  present  proprietor  thereof  is  the  Earl  of  Harrowby,  whose  steward  pro- 
vides the  ten  milch  kine  for  the  poor  in  pursuance  of  the  said  will  and  inden- 
ture hereinbefore  set  forth. 

Complaints,  however,  have  been  made  by  the  poor  of  the  distance  to  which 
they  have  been  obliged  to  go  for  the  milk,  which  having  been  represented  to 
his  lordship,  he  has  given  orders  that  the  cows  shall  be  depastured  near  to  the 
town,  and  brought  every  night  and  morning  to  stalls  in  his  farm  yard,  so  that 
milk  may,  for  the  future,  be  obtained  by  the  said  poor  with  greater  ease  and 
convenience. 


PARISH  OF  NETHER  GUITING. 

George  Townsend’s  Charity. 

For  the  particulars  of  this  charity,  see  12th  Report,  p.  59,  where  the  Will 
of  the  said  George  Townsend  has  already  been  set  forth,  except  as  to  a gift  of 
1 s.  weekly  in  bread  to  several  parishes  therein  mentioned,  of  which  Nether 
Guiting  is  one. 
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It  is  stated  on  the  Benefaction  Table  in  Nether  Guiting  church,  that  that 
parish  was  also  entitled  under  the  said  will  of  the  said  George  Townsend  to  4/. 
a year  for  a free  school  there,  which  seems  to  be  a mistake,  as  there  is  no  gift 
in  his  will  for  a free  school  at  Nether  Guiting  ; but  the  testator  has  by  his  said 
will  provided  for  the  binding  and  putting  forth  of  five  boys,  able  to  read,  to  be 
apprentices,  whereof  one  was  to  be  of  each  of  the  towns  of  Winchcombe, 
Northleach,  Campden,  Cheltenham,  and  the  other  of  Nether  Guiting  or  of 
Blockley,  in  the  county  of  Worcester.  By  some  mistake  the  trustees  have  not 
hitherto  given  the  benefit  of  apprenticeship,  except  in  some  few  instances,  either 
to  Nether  Guiting  or  Blockley ; but  they  have  now  engaged  to  let  one  or  other 
of  these  places  alternately  have  the  benefit  of  this  provision. 

The  52.9.  given  to  the  parish  for  bread  has  hitherto  been  paid  by  the  trustees 
to  a baker,  sent  from  the  parish  of  Nether  Guiting  to  receive  the  money,  and 
who,  as  is  alleged,  and  there  seems  no  reason  to  doubt  the  fact,  has  properly 
distributed  the  same  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  ; but  the  trustees  having  been 
informed  that  it  will  be  more  proper  to  pay  the  money  into  the  hands  of  the 
minister  or  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  for  them  to  purchase  and  distribute 
the  bread,  they  have  declared  their  resolution  so  to  do  for  the  future. 

Thomas  Compere’s  Charity. 

The  gift  of  Mr.  Compere  is  thus  recorded  on  one  of  the  Benefaction  Tables  in 
the  church  : — 

“ By  Mr.  Thomas  compere,  apothecary,  a citizen  of  London,  a gift  of  100/. 
the  yearly  interest  or  income  thereof  for  ever,  either  to  be  laid  out  in  materials 
for  the  setting  the  poor  to  work,  or  to  be  given  them  in  bread.” 

In  a subsequent  Table  is  the  following  statement: — • 

“ The  charitable  bequest  of  100/.  by  the  late  Mr.  Compere,  to  which  John 
Walker,  esq.  hath  made  an  addition  of  17 /•  has  been  invested  in  the  purchase  of 
200/.  stock  in  the  three  per  cent  consols.” 

This  sum  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  same  trustees  as  the  gift  of  Mary 
Snell,  next  reported,  and  the  interest  thereof  is  distributed  together  with  it,  as 
hereafter  stated. 

Mary  Snell’s  Charity. 

On  the  same  Table  it  is  also  stated,  that,  “ In  pursuance  of  a codicil  to  the 
will  of  Mrs.  Mary  Snell,  widow,  late  of  Guiting  Grange,  200/.  stock  in  the 
three  per  cent  consols  were  invested  in  the  names  of  Reginald  Wynniatt  the 
younger  and  the  parish  officers  for  the  time  being  of  Guiting  Power  (or  Nether 
Guiting),  John  Walker,  William  Wood  and  Thomas  Hooper,  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  parish,  to  be  laid  out  in  warm  clothing  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trustees,  secured  by  deed,  dated  10th  December  1813.” 

The  dividends  of  the  abovementioned  sums  of  200/.  and  200/.  in  the  three 
per  cent  consols,  being  12/.  a year,  are  laid  out  by  the  trustees  in  the  purchase 
of  linen  and  warm  clothing  for  the  poor  of  this  parish,  and  distributed  amongst 
them  according  to  their  necessities.  Accounts  are  kept,  containing  lists  of  the 
persons  benefited  under  the  charity,  and  with  the  particular  relief  afforded 
to  each. 

Thomas  Dean’s  Charity. 

On  the  same  Table  is  the  following  statement : — 

“ Mr.  Thomas  Dean,  of  Woodhouse,  in  the  parish  of  Upper  Guiting,  gave 
30/.  the  interest  or  income  thereof  for  ever,  to  buy  bread  for  the  poor.” 

After  every  inquiry  made  respecting  this  charity,  no  trace  can  be  found 
of  it. 

PARISH  OF  TEMPLE  GUITING. 

Charities  or  Thomas  Dean,  John  Dean,  Richard  Townsend,  and 

Thomas  Compere. 

On  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church,  the  above  gifts  are  inscribed 
as  follows 

“ In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1637,  Thomas  Dean  gave  six  pounds  and  John 
Dean  five  pounds,  to  remain  as  a stock  for  ever,  the  interest  to  be  employed  by 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 


“ and 
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“ In  the  year  1681,  Richard  Townsend,  gentleman,  gave  twenty  pounds,  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  employed  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 

“ In  the  year  1718,  Mr.  Thomas  Compere  gave  100/.  to  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  lands,  the  rent  or  product  thereof  to  be  employed  in  the  placing 
out  of  poor  children  apprentices,  or  in  materials  for  setting  poor  people  to 
work,  or  in  bread  to  be  given  in  the  parish  church,  upon  the  Lord’s  day,  to  such 
poor  persons  of  the  parish  as  shall  be  of  the  communion  of  the  church  of 
England,  as  by  law  established. 

“ Benefactions  in  1?67»  16/.” 

Whether  these  sums  were  received  or  not,  or  how  they  were  invested,  there 
is  no  record  or  document  extant  in  the  parish  to  show  ; but  the  parish  is  in 
possession  of  land,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Winchcombe,  which  are  let  for  8 /. 
per  annum,  out  of  which  a sum  of  16$.  is  paid  for  the  land-tax. 

This  land  is  understood  to  have  been  purchased  with  the  monies  derived  from 
these  gifts. 

The  rent  of  this  land  is  applied  towards  supporting  five  Sunday  schools  in 
this  parish  and  the  hamlets  belonging  thereto. 


PARISH  OF  COW  HONEYBOURNE. 

The  Free  School. 

By  a deed  poll,  dated  6th  October  1806,  executed  by  Michael  Corbett,  of 
Admington,  the  Rev.  John  Timbrill,  Cotterell  Corbett,  Michael  Corbett  of 
Upper  Quinton,  William  Bennett,  Nathaniel  Eden,  and  William  Hale  the 
younger,  all  therein  described,  reciting  a conveyance  or  assignment,  dated 
3d  May  1806,  whereby  Samuel  Sheldon,  and  his  trustee,  in  consideration  of 
the  sum  of  120/.  assigned  to  the  said  Michael  Corbett,  and  the  said  other  per- 
sons in  the  said  deed  poll  above-mentioned,  for  the  remainder  of  a term  of 
4,000  years,  a messuage  or  tenement,  garden  and  orchard  in  Cow  Honey- 
bourne,  on  part  of  which  premises  a new  messuage  and  school-room  had  then 
been  lately  erected ; and  reciting  that  the  said  parties  to  the  said  deed  poll 
had  determined  upon  instituting  a charity-school  in  the  village  of  Cow  Honey- 
bourne  aforesaid,  for  instructing  poor  boys  of  the  parishes  of  Cow  Honeybourne, 
Church  Honeybourne,  and  Bretforton,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic;  and 
that  the  persons  whose  names  were  thereupon  indorsed  had  subscribed  the 
several  sums  set  opposite  to  their  respective  names,  amounting  to  the  sum  of 
965/.  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  their  benevolent  intentions  into  effect ; and 
further  reciting,  that  the  said  leasehold  premises  had  been  purchased,  and 
a house  built  thereupon  for  the  residence  of  the  master,  and  a school-room  for 
the  boys;  and  that  the  charges  thereof,  amounting  to  3651.  had  been  paid  for 
out  of  the  said  money  so  subscribed,  leaving  the  sum  of  600/.  to  be  applied 
for  the  purposes  of  supporting  such  charity  ; it  was  thereby  declared  and  agreed, 
that  the  said  leasehold  premises  had  been  so  assigned  to  the  said  Michael 
Corbett  and  others,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  permit  the  master  of  the  said 
school  for  the  time  being  to  occupy  the  said  messuage  and  premises  for  his  own 
use,  as  long  as  he  should  continue  to  be  such  master;  and  it  was  further 
declared,  that  the  said  trustees  should  be  possessed  of  the  said  sum  of  600/. 
and  all  other  sums  thereafter  to  be  subscribed  for  the  use  of  the  said  charity, 
upon  trust,  that  they  should  lay  out  the  same  in  government  funds,  or  on  good 
real  security,  with  power  to  change  the  said  securities,  or  to  lay  out  the  same 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  as  therein  mentioned  ; that  the  said  trustees  should 
nominate  a fit  person  to  be  master  of  the  said  school,  whose  duty  it  should  be 
to  instruct  the  said  boys  in  the  English  language,  and  in  writing  and  common 
arithmetic,  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  that  the  master  should  take  the  boys  to 
church  on  Sundays,  and  see  to  their  behaviour  there ; that  the  said  trus- 
tees should,  upon  a vacancy,  elect  another  master,  and  appoint  certain  days 
therein  mentioned,  yearly,  for  the  election  of  poor  boys,  and  that  notice  of  such 
election  should  be  given  in  the  churches  of  Cow  Honeybourne,  Church  Honey- 
bourne and  Bretforton,  on  the  two  preceding  Sundays  immediately  after  divine 
service ; and  that  such  boys  should  be  resident  children  of  the  several  parishes 
of  Cow  Honeybourne,  Church  Honeybourne,  and  Bretforton  aforesaid ; but 
that  the  parish  of  Bretforton  should  not  be  allowed  to  send  more  than  four  of 
such  boys  to  the  said  school ; and  that  any  of  the  said  trustees,  being  desirous 
Rep.

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Cow  Honeyboume.  of  nominating  any  such  boy  (except  two  of  the  four  boys  to  be  sent  from  the 

said  parish  of  Bretforton,  which  two  boys  the  said  John  Timbrill  during  his  life, 

i elm/100'  ant^  a^ter  decease  the  vicar  of  Bretforton  for  the  time  being,  should  be  ex- 

v con  mue  ‘ t clusively  allowed  to  nominate),  he  or  they  should  be  authorized  so  to  do,  on 

"■  sending  his  or  their  certificate  or  certificates,  and  recommendation,  to  the 

master  of  the  said  school,  and  the  trustees  were  thereby  empowered  to  alter  the 
rules,  or  make  such  other  rules  from  time  to  time  as  in  their  judgment  would 
be  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity ; and  it  was  further  declared,  that  the  trustees, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  have  power  to  remove  the  master  upon 
reasonable  cause,  or  to  expel  any  boy  or  boys  from  the  school  for  improper 
conduct;  and  that  when  the  number  of  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to 
three,  such  three  should,  within  three  calendar  months  next  after  the  number 
should  be  so  reduced,  elect  other  persons  to  be  trustees  in  the  room  of  those  that 
should  be  dead,  and  assign  and  convey  the  trust  estate  and  premises,  so  as  to 
vest  the  same  in  such  three  trustees,  and  the  persons  so  to  be  elected  newly  at 
the  charge  of  the  trust  estate. 

The  subscriptions  referred  to  by  the  said  deed  poll  were  indorsed  thereon, 
amounting  to  the  sum  of  965/.,  600/.  of  which  was  subscribed  by  Mr.  Cot- 
terill  Corbett,  sen. 

The  600/.  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  1,025/.  13s.  3d.  three  per  cent 
consolidated  Bank  Annuities,  which  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  said 
Michael  Corbett,  and  others  of  the  said  trustees,  the  annual  dividends  of  which 
amount  to  30/.  15  s.  2 d. 

The  master’s  salary  is  23/.  per  annum,  and  he  is  allowed  the  use  and  occupa- 
tion of  the  said  messuage,  garden  and  school  premises  rent-free,  but  subject 
to  the  parochial  and  parliamentary  taxes  and  payments.  The  trustees  keep  ail 
the  buildings  in  good  repair.  They  have  at  present  in  hand  the  sum  of 
114/.  7s.  8 d.  which  sum  is  expected  to  be  reduced  by  sundry  repairs  which 
have  become  necessary. 

The  number  of  boys  at  the  school  is  now  twenty-two,  taken  from  the  several 
places,  and  according  to  the  directions  of  the  said  deed  of  settlement,  who  are 
taught,  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  free  of  expense. 


PARISH  OF  LONGBOROUGH. 
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Thomas  Barker’s  Charity. 

For  an  account  of  this  charity  see  parish  of  Broadwell,  hundred  of  Slaughter. 

The  annuity  of  10s.  given  by  Thomas  Barker  to  the  parish  of  Longborough, 
is  regularly  paid,  and  applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Leigh’s  Charity. 

The  Will  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Leigh,  and  the  full  particulars  of  this  charity, 
are  set  forth  in  the  Report  of  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  Broadwell  above 
mentioned. 

The  legacy  of  4/.  per  annum,  given  by  the  said  will  to  this  parish,  is  paid 
by  the  direction  of  Chandos  Leigh,  esq.  to  a schoolmaster  in  the  said  parish 
for  instructing  poor  children  of  the  same,  in  reading,  writing  and  common 
arithmetic. 


PARISH  OF  MA11STON  SICCA. 

John  Cooper’s  Charity. 

Marston  Sicca.  John  Cooper  of  Marston  Sicca,  by  his  Will,  dated  27th  February  1643,  gave 
— his  house  and  close  in  the  lower  end  of  the  town,  also  one  bay  of  timber  ready 

John  Coopers  framed,  lying  in  his  barn,  to  be  adjoined  to  that  house,  and  then  in  the  posses- 

an  y'  sion  of  John  Turner,  as  also  the  sum  of  300/.  which  would  grow  payable  from 
Thomas  Cooper  his  kinsman  three  years  after  his  decease,  to  be  put  into  the 
hands  of  his  brother  Henry  Cooper,  his  cousins  R ichard  Cooper,  Thomas  Cooper, 
Thomas  Harris,  Robert  Martin,  Robert  Cooper,  Thomas  Keeke,  John  Tomes, 
and  John  Knight,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  to  be  by  them 
improved  and  employed  to  the  best  use  and  benefit,  for  the  maintenance  of 
a sufficient  and  painful  schoolmaster,  to  have  continuance  for  ever,  in  the  town 
of  Marston  Sicca,  who  should  be  bound  to  teach  22  poor  children,  whereof  six 

were 
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were  to  be  out  of  that  town,  two  out  of  Nether  Quinton,  two  out  of  Over 
Quinton,  two  out  of  Broad  Marston,  four  out  of  Peb worth,  two  out  of  Dorsington, 
and  four  out  of  Welford;  and  in  case  these  towns  should  not  send  so  many  poor 
children  as  he  had  nominated,  he  left  it  in  the  power  of  his  feoffees  to  make 
choice  of  others,  according  to  their  discretion  ; and  directed  that  the  said  school- 
master should  be  liable  to  be  placed  and  displaced,  according  as  he  should  be 
found  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  place,  as  the  major  part  of  the  feoffees 
should  agree  ; and  his  will  was,  that  in  case  any  of  the  aforesaid  feoffees  should 
die,  that  the  major  part  of  the  rest  should  make  choice  of  another  in  his  room, 
from  time  to  time ; and  he  that  should  be  so  chosen,  should  be  equally 
interested  and  entrusted  with  the  rest. 

The  property  now  held  under  this  devise  is  an  estate  near  Chapel  House,  in 
the  parish  of  Chipping  Norton,  consisting  of  about  forty  acres  of  land,  with 
a house  and  barn,  stables  and  buildings  upon  it,  and  also  two  cottages,  situate 
in  the  town  of  Chipping  Norton,  with  two  acres  of  pasture  land,  or  thereabouts  ; 
and  it  is  supposed  that  this  estate  was  purchased  with  the  300/.  given  by  the 
will,  although  there  are  no  documents  to  show  the  same. 

There  is  also  a tenement  in  Marston  Sicca,  with  a small  orchard  and  garden 
annexed,  which  was  formerly  used  as  a school,  but  which  becoming  so  dilapi- 
dated as  to  be  incapable  of  being  used  for  that  purpose  any  longer,  was  let  at 
Michaelmas  1821,  upon  a repairing  lease  for  seven  years,  at  a rent  of  eight 
guineas  a year.  The  tenant  has  since  repaired  the  cottage,  and  now  occupies 
the  same  as  a tenant  from  year  to  year  at  the  same  rent. 

The  management  of  this  property  is  in  the  hands  of  trustees,  to  whom  it  has 
been  deduced,  through  a series  of  successive  appointments. 

The  whole  of  the  estate  at  Chipping  Norton  is  divided  into  two  parts,  which 
are  let  to  different  tenants. 

The  house,  barn  and  stables,  and  40  acres  of  land,  were  demised  by  the 
trustees  by  an  indenture  of  lease,  dated  14th  April  1814,  to  Mr.  Thomas 
Matthews,  a maltster  of  Chipping  Norton,  for  the  term  of  twenty-one  years, 
commencing  from  Lady  Day  1814,  at  the  rent  of  7 0/.  per  annum,  which  is 
considered  an  adequate  rent. 

The  two  cottages  above  mentioned  are  now  converted  into  three  dwellings, 
and  together  with  the  two  acres  of  land  at  Chipping  Norton  are  let  to  Mr.  William 
Bliss,  by  a lease  for  twenty-one  years,  from  Lady-day  1814,  at  the  rent  of  20/. 
per  annum. 

The  trustees  in  the  year  1818  advanced  out  of  their  own  monies  900/.  upon 
the  security  of  the  trust  premises,  in  order  therewith  to  purchase  an  unfinished 
house  and  school-room  in  Marston  Sicca,  with  about  four  acres  of  land,  and 
cottage  annexed,  which  measure  was  adopted  for  the  purpose  of  re-establishing  the 
school,  which,  on  account  of  the  ruined  state  of  the  former  premises,  had  been 
suspended  for  some  years.  The  consideration  money  paid  for  these  premises, 
was  500/.  and  with  the  400/  the  remaining  part  of  the  900/.  the  house  has 
been  completed,  and  the  whole  premises  put  into  a habitable  state. 

The  cottage  included  in  this  purchase  is  now  let  for  2/.  10s.  per  annum, 
making  the  total  income  of  the  charity  100/.  18 s.  per  annum. 

A schoolmaster  has  been  appointed,  who  lives  in  the  house,  and  teaches 
2 2 poor  boys  of  the  several  parishes  enumerated  in  the  will  according  to  the 
numbers  therein  prescribed,  for  which  a salary  of  30/.  per  year  is  paid  to  him. 
The  whole  of  the  residue  is  applied  in  payment  of  the  interest  accruing  due 
upon  the  sum  borrowed,  and  the  gradual  reduction  of  the  principal,  of  which 
200/.  has  been  repaid;  a regular  account  having  been  kept  by  the  trustees  from 
the  year  1814. 


Maiston  Sicca. 
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The  Reverend  John  Loggin’s  Charity. 

See  the  Will  of  the  Reverend  John  Loggin  set  out  in  the  Report  of  the  parish  Rev.  John  Loggin's 
of  Swalcliffe  in  the  county  of  Oxford  (12th  Report,  p.  191.)  Charity. 

The  parish  of  Marston  Sicca  receives  upon  the  average  between  4/.  and  51. 
per  annum  from  the  trustees  of  this  charity,  which  is  laid  out  in  clothing  and 
apprenticing  poor  children  of  this  parish.  The  management  of  this  charity  is 
wholly  under  the  direction  of  the  Reverend  William  Loggin,  rector  of  Marston 
Sicca,  as  directed  by  the  will.  Two  apprentices  were  put  out  last  year.

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Sarah  Fletcher’s  Charity. 

On  the  Benefaction  Table,  in  the  parish  church,  it  is  stated,  that  “ Mrs.  Sarah 
Fletcher  gave  to  the  poor  widows  of  this  parish  10 s.  to  be  paid  them  yearly  for 
ever.” 

Mr.  John  Tomes,  of  South  Littleton,  near  Evesham,  acknowledges  to  have 
in  his  possession  10/.  received  under  this  will,  and  has  regularly  paid  interest 
at  five  per  cent  among  poor  widows  of  this  parish  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day,  yearly. 
He  has  undertaken  to  give  his  promissory  note  to  the  churchwardens  for  this 
sum,  which  is  to  be  deposited  by  them  in  the  church  chest. 


PARISH  OF  MICKLETON. 

Lands  vested  in  Feoffees  for  the  use  of  the  Poor  of  this  Parish. 

By  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  21st  October,  13  Car.  I.  in  a 
suit,  wherein  John  Fowler  and  others,  on  the  part  of  the  poor  of  Mickleton, 
were  plaintiffs,  and  Sir  Edward  Fisher,  knight,  defendant ; after  setting  forth, 
Feofi'ees,  for  the  use  that  under  an  Act  for  inclosing  the  common  fields  of  Mickleton  aforesaid,  a piece 
01  Lheparish°f  tlm  °f£round  called  Hoarestones,  containing,  by  estimation,  33  acres,  or  thereabouts, 
had  been  theretofore  set  out  by  agreement  between  the  defendant,  as  lord  of 
the  manor  of  Mickleton,  and  the  freeholders  and  tenants  of  the  said  manor  for 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Mickleton,  which  had  ever  since  been  reputed  the 
Poor’s  Land,  and  exonerated  from  all  manner  of  taxes  and  payments,  but  that 
such  agreement  had  been  afterwards  departed  from  by  the  said  defendant ; it 
was  ordered  and  declared,  that  the  said  piece  of  ground  should  be  for  ever  to 
and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  poor  people  ; and  in  order  that  the  same 
might  be  so  disposed  of  accordingly,  the  court  did  nominate  and  appoint  Sir 
Henry  Rainsford,  and  others  therein  mentioned,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them, 
to  consider  how  the  same  might  be  employed  for  the  best  benefit  of  the  poor, 
in  setting  them  to  work,  and  affording  them  such  relief  as  should  not  tend  to 
abate  the  usual  rates  of  the  parish,  so  that  the  poor  might  be  the  better  for  it, 
and  not  in  such  a way  as  that  it  should  tend  only  to  the  benefit  of  the  rich,  in 
easing  them  of  those  ordinary  taxations  which  by  law  they  must  undergo;  and 
also  that  the  defendant  should  convey  the  premises  unto  such  feoffees  as  should 
be  nominated  by  the  said  referees. 

By  a subsequent  decree,  made  about  the  year  1672  in  a supplemental  cause, 
wherein  John  Bonner,  on  his  own  behalf  and  on  behalf  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Mickleton  aforesaid,  was  plaintiff,  and  Edward  Fisher,  esquire,  and 
John  Harvey  and  others,  defendants,  after  fully  stating  various  transactions 
between  the  said  Sir  Edward  Fisher,  knight,  and  the  freeholders  and  tenants  of 
lands  within  the  said  manor,  and  that  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  either  had  a 
right,  or  claimed  a right  of  common  of  pasture  and  other  profits  over  or  within 
the  said  common  fields  ; and  also  stating  the  said  order,  dated  the  21st  October, 
13  Charles  I.  aforesaid,  and  setting  forth  the  manner  in  which  the  referees  had 
executed  the  said  order,  and  the  certificate  which  they  had  made  under  it ; and 
also  stating,  that  the  land  so  set  out  for  the  poor,  and  which  had  been  directed 
to  be  conveyed  to  trustees  as  therein  and  hereinbefore  mentioned,  had  not  been 
conveyed,  but  that  such  conveyance  had  been  delayed  as  therein  mentioned  ; it 
was  decreed,  that  the  ground  called  Hoarestones  should  be  holden  and  enjoyed 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  people  of  Mickleton  for  ever,  and  that  the  defendants 
to  the  said  second  suit  should  execute  a conveyance  thereof  to  certain  trustees 
(to  the  number  of  fifteen),  to  be  allowed  and  approved  of  by  Sir  William  Bever- 
sham,  one  of  the  masters  of  the  said  court,  who  was  to  settle  the  conveyance, 
to  be  in  trust  for  the  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Mickleton  for  ever  ; and  with 
a power  to  continue  the  succession,  by  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  when 
the  old  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  who  were  to  be  elected  by  the  most 
substantial  freeholders  of  Mickleton  aforesaid,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  people, 
for  ever ; which  decree  was  afterwards  confirmed  upon  a petition  for  a 
rehearing. 

In  pursuance  of  the  said  directions  of  the  said  court,  a deed  of  feoffment  was 
made  and  executed,  dated  25th  January  1672,  whereby  the  said  land,  called 
Hoarestones,  was  conveyed  to  fifteen  feoffees  therein  named,  their  heirs  and 
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assigns  for  ever,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  Mickleton  aforesaid,  according  to  the 
true  meaning  of  the  said  decree. 

The  feoffees  have  been  continued  by  a series  of  feoffments,  the  last  of  which 
is  dated  23d  April  1802,  and  eight  of  the  feoffees  therein  named  are  still  living, 
some  of  them  residing  at  a considerable  distance  from  the  parish  of  Mickleton. 

The  land  so  conveyed  to  the  feoffees  consists  of  a close  of  pasture  land, 
situate  in  the  said  parish,  containing  33  acres,  or  thereabouts,  which  the  trustees 
have  usually  let  upon  leases  for  seven  years,  sometimes  by  auction,  and  some- 
times by  tender  : the  last  letting  was  for  31.  an  acre,  producing  a rent  of  99/- 
which  is  stated  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  land.  It  was  let  at  a higher  rent 
some  years  ago,  when  agricultural  produce  was  very  high;  but  the  rent  has 
been  since  reduced,  in  common  with  most  of  the  other  lands  in  the  neigh, 
bourhood. 

The  rent  of  this  land  was  till  the  year  1808  treated  as  applicable  to  the  sup- 
port of  the  parish  poor,  and  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  that  purpose 
accordingly ; but  the  trustees  being  satisfied  of  the  impropriety  of  that  mode 
of  application,  it  was  resolved,  at  a meeting  held  by  them  on  the  2tith  October 
in  the  same  year,  that  a committee  of  the  said  trustees  should  from  time  to  time 
be  appointed,  who  should  meet  at  certain  days  therein  mentioned  yearly,  and 
afford  relief  to  such  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town  as  should  appear  to  them  to 
be  deserving  objects,  which  relief  was  to  consist  of  donations  in  coals,  and 
articles  of  clothing  and  childbed  linen  for  the  married  poor,  at  the  discretion  of 
the  said  committee ; and  it  was  then  further  resolved,  that  two  Sunday  schools, 
one  for  boys  and  the  other  for  girls,  should  be  supported  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
said  charity,  and  that  no  relief  in  money  should  be  given  except  in  cases  of 
extreme  necessity  ; which  resolutions  appear  to  have  been  acted  upon  ever 
since.  The  accounts  (which  were  produced)  exhibit  a clear  and  accurate  detail 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  charity  funds;  and  in  addition  to  these 
accounts,  books  are  kept  containing  the  names  of  the  persons  partaking  of  the 
said  charity,  and  a list  of  the  articles  supplied  to  them  respectively,  with 
a statement  opposite  to  each  name  of  the  age,  condition  and  character  of  the 
object  so  relieved ; a mode  of  keeping  the  accounts  entitled  to  particular  com- 
mendation. The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  feoffees  at  the  last  audit,  held 
on  the  4th  of  September  1828,  was  181/.  17-?.  1 \d. 

The  parish  of  Mickleton  is  divided  into  four  districts,  the  principal  of  which 
is  called  the  town  or  township  of  Mickleton,  the  other  three  being  denominated 
hamlets  of  the  said  parish.  The  benefit  of  the  above  charity  has  been  restricted 
to  that  portion  of  the  parish  called  the  town  or  township  of  Mickleton,  which 
restriction  is  objected  to  by  the  other  districts,  who  think  themselves  entitled 
to  proportionate  shares ; but  as  such  restricted  application  to  the  township  of 
Mickleton  is  expressly  directed  by  the  decree  in  Chancery  hereinbefore  men- 
tioned, there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  just  foundation  for  the  above 
complaint. 

In  the  year  1819  the  late  Mr.  Graves,  of  Mickleton,  one  of  the  trustees,  who 
acted  as  treasurer  of  the  said  charity,  died  insolvent,  with  a balance  in  his 
hands  of  172/.  155.  8 d.  His  affairs  are  now  under  investigation  in  the  Court 
of  Chancery,  but  the  final  account  has  not  yet  been  completed,  so  that  it  cannot 
yet  be  known  whether  any  or  what  part  of  the  said  balance  in  his  hands  will 
be  recovered. 

The  Gift  of  Richard  Porter. 

By  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  exemplification  of  which  was  pro- 
duced, made  in  or  about  Easter  term  1G63,  in  a cause  in  which  John  Clerk  and 
others,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of 
Mickleton,  were  complainants,  and  Henry  Hurst  and  others,  defendants,  after 
stating  that  Richard  Porter , being  seised  of  two  messuages,  and  one  yard  land, 
in  Overton  and  Mickleton,  did  by  his  deed,  dated  in  February,  in  the  fourth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  8th,  grant  and  enfeoff  unto  certain  inhabitants  of 
Mickleton,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  premises,  in  trust,  to  employ  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof  in  repairing  the  parish  church  of  Mickleton  aforesaid ; and  in 
case  the  said  premises  should  be  improved,  so  that  the  rent  thereof  should 
amount  to  more  than  the  needful  reparation  of  the  said  church,  upon  trust, 
that  the  overplus  thereof  should  go  to  pious  and  charitable  uses ; and  that 
it  was  provided,  that  the  feoffees  and  their  heirs,  when  and  so  often  as  there 
should  be  but  four  left  alive,  should  convey  the  said  premises  to  nine  other  new 
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feoffees,  and  their  heirs  ; that  about  50  years  previous  thereto  the  common  fields 
of  Overton  and  Mickleton  were  inclosed,  whereby  the  premises,  which  at  the 
time  of  the  said  feoffment  were  not  worth  above  7 /•  per  annum,  were  then  worth 
GO/,  per  annum,  and  that  the  church  was  in  good  repair  ; and  that  it  had  been 
agreed  between  the  plaintiffs  and  defendants  (which  defendants  were  the  sur- 
viving feoffees  of  the  said  premises)  that  an  allowance  of  20/.  out  of  the  said  rent 
should  be  given  to  a schoolmaster,  to  teach  the  male  children  of  the  poor  people, 
inhabitants  of  Mickleton  aforesaid,  gratis,  the  residue  to  be  disposed  of  for  such 
charitable  uses  as  the  said  feoffees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  for  the  time 
being,  should  think  fit : it  was  adjudged  and  decreed,  that  the  said  agreement 
before  mentioned  should  be  performed ; and  that  the  defendants,  the  feoffees, 
and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  should  from  time  to  time  pay  out  of 
the  said  rents  20/.  per  annum,  by  half-yearly  payments,  to  such  school- 
master as  aforesaid,  to  teach  the  male  children  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of 
Mickleton  gratis,  so  long  as  the  surplus  rents  should  amount  to  20/.  per  annum 
and  upwards  more  than  would  repair  the  church,  and  that  the  residue  thereof 
should  be  employed  by  the  said  feoffees  in  such  charitable  uses  as  the  said 
feoffees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  fit. 

The  trustees  have  been  regularly  kept  up,  and  the  trust  premises  transferred 
from  the  time  of  such  decree  to  the  year  1802,  when  the  last  feoffment  was 
executed,  but  with  considerable  variations  in  the  expression  of  the  trusts 
thereof,  although  the  practice  has  been  uniform  with  respect  to  keeping  the 
church  in  repair  and  maintaining  a school  in  the  parish.  The  surviving  trus- 
tees, who  are  eight  in  number,  declare  their  intention  to  act  hereafter  according 
to  the  terms  and  true  intent  of  the  said  decree. 


The  property  in  the  possession  of  the  feoffees  consists  of  three  pieces  of 
inclosed  pasture  land  adjoining  each  other,  situate  in  Mickleton  parish,  and 
called  by  the  names  of  Upper,  Middle  and  Lower  Church  Pieces. 


The  Upper  Piece,  which  joins  the  trunpike  road,  contains  16  acres,  or  there- 
' abouts,  and  is  let  to  Mr.  George  Price  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  com- 
mencing from  the  5th  of  April  1828,  at  the  annual  rent  of  74/.  84.  being 
4/.  13  s.  per  acre  ---------- 

The  Middle  Piece,  which  also  contains  about  16  acres,  but  is  not  of  so  good 
a quality,  is  let  to  Mr.  John  Crossley  for  the  same  term  and  from  the 
same  period,  at  the  rate  of  four  guineas  an  acre,  producing  an  annual 
rent  of  - --  --  --  --  --  - 

The  Lower  Piece,  which  contains  about  15  acres,  is  cf  inferior  quality,  and 
is  let  to  William  Fairfax  for  the  same  term,  and  commencing  from  the 
same  time,  at  the  rent  of----  - 

The  lessee  has  undertaken  to  drain  this  last-mentioned  land  at  his 
own  expense,  the  trustees  providing  the  tiles. 

The  trustees  are  also  in  possession  of  a close  of  pasture  land,  called  Overton 
Close,  in  Mickleton  parish,  containing  about  two  acres,  which  is  let  to 
John  Stanley  for  seven  years,  commencing  also  from  5th  April  1828,  at 
the  rent  of  - --  --  --  --  --

There  is  also  a house  in  the  town,  part  of  the  said  trust  premises,  with  a 
garden  and  orchard  belongirtg  thereto,  containing  about  an  acre  of  ground, 
which  is  occupied  by  the  schoolmaster,  who  keeps  the  same  in  repair,  and  may 
be  considered  altogether  as  worth  20/.  a year,  or  thereabouts. 

The  church  is  kept,  in  good  repair  out  of  the  rents,  and  the  expenditure 
thereupon  brought  regularly  to  account,  leaving  a surplus  of  about  170/.  per 
annum,  out  of  which  the  20/.  directed  by  the  above  decree  to  be  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster,  and  the  further  sum  of  20/.  per  annum  added  to  the  same  by  the 
feoffees  as  a more  adequate  support  for  him,  are  regularly  paid.  The  clerk  of 
the  parish  is  paid  61.  per  annum,  the  sexton  51.  per  annum,  and  the  sacramental 
wine  and  bread,  and  other  small  expenses  incidental  to  the  administration  of  the 
church  service,  amounting  together  to  10/.  per  annum,  are  also  defrayed  out 
of  the  surplus  of  the  rents.  It  was  customary,  until  the  year  1820,  to  pay  the 
visitation  fees  of  the  parish  and  the  dinners  annually  had  upon  such  occasions 
out  of  this  fund  j but  by  a resolution  of  the  trustees  made  in  that  year,  such 
payments  have  been  since  discontinued.

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The  two  Sunday  schools  mentioned  in  the  above  reported  case,  are  also  in  part  The  Gift  of 

supported  by  equal  contributions  from  the  rents  of  these  lands,  the  expense  Richan)  Porter, 
of  which,  including  books,  is  about  20/.  per  annum.  mntmu^  . * 

The  residue  of  the  rents,  after  payment  of  the  above-mentioned  sums,  is 
carried  into  a joint  fund  with  the  profits  of  the  poors  land  before  mentioned 
and  applied  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  in  coals,  clothing  and  other  articles,  as 
stated  in  the  former  case,  though  carried  to  a separate  account  in  the  book 
of  receipts  and  disbursements  before  mentioned,  the  produce  of  the  poor 
lands  being  restricted  by  the  said  decree  to  the  town  of  Mickleton  only ; but 
the  surplus  produce  of  the  church  lands  is  distributed  among  the  inhabitants  of 
the  parish  generally. 

The  school  is  carried  on  in  a building  annexed  to  the  church,  in  which  about 
30  children  of  the  poor  people  of  the  parish  are  taught  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  and  the  catechism  of  the  Church  of  England.  The  present  number 
of  children  in  the  school  is  32. 

The  balance  remaining  due  at  the  last  audit  (4th  September  1828)  upon  the 
church  account,  was  22/.  15  s.  llr/.,  making  an  aggregate  balance  upon  both 
accounts  of  the  church  and  poors  lands  of  204/.  13s.  or  thereabouts. 

The  treasurer  alluded  to  in  the  case  above  reported  of  the  poors  lands,  had  in 
his  hands  at  the  time  of  his  death  173/.  4 s.  0 id.  belonging  to  this  charity,  which 
has  been  proved  in  the  master’s  office,  in  which  the  accounts  of  his  estate  appear 
to  be  now  pending,  but  not  yet  settled. 

It  has  been  stated  to  us  on  the  part  of  the  trustees,  that  about  the  year  1800 
two  small  cottages  were  built  out  of  the  church  fund,  in  which  two  poor  persons 
were  permitted  to  live  free  of  rent,  as  being  proper  objects  of  the  charity. 

Those  persons,  or  others  claiming  under  them,  now  insist  upon  their  right  to 
continue  in  these  premises  as  their  own  property,  and  the  trustees  having  never 
received  any  rent  or  other  acknowledgment  of  the  tenancy,  find  themselves 
embarrassed  as  to  the  means  of  recovering  those  houses  to  the  charity.  They 
will,  if  possible,  obtain  the  surrender  of  them,  and  induce  the  tenants  to  pay 
a small  annual  sum  by  way  of  acknowledgment  of  the  title  of  the  trustees. 

Thomas  Pearkes’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Pearkes,  by  bis  Will,  dated  28th  February  1623,  devised  to  Edmond  Thomas  Pearkes’s 
Pearkes  and  his  heirs,  for  ever,  his  four  uppermost  meadows,  next  unto  Long  Charity. 
Marston  Way,  paying  yearly  205.  to  the  poor  of  Mickleton,  for  ever. 

The  lands  described  in  the  said  will  appear  to  be  well  known ; one  part 
thereof  is  occupied  by  Richard  Dutton,  who  states  himself  to  have  distributed 
among  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  the  sum  of  105.,  being  one  moiety  of  the  said 
rent-charge.  For  the  other  part  of  the  said  land  the  sum  of  105.  was  paid  by 
the  owner  of  the  same  to  the  year  1800  ; but  since  that  period,  by  some  omission 
or  neglect,  that  moiety  of  the  said  rent-charge  has  ceased  to  be  paid ; but 
Mr.  Miles,  of  Campden,  who  is  now  the  proprietor  of  the  said  land,  which  he 
has  lately  purchased,  on  being  applied  to,  has  undertaken  to  pay  annually  the 
sum  of  105.  in  respect  thereof. 

Dorothy  Swann’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church,  that  “ Mrs.  Dorothy  Dorothy  Swann’s 
Swann,  widow,  in  the  year  1678,  gave  405.  for  ever,  charged  on  the  Tymm’s  Chanty. 
Close,  in  Mickleton,  viz.  10 5.  for  a sermon  on  Christmas-day,  in  the  afternoon  ; 

105.  each  day  in  bread  to  the  poor,  who  shall  attend  sermon  prayers  on  Christ- 
mas-day, Easter  Monday,  and  Whitsun  Monday.” 

Tymm’s  Close  is  well  known.  Mrs.  Graves  is  the  present  owner  thereof,  who 
pays  the  105.  to  the  minister  for  the  sermon  which  is  preached  on  Christmas- 
day  in  the  the  afternoon,  and  the  remaining  305.  has  been  distributed  in  bread 
by  Mrs.  Graves  to  the  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s-day;  but  the  particular  qualifica- 
tions for  receiving  this  bread  having  been  hitherto  neglected,  it  has  been 
suggested  to  that  lady,  that  it  would  be  proper  for  her  to  pay  the  305.  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish,  for  them  to  distribute  the  same  agreeably  to 
the  directions  of  the  donor,  and  under  the  superintendence  of  the  vicar. 
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Eden’s  Charity. 
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By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  inrolled,  bearing  date  the  6th  December 
177-3,  between  Thomas  Eden,  therein  described,  of  the  one  part;  and  John 
Smith,  Henry  Eden,  Thomas  Eden  the  younger,  William  Eden  and  Alice  Eden, 
trustees  appointed  by  the  said  Thomas  Eden  the  elder,  of  the  other  part; 
reciting  that  the  said  Thomas  Eden  the  elder  was  minded  to  found  a charitable 
donation,  for  purchasing  books  and  instructing  poor  children  of  the  several 
parishes  of  Pebworth,  Weston-sub-Edge  and  Weston-upon-Avon,  in  the  said 
county  of  Gloucester  ; Old  Stratford,  in  the  county  of  Warwick;  and  Newbold, 
in  the  parish  of  Tredington,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  as  therein  mentioned: 
it  was  witnessed,  that  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  the  said  Thomas  Eden  the 
elder  granted  to  the  said  John  Smith  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  barns,  stables,  gardens,  orchards 
and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging;  and  also  the  several  closes  of  arable, 
meadow  and  pasture  land  thereto  adjoining  and  belonging,  containing  by 
estimation  30  acres,  known  by  the  several  names  of  the  Summer  Leys  (for- 
merly divided  into  four  closes);  the  Little  Meadow,  adjoining  to  the  said 
Summer  Leys  ; the  East  Land,  and  the  Grove  ; all  which  premises  were  situate 
in  Mangotsfield,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester;  and  all  other  messuages,  lands 
and  hereditaments  of  him  the  said  Thomas  Eden  the  elder,  in  Mangotsfield 
aforesaid ; and  also  six  messuages  or  tenements,  situate  in  Redcliff-street,  in 
the  parishes  of  Saint  Mary  Redcliffe  and  Saint  Thomas,  or  one  of  them,  in  the 
city  of  Bristol ; and  all  other  messuages  or  hereditaments  of  him  the  said 
Thomas  Eden  the  elder,  in  the  said  parishes  of  Saint  Mary  Redcliff  and 
St.  Thomas,  or  elsewhere,  in  Bristol,  upon  trust;  that  the  said  trustees  should 
dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Thomas 
Eden  the  elder  should  direct  and  appoint  during  his  life-time,  and  after  his 
death,  towards  the  maintaining,  supporting  and  promoting  of  a charity  school 
within  each  of  the  said  parishes  of  Pebworth,  Weston-sub-Edge,  Weston-upon- 
Avon,  Old  Stratford  and  hamlet  of  Newbold,  for  the  educating  and  instructing 
of  poor  children  born  in  the  same  parishes  and  hamlet  respectively,  or  if  not 
a sufficient  number  of  such,  then  of  poor  children  inhabitants  thereof,  to  read 
English,  and  particularly  the  Holy  Scriptures,  to  say  or  repeat  without  book  or 
by  heart,  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  of  England  as  by  law  established,  and 
to  learn  the  service,  rights  and  ceremonies  of  the  said  church,  as  set  forth  in 
her  Liturgy  or  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  so  as  to  be  able  readily  to  join  the 
minister  and  the  congregation  in  the  performance  of  such  service;  and  to  pur- 
chase Bibles,  New  Testaments,  Common  Prayer  Books  and  proper  initiating 
books  for  the  use  of  such  children  ; and  that  the  said  trustees  and  their 
successors,  after  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas  Eden  the  elder,  should  apply  and 
dispose  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  upon  the  trusts  and  for  the  charitable  uses 
aforesaid,  in  such  share  and  proportions,  and  among  the  said  several  parishes  and 
the  said  hamlet,  and  for  the  benefit  of  so  many  children  in  each  place,  as  the 
said  trustees  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit  and  reasonable,  subject  to  the 
provisions  and  regulations  thereinafter  contained ; and  the  said  Thomas  Eden 
the  elder,  after  reserving  to  himself  during  his  life  the  sole  management  of  the 
said  charity  schools,  directed  and  appointed  that,  after  his  death,  the  said 
trustees  should  have  the  full  management  and  direction  of  the  said  schools,  and 
the  masters,  mistresses  and  scholars  of  the  same,  and  should  from  time  to  time 
elect  and  put  into  the  said  schools  respectively  such  masters,  mistresses  and 
poor  children  born  in  the  said  parishes  and  hamlet,  or  inhabitants  thereof  (if 
there  should  not  be  a sufficient  number  of  natives)  as  they  in  their  discretion 
should  think  fit,  and  should  displace  and  remove  all  or  any  of  the  said  masters, 
mistresses  and  poor  children  at  their  will  and  pleasure,  whenever  they  should 
judge  it  expedient  so  to  do,  and  to  elect  others  in  their  room;  and  he  further 
directed,  that  the  said  schoolmasters  and  schoolmistresses  should  not  receive  any 
money  or  presents  from  the  parents  or  relations  for  instructing  such  children  as 
aforesaid,  and  that  the  children  should  not  be  admitted  into  any  of  the  schools 
before  the  age  of  four  years,  nor  continue  there  after  the  age  of  fourteen  ; and 
further,  that  the  trustees,  or  as  many  of  them  as  conveniently  could,  should  every 
year  visit  the  said  schools,  to  examine  into  any  neglects,  miscarriages  or  irregu- 
larities, 
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larities  of  the  masters,  mistresses  or  children,  and  to  make  such  reasonable 
orders  as  to  them  should  seem  meet  for  the  better  management  and  promotion  of 
the  charity  ; and  it  was  ordered  and  directed,  that  two  books  should  be  provided, 
in  one  of  which  should  be  entered  the  names  and  ages  of  the  children  admitted 
into  the  respective  schools,  and  the  times  of  admission,  and  the  names  and  ages 
of  those  removed,  and  also  the  minutes  of  proceedings  of  the  trustees  at  their 
yearly  visitings,  and  all  rules  and  orders  made  touching  the  said  schools,  and 
all  acts  of  the  said  trustees  in  relation  to  the  said  schools ; and  that  in  the  other 
book  should  be  entered  an  account  of  the  receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  trust  premises,  and  of  all  disbursements  made  in  the  discharge  of  the  said 
trust,  all  which  entries  in  the  said  books  should  be  signed  by  the  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  and  that  such  books  should  remain  in  the  custody  of  such 
person  and  in  such  place  as  the  trustees  should  appoint,  and  be  at  all  times 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  trustees  and  of  the  ministers  of  the  said  several 
parishes,  without  fee  or  reward  ; and  it  was  thereby  ordered,  that  when  the 
trustees  should  be  reduced  by  death  to  three,  or  a less  number,  the  survivors, 
or,  if  all  should  be  dead,  the  heir  of  the  survivor,  should  convey  the  said  trust 
premises  to  five  or  more  new  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts 
before  declared,  the  survivors  to  have  power  to  act  with  the  new  trustees  in  the 
execution  of  the  trust. 

The  houses  in  Redcliff-street,  Bristol,  having  become  decayed  and  ruinous, 
an  Act  of  Parliament  was  obtained  in  the  year  1799,  whereby  reciting  the 
state  of  the  said  buildings,  and  that  Thomas  Cave,  of  the  city  of  Bristol, 
wine-merchant,  had  agreed  to  take  a long  lease  thereof  for  the  purposes  of  his 
trade,  and  to  take  down  the  same,  and  erect  others  in  their  room;  and  that, 
in  pursuance  thereof,  he,  the  said  Thomas  Cave,  had  taken  down  such  buildings, 
and  erected  other  substantial  buildings  in  their  stead,  in  doing  which  he  had 
expended  1,290/.  in  full  expectation  of  having  a good  title  made  to  him  from 
the  trustees,  and  would  have  to  expend  a further  sum  of  250/.  to  complete  the 
said  buildings ; it  was  enacted,  that  the  trustees  should  have  power  to  demise  the 
said  trust  estate  and  premises  in  Bristol  to  the  said  Thomas  Cave,  and  renew  such 
lease  respectively  for  any  term  or  number  of  years  not  exceeding  ninety-nine,  to 
commence  in  possession,  so  as  the  most  improved  rent  that  could  reasonably  be 
obtained  should  be  reserved,  without  fine  or  premium,  and  so  as  the  lessee 
should  enter  into  a covenant  to  erect,  build  and  keep  in  repair  the  messuages 
and  buildings  then  standing  and  agreed  to  be  built  thereon. 

Under  the  authority  of  this  Act,  a lease,  dated  the  21st  December  1799,  was 
granted  to  the  said  Thomas  Cave,  whereby,  after  reciting  the  said  Act  as  above 
mentioned,  the  trustees  demised  to  the  said  Thomas  Cave  the  said  premises,  by 
the  description  of  all  and  singular  the  said  messuage  or  tenement,  warehouses, 
erections  and  building?,  by  the  said  Thomas  Cave  erected  and  built  as  aforesaid 
on  the  ground  whereon  the  said  ruinous  buildings  stood,  with  their  appurtenances, 
for  ninety-nine  years  from  the  date  thereof,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  26  /,  the  said 
Thomas  Cave  covenanting  forthwith  to  complete  and  finish  the  said  messuages 
and  buildings  agreeably  to  the  contract  entered  into  between  the  said  Thomas 
Cave  and  the  said  trustees,  and  to  keep  the  same  in  repair. 

By  a subsequent  conveyance,  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  1st 
and  2d  April  1813,  (reciting  the  said  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  of  1773,  the 
Act  of  Parliament  and  lease  to  Cave)  the  said  William  Eden,  Thomas  Jones  and 
Alice  his  wife,  late  Alice  Eden  (as  surviving  trustees)  conveyed  to  the  use  of 
themselves  and  of  Thomas  Eden,  John  Milward,  the  Rev.  James  Devonport,  D.D. 
Robert  Cooper  Eden,  Thomas  Jones,  Thomas  Shekell  and  Thomas  Blayney, 
all  therein  described,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  the  premises  mentioned  and 
contained  in  the  said  recited  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  (except  such  as  had 
been  pulled  down  by  the  said  Thomas  Cave,  in  order  to  erect  the  said  new- 
built  messuage  or  tenement  and  warehouse),  and  also  the  said  new-built  mes- 
suage or  tenement,  warehouses,  and  all  other  buildings  erected  on  the  site  of 
those  which  were  so  pulled  down,  together  with  all  their  appurtenances,  upon 
the  trusts  declared  in  the  said  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  therein  mentioned. 

The  lands  belonging  to  the  said  charity,  situate  in  Mangotsfield  aforesaid, 
consists  of  30  acres  or  thereabouts,  as  mentioned  in  the  said  indenture  of 
bargain  and  sale,  26  acres  of  which  are  arable  and  pasture,  and  the  remain- 
ing four  acres  are  waste  land.  These  lands  have  always  been  let  as  one  farm 
to  a single  tenant,  and  the  same  is  now  let  to  a tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the 
Rep.  21.  X rent 
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Pebworth.  rent  of  45 /.  per  annum ; but  as  it  is  doubtful  whether  it  is  let  at  its  full  value,  it 
— — is  intended  by  the  trustees  to  give  notice  to  the  present  tenant  to  quit,  in  order

ton  nuu ! ^ The  said  Thomas  Eden,  the  donor,  in  his  life-time  established  six  schools, 

two  in  the  parish  of  Pebworth,  viz.  one  in  the  village  of  Pebworth,  and  the  other 
at  Broad  Marson,  which  is  a hamlet  in  the  said  parish,  where  he  himself  resided; 
one  at  Weston-sub-Edge,  one  at  Weston-upon-Avon,  one  at  Old  Stratford,  and 
one  at  Newbold,  which  is  a hamlet  of  Treddington,  and  these  six  schools  have 
been  supported  by  the  trustees  ever  since  his  death. 

The  school  which  was  established  at  Old  Stratford,  has  been  already  inquired 
into,  and  is  reported  in  the  15th  Report,  p.  564. 

A schoolmistress  is  appointed  by  the  trustees  for  each  of  the  other  five 
schools,  who  takes  a certain  number  of  the  poor  children  of  each  parish, 
within  the  ages  prescribed  by  the  donor.  The  number  taught  by  the  school- 
mistress at  each  of  the  said  places  is  eighteen,  or  thereabouts,  for  which  she 
is  paid  about  *7 1.  l6s.  yearly,  except  that  in  the  hamlet  of  Newbold,  fifteen 
only  of  the  poor  children  of  that  hamlet  are  taught,  for  which  the  school- 
mistress receives  the  sum  of  61.  per  annum,  besides  which,  the  trustees  provide 
books  for  the  several  schools,  amounting  to  about  21.  per  annum,  all  which 
payments  together  amount  to  48/.  6 s.  and  are  made  by  the  trustees  out  of  the 
income  of  the  said  charity  estate. 

The  repairs  of  the  said  schools  respectively  are  also  paid  out  of  the  annual 
income,  which  has,  upon  the  whole,  exceeded  the  annual  expenditure : 
there  is  at  present  a balance  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  about  550/. 
which  may  be  considered  as  a very  large  surplus  fund,  and  ought  to  be  invested 
immediately.  There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  meetings  respecting  the 
affairs  of  the  charity  since  February  26th,  1813,  on  which  day  the  last  audit 
was  made  ; but  the  trustees  have  engaged  without  delay  to  call  a special  meeting 
to  determine  upon  some  secure  and  advantageous  investment  of  the  surplus 
money  in  hand  ; and  with  the  additional  income  that  will  be  produced  by 
such  investment,  the  trustees  purpose  to  augment  the  salaries  of  the  several 
teachers  according  to  the  circumstances  of  their  different  situations. 

A person  is  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  pay  to  the  different  teachers  their 
respective  stipends,  and  to  inquire  and  report  the  manner  in  which  the  schools 
respectively  are  conducted,  who  receives  4/.  a year  for  his  trouble  under  the  will 
of  Mr.  Henry  Eden  (one  of  the  sons  of  the  above-mentioned  donor,  made  about 
the  year  17(J1),  whereby  4/.  a year  was  left  out  of  his  personal  estate  to  be  paid 
to  a proper  person  for  performing  the  said  duty.  The  acting  executor  of 
Mr.  Henry  Eden’s  will  is  Mr.  William  Eden,  one  of  the  trustees,  and  the 
principal  manager  of  the  charity,  who  has  undertaken  to  make  immediate  appli- 
cation to  his  co-executors,  to  concur  with  him  in  investing  a sufficient  sum  to 
secure  the  payment  of  the  said  4/.  a year  in  perpetuity. 

The  present  agent  for  the  charity  states,  that  he  has  inquired  into  the  manner 
in  which  the  several  teachers  respectively  acquit  themselves  of  their  duty  under 
the  above  trust,  and  that  he  has  found  that  they  have  hitherto  given  full 
effect  to  the  charitable  and  pious  intentions  of  the  donor ; but  the  trustees 
have  expressed  their  intention  of  directing  their  agent  for  the  future,  when  he 
visits  the  different  places  where  the  schools  are  conducted,  to  apply  to  the 
resident  minister  of  each  parish  for  information  as  to  the  conduct  of  the 
teachers,  and  the  children  educated  under  them,  and  to  bring  certificates  from 
him  with  respect  to  such  conduct. 

Lady  Finch’s  Charity. 

Lady  Finch’s  There  is  no  document  in  the  parish  concerning  this  charity;  but  the  annual 
Chanty.  sum  0f  1/.  as  interest  of  the  sum  of  24/.  is  paid  by  Thomas  Shekel,  esquire,  of 
this  parish,  to  poor  widows  of  the  same.  This  sum  of  24/.  is  said  to  have  been 
given  by  Lady  Finch,  about  the  year  1683,  and  to  have  come  to  the  hands  of 
the  uncle  of  Mr.  Shekel,  who,  as  the  representative  of  his  uncle,  considers 
himself  liable  for  the  principal  and  interest.  Application  has  been  recom- 
mended to  be  made  to  Mr.  Shekel  for  a written  acknowledgment  of  his  posses- 
sion of  this  money,  to  be  lodged  in  the  parish  chest. 

John  Millard’s  Charity. 

John  Millard,  of  this  parish,  who  died  about  the  year  1827,  by  his  Will, 
dated  in  1812,  gave  an  annual  sum  of  5/.  for  the  support  of  a Sunday  school  in 

this

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this  parish,  and  directed  that  a sufficient  sum  should  be  invested  in  the  public 
funds  to  produce  that  income. 

Miss  Millard  of  Mickleton,  who  is  the  representative  and  residuary  legatee 
of  the  testator,  has  undertaken  to  invest  the  same  accordingly. 

John  Cooper’s  Charity. 

By  the  Will  of  John  Cooper,  which  has  been  fully  set  out  and  reported 
among  the  charities  of  Marston  Sicca,  the  parish  of  Pebworth  has  a right  to 
send  four  poor  children  from  the  village  of  Pebworth,  and  two  from  the  hamlet 
of  Broad  Marston,  to  the  school  at  Marston  Sicca,  which  privilege  has  been 
constantly  exercised. 


PARISH  OF  QUINTON. 

Michael  Corbett’s  Charity. 

Michael  Corbett,  by  his  Will,  dated  27th  March  1763,  gave  to  three  trustees 
therein  mentioned,  the  sum  of  100/.  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  land,  or  set  out 
in  good  security,  the  rents,  interest  and  profits  thereof  to  be  by  the  said  trustees 
distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  Upper  and  Lower  Quintin  yearly  for  ever. 

The  sum  so  given  is  secured  by  the  promissory  note  of  Mr.  Michael  Corbett 
of  Admington,  and  Mr.  Michael  Corbett  of  Quinton,  dated  14th  November 
1799,  whereby  they  promise  to  pay  to  the  overseers  and  churchwarden  of 
Quinton,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  the  sum  of  100/.,  with  interest  for  the  same, 
after  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum  ; and  the  said  Messrs.  Corbett  annually 
distribute  5 /.,  the  interest,  among  such  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Quinton  as 
they  deem  proper  objects. 

Charity  of  an  unknown  Donor. 

There  is  a bond  in  the  possession  of  the  parish  purporting  to  be  the  bond  of 
Robert  Wheeler,  of  Stratford-upon-Avon,  by  which  he  stands  bound  to  the 
churchwarden  and  overseers  of  Quinton,  in  the  penal  sum  of  200/.  with  a con- 
dition for  the  payment  of  100/.  to  the  said  churchwarden  and  overseers,  with 
lawful  interest ; but  from  whom  the  said  gift  of  100/.  is  derived  seems  not  to  be 
known  with  any  certainty,  though,  in  the  returns  to  Parliament  in  1786,  it  is 
ascribed  to  one  Cornelius  Harris. 

Mr.  Wheeler,  the  obligor,  pays  5 /.  annually,  as  the  interest  thereof,  to  the 
churchwarden  and  overseers  of  the  parish,  who  distribute  it  among  the  poor  of 
the  parish. 

Rev.  John  Loggin’s  Charity. 

For  the  particulars  of  this  charity,  see  12th  Report,  p.  191,  among  the  charities 
in  the  parish  of  Swalcliffe,  in  the  county  of  Oxford. 

This  parish  receives  its  share  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands  purchased, 
with  the  sum  of  200/.  charity  money  given  by  the  said  John  Loggin,  as  therein 
set  forth. 

The  amount  of  the  share  of  the  parish  of  Quinton  varies  with  the  amount  of 
the  rents  of  the  land,  but  the  three  last  sums  received  were  4/.  10s.  each. 

This  sum  so  received  is  consolidated  with  the  two  sums  of  51.  and  5/.  received 
under  the  two  charities  of  Corbett  above  reported,  and  the  whole  is  distri- 
buted by  the  parish  officers  among  the  poor  of  Upper  and  Lower  Quinton  in 
money  and  bread. 

A book  is  kept,  in  which  are  entered  the  names  of  the  several  persons  relieved 
under  these  charities,  and  the  amount  each  person  so  receives  in  money  or 

bread. 

This  parish  is  also  entitled  to  send  four  children  to  the  school  founded  in 
Marston  Sicca  by  John  Cooper,  as  reported  above  under  the  charities  of  that 
parish. 


PARISH  OF  SAINTBURY. 

Supposed  Charity  of  Lady  Bishop  and  a Mrs.  Dirham. 

We  find  it  stated  in  the  returns  to  Parliament  in  1786,  that  Lady  Bishop 
settled  a charge  of  5/.  for  the  poor  of  this  parish  upon  land,  but  we  cannot 
find  that  there  is  any  deed  or  document  to  show  the  origin  or  purpose  of 
this  charity.  It  is  paid  by  the  steward  of  James  Roberts  West,  esquire, 
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of  Alscot  Park,  near  Stratford-upon-Avon,  and  it  is  supposed  to  be  so  paid  by 
him  in  respect  of  some  part  of  his  land  charged  therewith. 

The  churchwardens  receive  this  annual  sum,  and  lay  it  out,  together  with 
another  yearly  sum  of  lOs.,  the  interest  of  10/.  paid  by  the  Rev.  William 
Mould  of  Willersley,  near  Broadway,  in  Worcestershire,  and  supposed  to  be 
the  gift  of  a lady  of  the  name  of  Dirham , in  the  purchase  of  coals  for  the  poor 
of  Saintbury,  about  Christmas,  under  the  direction  of  the  rector  and  church- 
wardens. 


PARISH  OF  TWYNING. 

Richard  Edghock’s  Charity. 

Richard  Edghock,  by  his  Will,  dated  24th  October,  14  Car.  II.  devised  the 
messuage  or  tenement,  lands  and  premises  therein  mentioned,  to  Thomas 
Farmer  and  five  others,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  let  the  same  for  the  best 
rent  that  could  be  obtained,  and  should  pay  the  moiety,  or  one-half  of  the 
rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  a preaching  minister  of  the  gospel  in  Twyning, 
and  should  yearly  pay  the  other  moiety  of  the  said  rents  and  profits  to  labouring 
and  ancient  poor  people  within  the  parish  of  Twyning  aforesaid,  with  powers 
therein  contained  for  the  renewal  and  perpetuation  of  the  said  trustees. 

The  trustees  of  the  above  charity  have  been  renewed  from  time  to  time  ; and 
by  an  indenture,  dated  28th  June  1825,  between  William  Phelps,  therein  de- 
scribed as  the  only  surviving  trustee  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  George 
Foxton,  and  five  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  of  the  other  part,  reciting 
the  said  will  of  the  said  Richard  Edghock,  and  the  deaths  of  certain  trustees, 
whereby  the  trust  premises  had  become  vested  in  the  said  William  Phelps 
by  survivorship,  and  that  he  had  appointed  the  said  George  Foxton  and  the 
said  five  other  persons  to  be  joint  trustees  with  him  to  make  up  the  number 
of  six  trustees  : it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  William  Phelps  did  thereby  release 
and  confirm  unto  the  said  George  Foxton  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  all 
that  messuage  or  tenement  or  farm-house,  with  the  yard,  barns,  stables,  garden, 
and  one  close  of  pasture  ground  adjoining  the  same,  containing,  by  estimation, 
Ia.  & 3r.  or  thereabouts;  a close  of  arable,  called  the  Upper  Leasows  or  Thorn 
Acre,  containing,  by  estimation,  2 a.  & Sr.  ; a close  of  arable,  called  the  Crofts 
or  Butts,  containing,  by  estimation,  1a.  1r.  20p.;  a close  called  Hanning’s  Hale 
and  White  Pits,  containing,  by  estimation,  4a.  & 3r.  ; a close  of  arable  land 
lying  on  the  lower  side  of  the  Middle  Grove  Land,  containing  four  acres  or 
thereabouts ; four  half  acres  of  arable  land  lying  in  the  Old  Grove ; one  farn- 
dell  of  ground,  with  the  trees,  in  a ground  formerly  of  Mr.  Freeman,  and  then 
or  late  of  John  Martin  ; two  parcels  of  meadow  lying  in  Upham  Meadow,  con- 
taining, by  estimation,  2a.  k 2 k.  and  two  buts  of  arable  land  lying  in  the 
Middle  Grove,  all  which  premises  contained,  by  estimation,  20a.  or  thereabouts; 
and  all  other  the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  mentioned  and  comprised 
in  the  said  will  of  the  said  Richard  Edghock ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said 
George  Foxton  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  and  the  said  William  Phelps, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  several  trusts  mentioned  and  declared  in  and 
by  the  said  will  of  the  said  Richard  Edghock  ; and  it  was  further  declared  by  the 
said  indenture,  that  when  any  three  or  more  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the 
survivors  should  convey  the  trust  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  such 
other  persons,  freeholders  of  aijd  in  the  parish  of  Twyning  aforesaid,  as  such 
surviving  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  fit. 

All  the  said  trustees  created  by  the  last-mentioned  deed  are  living,  except 
the  said  William  Phelps. 

The  property  described  in  the  last-mentioned  indenture  is  stated  to  be  the 
whole  of  the  property  contained  in  the  will  of  the  said  Richard  Edghock. 


The  house  and  buildings,  and  about  eleven  acres  of  land,  part  of  the  above- 
mentioned  trust  property,  are  now  let  to  Samuel  Bennett,  as  a tenant 
from  year  to  year,  which  has  been  the  usual  mode  of  letting  the  premises, 
at  the  rent  of  per  annum  - --  --  --  -- 

The  land  is  partly  arable,  partly  pasture,  and  part  occupied  as  a 
market  garden. 

The  residue  of  the  land,  being  about  eight  acres,  entirely  arable,  is  let  to 
Ellen  Drinkwater,  as  a yearly  tenant,  at  a rent  of  - 
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The  rents  are  considered  adequate  to  the  value  of  the  land,  which  is  subject 
to  great  and  small  tithes. 

Mr.  Caldwell,  one  of  the  trustees,  is  the  receiver  of  the  rents,  who  has  paid 
one  moiety  thereof  to  the  minister  of  the  parish  : the  other  moiety  has  been 
distributed  by  the  trustees  among  the  poor  in  very  trifling  sums,  and  as  it 
appears  without  making  sufficient  distinction  in  respect  of  the  characters  and 
wants  of  the  persons  receiving  it,  but  they  have  expressed  their  intention  to 
dispense  the  same  with  more  care  and  discrimination  in  future. 

John  Best’s  Charity. 

No  document  of  this  charity  could  be  found ; but  on  a Benefaction  Table  in 
the  church,  without  date,  it  is  recorded,  that  “ John  Best , of  Twyning, 
deceased,  gave  by  his  last  will  and  testament  to  the  poor  of  Twyning  50s.  per 
annum,  for  ever.” 

There  is  a piece  of  land  in  the  parish,  called  the  Poor’s  Land,  of  about  five 
acres,  of  which  Thomas  Tolly  is  the  proprietor,  and  William  Glover  is  tenant. 
The  tenant  regularly  pays  the  5 Os.  annually. 

This  money  is  added  to  another  sum  given  by  Richard  Portman,  next 
reported,  and  distributed  in  the  same  way  as  Richard  Edghock’s  charities. 

Richard  Portman’s  Charity. 

On  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church,  it  is  also  stated,  that 
“ Richard  Portman,  clerk,  hath  given  20 s.  to  the  minister  per  annum,  and  to 
poor  of  the  parish  20  s.  per  annum,  for  ever.” 

James  Martin,  esq.  is  the  proprietor  of  the  estate  charged  with  this  sum,  and 
regularly  pays  the  same. 

William  Wakeman’s  Charity. 

On  the  same  Table  it  is  also  inscribed,  that  “ William  Wakeman  hath  given 
10s.  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  for  ever.” 

This  charity  is  stated  in  Gilbert’s  Returns  to  have  been  then  lost,  and  nothing 
appears  to  be  now  known  of  it  in  the  parish. 


John  Turberville’s  Charity. 

On  the  same  Table  is  the  following  inscription : “ John  Titrberville  gave 
twelve  pecks  of  wheat  to  the  poor  of  Twyning,  to  be  disposed  of  on  Saint 
Thomas’s-day  yearly.” 

The  land  charged  with  this  donation  is  stated  to  have  come  to  Mr.  Michael 
Prockter  and  Thomas  Packer,  and  is  now  the  property  of  the  Rev.  John  Tur- 
berville,  rector  of  Handley  Castle,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  who  employs 
a baker  to  send  a quantity  of  bread  equivalent  to  the  twelve  pecks  of  wheat  to 
the  parish  officers  of  Twyning  yearly,  who  distribute  the  same  among  the  poor 
as  they  think  fit. 


Charles  Hancock’s  Charity. 

By  a marriage  settlement,  made  between  Charles  Hancock,  of  Twyning, 
esquire,  and  Elizabeth  Matson,  dated  21st  September  171-5,  51.  per  annum  was 
limited  to  be  paid  out  of  a close  of  pasture  ground,  called  the  Nether  New 
Leasow,  then  belonging  to  the  said  Charles  Hancock,  to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  Twyning,  on  Lady-day  yearly,  with  powers  of  distress  and  entry  for 
compelling  payment,  and  the  said  annuity  was  to  be  disposed  of  as 
follows,  viz. 


To  the  minister  for  preaching  a sermon  on  matrimony  on  Lady-day  - 
To  the  clerk  for  tolling  the  bell  -------- 

To  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Twyning  who  should  attend  to  hear  the  said 
sermon  ------------ 

And  to  the  ringers  for  ringing  on  the  5th  November  - - " - 
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The  land  so  charged  is  now  in  the  possession  of  John  Sadds,  esq.  who 
pays  the  said  rent-charge  regularly  in  the  sums  to  the  persons,  and  on  the 
occasions  expressed  in  the  said  deed  of  settlement.  The  sermon  is  regularly 
preached. 
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PARISH  OF  WESTON-UPON-AVON. 

Thomas  Eden’s  Charity. 

In  reporting  the  charities  ot  Pebworth,  we  have  had  occasion  to  give  a full 
account  of  Thomas  Eden's,  gift  for  founding  schools  in  the  village  of  Pebworth, 
the  hamlet  of  Broad  Marston,  the  parish  of  Weston  Subedge,  the  parish  of  Old 
Stratford,  the  parish  of  Weston-upon-Avon,  and  the  hamlet  of  Newbold. 

The  manner  in  which  the  school  at  Weston  is  carried  on  appears  in  the 
Report  above  referred  to. 


PARISH  OF  WESTON  SUBEDGE. 

Eden’s  School. 

It  has  already  been  shewn  in  the  Report  of  ths  Pebworth  charities,  in  what 
manner  the  parish  of  Weston  Subedge  is  interested  in  the  school  establishment 
provided  by  the  late  Mr.  Thomas  Eden , and  how  the  same  school  is  carried  on 
in  this  parish. 

Widows’  Charity. 

One  of  the  tenants  upon  the  Norton  estate  belonging  to  Lord  Harrowby 
in  the  parish  of  Weston  Subedge,  pays  the  sum  of  20/.  annually  in  equal  pro- 
portions to  four  poor  widows  of  that  parish,  in  respect  of  the  land  he  so  occu- 
pies, the  objects  of  the  relief  being  appointed  by  the  resident  minister  together 
with  the  churchwardens. 

John  Ballard’s  Charity. 

John  Ballard  of  Weston  Subedge,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  Will, 
dated  1.5th  September  1677>  gave  to  the  poor  of  W'eston  Subedge  aforesaid, 
the  sum  of  100/.  to  be  employed  for  their  use,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be 
duly  distributed  yearly  among  them,  as  it  should  seem  good  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  there.  Whether  this  was  ever  received  we 
cannot  ascertain,  it  has  not  been  in  operation  within  living  memory. 

John  Phillips’s  Charity. 

John  Phillips,  esq.  of  Weston  Subedge,  by  his  Will,  dated  September  22d, 
1770,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Weston  Subedge,  the  sum  of  51.  4s. 
yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  in  eight  three-penny  loaves  to  dif- 
ferent families  every  Sunday,  for  ever,  and  for  the  payment  thereof  he  charged 
his  two  grounds  called  the  Orchards,  lying  near  the  church  of  Weston  Subedge, 
and  he  gave  power  to  his  executors  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  their  executors 
or  administrators  or  the  minister  of  the  parish  church  of  Weston  Subedge 
aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  to  distrain  in  case  of  non-payment  thereof,  or  of 
any  part  thereof,  which  said  sum  he  directed  should  be  paid  into  the  hands  of 
the  minister  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  to  be  disposed  of  to  the  poor  in  bread 
weekly. 

This  rent-charge  appears  to  have  been  paid  for  some  time  after  the  testator’s 
death,  but  it  has  for  many  years  been  and  still  is  withheld,  the  refusal  having 
been  grounded,  as  it  is  said,  upon  the  Statute  of  Mortmain. 


PARISH  OF  CHILDS  WICKHAM. 

Poor’s  Land. 

Previous  to  the  year  1683,  Samuel  Warton,  of  the  city  of  Bristol,  esq.  son  of 
Timothy  Warton  of  Childs  Wickham,  gave  to  Brian  Moore,  clerk,  William 
Stephens,  Thomas  Smith  and  Thomas  Beard,  the  sum  of  27/.  to  be  laid  out  in 
land  in  or  near  Childs  Wickham,  and  directed  that  the  rent  of  the  said  land 
should  be  disposed  of  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  said 
parish  upon  St.  Thomas’s-day  yearly,  in  such  manner  as  to  them  should  seem 
meet;  and  the  said  trustees  did  in  the  year  1683,  lay  out  the  said  sum  of  27 /• 
in  the  purchase  of  land  in  the  then  common  held  of  Childs  Wickham  ac- 
cordingly. 

By  an  Inclosure  Act,  which  took  place  in  the  year  1763,  an  allotment  was 
set  out  in  lieu  of  the  said  purchased  land,  containing  1a.  & 3r.  which  goes  by 
the  name  of  the  Poor’s  Land.  The  churchwardens  let  the  same,  and  apply  the 
proceeds  thereof  in  gifts  to  the  poor.  It  is  now  let  for  2/.  per  annum. 


Church 
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Church  Land. 

There  is  also  another  allotment  of  land  near  the  said  Poor’s  Land,  containing, 
by  statute  measure  1a.  & 13p.  called  the  Church  Land,  the  rent  of  which 
together  with  the  rent  of  four  cottages  in  the  parish,  has  from  time  immemorial 
been  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  parish  church  ; but  there  is  no  trace  of  the 
origin  of  this  charity/  The  churchwardens  account  in  their  book  for  the 
application  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  this  land. 

PARISH  OF  WINCHCOMBE. 

The  King’s  Grammar  School. 

By  a paper  writing,  purporting  to  be  an  extract  from  the  account  of  the 
Receiver  General  of  the  Revenues  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  in  the  county  of  Glou- 
cester, in  the  14th  year  of  her  reign,  it  appears  that  an  allowance  of  10/.  per 
annum  was  made  for  the  master  of  a grammar  school  in  Winchcombe,  as  the 
stipend  for  him  and  his  successors ; and  the  said  extract  refers  to  an  indenture 
made  between  the  Abbot  of  Winchcombe  and  the  late  Abbot  of  Hayles,  bear- 
ing date  17th  September,  in  the  13th  year  of  Henry  the  Eighth. 

It  appears  also  by  a memorandum  subjoined  to  the  same  extract,  that 
the  said  stipend  had  been  constantly  paid  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  said 
county  of  Gloucester  by  the  receiver  thereof,  ever  since  the  dissolution  of  the 
said  monastery  of  Winchcombe,  until  Michaelmas-day  1650,  except  for  a short 
time  during  the  civil  wars. 

This  school  appears  to  have  been  since  constantly  maintained,  and  the 
annuity  aforesaid  regularly  paid  to  a master  for  managing  the  same.  It  is  now 
carried  on  conjointly  with  another  school  of  the  same  kind,  founded  by  Lady 
Frances  Chandos,  next  reported. 

Lady  Frances  Chandos’s  Grammar  School. 

About  the  19th  year  of  James  the  First,  Lady  Frances  Chandos  erected  and 
founded  a free  grammar  school  in  Winchcombe,  in  a street  there,  called  Saint 
Nicholas-street,  with  convenient  rooms  for  the  habitation  of  such  schoolmaster 
as  should  be  appointed  to  have  the  charge  of  educating  fourteen  children  of  the 
town  of  Winchcombe  aforesaid;  and  by  a feoffment,  bearing  date  13th  Novem- 
ber, 19th  James  I,  reciting  that  the  said  Lady  Frances  Chandos  and  Francis 
Russell  and  Catherine  his  wife,  and  John  Tutty,  therein  mentioned,  being 
desirous  that  the  said  charitable  deed  of  the  said  Lady  Frances  Chandos  should 
have  continuance  for  ever,  the  said  Lady  Frances  Chandos,  Lord  and  Lady 
Russell  and  the  said  John  Tutty  enfeoffed  and  confirmed  unto  William  Higford 
and  others  certain  edifices  and  buildings,  with  the  tenements  and  hereditaments 
therein  described,  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  for 
supporting  the  said  school,  and  other  trusts  therein  declared  concerning  the 
same ; and  directed,  that  when  the  trustees  should  by  death  be  reduced  to  the 
number  of  two,  such  two  should  make  a new  feoffment  of  the  said  premises  to 
such  other  persons  as  the  Lady  Chandos,  during  her  life,  and  after  her  decease 
the  said  Lady  Catherine,  should  nominate. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  7th  July  1815,  made  between  Thomas  Baghot 
Delabere,  esq.  as  surviving  feoffee  of  the  schoolhouse  and  premises  beforemen- 
tioned,  of  the  one  part,  and  Charles  Hanbury  Tracy,  esq.  and  others  of  the  other 
part;  reciting,  that  by  divers  mesne  conveyances  the  said  schoolhouse  edifices, 
lands  and  hereditaments,  had  become  vested  in  Thomas  Charles  Lord  Viscount 
Tracy  and  the  said  Thomas  Baghot  Delabere  and  others ; and  that  the  said 
Thomas  Baghot  Delabere  had  survived  all  his  co-trustees,  and  was  desirous  of 
appointing  new  trustees  for  the  charitable  purposes  therein  mentioned  : it  is 
witnessed,  that  the  said  Thomas  Baghot  Delabere  did  thereby  nominate  and 
appoint  the  said  Charles  Hanbury  Tracy  and  others  to  be  trustees  for  the  same 
purposes  ; and  it  is  further  witnessed,  that  the  said  Thomas  Baghot  Delabere 
did  thereby  grant,  release  and  confirm,  unto  the  said  Charles  Hanbury  Tracy  and 
others,  the  said  schoolhouse,  buildings,  gardens,  lands  and  hereditaments,  to 
hold  the  same  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  several  trusts  therein- 
before mentioned. 

The  surviving  trustees  under  the  said  conveyance  now  are,  the  said  Charles 
Hanbury  Tracy,  esq.  the  Rev.  Robert  Lawrence  Townsend  and  John  Brown,  esq. 

Under  an  Inclosure  Act,  passed  about  the  year  1812,  for  inclosing  the 
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common  fields  of  the  respective  hamlets  of  Greet  and  Sudely,  the  tenements  in 
the  parish  of  Winchcombe,  being  the  trust  estates,  underwent  some  alteration 
and  now  consist  of  the  following  premises,  as  specified  in  the  award  made  under 
the  said  Act : —

The  rents  of  these  premises  are  received  by  the  schoolmaster  of  the  King’s 
grammar  school  before  mentioned,  and  both  these  schools  are  carried  on  toge- 
ther, in  a house  appropriated  by  Lady  Frances  Chandos’s  trustees. 

Formerly,  it  appears,  that  the  King’s  Grammar  School  was  carried  on  in  a 
house  immediately  opposite  the  church,  which  was  the  property  of  the  borough 
and  town  of  Winchcombe,  in  the  hands  of  the  bailiffs  and  corporation,  but 
has  now  gone  to  decay. 

Whatever  may  have  been  the  character  and  objects  of  the  school  in  former 
times,  when  this  town  was  in  a more  flourishing  state,  it  has  long  declined  from 
the  condition  of  a grammar  or  classical  school. 

The  number  of  the  boys  at  present  in  the  school  is  thirty-four,  who  are 
instructed  gratuitously  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  schoolmaster  to 
both  schools,  who  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  is  at  present  the  Rev.  John  James 
Lates,  the  vicar  of  Winchcombe,  who  trusts  the  immediate  care  and  instruction 
of  the  boys  to  a sub-preceptor  appointed  and  paid  by  himself,  but  under  his 
own  superintendence  and  inspection,  and  who  is  represented  by  him  as  diligent 
in  his  office.  Mr.  Lates  lets  the  school  lands  to  several  yearly  tenants,  whose 
rents  together  amount  to  about  40/.  per  annum,  which  he  receives  himself,  and 
also  the  10/.  stipend  given  to  the  King’s  Grammar  School  as  before  mentioned, 
reduced  by  fees  of  office  to  9 /.  45. 


George  Townsend’s  Charity. 

George  Townsend’s  The  Will  of  the  abovementioned  George  Townsend,  dated  14th  December 
Charity.  1682,  is  set  forth  in  the  Twelfth  Report,  p.  59,  under  the  head  of  the  Chel- 
tenham Charities,  except  that  in  the  statement  of  the  said  will  the  following 
weeklv  gift  of  3s.  to  Winchcombe ; and  three  other  small  gifts  to  Northleach, 
Chipping  Campden  and  Nether  Guiting,  are  omitted,  Cheltenham  having  no 
participation  in  them. 

The  gift  in  favour  of  Winchcombe  is  stated  in  the  said  will  as  follows : — 
“ 3 s.  weekly  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  church  of  Winchcombe  every  Lord’s  day  by 
the  minister,  bailiffs,  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  poor  there,  to  such  of 
the  poor  as  should  be  usual  frequenters  of  the  church,  and  not  to  any  other 
poor,  sick  or  impotent  persons  of  the  said  town.” 

The  three  shillings  is  given  away  in  bread  to  the  poor  attending  divine 
service  at  the  church  weekly,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will. 

By  the  said  testator’s  will,  the  rents  of  a close  of  land  in  Winchcombe,  therein 
mentioned,  were  directed  to  be  applied  in  the  making  and  maintaining  of  cause- 
ways for  horse  and  foot  in  the  said  parish,  the  parishioners  finding  stones  and 
other  materials  for  the  purpose ; and  in  default  of  the  parishioners  finding  such 
materials,  it  is  directed  that  the  said  rents  and  profits  should  be  laid  out  for  the 
like  purposes  in  some  of  the  parishes  adjoining,  at  the  discretion  of  his  trustees 
therein  mentioned  ; and  in  default  thereof,  that  the  same  should  be  paid  to  a 
minister  officiating  in  the  chapel  of  Gretton  hamlet  within  the  said  parish  of 
Winchcombe. 

The  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  close  at  Winchcombe  are  paid  by  the 
trustees,  to  the  surveyor  of  the  highways  of  the  said  parish,  who  applies  them 
in  repairing  and  maintaining  the  footpaths  through  and  about  the  said  town  ot 
Winchcombe. 


Townsend’s 
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Townsend’s  School. 

There  is  also  a school  in  the  town  of  Winchcombe,  called  Townsend’s  School, 
the  master  of  which  receives  20 /.  a year  from  the  trustees  for  teaching  between 
twenty  and  thirty  of  the  children  of  the  said  parish  to  read.  The  trustees 
appoint  both  master  and  scholars,  and  the  school  appears  to  be  well  conducted. 

The  apprentice  fee  instead  of  5 /.  as  directed  by  the  donor,  has  been  increased  by 
the  trustees  to  15/.  which  has  enabled  them  to  provide  better  masters,  and  better 
situations  for  the  boys.  The  master  is  expected  out  of  his  salary  to  find  books. 

Charities  of  George  Harvey  and  Lady  Juliana  Tracy. 

Upon  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church,  the  following  charities  are 
inscribed  : — “ A.  D.  1685.  George  Harvey  gave  two  acres  of  land,  to  be  let  and 
set  by  the  bailiffs  of  this  town,  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  applied  at  their 
discretion,  among  the  poor  of  this  town  yearly,  for  ever. 

“ A.  D.  1693.  Lady  Juliaiia  Tracy  gave  sixteen  rudges  of  land,  the  rents 
and  profits  to  be  laid  out  in  coats  and  gowns,  and  delivered  to  the  poor  of  this 
parish  upon  Christmas-day  yearly,  for  ever.” 

By  a declaration  of  trust  made  by  Dame  Juliana  Tracy  and  Richard 
Freeman  therein  described,  bearing  date  17th  day  of  March  1693,  reciting,  that 
by  an  indenture  dated  10th  September  1689>  made  between  John  Baylis  of 
Evesham,  of  the  one  part,  and  David  Williams,  Richard  Freeman  and  others, 
therein  mentioned,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  John  Baylis  had  assigned  to  the 
said  David  Williams  and  others,  sixteen  rudges  of  arable  land,  lying  dispersedly 
in  the  fields  of  Winchcombe  and  Greet,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  to  hold 
the  same  for  the  residue  of  a term  of  800  years  in  the  said  indenture  men- 
tioned, upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Winchcombe,  in  such  manner,  at  such  times,  and 
to  such,  and  so  many  of  them,  yearly  or  otherwise,  as  the  then  Lord  Bishop  of 
Gloucester  and  Dame  Juliana  Tracy,  the  late  wife  and  relict  of  Sir  John  Tracy, 
and  the  said  Richard  Freeman,  or  any  two  of  them,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor 
of  them,  by  writing,  under  their  hands,  should  direct  and  appoint ; they  the  said 
Dame  Juliana  Tracy  and  Richard  Freeman  did,  by  the  same  declaration  of  trust, 
accordingly  direct  and  appoint  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises 
should  be  laid  out  and  applied  yearly  for  the  buying  of  such  coats  or  gowns  for 
such  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Winchcombe,  as  the  said  David  Williams, 
Richard  Freeman,  and  others  therein  mentioned,  and  the  minister  and  bailiffs 
of  the  town  of  Winchcombe,  or  the  major  number  of  them,  should  direct  and 
appoint ; the  said  coats  or  gowns  to  be  delivered  yearly  upon  Christmas-day  ; 
and  they  did  thereby  further  direct  and  appoint,  that  when  any  or  either  of  the 
ssid  trustees  should  die,  then  the  survivors  should,  by  writing,  under  their  hands 
and  seals,  appoint  such  other  person  or  persons  as  they  should  think  fit,  in  lieu 
of  the  parties  so  dying,  to  be  joined  to  the  surviving  trustees. 

By  an  Inclosure  Act  for  inclosing  the  common  fields  of  the  respective  hamlets 
of  Greet  and  Sudely.  within  the  parish  of  Winchcombe,  which  was  made  about 
the  year  1812,  certain  lands  consisting  of  7 a.  1 r.  9p.  lying  together  in  the 
same  common  fields  were  allotted  to  the  parish,  in  the  place  of  the  lands 
originally  given  to  this  charity,  and  which  allotted  lands  are  now  vested  in  the 
Reverend  John  James  Lates,  vicar  of  the  said  parish,  Anthony  Rogers,  the 
bailiff,  and  George  Ireland,  Charles  Poynor,  John  Heavens,  Thomas  Williams 
and  Thomas  Howman,  inhabitants  thereof. 

The  lands  are  let  to  a person  in  the  town  of  Winchcombe,  at  the  rent  of  20/. 
per  annum,  which  is  regularly  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  and  laid 
out  by  them  in  the  purchase  of  coats  and  gowns  for  poor  men  and  women  of 
the  said  town,  who  are  chosen  by  the  said  trustees,  and  their  names  regularly 
entered  in  the  book  of  accounts  kept  by  the  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  which 
book  appears  to  be  regularly  audited. 

Thomas  Compere’s  Charity. 

Upon  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church,  it  is  stated  as  follows ; viz. 
“ Mr.  Thomas  Compere , citizen  of  London,  gave  150  /.  the  product  thereof  to 
be  distributed  in  bread,  every  Sunday,  among  the  poor  of  this  town  that  come 
to  hear  divine  service.” 

This  sum,  together  with  the  like  sum  of  150/.  given  by  the  said  testator  to 
the  parish  of  Stow,  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  land,  as  will  be  seen  in 
the  report  of  that  parish. 

Rep.  21. 
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The  sum  of  8/.  being  one  moiety  of  the  rent  of  the  said  land,  is  distributed 
weekly,  in  bread,  to  poor  people  of  this  parish  who  attend  divine  service  on 
Sunday. 

John  Harvey’s  Charity. 

The  Benefaction  Table  also  mention  a gift  of  John  Harvey,  in  1743,  of  10/. 
to  poor  widows  of  this  parish,  but  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  other  trace 
of  this  charity.  It  was  probably  distributed  at  the  time  it  was  paid. 

Ann  Blaby’s  Gift. 

Upon  the  Benefaction  Table,  it  is  also  stated,  that  Ann  Blaby,  in  the  year 
1752,  gave  50/.  to  purchase  lands,  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  disposed  of  on 
the  Saturday  before  Easter  day  yearly,  for  ever,  at  the  discretion  of  her 
executor,  jointly  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  bailiffs,  church- 
wardens and  overseers,  to  such  poor  families  of  this  parish  as  do  not  receive 
alms,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  Is.  6d.  to  any  one  family. 

It  cannot  be  ascertained  whether  the  above  sum  of  50/.  was  or  was  not  re- 
ceived, as  there  is  no  document  in  the  parish  respecting  it,  although  if  received 
it  is  generally  understood  not  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land. 
It  is  stated,  that  some  years  ago  there  was  a bond  found  in  the  possession  of 
the  bailiffs,  given  to  them  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  for  securing 
501.  and  which  sum  was  afterwards  paid  to  the  bailiffs,  and  part  thereof  laid 
out  in  repairing  the  town-hall,  and  the  residue  distributed  among  the  poor  by 
the  bailiffs,  conjointly  with  the  minister  and  churchwardens ; but  there  is 
nothing  to  connect  this  bond  in  any  way  with  the  501.  given  by  Ann  Blaby.

ADDITIONAL  REPORT. 

Mrs.  Waldo’s  Charity. 

In  the  year  1814,  Mrs.  Waldo,  by  her  Will,  gave  the  sum  of  20/.  towards 
building  a schoolhouse  in  the  parish  of  Rodmarton.  The  interest  of  this  sum 
was  suffered  to  accumulate  till  it  made  together  with  the  principal  331.  6s.  8 d. 
which  was  laid  out  by  the  Rev.  Daniel  Lysons,  the  rector,  in  the  erection  of 
a schoolhouse  upon  a piece  of  ground  belonging  to  the  lord  of  the  manor,  with 
his  consent,  on  which  building  was  expended  altogether  the  sum  of  42/.  155.  4 ^d. 
the  difference  between  that  sum  and  331.  65.  8^/.  being  made  up  by  the  private 
bounty  of  the  Rev.  Daniel  Lysons,  exclusive  of  the  timber  which  was  also 
furnished  by  the  same  reverend  gentleman. 

The  premises  are  used  as  a Sunday  school  for  the  poor  children  of  the  parish. 
Th  is  school  has  no  other  endowment,  and  the  expense  of  carrying  it  on  is 
defrayed  by  the  rector.  For  the  other  charities  of  this  parish,  see  Eighteenth 
Report,  p.  348.

PARISH  OF  CHEDWORTH. 

The  Chwrch  and  Poor’s  Lands. 

By  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  12th  February,  43d  Elizabeth, 
reciting,  that  a bill  had  been  exhibited  by  William  Stone  and  others,  being  four 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Chedworth,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  for 
and  in  the  names  of  themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  parishioners  of  Chedworth 
aforesaid,  against  Lawrence  Dutton,  Thomas  Sly,  and  Robert  Wilson,  in  which 
bill  it  was  set  forth,  that  a tenement,  wood,  and  certain  lands  in  Chedworth 
aforesaid,  were,  in  the  reign  of  Richard  the  Second,  granted  to  divers  persons 
of  the  same  parish,  and  to  their  heirs,  for  ever,  for  the  reparations  of  the 
church,  and  towards  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish, 
and  that  certain  other  ancient  feoffees  had  been  theretofore  seised  of  one  other 
cottage,  in  Chedworth  aforesaid,  all  which  had  been  used  and  employed  by  the 
churchwardens  of  the  3ame  parish,  to  the  uses  and  purposes  before  mentioned ; 
and  that  the  defendants  had  combined  to  deprive  the  said  parish  of  the  benefit 
of  the  said  charity  by  appropriating  the  rents  and  profits  to  their  own  private 

use, 
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use,  to  the  great  decay  of  the  said  church,  and  damage  to  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  the  said  parish,  and  that  they  had  retained  and  refused  to  deliver  up  the 
possession  of  the  said  premises,  and  the  deeds  relating  thereto ; and  further 
showing,  that  the  said  defendants  had  put  in  their  answers  to  the  said  bill,  and 
that  the  said  cause  had  come  to  a hearing : it  was  decreed,  that  the  said 
plaintiffs  and  their  successors,  being  the  then  churchwardens,  should  have  and 
enjoy  the  same  messuages  and  lands,  and  employ  the  whole  profits  thereof,  to 
be  let  to  the  best  value,  to  the  use  and  maintenance  of  the  said  church,  and 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  ; the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  to  have 
the  disposing  thereof,  who  should  make  account  thereof  as  theretofore  they  had 
done ; and  that  the  defendants  should  deliver  unto  the  plaintiffs  all  such  of  the 
said  ancient  deeds  and  writings  which  had  come  to  them. 

Since  the  above  decree,  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  appear  to  have  had 
the  disposition  and  management  of  this  charity  property. 

Under  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  dividing  and  inclosing  the  common  fields  of 
this  parish,  a part  of  the  original  lands  has  been  exchanged  for  an  allotment, 
consisting  of  6 a.  3r.  23 p.  and  the  property  consists  at  present  of  the  following 
parcels,  let  to  the  several  persons  whose  names  are  added  as  under: —

These  last-mentioned  premises,  together  with  some  others,  were  demised  by 
a lease,  dated  25th  March  1691,  made  by  Jeffery  Wall,  the  then  vicar  of  Ched- 
worth,  and  John  Morse  and  Charles  Turk,  churchwardens  thereof,  to  Thomas 
Robinson,  jun.  for  99  years,  by  the  description  of  four  acres,  lying  in  Lister- 
cum  Shooting  up  to  the  hill  way  in  the  wood  fields : on  which  lease  probably 
a premium  was  paid,  as  the  rent  was  only  24 s.  per  annum  for  all  the  premises 
therein  demised.  That  lease  has  long  ago  expired.  All  that  was  included  in 
the  lease,  except  the  four  acres  in  Listercum,  "has  been  exchanged  under  the 
Inclosure  Act,  and  the  churchwardens  are  in  possession  of  what  was  allotted  to 
them  in  lieu  thereof ; but  the  four  acres  have  been  enjoyed  by  a succession  of 
persons  claiming  under  the  original  lessee,  who  have  continued  to  pay  only  15.s. 
as  a sort  of  quit-rent  for  the  same.  Henry  Elwes,  esq.  of  Coulsborne,  in  this 
county,  is  the  last  purchaser  of  this  property,  subject  to  the  said  rent ; and  we 
are  given  to  understand  that  he  has  taken  a bond  of  indemnity  as  to  these  four 
acres  from  the  vendor.  We  have  recommended  the  parish  to  claim  their  pro- 
perty in  this  land  ; and  we  have  also  apprised  Mr.  Elwes  of  their  title,  which 
he  does  not  seem  prepared  to  dispute,  as  the  premises  are  not  included  in  the 
title  deeds  of  the  vendor.  He  may  perhaps  wait  to  be  evicted,  to  be  furnished 
with  a ground  for  proceeding  at  law  on  his  bond  of  indemnity.

expenses  incident  to  the  church  service,  which  expenditure  appears  regularly 

accounted  for  in  the  churchwardens  books. 

Hugh  Westwood’s  Charity. 

Hugh  Westwood’s  Hugh  Westwood,  by  his  Will,  dated  May  1st,  1549,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Charity.  Chedworth  135.  4 (l.  out  of  the  parsonage  there  for  ever. 

This  is  a charge  upon  the  grammar  school  at  Northleach,  and  is  regularly 
distributed  by  the  tenant  among  poor  widows  not  receiving  parish  pay. 

Charles  Ballinger’s  Charity. 

Charles  Ballinger’s  Charles  Ballinger  of  Chalford,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  his  Will, 
Charity.  dated  24th  June  1798,  gave  his  two  shares  in  the  Stroud  Navigation  to  the 
committee  of  the  said  navigation  and  their  successors,  in  trust,  that  the  said 
committee  should,  yearly,  for  ever,  divide  the  profits  arising  from  the  said  two 
shares  equally  between  the  churchwardens  of  Bisley  and  Chedworth,  and  the 
minister  who  might  perform  divine  service  at  France  Meeting  in  the  parish  of 
Bisley,  the  said  minister  being  a protestant  dissenting  minister,  and  no  baptist 
or  methodist ; and  in  case  no  divine  service  should  be  performed  at  the  said 
meeting  house  at  least  one  month,  he  willed  that  the  said  profits  should  be 
equally  divided  between  the  aforesaid  churchwardens,  till  such  time  that  that 
service  should  be  again  continued,  and  that  the  said  churchwardens  should 
apply  the  said  money  in  purchasing  coarse  woollen  cloth,  to  be  made  into  gar- 
ments to  clothe  such  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parishes  of  Bisley  and  Chedworth, 
as  they  should  see  to  be  objects  of  charity,  not  being  in  any  workhouse  or  house 
of  industry ; and  he  directed  that  the  said  churchwardens  should  give  a yearly 
account  on  every  Easter  Monday  to  the  minister  and  parishioners,  of  the  expen- 
diture of  the  said  charity. 

The  amount  received  on  account  of  these  shares,  has  of  course  varied,  but 
the  receipts  of  this  parish  appear  to  have  been  upon  the  average  from  1818  to 
1827,  about  14/.  per  annum,  which  has  been  laid  out  every  year  in  the  purchase 
of  woollen  cloth,  and  distributed  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  generally 
from  about  twenty  to  thirty. 

An  account  was  produced  of  the  application  of  this  charity,  containing  the 
names  of  the  persons  receiving  the  bounty,  viz.  one  yard  and  three  quarters 
to  each. 

PARISH  OF  COWLEY. 

Townsend’s  Charity. 

Cowley.  One  hundred  pounds  four  per  cents  standing  in  the  name  of  the  rector  of 

— — this  parish,  left  by Townsend , esq.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed 

Townsend sCharity.  £0  ^}ie  poor  of  Cowley,  is  the  only  charity  to  this  parish.  The  dividends  are 
received  by  the  minister,  who  lays  them  out  in  the  purchase  of  food,  fuel  or 
clothing,  which  he  distributes  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  as  he  thinks  will 
be  most  for  their  benefit.  Last  year  (1827)  he  laid  out  the  charity  money  in 
woollen  stockings  for  the  children  attending  the  Sunday  school.

PARISH  OF  GREAT  BARRINGTON. 

The  Countess  of  Talbot’s  Charity. 

For  the  will  of  the  Countess  of  Talbot  and  the  particulars  of  her  charity, 
see  12th  Report,  p.  254;  whereby  it  appears  that  Mary  Countess  of  Talbot, 
by  her  Will,  dated  12th  July  1783,  gave,  among  other  legacies,  to  the  poor  of 
the  parish  of  Great  Barrington,  the  sum  of  400/.  as  therein  mentioned. 
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The  interest  of  this  legacy  is  paid  at  four  per  cent  by  Lord  Dynevor,  the 
grandson  of  the  testatrix,  who  has  become  possessed  of  all  her  real  and  personal 
estate;  and  whose  agent  lays  out  the  annual  sum  of  16/.  in  the  purchase  of 
cloth,  which  is  made  up  in  coats,  waistcoats,  gowns  and  petticoats ; and  the 
same  are  distributed  by  the  vicar  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish  not  receiving 
parochial  relief. 

The  quantity  of  clothes  sent  by  Lord  Dynevor’s  agent,  is  four  coats  and  four 
waistcoats  for  men,  four  gowns  and  four  petticoats  for  women,  and  about  one 
hundred  yards  of  linen  for  shirts. 


Mrs.  Bray’s  Charity. 

For  the  particulars  of  Jane  Bray’s  charity,  see  12th  Report,  p.  253. 

The  1 /.  a year  coming  to  this  parish  is  paid  by  the  feoffees  of  Mrs.  Bray’s 
charity  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  by  whom  it  is  laid  out  in  linen, 
which  is  given  by  the  minister  of  the  parish  to  the  poor  not  receiving  parochial 
relief. 

Charities  of  Thomas  Bridges,  Sen.  Thomas  Bridges,  Jun. 

and  J.  Taylor. 

Thomas  Bridges  left  by  his  Will,  dated  4th  May  1758,  1/.  a year  to  the  poor 
of  this  parish,  charged  upon  his'  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  situate  in 
Barrington  and  Bampton,  in  the  county  of  Oxford. 

Thomas  Bridges,  jun.  by  his  Will,  dated  6th  February  1795,  left  1/.  a year  to 
be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  Barrington  for  the  poor  of  the  same  parish, 
to  be  paid  out  of  lands  in  the  parish  of  Bampton. 

And  J.  Taylor,  by  his  Will,  the  date  of  which  we  could  not  ascertain,  gave 
1 /.  a year  to  be  paid  out  of  lands  in  Milton,  in  the  parish  of  Shipton. 

These  charities,  though  all  of  them  appear  to  have  been  formerly  paid,  have 
for  these  last  ten  years  been  withheld,  as  being  void  under  the  statute  of  mort- 
main. 


PARISH  OF  LITTLE  BARRINGTON. 

The  Church  and  Poor  Lands. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  7th  January  1719,  John  Grayhurst,  conveyed  to 
Thomas  Smith  and  other  persons  therein  mentioned,  of  the  second  part,  a 
messuage  or  tenement,  and  one  yard  land  in  Little  Barrington,  then  in  the 
occupation  of  one  Catherine  Hall,  and  another  tenement  therein  described 
as  a sheephouse,  with  seven  acres  of  land  thereto  belonging,  and  all  other 
the  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  whatsoever  in  Little  Barrington  or 
elsewhere,  whereof  the  said  John  Grayhurst  was  seised,  to  liold  in  trust  for  the 
purposes  in  the  schedule  thereunder  mentioned ; viz.  that  the  feoffees  should 
stand  seised  of  the  said  premises  to  and  for  the  reparations  of  the  parish  church 
of  Little  Barrington,  and  the  relief  of  the  poor,  needy  and  impotent  people 
inhabiting  within  the  same  parish  ; and  to  and  for  such  other  necessary  and 
charitable  uses  within  the  said  parish,  as  to  the  feoffees  of  the  same  lands  for 
the  time  being  and  the  churchwardens  thereof,  with  the  assistance  and  consent 
of  the  most  substantial  inhabitants  there,  should  be  thought  most  fit  and  con- 
venient ; and  upon  further  trust,  that  the  same  premises  should  be  let  by  lease 
from  time  to  time  by  the  said  feoffees  for  twenty-one  years  or  under,  by  such 
consent  as  aforesaid  ; and,  lastly,  that  when  the  number  of  the  feoffees  should  be 
reduced  to  two,  the  survivors  should  enfeoff  the  lands  to  three  other  persons  or 
more,  whereof  part  of  them  should  be  freeholders  within  the  said  parish,  and 
the  others  of  them  the  most  substantial  inhabitants  there. 

According  to  the  directions  given  in  the  said  feoffment,  the  trust  property 
has  been  successively  transferred  to  the  new  trustees,  the  last  conveyance  being 
dated  30th  November  180S,  under  which  the  present  surviving  trustees  are, 
Robert  Stephens  of  Sherborne,  Charles  Greenaway  of  Little  Barrington,  esq. 
and  George  Ward  of  Barrington  aforesaid. 

The  property  described  as  consisting  of  one  yard  land  and  seven  acres,  has, 
by  virtue  of  an  Act  passed  about  sixty  years  ago,  for  inclosing  and  dividing  the 
common  fields  of  Little  Barrington,  been  exchanged  for  three  inclosures,  con- 
taining about  84  acres.

The  trustees  have  demised  this  property  upon  short  terms  ; and  it  is  now  let 
at  a rent  of  651.  105.  per  annum  : it  is  nearly  all  arable  land.  This  appears 
to  be  but  a small  rent,  but  it  is  considered  in  the  parish  as  equal  to  its 
value. 

The  accounts  kept  by  the  feoffees  have  been  produced,  by  which  it  appears, 
that  after  paying  for  the  repairs  of  the  church,  the  residue  of  the  rent  has 
been  bestowed  upon  the  labouring  poor,  chiefly  in  clothing  and  fuel,  and  some- 
times in  small  pecuniary  relief  to  the  sick. 


Joan  Dorset’s  Charity. 

Joan  Dorset’s  Church  Table:  “ Joan  Dorset  gave  51.  by  Will,  the  interest  thereof  to  be 
Charity.  divided  yearly  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of  this  parish  : this  has  been  in- 
creased, so  as  to  purchase  10/.  four  per  cent  stock  by  the  present  trustees, 
G.  Greenaway,  esq.  Charles  Greenaway,  esq.  Mr.  Robert  Stephens  and  William 
Ward.” 

From  some  mistake  in  the  investment  of  this  sum,  the  interest  has  not  been 
received  or  applied  for  14  years  ; but  Mr.  Greenaway,  who  admits  that  he 
is  liable  for  the  arrears,  as  executor  of  his  father,  has  engaged  to  consolidate 
the  arrears  of  the  interest  with  the  principal,  and  have  the  whole  transferred 
into  his  own  name,  with  those  of  the  trustees  of  the  before-mentioned  charity. 

John  Grayhurst’s  Charity. 

John  Grayhurst’s  Church  Table:  “ Jolm  Grayliurst,  by  his  Will,  gave  51.  the  interest  thereof 
Chanty.  to  be  applied  yearly  for  the  schooling  of  a poor  boy  of  Little  Barrington.” 

This  charity  is  stated  to  have  been  given  upwards  of  sixty  years  ago,  but 
there  is  no  trace  of  its  ever  having  been  received  by  the  parish.

PARISH  OF  BOURTON-ON-THE-WATER. 

Anthony  Collett’s  Charity. 

Anthony  Collett  of  Bourton-on-the-Water,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by 
his  Will,  dated  16th  January  1716,  gave  unto  Edmund  Chamberlayne,  Giles 
Truby  and  William  Farran  and  their  heirs,  the  yearly  sum  of  10  /.  to  be  issuing 
out  of  all  his  lands  at  Bourton-on-the-Water,  and  his  hereditaments  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Oxford,  Gloucester  or  elsewhere,  in  trust,  that  they  or  the  survivors  or 
survivor  of  them  should  appoint  some  proper  person  conforming  to  the  doctrine 
and  discipline  of  the  church  of  England,  and  of  a good  life  and  conversation, 
to  teach  twelve  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Bourton-on-the-Water,  whose  parents 
should  be  inhabitants  there,  to  read  the  English  tongue,  and  write  and  cast 
accounts,  and  to  instruct  them  in  the  Catechism  of  the  Church  of  England; 
such  poor  boys  to  be  named  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish 
for  the  time  being,  and  to  continue  so  long  at  school  as  they  should  see  con- 
venient for  such  their  education  ; and  that  when  any  of  them  should  be  fully 
instructed  and  leave  the  said  school,  that  then  the  said  rector  and  church- 
wardens should  appoint  others  to  succeed  them  in  the  said  school ; that  the 
schoolmaster  should  be  paid  10/.  yearly  as  his  recompence  for  teaching  such 
boys  ; and  that  in  case  the  said  master  should  misbehave  himself,  or  neglect  the 
said  school,  or  remove  the  same  from  Bourton  aforesaid,  in  any  of  such  cases  the 
trustees  therein  named,  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  should  discharge 
him  from  his  employment,  and  appoint  another  in  his  place. 

This  rent-charge  is  now  paid  by  the  proprietors  of  Cold  Park,  in  the  parish 
of  Bourton-on-the-Water  and  Hill  Side,  a field  adjoining  the  property  called 
Cold  Park  being  parts  of  the  estate  so  charged  by  his  said  will,  to  a school- 
master in  the  parish  appointed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  trustees  have  been  renewed  since  the  first  nomina- 
tion of  them  by  the  will  ; so  that  the  appointment  of  the  master  has  devolved 
upon  the  rector  and  churchwardens. 

There  is  a school  in  the  parish  where  twelve  poor  boys  of  the  parish  are 
taught  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  for  which  this  rent  is  considered  a 
remuneration.  The  present  schoolmaster  is  the  parish  clerk,  who,  besides  the 

scholars 
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scholars  so  provided  for,  instructs  other  children,  for  whom  he  receives  pay. 
We  are  given  to  understand  that  he  is  attentive  to  his  duty. 

Gift  of  William  Moore,  Esquire. 

Church  Table  : “ William  Moore,  esq.  by  Will  1768,  51.  per  annum,  to 
add  to  the  will  of  Anthony  Collett,  to  put  ten  boys  to  school.” 

No  account  could  be  obtained  of  the  receipt  or  application  of  any  money 
under  this  charity. 

Charity  of  Jane  Farran. 

Church  Table : Jane  Farran,  by  Will,  1779,  to  apprentice  one  poor  boy 
annually,  101.  per  annum  in  landed  property.  The  Rev.  Ed.  Vernon  in  trust.” 

According  to  the  Returns,  under  Gilbert’s  Act  payment  of  this  charity  was 
refused  above  forty  years  ago,  on  the  ground  of  its  being  void  under  the  Mort- 
main Act  9 Geo.  2. 

Dorothy  Vernon’s  Charity. 

Dorothy  Vernon , by  her  Will,  dated  29th  July  1769,  after  a variety  of  dis- 
positions of  her  property,  gave  to  William  Vernon,  his  executors  and  adminis- 
trators, all  her  ready  money  that  should  be  out  upon  mortgages  or  bonds,  or 
upon  any  other  security,  public  or  private,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  several 
legacies  thereinbefore  given  upon  trust,  as  to  three-fourth  parts  thereof  for  the 
several  uses,  trusts  and  purposes  therein  mentioned  concerning  the  same  respec- 
tively, and  as  to  the  remaining  fourth-part,  to  and  amongst  such  poor  persons 
of  the  several  parishes  of  Bourton-upon-the-Water  aforesaid,  Lower  Slaughter 
and  Clapton,  in  the  said  county  of  Gloucester,  being  of  the  church  of  England, 
in  such  shares  and  proportions  as  he  the  said  William  Vernon,  his  executors  or 
administrators  should  think  fit. 

Of  this  charity  we  could  collect  no  information  from  any  source  whatever, 
nor  does  it  appear  ever  to  have  come  into  operation. 


PARISH  OF  BROADWELL, 

WITH  THE  CHAPELRY  OF  ADLESTROP. 

Thomas  Barker’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Barher,  of  Adlestrop,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  butcher,  by  his 
Will,  made  in  July  1707,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Longborough  an 
annuity  of  10 s.  per  annum,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Adlestrop  the  sum  of 
20 s.  per  annum,  and  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Emlod,  in  the  county  of 
Worcester,  the  sum  of  10s.  per  annum,  and  charged  the  said  several  sums 
of  money  upon  lands  in  Longborough,  called  the  Casswells,  payable  at  Christ- 
mas yearly  for  ever,  unto  the  rector,  minister  or  curate  of  the  parishes  aforesaid 
for  the  time  being,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  the  said  respective  parishes,  to  be 
disposed  of  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees  respectively. 

The  land  called  Casswells  is  the  property  of  Mr.  Mills  of  Chipping  Campden, 
whose  tenant,  Joseph  Webb  of  Longborough,  pays  the  several  rent-charges  to 
the  ministers  of  the  respective  parishes  of  Broadwell  and  Longborough,  who 
distribute  the  same  among  their  respective  poor  according  to  their  discretion. 

Fletcher’s  Charity. 

Church  Table:  “The  sum  of  51.  is  given  by  the  Will  of  Fletcher  to  the 
poor  of  Adlestrop.  The  late  William  Leigh,  esq.  took  the  money,  and  paid 
5s.  a year  interest  for  the  same,  which  5 s.  is  now  paid  by  James  Leigh,  esq. 
and  is  laid  out  every  Easter  in  bread  for  the  poor. 

The  said  testator  died  in  the  year  1757.” 

The  present  lord  of  the  manor,  Chandos  Leigh,  esq.  of  Stoneleigh  Abbey,  in 
Warwickshire,  holds  himself  responsible  to  the  parish  for  the  above  legacy  of 
51.,  and  regularly  pays  to  the  rector  an  annual  sum  of  5s.  in  respect  thereof, 
which  is  laid  out  in  bread,  and  the  same  is  distributed  among  the  poor  at 
Easter. 

Joanna  Branjuis’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : “ Joanna  Brandis,  widow,  by  Will,  dated  May  31st  1763, 
gave  100/.  in  reversion,  (after  the  decease  of  certain  persons,  her  relations, 
therein  named),  to  be  put  out  to  good  and  secure  interest  by  the  lord  of  the 
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Broadwell,  with  the  manor  and  parish  officers  of  Adlestrop,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  setting 
Chapelry  of  poor  children  to  school  of  the  parish  of  Adlestrop.  The  above  100/.  is  secured 
e8trop‘  upon  the  bond  of  James  Leigh,  esq.  dated  February  1st  I7OO,  at  four  per  cent. 
Joanna  Brandis’s  Joanna  Brandis  died  February  1765.”

Chandos  Leigh,  esq.  as  the  representative  of  his  father,  James  Leigh,  esq. 
makes  an  annual  payment  of  4/.  in  respect  of  the  above  bequest  of  Mrs. 
Brandis  to  the  rector,  who  pays  the  same,  together  with  G /.  from  his  private 
bounty,  to  a schoolmistress  in  Adlestrop,  for  instructing  poor  children  in  read- 
ing, writing  and  arithmetic. 


Charities  of  the  Reverend  Thomas  Leigh. 


Charities  of  the 
Reverend  Thomas 
I.eigh. 


The  Rev.  Thomas  Leigh , late  of  Adlestrop,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
made  his  Will,  dated  21st  February  1803,  and  thereby  gave  his  two  grounds, 
called  Horn  Grounds,  in  the  parish  of  Evenlode,  in  the  county  of  Worcester, 
to  the  rectors  for  the  time  being  who  should  succeed  him  in  the  rectory 
of  Broadwell,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  to  be  held  by  them  in  perpetual 
succession,  but  charged  the  said  two  grounds  witl\  a perpetual  annuity  of  12/. 
per  annum,  4/.  of  which  he  directed  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  Longborough,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  for  putting  to 
school  poor  children  of  Longborough  aforesaid,  4/.  to  be  paid  to  the  minister 
and  churchwardens  of  Broadwell  aforesaid,  for  putting  to  school  poor  children 
of  Broadwell;  and  4/.  to  be  paid  to  the  minister  and  chapelwardens  of 
Adlestrop  aforesaid,  for  putting  to  school  poor  children  of  Adlestrop,  and  for 
repairing,  when  wanted,  the  iron  railing  of  the  burial-ground  under  the  outside 
of  the  south  wall  of  Adlestrop  chancel. 


In  a third  codicil  to  the  above  will,  dated  21st  May  1813,  was  the  following 
clause : — 

“ And  if  the  bequest  made  in  my  will  of  my  two  Horn  Grounds,  in  the  parish 
of  Evenlode,  should  be  invalid  by  the  Mortmain  Act,  I recommend  it  to  my 
nephew,  James  Henry  Leigh,  to  make  a legal  settlement  of  them  in  the  mariner 
expressed  in  my  will.” 


The  above  bequest  was  void  by  the  Statute  of  Mortmain ; but  the  several 
payments  directed  by  the  will  have  been  hitherto  made  by  the  testator’s  repre- 
sentative, Chandos  Leigh,  esq.  who  has  expressed  his  intention  to  continue  the 
same.  The  two  grounds  called  the  Horn  Grounds  are  let  to  Thomas  Bryan  for 
the  rent  of  19/.  Is.  6 d.  per  annum,  out  of  which  rent  two  Sunday  schools,  in 
the  parish  of  Broadwell,  (one  attached  to  the  mother  church  and  the  other  to 
the  chapelry,)  receive  each  4/.  per  annum  towards  their  support.  The  Sunday- 
school  at  Longborough  also  receives  4/.  per  annum  ; and  the  residue,  subject  to 
be  applied,  in  the  first  place,  in  keeping  in  repair  the  chancel  vault  in  this  cha- 
pelry, and  the  railings  and  stone-work  thereof,  is  paid  to  the  rector,  who  applies 
it  towards  the  support  of  a day-school  in  the  chapelry  of  Adlestrop. 


John  Shayler’s  Charity. 

John  Sbayler’s  John  Shayler  of  Adlestrop  aforesaid,  by  his  Will,  dated  9th  May  1800,  gave 
Charity.  ap  j^g  perS0nal  estate  to  four  persons  therein  named,  in  trust,  to  lay  out  370/. 

part  thereof  at  interest,  such  i/iterest  to  be  paid  to  Elizabeth  Hookham  during 
her  life,  and  after  her  decease  to  be  paid,  except  the  sum  of  30/.  in  the  man- 
ner therein  mentioned.  And  as  to  the  said  30/.  the  same  he  directed  to  be 
paid  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Adlestrop  for  the  time 
being,  to  be  by  them  put  to  interest,  and  the  interest  arising  therefrom  to  be 
laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  annually  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Adlestrop 
aforesaid  on  old  Christmas-day  for  ever. 

The  person  having  the  life  interest  in  the  370/.  under  the  will  has  been  dead 
about  a twelvemonth,  and  the  executor,  Mr.  Richard  Ragg,  is  now  ready  to  pay 
the  charity  legacy  to  the  rector,  who  has  undertaken  to  find  some  eligible  mode 
of  investing  the  money  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  parish.

PARISH  OF  CONDICOTE. 

Poor’s  Land. 

There  are  no  charities  in  this  parish  ; except  that  a piece  of  land  was  allotted 
to  the  poor  under  an  Inclosure  Act,  passed  about  the  year  1778.  The  allotment 
consists  of  about  five  acres,  and  is  for  the  most  part  covered  with  furze,  which 
the  poor  people  use  for  fuel 


PARISH  OF  ICCOMBE. 

William  Cope’s  Charity. 

For  a full  account  of  this  charity,  see  the  charities  in  the  parish  of  Stow. 

A sum  of  50/.  was  given  by  the  dean  and  chapter  of  Worcester  for  the 
beautifying  the  church  at  Iccombe. 

This  sum  appears  to  have  been  lent  out  on  private  security,  the  interest 
whereof  has  been  and  is  regularly  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  carried 
to  the  church  account. 


PARISH  OF  NAUNTON. 

Thomas  Freeman’s  Charity. 

Church  Table:  “April  21st;  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  God  1746,  thirty 
shillings  yearly  given  by  Thomas  Freeman , of  this  parish,  yeoman,  out  of  his 
estate  at  Naunton,  to  teach  poor  children  to  read;  the  master  or  dame  to  be 
appointed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being.” 

The  above  rent-charge  does  not  appear  to  have  been  paid  within  the  last  sixty 
years,  nor  is  there  any  document  in  the  possession  of  the  parish  to  show  their 
title  to  the  same,  or  to  point  out  the  situation  of  the  lands  so  said  to  be  charged. 
The  charity,  therefore,  may  be  considered  as  irrecoverably  lost. 

Church  Lands. 

Church  Table : “ Eight  shillings  yearly  paid  out  of  an  estate  at  Harford,  in 
this  parish. 

“ One  acre  of  hay  ground  lying  in  the  east  upper  end  common  field  of  this 
parish. 

“ One  acre  of  tillage  lying  in  the  said  upper  end  east  field. 

“ One  acre  of  tillage  lying  in  the  west  upper  end  field. 

“ One  acre  of  tillage  lying  in  the  west  common  field  of  the  lower  end  of 
this  parish. 

“ One  acre  of  meadow  ground  lying  in  the  Brook  Furlong,  in  the  parish  of 
Upper  Slaughter.” 

The  85.  per  annum  mentioned  in  the  church  table  has  not  been  paid  within 
the  memory  of  any  person  living,  and  there  are  no  means  of  tracing  it  to  its 
origin. 

The  four  first  above-mentioned  acres  were  exchanged,  in  the  year  1772,  under 
an  inclosure  which  took  place  at  that  time,  for  about  two  acres  lying  together  in 
the  parish  of  Naunton ; and  the  one  acre  of  meadow  ground  lying  in  the  Brook 
Furlong,  in  Upper  Slaughter,  appears  to  have  been  exchanged  for  a parcel  of 
mowing  ground,  including  part  of  hay  meadow,  containing  2 r.  Sc  24  p.  and 
bounded  by  new  allotments,  as  in  the  award  mentioned. 

This  last-mentioned  piece  of  substituted  land  has,  we  fear,  been  so  blended 
with  other  property  on  account  of  its  not  having  been  fenced  in  proper  time, 
as  to  be  no  longer  capable  of  being  traced  or  identified. 

The  lands  in  the  possession  of  the  parish  are  let  for  305.,  which  rent  is  applied 
towards  the  repair  of  the  church.

PARISH  OF  ODDINGTON. 

Hervey’s  Gift. 

Hervey,  who  died  in  or  about  the  year  1813,  by  his  Will,  gave  the 

sum  of  100/.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Oddington,  in  trust  for  the 
poor  of  that  parish.  This  legacy,  after  deducting  the  legacy  duty,  was  invested, 
on  the  12th February  1814,  in  the  purchase  of  124/.  135.  three  per  cents  Reduced, 
in  the  names  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish,  producing  an 
annual  dividend  of  31.  145.  3d.,  which  is  received  by  the  very  Rev.  Dr.  Rice, 
the  Dean  of  Gloucester,  and  rector  of  this  parish,  and  laid  out  in  linen,  which 
he  distributes  among  the  poor  at  Christmas. 

About  forty  years  since,  a piece  of  land,  containing  four  acres,  or  there- 
abouts, was  allotted  by  the  Commissioners,  under  an  Act  for  inclosing  the 
common  fields  of  Oddington  parish,  and  vested  in  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  in  lieu  of  their  right  of  cutting  furze.  The 
churchwardens  let  the  land,  and  lay  out  the  rent  in  coals,  which  are  distributed 
by  them  among  the  poor  about  Christmas. 


PARISH  OF  RISSINGTON  WICK. 

Church  Land. 

The  rent  of  about  three  acres  of  grass  land  is  applied  towards  keeping  the 
church  in  repair,  under  the  direction  of  the  churchwardens  ; but  by  whom  this 
land  was  given,  is  entirely  unknown.  The  church  is  in  excellent  repair.  The 
rent  is  about  Jl.  annually. 


PARISH  OF  GREAT  RISSINGTON. 

The  Gift  of  Mary  Countess  of  Talbot. 

The  Will  of  the  Countess  of  Talbot,  dated  12th  July  1783,  and  the  particulars 
of  this  charity  are  set  forth  in  the  12th  Rep.  p.  254,  whereby  it  appears  that  she 
gave,  among  other  legacies,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Great  Rissington  the 
sum  of  200/. 

The  interest  of  this  legacy,  being  8/.  per  annum,  at  four  per  cent,  is  paid  by 
her  grandson,  Lord  Dynevor,  who  has  become  entitled  to  all  her  real  and  personal 
estates. 

This  sum  of  8 /.  is  annually  laid  out  by  Lord  Dynevor’s  agent  in  the  purchase 
of  cloth,  which  is  made  up  into  coats,  waistcoats,  gowns  and  petticoats,  and 
distributed  by  the  rector  of  the  parish  among  the  poor  thereof  yearly. 

Charities  of  Mrs.  Joan  Barnarde,  and  an  unknown  Donor. 

On  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church  are  the  following  gifts, 
viz. — “ Mrs.  Joan  Barnarde,  of  this  parish,  gave  the  sum  of  20  /.  to  the  poor 
of  this  parish,  held  in  trust  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being, 
the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  against  Easter.’* 

“ There  is  also  the  sum  of  12/.  given  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  by  a person 
unknown,  held  in  trust  by  the  rfector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  against  Easter.” 

The  above-mentioned  sums  of  20/.  and  12/.  are  in  the  hands  of  the  Hon. 
Edward  Rice,  Dean  of  Gloucester,  and  the  rector  of  Great  Rissington,  who 
pays  interest  for  the  same,  at  the  rate  of  4/.  per  annum,  to  the  churchwardens, 
by  whom  it  is  laid  out  in  linen,  and  distributed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens 
among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  about  Christmas,  yearly. 

Jane  Bray’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Jane  Bray,  of  the  parish  of  Shelton,  in  the  county  of  Berks,  bequeathed 
by  Will,  in  the  year  1715,  the  yearly  sum  of  205.  to  buy  two  garments  against 
Christmas  for  two  persons  of  this  parish,  who  receive  no  collection. 

For  the  particulars  of  Jane  Bray’s  will  and  charities,  see  12  Rep.  p.  253. 

The  1 /.  a year  given  to  this  parish  is  paid  by  the  feoffees  of  Mrs.  Bray’s 
charity  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  who  lay  out  the  same  in  linen,  which 

they 
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they  distribute  among  the  poor  not  receiving  parish  relief,  at  Christmas,  the 
sum  being  too  small  to  purchase  the  two  garments  as  directed  by  the  will. 

The  Rev.  John  Webb’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  John  JVehh , rector  of  this  parish,  gave  the  sum  of  50/.  to  be  held 
in  trust  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  the  interest  thereof 
beginning  in  the  year  1739  to  be  paid  annually  for  the  teaching  of  six  poor 
children  to  read. 

This  sum  of  50/.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Hon.  Edward  Rice,  the  rector, 
who  pays  2/.  per  annum  to  a schoolmistress  in  the  village  for  teaching  six  poor 
children  to  read,  besides  whom  she  teaches  upwards  of  20  children,  who  are 
paid  for  by  the  rector. 


PARISH  OF  UPPER  SLAUGHTER. 

The  Church  Lands,  and  the  Gifts  of  Elizabeth  Guise,  Ralph  Hales 

and  Samuel  Collett. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  20th  September,  33  Elizabeth,  between  Charles 
Bagehott,  of  the  one  part,  and  divers  trustees  therein  named,  of  the  other  part, 
reciting  that  her  Majesty,  by  her  letters  patent,  dated  21st  March,  in  the 
thirty-first  year  of  her  reign,  had  granted  to  the  said  Charles  Bagehott  and  one 
Bartholomew  Yardley,  and  their  heirs,  a tenement  in  Over  Slaughter,  adjoining 
the  church-yard,  and  one  yard  land  in  the  fields  of  Over  Slaughter  ; and  also 
reciting,  that  the  same  Queen,  by  another  grant,  dated  28th  September,  in  the 
29th  year  of  her  reign,  had  granted  to  the  said  Charles  Bagehott  and 
Bartholomew  Yardley,  and  their  heirs,  a parcel  of  land  called  Culverham,  con- 
taining, by  estimation,  three  acres  in  Over  Slaughter  aforesaid,  and  the  wood 
lands  therein  mentioned;  and  further,  that  the  said  Bartholomew  Yardley  had, 
by  his  indenture,  dated  the  last  day  of  February,  32nd  Elizabeth,  conveyed  to 
the  said  Charles  Bagehott  all  the  said  premises  : it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said 
Charles  Bagehott,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  did  thereby  enfeoff 
and  confirm  unto  the  said  parties,  of  the  second  part,  all  the  said  several  pre- 
mises, to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  and 
profits  thereof  should  be  employed  and  bestowed  upon  the  maintaining  of  the 
reparations  of  the  church  of  Over  Slaughter  aforesaid;  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  people  of  the  said  parish,  or  to  such  other  good  use  or  uses  as  the  said 
feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  or  the  heirs  and  assigns  of  the  most  part  of 
them,  should,  at  any  time  thereafter,  think  most  meet  and  convenient. 

It  appears  by  the  parish  books,  that,  about  one  hundred  years  ago,  an  inclo- 
sure, under  an  Act  of  Parliament,  was  made  of  the  common  fields  of  Over 
Slaughter,  of  which  the  said  trust  property  was  a part ; and  that  by  the  award 
of  the  commissioners,  fifty-six  acres  of  arable  land  in  the  parish,  abutting  upon 
some  extra  parochial  land  of  the  parish  of  Eyford,  was  allotted  in  lieu  of  the 
original  lands  mentioned  in  the  grant,  except  certain  tenements  and  buildings 
adjoining  the  church-yard,  and  which  belonged  to  the  said  yard  land  described 
in  the  letters  patent. 

This  part  of  the  old  property,  with  some  alterations  and  additions,  still  exists, 
consisting  of  about  eleven  cottages,  which  are  considered  as  a part  of  the 
original  estate,  but  have  been  long  appropriated  to  the  reception  of  the  parish 
poor,  under  the  management  of  the  overseers,  for  which  an  annual  rent  of  8/.  is 
paid  out  of  the  parish  rates  to  the  trust  to  which  this  particular  property  is  con- 
sidered as  belonging. 

The  fifty-six  acres  above  mentioned  have  been  constantly  let  by  the  church- 
wardens, under  the  authority  of  the  vestry  : they  are  at  present  held  under  an 
agreement  for  a lease  for  seven  years,  which  will  expire  at  Lady-day  next 
(1829).  Upon  this  last  lease,  the  rent  reserved  was  74/.  per  annum;  but  in 
the  judgment  of  experienced  persons,  that  rent  being  considered  as  more  than 
its  value,  the  parish  consented  to  accept  from  the  tenant  56/.  per  annum,  being 
at  the  rate  of  1 /.  per  acre. 

Some  small  sums,  supposed  to  have  been  given  to  the  poor  by  Elizabeth 
Guise,  Ralph  Hales  and  Samuel  Collett,  amounting  to  30/.,  and  which,  by  ac- 
cumulations, were  raised  to  52/.  were,  together  with  other  sums  borrowed  for 
the  purpose,  applied  to  the  reparations  of  the  church,  and  considered  as  a charge 
upon  the  church  lands.

The  sum  of  52  s.  as  the  interest  of  these  last-mentioned  sums,  has  been  for 
a long  time  distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor,  and  charged  by  the  church- 
wardens in  their  accounts  ; and  a further  sum  of  6 /.  a year  has  been  paid  for 
the  support  of  a day-school  in  the  parish,  at  which  school  about  sixteen  of  the 
poor  children  of  the  parish  have  been  taught  to  read,  and  the  catechism  of  the 
Church  of  England,  gratuitously.  The  repairs  of  the  church  appear  to  have 
absorbed  the  remainder  of  the  charity  income. 

It  has,  however,  been  thought  expedient,  for  the  better  preservation  and 
disposition  of  the  charity  property,  to  have  new  trustees  appointed,  in  whom  the 
same  might  be  legally  vested,  there  having  been  no  new  creation  of  trustees 
since  the  original  grant ; and  for  that  purpose  an  information  was  filed  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery,  at  the  relation  of  some  of  the  parishioners  a few  months  ago, 
under  which  a reference  was  made  to  a master  of  that  court,  to  make  the  usual 
inquiries  into  the  nature  and  rents  of  the  charity  estates,  and  to  receive  pro- 
posals for  appointing  proper  persons  to  be  trustees  thereof. 

Proposals  have  accordingly  been  laid  before  the  Master  of  persons  selected 
by  the  parish  as  trustees. 


Gift  of  the  Rev.  F.  T.  Travell. 

Gift  of  the  Rev.  It  appears,  by  a Memorandum  in  the  Sunday-school  book  in  this  parish,  in 
F.T.  Travell.  the  hand-writing  of  the  Rev.  F.  T.  Travell,  deceased,  that  on  the  1st  of  January 
1789,  the  same  F.T.  Travell  invested  166/.  135.  'Ld.  three  per  cent  Reduced 
Annuities,  in  the  names  of  himself,  John  Collett  and  William  Cook,  therein 
mentioned,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  with  the  dividends  thereof  a Sunday 
school  in  the  parish  of  Upper  Slaughter;  and  a declaration  of  trust  has  been 
made  of  the  same  accordingly,  dated  2d  January  1789,  whereby,  after  reciting 
to  the  effect  before  mentioned,  it  is  declared,  that  the  said  sum  was  so  transferred 
upon  trust,  that  they  the  said  trustees  should,  out  of  the  dividends  thereof, 
provide  the  salary  for  a schoolmaster  or  mistress,  for  teaching  and  instructing 
poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Upper  Slaughter,  boys  and  girls,  to  read  ; and  to 
apply  the  residue  towards  the  clothing  of  such  poor  children,  and  for  books, 
paper  and  other  necessaries  for  their  improvement  as  the  said  trustees  should 
think  proper ; that  the  said  trustees  should  have  the  appointment  of  such 
master  or  mistress  and  children  ; and  that  the  rector  for  the  time  being  should 
always  be  one  of  the  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  and  be  consulted  in  the 
management  of  the  said  Sunday  school,  with  a proviso,  that  when  the  said 
trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  two,  then  the  surviving  trustees 
should  elect  some  other  fit  person  to  be  a trustee  for  the  purposes  aforesaid. 

The  stock  above  mentioned  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Francis 
Witts,  the  present  rector,  and  the  said  William  Cook  and  Robert  Collett. 

The  dividends  of  this  stock  have  been  regularly  applied  towards  the  support 
of  a Sunday  school  in  the  parish,  under  the  superintendence  of  the  rector,  and 
the  school  has  occasionally  been  assisted  out  of  the  rents  of  the  church  lands. 


PARISH  OF  STOW-ON-THE-WOLD. 

The  Almshouse  and  Free  Grammar  School  founded  by 
Richard  Shepham. 

Stow- on-the- Wold.  Richard  Shepham,  citizen  and  merchant  tailor  of  London,  by  his  Will,  dated 
tl” -house and  ^®th  July  1 604,  devised  to  John  Wooller,  Thomas  Fretherne,  William  Dodd, 
1 ^Free "Grammar1  and  John  Hall,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  all  his  messuages,  houses,  lands 
School  founded  by  tenements  and  hereditaments  whatsoever,  situate  in  the  city  of  London,  and  in 
Richard  Stepham.  the  county  of  Surrey,  upon  trust,  to  grant  one  annuity  or  yearly  rent-charge  of 
36/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  all  his  messuages,  houses,  lands  and  tenements,  com- 
monly called  the  Gleane,  or  Gleane  Alley,  situate  in  the  parish  of  St.  Olave, 
Southwark,  in  the  county  of  Surrey,  to  such  person  or  persons,  body  politic  or 
corporate,  their  heirs  successors  and  assigns,  for  ever,  as  they  the  said  John 
Wooller  and  others  should  think  meet,  and  should  also  sell  and  convey  all  the 
said  messuages  and  hereditaments  aforesaid  charged  with  the  said  annuity,  and 
all  other  his  said  lands  and  hereditaments  above-mentioned,  except  the  school- 
house  and  almshouses  by  him  lately  built  or  re-edified  at  Stow,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  unto  such  person  and  persons,  and  for  such  sum  or  sums  of  money, 
as  they  should  think  fit ; and  that  out  of  the  money  thereof  coming  should  first 
satisfy  all  his  debts  and  testamentary  charges,  and  in  the  next  place  procure

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a licence  of  mortmain  for  conveying  the  said  schoolhouse,  almshouse,  lands  and  Stow-on-the-Wold. 

hereditaments  before  excepted,  and  the  said  annuity  of  36/.  yearly,  or  more,  

unto  such  person  or  persons,  body  politic  or  corporate,  as  by  the  said  trustees,  T1p,. ^Grammar111 
or  the  more  part  of  them,  should  be  thought  meet  for  the  perpetual  main-  School  founded  by 
tenance  of  the  said  school  and  almshouse,  and  of  a schoolmaster  in  the  .said  Richard  Shepham, 

school,  who  should  be  allowed  12/.  by  the  year  for  teaching  of  poor  children  of  continued. ^ 

the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Stow  aforesaid,  and  of  the  parish  of  Iccombe, 
in  the  county  of  Worcester,  freely;  and  that  nine  poor  almsfolks  of  the  town  of 
Stow  aforesaid,  should  be  relieved  in  the  said  almshouse  with  the  sum  of  23/.  8s. 
yearly,  to  be  distributed  amongst  them,  viz.  to  every  of  them,  12c/.  a week; 
and  that  the  said  36/.  should  be  employed  in  and  about  the  reparations  and 
other  needful  costs  and  expenses  of  the  said  school  and  almshouses,  according  to 
such  statutes  and  orders  as  he  in  his  lifetime,  or  his  said  trustees,  after  his  decease, 
should  appoint  for  the  good  government  of  the  same  schoolhouse  and  almshouses. 

The  almshouse  and  school  thus  founded  by  the  will  of  Richard  Shepham  was 
established  by  a charter  granted  in  the  tenth  year  of  James  the  First,  whereby 
it  was  ordained  that  there  should  be  thenceforth,  for  ever,  in  the  town  of  Stow- 
on-the-Wold,  one  almshouse  for  the  inhabiting,  relieving  and  securing  the  poor 
in  the  same,  and  also  one  free  grammar  school  for  the  instruction  and  education 
of  boys  and  children  in  the  Latin  tongue,  and  other  more  polite  literature  and 
science  ; and  the  said  charter  nominated  and  appointed  the  bailiffs  and  burgesses 
of  the  borough  of  Chipping  Norton,  in  the  county  of  Oxford,  and  their  succes- 
sors, for  ever,  to  be  governors  of  the  possessions,  endowments  and  profits,  of  the 
almshouse  and  free  grammar  school  of  the  said  Richard  Shepham  in  Stow  afore- 
said, with  license  to  take  grants  of  lands  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  constituted 
the  said  bailiffs  and  burgesses  a body  corporate,  with  a common  seal,  by  the 
name  of  the  Governors  of  the  possessions,  endowments  and  profits  of  the  alms- 
house and  free  grammar  school  of  Richard  Shepham  in  Stow  as  aforesaid,  with 
power  to  make  laws,  ordinances  and  constitutions  for  the  government  of  the  said 
school  and  almshouse,  and  to  regulate  the  pay,  admission,  election,  expulsion 
and  removal  of  the  said  poor  and  scholars,  and  also  of  the  schoolmaster  and  under 
tutor  ; and  the  said  governors  did  thereby  covenant  and  grant  with  and  to  his 
said  Majesty,  and  his  successors,  that  they  would,  within  three  months  after  the 
said  charter,  appoint  and  place  nine  poor  people  to  be  in  the  said  almshouse, 
and  keep  up  that  number  by  filling  up  the  vacancies  from  time  to  time,  and 
would  also  appoint  within  the  said  three  months  one  discreet  pious  and  learned 
man  to  be  schoolmaster  of  the  said  free  grammar  school,  and  so  from  time  to 
time  as  vacancies  should  occur  by  death  or  removal. 

There  is  a range  of  stone  buildings  consisting  of  nine  little  tenements  or 
chambers,  with  a small  piece  of  garden  to  each,  contiguous  to  the  church  yard, 
each  of  which  tenements  is  occupied  by  an  infirm  old  man  or  woman  ; and 
adjoining  to  the  same  is  a separate  building,  having  a school-room  on  the 
ground-floor,  and  another  above  it,  with  good  apartments  behind  for  the  habita- 
tion of  the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress,  and  a small  garden  to  the  same. 

The  almshouse  and  school  are  considered  as  being  under  the  superintendence 
and  management  of  the  corporation  of  Chipping  Norton,  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  they  have  made  any  rules  or  orders  for  the  regulation  of  either  of  these 
establishments,  in  pursuance  of  the  power  given  them  by  the  charter.  The 
corporation  appoint  the  poor  people  to  the  almshouse  generally  at  the  recom- 
mendation either  of  the  minister  or  churchwardens  of  Stow,  and  they  also 
appoint  the  schoolmaster,  in  which  appointment  the  rector  is  usually  consulted. 

The  fund  for  the  support  of  both  these  establishments  is  an  annuity  of  40/. 
issuing  out  of  the  premises  in  the  borough  of  Southwark,  situate  as  described 
in  the  will  and  charter  above-mentioned,  4 /.  having  been  added  to  the  annuity 
by  the  executors  of  the  said  testator. 

In  the  year  1649,  the  estate  in  Southwark  was  sold  by  John  Allanson,  esq.  and 
conveyed  to  William  Humble,  esq.  and  his  heirs;  and  in  the  deed  of  convey- 
ance the  estate  is  mentioned  to  be  subject  to  two  annuities  of  36/.  and  4/. 
yearly,  for  ever,  charged  upon  and  issuing  out  of  the  same,  to  the  poor  people  of 
Stow-on-the-Wold,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester.  The  annual  sum  of  40/.  is  paid 
by  the  owner  of  the  estate  for  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  out  of  which  the  sum 
of  26/.  13 s.  4 d.  is  distributed  among  the  nine  poor  people  in  the  almshouse,  and 
the  residue,  being  13/.  65.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster. 

The  present  schoolmaster  was  appointed  by  the  corporation  of  Chipping 
Rep.  21.  Z 3 ' Norton 
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Norton  in  18 1 6,  who  gave  a bond  to  them  to  keep  the  schoolhouse  in  repair. 
He  receives,  over  and  above  his  salary,  a small  weekly  pay  from  each  of  his 
scholars,  to  whom  he  teaches  reading,  writing,  and  common  arithmetic. 

Jordan  Mince’s  Charity. 

Jordan  Mince , esq.  by  his  Will,  dated  2d  January  1767,  gave  ^ie  sum  of 
200/.  to  be  invested,  the  and  interest  to  be  applied  towards  clothing  the  alms- 
house poor  at  Michaelmas. 

This  sum  was,  about  forty  years  ago,  invested  in  the  purchase  of  266/.  13  s.  4 d. 
three  per  cent  reduced  aunuities,  which  now  stand  in  the  names  of  the  Rev. 
Henry  Hippisley  and  the  Rev.  John  Hippisley,  producing  a dividend  of  81. 
per  annum. 

This  sum  of  8 /.  is  annually  laid  out  in  clothing,  and  distributed  in  equal 
shares  among  the  nine  poor  persons  in  Shepham’s  almshouses  before  mentioned, 
who  take  out  their  respective  portions  in  such  articles  of  apparel  as  they  are 
most  in  need  of. 

Edward  Pitman’s  Charity. 

Edward  Pitman , by  his  Will,  dated  3d  May  18 17,  gave  unto  the  Rev.  John 
Hippisley,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  100  /.  stock  in  the  four  per 
centum  bank  annuities,  in  trust  to  pay  the  dividends  thereof  to  the  churchwar- 
dens for  the  time  being  of  the  parish  of  Stow,  to  be  by  them,  every  half  year, 
equally  divided  among  the  poor  and  aged  in  the  almshouses  of  Stow  for  ever. 

The  above  stock  has  been  since  reduced  by  Act  of  Parliament  to  three  and 
a half  percents,  producing  an  annual  dividend  of  SI.  10  s.  The  stock  now 
stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  John  Hippisley  and  the  Rev.  Henry  Hippisley, 
and  the  dividend  is  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor 
people  in  the  almshouse  by  the  rector. 

William  Cope’s  Charity. 

William  Cope , esq.  by  his  deed  poll,  dated  15th  January  1690,  directed, 
that  the  heirs  of  Sir  Edmund  Bray,  in  whom  the  inheritance  of  several  of  his 
lands  in  Iccombe,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  was  vested  in  trust  for  him, 
or  to  such  uses  as  he  should  appoint,  should  ( inter  alia ) assure  certain  lands,  viz. 
Dodford  Grounds,  the  wood  and  coppice  grounds  adjoining,  the  little  meadow 
thereunto  adjoining,  called  the  Parson’s  Mead,  the  Bushy  Ground,  the  Little 
Mead,  the  Rushy  Ground,  the  Hog  Meadow,  the  Shepherd’s  Close  and  the  New 
Diving,  to  the  intent  that  the  several  persons  therein  enumerated  and  their  heirs, 
should  receive  out  of  the  said  lands  a yearly  rent-charge  of  33/.  to  hold  the  said 
rent-charge  to  them  and  their  heirs  and  assigns  for  ever,  with  a clause  of  distress 
for  non-payment,  upon  trust,  to  pay  10/.  per  annum,  part  thereof,  to  the 
minister  of  Iccombe  ; 17  /•  further  part  thereof,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
Stow  ; 5 /.  further  part  thereof,  for  the  poor  of  Iccombe ; and  20s.  for  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  said  trust.  And  it  was  therein  by  the  said  William 
Cope  declared,  that  the  said  10/.  should  be  paid  by  the  said  trustees  to  the 
minister  of  the  parish  church  of  Iccombe,  as  long  as  he  should  be  resident  in  the 
said  parish  ; and  that  in  such  year  or  years  as  the  said  minister  should  not  be  re- 
sident for  the  space  of  two  months,  without  some  reasonable  excuse  or  impediment 
to  be  allowed  by  the  said  trustees,  the  said  10  /.  should  for  such  year  or  years  of 
non-residence  be  disposed  of  to  such  other  charitable  use  or  uses  in  the  said 
town  of  Iccombe  as  they  should«think  fit  and  appoint ; and  that  the  said  17/.  per 
annum,  further  part  of  the  said  rent-charge  of  331.  should  be  disposed  of 
yearly  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Stow,  in  manner  following ; 
viz.  that  12/.  part  of  the  said  17/.  should  be  yearly  distributed  among  such  and 
so  many  poor  housekeepers  in  the  said  town  of  Stow  as  the  said  trustees,  the 
owner  of  his  dwellinghouse  at  Iccombe,  the  minister  for  the  time  of  the  said 
church  of  Stow,  of  Iccombe,  of  Wescott,  of  Bourton-on-the-Water,  of  Little 
Risington,  of  Naunton,  of  Upper  Swell,  of  Lower  Swell,  of  Broadwell,  of 
Oddington  and  Upper  Slaughter,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  nominate 
and  appoint,  so  as  such  person  or  persons  so  to  be  relieved  should  not  be 
common  beggars,  nor  wilfully  absent  themselves  from  the  parish  church,  or  to 
such  other  reasonable  charity  or  charities  in  the  said  town  of  Stow  as  they  the 
said  trustees  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit.  And  it  was  further  declared, 
that  51.  per  annum,  residue  of  the  said  17/,  should  be  yearly  disposed  of  by  the 
trustees  and  persons  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  at  their  yearly  meeting, 
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in  the  placing  out  one  or  more  of  the  fatherless  and  other  poor  children  of  the 
said  town  of  Stow  apprentice  to  some  fitting  handicraft  trade ; such  child  or 
children  to  be  chosen  by  the  said  trustees  and  persons  aforesaid,  or  to  such 
other  reasonable  charity  or  charities  as  they  in  their  discretion,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  think  fit ; with  a proviso,  that  no  child  or  children  of  any 
parents  who  did  not  duly  frequent  the  parish  church  of  Stow,  or  that  should 
refuse  or  neglect  to  have  their  children  catechised  by  the  minister  of  the  said 
parish  church,  should  be  capable  of  the  gift.  That  the  other  5 1.  part  of  the 
said  331.  should  be  disposed  of  yearly  in  the  binding  of  some  poor  child  or 
children  in  the  town  of  Iccombe  apprentices,  or  for  apportioning  poor  maids, 
or  such  reasonable  charity  or  charities  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  fit, 
under  the  same  restrictions  and  qualifications  as  were  directed  for  the  town 
of  Stow  ; and  as  to  the  said  20 s.  residue  of  the  said  rent-charge,  that  it 
should  be  applied  in  defraying  the  charges  of  the  said  trustees  at  their 
yearly  meeting,  and  in  assigning  the  said  rent-charge  for  the  preservation 
of  the  said  trust ; that  what  should  remain  undisposed  of  should  be  given 
to  such  apprentices  after  the  expiration  of  their  time,  in  such  manner  as 
his  said  trustees  should  think  fit,  to  enable  them  to  drive  on  their  trades ; and 
that  the  trustees  should  yearly  meet  in  the  town  of  Stow,  upon  the  third  Thurs- 
day in  December,  to  dispose  of  the  said  charities ; and,  lastly,  that  when  there 
should  be  only  six  of  his  said  trustees,  the  survivors  should  assign  the  said  rent- 
charge  to  some  person  or  persons  with  themselves,  as  they  should  think  fit,  for 
the  better  preservation  of  the  said  charity ; and  that  such  appointment,  and  all 
orders  and  assignments  of  the  trust  should  be  entered  in  the  respective  parish 
books  of  Stow  and  Iccombe  aforesaid. 

There  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  renewals  of  the  trustees  posterior  to 
the  year  1788,  when  by  a deed,  dated  8th  November  in  that  year,  there  was 
a regular  transfer  of  the  said  rent-charge  of  33 l.  made  to  new  trustees  therein 
mentioned ; but  it  appears  from  the  account  books  produced  to  us,  that  there 
has  been  a complete  and  satisfactory  application  of  the  whole  of  the  charities 
given  to  the  parishes  of  Stow  and  Iccombe  in  every  year  from  the  commence- 
ment of  the  same. 

The  mode  of  application  has  varied  according  to  the  exigencies  of  the  place. 
For  many  years  the  12 /.  above  mentioned  was  distributed  among  the  poor  of 
the  parish,  and  the  5 l.  employed  in  apprenticing  the  children  of  poor  people. 
But  since  the  institution  of  a Sunday  school  at  Stow,  which  is  stated  to  have 
taken  place  about  forty  years  ago,  the  said  annual  sum  of  51.  instead  of  being 
laid  out  in  the  apprenticing  of  children,  has  been  applied  to  the  Sunday  school. 
The  sum  of  12/.  before  mentioned  has  been  divided  among  the  nine  almspeople 
of  Shepham’s  alms-house,  and  ten  distressed  poor  people,  who  have  constantly 
received  3s.  each.  It  has  been  recommended  that  the  practice  of  relieving  the 
distressed  poor  by  small  donations  of  equal  amount  should  be  altered,  and  that 
the  sums  given  and  the  particular  mode  of  relief  should  be  varied  according  to 
the  diversity  of  their  respective  cases. 

It  appears  that  the  10/.  given  towards  the  support  of  the  minister  at  Iccombe, 
has  been  sometimes  appropriated  according  to  the  intention  of  the  gift,  and 
sometimes  forfeited  by  non-residence,  and  that  when  forfeited  it  has  been  dis- 
posed of  in  various  charities,  but  for  some  time  back  the  resident  minister  has 
had  the  benefit  of  the  gift. 

It  also  appears  that  51.  given  to  the  parish  of  Iccombe  was  formerly  applied 
either  in  apprenticing  children  or  in  apportioning  young  females  upon  their 
marriage ; but  of  late  years  that  sum  has  been  paid  to  the  mistress  of  a day- 
school  in  the  parish. 

The  20s.  has  been  expended  at  the  meetings  of  the  trustees. 

George  Townsend’s  Charity. 

George  Townsend , of  Lincoln’s  Inn,  esq.  by  his  Will,  dated  14th  December 
1682,  after  stating  himself  to  be  seised  in  fee  of  a messuage  and  several  cot- 
tages with  the  appurtenances  in  Stow,  devised  the  same  to  certain  trustees 
therein  named,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  for  ever,  upon  trust,  to  dispose 
of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  manner  following;  viz.  4/.  thereof  yearly 
for  and  towards  the  teaching  of  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Stow  to 
read  and  finding  of  them  in  books ; 2 s.  weekly  to  be  bestowed  in  bread  on  the 
Lord’s-day  in  the  church  at  Stow,  to  such  poor  as  should  be  at  church  at  all  or 
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most  part  of  the  divine  service  there,  and  the  remainder  for  the  maintenance 
of  pumps  by  him  there  erected,  and  for  the  placing  of  poor  children  to  be 
apprentices  elsewhere. 

By  an  Indenture  dated  27th  September  1786,  between  the  Rev.  John 
Hippisley,  rector  of  Stow,  as  surviving  trustee,  of  the  one  part,  and  Joseph 
Knight  of  the  same  place,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  said  devise  of  George 
Townsend,  of  the  messuage  and  cottages  with  the  appurtenances  in  Stow;  and 
further  reciting,  that  by  an  Indenture,  dated  2d  May  1778,  he  the  said  John 
Hippisley,  for  the  considerations  therein  mentioned,  had  demised  unto  the  said 
John  Knight  the  messuage  or  tenement  before  mentioned,  by  the  description 
of  all  that  messuage  and  premises  in  Stow  at  the  north  end  of  a street  called 
the  High  Street,  and  bounded  as  therein  mentioned,  for  the  term  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  that  there  were  then  thirteen  years  to  come  in  the  said  lease,  but 
that  the  said  messuage  was  in  such  decay  as  to  require  to  be  taken  down  and 
rebuilt,  and  also  that  a barn  belonging  to  the  said  messuage  had  been  taken 
down  and  a stable  built  on  the  spot  at  the  expense  of  the  said  Joseph  Knight ; 
and  further  stating,  that  there  not  being  a sufficient  sum  of  money  in  the  hands 
of  the  said  John  Hippisley,  to  repair  or  rebuild  the  same  premises,  he  had 
agreed  with  the  said  Joseph  Knight,  to  grant  him  a term  of  500  years  for  the 
consideration  of  140/.  upon  his  undertaking  to  erect  buildings  on  the  premises, 
the  expense  of  which  was  estimated  at  800/.  at  the  least:  it  is  witnessed,  that 
in  consideration  of  the  surrender  of  the  said  recited  lease,  and  of  the  sum  of 
140/.  paid  to  the  said  John  Hippisley  by  the  said  Joseph  Knight,  the  said  John 
Hippisley  did  grant  and  to  farm  let  to  the  said  Joseph  Knight,  the  before 
mentioned  premises,  to  hold  to  him,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
for  the  term  of  500  years,  at  a nominal  rent  of  2 s.  6 cl. 

The  said  140/.  so  paid  for  the  said  lease  was  vested  in  the  purchase  of  200/. 
three  per  cent  reduced  bank  annuities,  producing  the  annual  interest  of  61. 
which  is  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Henry  Hippisley,  John 
Hippisley  and  Henry  Hippisley,  jun. 

The  trustees  still  possess,  under  the  said  will,  three  small  gardens,  one  on  the 
east  side,  another  on  the  west  of  the  Bell  Inn,  and  a third  at  the  back  of  the 
White  Lion  Inn,  and  also  a plot  or  piece  of  ground  in  Well-lane  in  Stow, 
which  several  last-mentioned  premises  are  let  to  different  yearly  tenants  at 
rents  producing  together  4/.  5 s.  per  annum. 

The  whole  income,  arising  from  these  different  sources,  viz.  10/.  7 s.  6 c/.  per 
annum,  is  paid  to  a schoolmistress  in  the  town  for  teaching  about  twenty-five 
poor  female  children  of  the  parish  of  Stow  to  read. 

The  above  case  suggests  the  observation  that  the  demise  of  the  messuage  for 
the  term  of  500  years,  was  an  alienation  of  the  property  not  legally  correct, 
but  considering  the  dilapidated  state  of  the  premises  and  the  consideration  that 
was  paid  for  the  lease,  the  transaction  might  not  upon  the  whole  have  been 
detrimental  to  the  charity. 

Gifts  of  John  Greyhurst,  Joshua  Aylworth  and  Richard  Freeman. 

On  a Benefaction  Table  in  the  church,  the  following  charities  are  inscribed  : 

“ John  Greyhurst,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  town  50/.  the  product  to  be  dis- 
tributed weekly  in  bread  in  this  church,  for  ever.  Anno  Dom.  1716. 

“ Joshua  Aylworth,  esq.  ga*e  to  the  poor  of  this  town  100/.  the  income  to 
be  distributed  in  bread  weekly  in  this  church,  for  ever.  Anno  Dom.  1720. 

“ Richard  Freeman  of  Batsford,  esq.  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  town  20/. 
for  ever.” 

The  parish  of  Stow  is  in  possession  of  two  closes  of  meadow  land,  each  con- 
sisting of  four  acres,  situate  within  a mile  of  Bampton  in  the  county  of  Oxford, 
bought  with  the  above  charities  of  Aylworth,  Greyhurst  and  Freeman.  The 
purchase  deed  is  dated  9th  October  1722,  and  the  premises  are  therein  de- 
scribed as  two  little  closes,  or  inclosed  grounds,  called  Horselease  and  Hay  Bank, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Bampton. 

The  two  closes  are  let  to  a farmer  at  Bampton  for  18/.  per  annum,  the  tenant 
paying  all  taxes ; which  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  Stow,  and 
distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor,  together  with  the  other  bread  charities. 
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Thomas  Compere’s  Charity. 

Upon  a Benefaction  Table  in  the  parish  church  it  is  stated,  that  “ Mr.  Thomas 
Compere,  citizen  of  London,  gave  150/.,  the  income  thereof  to  be  distributed 
in  bread  for  ever.  1715.” 

It  is  believed  that  this  money  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  agreeably 
to  the  directions  of  the  will,  together  with  the  sum  of  150  /.  which  was  left  by 
the  same  testator  to  the  parish  of  Winchcombe  for  the  same  purpose,  and  that 
a close  of  land  situate  near  Winchcombe,  called  the  Poor’s  Hill,  which  will  be 
noticed  under  the  charities  of  the  parish  of  Stow,  was  the  property  purchased 
with  the  donations  aforesaid,  and  the  same  has  accordingly  been  enjoyed  by  the 
two  parishes  of  Winchcombe  and  Stow,  in  undivided  moieties. 

This  land  is  now  arable,  but  was  formerly  grass  land.  It  is  let  to  a farmer 
who  lives  near  it,  and  pays  a rent  of  16/.  per  annum,  which  rent  is  divided 
equally  between  the  parishes  of  Winchcombe  and  Stow.  The  sum  of  8 /.  is  laid 
out  in  bread  by  the  churchwardens,  and  given  away  to  the  poor,  at  the  church, 
in  the  winter  season. 

Lady  Tracy’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : “ The  Hon.  Lady  Juliana  Tracy,  widow  of  Sir  John  Tracy,  Lady  Tracy’s 
of  Stanway,  bart.  gave  50s.  yearly,  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  in  bread.”  Charity. 

Lady  Juliana  Tracy’s  original  gift  was  50  /.  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Stow, 
which  was  afterwards  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  an  annuity  of  505.  secured  by 
indentures  dated  1st  and  2d  February  1702,  whereby  Simon  Ansell  therein 
described  granted  to  Edmund  Chamberlayne,  esq.,  and  others  therein  named, 
as  trustees,  a close  situate  in  Maugersbury,  containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres, 
commonly  called  the  Town  Close,  being  part  of  the  Three  Yard  Land,  as  therein 
mentioned,  to  hold  to  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits,  in  the  first  place,  to  pay  the  sum  of  505.  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Stow,  to  be  laid  out  by  them  in  bread  to  be  distributed 
weekly  in  the  church  of  Stow  aforesaid,  after  divine  service  in  the  morning,  to 
such  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  as  should  usually  resort  to  church,  and  attend 
divine  service,  in  such  manner  and  proportions  as  the  minister,  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor,  should  think  meet,  and  to  pay  the  residue  over  to  the 
said  Simon  Ansell,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 

Upon  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  of  Maugersbury  in  1766,  Thomas 
Blizard,  then  the  owner  of  the  close  at  Maugersbury,  by  the  consent  of  the 
commissioners,  exchanged  the  same  with  Edmund  Chamberlayne,  esq.  for  land 
in  his  possession  ; and  the  commissioners,  in  virtue  of  a power  given  them  by 

the  Act,  awarded  that  an  allotment  of  land  made  to Blizard  should  stand 

charged  with  the  payment  of  the  said  sum  of  50  5.  per  annum. 

This  allotment  was  afterwards  purchased  by Chamberlayne  of  Mr.  Lee 

Compere,  to  whom  the  allotment  had  descended,  and  it  was  agreed  between 
them  that  the  allotment  so  transfered  to  Mr.  Chamberlayne  should  be  exonerated 

I from  this  annuity,  and  that  other  land  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Compere  should 
be  liable  to  the  same  instead  of  the  land  so  taken  by  Mr.  Chamberlayne. 

The  land  so  made  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  505.  per  annum  is  situate  in 
the  parish  of  Broadwell,  and  the  owner  of  the  said  land  lias  ever  since  paid, 
and  still  continues  to  pay  the  same  annuity  to  the  churchwardens  of  Stow,  who 
lay  it  out  in  bread,  and  distribute  it  among  the  poor  in  the  manner  directed  by 
the  before  mentioned  deed  of  grant. 

Sarah  Chamberlayne’s  Charity. 

Sarah  Chamberlayne,  of  Maugersbury,  by  her  Will,  dated  8th  April  1734,  gave  Sarah  Chamber- 
to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Stow  the  interest  of  50  /.  to  be  distributed  in  bread,  'a>nes  Charity, 
yearly,  upon  Sundays,  in  the  parish  church  of  Stow  aforesaid,  to  such  of  the 
said  poor  as  should  come  thither  to  hear  divine  service. 

And  she  further  gave  the  interest  of  10/.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Maugersbury, 
to  be  distributed  in  bread,  on  Christmas-eve,  as  her  executor  should  think  fit, 
and  appointed  Edmund  Chamberlayne,  esq.  her  executor  and  residuary  legatee, 
who  proved  the  said  will  in  the  court  of  the  Bishop  of  Gloucester,  on  the  25th 
January  1752. 

The  interest  of  the  said  50/.  has  been  ever  since  regularly  paid  by  the  per- 
sonal representative  of  the  testatrix  to  the  churchwardens,  and  distributed  by 
them  in  bread  to  the  poor,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testatrix. 
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The  interest  of  the  10/.  does  not  appear  to  have  been  paid  in  the  recollection 
of  any  person  living,  but  the  churchwardens  have  declared  their  intention 
immediately  to  apply  to  the  proper  quarter  for  the  same. 

Mary  Hicks’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : “ Mrs.  Mary  Hicks,  of  Oxford,  gave,  by  Will,  made  in  De- 
cember 1805,  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  this  parish  300/.  to  be  laid  out 
by  them  in  government  or  real  security,  the  whole  of  which  sum,  deducting  the 
legacy  duty,  was  laid  out  by  them  in  the  purchase  of  319/.  10  5.  6d.  in  the  four 
per  cent  bank  annuities,  producing  annually  12/.  135.,  half  of  which  is  to  be 
distributed  at  Christmas,  in  bread  and  beef,  to  such  poor  persons,  and  in  such 
proportions,  as  the  said  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  shall  think 
fit,  and  the  other  half  thereof  at  Michaelmas,  in  coals,  to  such  poor  persons  as 
shall  be  resident  in  the  almshouses.” 

The  above-mentioned  stock  was  purchased  21st  June  1808,  and  the  dividends 
are  laid  out  as  follows : one  half  in  bread  and  beef,  which  is  given  to  the  poor  of 
the  parish  at  Christmas,  and  the  other  half  in  coals,  which  are  apportioned 
among  the  poor  of  the  almshouse  at  Michaelmas,  yearly,  under  the  superin- 
tendence of  the  rector. 

Danvers  Hodges’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : “ Danvers  Hoclges,  esq.  gave  3/.  a year  to  be  distributed  in 
bread.” 

From  a memorandum  in  the  churchwarden’s  book,  dated  31st  March  1766,  it 
appears  that  this  gift  of  Danvers  Hodges  of  31.  per  annum  was  charged  upon 
his  estate  in  the  parish  of  Broadwell. 

It  is  regularly  paid  by  Egerton  Leigh,  esq.,  the  present  proprietor  of  the  land 
charged,  to  the  churchwardens,  who  lay  it  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  to 
the  poor,  together  with  the  other  bread  charities  in  the  parish,  about  Christmas, 
annually. 

Thomas  Selvin’s  Charity. 

On  the  same  tablet  is  inscribed  as  follows  : — 

“ Thomas  Selvin , esq.  gave  a rent-charge  of  1/.  on  his  houses  in  Stow,  to  be 
distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor  of  this  town.” 

This  annual  sum  is  regularly  paid  by  the  proprietor  of  the  house  charged, 
and  is  also  distributed  in  bread,  with  the  other  charities. 

Rent-Charge  upon  the  Court  House. 

There  is  an  ancient  house  in  the  town  of  Stow,  called  the  Court  House, 
which  is  now  a dwelling-house,  and  the  property  of  a Mrs.  Gremmett,  out  of 
which  the  parish,  from  time  immemorial,  have  received  a payment  of  135.  4 d. 
which  forms  a part  of  the  sum  distributed  annually  in  bread.  Of  the  origin  of 
this  payment  to  the  parish  there  is  no  trace.

Poor’s  Land. 

About  sixty  years  ago,  an  inclosure  took  place  of  the  common  fields  of 
Maugersbury,  when  an  allotment  of  about  four  or  five  acres  was  made  to  the 
parish  of  Stow  out  of  the  waste  for  the  poor  to  cut  fuel. 

Church  Lands. 

The  parish  of  Stow  has  been  immemorially  in  possession  of  some  property 
called  Church  Lands,  the  rent  of  which  is  applicable  exclusively  to  the  repairs 
of  the  church.  They  are  now  let  for  20/.  10.?. 

Charities  of  Sarah  Thayer  and  Joseph  Morse. 

By  Indenture,  dated  1 6th  March  1718,  made  between  Sarah  Thayer,  of 
Dalston,  in  the  parish  of  Hackney,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  widow,  of  the 
one  part,  and  Anthony  Compeire  and  four  others,  therein  mentioned,  of  the 
other  part  ; reciting,  that  the  said  Sarah  Thayer,  being  desirous  to  found  and 
erect  a school  in  the  town  of  Stow,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  had  appointed 
the  said  Anthony  Compeire  and  others,  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
successors,  trustees,  for  the  better  management  of  the  said  school,  into  wdiose 
hands  she  had  put  the  sum  of  200/.  to  lay  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  in  fee, 
or  otherwise,  at  legal  interest,  for  the  perpetual  maintenance  of  the  said  school, 
and  to  pay  the  proceeds  of  the  same  to  a schoolmistress,  to  be  elected  by  the 
said  trustees,  or  a majority  of  them,  their  heirs  and  successors,  which  said 

schoolmistress 
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schoolmistress  should  teach  so  many  of  the  poor  female  children  born  or  in-  Stow-on -the- Wold, 
habiting  within  the  town  of  Stow  aforesaid,  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  — — 

or  a majority  of  them,  should  think  fit,  such  children  to  be  taught  to  read  and  Sarah  ThTer  and 
get  the  Assemblies  catechism  by  heart ; and  it  was  thereby  provided  and  declared  jo*ej)i,  Morse, 
that  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  should  be  laid  out  and  expended  by  the  said  continued. 

trustees  according  to  the  several  intents  aforesaid,  and  to  no  other  use ; the  ' ^ ' 

trustees  to  renew  their  number  when  reduced  to  three,  and  not  to  be  subject  to 
any  loss  not  arising  from  their  own  default. 

It  appears,  by  another  indenture,  dated  18th  December  1812,  made  between 
James  Beale  and  Samuel  Rawlins,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Beale,  Robert 
Collett  and  John  North  Wilkins,  of  the  other  part,  that  the  said  200/.  was  paid 
into  the  hands  of  one  John  Thorley,  who  lent  100/.  thereof,  in  his  own  name, 
upon  mortgage,  unto  William  Brown,  of  Chipping  Norton,  together  with  50  /. 
the  property  of  him  the  said  John  Thorley;  that  the  mortgaged  premises  were 
subject  to  a prior  mortgage,  and  that  the  prior  mortgagee  took  possesssion  of 
the  mortgaged  premises,  so  that  the  said  mortgage  failed  as  a security  for  the 
charity  money. 

It  further  appeared  by  the  said  indenture,  that  the  remaining  100  /.  of  the  said 
charity  money  came  to  the  hands  of  Richard  Boswell,  as  the  surviving  trustee 
of  the  charity,  who  lent  the  same,  on  bond,  to  Thomas  Harbert,  at  four  per 
cent,  in  the  name  of  the  said  Richard  Boswell,  which  being  paid  in,  together 
with  interest  thereon,  amounting  to  20/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  200/. 
three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  Richard  Boswell,  B.  Beddome  and 
W.  Palmer  ; and  that  James  Beale  and  Samuel  Rawlins  thereby  assigned  the 
same  to  John  Beale,  Robert  Collett  and  J.  N.  Wilkins. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  24th  March  1818,  between  the  Rev.  John  Ashley  and 
Jane,  his  wife,  of  the  first  part ; John  North  Wilkins,  of  the  second  part ; 

Harry  Collett,  William  Beddome,  John  Beale,  Robert  Collett,  and  the  said 
John  North  Wilkins,  of  the  third  part;  reciting  the  said  indenture  of  16th 
March  1718,  and  also  the  indenture  of  18th  December  1812,  the  substance 
of  which  respectively  has  been  above  given  ; and  reciting  the  will  of  one  Joseph 
Morse,  dated  14th  February  1782,  whereby  he  had  given  unto  Benjamin 
Beddome,  Samuel  Rollins,  Josiah  Hill  and  the  said  Harry  Collett,  100/.,  upon 
trust,  that  they  should  place  the  same  at  interest,  and  apply  the  produce  thereof, 
from  time  to  time,  for  the  use,  benefit  and  support  and  further  encouragement 
of  the  religious  society  or  meeting  at  Stow,  in  such  manner  as  they  or  the  major 
part  of  them  should  judge  most  fit ; and  that  he  had  directed,  that  on  the  decease 
of  any  two  or  more  of  his  trustees,  or  on  their  refusal  to  act,  the  survivors 
should  nominate  other  fit  persons  to  act  in  their  place  ; and  further,  that  soon 
after  the  decease  of  the  testator,  the  said  legacy  was,  with  other  monies,  raised 
for  the  purpose  of  augmenting  the  funds  of  the  said  congregation  at  Stow,  in- 
vested in  the  purchase  of  200/.  three  per  cent  consols  ; and  that  the  said  Harry 
Collett,  William  Beddome  and  J.  N.  Wilkins,  as  the  trustees  of  such  last  men- 
tioned fund,  were  possessed  of  the  said  stock;  and  reciting,  that  the  said  John 
Ashley  was  seised  of  the  messuage  and  other  hereditaments  thereinafter  par- 
ticularly mentioned  ; and  that  the  said  Harry  Collett,  William  Beddome, 

John  Beale,  Robert  Collett,  and  J.  N.  Wilkins,  with  a view  to  benefit  the  said 
trust  funds  as  aforesaid,  had  jointly  contracted  with  the  said  John  Ashley  for  the 
purchase  of  the  said  premises  for  310/.  being  the  produce  of  the  sale  of  the  two 
several  sums  of  200/.  and  200/.  three  per  cent  consols  : it  was  witnessed,  that 
in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  310/.,  the  said  John  Ashley  did  grant, 
bargain,  sell  and  confirm  unto  the  said  Harry  Collett,  William  Beddome,  John 
Beale,  Robert  Collett  and  J.  N.  Wilkins,  and  their  heirs,  all  that  messuage  or 
tenement  situate  in  Sheep-street,  in  Stow-on-the-Wold  aforesaid,  together  with 
the  piece  or  parcel  of  land  adjoining  thereto,  formerly  occupied  as  a garden  and 
then  used  as  a close,  and  the  yard,  garden,  stable,  brewhouse  and  other  out- 
buildings thereto  belonging,  as  the  same  then  were  in  the  occupation  of  the  said 
John  Ashley,  and  all  out  houses,  &c.  to  hold  the  same  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the 
said  trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever ; nevertheless,  as  to  one  moiety 
thereof,  upon  such  trusts  and  for  such  intents  and  purposes,  for  the  use,  benefit, 
support  and  further  encouragement  of  the  said  religious  society  or  meeting  at 
Stow-on-the-Wold  aforesaid,  as  were  mentioned  and  declared  in  the  will  of  the 
said  Joseph  Morse  ; and  as  to  the  other  moiety  of  the  same  hereditaments,  upon 
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such  trusts  and  for  such  intents  and  purposes,  for  the  benefit  and  advantage  of 
the  said  school  at  Stow-on -the- Wold  aforesaid,  as  were  mentioned  and  declared 
in  the  said  in  part  recited  indenture  of  l(ith  March  1718,  of  and  concerning  the 
sum  of  200/.  thereby  directed  to  be  laid  out  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said 
school. 

The  above-mentioned  premises  are  let  for  12  /.  a year,  one  moiety  of  which 
is  applied  towards  the  support  of  a Sunday  school  at  Stow,  and  the  other  moiety 
is  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  Baptists  congregation  at  Stow.

among  the  charities  reported  in  the  parish  of  Swinbrook,  in  the  county  of 

Sir  Geo. Fettiplace’s  Qxfor(j  ( gee  10  Rep.  p.  384),  by  which  it  appears  that  the  parish  of  Widford 
Charity.  receives  from  the  feoffees  of  Sir  George  Fettiplace’s  charity  the  sum  of 
51.  18^.  8 d.  per  annum,  which  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a coat  for  one  poor 
man  of  the  same  parish.

Windrush. 

The  Church  and 
Poor  Land. 


Church  Table  : “ Charity  given  to  this  church,  being  half  a yard  land,  for 
ever,  let  at  31.  105.  a year.” 

The  piece  of  land  above  mentioned  is  situate  in  the  parish  of  Windrush,  and 
consists  of  ten  acres  or  thereabouts,  of  which  eight  are  arable  and  the  remainder 
pasture.  The  parish  has  been  possessed  of  this  land  from  time  immemorial,  and 
it  has  always  been  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens,  who  now  let  it 
for  20  /.  per  annum.  The  rent  is  considered  as  entirely  applicable  to  the  repairs 
of  the  church  ; and  about  nine  years  ago  the  land  was  mortgaged  for  twenty 
years,  to  raise  the  stun  of  250/.  which  was  laid  out  in  new  roofing  and  pewing 
the  church. 

Under  an  Inclosure  Act,  which  took  place  about  fifty  years  ago,  an  allotment 
was  made  of  about  ten  acres  of  land  to  the  poor,  for  cutting  furze  for  fuel.

PARISH  OF  ALDERTON.

William  Higford’s  Charity. 

Alderton.  Church  Table  : “ William  Higford,  esq.  28  Henry  8,  left  61.  3s.  Id.  charged 

—777  , „ on  certain  lands  for  the  reparation  and  maintenance  of  the  utensils  and  orna- 
Charity.  ments  of  this  church  for  ever. 

The  lands  originally  assigned  to  the  above  objects  were  situate  in  the  open 
fields  of  Alderton,  which  being  about  twenty  years  ago  inclosed  under  an  Act 
of  Parliament,  an  allotment  wras  awarded  to  the  charity,  consisting  of  about  ten 
acres  of  land.  It  was  let  for  twelve  years,  under  the  Act,  to  a tenant,  in  con- 
sideration of  his  paying  81.  per  annum  as  rent  for  the  same,  and  undertaking  to 
complete  the  fencing.  That  tenancy  will  expire  at  Lady-day  next  (1829)  when 
it  is  expected  to  be  let  at  an  improved  rent. 

The  proceeds  have  been  applied  to  the  use  of  the  church,  and  duly 
accounted  for. 


Ciiari'ties 
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Charities  of  John  Page  and  Henry  Tovey. 

Church  Table  : “ John  Page,  yeoman,  in  the  year  1610,  gave  the  sum  of  12  /. 
to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish,  for  ever. 

“ Henry  Tovey,  by  his  will,  (no  date)  gave  the  sum  of  405.  to  the  poor  of 
this  parish,  for  ever.” 

The  above  two  donations  of  1 2/.  and  2/.  are  in  the  savings  bank  at  Tewkes- 
bury, and  produce  11  s.  3d.  annually,  which  is  distributed  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  among  the  poor  not  receiving  relief  from  the  parish,  chiefly  to 
widows. 

Poor’s  Land. 

Two  buts  or  small  pieces  of  land,  together  about  half  an  acre,  supposed  to 
have  been  left  by  the  Higford  family  lor  the  use  of  the  poor,  are  now  in  the 
possession  of  the  parish.  These  pieces  were  formerly  let  for  25.  only  per  annum; 
but  since  the  inclosure  above-mentioned,  they  have  been  put  together,  and  are 
now  let  for  1 /.  105.  by  the  year.  They  are  used  as  garden  ground. 

This  money  is  distributed,  together  with  the  interest  of  the  two  sums  given 
by  John  Page  and  Henry  'Tovey  among  poor  widows  of  the  parish  not  habitually 
receiving  parish  relief. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Higford’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Fligford,  late  of  Alderton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  by  The  Rev.  Henry 
his  Will,  dated  7th  December  1794,  directed  that  his  executor  should,  within  Higford’s  Charity, 
six  months  after  his  decease,  place  out  at  interest  the  full  sum  of  200/.  part  of 
the  residue  of  his  estate  and  effects,  upon  real  security,  or  invest  the  same  in 
the  public  funds,  as  he  should  think  proper,  in  his  own  name,  or  in  the  name  or 
names  of  such  other  person  or  persons  as  he  should  nominate,  and  that  the  same 
I should  be  continued  at  interest  upon  such  security,  and  from  time  to  time  called 
in,  or  received  and  replaced  at  interest,  upon  such  security  as  aforesaid,  as 
occasion  might  require  ; and  that  the  interest  and  dividends  thereof,  as  the  same 
should  arise  half-yearly,  should  be  expended  in  purchasing  and  providing  articles 
of  household  furniture  and  wearing  apparel  for  the  poorest  parishioners  of 
Alderton  aforesaid,  not  receiving  assistance  from  the  monies  arising  from  the 
poor  rates,  to  be  applied  and  distributed  from  time  to  time  according  to  the 
discretion  of  the  rector  for  the  time  being  of  the  said  parish  of  Alderton. 

And  the  said  testator  appointed  Mr.  James  Paul  Smyth,  executor  of  his  said 
will. 

The  said  executor  laid  out  the  200  /.  so  bequeathed  in  the  purchase  of 
320/.  135.  three  per  cent  consols,  which  now  stand  in  his  name.  The  dividends, 
j amounting  to  9/*  125.  4c?.  per  annum  have  since  his  decease  been  received  by 
■ Mr.  G.  W.  Smyth,  of  New  Bond-street,  and  by  him  regularly  paid  to  the  rector 
1 of  the  parish  of  Alderton,  by  whom  it  is  bestowed  in  clothing  among  the  poor 
not  receiving  parish  relief. 


PARISH  OF  ASHCHURCH. 

William  Ferrers’s  Charity. 

William  Ferrers,  by  his  Will,  dated  17th  September  1G25,  devised  to  the  Ashchurch. 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  church  of  Ashchurch,  and  their  successors,  for  w n ni]77^rrers’s 
ever,  an  annuity  or  rent-charge  of  20/.  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  manor  or  lord-  1 c^nty1  ^ 
ship  of  Skellingthorpe,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and  other  manors,  lands  and 
hereditaments  conveyed  and  assured  by  an  indenture,  dated  12th  September 
1625,  to  hold  to  the  said  churchwardens  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  to  be 
disposed  of  by  them,  with  the  consent  of  such  of  his  kindred  as  should  inhabit 
in  the  said  parish  of  Ashchurch,  from  time  to  time  as  follows  : 10/.  yearly  thereof 
amongst  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  said  parish  of  Ashchurch;  51. 
thereof  yearly  towards  repairing  the  highway  going  from  Fiddington  to  Tewkes- 
bury, by  the  way  of  Walton,  or  by  the  way  of  Ashchurch,  or  of  some  other  needful 
highways  or  places  near  about  Fiddington  ; and  the  other  51.,  residue  of  the 
said  annuity,  for  and  towards  the  better  maintenance  of  a preacher,  who  should 
be  resident  in  the  said  parish,  and  who  should  ordinarily  and  weekly  preach  the 
word  of  God  in  the  said  church  of  Ashchurch  ; but  if  it  should  happen  that 
there  should  be  no  preacher  resident  there,  or  that  should  ordinarily  and  weekly 
preach  in  the  said  church,  then  the  same  51.  should  be  distributed  to  and  amongst 
the  poor  people  of  the  said  parish  of  Ashchurch. 
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The  churchwarden  receives  from  the  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  in  Lon- 
don, who  are  in  possession  of  the  estate,  Y]l.  10s.  annually  the  said  rent- 
charge  being  reduced  to  that  sum  by  the  land-tax.  Out  of  this  sum  4/.  7 s.  6d. 
is  paid  to  the  minister  of  the  parish,  4/.  7 s.  (id.  to  the  surveyor  of  the  highways, 
and  81.  1 5s.  is  distributed  among  130  of  the  poor,  in  very  small  sums;  but  a 
more  discriminate  and  proportionate  distribution  is  undertaken  to  be  made  in 
future. 

Thomas  Haynes’s  Charity. 

Church  Table:  “ Thomas  Haynes , citizen  of  London,  gave  405.  a year  to 
the  poor  of  this  parish,  or  the  profit  of  501.  to  be  laid  out  in  land.” 

The  501.  was  not  laid  out  in  land,  but  Miss  Smithsand,  the  personal  repre- 
sentative of  the  donor,  acknowledges  herself  to  be  liable  to  this  sum,  and  pays 
interest  at  four  per  cent  for  it  to  the  churchwardens,  who  distribute  it,  together 
with  the  money  derived  under  Ferrer’s  charity  before  mentioned. 

Charles  Parsons’s  Charity. 

Church  Table : “ Charles  Parsons , of  Breedon,  gentleman,  by  his  Will, 
dated  in  1713,  gave  20  s.  a year,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  upon  Christmas-day, 
to  such  of  the  poor  as  should  regularly  attend  divine  service,  chargeable  on  a 
meadow  called  Butshum,  situate  at  Kinsham,  in  the  parish  of  Breedon.” 

Mr.  William  Mumford,  a farmer  in  the  parish  of  Kemerton,  is  the  proprietor 
of  the  land  so  charged ; and  orders  a baker  to  supply  205.  worth  of  bread  on 
Christmas-day,  which  is  distributed  among  the  poor  after  divine  service. 

On  the  same  Benefaction  Table  there  is  also  the  following  inscription  : — “ To 
the  church  belong  three  ridges  of  land,  lying  next  Mr.  Clifton’s  orchard,  in  a 
piece  of  pasture  land  called  Church  Field  ; also  a piece  of  pasture  land,  lying 
on  the  north  side  the  church,  containing  about  one  acre.” 

These  lands  together  are  let  for  31.  per  annum,  which  is  received  by  the 
churchwardens,  and  carried  to  the  church  account. 


PARISH  OF  CLIFFORD  CHAMBERS. 

Sir  Hugh  Casnell’s  Charity. 

This  gift  of  Sir  Hugh  Casnell , formerly  of  Stratford-upon-Avon,  is  of  very 
ancient  date.  The  original  document  seems  to  be  no  longer  in  existence ; but 
the  charity  is  recognised  in  a series  of  old  feoffments,  as  having  for  its  object 
the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Clifford  Chambers. 

By  a deed  poll,  dated  20th  December  1667,  Charles  Vine  and  Jerome  Brown, 
described  as  the  surviving  feoffees  of  the  charity  premises,  for  the  accomplish- 
ment and  execution  of  the  charitable  mind  and  godly  purposes  of  the  said 
Sir  Hugh  Casnell,  granted  and  confirmed  unto  Henry  Dighton,  and  the  several 
other  persons  therein  named,  a messuage  situate  in  the  High-street,  in  Strat- 
ford-upon-Avon ; all  those  tofts,  whereon  two  messuages  did  lately  stand,  but 
had  been  burnt  down,  in  Bridge-street,  in  Stratford-upon-Avon,  in  a place 
there  called  the  Middle  Row  $ another  messuage,  as  therein  described  ; a mes- 
suage or  tenement  situate  in  Stratford  aforesaid,  in  a place  there  called  Chapel- 
lane,  with  the  garden  plot  and  backside  thereunto  belonging,  bounded  as  therein 
mentioned ; and  a messuage  or  tenement  situate  in  Stratford-upon-Avon,  in 
a place  called  the  Swines-street ; to  hold  the  said  messuages,  tofts,  heredita- 
ments and  premises,  to  the  said  flenry  Dighton  and  others  therein  mentioned, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  uses,  intents  and  purposes  before  that  time 
laudably  had  and  used  by  their  predecessors,  and  not  otherwise. 

The  house  above  described  to  be  in  Chapel-lane,  was,  by  an  indenture, 
made  29th  August  1758,  between  the  surviving  trustees  of  the  said  charity, 
of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Francis  Gastrell,  of  Stratford-upon-Avon,  and 
George  Huxley,  of  the  same  place,  of  the  other  part,  conveyed  to  and  to  the 
use  of  the  said  Francis  Gastrell,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  exchange  for  a 
messuage  or  tenement  in  Stratford-upon-Avon,  in  a street  there  called  the 
Sheep-street,  and  then  divided  into  two  tenements,  which  by  the  same  deed 

was 
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was  conveyed  by  the  said  Francis  Gastrell  to  the  said  surviving  trustees,  to  Clifford  Chambers, 
the  uses  of  the  said  charity. 

The  property  now  belonging  to  this  charity  consists  of,— 

A messuage  or  premises  in  the  High-street  in  Stratford-upon- 
Avon,  now  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Wheeler,  a tenant 
from  year  to  year,  at  the  annual  rent  of  - 

This  is  a very  small  house,  and  considering  the  money 
which  the  tenant  has  laid  out  in  repairs,  the  above  rent  is 
thought  to  have  hitherto  been  enough;  but  as  it  is  some 
years  since  the  tenant  has  occupied  it  at  an  easy  rent,  an 
increase  of  that  rent  is  now  in  contemplation. 

A messuage  and  premises  in  the  Bridge-street,  in  Stratford,  in  the 

occupation  of Hutchins,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the 

rent  of  ---------- 

which  is  considered  an  adequate  rent. 

A messuage  and  premises  in  Swine-street,  in  Stratford,  in  the  oc- 
cupation of  Mrs.  Webb,  also  a yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of 

This  is  a very  mean  house,  and  in  the  occupation  of  a 
poor  widow  woman. 

The  two  messuages  which  have  come  by  the  above  exchange  are 
situate  in  Sheep  street,  Stratford,  and  have  been  demised  by  a 
lease,  dated  6th  January  1818,  to  Thomas  Mills,  a surgeon,  for  , 
the  term  of  thirty-seven  years,  from  29th  September  preceding 
the  date  of  the  lease,  for  the  rent  of  - 

which  was  the  same  rent  for  which  it  had  been  let  imme- 
diately previous  to  the  last-mentioned  lease.  The  lessee  had 
expended  320/.  in  alterations,  reparations  and  new  buildings 
upon  the  premises. 

These  rents  make  the  income  of  the  charity  - - £.  25  14  — 


This  income  has  hitherto  been  distributed,  in  bread,  among  the  poor  without 
distinction  between  those  receiving  and  those  not  receiving  parish  relief ; but  it 
is  undertaken  in  future  to  make  a more  discriminate  distribution,  founded 
upon  an  inquiry  into  the  particular  cases  of  the  poor. 

Thomas  Jackson’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Jackson , of  Clifford  Chambers,  by  his  Will,  dated  5th  November  Thomas  Jackson’s 
1649,  bequeathed  the  sum  of  150/.  to  be  employed  to  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Charity, 
poor  of  Clifford  Chambers  aforesaid,  and  school  there,  in  such  manner  as  his 
executors  should  think  fit,  and  made  Joseph  Dighton,  esquire,  and  others,  his 
executors. 

It  appears  that  there  was  due  from  one  Thomas  Godwin,  to  the  said  testator, 

Thomas  Jackson,  for  principal  and  interest,  certain  sums,  making  in  the  whole 
139/.  10-s.  on  the  security  of  a certain  messuage  or  tenement  in  Teddington, 
in  the  parish  of  Alveston,  in  the  county  of  Warwick  ; one  yard  land  and 
half  a yard  land,  and  a quarter  of  a yard  land,  lying  in  the  common  fields  of 
Alveston  aforesaid,  which  had  been  used  and  enjoyed  with  the  said  messuage  ; 
and  also  the  third  part  of  one  acre  of  meadow  ground,  into  three  parts  divided, 
lying  in  Teddington  Meadow,  which  had  been  demised  by  him  to  the  said 
Jackson,  for  the  term  of  300  years,  by  way  of  mortgage. 

We  find,  from  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees,  that  the  sum  of 
50/.  was  added  by  the  executors  to  the  sum  given  by  the  testator,  Thomas 
Jackson,  making  the  sum  of  200/.  which  they  paid  to  the  mortgagor,  Thomas 
Godwin,  for  his  equity  of  redemption  in  the  said  premises,  and  in  consideration 
of  which  the  said  Thomas  Godwin,  by  an  indenture,  bearing  date  29th  Novem- 
ber 1652,  remised  and  released  unto  the  said  trustees  the  said  proviso  for 
redeeming  the  same. 

In  pursuance  of  a treaty  between  the  executors  and  Thomas  Godwin,  by 
an  indenture  dated  1st  December  1652,  the  said  Thomas  Godwin  conveyed 
the  inheritance  in  fee  of  the  said  premises  to  the  said  Henry  Dighton  and 
others,  their  heirs  and  assigns;  and  in  further  pursuance  of  the  said  contract,  by 
an  indenture,  bearing  date  20th  December  1652,  the  said  Henry  Dighton  and 
others,  the  said  trustees  demised  the  said  premises  to  the  said  Thomas  Godwin, 
his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  for  the  term  of  200  years,  at  the  yearly 
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rent  of  10/.,  so  that  in  December  1852,  the  inheritance  in  fee  simple  of  the 
said  premises  will  devolve  upon  the  charity. 

The  inheritance  in  these  premises,  subject  to  the  unexpired  residue  of  the 
term  of  two  hundred  years,  has  been  regularly  brought  down  by  a series  of 
transfers  to  the  present  trustees,  the  last  conveyance  bearing  date  25th  August 
1818,  under  which  there  are  nine  trustees  now  living. 

Under  an  Act  of  Parliament,  which  passed  in  the  year  1771,  for  inclosing  the 
common  fields  of  Alveston,  an  allotment  of  43  a.  & 35  p.  out  of  the  said  common 
fields,  was  made  to  Edward  Stanley,  on  whom  the  property  had  devolved  under 
the  said  lease  of  200  years,  in  lieu  of  the  original  premises,  which  were  included 
in  that  lease.  The  award  expresses  the  allotment  to  be  made  to  Edward 
Stanley,  in  lieu  of  his  one  yard  land  and  a half  and  a quarter  of  a yard  land, 
subject  to  a rent-charge  of  10/.  a year,  payable  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Clifford  Chambers. 

Seven  pounds  ten  shillings  used  to  be  allowed  to  a schoolmaster  for  teaching  the 
poor  children  of  the  parish,  and  the  residue,  2/.  10s.  was  given  in  bread.  This 
was  the  practice  down  to  1817,  as  appears  by  the  accounts.  The  schoolmaster 
died  in  that  year,  and  the  small  sum  applicable  to  this  object  was  found  not  suffi- 
cient to  induce  a competent  person  to  undertake  the  office ; since  that  year, 
however,  a Sunday  school  has  been  carried  on  in  the  parish,  and  to  the  person 
conducting  the  same  (a  poor  man  in  the  village)  2s.  a week  has  been  paid  out  of 
the  general  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  applicable  to  the  relief  of  the  poor. 
In  the  mean  time,  no  daily  school  being  in  existence,  the  10/.  a year  payable 
out  of  the  premises  at  Alveston  under  the  said  lease  was  not  called  for  till  the 
year  1822,  when  the  arrears,  which  had  accumulated  to  50/.  were  paid  and 
brought  to  account  by  the  trustees.  From  that  time,  the  trustees  have  suffered 
the  arrears  of  the  10/.  rent  again  to  accumulate,  and  there  is  due  for  the  same 
at  this  present  time  about  60/.  the  trustees  having  thought  it  advisable  to  raise 
in  this  way  an  additional  fund,  for  providing  a more  adequate  support  for  a 
weekly  school  in  the  parish.  They  now  propose  either  to  receive  the  60/.  and 
invest  it,  or  to  obtain  from  the  present  possessor  of  the  lands  at  Alveston 
a written  acknowledgement  of  his  being  accountable  for  the  principal  sum  of 
60/.  with  an  undertaking  to  pay  interest  for  the  same,  and  to  apply  the  interest 
received  through  either  of  the  above  channels,  together  with  the  10/.  rent,  and 
any  further  aid  they  may  be  able  to  obtain  by  subscription  or  otherwise,  towards 
establishing  a weekly  school  in  the  parish. 

There  is  a small  messuage  in  the  village,  formerly  erected  by  the  inhabitants, 
for  the  use  of  the  poor,  in  which  the  school  used  to  be  kept ; and  it  is  now 
proposed,  out  of  the  general  funds  for  the  poor  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees,  to 
put  that  tenement  in  a state  of  decent  repair,  so  as  to  fit  it  again  for  the  same 
purpose.  The  present  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  is  13/.  5s.  6d. 

The  Rev.  John  Loggin’s  Charity. 

This  parish  participates  in  the  Rev.  John  Loggin’s  charity,  which  has  been 
particularly  set  forth  in  the  parish  of  Swalcliffe,  in  Oxfordshire.  See  12  Rep. 
p.  191. 

Upon  an  average,  the  parish  receives  between  4/.  and  5/.  annually,  which  is 
laid  out  in  cloth  to  make  shirts  for  the  poor. 

Lister  Dighton’s  Charity. 

The  late  Lister  Digliton , esq.  of  the  parish  of  Clifford  Chambers,  by  his  Will, 
dated  2d  December  1805,  gave  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  same 
parish  for  the  time  being,  the  sum  of  20  /.  to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  such 
interest  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  to  the  poor  of  Clifford  Chambers  on 
Saint  Thomas’s- day  for  ever. 

This  money  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  rector,  the  Rev.  Arthur  Annesley, 
who  distributes  20 s.  worth  of  bread  every  Saint  Thomas’s-day  among  the  poor. 
Mr.  Annesley  has  agreed  to  give  a note  of  hand  by  way  of  acknowledgment,  to 
be  deposited  in  the  parish  chest. 

In  the  year  1740,  a charity  of  1 /.  a year,  issuing  out  of  houses  by  the  water- 
side at  Stratford,  was  given  by  one  Henry  Tomes,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  for 
the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Stratford  and  Cliff,  to  be  given  upon  Good  Friday. 
The  same  was  constantly  paid  till  about  the  year  1750,  from  which  time  it  has 
been  discontinued. 
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PARISH  OF  FORTHAMPTON. 

Church  Land. 

There  is  a small  plot  of  arable  land,  comprising  about  one  acre  and  a quarter, 
which  has  been  immemorially  in  the  possession  of  the  parish,  and  the  rent 
applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  church ; but  it  is  not  known  from  whom  this 
property  came  to  the  parish.  The  churchwardens  let  the  land  for  two  guineas 
a year. 

Elizabeth  Haywood’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Haywood,  by  her  Will,  dated  20th  December  1738,  gave  51.  for 
the  poor  of  Forthampton,  to  be  laid  out  by  her  brother,  Thomas  Haywood,  in 
lands,  and  directed  the  lands  to  be  purchased  in  his  name,  and  the  annual  income 
distributed  on  Christmas-day  yearly  in  bread  amongst  the  poor  of  Forthampton, 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  same  parish. 

The  said  Thomas  Haywood,  brother  of  the  testatrix,  by  an  Indenture,  dated 
24th  June  1740,  reciting  the  said  bequest,  and  that  he  had  found  no  opportu- 
nity of  purchasing  any  lands  of  the  value  of  5 l.  and  might  not  during  his  life, 
and  that  he  was  desirous  of  securing  the  payment  of  5s.  a year  to  buy  the  poor 
bread  ; and  also  reciting,  that  he  had  an  inclosed  piece  of  land  in  Forthampton, 
called  Swift’s  Acre,  lying  next  to  an  acre  of  land  settled  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  Forthampton,  did  thereby  grant  unto  Richard  Dowdeswell  and  two  other 
persons  therein  mentioned,  the  said  close  called  Swift’s  Acre,  to  hold  the  same 
to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  said  sum  or 
rent  of  5s.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Forthampton,  to  be  distributed 
in  bread  amongst  the  poor  of  that  parish,  with  a power  of  distress  for  compelling 
payment  of  the  said  annuity. 

The  acre  called  Swift’s  Acre  is  well  known,  and  the  present  proprietor  regu- 
larly pays  the  5 s.  per  annum,  which  is  distributed  in  bread  among  the  poor  on 
Saint  Thomas’s-day. 


PARISH  OF  KEMERTON. 

John  Wright’s  Charity. 

By  an  Indenture,  bearing  date  12th  December,  11  Car,  I.  John  Wright , 
of  Kemerton  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  yeoman,  charged  his  messuage 
or  dwellinghouse  situate  at  Kemerton  aforesaid,  and  Breedon,  in  the  county  of 
Worcester,  with  the  payment  of  105.,  to  be  paid  yearly  on  St.  Thomas’s-day 
and  Good  Friday,  by  equal  portions  to  be  distributed  in  bread  on  the  said 
days,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  people  of  Kemerton  as  to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  thereof  for  the  time  being  should  seem  meet  and  convenient. 

This  rent-charge  of  105.  is  regularly  paid  by  the  owner  of  the  houses 
charged,  and  laid  out  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  in  bread,  which  is 
distributed  in  the  church  among  the  poor  after  divine  service. 

The  original  deed  of  grant  could  not  be  produced;  but  an  entire  copy  of  it  is 
in  the  possession  of  the  corporation  of  Tewkesbury. 

The  parish  is  in  possession  of  9 a.  2 r.  35 p.  of  land,  lying  together  on 
Green  Hill  and  Merkham  Hill  in  the  same  parish,  which  were  allotted  to  certain 
trustees,  under  the  Kemerton  Inclosure  Act  passed  in  1773,  in  trust  for  the 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  and  their  successors  ; and  also  of  a parcel  of 
land  containing  1 r.  & 15 p.  situate  on  Green  Hill  aforesaid,  allotted  to  the  same 
trustees,  intrust  for  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  under  the  same 
Inclosure  Act. 

The  trustees  have  been  long  since  dead,  and  their  places  have  not  been 
filled  up. 

The  lands  have  lately  been  let  on  lease  for  seven  years,  at  the  rent  of  14/.  per 
annum,  and  the  whole  rent  has  been  hitherto  expended  in  the  repairs  of 
the  church  ; but  the  churchwardens  have  agreed  that  the  proceeds  of  the 
allotment  made  to  the  overseers  shall  hereafter  be  applied  to  the  relief  of 
the  poor.

PARISH  OF  LOWER  LEMINGTON. 

Archbishop  Juxon’s  Charities. 

It  is  recorded  in  a table  in  the  church,  bearing  date  15th  November  1785, 
that  two  closes  of  land,  formerly  called  Walkers’s  Closes,  situate  in  the  parish  of 
Battisford  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  were  vested  in  the  heirs  of  the  Juxon 
family,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Lower  Lemington  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester ; and  the  same  table  also  mentions,  that  Dr.  William  Juxon 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  by  his  will,  dated  20th  September  1662,  gave 
100/.  to  the  parish  of  Little  Compton  in  the  said  county  (increased  to  115/. 
by  three  years  interest),  100/.  to  the  parish  of  Lemington  in  the  same  county, 
and  to  the  parish  of  Toddenham  in  the  same  county,  50/.  The  same  document, 
after  stating  that  these  charitable  funds  had  been  misapplied  for  some  years, 
informs  us,  that  on  the  10th  November  1761,  Humphrey  Marriott,  by  order  of 
Susanna  Viscountess  Fane  (theretofore  the  widow  and  relict  of  Sir  William 
Juxon,  baronet),  for  the  preservation  of  the  said  trust  money,  had  invested 
the  100/.  coming  to  this  parish  in  the  purchase  of  143/.  16s.  Id.  three 
per  cent  consols,  producing  the  yearly  interest  of  4/.  6s.  2 d.  now  standing 
in  the  names  of  Lord  Redesdale  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Boughton,  vicar  of 
Blockley. 

One  of  the  above  closes  is  situate  near  Knott’s  Marsh,  and  contains 
1a.  3r.  8p.,  and  the  other  lies  near  the  Shepston  road,  and  contains  2a.  2r.  2p. 
making  a total  of  4 a.  1 r.  10 p.  We  understand  that  they  are  now  let  for  12/. 
a year,  and  that  the  land  tax  has  been  redeemed. 

This  rent  added  to  the  interest  above  mentioned,  making  together  an  income 
of  16/.  6 s.  2 d.,  is  applied  by  the  incumbent  minister,  or  under  his  direction,  to 
such  poor  of  the  parish  as  he  deems  proper  objects  of  the  benefaction. 


PARISH  OF  SHENINGTON. 

J.  Davenport’s  Charity. 

Church  Table. — “ J.  Davenport,  of  the  city  of  London,  gentleman,  left  at  his 
death,  in  the  year  1734,  120/.  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Shenington.” 

A considerable  part  of  the  above  bequest  has  been  long  since  lost  to  the  parish, 
by  having  been  lent  out  to  different  persons  without  security ; but  the 
Rev.  Robert  Edward  Hughes,  the  present  incumbent,  states,  that  his  father, 
who  preceded  him  in  the  rectory,  recovered  part  of  the  money  so  lent  out,  and 
invested  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  119/.  8s.  three  per  cent  old  annuities,  in 
which  stock  that  sum  at  present  stands  in  the  names  of  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish. 

The  rector  receives  the  annual  dividend,  amounting  to  SI.  11s.  Jd.,  which 
is  distributed  by  himself  and  the  churchwardens  among  the  poor  of  the  parish. 


J.  Ward’s  Charity. 

On  the  same  Table,  it  is  also  stated,  that  “ J.  Ward  left  by  Will,  dated 
4th  November  1812,  40/.  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Shenington 
parish,  the  interest  to  be  distributed  in  the  manner  following  ; viz.  one  half 
in  January,  in  bread,  among  popr  men  of  the  age  of  57,  and  poor  widows  of  the 
age  of  55  years  of  Shenington  parish,  and  the  other  half  in  money  every  year, 
in  April,  among  the  aforesaid  men  and  widows  and  fatherless  children  when 
in  distress.” 

The  above  sum  of  40/.  now  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  executor  of 
the  testator,  a farmer  resident  in  the  village,  who  regularly  pays  interest  for  the 
same  to  the  churchwardens,  by  whom  it  is  distributed,  with  the  concurrence  of 
the  rector,  among  the  poor  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  STANWAY. 

The  Viscountess  Hereford’s  Charity. 

The  late  Viscountess  Hereford , who  died  in  1817,  left,  by  her  Will,  to  her 
sister,  Lady  Elcho,  Thomas  Francis  Jennings,  the  Rev.  Joseph  Lightfoot,  the 
then  vicar  of  the  parish  of  Stanway,  and  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish 

for 
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for  the  time  being,  the  sum  of  500/.  to  be  invested  in  the  public  funds, 
in  trust  to  pay  and  apply  the  interest  and  dividends  arising  therefrom  to  and 
amongst  the  poor  of  Stanway,  Treddington,  and  Wood  Stanway  for  ever,  the 
same  to  be  applied  in  clothes,  provision  or  money,  or  in  such  other  manner  as 
her  said  trustees  might  in  their  discretion  think  fit ; and  she  directed,  that  in  case 
of  the  death  of  her  said  trustees,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  her  said  sister,  if  living, 
or  in  case  of  her  decease  the  next  succeeding  branch  of  the  family  to  the  estates 
of  Stanway,  should  nominate  a proper  trustee  or  trustees  for  the  said  charity,  so 
as  to  keep  up  the  same  for  ever,  but  the  vicar  of  the  said  parish  and  the 
churchwardens  for  the  time  being  were  always  to  be  of  the  number;  and 
she  gave  to  the  same  trustees  for  the  time  being  the  further  sum  of  120 /.  in 
trust  to  be  invested  as  aforesaid,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  to  a man  duly 
qualified  for  the  instruction  of  a Sunday  school  at  Stanway. 

Lady  Hereford’s  personal  estate  not  proving  sufficient  to  pay  the  said  legacies 
in  full,  there  was  a proportional  abatement  of  them.  The  monies  received  by 
the  trustees  have  been  from  time  to  time  invested,  and  the  sum  of  332/.  19s.  8 d. 
in  the  three  per  cent  consols  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Earl  of  Wemyss 
and  March,  the  Rev.  Frederick  Edward  Witts  the  vicar  of  Stanway,  and  the 
Rev.  Frederick  Aston  the  curate  of  Stanwav,  and  the  dividends  thereof  are 
received  by  the  vicar,  and  applied  in  proportional  parts,  agreeably  to  the 
testatrix’s  directions,  between  the  poor  inhabitants  and  the  Sunday  school.

PARISH  OF  TEWKESBURY. 

CHARITIES  UNDER  THE  MANAGEMENT  OF  THE  CORPORATION. 


The  Almshouse  under  Queen  Mary’s  Charter. 


Tewkesbury. 


By  Letters  Patent,  in  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  Queen  Mary,  reciting,  . . 

that  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  upon  humble  petition  to  him  made  by  13  poor  ^^lanagemeliTo^' 6 
men  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Tewkesbury,  almsmen  of  the  late  dissolved  the  Corporation : 
monastery  of  Tewkesbury,  for  that  the  last  late  abbot  and  his  predecessors,  The  Almshouse 
according  to  a certain  godly  foundation  of  the  said  late  monastery,  were  bound  under  Queen  Mary’s 
to  find,  and  did  find  in  perpetual  alms,  13  poor  impotent  aged,  lame  and  needy  Charter, 
persons,  commonly  called  the  Founder’s  Thirteen  Almsmen,  of  the  town  and 
parish  of  Tewkesbury,  giving  to  every  of  them  10 d.  a week,  yearly,  for  their 
diet,  6 s.  8 d.  yearly  every  of  them  for  their  gowns,  and  31.  6 s.  8 d.  yearly  for 
the  rents  of  all  their  houses  ; which  said  13  poor  men  had,  upon  the  dissolution 
of  the  said  late  monastery,  been  disallowed  of  the  premises,  did  grant  the  same 
premises  in  due  form  to  be  paid  by  his  general  receivers  of  his  said  monastery, 
to  every  of  the  said  13  poor  almsmen  ; and  that  as  nine  of  the  said  13  had 
died,  and  none  others  had  been  placed  in  their  rooms,  for  want  of  a provision 
in  the  said  grant  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth,  for  supplying  such  vacancies,  she 
therefore,  the  said  Queen,  did  thereby  nominate  the  nine  poor  persons  therein 
mentioned,  to  supply  the  rooms  of  those  that  were  so  deceased;  and  for  perpetual 
continuance  thereof  did  grant  unto  Sir  Henry  Jerningham,  her  Majesty’s  vice- 
chamberlain full  power  and  authority,  during  his  life,  and  after  his  decease,  to 
such  other  person  as  for  the  time  being  should  be  vice-chamberlain  to  the  said 
Queen,  her  heirs  and  successors,  full  power  and  authority  to  nominate  and 
appoint  for  ever  the  full  number  of  13  almsmen,  such  as  should  be  poor,  aged 
and  impotent  needy  persons,  within  the  said  town  and  parish  of  Tewkesbury, 
according  to  the  said  godly  foundation.  And  her  said  Majesty  further  directed 
that  the  bailiffs  of  the  said  town  of  Tewkesbury  should,  from  time  to  time,  upon 
the  decease  of  any  of  the  said  13  almsmen,  forthwith  put  in  writing  three  of 
the  names  of  the  most  poor,  aged,  lame  or  impotent  needy  persons,  dwelling 
within  the  said  town  or  parish  ; and  the  same  should  certify  to  the  vice- 
chamberlain of  her  said  Majesty,  her  heirs  and  successors,  who  should  speedily 
put  in  writing  under  his  seal  one  of  the  said  three  persons  whom  he  should 
judge  most  needy  to  supply  the  room  of  him  so  deceased,  and  so  from  time 
to  time.  And  that  every  of  the  said  13  almsmen  should  receive  after  the 
rate  of  10  c?.  per  week,  yearly,  every  of  them  65.  8 d.  the  piece  for  the  price 
of  their  gowns,  and  five  marks  yearly  for  their  house  rent,  to  be  paid  by  her 
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Majesty’s  general  receivers  of  her  said  county  of  Gloucester,  at  Lady-day 
and  Michaelmas-dav,  by  even  portions  for  ever. 

Upon  inquiry  we* find,  that  the  chamberlain  of  the  corporation  receives  from 
the  auditor  for  the  county  of  Gloucester  every  year  331.  i6s.;  21.  Os.  8 d. 
being  paid  for  the  receipt  stamp  and  office  fees,  which  together  would  make 
the  total  sum  of  351.  16  s.  8 d.  the  amount  of  the  several  sums  granted  by  the 
said  letters  patent ; viz.

The  application  of  the  above  sum  has  long  been  simplified  into  the  pay- 
ment of  1 s.  a week  to  each  of  the  said  almsmen,  which  brings  the  amount 
to  a level  with  the  sum  actually  received  after  the  fees  of  office  are  deducted ; 
viz.  331.  165. 

The  almspeople  have  no  house  or  local  establishment,  so  that  the  charity 
could  not  be  applied  literally  according  to  the  intentions  of  the  donor. 

The  persons  benefited  under  this  charity  are  generally  old  men,  living  in  the 
town,  past  their  labour,  and  such  as  have  lived  decently  and  respectably. 


Sir  Francis  Russell’s  Almshouses. 

Sir  FrancisRusselPs  Sir  Francis  Russell,  by  an  Indenture,  dated  6th  March  1674-,  granted  to  certain 
Almshouses.  persons  therein  named,  and  the  chamberlain  of  the  town  and  corporation  of 
Tewkesbury  for  the  time  being,  their  heirs,  assigns  and  successors,  all  those 
chambers,  messuages  or  tenements,  lying  together  in  one  range,  having  the 
ground  there  called  the  Warkhey  on  the  north  side,  and  the  church-yard  of 
Tewkesbury  on  the  south  side ; a plot  of  ground,  being  parcel  of  the  said 
ground  called  the  Warkhey,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  also  a plot 
or  parcel  of  ground  lying  in  Smith’s-lane,  in  Tewkesbury,  containing  in 
length  from  the  High  Street  there  towards  the  River  Avon  eleven  yards,  and 
in  breadth  thirteen  yards,  abutted  as  therein  mentioned  ; to  hold  the  same  to 
the  said  persons  therein  named,  and  the  chamberlain  of  the  said  town  for 
the  time  being,  their  heirs,  assigns  and  successors,  upon  trust,  and  to  the  intent 
that  the  said  chambers,  messuages,  ground  and  premises,  and  the  rents  and  profits 
thereof,  should  be  disposed  of  to  and  for  the  sole  use  and  benefit  and  better 
livelihood  of  10  poor  widows,  to  be  of  the  age  of  fifty  years  and  upwards, 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid,  to  dwell  and  inhabit  within 
the  same ; which  said  widows  should  be  from  time  to  time  elected  by  the  said 
trustees,  who  should  have  full  power  to  displace  and  put  out  any  of  them,  as 
they  or  the  major  part  of  them  (the  said  trustees)  should  think  fit  and  con- 
venient ; and  that  when  any  of  the  feoffees  should  happen  to  die,  or  depart, 
or  remove  his  habitation  from  the  parish  of  Tewkesbury,  the  survivors  should 
have  power  to  nominate  other  feoffees  to  the  number  of  five  at  the  least,  whereof 
one  to  be  the  chamberlain  of  the  town  and  borough  aforesaid,  and  to  convey 
the  premises  to  them  accordingly. 

The  trustees  of  the  said  premises  have  not  been  renewed,  so  that  the  whole 
administration  of  the  charity  has  devolved  upon  the  chamberlain  and  town 
clerk.  , 

There  are  ten  apartments  under  one  roof  in  the  church-yard,  inhabited  at 
present  by  10  aged  widows,  put  in  by  the  chamberlain. 

The  piece  of  garden  ground  behind  the  premises  is  let  to  a person  in  the 
town  for  the  rent  of  21. 

The  ground  in  Smith’s-lane,  on  which  a workshop  has  been  built,  was  let 
by  the  chamberlain  to  a yearly  tenant  at  a rent  of  21.  1 2s.  The  tenant  died 
about  three  years  ago,  and  the  building  being  in  a very  dilapidated  state,  has 
been  unoccupied  since  that  time.  It  is  now  intended  to  let  the  site  of  these 
premises  on  a building  lease. 

The  almshouses  are  also  in  so  ruinous  a condition,  that  it  will  probably  be 
necessary  ere  long  to  take  them  down  altogether,  in  which  case  we  are  told 
that  it  is  intended  to  consult  the  comforts  of  the  poor  tenants,  by  raising  a fund, 
if  possible,  by  subscription  or  otherwise,  which,  with  the  aid  of  the  property 
belonging  to  the  charity,  may  enable  the  trustee  to  rebuild  the  houses  in  a 

more 
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more  eligible  situation,  and  with  an  improved  accommodation.  We  have  re- 
commended that  the  rents  of  the  charity  premises  should  in  future  go  towards 
accomplishing  this  object. 

Edward  Richardson’s  Charity. 

Edward  Richardson , by  his  Will,  dated  January  18th,  1651,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  the  town  of  Tewkesbury,  the  sum  of  60/.  to  be  employed  by  the  bailiffs, 
chamberlain  and  town  clerk  there  as  a stock,  which  he  desired  might  be 
disposed  of  by  them  to  their  best  advantage,  and  kept  as  a stock  for  them  for 
ever. 

By  an  indenture,  dated  24th  October  1653,  between  Thomas  Mellicheap,  of 
the  one  part,  and  the  bailiffs,  burgesses,  and  commonalty  of  the  borough  of 
Tewkesbury,  of  the  other  part;  the  said  Thomas  Mellicheap,  for  the  conside- 
ration of  60/.  paid  by  the  said  corporation,  granted,  released  and  confirmed  to 
them  and  their  successors,  all  those  his  seven  tenements,  together  with  six  gardens, 
situate  in  a certain  place  there,  called  Garden-lane,  to  hold  to  them  and  their 
successors,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Tewkesbury, 
for  ever. 

In  virtue  of  the  above  charity,  a range  of  small  brick  built  tenements,  under 
one  roof,  is  now  vested  in  the  corporation,  who  allow  the  same  to  be  occupied 
by  seven  poor  persons  with  their  families,  each  having  two  apartments.  The 
benefit  extends  no  further  than  the  mere  occupancy,  and  the  inhabitants  are  in 
a crowded  state. 

We  have  been  assured,  however,  that  a meeting  of  the  corporation  will  be 
shortly  held,  to  consider  what  arrangements  can  be  made  for  putting  these 
almshouses  in  a better  condition,  or  at  least  for  making  them  what  they  were 
intended  to  be,  a quiet  and  decent  asylum  for  the  aged  and  infirm, 

William  Alye’s  Charity. 

William  Alye,  by  his  Will,  made  in  1625,  gave  to  his  brother  Thomas  Alye  100/. 
which  said  sum  his  will  and  meaning  was,  should  be  paid  to  the  bailiffs,  justices  and 
governors  of  the  corporation  of  Tewkesbury,  by  them  to  be  bestowed  on  some 
parcel  of  land  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit,  and  51.  in  money, 
yearly,  to  be  paid  to  his  said  brother’s  use,  for  and  towards  his  maintenance 
so  long  as  he  should  live ; and  that  the  same  legacy  should  perpetually  remain 
in  the  custody  of  the  bailiffs,  magistrates  and  chamber  of  Tewkesbury,  and 
the  rents  of  the  land  to  be  yearly  divided  among  the  poor  inhabitants  thereof, 
such  as  were  of  honest  behaviour,  for  ever;  and  he  gave  to  the  corporation  of 
Tewkesbury  60/.  towards  a free  school,  for  the  education  of  six  poor  chil- 
dren, to  be  chosen  by  the  bailiffs  and  magistrates  of  that  corporation  ; and 
one  or  any  of  them  deceasing,  or  being  taken  from  school,  other  poor  men’s 
children  to  be  placed  in  their  rooms ; and  by  a codicil  annexed  to  his  will, 
reciting,  that  he  had  given  but  60/.  to  the  free  school  of  Tewkesbury,  he 
thereby  gave  70/.  to  be  paid  in  manner  aforesaid. 

By  letters  patent  of  James  the  First,  dated  22d  March,  in  the  7th  year  of  his 
reign,  the  said  king  granted  amongst  other  things  to  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and 
commonalty  of  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  and 
their  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  his  manor  and  borough  of  Tewkesbury,  late 
parcel  of  the  lands  in  possession  of  the  late  monastery  of  Tewkesbury,  and  all 
his  rents  of  assize  and  free  tenements  in  Tewkesbury  aforesaid,  according  to 
a particular  thereof,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  8/.  8s.  8d. ; and  all  that  his 
manor  of  Tewkesbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  with  the  rights,  members 
and  appurtenances,  formerly  parcel  of  the  lands  and  possessions  of  the  late 
Lord  Seymour,  of  Sudeley,  attainted;  and  all  the  perquisites  and  profits  of 
court  of  the  same  manor  of  Tewkesbury,  formerly  parcel  of  the  lands  and 
possessions  of  the  late  Thomas  Lord  Seymour;  and  all  the  hundred  of  Tewkes- 
bury, with  its  rights,  members  and  appurtenances,  parcels  also  of  the  pos- 
sessions of  the  same  Thomas  Lord  Seymour ; and  all  those  rents  of  assize 
within  the  said  hundred  or  liberty  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid  ; and  all  that  manor 
or  borough  of  Tewkesbury,  with  the  rights,  members  and  appurtenances,  lately 
parcel  of  the  lands  and  possessions,  called  Warwick’s  and  Spencer’s  lands;  and  all 
those  rents  of  assize,  as  well  of  the  free  as  customary  tenants  within  the  borough 
of  Tewkesbury,  amounting  to  the  annual  rent  or  value  of  9/.  17 s.  11  d. 

A rental  of  the  manor  of  Tewkesbury,  and  divers  lands  in  Southwick,  Tred- 
ington,  Twyning  and  others,  and  also  of  divers  portions  of  tithes,  parcel  of  the 
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possessions  of  the  late  monastery,  made  in  the  26th  year  of  Queen  Elizabeth, 
is  in  the  possession  of  the  corporation,  and  was  produced  to  us. 

These  rents  of  assize  and  chief  rents,  appear  to  have  been  afterwards  con- 
siderably reduced  in  amount,  probably  by  enfranchisements  or  grants.  All 
that  appears  to  be  in  existence  or  recoverable  by  the  corporation  are  the 
seek  rents,  that  is,  the  rents  belonging  to  the  manor,  formerly  parcel  of  the. 
possessions  of  the  monastery,  amounting  to  7 /•  16s.  6d.,  and  the  chief  rents  or 
rents  belonging  to  the  manor,  formerly  parcel  of  the  possessions  of  Thomas 
Lord  Seymour,  or  what  were  called  Warwick  and  Spencer’s  lands,  amounting 
to  6/.  175.  3d.,  which  last-mentioned  rents  at  a former  period  appear  to  have 
been  61.  4>s.  7 d. 

By  a copy  of  a deed  poll,  dated  17th  August,  14  Charles  I.  reciting, 
that  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty,  had  among  other  things  purchased 
of  King  James,  by  his  letters  patent,  bearing  date  as  aforesaid,  certain  rents 
of  assize,  or  rents  seek,  annually  payable  out  of  the  several  messuages  within 
the  borough  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid ; and  reciting  the  will  of  the  said 
William  Alye,  as  above  stated,  and  that  the  said  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  com- 
monalty, being  willing  to  advance  the  said  work  of  charity,  had  accepted  the 
said  100/.  for  the  absolute  purchase  of  the  said  seek  rents  or  rents  of  assize 
(being  of  greater  value  to  be  sold),  and  that  by  reason  that  the  poor  of  the 
town  were  to  be  provided  for  by  the  care  and  at  the  charge  of  the  said  bailiffs, 
burgesses  and  commonalty,  and  so  the  said  corporation  were  most  fit  to  be  trusted 
in  that  behalf,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  poor  ; it  was  therefore  thought  fit  that 
no  absolute  sale  or  transferring  of  the  estate  or  right  of  the  said  rents  should  be 
yet  made,  till  further  occasion  required,  but  the  bailiffs,  burgesses,  and  com- 
monalty, for  a full  declaration  of  the  trust  for  the  time  being,  did  thereby 
publish  and  declare,  that  5l.  out  of  the  said  yearly  rents,  should  be  yearly  paid 
to  the  said  Thomas  Alye  during  his  life,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said 
William  Alye,  and  the  overplus  to  the  poor  of  the  said  town  ; and  that  from 
and  after  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas  Alye,  all  the  said  rents  should  bd 
wholly  employed  to  the  use  of  the  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Tewkesbury  for 
ever,  and  that  those  presents  should  be  a sufficient  warrant  to  the  chamberlain 
or  the  several  receivers  of  the  rents  and  fines  and  profits  belonging  to  the  said 
corporation,  to  pay  the  said  rents  accordingly. 

The  charter  of  incorporation  was  surrendered  to  James  the  Second,  and  re- 
granted by  that  king,  and  afterwards  granted  again  by  King  W illiam  the  Third, 
with  some  extension  of  the  municipal  jurisdiction  of  the  corporation. 

With  respect  to  the  other  sum  of  7 61.  given  by  the  said  William  Alye,  we 
cannot  find  by  the  books  of  the  said  corporation  a full  account  of  any  transac- 
tion relating  thereto,  by  which  it  can  be  precisely  ascertained  at  what  time, 
and  in  what  manner,  the  chief  rents  were  constituted  the  fund  for  carrying 
that  part  of  the  testator’s  bounty  into  effect ; but  in  one  of  their  books  in  which 
these  charities  are  entered,  there  is  a schedule  or  particular,  containing  a list  of 
the  several  chief  rents,  then  amounting  in  the  whole  to  the  sum  of  61.  Is. 
issuing  out  of  several  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  in  or  near  the  borough  of 
Tewrkesbury,  and  purchased  by  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty  of  the 
same  borough,  for  the  use  of  the  free  school,  according  to  the  trust  in  them 
reposed  by  the  will  of  William  Alye,  together  with  the  names  of  the  several 
owners  and  occupiers  of  the  said  several  messuages  and  premises;  and  from 
some  of  the  names  therein  mentioned  it  may  be  inferred,  that  that  schedule 
was  made  about  a century  and  an  half  ago.  It  appears  also  to  have  been 
annexed  to  some  indenture,  whereby  those  chief  rents  were  settled  upon  the 
free  grammar  school. 

The  seek  rents  above  mentioned,  with  some  deficiencies,  have  been  collected 
by  the  corporation  yearly,  and  applied,  as  far  as  they  have  been  collected,  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  town.  Their  practice  has  been  and  is,  to  send  their 
serjeant  at  mace  round  to  the  different  occupiers  of  the  houses  charged  to  col- 
lect the  rents,  but  they  have  generally  found  it  difficult  and,  in  some  cases,  im- 
practicable, without  legal  proceedings,  to  induce  those  persons  to  satisfy  these 
claims  upon  them  ; and  at  former  periods,  the  corporation  seem  to  have  been 
remiss  in  making  the  collection,  so  as  to  allow  them  to  run  into  arrear,  and  these 
arrears,  on  account  of  the  change  of  tenants,  it  has  been  found  impossible 
afterwards  to  recover.  But  of  late  they  have  been  more  vigilant  in  this  respect, 
and  it  has  been  resolved,  as  we  are  informed,  that  no  person  subject  to  these  rents 

shall 
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shall  in  future  be  allowed  any  delay  of  payment,  but  that  the  same  shall,  upon 
neglect  or  refusal,  be  duly  enforced  by  such  compulsory  measures  as  can  be 
legally  adopted. 

These  rents  do  not  appear  to  have  been  a provident  or  beneficial  security  for 
the  charity  monies  left  by  Mr.  Alye,  on  account  of  the  difficulties  attending 
the  collection  of  them,  but  the  transaction  took  place  so  long  ago,  that  in  the 
present  state  of  the  corporation  it  is  hardly  possible  to  place  the  charity  upon 
a better  footing. 

The  chief  rents  are  collected  in  the  same  way  for  the  master  of  the  grammar 
school,  of  which  school  an  account  will  be  given  hereafter.  The  different 
burgage  houses  subject  to  these  rents  are  all  well  known. 

The  monies  distributable  among  the  poor  in  the  hands  of  the  corporation 
form  a consolidated  fund,  out  of  which  an  annual  distribution  is  made,  with 
reference  to  the  particular  directions  of  the  respective  donors. 
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The  Free  Grammar  School. 

A school  has  been  carried  on  from  time  beyond  living  memory,  in  a room  The  Free  Gram- 
attached  to  the  north  transept  of  the  Abbey  Church,  which  was  formerly  used  m!*r  School, 
as  the  chapter  room. 

The  earliest  benefaction  with  which  it  appears  to  have  been  endowed,  was 
derived  from  the  bounty  of  Sir  Dudley  Digges,  who,  about  the  year  1608  or 
1609,  made  a present  of  160/.  to  the  town  to  purchase  lands;  and,  according 
to  a memorandum  preserved  in  the  book  of  charities,  certain  lands  called  the 
Hollams,  one  acre  of  ground  adjoining  to  the  said  Hollams,  at  the  bottom  of 
the  Oldbury  Field,  and  two  half  acres  of  land  in  Downbell’s  Meadow,  were  pur- 
chased with  the  said  money,  and  settled  on  the  free  school. 

William  Ferrers,  by  his  will,  dated  17th  September  1625,  did  thereby, 
amongst  other  devises,  grant  and  devise  unto  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  com- 
monalty of  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  two 
annuities,  amounting  to  25/.  per  annum,  to  be  both  of  them  issuing  out  of  his 
manor  of  Skillingthorp  or  Skellinghope,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  and  out  of 
all  other  the  manors  and  hereditaments  conveyed  or  assured  by  an  indenture 
recited  in  the  said  will,  to  the  uses  therein  expressed  ; to  hold  the  said  annuities 
unto  the  said  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty,  payable  at  the  feast  of  Saint 
Michael,  and  the  Annunciation  of  the  Virgin  Mary,  upon  the  trusts  following ; 
viz.  that  51.  parcel  thereof  should  be  paid  from  time  to  time  amongst  the  poor 
people  of  the  town  of  Tewkesbury,  and  that  the  remaining  20/.  should  be  from 
time  to  time  paid  and  disposed  of  for  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  a school- 
master, who  should  freely  teach  poor  men’s  children  within  the  free  school  of 
the  said  town.  And  his  will  and  desire  was,  that  there  should  be  taught  yearly 
for  ever,  freely  in  the  said  school,  four  of  the  children  of  poor  men  dwelling 
within  the  parish  of  Ashchurch,  such  as  should  be  from  time  to  time  thought 
fit  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of  Ashchurch,  with  the  consent  of 
some  of  the  testator’s  kindred  that  should  be  there  dwelling. 

By  the  charter  granted  by  King  William  the  Third,  which  was  made  in 
the  month  of  July  1698,  under  which  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury  derives  its 
present  constitution,  it  was  granted  and  ordained  that  there  should  be  within 
the  borough  aforesaid,  and  the  liberty  and  precinct  of  the  same,  a grammar 
school,  which  should  be  called  the  Free  Grammar  School  of  William  Ferrers 
in  Tewkesbury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  to  consist  of  one  master,  and 
one  usher,  and  scholars  in  the  same  school ; and  that  the  bailiffs,  justices  of  the 
peace,  chamberlain  of  the  borough  aforesaid,  and  town  clerk  in  Tewkesbury 
aforesaid,  and  their  successors  for  ever,  should  be  and  be  called  Governors  of 
the  goods,  possessions  and  revenues  of  the  said  free  grammar  School  of  William 
Ferrers  in  Tewkesbury,  who  should  be  a body  corporate  and  politic  by  the 
name  and  style  aforesaid. 

And  the  said  charter  did  furthermore  grant  authority  to  the  said  governors 
and  their  successors  to  nominate  and  appoint  one  honest  man,  learned  and  fear- 
ing God,  to  be  master  of  the  free  grammar  school  aforesaid,  and  one  other 
man  discreet  and  fit  to  be  usher  of  the  said  school,  which  master  and  usher 
should  continue  in  their  offices  respectively  during  the  good  pleasure  of  the 
governors  and  their  successors  for  the  time  being. 
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And  that  as  often  as  it  should  happen  that  any  master  or  usher  of  the  said 
free  grammar  school  should  die  or  be  removed  from  the  office  aforesaid,  that  then 
and  so  often  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  governors  and  their  successors, 
to  elect  and  appoint  one  other  honest  man,  learned  and  fearing  God,  in  the 
place  of  the  master  so  deceased  or  removed  from  his  office,  and  the  same  with 
respect  to  the  usher  happening  to  die  or  to  be  removed.  And  that  every 
master  or  usher  so  appointed  should  continue  in  the  office  of  master  or  usher  of 
the  same  free  grammar  school,  during  the  pleasure  of  the  governors  and  their 
successors;  and  that  the  said  governors  and  their  successors  should  and  might 
make  fit  and  wholesome  statutes,  ordinances  and  writings  concerning  the  nomi- 
nation, election,  government,  expulsion,  removal  and  direction  of  the  said  free 
grammar  school,  and  the  master  and  usher  and  scholars  of  the  same,  and  con- 
cerning the  government,  disposition  and  preservation  of  the  lands,  possessions, 
hereditaments,  goods  and  chattels  to  be  assigned  to  the  maintenance  of  the 
said  grammar  school. 

By  virtue  of  an  Act  for  inclosing  lands  in  the  borough  and  parish  of  Tewkes- 
bury, passed  about  twenty  years  ago,  an  allotment  was  awarded  to  the 
governors  of  the  free  grammar  school,  out  of  which  a deduction  wras  made  to 
satisfy  their  proportion  of  the  expenses  incidental  to  the  said  Act,  leaving  the 
said  governors  in  possession  of  the  parcel  of  meadow  called  the  Hoi  lams, 
numbered  6l  in  the  plan  annexed  to  the  award,  containing  7 a.  & 19  p.  The 
other  property  in  Down  Kell  Meadow  was  taken  by  the  commissioners  from  the 
free  school,  towards  the  furnishing  out  the  allotment  made  to  the  lay  impropriator 
in  lieu  of  tithes,  and  the  equivalent  given  to  the  commoners  for  their  right  of 
common  extinguished  by  the  inclosure.

The  Hollams  are  let  to  a tenant  from  year  to  year  at  the  rent  of  30/.  per 
annum,  it  being  good  land,  and  contiguous  to  the  town  - 
The  chamberlain  receives  21/.  18s.  4 d.  under  William  Ferrers’s  will,  from 
the  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  in  London,  in  whom  the  land  is  vested, 
the  amount  of  the  annuities  being  reduced  to  that  sum  by  the  deduction 
of  land-tax  ; one-fifth,  being  4/.  7s.  8<f.  is  applied  to  the  poor,  and  the 
residue,  being  17/.  10s.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  grammar-master  - 
By  referring  to  the  case  above  reported  of  William  Alye’s  charity,  it  will 
appear  that  the  grammar-school  is  entitled  to  the  chief  rents  settled  upon 
the  school  by  the  corporation,  in  lieu  of  the  70/.  given  by  that  testator. 
The  sum  now  usually  received  b}r  the  grammar  schoolmaster  from  this 
source,  is  about  -----------

It  is  probable,  however,  that  the  same  high  rent  may  not  always  be  obtained 
for  the  lands  in  the  Hollams. 

The  school  in  question  has  always  been  treated  strictly  as  a grammar  school; 
and  the  present  master  professes  himself  ready  to  receive  boys  from  the  town, 
and  the  number  appointed  for  Ashchurch,  for  such  instruction  as  comes  within 
the  scope  and  meaning  of  grammatical  and  classical  education  ; but  as  is  fre- 
quently the  case  with  other  similar  institutions  in  country  towns,  where  the 
inhabitants  are  chiefly  engaged  in  trade,  very  few  boys  are  sent  upon  the 
foundation,  and  there  is  at  present  only  one  of  that  description. 

If  any  boy  is  to  be  taught^  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  general  English 
literature,  the  parents  are  expected  to  pay  for  such  instruction.  But  the  master 
states  that  he  has  no  objection  to  give  general  instruction  to  a limited  number, 
for  the  teaching  of  wThom  his  salary  might  be  considered  a bare  equivalent. 


Thomas  Poulton’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Poulton,  by  his  Will  made  in  1607,  gave  40/.  to  the  bailiffs,  burgesses 
and  commonalty  of  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury,  to  be  and  remain  in  their  hands 
for  ever,  to  be  employed  for  the  relief  and  profit  of  poor  artificers,  to  be  lent  out 
to  four,  six,  eight  or  ten,  most  meet  and  needy  persons  for  one  whole  year,  upon 
each  of  them  entering  into  a bond  with  two  sufficient  sureties,  for  the  payment 
thereof  at  the  year’s  end,  without  interest. 

The  same  testator  also  gave  to  the  said  corporation  and  their  successors,  a 
yearly  rent  of  20s.  to  be  issuing  out  of  a messuage  in  which  he  then  dwelt,  to 
be  paid  to  them  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  for  and  towards  the  maintenance 

of 
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of  a preaching  minister  in  the  said  town  of  Tewkesbury,  with  a power  of  distress  Tewkesbury, 
for  enforcing  payment  thereof.  . 

The  rent-charge  of  20 s.  is  regularly  paid  to  the  minister  of  Tewkesbury  by  C Man^emenTof  6 
the  corporation,  who  have  executed  a deed  for  exonerating  the  house  originally  the  Corporation:

The  40/.  appears  to  have  been  received  from  the  executors  of  Thomas  Charity,

tiie  failure  of  the  persons  borrowing,  and  their  securities.  ' " ' 

Baptist  Viscount  Campden’s  Charity. 

Baptist  Viscount  Campden,  by  his  Will,  dated  12th  October  1629,  gave  and  Baptist  Viscount 
bequeathed  to  the  corporation  of  the  town  of  Tewkesbury,  in  the  county  of  Campden’s  Charity. 
Gloucester,  the  sum  of  ,*  to  be  employed  for  a stock  to  set  on  work  the 
poor  of  the  said  town  of  Tewkesbury,  and  of  the  precincts  thereof;  and  he 
directed  that  the  profit  arising  out  of  the  same  should,  by  the  bailiffs  and 
burgesses  of  the  said  town,  be  bestowed  upon  six  poor  women,  widows  of  the 
same  town,  that  were  not  able  to  work,  and  had  most  need  thereof ; and  his 
will  was,  that  the  said  bailiffs  and  burgesses  should  take  such  security  of  the 
persons  by  them  to  be  trusted  from  time  to  time  with  the  management  of  the 
said  stock  and  the  profits  thereof,  as  that  the  same  might  remain  safe  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Tewkesbury. 

And  he  also  gave  to  the  said  Corporation  of  Tewkesbury  the  rectory  and 
church  of  Saint  Ismaels-in-Rose,  in  the  county  of  Pembroke,  late  parcel  of  the 
possessions  of  the  priory  of  Haverfordwest,  one  moiety  of  the  rents  and  profits 
whereof  he  willed,  should  be  by  the  bailiffs  and  burgesses  for  the  time  being 
bestowed  yearly  on  the  poor  people  of  Tewkesbury  town  and  the  precincts 
thereof ; and  the  other  moiety  bestowed  for  the  better  maintenance  of  an  able 
and  sufficient  preacher  to  serve  in  the  said  town  of  Tewkesbury,  provided  that 
his  gift  did  not  withdraw  the  good  and  charitable  benevolence  of  the  parishioners 
of  the  same  town  from  the  preacher  that  should  supply  the  said  place. 

We  do  not  find  that  any  money  was  received  by  the  corporation  or  town 
under  this  will  by  way  of  stock  or  otherwise  for  the  poor. 

The  corporation  are  in  possession  of  the  rectory  of  Saint  Ismael  in  Rose,  in 
the  county  of  Pembroke,  which  rectory  consists  of  two-thirds  of  the  great  and 
small  tithes. 

There  is  a document  in  an  old  book  of  the  corporation,  recording  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  common  council,  dated  3d  June  1631,  which  contains  a memo- 
randum, that  at  a common  council  holden  on  that  day,  the  curate  of  Ismael-in- 
Rose,  in  the  county  of  Pembroke,  made  his  recognition  following : that  two 
parts  of  all  sorts  of  the  tithes  of  the  parish  of  Ismael,  in  the  county  of  Pem- 
broke, belonged,  and  so  had  done  time  out  of  mind,  to  the  impropriator,  and 
the  third  part  to  the  vicar  thereof,  and  thus  it  had  always  customarily  been 
divided. 

The  great  tithes  are  compounded  for,  and  the  composition  is  collected  by  an 
agent  for  all  parties,  who  remits  two-thirds  to  the  vicar  of  Tewkesbury,  after 
deducting  land-tax  and  poor  rates,  being  usually  from  80/.  to  90/. 

A moiety  of  this  sum  is  paid  to  the  chamberlain,  which  goes  into  the  general 
fund  for  the  poor,  and  the  other  moiety  is  retained  by  the  vicar  according  to  his 
right  under  the  will. 

John  Roberts’s  Charity. 

John  Roberts  of  Fidington,  by  Will,  dated  30th  December  1631,  gave  to  John  Roberts’s 
the  corporation  of  Tewkesbury  the  sum  of  20/.,  for  which  the  bailiffs  and  Charity, 
principal  burgesses  were  to  take  sufficient  security  of  the  person  to  whom  it  was 
lent,  to  deliver  four  tons  of  coals  the  week  before  Christmas,  to  be  distributed 
to  eighty  poor  persons.  He  also  gave  10/.  to  remain  as  a stock,  the  interest  of 
which  was  to  go  to  the  reparation  of  the  church  forever. 

The  whole  of  the  20/.  has  long  ago  disappeared.  The  other  sum  of  10/., 
in  the  year  1641,  was  in  the  hands  of  a Mr.  Robert  Jenkins,  for  which  interest

had  been  paid  to  that  time;  but  from  1651,  neither  principal  or  interest  had 
been  paid. 

John  Wright’s  Charity. 

By  an  Indenture,  bearing  date  11th  December,  11  Car.  I.  John  JVright  of 
Kemmerton,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  yeoman,  charged  his  .messuage  or 
dwelling-house,  situate  at  Kemmerton,  in  the  said  county,  and  other  premises  at 
Kemmerton  aforesaid,  and  Breedon  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  with  the  pay- 
ment of  20s.  per  annum  for  the  poor  people  of  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury, 
to  be  paid  at  two  times  in  the  year,  105.  on  the  feast-day  of  Saint  Thomas,  and 
the  other  10  s.  on  Good  Friday,  which  said  several  sums  were  to  be  laid  out 
in  bread,  to  be  distributed  on  the  said  days  among  such  of  the  poor  of  Tewkes- 
bury as  to  Edward  Gateley  therein  mentioned,  his  executors,  administrators  and 
assigns,  together  with  the  bailiffs  of  the  said  borough  of  Tewkesbury,  or  the 
overseers  of  the  poor  there,  for  the  time  being,  should  seem  fit. 

This  20  5.  is  stated  to  be  regularly  paid  by  Mr.  Hopton,  the  proprietor  of 
the  land  to  the  chamberlain,  who  adds  it  to  the  fund  for  the  poor ; an  account 
of  which  will  be  hereafter  given.

William  Wilson’s 
Charity. 


Thomas  Lord  Coventry , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  31st  August  1657,  gave  to 
the  poor  of  the  borough  and  town  of  Tewkesbury  the  sum  of  300/.  to  be  settled 
in  such  manner  as  his  gift  to  the  poor  of  Worcester  was  settled  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor. 

And  by  an  Indenture,  dated  18th  September,  12  Car.  II,  between  John  Har- 
lowe,  esq.  therein  described  of  the  first  part ; George  Lord  Coventry,  executor 
of  the  last  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Lord  Coventry,  deceased,  of  the  second 
part ; and  divers  persons  therein  named,  of  the  third  part,  reciting  the  said 
will ; and  that,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  300/.  paid  by  the  said  George 
Lord  Coventry,  the  said  John  Harlowe  had  contracted  to  grant  the  said  annuity 
thereinafter  mentioned : it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Harlowe,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  payment  to  him  of  the  aforesaid  sum,  did,  by  the  direction  of 
the  said  George  Lord  Coventry,  grant  unto  the  said  parties,  of  the  third  part, 
an  annuity  or  yearly  rent-charge  of  15  /.  to  be  issuing  out  of  divers  closes  and 
parcels  of  land,  meadow  and  pasture  ground,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Breedon,  in 
the  county  of  Worcester,  and  therein  particularly  enumerated,  with  the  usual 
powers  of  distress  and  entry  for  compelling  payment  thereof,  to  hold  to  them, 
the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust  that  they 
from  time  to  time  should  pay  the  said  annuity  to  the  two  bailiffs,  three  senior 
justices  of  the  peace,  recorder  and  town  clerk  of  the  said  borough  of  Tewkes- 
bury for  the  time  being,  to  the  intent  that  they  from  time  to  time  should  dispose 
of  the  same  to  and  amongst  such  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  borough  as  the 
said  George  Lord  Coventry  and  his  heirs,  or  some  of  them,  should  appoint,  by 
some  note  in  writing  under  his  or  their  hands;  and  in  default  of  such  appoint- 
ment, should  themselves  dispose  thereof  to  such  of  the  said  inhabitants  as  they 
should  think  fit;  no  person  to  have  above  the  sum  of  10s.,  unless  the  said  George 
Lord  Coventry  or  his  heirs  should  direct  a greater  sum  to  be  paid  to  any  person 
or  persons  ; and  no  part  of  such  annuity  to  be  given  to  any  of  the  kindred  or 
alliance  of  the  said  bailiffs,  three  senior  justices,  recorder  or  town  clerk  for 
the  time  being,  or  any  of  their  wives. 

Twelve  pounds  a year  is  paid  out  of  the  estate  so  charged  by  the  Rev.  William 
Hopton,  the  proprietor  thereof,  or  his  agent,  3 /.  being  deducted  for  land-tax. 

This  money  is  added  to  the  funds  for  the  poor  in  the  hands  of  the  cor- 
poration. 

William  Wilson’s  Charity. 

William  Wilson,  by  his  Will,  dated  April  15th,  1726,  gave  100/.  South  Sea 
stock  to  the  chamber  of  the  corporation  of  Tewkesbury,  upon  trust,  to  permit 
the  high  bailiff  for  the  time  being  to  receive  the  dividends  thereon,  and  dispose 
of  the  same  at  his  discretion  to  poor  persons  of  Tewkesbury,  especially  to  such 
as  should  be  visited  with  sickness,  or  other  calamitous  accidents,  without  any 
regard  to  differences  of  political  and  religious  opinions ; the  bailiff  to  account  ot 
the  chamber  for  the  disposal  of  the  same,  and  to  retain  105.  for  his  trouble. 

The  amount  of  stock  now  standing  under  this  will,  in  the  names  of  the 
bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty  of  Tewkesbury,  is  1 12/.  65.  Sd.,  the  annual 

dividend

dividend  of  which  is  31.  7 s.  4<d.;  which  dividend  is  received  by  the  chamberlain, 
who  pays  it  to  the  general  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  corporation  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor.

By  Articles  of  Agreement,  bearing  date  11th  April  1651,  between  Thomas  Charities  of 
Lord  Coventry , on  the  one  part ; and  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty  of  Thomas  Lord 
Tewkesbury,  on  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  his  Lordship  had  been  pleased  to  Coventry, 
deliver  to  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty  aforesaid,  the  sum  of  200/.  to  *?]nie!  I\elLble.and 

be  employed  as  a stock  for  setting  the  poor  to  work  : it  was  agreed  by  the  said  / 

corporation,  in  consideration  thereof,  that  the  said  stock  should  be  faithfully 
employed  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  in  buying  materials  and  provisions  at  the 
best  and  cheapest  rate,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  comfort  and  relief  of  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Tewkesbury ; and  that  if  any  loss  should  arise  thereby,  the 
same  upon  all  occasions  should  be  borne  by  them  the  said  bailiffs,  burgesses  and 
commonalty,  and  their  successors,  so  as  the  principal  stock  of  200/.  should  not 
be  diminished. 

This  sum  of  200/.  was  afterwards  reduced  by  loss  or  otherwise  to  70/.  as 
will  appear  by  the  recitals  in  the  following  indenture. 

By  Indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  3d  and  4th  February  1734, 
the  release  being  between  William  Bromley  of  Tewkesbury,  esq.  of  the  first 
part;  the  corporation  of  the  said  borough,  of  the  second  part;  Thomas  Carrell 
and  William  Moseley,  executors  of  the  will  of  Elizabeth  Hopton,  late  of  Bristol 
of  the  third  part;  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  town  of  Tewkesbury, 
of  the  fourth  part ; and  Edmund  Lechmere  and  eight  others,  of  the  fifth  part ; 
reciting  that  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty  of  the  said  borough  having- 
occasion  for  monies,  had  formerly  borrowed  at  interest  100/.  (with  other  monies) 
belonging  to  the  poor  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid  ; and  for  securing  the  same  had 
mortgaged  the  tolls  and  profits  of  the  fairs  and  markets  of  the  said  borough 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  ; and  that  all  the  monies  so  borrowed  had 
long  since  been  paid,  except  100/.  which  the  then  bailiffs  and  burgesses  had 
ready  in  their  hands  or  common  chest,  to  pay  the  interest  thereof,  having  been 
all  along  constantly  paid  and  distributed  to  the  poor ; and  that  it  was  mentioned 
in  the  said  indenture  of  mortgage,  that  76/.  part  of  the  said  100/.  was  reputed 
to  be  money  formerly  given  by  Lord  Coventry  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
Tewkesbury  aforesaid ; and  reciting  also,  that  Daniel  Kemble,  late  of  Tewkes- 
bury, gentleman,  deceased,  had,  by  his  Will,  (dated  29th  November  1732)  given 
to  the  poor  of  Tewkesbury  100/.  to  be  disposed  of  in  the  same  npanner  and  by 
the  same  trustees  as  Mr.  William  Wilson’s  money  was  to  be  disposed  of,  [See 
his  will  before  set  out]  ; and  that  the  said  100/.  so  left  by  the  said  Daniel  Kemble, 
had  been  paid  to  the  corporation  of  Tewkesbury  ; and  reciting  that  Elizabeth 
Hopton,  by  her  Will,  dated  7th  October  1732,  had  thereby  given  unto  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid  and  their 
successors,  a sum  of  100/.  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  the 
rents  and  profits  whereof  she  thereby  directed  should  be  bestowed  upon  the 
poor  housekeepers  of  Tewkesbury  upon  St.  Stepen’s-day  yearly  for  ever  ; and 
further  reciting,  that  the  said  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty  were  desirous 
that  the  said  200/.  (whereof  100/.  was  the  gift  of  the  said  Daniel  Kemble  as 
aforesaid)  should  be  laid  out  in  some  lands,  and  vested  in  trustees  for  the  use 
of  the  poor ; and  in  like  manner  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  and  the 
executors  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Hopton,  were  desirous  that  the  said  100/.  so 
left  by  her,  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  according  to  her  desire, 
and  that  it  was  agreed  by  all  parties  that  the  messuage,  lands  and  tenements 
thereinafter  mentioned,  should  be  purchased  for  the  sum  of  300/.  of  the  said 
William  Bromley,  and  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  fifth  part : 
it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  William  Bromley,  in  consideration  of  200/.  paid  to 
him  by  the  said  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty,  and  100/.  more  paid  to  him 
by  the  said  executors  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Hopton,  with  the  consent  and 
approbation  of  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers,  did  thereby  grant,  bargain, 
sell  and  confirm  unto  the  said  Edmund  Lechmere  and  others,  trustees  as  afore- 
said, all  the  ground  whereon  a messuage  was  then  standing  at  Berry  End,  in 
the  parish  of  Upton-upon-Severn,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  (which  house  the 
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Tewkesbury.  said  William  Bromley  did  thereby  reserve  to  himself  out  of  that  grant,  with 
ChaviiieTunder  the  liberty  to  take  down  the  same  and  dispose  of  it  to  his  own  use,)  and  the  barn 
Management  of  adjoining,  and  the  gardens  and  orchards  and  yards  belonging  to  the  said  mes- 
the  Corporation : suage,  and  divers  closes  of  arable,  meadow  and  pasture  ground  thereinafter 

CharitiesofThomas  mentioned,  to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Edmund  Lechmere 
Lord  Coventry,  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust  that  they  should  at  all  times 
FliTate^hHoHo^  thereafter  suffer  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty  of  the  said  borough,  to 
“continued.  ’ receive  one  full  third  share  of  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  to 

v — / be  disposed  of  yearly  by  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Tewkesbury,  at 

the  discretion  of  the  said  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  commonalty  ; and  upon  further 
trust  that  they  the  said  trustees  should  at  all  times  thereafter  permit  the  senior  or 
high  bailiff  of  the  said  borough  to  receive  one  other  full  third  share  of  the  rents 

and  profits  of  the  same  premises,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  said  bailiff'  amongst 

such  poor  people  of  Tewkesbury  as  he  should  think  proper  objects,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  will  of  the  said  Daniel  Kemble ; and  that  they  the  said 
trustees  should  at  all  times  thereafter  permit  the  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Tewkesbury  to  receive  one  other  full  third 
part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  premises,  to  be  yearly  distributed  by 
such  churchwardens  and  overseers  upon  St.  Stephen’s-day,  to  and  amongst  such 
poor  housekeepers  of  Tewkesbury  as  they  should  think  proper  objects,  according 
to  the  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Hopton. 

The  property  at  Berry  End  consists  of  12a.  2u.  25p.  part  arable  and  part 
meadow,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Upton-on-Severn,  and  is  at  present  in  the 
occupation  of  the  executors  of  the  late  Rev.  Joseph  Martin,  to  whom  a lease 
was  made  for  21  years,  commencing  from  12th  February  1818,  at  the  clear 
yearly  rent  of  33/.  Upon  this  demise  being  made,  the  land  was  measured,  and 
a plan  of  the  premises  was  annexed  to  the  indenture  of  lease ; there  are  also 
stones  upon  the  land,  which  mark  the  boundary. 

Two-thirds  of  the  above  rent  are  added  to  the  general  fund  for  the  poor  in 
the  hands  of  the  corporation  ; the  remaining  third  is  paid  to  the  directors  for 
the  poor,  under  an  Act  32  Geo.  3,  for  incorporating  the  governors  of  the  poor, 
by  a clause,  in  which  Act  all  money  coming  to  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  are  ordered  to  be  paid  to  the 
directors,  or  the  treasurer  of  the  said  corporation,  for  the  purposes  appointed 
by  the  donors  thereof. 

The  feoffees,  in  whom  the  legal  estate  of  this  land  is  vested,  are  Edmund 
Lechmere  Charleton,  Sir  Anthony  Lechmere,  John  Edward  Dowdeswell, 
William  George  Maxwell,  clerk,  Thomas  Vernon,  William  Dowdeswell,  Ed- 
mund Hungerford  Lechmere,  and  Edward  Warden  Jones. 
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Charities  forming  the  General  Fund  in  the  hands  of  the  Corporation 
for  Distribution  among  the  Poor.

This  sum  of  9 2/.  18s.  10 d.  is  the  net  amount  of  the  aggregate  income  ap- 
plicable, in  the  hands  of  the  corporation,  to  the  relief  of  the  poor  generally, 
out  of  which  fund  60/.  is  called  the  bailiffs  shillings.  The  town  is  divided, 
with  a view  to  this  distribution,  into  three  districts,  and  the  particular  members 
of  the  corporation  entrusted  with  the  distribution  are  the  two  bailiffs,  four 
magistrates,  and  the  town  clerk,  in  all  seven  persons.  Of  these  districts,  the 
largest  is  committed  to  three  persons,  and  each  of  the  two  others  to  two  persons. 
Each  distributor  receives  a sum  which  is  considered  as  proportionate  to  the 
population  of  the  district  to  which  his  attention  is  directed,  generally  from 

7'-  to  10/.  ' Some 
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Some  monies  are  annually  expended  on  the  repairs  of  the  almshouses  in  the 
churchyard  and  Gander-lane ; and  we  find  in  the  accounts,  that  the  salary  of 
5/.  to  the  hall -keeper  used  to  be  paid  out  of  this  fund,  but  from  the  year  1826 
that  practice  has  been  discontinued.  Some  other  little  incidental  sums  have 
also  been  charged  upon  this  income.  About  two  years  ago  a Mr.  Joseph 
Boughton,  the  then  chamberlain,  became  insolvent,  having  the  sum  of 
261/.  7 s.  7 d.  in  his  hands.  Mr.  Boughton  has  been  made  a bankrupt,  and  it 
is  intended  to  prove  this  demand  under  his  bankruptcy. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  chamberlain  is  127 /.  5s.  7 d.’,  but  that 
balance  and  more  will  be  required  for  the  payment  of  a demand  of  the  late 
Henry  Fowke,  esq.  of  this  town,  who,  in  the  year  1809,  lent  to  the  corporation, 
for  the  use  of  the  charities,  the  sum  of  100/.,  which  still  remains  unpaid,  with 
an  arrear  of  interest  from  the  time  of  lending  the  same.

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The  Charities  of  John  Read,  The  Rev.  R.  Wriggan  and  Elizabeth 

Dowdeswell. 


John  Read,  by  his  Will,  dated  9th  December  1682,  gave  to  the  churchwar- 
dens and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Tewkesbury  5i>/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  purchasing 
a piece  of  land  in  fee  simple,  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  disposed  of 
amongst  the  poor  people  of  Tewkesbury,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  thereof  for  the  time  being. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Wrigga?i,  by  his  Will,  dated  24th  January  1701,  gave  the 
sum  of  51.  to  the  parish  of  Tewkesbury,  the  interest  and  produce  thereof  to  be 
given  and  disposed  of  to  such  of  the  poor  people  of  the  same  parish  as  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  should  think  fit. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Dowdeswell,  by  her  Will,  dated  May  5,  1722,  left  the  sum  of 
100/.,  to  be  laid  out  on  a piece  of  land  for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  minis- 
ter of  the  parish  of  Tewkesbury.  She  gave  also  the  sum  of  501.  towards  the 
repairs  of  Tewkesbury  church. 

By  an  Indenture  made  13th  April  1725,  between  John  Dobbins  of  Winch- 
combe,  of  the  first  part ; Judith  Simpson  of  Tewkesbury,  widow,  executrix  of 
the  last  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Dowdeswell,  of  the  second  part;  the  persons 
therein  named  as  being  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Tewkesbury,  of  the 
third  part;  and  William  Bromley  and  others  therein  named,  of  the  fourth  part ; 
reciting  the  said  wills  of  the  said  John  Read,  Robert  Wriggan  and  Elizabeth 
Dowdeswell,  and  that  the  said  501.  so  given  by  the  said  John  Read,  with  in- 
crease of  interest,  had  been  advanced  to  551.,  which  being  added  to  the  51.  so 
given  by  the  said  Robert  Wriggan,  and  150/.  so  given  by  the  said  Elizabeth 
Dowdeswell,  made  up  in  all  210/. : it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Dobbins, 
in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  210/.  did,  with  the  consent  of  the  said 
Judith  Simpson,  grant,  release  and  confirm  unto  the  said  William  Bromley  and 
others,  of  the  fourth  part,  the  two  closes  or  pieces  of  pasture  ground,  called  by 
the  name  of  Abbott’s  Leyes,  containing  by  estimation  15  acres,  or  thereabouts, 
situate  in  the  parishes,  liberties  or  places  of  Sudely,  Winchcombe,  Langley, 
Greet  and  Gretton,  or  in  some  or  one  of  them,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
reserving  a right  of  way  or  passage  as  therein  mentioned;  to  hold  the  same  unto 
and  to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Bromley  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  and  the  heirs  of 
such  survivor  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  pay  so  much  and  such 
proportion  thereof  yearly  to  the  preaching  minister  of  the  parish  of  Tewkes- 
bury aforesaid,  to  his  own  use  and  benefit,  as  the  share  and  proportion  of  such 
part  of  the  purchase-money  as  had  been  given  for  the  better  maintenance  of 
the  same  minister  by  the  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Dowdeswell  would  amount 
to ; and  should  pay  so  much  and  such  other  share  and  proportion  of  the  same 
rents  and  profits  yearly  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  Tewkesbury  afore- 
said, as  the  share  and  proportion  of  such  part  of  the  purchase-money  as  had 
been  given  by  the  said  will  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Dodeswell  for  the  repairing 
the  said  church  would  amount  unto,  to  be  employed  and  bestowed  in  repairing 
and  keeping  in  repair  the  windows  of  the  said  church,  as  there  should  be  occa- 
sion; and  in  case  there  should  be  any  overplus  of  the  said  monies,  besides  what 
would  repair  the  windows,  from  time  to  time  to  be  employed  in  such  other 
manner  in  repairing  the  same  church  as  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  the 
time  being  should  see  most  needful ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should  pay  the 
other  share  and  residue  of  the  same  rents  and  profits  yearly,  from  time  to  time 
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into  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish 
of  Tewkesbury  for  the  time  being,  to  be  by  them  distributed  to  and  amongst 
the  poor  people  of  Tewkesbury,  at  their  discretion,  according  to  the  said  wills 
of  the  said  John  Read  and  Robert  Wriggan. 

The  estate  called  Abbott’s  Leyes  is  situate  in  Gretton,  in  the  parish  of  Winch- 
combe  ; it  is  a field  with  a public  road  through  it,  consisting  of  1-5  acres,  and 
is  now  let  to  Mr.  Joseph  Cotterill,  as  a tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  a rent  of 
15 1.  per  annum.  The  land,  which  is  not  considered  as  of  the  best  quality,  is 
subject  to  a modus  of  105. 

The  rent  is  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  vicar  of  Tewkesbury,  who  retains 
6/.  185.  lcl.  as  his  own  proportion,  according  to  the  above  appointment  of  the 
benefit;  4 </.  25.  10  d.  is  paid  to  the  directors  of  the  poor,  and  31.  9 s.  Id.  to 
the  churchwardens,  for  the  repairs  of  the  church;  making  together  14/.  105., 
which,  with  the  105.  paid  for  the  modus,  makes  up  the  15/. 

An  Act  of  Parliament  was  passed  in  the  thirty-second  year  of  the  late  King, 
for  the  better  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor  of  Tewkesbury,  which  Act 
provided  for  the  appointment  of  nine  directors  of  the  poor,  three  to  go  out,  and 
their  vacancies  to  be  filled  up  every  year. 


In  virtue  of  this  Act,  the  directors  of  the  poor  are  in  the  receipt  of  15/.  2 5.  10c/. 
which  is  composed  of  the  following  sums  :

This  sum  of  15/.  25.  10 d.  is  divided  into  nine  portions,  each  one  of  which 
is  given  to  one  of  the  directors,  and  committed  to  his  discretion  to  distribute 
among  the  poor ; and  eacli  director  exhibits  a list  to  his  colleagues  of  those 
among  whom  he  means  to  distribute  it,  in  order  to  prevent  the  same  persons 
from  receiving  relief  from  more  than  one  director. 


Charities  under  the  Management  of  Gyles  Geest’s  Feoffees. 

Gyles  Geest's  Charity — Gyles  Geest , by  his  Will,  made  in  the  year  1558, 
gave  to  Thomas  Wetherstone  and  three  persons  therein  named,  all  his  tene- 
ments or  messuages  and  gardens,  late  in  the  several  occupations  therein  men- 
tioned ; to  hold  the  same  to  the  said  Thomas  Wetherstone  and  others,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  intent  that  one  of  the  said  four  feoffees  should  be 
yearly  receiver  and  overseer  of  the  said  premises,  in  order  that  the  reparations 
thereof,  with  the  rents  of  the  same,  might  be  maintained,  and  done  ; who 
should  account  before  the  bailiffs  of  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury  for  the 
time  being  and  the  other  three  feoffees  for  the  same,  the  week  next  before  All 
Saints,  for  ever  ; the  receiver’s  allowance  for  the  same  to  be  65.  8 d.  per  annum; 
25.  for  the  auditor,  who  should  cast  up  the  account;  and  3 5.  4 d.  for  the  said 
bailiffs  and  the  three  other  feoffees,  who  should  take  the  said  account,  to  repast 
themselves  withal ; and  that  all  the  residue  of  the  said  rents  should,  upon  the 
determination  of  the  said  account,  be  delivered  to  his  the  said  testator’s  exe- 
cutors yearly  during  the  first  six  years  after  his  decease,  towards  the  payment 
of  his  debts  ; and  after  those  six  years  should  be  expired,  then  that  all  the 
residue  of  the  said  rents,  upon  the  determination  of  every  the  said  accounts, 
should  be  distributed  among  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  said  borough 
of  Tewkesbury,  by  the  discretion  of  the  said  bailiffs  and  the  said  three  other 
feoffees,  yearly,  between  the  day  of  the  hearing  and  determination  of  every  tiie 
said  accounts  and  the  Christmas-day  next  ensuing,  for  evermore ; and  when 
either  of  the  said  feoffees  should  die,  then  that  the  other  three  of  them  should 
choose  one  other  honest  man,  dwelling  within  the  said  borough,  to  be  one  other 
feoffee  with  them,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  evermore. 

. The  accounts  of  the  rents  received  from  the  property  derived  under  Mr. 
Geest’s  will  commence  from  the  period  of  Mr.  Geest’s  death,  and  the  identity 
of  the  houses  or  sites  of  houses  so  devised  by  him,  is  well  known  to  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town. 


The 
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The  premises  at  present  consist  of  twenty-three  tenements,  all  let  to  yearly 
tenants,  at  rack-rent,  making  a total  of  207 1-  per  annum. 

In  the  year  1813  three  houses  being  found  to  be  in  a state  of  great  dilapi- 
dation. were  pulled  down  and  three  others  built  in  their  place,  which  now  form 
what  is  called  the  Crescent.  To  enable  them  to  do  this,  the  feoffees  borrowed 
1,400/.,  now  reduced  to  700/.  by  subsequent  payments  out  of  the  rents,  100/. 
a year  being  regularly  applied  towards  the  discharge  of  the  principal,  and  the 
interest  being  regularly  kept  down. 

The  rents  reserved  upon  these  houses  are  considered  fully  adequate  to  their 
value. 

Allowing  for  these  deductions,  the  net  amount  would  be  72/.,  but  the  repairs 
would  reduce  that  sum  considerably,  as  many  of  the  houses  are  old,  and  have 
stood  in  need  of  large  sums  being  laid  out  upon  them.  The  rents  are  all 
brought  regularly  to  account,  and  the  net  proceeds  make  apart  of  an  aggregate 
fund,  composed  of  this  and  two  other  charities  next  mentioned,  under  the 
managefnent  of  the  same  trustees  ; the  total  amount  of  which,  and  the  appli- 
cations thereof  made  by  the  trustees,  will  hereafter  appear. 

Margaret  Hicks’s  Charity. — Margaret  Ilicks  of  Tewkesbury,  widow,  by 
her  Will,  dated  7th  July  1562,  gave  her  messuage  or  half-burgage,  with  all 
houses,  shops  and  cellars,  and  their  appurtenances,  in  the  Barton-street,  near 
the  Toll-booth,  in  Tewkesbury,  together  with  all  that  acre  of  land  lying  in  the 
field  called  Oldbury,  near  to  the  town  of  Tewkesbury,  unto  John  Buttler  and 
three  others  therein  named  ; to  hold  the  same  to  them  and  their  heirs,  for  ever, 
to  the  several  uses  following,  viz.  to  distribute  the  clear  yearly  rent  and  revenues 
of  the  said  messuage  or  half  burgage  to  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the 
said  tQwn  of  Tewkesbury,  at  the  discretion  of  her  said  feoffees  and  their  heirs, 
or  the  more  part  of  them  ; and  to  bestow  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  revenues 
of  the  said  acre  of  land  lying  in  Oldbury,  upon  the  highway  called  Salendine’s 
Way,  and  other  places  of  the  highways,  between  the  said  town  of  Tewkesbury 
and  Ashchurch,  where  most  need  required.  The  feoffees  to  appoint  one  of 
them  to  collect  the  rents  of  the  premises,  and  to  see  the  said  houses  sufficiently 
repaired,  as  need  should  require;  every  of  them  to  do  it  yearly  by  turns,  and  to 
retain  for  his  pains  so  to  be  taken  3s.  4<d.,  parcel  of  the  revenues  of  her  said 
messuage.  The  feoffees  and  their  heirs,  yearly,  on  Michaelmas-day,  to  make 
account  before  the  bailiffs  of  the  said  town  of  Tewkesbury  for  the  time  being, 
and  to  give  the  said  bailiffs  for  their  pains  taken  in  hearing  the  said  account, 
yearly,  20 d.,  parcel  of  the  rents  of  the  said  messuage  ; upon  which  account  her 
will  was,  that  her  said  feoffees  should  make  a plain  declaration  yearly  from  time 
to  time,  as  well  of  their  whole  receipts  as  of  the  said  reparations,  together  with 
the  allowance  of  the  said  money,  viz.  5 s.  given  to  them  and  to  the  said  bailiffs  for 
their  pains  as  aforesaid;  and  how  they  had  distributed  the  whole  of  the  residue 
of  the  yearly  rents  of  the  premises  upon  the  poor  people  and  highways  afore- 
; said.  Upon  the  death  of  any  of  the  feoffees,  the  survivors  were  to  enfeoff  four 
others  of  the  most  honest  and  discreet  persons  inhabiting  within  the  said 
town  of  Tewkesbury  of  the  said  premises,  so  that  the  whole  number  of  four 
feoffees,  at  the  least,  should  be  always  seised  of  the  said  premises  to  the 
aforesaid  uses. 

The  property  in  the  town  of  Tewkesbury  derived  under  this  will,  was  a mes- 
suage in  Barton-street,  which  in  the  year  1793  was  pulled  down,  and  two 
tenements  were  erected  on  the  site  thereof.  These  tenements  are  let  to  two 
tenants  respectively,  from  year  to  year,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  36/. 

These  houses  are  not  encumbered  with  any  charge  in  consequence  of  such 
expenditure,  the  rents  having  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  money 
borrowed  upon  that  occasion.  The  net  proceeds  of  these  rents,  after  deducting 
for  repairs,  is  added  to  the  fund  composed  as  mentioned  in  the  preceding 
case. 

The  acre  of  land  at  Oldbury,  being  a common  open  field,  was  for  many  years 
suffered  to  be  encroached  upon  till  its  identity  was  entirely  lost.  Nothing 
has  ever  been  received  for  it  as  far  back  as  any  living  memory  goes.  The 
whole  of  the  land  at  Oldbury  has  been  subsequently  divided  under  an  Inclosure 
Act. 

Ann  Slaughter’s  Charity. — By  an  Indenture,  dated  31st  October,  l6Jac.I. 
between  Ann  Slaughter  of  Tewkesbury,  widow,  of  the  one  part;  and  Edward 
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Wakeman,  of  the  Mythe,  in  the  said  parish,  and  three  other  persons  therein 
mentioned,  of  the  other  part ; she  the  said  Ann  Slaughter  did  thereby  grant 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  a parcel  of  ground,  containing  by  esti- 
mation one  acre,  called  the  Great  or  Saffron  Garden,  at  the  back  of  a street 
there,  called  Barton-street;  and  she  further,  by  the  same  deed,  granted  to  the 
same  parties  the  annual  rent  of  105.  which  the  bailiffs,  burgesses  and  com- 
monalty of  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury  had  covenanted  and  granted  to  the  said 
Ann  Slaughter,  her  heirs  and  assigns ; to  hold  the  said  premises  respectively  to 
and  to  the  use  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  that  the  said  feoffees  should  demise  the  said  garden  and  receive 
the  rent  thereof,  and  also  the  said  annual  rent  above  mentioned,  and  annually 
account  to  the  bailiffs  and  town  clerk  of  the  borough  for  the  same  ; and  within 
seven  days  after  such  account  thereof,  distribute  the  same  among  the  poor 
people  inhabiting  within  the  said  borough,  according  to  their  discretion,  with 
a proviso  for  filling  up  the  vacancies  of  the  trustees  so  as  to  keep  up  the  number 
to  four,  by  successive  renewals  and  conveyances. 

The  trustees  hold  under  this  will  a garden  of  about  an  acre,  at  the  back  of 
Barton-street,  which  now  goes  by  the  name  of  the  Great  Saffron  Garden,  and 
which  they  let  to  a yearly  tenant  for  7^-  a year. 

This  rent  also  makes  a part  of  the  fund  alluded  to  in  the  preceding  cases. 

With  respect  to  the  rent-charge  of  10 s.  we  do  not  find  that  the  same  is 
at  present  paid  by  the  corporation,  or  that  any  such  rent  has  been  paid  within 
the  memory  of  any  existing  person  ; but  there  is  a piece  of  about  half  an 
acre  in  the  Severn  Ham,  a large  open  meadow  on  the  banks  of  the  Severn, 
which  is  enjoyed  by  the  charity,  and  annexed  to  Ann  Slaughter’s  gift,  as 
appears  by  a document  laid  before  us  ; and  which,  it  is  surmised,  may  have 
been  substituted,  at  some  former  period,  for  the  rent-charge  originally  payable 
as  aforesaid. 

The  land  above  alluded  to  is  let  for  1/.  85.  a year,  which  rent  is  added  to 
the  fund  mentioned  in  the  preceding  cases. 

Some  land  in  Severn  Ham,  mentioned  in  the  book  of  charities  as  being 
vested  in  Mr.  Geest’s  feoffees,  the  title  to  which  is  there  stated  to  be  un- 
known, has  been  supposed  to  be  the  piece  in  the  Severn  Ham  above  de- 
scribed, as  that  is  the  only  piece  of  land  in  Severn  Ham  the  rents  of  which  are 
received  by  Mr.  Geest’s  feoffees. 

The  three  last-mentioned  charities  are  vested  in  the  same  feoffees,  Omwell 
John  Lloyd,  George  Prior,  John  Terrett,  and  Joseph  Petley. 

The  aggregate  income,  consisting  of  the  proceeds  of  these  several  charities, 
is  about  251/.  8 s.  per  annum. 

From  this  aggregate  sum  is  to  be  deducted  the  100  /.  a year  which  is  paid 
in  liquidation  of  the  money  borrowed  for  building  the  three  houses  under 
Geest’s  charity,  and  the  interest  upon  the  principal,  which,  last  Michaelmas, 
(1828)  was  37  4 10  5.

The  balance  in  hand  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (October  1828) 
appeared  to  be  about  60  /. 

Before  the  period  at  which  the  accounts  assumed  the  above-mentioned  re- 
gular form,  the  mode  of  administering  the  fund  appears  to  have  been  very 
culpable  and  scandalous,  the  whole  having  been  divided  into  little  sums  as 
low  as  sixpences,  and  distributed  out  of  a bag  among  the  poor,  who  followed 
at  the  heels  of  the  distributor  for  the  same,  which  occasioned  the  charity7  to 
receive  the  denomination  of  the  “ Running  Sixpences.”  This  practice  was 
afterwards  checked  as  to  the  promiscuous  distribution  of  it  in  the  streets,  but 
it  continued  to  be  given  away  in  sixpences  till  the  reform  in  1808.  At  present 
the  four  feoffees  divide  the  town  into  four  districts,  each  taking  one,  and  visit- 
ing the  habitations  of  the  poor,  in  order  to  obtain  a knowledge  of  their 
necessities  and  characters.

Lady  Capell’s  Gift. — In  our  Second  Report,  p.  145,  will  be  found  an  Tewkesbury. 

account  of  the  charity  of  Lady  Capell , under  whose  Will  Tewkesbury  is  in-  s ; 

terested  in  a twelfth-part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  farm  or  land,  called  Blue  Coat  S(;h°^ 

Parry  or  Perry  Court,  in  Feversham,  Ospringe  and  Luddenham,  in  the  county  v ^ 
of  Kent. 

The  proceeds  of  this  charity  must  necessarily  vary  with  the  rent.  In  the 
year  1820  it  was  36/.  5 s.  6 d.  ; in  1821,  37/.  10  5.;  1822,  20/.;  1823, 

40/.  4 s.  10  d.  ; 1824,  37  /.  10  5.;  1825,  37  /.  10  5.  ; 1826,  37/.  10  5.  ; 1827, 

37  /.  10  5.;  and  1828,  37  /•  105.  From  these  receipts  must  be  deducted,  each 
year,  about  1 /.  10  5.  for  the  expenses  of  receiving  it. 

Elizabeth  Dowdeswell’s  Gift. — Elizabeth  Dowdeswell  left,  in  1722,  40/. 
to  the  charity  school  at  Tewkesbury,  provided  it  continued  and  increased. 

It  does  not  appear  with  certainty  that  this  sum  was  ever  received.  The 
present  book  of  the  trustees  goes  back  as  far  as  1770j  and  contains  no  account 
of  it. 

Thomas  Merrit’s  Gift. — Thomas  Merrit,  by  a Will,  dated  25th  July  1724, 
bequeathed  the  residue  of  his  real  and  personal  estate  to  his  sisters,  Catherine 
Hartlebury  and  Barbara  Laight,  paying  50  5.  per  annum  to  the  use  of  the 
charity  school  at  Tewkesbury. 

Twenty-five  shillings  of  the  above  sum  appears  to  have  been  charged  on 
certain  houses  in  Tewkesbury,  and  the  remaining  sum  of  25  5.  on  premises 
in  the  parishes  of  Ashchurch  and  Gretton,  these  being  parts  of  the  estates  of 
the  late  Mr.  Merrit,  and  the  proportions  having  been  settled  among  the  several 
parties  taking  under  the  will. 

There  is  a national  school  in  Tewkesbury,  supported  by  voluntary  subscrip- 
tions, with  which  school  Lady  Capel’s  charity  may  be  considered  as  being 
combined  in  operation ; the  master,  who  receives  his  appointment  under  Lady 
Capel’s  foundation,  being  also  the  master  of  the  national  school,  and  teaching 
all  the  boys  on  the  same  principle : but  the  boys  who  receive  the  benefit  of 
Lady  Capel’s  charity  are  distinguished  from  the  others,  being  considered  as 
belonging  specially  to  her  foundation  ; which  boys  are  annually  clothed  out  of 
Lady  Capel’s  fund,  augmented  by  some  private  subscriptions,  and  further  by 
the  gift  of  Mr.  Thomas  Merrit  of  50  5.  per  annum.  The  instruction  given  to 
hese  boys  may  be  considered  as  being  placed  more  immediately  under  the 
tsupervision  of  the  trustees  of  Lady  Capel’s  charity,  who  pay  occasional  visits 
to  the  school  to  inquire  after  their  own  boys. 

William  Curtis’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture,  dated  24th  December  1681,  between  Thomas  Kings  of  Tewkes-  william  Curtis’s 
bury,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  gentleman,  of  the  first  part;  William  Charity. 
Curtis  of  the  parish  of  Stepney,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex,  of  the  second 
part ; and  Conway  Whittorne  and  others,  all  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid,  of 
the  third  part : it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Thomas  Kings,  in  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  105  /.  paid  to  him  by  the  said  William  Curtis,  granted,  enfeoffed, 
and  confirmed  unto  the  said  Conway  Whittorne  and  others  of  the  third  part, 
all  that  close  then  of  arable  land,  called  the  Moores,  containing,  by  estimation, 
five  acres  or  thereabouts,  lying  in  the  parish  of  Twining,  in  the  said  county  of 
Gloucester,  in  the  occupation  therein  mentioned,  having  the  land  of  Thomas 
Neast  on  the  one  side,  and  the  land  of  John  Shewed  on  the  other  side  thereof, 
to  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  Conway  Whittorne  and  others,  of  the  third  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  of  the  said  William  Curtis  during  his  life, 
and  after  his  decease,  to  the  intent  and  upon  trust  that  they,  the  said  trustees, 
should  from  time  to  time  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  pre- 
mises unto  and  to  the  use  of  such  poor  widows  and  others  housekeepers  within 
the  town  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid,  not  receiving  alms  there,  as  they  or  the 
greater  number  of  them  should  think  fit,  the  same  to  be  laid  out  in  coals  or 
otherwise,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees,  for  the  better  advantage  of 
the  poor  aforesaid  ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should  produce  an  account  to 
the  bailiffs  to  show  how  and  in  what  manner,  and  to  whom  in  particular,  the 
rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  should  from  time  to  time  be  disposed  of;  and 
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upcffi  further  trust,  that  when  any  one  of  the  feoffees  should  die  or  remove 
his  habitation  from  Tewkesbury,  the  survivors  should  nominate  other  feoffees 
to  convey  the  premises  accordingly. 

The  last  surviving  trustee  wyas  Henry  Fowke,  esq.  lately  deceased,  the 
devisees  in  trust  under  whose  will  the  Rev.  W.  G.  Maxwell,  Mr.  Samuel  Jones, 
and  Mr.  E.  W.  Jones,  now  act  as  the  trustees  of  the  charity  property. 

The  land  is  let  to  a yearly  tenant  at  10/.  per  annum,  subject  to  the  land-tax, 
which  rent  is  received  by  Mr.  E.  W.  Jones,  town  clerk  of  Tewkesbury. 

This  charity  appears  to  have  been  too  diffusely  and  indiscriminately  adminis- 
tered, but  we  have  been  assured  that  it  will  in  future  be  bestowed  with  a more 
cautious  selection  of  the  objects  of  relief. 

William  Wakeman’s  Charity. 

William  Wakeman  of  the  Myth,  by  his  Will,  (date  unknown,  but  supposed  to 
have  been  made  in  the  year  1681),  gave  and  devised  unto  the  poor  of  Tewkes- 
bury the  sum  of  20  s.  to  be  issuing  and  payable  yearly,  for  ever,  upon  the 
2d  day  of  February,  out  of  his  grounds,  called  the  Red  Pooles  and  the  Middle 
Grounds  ; and  his  will  was,  that  the  said  annual  sum  of  205.  should  be  paid 
to  the  incumbent  minister  of  Tewkesbury  for  the  time  being,  to  be  disposed  of 
among  such  and  so  many  poor  housekeepers  within  the  town  of  Tewkesbury, 
as  to  him  should  seem  meet. 

And  he  further  gave  the  sum  of  10  s.  per  annum,  for  ever,  unto  the  minister 
of  Tewkesbury  for  the  time  being,  he  preaching  a sermon  upon  Good  Friday 
every  year  in  Tewkesbury  church,  to  be  payable  yearly  out  of  all  his  messuages, 
lands  and  hereditaments. 

The  grounds  called  Red  Pooles  and  the  Middle  Grounds,  are  the  property 
of  John  Hampton  Hampton,  esq.  whose  tenant  thereof  has  regularly  paid  the 
30  5.  to  the  minister,  205.  of  which  he  distributes  among  poor  honsekeepers, 
chiefly  to  the  almswomen,  and  10  5.  he  retains  for  himself. 

Charities  of  John  Porter  and  Daniel  Kemble. 

By  an  Indenture,  dated  1st  August  1699>  between  Robert  Porter  of  Tewkes- 
bury, of  the  first  part ; Henry  Collett,  and  three  others  therein  named,  of  the 
second  part ; and  Francis  Laight  and  William  Merritt,  the  then  church- 
wardens, of  the  third  part ; reciting,  that  John  Porter  deceased,  son  of  the 
said  Robert  Porter,  party  thereto,  had,  by  his  Will,  dated  23d  February  1698, 
bequeathed  to  his  father  and  executor  the  sum  of  40  /.,  upon  condition  that 
he  should,  within  six  months  after  his  (testator’s)  decease,  convey  his  two- 
third  parts  of  two  acres  of  land,  lying  in  Severn  Ham,  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Tewkesbury,  for  ever,  and  that  he  had  made  the  said  Robert 
Porter  his  executor : it  is  witnessed,  that  in  the  performance  of  the  will  of  the 
said  John  Porter,  he  the  said  Robert  Porter  granted  and  released  to  the  said 
Henry  Collett  and  others  of  the  second  part,  his  the  said  Robert  Forter’s  two- 
third  parts  of  two  acres  of  meadow  ground  ; viz.  of  one  whole  acre  and  two 
half  acres,  being  in  Severn  Ham  in  Tewkesbury  aforesaid,  and  abutting  upon 
the  river  Avon,  near  unto  the  place  where  the  Swill  Gate  entered  into  the  said 
river  Avon,  to  hold  the  same  unto  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  to  the 
use  and  intent  that  they  should  yearly,  and  every  year,  for  ever,  after  the  ex- 
piration of  the  period  therein  mentioned,  cause  the  rents  and  profits  thereof 
to  be  laid  out  in  bread  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  church  of 
Tewkesbury  to  the  poor  of  the  same  parish,  according  to  their  discretion, 
upon  the  first  Thursday  in  February  yearly,  with  a proviso  for  renewing  the 
trustees,  when  reduced  to  two,  by  proper  conveyances. 

Daniel  Kemble,  by  his  Will,  dated  29th  November  1732,  reciting,  that 
John  Porter  had  in  his  lifetime  some  right  and  interest  with  him  of  and  in 
three  pieces  or  parts  of  meadow  ground,  containing  in  the  whole  two  acres,  lying 
in  a meadow  called  Tewkesbury  Ham,  and  that  the  same  had  been  enjoyed, 
since  the  death  of  John  Porter,  between  him  and  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of 
Tewkesbury,  for  whose  use  the  said  John  Porter  had  devised  his  share,  he  the  said 
Daniel  Kemble  did  thereby  give  the  said  meadow,  and  all  his  estate,  title  and 
interest  therein,  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  poor  people  of  Tewkesbury  afore- 
said, to  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  John  Porter’s  share. 

Under  the  Inclosure  Act,  which  was  passed  about  twenty  years  ago,  these 
two  acres  were  reduced  to  1 a.  3r.  4p.,  a portion  of  them  having  been  allotted 
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in  lieu  of  tithes,  in  virtue  of  the  same  Act,  which  last-mentioned  quantity  is 
let  to  a yearly  tenant  for  4/.  per  annum. 

This  rent  is  received  by  one  of  the  feoffees,  and  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which 
is  given  to  the  poor  on  Candlemas-day  in  the  church. 

The  acting  feoffee  delivers  out  a certain  number  of  tickets,  each  entitling 
the  holder  thereof  to  a certain  quantity  of  bread,  which  tickets  are  distributed 
at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens. 

Charles  Wynde’s  Charity. 

Charles  Wynde , who  died  in  171b,  gave,  by  his  Will,  to  the  parish  of 
Tewkesbury,  an  annuity  or  rent-charge  of  10/.  per  annum,  for  ever,  without 
any  deduction,  out  of  his  copyhold  estate,  lying  within  the  manor  of  Stoke 
Pryor,  in  the  county  of  Worcester,  to  be  paid  for  the  uses  thereinafter 
mentioned  ; viz.  to  the  high  bailiff  of  Tewkesbury,  the  minister  of  the  parish 
church  of  Tewkesbury,  the  eldest  standing  justice  of  the  peace  for  the  cor- 
poration of  Tewkesbury,  the  town  clerk  of  the  corporation,  the  eldest  church- 
warden for  the  time  being,  or  to  any  three  of  them,  5 1.  every  half-year, 
payable  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate  lying  in  Stoke  Pryor  afore- 
said, at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day;  and  if  default  should  be  made  of  pay- 
ment of  either  of  the  sums  as  they  should  become  due,  and  after  demand 
made  upon  the  premises  by  any  three  of  the  before-mentioned  trustees  thereby 
appointed  to  receive  it,  or  by  their  agent  authorized  to  demand  it,  it  should  be 
lawful  for  their  agent  duly  appointed  to  enter  upon  the  estate,  and  to  receive 
the  rents  of  the  whole  as  they  should  become  due,  till  they  were  paid  the 
sums  due  and  in  arrear,  besides  costs  and  damages ; and  his  further  will  was, 
that  the  10/.  thereby  given  should.be  disposed  of  in  manner  and  for  the  uses 
following ; first,  that  there  should  be  a sermon  preached  by  the  minister  of 
Tewkesbury,  or  some  other  able  divine,  on  the  anniversary  of  his  the  said 
testator’s  death,  every  year,  for  ever,  for  which  sermon  the  minister  should 
have  20  s.  part  of  the  10/.  thereby  given ; and  that  on  the  same  day  there 
should  be  provided  two  hundred  threepenny  loaves,  and  disposed  of  in  some 
proper  place  in  the  church  till  after  sermon,  and  then  distributed  to  the  poor 
of  the  aforesaid  parish  every  year  on  that  day ; and  he  further  ordered,  that 
on  the  Sunday  before  Easter-day,  the  Sunday  before  Whitsunday,  and  the 
Sunday  before  Christmas-day,  there  should  be  provided  on  each  of  those  days 
thirty  sixpenny  loaves,  to  be  placed  in  some  convenient  place  in  the  church 
till  after  sermon,  and  then  given  each  day  to  thirty  persons,  such  as  any 
three  or  more  of  the  persons  entrusted  should  think  proper;  but  his  desire 
was,  that  they  should  be  chiefly  given  to  such  as  did  especially  on  that  day 
attend  the  prayers  and  sermon  ; and  he  further  ordered,  that  ten  twelve- 
penny  loaves  should  be  provided  the  Sunday  following  the  anniversary  of  his 
death,  and  be  placed  in  the  church  till  after  sermon,  and  then  given  to  ten 
housekeepers,  men  or  women,  not  receiving  alms  of  the  parish,  and  12  d.  a-piece 
to  each  of  them,  if  he  or  she  had  within  twelvemonths  immediately  before 
received  the  blessed  sacrament,  administered  according  to  the  usage  of  the 
church  of  England ; and  stating  that  he  had  observed  the  great  neglect  of 
duty  and  rude  behaviour  of  many  even  in  the  church-yard  on  the  Lord’s-day, 
he  further  ordered,  in  the  hopes  it  would  be  a means  of  preventing  the  too 
common  disorders  for  some  part  of  the  day  there  committed,  that  40  s.  should 
be  paid,  for  ever,  on  Michaelmas-day,  to  the  reader  or  curate  that  should  be 
settled  for  the  time  being  to  read  prayers  in  the  parish  church  of  Tewkesbury, 
provided  he  should  read  the  evening  service  of  the  church,  or  cause  it  to  be 
read,  at  six  o’clock  in  the  evening  every  Lord’s-day,  in  the  chancel  of  the 
parish  church  of  Tewkesbury,  (if  the  ordinary  would  give  leave)  ; if  not,  then 
in  the  place  where  the  prayers  are  usually  read,  from  Lady-day  to  Michaelmas- 
day,  and  so  for  ever  yearly.  He  likewise  ordered,  that  5 s.  should  be  paid 
every  year  to  the  reader,  who  should  read  prayers  on  the  anniversary  day 
before-mentioned  ; that  10  s.  every  year,  as  occasion  should  require,  should  be 
expended  in  keeping  in  repair  his  wife’s  and  his  own  monument ; and  that  the 
remaining  part  of  the  said  10/.  should  be  made  use  of  every  year  to  answer  any 
expense  his  said  trustees  might  be  at  in  the  management  of  the  trust. 

This  rent-charge  of  10/.  is  regularly  paid  by  the  proprietor  of  the  estate  to 
the  minister  of  Tewkesbury,  who  applies  it  in  the  following  manner: — 
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Twenty  shillings  for  preaching  a sermon  on  every  8th  of  September, 
being  the  anniversary  of  the  testator’s  death,  and  5 s.  to  the 
reader  __________ 

Two  hundred  threepenny  loaves  are  distributed  in  the  church 
on  the  same  day  to  poor  people  who  bring  tickets  from  the  dif- 
ferent persons  appointed  by  the  will  to  administer  that  part  of 
the  charity  ---------- 

Thirty  sixpenny  loaves  are  distributed  on  the  Sundays  mentioned 
in  the  will,  and  in  the  same  manner  - - - - 

On  the  Sunday  following  the  testator’s  death,  forty  sixpenny  loaves 
are  distributed  in  the  same  manner  - 
The  six  o’clock  evening  service  has  long  been  discontinued,  ex- 
perience having,  as  is  alleged,  shewn  it  to  have  been  productive 
of  much  disorder  and  indecency;  besides  which,  it  is  to  be 
observed,  that  the  regular  service  is  never  over  till  half-after 
five,  and  that  the  occasional  services  which  generally  succeed 
are  seldom  over  before  six,  the  minister  therefore  receives  the 
2 /.  without  performing  this  duty,  but  with  the  full  knowledge 
of  the  owner  of  the  estate  ------- 

The  tomb  is  kept  in  repair  ------- 

And  ten  shillings  is  retained  for  extra  expense,  as  allowed  by  the 
testator  - ------

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William  Hayward’s  Charity. 


William  Hayward’s  William  Hayward , by  his  Will,  made  in  1727,  left  205.  per  annum,  or  20/. 

Charity.  to  be  invested  in  land ; such  sum  or  the  rent  of  the  land  to  be  received  by  the 
minister  of  Tewkesbury  for  preaching  two  sermons  on  the  1st  of  March  and 
Holy  Thursday  annually.  He  gave  also  505.  per  annum,  or  501.  to  be  laid  out 
in  land ; such  sum,  or  the  rent  of  the  said  land,  to  be  distributed  among  the 
poor  of  Tewkesbury. 

This  charity  money  was  never  paid  or  settled,  the  executor  having  died  in 
insolvent  circumstances  soon  after  the  death  of  the  testator. 


Elizabeth  Hopton’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Hopton’s  Elizabeth  Hopton , by  her  Will,  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canter- 

Charity.  bury  7th  October  1732,  gave  and  devised  unto  the  minister  of  Tewkesbury,  in 
the  county  of  Gloucester,  and  to  his  successors,  for  ever,  all  that  her  meadow 
and  pasture  ground,  lying  at  Salden’s  Bridge,  in  the  parish  of  Ashchurch,  in 
the  said  county  ; and  all  her  arable  land  in  Oldbury,  in  the  parish  of  Tewkes- 
bury aforesaid,  in  the  occupation  therein  mentioned,  on  this  condition,  that 
the  said  minister  of  Tewkesbury  for  the  time  being  should  preach,  or  cause  to 
be  preached,  in  the  parish  church  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid,  six  sermons  pre- 
paratory to  the  Blessed  Sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  on  the  last  Friday  in 
every  month  between  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  yearly,  for  ever ; but  if  the 
monthly  sermon  should  not  be  preached  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  then  she 
directed  that  her  executors  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  their  heirs,  should  make 
an  entry  on  the  said  lands  and  hold  the  same,  and  receive  the  profits  thereof  to 
their  own  use,  until  the  said  sermons  should  be  preached. 

The  premises  contained  in  the  will  consist  of  two  fields,  the  one  being  about 
2£  acres,  and  the  other  1^  acre.

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These  rents  are  received  by  the  minister,  who  preaches  the  sermons  on  the 
days  mentioned  in  the  will. 

Edward  Popham’s  Charity. 

Edward  Popham’s  By  an  Indenture  of  Release,  bearing  date  13th  January  1757,  between  Sir 
Charity.  William  Strachan,  in  the  parish  of  Bishop’s  Cleeve,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester, 
baronet,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Kemble,  esquire,  and  four  other  persons 
therein  named,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  Edward  Popham,  late  of  Tewkes- 
bury Lodge,  in  the  parish  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid,  esquire,  had,  by  his  will,  given 
the  interest  of 200/.  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Tewkesbury  aforesaid,  and  that  no 

benefit 
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benefit  to  any  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  could  arise  under  the  said  will ; but  that 
the  said  Sir  William  Strachan,  who  had  intermarried  with  the  heiress  of  the  said 
Edward  Popham,  and  also  sole  executrix  of  his  said  will,  was  desirous  to  settle 
and  give  a donation  equivalent  thereto  : it  is  witnessed,  that  the  said  Sir  William 
Strachan,  for  the  consideration  therein  expressed,  did  release  and  convey  unto 
the  said  Thomas  Kemble  and  others,  a messuage  or  cottage,  with  a barn,  stable, 
two  gardens  and  two  orchards,  thereunto  adjoining,  one  parcel  of  arable  land, 
called  the  Scarlet  Patch,  containing  about  three  acres,  more  or  less,  and 
another  parcel  of  arable  land,  called  Green  Patch,  containing  two  acres,  more 
or  less ; all  which  premises  were  mentioned  in  the  said  indenture  to  be  situate 
in  the  parish  of  Castle  Moreton,  in  the  county  of  Worcester  ; and  also  a piece 
of  land,  lying  in  the  said  parish  of  Castle  Moreton,  called  Green  Acre,  other- 
wise South  Acre,  containing,  by  estimation,  one  acre  or  thereabouts  ; to  hold 
the  same  unto  and  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Kemble  and  others  of  the 
second  part,  upon  trust,  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should,  yearly,  out  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  premises,  as  nearly  as  might  be  about  Saint 
Michaelmas-day,  buy  and  provide  three  good,  warm  and  substantial  coats,  for 
three  poor  old  men  in  the  said  parish  of  Tewkesbury,  and  three  good,  warm 
and  substantial  gowns,  for  three  poor  old  women  of  and  in  the  said  parish  of 
Tewkesbury;  such  poor  old  men  and  women  to  be  appointed  by  Dame  Mary 
Strachan,  wife  of  the  said  Sir  William  Strachan,  during  her  life,  and  after  her 
death,  by  the  said  Sir  William  Strachan  and  his  heirs,  and  to  be  Protestant 
persons,  usually  attending  the  daily  prayers  in  the  church  of  the  said  parish  ; 
and  that  the  said  trustees  should  yearly  lay  out  the  residue  of  such  rents  and 
profits  (if  any)  in  providing  sixpenny  or  fourpenny  loaves  of  good  wheaten 
bread,  and  distribute  the  same  on  the  four  feast  days  of  the  year  ; viz.  Michael- 
mas-day, Christmas-day,  Easter-day  and  Saint  John  the  Baptist’s  day,  to  such 
persons  as  should  be  appointed  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  and  in  default  of  ap- 
pointment of  the  persons  as  above  mentioned,  the  vicar  and  churchwardens 
were  to  have  the  appointment  of  the  poor  persons  ; and  it  was  further  provided, 
that  upon  the  death  of  any  three  of  the  said  trustees,  the  survivors  or  survivor 
should  nominate  an  equal  number  of  other  honest  and  discreet  persons  residing 
in  the  said  parish  to  be  trustees  to  fill  up  the  vacancies,  to  whom  the  said  pre- 
mises should  be  accordingly  conveyed.

The  trustees  have  been  regularly  renewed,  and  the  premises  have  become 
vested  by  an  indenture,  bearing  date  14th  November  1822,  (but  not  executed, 
through  some  inadvertence,  till  1S28,)  in  William  Cliff,  John  Territt,  Joseph 
Longmore,  William  Dillon,  and  the  Rev.  Charles  White. 


The  land  so  devised  consists  of  eight  acres,  situate  in  Castle  Moreton,  with 
a house  and  outbuildings  upon  it. 


The  premises  are  contiguous  to  Malvern  Chace,  and  in  a desolate  part  of  the 
country. 


The  land,  which  is  chiefly  pasture,  is  let  to  a yearly  tenant  for  81.  per  annum. 
The  house  is  in  a very  miserable  state  of  dilapidation,  and  the  rent  is  consi- 
dered, in  the  present  condition  of  the  premises,  to  be  as  much  as  they  are 
reasonably  worth. 


From  the  year  1819,  there  being  only  one  feoffee,  an  infirm  man,  the  charity 
appears  to  have  fallen  into  neglect,  until  the  conveyance  was  executed  in 
1828  to  the  new  trustees.  Before  that  was  done,  nobody  would  act  in  direct 
execution  of  the  trusts,  but  the  minister  of  Tewkesbury  continued,  on  his  own 
responsibility,  to  distribute  31.  worth  in  bread  at  the  appointed  times  in  the 
year.  The  gowns  not  being  distributed  fora  considerable  period,  a balance  has 
accrued  of  46/.  1.5  s.  2 d. ; but  it  is  stated,  that  the  law  expenses  of  the  new 
feoffment  will  reduce  that  balance  to  26/.  19  s.  1 s. 

It  is  proposed  to  add  what  can  be  saved  out  of  the  income  to  the  present 
balance,  so  as  to  provide  a fund  for  putting  the  house  in  tenantable  repair ; 
which  object  maybe  further  promoted  by  disposing  of  the  same  upon  a repair- 
ing lease  when  vacated  by  the  present  occupier,  who  is  an  aged  female.

Sarah  Hall’s  Charity. 

Sarah  Hall , of  the  parisli  of  Saint  Peter,  in  the  city  of  "Worcester,  widow,  bv 
her  will,  dated  1 7th  July  1776,  gave  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the 
parish  of  Tewkesbury  the  sum  of  200/. ; the  same  to  be  placed  out,  on  good 
security,  in  their  names,  and  in  the  names  of  their  successors  from  time  to  time, 
and  the  interest  and  increase  thereof,  for  ever,  to  be  laid  out  in  good  warm 
gowns,  and  given  to  six  poor  maids  or  widows  of  or  belonging  to  the  said 
parish,  not  receiving  weekly  pay,  by  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  and 
their  successors,  on  All  Saints  day,  yearly,  for  ever. 

The  200/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  3521.  8s.  three  per  cents  reduced, 
now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens. 

The  annual  interest,  10/.  11$.  4 d.  is  regularly  received  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens,  through  Lech  mere’s  bank  in  Tewkesbury,  and  by  them  dis- 
tributed according  to  the  directions  of  the  donor. 


The  Rev.  Henry  Collett’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Henry  Collett  of  Tewkesbury,  by  his  Will,  dated  20th  June  1803, 
directed  his  executors  thereinafter  named,  immediately  after  his  decease,  to 
transfer  and  assign  300  /.  government  stock,  which  he  had  in  the  four  per 
cents,  into  the  names  of  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Tewkes- 
bury for  the  time  being,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  their  successors  should 
pay  the  dividends  thereof  to  Elizabeth  Collett  and  Susannah  Woolly  during 
their  respective  lives ; and  after  the  decease  of  the  survivor  of  them,  he 
directed  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens  to  transfer  and  assign  one  moiety  of 
the  said  stock  (being  250/.  stock)  unto  his  god-daughter,  Mary  Elizabeth 
Cliffe,  her  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  for  ever ; and  the  other 
moiety  of  the  said  stock  (being  the  like  250/.  stock),  he  directed  should  con- 
tinue in  the  names  of  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens,  upon  further  trust,  that 
they  should  apply  the  dividends  of  one-moiety  thereof  in  the  purchase  of  coals, 
to  be  distributed  by  them  equally,  upon  Saint  Thomas’s -day  yearly,  amongst  the 
ten  poor  widows  who  should  dwell  in  the  almshouses  situate  in  the  church- 
yard of  Tewkesbury,  founded  by  Sir  Francis  Russell,  baronet,  for  ten  poor 
widows  ; and  the  other  moiety  of  the  said  dividends  in  the  purchase  of  five 
stuff  gowns  and  other  wearing  apparel,  (if  the  dividends  should  be  sufficient), 
to  be  distributed  by  them  alternately  yearly,  for  ever,  on  the  same  feast,  to  five 
of  the  said  widows. 

This  stock  was  transferred  into  the  names  of  the  then  vicar  and  church- 
wardens, the  Rev.  Robert  Knight,  James  Kingsbury,  deceased,  and  Thomas 
Vernon,  in  whose  names  it  now  stands.  The  dividend  is  paid  to  Mrs.  Woolly, 
who  is  still  living;  till  whose  death  the  charity  will  not  come  into  operation. 

Tho.mas  Cooke’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Cooke , by  his  Will,  made  about  the  year  1558,  gave  to  John  Butler 
and  four  others  therein  mentioned,  his  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the  garden 
thereto  lying  and  appurtenances,  occupied  as  therein  mentioned,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  1 /.  10  s.,  situate  in  the  Uigh-street  within  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury, 
to  hold  the  same  unto  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  for  the  reparation 
of  the  parish  church  of  Tewkesbury,  as  the  bailiffs  for  the  time  being,  with 
the  more  part  of  the  discreet  burgesses  of  the  said  borough  should  devise  and 
a ppoint. 

The  subject  of  the  above  donation  composes  part  of  a messuage,  now  the 
property  of  Mr.  Senior,  a solicitor,  in  Tewkesbury ; it  is  held  under  a lease  for 
ninety-nine  years,  commencing  from  the  25th  March  1751,  at  the  rent  of  30s. 
The  rent  is  regularly  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  carried  to  the  church 
account. 

Juliana  Beste’s  Charity. 

Juliana  Beste,  alias  Beast,  of  the  borough  of  Tewkesbury,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  widow,  by  Indenture,  bearing  date  4th  August,  9th  year  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  gave  in  trust  to  Roger  Malliard  and  Nicholas  Greenwood  of  Tewkes- 
bury, for  ever,  an  annuity  or  yearly  rent-charge  of  6 s.  8 d.,  issuing  and  payable 
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out  of  one-half  burgage  or  messuage  lying  in  the  High-street.  The  said 
annuity  to  be  paid  annually  on  Christmas-day  ; 3 s.  4 d.  of  it  to  be  applied  to- 
wards repairing  the  Long  Bridge,  and  the  remaining  3 s.  4<d.  to  be  distributed 
to  the  poor  of  the  said  borough. 

The  6^.  8d.  is  paid  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways,  and  3s.  4>d.  for  the  poor 
to  the  churchwardens. 

Richard  Mynce’s  Charity. 

Richard  My  nee,  by  his  Will,  dated  December  30,  1665,  charged  the  latter- 
math  feedings  and  vesture  of  the  meadows,  called  Avon  Hams,  with  an  annual 
rent  of  40  s.,  to  be  paid  by  the  owners  and  occupiers  of  the  said  latter-math 
feedings  or  vestures,  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways  in  the  parish  of  Tewkes- 
bury for  the  time  being,  and  towards  the  repair  of  the  Long  Bridge  leading 
from  Old  Avon  to  the  Mythe. 

The  40  5.  charged  upon  the  said  latter-math  of  the  Avon  Ham  is  regularly 
paid  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways  by  the  persons  having  the  above- 
mentioned  interest  in  the  devised  property. 

Church  Land. 

There  is  an  acre  of  land  in  the  Avon  Ham,  which  has  been  considered 
church  property  time  out  of  mind ; but  the  origin  of  the  claim  cannot  now 
be  traced.  It  produces  a rent  of  1/.  per  annum,  which  is  carried  to  the 
church  account. 

Donations  to  the  Minister  of  Tewkesbury. 

Gift  of  King  James  the  First. — King  James  the  First,  by  his  Letters 
Patent,  dated  24th  May  1608,  granted  to  Francis  Morris  and  Francis  Phelps, 
and  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  rectory  of  Tewkesbury,  but  reserved  to  the 
Crown  the  advowson  and  right  of  patronage  to  the  church  of  Tewkesbury, 
and  charged  the  said  rectory  with  the  payment  of  10/.  per  annum  to  the  vicar 
or  minister  of  Tewkesbury  for  ever. 

And  the  same  king,  by  his  letters  patent,  dated  15th  May  1615,  granted  to 
the  assistant,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  curate  of  the  parish  church  of  Tewkes- 
bury yearly,  for  his  stipend,  4/.  7 s.  6 d.  ; and  for  two  chambers  for  the  said 
assistant,  ll.  8s.  3d.  payable  by  his  auditors  yearly. 

These  sums  are  regularly  received  by  the  vicar  from  the  chamberlain,  to 
whom  they  are  paid  by  the  auditor  for  the  Crown. 

Edward  Skrimshire’s  Gift. — Edwin  Skrimshire,  by  Indenture,  dated  24th 
November  1683,  granted  to  four  trustees  therein  named,  and  to  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  the  rectorial  tithes  and  the  church-yard  of  Treddington,  and  the  great 
tithes  and  other  tithes,  oblations,  &c.  arising  in  the  villages  or  hamlets  of 
Treddington  and  Fiddington,  in  trust,  after  the  payment  of  the  respective 
sums  of  20/.  to  the  minister  of  Treddington,  12/.  to  the  minister  of  Ash- 
church,  and  the  10/.  granted  by  King  James  the  First  to  the  minister  of 
Tewkesbury,  annually  to  employ  the  residue  of  the  said  rectory  tithes  and 
premises,  and  the  rents,  issues  and  profits  thereof,  toward  the  maintenance  of 
the  officiating  minister  of  the  church  of  Tewkesbury. 

By  the  Treddington  and  Fiddington  Inclosure  Act,  some  land  was  allotted, 
in  lieu  of  these  tithes,  to  the  minister  of  Tewkesbury,  who  also  enjoys  the 
herbage  of  the  church-yard  of  Treddington. 

Elizabeth  Townsend’s  Gift. — David  Warren,  by  Indenture,  dated  1 6th  Fe- 
bruary 1690,  in  pursuance  of  a contract  entered  in  between  him  and  the  executors 
of  Elizabeth  Townsend , who  had  left  200  /.  towards  the  support  of  the  minister 
of  Tewkesbury  *,  and  in  consideration  of  the  said  200/.  and  10/.  interest,  which 
had  accrued,  granted  and  released  to  certain  trustees  therein  named,  and  to 
their  heirs,  three  pieces  or  parcels  of  meadow  and  pasture  ground,  situate  at 
Greet  in  the  parish  of  Winchcombe,  containing,  by  estimation,  fifteen  acres  or 
thereabouts,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  minister  of  Tewkesbury  for  the  time  to 
receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof. 
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The  above  parcels  were  common  field  land,  in  lieu  of  which  other  lands  of 
Donations  to  the  a^ou^  thirteen  or  fourteen  acres  were  allotted  by  the  Greet  and  Sudeley  tene- 
Minister  of  ments  Inclosure  Act,  which  are  now  let  for  16/.  per  annum.  The  above  is  re- 
Tewkesbury,  ceived  by  the  minister  of  Tewkesbury.

PARISH  OF  TREDDINGTON. 

William  Surman’s  Charity. 

Mr.  William  Surman,  late  of  Treddington,  by  his  Will,  dated  4th  July  1798, 
gave  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Tredding- 
ton, the  sum  of  60/.  to  be  paid  out  of  his  personal  estate,  upon  trust,  to  put 
out  the  same  at  interest  on  sufficient  security,  and  the  interest  to  be  applied 
by  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  and  their  successors,  for  ever,  to  and 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Treddington  aforesaid,  in  such  manner  as  they 
should  think  fit. 

Mr.  William  Hill  and  Mr.  John  Bick  were  Mr.  Surman’s  executors,  who 
are  stated  to  have  received  considerable  personal  property  under  his  will. 
The  said  John  Bick  paid  interest  for  the  60/.  until  about  the  year  1810,  when 
being  churchwarden  as  well  as  one  of  the  executors,  it  is  stated  that  he 
divided  the  personal  estate  of  the  testator  among  the  persons  interested  under 
his  will,  reserving  the  sum  of  60/.  for  the  gift  to  the  parish,  which  he  retained 
in  his  hands  till  his  death,  which  happened  about  five  or  six  years  ago. 
Mr.  William  Hill,  his  co-executor,  died  in  his  lifetime ; and  the  parish  always 
considered  the  said  John  Bick  as  the  responsible  person  for  the  legacy  of  60/. ; 
but  he  became  a bankrupt,  and  the  legacy  is  lost  to  the  parish,  unless  the  church- 
wardens should  receive  any  dividend  from  his  estate.

PARISH  OF  BECKFORD. 

The  Rev.  John  Dobyns’s  Charity. 

Beckford.  John  Dohyns,  vicar  of  Tetbury,  by  a Deed  Poll,  dated  12th  October, 

The  iuv~J  l n Henry  VIII.,  enfeoffed  certain  persons  therein  mentioned  with  one  mes- 

Dobyns’sCharity.  suage  and  a half  a yard  land,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Beckford,  to  hold  for 
such  charitable  purposes  and  works  in  the  parish  of  Beckford,  as  should  in 
their  discretion  seem  best. 

The  land  so  originally  settled  for  these  purposes  has  been  transmitted  by 
a regular  series  of  feoffments,  and  is  now  become  vested  under  an  indenture 
of  release,  bearing  date  20th  November  1818,  in  John  Timbrill,  d.  d.  vicar 
of  Beckford  aforesaid,  William  Wakeman,  esquire,  John  Baldwin,  Richard 
Smith  the  elder,  Richard  Smith  the  younger,  Thomas  Freeman  the  younger, 
Thomas  Smith,  Thomas  Moone,  and  Joseph  Benedict  Tidmarsh,  all  of  the 
parish  of  Beckford  ; in  which  last-mentioned  deed  the  trust  premises  are  de- 
scribed as  a messuage  or  tenement,  called  Bodies  Place,  and  a newly  in- 
closed allotment  of  land  in  the  said  parish,  containing  5 a.  & 2r.  bounded  as 
therein  mentioned,  which  allotment  had  been  awarded  in  lieu  of  other  pieces 
of  arable  and  pasture  ground  theretofore  belonging  to  the  said  messuage,  and 
lying  in  the  common  fields  of  Beckford  aforesaid,  under  an  Act  of  Parliament 
passed  13th  George  III.;  an  old  inclosure  of  pasture  ground,  called  the  Salt 
Pits  Furlong,  containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres  ; an  old  inclosure,  being 
about  a quarter  of  an  acre,  in  a place  called  Simmon’s  Ford,  and  called  the 
Little  Wood  Fields ; a pleck  of  meadow  ground,  called  Castle  Meadow,  lying 
on  the  west  side  of  the  town  of  Beckford,  having  a little  stream  called  Conderton 
Stream  running  on  the  east  side  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  town  of  Con- 
derton on  the  west  side,  a meadow  of  William  Freeman  on  the  south  side, 
and  a plot  of  meadow  of  the  said  William  Wakeman  on  the  north  side;  and 

a close 
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Charity. 
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a close  of  pasture  lying  in  Pinching’s  Cross,  bounded  as  therein  mentioned  ; all 
which  premises  were  then  in  the  tenure  of  John  Peart. 

The  trusts  in  all  these  successive  feoffments  have  been  expressed  to  be  for 
such  charitable  uses,  intents,  and  purposes  within  the  said  parish  of  Beckford, 
as  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  present  at  their  meetings,  should 
be  thought  fit  and  convenient. 

There  is  no  reason  to  suppose  that  any  part  of  this  trust  property  has  been 
lost  to  the  charity,  but  it  is  proper  to  mention  that  William  Wakeman,  esq.  a 
large  proprietor  in  the  parish,  and  one  of  the  trustees,  holds  the  land  above 
described,  as  a pleck  of  meadow,  called  Castle  Meadow  (and  which  we  find  to 
have  passed  by  the  same  description  in  the  prior  deeds  of  feoffment)  for  which 
he  pays  to  the  charity,  an  annual  sum  of  13  s.  4 d. 

This  trust  property,  is  now  let  together  to  one  John  Peart,  a farmer,  as 
tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  rent  of  22/.  which  is  considered  as  adequate  to 
its  value  ; during  the  high  time  of  agricultural  produce,  it  was  let  for  30/.  IQs. 

This  rent  is  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  according  to  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  trustees,  who  have  annual  meetings  in  the  month  of  January,  to 
settle  the  lists  of  the  persons  to  be  relieved. 

The  Rev.  John  Harpur’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : u The  Rev.  John  Harpur,  late  vicar  of  this  parish,  in  the 

year  1743,  purchased  a messuage  and  lands,  situate  at  Upton-on-Severn,  in  the 
county  of  Worcester,  which  he  and  his  wife  gave  in  trust,  the  rents  whereof  are 
to  be  disposed  of  yearly,  for  ever,  in  bread  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  attending 
divine  service,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister.” 

By  an  indenture,  dated  20th  December  1743,  between  Henry  Whittaker,  of 
Tewkesbury,  of  the  one  part,  and  Robert  Tracy,  of  Stanway,  in  the  county  of 
Gloucester,  and  others,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Henry  Whittaker,  in  con- 
sideration of  the  sum  of  106/.  to  him  paid,  being  a charitable  benefaction  of 
persons  who  were  desirous  of  concealing  their  names,  did  thereby  release  and 
confirm  unto  the  said  Robert  Tracy  and  others,  a messuage  or  tenement,  called 
by  the  name  of  Fathers,  otherwise  Shercocks,  the  garden  and  curtilage  there- 
unto belonging,  and  the  close  of  arable  land  thereunto  also  adjoining,  con- 
taining, by  estimation,  three  acres,  to  hold  the  same  to  and  to  the  use  of  the 
said  Robert  Tracy  and  others,  upon  trust,  that  they,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
should  from  time  to  time  lay  out  and  employ  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  in  manner  thereinafter  mentioned:  viz.  that  5s.  part  thereof  to  be 
laid  out  in  20  threepenny  loaves  of  bread,  should  be  given  to  such  poor  persons 
in  the  said  parish,  as  by  the  said  trustees,  or  the  greater  number  of  them, 
should  be  thought  most  convenient;  and  that  the  residue  of  the  same  should 
be  laid  out  also  in  bread,  and  disposed  of  yearly  on  Sundays,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  vicar  of  Beckford  for  the  time  being,  to  such  poor  persons  coming  to 
divine  service,  as  should  by  him  be  thought  fit,  and  most  to  want  the  same. 

The  said  trust  property  has  been  brought  down  by  regular  feoffments,  to  the 
present  trustees,  who  are  the  same  persons  as  the  trustees  of  the  preceding 
charity  ; the  last  indenture  being  dated  28th  October  1815. 

The  messuage,  which  has  been  divided  into  two  tenements,  is  let,  together 
with  the  land,  at  the  rent  of  23/.  The  land  is  now  used  as  garden  ground. 

This  rent  is  laid  out  in  bread,  except  a small  part  retained  for  contingencies, 
which  is  distributed  as  directed  by  the  deed. 

Elizabeth  Hale’s  Charity. 

Church  Table  : “ The  sum  of  20/.  was  given  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Hale,  of  Ben- 

grove,  in  this  parish  ; the  interest  thereof  to  be  disposed  of  in  bread  to  the  poor, 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  yearly,  for  ever.” 

This  money  is  now  in  the  hands  of  one  of  the  churchwardens,  who  has  given 
his  note  of  hand  for  the  same,  at  five  per  cent,  which  interest  is  laid  out  in 
bread,  and  distributed  according  to  the  table.

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CHAPELRY  OF  ASHTON-UNDER-LINE. 

There  has  been,  from  time  immemorial,  an  acre  of  land,  called  Church  Land, 
the  rent  of  which  is  applied  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  to  the  repairs 
of  the  chapel.  The  present  rent  is  2 5 s.

PARISH  OF  BOURTON  - ON  - TPIE  - HILL, 

WITH  THE 

CHAPELRY  OF  MORETON-IN-THE-MARSH. 

It  appears  by  an  award  made  in  pursuance  of  an  Inclosure  Act,  which  took 
place  in  1822,  that  an  allotment  of  forty  acres  of  land  was  made  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Bourton-on-the-Hill,  and  another  allotment  of  twelve 
acres  for  the  poor  of  Moreton-in-the-Marsh,  which  is  a chapelry  of  Bourton-on- 
the-Hill,  in  lieu  of  their  respective  rights  of  cutting  furze  upon  a part  of  the 
common  fields.  The  trustees  to  whom  these  lands  were  allotted,  are  the  lord 
of  the  manor  of  Bourton  and  Moreton,  the  rector,  and  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  same  places  respectively. 

This  land  is  treated  as  the  property  of  the  parish  generally,  and  the  rents  are 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  distributed  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  among  the  poor. 

Four  acres  were  also  allotted  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  repairs  of  the 
church,  and  a small  piece  for  the  benefit  of  the  clerk. 

Thomas  Sims’s  Charity. 

On  the  Benefaction  Table  in  the  church,  it  is  stated,  that  “ Mr.  Thomas  Sims 
gave  to  the  parish  of  Moreton-in-the-Marsh,  in  the  county  of  Gloucester,  the 
sum  of  501.  to  be  put  out  to  interest;  the  interest  to  be  given,  by  the  minister 
and  churchwardens,  to  seven  poor  families  of  the  said  parish  with  the  greatest 
number  of  children,  on  Saint  Thomas’s-day,  for  ever.  The  sum  of  51.  was 
deducted  by  the  executors  of  Mr.  Thomas  Sims  for  the  legacy  duty,  and  the 
remaining  sum  of  4 <51.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  78  l.  125.  three  per  cent 
consols,  on  the  26th  September  1815,  in  the  joint  names  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Warne- 
ford,  Mr.  H.  G.  Busby,  and  Mr.  William  White.” 

The  dividends,  which  are  2/.  7 s.  Id.  annually,  are  laid  out  in  blankets,  which 
are  given  away  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

Schools  on  the  National  Plan. 

There  are  two  schools  at  Moreton,  which  were  established  and  endowed 
about  fourteen  years  ago,  principally  by  Lord  Redesdale  and  the  rector.  The 
income  arises  chiefly  from  the  dividends  on  2,338/.  45.  three  per  cent  consols, 
standing  in  the  names  of  Lord  Redesdale  and  the  rector ; and  1,406/.  25.  10 d. 
three  per  cents  reduced,  under  the  late  Mr.  Freeman’s  will. 

A small  piece  of  land  halso  been  given  by  Lord  Redesdale  and  the  rector, 
for  the  purpose  of  a play-ground  for  the  children  of  the  above  establishment. 


PARISH  OF  SUTTON. 

Charities  of  Thomas  Bibling  and  John  Thornett. 

A sum  of  10/.  was  given  by  one  Thomas  Bibling , in  1764,  and  another  sum  of 
the  same  amount,  in  1732,  by  John  Thornett , to  the  use  of  the  poor. 

These 
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These  sums  appear  to  have  been  handed  from  one  churchwarden  to  another, 
till  they  were  invested  about  three  or  four  years  since  in  the  savings  bank  at 
Shipstone-on-Stowe. 

The  interest  is  received  by  the  rector,  and  distributed  by  him  among  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Sutton.

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PARISH  OF  TODDENHAM. 

There  are  two  accounts  of  charities  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Toddenham,  Toddenham. 

in  the  register  of  the  diocese  of  Gloucester;  one  dated  September  24,  1683,  

and  the  other  January  8th,  1704. 

From  the  first  of  which  it  appears, 

That  Archbishop  Juxon  gave  501.,  the  interest  to  the  poor  of  Toddenham. 

That  John  Juxon  gave  51.  also  to  be  applied  to  the  same  purpose. 

That  William  Porthloe  gave  10/. 

And  that  there  was  a tenement,  with  a garden,  of  the  yearly  value  of 
1/.  6s.  8 d.  formerly  granted  by  the  lord  of  the  manor,  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

And  by  the  second,  it  appears,  that  Mrs.  Mary  Rawlinson  gave  20 1. 

But  there  are  no  deeds  or  documents  existing  in  the  parish,  respecting  any 
charities  whatever  ; though  it  appears  from  the  testimony  of  some  of  the  old 
inhabitants,  that  many  years  ago,  there  was  60/.  belonging  to  the  poor,  which 
sum  was  lent  out  on  private  security,  in  two  equal  portions  ; viz.  30/.  to  J.  Free- 
man, and  30/.  to  a farmer  of  the  name  of  Mason  ; and  that  the  former  sum,  and 
10/.  of  the  latter,  being  all  that  could  be  then  recovered,  were  paid  to  the  late 
rector;  but  the  parish  have  no  writings,  which  shew  with  certainty  that  either 
of  these  suras  was  really  paid,  as  above  stated.  There  is  a terrier,  dated  May  30th, 

1807,  but  in  it  there  is  no  mention  of  any  of  these  charities. 


GENERAL  CHARITIES. 

Charity  of  Dorothy  Vernon  for  the  Widows  and  Orphans  of 
Clergymen  in  the  County  of  Gloucester. 

Dorothy  Vernon,  of  the  city  of  Gloucester,  spinster,  by  her  Will,  dated  29th  General  Charities. 

July  1769,  gave  and  bequeathed  unto  the  Reverend  William  Vernon,  rector  of  

the  parish  church  of  Bourton-on-the-Water,  his  executors  and  administrators,  Vernon  °for^he°thy 
the  sum  of  2,000/.,  part  of  the  money  which  she  should  have  out  upon  widows  and  Or- 
government  securities,  or  in  any  of  the  public  funds,  at  the  time  of  her  death,  phans  of  Clergymen 
upon  trust,  that  he  the  said  William  Vernon  should  from  time  to  time,  during  in  tlje  County  of 
his  life,  employ  the  interest,  proceeds  and  dividends  thereof,  for  and  towards  Gloucester* 
the  support  and  maintenance  of  the  widows  and  children  of  poor  clergymen  in 
the  said  county  of  Gloucester  ; and  her  desire  was,  that  the  daughters  of  such 
poor  clergymen  should  have  as  much  regard  shewn  unto  them  as  their  sons ; 
and  she  relied  upon  them  to  choose  such  objects  of  charity,  and  to  dispose  of 
the  interest,  dividends  and  increase  of  the  said  money,  in  such  manner  and  in 
such  proportions  as  they  should  think  would  best  answer  her  charitable  in- 
tention ; and  that  from  and  after  the  death  of  the  said  William  Vernon,  the 
executors  and  administrators  of  the  said  WilliamVernon,  should  from  time  to  time, 
with  the  approbation  and  assistance  of  the  warden  of  All  Souls  College,  in  the 
University  of  Oxford,  for  the  time  being,  and  of  the  rector  of  the  parish  church 
of  Bourton-on-the-Water  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  employ  and  apply  the 
dividends  of  the  said  2,000/.  for  the  charitable  purposes  aforesaid. 

The  will  of  Dorothy  Vernon  appears  to  have  been  for  some  years  the  subject 
of  litigation  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  during  which  time  it  is  probable  that 
the  money  bequeathed  to  the  charitable  uses  was  considerably  augmented  by 

E e 2 accumulations 
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accumulations  of  interest,  for  we  find,  that  in  the  year  1790  the  sum  belonging 
to  this  charity,  in  the  three  per  cents  reduced,  was  5,829/.  45.  1 d.  to  which 
other  sums  were  added,  as  mentioned  by  the  Master’s  report ; and  finally,  upon 
the  settlement  of  the  various  matters  in  dispute,  and  the  payment  of  the  costs, 
the  property  of  the  charity  amounted  to  6,200/.  in  the  above  stock,  which  has 
been  increased  by  100/.  since  purchased  by  the  trustees,  making  the  present 
amount  6,300/.  stock  in  the  three  per  cents  reduced. 

By  a decree  of  the  same  court  in  1790,  the  warden  of  All  Souls  College, 
the  master  of  Pembroke  College,  in  Oxford,  and  the  rector  of  Bourton-on- 
the-Water,  were  appointed  trustees  of  the  above  charity. 

The  annual  proceeds  of  the  above-mentioned  stock,  are  divided  among  fifteen 
or  sixteen  persons,  widows  or  orphans  of  poor  clergymen,  in  sums  of  various 
amounts,  proportioned  to  the  merits  of  the  respective  cases.  The  balance  in  the 
hands  of  the  trustees  is  531.  6s.  3d.

School. 

THERE  is  a schoolroom  in  the  village  of  Huyton,  which  was  built  and  is 
kept  in  repair  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish.  The  schoolmaster  is  appointed 
by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens. 

The  only  endowment  consists  of  a sum  of  200/.  which  is  secured,  with  interest 
at  five  per  cent,  by  two  bonds  given  by  the  corporation  of  Liverpool ; the  one 
bearing  date  24th  January  178G,  and  the  other  12th  January  1789*  It  is  not 
known  from  what  source  this  money  was  derived. 

The  interest,  amounting  to  10/.  per  annum,  is  received  by  the  churchwardens 
and  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  who,  for  this  sum,  instructs  four  boys,  one  from 
each  of  the  townships  of  Huyton,  Roby,  Tarbeck,  and  Knowsley,  in  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic.

It  is  not  known  whether  any  of  these  sums  form  part  of  the  130/.  hereafter 
mentioned,  or  of  the  sum  of  J 60/.  noticed  under  the  following  head. 

A sum  of  130/.  is  secured  by  the  bond  of  the  corporation  of  Liverpool, 
given  to  the  overseers  of  Huyton  and  Roby7,  and  bearing  date  1st  May  1790. 

The  yearly  sum  of  6/.  10s.  is  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation  to  the 
overseer  of  Huyton,  who  distributes  the  amount  as  occasion  offers,  in  sums 
varying  from  3 s.  to  10s.  to  poor  persons  in  distress,  but  exclusively  to  such  as 
belong  to  the  township  of  Huyfon  with  Roby. 


Bread  Money. 

There  is  also  a sum  of  160/.  in  the  hands  of  the  trustees  of  the  Liverpool 
Docks.  Of  this  moneys,  40/.  is  stated  to  have  been  a legacy  from  one  of  the 
family  of  Case. 

Of  the  interest,  which  has  lately7  been  reduced  from  five  to  four  and  a half  per 
cent,  6 /.  has  always  been  disposed  of  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  to  poor 
people  of  the  townships  of  Huyton  and  Roby7,  selected  by  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens. Two  shillings  worth  of  bread  is  given  away  every7  Sunday,  a double 
portion  on  Christmas-day  and  Good  Friday,  and  whatever  sum  remains  in  hand 
at  Easter,  is  disposed  of  in  like  manner  in  bread  on  Easter  Sunday. 

The  residue  of  the  interest,  now  amounting  to  1/.  45.  per  annum,  is  divided 
equally  on  Christmas-day  amongst  ten  or  twelve  poor  persons  of  the  township 
of  Huyton  with  Roby,  not  receiving  parochial  relief. 


Church 
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Church  Land. 

There  are  about  two  acres  and  a half  of  copyhold  land,  held  of  the  manor  of 
West  Derby,  by  the  churchwarden,  for  the  repairs  of  the  church  of  Huyton. 

The  earliest  entry  in  the  court  rolls  relating  to  this  land,  (is,  as  we  are 
given  to  understand,)  dated  16th  Edward  4th,  and  states,  that  the  church- 
wardens of  Huyton,  at  a court  then  held,  prayed  leave  to  enter  into  two  and  a 
half  acres  of  land  of  the  demise  of  Ralph  Knoll  of  Knowsley,  lately  deceased, 
to  hold  to  the  aforesaid  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  according  to  the 
custom  of  the  manor. 

For  several  years  previous  to  1749,  the  premises  appear  to  have  been  in  the 
possession  of  a person  of  the  name  of  Hunt  and  his  assigns.  It  does  not 
appear  however  that  they  claimed  any  interest  therein,  except  what  they  derived 
from  the  churchwardens.  From  1749  the  churchwardens  have  had  possession 
of  the  premises,  and  have  frequently  demised  the  same  for  terms  of  years  by 
surrender  in  the  lord’s  court. 

This  land  is  now  let  to  Thomas  Hewitt,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of 
l6Z.  which  is  received  by  the  churchwardens;  and  as  each  of  the  three  town- 
ships in  the  parish  contributes  equally  to  the  church-rate,  one  third  is  carried  to 
the  account  of  each  township.

Grammar  School. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  authentic  account  of  the  foundation 
of  this  school ; but  from  papers,  purporting  to  contain  extracts  from  an  old 
schoolbook,  it  appears  that  it  was  formerly  supported  by  voluntary  gifts,  mulcts 
and  fines,  rents  reserved  on  houses  built  on  the  wastes  of  the  manors  of  Prescot, 
Whiston  and  Rainhill,  and  by  the  interest  of  monies  called  “ The  Stocks  j”  and 
it  further  appears,  that  the  benefit  of  the  school  was  formerly  extended  to  the 
whole  “ of  Prescot  parish  side,”  viz.  the  townships  of  Prescot,  Whiston  and 
Rainhill,  Sutton,  Rainford  and  Eccleston,  Windle  and  Parr.  But  whatever  may 
have  been  the  original  foundation  of  the  school,  the  freedom  thereto  has  for 
many  years  been  considered  as  confined  to  the  township  of  Prescot. 

The  property  now  held  in  trust  for  the  school  consists  of  certain  premises  in 
Church-street,  in  Prescot,  part  of  which  were  formerly  used  as  the  school,  some 
small  payments  from  different  tenements  in  and  about  the  town  of  Prescot,  and 
the  benefactions  of  several  persons,  each  of  which  will  be  successively  noticed 
in  the  following  statement. 

Premises  in  Church-street. — We  have  not  met  with  any  evidence  to  shew 
from  whom  the  old  school,  and  the  house  which  stood  at  the  west  end  thereof, 
were  derived.  These  premises  have  been  converted  into  one  dwelling-house, 
a new  school  having  been  built,  about  the  year  1760,  upon  land  given  for  the 
purpose  by  Basil  Thomas  Eccleston,  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

This  house  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Birchall,  to  whom  it  was  let  by 
the  present  schoolmaster,  to  hold  the  same  so  long  as  he  should  continue  school- 
master, at  the  yearly  rent  of  15  L,  the  tenant  having  engaged  to  keep  the  pre- 
mises in  repair.  It  appears  that  a higher  rent  might  have  been  obtained. 

There  is  also  a house  at  the  east  end  of  the  old  school,  which  was  purchased, 
as  appears  by  the  following  admittance  : 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Prescot,  24th  June  1698,  it  was  presented, 
that  on  the  24th  July  1697?  Daniel  Lorton,  in  consideration  of  1 51.  paid  by  the 
vicar  of  Prescot,  and  5 1.  by  John  Barnes,  in  part  purchase  of  the  messuage 
thereafter  mentioned,  for  the  use  of  the  free  school  at  Prescot,  surrendered  a 
messuage  or  dwelling-house  in  Prescot,  adjoining  the  school,  at  the  east  end, 
to  the  schoolwardens  and  their  successors,  for  the  use  of  the  free  school,  for 
ever,  and  the  said  wardens  were  thereupon  admitted  to  hold  to  them  and  their 
successors,  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  or  to- 
wards the  increase  of  the  school  stock.

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These  premises  have  been  for  many  years,  and  are  still  known  by  the  sign  of 
the  Birch  Tree.  They  are  now  let  as  a public-house,  to  Mary  Heaton,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  32/.,  to  which  it  was  raised  from  20/.  in 
May  1828. 

Small  Rents.— Of  the  rents  thus  denominated,  the  greater  number  are 
supposed  to  have  been  reserved  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  upon  grants  made 
of  parcels  of  the  wastes  of  the  manor.  It  appears,  however,  that  the  principal 
rent,  amounting  to  2/.  per  annum,  was  the  gift  of  Thomas  Glover , a merchant  of 
London  who,  on  13th  May  l690(as  presented  at  a court  held  for  the  manor  of 
Prescot  on  the  20th  June  following),  surrendered  the  reversion  of  a house  and 
land  in  Prescot,  then  held  by  Nicholas  Marshall,  and  another  house  and  land 
there,  then  held  by  William  Glover,  to  the  use  of  himself  and  his  heirs,  subject 
to  the  payment  of  405.  for  the  use  of  the  school  in  Prescot,  for  ever,  payable 
half-yearly,  on  the  24th  June  and  24th  December. 

In  an  old  paper,  intituled,  Donations  to  the  Grammar  School  of  Prescot,  drawn 
up  in  1725,  the  donation  of  Thomas  Glover  is  noticed  as  issuing  out  of  the 
Millhouse  in  Prescot;  and  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  is  now  paid  in  respect  of  a 
house  called  the  Mill  Hill  House,  belonging  to  Mr.  Henry  Leigh.  There  are 
also  other  payments  enumerated  in  the  paper  above  mentioned,  as  chief  rents 
issuing  out  of  houses  in  Prescot,  Whiston  and  Iiainhill,  amounting  to 
31.  8 s.  10  d. 

Lists  of  the  several  sums  payable  to  the  school,  with  the  names  of  the  persons 
respectively  liable  thereto,  have  been  occasionally  entered  in  a book  relating  to 
the  Prescot  charities;  but  in  these  lists  some  slight  variations  occur,  as  well  in 
the  total  amount  as  in  the  sums  payable  by  each  person.  The  sums  now'  col- 
lected by  the  schoolmaster  amount  to  4/.  6s.  cZd.  yearly,  including  the  sum  of 
2 /.  payable  from  the  Mill  House.  It  appears,  however,  that  he  ought  also  to 
receive  a sum  of  3 s.  4>d.  which  is  noticed  in  the  list  of  small  rents  from  Miss  M. 
and  Miss  N.  Kidd,  in  respect  of  their  dwrellinghouse  in  Prescot,  in  addition  to 
the  yearly  sum  of  1 s.  8 d.  which  they  now  pay  ; one  undivided  third  part  of  this 
house  was  surrendered  in  1816,  by  Peter  Ashcroft  and  Eliza  Ann  Higson,  to 
William  Kidd,  in  trust  for  Miss  M.  and  Miss  N.  Kidd,  (who  were  then  possessed 
of  the  two  other  undivided  third  parts,)  subject  to  the  payment  of  1 s.  8 d. 
yearly  as  a proportional  part  of  the  yearly  sum  of  5 s.  charged  on  the  wdiole  of 
the  said  tenement.  By  the  terms  of  this  surrender  they  appear  clearly  to  have 
admitted  their  liability  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  3 s.  4 d.  in  respect  of  the  two 
third  parts,  as  well  as  the  yearly  sum  of  1 s.  8 d.  in  respect  of  the  other  third 
part. 

Gift  of  Richard  Hawarden. — Richard  Haxcarden,  by  his  Will,  bearing 
date  8th  November  1600,  devised  a close  in  Whiston,  called  Barton’s  Hey, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  free  school  of  Prescot,  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  schoolmaster  there,  yielding  and  paying  therefore  yearly  to  the  churchwar- 
dens of  Prescot  65.  8 d.  to  be  bestowed  upon  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Whiston 
yearly  upon  Good  Friday. 

It  appears  clearly  from  an  old  draft  of  a lease,  purporting  to  have  been  made 
by  the  schoolwardens,  and  by  a plan  of  the  premises,  made  at  least  a century 
ago,  that  the  lands  devised  by  Richard  Hawarden  form  about  two-thirds  of  a 
tenement  called  Cumberlane',  tjie  residue  of  which  was  devised  by  Ellen  Siddall 
in  1729,  as  more  particularly  stated  hereafter,  for  the  benefit  “ of  the  poor  and 
the  charity  children  in  Prescot.” 

This  tenement  consists  of  a farmhouse  and  outbuildings,  and  about  twro  acres 
and  a quarter  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  and  is  let  to  Thomas  Poole, 
on  an  agreement  for  a lease  for  nine  years  from  May  1828,  at  a good  rent  of 
17  /•  10  s.  Of  this  rent  two-thirds  may  be  considered  as  the  proportion  payable 
to  the  school,  out  of  which  65.  8 d.  yearly  is  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  of  Whis- 
ton, and  one-third,  51.  165.  8 d.  as  applicable  to  the  purposes  declared  in  Ellen 
Siddall’s  will. 

Gifts  of  John  Alcock  and  Others. — John  Alcock,  bv  his  Will,  bearing 
date  14th  May  1653,  gave  to  charitable  uses  50 /.  and  desired  that  the  vicar 
of  Prescot  for  the  time  being,  John  Alcock  the  younger,  and  three  others  would 
take  the  government  thereof,  and  employ  it  to  the  best  advantage,  his  w ill  being, 
that  the  said  sum  should  remain  as  a stock,  the  profits  to  be  bestowed  by  his 
said  trustees  yearly,  at  Easter,  for  binding  some  poor  child  of  the  town  of  Prescot 

apprentice. 
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apprentice,  or  some  other  charitable  work  for  the  relief  of  some  poor  in 
Prescot ; and  he  directed  that  the  trustees  should  name  others  ; and  that  when 
John  Alcock  should  die,  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  should  be  trustees  for  ever, 
so  that  there  should  be  always  five ; and  that  his  trustees  should,  yearly,  at 
a court  leet  before  the  steward  and  homage,  give  an  account  of  the  said  stock, 
in  whose  hands  it  was  placed. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  24th  and  25th  March  1755, 
between  Henry  Aughton  and  Mary  his  wife,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Rev. 
Augustin  Gwyn,  vicar  of  Prescot,  and  nine  others,  of  the  other  part ; the  said 
Henry  Aughton,  in  consideration  of  148  /.  conveyed  to  the  said  Augustin 
Gwyn  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  cottage  and  tenement,  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Rainhill,  with  a close  called  the  Villars  Croft,  and  another 
parcel  of  land,  called  the  Intack,  all  which  premises  contained,  by  estimation, 
two  acres  large  measure  ; with  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  said  Henry  Aughton 
and  Mary  his  wife,  to  levy  a fine  of  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said 
parties. 

Indorsed  upon  the  indenture  of  release  is  a memorandum,  signed  by  the 
Rev.  Augustin  Gwyn  and  others,  parties  of  the  second  part,  that  50/.  part  of 
the  consideration  money,  was  part  of  the  old  school  stock  belonging  to  the  free 
school  of  Prescot ; that  50/.  was  a legacy  left  by  John  Alcock,  to  be  laid  out  for 
the  benefit  of  “ the  poor  children”  of  Prescot;  and  that  48/.  was  part  of  a sum 
of  money  then  lately  recovered  from  the  executors  of  Ellen  Siddall,  out  of  the 
rents  of  certain  premises,  which  rents  were  by  her  will  directed  to  be  disposed 
of  for  the  benefit  of  “ the  poor  children”  of  Prescot;  and  it  was  declared,  that 
the  premises  comprised  in  this  indenture  were  purchased  in  trust  for  the  sole  use 
and  benefit  of  the  free  school  of  Prescot,  and  that  the  clear  yearly  rents  should 
be  for  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  schoolmaster  there  for  the  time  being,  for  the 
teaching  and  instructing  such  a number  of  poor  children  belonging  to  the  town- 
ship of  Prescot,  as  the  said  trustees,  their  heirs,  assigns  or  successors,  should 
direct  or  appoint. 

The  above-mentioned  premises  were  conveyed  in  1783  to  new  trustees ; and 
by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  11th  and  12th  August  1808, 
reciting  the  two  preceding  conveyances,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Sewell,  the  then  vicar, 
and  John  Atherton  and  Robert  Eden,  the  then  three  surviving  trustees,  con- 
veyed the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  Richard  Willis,  John 
Chorley,  Thomas  Johnson,  Thomas  Ackers,  John  Jackson,  Roger  Riding  and 
Henry  Rowson  (who  then  held  the  principal  offices  of  the  township),  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  were  declared  in  the  memorandum 
indorsed  upon  the  indenture  of  1755. 

The  property  in  Rainhill  consists  of  a house  and  about  two  acres  of  land,  at 
eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  John  Secldon  about  thirteen  years  ago,  upon  an 
agreement  for  a lease  for  twenty-one  years,  at  a good  yearly  rent  of  20/.  The 
tenant  has  engaged  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair. 

The  Present  School.  — By  Deed,  bearing  date  1st  October  1759,  Basil 
Thomas  Eccleston  granted  to  the  wardens  of  the  grammar  school  of  Prescot 
liberty  to  use  twenty  yards  square  of  land,  on  the  south  side  of  Hackley  Moss, 
situate  in  the  township  of  Eccleston,  reserving  to  himself  and  his  successors, 
lords  of  the  manor  of  Eccleston  for  the  time  being,  in  consideration  of  the  school 
being  built  thereon,  the  annual  payment  of  2 of.  In  June  1759  a subscrip- 
tion was  raised  for  the  purpose,  and  the  present  school  was  built.  A small 
addition  appears  to  have  been  made  to  the  land  granted  by  B.  T.  Eccleston,  and 
a quit-rent  of  Is.  6d.  is  now  paid  to  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Eccleston,  in  which 
the  school  is  situate,  though  within  what  is  considered  as  part  of  the  town  of 
Prescot. 

Lorton’sGift. — By  indenture,  bearing  date  1st  January  1762,  and  inrolled 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  William  Lorton  (in  whom  certain  premises  had  be- 
come vested,  charged  with  the  payment  of  several  sums,  amounting  to  12/.  per 
annum,  for  charitable  uses,  under  a surrender  thereof,  made  by  John  Lyon  in 
I67O,  a particular  account  of  which  will  be  given  hereafter  under  a distinct 
head,)  bargained  and  sold  the  same  by  the  description  of  a messuage  in  Upton- 
within-Widnes,  called  Lynakers,  and  the  closes  called  the  Hemp-yard,  the  Long 
Hey  Meadow,  the  Marled  Hey,  the  Three  Ridings,  viz  the  Great,  the  Higher 
and  the  Lowest  Riding,  the  Clay  Hey,  the  Long  Lane,  the  Tour  Lane,  the

Ham,  the  Barn  Hey,  and  the  Calf  Croft,  and  a hearthstead  on  Widnes  Moor, 
to  the  Rev.  Augustin  Gwyn,  vicar  of  Prescot,  and  three  others,  trustees  for  the 
grammar  school,  Henry  Makin,  and  three  others,  the  four  men,  and  John 
Chorley,  the  treasurer  of  the  charities  of  Prescot,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  subject 
to  the  yearly  rent  of  \\d.  payable  to  the  lord  of  the  manor,  in  trust  for  the  uses 
mentioned  in  the  surrender  of  the  said  John  Lyon,  bearing  date  13th  August 
I67O;  and  on  further  trust,  that  the  said  grantees  and  their  respective  succes- 
sors in  the  offices  aforesaid,  should  apply  the  surplus  of  the  clear  rents,  yearly, 
to  and  for  the  teaching  and  instructing  so  many  and  such  poor  children  of  and 
belonging  to  the  township  of  Prescot,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  or 
other  learning,  in  the  grammar  school  of  Prescot,  and  in  such  manner,  as  they 
and  their  successors  in  office  should  from  time  to  time  direct  and  appoint. 

As  the  above-mentioned  premises  are  copyhold,  held  of  the  manor  of  Widnes, 
there  was  probably  a surrender  made  to  accompany  the  deed  above  abstracted, 
but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  premises  have  been  transferred  to  new  trustees 
by  any  subsequent  surrender. 

The  farm  consists  of  a house,  barn  and  outbuildings,  with  nineteen  acres  of 
land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  (September  1828) 
it  was  held  by  William  Cross,  at  a high  rent  of  100/.  but  he  had  declared  his 
intention  of  giving  it  up,  and  the  officers  of  the  town  were  about  to  relet  it 
at  7 5 /.  a year,  which  was  the  highest  rent  that  could  be  obtained. 

Wyke’s  Gift. — Amongst  the  papers  relating  to  the  present  charities,  there  is 
an  extract  from  the  will  of  John  Wylie , without  date,  whereby  he  gave  to  his 
executors  100/.  to  be  by  them  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  Prescot  charities,  to 
place  such  sum  out  on  such  securities  as  they  and  the  jury  of  Prescot  court 
should  think  proper,  the  interest  to  be  applied  at  the  discretion  and  appoint- 
ment of  the  said  trustees  and  jury,  with  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the 
said  parish  for  the  time  being,  in  causing  poor  children,  living  in  any  part  of  the 
parish  of  Prescot,  to  be  instructed  in  the  English  tongue,  writing,  arithmetic, 
mathematics,  and  particularly  mechanics,  and  also  in  the  purchasing  of  godly 
books,  demonstrating  the  infinite  perfections  of  the  one  only  supreme  God,  and 
teaching  the  duties  we  naturally  owe  to  Him  as  such,  and  to  each  other,  as 
equally  the  work  of  His  hands,  which  books  he  desired  to  be  fixed  in  the  parish 
church  of  Prescot  for  public  use,  or  be  distributed  amongst  poor  families  in 
the  said  parish,  and  in  purchasing  of  bread  to  be  distributed  in  the  said  church, 
to  the  poor  attending  divine  worship  there. 

It  appears  in  the  accounts  of  the  Prescot  charities,  that  this  legacy  was 
received  14th  February  1793,  and  laid  out  upon  a new  weighing  machine  upon 
the  premises  called  the  Rose  and  Crown,  hereafter  mentioned  in  our  account  of 
the  charities  of  Marrow  and  others. 

For  several  years  subsequently  to  1795,  4/.  10s.  per  annum  was  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster  out  of  the  general  account  of  the  Prescot  charities,  specifically  as 
the  interest  of  this  legacy,  and  four  boys  were  appointed  to  be  taught  free  on 
account  thereof,  and  the  same  interest  is  now  considered  as  forming  part  of  the 
salary  paid  to  the  master  out  of  the  general  account  above  mentioned. 

Sewell’s  Gift.  The  Ref.  Samuel  Sewell,  vicar  of  Prescot,  by  his  Will, 
bearing  date  6th  February  1815,  bequeathed  to  the  trustees  of  the  grammar 
school  in  Prescot  200/.  and  directed  that  the  duty  upon  this  and  upon  all  his 
other  legacies  should  be  paid  out  of  his  personal  estate. 

This  legacy  was  laid  out  with  400/.  left  by  the  testator,  for  establishing 
a fever  ward,  in  the  purchase  of  stock  in  the  navy  five  per  cents,  and  there  is 
now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  C.  G.  T.  Driffield,  John  Heyes,  and 
William  Ackers,  the  sum  of  716/.  18s.  5d.  new  four  per  cents. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  28/.  13s.  6d.  are  carried  to  the  account  of  the 
Prescot  charities,  out  of  which  one  third,  9/.  11  s.  2d.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster 
in  addition  to  his  salary. 

The  income  derived  from  the  several  sources  above  mentioned  is  as  follows:

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The  whole  of  the  rents,  interest  and  dividends  above  mentioned  (except  the 
rent  of  the  old  school,  and  the  house  at  the  west  end  thereof,  and  the  small 
rents  which  are  received  by  the  schoolmaster  himself)  are  carried  to  the  general 
aecount  of  the  Prescot  charities  ; and  out  of  that  account  there  is  paid  to  the 
schoolmaster  the  yearly  sum  of  85/.  lOs.  Gt/.  in  order  to  make  up,  with  the  small 
rents,  a salary  of  90/.  There  is  also  paid  from  the  same  account  to  the  master 
9/.  II  s.  2 d.  as  the  amount  of  the  dividends  on  Mr.  Sewell’s  1 
income  of  the  schoolmaster  may  therefore  be  stated  as  follows :

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The  following  payments  out  of  the  general  charity  account  may  also  be  con- 
sidered as  made  in  respect  of  the  school  and  the  benefactions  above  mentioned  : 

For  copybooks  for  the  scholars  average  per  annum  about  3/.  10,?.;  for  re- 
wards to  the  most  deserving  free  scholars  about,  per  annum,  7 s. 

And  to  these  payments  are  to  be  added  the  insurance  and  repairs  of  the 
school  and  school  property,  the  particulars  of  which  are  not  distinguished  in  the 
accounts  from  the  insurance  and  repairs'  of  the  premises  belonging  to  the  other 
charities. 

The  appointment  of  the  master  and  free  scholars,  and  the  whole  direction  of 
the  affairs  of  the  school  has  for  many  years  been  committed  to  the  principal 
officers  of  the  township,  who  have  also  had  the  management  of  the  other 
charities  for  the  township  of  Prescot,  viz.  the  vicar,  the  steward  of  the  manor, 
the  coroner,  and  the  four  men,  the  latter  being  officers  appointed  for  the  ge- 
neral regulation  of  the  affairs  of  the  town,  two  of  them  by  the  lord  of  the 
manor,  and  two  by  the  copyholders,  at  a court  leet.  Four  persons  were  for- 
merly appointed  annually  at  a vestry,  held  on  St.  Luke’s  day,  to  act  with  the 
officers  above  mentioned  as  schoolwardens ; but  these  appointments  have  been 
discontinued  for  several  years. 

The  present  master,  Mr.  John  Hammett,  was  appointed  in  1813,  with  a 
salary  of  90/.  including  the  amount  of  the  small  rents,  with  permission  to 
occupy  or  to  let  for  his  own  advantage  the  old  school  premises,  now  held  by 
John  Birchall.  On  account  of  this  salary,  he  was  required  to  take  30  boys  free. 
In  1816  three  free  scholars  were  added  in  respect  of  Mr.  Sewell’s  legacy. 

On  the  20th  June  1828,  it  was  ordered,  at  a meeting  of  the  acting  trustees, 
that  the  schoolmaster  should  thereafter  himself  collect  the  old  school  rents, 
viz.  the  rent  of  the  old  schoolhouse,  and  the  Birch  Tree  public-house,  and 
the  small  rents ; that  the  other  rents  appropriated  to  the  master,  viz.  the 
rent  of  the  Widnes  and  Rainhill  estates  should  continue  to  be  received  by  the 
treasurer,  the  amount  thereof  (deducting  for  repairs  and  insurance  of  the  whole 
school  property,  as  well  as  for  copy-books,  &c.  used  in  the  school)  to  be  paid 
to  the  schoolmaster  half-yearly ; that  the  treasurer  should  see  to  the  necessary 
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repairs  ; that  in  consideration  of  the  increase  of  salary,  the  number  of  boys  to 
be  taught  in  the  grammar  school  should  be  increased  to  50. 

By  this  resolution  the  freedom  of  the  school  has  been  extended,  but  the 
number  of  50  was  not  complete  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry. 

The  instruction  in  the  school  is  principally  confined  to  reading,  writing  and 
accounts;  classical  instruction,  which  the  master  is  fully  qualified  to  afford,  is 
not  required  by  the  free  scholars. 

There  are  some  scholars  from  the  town  of  Prescot  who  do  not  apply  to  be 
admitted  free,  and  others  from  the  adjoining  townships,  for  whose  instruction 
the  master  makes  his  own  charge.  He  has  also  two  boarders,  but  they  are 

instructed  in  his  own  house. 

The  school  is  supplied  with  copybooks  and  stationery  from  the  trust  funds, 
and  the  schoolmaster  provides  firing,  no  payment  or  gratuity  being  demanded 
of  the  free  scholars. 

The  boys  are  instructed  in  the  church  cateschism,  and  are  required  to  attend 
the  Sunday-school  of  the  established  church  on  Sunday’s.  In  December 
they  attend  the  yearly  meeting  of  the  persons  acting  as  trustees,  and  are  then 
examined,  and  such  as  appear  to  deserve  it  receive  a small  reward. 

With  respect  to  the  income  of  the  schoolmaster,  it  seems  that  the  resolution 
passed  in  June  1828,  provides  for  the  payment  of  nearly  the  whole  of  what  he 
is  entitled  to.  It  appears,  however,  to  us,  that  all  the  rents  ought  to  be  col- 
lected by  the  treasurer,  and  that  an  account  should  be  kept  of  all  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  in  respect  of  the  school,  distinct  from  that  of  the  other  Prescot 
charities.  To  this  account  should  be  added  the  dividends  arising  in  respect  of 
Mr.  Sewell’s  legacy,  and  the  interest  of  100/.  left  by  John  Wyke ; and  after 
paying  yearly  in  respect  of  Lyon’s  charities  the  yearly  sum  of  12/.  charged 
on  the  estate  given  to  the  school  by  William  Lorton,  and  6s.  8 d.  yearly  to  the 
poor  of  Whiston  in  respect  of  Hawarden’s  gift,  out  of  the  share  of  the  rent  of 
the  Cumberlane  tenement  payable  to  the  school ; and  after  paying  the  neces- 
sary expenses  of  repairs  and  insurance  of  the  school  premises,  and  of  copybooks 
and  rewards  for  the  scholars,  the  residue  should  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster 
under  such  regulations  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  thought  expedient. 

Sunday  Schools. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  30th  November  1825,  between  John  Jackson,  of 
the  first  part;  the  Rev.  C.  G.  T.  Driffield,  Richard  Willis  the  younger,  esquire, 
John  Myers,  William  Ackers,  James  Whittle,  and  William  Rowson,  of  the 
second  part;  and  the  said  Richard  Willis,  William  Ackers,  and  William  Rowson, 
of  the  third  part;  reciting,  that  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  made  at  a meeting 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Prescot,  21st  March  1784,  Sunday  schools 
were  established  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  in  reading  English  and  the 
church  cateschism  ; and  that  the  Rev.  S.  Sewell,  by  his  will,  bearing  date 
9th  February,  1815,  gave  to  the  trustees  of  the  Protestant  Sunday  school  in 
Prescot  800/.  the  interest  to  be  applied  in  small  rewards  for  the  encouragement 
of  learning  and  placing  out  scholars  apprentices,  which  sum  had  been  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  910/.  7 s.  8 d.  navy  five  per  cents,  since  converted  into 
952/.  18  5.  Id.  new  four  per  cents,  which  stock  then  stood  with  other  funds 
in  the  names  of  Henry  Rowson,  esq.  deceased,  John  Chorley,  esq.  deceased, 
and  the  said  John  Jackson,  and  John  Myers;  and  further  reciting,  that  150/. 
belonging  to  the  said  schools  was,  in  1821,  invested  in  the  purchase  of 

170/.  14  5.  navy  five  per  cents,  since  converted  into  179/.  4 5.8c/.  new  four 

per  cents,  standing  in  the  same  names;  that  the  further  sum  of  100/.  had 
been  placed  at  interest  on  the  joint  promissory  note  of  the  said  John  Chorley 
and  William  Ackers,  dated  23d  January  1818,  and  that  50/.  had  been  placed 
at  interest  on  the  promissory  note  of  the  said  C.  G.  T.  Driffield,  dated  10th 
.April  1820  ; and  further  reciting,  that  at  a meeting  of  the  subscribers  to 
the  Sunday  schools,  8th  April  1824,  the  said  C.  G.  T.  Driffield,  and  his  suc- 
cessors, vicars  of  Prescot,  and  the  said  Richard  Willis,  John  Myers,  William 
Ackers,  and  James  Whittle,  with  Henry  Rowson,  deceased,  were  chosen 
trustees,  and  that  at  a meeting  held  30th  September  then  last,  William  Rowson 
was  also  chosen ; and  further  reciting,  that  there  was  in  the  hand^of  the 

treasurer  the  sum  of  175/.  5s.  3d. ; the  said  John  Jackson  and  John  Myers 

covenanted  to  transfer  the  several  sums  of  stock  above  mentioned  into  the 

names 
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names  of  the  said  Richard  Willis,  William  Ackers  and  William  Rowson,  in 
trust  for  themselves,  and  the  other  trustees  and  their  successors,  and  the  said 
trustees  agreed  to  apply  the  said  funds,  and  also  the  several  sums  of  100/., 
50/.  and  175/.  5s.  3d.  and  the  dividends  and  proceeds  thereof,  in  support 
and  encouragement  the  said  Sunday  schools,  regard  being  had  in  the  applica- 
tion of  the  dividends  arising  from  the  money  bequeathed  by  the  said  S.  Sewell, 
to  the  directions  contained  in  his  will,  with  provision  as  to  the  meetings  of 
the  trustees  and  subscribers,  and  as  to  the  appointment  of  new  trustees. 

The  funds  now  belonging  to  the  Sunday  schools  consist  of  1,314/.  175.  10t/. 
new  four  per  cents,  the  sum  of  175/.  5s.  3d.  having  been  laid  out  in  January 
1826,  in  the  purchase  of  179/.  155.  1 d.  The  stock  stands  in  the  names  of 
Richard  Willis,  William  Ackers,  and  William  Rowson. 

The  dividends,  amounting  to  52/.  11  5.  10c/.,  are  received  half-yearly  by  the 
treasurer,  and  to  the  same  account  is  carried  the  yearly  sum  of  4/.  105.  paid 
from  the  general  account  of  the  Prescot  charities,  as  the  interest  of  Mrs.  Glover’s 
legacy,  hereafter  mentioned  in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  Marrow  and 
others. 

Out  of  these  funds  a master  and  mistress,  who  superintend  the  Sunday 
schools  kept  in  the  Town  Hall,  and  the  grammar  school,  receive  13/.  135.  per 
annum. 

The  residue  of  the  income,  with  money  collected  by  subscriptions,  is  applied 
in  furnishing  books  for  the  use  of  the  children  in  the  school,  and  in  bibles  and 
other  rewards. 

No  children  have  been  put  out  apprentices  in  respect  of  Mr.  Sewell’s  legacy, 
there  being  other  charities  for  that  purpose.  On  making  up  the  accounts  at 
April  1828,  there  was  a balance  in  the  treasurer’s  hands  of  36/.  6s. 

Almshouses. 

By  Deed,  bearing  date  13th  August  1707,  Oliver  Lyme  gave  500/.  which 
was  due  to  him  from  Jonathan  Case,  and  secured  to  him  by  bond,  to  the 
Reverend  Francis  Beere,  and  the  said  Jonathan  Case  and  others,  as  trustees,  to 
be  laid  out  in  building  almshouses  and  in  the  purchase  of  land,  for  the  endow- 
ment thereof,  with  a proviso  that  if  he  in  his  life-time  should  build  the  said 
intended  almshouses,  the  said  trustees  should  reimburse  him  the  charge  thereof 
out  of  the  said  500/. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  31st  December  1708,  the  said 
Jonathan  Case,  lord  of  the  manor  of  Whiston,  conveyed  to  the  said  Oliver  Lyme, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  a parcel  of  waste  ground  in  Whiston,  containing  in  the 
whole  13  perches  and  16  yards,  upon  which  the  said  Oliver  Lyme  had  erected 
dwellings  and  conveniencies  for  the  habitation  of  impotent  and  indigent 
persons. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  4th  May  1709,  the  said  Oliver  Lyme  being 
minded  to  confirm  his  said  gift,  and  to  settle  who  should  be  the  trustees  of  it, 
granted  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  500/.  to  the  Reverend  Thomas  Marsden, 
and  five  others,  they  paying  to  the  said  Oliver  Lyme  what  he  had  expended 
in  building  the  said  almshouses,  the  residue  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  the  pur- 
chase of  lands  for  the  endowment  thereof. 

After  the  death  of  the  said  Oliver  Lyme,  an  information  was  filed  in  the 
Court  of  Chancery  for  the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster,  by  the  attorney  general, 
against  Jonathan  Case,  for  an  account  of  the  money  in  his  hands,  praying  that 
what  should  appear  due  to  the  charity  might  be  invested  in  land  for  the  endow- 
ment of  the  said  almshouses.  The  information,  after  setting  forth  the  purport 
of  the  documents  above  abstracted,  states,  that  Ellen  Glover,  the  sister  of  the 
said  Oliver  Lyme,  claimed  the  money  which  had  been  laid  out  in  building 
the  almshouses ; and  that  by  a codicil  annexed  to  her  will,  and  bearing  date 
loth  May  1722,  reciting  that  the  legal  estate  in  the  said  almshouses  had 
descended  to  her,  she  devised  the  same  to  her  executors,  Richard  Tatlock 
and  others,  and  directed  that  on  receipt  of  w'hat  should  appear  to  be  due  for 
the  building  thereof,  they  should  convey  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  to 
be  placed  therein  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  Oliver  Lyme. 

By  a decree  made  in  this  suit  15th  March  1727,  it  wras  ordered,  that  the 
above-named  Jonathan  Case  should  pay  the  sum  of  650/.  45.  11  of.  to  Thomas 
Case,  esq.  and  five  others,  including  the  vicar  of  Prescot,  who  were  thereby 
appointed  trustees  for  the  said  charity,  to  be  by  them  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
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of  lands  for  the  endowment  of  the  said  almshouses.  And  it  was  further  ordered, 
that  the  devisees  named  in  the  will  of  the  said  Ellen  Glover  should,  on  receipt 
of  the  sum  of  14-7/.  Is.  Gd.  which  was  also  to  be  paid  by  the  said  Jonathan  Case, 
convey  the  said  almshouses  and  parcel  of  land  to  the  use  of  the  said  trustees  ; 
and  it  was  directed  that  the  said  almshouses,  land,  and  charity  money  should  be 
disposed  of  for  the  sole  benefit  of  a competent  number  of  the  indigent  and 
necessitous  inhabitants  of  the  towns  of  Prescot  and  Whiston,  not  being  common 
mendicants,  or  receiving  relief  out  of  the  poor  tax,  to  be  from  time  to  time 
placed  in  the  said  almshouses,  and  in  keeping  the  said  almshouses  in  good  and 
sufficient  repair ; and  it  was  further  ordered,  that  whenever  any  three  of  the 
trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of 
themselves,  and  three  other  proper  and  substantial  persons,  to  be  elected  by  the 
but  that  in  such  choice  they  should  have  regard  to  the  heirs  at  law 


survivors 


of  the  said  Thomas  Case,  being  lords  of  the  manor  of  Whiston,  the  heirs  of 


Daniel  Willis,  being  owners  of  the  Red  House  in  Whiston,  and  to  the  heirs  of 


Richard  Tatlock,  and  in  such  election  should  prefer  them  before  others, 
provided  they  should  be  of  age  and  capable  and  fit  to  undertake  the  trusts. 
And  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  trustees  should  meet  yearly  on  Monday  in 
Easter  week,  in  the  apartment  provided  for  that  purpose  in  the  said  almshouses, 
to  settle  rules  for  the  better  management  of  the  said  charity,  and  for  fixing  on 
persons  to  be  placed  in  the  almshouses,  with  liberty  to  expend  40^.  for  their 
expenses  ; and  that  they  should  keep  a book,  and  enter  therein  all  rules  and 
orders,  and  the  accounts  and  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  21st  and  22d  March  1734, 
Peter  Erlem  and  Esther  his  wife,  in  consideration  of  740/.  then  belonging  to  the 
charity  for  principal  and  interest,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Case, 
Daniel  Willis  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  moiety  of  a capital  messuage  and 
tenement  in  Sutton,  called  Costeth  House,  which  moiety  was  described  as  com- 
prising what  was  then  called  the  New  End  of  Costeth  House  and  the  several 
closes  thereto  belonging,  known  by  the  several  names  therein  mentioned,  upon 
trust,  for  and  as  an  endowment  of  the  said  almshouses,  the  rents  thereof  to  be 
applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  decree  above  mentioned. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  13th  and  14th  May  173-5, 
Richard  Tatlock,  as  devisee  in  trust  under  the  will  of  Ellen  Glover,  conveyed  to 
the  same  parties  and  their  heirs  the  several  dwelling-houses  called  the  Alms- 
houses, and  a parcel  of  ground  theretofore  waste  ground  thereto  adjoining, 
and  containing,  with  the  site  of  the  said  almshouses,  13  perches  16  yards,  situate 
in  Whiston. 

The  abstracts  of  the  two  preceding  deeds  are  taken  from  the  recitals  contained 


in  the  following  indenture  of  release. 


By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  23d  and  24th  October 
1782,  between  Thomas  Willis,  who  was  the  heir  of  Daniel  Willis,  the  last  sur- 
viving trustee  named  in  the  indentures  of  1734  and  1735,  of  the  one  part;  and 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Sewell  and  four  others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  several 
conveyances  above  abstracted  and  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  several  other  almshouses,  buildings,  and  other 
improvements,  had  been  made  upon  the  said  waste  grounds  adjoining  the 
above-mentioned  almshouses  on  the  south-east  side  thereof,  for  the  habitation  of 
other  poor  people  belonging  to  the  townships  of  Whiston  and  Prescot,  with  the 
surplus  rents  of  the  premises  in  Sutton,  and  also  with  the  donation  of  William 
Part,  late  of  Whiston,  which  new  almshouses  were  to  be  used  in  like  manner  as 
the  old  ones  ; and  reciting,  that  Richard  Tatlock  died  leaving  two  daughters, 


both  of  whom  were  then  dead,  one 


having 


married  William  Johnson  ; that 


Thomas  Case,  the  grandson  of  Thomas  Case,  mentioned  in  the  said  decree, 
was  an  infant ; the  said  Thomas  Willis,  as  nearly  in  conformity  with  the  said 
recited  decree  as  the  nature  of  the  case  would  admit  of,  conveyed  the  premises 
above-mentioned  to  the  use  of  himself  and  the  other  persons  parties  of  the 
second  part,  and  their  heirs. 

About  the  year  1820,  a suit  was  instituted  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the 
county  palatine  of  Lancaster,  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  sanction  of  the 
court  to  an  exchange  of  the  property  in  Sutton  purchased  by  the  trustees  in  1734. 
Upon  a reference  to  the  deputy  registrar,  it  was  found,  that  the  proposed  exchange 
would  be  beneficial  to  the  charity ; and  in  pursuance  of  a decree  made 

21st 
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21st  October  1820,  confirming  the  report  of  the  deputy  registrar,  the  following 
indentures  were  executed  : 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date22d  and  23d  January  1821, 
between  Michael  Hughes,  esq.  of  the  first  part ; William  Jones,  of  the  second 
part ; and  George  Case,  Richard  Willis,  esquires,  Sir  John  Sewell,  John 
Chorley,  and  the  Rev.  C.  G.  T.  Driffield,  of  the  third  part ; reciting  the 
proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  said  Michael  Hughes,  in  execution  of 
a power  reserved  to  him  bv  certain  indentures  therein  referred  to  directed  and 
appointed,  and  the  said  William  Jones,  by  the  direction  of  the  said  Michael 
Hughes,  conveyed  to  the  said  George  Case  and  others,  parties  of  the  third  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement  called  Wilcocks,  with  the  several 
closes  therein  named,  situate  in  Eccleston,  and  containing  21a.  1 r.  10p. 
large  measure,  and  another  messuage  and  tenement  called  Rogersons,  with  the 
fold,  orchard  and  garden,  and  the  several  closes  therein  named,  situate  in 
Eccleston,  and  containing  8a.  2r.  10 p.  like  measure  (reserving  to  the  said 
Michael  Hughes,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  all  mines,  beds  of  coal,  &c.  with  liberty 
to  dig  for  the  same),  in  trust  for  the  said  charity,  and  in  exchange  for  the  pre- 
mises thereinafter  mentioned,  and  thereby  conveyed  to  the  said  Michael  Hughes 
by  the  said  trustees  ; and  the  said  George  Case  and  others  conveyed  to  the  said 
Michael  Hughes  the  messuage  and  tenement  called  Costeth  House,  with 
the  closes  thereto  belonging,  containing  15  a.  3r.  19  p.,  reserving  to  them, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  all  mines  of  coal,  and  liberty  to  dig  for  the  same. 

Of  the  trustees  named  in  the  deed  of  exchange,  George  Case,  esq.  having 
ceased  to  reside  in  the  neighbourhood,  has  resigned,  and  John  Chorley  is  dead. 

The  only  subsequent  benefaction  to  these  almshouses  was  derived  from  the 
will  of  William  Part,  bearing  date  22d  August  17-53,  who  thereby  bequeathed 
to  the  trustees  501.  for  the  poor  of  Whiston  and  Prescot  to  be  employed  as  an 
addition  to  the  stock  or  fund  belonging  to  the  almshouses,  the  testator  having  in 
his  lifetime  built  four  new  almshouses,  as  will  be  mentioned  more  particularly 
hereafter. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  charity  consists  of  the  two  farms  in  Eccleston 
given  by  Michael  Hughes,  esq.  in  exchange  for  the  Sutton  estate.  Upon 
these  premises  there  is  a farmhouse,  which  has  lately  been  put  into  complete 
repair,  and  a cottage.  The  whole,  containing  29  a.  3r.  20p.  at  eight  yards 
to  the  perch,  is  let  to  John  Fishwick,  at  a good  yearly  rent  of  150/.  He  took 
the  premises  in  1827,  upon  an  agreement  for  seven  years;  but  it  is  proposed  to 
extend  the  term  to  eleven  years.  The  exchange  with  Mr.  Hughes  appears  to 
have  been  of  great  benefit  to  the  charity. 

The  trustees  also  receive  the  yearly  rent  of  16/.  for  part  of  the  almshouses 
which  have  been  let  to  the  townships  of  Prescot  and  Whiston,  under  the 
circumstances  hereafter  mentioned. 

There  is  also  a sum  of  150/.  placed  out  on  the  security  of  the  tolls  of  the 
turnpike  road  from  Prescot  to  Liverpool,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  and 
a half  per  cent,  amounting  annually  to  61.  15 s. 

The  almshouses  now  comprise  twenty-seven  tenements,  or  thereabouts,  eleven 
of  which  it  appears  were  in  existence  in  1750,  and  are  understood  to  have  been 
built  by  the  founder.  It  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  minute  book,  that  in 
1756  twelve  more  were  ordered  to  be  built,  and  William  Part,  one  of  the  trustees, 
paid  in  November  in  that  year,  the  sum  of  50/.  to  be  laid  out  in  erecting  four 
more  tenements  to  be  used  as  the  others. 

In  October  1782,  it  was  resolved  by  the  trustees  that  the  twelve  new  alms- 
houses, with  a school,  stated  to  have  been  then  lately  built  out  of  the  savings 
of  the  charity,  should  be  used  by  the  townships  of  Prescot  and  Whiston  as 
a poorhouse,  at  the  rent  of  8/.  to  be  paid  equally  between  them,  which  rent  it 
was  stated  would  enable  the  trustees  to  increase  the  allowance  to  the  inhabitants 
in  the  old  almshouses,  and  to  place  those  in  the  four  new  almshouses  built  by 
Mr.  Part  upon  the  same  footing  with  them,  it  having  been  found  by  experience 
that  proper  objects  could  not  be  met  with  to  fill  the  new  unendowed  almshouses 
as  well  as  the  old  ones. 

In  April  1825,  it  was  ordered  that  four  of  the  dwellings  lately  occupied  by 
the  townships  of  Prescot  and  Whiston,  and  used  as  a fever  ward,  should  from 
that  period  be  endowed  as  almshouses,  and  the  same  payments  made  to  the 
inhabitants  of  them  as  of  the  other  houses. 
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The  townships  of  Whiston  and  Prescot  continue  to  pay  the  same  yearly  rent 
of  81.  for  the  eight  tenements,  which  they  previously  paid  for  the  twelve. 

The  tenements  now  occupied  by  the  almspeople  consist  of  the  eleven 
originally  built,  the  four  built  by  William  Part,  and  four  of  those  which  were 
built  out  of  the  overplus  income  of  the  charity. 

The  alms-people  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  who  meet  for  this  purpose 
whenever  a vacancy  occurs.  Persons  receiving  regular  parochial  relief  are 
considered  as  inadmissible,  and  a preference  is  given  to  poor  widows.  They 
are  selected  from  the  townships  of  Prescot  and  Whiston  alternately,  unless  it 
happens  that  there  is  no  person  properly  qualified  in  the  township  to  whom  the 
turn  belongs.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  ten  of  the  almspeople  were  of 
Prescot,  and  nine  of  Whiston. 

Each  alms-person  receives  25.  6d.  a week,  and  they  have  also  occasionally 
received  an  allowance  of  coals. 

Out  of  the  income  now  amounting  to  172/.  1.5 5.  the  regular  annual  expendi- 
ture may  be  stated  as  follows  :

The  buildings  on  the  farm  being  now  sufficient  in  every  respect  for  the  occu- 
pier thereof,  and  the  almshouses  being  also  in  good  condition,  little  will  be 
required  in  future  for  repairs,  and  the  income  will  allow  of  an  increase  in  the 
weekly  payments  to  the  19  almspeople,  or  of  the  appointment  of  a greater 
number  of  persons  with  the  present  rate  of  allowrance,  to  occupy  some  of  the 
tenements  now  held  by  the  overseers  of  the  townships  of  Prescot  and  Whiston. 

When  the  accounts  were  made  up  at  Easter  1S28,  there  was  a balance  of 
98/.  195.  due  to  the  treasurer,  but  it  was  expected  that  before  the  expiration  of 
the  current  year,  this  debt  would  be  liquidated. 

Sewell’s  Charities. 

Sewell’s  Charities.  The  Rev.  Samuel  Sexvell,  vicar  of  Prescot,  (whose  legacies  for  the  benefit  of 
the  grammar  school  and  the  Sunday  schools  have  been  already  noticed)  by  his 
Will,  bearing  date  6th  February  1815,  gave  to  the  trustees  of  the  charities  of 
Prescot,  300/.  in  trust,  to  lay  out  the  same  either  in  purchasing  buildings  already 
erected  or  to  be  erected,  for  the  purpose  of  converting  the  same  into  almshouses, 
which  he  directed  should  for  ever  thereafter  be  occupied  by  persons  belonging  to 
the  township  of  Prescot ; and  by  way  of  further  endowment,  he  gave  to  the  said 
trustees  400/.  in  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  on  real  or  government  securities, 
and  apply  the  interest  equally  amongst  the  families  of  poor  persons  occupying 
such  almshouses,  either  weekly  or  otherwise,  as  might  best  answer  the  purpose 
of  his  will.  He  also  thereby  gave  to  the  same  trustees  400/.  towards  establishing 
a fever  ward  in  Prescot,  and  he  directed  that  the  duty  upon  these  and  all  his 
other  legacies  to  charitable  purposes,  should  be  paid  out  of  his  personal  estate. 

The  last  mentioned  sum  of  400/.  was  paid  to  the  trustees  above  described, 
and  laid  out  with  the  testator’s  legacy  of  200/.  to  the  grammar  school,  in  the 
purchase  of  stock  in  the  navy  five  per  cents,  which  has  been  since  converted 
into  71 6/.  I85.  5d.  new  four  per  cents.  Of  the  dividends  which  have  been 

carried 
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carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  Prescot  charities,  two-thirds,  amounting 
to  19 /.  2s.  4>rl.  are  applicable  towards  establishing  a fever  ward. 

The  trustees  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  means  of  disposing  of  the  prin- 
cipal sum  or  the  dividends,  according  to  the  particular  directions  of  the  donor, 
and  from  the  balance  in  the  treasurer’s  hands,  there  is  now  due  about  200/.  in 
respect  of  the  dividends,  undisposed  of. 

The  legacies  of  300/.  and  400/.  for  establishing  and  endowing  four  alms- 
houses, being  void  under  the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  have  not  been  paid  by 
the  representatives  of  the  testator.  But  Sir  John  Sewell,  who  was  his  residuary 
legatee,  has  proposed  to  give  in  lieu  thereof  seven  bonds  of  100/.  each,  granted 
by  the  parish  of  Marylebone  in  Middlesex,  bearing  interest  at  4 per  cent,  and 
the  amount  of  the  interest  from  the  day  on  which  they  bear  date,  20th  Novem- 
ber 1824,  the  produce  thereof  to  be  applied  to  such  charitable  uses  as  he  should 
bv  his  will,  or  any  other  instrument,  direct ; and  if  he  should  die  without  giv- 
ing any  such  directions,  according  to  the  intentions  of  the  said  Samuel  Sewell, 
as  expressed  in  his  will  respecting  the  several  sums  of  300/.  and  400/. 

It  has  been  proposed,  on  the  part  of  the  trustees  of  the  Prescot  charities,  to 
apply  the  amount  of  the  dividends  due  in  respect  of  the  legacy  left  for  establish- 
ing a fever  ward,  and  the  interest  of  the  seven  bonds  from  November  1824,  in 
building  four  almshouses  in  Prescot,  and  that  the  stock  purchased  as  above 
mentioned,  with  the  legacy  for  the  fever  ward,  and  the  bonds  given  by  Sir  John 
Sewell,  should  be  held  in  trust  for  the  endowment  of  such  almshouses.  The 
proposition  has  been  made  to  Sir  John  Sewell,  and  he  has  expressed  his  approval 
of  it,  but  he  has  not  yet  transferred  the  bonds  to  the  trustees,  or  executed  any 
formal  instrument  declaring  the  uses  thereof,  so  as  to  enable  the  trustees  to  carry 
their  proposition  into  effect,  without  incurring  the  risk  of  a revocation  of  the 
gift,  or  of  some  directions  which  may  prevent  the  application  of  the  interest  to 
this  purpose. 

We  are  given  to  understand,  that  there  is  no  probability  of  the  trustees  being 
able  to  establish  a fever  ward  in  Prescot,  with  a prospect  of  its  being  in  any 
degree  serviceable  to  the  poor.  It  has  been  therefore  thought  most  conformable 
with  the  general  intentions  of  the  testator,  to  apply  the  legacy  left  for  this  pur- 
pose in  aid  of  the  other  establishment,  for  which  he  intended  to  provide. 

Lyon’s  Charity. 

At  a court,  held  for  the  manor  of  Widnes,  19th  December  lGyO,  the  jurors 
presented,  that  John  Lyon , on  the  loth  August  then  last,  had  surrendered  a 
messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Upton-in-Widnes,  called 
Lynaker’s  House,  with  the  closes  and  parcels  of  land  therein  mentioned  (being 
the  same  premises  as  were  afterwards  settled,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  seve- 
ral sums  hereinafter  mentioned,  for  the  use  of  the  free  grammar  school,  as  stated 
in  a former  part  of  this  Report,)  to  the  use  of  himself  for  life,  and  after  his  de- 
cease, to  the  use  of  William  Glover,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  intent  that 
they  should,  yearly,  out  of  the  profits  of  the  said  premises,  pay  to  such  person 
as  should  officiate  as  preaching  minister  at  St.  Helen’s  chapel,  in  Prescot,  305. 
towards  his  maintenance  : And  whereas  the  said  John  Lyon  had  built  a house 
in  the  chapel-yard  in  St.  Helen’s,  for  the  use  of  a schoolhouse  for  the  master,  as 
a single  person,  and  scholars  there,  to  the  further  intent  that  the  said  William 
Glover,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  pay  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time 
who  should  teach  there,  30  5.  yearly,  provided  that  neither  he  nor  any  other  per- 
son should  use  the  said  schoolhouse  for  a dwelling  for  his  or  their  family,  for 
that  in  such  case  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  William  Glover,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  to  retain  the  said  sum  of  30 s.  ; and  to  the  further  intent,  that  he  and 
they  should,  in  like  manner,  pay  and  distribute  amongst  the  poor  of  the  town- 
ship of  Windle  305. ; and  should  pay  to  a preaching  minister  at  Rainford  chapel 
20s. ; to  such  person  as  should  be  schoolmaster  there  20s. ; to  the  poor  of  Rain- 
ford  20s.  ; to  a preaching  minister  at  Farnworth  20s. ; to  the  poor  of  Upton  and 
Farnworth  20s.  ; to  a preaching  minister  at  Childwall  10s. ; and  to  the  poor  of 
Halewood  20  s.,  and  should  also  pay  and  distribute  amongst  the  poor  of  Prescot 
20s.;  the  first  payment  to  commence  at  the  end  of  one  year  next  after  the 
decease  of  the  said  John  Lyon,  and  so  to  be  paid  yearly  for  ever  thereafter,  at 
each  year’s  end,  the  said  William  Glover  and  his  heirs,  from  time  to  time  taking 
to  his  assistance  one  or  more  sufficient  person  or  persons  of  the  respective  town- 
ships for  distribution  of  the  several  sums  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  poor;  and 
the  said  William  Glover  was  admitted  tenant,  to  hold  to  him  and  his  heirs  upon 
the  trusts  aforesaid.

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The  rent  of  the  estate  in  Upton,  as  mentioned  in  our  account  of  the  free 
grammar  school,  under  the  head  of  Lorton’s  gift,  is  now  carried  to  the  general 
account  kept  by  the  treasurer  of  the  Prescot  charities,  and  out  of  that  account 
all  the  payments  charged  thereon  by  the  said  John  Lyon  are  made,  excepting 
that  there  is  no  specific  application  of  the  sum  of  205.  for  the  poor  of  Prescot ; 
but  this  may  be  considered  as  included  in  the  general  distribution  to  the  poor 
of  this  township. 

Siddall’s  Charity. 

Siddfill’s  Charity.  Ellen  Siddall,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  5th  July  1729,  devised  to  her 
executors,  John  Ratcliffe  and  John  Goodwin,  and  their  heirs,  her  estate  in 
Whiston,  called  Cumberley’s  Tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  trust,  to 
sell  the  same  as  soon  as  conveniently  could  be  after  her  decease,  and  to  dispose 
of  the  money  arising  therefrom  equally  betwixt  the  poor  and  the  charity 
children  of  the  township  of  Prescot,  to  be  vested  for  that  purpose  in  such  trus- 
tees as  her  said  executors  should  think  proper,  for  the  better  management  and 
distribution  of  the  interest  thereof. 

At  a public  meeting  of  the  vicar,  and  the  principal  officers,  and  other  inha- 
bitants of  the  township  of  Prescot,  held  22d  March  1749,  it  was  ordered,  that 
Mr.  Edward  Dean  should  be  employed  to  call  upon  the  representatives  of  the 
above-named  John  Ratcliffe  for  an  account  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
Cumberlane  tenement  in  Whiston,  and  the  Rev.  A.  Gwyn,  vicar,  and  John 
Chorley  and  others,  were  at  the  same  time  appointed  trustees  for  the  manage- 
ment of  this  charity,  and  John  Goodwin,  the  surviving  trustee  under  the  will 
of  Mrs.  Siddall,  was  desired  to  convey  the  said  tenement  to  them  and  their 
heirs,  as  trustees  as  aforesaid. 

Upon  a settlement  of  accounts  with  the  representatives  of  the  above- 
named  John  Ratcliffe,  the  arrears  of  rents  were  paid  to  Edward  Dean  ; and  it 
appears  that  48/.  was  afterwards  laid  out,  with  other  money,  in  the  purchase  of 
an  estate  in  Rainhill,  which  was  conveyed  to  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  free 
grammar  school  in  Prescot ; and  that  20/.  was  laid  out,  with  other  charity 
money,  in  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  certain  tenements  under  the  town- 
hall,  and  other  property,  as  mentioned  under  the  head  of  the  charities  of 
Marrow  and  others. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  January  1753, 
between  John  Goodwin,  of  the  first  part,  and  the  Rev.  Augustin  Gwyn,  John 
Chorley,  and  five  others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  devise  of  the  said  Ellen 
Siddall,  but  that  the  executors  had  not  disposed  of  the  tenement  called  Cum- 
berlane, and  that  John  Ratcliffe,  deceased,  had  received  the  rents  and  profits 
up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  for  which  his  executors  were  ready  to  account;  and 
that  the  said  John  Goodwin,  though  unwilling  to  intermeddle  in  the  trust,  was 
ready  to  convey  the  said  premises  according  to  the  request  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Prescot,  expressed  at  a meeting  held  22d  March  1749 ; the  said  John  Goodwin 
conveyed  to  the  said  Augustin  Gwyn  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  the  messuage 
and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  called  Cumberlane  Tenement,  in 
Whiston,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Ellen  Siddall ; and 
it  was  provided,  that  whenever  any  four  of  the  trustees  should  happen  to  die, 
the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises  to  other  proper  and  substantial  per- 
sons, to  be  chosen  by  such  survivors  upon  the  like  trusts. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28th  and  29th  August  1783, 
the  tenement  above  mentioned  was  conveyed  to  the  then  principal  officers  of 
the  township,  and  their  heirs,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolutions  of  a meeting  held 
2d  January  1778,  the  purport  of  which  will  be  given  under  the  head  of  the 
charities  of  Marrow  and  others. 

By  indenture  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  llth  and  12th  August  1808, 
the  Rev.  Samuel  Sewell,  vicar,  John  Atherton,  esq.  and  Robert  Eden,  the  then 
surviving  trustees,  conveyed  the  said  tenement,  called  Cumberlane,  to  the  use 
ot  themselves,  and  of  Richard  Willis,  John  Chorley,  Thomas  Johnson,  Thomas 
Ackers,  John  Jackson,  Roger  Ityding,  and  Henry  Rowson,  who  respectively 
held  one  or  more  of  the  principal  offices  of  the  town  above  mentioned,  upon 
the  like  trusts,  and  with  the  same  provision,  as  to  conveyances  to  new  trustees. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity  forms  part  only  of  a farm  now 
called  the  Cumberlane  Tenement,  the  residue  thereof  having  been  devised  by 
Richard  Hawarden,  principally  for  the  benefit  of  the  grammar  school,  in  the 
year  1600. 
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In  our  account  of  the  school,  where  we  have  given  the  particulars  of  the 
letting  of  these  premises,  we  have  stated,  that  51.  16s.  8 d.  one-third  of 
Yll.  105.  the  present  rent,  is  applicable  to  the  purposes  declared  in  Ellen 
SiddalPs  will. 

A portion  of  the  rent  of  the  estate  in  Rainhill,  purchased  with  48  /.  derived 
from  this  charity,  and  with  the  legacy  of  John  Alcock,  and  other  money 
belonging  to  the  grammar  school,  is  also  to  be  considered  as  forming  part  of  the 
income  of  this  charity,  and  a portion  likewise  of  the  rent  of  the  tenements  under 
the  Town  Hall,  in  respect  of  the  further  sum  of  20 /.  laid  out  on  those  tene- 
ments, as  will  be  stated  in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  Marrow  and  others. 

The  rents  of  all  the  premises  above  mentioned,  are  carried  to  the  general 
account  of  the  Prescot  charities,  from  which,  though  there  is  no  appropriation 
of  any  money  specifically  in  respect  of  SiddalPs  charity,  the  master  of  the 
grammar  school  receives  a stipend  for  instructing  a certain  number  of  poor 
children,  poor  children  are  also  placed  out  apprentices,  and  the  poor  receive 
an  annual  distribution  of  money,  linen  and  bread.  To  avoid  trouble  and  con- 
fusion, it  seems  advisable  that  the  whole  of  the  estate  in  Rainhill  should  be 
considered  as  appropriated  for  the  benefit  of  the  school,  as  declared  in  the 
purchase  deed,  and  carried  to  the  school  account ; and  that  one-third  of  the 
rent  of  the  Cumberlane  tenement  should  be  carried  to  the  account  of  the  Prescot 
charities,  to  be  applied  with  the  rent  of  the  tenements  under  the  Town  Hall, 
and  other  charities  of  a similar  nature,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  children  and  the 
poor  of  Prescot  generally,  instead  of  adopting  any  mode  of  division  more  scru- 
pulously accurate. 

Charities  of  Marrow  and  Others. 

Joshua  Marrow,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  11th  January  1708,  (proved  at 
Chester)  devised  certain  real  estates  to  his  executors  William  Fazakerley  and 
Isaac  Green,  upon  trust  to  sell  the  same ; and  as  to  the  residue  of  his  estate 
not  thereinbefore  otherwise  disposed  of,  he  devised  and  bequeathed  the  same 
to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Prescot,  the  benefit  thereof  to  be 
applied  for  their  use  for  ever;  and  he  directed  that  the  same  should  be  applied 
for  the  binding  of  poor  children  apprentices. 

At  a public  meeting  held  at  Prescot,  12th  August  1753,  certain  persons  were 
appointed  trustees  for  the  management  of  Joshua  Marrow’s  charity,  with 
directions  to  settle  with  the  representatives  of  the  above  named  Isaac  Green 
then  deceased,  and  to  give  a discharge  for  so  much  money  as  should  appear  to 
be  due  on  account  of  this  charity ; and  in  pursuance  of  this  resolution,  an 
account  was  settled,  upon  which  it  appeared  that  the  sum  of  400/.  was  the 
amount  of  the  money  derived  from  the  testator’s  residuary  estate. 

This  sum  of  400/.  and  many  other  gifts  and  legacies  for  charitable  purposes, 
were  laid  out  in  the  purchase,  and  in  the  subsequent  improvement  of  several 
tenements  under  the  Town  Hall,  a messuage  called  Whitehall,  and  another 
messuage  called  the  Rose  and  Crown. 

The  following  is  a list  of  the  benefactions  and  monies  laid  out  as  above 
mentioned,  being  taken  principally  from  the  recitals  contained  in  a surrender  of 
the  premises  to  new  trustees  in  1783  :

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From  an  account  of  the  Prescot  charities  drawn  up  in  the  year  1758,  which 
contains  a more  minute  statement  of  the  sums  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the 
premises  above  mentioned  than  the  recitals  in  the  surrender  of  1783,  it  appears 
that  190/.  was  paid  for  the  purchase  of  the  old  Town  Hall,  and  the  tenements 
under  the  same;  that  63/.  was  paid  for  the  old  Whitehall,  and  614/.  18s.  Id. 
in  taking  down  and  rebuilding  all  these  premises,  making  altogether  867/.  18s.  1 d.\ 
and  that  293/.  was  paid  for  the  purchase  of  the  Rose  and  Crown,  and  37  /.  for 
the  repairs  thereof ; and  from  the  same  account  it  appears  that  10/.  given  by 
Lawrence  Webster,  one-third  thereof  to  each  of  the  townships  of  Whiston, 
Rainhill  and  Eccleston,  and  50/.  left  by  John  Alcock,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  poor  of  Eccleston,  formed  part  of  the  money  laid  out.  Including  the 
sums  last-mentioned,  the  amount  of  the  benefactions  thus  disposed  cf  was 
1,016/.  4s.  8 d.  The  difference  between  that  sum  and  1 , 1 97 A 13  s.  Id.  which 
is  the  amount  of  the  disbursements  as  stated  in  the  account  of  the  charities 
above  mentioned,  appears  to  have  been  made  up  by  subscriptions,  and  a rate 
collected  for  the  purpose. 

In  addition  to  the  legaciesalready  noticed,  the  premises  are  to  be  considered 
as  being  uowr  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  two  other  benefactions 
which  have  been  laid  out  thereon;  viz  5/.  given  by  Ann  France,  the  produce 
thereof  to  be  distributed  in  bread  on  Good  Friday,  and  100/.  left  by  John  Wyke, 
as  already  mentioned  under  the  head  of  the  school,  and  which  sum  was  laid  out  in 
providing  a new  weighing  machine  on  the  premises  called  the  Rose  and  Crown. 

Upon  the  surrender  made  at  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Prescot,  20th  June 
1783,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Sewell  and  nine  others  were  admitted  to  the  several  new 
erected  messuages,  shops,  cellars,  &c.  under  the  Town  Flail  in  Prescot,  the  site 
whereof  was  purchased  of  William  Houghton,  who  surrendered  the  same  to 
trustees  6th  December  1754;  also  another  new  erected  messuage  or  dwelling- 
house  in  the  market-place  adjoining  the  said  Town  Hall,  called  the  Whitehall, 
the  site  whereof  was  purchased‘of  Henry  Hatton,  who  surrendered  the  same  to 
trustees  20th  June  1755  ; and  another  messuage  or  dwelling-house  at  the  upper 
end  and  west  side  of  the  Snig-lane,  called  the  Rose  and  Crown,  and  the  two 
stables  on  the  south  side  of  the  said  messuage,  and  a parcel  of  land  on  the  south 
side  thereof  formerly  the  inheritance  of  William  Gorsuch,  and  surrendered  by 
him  to  trustees  7th  May  1757,  together  with  such  part  of  the  parcel  of  land  on 
the  back  of  the  said  premises  as,  upon  an  exchange  between  the  said  William 
Gorsuch  and  John  Leather,  fell  to  the  lot  of  the  said  William  Gorsuch  ; all  which 
premises  had  become  vested  in  Zachariah  Leaf,  the  surrenderor,  as  the  last  sur- 
viving trustee  ; and  the  trusts  were  in  the  surrender  of  the  said  Zachariah  Leaf 
declared  as  follows,  that  the  trustees  should  apply  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  to 
the  intents  and  purposes  directed  by  the  respective  donors  of  the  charities  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  and  improvement  of  the  premises  aforesaid  ; and  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  four  or  more  of  the  said  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors 
should  surrender  to  the  use  of  such  persons  as  should  be  elected  to  the  offices  of 
those  trustees  who  should  be  dead.  » 
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This  surrender  was  made  in  pursuance  of  a resolution  passed  at  a meeting 
held  in  the  Town  Hall,  2d  January  1778,  when  the  public  charities  were  taken 
into  consideration  ; and  it  was  ordered,  that  for  the  future  the  principal 
officers  of  the  township,  viz.  the  vicar,  the  trustees  of  the  old  school  stock, 
then  elected  annually  at  a vestry  meeting,  the  four  men,  coroner  and  treasurer 
of  the  manor  and  township  of  Prescot,  annually  elected  at  the  court  leer,  and  also 
the  steward  of  the  manor  and  their  successors  for  the  time  being,  should  have 
the  management  and  application  of  the  charities,  and  should  meet  in  the 
grammar-school  in  Prescot  every  Thursday  before  the  feast  of  Corpus  Christi, 
and  Thursday  before  Christmas-eve,  at  ten  o’clock  in  the  forenoon,  to 
ascertain  the  proper  objects  of  the  charity,  as  they  should  come  recom- 
mended to  them  from  the  public  meetings  of  Prescot,  and  to  settle  the 
treasurer’s  accounts,  and  regulate  every  matter  relating  to  the  said  charities  ; 
that  the  treasurer’s  accounts  should  be  yearly  inspected,  adjusted  and  settled 
by  the  trustees  on  the  Thursday  before  the  feast  of  Corpus  Christi,  and 
afterwards  produced  at  the  court  leet  held  the  day  after  the  said  feast  for  the 
public  inspection  of  every  copyholder,  and  should  then  be  deposited  in  the 
town's  chest ; and  that  the  proper  objects  of  Marrow’s  charity  should  be 
recommended  to  the  trustees  by  the  town’s  meeting,  to  which  recommendation 
the  trustees  should  give  the  preference  before  any  private  recommendation  : 
and  it  was  further  ordered,  that  as  often  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  it 
necessary,  the  several  estates  purchased  with  the  charity  money  and  settled  on 
trustees,  should  be  transferred  to  such  persons  as  they  should  appoint,  but  so  as 
the  management  of  the  said  charities  should  be  conducted  by  the  officers  above 
named. 

The  management  of  all  the  charities  laid  out  in  the  above-mentioned  pur- 
chases appears  always  to  have  been  under  the  direction  of  the  officers  mentioned 
in  the  resolution  of  1778. 

At  a court  held  24th  February  1809,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Sewell,  John  Atherton 
and  Robert  Eden,  the  then  surviving  trustees,  surrendered  all  the  premises 
comprised  in  the  surrender  of  1783,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  Richard 
Willis,  John  Chorley,  Thomas  Ackers,  John  Jackson,  Roger  Riding  and  Henry 
Rowson  (who  then  held  the  principal  township  offices,)  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  the  same  trusts  as  in  the  former  surrender. 

The  property  called  the  Town  Hall  is  situated  in  the  centre  of  the  market- 
place in  Prescot,  and  consists  of  a spacious  hall,  called  the  Town  Hall,  used  for 
the  purpose  of  holding  courts  leet  and  other  public  business. 

It  appears  from  the  resolutions  agreed  upon  at  several  meetings  of  the  inha- 
bitants of  the  township,  about  the  year  17-74,  that  in  purchasing  the  tenements 
under  the  Town  Hall,  it  was  intended  principally  to  augment  the  charity  derived 
from  Joshua  Marrow  ; but  that  the  Town  Hall  itself  was  to  be  used  for  holding: 
courts  and  other  public  meetings,  for  which  use  the  inhabitants  had  probably 
enjoyed  it  previously. 

The  rest  of  the  property  vested  in  the  trustees  consists  of  the  following 
particulars :

A small  room  under  the  south-east  corner  of  the  Town  Hall,  though  forming 
part  of  the  public-house,  is  now  the  property  of  William  Ackers,  of 
whom  it  is  held  by  Mrs.  Dixon  ; the  same  having  been  reserved  by  the 
vendor,  William  Houghton,  when  he  sold  the  rest  of  the  premises  to  the 
trustees  in  1754.  , 

The  premises  called  the  Whitehall,  consisting  of  a small  messuage  adjoin- 
ing the  Town  Hall,  and  let  to  Jesse  Barrow,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the

The  premises  described  as  the  Rose  and  Crown,  situate  on  the  south  side  of 
the  market-place,  and  now'  used  as  a private  dwelling-house.  They  are

The  last-mentioned  premises  are  in  bad  repair,  and  will  soon  require 
a considerable  expenditure.  All  the  above  appear  to  be  good  rents.

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The  rents  above-mentioned  are  carried  to  one  account  with  the  income  appli- 
cable to  the  school,  and  several  other  charities. 

Out  of  this  account  the  following  payments  are  specifically  made  to  answer 
the  intent  of  different  donors,  whose  benefactions  were  laid  out  on  the  pre- 
mises above-mentioned. 

On  account  of  Marrow’s  charity,  the  yearly  sum  of  27 l.  has  lately  been 
appropriated  in  finding  clothes  for  poor  boys  of  the  township  of  Prescot,  on 
their  being  placed  out  apprentices,  the  sum  of  31.  being  allowed  with  each. 
The  boys  are  selected  by  the  trustees,  who  meet  once  in  every  three  months 
for  the  purpose.  They  are  recommended  by  the  overseers,  and  bound  out  at 
the  expense  of  the  parish.  In  the  year  1828  it  was  determined  to  increase  this 
payment  to  30/.  per  annum. 

In  respect  of  the  charities  of  Thomas  Glover,  Mary  Cross,  Lawrence  Web- 
ster and  Elizabeth  Booth,  7^  10s.  is  distributed  on  Christmas-eve,  in  sums  of 
5 s.  each,  to  30  poor  persons,  not  receiving  weekly  relief,  who  are  recommended 
by  the  overseers. 

In  respect  of  the  charities  of  Margaret  Norris,  Edward  Blundell,  Catherine 
Waring  and  Ann  France,  5 1.  12  s.  10 d.  is  disposed  of  in  bread,  two  shillings 
worth  being  provided  every  Sunday,  and  given  away  at  the  church  to  poor 
persons  attending  divine  service,  and  the  residue  is  given  away  in  like  manner 
on  Good  Friday. 

As  the  interest  of  100/.  given  by  Ann  Glover,  the  yearly  sum  of  4/.  10s.  is 
paid  to  the  master,  who  teaches  one  of  the  Sunday  schools,  as  already  stated. 

According  to  the  will  of  James  Cross,  a quantity  of  linen  is  purchased  and 
distributed  every  St.  James’s  day  to  poor  persons  recommended  by  the  over- 
seer, and  not  receiving  parochial  relief.  Thirty  persons  have  hitherto  received 
the  benefit  of  this  distribution,  the  cost  of  which  has  usually  been  about  7/* 

As  the  interest  of  the  sum  of  40/.  stated  to  have  been  given  by  Dr.  Roper, 
1 /.  165.  is  paid  towards  a dinner  for  the  jurors  on  the  feast  of  Corpus  Christi. 

The  amount  of  the  several  payments  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned,  has 
of  late  years  been  about  54/.  No  interest  has  been  paid  specifically  for  Wyke’s 
legacy,  or  for  those  benefactions  to  the  poor  with  respect  to  which  no  parti- 
cular mode  of  application  was  directed  by  the  donors. 

There  is  also  paid  a quit  rent  of  5 s.  Id.  j and  of  the  sums  expended  from  the 
general  account  in  repairs  and  insurance,  part  must  be  considered  as  in  respect 
of  the  charities  above  mentioned,  and  part  in  respect  of  the  grammar  school. 

The  sum  of  50/.  which  was  left  by  John  Alcock  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
of  Eccleston,  and  31.  6s.  3d.  the  share  of  Webster's  legacy  appropriated  to 
that  township,  were  paid  to  the  overseer  of  Eccleston  from  the  funds  of  these 
charities  in  the  year  1776. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  as  to  the  share  of  Webster’s 
legacy  appropriated  to  the  townships  of  Rainhill  and  Whiston. 

The  following  are  the  particulars  of  the  income  carried  to  the  account,  to 
which  we  have  already  referred,  as  the  “ General  Account  of  the  Prescot 
Charities,”  the  application  thereof  being  under  the  direction  of  the  vicar  and 
the  principal  officers  of  the  manor  and  township  of  Prescot :

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The  balance  of  331 /.  13s.  10t/.  is  due  from  the  executors  of  John  Jackson,  the 
late  treasurer,  who  died  about  May  1828,  and  we  understand  that  the  amount 
will  be  paid  whenever  it  is  called  for.  I he  arrears  of  dividends  due  in  respect 
of  Sewell’s  legacy  for  establishing  a fever  ward,  amounting  to  about  200/.,  form 
part  of  this  balance,  and  a considerable  part  of  the  residue  will  be  required  for 
paying  some  outstanding  bills,  and  for  repairs. 

We  have  recommended  that  in  future  one  separate  account  should  be  kept  of 
the  income  belonging  to  the  grammar  school,  and  another  separate  account  of 
the  dividends  arising  from  Sewell’s  legacy,  for  the  establishment  of  a fever 
ward. 

The  income  then  to  be  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  Prescot  charities 
will  be  as  follows  :

Marsh’s  Charity. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Prescot,  14th  June  1723,  it  was  presented 
by  the  jury,  that  on  the  14th  November  1722,  William  Marsh,  for  securing  the 
interest  of  20  /.  to  be  yearly  paid  and  applied  pursuant  to  the  direction  of 
William  Marsh,  deceased,  his  late  father,  surrendered  a messuage  or  dwelling- 
house  in  Prescot,  called  Kenrick’s  House,  to  the  use  of  himself,  William  Marsh, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  provided  that  the  same  should,  for  ever  thereafter,  be 
charged  and  chargeable  with  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  205.  to  be  laid  out  by  the 
said  William  Marsh,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  with  the  assistance,  if  need  should  be, 
of  the  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  townships  of  Prescot  and 
Knowsley,  on  or  immediately  before  the  28th  December,  yearly,  in  buying 
twenty-four  loaves,  twelve  thereof  to  be  given  to  such  poor  widows  and  house- 
keepers of  Prescot  as  receive  no  alms,  if  there  should  be  so  many  therein 
as  would  accept  thereof,  and  the  other  twelve  to  such  poor  widows  and  house- 
keepers in  Knowsley,  if  there  should  be  so  many  as  would  accept  thereof;  but 
in  case  there  should  not  be  so  many  in  the  said  townships  respectively,  that  then 
the  said  William  Marsh,  his  heifs  or  assigns,  and  the  churchwardens  or  overseers, 
might  distribute  so  many  of  the  said  loaves  as  should  not  be  disposed  of  to  any 
of  the  poor  of  the  said  townships  respectively  where  there  should  be  a deficiency 
of  such  poor  widows  to  receive  the  charity  ; and  in  case  there  should  not  be  any 
poor  in  Knowsley  to  receive  the  charity,  it  was  provided  that  it  might  be  given 
to  the  poor  of  Prescot. 

Nothing  has  been  paid  in  respect  of  this  charity  for  several  years,  although 
there  are  persons  living  who  recollect  the  payment  having  been  made. 

In  endeavouring  to  identify  the  property  comprised  in  the  surrender  of 
William  Marsh,  we  find  that,  at  a court  held  21-th  November  1800,  two  mes- 
suages and  tenements  on  the  west  side  of  Cross-street,  one  of  which  was  then 
divided  into  two  tenements  (which  premises  were  formerly  the  customary  in- 
heritance of  William  Marsh,  afterwards  of  Roger  llarnston  and  Elizabeth  his 
wife,  and  then  of  William  Ward  and  William  Marsh  Ward)  were  surrendered 
by  William  Ward  and  William  Marsh  Ward  to  the  use  of  Eli  Clegg,  for  the 
purpose  of  cutting  off  all  estates  tail,  kc. 


A recovery 
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A recovery  was  suffered  thereon,  and  by  surrender,  dated  13th  April  1801,  Prescot, 

reciting,  amongst  other  things,  that  Elizabeth  Barnston,  in  pursuance  of  the  7 — - 

powers  vested  in  her  by  certain  indentures  therein  recited,  by  her  will,  bearing 

date  4th  April  17b7»  appointed  that  a messuage  in  Prescot,  then  in  the  occupa-  \ > 

tion  of  Margery  Ward,  being  part  of  the  copyhold  premises  above  mentioned, 
should,  for  ever,  after  her  decease,  stand  charged  with  the  sum  of  20  s.,  to  be 
yearly  issuing  thereout,  payable  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Prescot, 
and  their  successors,  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the 
townships  of  Prescot  and  Knowsley,  in  such  manner  as  her  grandfather  William 
Marsh,  in  his  life  time  directed  ; and  that  the  said  premises  chargeable  as  afore- 
said and  the  other  premises  above  mentioned,  should  be  held  by  the  trustees 
therein  named,  to  the  use  of  William  Ward,  in  tail,  in  the  manner  therein  men- 
tioned; Mary  Widdens  and  others,  at  the  request  of  William  Ward  and  William 
Marsh  Ward,  surrendered  all  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of  William  Wright  and 
Peter  Southern,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  chargeable  as  in  the  will  of  the  said 
Elizabeth  Barnston  was  mentioned,  and  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  a recovery 
and  surrender  passed  on  the  24th  November  then  last. 

This  charity  is  noticed  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  both  under 
Prescot  and  Knowlsey.  In  the  former  place  it  is  stated  as  a rent-charge  of  105. 
the  bequest  of  William  Marsh,  in  1722,  for  bread  to  the  poor;  and  in  the  latter 
place,  it  is  returned  as  Mrs.  Barnston’s  legacy  of  10  s.  a year,  arising  from  land 
vested  in  William  Ward. 

According  to  the  evidence  of  two  aged  persons,  who  remembered  Margery 
Ward  sixty  years  ago,  there  appears  no  doubt  that  the  house  in  which  she  resided 
is  in  Church-street,  and  in  September  1828  was  occupied  by  widow  Lucas. 

This  house  is  novv  the  property  of  the  devisees,  in  trust,  under  the  will  of 
William  Ward. 

As  there  seems  to  be  sufficient  evidence  that  this  is  part  of  the  property 
charged  with  the  payment  of  205.  we  have  given  notice  of  the  circumstance  to 
Mr.  Henry  Lee,  of  Prescot,  one  of  the  devisees  in  trust,  in  order  that  the  pro- 
perty may  not  be  sold  inadvertently  without  noticing  the  charge  thereon. 

Wainwright’s  Charity. 

Ann  JVainwright,  widow,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  27th  July  1818,  bequeathed,  Wainwright’s 
subject  to  the  payment  of  her  debts,  funeral  and  testamentary  expenses,  all  her  Charity, 
personal  estate  to  the  trustees  of  the  charities  in  Prescot  for  the  time  being, 
in  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  and  pay  the  annual  interest  thereof  to  and 
amongst  such  and  so  many  poor  persons,  as  should  regularly  attend  divine  worship 
in  the  parish  church  of  Prescot,  as  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  should 
think  the  most  deserving  objects,  the  same  to  be  distributed  every  Christmas- 
day  yearly  for  ever  ; and  she  appointed  William  Ackers,  esq.  her  executor. 

We  are  informed  by  the  above-named  William  Ackers,  that  the  personal 
property  of  the  testatrix  amounted  to  125/.  Is.  10 d.  That  25/.  Is.  10 d.  was 
paid  for  funeral  expenses,  debts,  &c.  ; and  that  a turnpike  security  for  the  sum 
of  100/.  was  given  in  satisfaction  of  the  amount  of  the  clear  residue  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  Prescot  charities. 

At  Christmas  1828,  the  interest  on  this  sum  was  divided  amongst  the  inmates 
of  the  almshouse  above  mentioned. 

Gwyn’s  Charity. 

Mary  Gwyn,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  7th  August  1821,  and  proved  at  Gwyn’s  Charity. 
Chester,  bequeathed  100/.  to  her  executors,  John  Clarke  and  Elizabeth  Lightfoot, 
upon  trust,  to  place  the  same  out,  and  to  pay  the  yearly  interest  thereof  to  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Prescot,  to  be  by  them  applied  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  parish,  in  such  manner  as  they  might  think  most  fit  and 
proper. 

The  sum  of  90/.  (10/.  having  been  deducted  for  the  payment  of  the  legacy 
duty)  was  laid  out  by  the  above-named  John  Clarke,  esq.  on  a turnpike  security. 

Interest,  at  the  rate  of  five  percent,  amounting  to  4/.  105.  per  annum,  is 
received  by  the  churchwardens  ; and  they  generally  pay  it  over  to  the  vicar, 
who  disposes  of  it  in  coals,  clothing,  or  in  money  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of 
the  parish  as  he  thinks  most  deserving ; each  family  receives  to  the  value  of 
about  5s. 
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Elizabeth  Chorley’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Cliorley , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  13th  July  1820,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  after  bequeathing  several  legacies  to  the  amount  of  1,040/.  gave  the 
remainder  of  her  property  to  her  brother  John  Chorley  and  William  Ackers, 
whom  she  appointed  her  executors,  upon  trust,  to  pay  100/.  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  School  for  the  Blind  in  Liverpool,  to  be  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of 
the  charity  ; and  the  residue  she  gave  to  her  said  executors  and  trustees,  upon 
trust,  that  they,  their  executors,  &c.  should  pay  the  interest  of  the  same  to  her 
sisters,  Mary  Chorley  and  Frances  Chorley,  and  their  issue  respectively,  as 
therein  directed  ; and  after  the  decease  of  both  her  said  sisters,  without  leaving 
issue,  and  the  decease  of  her  brother  John  Chorley,  and  her  sister  Jane  Chorley, 
to  pay  200/.  to  the  vicar  and  other  trustees  of  the  almshouses  belonging  to 
Prescot,  that  the  interest  of  the  same  might  be  distributed  on  the  7th  October 
annually,  in  useful  clothing  for  10  poor  people,  belonging  to  and  resident  in 
Prescot;  550/.  to  her  several  relations  therein  mentioned;  100/.  to  the  trustees 
of  the  charity  at  Warrington,  for  the  benefit  of  the  widows  and  orphans  of 
clergymen;  100/.  to  the  trustees  of  the  Liverpool  Infirmary;  50/.  to  the  trustees 
of  the  Blind  School  in  Liverpool,  over  above  the  sum  of  100/.  before  given; 
100/.  to  the  Society  for  Promoting  Christian  Knowledge  in  London,  and  the 
residue,  ii  any,  for  the  benefit  of  lying-in  married  women  in  Prescot,  commonly 
called  the  Ladies’  Charity. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Ackers,  one  of  the  executors,  that  the  personal 
property  of  the  above-named  testatrix  amounted  to  3,069  /•  7 s.  7 d. ; that  the 
legacies,  funeral  expenses,  &c.  amounted  to  1,669  /.  7 s.  7 d. ; and  that  1,400  /. 
the  residue,  was  placed  out  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Jane  Chorley,  on  the 
security  of  her  promissory  note. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  abstract  of  the  will  of  Jane  Chorley,  given  under  the 
following  head,  that  after  the  death  of  Mary  Chorley  and  Frances  Chorley, 
without  issue,  and  the  death  of  their  brother  John  Chorley,  the  sum  of  1,400/. 
above  mentioned,  will  be  payable  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  real  estate 
of  the  said  Jane  Chorley. 

Jane  Chorley’s  Charity. 

Jane  Chorley,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  29th  May  1824,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  having  disposed  of  the  plate  and  other  articles  in  her  house  in  Prescot, 
bequeathed  to  different  persons  several  pecuniary  legacies,  the  payment  of 
which,  as  well  as  of  her  debts,  funeral  and  testamentary  expenses,  she  charged 
upon  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  her  real  estate,  and  such  monies  as  she  had 
vested  on  real  securities,  the  residue  whereof  she  also  disposed  of;  and  she 
made  the  following  disposition  of  such  part  of  her  personal  property,  (excepting 
the  plate  and  other  articles  in  her  house  in  Prescot)  as  were  not  leasehold,  or 
monies  on  mortgage,  and  were,  as  the  testatrix  expressed  herself,  inapplicable 
to  charitable  purposes ; viz.  she  bequeathed  to  James  Gill,  William  Ackers, 
John  Pemberton  and  William  Pemberton,  their  executors,  &c.  2,000/.  to  be  paid 
as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be  after  her  decease,  out  of  her  said  personal 
estate  above  described,  upon  trust,  to  lay  out  and  invest  the  same  in  their  names 
in  the  funds,  or  on  such  lawful  security  as  they  should  think  proper,  and  to  pay 
the  dividends  or  annual  produce  thereof,  after  the  decease  of  the  survivor  of  her 
two  sisters,  Mary  Chorley  an4  Frances  Chorley,  in  such  manner  as  they  should 
think  proper,  in  establishing  and  supporting  a schoolmistress  in  the  township  of 
Prescot,  or  within  half  a mile  thereof,  such  schoolmistress  to  be  elected  and 
removed  at  pleasure  by  her  said  trustees  for  the  time  being,  and  to  teach  and 
instruct  such  poor  girls  as  thereinafter  directed  in  reading,  knitting,  and  plain 
sewing,  and  especially  in  cutting  out,  making  and  repairing  their  own  common 
wearing  apparel  and  men’s  and  boy’s  shirts  and  stockings,  and  other  like  plain 
work,  and  also  to  teach  them  the  Catechism  of  the  church  of  England  and  its  true 
doctrine  and  principles,  (so  far  as  necessary  in  their  situation  in  life,)  without  any 
mixture  of  methodism  or  any  other  religious  faith,  worship  or  practice;  and  to 
make  them  attend  divine  service  in  the  parish  church  of  Prescot,  or  in  any  chapel 
of  ease  of  the  mother  church  to  be  established  there,  twice  every  Sunday ; and  she 
directed  and  particularly  requested  her  trustees  for  the  time  being  to  purchase 
and  use  in  the  said  school  the  books  and  papers  sold  and  generally  recommended 
by  the  Society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  and  none  other,  so  long  as 
such  books  should,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  trustees,  be  in  conformity  to  the 

tenets 
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tenets  and  doctrine  of  the  established  church  of  England ; and  to  assist  her  trustees 
in  the  choice  of  books  used  in  the  school,  or  given  at  any  time  to  the  scholars,  she 
stated  that  she  had  purchased  the  whole  of  the  said  society’s  books  then  used, 
which  she  thereby  gave  to  her  said  trustees,  to  use  as  they  should  think  proper 
in  doing  the  most  good,  always  taking  care  that  they  should  be  renewed  as  from 
use  or  any  other  cause  they  might  require ; and  she  particularly  desired  her 
trustees  to  be  most  watchful  in  preventing  any  of  the  scholars  or  teachers  from 
receiving,  or  purchasing  or  borrowing  any  books  from  any  person  or  persons 
which  should  not  be  sold  by  the  Society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge  ; 
and  that  if  any  scholar  or  teacher  should  receive,  purchase,  borrow  or  read  any 
such  book  or  books  as  should  not  be  sold  by  the  said  society,  such  scholar  or 
teacher  should  be  immediately  dismissed  the  said  school,  it  being  her  wish  to 
prevent  the  schoolmistress  or  any  one  from  reading  the  books  she  objected  to, 
and  to  prevent  both  her  and  all  in  the  school  from  subscribing  to,  or  any  way 
assisting,  any  Bible  Society,  or  any  religious  society  not  exclusively  directed  or 
managed  by  members  of  the  established  church.  And  she  further  directed,  that 
her  trustees  should  elect  such  a number  of  poor  girls  to  the  said  school  as  they 
should  think  proper,  and  should  dismiss  any  of  them  at  pleasure  ; but  that  the 
girls  should  be  chosen  in  the  following  order ; first,  any  poor  girls  from  the 
township  of  Prescot,  giving  the  preference  to  the  occupiers  of  houses  in  Prescot 
leased  by  the  testatrix  to  Messrs.  Ashton  ; and  for  want  of  fit  objects  there,  any 
poor  girls  from  the  township  of  Whiston,  giving  the  preference  to  the  occupiers 
of  cottages  in  Whiston  belonging  to  her  late  brother,  John  Chorley,  at  the  time 
of  his  decease ; and  for  want  of  fit  objects  there,  any  poor  girls  from  the 
township  of  Eccleston,  giving  the  preference  to  the  occupiers  of  her  houses 
in  Eccleston  ; and  for  want  of  fit  objects  there,  any  poor  girls  whomsoever  whom 
her  trustees  should  think  fit ; and  she  provided,  that  whenever  there  should  be 
a want  of  proper  objects  among  any  of  the  aforesaid  townships,  her  trustees 
should  not  be  wholly  confined  to  elect  from  one  of  the  before-mentioned  places, 
but  should  be  at  liberty  to  nominate  girls  to  the  said  school  from  any  other  place 
or  places  they  should  think  proper  ; and  in  case  there  should  be  any  surplus  of 
the  annual  produce  of  the  said  2,000 /.  after  answering  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
upon  trust,  to  apply  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  suitable  and  proper  clothes  for 
any  of  the  poor  girls  who  might  be  admitted  into  the  said  school,  and  of  school 
books  for  them,  and  also  in  distributing  books  to  be  purchased  from  the  said 
Society  for  promoting  Christian  knowledge,  and  none  others,  as  premiums 
for  encouraging  emulation  amongst  them,  in  such  manner  as  her  said  trustees 
should  think  proper ; and  she  requested  that  her  trustees, or  a majority  of  them, 
would  visit  and  inspect  the  said  school  as  often  as  it  should  be  convenient, 
but  at  all  events  once  a year,  and  closely  examine  the  conduct  and  condition 
both  of  the  mistress  and  the  scholars,  as  she  conceived  the  success  of  the 
institution  would  wholly  depend  on  their  attention  to  it ; and  she  further 
directed,  that  in  case  the  supporting  the  aforesaid  school  should  not  be  any 
material  public  benefit  in  the  opinion  of  her  trustees  for  the  time  being,  or 
three  parts  in  four  of  them,  in  improving  the  morals  and  cultivating  the 
religion  of  the  said  girls  who  should  from  time  to  time  be  admitted,  or  if 
her  said  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  not  be  able  to  pay  proper  attention 
thereto,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees,  in  lieu  of  supporting  such 
school,  to  dispose  of  the  said  sum  of  2,000/.  and  the  yearly  produce  thereof, 
or  such  part  thereof  as  should  then  remain  undisposed  of,  in  manner  fol- 
lowing ; viz.  one-third  part  to  the  trustees  of  the  Blue  Coat  Hospital  in 
Liverpool,  one  other  third  part  to  the  trustees  of  the  School  for  the  Blind 
in  Liverpool,  and  the  remaining  third  part  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Society 
for  maintaining  Poor  Orphans  of  Clergymen  of  the  Established  Church  ; 
these  several  shares  to  be  applied  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  said  several 
charities ; and  she  directed,  that  the  respective  trustees  of  the  charitable 
institutions  aforesaid  should,  at  the  expense  of  her  estate,  have  extracts  of  such 
part  of  her  will  as  related  to  the  legacy  so  given  in  favour  of  them  respectively  ; 
and  she  authorized  her  trustees  for  the  time  being,  if  they  should  think  proper,  to 
employ  a receiver,  and  to  allow  him  a reasonable  compensation  : and  after 
directing  her  trustees,  James  Gill,  John  North,  and  William  Ackers  (to  whom 
she  had  devised  and  bequeathed  all  her  real  and  personal  property,  except  such 
parts  as  were  thereinbefore  particularly  mentioned)  to  pay  in  the  first  place  out 
of  her  personal  property,  other  than  her  leasehold  premises  and  money  charged 
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on  real  security,  the  above  mentioned  sum  of  2,000  Z.  ; she  further  directed,  that 
the  trustees  last  mentioned  should,  after  the  decease  of  both  her  sisters  above 
named,  out  of  such  parts  of  her  personal  estate  as  should  not  be  inapplicable  to 
charitable  purposes  under  the  Mortmain  Act  of  his  late  Majesty  King  George 
the  Second,  retain  and  pay  the  following  legacies  ; viz.  that  they  should  retain 
200 /.  or  any  investment  of  her  last-mentioned  personal  estate  to  that  amount,  in 
their  own  names,  and  should  apply  the  annual  produce  thereof  for  the  assistance 
and  relief  of  any  poor  pregnant  married  women  having  legal  settlements  in  the 
township  of  Prescot,  and  not  having  received  parochial  relief  therefrom  within 
twenty-four  months  before  their  lying-in,  either  by  gifts  in  money  to  be  paid 
into  their  own  hands,  as  soon  as  might  be  before  or  after  their  lying-in,  or  in 
furnishing  them  with  medical  aid,  nurses  or  necessaries,  in  such  manner  as  her 
trustees  for  the  time  being  should  think  proper;  and  should  pay  100/.  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  School  for  the  Blind  in  Liverpool ; 100/.  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
governors  of  the  aforesaid  Society  for  maintaining  Poor  Orphans  of  Clergymen  of 
the  Established  Church ; 100/.  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Society  for  promoting 
Christian  Knowledge;  100/.  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Blue  Coat  Hospital  in 
Liverpool;  and  100/.  to  the  treasurer  of  the  charity  for  the  relief  of  poor 
widows  and  orphans  of  clergymen  of  the  established  church  at  Warrington ; 
the  five  last  mentioned  legacies  to  be  severally  applied  for  the  general  purposes 
of  the  same  several  charities  ; also  a further  sum  of  100/.  which  she  bequeathed 
to  the  trustees  of  the  almshouses  in  Whiston  aforesaid,  in  trust,  to  apply  the 
interest  in  the  purchase  of  warm  useful  clothing,  to  be  given  on  the  7th  October 
yearly  to  five  poor  people  belonging  to  and  residing  in  Prescot  aforesaid,  who 
should  not  have  received  any  parochial  relief  during  the  preceding  twenty-four 
months;  and  after  paying  or  applying  the  said  sums  of  2,000/.  and  800/. 
at  the  death  of  both  her  sisters,  which  she  thereby  gave  as  above  whether  they 
should  leave  issue  or  not,  she  directed  that  all  the  said  residuary  trust  monies, 
funds  or  securities  (not  inapplicable  to  charitable  purposes  as  aforesaid) 
should  be  in  trust  for  such  children  or  child  as  her  said  sisters  Mary  Chorley 
and  Frances  Chorley,  or  either  of  them,  might  leave,  and  should  attain  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  ; and  in  case  of  default  of  such  issue,  she  directed, 
that,  after  the  decease  of  the  survivor  of  her  said  sisters  and  such  default  of 
issue,  her  said  last-mentioned  trustees,  their  executors,  &c.  should  pay  and 
transfer  the  residue  to  the  Corporation  of  the  Sons  of  the  Clergy,  in  trust, 
to  pay  and  apply  the  annual  produce  thereof,  at  their  discretion,  for  the  relief  of 
poor  and  distressed  clergymen  of  the  established  church  having  good  characters 
and  large  families,  and  residing  in  England  or  Wales. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Ackers,  one  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  will  of 
Jane  Chorley,  that  the  personal  property  of  which  she  died  possessed,  was  as 
follows  :

That  no  part  of  the  real  estate  has  been  sold  or  mortgaged,  and  that  the 
above  mentioned  sum  268/.  *17 s.  Id.  was  applied  in  payment  of  funeral 
expenses,  &c.  this  sum  therefore,  as  well  as  the  sum  of  1,400/.  mentioned  under 
the  preceding  head,  will  ultimately,  if  the  charities  take  effect,  be  payable  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  real  estate  of  the  testatrix. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  ECCLESTON. 

School. 

Eccleston.  By  a Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster, 

bearing  date  14th  July  1669,  (as  appears  from  a copy  thereof  produced  to  us) 

School.  an  order  of  commissioners  of  charitable  uses  was  confirmed,  wherein  it  was  recited 
as  follows ; viz.  That  on  the  26th  November  1597>  Robert  Kenwrick  entered 
into  a recognizance  for  the  payment  of  300/.  for  the  use  of  James  Kenwrick, 
and  that  the  said  James  Kenwrick  afterwards  declared  that  the  same  should  be 
disposed  of  for  the  use  of  a free  grammar  school  and  chapel  to  be  erected  and 
maintained  within  the  lordship  of  Eccleston  ; that  the  said  recognizance  was 
j,  • assigned 
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assigned  by  the  representatives  of  the  said  James  Kenwrick  to  Edward  Eccles- 
ton,  esq.  for  the  uses  above  mentioned,  and  that  the  said  Edward  Eccleston 
thereupon  covenanted  to  give  100/.  for  the  benefit  and  maintenance  of  the  said 
school,  or  other  the  premises  when  erected,  and  to  convey  one  acre  of  land  to 
be  taken  and  measured  forth  in  a certain  place  in  Eccleston,  called  Middle  Hill, 
near  Eccleston  Thorn,  and  adjoining  the  King’s  Highway  ; and  that  the  said 
Edward  Eccleston  died,  not  having  received  the  money  due  on  the  said  recogni- 
zance, nor  having  assigned  the  said  ground:  it  was  further  recited,  that  the  sum 
of  218/.  165.  3d.  had  been  received  by  certain  persons  as  schoolwardens,  but 
that  no  school  or  chapel  had  been  erected  ; and  it  was  ordered  that  the  parties 
in  whose  hands  the  last-mentioned  sum  then  was,  should  assign  the  same  to 
Thomas  Malbone  and  James  Gleast,  on  behalf  of  the  township  of  Eccleston,  and 
that  the  executors  of  John  Kenwrick  and  of  Edward  Eccleston,  should  assign 
certain  securities  for  the  payment  of  the  residue  of  the  said  800/.  and  that  such 
money  as  they  should  receive,  should  be  employed  in  erecting  and  maintaining 
a school  and  chapel  as  aforesaid ; and  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  heirs  of 
the  said  Edward  Eccleston  should  convey  to  the  parties  above  named  the  said 
acre  of  land,  and  that  his  executors  should,  after  the  said  school  should  be 
erected,  pay  to  them  the  said  sum  of  100/.  for  the  use  of  the  said  school. 

A building  which  is  now  used  as  a dwellinghouse,  was  probably  erected  for 
a school  in  pursuance  of  this  decree,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  the  one  acre 
of  land  was  ever  conveyed  to  trustees,  or  what  sum  of  money  remained  for  the 
endowment  of  the  school  after  the  expenses  of  the  building  were  defrayed. 

The  only  account  we  have  been  able  to  procure  of  the  amount  of  the  school 
stock,  is  from  a minute  of  the  proceedings  at  a general  meeting  of  the  principal 
inhabitants  of  Eccleston,  on  the  26th  December  1722,  when  two  new  trustees 
were  elected  “ according  to  custom  ” by  the  survivors,  in  the  room  of  two  who 
were  dead ; at  which  meeting  it  is  stated  the  survivors  produced  the  bonds  for 
the  school  stock,  amounting  to  224/.  including  51.  given  by  Richard  Holland, 
and  a memorandum  has  been  subsequently  added,  that  the  further  sum  of  51. 
was  afterwards  received  as  a gift  of  the  late  Thomas  Brown. 

For  upwards  of  fifty  years  previously  to  the  year  1827,  the  school  in  Eccleston 
had  been  discontinued,  and  the  premises  which  had  theretofore  been  considered 
as  belonging  to  the  school,  consisting  of  a dwellinghouse  and  a close,  containing 
about  one  acre  and  a half,  were  let  by  the  Eccleston  family. 

Soon  after  the  death  of  the  late  Thomas  Eccleston,  esq.  it  appeared  to  the 
solicitor  of  his  devisees  and  executors,  that  these  premises  should  have  been 
appropriated  to  the  maintenance  of  a school,  and  that  there  was  a debt  due 
from  the  testator’s  estate  in  respect  of  the  rents  of  the  school  premises,  and 
also  in  respect  of  some  money  belonging  to  the  school  with  interest  thereon, 
and  a suit  having  been  instituted  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  county  pala- 
tine of  Lancaster,  with  regard  to  the  administration  of  the  effects  of  the  said 
testator,  this  opportunity  was  taken  to  submit  the  claim  of  the  charity  to  the  court, 
and  with  that  view  the  trustees  named  in  the  indentures  hereafter  abstracted 
were  appointed. 

The  claim  submitted  to  the  court  by  the  trustees  was  as  follows :

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  January  1827, 
between  Edward  Bootle  Wilbraham,  esq.  and  the  Rev.  Streynsham  Master, 
devisees  in  trust,  and  executors  under  the  will  of  Thomas  Eccleston, . esq. 
deceased,  of  the  first  part;  Thomas  Scarisbrick,  esq.  eldest  son  and  heir  at  law 
of  the  said  Thomas  Eccleston,  of  the  second  part ; the  Rev.  C.  G.  T.  Driffield, 
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the  said  Thomas  Scarisbrick,  the  Hon.  E.  G.  S.  Stanley,  Samuel  Taylor,  lord 
of  the  manor  of  Eccleston,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Pigot  and  James  Underhill  West, 
of  the  third  part ; and  the  said  C.  G.  T.  Driffield,  of  the  fourth  part ; reciting, 
that  by  indenture  bearing  date  2d  June,  1 James  I,  Edward  Eccleston  cove- 
nanted to  convey  one  acre  of  land,  to  be  taken  off  a piece  of  land  in  Eccleston, 
called  Middle  Hill,  to  be  employed  for  the  use  of  the  school  at  Eccleston,  and 
also  that  he  would  give  100/.  for  the  benefit  and  maintenance  of  the  said  school; 
that  no  conveyance  had  ever  been  made  in  pursuance  of  the  said  covenant,  but 
that  the  legal  estate  in  the  said  land  remained  vested  in  the  family  of  Eccleston, 
and  ultimately  in  the  said  Thomas  Eccleston,  deceased,  who  permitted  the  same 
to  be  applied  to  the  charitable  purposes  aforesaid ; and  reciting,  that  the  said 
Thomas  Eccleston  devised  all  his  real  estates  in  Eccleston  to  the  said  Edward 
Bootle  Wilbraham  and  Streynsham  Master,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  said 
Thomas  Scarisbrick ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  parties,  as  executors, 
had  in  their  hands  a sum  of  money,  the  precise  amount  of  which  was  not  then 
ascertained,  belonging  to  the  said  charity,  as  well  in  respect  of  the  sum  of  100/. 
above-mentioned,  as  the  rents  of  the  charity  premises  received  by  the  said 
Thomas  Eccleston,  in  his  lifetime,  and  by  them,  his  said  executors,  since  his 
death,  the  said  Edward  Bootle  Wilbraham  and  Streynsham  Master,  at  the 
request  of  the  said  Thomas  Scarisbrick,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  said 
C.  G.  T.  Driffield,  and  others,  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
a close  in  Eccleston,  called  the  Hill  School  Croft,  containing  one  acre  and  a half 
large  measure,  and  a messuage  or  building  erected  thereon,  and  formerly  used 
as  a schoolhouse,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  said  building  to  be  used  as  a school 
for  the  benefit  of  the  children  resorting  thereto  for  education,  and  to  apply  the 
clear  yearly  rents  of  the  said  close  for  the  repair  and  support  of  the  said  school, 
and  for  defraying  the  salary  of  a master,  and  all  other  current  expenses  of  the 
same,  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  Edward  Eccleston ; and  the  said  Edward 
Bootle  Wilbraham  and  Streynsham  Master  assigned  to  the  same  parties,  their 
executors,  &c.  all  such  sums  as  should  be  found  to  be  justly  due  to  the  said 
charity  from  the  representatives  of  the  said  Thomas  Eccleston,  in  respect  of  the 
matters  aforesaid,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  profits  thereof  in  like  manner 
as  theretofore  directed  as  to  the  rents  of  the  school  close ; and  it  was  agreed 
that  the  vicar  of  Prescot  for  the  time  being,  and  the  other  parties  of  the  third 
part,  and  their  successors,  to  be  chosen  in  manner  thereinafter  mentioned, 
should  be  governors  of  the  said  school,  and  should  appoint  the  schoolmaster 
thereof,  and  from  time  to  time  displace  the  said  schoolmaster,  as  they  should 
think  fit ; that  the  said  governors  should  meet  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
July,  to  examine  the  accounts,  and  transact  the  business  of  the  school,  and  that 
at  every  such  meeting,  if  there  should  be  any  vacancy,  so  that  there  should  not 
be  three  governors  besides  the  vicar,  who  should  always  be  one  without  any 
election,  the  governor  or  governors  then  present  should  elect  one  or  more 
governors  to  make  up  the  number  of  four  including  the  said  vicar  ; and  that  as 
often  as  it  should  be  thought  expedient,  fresh  conveyances  should  be  executed, 
so  as  to  vest  the  premises  in  the  trustees  for  the  time  being;  and  further  reciting, 
that  William  Saddler,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  25th  November  1786,  gave  100/. 
to  the  vicar  of  Prescot,  and  his  successors,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  Eccleston 
school,  which  legacy  had  not  then  been  paid  ; it  was  declared  that  the  said  vicar 
and  his  successors  should  stand  possessed  thereof,  or  so  much  as  should  be 
received,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  yearly  interest  thereof  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  the  said  school. 

Nothing  is  to  be  expected  from  the  above-mentioned  bequest  of  William 
Saddler,  the  same  having  been  charged  upon  his  real  estate,  and  consequently 
void  under  the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36. 

By  an  order  made  in  the  suit  above  mentioned,  the  claim  of  the  trustees  to 
the  sum  of  505/.  19s.  7 \ d.  was  allowed,  and  a draft  for  this  sum,  payable  at  one 
month  from  the  date,  December  31st,  1828,  has  been  given  to  S.  Taylor,  one 
of  the  trustees,  who  has  undertaken  the  office  of  treasurer,  by  Messrs.  Shuttle- 
worth  and  Hopkins,  solicitors  of  Preston. 

From  the  property  comprised  in  the  indentures  of  1827,  a small  part  of  a close 
has  lately  been  taken  off  and  sold  to  the  trustees  of  the  turnpike  road  for  the 
sum  of  21/.  195.  10c/.  being  at  the  rate  of  200/.  an  acre.  The  remainder  of 
the  land  was  in  the  occupation  of  George  Davis,  who  held  the  whole  of  the 
premises  till  lately  at  a good  yearly  rent  of  8/.  8 s.  On  September  8th,  the 
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house  was  given  up  to  the  trustees,  and  he  agreeed  to  quit  the  land  on  the 
2d  February  1829,  his  rent  for  the  current  year  was  therefore  reduced  to 
4/.  4s. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  the  latter  end  of  September  1828,  the  trustees 
had  not  completed  their  arrangements  for  re-establishing  the  school,  but  we 
have  been  since  informed,  that  progress  has  been  made  in  repairing  the  house 
lately  occupied  by  G.  Davis,  and  adapting  it  for  a school  and  a residence  for  the 
master.  The  expenses  already  occurred  amount  to  upwards  of  30/.  and  it  is 
expected  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  expend  about  20/.  more  before  the 
works  will  be  completed.  The  principal  part  of  these  expenses,  if  not  the 
whole,  will  probably  be  defrayed  by  subscription. 

On  the  1st  December  1828  a master  was  appointed,  and  the  house  and  gar- 
den given  up  to  him  for  his  occupation  ; and  an  agreement  was  made  with  him 
that  he  should  take  such  children  as  should  be  nominated  by  the  trustees, 
receiving  only  1 /.  a year  from  the  parents  of  each  child. 

It  has  not  yet  been  determined  in  what  manner  it  will  be  most  advisable  to 
place  out  the  sum  which  will  be  paid  from  the  estate  of  the  late  T.  Eccleston. 

Bispham’s  Charities. 

The  particulars  of  the  charities  of  Henry  Bispham,  for  clothing  and  bread  for 
the  poor  of  Eccleston,  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  the  charities  of  Uphol- 
land  in  the  parish  of  Wigan. 

Holland’s  Charity. 

Richard  Holland , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  18th  June  1713  (proved  at  Chester,) 
after  several  pecuniary  legacies,  amongst  which  was  51.  to  the  free  school  in 
Eccleston,  gave  the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  the  poor  of  Eccleston,  the 
principal  to  be  carefully  put  forth,  and  the  interest  yearly  disposed  of  in  buying 
clothes  for  the  poorest  people  at  the  discretion  of  his  executors ; and  reciting, 
that  he  had  70/.  charged  upon  land  in  Prescot,  called  Bond’s  Acre,  he  directed, 
that  if  the  mortgagors  should  redeem  it,  the  money  should  be  put  forth,  and 
the  interest  bestowed  in  the  same  manner  as  before  mentioned  ; and  if  it  should 
not  be  redeemed,  that  the  rent  of  the  land  should  be  applied  to  buy  cloth  for 
the  purpose  before  mentioned ; and  he  appointed  Richard  Palmer  and  John 
Standish  his  executors. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  31st  January  1716,  reciting  the  will  of  Richard 
Holland,  and  that  he  died  possessed  of  considerable  personal  estate,  beyond  the 
amount  of  his  legacies ; and  that  there  remained  in  the  hands  of  his  executors, 
besides  the  sum  so  secured  upon  lands  in  Prescot,  the  securities  for  the  several 
sums  of  money  thereinafter  mentioned,  amounting  altogether  to  190/.,  Richard 
Palmer  and  John  Standish  assigned  to  Thomas  Cobham  and  four  others,  their 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  the  said  several  sums  upon  trust,  to  dispose 
of  the  same  according  to  the  trusts  of  Richard  Holland’s  will ; and  upon  further 
trust,  that  whenever  any  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  appoint 
others,  so  as  always  to  have  the  number  of  five. 

In  a deed  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  bearing  date  2d  December 
1784,  it  is  recited,  that  the  principal  sum  belonging  to  the  charity  had  been 
“ reduced”  to  the  sum  of  250/.  which  sum  had  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
450/.  three  per  cent  consols. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  24th  April  1816,  John  Atherton,  esq.  the  then 
only  surviving  trustee,  covenanted  to  transfer  the  stock  above-mentioned  into 
the  names  of  the  Rev.  C.  G.  T.  Driffield,  John  Chorley  (since  deceased),  James 
Underhill  West  and  William  Rowson,  whom,  with  another  person  since  deceased, 
he  thereby  appointed  trustees,  with  himself,  for  this  charity;  and  it  was  pro- 
vided, that  whenever  three  or  more  of  the  trustees  should  happen  to  die, 
the  survivors  should  immediately  appoint  two  or  more  fit  persons  to  be  joint 
trustees  with  themselves,  so  that  there  should  always  be  at  least  five  trustees, 
and  should  assign  the  trust  funds  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  such  new 
trustees. 

According  to  the  covenants  in  this  deed,  the  stock  was  transferred,  and  it 
still  stands  in  the  names  of  the  four  persons  above  mentioned. 

The  amount  of  the  dividends,  13/.  10s.  per  annum,  is  given  away  on 
28th  October,  yearly,  in  woollen  cloth,  to  poor  men  and  women  of  the  township 
of  Eccleston. 
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At  the  last  distribution,  October  29th,  1827,  35  poor  persons  of  the  town- 
ship of  Eccleston  received  cloth  to  the  value  of  about  7 s.  each,  and  there 
remained  undisposed  of  a balance  of  61.  145.  lie/. 

The  accounts  are  entered  by  a person  who  acts  as  treasurer  in  a book  kept 
for  that  purpose,  which  contains  the  names  of  every  person  receiving  the  benefit 
of  the  charity,  and  the  amount  given  to  each. 


Pyke’s  Chahity. 

Pyke’s  There  is  a sum  of  100/.  in  the  hands  of  James  Underhill  West,  esquire,  of 

Charity.  Eccleston  Place,  with  respect  to  which  we  have  to  state  the  following  facts  from 
Mr.  West’s  own  information,  derived  from  frequent  conversations  on  the  subject 
with  his  father,  who  died  in  April  1828. 

Peter  Moss,  of  Eccleston,  who  died  upwards  of  twenty  years  ago,  had  been 
trustee  jointly  with  William  Saddler,  also  deceased,  for  a sum  of  money  appli- 
cable to  charitable  purposes  in  the  township  of  Eccleston.  This  sum  had 
been  lodged  in  a bank  at  Liverpool,  which  failed  about  thirty  years  ago,  and 
was  thereby  lost. 

Under  these  circumstances,  Mr.  Moss  determined  to  contribute  100/.  to- 
wards replacing  the  money  which  had  been  lost,  and  paid  that  sum  into  the 
hands  of  Thomas  West,  esq.  (father  of  Mr.  James  Underhill  West,)  with 
directions  that  he  should  distribute  linen  to  the  value  of  4/.  10s.  yearly  to  the 
poor  of  Eccleston.  William  Saddler,  Mr.  Moss’s  co-trustee,  declared  his  in- 
tentions of  leaving  by  his  will  something  more  towards  making  up  the  loss  which 
had  sustained,  and  did  in  fact  by  his  will  bequeath  100/.  for  the  benefit  of  the 
school  in  Eccleston,  as  we  have  before  stated ; but  having  charged  the  pay- 
ment on  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  his  real  estate,  the  bequest  was  void  under 
the  statute  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36. 

We  could  not  ascertain  what  was  the  amount  of  the  money  in  the  bank  at 
Liverpool ; but  it  is  probable  that  a legacy  of  100/.  left  by  Priscilla  Pyhe, 
formed  part  of  it,  and  that  the  residue  was  derived  from  other  benefactions 
mentioned  under  the  following  head ; and  from  the  directions  given  to 
Mr.  West,  as  to  the  distribution  of  the  interest,  it  would  appear  that  the  sum 
of  100/.  paid  by  Mr.  Moss,  was  intended  to  supply  the  loss  of  Priscilla  Pyke’s 
donation.  The  will  of  Priscilla  Pyke  bears  date  5th  November  1739,  and  she 
thereby  bequeathed  100/.  to  the  township  of  Eccleston,  to  be  put  out  to  interest 
by  her  executors,  and  the  produce  laid  out  in  linen  or  woollen  cloth  yearly,  on 
the  4th  November,  amongst  poor  housekeepers  belonging  to  the  township  of 
Eccleston. 

From  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1736,  it  appears  that  this  legacy  was  then 
vested  in  the  above-named  William  Saddler,  who  was  one  of  the  executors 
named  in  the  will. 

The  yearly  sum  of  4/.  10s.  as  interest  of  the  money  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  late  Thomas  West,  was  distributed  annually  by  him  amongst  poor  persons 
of  Eccleston  in  linen  cloth,  at  the  same  time  as  the  produce  of  Holland’s 
charity,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  receiving  this  linen  have  been  entered  in 
the  same  book.  His  son*  J.  Underhill  West,  states,  that  he  considers  that  he 
now  holds  the  said  sum  of  100/.  for  the  purposes  to  which  it  had  been  applied 
by  his  father,  and  that  he  intends  to  distribute  the  like  interest  in  the  same 
manner. 

Charities  of  Alcock  and  others. 

Charities  of  John  Alcoc/c,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  May  1653,  gave  50/.  to  the  vicar 
Alcock  and  others,  of  Prescot,  John  Alcock,  and  three  others,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  same 
as  they  should  think  best,  so  that  the  stock  should  remain,  and  the  profits 
thereof  be  disposed  of  yearly,  at  Easter,  for  binding  some  poor  child  of  Eccles- 
ton apprentice,  or  some  other  charitable  work  for  the  relief  of  some  poor  of 
Eccleston  ; and  he  directed,  that  the  surviving  trustees  should  name  others,  but 
that  the  vicar  of  Prescot,  and  the  heirs  male  of  John  Alcock,  should  be  always 
two  out  of  the  five,  and  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  yearly  account 
amongst  themselves  as  to  the  disposition  of  the  said  charity,  and  in  whose  hands 
the  principal  was  placed. 

W e have  already  stated  in  a former  part  of  this  Report,  under  the  head  of 
the  charities  of  Marrow  and  others,  that  this  legacy  of  50/.  and  10/.  given  by 
Lawrence  Webster  to  the  poor  of  Eccleston,  llainhill  and  Whiston,  were  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  certain  tenements  in  Prescot,  and  that  out  of  the  general 
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account  of  the  Prescot  charities  there  was  paid,  in  November  1776,  to  the  over- 
seers of  the  township  of  Eccleston  the  sum  of  50/.  bequeathed  by  John  Al- 
cock,  and  3/.  6s.  8 d.  as  one-third  of  Webster’s  legacy  of  10/. 

On  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  Prescot  Church,  it  is  stated  that  Mary  Cross 
left  to  the  poor  at  Prescot,  Eccleston  and  Rainhill,  50/. 

The  one-third  of  this  legacy  given  to  the  poor  of  Prescot,  was  laid  out  as 
already  mentioned  under  the  head  of  the  charities  of  Marrow  and  others,  but 
we  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  as  to  the  two  other  shares. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Eleanor  Eccleston 
gave  100/.  to  the  poor,  then  vested  in  Thomas  Eccleston,  and  producing'!/.  10s. 
per  annum. 

Nothing  is  now  known  of  any  of  these  charities ; but  it  is  possible  that  the 
money  which  was  lost  by  the  failure  of  the  bank  in  Liverpool,  as  stated  under 
the  preceding  head,  might  have  been  derived  from  some  of  the  sources  above 
mentioned. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  RAINHILL. 


Glover’s  Charity. 

It  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  and  from  different 
Tablets  of  Benefactions  in  the  parish,  that  William  Glover  left  to  poor  house- 
keepers of  each  of  the  townships  of  Rainhill,  Whiston  and  Cronton,  205. 
yearly.  We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  a copy  of  the  will. 

These  several  sums  are  paid  by  James  Green  of  Knowsley,  agent  for  Thomas 
Makin,  esq.  as  being  charged  upon  a meadow  in  Whiston,  belonging  to  Mr. 
Makin. 

The  sum  of  205.  due  to  the  poor  of  Rainhill  is  received  by  the  overseer,  and 
improperly  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  poor’s  rate.

Charities  of  Webster  and  Cross. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  with  respect  to  the  share  Charities  of 
to  which  this  township  was  entitled  of  the  legacies  of  Lawrence  Webster  and  Webster  and  Cross. 
Mary  Cross,  both  of  which  are  noticed  amongst  the  charities  of  the  townships  of 
Prescot  and  of  Eccleston.

Almshouses. 

For  an  account  of  the  almshouses  founded  by  Oliver  Lyme,  see  township  of 
Prescot. 

Ashton’s  Charity. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  15th  and  1 6th  March  1689, 
between  James  Ashton  of  the  first  part ; Robert  Roper  and  Edward  Parr,  of 
the  second  part ; and  Henry  Seddon  and  Lawrence  Parron,  constables  for  the 
township  of  Whiston,  of  the  third  part ; reciting  that  Samuel  Ashton,  brother  of 
the  said  James,  being  in  his  lifetime  possessed  of  the  premises  thereafter  men- 
tioned, had  intended  to  settle  the  same  to  the  charitable  uses  thereafter 
mentioned,  had  not  death  prevented  him,  and  that  his  brother  James,  his  heir, 
was  desirous  of  carrying  his  brother’s  charitable  intention  into  effect,  the  said 
James  Ashton  conveyed  to  the  said  Robert  Roper  and  Edward  Parr,  four 
cottages  or  tenements,  in  a place  in  Whiston,  called  the  Hillock,  in  the  occu- 
pation of  John  Forbes,  Henry  Sheath,  William  Platt,  and  Elizabeth  Platt,  in 
trust,  that  they  their  heirs  and  assigns  should  permit  the  said  Henry  Seddon 
and  Lawrence  Parron,  the  then  constables  of  Whiston,  and  their  successors 
in  the  office,  to  receive  the  rents,  and  dispose  of  the  same  on  the  28th  October 
yearly,  for  the  use  of  such  old  or  impotent  poor  persons  within  the  township  of 
Whiston,  and  by  such  proportions  as  the  said  constables  should  think  fit;  and 
it  was  recommended  to  them  so  to  distribute  the  same,  that  such  poor  persons 
might  not  thereby  be  prevented  from  receiving  their  reasonable  proportion  out 
of  the  public  poor’s-rate ; and  the  said  constables  were  empowered  to  lease  the 
premises  for  three  lives  or  twenty-one  years  in  possession,  reserving  the  usual 
rents,  and  to  distribute  the  fine  for  the  use  of  such  poor  people  as  aforesaid,  or 
for  the  binding  of  poor  children  apprentices ; such  lease  to  be  made,  and  such 
fine,  and  also  the  yearly  profits  to  be  distributed,  with  the  consent  of  the  four 
men  or  lay-layers  of  the  township,  under  their  hands  in  writing. 

There  has  been  no  subsequent  conveyance  to  trustees. 

There  are  three  cottages  in  Whiston,  with  a small  garden  attached  to  each, 
which  are  known  by  the  name  of  the  Poor’s  Cottages,  and  are  supposed  to  have 
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been  derived  from  the  gift  of  James  Ashton  ; two  of  these  are  in  a place  called 
the  Hillock,  but  on  different  sides  of  the  road  ; the  third  is  about  a quarter  of  a 
mile  off,  at  a place  called  Whiston  Smithy. 

The  cottage  with  the  garden  near  the  Smithy  is  let  to  Thomas  Fogg,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  0/.  a year,  which  is  carried  to  the  account  of  the 
poor’s  rates.  The  other  two  cottages  are  occupied,  rent  free,  by  two  poor 
families,  placed  there  by  the  overseers,  and  have  been  so  occupied  for  many 
years.  The  latter  are  in  very  bad  condition,  and  worth  about  .505.  a year  each. 
All  three  cottages  have  been  repaired  from  time  to  time  out  of  the  overseers 
accounts. 

A place  is  appointed  out  as  the  site  of  a fourth  cottage,  supposed  to  have 
belonged  to  this  charity,  but  there  seems  to  be  no  evidence  to  support  this 
supposition. 

A part  of  the  garden  belonging;  to  the  cottage  let  to  Fogg,  has  lately  been 
taken  for  the  purposes  of  the  Liverpool  and  Manchester  Rail-road  Company. 
The  price  to  be  paid  is  5 s.  for  each  square  yard  ; as  the  quantity  that  would  be 
required  had  not  been  ascertained  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  no  settlement  had 
been  made,  but  the  treasurer  of  the  company  had  paid  40/.  to  the  overseer,  on 
account,  which  was  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the  rates. 

As  the  township  does  not  claim  the  premises  in  Fogg’s  occupation,  by  any 
other  title  than  as  derived  from  the  deeds'  above  abstracted,  we  recommend 
that  the  40/.  already  received  from  the  rail-road  company,  together  with  any 
further  sum  to  be  received  from  the  same  quarter,  should  be  laid  out  in  the 
substantial  repair  of  the  three  cottages,  and  that  they  should  be  let  at  fair  rents, 
and  the  produce  disposed  of  according  to  the  intentions  of  Samuel  and  James 
Ashton. 

Hawarden’s  Charity. 

We  have  in  our  account  of  the  free  grammar  school  in  Prescot,  given  an 
abstract  of  the  will  of  Richard  Haicarden,  bearing  date  8th  November  1600, 
who  thereby  left  certain  lands  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  school,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  6s.  8 d.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Whiston. 

The  payment  has  not  been  made  for  many  years,  but  it  will  be  resumed  from 
the  present  time. 

Webster’s  Charity. 

We  have  also  in  our  account  of  the  Prescot  charities,  under  the  head  of 
Marrow  and  others,  noticed  the  bequest  of  Lawrence  Webster,  who,  it  appears, 
left  10/.  for  the  poor  of  Eccleston,  Rainhill  and  Whiston.  This  sum  of  10/. 
was  added  to  the  other  money  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  tenements  under 
the  town-hall  in  Prescot,  and  interest  on  the  sum  of  31.  65.  8 d.  was  paid  by  the 
treasurer  till  the  year  1798,  when  it  appears  by  the  accounts,  the  principal  was 
paid  to  the  overseer  of  Whiston. 

Nothing  is  now  known  of  this  money.

Glover’s  Charity. 

All  the  information  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  with  respect  to  the  history 
of  this  charity,  is  stated  in  our  account  of  those  of  the  township  of  Rainhill. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  paid  by  the  agent  of  Thomas  Makin,  esq.  is  given 
away  to  poor  persons  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  in  sums  of  1 s.  each.  In 
some  instances  it  has  been  allowed  to  poor  persons  who  pay  rates,  and  I5.  has 
been  deducted  from  their  yearly  payments,  which  has  been  made  good  out  of 
this  charity.

Free  Grammar 
School. 


Free  Grammar  School. 

The  only  account  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  of  the  foundation  of  this  school, 
is  from  Archdeacon  Churton’s  life  of  William  Smythe,  bishop  of  Lincoln. 

It  is  there  stated  that  the  bishop  gave  350/.  to  the  monastery  of  Laund  in 
Leicestershire,  to  assist  them  in  procuring  the  appropriation  of  the  rectory  or 
great  tithes  of  llosthern  in  Cheshire..  That  in  consequence  of  this  gift,  it  was, 
by  indenture,  bearing  date  July  20th,  1509,  between  the  bishop  and  chapter  of 
Lincoln,  of  the  one  part;  the  prior  and  convent  of  Laund,  of  the  second  part; 
and  the  mayor  and  corporation  of  Chester,  of  the  third  part,  stipulated,  that 
the  monastery  of  Laund  should  pay  annually  to  the  mayor  and  corporation  of 
Chester  the  sum  of  10/.,  which  the  mayor  and  corporation  undertook  to  pay 
to  the  master  of  the  free  school  of  Farnworth  for  ever.  The  schoolmaster 
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always  to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor  and  corporation  of  Chester,  and  to  be 
a clergyman  and  master,  or  batchelor  of  arts,  or  at  least  a master  of  grammar. 

It  is  further  stated,  that  on  the  suppression  of  the  monasteries,  this  stipend  of 
10/.  was  preserved  by  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Augmentation,  and  that  it  was 
paid  by  the  Dean  and  Chapter  of  Christ  Church,  Oxford,  out  of  the  tithes  of 
llosthern,  which  were  given  to  that  society  as  part  of  their  endowment  by  the 
drown.  For  this  information  Mr.  Churton  refers  to  an  abstract  of  the  indenture 
in  Dr.  Yates’s  book  in  Brazen  Nose  College,  p.  81. 

The  yearly  sum  of  10/.  is  now  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  half-yearly  by  Sir 
Henry  Mainwaring,  the  lessee  of  the  great  tithes  of  Rosthern,  under  the  dean 
and  chapter  of  Christ  Church. 

It  is  further  stated  in  Mr.  Churton’s  work,  p.  392,  that  Matthias  Smyth , the 
first  principal  of  Brazen  Nose  College,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  December  11th, 
1547,  gave  a tenement  and  lands  in  Sutton,  in  the  parish  of  Prescot,  to  his 
nephew  Baldwin  Smyth  and  his  heirs,  on  condition  of  paying  yearly  20s.  to  the 
usher  of  Farnworth  school,  which  payment  was  called  Sutton  Chiefs. 

Under  this  name  the  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  there  being 
no  usher,  by  Mrs.  Hughes  of  Shardley,  the  owner  of  an  estate  in  Sutton. 

Henry  Plumpton,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  25th  June  1638  (as  recited  in  the 
following  indenture,)  gave  to  the  free  school  at  Farnworth,  towards  the  main- 
tenance of  a good  able  schoolmaster,  for  the  better  keeping  of  the  free  school 
in  good  use,  and  also  for  the  good  benefit  of  the  scholars  of  the  same  school  for 
ever,  all  his  lands  in  Rainhill,  which  he  directed  should  be  made  over  to  feoffees 
in  trust,  to  the  uses  aforesaid ; and  he  desired  that  six  of  the  most  sufficient  and 
honest  men  of  the  inhabitants  of  Cuerdley,  where  the  said  testator  was  born, 
and  whom  his  said  executors  should  think  most  fit,  might,  as  feoffees  in  trust,  see 
to  the  settling  of  the  same,  that  it  might  be  employed  according  to  the  intent 
of  his  will. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  9th  May  1639,  reciting  the  will  of 
Henry  Plumpton,  as  above  abstracted,  Andrew  Plumpton,  son  and  heir  of 
Henry  Plumpton,  and  executor  of  his  will,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  Richard 
Abraham  of  Warrington,  and  Thomas  Leigh  and  four  others  of  Cuerdley,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  two  crofts,  called  the  Further  Moss  Hey  and  the  Nearer  Moss 
Hey,  and  another  close,  theretofore  improved  from  the  waste  of  Rainhill,  in  a 
place  called  Primrose  Moss,  and  known  by  the  name  of  the  Intack,  all  which 
premises  were  situate  in  Rainhill,  and  contained,  by  estimation,  four  acres  of 
the  measure  there  used,  upon  trust,  that  the  issues  and  profits  should  be  yearly' 
paid  and  employed  by  the  said  Richard  Abraham  and  others,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  for  the  maintenance  of  a good  able  schoolmaster  there,  for  the  better 
keeping  the  said  free  school  in  good  use,  and  for  the  good  benefit  of  the  scholars, 
in  the  same  school,  for  ever ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  it  should  hap- 
pen that  four  of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  convey  the 
said  premises  to  six  of  the  then  sufficientest  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  of 
Cuerdley,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

. By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28th  February  and  1st  March 
1757,  Edmund  Gaskell,  as  surviving  trustee  named  in  indentures  of  lease  and 
release  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  May  1723,  conveyed  the  said  premises,  with  a 
messuage  or  dwellinghouse  thereon  erected,  to  Thomas  Savage,  Joseph  Hamlet, 
Peter  Harrison,  Thomas  Forster,  Henry  Forster  and  William  Horrobin,  all  of 
Cuerdley,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  like  trusts. 

There  has  not  been  any  subsequent  conveyance  to  trustees.  We  are  informed 
that  Peter  Harrison  was  the  survivor  of  those  mentioned  in  the  indentures  of 
1757. 

This  estate  consists  of  a house  with  outbuildings,  and  four  acres  of  land,  at 
eight  yards  to  the  perch.  It  is  let  to  Daniel  Whitfield,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a 
good  rent  of  20/.  a year.  The  buildings  have  lately  been  repaired,  and  are  in 
good  condition. 

In  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  Farnworth  Chapel,  of  the  date  of  1694,  it  is 
stated,  that  J.  Plumpton  gave  house  and  land  in  Penketh  to  the  chapel  and 
school,  then  producing  31.  10s.  per  annum. 

These  premises,  consisting  of  a small  house  and  outbuildings,  and  about  3f 
acres  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  are  let  to  John  Abbott,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  26/. 
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After  deducting  the  necessary  expenses  for  repairs,  the  clear  rent  is  divided, 
between  the  incumbent  of  the  chapelry  and  the  schoolmaster. 

From  the  Table  of  benefactions  it  also  appears,  that  100/.  was  given  by  Mrs. 
Fazakerley,  and  several  other  small  sums  by  other  persons,  for  the  use  of  the 
school,  amounting  together  to  198/. 

It  is  supposed  that  a copyhold  house  in  Farnworth-street  was  purchased  about 
1708,  with  part  of  this  money.  This  is  let  to  Isaac  Fletcher,  as  yearly  tenant* 
at  a fair  yearly  rent  of  8/. 

There  is  aiso  a sum  of  96/.  secured  on  mortgage  of  the  tolls  of  the  turnpike 
road  leading  from  Warrington  to  Wigan,  by  a bond  granted  to  Thomas  Kidd, 
dated  18th  June  1812,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent. 

It  seems  doubtful  whether  this  is  the  remainder  of  the  sums  mentioned  on 
the  Table  of  Benefactions,  or  whether  it  is  not  a legacy  left  by  Thomas  Knowles. 

On  the  Table  of  Benefactions  it  is  further  stated,  that  Mr.  Chorley,  of  Rain- 
hill,  gave  to  the  school  the  yearly  sum  of  1 /. 

We  are  informed,  that  Nicholas  Fazakerley,  esq.  formerly  owner  of  the  pro- 
perty charged  with  the  annual  rent  of  1 /.  called  the  Sutton  Chiefs,  used  to  pay 
to  the  late  schoolmaster  the  yearly  sum  of  2/.  of  which  1/.  is  supposed  to  have 
been  the  payment  alluded  to  in  the  Table  of  Benefactions.  About  fifteen 
years  ago  Mr.  Fazakerley’s  property  was  sold,  and  since  that  time  only  1 /. 
a year  has  been  paid  as  the  Sutton  Chiefs. 

The  whole  of  the  annual  income  of  the  school  derived  from  the  sources  above 
mentioned  is  561.  16s. 

This  school  has  been  usually  under  the  management  of  eight  persons,  who 
have  acted  as  trustees  ; viz.  the  incumbent  of  the  chapelry  of  Farnworth  for  the 
time  being,  and  seven  other  persons,  one  being  selected  from  each  of  the  seven 
townships  within  the  chapelry.  The  individuals  are  nominated  at  a meeting  of 
the  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry  held  for  the  purpose;  but  no  conveyance  of  any 
part  of  the  school  property  has  been  made  to  them,  though  one  or  more  of  the 
trustees  of  the  Ilainhill  estate  have  frequently  been  appointed  to  act  also  in  the 
general  management  of  the  school.  Of  the  eight  who  were  last  elected,  three 
only  are  now  living,  the  Reverend  William  Thompson,  Thomas  Kidd,  and 
John  Harrison.  These  persons  have  now  the  letting  of  the  whole  of  the  school 
property,  all  the  trustees  named  in  the  last  conveyance  of  the  Rainhill  estate 
being  dead. 

There  is  a commodious  school,  with  a room  over  it,  situate  near  Farnworth 
Chapel ; though  an  old  building,  it  is  in  tolerable  condition,  being  repaired  at 
the  expense  of  the  chapelry. 

There  is  no  dwellinghouse  for  the  master  attached  to  the  school. 

The  present  master,  Mr.  William  Appleton,  was  elected  from  seventeen  or 
eighteen  candidates,  in  January  1827,  by  the  three  persons  acting  as  trustees, 
the  preceding  master  having  resigned  a short  time  previously,  at  the  request  of 
the  trustees.  He  had  held  the  situation  for  upwards  of  twenty  years,  and  at 
the  time  of  his  resignation  had  very  few  scholars. 

The  school  is  considered  free  to  the  children  of  the  chapelry,  for  instruction 
in  English  reading  and  the  classics;  but  for  teaching  writing  and  arithmetic, 
mathematics  and  geometry,  the  master  is  allowed  by  the  trustees  to  make 
certain  charges,  varying  from  10  s.  to  1/.  11  s.  6d.  per  quarter. 

There  were  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  about  20  boys  in  the  school,  half  of 
whom  were  learning  Latin.  It  was  expected,  however,  that  the  number  of 
scholars  would  soon  be  considerably  increased. 

By  the  indenture  referred  to  in  Churton’s  Life  of  Bishop  Smyth,  it  appears, 
that  the  master  to  whom  the  yearly  stipend  of  10/.  given  by  the  bishop  was  to 
be  paid,  was  to  be  elected  by  the  mayor  and  corporation  of  Chester.  It  does 
not  appear  that  they  have  exercised  their  right  for  many  years ; and  as  the 
income  of  the  school  from  other  sources  much  exceeds  the  original  endowment, 
it  is  not  improbable  that  the  mayor  and  corporation  of  Chester  may  have  given 
up  the  nomination  of  the  master  to  persons  resident  on  the  spot,  and  therefore 
more  interested  in  the  appointment. 


Knight’s  House. 

There  is  in  the  township  of  Widnes,  at  Barrow  Green,  a house  called  Knight’s 
House,  and  two  and  a half  acres  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  the  rents 
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of  which  have,  for  at  least  fifty  years,  been  appropriated  to  charitable  uses.  It 
is  not  known  from  whom  these  premises  were  derived.  They  are  let  by 
Thomas  Kidd,  (whose  grandfather  also  acted  as  trustee,)  but  it  does  not  appear 
that  they  are  legally  vested  in  him. 

The  premises  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel  Wood,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a good  rent  of  10/. 

The  rent  is  paid  to  the  overseer  of  the  township,  and  after  making  such  deduc- 
tion as  may  be  required  for  repairs,  the  residue  is  given  away  by  him  in  sums 
varying  from  3s.  to  85.  to  the  poor  of  the  township  not  receiving  weekly 
relief. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

There  is  an  entry  in  the  township  book  which  states,  that  in  May  I762, 

John  Hargreaves  paid  to  the  hands  of  the  copyholders  of  Widnes  10/.  left  by 
Thomas  Smith  of  Cuerdley,  to  the  poor  housekeepers  in  Widnes,  the  interest 
to  be  paid  oft*  Knight’s  House  at  five  per  cent. 

The  interest  of  this  money  must  be  considered  as  included  in  the  rent  of 
Knight’s  House,  distributed  as  above  mentioned. 

Lyon’s  Charity. 

The  poor  of  Upton  and  Farnworth,  two  hamlets  in  the  township  of  Widnes,  Lyon’s  Charity, 
are  entitled  to  the  sum  of  1/.  yearly,  charged  by  John  Lyon  on  Lynaker’s 
tenement  in  Upton,  as  more  particularly  stated  in  our  account  of  the  charities 
in  Prescot. 

This  sum  is  paid  annually  to  the  overseer  of  the  township  of  Widnes,  by  the 
treasurer  of  the  Prescot  charities,  and  is  given  away  in  small  sums  on  or  about 
Saint  Thomas’s-day,  to  poor  persons  not  receiving  relief.  The  distribution  is 
not  confined  strictly  to  the  poor  of  the  hamlets  above  mentioned,  but  is  extended 
to  the  poor  of  the  whole  township  of  Widnes. 

Glover’s  Charity. 

In  an  old  parish  book,  there  is  an  entry  without  any  date,  intituled,  “ An  Glover’s  Charity. 
Account  of  the  Legacies  left  to  the  Poor  of  Widnes,”  which  states  that  Mr. 

Glover , Prescot,  gave  off  a field  in  Whiston,  then  in  the  possession  of  Thomas 
Makin,  10s.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Farnworth-street,  due  24th  June. 

There  are  three  yearly  sums  of  20  s.  each  paid  as  the  gift  of  William  Glover, 
in  respect  of  the  field  above  described,  to  the  townships  of  Cronton,  Rainhill 
and  Whiston ; but  this  payment  of  10  s.  has  not  been  received  since  1815. 

It  appears  that  Mr.  James  Green  succeeded  as  agent  to  Mr.  Makin  about 
that  period,  and  though  he  paid  the  three  other  yearly  sums,  no  application  was 
made  to  him  for  the  10s.  for  the  poor  of  Farnworth-street. 

Greenoe’s  Charity. 

The  poor  of  Farnworth  receive  annually  20s.  of  the  gift  of  Ellen  Greenoe , C.reenoe's  Charity, 
whose  will  is  stated  more  particularly  hereafter,  in  our  account  of  the  charities 
of  the  township  of  Bold. 

This  sum  is  distributed  by  the  minister  in  sums  generally  of  1 s.  each  amongst 
the  poor  of  Farnworth-street. 

Garnet’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Richard  Garnet,  as  stated  on  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  the  chapel,  Garnet's  Charity, 
who  died  May  4th,  1764,  bequeathed  the  interest  of  200/.  one  moiety  thereof  to 
be  laid  out  in  woollen  cloth,  and  the  other  in  useful  good  books,  and  distributed 
yearly  by  the  minister  of  the  parochial  chapelry  of  Farnworth  to  poor  protestant 
families  of  the  township  of  Widnes;  but  in  case  there  should  happen  to  be  any 
overplus  after  serving  the  poor  of  Widnes,  he  directed  that  the  same  should  be 
given  in  like  manner  to  the  poor  of  other  townships  within  the  chapelry,  Sankey 
excepted. 

This  sum  of  200  /.  with  interest  at  five  per  cent,  is  secured  on  mortgage  of 
the  tolls  of  the  turnpike  road  from  Warrington  to  Wigan. 

Of  the  yearly  sum  of  10  /.  one  half  is  given  away  by  the  minister  of  Farn- 
worth  in  woollen  cloth  to  poor  persons  of  Widnes,  to  the  value  of  about  3s.  to 
each  person,  and  the  other  moiety  is  distributed  by  him  in  Bibles,  Testaments, 

Prayer  Books  and  religious  books  printed  by  the  Society  for  promoting  Chris- 
tian Knowledge,  amongst  the  protestant  inhabitants  of  the  chapelry. 
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Bread  Charities. 

Widnes.  The  yearly  SUm  of  5 /.  4 5.  is  paid  as  a rent-charge  upon  an  estate  in  Hale- 

dCharities  wood,  in  the  parish  of  Childwall,  belonging  to  John  Tarleton,  esq.  of  Liverpool. 
t rea  ' There  is  also  paid  the  yearly  sum  of  2/.  125.  as  a rent-charge  upon  an  estate 

belonging  to  Richard  Willis,  jun.  esq.  situate  at  Cronton  Town  end. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  correct  account  of  the  origin  of  these 
benefactions  ; they  are  of  ancient  date,  and  are  noticed  on  the  Tablets  of  Bene- 
factions in  Farnworth  chapel,  the  latest  of  which  appears  to  have  been  put  up 
in  1724.  The  former  is  attributed  to  the  gift  of  Jane  Heyes,  and  the  latter 
(which  is  supposed  to  have  been  given  for  the  poor  of  Cronton  only,)  to  Thomas 
Windle. 

The  two  several  sums  above  mentioned  are  paid  by  the  respective  tenants  of 
the  estates  in  Halewood  and  Cronton  to  a baker,  who  supplies  3 5.  worth  of 
bread  every  Sunday  in  twopenny  loaves.  These  are  distributed  by  the  chapel- 
wardens  to  the  poor  attending  divine  service  at  Farnworth  chapel. 

Two-thirds  are  given  exclusively  to  the  poor  of  the  hamlets  of  Farnworth  and 
Ditton,  and  the  other  third  to  the  poorest  of  the  congregation,  without  reference 
to  the  district  to  which  they  may  belong. 

Fenn’s  Charity. 

Fenn’s  Charity.  William  Fenn,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1 6th  August  1825,  and  proved  at 
Chester  in  June  1827,  gave  to  the  minister  of  the  chapel  in  Farnworth,  and  the 
churchwardens  or  chapehvardens  for  the  time  being,  his  pew  or  seat  in  Farn- 
worth chapel,  which  he  purchased  from  Thomas  Atherton,  in  trust,  that  they 
and  their  successors  should  let  the  same  to  the  best  advantage,  and  pay  the  rents 
and  proceeds  thereof  amongst  poor  old  men  and  widows,  being  decayed  house- 
keepers, resident  in  the  village  of  Farnworth,  who  should  be  settled  in  the  town- 
ship of  Widnes,  but  should  not  at  the  time  receive  pecuniary  relief  from  the 
said  township. 

He  also  left  50/.  to  the  Protestant  Sunday  schools  at  Farnworth  chapel. 

The  pew  devised  by  the  testator  is  let  for  2/.  2 5.  per  annum.  No  distribu- 
tion had  been  made  at  the  time  of  our|inquiry  in  September  1828  ; but’ we 
have  since  been  informed  by  letter  that  one  year’s  rent  has  been  subsequently 
received  and  applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  testator. 

The  Sunday  school  to  which  the  sum  of  50  /.  was  bequeathed  is  supported  by 
voluntary  contributions. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  BOLD. 

Greenoe’s  Charity. 

Bold.  Ellen  Greenoe,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  6th  August  1759,  gave  all  her  lands 

— — of  inheritance  in  Sutton  called  Greenoes,  containing  six  acres  or  thereabouts, 

Greenoe's  Chanty.  £jie  minjster  of  Farnworth  chapel  and  his  successors,  and  also  to  the  wardens 
of  the  said  chapel  and  their  successors,  on  trust  to  receive  the  profits,  and  to  pay 
yearly,  on  Ascension-day,  105.  to  the  minister  of  Farnworth  chapel,  and  105, 
to  the  officiating  minister  of  Tarleton  chapel,  and  also  to  pay  205.  amongst  such 
poor  inhabitants  of  Farnworth  only,  whether  pensioners  or  not,  as  they  should 
seethe  greatest  necessity  ; 405.  amongst  such  poor  inhabitants  of  Bold,  whether 
pensioners  or  not ; and  405.  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Sutton,  whether  pen- 
sioners or  not;  and  further  to  pay  405.  to  Rachel  Forster  for  life,  and  after  her 
death  to  divide  that  sum  equally  amongst  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Bold  and 
Sutton  ; and  on  further  trust,  that  they  (paying  out  of  the  same  the  further 
sum  of  10  5.  to  the  poor  of  Bold  and  Sutton  to  buy  their  children  books) 
should  dispose  of  the  remainder  of  the  rents  for  the  use  of  two  persons  therein 
named  successively  for  their  lives,  and  after  their  decease  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  of  Bold  and  Sutton  as  aforesaid. 

The  estate  in  Sutton,  consisting  of  six  acres  of  land  at  eight  yards  to  the 
perch,  is  let  to  Thomas  Grace,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  12/.  125.  It  is 
now  considered  worth  about  15/.  a year;  but  the  tenant  having  laid  out 
a considerable  sum  of  money  upon  the  land,  it  is  thought  unreasonable  at  present 
to  increase  his  rent.  The  land  is  let  by  James  Fair,  the  agent  for  Bold 
Hoghton,  esq. ; but  the  minister  of  Farnworth  and  other  inhabitants  of  the 
chapelry  have  been  consulted  on  this  point.  The  rent  is  received  by  Mr.  Fair, 
and  divided  as  follows: — 


To 
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The  chapelwardens  and  the  overseer,  with  Mr.  Fair  and  others  of  the  principal 
inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Bold,  meet  at  the  workhouse  on  the  first  Monday 
in  December,  and  distribute  the  share  of  the  rent  appropriated  to  this  township, 
with  the  interest  of  the  poor’s  stock  hereafter  mentioned,  and  a voluntary 
donation  of  51.  given  by  Mr.  Hoghton,  amounting  altogether  to  14/.  17$.  2 d. 
to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  township,  chiefly  to  those  not  receiving  relief,  in 
sums  varying  from  about  5 s.  to  155. 


Poor’s  Stock. 

There  is  a sum  of  114/.  belonging  to  the  poor  of  this  township  in  the  hands  of 
Robert  Robinson,  of  Sutton,  who  has  given  a promissory  note  for  the  amount, 
bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent. 

It  is  stated  that  50/.  of  this  money  was  left  by  Peter  Bold , esq.  who  died 
upwards  of  70  years  ago,  and  40/.  by  Thomas  Haigh,  who  was  steward  of  the 
Bold  family,  and  died  about  40  years  ago. 

The  interest  of  this  poor’s  stock,  amounting  to  4/.  11  s.  2 d.  is  distributed  as 
mentioned  under  the  preceding  head. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  C RONTON. 

Windle’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  Farnworth  chapel,  dated  1794, 
that  T.  Windle  jun.  gave  to  the  poor  of  Cronton,  yearly,  2/.  105. 

This  sum  is  paid  annually  by  William  Atherton,  as  tenant  of  an  estate  at  the 
Town  End  in  Cronton,  belonging  to  Richard  Willis,  jun.  esq. 

This  is  given  away  annually  with  the  produce  of  the  following  charity,  on  the 
5th  November,  to  such  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Cronton,  not  receiving 
weekly  relief,  as  are  selected  at  a public  meeting  of  the  township,  in  sums 
usually  varying  from  35.  to  7 s. 

Glover’s  Charity. 

Such  particulars  as  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  with  respect  to  the  charity  of 
William  Glover , will  be  found  in  our  account  of  the  charities  in  Rainhill. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  paid  by  the  agent  of  T.  Makin,  esq.  to  the  overseer 
of  this  township,  is  added  to  the  produce  of  the  preceding  charity,  and  distributed 
as  already  stated. 

Charities  of  Rowson  and  others. 

In  an  old  township  book  is  an  entry,  dated  5th  November  1716,  which  states, 
that  John  llowson , by  his  Will,  charged  his  lands  in  Cronton  with  the  payment 
of  5 /.  the  interest  thereof  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Cronton  ; which  sum  was 
paid  into  the  hands  of  the  overseer  of  Cronton  by  the  heirs  of  the  testator,  and 
placed  out  at  interest  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

For  the  year  1738,  and  subsequent  years,  an  account  is  entered  of  the  dis- 
tribution of  1/.  5 s.  as  the  interest  of  25  /.,  “ the  gift  of  Henry  Windle,  John 
Rowson,  and  others,”  and  also  of  a further  sum  of  1/.  5s.  under  the  name  of 
“ Aughton’s  Dole.” 

In  the  year  1752,  50/.  is  stated  to  be  in  the  hands  of  Edward  Rose,  which  it 
appears,  from  subsequent  entries,  comprised  all  the  money,  the  interest  of  which 
was  distributed  as  above-mentioned. 
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Under  the  date  of  December  25th,  1775,  there  is  an  entry  which  states  that 
this  sum  of  507  was  paid  into  the  town,  and  that  interest  was  to  be  paid  at  the 
rate  of  four  per  cent,  to  the  poor  housekeepers  of  the  said  township  on  or  about 
Christmas,  annually. 

The  sum  of  2/.  was  distributed,  yearly,  on  the  5th  November,  from  that  time 
to  the  year  1797,  when  the  payment  appears  to  have  ceased. 

As  there  seems  to  have  been  no  reason  for  the  discontinuance  of  the  payment 
of  this  interest,  it  would  be  but  an  act  of  justice  to  the  poor  to  resume  the 
distribution. 

Wright’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  a sum  of  107  left  by 
Margaret  Wright , for  teaching  children,  and  producing  9 s.  per  annum,  was 
vested  in  the  “town”  of  Cronton. 

In  the  township  book  above-mentioned,  under  the  date  of  1777>  there  is  an 
account  of  the  distribution  of  the  “ school  books  left  yearly  to  the  poor  children 
of  Cronton,  being  the  legacy  of  Mrs.  Margaret  Wright,  for  a distribution  of 
Markham’s  and  Dillworth’s  spelling-books.” 

In  this  and  subsequent  years,  up  to  1794-,  the  sum  of  9 s.  was  paid  annually 
out  of  the  overseer’s  account,  sometimes  for  schooling  children,  and  sometimes 
for  books. 

From  1794,  the  payment  appears  to  have  been  discontinued. 

Under  the  circumstances  mentioned,  the  re-establishment  of  this,  as  well  as 
of  the  preceding  charities,  seems  to  be  a fit  question  for  the  consideration  of  the 
inhabitants. 

Bread  Charity. 

Two  shillings  worth  of  bread  is  given  away  by  the  churchwardens,  on  each  of 
the  festivals  of  Christmas-day,  Easter-day,  and  Whit  Sunday,  to  poor  widows 
of  Cronton  attending  divine  service  in  Farnworth  chapel. 

For  this  bread  the  sum  of  6 s.  is  paid  yearly  by  John  Lucas  of  Cronton,  the 
tenant  of  Richard  Willis,  jun.  esq.  as  being  charged  upon  an  estate  belonging 
to  him,  called  Norlands,  and  situate  partly  in  Widnes  and  partly  in  Cronton. 

It  seems  questionable  whether  the  poor  of  this  township,  who  now  partake 
with  the  poor  of  other  places  in  the  chapelry  of  the  bread  distributed  in  Farn- 
worth chapel  every  Sunday,  as  we  have  already  stated,  are  not  exclusively 
entitled  to  one-third  part  of  it. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CUERDLEY. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

In  the  Returns  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  it  is  stated  that  William  Smith , 
Bishop  of  Lincoln,  left  107,  and  John  Martinscroft  207  to  the  poor  of  Cuerdley, 
and  that  the  sum  of  20  7 was  given  “ by  government”  for  the  same  purpose, 
and  that  these  sums  were  all  vested  in  Peter  Harrison  and  Joseph  Hamlet. 

It  appears,  from  an  assignment  of  a mortgage  term,  bearing  date  28th  June 
1774,  that  the  sum  of  50  7 which  had  been  lent  on  mortgage  upon  an  estate  in 
Widnes,  now  (1828)  belonging  to  Thomas  Roughsedge,  was  paid  off,  and 
received  by  Peter  Harrison  and  Joseph  Hamlet  of  Cuerdley,  who  are  described 
in  the  deed  as  surviving  trustees  of  the  stock  or  fund  belonging  to  the  poor  of 
the  township  of  Cuerdley. 

Both  these  persons  are  dead,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  where 
this  money  was  afterwards  placed  out,  or  to  obtain  any  further  information 
relating  thereto,  though  there  is  some  evidence  to  induce  a belief  that  the 
interest  was  received  and  disposed  of  to  the  poor  till  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago. 
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CHAPELRY  OF  RAINFORD. 
TOWNSHIP  OF  RAINFORD. 


School, 

There  is  in  Rainford  an  old  schoolroom  standing  by  the  road  side,  which  is 
kept  in  repair  by  the  township.  The  master  receives  the  following  income  : 


One-third  of  the  rent  of  the  estate  in  Rainford  left  by  Thomas  Lyon,  as  here- 
after mentioned,  now  producing  -------- 

The  interest  of  75 /.,  stated  on  the  Table  of  Benefactions  to  have  been  left 
by  Mr.  Parr,  of  London.  This  sum  was  formerly  placed  out  on  private 
security.  It  was  called  in  six  or  seven  years  ago,  and  improperly  applied 
in  making  up  the  deficiences  of  the  poor’s  rates,  and  the  interest  is  now 
paid  from  the  overseer’s  account  _______ 

The  interest  of  47 /.  an  old  school  stock  which  was  placed  in  the  hands  of 
the  late  John  Chorley,  and  secured  by  bond,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  in 
our  account  of  the  poor’s  stock  - --  --  --  - 

Interest  of  the  further  sum  of  10I.  which  it  is  stated  on  the  Table  of  Bene- 
factions was  lost,  but  made  up  again  from  the  rent  of  the  pews  in  Prescot 
church.  The  sum  of  10 /.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Miss  Chorleys, 
having  been  in  the  hands  of  their  father;  but  no  security  has  been  given 
for  the  same.  Interest,  however,  is  paid  by  them  to  the  schoolmaster,  at 
the  rate  of  five  per  cent  - --  --  --  -- 

From  the  trustees  of  the  Prescot  charities,  as  John  Lyon’s  gift  ( see  Prescot) 
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Rainford. 


School. 


Four  persons  are  appointed  annually,  at  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Rain- 
ford, as  trustees  for  the  chapel  school  and  poor.  The  same  persons  are  con- 
tinued for  life,  but  are  re-appointed  every  year,  their  names  being  entered  in 
the  court  books.  The  appointment  of  the  schoolmaster  is  considered  as  vested 
in  these  trustees.  The  present  master,  William  Atherton,  was  appointed  in 
1777.  He  is  now  very  old,  but  he  had  in  September  1828  about  thirty  scholars, 
and  about  seventy  in  the  winter  preceding. 

It  is  understood  that,  in  respect  of  Thomas  Lyon’s  charity,  the  master  is  re- 
quired to  teach  two  children  of  Rainford  free.  He  has,  in  fact,  usually  taken 
three  or  four,  whom  he  has  instructed  in  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  without 
any  charge  ; but  the  other  scholars  pay  for  their  instruction. 


Thomas  Lyon’s  Charity. 


A Table  of  Benefactions,  in  Rainford  chapel,  of  the  date  of  1768,  states,  Thomas  Lyon’s 
that  Thomas  Lyon,  of  Rainford,  left  one-third  part  of  his  estate  to  the  chapel.  Charity, 
one-third  to  the  school,  and  one-third  to  be  distributed  yearly  to  20  poor 
housekeepers. 

The  estate  alluded  to  is  situate  in  Rainford,  and  called  Quakers.  It  consists 
of  a small  house  and  barn,  and  between  seven  and  eight  acres  of  land,  at  eight 
yards  to  the  perch. 

For  a great  many  years  the  family  of  Parr,  of  Liverpool,  acted  as  trustees  for 
this  charity,  and  upon  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Parr,  about  1803,  his  son,  who 
had  for  some  years  resided  in  London,  desired  to  give  up  the  trust,  and  recom- 
mended to  the  township  to  appoint  Thomas  Basnett,  of  Rainford,  as  trustee, 
and  in  pursuance  of  this  recommendation,  he  was  nominated  a trustee,  at 
a vestry  meeting.  No  deed  was  executed  on  this  occasion,  nor  were  any  deeds 
or  documents  received  from  Mr.  Parr. 

The  premises  are  now  let  to  John  Basnett,  (son  of  Thomas  Basnett  above 
mentioned,)  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  26/. 

After  deducting  any  expense  which  may  have  been  incurred  for  repairs, 

(since  1813  the  sum  of  61.  only  has  been  required  for  this  purpose)  the  residue 
of  the  rent  is  divided  into  three  parts,  one  of  which  is  paid  to  the  incumbent  of 
Rainford,  and  one  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  other  third  part  is  disposed 
of  yearly,  on  St.  Thomas’s  day,  with  the  produce  of  other  charities  hereafter 
mentioned. 

The  whole  amount  of  these  charities,  nearly  15/.  is  laid  out  in  linen,  which 
is  divided  amongst  about  80  poor  persons  of  Rainford,  not  receiving  weekly 
relief,  in  portions  of  six  or  seven  yards  each. 
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John  Lyon’s  Charity. 

John  Lyon  charged  his  estate,  in  Upton,  with  the  payment  of  1 /.  yearly  to 
the  poor  of  Rainford,  as  already  stated  in  our  account  of  the  Prescot 
charities. 

This  sum  is  paid  by  the  trustees  of  the  Prescot  charities,  and  is  added  to  the 
money  laid  out  in  linen,  as  above  mentioned.

Poor’s  Stock. 

On  a Table  of  Benefactions,  dated  in  1768,  it  is  stated  that  there  was  then 
a poor’s  stock,  amounting  to  120/.  Of  this  sum,  70 /.  was  in  the  hands  of  the 
late  John  Chorley,  who  gave  a bond,  bearing  date  22d  February  1779,  for  this 
sum,  and  for  the  sum  of  47/.  belonging  to  the  school,  as  already  noticed, 
making  in  the  whole  117/.  to  certain  persons,  as  trustees  of  the  charities  of  the 
township  of  Rainford. 

The  daughters  of  Mr.  Chorley,  now  living  in  Prescot,  pay  the  interest  on 
these  several  sums,  viz.  Si.  Ss.  being  at  the  rate  of  4-£  per  cent  upon  the  70/., 
and  2/.  7 s.  being  at  the  rate  of  5 per  cent  upon  the  47/.  belonging  to  the 
school. 

We  are  informed  that  the  ladies  above  mentioned  intend  immediately  to  pay 
in  the  several  sums  of  money  which  were  in  their  father’s  hands,  amounting, 
with  the  further  sum  of  10/.  belonging  to  the  school,  to  127 /. 

It  is  understood  that  the  remainder  of  the  poor’s  stock  was  taken  by  the 
township  many  years  ago  to  defray  the  expenses  of  a dispute  respecting  certain 
pews  in  Prescot  church,  which  were  claimed  as  belonging  to  the  township  of 
Rainford.  The  possession  of  the  pews  was  recovered,  and  out  of  the  rents 
2/.  2 s.  per  annum  is  paid,  as  the  interest  of  the  money  taken  from  the  poor’s 
stock,  the  residue  being  carried  to  the  overseer’s  account. 

This  sum,  with  the  interest  paid  by  the  Misses  Chorley,  making  together 
51.  5 s.  yearly,  is  disposed  of  with  the  produce  of  the  two  preceding  charities, 
as  above  mentioned. 

Bispham’s  Charities. 

For  an  account  of  Henry  Bispham’s  charities  to  the  poor  of  Rainford,  for 
apprentices,  and  for  the  purchase  of  woollen  cloth,  see  Up  Holland,  in  the 
parish  of  Wigan. 

Grayson’s  Charity. 

David  Grayson , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  l6th  January  1735,  gave  the 
interest  of  20/.  for  the  relief  of  poor  pipemakers  widows  and  fatherless  children 
in  and  about  Rainford,  to  be  distributed  every  St.  Thomas’s-day. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  is  paid  annually  by  the  tenant  of  a house  in  Tithe  Barn-street, 
Liverpool,  called  by  the  name  of  the  Hole-in-the-Wall,  which  is  said  to  have 
formerly  belonged  to  David  Grayson,  the  testator.  It  is  now  the  property  of 
Mr.  Crank,  of  Virgie-street,  Liverpool. 

This  money  has  been  received  nearly  twenty  years  by  Mr.  James  Birch,  who 
has  given  it  amongst  widows  and  orphans  of  pipemakers  in  the  township  of 
Rainford.  There  are  not  above  three  or  four  persons  in  the  township  who  are 
considered  by  Mr.  Birch  as  proper  objects  to  receive  this  charity,  and  it  is  ge- 
nerally divided  amongst  that  number.  The  distribution  is  not  made  publicly, 
or  on  any  particular  day ; but  we  recommended  that  in  future  it  should  take 
place  publicly  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  when  the  other  charities  are  disposed  of. 


Mather’s  Charity. 

Mather’s  Charity.  On  the  Table  of  Benefactions  of  the  date  of  1768,  it  is  stated  that  George 
Mather  left  a cottage  and  meadow  during  his  interest  therein,  and  the  interest 
of  104/.  to  bind  a poor  child  apprentice,  but  (it  is  added)  “ there  remains 
only  30/.” 

Nothing  is  now  known  of  these  bequests,  but  it  is  reported  that  the  30/.  was 
lent  to  a person  who  failed  about  fifty  years  ago,  and  that  the  money  wTas  lost. 


Haydock’s  Charity. 

Ilaydock’s  Charity.  The  Table  of  Benefactions  states  that  John  Haydock  left  2/.  yearly,  to  be 
distributed  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister. 

The  will  of  John  Haydock  was  dated  in  1749,  and  the  bequest  being  charged 
on  his  real  estate,  was  void  by  Statute  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36. 
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CHAPELRY  OF  SAINT  HELEN’S. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  WINDLE. 

School. 

There  is  in  the  township  of  Windle,  a school  built  by  subscription  in  1793,  Windle. 

when  an  old  school  in  the  chapel  yard,  supposed  to  have  been  built  by  John  

Lyon,  was  pulled  down.  School. 

The  endowment  of  the  school  consists  of  the  yearly  sum  of  1/.  10  s.  charged  V ' 

by  the  will  of  John  Lyon  on  an  estate  in  Widnes,  as  stated  in  our  account  of 
his  charities  in  the  township  of  Prescot,  the  sum  of  500/.  which  was  raised  by 
voluntary  contributions,  and  a legacy  of  45/.  left  about  twelve  years  ago  by 
Thomas  Barker. 

The  schoolmaster  has  not  received  the  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  10s.  on  account  of 
the  gift  of  John  Lyon,  owing  to  a mistake  which  will  be  noticed  hereafter, 
under  the  head  of  Lyon’s  charity,  but  which  will  in  future  be  rectified. 

The  sum  of  545/.  is  secured  on  mortgage  of  the  tolls  of  the  turnpike  road 
from  Prescot  to  Liverpool,  and  the  interest  (which  is  paid  at  the  rate  of  four 
and  a half  per  cent)  amounts  to  24/.  10  s.  6^/.  per  annum. 

The  management  of  the  school  and  the  appointment  of  the  master,  has  been 
as  long  as  can  be  remembered  under  the  trustees  of  the  parochial  chapel  of 
St.  Helen’s. 

Previously  to  1816,  the  late  incumbent  of  the  chapel  received  the  interest  of 
the  money  above  mentioned  as  superintendant  of  the  school,  the  master  of 
which  taught  16  children  free  in  consideration  of  the  use  of  the  schoolroom. 

From  the  year  1816  when  the  present  incumbent  was  appointed,  the  interest 
has  been  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  he  now  instructs  at  least  25  poor  chil- 
dren belonging  to  the  chapelry,  some  of  whom  are  appointed  by  the  incumbent 
and  others  by  the  trustees  of  the  chapel.  These  children  are  taught  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic  without  any  payment.  The  master  has  also  other  scholars 
for  whom  he  makes  his  own  charge. 

Lyon’s  Charity. 

John  Lyon , of  whose  charities  an  account  has  already  been  given  amongst  Lyon’s  Charity, 
those  for  the  township  of  Prescot,  charged  his  estate  in  Widnes  with  the  pay- 
ment of  1/.  105.  to  the  minister  of  St.  Helen’s,  1/.  105.  to  the  schoolmaster  of 
St.  Helen’s,  and  1/.  105.  to  the  poor  of  Windle. 

The  two  first  mentioned  sums  of  1/.  105.  have  for  several  years  been  paid  to 
the  incumbent,  who  has  retained  1 /.  only  (instead  of  305.)  for  himself,  and  has 
given  1 /.  to  such  poor  persons  of  Windle  as  were  sick  or  in  distress,  and  1 /.  to 
such  schoolmaster  in  the  chapelry  as  he  thought  proper.  This  mode  of  division 
and  application  has  proceeded  from  inadvertence,  but  in  future  both  the  minister 
and  the  master  of  the  endowed  school  will  receive  the  proportions  to  which  they 
are  entitled. 

The  overseer  also  receives  1/.  105.  yearly,  from  the  [treasurer  of  the  Prescot 
charities,  which  is  distributed  with  other  money  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

Taylor’s  Charity. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Great  Crosby,  9 April  1684,  Thomas  Taylor’s  Charity. 
Taylor  surrendered  a messuage  and  tenement  with  certain  closes  and  parcels  of 
land  in  Great  Crosby,  containing  in  the  whole  about  12  acres  customary  mea- 
sure, of  the  annual  rent  of  105.  4 ^d.  to  the  use  of  William  Blundell,  Thomas 
Fletcher  and  two  others,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  as  to  all  the  said  premises 
except  the  Butts,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  William  Bolton  and  James 
Tristram  for  twenty-one  years,  from  the  2d  February  preceding,  they  paying  to 
the  said  trustees  the  yearly  rent  of  61.  105.  for  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas 
Taylor  for  life,  and  afterwards  for  the  use  of  the  poorest  inhabitants  in  Windle; 
and  as  to  the  said  Butts,  to  hold  the  same  to  the  use  of  the  said  Willaim  Bolton 
and  James  Tristram  during  the  life  of  the  said  Thomas  Taylor,  they  during  the 
said  twenty-one  years  discharging  the  said  tenement  from  all  lord’s  rent,  lays, 
charges,  &c.  whatsoever,  and  after  the  death  of  the  said  Thomas  Taylor,  to 
the  use  of  William  Arnold  the  younger  and  his  assigns,  for  ever,  upon  payment 
of  the  sum  of  6/.  105.  to  the  said  trustees  before  he  should  enter  upon  the  same, 
for  the  use  of  the  poorest  inhabitants  in  Windle  and  Great  Crosby ; viz.  for  the 
use  of  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  each  place  respectively,  31.  5s. ; and  as  to  the 
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W indie.  said  messuage  with  the  appurtenances  after  the  determination  of  the  said  term 

- — 7 . of  twenty-one  years,  in  trust,  to  hold  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  poorest  inhabi- 

Tay^®/^nty,  tants  in  Windle  for  ever,  the  clear  profits  thereof  to  be  yearly  distributed  amongst 
v i0"  ' J them  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs  ; and  it  was  provided 

that  whenever  any  of  the  trustees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  elect  some 
other  person  in  their  place,  so  that  four  persons  might  always  be  kept  up  to 
stand  seised  of  the  said  premises  for  the  use  of  the  said  poor. 

It  appears  that  the  donor  had  only  a leasehold  interest  in  part  of  the  pre- 
mises comprised  in  this  surrender,  as  we  find  that  at  a court  held  for  the  manor 
of  Great  Crosby  8th  November  1736,  Nicholas  Blundell  surrendered  to  the  use 
of  William  Rigby  and  others,  during  the  lives  of  Ann  Taylor  and  Elizabeth 
Atherton,  a barn  and  three  acres  of  land  in  Great  Crosby,  which  premises  are 
described  as  being  his  customary  inheritance,  and  theretofore  demised  to  Thomas 
Taylor  deceased,  who  gave  the  same  during  his  interest  therein  to  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  Windle ; and  it  was  declared  that  the  said  premises  were  thereby 
vested  in  the  said  William  Rigby  and  others,  their  executors,  &c.  in  trust  only 
for  the  poor  of  Windle,  according  to  the  charitable  intent  of  the  said  Thomas 
Taylor. 

This  portion  of  the  premises  being  held  only  on  lease  for  lives,  will  account 
for  the  estate  being  described  in  1775,  when  the  lives  had  probably  dropped, 
as  containing  only  eight  acres  and  a half.  The  contents  of  the  land  are  so 
stated  in  a lease  granted  in  1775,  and  in  an  indenture  bearing  date  March  1776, 
whereby  Thomas  Fletcher,  the  heir-at-law  of  Thomas  Fletcher  mentioned  in 
the  surrender  of  I684,  assigned  to  new  trustees  a messuage  and  several  closes 
of  land,  containing,  by  estimation,  eight  acres  and  a half  of  the  measure  there 
used,  and  also  ten  cowgates  on  Crosby  Marsh,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the 
poorest  inhabitants  in  Windle. 

The  last  admittance  of  new  trustees  was  at  a court  held  for  the  manor  of 
Great  Crosby  14th  July  1818,  the  admittance  recites  the  surrender  of  1684, 
and  that  the  trustees  named  by  Thomas  Taylor  had  long  since  been  dead,  and 
that  others  who  had  been  from  time  to  time  appointed,  were  also  dead ; that 
Samuel  Cross  and  William  Hill  were  the  only  surviving  trustees,  and  had 
appointed  Peter  Greenall  and  John  Cross  to  be  joint  trustees  with  them,  and 
the  said  Peter  Greenall  and  John  Cross  were  accordingly  admitted  joint  tenants 
with  the  said  Samuel  Cross  and  William  Hill. 

Peter  Greenall  and  John  Cross  are  now  the  only  acting  trustees,  Samuel  Cross 
being  dead,  and  William  Hill  having  left  the  neighbourhood. 

Part  of  the  land  originally  belonging  to  the  charity,  has  been  exchanged  for 
other  land  belonging  to  William  Blundell,  esq.  under  the  powers  contained  in 
an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1812,  for  inclosing  Great  Crosby  Marsh.  The 
following  is  the  substance  of  the  deeds  by  which  the  exchanges  were  effected : 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  3th  May  1812,  William  Blundell,  esq.  conveyed 
two  pieces  of  land  belonging  to  him,  called  the  Fore  Field  Hey  and  Higher 
Broken  Field,  the  former  containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres,  and  the  latter 
1r.  & 17p.  to  William  Cross,  Samuel  Cross,  Peter  Greenall  and  William  Hill, 
in  exchange  for  a close  called  the  North  Slack  and  the  Cow  Holme,  and  eight 
cowgates  in  Great  Crosby  Marsh  ; and  by  indenture,  bearing  date  14th  June 
1814,  the  said  William  Blundell  conveyed  to  the  same  trustees  another  close, 
also  called  the  Fore  Field  Hey,  and  two  closes  called  the  Brick  Kiln  Heys, 
containing  altogether  4^.  1r.  14p.  in  exchange  for  three  parcels  of  land,  called 
the  Mill  Hey,  Thornton  Croft  and  the  Long  Butts,  containing  3a.  3r.  39p.  or 
thereabouts. 

At  the  time  these  exchanges  were  made,  one  person  was  employed  by  Mr. 
Blundell  and  another  by  the  trustees,  to  settle  the  terms,  and  the  trustees  con- 
sidered them  beneficial  for  the  charity.  The  original  charity  land  was  very 
much  dispersed,  and  the  estate  now  lies  in  three  parcels,  containing  10  a.  1 r.  28  p. 
at  eight  yards  to  the  perch. 

Hie  whole  is  let  to  Robert  and  James  Mawdesley  on  lease  for  three  years 
from  Candlemas  1828,  at  a fair  rent  of  30  /. 

Mr.  John  Cross  acts  as  treasurer,  and  receives  the  rent  half  yearly,  and  the 
amount,  after  deducting  any  incidental  expenses  for  repairs,  &c.  is  distributed 
with  other  charity  money,  about  Easter  and  Christmas  yearly,  amongst  the  poor 
oi  the  township  of  Windle,  principally  to  those  who  do  not  receive  parochial 
relief.  The  distribution  is  made  under  the  superintendance  of  the  trustees  in 
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the  presence  of  the  overseer,  and  as  many  of  the  inhabitants  as  choose  to  Windle.

From  eighty  to  one  hundred  persons  generally  partake  of  this  and  the  other  lcontimtedy* 

charities  of  the  chapelry  given  away  at  the  same  time,  each  person  receiving  v , 

from  25.  to  105. 

A list  of  all  the  persons  receiving  the  charity  is  kept  in  a book,  called  the 
Windle  Dole  Book. 

Holland’s  Charity. 

Richard  Holland , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  April  1707,  left  his  land  Holland’s  Charity, 
whereon  he  dwelt,  in  Windle,  to  James  Naylor,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  chargeable 
with  the  sum  of  51.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Windle ; and  a power  of  distress  and 
entry  was  given  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  the  said  township  in  case  of 
nonpayment. 

The  land  charged  with  this  payment  consists  of  10  or  12  acres,  and  is  now 
the  property  of  Mr.  Cartwright,  of  Liverpool,  whose  tenant,  Thomas  Boardman, 
pays  5 /.  yearly  to  the  overseer. 

This  sum  has  been  hitherto  improperly  carried  to  the  account  of  the  poor’s 
rate ; but  we  recommended  that  in  future  it  should  be  given  away  with  the 
other  charities,  which  course  we  have  reason  to  believe  will  be  adopted. 

Clark’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  that  the  sum  of  100/.  was  Clark’s  Charity, 
given  to  poor  housekeepers  of  Windle  by  Samuel  Clark. 

One  half  of  this  money  was  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  surveyors  of  the  high- 
ways, for  the  purpose  of  repairing  that  part  of  the  township  of  Windle,  called  the 
Moss  End,  and  the  other  half  was  carried  to  the  account  of  the  poor  rates  of 
the  township.  In  respect  of  the  latter  portion,  the  sum  of  2/.  7 s.  Qd.  is  yearly 
paid  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor ; and  in  respect  of  the  former,  the  like  sum 
is  paid  by  the  surveyors  of  the  highways  for  the  district  above-mentioned. 

This  sum  of  4/.  15  5.  is  distributed  every  Christmas  with  the  portion  of  the 
rents  of  Taylor’s  charity,  which  is  disposed  of  at  that  period  of  the  year  in 
manner  above-mentioned,  and  the  account  is  entered  in  the  township  dole 
book. 

Denton’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  I7S6,  that  Oliver  Denton  left  a Denton’s  Charity, 
rent-charge  of  10  5.  to  the  poor  of  Windle. 

This  sum  is  paid  annually  by  Thomas  and  John  Cowley,  sons  of  the  late 
Nehemiah  Cowley,  as  charged  upon  an  estate  in  Billinge  belonging  to  them. 

It  is  carried  to  the  account  entered  in  the  township  dole  book,  and  added  to  the 
money  distributed  at  Easter  in  respect  of  Taylor’s  charity. 

Heyes’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  2/.  135.  4</.  is  paid  yearly  by  Messrs.  Speakman  & Co.  as  Heyes’s  Charity, 
owners  of  the  King’s  Head  public-house  in  St.  Helen’s,  and  laid  out  in  the  pur- 
chase of  linen-cloth,  to  be  divided  equally  between  the  poor  of  the  townships  of 
Windle  and  Sutton. 

We  cannot  obtain  any  account  of  the  origin  of  this  charity,  which  in  the 
Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  is  stated  to  have  been  left  by  William  Heyes,  by 
will,  the  date  of  which  was  not  known. 

We  are  informed  by  Messrs.  Speakman,  that  James  Glover,  the  late  pro- 
prietor of  the  premises  above  mentioned,  paid  the  same  sum  for  many  years,  and 
that  after  his  death  the  property  was  sold,  about  the  year  1822,  subject  to  this 
payment,  which  has  been  made  regularly  ever  since. 

In  Windle,  forty  yards  of  linen  cloth,  of  the  value  of  8 d.  per  yard,  are 
received  annually  from  Messrs.  Speakman  & Co.  which  is  given  away  at 
Lady-day  with  the  other  charities,  about  three  yards  to  each  person. 

Egerton’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  that  Mary  Egerton,  by  Egerton’s  Charity. 
Deed,  in  1693,  gave  205.  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Windle. 

This  sum  was  paid  yearly  by  the  late  William  Penketh  Cottam,  esquire,  the 
owner  of  Hardshaw  Hall,  in  Windle,  and  is  now  paid  by  James  Underhill 
West,  esq.  as  trustee  for  William  Penketh  Cottam,  a minor,  the  present  owner 
of  the  property  above  mentioned. 

The  amount  is  carried  to  the  dole  book  account,  and  distributed,  with  other 
charities,  at  Christmas,  as  above  mentioned.

The  overseer  receives  from  Peter  Greenall,  of  St.  Helen’s,  the  yearly  sum  of 
10s.  as  a payment  charged  upon  the  Lower  House  in  Hardshaw. 

The  amount  is  carried  to  the  same 
account  as  the  other  charities,  and  distributed  at  Easter.

Cowley’s  Charity. 

Cowley’s  Charity.  SarahCowley,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  25th  February  1714,  after  bequeathing 

to  Mrs.  Naylor  an  annuity  of  5/.  during  her  life  and  widowhood,  and  to  the  dis- 
senting minister  at  the  new  chapel  in  St.  Helen’s  20 s.  a year  for  preaching  on 
New-year’s  day  and  Midsummer-day,  devised  a messuage  or  tenement,  wherein 
she  then  dwelt,  containing,  by  estimation,  six  acres,  to  Joseph  Gillibrand,  clerk, 
and  his  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  he  should  discharge  her  debts,  funeral  expenses, 
&c.  and  the  clear  yearly  rents  and  the  residue  of  what  she  had  in  goods  or 
estate  she  gave  for  the  bringing  up  of  poor  persons  children  to  the  schools  at 
St.  Helen’s,  and  directed  that  when  the  annuity  to  Mrs.  Naylor  should  fall,  and 
if  there  should  be  no  dissenting  minister  at  the  new  chapel  of  St.  Helen’s,  the 
yearly  sums  abovementioned  should  be  added  to  what  she  had  ordered  for  the 
bringing  up  of  poor  persons  children  to  the  schools  for  ever,  such  as  should 
not  be  able  to  pay  for  the  same  themselves,  and  to  find  them  with  books,  as  the 
Love  Book,  the  Primer,  the  Psalter,  Testament  and  the  Bible,  till  they  should 
be  able  to  read  the  Bible,  and  to  give  one  when  they  should  go  off;  and  if  the 
profits  of  the  estate  and  monies  would  do  more,  she  directed  that  the  remainder 
should  be  laid  out  in  linen  and  clothes  for  ever  for  them,  and  she  appointed  the 
said  Joseph  Gillibrand,  and  John  Potter,  her  executors. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  13th  and  14th  April  1724, 
between  the  said  Joseph  Gillibrand,  of  the  first  part,  and  William  Rigby  and 
seven  others  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  residue  of  the  personal  estate 
of  the  said  testatrix,  out  of  which  the  several  sums  of  51.  and  20s.  were  to  be 
paid,  had  been  laid  out  by  the  said  Joseph  Gillibrand  in  pursuance  of  a verbal 
order  given  him  by  the  said  testatrix,  together  with  the  accountable  monies 
raised  by  contributions  from  the  dissenting  Protestants  at  St.  Helen’s,  in  the 
pulling  down  the  old  and  ruinous  dwelling-house  devised  by  the  said  testatrix, 
and  erecting  a new  one  on  the  site  thereof,  and  making  improvements  about  the 
same,  whereby  the  rents  would  be  greatly  advanced  ; the  said  Joseph  Gillibrand, 
to  the  intent  that  the  charitable  uses  mentioned  in  the  said  will  might  be  the 
better  observed,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  himself  and  the  parties  of  the  second  part, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  new  erected  messuage,  with  the  appurtenances  in 
Hardshaw,  within  Windle,  and  the  closes  thereto  belonging,  containing,  by 
estimation,  six  acres,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  5 l.  to 
Anne  Naylor,  during  her  life  and  widowhood ; and  also  the  yearly  sum  of  20 s. 
for  the  use  of  the  minister  of  the  congregation  of  dissenting  Protestants  at 
St.  Helen’s,  who  should  be  of  the  Presbyterian  persuasion,  and  qualified  to 
officiate  there  according  to  the  Act  of  1st  William  & Mary,  c.  18,  and  who 
should  preach  every  24th  June  and  1st  January;  and  to  dispose  of  the  residue 
of  the  said  profits,  and  the  whole  thereof,  if  ever  both  the  above  mentioned 
payments  should  cease,  towards  the  teaching  of  such  poor  children,  whose 
property  would  not  allow  them  a suitable  education,  to  read  the  English  tongue 
at  such  school  or  schools  within  Windle,  as  the  said  trustees  should  think 
most  meet,  and  for  the  instruction  and  education  of  such  children  in  the 
knowledge  of  God  and  the  principles  of  the  true  Christian  religion,  professed 
by  the  reformed  Protestants,  and  for  the  satisfying  and  paying  of  the  in- 
structors and  teachers  of  such  children  their  wages  and  hire  for  the  same, 
and  for  the  providing  books  wherein  such  children  should  learn  to  read  as 
aforesaid,  particularly  such  as  were  mentioned  in  the  said  will ; and  when  any 
of  the  said  children  should  perfectly  read  English,  upon  trust,  for  the  buying 
of  Bibles  to  be  distributed  amongst  them  ; and  if  at  any  time  the  whole 
rents  should  be  more  than  would  be  applied  to  answer  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
or  if  the  laws  would  not  permit  the  said  trusts  to  be  performed,  relating  to  the 
education  of  the  said  children,  and  the  buying  of  books  for  them,  upon  trust, 
to  apply  the  rents  or  the  overplus  thereof  in  buying,  yearly,  suitable  stuffs, 
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linen  and  woollen,  and  causing  the  same  to  be  made  into  garments  and  shirts, 
to  be  given  to  such  indigent  children  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should 
think  fit ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  six  of  the  trustees  should  be 
dead,  the  survivors  should  elect  other  sufficient  honest  and  religious  persons 
most  likely  to  favour  and  promote  the  trusts,  to  be  trustees  with  them,  and 
should  convey  the  premises  accordingly,  and  further,  that  as  soon  as  might  be 
after  the  death  of  every  minister  of  the  said  dissenting  congregation,  the  sur- 
viving trustees  should  elect  the  succeeding  minister  to  be  trustee  with  them, 
the  same  method  to  be  used  for  vesting  the  premises,  as  well  in  the  said 
minister  and  his  heirs,  as  in  the  survivors  and  their  heirs. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time,  and  the  estate  devised 
by  Sarah  Cowley  has  been  conveyed  to  them  on  the  trusts  declared  in  the 
indentures  above  abstracted.  The  last  conveyance  previously  to  indentures 
lately  executed  under  the  directions  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  (the  particulars  of 
which  will  be  stated  hereafter)  was  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing 
date  20th  and  21st  August  1811. 

A small  addition  has  been  made  to  the  property  devised  by  the  testatrix,  as 
appears  from  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28th  and  29th 
August  1811,  and  inrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  between  Samuel  Cross, 
one  of  the  then  trustees,  of  the  first  part,  and  Isaac  Sharpe  and  eight  others, 
the  other  trustees  of  the  other  part,  whereby  the  said  Samuel  Cross  conveyed  to 
the  use  of  himself,  and  the  other  parties  thereto,  and  their  heirs,  a parcel  of 
ground  on  the  west  side  of  the  lane  leading  to  Gerrard’s  Bridge,  and  to  the 
Moor  Flatt  in  Hardshaw,  containing  twelve  perches,  or  thereabouts,  with  the 
messuages,  schools  and  buildings  then  lately  erected  thereon,  upon  the  same 
trusts  as  declared  in  the  indenture  of  14th  April  1724. 

These  extracts  are  taken  from  the  recitals  in  the  deed  of  1827,  hereafter 
noticed,  the  originals  having  been,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  in  the  office  of 
the  Master  in  Chancery. 

In  or  about  the  year  1822  a petition  was  presented  in  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
submitting  to  the  court  several  circumstances  of  complaint  against  the  trustees, 
and  the  mode  in  which  the  income  had  been  applied,  and  particularly  charging 
them  with  misconduct  in  disposing  of  the  coal  under  the  charity  lands. 

By  an  order  bearing  date  4th  January  1823,  it  was  referred  to  one  of  the 
Masters  of  the  said  court  to  inquire  and  state,  of  what  the  property  given  by  the 
said  Sarah  Cowley  consisted,  and  whether  any  and  what  property  had  since 
been  added  thereto,  on  the  same  or  the  like  trusts,  and  the  particulars  thereof, 
and  in  whose  possession,  and  under  what  leases  or  contracts,  and  at  what  rents 
the  same  premises,  and  every  part  thereof  then  was,  and  also  in  whom  the  legal 
estate  thereof  was  then  vested ; and  it  was  further  ordered,  that  the  said  Master 
should  approve  of  a proper  scheme  for  the  conduct  and  management  of  the  said 
charity,  and  for  the  appointment  and  continuance  of  trustees,  without  prejudice 
to  the  question  whether  the  then  trustees  ought  to  be  continued. 

The  Master  by  his  report,  made  28th  January  1826,  certified,  amongst  other 
things,  that  the  property  devised  by  the  said  testatrix  consisted  of  a messuage 
and  building,  and  certain  lands  occupied  therewith,  and  a coal  mine  under  the 
same,  containing  in  the  whole  6a.  1r.  31  p.  and  also  of  the  yearly  rent  of 
2/.  10  5.  3d.  payable  for  the  use  of  part  of  the  said  lands,  for  a towing  path  on 
a navigable  canal ; and  that  the  property  since  added  consisted  of  the  premises 
described  in  the  indentures  of  28th  and  29th  August  1811 ; and  for  the  par- 
ticulars thereof,  and  of  the  leases  and  contracts  under  which  the  same  were  held, 
he  referred  to  a schedule  annexed  to  his  report ; and  he  further  certified,  that  the 
said  premises  were  then  vested  in  Isaac  Sharpe,  James  Tarbuck,  John  Cross  and 
Robert  Brown,  the  survivors  of  the  persons  named  in  the  last  conveyance  to 
new  trustees,  bearing  date  20th  and  21st  August  1811,  and  in  the  indentures 
of  28th  and  29th  August  1811  j and  he  further  certified,  that  he  had  approved 
of  the  following  scheme  for  the  appointment  and  continuance  of  trustees ; viz. 
that  Robert  Brown  should  continue  to  be  a trustee  j that,  as  James  Tarbuck 
had  become  a lunatic,  Isaac  Sharpe  had  ceased  to  be  minister  of  the  dissent- 
ing chapel  in  St.  Helen’s,  and  resided  in  the  county  of  Chester,  and  the  said 
John  Cross  had  become  a bankrupt,  eight  new  trustees  should  be  appointed  to 
make  up  the  number  of  nine,  according  to  the  directions  of  the  indenture  of 
14th  April  1724,  and  he  thereby  approved  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Pigott,  and 
other  persons  therein  named ; and  that  whenever  the  number  of  trustees  should 
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be  reduced  to  five,  the  survivors  should  elect  other  sober,  honest  and  religious 
persons  most  likely  to  favor  and  promote  the  trusts  of  the  charitv,  and  convey 
C“WSLS;ari‘y’  the  said  estates  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  such  new  trustees,  upon  the  trusts 
t continuei  •_J  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Sarah  Cowley  ; and  the  master  further  certified, 
that  he  approved  of  several  rules  for  the  better  management  of  the  said  charity, 
which  were  confirmed  by  an  order  of  the  court,  bearing  date  1st  August  1826, 
and  are  incorporated  in  the  declaration  of  trust  contained  in  the  indentures 
hereafter  abstracted,  which  were  settled  and  approved  by  the  said  master. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  30th  and  31st  December 
1827,  between  William  Pilkington  the  elder,  committee  of  the  estate  and  effects 
of  James  Tarbuck,  a lunatic,  John  Cross  and  Robert  Brown,  of  the  first  part  j 
Thomas  Caldvvall  of  the  second  part ; and  the  said  Robert  Brown,  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Pigott,  minister  of  the  Protestant  chapel  of  St.  Helen’s,  William  Vint, 
minister  of  the  dissenting  chapel  at  St.  Helen’s,  Peter  Greenall,  Richard  Pil- 
kington, Richard  Fildes  and  John  Marsh,  all  of  St.  Helen’s,  and  James  Bromi- 
low  and  William  Grundy,  of  Parr,  of  the  third  part ; reciting  the  will  of  Sarah 
Cowley,  the  several  subsequent  conveyances  to  trustees,  and  the  indentures  of 
28th  and  29th  August  1811,  and  the  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  the 
Master’s  report  above  noticed ; and  further  reciting,  that  Isaac  Sharpe  had 
died  since  the  date  of  the  said  report ; the  said  William  Pilkington,  in  pur- 
suance of  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  bearing  date  23d  April  1827, 
and  John  Cross  and  Robert  Brown,  conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas  Caldwall,  to 
the  use  of  the  said  Robert  Brown  and  others,  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  all  the  premises  comprised  in  the  last  conveyance  to  trustees,  bear- 
ing date  20th  and  21st  August  1811,  and  those  comprised  in  the  indentures  of 
28th  and  29th  August  1811,  with  all  mines,  &c.  &c.  thereto  belonging,  upon  the 
trusts  declared  in  the  will  of  the  said  Sarah  Cowley.  And  in  pursuance  of  the 
order  of  the  said  Court  of  Chancery,  bearing  date  1st  August  1826,  it  was  provided 
and  agreed,  that  the  said  trustees  should  stand  seised  of  the  said  premises  upon 
the  following  trusts  ; viz.  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  superintend 
and  manage  the  said  messuages,  lands,  mines  and  other  hereditaments,  and 
execute  such  leases  thereof,  for  terms  not  exceeding  seven  years,  so  as  the  same 
should  be  at  the  best  yearly  rents  that  could  be  obtained,  without  fine  and  not 
in  reversion,  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  think  most  beneficial  for 
the  interest  of  the  said  charity ; that  out  of  the  income  they  should,  in  the  first 
place,  pay  to  the  Protestant  dissenting  minister  of  the  new  chapel,  for  preaching  on 
1st  January  and  24th  June,  the  yearly  sum  of  20s. ; and  that,  in  the  next  place, 
they  should  set  apart,  yearly,  until  the  coals  under  the  charity  estate  should  be  ex- 
hausted, (provided  the  income  should  amount  to  160/.  per  annum,)  the  yearly  sum 
of  50/.  or  such  other  sum  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  50/.  as  they  should  in  their 
discretion  think  proper ; such  annual  sum  to  be  reserved  as  a permanent  fund  for 
the  support  of  the  said  charity,  after  all  the  said  coals  should  be  exhausted,  and  to 
be  laid  out  in  the  funds  or  in  freehold  estates  near  the  said  charity  estates  ; and 
further,  that  they  should  apply  the  residue  of  the  income  in  and  towards  the 
education  of  so  many  poor  children  of  parents  residing  within  the  hamlet  of 
St.  Helen’s,  and  not  being  able  to  pay  for  the  same,  whether  they  should  be 
members  of  the  established  church  or  of  any  dissenting  congregation  tolerated 
by  law,  as  far  as  the  same  would  extend,  each  child  to  be  nominated  by  one  of 
the  trustees  in  rotation,  as  therein  particularly  directed  ; that  the  said  children 
should  be  instructed  in  reading  English  and  in  writing ; and  that  sufficient 
books  of  a religious  or  moral  character,  and  all  materials  necessary  for  teaching 
writing,  should  be  provided  ; and  that  a fit  and  proper  teacher  or  teachers,  male 
or  female,  should  be  appointed  by  the  said  trustees,  who  should  settle  the 
amount  of  salary  to  be  paid  to  them  ; that  the  said  trustees  should  have  power 
to  displace  or  suspend  any  teacher  as  in  their  discretion  they  should  think  fit, 
and  to  remove  the  children  when  they  should  be  sufficiently  instructed,  or  from 
age  or  other  circumstances  they  should  think  the  same  advisable,  or  to  dismiss 
them  upon  good  or  just  cause  ; that  they  should  also  have  power,  out  of  the 
income  of  the  charity,  to  give  the  said  children,  when  they  should  leave  the 
school,  a Bible,  containing  the  Old  and  New  Testament,  according  to  their  dis- 
cretion ; that  if,  after  making  the  several  payments  aforesaid,  there  should 
remain  any  surplus,  the  same  should  be  applied  in  providing  linen  and  clothes 
for  the  said  children,  according  to  the  will  of  the  said  Sarah  Cowley;  and  that 
the  place  in  which  the  children  should  be  taught,  (the  same  being  within  the 
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hamlet  of  St.  Helen’s,)  the  hours  of  attendance,  the  mode  of  instruction,  and 
all  other  matters  for  the  regulation  of  the  charity,  should  be  in  the  discretion 
of  the  trustees,  provided  that  they  should  meet  on  the  first  Monday  in  every 
calendar  month ; and  that  all  orders  and  resolutions  relating  to  the  said  charity 
should  be  made  at  such  meetings,  and  entered  in  books  to  be  kept  for  that 
purpose ; and  that  whenever  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  five, 
the  survivors  should  elect  a sufficient  number  of  sober,  honest  and  religious 
persons,  most  likely  to  favour  and  promote  the  trusts  of  the  said  charity,  so  as 
to  make  up  the  number  nine,  and  convey  the  charity  premises  to  the  use  of 
themselves  and  such  new  trustees,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  said  recited 
order. 

In  1802  the  trustees  executed  a lease  of  the  property  devised  by  Sarah  Cowley, 
with  the  coal  under  the  same  ; of  which  lease  the  following  is  an  abstract : 

By  indenture  of  lease,  bearing  date  30th  November  1802,  the  Rev.  Isaac 
Sharpe,  Samuel  Cross,  and  James  Tarbuck  demised  to  William  Clare  and  John 
Clare  their  executors,  &c.  a messuage,  with  out-buildings  and  the  closes 
thereto  belonging,  in  Hardshaw-within-Windle,  and  the  mines  and  beds  of 
coal  under  the  same,  with  liberty  to  work  and  dispose  of  the  coal  for  the  term 
of  sixteen  years  from  the  day  before  the  date,  paying  yearly  30 /.  for  the  said 
messuages  and  lands,  and  further  paying  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  140/.  during 
the  first  five  years  of  the  said  term;  and  the  sum  of  3 s.  for  every  work  of  coal 
which  should  be  raised  as  the  lord’s  part  for  the  same,  reckoning  six  square 
yards  of  coal  measured  upon  the  surface  to  the  work  ; and  it  was  agreed  that 
the  following  coals  should  be  disposed  of  without  any  lord’s  part  or  satisfaction 
to  be  made  for  them,  viz.  one-fifth  part  of  all  the  coals  as  should  be  measured 
upon  the  surface,  and  also  the  slack  made  about  the  said  colliery.  The  lessees 
were  also  at  liberty  to  dig  clay,  sand  and  stone  necessary  for  the  colliery ; and  it 
was  provided  that  the  lessees  should  in  the  five  years  next  after  the  expiration 
of  the  fifth  year  be  at  liberty  to  retain  for  their  own  use,  out  of  the  lord’s  part 
140/.  the  money  they  had  before  covenanted  to  pay  during  the  first  five  years, 
and  the  lessors  covenanted  that  they  would  grant  a further  lease  at  the  end  of 
the  said  term  of  sixteen  years  of  the  said  messuage  and  land,  and  of  all  the  coal 
then  remaining  ungot  for  the  term  of  twenty-one  years,  if  the  said  mines  should 
so  long  continue  upon  the  said  terms ; and  that  until  such  lease  should  be  ex- 
ecuted, the  lessees,  their  executors,  &c.  should  proceed  in  getting  the  said  coals 
if  they  should  think  proper. 

When  the  petition  was  presented  to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  original  term 
in  this  lease  had  expired  ; but  the  lessees  or  their  assigns  continued  to  hold  the 
property,  and  were  still  working  the  collieries  under  the  superintendence  of 
Richard  Johnson,  since  deceased,  but  then  one  of  the  trustees. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  lease  was  granted  in  trust  for  some  of  the  trustees,  or 
at  least  that  in  settling  the  terms  thereof  they  were  influenced  by  the  prospect 
of  acquiring  an  interest  in  the  collieries. 

Evidence  was  produced  to  us  to  show  that  the  coal  might  and  ought  to  have 
been  disposed  of  at  a much  higher  price  ; but  it  seems  unnecessary  to  state  the 
effect  of  such  evidence,  or  any  further  particulars  relating  to  this  charity,  as  it 
is  still  the  subject  of  inquiry  under  the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

The  amount  of  the  lord’s  rent  payable  to  the  charity  for  the  coal  got  up  to 
August  1827,  appears  to  have  been  3,199/.  15s.  10^- d.  of  which  2,894/.  had 
been  paid  to  the  trustees  ; and  it  is  stated  that,  according  to  the  terms  of  the 
lease,  the  further  sum  of  2,177/-  was  likely  to  be  the  amount  of  the  lord’s  rent 
on  the  coal  which  remained  unworked. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  PARR. 

Egerton’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  Mary  Egerton,  by 
Deed  in  1693,  left  1 /.  a year  to  poor  housekeepers  of  the  township  of  Parr,  not 
receiving  parish  relief. 

This  sum  is  now  paid  by  James  Underhill  West,  esq.  on  account  of  his 
nephew  William  Penketh  Cottam,  a minor,  as  already  mentioned,  with  respect 
to  a similar  payment  made  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Windle. 

The  payment  is  made  to  Charles  Orrell,  esq.  by  whom  it  is  disposed  of,  with 
other  charity  money,  in  cloth  and  blankets,  which  are  given  on  Saint  Thomas’s- 
day,  to  poor  persons  of  the  township,  not  receiving  relief  from  the  rates. 
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Poor’s  Stock, 

Parr.  There  is  in  the  hands  of  Charles  Orrell,  esq.  of  Parr,  the  sum  of  50/.  the 

- — - interest  of  which  he  states  is  to  be  distriouted  amongst  the  poor  of  this  town- 

Poor’s  Stock.  sf1jp>  not  receiving  relief.  We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Orrell,  that  20/.  of  this 

sum  was  given  by  John  Martin,  but  that  the  donor  of  the  remainder  is  not 
known. 

The  interest  is  distributed,  with  the  produce  of  the  preceding  charity,  in  the 
manner  before  mentioned. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  SUTTON. 

Greenoe’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  already  stated  in  our  account  of 
those  in  the  township  of  Bold, 

The  sum  of  51.  6s.  the  proportion  of  the  rents  at  the  present  time,  applicable 
to  the  poor  of  Sutton,  is  added  to  a donation  of  31.  from  Mr.  Bold  Hoghton, 
and  given  away  on  New  Year’s-day,  to  poor  persons  of  Sutton,  not  receiving 
weekly  relief,  in  sums  varying  from  1 s.  to  3s.  The  township  officers  attend  the 
distribution 

Heyes’s  Charity. 

We  have  already  stated  in  our  account  of  the  township  of  Windle,  all  the 
particulars  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  respecting  this  charity. 

Messrs.  Speakman  & Co.  send  annually  to  the  overseer  of  Sutton,  forty  yards 
of  linen  cloth,  of  the  value  of  8 d.  per  yard,  which  is  given  away  by  him  to  poor 
persons  of  Sutton,  two  yards  to  each. 

Leay’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  that  Bryan  Leay,  by  Will, 
the  date  of  which  is  not  mentioned,  gave  10/.  to  the  poor  of  Sutton,  then  vested 
in  the  township. 

We  cannot  obtain  any  information  respecting  this  charity. 
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CI1APELRY  OF  GREAT  SANKEY. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  SANKEY  WITH  PENKETH. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

It  appears  from  entries  in  an  old  township  book,  that  on  4-th  May  1735,  the 
township  borrowed  of  the  Poor’s  Stock  the  sum  of  27/.,  of  which  17/.  10s. 
appears  to  have  been  derived  from  the  gift  of  Ralph  William  Barnes ; and 
that  in  1811,  7 1.  10s.  was  carried  to  the  township  account,  that  sum  having 
been  received  in  respect  of  a legacy  of  10/.  which  had  been  bequeathed 
to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Great  Sankey,  by  John  Kerfoot,  and  which  had 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  Walter  Kerfoot,  who  died  insolvent. 

As  the  interest  of  this  sum  1/.  6s.  6d.  is  paid  yearly  out  of  the  overseer’s 

account,  and  disposed  of  as  hereafter  mentioned.

Sixsmith’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  5 /.  which  appears  to  have  been  left  by  Thomas  Sixsmith , for  the 
poor  of  Great  Sankey,  and  was  paid  by  his  executors  in  1766,  was  placed  in  the 
hands  of  Thomas  Norman  of  Sankey,  who  has  given  a promissory  note  for  the 
amount,  and  pays  4 s.  6d.  yearly  as  the  interest.  This  money  is  also  disposed 
of  as  hereafter  mentioned. 


Dutton’s  Charity. 


Dutton’s  Charity. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  is  received  by  the  overseer  from  Allen  Beckett,  the 
tenant  of  certain  premises  in  Appleton,  in  Cheshire,  belonging  to  the  family  of 
Warburton  of  Ardley.  This  is  called  Dutton’s  money,  and  is  supposed  to  have 
been  charged  upon  the  premises  above  mentioned  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
Great  Sankey,  by  a person  of  that  name. 

This  sum,  with  the  produce  of  the  preceding  charities,  amounting  together 
to  2/.  11  s.  is  given  away  on  Candlemas-day  to  poor  persons  of  the  township  of 
Sankey  with  Penketh,  not  receiving  parochial  relief.  The  sums  given  to  each 
person  from  this  fund  vary  from  Is.  6d . to  4 s. 
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PARISH  OF  WIGAN. 

Free  Grammar  School. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  11th  January  1619,  between  James  Leigh,  of  the 
one  part,  and  Roger  Downes  and  others  therein  named,  as  trustees,  of  the  other 
part,  the  said  James  Leigh  granted  to  the  said  Roger  Downes  and  others, 
•trustees  as  aforesaid,  and  their  heirs,  an  annual  rent  of  61.  135.  'Id.  issuing- 
out  of  the  messuage  and  lands  in  Orrell,  called  the  Ackhurst,  and  all  other  the 
lands  and  tenements  of  the  said  James  Leigh,  upon  trust,  to  employ  and  bestow 
the  said  annual  rent  towards  the  maintenance  of  a free  grammar  school  in 
Wigan,  for  bringing  up  of  poor  scholars  of  the  parish  and  town  of  Wigan  for 
ever. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  1st  February  1676,  between  William 
Daniel,  esquire,  mayor  of  the  borough  of  Wigan,  James  Molineaux,  alderman, 
and  three  others,  burgesses  of  the  said  borough,  of  the  one  part ; and  Edward 
Baron,  Gibert  Glover,  and  Robert  Ford,  of  the  other  part;  and  by  indenture 
of  feoffment,  bearing  date  the  2d  of  the  same  month  of  February,  between  the 
said  Edward  Baron,  Gilbert  Glover  and  Robert  Ford,  of  the  one  part;  and 
Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  and  several  other  persons  therein  named,  as  trustees  of 
the  other  part ; several  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  situate 
in  Aspull,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  called  Blackshaye  or  Backshaye,  with  the 
appurtenances,  and  two  other  closes  in  Wigan  and  Wigan  Woodhouses,  called 
the  White  llydeings,  or  Browne  Meadows,  and  also  a yearly  rent-charge  of 
20/.  issuing  out  of  a messuage  and  tenement  in  Thames-street,  London,  called 
the  Chalice  and  the  Shepherd,  and  other  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  in 
Mincing-lane,  London,  theretofore  the  inheritance  of  Hugh  Bullock  were  con- 
veyed and  assured  to  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradsheigh,  and  others  their  heirs  anil 
assigns,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  said  yearly  rent-charge,  and  all  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  for  and  towards  the 
maintenance,  keeping  and  continuing  of  the  said  free  grammar  school,  and  also 
for  and  towards  the  maintenance,  finding  and  keeping  of  one  or  more  sufficient 
able  and  learned  person  or  persons  to  be  schoolmaster  or  schoolmasters  thereof, 
and  to  teach  and  instruct  such  scholar  and  scholars,  child  and  children  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and  borough  of  Wigan,  and  such  others  as  the  said 
mayor  and  aldermen  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
think  fit  and  order,  as  should  from  time  to  time  come  and  repair  to  the  said 
school  to  be  instructed  and  taught  gratis,  and  without  any  thing  to  be  exacted 
or  demanded  to  be  paid  to  the  said  schoolmaster  or  masters  by  the  said  scholars 
and  children,  their  parents  or  friends,  or  any  for  their  use. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  22d  January  1723,  between  John 
Baldwin  the  younger,  and  Thomas  Bancks,  of  the  one  part;  and  John  Baldwin 
the  elder,  esquire,  then  mayor  of  the  borough  of  Wigan,  and  several  other 
persons  therein  named,  as  trustees  of  the  other  part ; reciting  that  Sir  John 
Bridgman,  bart.  gave  100/.  towards  the  purchasing  and  building  a new  free 
school  in  Wigan,  in  a more  convenient  place  than  the  then  school  stood  in,  and 
that  the  then  schoolhouse  had  become  ruinous  and  dangerous  for  the  masters 
to  teach  in ; and  that  several  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and  others  had 
voluntarily  subscribed  so  much,  as  with  the  said  sum  of  100/.  would  be  suffi- 
cient to  buy  lands,  and  to  erect  thereon  a new  schoolhouse,  and  other  necessary 
buildings  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  had, 
with  the  consent  of  the  subscribers,  paid  to  Alexander  Leigh,  for  the  purchase 
of  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned,  the  sum  of  210/.  and  that  the  said 
premises  had  been  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Baldwin  the  younger,  and  Thomas 
Banks;  the  said  John  Baldwin  the  younger,  and  Thomas  Banks,  conveyed 
a messuage,  or  burgage  and  tenement,  with  a croft  or  parcel  of  land  or  ground 
containing  about  half  an  acre,  called  Cockerham’s  house  and  croft,  situate  in 
or  near  a street  in  Wigan,  called  the  Mill  Gate,  to  the  said  John  Baldwin  the 
elder  and  others,  upon  such  trusts  as  were  contained  in  the  said  indenture  of 
1st  February  1676. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  6th  October  I7S7,  between  John 
Lever,  James  Tyrer,  and  John  Bent,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  James 
Barton,  Robert  Morris,  John  Blinkhorn,  John  Walmsley,  John  Ilodson,  William 
Clayton,  Thomas  Barton,  the  Rev.  Henry  Unsworth,.  John  Vause  the  younger, 
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the  Rev.  Robert  Latham  and  others  of  the  other  part ; the  said  John  Lever, 
James  Tyrer,  and  John  Bent,  in  pursuance  and  performance  of  the  trust  reposed  * 
in  them  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  James  Barton  and  others,  parties  of 
the  second  part  and  their  heirs,  the  said  free  grammar  school  and  the  messuages, 
lands  and  annuities  of  20/.  and  61.  13^.  4>d.  and  other  hereditaments  comprised 
in  the  aforesaid  several  indentures  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  indenture  of 
1st  February  1676. 

The  preceding  abstracts  are  taken  principally  from  the  recitals  contained  in 
an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  52  Geo.  3,  for  incorporating  the  governors  and 
other  purposes  hereafter  expressed,  the  original  deeds  being  kept  in  the  school 
chest. 

This  Act  of  Parliament  further  recites,  that  subsequently  to  the  year  1723  a 
new  school  had  been  built  on  part  of  the  land  comprised  in  some  of  the  inden- 
tures hereinbefore  recited.  That  by  indenture,  bearing  date  2d  May  1748,  the 
messuage  called  Cockerhams,  and  other  hereditaments  comprised  in  the  inden- 
ture of  22d  January  1723,  were  assigned  by  the  feoffees  of  the  school  to  Daniel 
Tyrer  his  executors,  &c.  for  the  residue  of  a term  of  500  years,  and  a burgage 
or  tenement  on  the  old  school  common  in  Wigan  being  theretofore  part  of  the 
old  school  was  demised  to  the  same  party  for  the  term  of  476  years,  for  securing 
the  sum  of  193/.  9 s.  9 d.  with  interest;  and  that  there  was  then  due  and 
owing  upon  the  said  mortgage  113/.  or  thereabouts,  with  about  two  years 
interest  thereon. 

It  is  further  recited,  that  by  the  statutes  made  formerly  by  the  trustees  the 
Greek  and  Latin  languages  were  to  be  taught  in  the  school ; that  the  clear 
revenue  of  the  school,  after  payment  of  interest  on  the  said  mortgage  money, 
and  allowing  for  taxes,  repairs  and  other  outgoings,  amounted  on  an  average  to 
no  more  than  125  /.  or  thereabouts,  exclusive  of  a dwelling-house  and  gardens, 
with  their  appurtenances,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Millgate-street  in  Wigan,  of 
the  clear  yearly  rent  of  29/.  4 5.  or  thereabouts,  which  premises  had  been  for 
many  years  enjoyed,  or  the  rents  thereof  received,  by  the  schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being,  and  applied  to  his  own  use  and  benefit,  but  were  not  comprised  in 
any  of  the  indentures  thereinbefore  recited  ; that  the  income  so  arising  would 
not  afford  salaries  to  the  master  and  usher  sufficient  to  induce  men  of  classical 
abilities  to  accept  those  offices  ; that  the  Rev.  Henry  Johnson  had  been  lately 
elected  head  master  with  a salary  of  100/.  per  annum,  but  that  the  trustees 
had  not  been  able  to  obtain  an  usher  with  the  qualifications  required  by  the 
statutes  for  the  last  two  years,  owing,  as  it  was  presumed,  to  the  small  salary  that 
could  be  afforded  from  the  revenue  of  the  school,  and  that  the  school  was  then 
without  an  usher.  It  is  further  recited,  that  the  several  messuages  and  lands 
in  Aspull  might  be  sold  to  very  great  advantage ; and  it  was  expected  that  the 
revenue  of  the  school  might  be  considerably  increased,  if  such  sale  were  to  be 
made  and  the  purchase  monies  invested  in  another  estate  or  estates,  to  be 
settled  upon  the  same  trusts  ; and  also  if  the  like  power  of  selling  and  investing 
the  produce  in  a new  purchase  were  given  with  respect  to  the  closes  in  Wigan 
and  Wigan  Woodhouses,  or  that  power  was  given  to  grant  leases  of  the  said 
closes  for  999  years,  or  for  some  other  long  term,  without  taking  any  fine,  and 
that  it  would  also  tend  to  the  benefit  of  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  if 
the  said  dwelling-house  and  gardens  on  the  east  side  of  the  Millgate-street  in 
Wigan,  which  were  greatly  out  of  repair,  were  also  sold,  and  the  clear  monies 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land,  to  be  settled  in  trust  for  the  schoolmaster  for 
the  time  being.  And  it  was  further  recited,  that  in  case  such  powers  as  afore- 
said were  given,  the  revenue  of  the  school  might  be  so  much  increased  as  to 
afford  adequate  salaries  for  the  head  master  and  usher;  and  that  it  was  pre- 
sumed that  the  said  foundation  would  be  much  improved  and  become  of 
general  benefit,  if  certain  persons  were  incorporated  as  governors  of  the  school, 
and  of  the  lands  and  revenues  belonging  to  the  same,  with  such  powers  as  are 
thereinafter  mentioned.  And  it  was  thereby  enacted,  that  the  mayor  of  the 
borough  of  Wigan  for  the  time  being,  and  the  aforesaid  James  Barton,  John 
Blinkhorn,  John  Walmsley,  John  Hodson,  William  Clayton,  Thomas  Barton, 
Henry  Unsworth,  John  Vause  and  Robert  Latham,  the  then  trustees  of  the 
school,  being  also  aldermen  or  burgesses  of  the  said  borough,  should  from 
thenceforth  be  a body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  “ The  Governors  of 
“ the  Free'  Grammar  School  of  the  Borough  of  Wigan,  in  the  County  Palatine 
“ of  Lancaster and  that  at  a meeting  to  be  held  within  one  year  from  the 

passing 
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passing  of  the  said  Act,  according  to  the  directions  thereinafter  contained, 
it  should  be  lawful  for  the  mayor,  and  the  major  part  of  the  nine  other  governors 
thereinbefore  appointed,  or  such  of  them  as  should  be  living  and  present  at  such 
meeting,  to  nominate  so  many  persons,  aldermen  or  burgesses  of  the  said  borough, 
to  be  governors  of  the  said  school,  as  should,  with  the  said  mayor  and  the  sur- 
viving governors  of  the  said  school,  make  up  the  number  of  fifteen,  and  that 
the  mayor  of  the  said  borough  for  the  time  being,  and  the  said  surviving 
governors,  and  the  other  governors  to  be  nominated  as  last  mentioned,  and  their 
successors,  should  from  thenceforth  be  governors  of  the  said  school ; and  that  as 
often  as  one  or  more  of  the  governors  should  die,  the  survivors  should,  at  the 
first  annual  meeting  after  the  happening  of  such  vacancy,  appoint  some  other  fit 
person  or  persons  to  be  governor  or  governors  in  the  place  of  him  or  them  so  dying, 
provided  that  no  person  should  be  chosen  unless  he  should  be  an  alderman  or 
burgess  of  the  said  borough,  and  a member  of  the  church  of  England ; and  it 
was  further  enacted,  that  all  the  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  comprised  in 
the  several  indentures  thereinbefore  recited,  or  then  belonging  to  the  said  free 
grammar  school,  and  also  the  dwelling-house,  with  the  gardens  and  appurte- 
nances on  the  east  side  of  Millgate-street,  in  Wigan,  should  be  and  the  same 
were  thereby  vested  in  the  said  governors  and  their  successors ; and  it  was 
declared  that  they  should  hold  the  same  and  all  other  lands,  &c.  thereafter  to 
be  granted  to  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  school,  upon  the  same  trusts  as  in  the 
indenture  of  1st  February  1676,  and  by  this  Act,  were  expressed  and  declared: 
and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  governors  or 
their  successors  to  sell  and  dispose  of  and  convey  the  aforesaid  messuages,  lands, 
&c.  in  Aspull,  the  closes  in  Wigan  and  Wigan  Woodhouses,  and  also  the  dwelling- 
house  and  gardens  on  the  east  side  of  the  Millgate-street,  in  Wigan,  entirely  or 
in  parcels,  and  by  public  sale  or  by  private  contract,  for  such  prices  as  could 
reasonably  be  obtained  for  the  same,  but  that  the  purchasers  thereof  should  pay 
their  purchase  monies  into  the  Bank  of  England,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant 
general  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery  ; that  out  of  such  monies  all  the  costs 
and  expenses  of  obtaining  this  Act,  and  attending  the  sale  of  the  said  premises, 
and  all  other  reasonable  costs  and  expenses  incident  to  the  execution  of  the 
trusts  thereby  reposed  in  the  said  trustees,  should  be  first  paid,  and  in  the  next 
place,  the  principal  sum  of  113/.  owing  on  the  aforesaid  mortgage  ; and  that  the 
residue  should  be  invested,  under  the  direction  of  the  High  Court  of  Chancery, 
in  the  purchase  of  freehold  manors,  messuages,  lands  or  tenements,  in  the  coun- 
ties of  Lancaster  or  Chester,  and  such  copyhold  premises  as  should  happen  to 
be  intermixed  therewith  or  contiguous  thereto,  and  should  not  exceed  in  value 
one-sixth  part  of  the  freehold  premises  to  be  conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  said 
governors  and  their  successors,  upon  trust,  as  to  the  premises  to  be  purchased 
with  the  monies  to  arise  by  sale  of  the  said  premises  other  than  the  dwelling- 
house  and  gardens  on  the  east  side  of  Millgate-street,  for  such  purposes  as  in 
the  said  indenture  of  1st  February  1676,  and  this  Act,  were  expressed,  and  as 
to  the  premises  to  be  purchased  with  the  monies  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  said 
dwelling-house  and  appurtenances  on  the  east  side  of  Millgate-street,  in  trust, 
for  and  that  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  might  at  all  times  thereafter  be  received 
by  the  head  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being;  and  it  was 
further  enacted,  that  until  such  purchases  should  be  made,  the  clear  residue  of 
the  said  monies  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  navy,  victualling  or 
exchequer  bills,  to  be  deposited  in  the  bank,  in  the  name  of  the  accountant 
general,  there  to  remain  until  proper  purchases  should  be  found,  and  that  the 
interest  thereof  should  be  laid  out  in  like  manner,  subject  to  such  orders  as  should 
be  made  by  the  said  Court  of  Chancery  for  applying  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof, 
in  making  up  the  head  master’s  and  usher’s  salaries  ; and  it  was  further  enacted, 
that  before  any  sale,  or  disposition  or  lease  should  be  made  of  any  part  of  the 
premises  above  mentioned,  a survey  and  valuation  of  the  fee-simple  of  the 
premises  so  to  be  sold,  and  of  the  yearly  value  of  the  premises  so  to  be  leased, 
should  be  made  in  person  by  two  surveyors,  who  should  previously  take  an 
oath,  in  the  form  therein  prescribed ; and  it  was  provided,  that  until  the  said 
dwelling-house  and  gardens  on  the  east  side  of  Millgate-street  should  be  sold, 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  received  by  the  head  schoolmaster  : and 
it  was  further  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  governors  to  demise 
any  part  of  the  said  closes  in  Wigan  and  Wigan  Woodhouses,  previously  to  the 
sale  thereof,  in  case  they  should  deem  it  for  the  benefit  of  the  trust  estate,  on 
Rep.

building  leases,  for  any  term  not  exceeding  999  years  in  possession,  without  fine, 
and  reserving  the  best  yearly  rents  that  could  be  obtained  ; and  it  was  further 
enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  governors  and  their  successors  to 
appoint  such  or  so  many  person  or  persons  to  be  master  or  masters  to  teach  and 
instruct  the  children  and  youth  who  should  be  educated  at  the  said  school, 
not  only  in  grammar  and  classical  learning,  but  also  in  the  modern  lan- 
guages, writing,  arithmetic,  geography  and  mathematics,  and  in  such  other 
branches  of  literature  as  should  from  time  to  time  in  their  judgment  be  proper 
and  necessary,  to  render  the  foundation  of  the  most  general  use  and  benefit, 
and  as  the  state  of  the  revenues  of  the  school  would  admit  (nevertheless  that 
there  should  be  always  one  head  master  and  one  usher  at  least);  and  that  they 
should,  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  estates  belonging  to  the  school,  pay  to  the  head 
master  and  usher  of  the  said  school,  and  to  any  additional  master  or  masters, 
such  annual  stipends  from  time  to  time  as  to  them  should  seem  meet,  so  as 
the  salary  of  the  head  master  should  not  be  less  than  100/.,  or  that  of  the 
usher  be  less  than  40 /.  a year,  clear  of  all  deductions;  and  that  whenever  it 
should  be  thought  proper  and  necessary  that  the  head  master  or  usher  of  the 
said  school,  or  any  other  master  to  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  ought  to  be 
removed  by  reason  of  immorality,  neglect  of  duty,  incapacity,  or  other  just  or 
reasonable  cause,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  governors  and  their  successors 
to  displace  him,  so  that  three  months  notice  in  writing,  under  the  hands  of  the 
said  governors,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them,  should  be  given  to  such  head 
master  or  usher,  or  left  at  his  place,  or  last  reputed  place  of  abode  ; provided, 
that  in  case  any  head  master  or  usher  should  be  displaced  for  incapacity  through 
the  visitation  of  God,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  governors  to  allow  out  of  the 
revenues  of  the  school,  he  having  been  such  head  master  or  usher  during  the 
term  of  15  years,  during  his  life,  or  for  so  long  time  as  they  should  think 
proper,  such  yearly  or  other  sum  of  money  as  to  them  should  seem  reasonable, 
not  exceeding  in  the  whole  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  15/.  to  such  head  master, 
or  10/.  to  such  usher,  and  so  as  the  salary  of  the  succeeding  head  master  and 
usher  should  not,  by  reason  of  such  allowance,  be  reduced  to  less  than  was 
before  mentioned : and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  no  iiead  master  or  usher, 
or  any  additional  master  to  whom  any  salary  should  be  paid  out  of' the  revenues 
of  the  said  school,  should,  without  leave  of  the  governors  first  had  in  writing, 
teach  or  accept  any  payment  for  teaching  any  persons  besides  the  children 
belonging  to  the  borough  of  Wigan,  or  officiate  as  curate  or  lecturer  in  the 
parish  church  of  Wigan,  or  perform  any  clerical  or  official  duty  in  any  church 
whatsoever,  within  the  usual  hours  appointed  for  teaching  at  the  said  school ; 
and  that  the  under  masters  and  ushers  should  be  under  the  direction  of  the 
head  master,  with  regard  to  the  children  and  youth  to  be  by  them  taught,  and  as 
to  the  methods  of  teaching  them  ; and  the  governors  were  authorized  to  lay  out 
so  much  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  trust  estates,  except  of  the  premises 
belonging  exclusively  to  the  head  master,  as  they  should  from  time,  to  time 
deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  support  and  improvement  of  the  said 
estate,  and  to  appoint  an  agent  or  receiver  of  the  rents,  with  such  yearly  salary 
as  they  should  think  reasonable,  so  as  the  same  should  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
1 s.  in  the  pound  of  such  clear  rents  and  monies  as  he  should  yearly  receive, 
and  so  as  the  salaries  of  the  head  master  and  usher  should  not  be  thereby 
reduced  to  less  than  was  before  mentioned  : and  it  was  enacted,  that  the 
governors  should  take  such  securities  from  the  said  agent  or  receiver,  and  also 
from  the  treasurer,  to  be  chosen  from  amongst  the  governors,  as  to  them  should 
seem  meet ; and  in  case  any  master  or  usher  should,  on  his  being  discharged, 
refuse  to  deliver  up  possession  of  any  of  the  school  premises  to  the  said 
governors  after  due  notice  to  quit,  a power  was  given  to  two  Justices  of  the 
peace  to  enter  and  put  the  said  governors  into  possession.  And  the  said 
governors  were  authorized  from  time  to  time  to  make  fit  and  wholesome  statutes 
concerning  the  disposition  of  the  estates  and  revenues,  and  the  repairing, 
improving  and  managing  the  trust  estates,  and  all  other  matters  whatsoever  for 
the  regulation  and  management  of  the  said  school  ; and  all  proceedings  of  the 
governors  were  to  be  entered  in  a book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose  by  their 
agent,  and  signed  by  the  major  part  of  the  governors  present  at  the  meetings 
at  which  the  same  should  be  had,  which  book  should  be  admitted  as  evidence ; 
and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  no  business  relating  to  the  said  school  or  trust 
premises  should  be  transacted,  except  at  a meeting  at  which  at  least  five 
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governors  should  be  present  (except  in  the  cases  otherwise  provided  for  by  this 
Act);  and  that  there  should  be  a meeting  of  the  governors  on  the  second  Wed- 
nesday in  June  yearly,  in  the  said  school,  or  some  public  place  within  the  said 
borough,  as  the  mayor  for  the  time  being  should  appoint ; and  that  it  should  be 
lawful  for  any  mayor,  or  any  two  governors  to  call  a meeting,  by  giving  notice 
in  writing  of  the  day,  place  and  purpose  of  such  meeting,  which  notices  were  to 
be  posted  as  therein  directed. 

The  royal  assent  to  this  Act  was  given  on  9th  June  1812.  A meeting  of  the 
governors  was  immediately  convened,  and  on  30th  June  it  was  resolved  that 
the  estate  in  Aspull  should  be  sold,  and  a surveyor  was  appointed  to  value  the 
same. 

On  the  15th  July  next,  the  surveyor  having  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by 
the  Act  of  Parliament,  made  his  report  to  the  governors,  stating  the  value  of 
the  fee-simple  of  the  estate  to  be  2,930/.  7 s. 

On  28th  July,  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh  offered  3,796/.  for  the  purchase  of  the 
estate,  which  was  accepted,  and  for  this  consideration  it  was  conveyed  to  him. 

The  sum  of  3,796/.  was  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  accountant-general,  and 
in  1S16,  2,300/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  an  estate  at  Appleton,  in 
Cheshire. 

The  following  is  an  account  of  the  application  of  the  funds  derived  from  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  to  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh. 

The  principal  part  of  the  sum  paid  to  the  accountant-general  was  first  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  exchequer  bills.

The  conveyance  of  the  estate  in  Appleton  was,  by  indenture  of  feoffment, 
bearing  date  20th  August  1816,  between  James  Billington,  of  the  first  part; 
Thomas  Barlow,  of  the  second;  Rebecca  Barlow,  of  the  third ; Joseph  Wag- 
staffe,  of  the  fourth  ; Thomas  Turner,  of  the  fifth  ; the  governors  of  the  free 
grammar  school,  of  the  sixth ; and  John  Marsh,  of  the  seventh  part.  This 
indenture  recites  several  deeds  of  conveyance  and  mortgage  of  the  premises 
thereinafter  described,  and  also  the  proceedings  under  the  Act  of  52  Geo.  3,  as 
to  the  sale  of  the  Aspull  estate,  and  that  the  master  in  Chancery  having  ap- 
proved of  the  purchase  of  the  premises  in  Appleton,  therein  described,  his 
report  was  confirmed  by  an  order  of  the  court,  made  13th  July  1816  ; and  the 
said  James  Billington,  by  the  direction  and  appointment  of  the  said  Thomas 
Barlow,  and  in  consideration  of  2,300/.  thereby  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the 
said  governors  and  their  successors  a messuage  and  tenement,  called  Dennow, 
in  Appleton,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  and  the  several  closes  thereto  belonging, 
known  by  the  names  therein  mentioned,  and  containing  by  estimation 
17a.  Sr.  i'lp.  Cheshire  measure,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  Act  of  Par- 
liament of  52  Geo.  3,  thereinbefore  recited  ; and  the  said  Joseph  Wagstaffe,  by 
the  direction  of  the  said  Joseph  Barlow,  assigned  to  the  said  John  Marsh,  his 
executors,  &c.  a term  of  500  years,  in  trust,  to  attend  the  inheritance ; and  the 
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said  Thomas  Turner,  by  the  like  direction,  assigned  to  the  said  governors 
another  term  of  1,000  years. 

The  present  governors  are  Thomas  Hardman,  esq.  (the  present  mayor),  the 
Honourable  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeman,  rector  of  Wigan,  Sir  Robert  Holt 
Leigh,  bart.  James  Alexander  Hodson,  esq.  John  Hodson  Kearsley,  esq. 
Thomas  Woodcock,  esq.  the  treasurer,  James  Cardwell,  esq.  Thomas  Darwell, 
esq.  Alexander  Haliburton,  esq.  and  the  Rev.  John  Vause.  There  are  three 
vacancies,  which  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  were  about  to  be  filled  up  at  the 
next  annual  meeting. 

The  property  now  belonging  to  the  school  consists  of  the  following  par- 
ticulars : — 


The  messuage  and  farm,  called  Dennow,  in  Appleton,  containing  by  ad- 
measurement 17  a.  3R.  14  r.  now  let  to  Samuel  Barker,  on  lease,  bearing 
rlate  26th  December  1827,  for  the  term  of  nine  years  from  Candlemas 
1828,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  --------- 

This  is  stated  to  have  been  the  best  rent  that  could  be  obtained. 
For  the  preceding  seven  years  the  rent  had  been  70/.  per  annum. 
The  buildings  upon  these  premises  are  now  in  good  condition,  a con- 
siderable sum  having  been  laid  out  in  repairs  since  the  purchase. 

The  two  closes  in  Wigan  and  Wigan  Woodhouses,  called  the  White  Ryde- 
ings  and  Brown  Meadows,  and  containing  about  three  acres,  let  to  John 
Wood,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  ------ 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  steps  have  been  taken  for  selling  these 
premises,  or  for  letting  them  on  building  leases,  according  to  the 
powers  given  to  the  governors  by  the  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in 
1812. 

A plot  of  land,  on  the  east  side  of  Scholfield-lane,  containing  4,197  square 
yards.  This  is  let  on  lease,  bearing  date  23d  July  1823,  to  Henry  Gaskell, 
for  the  term  of  999  years  from  the  date,  with  a covenant  on  the  part  of 
the  lessee  within  two  years  to  build  one  or  more  substantial  dwelling- 
houses,  worth  the  clear  yearly  sum  of  40/.  at  the  yearly  rent  of 

We  are  given  to  understand  that  these  terms  were  the  best  that 
could  be  obtained  ; but  at  present  there  are  only  one  or  two  small 
houses  built  upon  the  premises,  not  exceeding  in  value  10/.  a year. 

Three  cottages  in  Scholfield-lane,  in  Wigan,  let  to  three  several  yearly 
tenants,  viz.  William  Santers,  Christopher  Ince,  and  Betty  Grimshaw,  at 
the  rent  of  5/.  10s.  each  ------ 

A house,  with  outbildings,  and  a garden,  in  Millgate-street,  in  Wigan,  let 
to  James  Tindsley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  ------ 

The  four  houses  above-mentioned  are  very  old  buildings,  and  would 
require  a considerable  sum  to  put  them  into  good  repair. 

Five  other  houses  in  Millgate-street,  let  to  the  following  yearly  tenants; 
James  Rowe,  at  5/.  4s.  per  annum;  William  Woods,  at  7/.;  James 
Taylor,  Francis  Smails,  and  John  Birchall,  at  5 /.  10 s.  each  - 

The  last-mentioned  premises  are  also  out  of  repair,  but  not  in  so 
dilapidated  a state  as  those  in  Scholfield-lane. 

A cottage,  with  the  appurtenances,  on  School  Common,  in  Wigan,  let  to 
Christopher  Santers,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  - - - 

This  house  is  also  in  a very  ruinous  state. 

The  rents  above  mentioned  appear  to  be  as  high  as  can  well  be  ob- 
tained, considering  the  condition  of  the  buildings. 

There  is  also  belonging  to  the  school  a yearly  rent-charge  issuing  out  of 
premises  in  Thames-street,  London  - - - - - 

And  another  yearly  rent-charge  of  61.  13s.  4 d.  issuing  out  of  an  estate  in 
Orrell,  called  Ackhurst,  now  belonging  to  Charles  Porter,  from  which 
2s.  6d.  is  deducted  yearly  for  land-tax,  leaving  a clear  payment  of

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All  these  rents,  excepting  the  rent-charge  of  20/.,  which  is  transmitted  to  the 
bank  of  Messrs.  Thicknesses  Woodcock,  are  collected  by  Mr.  John  Croudson, 
a solicitor,  in  Wigan,  who  has  been  appointed  collector  by  the  governors.  If 
any  small  sums  are  required  for  repairs  or  any  other  incidental  expenses,  he 
pays  them  out  of  the  money  he  receives,  and  the  residue,  except  a small  balance 
which  he  usually  keeps  in  hand,  is  paid  into  the  bank  above  mentioned, 
Mr.  Woodcock  being  the  treasurer. 

The  income  derived  from  these  sources  amounts  to  201  /.  45. 10r/.  per  annum. 

There  are  also  other  premises  on  the  east  side  of  Millgate-street,  which  are 
let  by  the  schoolmaster  himself;  viz.  a house  and  garden,  let  to  John  Fairhurst, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  24  /.  per  annum  ; and  a garden  adjoining,  let  to  Edward 
Glassbrook,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  4/.  per  annum. 

1 he  house  is  kept  in  repair  by  the  schoolmaster.  He  has  lately  expended 
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about  15/.  upon  it,  and  it  is  now  in  good  condition  except  as  to  the  floors, 
which  are  represented  as  being  very  old  and  bad. 

The  master  has  also  the  use  of  the  school  built  on  Cockerham’s  croft  and  the 
yard.  These  premises  are  kept  in  good  repair  by  the  governors,  out  of  the 
rents. 

After  the  passing  of  the  Act  of  Parliament,  the  head  master  received 
a salary  of  100/.  and  the  usher  a salary  of  40/.  until  Mr.  Thomas  Collett,  who 
now  acts  as  head  master,  was  appointed  by  the  governors  in  January  1817*  At 
the  meeting  held  upon  this  occasion  the  following  resolution  was  agreed  to  : 
That  the  trustees  could  not  appoint  a successor  to  Mr.  Bowstead  (who  had 
lately  resigned  the  situation  of  headmaster)  with  a salary  of  100/.  a year,  and 
that  no  larger  sum  than  100/.  a year,  together  with  the  head  master’s  house, 
could  be  offered  as  a remuneration  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  both  of  head 
and  under-master ; that  Mr.  Collett,  the  then  under-master,  should  be  appointed 
to  take  upon  himself  the  entire  management  of  the  school  until  a master  and 
usher  could  be  regularly  appointed,  with  the  respective  salaries  of  100/.  and  40  /. 
required  by  the  Act;  that  Mr.  Collett  should  provide  an  usher  at  a salary  of  40/. 
and  should  receive  60/.  a year  for  himself,  together  with  such  perquisites  as 
might  arise  from  the  teaching  writing  and  arithmetic  and  other  casualties,  and 
that  the  number  of  scholars  should  not  exceed  eighty  without  special  permission 
of  the  governors. 

Mr.  Collett  had,  from  the  year  1813,  held  the  situation  of  usher,  and  when 
the  office  of  head-master  became  vacant,  notice  of  the  vacancy  was  advertized, 
and  many  persons  offered  themselves  as  candidates.  Mr.  Collett,  however,  was 
alone  examined  and  appointed,  and  notice  was  given  that  the  other  candidates 
need  not  attend. 

In  addition  to  the  terms  expressed  in  the  resolution  above  noticed,  it  was 
provided  that  Mr.  Collett  should  instruct  one-half  of  the  day  scholars  in  Greek 
and  Latin,  if  so  many  should  be  ready  to  receive  such  instruction,  and  that  the 
other  day  scholars  should  be  taught  by  the  usher  in  English  grammar,  reading 
and  spelling. 

Mr.  Collett  was  also  allowed  to  take  boarders,  the  house  he  then  occupied 
being  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  about  twenty. 

The  freedom  of  the  school  is  not  limited  to  the  children  of  any  particular 
place  ; but  all  who  apply  are  admitted  by  the  master  without  any  appointment 
by  the  governors,  provided  they  can  read  tolerably  well  in  the  English  Testa- 
ment. 

The  sum  of  Is.  is  required  on  entrance,  and  the  like  sum  annually  for  firing 
and  for  a cockpenny  ; but  though  these  charges  are  confined  to  1 s.  each,  the 
sums  actually  paid  by  the  scholars  vary  from  Is.  to  1/.  Is.  according  to  the 
ability  of  their  parents.  Such  scholars  as  learn  writing  and  accounts,  pay 
from  7 s*  to  10s.  6d.  a quarter;  there  are  few  boys,  either  in  the  upper  or 
lower  school,  who  do  not  require  and  pay  for  such  instruction. 

About  three  years  after  the  appointment  above  mentioned,  Mr.  Collett  dis- 
continued taking  boarders,  and  he  has,  therefore,  considered  himself  under  an 
obligation  to  take  100  instead  of  80  day-scholars,  if  so  many  apply. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  he  had  ninety -five  boys,  of  whom  forty-five  were 
learning  Latin  under  his  own  immediate  care.  Two  of  them  are  also  learning 
Greek.  The  boys  under  the  usher  are  taught  reading  and  English  grammar, 
and  some  are  learning  geometry  and  mathematics.  The  usher  is  assisted  by  the 
head  master  in  teaching  writing  and  accounts. 

In  addition  to  the  yearly  salary  of  100  /.  and  the  rent  of  the  premises  on  the 
east  side  of  Millgate-street,  the  head  master  has  the  benefit  of  the  payments 
made  for  entrance  and  firing  and  the  cockpennies,  except  that  on  the  entering  of 
every  new  scholar  the  sum  of  1 s.  is  applied  towards  the  purchase  of  books  for 
the  school  library,  which  is  kept  in  a room  above  the  school.  Out  of  this 
income  the  master  pays  to  the  usher  65/.  a year. 

To  account  for  the  application  of  the  residue  of  the  income  remaining  after 
the  payment  of  the  master’s  salary,  it  will  be  necessary  to  give  a summary  of  the 
disbursements  from  April  1811,  soon  after  which  the  first  steps  appear  to  have 
been  taken  for  procuring  the  Act  of  Parliament  enabling  the  trustees  to  sell  the 
Aspull  estate. 

From  April  1811,  to  June  1816,  Mr.  William  Clayton,  one  of  the  trustees. 
Rep.  21.  Mm  acted

At  a meeting  of  the  governors,  held  in  July  1817,  an  account  was  taken  of 
the  sum  then  remaining  due  to  Mr.  Clayton,  and  2 31.  125.  lie?,  was  added  to 
the  balance  above  mentioned  for  interest,  which  had  been  omitted,  and  for 
interest  up  to  the  22d  December  preceding,  making  in  the  whole  a balance  due 
to  Mr.  Clayton  of  449/.  14$.  11  d.  Towards  the  payment  of  this  sum  he 
received  from  the  Accountant-General,  under  an  order  of  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  as  already  stated,  291/.  Gs.  8 d.,  and  a resolution  wras  passed  at  this 
meeting,  that  the  sum  of  158/.  85.  3d.  remaining  due  to  Mr.  Clayton,  should 
be  paid  to  him  with  interest  by  the  treasurer,  as  soon  as  the  state  of  the  funds 
would  permit. 

The  sum  of  158/.  85.  3d.  is  still  due  to  Mr.  Clayton,  with  interest  thereon, 
from  December  I8I7. 

From  June  1810,  Mr.  Woodcock  has  acted  as  treasurer,  and  it  appears  from 
his  accounts  that  up  to  the  11th  June  1828,  he  had  received  1,505/.  85.  Id.  out 
of  which  he  has  made  the  following  payments :

When  the  treasurer’s  accounts  were  audited  by  the  governors  in  June  182S, 
there  was  a balance  in  his  hands  of  9/.  Is.  1 d.,  and  there  was  at  the  same  period 
a balance  in  the  hands  of  the  collector  amounting  to  14/.  2 s.  9 d. 

The  expenses  incurred  annually  in  the  repairs  of  buildings  in  the  town  of 
Wigan,  do  not  appear  in  the  treasurer’s  account,  as  they  are  generally  paid  by 
the  collector. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts  of  the  collectors,  that  the  average  amount  of 
several  small  sums  paid  by  them  for  repairs  and  other  incidental  expenses,  have 
amounted  from  1816  to  1828,  to  about  24/.  a year,  exclusive  of  5 /.  per  cent 

upon 
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upon  the  sum  received,  which  he  retains  at  the  time  of  making  up  his  accounts 
before  the  governors  at  their  annual  meeting  in  June.  It  is  to  be  observed  that 
the  Act  of  Parliament  above-mentioned  gives  no  authority  for  such  deduction, 
until  after  the  payment  of  the  full  salaries  of  100 /.  and  40 /.  to  the  head  master 
and  usher. 

From  the  preceding  statement,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  gross  annual  income 
received  on  behalf  of  the  governors,  amounts  at  the  present  time  to  201 /.  4 s.  10  d. 
out  of  which  there  is  payable  to  the  schoolmaster  the  yearly  salary  of  100/. 
After  this  payment  there  remains  upwards  of  100/.  per  annum,  subject  to  what 
may  be  required  for  any  incidental  expenses ; a considerable  portion  of  this 
income  ought  to  be  applied  in  putting  into  repair  the  buildings  in  Wigan, 
which,  as  we  have  already  observed,  are  for  the  most  part  in  a very  ruinous 
state,  as,  by  any  further  delay,  the  income  would  probably  in  a short  time  be 
very  much  decreased.  It  is  also  to  be  remembered,  that  there  is  due  to 
Mr.  Clayton,  on  account  of  the  money  advanced  by  him  as  treasurer,  previously 
to  June  1816,  a sum  of  upwards  of  200/.  for  principal  and  interest,  and  that 
interest  is  still  accruing  on  158/.  85.  3 d.  the  original  amount  of  his  debt. 

Under  these  circumstances,  instead  of  taking  any  immediate  steps  for  in- 
creasing the  master’s  salary,  it  would  perhaps  be  more  advisable  to  adopt  a 
regular  plan  of  expending  annually  a part  of  the  income  in  substantial  repairs, 
and  in  paying  off  the  debt  due  to  Mr.  Clayton,  if  it  is  demanded  j but  such  a 
system  of  management  will  require  much  more  careful  attention  than  any  of  the 
governors  appear  to  have  bestowed  lately  upon  the  affairs  of  the  school.

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Markland’s  Charity. 

By  Indentures  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  respectively  1st  and  2d  February 
1665,  whereby  the  premises  belonging  to  the  charities  of  Mason  and  Bullock, 
were  conveyed  by  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh  and  others  as  surviving  trustees,  to 
.the  use  of  themselves  and  twenty-five  others,  upon  certain  trusts  declared  in  an 
indenture  of  1632,  an  abstract  of  which  is  given  in  a subsequent  page  in  our 
account  of  the  charities  above  mentioned,  certain  lands  in  the  parish  of 
Broughton-in-Furness,  called  Angerton  Marsh,  are  conveyed  to  the  same  par- 
ties and  upon  the  same  trusts,  these  lands  being  described  as  the  gift  of  Oliver 
Mar/cland,  and  stated  to  have  been  then  vested  in  the  same  persons  as  the 
Rainford  estate  and  other  premises  comprised  in  those  indentures. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  6th  November  1727*  between  Ralph  Bancks  of  the 
one  part,  and  Alexander  Leigh  and  others,  described  as  feoffees  of  certain  rents 
and  lands  for  the  use  of  the  poor  people  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  borough 
of  Wigan,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  that  Oliver  Markland,  late  citizen  and 
innholder  of  London,  had  granted  to  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of 
Wigan,  and  their  successors,  certain  lands  in  the  parish  of  Broughton,  called 
Angerton  Marsh,  for  the  relief,  benefit  and  advantage  of  the  poor  people  inhabi- 
tants of  the  said  town  and  borough,  which  lands  lying  adjacent  to  and  bordering 
on  the  sea  coast,  had  always  been  exposed  to  the  continual  overflowing  of  the 
ocean,  and  had  thereby  been  daily  impaired  both  in  value  and  substance ; and 
reciting,  that  about  the  year  1706  the  then  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses, 
feoffees  of  the  said  lands,  having  taken  into  consideration  the  injury  done  to 
the  said  lands  whereby  the  pious  intent  of  the  donor  was  frustrated,  had 
unanimously  agreed  that  it  was  the  most  proper  expedient,  in  order  to  preserve 
the  donor’s  intention,  that  the  said  lands  should  be  sold  and  the  money  arising 
therefrom  disposed  of  to  the  like  uses  ; and  further  reciting,  that  in  pursuance 
thereof  the  said  lands  had  been  sold  for  the  sum  of  25/.  which  had  been  placed 
out  to  interest,  and  the  produce  thereof  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  the 
said  lands  were  given,  the  said  Ralph  Bancks  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum 
of  2 51.  granted  to  the  said  Alexander  Leigh  and  others  and  their  heirs,  a yearly 
rent-charge  of  20s.  clear  of  all  deductions,  issuing  out  of  a messuage  or  bur- 
gage and  tenement  in  a street  in  Wigan,  called  Standishgate,  then  the  inheri- 
tance of  the  said  Ralph  Bancks,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  the  poor  people 
inhabitants  of  the  said  borough,  payable  every  6th  October,  with  a power  of 
distress  in  case  of  nonpayment. 

This  rent-charge  of  20s.  has  been  included  in  the  description  of  the  premises 
intended  to  be  conveyed  to  new  trustees  from  time  to  time,  with  the  premises 
belonging  to  the  charities  of  Mason  and  Bullock. 
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Wigan.  No  payment  has  been  received  for  a great  number  of  years,  and  we  could 

obtain  no  evidence  whatever,  to  show  what  the  premises  are  upon  which  it  is 

charged. 

Guest’s  Charity. 

Guest’s  Charity.  An  account  of  the  charity  of  John  Guest,  who  by  his  Will,  bearing  date 

' — y 28th  September  1653,  gave  to  the  ministers  of  the  parish  church  of  Wigan  and 

six  other  places,  the  yearly  sum  of  31.  155.  each,  charged  upon  his  lands  in 
Abram,  will  be  found  in  our  19th  Report,  p.  226. 

The  trusts  upon  which  the  several  rent-charges  were  given,  are  as  follows : 
that  the  respective  ministers  for  the  time  being  should  therewith  buy  yearly 
one  hundred  and  twelve  yards  of  linen  cloth,  to  be  bestowed  on  45  of  the 
poorest  people  within  each  parish,  such  as  the  said  respective  ministers  should 
conceive  to  stand  in  the  greatest  need  of  the  same. 

In  our  former  Report  above  referred  to,  we  have  stated  the  purport  of  an 
Act  of  Parliament  passed  15  Car.  2,  whereby  it  was  provided  that  until  the 
sum  of  500/.  should  be  laid  out  as  therein  directed,  the  premises  in  Abram 
should  stand  charged  with  the  yearly  sum  of  31.  105.  and  no  more  to  each  of 
the  said  parishes.  The  proportionable  part  of  the  sum  of  500/.  was  probably 
never  paid  to  the  parish  of  Wigan,  as  the  yearly  sum  of  31.  105.  is  still  received 
as  a rent-charge  issuing  out  of  a farm  in  Abram,  called  Bolton  House,  now  the 
property  of  Edward  Ackers,  of  Widnes,  and  in  the  occupation  of  the  widow 
of  the  late  Thomas  Stirrup. 

This  sum  is  received  by  the  rector’s  steward  from  Mrs.  Stirrup,  and  since  the 
year  1824  has  been  divided  as  follows :

The  other  townships  in  the  parish,  formerly  received  a small  portion  of  this 
charity,  but  this  practice  was  discontinued,  probably  on  account  of  the  small- 
ness of  the  sum  to  be  divided. 

The  share  of  the  township  of  Wigan  is  added  to  the  income  arising  from  the 
charities  of  Willis  and  Diggles  hereafter  mentioned,  and  the  other  shares  are 
usually  given  to  the  overseers  of  the  respective  townships,  who  distribute  the 
amount  with  other  charity  money  to  the  poor. 

By  this  mode  of  dividing  the  income  of  this  charity,  a great  portion  is  dis- 
tributed in  such  small  sums,  that  the  poor  derive  very  little  or  no  benefit  from 
it,  it  seems  advisable  that  the  whole  should  be  laid  out  in  linen,  and  that  some 
article  of  clothing  should  be  given  to  such  poor  persons  of  any  part  of  the 
parish  as  may  be  thought  by  the  rector  most  in  distress. 

Sixsmith’s  Charity. 

Sixsmith’s  Charity.  Robert  Sixsmith,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  4th  January  1688,  as  appears  by 
the  recitals  contained  in  the  following  deed,  devised  two  closes  in  Wigan,  and 
another  close  in  Ince  in  Makerfield,  to  the  poor  indigent  and  needful  people  of 
Wigan,  for  ever,  to  be  dealt  and  distributed  to  the  said  poor,  at  the  will  and 
discretion  of  his  trustees  thereinafter  named  with  the  overseers  of  the  said  town, 
ten  days  before  Christmas,  yearly,  the  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  poor  of  Scholes, 
and  the  other  moiety  to  the  rest  of  the  said  town  ; and  he  appointed  Roger 
Brown,  John  Latham,  Alexander  Rylance  and  William  Whittle,  trustees  for 
the  overlooking  and  executing  his  said  will,  hoping  that  they,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  would  see  the  said  charity  distributed  according  to  his  will. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  21st  November  1763,  reciting  the 
will  of  Robert  Sixsmith,  and  that  Roger  Brown  was  the  survivor  of  the  trustees 
therein  named,  Elizabeth  Seddon,  the  grand-daughter  and  heir  of  the  said  Roger 
Brown,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  Thomas  Barton  and  nine  others,  and  their  heirs, 
the  two  closes  in  Wigan,  containing  one  acre  and  a half,  and  the  close  in  Ince, 
then  divided  into  two,  and  containing  two  acres,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the 
yearly  rents  and  profits  amongst  the  poor,  indigent  and  needful  people  inhabitants 
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of  Scholes,  and  the  rest  of  the  town  of  Wigan,  in  the  same  manner  as 
expressed  in  the  donor’s  will ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  six  or  more  of 
the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  or  survivor,  or  his  heir,  should  convey 
the  premises  to  such  other  persons  residing  or  having  estates  in  Wigan  as  they 
should  think  meet  and  choose  in  the  place  of  the  persons  so  dying. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th  September 
1828,  reciting  the  indenture  of  1763,  and  that  by  the  death  of  all  the  parties 
thereto,  and  by  divers  mesne  conveyances  the  premises  were  then  vested  in  the 
Hon.  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeman,  James  Seddon  and  Robert  Seddon  the  elder, 
as  the  only  surviving  feoffees,  they  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  the  use  of 
themselves  and  John  Holt,  Robert  Seddon  the  younger,  William  Eccles,  John 
Fisher,  Henry  Robinson,  Ralph  Bolton,  James  Eckersley,  John  Mather, 
Thomas  Walls,  Richard  Marsden,  Thomas  Green,  John  Hardman,  and 
William  Gidiow,  and  their  heirs. 

The  close  in  Wigan,  consisting  of  about  one  acre  and  a half,  at  eight  yards  to 
the  perch,  with  a small  cottage  lately  erected  thereon,  is  let  to  Thomas  Burns  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a good  yearly  rent  of  20  /.,  the  trustees  paying  the  amount  of 
the  poor’s  rates  assessed  thereon. 

The  land  in  Ince  containing  about  one  acre  and  a quarter,  exclusive  of  what 
has  been  taken  for  the  canal,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  is  let  to  James  Seddon,  one 
of  the  old  trustees,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  10  /.  a year.  Mr.  Seddon  succeeded  his 
father,  who  died  in  1811,  and  who  held  this  land  at  the  same  rent  on  a lease  for 
his  life.  About  a quarter  of  an  acre  was  taken  about  the  year  1817  by  the  Leeds 
and  Liverpool  Canal  Company,  under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Parliament, 
from  the  land  originally  settled  to  the  use  of  the  charity,  and  a rent  of 
2/.  13-s.  6d.  is  paid  yearly  to  Mr.  Seddon  in  respect  thereof,  and  a part  of 
the  field  is  underlet  by  Mr.  Seddon  at  4/.  a year.  It  appears  that  a higher  rent 
might  be  obtained  for  these  premises  ; and  though  Mr.  Seddon  states  that  he 
has  laid  out  a considerable  sum  in  draining  and  manuring  the  land,  it  appears 
that  the  expediency  of  reletting  it  ought  to  be  immediately  taken  into  considera- 
tion by  the  trustees. 

There  are  two  strata  of  coal  under  the  land  in  Ince,  and  it  is  suspected  that 
the  owner  of  the  adjoining  land  has  extended  his  works  under  the  charity  land. 
This  also  is  a proper  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  trustees.  It  is  proposed 
to  dispose  of  the  whole  of  the  coal  upon  the  best  terms  that  can  be  obtained,  as 
soon  as  a favourable  opportunity  occurs. 

Under  the  land  in  Wigan  some  coal  was  got  about  ten  years  ago,  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Hibbert,  who  then  acted  as  trustee  ; it  is  not  known  what  was 
the  amount  of  the  produce ; and  as  Mr.  Hibbert  died  in  embarrassed  circum- 
stances, there  is  no  hope  of  being  able  to  recover  any  thing  from  his  estate,  if 
any  thing  were  in  fact  due  from  him.  The  cottage  above  mentioned  is  supposed 
to  have  been  built  with  part  of  the  proceeds  of  the  coal. 

The  rents  have  for  several  years  been  received  by  Mr.  James  Seddon  and 
Mr.  Robert  Seddon,  who  have  divided  the  amount  yearly,  at  Christmas,  after 
paying  any  incidental  expenses,  into  two  parts,  one  half  of  which  is  retained  for 
the  poor  of  Scholes,  and  the  other  half  is  divided  into  four  shares  for  the  poor  of 
the  rest  of  the  town  of  Wigan,  viz.  Hallgate,  Millgate,  Standishgate,  and 
Wallgate. 

In  the  years  1826  and  1827»  a great  portion  of  the  rent  of  the  land  in  Wigan 
was  lost  by  the  death  and  insolvency  of  the  then  tenant,  and  about  18  /.  was  laid 
out  in  repairing  the  cottage  ; so  that  there  remained  only  16/.  14 s.  7 d.  to  be 
divided  as  above  mentioned  for  those  two  years. 

In  July  1828,  there  was  a balance  in  the  Bank  at  Wigan,  amounting  to 
15/.  15  s.  6d.  out  of  which  the  expenses  of  the  last  trust  deed  are  to  be 
defrayed. 

The  share  applicable  to  the  poor  of  Hallgate  is  given  to  the  rector,  who  dis- 
poses of  it,  with  the  rent  of  Page  Fields,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  under  the  head 
of  the  charities  of  Willis  and  Diggles. 

The  share  applicable  to  the  poor  of  Scholes  is  distributed  by  James  and  Robert 
Seddon,  and  the  share  for  the  other  parts  of  the  town  are  given  to  Richard 
Marsden  for  Millgate,  John  Crowdson  for  Standishgate,  and  Ralph  Bolton  for 
Wallgate. 

Except  the  rector,  all  the  persons  above  named  have  adopted  nearly  the  same 
mode  of  distribution,  and  have  given  something  to  every  poor  person  in  their 
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respective  districts.  As  the  population  is  very  large,  the  sums  given  to  each 
scarcely  ever  exceed  Is.  and  are  very  frequently  as  low  as  2d.  This  practice 
seems  highly  objectionable,  and  we  think  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  trustees  to 
meet  together,  and  decide  upon  a more  useful  system  of  application  ; and  it 
seems  desirable  that  they  should  unite  in  selecting  the  objects  of  charity,  instead 
of  leaving  the  choice  to  any  individual. 

Ford’s  Charity. 

Gilbert  Ford,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2d  January  1705,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  devised  one  moiety  of  a close  in  Wigan,  called  the  Bannycroft, 
containing,  by  estimation,  three  tofts  of  land  or  thereabouts,  to  Elizabeth 
Ford  and  her  heirs ; and  he  devised  the  other  moiety  to  John  Baldwin  and 
William  Brown  (whom  he  appointed  his  executors,)  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  to  lay  out  the  rents  and  profits  in  linen  cloth  and  thread,  and 
to  cause  shifts  to  be  made  thereof,  and  distribute  the  same  to  such  poor  persons, 
inhabitants  of  Wigan,  every  Christmas-eve,  as  they  should  in  their  discretion 
think  convenient.  Mary,  the  widow  of  James  Tenant,  has  now  the  manage- 
ment of  this  charity,  and  the  letting  of  the  close  called  the  Bannycroft,  one 
moiety  of  which  belongs  to  her  family  under  a devise  from  a Miss  Lathom. 

This  close  contains  hardly  one  acre  of  land,  and  is  let  to  Thomas  Dancey,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  61. 

With  one  moiety  of  the  rent  Mrs.  Tenant  purchases  linen  or  flannel,  which 
she  has  made  up  into  garments,  and  gives  them  away,  about  Christmas,  to  such 
poor  women  of  the  town  of  Wigan,  as  she  thinks  most  proper  objects  of 
charity. 

Charities  of  Welles,  Holt  and  others. 

In  a Decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  the  county  palatine  of  Lancaster, 
made  in  a suit  instituted  by  the  Attorney  General  against  Thomas  Bowyer,  3d 
September  1741,  it  is  recited,  that  FJlen  Welles,  by  her  will,  bearing  date 
22d  August  1707,  bequeathed  100/.  to  the  poor  of  Wigan,  and  that  Richard 
Welles,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  8th  December  1707,  bequeathed  200/.  either 
to  be  made  use  of  towards  employing  the  poor  of  Wigan,  or  the  improvement 
thereof,  to  put  boys  of  that  town  apprentices,  yearly,  for  ever. 

By  the  decree  above  mentioned,  and  another  made  in  the  same  suit  2d  March 
1752,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  100/.  left  by  Ellen  Welles,  and  200/.  left  by 
Richard  Welles,  should  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  Wigan,  and  placed  out  by  them,  with  the  consent  of  the  mayor  and  justice 
of  the  borough  of  Wigan  ; the  produce  of  100/.  to  be  laid  out  in  linen  cloth,  to 
be  distributed  at  Christmas,  yearly,  amongst  such  of  the  poor  belonging  to  the 
town  of  Wigan,  as  the  churchwardens,  with  the  mayor  and  justice  of  the  peace 
of  Wigan  for  the  time  being  should  appoint,  and  the  produce  of  the  sum  of 
200/.  to  be  disposed  of  in  employing  the  poor,  or  in  putting  out  the  poor  boys 
of  the  town  of  Wigan  apprentices,  by  the  overseers  and  churchwardens  of  Wigan, 
with  the  consent  of  the  said  mayor  and  justice  of  the  peace. 

Edward  Holt,  by  his  Will  bearing  date  7th  October  1704,  bequeathed  150/. 
to  James  Holt  and  nine  others  of  the  town  or  parish  of  Wigan,  upon  trust,  to 
put  forth  the  same  at  interest,  or  to  lay  it  out  in  purchasing  lands  or  a rent- 
charge,  and  to  lay  out  the  yearly  produce  thereof  in  oat  bread,  or  any  other 
sort  of  bread,  as  they  should  think  most  meet ; and  he  directed  that  they  should 
cause  such  bread  to  be  distributed  to  such  poor  people,  as  for  the  time  being 
should  inhabit  and  dwell  within  Wigan,  and  also  within  the  townships  of  Haigh, 
Aspull,  Ince,  Pemberton,  Hindley,  Abram  and  Winstanley,  as  the  said  trustees, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  direct  and  appoint,  the  same  bread  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  the  parish  church  of  Wigan,  in  manner  following,  (that  is  to  say,) 
22  penny  loaves  every  Sunday,  viz.  one  Sunday  to  the  poor  of  Wigan,  and  the 
other  Sunday  to  the  poor  of  Haigh,  Aspull.  Ince,  Pemberton,  Hindley,  Abram 
and  Winstanley,  and  so  on  alternately  ; and  he  further  bequeathed  to  the  same 
trustees  75/.  upon  trust,  that  they  should  lay  out  the  same  in  like  manner,  and 
with  the  yearly  produce  thereof  buy  10  twopenny  loaves  every  Sunday,  and 
distribute  the  same  in  the  parish  church  of  Wigan,  to  10  of  the  most  necessitous 
poor  persons,  inhabitants  within  the  town  of  Wigan,  such  as  the  said  trustees 
should  nominate ; and  he  thereby  appointed,  that  whenever  seven  of  the  said 
trustees  should  happen  to  die,  the  survivors  or  survivor,  and  his  heirs,  should 
choose  seven  other  honest  substantial  persons,  inhabiting  in  the  town  of  Wigan, 

to 
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to  be  trustees,  in  the  room  of  those  so  dying.  The  same  testator  also  left  to  Wigan. 

trustees  100/.,  the  yearly  produce  thereof  to  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of  bread  

for  the  poor  of  Blackrod.  This  benefaction  is  noticed  amongst  the  lost  charities  ^a”dcsof  clies. 
in  that  township,  19  Rep.  p.  191.  He  also  bequeathed  25/.  for  the  better  ° continued***' 

maintenance  of  poor  householders  and  inhabitants  belonging  to  Shevington,  or  ' 

for  teaching  poor  children  to  read,  or  binding  them  out  apprentices.  This 
legacy  may  possibly  form  part  of  a sum  of  70  /.  mentioned  in  our  account  of  the 
charities  in  that  township,  under  the  head  of  Holt’s  Charity,  15  Rep.  p.  238. 

The  several  legacies  above  mentioned  were  laid  out  in  1774,  together  with 
other  money,  upon  the  workhouse,  as  hereafter  mentioned. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  16th  and  17th  June  1767, 
between  John  Marsden,  of  the  first  part ; Thomas  Barton,  of  the  second  part ; 
and  William  Ollerhead,  mayor  of  Wigan,  the  Rev.  Shirley  Cotes,  rector  of 
Wigan,  and  John  Percival  and  seven  others,  the  then  churchwardens  of  the  said 
parish  and  overseers  of  the  town  of  Wigan,  of  the  third  part ; the  said  John 
Marsden  and  Thomas  Barton,  in  consideration  of  175/.  conveyed  to  the  said 
William  Ollerhead  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a close  of  land,  being 
part  of  a field  called  the  Great  Trumper’s  Field,  and  containing,  by  estimation, 

1a.  Ir.  18p.  upon  trust,  to  build  thereon  one  or  more  houses  to  be  used  as  a 
workhouse  for  the  maintenance  and  employment  of  the  poor  of  the  borough  and 
town  of  Wigan  ; and  upon  further  trust,  to  demise  the  same  by  way  of  mortgage 
for  securing  the  repayment  of  any  sums  of  money  borrowed  for  the  building  or 
furnishing  the  said  houses ; and  upon  trust,  to  pay  the  clear  profits  of  the  said 
close  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Wigan,  as  the  said  trustees, 
with  the  mayor  of  Wigan  and  the  justice  of  the  peace  of  the  same,  and  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  should  think  fit. 

By  indenture  bearing  date  13th  June  1768,  the  premises  above  mentioned 
were  demised  for  2,000  years  to  the  Right  honourable  Richard  Clayton,  as  a 
security  for  the  sum  of  200/.  with  interest ; and  by  indenture  bearing  date  22d 
October  1771,  Edward  Clayton  and  Richard  Clayton,  executors  of  the  above- 
named  Richard  Clayton,  assigned  the  said  term  to  Roger  Holt,  his  executors, 

&c.  in  trust  for  the  said  Edward  Clayton. 

There  was  also  produced  to  us  an  indenture,  bearing  date  24>th  March  1774, 
between  Joanna  Holt  and  Thomas  Barton,  executors  of  the  above-named  Roger 
Holt,  of  the  first  part  ; Robert  and  William  Clayton,  executors  of  the  above- 
named  Edward  Clayton,  of  the  second  part ; Robert  Green,  the  then  mayor, 

William  Ollerhead  and  six  others,  of  the  third  part ; and  Robert  Percival,  Wil- 
liam Bolton  and  William  Rigby,  of  the  fourth  part ; purporting  to  be  an  assign- 
ment of  the  said  term  of 2, 000  years,  as  a security  for  the  sum  of  892/.  6s.  2 d. 

■with  interest,  to  the  parties  of  the  fourth  part,  who,  it  is  recited,  had  advanced 
for  the  building  and  furnishing  the  said  workhouse-,  692/.  65.  2 d.,  and  had  also 
paid  off  the  said  sum  of  200/. 

<.  This  indenture  was  not  executed  by  Joanna  Holt  and  Thomas  Barton,  in 
whom  the  term  had  become  vested  as  executors  of  Edward  Holt. 

On  this  indenture  there  is  an  indorsement,  without  any  signature  thereto, 
which  states  that  200/.  part  of  the  within  mentioned  sum  of  8Q2/.  6 s.  2 d.  was 
trust  money  arising  from  a fine  lately  paid  for  a lease  of  a messuage  and  lands 
in  Rainford,  devised  by  the  will  of  Edward  Parr;  that  85/.  6 s.  2 d.  belonged  to 
the  corporation  of  AVigan,  arising  from  fines  paid  upon  admission  of  freemen  ; 
that  302/.  was  trust  money  given  by  the  several  wills  of  Richard  Welles  and 
Ellen  his  wife,  the  interest  to  be  applied  to  the  poor  of  Wigan  ; that  225/.  was 
given  by  the  will  of  Edward  Holt,  for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  his  will ; that 
60/.  was  given  by  the  will  of  Henry  Mason,  the  interest  to  be  applied  in  bind- 
ing poor  children  of  Wigan  apprentices,  and  20/.  given  by  the  will  of  Mrs. 

Keeling,  the  interest  to  be  applied  to  teach  five  poor  children  of  Wigan  to  read, 
and  that  the  yearly  interest  of  the  said  several  sums  should  be  paid  and  applied 
for  the  uses  to  which  they  were  respectively  appropriated. 

There  was  also  produced  to  us  another  indenture,  bearing  date  21st  March 
1774,  and  containing  a declaration  of  trust  with  respect  to  the  sum  of 892/.  6 s.  2 d. 
similar  to  what  is  declared  by  the  indorsement  on  the  indenture  of  assignment 
above  mentioned,  but  this  deed  is  not  executed. 

Upon  the  preceding  abstracts,  the  following  observations  arise : — ’First,  with 
respect  to  the  purchase-deed  of  1767,  although  it  is  provided  thereby  that  the 
clear  rents,  after  paying  the  interest  of  any  money  borrowed  for  the  purpose  of 
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erecting  a workhouse,  should  be  paid  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of 
Wigan,  it  does  not  appear  but  that  the  purchase  was  made  solely  for  the 


^iolf'andUhers8’  advantage  of  the  rated  inhabitants,  and  without  any  view  of  giving  an  imme- 
' continued.  ’ diate  benefit  to  the  poor,  nor  does  it  appear  that  the  consideration  was  derived 

, - ' from  any  charitable  donation.  Secondly,  with  respect  to  the  assignment  of  1774, 

as  the  deed  was  not  executed  by  the  executors  of  Roger  Holt,  it  must  be  con- 
sidered that  the  legal  estate  in  the  workhouse  premises  is  now  vested  for  the 
residue  of  the  term  of  2,000  years  in  the  representatives  of  the  survivor,  subject 
to  the  equity  of  redemption,  by  the  heir  of  the  last  survivor  of  the  trustees 
named  in  the  indenture  of  1767*  all  of  them  being  now  dead,  on  the  payment  of 
the  sum  of  892/.  G^.  2 d.  with  interest;  and  lastly,  though  no  declaration  of 
trust  was  formerly  executed  as  to  the  several  sums  of  money  which  were  com- 
prised in  the  sum  of  892/.  6s.  2 d.,  yet  there  is  sufficient  evidence  to  supply 
this  defect,  and  to  shew  that  the  workhouse  premises  are  chargeable  with  such 
several  sums;  and  that  the  interest  on  the  whole  sum,  except  on  85/.  6s.  2 d. 
which  is  payable  to  the  corporation,  is  applicable  to  the  different  charities  from 
which  they  are  stated  to  have  been  derived. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  are  still  used  as  a workhouse  for  the  poor  of 
the  township  of  Wigan,  and  as  the  interest  of  the  several  sums  laid  out  thereon, 
there  is  now  paid,  out  of  the  poor’s  rate,  the  yearly  sum  of  27/.  6s.  3d.,  being 
at  the  rate  of  per  cent  on  the  said  sum  of  6O7/.  derived  from  the  charities 
of  Ellen  and  Richard  Welles,  Edward  Holt,  Henry  Mason,  and  Mrs.  Keeling, 
and  4/.  5 s.  4 d.  is  paid  to  the  corporation  as  the  interest,  at  five  per  cent,  on  the 
sum  of  85/.  65.  2 c/.  No  interest  has  been  paid  for  a long  period  on  the  sum  of 
200/.  derived  from  Parr’s  charity. 

For  several  years  previous  to  1S28,  17/.  4s.  6d.  or  17 /.  4s.  only  had  been 
paid  from  the  poor’s  rates,  apparently  by  mistake,  but  upon  looking  into  the 
documents  above  noticed  before  our  inquiry  took  place,  the  error  was  discovered, 
and  in  the  beginning  of  the  year  1828,  27/.  6s.  3d.  was  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens. 

The  sum  of  17  /•  14s.  has  been  usually  added  to  the  rent  of  the  estate  belonging 
to  the  charity  of  Edmund  Molyneux,  (an  account  of  which  will  be  given  here- 
after,) and  disposed  of  therewith,  in  bread,  amongst  the  poor  of  such  townships 
of  the  parish  as  attend  the  church  of  Wigan,  This  sum  was,  in  the  year  1828, 
carried  to  the  same  account;  and  in  January  1828,  4/.  10s.,  as  the  interest  of 
100/.  given  by  Ellen  Welles,  was  laid  out,  with  other  money,  in  linen,  which 
wras  disposed  of  by  the  churchwardeus  amongst  35  poor  women  of  the  township 
of  Wigan,  recommended  by  one  or  more  of  the  principal  householders  of  the 
town.  The  residue  remained,  in  September  1828,  in  the  hands  of  the  church 
wardens,  who  had  not  at  that  time  decided  in  what  manner  it  should  be  dis- 
posed of. 

As  the  object  of  charities,  in  respect  of  which  the  sum  of  27 /.  6s.  3d.  is  pay 
able,  is  now  known,  it  is  proposed  to  make  the  following  distribution  in  future, 
according  to  the  directions  of  the  different  donors  :

And,  as  the  interest  of  200/.  derived  from  Parr’s  Charity,  there  is  to  be  paid

Baldwin’s  Charity. 

Baldwin's  Charity.  John  Baldwin,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  21st  May  1720,  as  recited  in  the 
following  indenture,  devised  to  his  son  William  Baldwin  and  his  heirs,  a messuage, 
with  the  appurtenances,  in  Standishgate  in  Wigan,  a close  on  the  back  of  the 
said  messuage,  called  Barker’s  Croft,  and  a close  in  Wigan,  called  the  Filly 
loft,  lying  near  the  school  common,  charged  with  the  payment  of  100/.,  which 

Orlando 
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Orlando  Bridgeman,  esquire,  had  formerly  given  to  him,  on  trust,  that  the  same  Wigan, 
should  be. put  forth  at  interest,  and  the  yearly  produce  employed  for  the  bind-  .7 — 
ing  of  two  poor  boys,  settled  inhabitants  of  Wigan,  apprentices,  and  with  the  BaIdw"^^cJnty’ 
payment  of  the  yearly  interest  thereof,  until  his  said  son  William  Baldwin,  or  his  v y 

heirs,  should  discharge  themselves  from  the  said  trust,  by  paying  in  the  prin- 
cipal to  other  trustees,  to  be  nominated  by  the  said  Orlando  Bridgeman  during 
his  life,  or  after  his  death  by  his  heirs  or  assigns,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid  ; 
and  the  said  testator  further  charged  the  said  premises  with  the  payment  of  an 
annuity  of  31.  to  Thomas  Baldwin  and  John  Baldwin,  his  two  younger  sons, 
and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  yearly  therewith  to  bind  one  poor  boy  apprentice, 
being  a settled  inhabitant  in  Wigan  ; and  he  gave  them  a power  of  distress  in 
case  of  nonpayment. 

By  indenture  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  18th  and  19th  May  1821> 
reciting  the  will  above  abstracted,  and  further  reciting  that  the  sum  of  100/. 
charged  by  the  will  of  the  said  John  Baldwin  as  above  mentioned,  had  been  in 
December  1723,  paid  off  by  the  representations  of  the  said  William  Baldwin  to 
Alexander  Leigh,  by  order  of  the  then  mayor  and  a majority  of  the  aldermen 
of  Wigan,  to  be  employed  in  purchasing  a croft  wherein  to  build  a school,  it 
being  then  declared  by  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  that  the  said  100/.  was 
given  by  Orlando  Bridgeman  for  building  a free  school,  or  such  other  charitable 
use  as  the  mayor  and  aldermen  should  direct ; Fletcher  Raincock  and  William 
Gale,  in  whom  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned  were  then  vested,  with  the 
consent  of  the  other  parties  to  the  said  indentures,  conveyed  to  the  use  of  John 
Hodson  Kearsley  and  James  Baron,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  close  above- 
mentioned,  called  the  Pilly  Toft,  containing,  by  estimation,  one  acre,  large 
measure,  subject  to  the  payment  of  the  above-mentioned  annuity  of  31. ; and  it 
was  agreed  between  the  parties  that  the  said  close,  called  the  Pilly  Toft,  should  ' 
be  alone  charged  therewith,  and  that  the  other  premises  mentioned  in  the  will 
of  John  Baldwin  should  be  for  ever  discharged  from  the  payment  of  the  said 
annuity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  28th  February  1823,  between  John  Hodson 
Kearsley  and  James  Baron  of  the  one  part,  and  William  Eccles  and  James 
Cardwell,  of  the  other  part,  reciting  the  above  abstracted  indentures  ; the  said 
John  Hodson  Kearsley  and  James  Baron  conveyed  to  the  said  William  Eccles 
and  James  Cardwell,  as  his  trustee,  and  their  heirs,  .the  southernly  part  of  the 
close,  called  Pilly  Toft,  containing  3,97$  yards,  including  one  moiety  of  part  of 
the  river  Douglas,  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  said  sum  of  31.  a year, 
it  being  agreed  between  the  parties  that  such  part  of  the  said  close  should  be  alone 
charged  with  the  payment  of  the  said  annuity. 

On  that  part  of  Pilly  Toft,  which  was  by  the  preceding  deed  intended  to  be 
charged  exclusively  with  the  payment  of  the  yearly  sum  of  31.  a large  factory 
is  built;  the  premises  still  belong  to  Mr.  William  Eccles,  and  since  he  has  been 
in  possession,  he  has  applied  31.  annually  in  binding  out  a poor  boy  apprentice 
to  some  respectable  trade.  He  has  not  strictly  confined  the  benefit  of  the 
charity  to  boys  belonging  to  Wigan,  not  having  been  fully  aware  of  the  direc- 
tions of  the  donor.  He  has,  however,  always  acted  upon  the  recommendation 
of  Sir  William  Clayton,  who  is  related  to  the  family  of  Baldwin. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  September  1828,  there  was  due  from  Mr.  Eccles 
the  amount  of  the  annuity  for  one  year,  which  he  stated  he  was  ready  to  pay 
as  soon  as  a proper  object  had  been  fixed  upon. 

Charities  of  George  and  William  Brown. 


William  Brown,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  October  1724,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  devised  all  his  houses,  outhousing  and  lands,  at  Poolstock,  after  the 
decease  of  his  wife,  charged  as  thereinafter  mentioned  to  trustees,  with  direc- 
tions to  sell  the  same.  And  after  reciting  that  his  uncle  George  Broun,  by  his 
will,  gave  10/.  the  yearly  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  wheat  bread,  to  be  distributed 
to  the  eldest  poor  people  in  Wigan  every  Christmas-day,  in  the  parish  church  of 
Wigan,  the  said  testator  gave  30/.,  the  yearly  interest  whereof  he  directed 
should  be  charged  on  his  said  houses  and  lands  at  Poolstock,  and  should  be 
laid  out  in  sixpenny  wheaten  loaves,  to  be  distributed  by  his  son  George  Brown, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  one  half  every  Christmas-day,  and  the  other  half  every 
Easter  Monday ; and  he  further  charged  the  said  premises  at  Poolstock  with 
Rep.  21.  N n the 
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Charities  of  George 
and  William  Brown, 
continued. 


the  said  sum  of  10/.  given  by  his  uncle  George  Brown,  and  the  interest 
thereof. 

The  yearly  sum  of  2 /.  is  now  paid  by  Charles  Walmsley,  esq.  the  owner  of  a 
farm  at  Poolstock,  in  the  township  of  Wigan.  This  payment  has  been  made  to 
John  Ranson  of  Wigan,  who  was  appointed  to  receive  arid  dispose  of  it  by  the 
late  Rev.  Robert  Latham,  formerly  vicar  of  Dean,  as  the  heir  of  George  Brown, 
the  son  of  the  testator,  Mr.  Latham  having  been  the  son  and  heir  of  Margaret, 
who  was  the  daughter  of  Gerard  Brown,  the  brother  of  the  above  named  George 
Brown,  who  died  without  issue. 

Mr.  Latham  died  about  ten  or  twelve  years  ago,  and  since  his  death  Mr. 
Walmsley  has  continued  to  make  the  payment  to  John  Ranson,  no  person  having 
interfered  with  respect  to  the  charity  as  Mr.  Latham’s  heir. 

For  the  sum  of  2/.  Mr.  Ranson,  who  now  carries  on  the  business  of  a baker, 
provides  forty  sixpenny  loaves  every  Christmas-day,  and  the  same  number  every 
Easter  Monday,  which  he  distributes  at  the  church  to  forty  poor  persons  of  the 
township  of  Wigan,  selected  by  himself. 


Charity  of  Willis  and  Diggles. 

Charity  of  Willis  By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  inrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and 
and  Diggles.  bearing  date  2d  July  1737,  between  Daniel  Willis  and  William  Hulton,  of  the 

first  part;  John  Markland,  the  Rev.  Samuel  Aldersey  and  William  Curghey, 
of  the  second  part ; and  Margaret  Diggles,  widow,  of  the  third  part ; reciting 
that  Ellen  Willis , widow,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  24th  March  1726,  gave  a 
bond  for  100/.  to  her  two  sons  Thomas  and  Daniel  Willis,  and  the  said  John 
Markland,  and  their  heirs,  as  trustees,  to  purchase  land  or  a rent-charge,  and  to 
employ  the  produce  thereof  in  clothing,  after  a decent  manner,  such  poor  people 
as  should  frequent  the  communion  of  the  parish  church  of  Wigan,  as  they  should 
think  fit ; and  that  she  charged  her  real,  estates  with  the  payment  of  so  much 
money,  as  with  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  said  bond,  would  make  up  200/. ; 
and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Daniel  Willis  was  the  survivor,  and  paid  the 
said  sum  of  200/.  to  the  said  John  Markland,  and  that  the  said  Margaret 
Diggles  had,  as  a free  donation,  advanced  the  further  sum  of  100/.  to  be 
applied  to  the  uses  thereinafter  mentioned  ; and  that  the  said  John  Markland 
had  determined  to  lay  out  the  two  several  sums  of  200/.  and  100/.  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  closes  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  to  add  the  above  named  Samuel 
Aldersey  and  William  Curghey  as  trustees  for  the  management  of  the  said 
charity;  the  said  Daniel  Willis  and  William  Hulton,  in  consideration  of  300/. 
bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  John  Markland  and  others,  parties  of  the  second 
part,  and  their  heirs,  three  closes,  called  the  Page  Fields,  in  Wigan,  containing, 
by  estimation,  five  acres  and  a half,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  subject  to  the 
payment  of  the  chief  rent  of  Is.  10  d.  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  clear  yearly 
rents  and  profits  thereof,  viz.  two-third  parts  thereof  in  clothing,  after  a decent 
manner,  such  poor  inhabitants  of  Wigan,  frequenting  the  communion  of  the 
Lord’s  Supper  in  the  parish  church  of  Wigan,  as  the  said  Daniel  Willis  and  the 
said  trustees  should  think  fit;  and  the  other  third  part,  either  for  clothing  such 
poor  persons  as  above  described,  or  the  binding  apprentice  such  poor  children 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Wigan  as  the  said  trustees,  should  think  fit ; and  it  was  pro- 
vided that  whenever  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two  or  one,  the  survivors 
or  survivor  should  choose  so  many  more  as  should  make  up  the  number  of  four, 
so  that  the  heir  of  the  said  Daniel  Willis,  and  the  heir  of  the  said  John  Markland 
for  the  time  being,  should  be  always  included. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  have  been  conveyed  from  time  to  time  to 
new  trustees,  and  another  deed  of  appointment  was  in  preparation  at  the  period 
of  our  inquiry,  September  1828,  the  Honourable  and  Reverend  George  Bridge- 
man  and  Thomas  Barton  being  the  only  survivors. 

The  property,  called  Page  Fields,  consists  of  three  closes  in  Frog-lane,  in 
Wigan,  containing  about  5^  acres,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch.  Upon  these 
premises  a cottage  was  built,  about  four  years  ago,  by  the  then  churchwardens, 
who  applied  to  this  purpose  a sum  of  78/.  05.  6d.  which  was  placed  in  a bank 
at  Wigan  to  the  account  of  the  churchwardens,  being  the  amount  of  a sum  of 
money  which  had  been  levied  as  fines  and  penalties,  and  the  interest  which  had 
accrued  thereon. 

These  premises  are  let  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  township 
of  Wigan,  for  the  use  of  the  workhouse  ; the  yearly  rent  of  Sol.  is  reserved  for 
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the  land,  and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  also  pay  over  to  the  trustees,  or 
their  agent,  the  rent  for  which  they  underlet  the  cottage,  now  amounting  to 
7/.  a year  ; these  are  stated  to  be  fair  rents.  The  cottage  is  in  bad  condition, 
the  foundation  having  given  way ; but  we  are  informed  that  it  might  be  pro- 
perly supported  at  an  expense  of  about  10/.  The  rent  is  paid  to Smith, 

the  rector’s  agent,  and  carried  to  one  account,  with  a portion  of  Sixsmith’s  and 
of  Guest’s  charities,  both  of  which  have  been  already  noticed.  The  amount  is 
disposed  of  chiefly  in  cloth  and  linen,  which  is  made  up  into  garments,  and 
given  to  such  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Wigan  as  are  thought  by  the  rector 
the  most  deserving  objects.  Within  the  three  last  years  two  apprentices  have 
also  been  bound  out,  with  premiums  of  4/.  each,  paid  out  of  these  charities. 
When  the  accounts  were  made  up  in  January  1828,  there  was  a balance  of 
51.  15^.  11  d.  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Smith.

Mort’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  17th  September  1729,  between  Mort’s  Charity. 
Matthew  Markland,  of  the  first  part,  and  Thomas  Mort,  of  Damhouse,  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Aldersey,  rector  of  Wigan,  and  six  others,  of  the  other  part  ; the 
said  Matthew  Markland,  in  consideration  of  121/.  Is.  granted  and  enfeoffed 
to  the  said  Thomas  Mort , and  other  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
two  closes,  called  the  Throstle  Nests  or  Baron’s  Fields,  near  a lane  in  Wigan, 
called  Gidlow-lane,  containing,  by  estimation,  2a.  Ik.  20p.  on  the  trusts  there- 
inafter expressed  ; and  it  was  declared,  that  120/.  part  of  the  consideration,  was 
the  money  of  Thomas  Mort,  who  had  many  years  before  deposited  the  same  in 
the  hands  of  the  said  John  Markland,  to  the  end  that  the  yearly  profits  thereof 
might  be  employed  in  binding  apprentice  to  some  lawful  trade  or  occupation 
the  children  of  some  of  the  poor  inhabitants  legally  settled  in  Wigan,  and  that 
for  perpetuating  the  said  charity,  the  said  John  Markland  had,  with  the  consent 
of  the  said  Thomas  Mort,  laid  out  the  same,  with  215.  of  his  own  money,  in 
the  purchase  of  the  premises  above  mentioned  ; and  it  was  agreed,  that  out  of 
the  first  rents  the  said  sum  of  215.  should  be  repaid,  and  that  afterwards  the 
clear  yearly  rents  should  be  employed  for  the  binding  such  poor  children  as 
aforesaid,  at  the  election  of  the  said  Thomas  Mort,  as  long  as  he  should  live, 
and  afterwards  of  the  majority  of  the  said  trustees  ; and  it  was  provided,  that 
upon  the  death  of  any  three  or  more  of  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being, 
the  survivors  or  survivor,  or  his  heirs,  should  nominate  such  other  persons, 
residing  or  having  estates  in  Wigan,  as  they  should  think  meet,  to  be  added 
to  the  survivors,  in  a proper  conveyance  of  the  premises,  whereby  they  might 
become  co-trustees  thereof,  the  rector  of  Wigan  always  to  be  one. 

The  premises  above  mentioned  have  been  conveyed  to  new  trustees  from 
time  to  time;  and  by  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  2d  May  1828, 

Thomas  Barton,  the  then  only  surviving  trustee,  conveyed  the  same  to  the 
Honourable  and  Reverend  George  Bridgeman,  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  James 
Alexander  Hodson,  John  Holt,  William  Eccles,  John  Fisher,  Thomas  Moore, 

James  Eckersley,  John  Fisher  Moore,  John  Newsham,  Thomas  Walls,  Tho- 
mas Roby,  Ralph  Bolton,  Henry  Robinson,  James  Bancks,  William  Crewd- 
son,  John  Peet,  Samuel  Fogg  Flopwood,  Samuel  Newsham,  John  Mather, 

William  Gidlow,  James  Wood,  Richard  Tennant,  and  Thomas  Grimshaw, 
their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  with  the  yearly  rents  and  profits,  to  bind 
out  apprentices  the  children  of  poor  inhabitants  of  the  borough  and  town  of 
Wigan,  as  declared  in  the  deed  of  1729. 

Mr.  Barton  the  only  surviving  trustee,  previous  to  the  new  appointment 
which  has  lately  taken  place,  has  had  the  principal  or  sole  management  of  this 
charity,  and  has  kept  the  accounts  at  least  from  the  year  1803. 

The  estate  called  Throstle  Nests,  consists  of  two  pasture  fields  in  Gidlow- 
lane  in  the  township  of  Wigan,  containing  about  two  acres  and  a quarter,  at 
eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  James  Knight  as  yearly  tenant  at  a good  yearly 
rent  of  1 61.  to  which  it  was  raised  in  1828  from  13/.  13  5. 

The  rent  has  been  received  by  Mr.  Barton,  and  he  has  occasionally  placed 
out  boys  of  the  town  of  Wigan  apprentices,  with  a premium  of  4/.  with  each. 

It  appears  by  Mr.  Barton’s  accounts  which  he  produced  to  us  from  the  year 
1803,  that  he  had  received  354/.  18  5.  being  twenty-six  years  rent  from  January 
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Wigan.  1803  to  January  1828,  both  inclusive,  and  that  he  had  paid  eight  apprentice 

fees  of  4/.  each,  amounting  to  32/.  Of  these  apprentices  three  were  placed 

Mort’s  Charity,  out  jn  ^glO,  one  in  1811,  one  in  1827  and  three  in  1828.  Mr.  Barton  is  also 

contulllu  • entitled  to  credit  for  a sum  of  about  20/.  for  the  amount  of  the  property  tax 

up  to  181G,  and  of  some  payments  on  account  of  the  poors  rates.  If  credit  be 

given  him  for  this  sum,  there  would  still  be  due  from  him  a balance  of  upwards 
of  300/. 

The  great  irregularity  which  has  occurred  in  the  administration  of  this  charity, 
has  arisen  from  the  embarrassed  state  of  Mr.  Barton’s  affairs.  Several  years 
ago  he  became  insolvent,  notwithstanding  which  he  continued  very  improperly 
to  receive  the  rents,  and,  except  in  the  years  1810  and  1811,  nothing  was 
applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  charity  from  1803  to  1827. 

Mr.  Barton  declares  that  he  is  unable  to  pay  in  the  balance  now  due  from 
him,  which  we  have  reason  to  believe  is  the  fact,  but  he  has  engaged  to  advance 
every  year  as  long  as  he  lives,  until  the  balance  is  liquidated,  a sufficient  sum 
to  pay  for  the  apprenticing  of  12  twelve  boys  at  4/.  each. 

We  are  given  to  understand  that  credit  may  be  given  to  Mr.  Barton  for  punc-. 
tually  fulfilling  this  arrangement,  but  we  conceive  that  the  payments  should  be 
made  to  the  other  trustees,  who  should  see  to  the  proper  application  thereof, 
and  that  the  rents  should  in  future  be  received  by  them,  and  regular  accounts 
kept  as  well  of  the  money  paid  by  Mr.  Barton  towards  the  discharge  of  the 
balance  now  due  from  him,  as  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  connected  with 
the  current  income,  and  that  the  trustees  should  meet  at  least  once  or  oftener 
every  year,  for  the  purpose  of  auditing  the  accounts,  appointing  the  boys  to  be 
bound  out  apprentices,  and  enquiring  into  the  characters  of  the  masters,  with 
whom  they  are  to  be  placed. 

Hardman’s  Charity. 

Hardman’s  Charity.  John  Hardman,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  April  1742,  and  proved  at 

Chester  6th  August  1743,  (as  entered  in  a small  book  of  abstracts  relating  to 
the  charities  in  this  parish,)  bequeathed  to  Ralph  Bankes  and  Gerard  Tarleton, 
200/.  upon  trust,  after  the  death  of  Alice  his  wife,  to  place  the  same  out  or  so 
much  thereof  as  should  not  be  lost,  in  the  purchase  of  lands  or  a rent-charge, 
the  yearly  produce  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  cloth  to  be  made 
into  garments  for  the  clothing  three  old  men  and  three  old  women,  being  poor 
impotent  persons  in  and  belonging  to  the  town  of  Wigan,  who  should  never 
have  had  any  relief  from  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town. 

The  sum  of  200/.  above  mentioned,  was,  together  with  the  further  sum  of 
404/.  arising  from  various  donations  to  the  parish  of  Standish,  lent  in  1792  on 
a mortgage  of  premises  in  the  Scholes  in  Wigan,  now  belonging  to  John 
Hawarden.  The  mortgage  deeds  bear  date  25th  and  26th  April  1792,  and 
the  sum  of  200/.  is  thereby  secured  with  interest  at  4/.  15  s.  per  cent,  payable 
to  Elias  Chadwick  and  his  heirs,  in  whom  it  is  stated  the  principal  sum  was 
then  vested,  as  executor  of  John  Latham,  the  executor  of  Ralph  Bankes,  who 
was  the  surviving  executor  named  in  the  will  of  John  Hardman. 

An  abstract  of  the  mortgage  deeds  will  be  found  in  our  15th  Report,  p.  217. 

The  interest  on  this  mortgage  is  received  by  Mrs.  Chadwick,  of  Swinton  near 
Manchester,  the  widow  of  Elias  Chadwick  the  son  of  the  mortgagee,  and  she 
disposes  of  it  in  the  purchase  of  woollen  coats  and  cloaks,  which  she  sends  to 
the  Rev.  Edward  Hill,  one  of  the  curates  of  Wigan. 

He  distributes  these  articles  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Wigan, 
frequenting  the  church  and  sacrament,  but  he  has  not  strictly  confined  it  to 
such  persons  as  do  not  receive  parochial  relief,  not  having  been  aware  of  this 
provision  in  the  testator’s  will.  We  are  given  to  understand  that  Mrs.  Chadwick 
is  desirous  of  giving  up  the  trouble  of  the  trust,  and  in  such  case  it  seems, 
desirable  that  some  proper  persons  of  the  town  or  neighbourhood  of  Wigan 
should  he  selected,  to  whom  she  should  assign  her  interest  in  the  mortgage 
above  mentioned. 


James 
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James  Molyneux’s  Charity. 

The  history  of  the  origin  of  this  charity  will  be  found  in  the  recitals  con- 
tained in  the  following  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  and  in  the  indenture  of 
lease  of  1764  hereafter  abstracted. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  23d  and  24th  June  1757, 
between  the  Honourable  Richard  Barry,  one  of  the  sons  and  devisee,  and  also 
the  only  surviving  executor  of  James  Earl  of  Barrymore,  of  the  first  part,  and 
William  Ollerhead,  mayor  of  the  borough  of  Wigan,  the  Rev.  Shirley  Cotes, 
rector  of  Wigan,  William  Curghey  and  eleven  others  of  the  other  part ; reciting 
that  the  said  Earl  of  Barrymore  with  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  deceased,  had 
given  a bond,  bearing  date  1st  May  1754,  to  James  Ford  and  two  others, 
mayor  and  aldermen  of  Wigan,  for  securing  the  sum  of  100/.  charged  by 
the  will  of  James  Molyneux  upon  his  estate,  and  made  payable  to  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Wigan,  with  interest  thereon,  and  that 
the  said  obligors  were  both  dead,  and  that  neither  the  said  sum  of  100/.  or  the 
interest  thereon  had  been  paid,  but  that  the  same  remained  due,  amounting  to 
the  sum  of  200/.  or  thereabouts,  and  that  at  a meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  town  on  the  4th  April  then  last,  it  had  been  unanimously  agreed  by  the 
said  William  Ollerhead,  the  mayor  and  the  rest  of  the  inhabitants  then  present, 
to  accept  of  a conveyance  from  the  said  Richard  Barry,  of  the  premises  there- 
inafter mentioned,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  the  said  town,  in  full  discharge  of 
the  said  principal  and  interest ; the  said  Richard  Barry  conveyed  to  the  said 
William  Ollerhead  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  or  burgage  situate  in 
Wigan,  in  a street  called  Millgate,  nearly  opposite  the  end  of  the  Wiend,  then 
lately  occupied  for  a public  workhouse  for  the  poor  of  Wigan,  and  another 
messuage  or  burgage  and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances  in  the  Wiend  in 
Wigan,  called  Houghton  House,  upon  trust,  to  employ  the  yearly  rents  and 
profits  thereof  towards  the  benefit,  relief,  sustentation,  support  and  employment 
of  the  poor  people,  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and  borough  requiring  relief 
there,  in  such  manner  as  the  mayor  for  the  time  being  and  the  greater  number  of 
feoffees  should  think  fit  and  necessary,  and  according  to  the  directions  of  the 
will  of  the  said  James  Molyneux ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  so  many 
of  the  said  feoffees  should  be  dead  as  that  eight  only  should  survive,  the  sur- 
vivors should  within  six  months  convey  the  said  premises  to  three  persons  to 
the  use  of  the  said  survivors  and  the  then  mayor  and  so  many  other  inhabitants 
of  the  said  borough  and  town,  having  lands  or  hereditaments  within  the  said 
borough  as  should  make  up  the  number  of  twenty-five  upon  the  like  trusts ; and 
> it  was  further  agreed,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  mayor  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  feoffees,  or  so  many  of  them  as  should  he  living,  so  as  the  number  of 
nine  should  be  living,  to  grant  a lease  or  leases  of  the  said  premises  or  any  part 
thereof,  to  any  person  or  persons,  so  that  such  leases  should  not  exceed  the  num- 
J her  of  twenty-one  years,  and  that  in  possession  and  not  in  reversion,  and  so  that 
the  ancient  or  then  yearly  rent  should  be  reserved  and  payable  at  the  least,  and 
that  such  lease  should  be  signed  by  the  mayor  of  Wigan  for  the  time  being 
only,  and  sealed  with  the  common  seal  of  the  said  town  and  borough,  with  the 
consent  of  the  mayor  and  the  major  part  of  the  feoffees  for  the  time  being. 
From  the  original  deeds  produced  to  us  by  the  churchwardens,  it  does  not 
appear  that  they  were  ever  inrolled : 

The  premises  comprised  in  this  conveyance,  are  now  held  under  the  two 
several  leases  of  which  the  following  are  abstracts : 

By  indenture  bearing  date  4th  October  1764,  between  the  Rev.  Shirley 
Cotes  and  five  others  of  the  parties  to  whom  the  conveyance  above-mentioned 
was  made,  of  the  first  part ; Thomas  Barton  the  then  mayor,  and  eleven  others, 
described  as  aldermen  of  the  borough  and  corporation  of  Wigan,  (four  of  whom 
were  also  of  the  parties  to  whom  the  said  conveyance  was  made,)  of  the  second 
part ; and  John  Chaddock  of  the  third  part ; reciting,  that  James  Molyneux  by 
his  will,  bearing  date  1st  April  I70G,  bequeathed,  after  the  death  of  his  wife, 
his  lands  of  inheritance,  and  also  his  leasehold  messuage  in  the  Wiend  in 
Wigan,  which  he  held  by  lease  under  Mr.  Harvey,  to  Thomas  Acton,  William 
Baldwin,  and  James  Acton,  their  heirs,  executors,  administrators  and  assigns, 
upon  trust,  to  stand  possessed  of  the  same,  until,  out  of  the  rents  thereof,  they 
should  receive  the  sum  of  100  /.  and  that  they  should  put  forth  the  same  al 
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Wigan.  interest,  or  bestow  the  same  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen 

of  Wigan,  upon  lands  of  inheritance,  or  a rent-charge  in  fee,  and  bestow  the 

JamecSneUX  S produce  thereof  either  upon  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Wigan,  or  binding  poor 
continued.  children  of  Wigan  apprentices,  or  both  or  either,  as  the  mayor  and  aldermen 

V should  think  meet;  and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  100/.  was  raised  and 

paid  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  who  had  placed  the  same  at  interest  on  bond  ; 
and  reciting  the  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  23d  and  24th  June  1757, 
(omitting  however  the  proviso  as  to  granting  leases  for  21  years  only) ; and  fur- 
ther reciting,  that  at  a meeting  of  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  burgesses,  and  other 
inhabitants  of  Wigan,  held  2d  June  then  last  past,  pursuant  to  public  notice,  it 
was  agreed  that  the  premises  thereinafter  mentioned  should  be  demised  in  the 
manner  thereinafter  mentioned ; the  said  Thomas  JBarton  and  the  nine  others, 
parties  of  the  first  and  second  part,  to  whom  the  conveyance  of  the  said  premises 
had  been  made  in  1757,  with  the  privity  and  consent  of  the  other  parties  of 
the  first  and  second  part,  demised,  so  far  as  they  lawfully  might,  to  the  said 
John  Chaddock,  his  executors,  &c.  a messuage  or  burgage  in  the  Millgate  in 
Wigan,  opposite  to  the  end  of  the  Wiend,  lately  occupied  as  a public  workhouse, 
with  the  yard,  garden  and  appurtenances  thereto  belonging,  and  lying  behind 
the  same,  containing  together  of  land  or  thereabouts,  be  the  same 

more  or  less,  for  the  term  of  1,000  years  from  the  29th  September  preceding, 
paving  yearly  to  the  said  lessors  and  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Wigan  and 
their  successors,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Wigan,  to  be 
applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will  of  James  Molyneux,  7 /.  5s.  yearly 
by  two  equal  payments  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  with  a covenant  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee  to  pull  down  the  building  and  erect  new  buildings  thereon, 
and  to  leave  the  same  in  good  repair  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

By  indenture  of  the  same  date  and  between  the  same  parties  of  the  first  and 
second  parts,  and  James  Bullock  of  the  third  part,  reciting,  as  in  the  preceding 
indenture,  the  same  parties  with  the  like  consent  demised  to  the  said  James 
Bullock,  his  executors,  &c.  the  messuage,  burgage  and  tenement  in  Wigan,  in 
a place  called  the  Wiend,  for  the  term  of  1,000  years  from  1st  May  then  last, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  4/.  payable  to  the  said  lessors  and  to  the  mayor  and  aider- 
men  of  the  borough  and  their  successors,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  Wigan,  to  be  applied  according  to  the  directions  of  the  will 
of  the  said  James  Molyneux  ; with  a covenant  on  the  part  of  the  lessee,  that 
he  would  at  his  own  costs,  when  need  should  require,  pull  down  the  buildings 
then  standing  upon  the  premises,  and  erect  other  good  and  sufficient  houses  and 
buildings  in  the  place  thereof,  and  keep  the  same  in  repair. 

By  indenture  of  the  same  date,  the  mayor,  bailiffs  and  burgesses  of  the 
borough  of  Wigan,  demised  to  the  above-named  John  Chaddock,  a stable 
fronting  Millgate-street  and  adjoining  to  the  messuage  used  as  the  public  work- 
house  for  1,000  years  from  29th  September  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  15s. 
payable  to  the  said  mayor,  &c.  and  their  successors,  with  a covenant  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee  to  pull  down  the  said  stable  and  rebuild  the  same. 

The  last-mentioned  premises  have  been  supposed  to  have  formed  part  of  the 
charity  land,  and  accordingly  the  income  of  this  charity  is  stated  in  the  Table 
of  Benefactions  to  be  12/.  which  would  include  the  rent  of  15s.;  but  as  the 
premises  were  demised  by  the  mayor  and  corporation  only,  and  the  rent  was 
reserved  to  themselves,  at  the  very  same  time  that,  as  parties  to  the  other  leases, 
they  acknowledged  that  the  premises  comprised  in  them  were  held  for  charitable 
uses,  there  seems  to  be  no  doubt  that  those  demised  by  the  mayor  and  corpora- 
tion only  were  their  own  property. 

The  interest  in  the  lease  granted  by  the  trustees  to  John  Chaddock  was  by 
indenture,  bearing  date  20th  June  1769,  assigned  by  the  assignees  of  the  above- 
named  John  Chaddock,  together  with  his  interest  in  the  lease  granted  by  the 
corporation,  in  consideration  of  82  /.  to  John  Hargreaves,  the  father  of  the  pre- 
sent possessor. 

The  premises  consist  of  a public-house  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Woolpack 
in  Millgate-street,  with  a carrier’s  warehouse,  stable  and  several  cottages 
erected  within  the  last  fifteen  years,  together  with  a garden  and  other  ground, 
containing  about  half  an  acre  statute  measure.  The  annual  value  of  these 

premises 
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premises  was  represented  to  us  as  being  above  100/.  but  we  are  informed  by 
Mr.  Hargreaves,  that  the  rents  he  receives  from  the  tenants  in  possession 
amount  to  about  70/.  a year  ; and  he  also  states,  that  his  father  laid  out  a con- 
siderable sum  of  money  in  building. 

The  interest  in  the  lease  granted  by  the  trustees  to  James  Bullock  is  now 
vested  in  his  grandson,  James  Bullock,  who  keeps  a small  grocers  shop,  he 
having  taken  them  about  the  year  1814  under  the  will  of  his  uncle,  charged 
with  an  annuity  of  4/.  per  annum,  for  the  purchase  of  which  annuity  he  after- 
wards paid  30/. 


Wigan. 


James  Molyneux’s 
Charity, 
continued. 
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The  premises  consist  of  a shop  and  dwelling-house  with  a small  yard,  now  occu- 
pied by  the  said  James  Bullock  ; the  buildings  appear  to  be  of  a date  anterior 
to  the  granting  of  the  lease  of  1764,  and  to  have  had  but  little  money  expended 
upon  them  since.  The  annual  value  is  estimated  at  about  10/.  but  Mr.  Bullock 
states,  that  before  he  occupied  the  premises  himself  the  rent  paid  by  the  tenant 
was  not  more  than  sufficient  to  pay  the  rent  reserved  to  the  trustees  and  the 
payment  of  the  poor’s  rates. 

In  granting  these  leases  for  terms  of  1,000  years,  the  trustees  undoubtedly 
exceeded  their  powers,  even  if  they  had  not  been  restrained  by  the  clause  in 
the  indentures  of  17-57*  from  demising  beyond  the  term  of  twenty-one  years ; and 
we  apprehend  that  a court  of  equity  would  compel  the  present  possessors  to 
surrender  their  leases,  at  least  upon  such  terms,  as  should  appear  reasonable, 
with  reference  to  the  sums  expended  in  the  purchase  of  their  respective  leases, 
and  the  sums  since  laid  out  in  improving  the  premises. 

In  respect  of  the  rents  reserved,  the  overseers  have  received  from  Mr.  Har- 
greaves the  yearly  sum  of  7 1.  45.  instead  of  7^  55.,  and  from  Mr.  Bullock  the 
yearly  sum  of  4 /. 

The  amount  has  been  always  carried  to  the  overseer’s  general  account ; and 
with  respect  to  the  rent  of  7 /.  45.  it  seems  never  to  have  been  considered  as 
applicable  to  any  other  purposes  than  those  for  which  the  poor’s-rate  is  collected. 
With  respect  to  the  rent  of  4/.  the  overseers  have  been  in  the  practice  of  placing 
out  children  of  the  township  apprentices ; the  payments  made  on  this  account 
have  been  considered  as  in  reference  to  this  charity.  The  premiums  have 
varied  from  105.  to  31.  but  the  children  have  been  selected  in  the  same 
manner,  and  bound  out  according  to  the  same  forms,  as  parish  apprentices. 
In  taking  an  account  of  the  rent  received  and  the  money  disbursed,  in  this 
manner  from  the  year  1817,  there  appears  to  be  a balance  of  51.  5 s.  due  to  the 
charity. 

As  no  trustees  have  been  appointed  since  the  first  conveyance  of  the  property 
in  1757»  it  seems  desirable  that  steps  should  be  taken  for  this  purpose,  and  that 
until  this  is  done,  the  rents  should  be  paid  to  the  mayor  for  the  time  being, 
who,  according  to  the  trust  deed,  was  to  act  with  the  feoffees,  to  be  disposed  of 
by  him  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  in  such  manner  as  he  shall  think  best ; and 
we  recommended  the  overseers  to  pay  to  the  mayor  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of 
7/.  45.  which  they  had  received  from  Mr.  Hargreaves  in  July  1828. 


Pennington’s  Charity. 

Philippa  Pennington , by  her  Will,  bearing  date  11th  April  1758,  and  proved  Pennington’s 
at  Chester,  directed  that  after  the  death  of  Mary  Walthew,  the  interest  of  100/.  Chanty, 
should  be  applied  towards  binding  poor  children  apprentice  in  Standishgate, 

Wigan,  whose  parents  should  have  no  relief  out  of  the  town.  And  she  gave  the 
interest  of  another  100/.  to  be  yearly  distributed  amongst  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  Standishgate  aforesaid  every  Christmas-eve  and  Maundy  Thursday,  at  the 
discretion  of  her  trustees,  Thomas  Scott  and  Robert  Green,  and  the  survivor  of 
them  and  his  heirs. 

The  amount  of  these  legacies  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Robert 
Bolton,  of  Wigan,  who  gave  a bond  for  the  amount,  bearing  date  30th  April 
1794,  with  interest  at  four  and  a half  per  cent,  to  Robert  Green,  the  surviving 
executor,  named  in  the  will  of  the  testatrix. 

The  management  of  this  charity  was  left  entirely  to  Robert  Bolton,  the 
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obligor  in  the  bond  above  noticed,  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  in  1820.  Since 
that  period  his  brother,  Ralph  Bolton,  who  is  one  of  his  executors,  and  having 
assets,  is  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  on  the  bond,  has 
taken  the  management  on  himself. 

In  respect  of  the  first  mentioned  legacy,  he  has  distributed  the  sum  of  4/.  10$. 
per  annum  on  the  2d  January,  amongst  all  the  poor  persons  of  Standishgate, 
without  distinction,  chiefly  in  sixpences. 

In  respect  of  the  other  legacy,  for  which  he  is  liable  to  the  payment  of  the 
same  interest,  he  has  from  time  to  time  placed  out  apprentices  children  of  poor 
persons  inhabitants  of  Standishgate,  with  a premium  of  91.  5 s.  with  each. 

Mr.  Bolton  had  kept  no  account  of  this  branch  of  the  charity,  but  he  produced 
to  us  the  indentures,  whereby  six  children  had  been  bound  apprentice,  with 
premiums  of  91.  5s.  each,  since  November  1820;  and  he  stated  that  he  believed 
he  had  placed  two  others  out  with  premiums  to  the  same  amount,  whose  inden- 
tures had  been  given  up  to  the  parties.  If  there  are  two  children  placed  out 
besides  those  whose  indentures  he  produced,  there  is  now  a balance  of  18/.  due 
from  him  to  the  charity, 

Mr.  Bolton  states  that  this  balance  has  arisen  from  a want  of  a sufficient 
number  of  applicants,  but  it  seems  probable  that  if  greater  publicity  were  given 
to  the  charity,  the  whole  income  might  without  difficulty  be  disposed  of. 

As  it  does  not  appear  who  is  the  person  who  ought  to  have  the  management 
of  this  charity,  we  recommended  that  a new  bond  should  be  given  for  the  sum 
of  200  /.  to  the  rector,  or  some  public  officer  in  the  town  ; that  a regular  account 
should  be  kept,  and  that  the  distribution  of  the  interest  of  the  100/.  first  men- 
tioned, should  be  in  larger  sums,  and  confined  to  such  of  the  poor  as  seem  most 
deserving,  and  Mr.  Bolton  expressed  his  readiness  to  adopt  our  recom- 
mendation. 

Bullock’s  Charity. 

John  Bullock , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  26th  March  1642,  after  devising  to 
his  daughter  Ellen  Bullock  in  tail,  with  divers  remainders  over,  all  his  messuages, 
lands,  &c.  in  the  parishes  of  Saint  Dunstan  in  the  East,  and  Saint  Botolph’s  in 
London,  and  in  the  town  of  Wigan,  not  thereinbefore  devised,  gave  to  the 
mayor,  aldermen,  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Wigan,  and  their  successors, 
a yearly  rent-charge  of  51.  issuing  out  of  all  the  messuages,  lands,  &c.  above 
mentioned,  payable  quarterly,  five  days  before  each  of  the  usual  feasts,  to  be 
distributed  immediately  after  the  receipt  thereof,  by  the  said  overseers  and  two 
of  his  nearest  kinsmen,  to  the  most  needy  poor  inhabitants  living  in  the  said 
town,  as  they  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit ; and  a power  of  entry  and 
distress  was  given  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  and  overseers,  in  case  of  non 
payment. 

We  could  not  obtain  any  further  information  with  respect  to  this  charity. 

Sale’s  Charity. 

Ralph  Sale,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  27th  April  1722,  devised  to  his  wife, 
Hannah  Sale,  her  executors,  Sec.  a messuage  or  burgage  in  Wigan,  paying  the 
yearly  sum  of  20$.  the  lord’s  rent  for  the  same,  and  also  four  groats  yearly  to 
the  rector  of  Wigan,  being  the  chief  rent;  and  he  thereby  gave  to  and  amongst 
the  necessitous  poor  people  within  the  Wallgate  in  Wigan  10s.  to  be  distributed 
amongst  them  on  every  New  Year’s  day. 

The  above-named  Hannah  Sale,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  20th  May  1726, 
reciting,  that  her  husband  had,  by  his  will,  bequeathed  to  the  most  necessitous 
poor  people  in  the  Wallgate  in  Wigan  the  sum  of  10/.  the  yearly  interest  to 
be  distributed  amongst  them  every  New  Year’s  day,  charged  on  the  real  estate 
thereinafter  mentioned,  bequeathed  to  the  poorest  necessitous  people  within  the 
said  Wallgate  the  sum  of  5l.  as  an  augmentation,  the  yearly  interest  to  be  paid 
to  them  by  her  executors  every  New  Year’s  day;  and  she  devised  to  William 
Marclew,  and  his  heirs,  the  messuage,  or  burgage  lands  and  hereditaments, 

situate 
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situate  in  or  near  the  Wallgate  in  Wigan,  wherein  she  then  dwelt,  charged  and 
chargeable  with  the  payment  of  the  said  several  sums  of  10/.  and  51.  and  also 
charged  with  the  chief  rent  and  quit  rent  mentioned  in  her  husband’s  will. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  what  the  premises  are  which  were  charged 
with  the  charities  above  mentioned,  or  to  obtain  any  evidence  of  payment. 
There  is  but  one  house  in  or  near  the  Wallgate,  in  respect  of  which  the  un- 
broken sum  of  four  groats  is  paid  to  the  rector.  This  house  has  belonged  to 
Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh  for  upwards  of  twenty-five  years,  and  we  are  assured  by 
him,  that  he  is  not  aware,  and  never  heard  of  any  charge  upon  the  premises 
for  charitable  purposes ; and  that  during  the  period  he  has  held  the  property 
nothing  has  been  paid  on  this  account,  or  any  demand  made  upon  him.  Under 
these  circumstances  we  did  not  consider  ourselves  authorized  to  call  upon  him 
for  the  production  of  his  title  deeds,  though  he  expressed  his  readiness  to 
submit  them  to  our  inspection. 

Charity  ot  John  Baldwin  of  Wigan. 

John  Baldwin , of  Wigan,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  15th  June  1726  (and 
proved  at  Chester)  devised  to  his  mother  and  her  heirs,  the  house  wherein  he 
then  lived,  charged  with  the  payment  of  31.  a year,  for  the  binding  of  one  poor 
child  of  some  of  the  inhabitants  of  Wigan  apprentice  to  some  trade  or  calling, 
at  the  nomination  and  oh-oice  of  his  executor  and  his  heirs;  and  he  appointed 
his  brother,  Thomas  Baldwin,  who  appears  to  have  been  one  of  the  rectors  of 
Liverpool,  his  sole  executor. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  information  as  to  the  premises  intended 
to  have  been  charged  with  this  payment,  or  any  proof  of  the  annuity  having  ever 
been  received.  This  charity  seems  to  have  had  no  connection  with  that  of 
John  Baldwin,  already  noticed. 

Forth’s  Charity. 

Robert  Forth,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  2d  September  1761,  and  proved  at 
[ Chester,  after  leaving  several  pecuniary  legacies,  gave  all  the  residue  of  his 
estate  to  John  Lowe,  his  heirs,  executors,  &c.  upon  trust,  amongst  other  thing?, 
to  pay  and  apply  the  sum  of  20 s.  on  the  25th  December  yearly,  for  ever,  in 
the  purchase  of  religious  books,  to  be  distributed  by  the  said  John  Lowe,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  borough  and  town  of  Wigan, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  said  John  Lowe,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever. 

We  are  informed  that  for  several  years,  and  up  to  December  1816,  the  yearly 
sum  of  20 s.  was  paid  to  Mrs.  Critchley,  a bookseller  in  Wigan,  for  supplying 
books  for  the  poor,  b}r  the  Rev.  Richard  Latham,  who  lived  in  the  parish  of 
Standish.  We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  whether  he  paid  this  money  on 
his  own  account,  or  who  is  now  liable  to  the  payment. 

Lyon’s  Charity. 

Ann  Lyon,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  5th  February  1803,  directed  her 
executors,  out  of  the  sum  of  200/.  which  they  would  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  John  Blinkhorn,  or  from  the  owner  of  the  White  Horse  premises  in  Stan- 
dishgate,  which  she  had  some  time  ago  sold  to  the  said  John  Blinkhorn,  to  pay 
to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  Wigan  40/.  on  trust,  to  place  the  same  out 
and  distribute  the  interest  yearly  on  the  1st  January,  amongst  poor  householders 
of  the  township  of  Wigan  not  receiving  relief. 

We  are  informed,  that  the  acting  executor  died  insolvent,  and  that  the  legacy 
was  thereby  lost. 

Edmund  Molyneux’s  Charity. 

Edmund  Molyneux,  citizen  of  London,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  8th  October 
1613,  (as  appears  from  an  abstract  entered  in  a book,  containing  copies  of 
different  documents  relating  to  the  benefactions  in'  this  parish),  devised  all  his 
lands  at  Canewden,  in  Essex,  which  were  20/.  by  the  year  rent,  to  be  bestowed 
in  penny  bread,  and  given  to  the  ancientest  and  poorest  people  at  Wigan  and  at 
Holland  every  Sunday  throughout  the  year  for  ever,  viz.  at  Wigan  to  60,  and 
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at  Holland  to  30  of  such  poor  people  every  Sunday,  to  each  one  penny  loaf, 
and  the  remaining  10s.  he  gave  to  the  churchwardens  for  their  pains  at  both 
the  churches,  equally  to  be  divided;  and  if  the  churchwardens  should  not 
perform  this  his  gift  according  to  his  will,  he  directed  that  the  land  and  the  rent 
thereof  should  go  to  the  use  of  a free  school  to  be  kept  at  Holland. 

The  estate  in  Cancwden,  in  Essex,  has  been  for  many  years  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  but  it  does  not  appear  that  it  was  ever 
conveyed  to  trustees  for  the  uses  above  mentioned. 


It  consists  of  53  a.  2u.  33  p.  according  to  a survey  taken  in  November  1827, 
and  was  let  to  John  Barrington,-.esq.  on  lease,  bearing  date  18th  March  1800, 
for  21  years,  from  September  then  last,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 51.  payable  to  the 
lessors  the  Honourable  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeman,  the  rector,  and  the  church- 
wardens of  Wigan,  and  chapelwardens  of  Upholland.  In  1822,  it  was  agreed 
that  the  rent  should  be  reduced  to  65/.,  and  since  the  expiration  of  the  lease, 
the  tenant  has  refused  to  pay  more  than  55/.,  and  a new  lease  at  that  rent  was 
in  preparation  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry.  This  is  stated  to  be  the  best  rent 
that  can  be  obtained,  as  there  are  no  buildings  upon  the  estate,  and  there  is 
consequently  a difficulty  in  finding  any  other  tenant  willing  to  take  it,  except 
Mr.  Barrington  who  has  the  adjoining  land. 


Of  the  clear  rents  of  this  estate,  two-thirds  have  been  retained  by  the  church- 
wardens of  Wigan,  and  one-third  has  been  paid  to  the  chapelwardens  of 
Upholland. 


The  first  mentioned  share  has  hitherto  been  disposed  of  in  the  purchase  of 
bread,  together  with  the  yearly  sum  of  17  /•  14s.  paid  by  the  overseers  as  the 
interest  of  Holt’s  charity,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  stated  hereafter 
under  the  head  of  the  charities  of  Willis  and  others.  From  this  fund,  93s. 
worth  of  bread  has  been  usually  provided  every  Sunday,  which,  at  52  weeks  in 
the  year,  would  amount  to  591.  16$. 

This  bread  is  made  up  in  four-penny  loaves,  and  given  away  by  the  church- 
wardens to  the  poor  of  such  parts  of  the  parish  as  attend  Wigan  church, 
according  to  a list  made  out  by  the  churchwardens,  upon  the  recommendation 
of  any  of  the  more  respectable  inhabitants.  Whenever  any  extraordinary 
expenses  are  incurred,  the  quantity  of  bread  is  accordingly  reduced. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts  laid  before  us  by  the  churchwardens,  that  from 
1822  to  1828,  the  receipts  on  the  bread  account  were  as  follows: —

There  was  also  due  at  Michaelmas  1828,  from  the 
tenant  of  the  Essex  estate,  two  years  rent,  at  55/.  per  annum,  amounting  to  110/.

Charities  of  Mason  and  Bullock. 


By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  1st  June  1G32,  between  Robert  charities  of  Mason 
Barrow  and  William  Forster,  of  the  first  part,  and  Christopher  Bancks  and  twenty-  and  Bullock, 
five  others,  described  respectively  as  the  mayor,  aldermen,  bailiffs  and  burgesses 
of  the  borough  of  Wigan,  of  the  second  part ; reciting,  that  Hugh  Bullock , of 
London,  deceased,  had  given  100/.  to  the  mayor,  aldermen,  &c.  to  be  employed 
for  the  relief  and  benefit  of  the  poor  people  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and 
borough  ; and  that  Henry  Mason , rector  of  St.  Andrew  Undershaft,  London, 
had  given  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  &c.  100/.  more,  to  be  employed  in  the 
same  manner ; and  that  the  said  mayor,  &c  had  contracted  with  Edward  and 
Edmund  Parr  for  the  purchase  of  a cottage  and  thirteen  acres  of  land  in  Rain- 
forth,  which  premises  had,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  200/.  been  con- 
veyed to  the  said  R.  Barrow  and  W.  Forster,  to  the  intent  that  they  should 
settle  the  same  upon  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  he.  for  the  purposes  afore- 
said ; the  said  R.  Barrow  and  W.  Forster  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said 
Christopher  Bancks  and  others,  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  the  premises  above  mentioned  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid  ; and  the  said 
Christopher  Bancks  and  others  covenanted  to  employ  the  same  accordingly, 
either  in  binding  some  of  the  said  poor  people  apprentices,  apparelling  of  some 
of  them,  employing  or  setting  of  them  or  some  of  them  to  work,  or  otherwise,  as 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  burgesses  of  Wigan  should  think  fit ; and  they  further 
covenanted  that  the  twelve  surviving  feoffees  should,  within  six  months  after  the 
decease  of  the  residue,  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  the  said  survivors,  and 
of  the  mayor  of  Wigan  and  so  many  aldermen  and  burgesses  as  should,  in  the 
whole,  make  up  the  number  of  twenty-five,  and  their  heirs  : and  it  was  provided, 
that  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  and  the  twelve  burgesses  might  demise  the 
premises  for  any  term  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years,  or  three  lives,  in 
possession. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  17th  June  1639,  between  William 
Brown  and  two  others,  of  the  first  part,  and  John  Brighouse  and  others, 
j described  respectively  as  mayor,  recorder,  aldermen,  bailiffs  and  burgesses  of 
t the  borough  of  Wigan,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  abovenamed  Henry 
Mason  had  delivered  to  the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  he.  140/.  to  be  bestowed 
upon  lands  and  tenements,  and  the  profits  to  be  employed  for  the  relief  and 
benefit  of  the  poor  people  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  and  borough  ; and  that 
the  said  mayor,  aldermen,  he.  had  contracted  with  James  Molyneux  for  the 
purchase  of  a close,  called  the  Banks  alias  Bangges,  in  Wigan,  containing,  by 
estimation,  three  rood  lands,  and  also  a close,  called  Hell  Meadow,  in  Pember- 
ton, for  the  remainder  of  a term  of  1,000  years,  which  premises  had,  in  consi- 
deration of  the  said  sum  of  140/.  been  conveyed  to  the  said  William  Brown 
and  others,  parties  of  the  first  part,  as  trustees  to  re  grant  the  same  to  the  said 
mayor,  aldermen,  he.  the  said  William  Brown  and  others  granted  and  enfeoffed 
to  the  said  John  Brighouse  and  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  close, 
called  the  Bangges,  and  also  assigned  to  the  said  parties,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
the  said  close  called  Hell  Meadow,  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  1,000 
years,  upon  the  same  trusts,  and  with  the  same  covenants,  as  were  expressed 
in  the  indenture  of  feoffment  of  1632  above  abstracted. 

In  the  conveyance  of  the  above-mentioned  premises  to  William  Brown  and 
others,  bearing  date  10th  April  1638,  the  lease  of  Hell  Meadow  is  recited  as 
bearing  date;  lGth  April  1600,  and  having  been  granted  by  Humphrey  Win- 
stanley  to  Roger  Bradshawe,  for  the  term  of  1,000  years  from  the  day  of 
the  date.,  - 

The  freehold  and  leasehold  premises  comprised  in  the  indentures  of  1632  and 
1639,  have  been  conveyed  from  time  to  time  to  new  trustees;  and  by  indentures 
of  feoffment  and  re-feoffment,  bearing  date  respectively  28th  August  1826,  and' 

O o 2 2d  July 
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2d  July  1828,  Sir  Richard  Clayton,  John  Walmesley  and  Thomas  Barton,  as  the 
surviving  trustees  of  the  said  premises,  conveyed  the  same  to  John  Holt  and  two 
others,  and  they  re-conveyed  them  to  the  said  Sir  Richard  Clayton,  bart.  the 
recorder  of  Wigan,  Henry  Bullock,  the  then  mayor,  John  Walmesley,  Thomas 
Barton,  Thomas  Woodcock,  John  Hodson  Kearsley,  William  Eccles,  Alexander 
Haliburton,  Joseph  Bevan,  Thomas  Hardman,  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  bart. 
Rev.  Richard  Cardwell,  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeman,  James  Card- 
well,  Robert  Clayton,  Hugh  Gaskell,  Thomas  Moore,  John  Fisher,  John  Ather- 
ton, James  Bancks,  John  Fisher  Moore,  Samuel  Nevvsham,  Henry  Robinson, 
John  Woodcock  and  Thomas  Roby,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  same  trusts  as 
declared  in  the  indenture  of  1632. 

The  farm  in  Rainford  is  now  held  by  Thomas  Dean  or  his  undertenants,  under 
a lease,  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract  : 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  4th  February  1774,  between  Robert  Green,  the 
then  mayor,  William  Ollerhead,  and  nine  others,  described  as  burgesses  of  the 
said  borough  and  surviving  trustees  of  the  lands  and  tenements  thereinafter 
mentioned,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Wigan  of  the  one  part,  and 
Thomas  Barker  of  the  other  part ; the  said  trustees,  in  consideration  of  the  sum 
of  203/.,  demised  to  the  said  Thomas  Barker,  his  executors,  &c.  a messuage  or 
dwellinghouse,  with  the  barn,  stable,  shippon,  and  the  several  closes  thereto 
belonging,  situate  in  Rainford,  called  Alcock’s  tenement,  and  containing 
together,  by  estimation,  13  acres  of  land,  excepting  the  timber  and  minerals 
upon  or  under  the  said  premises,  to  hold  the  same  from  13th  February  then 
instant,  as  to  the  said  closes  of  land  (except  the  close  called  the  Moss  Hey  for 
outlet),  and  from  the  12th  day  of  May  then  next  as  to  the  residue  of  the  said 
premises,  for  the  lives  of  the  said  Thomas  Barker,  aged  thirty-three  years  or 
thereabouts ; Robert  Ashton  the  younger,  the  son  of  Robert  Ashton  of 
Adlington,  weaver,  aged  eight  years  or  thereabouts  ; and  James  Dean,  son  of 
John  Dean  of  Wigan,  weaver,  aged  sixteen  years  or  thereabouts,  and  the  life 
of  the  survivor  of  them,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  11  /.  payable  to  the  said  lessors,  their 
heirs  and  assigns  (in  trust  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  and  legally  settled  in  Wigan),  every  30th  August,  with  a covenant  on  the 
part  of  the  lessee  to  keep  the  premises  in  repair,  and  to  underwall  in  a work- 
manlike manner  the  south  and  south-east  corners  of  the  said  dwellinghouse 
where  the  same  was  wanting,  and  to  plant  yearly  during  the  said  term, 
upon  the  said  demised  premises,  twelve  good  and  healthy  young  oak,  ash, 
or  poplar  trees,  or  such  other  timber  trees  as  would  best  suit  the  soil,  and 
if  any  should  happen  to  die,  to  plant  others  in  their  stead. 

The  premises  comprised  in  the  lease  above  abstracted  consist  of  a farmhouse 
with  outbuildings,  and  15  a.  & 2 k.  of  land,  and  are  now  underlet  at  40/. 
a year.  We  are  informed  that  the  buildings  are  much  dilapidated,  and  are 
too  small  for  the  farm  ; but  if  the  sum  of  50/.  was  laid  out  upon  them, 
the  farm  would  be  worth  as  much  as  50/.  a year.  The  trustees  have  lately  cut 
some  timber  on  this  estate,  to  the  value  of  upwards  of  80/.  ; but  it  is  not  yet 
determined  in  what  manner  to  dispose  of  the  money  when  received. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  ascertain  for  what  purpose  the  sum  of  203  l. 
(the  consideration  money  for  the  lease  above  mentioned)  was  required,  or  how 
it  was  applied. 

With  respect  to  the  premises  comprised  in  the  indenture  of  feoffment  of 
1639,  the  Hell  Meadow  lies  partly  in  the  township  of  Wigan  and  partly  in  the 
township  of  Pemberton  ; the  part  lying  in  Wigan  with  the  Bangges  Closes  is  let 
to  Charles  Walls,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  10/.  per  annum  ; and  the  part  lying 
in  Pemberton  to  Jonathan  Andrews,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  like  rent.  We  are 
informed  that  these  closes  might  be  let  at  advanced  rents,  that  in  their  present 
state  they  are  worth  25/.  a year  and  are  capable  of  improvement,  and  that  the 
fences  and  an  embankment  against  the  river  requires  some  repairs. 

For  several  years  previous  to  his  death,  the  late  James  Plodson,  esq.  who  was 
one  of  the  trustees,  appears  to  have  received  such  of  the  rents  as  were  paid  by 
the  tenants,  and  applied  the  amount  in  binding  out  apprentices.  We  have  not 
been  able  to  obtain  any  further  particulars  as  to  his  receipts  or  disbursement 
f than 
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than  is  contained  in  the  following  account,  with  which  we  have  been  furnished 
by  J.  Woodcock,  esq.  one  of  his  executors. 
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Charities  of  Mason 
and  Bullock, 
continued. 
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From  this  account  it  appears  that  Mr.  Hodson  received  no  rent  in  respect  of 
the  Rainhill  estate  subsequently  to  January  1820,  so  that  in  August  1828,  there 
was  an  arrear  of  nine  years  rent  due  to  the  charity.  Henry  Bullock,  esquire, 
who  had  accepted  the  office  of  mayor  at  Michaelmas  1827,  finding  these 
arrears  were  due,  directed  application  to  be  made  to  Mr.  Dean,  who  now 
holds  the  estate,  and  he  received  88/.  for  the  arrears  due  in  August  1827-  At 
the  time  of  our  inquiry,  September  1828,  this  sum  was  in  Mr.  Bullock’s  hands, 
and  he  proposed  to  pay  thereout  45/.  13s.  Id.  which  was  due  to  Mr.  Grimshaw, 
for  preparing  the  last  trust  deeds,  and  other  business  relating  to  the  charity,  and 
to  call  a meeting  of  the  trustees  to  determine  upon  the  mode  of  disposing  of  the 
residue  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Wigan.  It  was  not  known  at  that  period 
that  there  was  a balance  due  to  the  executors  of  Mr.  Hodson,  but  the  money 
which  will  be  received  from  the  fall  of  timber  will  be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay 
this  balance.

1 h°CharUv?°  S The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  given  by  the  testator  to  the  poor  of  this  township,  to 

be  distributed  by  his  two  sons,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  and  by  the  overseers, 

every  Easter-eve,  is  received  and  carried  to  the  same  account  and  disposed  of 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  produce  of  the  other  charities  hereafter  mentioned. 

Charities  of  Abigail  Crook  and  Others. 

Charities  of  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Abigail  Crook  g ave  to 

Abigail  Crook  t]ie  p00r  0p  Abram  12/.  ; that  Thomas  Ince  gave  40/.  and  that  several  other 
persons  gave  sums,  amounting  with  those  above-mentioned,  to  94/.  105.,  which 
sum,  with  10  s.  given  by  the  township,  was  laid  out  in  land. 

The  only  deeds  produced  to  us  relative  to  these  charities  were  indentures  of 
lease  and  release,  bearing  date  4th  and  5th  February  1765,  in  which  it  is 
recited,  that  by  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  21st  April  1726, 
between  Thomas  Culcheth,  the  heir  of  Robert  Culcheth,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Thomas  Richardson,  and  three  others,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Thomas 
Culcheth,  in  consideration  of  95  /.,  conveyed  to  the  said  Thomas  Richardson 
and  others,  and  their  heirs,  a messuage  and  tenement  in  Abram,  and  the  several 
closes  thereto  belonging,  called  the  Further  and  the  Nearer  Croft,  containing, 
by  estimation,  1 a.  & 1 r.,  upon  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof 
to  the  use  of  the  impotent  poor  of  Abram,  the  purchase  money  being  made  out 
of  several  gifts  and  legacies  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Abram. 

It  is  also  recited,  that  there  was  endorsed  upon  the  indenture  of  bargain  and 
sale  a schedule  of  the  benefactions  laid  out  in  the  above  purchase,  and  a provi- 
sion, that  upon  the  death  of  any  two  of  the  trustees,  the  survivors  should  convey 
to  themselves  and  two  other  substantial  inhabitants  or  freeholders  of  the  town- 
ship of  Abram. 

New  trustees  were  appointed  in  1797.  of  whom  James  Bevan  is  the  only 
survivor.  A new  deed  has  been  lately  prepared  for  the  conveyance  of  the  said 
premises  to  Philip  Newton,  John  Whitley,  Richard  Bevan  and  Adam  Chadwick, 
and  their  heirs.  In  this  deed  it  is  recited,  that  the  wife  of  the  said  James  Bevan 
had  built  upon  part  of  the  Further  Croft  a school-house;  and  the  premises,  com- 
prisinga  messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  two  closes  called  the  Further  and  Nearer 
Croft,  and  a plot  of  land,  part  of  the  south  side  of  the  Nearer  Croft,  fronting 
the  highway,  and  containing  128  square  yards,  some  years  ago  demised  by  the 
trustees  to  John  Dobb,  for  a long  term  of  years,  at  the  improved  rent  of  205. 
per  annum,  and  also  the  school  and  schoolhouse  built  as  thereinbefore  recited, 
are  thereby  conveyed,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  all  the  said 
premises,  except  the  said  school  and  schoolhouse,  to  the  use  of  the  impotent 
poor  of  Abram,  and  to  use  the  said  school  and  schoolhouse  for  the  religious 
instruction  of  of  the  poor  children  of  the  impotent  poor  of  Abram  in  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  church  of  England. 

The  premises  belonging  to  the  charity  consist  of, — 

1.  — Two  cottages,  now  held  by  William  Henry  Webb,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
1 /.  These  cottages  were  built,  about  the  year  1810,  by  John  Dobb,  who  sold 
his  interest  to  Mr.  Webb,  the  present  possessor.  It  does  not  appear  whether 
any  lease  was  granted  to  John  Dobb,  or  what  interest  he  had  in  the  premises. 
If  the  terms  of  the  agreement  with  Mr.  Dobb  cannot  be  ascertained,  it  seems 
right  that  the  trustees  should  immediately  take  steps  for  determining  the  present 
tenancy,  and  granting  to  Mr.  Webb  a lease  of  the  premises  for  such  a period 
as  with  reference  to  the  expense  incurred  in  the  buildings  should  appear 
reasonable.  The  value  of  the  cottages  is  estimated  at  8/.  a year. 

2.  — Three  small  cottages  let  to  three  several  yearly  tenants,  Joshua  Dixon. 
Jane  Oakes  and  Richard  Wilcocks,  at  the  respective  yearly  rents  of  1 /.,  2/. 
and  2/.  25. 

3.  — The  school  and  dwellinghouse  built  on  the  charity  estate  in  1824  by  Mrs. 
Bevan  of  Lowton  at  her  own  expense.  These  premises  are  occupied  rent  free 
by  a person  who  is  appointed  by  the  township  to  teach  school,  and  for  the  use 
thereof  105.  is  paid  yearly  to  the  charity  from  the  overseers  accounts. 

4.  — About  one  acre  and  a quarter  of  land,  including  a garden  let  to  John 
Livesey  as  yearly  tenant  at  11  /.  105.  per  annum. 


Except 
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Except  with  regard  to  the  premises  first  mentioned,  these  are  considered  as 
fair  rents. 

The  income  derived  from  these  rents  after  the  payment  of  any  expenses 
incurred  in  repairs,  is  added  to  the  produce  of  the  other  charities  for  this  town- 
ship, and  a portion  of  Guest’s  charity  received  from  the  rector,  and  the  amount 

is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  linen  and  blankets  by  Mr.  Bevan,  who  distributes  ' ^ ^ 

these  articles  with  the  assistance  of  the  overseers  and  other  inhabitants,  at  the 
school,  on  the  first  Thursday  in  March,  amongst  such  poor  pessons  of  the  town- 
ship as  are  thought  the  most  proper  objects.  No  distinction  is  made  whether 
they  receive  parochial  relief  or  not ; 85  persons  partook  of  this  charity  in  March 
1828.  The  benefit  thereof  is  sometimes  extended  to  a greater  number,  by 
taking  from  the  poor  persons  a small  payment,  in  proportion  to  the  price  of  the 
article  delivered  to  them. 

In  March  1828  there  was  a balance  in  Mr.  Bevan’s  hands  of  12/.  125.  6d. 
out  of  which  there  was  to  be  paid  the  expense  of  the  new  trust  deed. 

Newton’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  178(3,  it  is  stated  that  William  Newton  in  Newton's  Charity. 
1724  bequeathed  10/.  for  woollen  cloth  for  the  poor  of  this  township. 

This  legacy  appears  to  have  been  lent  to  the  trustees  of  the  woollen  stock 
charity  at  Ashton,  in  the  parish  of  Winwick  ; 6s.  6d.  is  paid  yearly  by  the  above 
mentioned  trustees  as  the  interest  thereof,  and  carried  to  the  same  account  as 
the  other  charities  above-mentioned. 

This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  John  Guest, 

Edmund  Molyneux  and  Edward  Holt,  noticed  under  the  head  of  the  township 
of  Wigan,  and  of  Richardson’s  charity  noticed  under  the  head  of  the  township 
of  Ince  in  this  parish.

TOWNSHIP  OF  ASPULL. 

School. 

The  following,  which  appear  to  be  the  only  deeds  in  existence  relative  to  this  Aspull. 
school,  were  produced  to  us  by  Thomas  Grimshaw,  esq.  a solicitor  in  Wigan.  

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  16th  and  17th  December  School. 
1790,  and  inrolled  in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  between  James  Lucas  the 
nephew  and  heir  of  Richard  Lucas,  deceased,  of  the  first  part ; James  Wood 
the  elder,  of  the  second,  and  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  James  Wood  the  younger  and 
six  others,  since  deceased,  of  the  third  part ; the  said  James  Lucas  and  James 
Wood  the  elder,  conveyed  to  the  said  Robert  Holt  Leigh  and  others  and  their 
heirs,  a messuage  or  dwellinghouse  on  the  south  side  of  Aspull  Moor,  called 
the  Schoolhouse,  with  the  building  adjoining  thereto  on  the  east  used  for  a 
school;  a close  called  the  School  Croft,  containing,  by  estimation,  half  an  acre 
at  eight  yards  to  the  perch ; and  another  close  on  the  south  side  of  the  said 
messuage,  called  the  School  Close,  containing,  by  estimation,  one  acre  and  three 
quarters,  like  measure,  with  a right  of  entry  on  a close  called  the  Meadow,  at 
the  back  of  the  school,  formerly  the  inheritance  of  the  said  Richard  Lucas,  for 
the  purpose  of  repairing  the  said  premises ; on  trust,  to  permit  the  schoolhouse 
to  be  occupied  by  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  to  instruct  the  children 
of  the  inhabitants  of  Aspull  only,  and  out  of  the  rents  of  the  said  closes,  to 
repair  the  premises,  and  to  pay  the  remainder  to  the  said  master  for  the  time 
being,  such  schoolmaster  to  be  elected  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  upon  condition  that  if  he  should  appear  not  able  to  teach  the  children  in 
Latin,  English,  writing  or  accounts,  as  the  major  part  of  the  trustees  should 
direct,  or  should  be  negligent  or  conduct  himself  otherwise  than  the  trustees 
should  reasonably  require,  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  might  detain  the 
residue  of  the  rent  and  eject  such  master  from  the  said  school  and  house  ; and 
liberty  was  given  to  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  to  lease  the  school  closes 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  twenty- one  years,  for  the  best  rent  that  could  be 
obtained  ; and  it  was  provided  that  whenever  the  number  of  trustees  should  be 
reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises  to  the  use  of  them- 
selves and  six  other  trustees,  being  members  of  the  church  of  England. 

As  there  are  now  only  two  trustees  surviving,  a new  appointment  ought  to 

I take  place,  according  to  the  provisions  in  the  indentures  above  abstracted. 

The  trust  premises,  consisting  of  the  school  and  schoolhouse,  which  are  sup- 
posed to  have  been  built  about  sixty  years  ago  by  voluntary  subscription,  with 
a garden  and  the  two  closes  called  the  School  Close  and  School  Croft, 
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containing  about  two  acres,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  are  occupied  by  the 
schoolmaster,  rent  free. 

There  is  also  a sum  of  20/.  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  James  Wood,  which  he 
received  from  the  late  John  Hodson  Kearsley,  esq.,  and  which  is  supposed  to 
have  been  given  by  one  Leyland,  when  the  school  was  built,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being. 

For  this  sum  Mr.  Wood  pays  20  5.  annually  to  the  schoolmaster. 

The  master,  who  was  appointed  about  eleven  years  ago  by  the  three  trustees 
who  were  then  living,  takes  all  the  children  of  the  township  on  the  payment  of 
a small  quarterage,  the  amount  of  which  was  determined  by  the  trustees  at  the 
time  of  his  appointment.  He  teaches  English,  writing  and  accounts.  At  the 
time  of  our  inquiry,  he  had  forty  scholars. 

Houghton’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Mr.  Houghton  gave 
100/.  to  the  poor  of  Aspull,  then  in  the  hands  of  James  Hodson. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  is  paid  by  James  Alexander  Hodson,  esq.  and  is 
supposed  to  be  charged  upon  an  estate  belonging  to  him  at  Kirk  Lees,  iu  this 
township. 

Every  Good  Friday  and  Saint  Thomas’s  day  the  overseers  attend  at  the 
office  of  Mr.  Hodson’s  colliery,  and  they  receive  the  sum  of  505.  on  each  of 
those  days,  which  they  distribute  there,  equally,  amongst  fifty  poor  persons  of 
the  township  not  receiving  weekly  relief. 

Hodkinson’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  it  is  also  stated,  that  the  sum  of  10/.  given 
by  James  Hodkinson,  was  in  the  hands  of  James  Wood. 

Mr.  Wood  states  that  he  received  this  sum  from  John  Hodson  Kearsley,  esq. 
He  pays  105.  yearly  as  the  interest  thereof,  and  has  hitherto  disposed  of  it  in 
money  or  in  calico  to  two  very  aged  women  of  the  township  of  Aspull. 

An  account  of  Guest' s,  Holt's,  and  Edmund  Molyneux's  charities,  to  a share 
of  which  this  township  is  entitled,  will  be  found  amongst  those  for  the  township 
of  Wigan. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  BILLINGE  CHAPEL  END. 

School. 

There  is  in  this  township  a school,  which  was  built  in  the  year  1819,  by  sub- 
scription, for  the  benefit  of  the  chapelry  of  Billinge,  comprising  the  township 
of  Billinge  Chapel  End,  or  Lower  End,  and  part  of  the  township  of  Winstanley. 
About  the  same  period,  the  use  of  an  old  school  adjoining  a house  in  which  the 
schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  resided,  was  given  up  to  the  master. 

The  schoolmaster  was  appointed  by  the  minister  and  parish  officers ; and  in 
addition  to  the  advantages  of  the  dwelling-house  and  old  school  above  mentioned, 
and  of  the  school  erected  in  1819,  he  receives  from  Eddleston’s  charity,  here- 
after mentioned,  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  10  5.  A rent  of  51.  is  nominally 
reserved  in  respect  of  the  new  school,  but  the  payment  is  dispensed  with  in 
consideration  of  the  master  teaching  the  Sunday  scholars.  For  the  rest  of  his 
emoluments,  he  instructs  ten  children  free,  and  seven  others  for  one-half  of 
the  usual  charge.  These  children  have  been  appointed  by  the  trustees  of  Eddle- 
ston’s charity,  or  their  agent,  and  have  been  selected  generally  from  the 
chapelry  of  Billinge. 

Eddleston’s  Charity. 

John  Eddleston,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  14th  June  IG72,  and  proved  at 
Chester,  devised  his  messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Bil- 
linge, and  all  his  lands  in  Billinge,  to  Nathaniel  Molyneux,  John  Green  of 
Aspull,  Thomas  Cooper,  John  Green  of  Atherton,  Nicholas  Withington,  and 
George  Withington,  and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  to  dispose  of  the  profits  thereof, 
after  payment  of  his  debts  and  legacies,  and  after  the  death  of  his  aunt, 
Jane  Fairclough,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a pious  and  orthodox  minister  to 
officiate  in  the  chapel  of  Billinge,  and  towards  the  maintenance  of  a school- 
master at  the  school  of  Billinge,  as  also  for  and  towards  the  relief  of  the 
necessitous  poor  people  within  the  township  of  Billinge;  and  he  directed  that 
his  trustees  and  their  heirs  should  dispose  of  the  profits  of  the  premises  to  such 
minister,  schoolmaster  and  necessitous  poor,  by  such  shares,  proportions,  and  in 
.such  quality,  nature,  manner  and  form,  as  to  their  judgement  and  discretion 

should 
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should  seem  meet  and  convenient,  and  as  in  their  judgments  they  might  from 
time  to  time  apprehend  and  conceive  the  said  minister,  schoolmaster  and 
necessitous  poor  to  be  most  deserving  of,  and  the  necessity  of  each  for  the  time 
being  might  require. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  January  1752  ; 
reciting,  that  by  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  the  county  palatine  of 
Lancaster,  bearing  date  7th  December  1692,  it  was  ordered,  that  Thomas  Bankes, 
Henry  Orrett,  and  three  others,  inhabitants  within  or  near  the  chapelry  of 
Billinge,  should  be  trustees  of  the  charity  given  by  John  Eddleston,  and  that 
Nathaniel  Molyneux  and  two  others  should  convey  the  charity  estates  to  them ; 
and  reciting  that  no  such  conveyance  had  been  executed,  or,  if  there  had  been, 
that  the  said  Henry  Orrett  was  the  survivor ; Sir  Moor  Molyneux  heir  of  the 
said  Nathaniel  Molyneux,  and  Peter  Orrett,  heir  of  the  said  Henry  Orrett, 
conveyed  the  premises,  formerly  the  inheritance  of  John  Eddleston,  to  William 
Bankes  and  six  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the 
said  will. 

Upon  the  said  indenture  is  indorsed  a memorandum,  that  the  premises  were 
subject  not  only  to  a yearly  fee  farm  rent  of  20s.,  payable  to  John  Blackburn 
and  his  heirs,  but  also  to  a liberty  for  them  to  get  stone  in  a quarry,  called 
Grindlestone  Delph,  lying  within  the  same  estate,  and  also  to  have  slate  stone, 
if  any  should  be  gotten  within  the  premises,  upon  such  terms  and  for  such  uses 
as  were  more  particularly  expressed  in  an  indenture,  dated  1st  December 
1640,  being  the  purchase  deed  of  the  said  estate  by  Humphrey  Eddlestone  from 
William  Blackburn. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  2d  and  3d  March  1804, 
between  Edward  Leigh,  of  the  one  part,  and  Meyrick  Bankes,  Edward  Wil- 
braham  Bootle,  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  the  Rev.  Frederick  William  Holme,  Thomas 
Woodcock  and  Nehemiah  Cowley,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  will  of  John 
Eddleston,  and  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  of  the  county  palatine  of 
Lancaster,  and  the  indenture  of  1752,  and  several  other  indentures,  by  which  it 
appeared  that  the  premises  were  then  vested  in  the  said  Edward  Leigh,  as  the 
surviving  trustee  ; the  said  Edward  Leigh  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  the  use 
of  himself  and  the  other  parties  thereto,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  will  of 
John  Eddleston  ; and  it  was  provided  that  upon  the  death  of  any  one  or  more 
of  the  trustees,  the  survivors  should  elect  others  residing  within  or  near  the 
i ehapel  of  Billinge,  so  as  to  make  up  the  number  of  seven,  and  should  convey 
the  premises  accordingly. 

Of  the  trustees  above  named,  Edward  Leigh,  Meyrick  Bankes  and  Nehemiah 
Cowley  are  now  dead. 

Mr.  Daniel  Briden,  as  the  agent  of  the  late  Meyrick  Bankes,  esquire,  has  of 
late  years  kept  the  accounts  of  this  charity. 

The  estate  consists  of  a dwellinghouse  and  about  14  acres  of  land,  at  eight 
yards  to  the  perch,  of  which  9 or  10  acres  only  are  in  a state  of  cultivation, 
the  residue  being  covered  with  the  refuse  of  a stone  ^quarry.  The  property  is 
in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  Samuel  Hall,  the  minister  of  the  chapelry, 
nominally  at  the  rent  of  42/.  which  is  stated  to  be  the  fair  annual  value  ; but 
the  trustees  have  reserved  to  themselves  the  right  of  working  or  letting  the  stone 
quarries.  Considerable  improvements  have  been  made  upon  the  premises  by 
Mr.  Hall,  since  he  came  to  the  living  in  1813,  at  his  own  expense. 

The  stone  quarry  is  let  to  Thomas  Mather,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent 
of  50/. 

Since  1818,  when  Mr.  Briden  commenced  keeping  the  accounts  of  this 
charity,  there  has  been  no  meeting  of  trustees,  and  he  has  received  no  instruc- 
tions for  making  any  alterations  in  the  mode  of  applying  the  charity;  he  has 
consequently  pursued  the  same  mode  of  applying  the  rents  as  had  been  pursued 
previously,  and,  in  fact,  no  alteration  appears  to  have  taken  place  since  1787* 

According  to  this  system,  the  incumbent  of  the  chapelry  for  the  time  being 
has  had  the  whole  benefit  of  the  house  and  land , and  the  rent  of  the  stone 
quarry  has  been  applied  in  manner  following : 
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There  is  Daid  to  Sir  William  Gerard,  who  purchased  the  Blackley 
Hurst  Estate,  formerly  the  property  of  John  Blackburne,a  chief  rent 
of  20  s.  - --  --  --  --  -- 

To  the  master  of  the  endowed  school  in  Billinge  Chapel  End 
To  the  master  of  the  endowed  school  in  Billinge  Higher  End 
To  the  overseer  of  Billinge  Chapel  End,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  - 
And  the  overseer  of  Billinge  Higher  End,  the  like  sum  of  - - -

The  residue,  after  the  payment  of  some  occasional  expenses  of  small  amount, 
has  been  allowed  to  accumulate.  In  the  year  1818,  Mr.  Briden  received  from 
his  predecessor  a balance  of  35  /.  18  s.  G d.,  and  in  April  1828  he  had  in  hand  a 
balance  of  55 1.  5 s.  6d, 

Of  this  sum  a part  might  be  beneficially  applied  in  the  appointment  of  some 
persons  as  trustees,  who  reside  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  are  likely  to  attend  to 
the  concerns  of  the  charity. 

Poor’s  Stock. 

In  the  Parliamentary  returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  Elizabeth  Oalces  and 
other  persons  bequeathed,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  this  township,  various 
smalLsums,  amounting  to  23/.  5 s.,  then  vested  in  the  overseers,  producing 
yearly  1 l.  3 s.  3 d. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  3 s.  4 d.  is  paid  from  the  overseers  account,  and  added 
to  the  yearly  sums  of  13  /.  paid  to  the  overseer  from  Eddleston’s  charity,  and  of 
18s.  paid  in  respect  of  Bankes’s  charity  hereafter  mentioned. 

This  money  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  woollen  and  linen  cloth,  and 
distributed  in  January,  by  the  overseer,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  township  of 
Billinge  Chapel  End,  not  receiving  weekly  relief. 


Poor’s  Cottage. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  15th  May  1799,  Henry  Birchall  and  others, 
devisees,  in  trust,  for  the  sale  of  certain  estates  left  by  the  will  of  William 
Birchall,  in  consideration  of  57  /•  conveyed  to  the  Rev.  Richard  Carr,  minister 
of  Billinge  chapel,  John  Mather,  chapelwarden,  and  Plenry  Sephton,  overseer 
of  Billinge,  and  their  successors  in  office,  a messuage  or  dwelling-house  near 
Billinge  chapel,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  such  poor  housekeepers  as  should  belong  to  Billinge  Chapel  End, 
and  not  receive  any  weekly  relief. 

It  is  supposed  that  of  the  above-mentioned  sum  40/.  was  left  to  the  poor 
by  one  Okill,  and  that  the  residue  was  an  accumulation  of  interest. 

The  house  mentioned  in  this  indenture  is  let  to  Betty  Berry,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a good  rent  of  4/.  a year. 

The  amount  of  the  rent  was  formerly  disposed  of  by  the  incumbent  for  the 
time  being,  in  linen,  which  was  distributed  to  the  poor  of  this  township,  but 
no  distribution  took  place  from  1821  to  1S27- 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Hall  states,  that  in  1821,  having  been  informed  that  the 
cottage  required  20/.  to  be  laid  out  in  repairs,  he  suspended  the  distribution  of 
linen,  and  suffered  the  rent  to  accumulate  till  1S27-  He  then  found  that  the 
expense  of  the  repairs  which  were  required  amounted  only  to  5/.  16  s.  Id. 
These  repairs  being  completed  and  paid  for,  he  laid  out  23/.  7 s.  S d.  in  the 
purchase  of  a quantity  of  jackets,  trowsers  and  caps,  for  boys,  which  he  had 
an  opportunity  of  procuring  at  a cheap  rate,  with  the  intention  of  distributing 
them  to  the  poor.  After  this  purchase  w^as  made,  he  could  not  find  a sufficient 
number  of  boys  whom  he  thought  qualified  to  receive  them,  and  he  accordingly 
had,  in  September  1828,  sixteen  sets  of  clothing  of  the  description  above 
mentioned  on  his  hands,  and  a balance  of  5 /.  1 s.  2 cl.  in  money,  having  charged 
himself  with  the  sum  of  7 /•  12s.  6r/.  as  interest,  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  on 
the  money  which  had  accumulated. 

It  seems  desirable  that  a regular  system  of  distribution  should  be  resumed. 

Donor  unknown. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  some  person  gave 
a sum  of  money  producing  2/.  12s.  per  annum  for  bread  to  the  poor  of  this 
township,  then  vested  in  William  Bankes. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  account  of  the  origin  of  this  cha- 
rity, but  the  yearly  sum  of  2/.  12  s.  is  paid  in  respect  thereof  by  Mr.  D.  Briden, 

and 
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and  charged  to  the  account  of  the  trustees  of  the  real  estate  of  Meyrick 
Bankes,  esq.  a minor.  This  sum  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  two  shillings 
worth  of  bread  every  alternate  Sunday,  which  is  distributed  at  the  chapel,  to 
poor  persons  of  the  chapelry,  which,  as  already  mentioned,  comprises  the  town- 
ship of  Billinge  Chapel  End,  and  part  of  the  township  of  Winstanley. 

Bankes’s  Charity. 

William  Bankes,  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date  27th  April  1775,  left 
20/.  to  each  of  the  townships  of  the  Higher  and  Lower  End  ot  Billinge,  the 
interest  to  be  divided  on  Saint  ThomasVday,  yearly. 

The  yearly  sum  of  18s.  is  paid  to  the  overseer  of  each  of  the  above-mentioned 
townships  by  Mr.  Daniel  Bidden,  on  account  of  the  real  estate  of  Meyrick 
Bankes,  esq.  a minor. 

The  sum  paid  to  the  overseer  of  Billinge  Chapel  or  Lower  End  is  disposed 
of,  with  the  interest  of  the  poor’s  stock,  and  other  charities,  as  above  men- 
tioned. 

The  distribution  of  the  sum  paid  to  the  overseer  of  Billinge  Higher  End  will 
be  noticed  amongst  the  charities  for  that  township. 


Billinge  Chanel 
End. 
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Bankes’s  Charity. 


This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  Edmund  Moly- 
neux  and  John  Guest  mentioned  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Wigan, 
and  of  Bispham’s  charities,  the  particulars  of  which  are  stated  under  the  head 
of  the  township  of  Upholland. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  BILLINGE  HIGHER  END. 

School. 

There  is  a school,  with  a dwelling-house  and  garden  adjoining,  at  a place 
called  Brownlow,  in  this  township.  < 

These  premises  have,  for  many  years,  been  occupied  by  successive  school- 
masters appointed  by  the  freeholders  of  the  township. 

The  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being  has  also  had  the  liberty  of  letting,  for 
his  own  benefit,  a cottage,  which  is  supposed  formerly  to  have  been  the  school- 
house,  with  a garden  and  a small  croft,  worth  together  about  5 /.  a year ; and 
the  sum  of  10/.  10  5.  per  annum  has  been  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  from 
Eddleston’s  charity,  as  stated  in  the  preceding  account  of  the  charities  lor 
Billinge  Chapel  End. 

On  account  of  these  emoluments,  the  late  master,  who  died  about  March 
1828,  taught  ten  children  of  the  township  free.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry 
(September  1828)  the  school  was  taught  by  a person  who  had  been  provided 
by  the  relations  of  the  late  master,  but  no  new  appointment  had  taken  place. 

The  average  number  of  scholars  has  been  about  forty  or  fifty. 

Digmore  Estate. 

There  is  in  Upholland  a tenement  consisting  of  a house  and  out-buildings,  Digmore  Estate, 
and  about  one  acre  and  a quarter  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  called 
Digmore,  the  rents  of  which  have,  as  long  as  can  be  remembered,  been  applied 
for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Billinge  Higher  End. 

It  is  not  known  from  whose  benefaction  this  property  was  derived,  nor  could 
we  discover  that  there  were  any  deeds  in  existence  relating  thereto. 

The  property  is  now  let  to  Jane  Tyrer,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of 
10/.  per  annum.  The  amount  of  the  rent  has  been  usually  applied,  with  13/. 
derived  from  Eddleston’s  charity,  and  185.  from  Bankes’s  charity,  in  the  pur- 
chase of  cloth  and  linen,  which  has  been  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the 
township,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  in  quantities  varying  from  one  yard  and  a 
half  to  ten  yards.  The  distribution  is  generally  confined  to  such  of  the  poor 
as  do  not  receive  weekly  relief. 

Previously  to  the  year  1S17>  the  overseer  for  the  time  being  appears  to  have 
had  the  sole  management  of  this  charity,  the  letting  of  the  land,  the  receipt  and 
disposition  of  the  rents,  and  the  keeping  of  the  accounts.  In  181 7>  the  over- 
seer having  failed  in  accounting  for  the  rents  he  had  received,  Mr.  John  Holt, 
at  the  request  of  some  of  the  inhabitants,  undertook  to  keep  the  accounts  of 
this  charity,  and  of  the  money  received  from  Eddleston’s  and  Bankes’s  charities; 
but  the  overseer  for  the  time  being  has  continued  to  receive  the  rent  of  the 
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Digmore  property  and  the  payments  from  the  other  charities  above-mentioned  • 
and  linen  and  woollen  cloth  have  been  purchased  partly  by  him  and  partly  by 
Mr.  Holt.  J 

In  1825  there  was,  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Holt,  a balance  of  12/.  125.  5d.  In 
the  same  year  Thomas  Knowles  was  appointed  overseer,  and  continued  in 
office  till  March  1828.  In  June  1828,  an  account  was  settled  in  respect  of 
these  charities  between  him  and  Mr.  Holt,  from  which  it  appears  that  Thomas 
Knowles  had  received,  during  the  three  years  he  was  in  office.

At  Christmas  1828,  Mr.  Holt  provided  linen  and  cloth  to  the  amount  of 
IQ/.  125.  5d.  which  was  distributed,  as  usual,  on  Saint  Thomas’s  day.  The 
draper’s  bill  had  not  been  paid  at  the  commencement  of  our  inquiry,  September 
1828,  but  it  was  paid  previously  to  our  leaving  the  town  of  Wigan. 

The  sums  applicable  to  the  purchase  of  cloth,  for  distribution  on  St.  Thomas’s 
day  1828,  were,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  as  follows  :

We  conceive  that  the  whole  of  this  money  ought  to  be  disposed  of  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  immediately,  and  that  in  future  the  current  rents  and  pay- 
ments from  the  other  charities  ought  to  be  regularly  disposed  of  every  year.  It 
seems  also  particularly  desirable  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  township  should 
appoint  some  persons  to  act  with  the  overseer  in  the  management  of  this 
charity,  or  should  require  an  annual  statement  of  the  accounts. 


Eddleston’s  and  Bankes’s  Charities.

Bankes’s  Charities,  ceding  township  of  Billinge  Chapel  End. 

This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  Edmund  Molyneux 
and  John  Guest,  mentioned  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Wigan  and  of 
Bispham’s  charities,  the  particulars  of  which  are  mentioned  under  the  head  of 
the  township  of  Upholland. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  DALTON. 

Lathom’s  Charity. 

Dalton.  The  particulars  of  the  charity,  founded  by  the  Will  of  Peter  Lathom , bearing 

date  2d  April  1700,  will  be  found  in  our  15th  Report,  p.  129. 

Lathom’s  Charity.  The  share  of  the  rents  applicable  to  this  township  is  laid  out  by  Mr.  Richard 
Prescot,  of  Dalton,  one  of  the  trustees  in  the  purchase  of  linen,  which  is 
distributed  by  him  with  the  assistance  of  such  of  the  inhabitants  as  choose  to 
attend.  The  distribution  is  confined  to  poor  housekeepers  not  receiving  relief, 
and  each  person  receives  from  eight  to  twenty-four  yards  of  linen,  according  to 
their  apparent  wants. 


A.shhurst’s 
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Ashhurst’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  Thomas  Ashhurst  gave 
a rent-charge  of  1/.  5s.  to  the  poor  of  this  township,  then  paid  by  the  owner  of 
Ashhurst  Hall. 

\Te  were  informed  that  there  were  persons  living  whose  parents  had  received 
clothing  from  the  tenant  of  the  estate  above-mentioned,  but  the  evidence 
appeared  much  too  slight  to  support  any  claim  at  the  present  time. 

An  account  of  the  charities  of  Edmund  Molyneux  and  John  Guest,  in  which 
this  township  is  entitled  to  partake,  will  be  found  under  the  head  of  the  town- 
ship of  Wigan. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  HAIGH. 

School. 

Miles  Turner , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  15th  October  1634,  as  recited  in  the 
indenture  hereafter  abstracted,  directed  that  after  his  debts,  funeral  expenses 
and  legacies  were  discharged,  the  overplus  of  his  estate,  if  any,  should  be  divided 
into  three  parts,  two  parts  whereof  should  be  bestowed  upon  the  highways  in 
Haigh,  or  upon  the  poor  within  the  said  township,  according  to  the  direction  of 
his  master,  Roger  Bradshaigh,  esq. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  30th  April  and  1st  May  1767, 
between  Matthew  Smith  and  nine  others,  inhabitants  or  freeholders  within  the 
township  of  Haigh,  of  the  first  part ; Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh  of  the  second  part ; 
and  the  Reverend  John  Chisnell  and  eight  others  of  the  third  part ; reciting  the 
will  of  Miles  Turner;  and  that  the  said  Roger  Bradshaigh,  esq.  named  in  the 
said  will,  with  the  principal  inhabitants  of  the  said  township,  had  met  soon  after 
the  death  of  the  testator,  to  consider  of  the  most  beneficial  means  of  disposing 
of  the  money  which  had  been  paid  by  the  testator’s  executors  to  the  said 
Roger  Bradshaigh,  and  had  directed  that  the  same  should  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  land,  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  applied  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a schoolmaster,  for  the  teaching  of  such  children  whose  parents  should 
be  inhabitants  of  or  possessed  oflands  or  tenements,  or  contributed  to  the  lays 
in  the  said  township  of  Haigh  ; and  that  the  said  Roger  Bradshaigh  had  accord- 
ingly laid  out  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  the  messuage  or  tenement,  with  the 
lands  thereto  belonging,  in  Billinge,  called  Outley-snape,  which  premises  were 
by  indenture,  bearing  date  14th  August  1739,  (intended  for  1639)  conveyed  to 
the  use  of  the  said  Roger  Bradshaigh ; and  that  the  yearly  rents  and  profits 
thereof  had  ever  since,  which  was  then  upwards  of  120  years,  been  yearly 
applied  to  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster  for  the  teaching  of  such  children 
as  aforesaid  ; and  further  reciting,  that  by  indenture,  bearing  date  14th  Decem- 
ber 1746,  Henry  Latham  and  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  conveyed  the  said 
premises  to  Benjamin  Cooper  and  others,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  they 
would,  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be,  recommend  to  the  said  Sir  Roger 
Bradshaigh  and  his  heirs,  a proper  person  to  be  schoolmaster  at  the  school  of 
Haigh,  in  the  room  of  the  then  late  schoolmaster,  such  master  to  be  approved 
by  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  and  his  heirs,  in  writing,  before  he  should  be 
placed  in  the  said  school;  and  that  after  such  recommendation  and  approbation 
the  said  trustees  should  dispose  of  so  much  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  as  would  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose,  in  keeping  the  said  school  in 
good  repair,  and  should  pay  all  the  residue  thereof  to  the  schoolmaster  for  the 
time  being,  so  recommended  and  approved,  for  the  teaching  of  such  of  the 
children  within  the  said  township,  whose  parents  should  be  inhabitants  of  or 
have  any  lands  or  tenements,  or  contribute  to  the  lays  in  the  said  township  ; 
and  it  was  provided,  that  as  often  as  any  seven  or  more  of  the  trustees  for 
the  time  being  should  die,  the  survivors  or  survivor  should  recommend  to  the 
said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  and  his  heirs,  other  fit  and  proper  persons  to  be 
elected  in  the  room  of  those  that  should  be  dead ; and  that  the  said  premises 
should  be  conveyed  to  the  use  of  such  new  elected  trustees,  being  approved  of 
by  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  and  his  heirs ; and  further  reciting,  that  the 
parties  of  the  first  part,  the  tnen  surviving  trustees  named  in  the  indenture 
last  recited,  had  recommended  to  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  the  said 
John  Chisnell,  and  others,  parties  of  the  third  part,  as  fit  persons  to  be  elected 
in  the  room  of  the  deceased  trustees,  and  that  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh 
had  duly  approved  of  them  ; the  said  Matthew'  Smith,  and  others,  parties  of 
the  first  part,  conveyed  the  said  premises  in  Billinge,  to  the  use  of  them- 
Rep.  21.  P p 3 selves. 
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selves,  and  the  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  same 
trusts,  and  with  the  like  provision  as  to  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  ; and  it 
was  further  provided,  that  if  any  schoolmaster  should  be  negligent  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duty,  or  should  be  thought  incapable,  or  not  a fit  and  proper 
person  to  be  schoolmaster,  or  otherwise  misbehave  himself,  it  should  be  lawful 
for  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  and  his  heirs,  notwithstanding  such  school- 
master should  have  obtained  his  approbation  as  aforesaid,  to  remove  him  ; and 
it  was  further  provided,  that  the  said  trustees  should  not  at  any  time  thereafter 
charge,  convey,  or  employ  the  said  premises,  or  the  rents  and  profits  thereof, 
to  any  other  use  or  purpose  than  as  aforesaid,  without  the  consent  of  the  said 
Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  and  his  heirs,  first  had,  in  writing,  in  the  presence  of  two 
or  more  credible  witnesses;  and  it  was  agreed  between  the  parties  that  the  said 
trustees,  or  such  of  them  as  conveniently  could,  should  meet  every  24th  June, 
with  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh  and  his  heirs,  to  consult  together  for  the 
better  management  of  the  trusts  thereby  created,  and  that  at  such  annual  meet- 
ing they  should  produce  their  accounts  ; and  that  two  persons  should  be  chosen 
annually,  the  one  by  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh  and  the  other  by  the  trustees,  to  be 
collectors  of  the  rents  and  profits. 

The  endowment  of  the  school  at  Haigh  appears  to  have  been  augmented  by 
Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh,  who  gave  100/.  for  that  purpose,  as  appears  from  a 
bond  produced  to  us  by  Thomas  Grimshaw,  esq.  a solicitor  in  Wigan,  bearing  date 
9th  June  179£,  granted  by  Alexander  Lindsay  Earl  of  Balcarres  to  William 
Porter,  John  Hart,  Roger  Grimshaw,  William  Chamberlain  and  Thomas 
Entwisle,  (five  of  the  trustees  named  in  the  indentures  above  abstracted,)  and 
James  Lord  Lindsay,  described  as  trustees  for  the  school  of  Haigh,  for  securing 
the  sum  of  100/.  which  is  therein  expressed  to  be  a donation  of  the  late  Dame 
Dorothy  Bradshaigh,  for  the  benefit  of  the  school  at  Haigh,  with  interest  at  four 
and  a half  per  cent. 

All  the  parties  to  the  indentures  of  1767  are  dead,  and  no  subsequent 
appointment  of  trustees  has  taken  place. 

The  estate  at  Billinge,  which  was  purchased  in  1 639,  consists  of  a farm  house 
with  outbuildings,  and  ten  acres  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  now  let  to 
Sir  William  Gerard,  hart,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  50/.  per  annum. 

This  farm  has  for  many  years  been  let  by  the  agents  of  the  late  and  the  pre- 
sent Earls  of  Balcarres,  the  rents  have  been  received  by  them  and  entered  in 
the  general  rental  of  their  estate,  the  expenses  of  repairs  having  been  charged 
to  this  account  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  farm  was  part  of  the  estates 
belonging  to  that  family. 

About  the  year  179b  the  present  schoolmaster  was  appointed  by  three  of  the 
trustees  named  in  the  indentures  of  1767.  He  has  had  the  use  of  a school  and 
dwellinghouse  with  a shippon  and  garden  adjoining,  belonging  to  the  Earls  of 
Balcarres,  and  from  the  time  of  his  appointment  he  has  received  from  the  agents 
of  the  Earl  of  Balcarres  for  the  time  being  a yearly  salary  of  20/.,  and  we  under- 
stand that  the  same  salary  was  paid  to  his  predecessor. 

It  is  probable  that  when  the  present  master  was  first  appointed,  the  clear 
income  of  the  school,  after  deducting  the  expenses  of  repairing  the  house  and 
farm  buildings  in  Billinge,  and  the  school  and  schoolhouse,  did  not  much  exceed 
20/.  a year.  The  Billinge  estate  was  then  let  at  25  /.  per  annum,  so  that  with 
the  interest  at  four  and  a half  per  cent  on  the  sum  of  100/.  secured  by  the  bond 
of  Alexander  Earl  of  Balcarres,  the  gross  income  amounted  to  29/.  10 s.  From 
1800  to  1812  each  inclusive,  the  rent  was  30/.  per  annum.  From  1813  to  the 
present  time  it  lias  been  50/. 

Considering  the  situation  in  which  the  Earls  of  Balcarres  have  stood,  with 
respect  to  this  charity,  that  their  agents  have  received  the  rents,  that  the  accounts 
of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  in  respect  of  the  farm  in  Billinge  have  been 
kept  with  the  accounts  of  the  estate,  and  that  a fixed  salary  has  been  paid  by 
them  to  the  schoolmaster,  without  reference  to  the  increase  of  the  income,  we 
conceive  that  the  present  Earl  though  until  the  period  of  our  inquiry  he  was 
undoubtedly  in  total  ignorance  with  respect  to  the  endowment  of  the  school,  is 
nevertheless  accountable  as  well  for  the  interest  on  the  bond  given  by  his  late 
father,  as  for  the  clear  rents  of  the  Billinge  estate,  as  if  he  and  his  father  had 
been  actually  trustees  of  the  charity.  It  seems  right,  lowever,  that  a reasonable 
allowance  should  be  made  for  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  repairs  of  the  build- 
ings in  Billinge,  though  it  is  impossible  now  to  obtain  a particular  account 

thereof, 
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thereof,  and  also  an  allowance  for  the  rent,  or  at  least  for  the  repairs  of  the 
school  premises  in  Haigh. 

Upon  these  principles,  we  have  made  out  an  account,  with  the  assistance 
of  Henry  Gaskell,  esq.  Lord  Balcarres’s  solicitor,  of  which  the  following  is  the 
result  :

Out  of  the  sum  of  351/.  2 s.  6 d.  for  which  the  Earl  of  Balcarres  is  ready  to 
account,  it  seems  expedient  that  a sufficient  sum  should  be  paid  for  the  repairs  of 
the  farm-house  in  Billinge,  which  it,  is  estimated  will  cost  above  100/.  and  also 
the  necessary  expenses  of  a new  trust  deed  ; the  schoolmaster  having  agreed  to 
accept  50/.  out  of  the  balance  in  full  of  all  demands,  it  is  proposed  to  place  out 
the  residue  at  interest  for  the  benefit  of  the  school. 

As  soon  as  new  trustees  are  appointed,  which  it  is  intended  should  be  done 
immediately,  fresh  security  ought  to  be  given  to  them  for  the  sum  of  100  /.  for 
which  Lord  Balcarres  is  liable  ; the  amount  of  the  rent  to  be  paid  for  the  school- 
house  should  be  fixed  ; and  it  ought  to  be  considered  whether  some  regulations 
may  not  be  made  for  extending  the  benefit  of  the  school,  so  that  the  poor 
children  of  Haigh  may  be  better  instructed  in  writing  and  accounts  without  any 
charge  to  their  parents,  in  consideration  of  the  increased  income  to  which  the 
schoolmaster  will  be  entitled. 

He  now  instructs  in  reading  all  the  children  belonging  to  the  township  of 
Haigh  free,  and  he  teaches  them  writing  two  months  in  the  year  ; the  average 
number  of  free  scholars  is  about  70. 

Receptacle. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale,  bearing  date  14th  July  177-5,  and  inrolled 
in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  between  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh,  of  the 
one  part,  and  Sir  Richard  Clayton  baronet,  Roger  Palmer  and  Geoffry  Hornby, 
of  the  other  part;  reciting  that  the  same  Dame  Dorothy  Braidshaigh  had  lately 
erected,  at  her  own  cost,  a building  in  Haigh,  called  the  Receptacle,  being  a 
house  divided  into  ten  dwellings,  each  consisting  of  one  room  on  the  ground 
floor,  with  a pantry  adjoining,  and  one  chamber  over  the  same  ; and  had  also 
allotted  ground  adjoining  thereto,  for  a little  garden  to  each  of  the  said  dwell- 
ings, all  which  premises,  including  the  fetices  thereof,  contained  lGO  feet  by 
1 16  ; she  intending  the  same  to  be  for  ever  thereafter  appropriated  and  used  as  an 
almshouse,  in  the  manner  thereinafter  mentioned ; the  said  Dame  Dorothy 
Bradshaigh  granted  to  the  said  Sir  Richard  Clayton,  Roger  Palmer  and  Geoffry 
Hornby,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  her  reversion  or  remainder  expectant  on  the 
death  of  Elizabeth  Dalrymple  without  issue,  of  and  in  the  said  receptacle  or 
almshouse,  and  the  said  parcel  of  ground  allotted  thereto,,  in  trust,  that  the 
same  might  for  ever  thereafter  be  appropriated  and  used  as  an  almshouse  for  the 
reception,  habitation  and  maintenance  of  20  poor  persons  of  both  sexes,  or  of 
either  sex,  residing  in  the  several  townships  of  Haigh,  Wigan,  Blackrod  and 
Aspull,  or  in  any  of  them,  if  so  many  proper  objects  should,  from  time  to  time, 
as  vacancies  should  occur,  be  found  therein  ; and  if  so  many  proper  objects 
should  not  be  found  therein,  then  from  such  other  townships  or  places  as  the 
nominators  to  the  said  charity,  and  their  successors,  should  from  time  to  time 
think  fit  to  name  and  appoint,  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  were 
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expressed  therein  ; and  it  was  declared,  that  the  sole  right  and  power  of  nomi- 
nating and  placing  poor  persons  in  the  said  receptacle,  and  of  expelling, 
dismissing,  removing,  visiting  and  ordering,  by  themselves  and  their  agents,  the 
said  poor  persons  in  all  things  concerning  their  behaviour  in  the  said  house, 
whilst  they  should  continue  members  thereof,  and  of  abridging  and  stopping 
their  stipend  or  pay  for  misbehaviour,  disobedience  or  other  offences  against  the 
rules  of  the  said  house,  and  for  keeping  in  good  repair  the  said  house  and  pre- 
mises, and  for  such  other  matters  as  were  or  should  be  committed  to  their  care 
and  trust  concerning  the  said  charity,  should,  after  the  death  of  the  said  Dame 
Dorothy  Bradshaigli,  be  vested  in  and  belong  to  such  person  or  persons  as 
should,  for  the  time  being,  be  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  manor  or  lordship  of 
Plaigh  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  if  at  any  time  thereafter  it  should  happen  that 
there  should  be  only  one  acting  trustee  surviving,  such  survivor  might,  with  the 
rector  of  Winwick  for  the  time  being,  nominate  such  two  other  persons  as  they 
should  think  fit,  to  be  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  in  writing,  to  be  signed  by 
them  and  attested  by  two  credible  witnesses,  the  heirs  of  the  trustees  appointed 
by  the  said  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh  having  always  the  preference,  if  they 
should  choose  to  act  under  the  said  trust;  and  it  was  further  provided,  that 
when  any  vacancy  should  happen  in  the  said  receptacle,  if  the  same  should  not 
be  filled  up  within  two  months  next  after  notice  in  writing,  signed  by  one  of 
the  said  trustees,  and  given  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  said  manor,  or  left  at 
the  mansion  house  of  Haigh,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  fill  up 
the  same  according  to  the  rules  aforesaid,  within  ten  days  after  the  expiration 
of  the  said  two  months. 

The  said  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  28th  July 
1780,  directed  that  a sum  of 3, 000/.  (which  was,  by  the  will  of  her  late  husband 
Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  charged  upon  the  Haigh  estate,  and  bequeathed  to  her, 
and  for  the  raising  of  which  sum  he  devised  the  said  estate  to  trustees  for  a 
term  of  1,000  years,)  with  all  the  interest  which  should  be  due  at  the  time  of 
her  decease,  should  be  raised  by  the  trustees  named  in  her  husband’s  will,  and 
paid  to  her  executors,  who  should  lay  out  the  same  on  government  security  or 
mortgage  of  lands,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  Honourable  and  Rev.  John 
Stanley,  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  Winwick ; and  she  gave  to  the  said  John 
Stanley  and  his  successors,  the  interest  and  produce  of  the  same  sum,  upon 
trust,  to  pay  and  distribute  thereout,  yearly,  so  much  as  should  be  sufficient  to 
make  good  any  deficiencies  as  should  happen  in  the  repairing,  supplying,  and 
carrying  on  the  receptacle  or  almshouse  lately  founded  by  the  testatrix  in 
Haigh,  and  to  distribute  the  surplus  to  the  charitable  purposes  therein  men- 
tioned ; and  by  a codicil  to  her  said  will,  bearing  date  6th  May  1784,  the  said 
testatrix  gave  particular  directions  in  what  manner  the  interest  of  1,000/.  part 
of  the  said  3,000/.  should  be  applied. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  3d  March  1787,  Sir  William  Henry  Ashurst,  the 
surviving  devisee  in  trust  under  the  will  of  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh  of 
the  term  of  1,000  years,  by  the  direction  of  Alexander  Earl  of  Balcarres, 
assigned  the  said  term  of  1,000  years  to  Elbrough  Woodcock,  of  Lincoln’s  Inn, 
redeemable  by  the  person  entitled  to  the  inheritance  of  the  said  estate,  expectant 
on  the  determination  of  the  said  term,  on  payment  of  the  sum  of  5,000/.  with 
interest.  In  this  indenture  it  is  recited,  that  the  bequest  in  the  will  of  the  said 
Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh  of  the  sum  of  3,000/.  which  was  charged  on  the 
manor  and  estate  of  Haigh,  was  void  by  the  statute  of  mortmain,  and  that  the 
same  therefore  sunk  into  the  residue  of  her  personal  estate,  which  she  had 
bequeathed  to  Elizabeth  Palmer ; and  that  the  premises,  which,  during  the  life 
of  the  said  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh,  and  since  her  death,  had  been  used  as 
the  almshouse,  was  part  of  the  estate  at  Haigh,  which,  by  the  will  of  the  said 
Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  was  devised  to  the  then  Countess  of  Balcarres  for  her 
life:  it  is  also  recited,  that  the  said  Elizabeth  Palmer  was  desirous  of  confirming 
the  disposition  made  by  the  will  and  codicil  of  the  said  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh, 
and  that  the  said  Earl  and  Countess  of  Balcarres  being  also  willing  that  the 
said  charitable  purpose  should  be  carried  into  effect,  had  consented  that  the 
said  house  at  Haigh  with  the  appurtenances,  should  thenceforth  continue  and 
be  used  as  an  almshouse  ; and  the  said  Earl  of  Balcarres  having  paid  out  of  his 
own  money  the  sum  of  2,000/.  to  the  said  Roger  Palmer  and  Geoffry  Hornby, 
the  acting  executors  under  the  will  of  the  said  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh,  the 
said  Elizabeth  Palmer  covenanted  with  the  said  Earl  and  Countess  of  Balcarres, 

that 
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that  2,000/.  only,  part  of  the  3,000/.  above  mentioned,  should  be  raised  by  Haigh. 

mortgage  of  the  Haigh  estate,  and  that  1,000/.  residue  thereof,  should  not  at  

any  time  thereafter  be  raised,  30  long  as  the  persons  entitled  to  the  freehold  of 

the  said  estate  should  permit  the  said  house  to  be  used  as  an  almshouse  ; and  ^ ^ ' — ' 

that  if  the  person  who  should  at  any  time  thereafter  be  entitled  to  the  fee-simple 
and  inheritance  of  the  said  premises  used  as  an  almshouse,  should  convey  the 
same  to  the  said  Roger  Palmer  and  Geoffry  Hornby,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  the  use  of  the  said  charity,  the  estate  should  from  thenceforth  be  wholly 
discharged  from  the  payment  of  the  said  sum  of  1,000/.  The  assignment  of  the 
said  term  was  in  consideration  that  the  said  Earl  of  Balcarres  had,  by  the 
direction  of  the  said  Elizabeth  Palmer,  paid  to  the  said  Roger  Palmer  and 
Geoffry  Hornby  the  sum  of  2,000/.  in  full  satisfaction  of  2,000/.  part  of  the 
said  legacy  of  3,000/.,  and  the  further  sum  of  3,000/.  to  three  persons  therein 
named,  legatees  under  the  will  of  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  16th  March  1811,  and  inrolled 
in  the  High  Court  of  Chancery,  between  Alexander  Earl  of  Balcarres,  Elizabeth 
Bradshaigh  Countess  of  Balcarres,  his  wife,  formerly  Elizabeth  Dalrymple,  and 
James  Lord  Lindsay,  eldest  son  of  the  said  Countess  of  Balcarres,  of  the  first 
part;  William  Henry  Ashurst,  eldest  son  and  heir  at  law  of  Sir  William  Henry 
.Ashurst,  of  the  second  part;  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  of  the  third  part;  Joseph 
Budworth  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  formerly  Elizabeth  Palmer,  of  the  fourth  part; 

Roger  Palmer,  and  the  Rev.  Geoffry  Hornby,  rector  of  Winwick,  of  the  fifth 
part;  and  the  Hon,  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeman,  rector  of  Wigan,  of  the  sixth 
part ; reciting  the  will  of  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  the  indenture  of  bargain  and 
sale,  of  14th  July  177-5,  the  will  and  codicil  of  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh,  the 
assignment  of  the  term  of  1,000  years  to  Elbrough  Woodcock,  and  two  sub- 
sequent assignments  of  the  said  term,  whereby  the  same  became  vested  in  the 
said  Robert  Holt  Leigh  ; and  also  reciting,  that  by  virtue  of  certain  indentures 
of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  23d  and  24th  July  1804,  and  a recovery 
suffered  in  pursuance  thereof,  the  said  Earl  and  Countess  of  Balcarres,  and 
Lord  Lindsay,  were  empowered,  during  their  joint  lives,  by  any  deed  attested 
by  two  credible  witnesses,  to  limit  and  appoint  the  equitable  estate  in  fee-simple 
of  the  said  almshouse  or  receptacle,  and  the  gardens,  &c.  thereto  belonging,  the 
legal  estate  being  vested  in  the  said  William  Henry  Ashurst,  as  the  heir  of  the 
surviving  devisee,  in  trust,  under  the  will  of  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh ; the 
said  Earl  and  Countess  of  Balcarres,  and  Lord  Lindsay,  in  order  that  the  estate 
of  Haigh  might  be  for  ever  exonerated  from  the  said  sum  of  1,000/.  part  of 
the  said  3,000  /.  at  the  request  of  the  said  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Budworth, 
limited  and  appointed,  and  the  said  William  Henry  Ashurst,  at  the  like  request, 
and  by  the  direction  of  the  said  Earl  and  Countess  of  Balcarres  and  Lord 
Lindsay,  bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  Roger  Palmer  and  Geoffry  Hornby,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  house  at  Haigh  called  the  Almshouse  or  the  Recep- 
tacle, and  the  gardens  and  appurtenances,  upon  the  same  trusts  and  purposes, 
and  under  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  were  contained  in  the  said  recited 
indenture  of  bargain  and  sale  of  14th  July  177-5,  concerning  the  reversion 
thereof  expectant  upon  the  decease  of  the  said  Countess  of  Balcarres  without 
issue,  and  the  said  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  at  the  like  request  and  direction,  being- 
well  satisfied  that  the  remainder  of  the  estates  comprised  in  the  term  of  1,000 
years  was  a sufficient  security  to  him,  assigned  to  the  said  George  Bridgeman, 
his  executors,  &c.  the  said  almshouse,  &c.  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of 
1,000  years,  upon  trust,  to  attend  the  inheritance. 

The  sum  of  2,000/.  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
4,5.55 /.  85.  8 d.  three  per  cent  consols,  which  stock  now  stands  in  the  names 
of  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeman  and  the  Rev.  James  John  Hornby, 
producing  yearly  dividends  to  the  amount  of  136/.  13  5.  2 d.  per  annum. 

From  the  year  1810  the  dividends  (25.  yearly  have  been  deducted  for  postage,) 
have  been  received  by  Mr.  William  Wiswell,  of  Billinge,  and  all  the  disburse- 
ments on  account  of  the  charity  have  been  made  by  him.  He  was  first  employed 
for  this  purpose  by  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeman,  for  whom  he  acted 
as  steward,  and  who  was  probably  requested  to  undertake  the  management  of  the 
charity  by  the  late  Rev.  Geoffry  Hornby  rector  of  Winwick."  In  1824,  Mr.  Wiswell 
ceased  to  act  as  steward  to  Mr.  Bridgeman,  and  he  then  submitted  his  accounts 
of  this  charity  to  Mr.  Bridgeman’s  solicitor,  who  examined  them  and  informed 
him  that  the  Rev.  James  John  Hornby  the  then  rector  of  Winwick  was  the  sole 
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trustee  of  the  charity.  Mr.  Wiswell  then  applied  to  Mr.  Hornby,  and  he  was 
requested  by  him  to  continue  to  act  for  him  in  the  same  manner  as,  under  the 
directions  of  Mr.  Bridgeman,  he  had  done  up  to  that  period. 

Previously  to  the  year  1816  when  the  property  tax  was  taken  off,  the  income 
amounted  to  122/.  19$.  10 d,  per  annum,  out  of  this  Mr.  Wiswell  paid —

Out  of  the  residue  he  paid  the  expenses  of  repairing  the  almshouses,  and 
whatever  surplus  remained  he  distributed  amongst  the  inmates,  chiefly  to  those 
who  were  sick,  as  he  thought  best, 


the  directions  given  him  by  Mr.  Bridgeman 

who 


having  been  to  apply  the  surplus  for  the  benefit  of  any  of  the  almspeople 
happened  to  be  sick,  or  in  any  other  works  of  charity. 

Since  1816  a similar  mode  of  application  has  been  pursued.  The  annual 
payments  during  the  last  six  years  have  been  as  follows : —

It  appears  from  Mr.  Wiswell’s  accounts  which  he  produced  to  us,  that  in 
1816  there  was  a balance  of  150/.  due  to  him,  but  that  this  debt  was  gradually 
liquidated,  and  there  was,  in  September  1828,  a balance  in  his  hands  amounting 
to  221/.  13^.  6d.  His  accounts  have  not  been  examined  by  Mr.  Hornby  or  any 
other  person  since  they  were  submitted  to  Mr.  Bridgeman’s  solicitor,  on  the 
occasion  above  mentioned. 

The  almspeople  are  appointed  by  the  Earl  of  Balcarres,  as  the  owner  of  the 
manor  or  lordship  of  Haigh  ; of  those  who  now  receive  the  benefit  of  the 
charity,  all  were  resident  in  or  belonging  to  the  township  of  Haigh  at  the  time 
of  their  appointment,  except  two  or  three  who  were  chosen  from  the  township 
of  Wigan  and  one  from  Aspull.  There  are  now  10  men  and  10  women  in  the 
almshouses  including  three  married  couples.  The  buildings  are  in  good  repair, 
and  there  is  appropriated  to  each  tenement  a small  plot  of  garden. 

With  reference  to  the  power  of  control  and  management  of  the  funds  of 
this  charity,  the  following  observations  occur  : 

Upon  referring  to  the  deed  executed  by  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh  in  177-5* 
it  appears  that  she  thereby  intended  to  constitute  Sir  Richard  Clayton,  Roger 
Palmer  and  Geoffry  Hornby,  trustees  for  the  purpose  of  holding  the  legal 
estate  in  the  almshouses,  without  any  power  of  interfering  in  the  concerns  of 
the  charity,  unless  upon  a vacancy  occurring  amongst  the  almspeople  it  should 
not  be  filled  up  within  the  space  of  two  months.  But  by  her  will  she  gave  the 
rector  of  Winwick  for  the  time  being  the  entire  disposal  of  the  funds  which 
she  intended  as  the  endowment  of  the  almshouses.  By  the  deeds  of  1787  and 
1811,  the  equity  of  redemption  of  the  site  of  the  almshouses  was  conveyed  to 
Roger  Palmer  and  the  Rev.  Geoffry  Hornby  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts, 
and  subject  to  the  regulations  contained  in  the  deed  of  177-5  ; and  the  legal 
estate  for  a term  of  1000  years  was  conveyed  to  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  George 
Bridgeman,  in  whom  the  term  is  still  vested,  in  trust,  for  the  heir  of  the  Rev. 
Geoffry  Hornby,  who  survived  his  co-trustee  Mr.  Palmer;  it  seems,  therefore, 
that  in  conformity  with  the  regulations  contained  in  the  deed  of  1775,  the  heir 
of  the  Rev.  Geoffry  Hornby  ought  to  convey  to  three  such  persons  as  he,  with 
the  rector  of  Winwick,  should  approve. 

The  sum  of  2,000/.  was  paid  to  the  above  named  Roger  Palmer  and  Geoffry 
Hornby,  the  acting  executors  of  Dame  Dorothy  Bradshaigh,  in  satisfaction  qf 
the  legacy  of  3,000/.  which  she  intended  to  leave  them.  It  seems  therefore 
that  they  took  the  sum  of  2,00 01.  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  her  will,  viz.  to 
» " ■ lav 
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lay  it  out  on  such  security  as  should  be  approved  of  by  the  rector  of  Winwick 
for  the  time  being,  and  upon  trust  to  permit  the  rector  of  Winwick  for  the 
time  being  to  receive  the  yearly  produce  and  dispose  of  it  for  the  support  of 
the  almshouses  and  the  maintenance  of  the  inmates,  and  to  distribute  the  sur- 
plus, if  any,  to  other  charitable  purposes.  The  power  therefore  of  disposing 
of  the  funds  of  this  charity,  is,  as  we  conceive,  vested  in  the  Rev.  James  John 
Hornby,  and  his  successors,  as  rectors  of  Winwick,  and  it  appears  to  us  that  he 
ought  to  direct  and  superintend  the  application  of  the  income,  and  to  examine 
the  accounts. 

With  regard  to  the  balance  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Wiswell,  it  may  perhaps 
be  reasonable  that  some  portion  should  be  allowed  him  for  his  trouble,  and  for 
which  he  has  hitherto  made  no  charge. 

It  will  also  be  for  the  consideration  of  Mr.  Hornby,  whether  the  remainder 
of  the  balance  in  hand  should  be  invested  in  augmentation  of  the  principal,  or 
laid  out  for  the  benefit  of  the  persons  now  resident  in  the  almshouses.

Kindsley’s  Charity. 

In  a book  belonging  to  this  township  there  is  an  entry  apparently  made  Kindsley’s  charity, 
about  the  year  1790,  stating  that  Ellen  Kindsley  gave  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  of  Haigh,  1/.  yearly,  to  be  received  off  an  estate  in  Whittington-lane, 
in  Aspuli,  in  the  possession  of  James  Middlehurst. 

The  yearly  sum  of  ll.  is  now  paid  by  Peter  Hilton,  in  respect  of  a farm  in 
Whittington,  rented  by  him  of  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  who,  we  are  informed, 
purchased  it  of  James  Middlehurst,  subjectto  this  charge. 

Till  1828  this  sum  has  been  distributed  on  Easter  Tuesday,  with  other  money 
as  hereafter  mentioned,  under  the  head  of  the  charities  of  Greaves  and  others. 

In  1828  this  sum  was  carried  to  the  poor’s  rate  with  the  intention  of  disposing  of 
it  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  when  the  interest  of  the  other  charities  should  be 
paid. 

Charity  of  Greaves  and  Others. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  1st  May  1 767,  between  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  Charity  of  Greaves 
baronet,  of  the  first  part;  James  Pilkington,  the  personal  representative  of  and  others. 
Ralph  Greaves,  Andrew  Knowles  and  Alice  his  wife,  who  was  the  personal 
representative  of  James  Monk,  Harry  Vause,  an  infant,  the  heir  of  Ralph  Vause 
thereafter  mentioned,  and  Robert  Leigh  the  surviving  executor  of  the  will  of 
William  Higham,  of  the  second  part,  and  William  Porter  and  six  others,  free- 
holders and  inhabitants  of  Haigh,  of  the  third  part;  reciting,  that  Ralph  Greaves, 
by  his  will,  bearing  date  1 6th  November  169b,  gave  to  James  Pilkington  and 
Matthew  Rycroft  20/.  to  be  placed  out,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  from  time  to 
time  disposed  of  for  and  towards  the  binding  apprentices  poor  children  within 
Haigh,  and  in  case  at  any  time  there  should  be  no  child  or  children  who  should 
stand  in  need  thereof,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  most  impotent  poor  within 
Haigh,  at  the  discretion  of  his  said  trustees,  or  the  survivor  of  them,  and  his  heirs  ; 
that  James  Monk,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  9th  October  1723,  gave  to  the  poor 
of  Haigh  20/.,  the  yearly  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  in  buying  cloth  or 
towards  the  binding  of  children  apprentices,  as  his  executors  Ralph  Vause  and 
Ralph  Winstanley,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  think  most  needful ; that 
William  Higham,  by  his  will,  bearing  date  22d  May  1729,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Haigh  20/.,  the  yearly  interest  to  be  from  time  to  time  applied  for  and  towards 
clothing  some  poor  inhabitants  in  Haigh  with  linen  or  woollen,  as  his  executors, 

Ralph  Winstanley  and  Robert  Leigh,  their  heirs  or  executors,  should  think  most 
convenient;  and  that  the  said  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh  had  given  20/.,  and  his  wife 
Lady  Bradshaigh  the  further  sum  of  20/.  towards  augmenting  the  said  poor  stock, 
which  said  sums  were  also  to  be  placed  forth,  and  continued  at  interest  upon  the 
trusts  thereinafter  mentioned  ; and  reciting,  that  it  had  been  agreed  that  the  said 
three  legacies,  together  with  a sum  of  5/.  theretofore  given  by  the  Bradshaigh 
family  should  be  lodged  with  or  vested  in  the  said  trustees  for  the  purposes  in  the 
respective  wills  mentioned  ; the  said  James  Pilkington  and  others,  parties  of  the 
second  part,  according  to  their  respective  interests  therein,  assigned  to  the  said 
William  Porter  and  others,  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  executors,  &c.  the 
said  three  legacies  of  20/.,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  60/.  upon  trust,  to  place 
forth  and  continue  the  same  at  interest  upon  such  good  securities  as  they  should 
think  most  advisable,  and  to  pay  and  distribute  the  interest  for  and  towards 
binding  of  poor  children  of  and  belonging  to  the  said  township  of  Haigh 
apprentices,  and  for  and  towards  clothing  of  poor  people  within  and  belonging 
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to  the  said  township,  with  linen  or  woollen  as  they  should  think  most  proper, 
and  for  and  towards  the  relief  of  the  most  impotent  poor  within  and  belonging 
to  the  said  township  of  Haigh,  agreeable  to  the  true  intent  of  the  said  several 
wills ; and  it  was  declared  and  agreed  that  the  said  William  Porter  and  others, 
parties  of'the  third  part,  their  executors,  &c.  should  stand  possessed  of  the  said 
two  sums  of  20/.  paid  to  them  by  the  said  Sir  Roger  and  Lady  Bradshaigh,  upon 
trust,  to  place  forth  and  continue  the  same  at  interest  upon  such  securities 
as  they  should  think  proper,  and  the  yearly  produce  thereof  to  apply  or 
distribute  unto  or  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  such  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  and 
belonging  to  the  said  township  of  Haigh,  and  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the 
said  trustees,  and  the  survivor  of  them,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  Sir  Roger 
and  Lady  Bradshaigh,  should  think  most  suitable  and  beneficial  for  the  same 
poor  persons  ; and  it  was  provided,  that  when  the  trustees  should  by  death  be 
reduced  to  five,  the  survivors  should  within  three  months  meet  at  some  conve- 
nient place  in  Haigh,  two  days  notice  thereof  being  given  to  the  principal 
inhabitants  of  the  township,  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  inhabitants  then 
present,  elect  four  other  proper  and  substantial  freeholders  within  Haigh,  to  be 
trustees  in  the  place  of  those  deceased. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  4th  March  1791,  reciting  the  indenture  above 
abstracted,  and  that  the  several  legacies  and  sums  therein  mentioned,  amounting 
to  105/.  were  placed  at  interest  with  Robert  Pennington,  of  Wigan,  on  a bond 
of  even  date  therewith,  William  Porter  and  three  others,  all  since  deceased, 
assigned  the  said  securities  to  Peter  Grimshavv  and  seven  others  therein  named, 
of  whom  George  Barton  is  the  only  survivor,  upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the 
indenture  of  1767. 

The  bond  above  referred  to  which  was  given  to  William  Porter,  Roger 
Grimshaw,  John  Hart  and  Henry  Lowe,  for  securing  the  payment  of  105/. 
with  lawful  interest,  bearing  even  date  with  the  deed,  was  produced  to  us 
with  the  indentures  above  abstracted,  by  Thomas  Grimshaw,  esq.  solicitor,  of 
Wigan. 

The  interest  on  this  bond  was  paid  by  Robert  Pennington  during  his  life,  and 
after  his  death,  till  about  the  year  1818,  by  Mr.  Roger  Grimshaw,  solicitor,  of 
Wigan.  We  were  informed  by  Mr.  Thomas  Radcliffe,  of  Haigh,  who  fre- 
quently acted  as  overseer  about  this  period,  that  he  was  told  by  Mr.  R.  Grimshaw 
in  1818,  that  he  had  received  the  money  secured  by  the  above  mentioned  bond 
from  Mr.  Pennington’s  family,  and  that  he  wished  to  keep  it  in  his  hands;  that 
after  some  time  this  proposal  was  agreed  to,  and  that  Mr.  R.  Grimshaw  gave 
a promissory  note  for  the  sum  of  100/. 

It  further  appears  that  about  the  year  1818,  there  were  unsettled  accounts 
between  Mr.  II.  Grimshaw  and  the  persons  who  were  employed  by  the  Earl  of 
Balcarres  in  the  management  of  his  collieries  or  iron  works,  that  the  overseers 
of  Haigh  relied  in  great  measure  upon  Lord  Balcarres’s  agents  for  the  money  left 
in  Mr  .R.  Grimshaw’s  hands,  and  to  the  year  1824,  51.  as  the  interest  of  100/. 
was  paid  at  the  office  of  the  person  who  acted  as  clerk  for  Lord  Balcarres’s  iron 
works.  Since  the  death  of  the  late  Earl  of  Balcarres  in  1825,  no  interest  has 
been  received. 

There  seems  to  be  no  sufficient  evidence  to  show  that  the  late  Lord  Balcarres, 
or  his  agents,  ever  became  responsible  for  the  money  left  in  Mr.  R.  Grimshaw’s 
hands  ; and  we  are  informed  that  Mr.  11.  Grimshaw  was,  in  1818,  and  from  that 
period  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  indebted  to  Lord  Balcarres  to  a considerable 
amount ; that  there  is  no  chance  of  this  debt  being  liquidated,  or  of  any  sum 
being  recoverable  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity. 

The  interest  when  paid  was  laid  out,  together  with  the  yearly  sum  of  1/. 
derived  from  Kindsley’s  charity  and  a portion  of  Guest’s  charity,  in  the  purchase 
of  linen  cloth,  which  was  given  away  on  Easter  Tuesday  to  poor  persons  of  the 
township,  whether  they  received  parochial  relief  or  not. 

For  tlie  years  1826  and  1827,  no  interest  having  been  received  on  the  sum  of 
100/.,  5/.  was  in  each  year  paid  out  of  the  poor’s  rate,  and  laid  out  in  like 
manner,  in  the  expectation  that  it  would  be  eventually  repaid  ; but  in  1828  no 
distribution  took  place.

Poor’s  Stock.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  29th  September  1744,  between  Sir  Roger  Brad- 
shaigh, bart.  of  the  one  part,  and  Roger  Bradshaigh,  esq,  his  son  and  heir, 
William  Curghey,  the  Rev.  Beniamin  Cooper,  and  nine  others,  inhabitants  or 

freeholders 
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freeholders  within  Haigh,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  several  persons 
had  given  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Haigh  65  /.  which  with  3 /.  the  interest 
thereof,  making  68/.  5 s.  was  in  the  hands  of  Sir  Roger  Bradshaigh,  the  said 
Roger  Bradshaigh,  esq.  and  others  acknowledged  that  they  had  received  the 
said  sum  of  68/.  5s.  from  the  said  Sir  Roger,  and  covenanted  that  the  same 
should  be  laid  out  and  the  yearly  interest  applied  for  such  uses  for  the  poor  of 
Haigh  as  the  said  parties  thereto,  with  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  of  the  poor 
for  the  time  being  should  approve. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  as  to  the  money 
above  mentioned. 

Grimshaw’s  Charitv. 

James  Grimskaiv,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  February  1822,  bequeathed 
40/.  (part  of  a principal  sum  of  200/.  bequeathed  to  him  by  Peter  Grimsbaw, 
and  then  in  the  hands  of  John  Hodson,  esq.  at  interest),  after  the  death  of  his 
brother’s  widow,  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being  of  the  township 
of  Haigh,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  township,  pursuant  to  the 
directions  of  his  late  brother’s  will. 

The  above-mentioned  sum  of  40/.  is  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Grimshaw,  esq. 
who  is  ready  to  give  security  for  the  amount. 

The  sum  of  Jl.  145.  has  been  paid  as  the  interest  of  this  sum  up  to  18th  May 
1828.  The  amount  has  been  carried  to  the  account  of  the  poor  rates,  with  the 
intention  however,  as  we  are  informed  by  the  overseer,  of  disposing  of  it  as  soon 
as  it  should  be  ascertained  in  what  manner  it  was  directed  to  be  applied,  which 
at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  was  not  known. 


This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  Edmund 
Molyneux,  Guest  and  Holt,  mentioned  under  the  head  of  the  township  of 
Wigan.

Low  School. 

There  is  in  the  township  of  Hindley  a school,  with  the  following  incription 
thereon  : 

“ This  school  was  built  by  the  gift  of  Mrs.  Mary  Abram , widow,  whose  soul 
I trust  triumpheth  now  amongst  the  Just.  A.D.  1632.” 

A dwellinghouse  for  the  master  adjoins  the  school,  and  there  are  three  small 
closes,  containing  about  one  acre  and  a quarter  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the 
perch  ; all  which  premises  are  occupied  by  the  master  rent  free. 

There  is  also  the  sum  of  150  /.  secured  by  bond  given  by  the  corporation  of 
Liverpool,  bearing  date  12th  May  1787*  with  interest  at  four  and  a half  per  cent, 
given  to  Ralph  Peters,  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  and  four  others,  as  “ Trustees  of 
and  for  Low  School  in  Hindley.” 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  deeds  relating  to  the  foundation  or 
endowment  of  this  school,  nor  does  it  appear  that  the  persons  described  as 
trustees  have  acted  under  any  formal  appointment. 

This  school  is  further  endowed  with  the  yearly  sum  of  1 /.  charged  upon  an 
estate  in  Alston  by  the  will  of  Thomas  Crook,  as  stated  in  our  Eleventh  Report, 
p.335;  and  with  the  yearly  sum  of  1/.  charged  by  Francis  Duckenfield  on  land 
at  Mobberley,  as  more  particularly  mentioned  hereafter  under  a distinct  head. 

The  present  master  was  appointed  by  two  of  the  persons  described  as  trustees 
in  the  bond  given  by  the  corporation  of  Liverpool. 

In  addition  to  the  advantages  he  derives  from  the  occupation  of  the  house  and 
land  above  mentioned,  he  receives —

One  of  these  cottages  is  occupied  by  a master  who 
teaches  one  of  the  Sunday  schools,  there  being  three  within  the  chapelry,  and  the 
other  two  cottages  are  let  by  the  treasurer,  at  rents  amounting  to  about  10/., 
which  are  applied  in  aid  of  the  funds  collected  by  voluntary  contributions  for 
the  support  of  the  Sunday  schools. 

Duckenfield’s  Charity. 

Durkenfield’s  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  29th  September  1662,  as  appears  from  an  entry 
Charity.  in  a book  containing  copies  of  documents  relating  to  the  endowment  of  Hindley 
chapel,  between  Frances  Duckenfield,  alias  Croston,  widow,  of  the  one  part,  and 
Richard  Hilton,  and  nine  others,  of  the  other  part,  the  said  Frances  Duckeirfield, 
granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  Richard  Hilton  and  others,  and  their  heirs, 
four  closes  in  Mobberley,  in  the  county  of  Chester,  called  the  Smithy  Field,  the 
Kiln  Croft,  and  the  Two  Cow  Leys,  containing,  by  estimation,  14  acres,  large 
measure,  on  trust,  after  her  decease,  to  employ  the  rents  in  manner  following; 
viz.  50s.  yearly  for  the  minister  of  Hindley  chapel,  so  as  he  should  be  elected  or 
approved  by  the  said  trustees  for  the  time  being,  by  any  two  or  more  godly 
neighbouring  ministers,  and  by  the  greater  number  of  the  householders  and 
masters  of  families  in  Hindley,  and  so  that  she  the  said  F.  Duckenfield,  her 
heirs  and  assigns,  with  their  families  and  servants  dwelling  within  the  said 
chapelry,  should  have  some  convenient  pew  in  the  chapel ; and  she  directed 
that  in  default  or  during  a vacancy  of  such  minister,  and  in  case  of  refusal  of 
such  pew,  the  said  sum  of  50 s.  should  be  employed  towards  the  better  mainte- 
nance of  poor  aged  and  needy  householders  in  flindley  and  Abram,  not  able 
to  maintain  their  families,  and  who  should  attend  church  or  chapel,  and  of 
poor  destitute  children,  and  for  binding  them  apprentices,  as  the  said  trustees 
should  think  fit,  so  as  the  same  should  not  abridge  such  poor  people  of  their 
ordinary  relief ; and  upon  further  trust,  to  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  4/.  for  the 
relief  of  such  poor  aged,  needy  and  impotent  householders,  in  Hindley  and 
Abram,  as  should  be  unable  to  maintain  their  families,  and  should  neither  beg 
themselves  nor  suffer  their  children  to  do  so,  and  also  of  poor  orphan  children, 
and  for  the  binding  them  apprentices,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees,  so 
that  the  same  should  not  abridge  their  ordinary  relief;  and  upon  further  trust,  to 
pay  20 s.  to  the  master  of  the  free  school  in  Hindley,  for  the  augmentation  of 
his  salary,  and  to  pay  the  remainder  of  the  rents  to  her  grand-daughter,  Ann 
Atkinson,  her  heirs  and  assigns;  and  it  was  provided,  that  when  any  six  of  the 
said  trustees  should  be  dead,  or  oftener,  the  survivors  should,  within  six  months, 
convey  the  trust  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  six  or  more  substantial 
persons,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid ; and  it  was  agreed  that  the  said  trustees 
should,  yearly,  on  Easter  Monday,  meet  to  give  an  account  of  their  receipts  and 
disbursements. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  subsequent  deeds  have  been  executed  for  the 
purpose  of  vesting  the  estate  in  new  trustees ; but  James  Bevan,  esquire, 
Nicholas  Marsh  and  James  Mackay,  are  considered  as  the  trustees  of  this 
charity. 

The  yearly  sum  of  4/.  given  to  the  poor  of  Hindley  and  Abram,  is  paid  by 
the  agent  of  Wilbraham  Egerton,  esquire,  and  this  sum  is  divided  in  the  pro- 
portion of  2 /.  8 s.  to  the  former  township,  and  1 1.  125.  to  the  latter. 

The  sum  of  2/.  85.  is  laid  out  in  linen  cloth,  with  other  charities,  on  New 
Year’s  day,  which  is  given  to  the  poor  not  receiving  regular  weekly  pay,  three 
yards  and  a half  to  a woman  and  four  yards  and  a half  to  a man. 

The  yearly  sum  of  505.  given  to  the  minister  of  Hindley  chapel,  is  paid  to 
certain  persons  who  are  in  possession  of  the  benefice,  under  a sentence  of 
sequestration. 

Charities  of  Collier  and  others. 

Charities  of  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  24th  February  1824,  between  John  Walmesley, 
Collier  and  others,  the  elder,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  Walmesley,  the  younger,  Sir  Robert  Holt 
Leigh,  Peter  Ditchfield,  John  Pennington,  John  Hargreaves,  Charles  Ditch- 
field,  Henry  Battersby,  Charles  Battersby,  and  Richard  Pennington,  of  the 
other  part ; reciting  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  28th  and  2Qth 
February  1776,  whereby  Thomas  Needham  conveyed  to  the  said  John  Walmesley,

the  elder,  and  others,  the  premises  therein  mentioned,  and  also  transferred  to 
them  the  several  sums  of  money  therein  mentioned,  in  trust,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  minister  of  Hindley  chapel,  and  several  other  sums  of  money,  amounting  to 
100/.  upon  trust,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Hindley,  with  a covenant  that 
when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  three,  the  survivors  should  choose  so 
many  others  as  would  make  up  the  number  six  or  more  ; and  further  reciting, 
that  the  several  sums  which  had  been  assigned  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of 
Hindley  had  been  called  in  and  lent  to  Ralph  Peters,  at  interest,  at  five 
per  cent,  and  the  amount  was  then  due  from  his  executors ; the  said  John 
Wahnesley,  the  elder,  conveyed  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  said  recited 
indentures,  and  transferred  the  several  sums  given  for  the  benefit  of  the  minister 
of  Hindley  chapel  to  the  said  John  Walmesley  and  others,  and  also  assigned 
the  said  sum  of  100/.  due  from  the  executors  of  Ralph  Peters  on  the  following 
trusts;  viz.  to  dispose  of  the  yearly  interest  of  60/.  according  to  the  directions  of 
the  wills  of  Randall  Collier  and  Mary  Collier , for  the  buying  of  linen  cloth  for 
the  use  of  such  poor  people  inhabiting  within  the  township  of  Hindley  as  they 
should  think  fit,  the  same. to  be  distributed  at  Hindley  chapel  on  New  Year’s 
day,  yearly  ; the  interest  of  10/.  according  to  the  will  of  Randall  Collier,  to  the 
use  of  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  them,  on 
the  1st  January,  yearly;  and  the  interest  of  30/.  according  to  the  wills  of 
Edward  Green  and  Robert  Cooper,  amongst  the  poor  people  within  Hindley; 
and  it  was  provided  that  new  trustees  should  be  appointed  from  time,  to  time,  as 
declared  in  the  said  recited  indentures  of  1776. 

Interest  on  the  sum  of  100/.  above  mentioned  is  paid  by  Ralph  Peters,  esq. 
of  Southport,  son  of  the  late  Ralph  Peters,  and  the  amount  is  disposed  of  in 
linen  cloth,  with  the  produce  of  Duckenfield’s  charity  and  a portion  of  the 
produce  of  Guest’s  charity,  as  before-mentioned. 


This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  Edmund  Molyneux 
and  Holt,  of  which,  as  well  as  of  Guest’s  charity  above  mentioned,  an  account 
is  given  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Wigan,  and  of  Richardson’s  charity, 
mentioned  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Ince. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  INCE. 

Walmesley’s  Charity. 

John  Walmesley,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  18th  January  17*26,  as  recited  in 
the  following  deed,  gave  100/.  to  his  son  John  Walmesley,  Thomas  Sar- 
jent  ;and  Thomas  Sarjent,  jun.  on  trust  to  lay  out  the  same  at  interest  or  in 
purchasing  a yearly  rent-charge  or  an  estate,  and  to  apply  the  proceeds  either 
in  the  purchase  oflinen  to  be  distributed  on  the  25th  December  yearly  amongst 
poor  necessitous  persons,  settled  inhabitants  of  Ince,  or  to  distribute  the  interest 
amongst  them,  or  for  putting  out  poor  children,  settled  inhabitants  of  Ince, 
apprentices,  as  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should  think  fit ; and  he  directed 
that  his  said  trustees  should  choose  two  or  more  inhabitants  of  Ince  to  be 
trustees  with  them,  and  that  when  there  should  be  but  three  trustees  living,  they 
should  elect  two  or  more  to  be  added  to  and  act  with  themselves. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  12th  March  1797,  reciting  the  will  of  the  said 
John  Walmesley,  and  further  reciting  an  appointment  of  trustees  by  deed  poll, 
bearing  date  6th  January  1775,  John  Walmesley,  the  then  survivor,  appointed 
Ralph  Peters  and  six  others  to  be  trustees  with  him. 

A draft  of  a deed  was  prepared  in  1819,  whereby  John  Walmesley  the  elder 
appointed  John  Walmesley  the  younger,  the  Hon.  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeman, 

William  Anderton,  George  Caldwell,  William  Gidlow  and Shuttleworth 

to  be  trustees  with  him,  but  no  deed  has  yet  been  executed  for  the  appointment 
of  these  parties. 

The  sum  of  100  /.  is  in  the  hands  of  John  Walmesley,  esq.  of  Bath,  who  many 
years  ago  gave  a bond  for  the  amount,  with  interest  at  four  per  cent,  to  the  then 
trustees,  all  of  whom  are  now  dead.  The  interest  is  paid  by  Peter  Ditchfield, 
who  acts  as  agent  to  Mr.  Walmesley  for  his  property  in  Ince  and  Hindley. 

The  amount  is  disposed  of  by  the  overseers  in  linen,  which  is  generally  dis- 
tributed at  Candlemas’ every  alternate  year  to  about  60  poor  persons  of  ttie 
township  not  receiving  regular  relief.

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Whittle’s  Charity. 

Ince.  Peter  Whittle,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  lith  May  1727,  and  proved  at 

— — Chester,  gave  to  George  Green,  Miles  Seddon  and  others  a yearly  rent-charge 

Whittles  Charity.  0p  40.9.  clear  of  all  deductions,  payable  yearly  at  Christinas,  and  issuing  out  of 

N ^ ' his  messuage  and  dwelling-house  and  the  lands  thereto  belonging,  situate  in 

Ince,  which  he  devised  to  his  wife  during  her  life  or  widowhood,  with  re- 
mainders over,  and  amongst  others  to  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Thomas  Roth- 
well  successively  in  tail,  and  ultimately  to  his  own  right  heirs,  upon  trust,  to  be 
distributed  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  George  Green  and  Miles  Seddon  and 
their  heirs,  to  and  amongst  the  impotent  poor  in  the  township  of  Ince,  with  a 
power  of  distress  in  case  of  non-payment. 

Till  within  the  last  four  or  five  years  the  yearly  sum  of  2/.  10 a.  was  received 
by  the  overseer  of  the  township  of  Ince  in  respect  of  a close  called  Filleyhey, 
which  forms  part  of  an  estate  in  Ince,  called  Rothwells,  now  belonging  to 
Thomas  Legh,  esq.  of  Lyme,  and  the  amount  was  distributed  in  small  sums  to 
the  poor  the  day  before  Christmas-day. 

For  the  last  four  or  five  years  Mr.  Legh’s  agent  has  declined  continuing  the 
payment  without  some  proof  of  the  origin  thereof.  Unless  there  should  be  any 
doubt  as  to  the  identity  of  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  will  of  Peter  Whittle 
there  seems  to  be  no  ground  for  disputing  the  payment  of  40  a1.  yearly. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  any  explanation  of  the  payment  of  the 
additional  sum  of  10a. 

Richardson’s  Charity. 

, Under  the  name  of  Richardson’ s Charity,  a distribution  takes  place  annually, 

Charity” 5 on  ^ie  feast  of  the  Ascension,  of  five  loads  of  oatmeal,  each  load  weighing 

240 lbs.  Three  loads  are  given  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Ince,  one  to  the 
poor  of  Abram  and  the  other  to  the  poor  of  Hindley. 

The  meal  is  provided  by  Mr.  Cowley  of  Widnes,  the  owner  of  an  estate  in 
Ince,  formerly  the  property  of  Edward  Richardson,  who,  we  are  informed, 
directed  by  his  will,  that  this  distribution  should  be  made  for  50  years  from  the 
time  of  his  death. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  the  year  1784  is  given  as  the  date  of 
this  benefaction. 

Mr.  Cowley  has  himself  had  the  disposal  of  the  charity. 

Collier’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated,  that  Mary  Collier  in 
Collier’s  Charity.  1684  left  20/.  which  was  then  in  the  hands  of  Ralph  Green  and  Matthew 
Seddon,  producing  1 /.  a year.  We  could  not  obtain  any  further  particulars  of 
this  charity,  unless  the  yearly  sum  of  20a.  which  was  sent  annually  by  the  late 
Mrs.  Anderton  to  the  overseer  on  Saint  Stephen’s  day,  to  be  distributed  to  the 
poor,  is  to  be  referred  to  this  charity. 

The  same  payment  has  been  continued  since  her  death,  which  took  place 
about  ten  or  twelve  years  ago,  by  her  son,  but  it  has  been  generally  considered 
a voluntary  donation. 

This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  Edmund  Moly- 
neux,  Guest  and  Holt,  noticed  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Wigan.

These  several  sums  are  therein  stated  to  be  vested  in  Robert  Holt  Leigh, 
producing  1/.  2a.  per  annum. 

In  the  same  returns  it  is  stated,  that  Ann  Sandford,  by  will  in  1746,  gave  to 
the  poor  25/.  then  vested  in  the  Rev.  Thomas  Holme,  and  producing  1/.  5s. 
per  annum. 

The  amount  of  the  yearly  sums  above  mentioned  is  still  paid,  but  not  in  the 
same  proportions  ; the. yearly  sum  of  1 /.  is  received  by  the  overseers  from  the 
agent  of  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  and  the  yearly  sum  of  i /.  Js.  from  Mr.  Briden, 
who  acts  as  agent  for  the  trustees  of  Meyrick  Bankes,  esq.  a minor.

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There  is  also  paid  out  of  the  poor  rates  the  yearly  sum  of  5 s.  as  widow 
Naylor’s  charity. 

These  several  sums,  amounting  to  91.  1 9s.  per  annum,  are  distributed  on 
Saint  Thomas’s-day  with  the  produce  of  the  following  charity. 

Holt’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  it  is  further  stated,  that Holt  in  1723 

gave,  by  Will,  to  the  poor  of  Orrell,  land  then  vested  in Livesay,  and 

producing  per  annum  9 L 105. 

The  yearly  sum  of  91.  105.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Robert  Daglish,  an  agent  for  the 
estate  of  John  Clark,  a bankrupt. 

The  property  in  respect  of  which  this  payment  is  made,  consists  of  about 
four  acres  of  land  in  Orrell,  with  some  cottages  thereon,  called  Crossbrooke, 
which  Mr.  Clarke  purchased  of  one  Livesay. 

This  sum  is  added  to  that  of  91.  19s.  derived  from  the  preceding  charities, 
and  the  amount  is  distributed  on  Saint  Thomas’s-day  by  the  overseer,  with  the 
assistance  of  two  or  three  other  inhabitants  of  the  township,  to  poor  persons  not 
receiving  relief,  in  sums  chiefly  of  15.  or  15.  6d. 

Thomason’s  Charity. 

It  is  further  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  17S6,  that  James  Thomason , 
by  Will,  in  1730,  gave  200/.  to  the  poor  of  Orrell,  then  in  the  hands  of  Robert 
Holt  Leigh,  and  producing  10/.  a year. 

There  is  now  a sum  of  100/.  secured  on  the  tolls  of  the  turnpike  road  from 
Preston  to  Yarrow  Bridge,  for  which  5 1.  is  received  yearly  from  the  treasurer. 
The  other  sum  of  100/.  appears  to  have  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  John 
Percival,  esq.  against  whom  a commission  of  lunacy  was  issued ; and  a claim 
having  been  made  before  a master  in  chancery,  it  was  disallowed,  there  being 
no  personal  property  belonging  to  Mr.  Percival,  and  no  evidence  that  the  real 
estate  was  liable  thereto. 

- The  yearly  sum  of  51.  is  distributed  on  the  25th  July  amongst  poor  persons 
of  the  township,  not  receiving  relief,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  money  distri- 
buted on  Saint  Thomas’s-day. 

This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  Edmund  Molyneux 
and  Guest,  noticed  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Wigan  and  of  Bispham’s 
charities,  an  account  of  which  will  be  found  under  the  head  of  the  township  of 
Upholland.  • ■ * 

TOWNSHIP  OF  PEMBERTON. 

School. 

There  is  a school  on  Goose  Green  in  the  township  of  Pemberton,  which,  as  it 
appears  from  an  entry  in  one  of  the  township  books,  was  built  on  some  waste  land 
in  I7S7,  with  the  sum  of  30/.  borrowed  from  the  charities  of  Thomas  Molyneux 
and  James  Rainford,  hereafter  mentioned  : 10/.  105.  given  by  William  Bankes, 
the  like  sum  by  W.  B.  Molyneux,  and  24  /.  18  5.  4 d.  raised  by  the  township. 

There  is  also  a cottage  near  the  school  in  which  the  schoolmaster  resides, 
rent-free,  with  a garden  and  orchard,  and  another  house  and  garden  now  divided 
into  two  tenements,  which  are  let  by  the  master,  and  are  worth  about  31.  105. 
a year  each. 

We  could  not  discover  that  there  were  any  deeds  in  existence  relating  to  the 
school  or  the  property  above  mentioned,  or  that  there  were  any  persons  having 
any  authority  to  act  as  trustees. 

. William  Baker  the  present  master  states,  that  he  was  appointed  about  twenty- 
four  years  ago  by  John  Hodson  and  William  Farimond,  but  that  the  appointment 
was  disputed  by  the  lay  payers  of  the  township,  that  they  met  for  the  purpose 
of  electing  a master,  and  that  he  was  eventually  put  into  possession  of  the 
premises  above  mentioned  by  their  order.  . ; 

For  the  emoluments  derived  from  these  premises,  the  master  is  not  required 
to  teach  any  children  free.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  September  1828,  there 
were  very  few  scholans;  the  principal  part  of  the  inhabitants  having  long  declined 
sending  their  children  to  be  taught  , there  on  account  of  the  character  of  the 
schoolmaster. 

It  appears  from  the  examination  of  Mr.  Baker  himself,  that  he  professes  not 
to  believe  in  the  Scriptures,  or  in  any  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion,  and  this  circumstance  is  notorious  in  the  township  and 
• Rep.  21.  R r neighbourhood. 
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neighbourhood.  Some  steps  ought  undoubtedly  to  be  taken  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  a master  of  such  principles  from  the  care  of  a school ; and  as  no 
persons  have  any  legal  authority  to  interfere,  it  seems  necessary  that  an  appli- 
cation should  be  made  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  appointment  of  trustees, 
with  sufficient  powers  to  displace  Mr.  Baker  from  the  office  of  schoolmaster. 

Charities  of  Molyneux  and  Rainford. 

In  a list  of  benefactions  made  in  1767,  and  entered  in  one  of  the  township 
books,  it  is  stated,  that  Thomas  Molyneux  gave  to  the  poor  20 1.  the  interest  to 
be  distributed  annually  on  Saint  Stephen’s-day ; and  that  James  Rainford  gave 
10/.  the  interest  to  be  distributed  annually  on  Saint  Thomas’s-day. 

These  two  sums  appear  to  have  been  laid  out  in  building  the  school  on  Goose 
Green ; and  in  a memorandum  of  the  transaction  in  the  township  book  it  is 
stated,  that  the  interest  was  nevertheless  to  be  distributed  out  of  the  poor’s  rate 
on  Saint  Thomas’s-day  for  ever. 

The  yearly  sum  of  305.  is  paid  by  the  overseer  out  of  the  poor’s  rates  and 
distributed  on  or  about  Saint  Thomas’s-day  to  poor  persons  of  the  township 
not  receiving  relief,  in  sums  of  6 d.  to  each. 

This  useless  mode  of  distribution  has  prevailed  for  many  years. 

Kitts’s  Charity. 

In  the  list  of  benefactions  above  mentioned  it  is  stated,  that  James  Kitts  gave 
to  the  poor  100/.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  annually  on  SainL  James’s- 
day;  and  in  the  book  containing  this  entry,  there  is  a memorandum,  dated 
12th  February  1823,  signed  by  eight  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  stating  that 
the  above-mentioned  sum  of  100/.  having  been  placed  out  at  interest,  was  paid 
in  and  applied  by  the  overseer  for  the  use  of  the  township,  but  that  the  annual 
interest  was  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rates,  and  applied  every  Saint  James’s-day  for 
the  use  of  the  poor. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  is  accordingly  paid  by  the  overseer,  and  is  distributed 
on  Saint  James’s-day,  in  sums  of  one  shilling  each,  to  poor  persons  of  the  town- 
ship not  receiving  relief. 

Worthington’s  Charity. 

In  the  same  list  of  benefactions  it  is  stated,  that  Richard  Worthington  gave  to 
the  poor  10/.  the  interest  to  be  distributed  annually  on  Saint  Thomas’s-day. 

This  money  was  formerly  placed  out  at  interest,  but  was  lost. 

This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  Edmund  Molyneux, 
Guest  and  Holt,  noticed  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Wigan,  and  of 
Bispham’s  charities,  an  account  of  which  will  be  found  under  the  head  of  the 
township  of  Upholland. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  UPHOLLAND. 

Grammar  School. 

By  Indenture  of  Feoffment,  bearing  date  22d  March  1668,  as  recited  in  P 
indenture  of  1805  hereafter  noticed,  Peter  fValthew  granted  to  William  Banker 
and  six  others,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a messuage  or  tenement  therein  described, 
in  trust,  for  the  maintenance  of  a free  grammar  school  within  the  town  of 
Upholland,  and  also  towards  finding  a sufficient  able  learned  man  to  be  school- 
master, and  another  such  to  be  usher,  to  keep  the  said  grammar  school  therein, 
to  teach  and  instruct  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  Upholland  and  other  adjacent 
townships,  paying  yearly  therefore  to  the  said  Robert  Walthew  an  annual  rent 
of  5s. , and  it  was  provided  that  all  the  poorer  sort,  and  all  the  inhabitants  of 
Femberton,  Upholland,  Orrell  and  Winstanley,  whatsoever,  who  should  not  be 
worth  61.  135.  4id.  a year,  should  be  free  to  send  their  children  to  be  taught  in 
the  said  school  without  paying  quarterage,  and  that  the  said  trustees  should 
appoint  the  schoolmaster  and  usher,  and  should  at  their  will  have  power  to 
remove  and  displace  them  for  any  misdemeanor,  insufficiency,  negligence  or 
contempt,  or  any  other  reasonable  cause,  and  to  appoint  another  schoolmaster 
and  usher,  within  two  months  after  the  school  should  be  void  either  by  death, 
removal  or  otherwise  ; and  it  was  further  provided,  that  whenever  four  or  more 
of  the  trustees  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  appoint  others  to  make  up 
seven  in  the  whole. 

New  trustees  were  appointed  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  the  6th  and 
7th  October  1775 ; and  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  the  latter  bearing 
date  1st  June  1805,  Edward  Leigh  and  Charles  Prescot  (since  deceased)  the 
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surviving  trustees  named  in  the  indentures  of  1775,  conveyed  a messuage 
and  tenement  in  Newgate  in  Upholland,  containing,  by  estimation,  seven  acres 
and  a half,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  the  Honourable  and  Reverend 
George  Bridgeman,  Edward  Wilbraham  Bootle  (now  Lord  Skelmersdale,) 
Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  Meyrick  Bankes,  esq.  (since  deceased,)  and  the  Reverend 
F.  W.  Hulme. 

With  the  deed  which  was  produced  from  the  documents  of  the  late  Meyrick 
Bankes,  esq.  is  a paper  in  the  hand-writing  of  Mr.  Hulme,  dated  22d  August 
1823,  which  states  that  at  a meeting  of  the  majority  of  the  trustees  of  Uphol- 
land school,  it  was  resolved  that  there  should  be  an  annual  inspection  of  the 
school  property,  and  that  the  requisite  repairs  should  be  ordered  by  the  acting 
trustee,  Meyrick  Bankes,  esq.  or  his  agent,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  funds, 
after  paying  for  such  repairs,  should  be  distributed  in  such  proportions  as  the 
deed  or  custom  sanctioned  between  the  two  masters,  and  that  the  tenant  of  the 
school  farm  should  pay  the  rent  to  the  said  Meyrick  Bankes. 

The  property  belonging  to  the  school  consists  of — 

1.  A large  school  and  yard  near  the  town  of  Upholland. 

2.  A farm  in  Upholland,  consisting  of  a house,  barn,  and  between  seven 

and  eight  acres  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  let  to  Thomas 
Wilkinson  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  yearly  rent  of  - 

3.  Several  small  rents,  which  are  payable  in  respect  of  different  farms  in  the 

township  of  Upholland ; viz.

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We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  account  of  the  source  from  whence  any 
part  of  the  above-mentioned  property  was  derived,  except  what  was  comprised 
in  the  indenture  of  1668. 

The  whole  income  is  received  by  Ebenezer  Wells,  the  present  master,  who 
provides  an  usher,  and  pays  him  such  salary  as  they  mutually  agree  upon. 

With  respect  to  the  freedom  of  the  school,  it  is  considered  that  the  children 
of  inhabitants  of  the  several  townships  of  Upholland,  Orrell,  Pemberton  and 
Winstanley,  not  possessing  property  of  the  value  of  5/.  a year,  are  entitled  to 
be  taught  reading  and  the  classics  if  required,  without  any  charge;  but  that  for 
instruction  in  writing  and  arithmetic,  they  are  to  pay  the  same  as  other  scholars. 
At  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  September  1828,  there  were  in  the  upper  school 
28  scholars,  including  seven  who  boarded  with  the  master.  None  of  these  were, 
according  to  the  terms  above  mentioned,  entitled  to  free  instruction.  It  was 
stated  that  six  of  them  were  learning  Latin.  Under  the  usher  in  the  lower 
.school  there  were  33  boys,  of  whom  15  were  taught  reading  without  any  charge. 

Notwithstanding  the  resolution  to  which  the  trustees  agreed  in  1823,  it  does 
not  appear  that  any  of  them  have  inspected  the  school  or  taken  any  active  part 
in  the  management  of  the  property  or  application  of  the  funds.  From  1813  to 
1826,  the  office  of  schoolmaster  was  held  by  the  Reverend  John  Bird,  who  was 
at  first  stipendiary  curate,  and  in  1821  was  presented  to  the  benefice.  He  was 
appointed  at  a meeting  of  three  of  the  trustees,  notice  having  been  first  given 
by  advertisements  of  the  school  being  vacant,  for  the  purpose  of  inviting 
candidates.  While  Mr.  Bird  was  master,  no  person  interfered  with  him  in 
the  letting  of  the  farm,  or  in  the  collection  of  the  rents,  and  he  laid  out 
himself  what  he  thought  necessary  for  the  repairs  of  the  farm  buildings  and 
of  the  schoolhouse,  all  of  which  he  left  in  good  condition,  having  expended 
a large  sum  upon  them.  For  a considerable  time  he  took  boarders,  but  latterly 
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he  discontinued  this  practice  ; and  for  several  years  before  he  resigned  he  had 
very  few  or  no  day  scholars.  The  income  of  the  school  was  divided  in  the 
following  proportions ; viz.  two-thirds  to  the  head  master  and  one-third  to  the 
usher. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  Bird,  that  in  1825  he  expressed  his  wish  to  give 
up  the  school,  that  it  was  nearly  a twelvemonth  before  any  steps  were  taken 
for  the  appointment  of  a new  master ; but  that  the  Reverend  Mr.  Hulme 
who  resides  in  Gloucestershire  having  come  into  the  neighbourhood  in  182G, 
upon  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  Bird,  he  desired  Mr.  Wells  to  undertake  the 
office  of  schoolmaster,  stating  that  if  he  gave  satisfaction  to  the  trustees,  they 
would  confirm  the  appointment  at  the  expiration  of  a twelvemonth.  Nothing 
further  appears  to  have  passed  between  Mr.  Wells  and  the  trustees  from  that 
time  to  the  present.  There  has  been  no  interference  by  the  trustees  with 
respect  to  the  letting  of  the  property,  or  any  directions  given  as  to  repairs, 
as  to  the  division  of  the  income,  or  any  matters  relating  to  the  internal  manage- 
ment of  the  school.  With  regard  to  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Wells,  it  is  to  be 
observed,  that  he  is  not  a graduate  of  either  of  the  Universities,  nor  though 
he  teaches  the  rudiments  of  Latin,  is  he  competent  to  take  classical  scholars, 
these  having  been  formerly,  as  it  appears,  considered  the  qualifications  of 
the  master  of  this  school. 

It  seems  very  desirable  that  some  persons  residing  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Upholland,  whose  avocations  would  not  interfere  with  their  attention  to  the  con- 
cerns of  the  school,  should  be  appointed  trustees,  and  that  they  should  meet 
annually  for  transacting  such  business  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  welfare  of 
the  charity. 

Bispham’s  Charities. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Upholland,  27th  December  1720,  Henry 
Bispham  surrendered  a messuage  and  tenement  with  the  appurtenances  in 
Upholland,  of  the  ancient  rent  of  12s.  7 d.  to  the  use  of  Richard  Southworth 
and  eleven  others,  viz.  two  of  Upholland  and  two  of  each  of  the  townships 
following,  viz.  Rainford  and  Windle,  in  the  parish  of  Prescot,  and  Pemberton, 
Orrell  and  Billinge,  in  the  parish  of  Wigan,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  to 
dispose  of  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  thereof,  in  binding,  every  year,  apprentice 
to  some  calling  or  trade  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  trustees,  six  poor 
children  of  such  necessitous  housekeepers  or  persons  within  the  townships 
above  named  whose  parents  should  not  be  relieved  by  or  receive  alms  from  the 
respective  townships,  viz.  one  from  each  of  the  townships  above  mentioned  ; 
and  on  further  trust,  that  upon  the  death  of  five  of  the  said  trustees,  the  seven 
survivors  should  forthwith  elect  five  substantial  sober  honest  men  out  of  the 
respective  townships  where  such  deceased  trustees  usually  inhabited,  and 
surrender  the  premises  accordingly  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

The  above  named  Henry  Bisphcim,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  13th  September 
1728,  and  proved  at  Chester,  devised  to  Henry  Rigby  and  James  Green,  and 
their  heirs,  a messuage  and  tenement,  with  the  appurtenances  in  Upholland, 
containing  30  acres  or  thereabouts,  called  Pimbo-lane  Flouse,  with  a new  house 
upon  it,  and  another  messuage  and  tenement  with  the  appurtenances  in  Uphol- 
land, containing  16  acres  or  thereabouts,  called  Sephton’s  Estate,  upon  trust,  to 
let  and  manage  the  same  to  the  best  advantage,  and  to  apply  the  clear  yearly 
rents  and  profits  of  the  estate,  called  Pimbo-lane  House,  for  providing  woollen 
cloth  to  be  yearly  distributed  to  indigent,  necessitous  and  poor  people  inha- 
bitants in  Upholland,  Orrell,  Pemberton,  Rainford,  Windle,  Billinge,  Eccleston 
and  Standish,  such  cloth  to  be  made  into  men’s  coats  and  women’s  petticoats, 
and  disposed  of  to  such  indigent  poor  inhabitants  in  the  said  towns  as  the  said 
trustees  or  the  survivor  of  them  should  think  fit,  to  every  town  equally  alike,  on 
25th  December,  for  ever ; and  upon  trust,  to  apply  and  dispose  of  the  clear 
yearly  rents  and  profits  of  the  estate  called  Sephton’s,  towards  the  finding  of 
oat  bread  to  such  indigent  necessitous  and  poor  people  inhabitants  in  Pemberton, 
“ Orrell,”  Billinge,  Winstanley,  Windle  and  Eccleston,  equally;  and  he  directed 
that  his  said  trustees  should  give  to  the  chapelwardens  of  Upholland,  two-third 
parts  of  the  money,  in  order  that  they  might  distribute  the  same  to  the  poor  of 
“ Upholland,”  Pemberton,  Windle  and  Eccleston,  upon  as  many  Lord’s  days 
in  the  year  as  the  said  chapelwardens  -should  think  proper;  and  to  the  chapel- 
wardens of  Billinge  the  other  third  part,  in  order  that  they  might  distribute 
the  same  to  the  poor  of  Billinge  and  Winstanley,  on  as  many  Lord’s  days  in  the 
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year  as  they  should  think  proper.  And  the  testator  further  declared  that, 
whereas  he  had  a close  of  land  in  Upholland,  called  the  Moss  Close,  adjoining 
an  estate  of  copyhold  land  which  he  had  settled  by  a surrender,  if  the  trustees 
upon  whom  it  was  settled  should  allow  his  executors  one  year’s  rent  and  SO/., 
he  gave  the  said  close  for  the  same  use  as  the  copyhold  estate. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Upholland,  24th  October  1825,  new 
trustees  were  admitted  for  the  copyhold  premises  comprised  in  the  surrender 
of  1720.  The  admittance  recites  the  original  and  several  subsequent  surren- 
ders, and  that  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh  and  six  others,  the  then  surviving  trustees, 
had  surrendered  the  said  customary  messuage,  tenement,  closes  and  parcels 
of  land  thereto  belonging,  in  Upholland,  containing  about  13  acres,  more  or 
less,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  the  other  trustees  therein  named,  viz.  to  the 
use  of  James  Morris  and  James  Alexander  Hodson  for  Upholland,  Thomas 
Basnett  and  William  Greenup  for  Rainford,  William  Farrimond  and  Thomas 
Alker  for  Pemberton,  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh  and  Meyrick  Bankes  (since 
deceased)  for  Orrell,  John  Holt  and  John  Cowley  for  Billinge,  and  John  Cross 
for  Windle,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts  expressed  in  the  surrender  of  1720. 

The  field  called  the  Moss  Close  has  never  been  conveyed  to  new  trustees, 
nor  have  either  of  the  estates  called  Pimbo-lane  House  and  Sephtons. 

The  Moss  Close  is  held  with  the  copyhold  estate,  and  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  trustees  named  in  the  surrender  of  1825. 

The  other  estates  appear  to  be  vested  in  William  Rigby,  the  grandson  and 
heir  at  law  of  Henry  Rigby,  the  surviving  devisee  named  in  the  donor’s  will. 
Mr.  Rigby  has  only  lately  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one,  and  during  his 
minority  the  management  of  these  estates  and  the  application  of  the  rents  de- 
volved upon  Mr.  John  Scott,  his  trustee  and  guardian.  Mr.  Scott  died  lately, 
and  his  accounts  were  given  up  to  his  son,  Thomas  Scott,  who  has  continued  to 
act  for  Mr.  Rigby. 

We  recommended  to  Mr.  Rigby  to  appoint  six  new  trustees  to  act  with  him- 
self, viz.  one  from  each  of  the  following  townships  : Upholland,  Pemberton, 
Orrel,  Windle,  Eccleston  and  Billinge,  the  poor  of  such  townships  being  chiefly 
interested  in  these  charities,  and  to  convey  the  estates  to  the  use  of  himself  and 
such  new  trustees. 


Upholland. 
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Charity  eor  apprenticing. — The  property  comprised  in  the  surrenders  of 
1720  and  1825  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : — 

A house,  barn  and  cottage,  and  14a.  2r.  6p.  of  land,  at  eight  yards  to  the 
perch,  with  a right  of  turbary  on  Upholland  Moss,  let  to  Robert  Harrison,  upon 
I an  agreement  for  seven  years,  from  May  1825,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  45/.  It  is 
I stated,  however,  that  the  premises  might  be  let  for  50/.  a year;  the  buildings 
are  described  as  being  in  good  repair. 

The  premises  devised  by  the  testator  under  the  name  of  the  Moss  Close, 
contain  2 a.  & 22  p.  like  measure,  and,  with  a cottage  and  stable  erected  thereon, 
are  let  to  Nicholas  Heyes,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  25  /.  The  tenant 
took  the  premises  at  this  rent,  which  is  more  than  the  value  thereof,  about  the 
year  1817,  when  they  were  put  up  to  be  let  by  ticket  for  a term  of  seven  years ; 
and  though  the  trustees  have  been  willing  to  reduce  the  amount  of  the  rent,  the 
tenant,  as  we  are  informed,  has  declined  making  any  application  to  them  for  such 
reduction.  Fie  has,  however,  from  the  year  1821,  paid  15  /.  or  1 G /.  a year  only, 
and  the  trustees  have  been  obliged  to  threaten  him  with  legal  proceedings,  in 
order  to  recover  the  residue  of  the  reserved  rent.  In  consequence  of  these 
threats,  he  paid  to  Mr.  Holt,  one  of  the  trustees,  in  May  1825,  the  sum  of  39/. 
as  the  arrears  then  due.  Since  May  1825,  he  has  paid  10/.  a year,  so  that  there 
was  the  further  sum  of  27/.  owing  in  May  1828. 

The  sum  of  39/.  above  mentioned  was  placed  by  Mr.  Holt,  in  a bank  at 
Wigan,  in  the  names  of  the  trustees;  but  some  misunderstanding  having  taken 
place  between  him  and  his  co-trustees,  it  appears  that  they  were  never  apprized 
of  that  circumstance.  This  sum,  and  the  arrears  now  due,  when  recovered,  will 
be  divisible,  as  part  of  the  regular  income. 

The  trustees  meet  annually,  in  May,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  dis- 
posing of  the  rents ; and  after  paying  whatever  may  be  required  for  repairs 
or  any  incidental  expenses,  the  residue  is  divided  into  six  parts,  and  one-sixth 
is  appropriated  to  each  of  the  townships  or  places  mentioned  in  the  surrender  of 
1720,  viz.  Upholland,  Billinge  (which  is  taken  as  comprehending  the  two  town- 
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ships  of  Billings  Higher  End  and  Billinge  Chapel  End),  Orrell  and  Pemberton, 
in  the  parish  of  Wigan,  and  Rainford  and  Windle,  in  the  parish  of  Prescot. 
These  several  shares  are  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the  respective  townships,  or  in 
case  of  their  absence  to  some  person  for  them. 

The  principal  expenses  which  have  been  incurred  in  the  last  ten  years,  and 
have  been  paid  out  of  the  gross  rents  previously  to  the  division,  have  been  as 
follows :

Each  of  the  trustees,  whether  he  attends  or  not,  contributes  2 s.  6d.  for  the 
expenses  of  the  annual  meeting.  This  sum  is  usually  charged  to  the  account 
of  the  charity. 

With  the  share  of  the  rents  appropriated  to  each  township,  apprentices  are 
placed  out,  under  the  direction  of  one  or  both  of  the  trustees  who  superintend 
the  application  of  the  charity  in  their  respective  districts. 

In  the  township  of  Upholland,  the  apprentice  fees  vary  from  1/.  11s.  6cl.  to 
51.  5 s.,  and  care  seems  to  betaken  that  the  boys  are  placed  out  to  masters 
carrying  on  some  good  mechanical  trade.  In  September  1828,  there  was  a 
balance  of  4/.  6s.  \\d.  in  the  hands  of  J.  A.  Hodson,  esq.  one  of  the  trus- 
tees for  that  township. 

The  sixth  part  of  the  clear  rents  appropriated  to  Billinge,  is  divided  equally 
between  the  townships  of  Billinge  Higher  End  and  Billinge  Chapel  End.  In 
the  former,  the  application  is  under  the  management  of  John  Holt,  and  in  the 
latter  of  John  Cowley. 

In  the  township  of  Billinge  Higher  End,  apprentices  are  placed  out  with  pre- 
miums varying  from  1/.  10s.  to  31.  whenever  a child  is  recommended  by  the 
overseer.  The  children  thus  placed  out  are  generally  parish  paupers,  and  are 
bound  to  weavers  and  other  inferior  tradesmen.  In  September  1828  there  was 
a balance  of  34/.  4s.  11  d.  undisposed  of  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Holt,  exclusive 
of  2/.  15s.,  the  share  of  the  rents  due  to  this  township  in  the  preceding 
May. 

In  the  township  of  Billinge  Chapel  End,  a similar  system  appears  to  have  been 
acted  upon  formerly  ; but  of  late  years  Mr.  Cowley  has  declined  placing  out  any 
boys  as  apprentices  to  weavers,  or  tradesmen  of  that  description.  In  September 
1828,  there  was  a balance  of  13/.  6s.  5 d.  in  his  hands,  exclusive  of  what  was 
due  in  the  preceding  May. 

The  share  of  the  township  of  Orrell  has  usually  been  applied  in  placing 
such  children,  as  have  been  recommended  by  the  overseer,  apprentices  to 
masters  of  an  inferior  description,  with  premiums  seldom  exceeding  2/.  In 
October  1825,  Mr.  Daniel  Briden,  as  agent  for  the  late  Meyrick  Bankes, 
esq.  received  a balance  of  49/.  8s.  7 d.  and  he  subsequently  received  8/.  17s. 
due  the  preceding  May.  Of  the  money  thus  received,  18/.  only  had  been 
expended  in  September  1828,  leaving  in  Mr.  Briden’s  hands  a balance  of 
40/.  5 s.  7 d.  The  share  of  the  rents  for  1826,  being  4/.  5 s.,  is  stated  to 
have  been  paid  to  Sir  Robert  Holt  Leigh,  one  of  the  trustees  appointed  for  this 
township,  and  15/.  13  s.  9 d.  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Thomas  Scott,  ready  to  be 
paid  to  the  trustee  whenever  it  is  called  for  ; so  that  there  is  altogether  a balance 
of  60  /.  4 s.  4 d.  applicable  to  the  purpose  of  binding  out  apprentices  in  this 
township. 

The  share  of  the  rents  appropriated  to  the  township  of  Pemberton  is  received, 
sometimes  by  one  of  the  trustees  for  that  place,  and  sometimes  by  the  other. 
The  premiums  given  with  apprentices  never  exceed  31. ; and  in  September  1828, 
there  was  a balance  of  35/.  165.  5 d.  in  favour  of  the  charity,  which  was  in 
the  hands  of  Thomas  Alker,  one  of  the  trustees. 

In  llainford,  premiums  of  4/.  or  4/.  4 s.  are  usually  given  by  the  trustees 
for  that  township;  but  in  September  1828,  there  was  a balance  in  hand  of 
upwards  of  30  /.  besides  the  share  of  the  rents  due  for  that  year. 

In  Windle  a similar  mode  of  application  is  pursued,  and  a sufficient  number  of 
apprentices  have  been  placed  out  to  exhaust  the  income. 


With 
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With  respect  to  the  application  of  this  branch  of  the  charity,  it  is  to  be 
observed,  that  in  many  of  the  townships  it  has  been  confined  to  apprenticing 
such  children  as  the  overseers  would  otherwise  have  had  to  provide  for  out  of 
the  poor’s  rates,  and  that  instead  of  placing  them  under  masters  who  would  be 
able  to  teach  them  a good  mechanical  trade,  the  trustees  have  merely  acted  in 
conformity  with  the  object  of  the  overseers  in  relieving  the  township  from  the 
present  burden  of  maintaining  the  children,  by  providing  them  with  situations 
under  weavers  and  other  persons  of  that  description. 

As  the  funds  of  the  charity  are  fully  sufficient  for  a more  extended  and  liberal 
application,  and  in  some  of  the  townships  there  is  a very  large  balance  now  in 
hand,  we  have  recommended  that  the  children  of  poor  persons. who  are  not 
dependent  upon  the  poor  rates  should  be  admitted  to  the  benefit  of  the  charity, 
and  that  the  premiums  given  with  each  child  should  be  increased  to  such  a sum 
as  will  be  sufficient  to  procure  them  more  respectable  situations. 

Charities  for  Woollen  Cloth  and  Bread. — The  estate  called  Pimbo- 
lane,  devised  by  the  donor  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  poor  with  woollen 
cloth,  consists  of  a house,  barn  and  out-buildings,  and  19  a.  & 35  p.  of  land, 
at  eight  yards  to  the  perch. 

It  is  in  the  occupation  of  John  Kenyon,  at  52/.  10  s.  a year.  We  are 
informed  that  the  tenant  has  lately  agreed  to  give  a rent  of  60/.  which 
appears  to  be  a fair  rent;  the  buildings  are  in  good  repair,  except  the 
dwelling-house. 

The  tenant  is  now  in  arrear  about  65  /.  but  he  has  given  good  security  for 
that  sum. 

The  Sephton  estate,  devised  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  poor  with  bread, 
consists  of  a house  and  out-buildings,  and  18  a.  1 r.  5 p.  of  land  in  Upholland, 
let  to  John  Pilkinton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  yearly  rent  of  65  /.  ; the 
buildings  are  stated  to  be  in  tolerable  repair. 

The  rents  of  the  two  estates  last  mentioned  are  carried  to  one  account; 
and  out  of  this  joint  account  there  is  paid  what  may  be  laid  out  in  repairs  on 
either  estate,  and  the  amount  of  any  other  incidental  expenses. 

In  1819  and  1820,  about  280/.  was  paid  for  repairs  and  building,  the 
principal  part  of  which  was  the  charge  for  erecting  a barn  on  the  Pimbo-lane 
estate.  In  consequence  of  this  large  expenditure,  the  distribution  of  bread  and 
cloth  was  for  some  time  suspended. 

These  rents  have  been  received  at  the  meeting  of  the  trustees  for  the  copyhold 
estate  by  the  late  John  Scott,  who  attended  for  that  purpose,  and  from  the 
account  of  these  charities  a sum  of  about  1 /.  10  s.  is  paid  towards  the  expenses 
of  the  meeting.  Since  May  1820,  these  payments,  and  the  charges  for  carriage 
of  the  cloth,  have  not  altogether  exceeded  20  /. 

Out  of  the  clear  rents,  a sum  of  about  30/.  is  set  apart  for  bread,  and  the 
residue  (except  a small  balance  which  has  been  generally  kept  in  hand) 
is  appropriated  to  the  purchase  of  woollen  cloth.  In  this  apportionment  of 
the  income,  the  relative  value  of  the  estates  left  for  each  charity  has  been 
overlooked,  the  greater  proportion  having  been  devoted  to  the  purchase  of 
cloth,  as  being  by  far  the  most  beneficial  to  the  poor.  It  will  be  observed, 
however,  that  this  mode  of  application  is  to  a certain  degree  prejudicial  to 
the  poor  of  those  places  which  are  not  entitled  to  partake  of  the  distribution  of 
cloth. 

The  places  entitled  to  the  woollen  cloth  are  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Uphol- 
land, Billinge,  (which  is  taken  as  comprehending  the  two  townships  of  Billinge 
Higher  End  and  Billinge  Chapel  End)  Orrell  and  Pemberton  in  the  parish  of 
Wigan,  Eccleston,  Rainford  and  Windle,  in  the  parish  of  Prescot,  and  the  town- 
ship of  Standish  in  the  parish  of  Standish. 

A quantity  of  red  flannel  for  petticoats  and  of  cloth  for  coats,  has  been 
purchased  annually  by  Mr.  Scott  from  the  manufacturers,  and  divided  into  eight 
parts,  one  of  which  is  transmitted  to  the  overseers  or  some  other  inhabitant 
of  the  respective  townships,  frequently  to  one  of  the  trustees  for  the  copyhold 
estate  given  by  Henry  Bispham,  one-eighth  part  being  divided  between  the 
two  townships  of  Billinge. 

The  cloth  and  flannel  are  given  about  Christmas  to  poor  persons  of  the  re- 
spective townships  above-mentioned,  and  generally  to  such  only  as  do  not  receive 
parochial  relief.  It  is  the  usual  practice  to  distribute  the  cloth  at  a public 
meeting  of  the  inhabitants,  and  to  keep  an  account  of  the  persons  who  receive 
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the  benefit  of  the  charity,  and  the  quantity  delivered  to  each  family.  An 
account  of  the  distribution  in  Standish  has  already  been  noticed  in  our  15th 
Report,  p.  256. 

The  places  which  have  always  been  considered  as  entitled  to  the  distribution 
of  bread,  are  Upholland,  Billinge  Chapel  End,  (the  township  of  Billinge 
Upper  End  not  being  within  Billinge  chapelry,)  Pemberton  and  Winstanley,  in 
the  Parish  of  Wigan,  and  Eccleston  and  Windle,  in  the  parish  of  Prescot,  ‘it  is 
to  be  observed,  however,  that  in  the  former  part  of  the  clause  in  the  donor’s  will, 
respecting  the  application  of  the  rents  of  the  estate  called  Sephton’s,  Orrell  is 
mentioned  and  not  Upholland  ; in  the  latter  part  of  the  clause,  Orrell  is 
omitted  and  Upholland  inserted. 

Of  the  sum  paid  for  the  purchase  of  bread,  amounting  of  late  years  to  30/. 
per  annum,  20/.  has  been  appropriated  to  the  distribution  of  bread  in  Uphol- 
land church,  and  10/.  for  the  like  purpose  in  the  chapel  at  Billinge.  The 
former  sum  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  twenty  sixpenny  loaves  of  oat  bread  every 
Sunday,  as  long  as  the  funds  will  allow,  and  these  are  distributed  at  the  church 
in  Upholland  after  morning  service  to  poor  persons  of  each  of  the  townships  of 
Upholland,  Orrell,  Pemberton,  Eccleston  and  Windle,  who  are  appointed  by 
the  officers  of  the  respective  townships,  an  equal  share  being  appropriated  to 
the  poor  of  each  place. 

As  the  townships  of  Eccleston  and  Windle  are  not  within  the  chapelry  of 
Upholland,  and  lie  at  a considerable  distance,  it  frequently  happens  in  bad 
weather  that  no  claimant  appears,  but  it  would  be  of  great  relief  to  the  poor  of 
those  places,  if  by  any  arrangement  that  could  be  made  the  bread  were  sent  to 
the  church  or  chapel  which  they  usually  attend,  instead  of  their  being  obliged 
to  attend  the  chapel  in  Upholland. 

The  sum  appropriated  to  the  chapelry  of  Billinge  is  received  by  the  trustee 
of  the  charity  for  apprentices  appointed  for  Billinge  Chapel  End,  and  has  been 
carried  to  the  same  account  as  the  money  he  has  received  for  putting  out 
apprentices.  Out  of  this  account  he  has  applied  13/.  instead  of  10/.  per  annum 
in  the  purchase  of  bread.  Thirty  fourpenny  loaves  of  oat  meal  are  supplied 
every  alternate  Sunday,  and  distributed  by  the  chapelwardens  amongst  poor 
persons  of  the  townships  of  Billinge  Lower  End  and  of  Winstanley.  At  the 
time  of  our  inquiry  there  was  a balance  of  7 /•  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Cowley  the 
trustee  above-mentioned,  which  he  considered  as  belonging  to  the  bread  charity. 

In  September  1828,  the  period  of  our  inquiry,  there  was  a balance  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  T.  Scott  on  account  of  the  two  last  mentioned  charities,  amounting 
to  32/.  185.  5d.  and  the  sum  of  05/.  was  due  for  rent. 


Charities  of  Henry  Prescot  and  others. 

Charities  of  In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  and  in  a Table  of  Benefactions  to  this 
n d^o 1 1* e r s ° 1 township,  it  is  stated,  that  Henry  Prescot  in  1638  gave  to  poor  householders  of 
Upholland  20/.;  that  Richard  JValthew  in  1643  gave  130/.;  James  Farchugh 
250/. ; and  Alice  Birch,  John  Cross,  Thomas  Edleston  and  Ann  Whatley,  several 
small  sums,  making  in  the  whole  446/.  135.  4 d.\  which  sum  is  stated  in  the 
returns  to  have  been  in  the  hands  of  the  township. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  any  further  information  as  to  these  charities, 
except  that  in  1740  there  was  a sum  of  441/.  and  in  1771  376/.  placed  out 
on  private  security;  the  bonds-which  had  been  given  for  the  security  thereof 
being  in  the  hands  of  the  township  officers. 


Fail dough’s 
Charity. 


Fairclough’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  further  stated  that  James  Fair- 
cloagh  in  1636,  bequeathed  100/.  for  bread  to  poor  housekeepers  of  Upholland, 
then  vested  in  the  chapel-wardens,  and  producing  51.  per  annum. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5/.  is  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  an  estate  called  the  Moss 
Estate,  consisting  of  about  thirteen  acres,  at  eight  yards  to  the  perch,  which  is 
let  by  the  township  officers,  and  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Tyrer,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  40/.  It  does  not  appear  how  the  payment  of 
this  charity  became  charged  upon  the  Moss  Estate,  or  how  the  township  became 
entitled  to  that  property;  there  seems,  however,  to  be  no  evidence  in  support 
of  a suggestion  which  has  been  made,  that  it  was  purchased  with  the  benefactions 
mentioned  under  the  preceding  head. 
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The  siim  of  51.  is  carried  to  one  account,  with  the  portion  of  the  income  of 
the  charity  of  Edmund  Molyneux,  received  from  the  churchwardens  of  Wigan, 
as  mentioned  in  a former  part  of  this  Report.  Thirty-eight  threepenny  loaves 
are  provided  every  Sunday  as  long  as  these  funds  remain  unexhausted,  and  are 
distributed  at  the  chapel  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  chapelry,  which  comprises 
the  townships  of  Upholland,  Dalton,  Orrell,  and  the  higher  end  of  Billinge,  and 
part  of  the  township  of  Winstanley.  The  greater  proportion  of  the  bread  is 
given  to  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Upholland,  which  is  supposed  to  be  entitled 
solely  to  the  benefit  of  Fairclough’s  gift. 

The  poor  persons  are  selected  by  the  officers  of  the  different  townships,  and 
the  distribution  is  confined  to  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial  relief. 

The  bread  given  away  in  respect  of  Fairclough’s  and  Molyneux’s  charities, 
is  of  wheat  flour;  oaten  bread  being  distributed  in  respect  of  Bispham’s 
charity. 

Barton’s  Charity. 
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The  Table  of  Benefactions  states,  that  Thomas  Barton  in  1674,  gave  to  the  Barton’s  Charity, 
poor  of  Upholland  the  yearly  sum  of  SI.  Qs.  8 d. 

This  sum  is  paid  yearly  on  Saint  Thomas’s-day  by  Edward  Ellison,  as  charged 
upon  an  estate  in  Upholland,  belonging  to  him  and  in  his  occupation. 

It  is  given  away  with  Mawdsley’s  charity,  as  hereafter  mentioned. 


Mawdsley’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Maw dsley,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  29th  October  1728,  as  recited  in  Mawdsley’s 

the  court  rolls,  upon  the  admittance  hereafter  mentioned,  devised  his  copyhold  Chanty, 

lands,  viz.  the  Little  Bar-yord,  the  Rushey  Bar-yord,  and  the  Meadow  Bar-yord, 
containing  three  acres  or  thereabouts,  together  with  the  barn  and  the  profits 
thereof,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Upholland  for  ever,  to  be  distributed  every 
Saint  Thomas’s-day,  after  the  same  manner  and  form  as  what  was  called 
Barton’s  Dole ; and  after  his  debts  and  legacies  were  discharged,  he  left  the 
profits  of  his  dwellinghouse  and  two  crofts  to  the  use  of  the  said  poor,  to  be 
dealt  in  the  same  manner  as  the  profits  of  his  copyhold  land,  and  he  appointed 
James  Billinge  and  Thomas  Shaw,  his  executors  and  trustees,  authorizing  them 
to  nominate  two  sufficient  inhabitants  of  Upholland  to  be  succeeding  trustees  for 
continuing  the  charity  for  ever. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Upholland,  25th  October  1819,  James 
Morris  and  Thomas  Rigby,  having  been  appointed  by  Thomas  Shaw,  the  heir 
at  law  of  Thomas  Shaw,  the  last  surviving  trustee  named  in  the  will  of  Thomas 
Mawdsley,  were  admitted  to  the  copyhold  premises  devised  as  above-mentioned, 
to  hold  to  them  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  the  purposes  declared  in  the  will  of 
the  said  Thomas  Moss. 


It  does  not  appear  that  any  conveyance  to  new  trustees  of  the  freehold  part  of 
the  estates  has  ever  been  executed. 

The  estate  consists  of  two  gardens,  which  are  freehold,  and  between  three  and 
four  acres  of  copyhold  land,  with  a barn  and  shippon  ; the  whole  is  let  to 
Thomas  Pye  at  17/.  10s.  a year,  his  rent  having  been  reduced  a few  years  ago 
from  23/.  in  consideration  of  the  tenant  having  paid  bills  to  the  amount  of 
nearly  40/.  for  repairs. 

The  amount  of  the  clear  rent,  after  deducting  any  incidental  expenses,  with 
the  yearly  sum  of 3/.  6s.  8 d.  derived  from  the  preceding  charity,  is  distributed 
at  the  vestry  on  Saint  Thomas’s-day  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township  of 
Upholland,  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  in  sums  of  about  2s.  or  2s.  6d. 


Holme’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Thomas  Holme,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  in  the  year  1803,  as  Holme’s  Charity, 
appears  from  an  extract  entered  in  the  charity  book  of  this  township,  be- 
queathed the  interest  of  100/.,  vested  in  the  three  per  cent  consols,  for  the 
purpose  of  purchasing  blankets  for  old  housekeepers  of  the  township  of  Holland 
who  should  be  poor,  but  should  receive  no  relief  from  the  poors  rate. 

In  respect  of  this  legacy  we  are  informed,  that  there  is  a sum  of  175/.  three 
per  cents  reduced,  standing  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  William  Holme,  rector 
of  Maisey  Hampton,  in  Gloucestershire,  Mary  Meyrick  Holme  and  Harriett 
Holme  ; the  dividends  are  laid  out  in  blankets  by  the  daughters  of  the  testator, 
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the  abovenamed  Miss  Mary  and  Miss  Harriett  Holme,  of  Upholland,  which  they 
distribute  amongst  such  of  the  poor  as  they  think  most  deserving. 

This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  Guest’s  charity,  mentioned 
under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Wigan 


TOWNSHIP  OF  WINSTANLEY. 

Charities  of  Rev.  James  Bankes  and  Others. 

The  Rev.  James  Bankes,  rector  of  Bury,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  17th  Julv 
1742,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Winstanley  4 Ok,  to  be  put  out  at  interest  by  the  heirs 
of  the  Winstanley  family,  and  the  yearly  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  linen  cloth 
to  be  disposed  of  to  the  poorest  people  in  the  said  township,  having  no  allowance 
from  that  township.* 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  it  is  stated,  that  there  were  vested  in 
William  Bankes  and  others,  three  several  sums  amounting  to  182/.  IOs.  derived 
from  the  benefactions  of  some  persons  unknown,  for  cloth  to  the  poor  not 
receiving  parish  relief. 

These  sums  probably  included  the  legacy  of  40/.  above  mentioned. 

William  Bankes,  esq.  by  a codicil  to  his  will,  bearing  date  27th  April  1775, 
left  the  interest  of  50/.  to  the  township  of  Winstanley,  to  be  divided  yearly  on 
Saint  Thomas’s-day.t  This  benefaction  is  also  mentioned  in  the  Parliamentary 
Returns,  and  it  is  further  stated,  that  Robert  Bankes,  in  1747,  bequeathed 
100/.,  Frances  Bankes,  in  1764,  50/.,  and  Catherine  Bankes,  in  176O,  20/.  All 
these  benefactions  are  noticed  as  having  been  given  for  the  same  purpose,  viz. 
for  cloth  to  the  poor  not  receiving  relief,  and  as  being  vested  in  the  family  of 
Bankes. 

The  amount  of  the  above  mentioned  benefactions  is  402/.  10s.  Of  this  sum 
it  appears  that  there  was  in  the  hands  of  the  late  Meyrick  Bankes,  esq.  200/.  for 
which  he  paid  9/.  13s.  6d.  per  annum,  as  interest,  and  150/.,  for  which  he  paid 
7 /.  10  s.  yearly.  The  further  sum  of  50/.  is  in  the  hands  of  Charles  Ditchfield, 
secured  by  bond,  given  to  the  late  William  Bankes,  esq.  bearing  date  1st  De- 
cember 1769,  and  the  remainder  2/.  10  s.  appears  to  have  been  carried  to  the 
account  of  the  poors  rate  of  the  township,  as  2s.  6d.  is  paid  yearly  out  of  the 
rates  and  added  to  the  interest  of  the  other  sums  above  mentioned. 

The  income  of  these  charities  may  be  stated  as  follows:  —

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This  sum  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  linen,  which  is  distributed  on  Saint 
ThomasVday,  in  quantities  varying  from  four  to  eight  yards,  amongst  poor  per- 
sons of  the  township  of  Winstanley,  selected  by  Mr.  Briden  and  the  overseers. 


William  Bankes’s  Charity. 

William  Bankes,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  7th  September  1798,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish  of  Winstanley  400/.  to  be  placed  out  on  government  security, 
• and 

* The  testator,  James  Bankes,  also,  by  bis  will,  gave  to  the  four  hamlets  in  theparish  of  Bury,  40/. 
viz.  to  Bury,  10/.;  Walmsley,  10/.;  Heap,  10/.;  Elton,  10/.  which  he  directed  to  be  placed  out  at 
interest  by  the  heir  of  the  family  at  Winstanley,  to  remain  as  a stock  for  ever,  the  yearly  interest  to 
be  annually  laid  out  in  linen  cloth  for  shifts,  to  be  disposed  of  to  the  poorest  people  in  those  hamlets 
who  should  have  no  allowance  from  the  rates,  by  the  rector  of  Bury;  and  to  that  part  of  the  parish  of 
Bury  called  Tottington,  20/.  to  be  placed  out,  and  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  like  manner  for  the 
benefit  of  the  poorest  people  there  inhabiting,  and  receiving  no  allowance  from  the  rates  ; and  reciting, 
that  Thomas  Rothwell,  late  of  Bury,  had  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  testator,  as  rector  of  Bury,  10/. 
which,  by  his  will,  he  bequeathed  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Bury,  and  had  vested  the 
same  in  the  rectors  of  Bury,  for  ever,  to  be  applied  to  the  uses  mentioned  in  his  will,  he  desired  his 
executors  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  10Z.  to  his  successor,  rector  of  Bury. 

The  application  of  the  interest  of  these  sums  will  be  found  in  our  account  of  the  charities  in  Bury, 
19  Rep.  p.  227;  but  when  we  made  that  Report  we  had  not  been  furnished  with  a copy  of  the 
testator’s  will. 

f The  testator,  William  Bankes,  also  bequeathed  to  the  township  of  Newton,  in  the  parish  of 
Winwick,  40/.;  to  the  township  of  Poulton,  in  the  parish  of  Warrington,  40/.;  and  to  the  townships 
of  the  Lower  and  Higher  End  Of  Billinge,  20/.  each,  the  interest  to  be  applied  in  cloth,  on  Saint 
Thomas’s  day,  at  the  discretion  of  his  son  and  his  heirs. 

A further  account  of  these  several  legacies  will  be  found  in  our  Report  of  the  charities  in  the  respec- 
tive places  above  mentioned.  . 
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and  the  dividends  thereof  applied  in  the  purchase  of  blankets,  to  be  distributed 
from  time  to  time  by  the  minister  and  chapelwardens  of  the  chapel  of  Billinge, 
as  they  should  see  or  judge  proper,  amongst  poor  families  and  persons  residing 
within  the  said  parish  of  Winstanley. 

The  testator  died  in  February  1800,  and  the  first  distribution  entered  in  the 
book  is  for  5th  January  1804,  when  27 /.  05.  3d.  dividends  on  G00/.  65.  for 
eighteen  months  was  disposed  of,  a sum  of  2/.  25.  being  paid  for  a power 
of  attorney. 

In  respect  of  this  legacy  the  sum  of  600/.  6s.  three  per  cent  consols  was 
purchased  under  the  directions  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  the  cause  of  Holme 
v.  Stanley,  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  “ on  account  of  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Winstanley,”  and  according  to  an  order  dated  18th  August 
1802,  the  dividends  were  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  minister  and  chapelwardens 
of  Billinge  for  the  time  being. 

We  are  informed  that  in  1817  a further  order  was  obtained,  to  avoid  the 
expense  which  was  occasioned  by  the  frequent  change  of  the  chapelwarden, 
whereby  it  was  ordered,  that  the  dividends  should  be  received  by  the  minister 
for  the  time  being,  to  be  applied  by  him  and  the  chapelwarden. 

The  expenses  of  this  application  to  the  Court  of  Chancery,  and  of  the  power 
of  attorney  and  affidavits  necessary  to  obtain  the  dividends,  amounting  to 
17/.  125.  were  paid  out  of  the  dividends. 

The  dividends  are  transmitted  by  a London  banker  to  the  Rev.  Samuel  Hall, 
the  incumbent  of  the  chapeiry  of  Billinge,  whenever  he  requires  the  payment, 
and  a sum  of  about  9/.  is  applied  annually  by  him,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
chapelwarden,  in  the  purchase  of  blankets,  which  are  given  to  the  poor  of  the 
township  of  Winstanley,  according  to  their  discretion,  notice  of  the  time  of 
distribution  having  been  previously  given. 

In  September  1828,  the  period  of  our  inquiry,  the  amount  of  the  dividends 
which  had  been  received  from  the  year  1818,  was  24 61.  145.  4 d.  and  there  had 
been  expended  in  blankets  and  in  some  incidental  expenses  257/.  135.  3d. 
leaving  a balance  of  10/.  18  5.  llr/.  due  to  Mr  .Hall,  the  dividends  for  the  last  year 
and  a half  not  having  been  then  received. 


This  township  is  also  entitled  to  partake  of  the  charities  of  Edmund  Moly- 
neux,  Guest  and  Holt,  noticed  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Wigan,  and 
of  Bispham’s  charities,  mentioned  under  the  head  of  the  township  of  Uphol- 
land.

PARISH  OF  ULVERSTON. 

Park’s  Charity. 

We  have  lately  received  a statement  of  the  following  charity,  which  has  been 
left  to  the  parish  of  Ulverston  since  we  inquired  into  the  charities  of  that  place, 
an  account  of  which  was  given  in  our  Third  Report,  p.  221. 

John  Park,  e sq.  by  Will,  dated  28th  September  1819  (proved  in  the  Prero- 
gative Court  of  Canterbury)  gave  and  bequeathed  unto  Richard  Towers,  Thomas 
Kilner,  and  Joseph  Yarker,  the  sum  of  5,000/.,  to  be  paid  to  them  at  the  end  of 
eighteen  months  next  after  his  decease,  out  of  his  personal  estate  thereinafter 
given  to  his  brother  James,  upon  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest  upon 
real  or  government  security,  or  in  some  or  one  of  the  public  stocks  or  funds,  in 
the  name  of  the  mayor,  bailiffs  and  commonalty  of  the  town  of  Lancaster, 
if  that  corporation  would  consent  thereto,  and  if  not,  in  such  other  manner 
as  might  appear  best  calculated  for  carrying  the  trusts  thereof  into  execution, 
upon  trust,  to  pay  the  interest,  dividends  or  annual  produce  thereof  to  his 
said  brother  James  and  the  said  Richard  Towers,  Thomas  Kilner,  and  Joseph 
Yarker,  and  the  curate  or  officiating  minister  of  Ulverston  aforesaid  for  the  time 
being,  whom  he  named  and  appointed  trustees  for  the  future  management  and 
disposal  thereof  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  upon  trust,  that  they  or  a majority 
of  them  should  pay  and  apply  the  same  in  manner  following  ; that  is  to  say,  in 
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the  first  place,  in  clothing  in  decent  and  frugal  manner  twelve  poor  indigent  old 
men  of  good  character  and  behaviour  belonging  to  the  town  and  hamlet  of  Ulver- 
ston,  who  had  led  sober  and  industrious  lives,  and  were  members  of  the  church 
of  England,  and  regularly  attended  divine  worship  at  the  parish  church  of 
Ulverston  ; and  should  divide  the  residue  of  such  interest,  dividends  or 
annual  produce,  after  deducting  all  necessary  charges  and  expenses  of  carry- 
ing the  trusts  thereof  into  execution,  equally  amongst  the  aforesaid  twelve 
poor  persons,  from  time  to  time,  so  long  as  they  should  conduct  themselves 
in  a sober,  proper  and  becoming  manner,  by  four  quarterly  payments  ; that  is 
to  say,  on  the  24th  day  of  March,  the  24th  day  of  June,  the  24th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, and  the  24th  day  of  December,  in  each  year,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
would  make  each  person’s  annual  donation  12/.  in  money,  besides  clothing; 
and  then  upon  trust  to  pay  and  distribute  the  annual  surplus  on  Christmas-eve, 
yearly,  to  and  amongst  poor  and  industrious  families  resident  within  the  town 
and  hamlet  of  Ulverston,  in  sums  not  less  than  105.  nor  more  than  305.  each  ; 
and  in  such  distribution  the  testator  recommended  his  said  trustees  to  have 
a primary  and  chief  respect  to  such  objects  as  were  of  the  church  of  England, 
of  good 'and  sober  conduct,  of  honest  and  industrious  habits,  and  who  supported 
their  families  without  the  aid  of  parochial  relief;  nevertheless  he  empowered  his 
said  trustees  to  divide  such  surplus,  or  so  much  thereof  as  they  should  from 
time  to  time  think  necessary,  amongst  the  twelve  poor  men  aforesaid,  in  case 
they  should  be  of  opinion  that  the  yearly  sum  of  12/.  each  was  not  sufficient  for 
their  comfortable  support,  and  to  distribute  the  remainder,  if  any,  in  manner 
aforesaid  ; and  he  directed  that,  when  any  one  of  the  said  twelve  poor  men 
should  die,  or  for  misconduct  be  removed  by  his  said  trustees,  others  should 
be  by  them  nominated  in  their  stead;  and  in  default  of  men,  he  authorized 
them  to  elect  women,  in  like  manner  ; and  he  recommended  that  on  such 
election  certificates  of  birth,  or  some  other  satisfactory  testimony  of  age,  should 
be  produced ; and  that  his  trustees  should  pay  a proper  respect  to  age,  and 
to  such  as  should  have  been  reduced  by  unavoidable  misfortune.  And  in  case 
his  trustees  could,  without  affecting  the  validity  of  his  bequest,  farm  or  other- 
wise legally  procure  twelve  comfortable  cottages,  with  a garden  and  suitable 
conveniences  to  each,  within  or  contiguous  to  the  town  of  Ulverston,  to  be 
erected  upon  some  plain  neat  and  uniform  plan,  calculated  for  the  comfort  and 
convenience  of  the  objects  of  this  charity,  with  suitable  furniture  thereto, 
and  one  or  more  form  or  forms,  pew  or  pews  in  Ulverston  church  to  be  at- 
tached thereto ; he  authorized  and  desired  them  so  to  do  out  of  the  dividends 
or  annual  produce  of  the  said  trust  monies,  and,  in  the  first  place,  to  raise 
a fund  thereout,  for  accomplishing  and  completing  the  same,  and  then  to  elect 
the  objects  of  his  charity  to  reside  therein,  and  pay  and  divide  the  annual  pro- 
duce of  the  said  trust  monies  amongst  them  in  manner  aforesaid ; and  he 
directed  that  when  any  of  the  trustees  should  die  or  decline  to  act,  others 
from  time  to  time  should  be  elected  in  their  stead  by  the  surviving  or  con- 
tinuing trustees. 

The  corporation  of  Lancaster  would  not  permit  the  money  to  be  invested  in 
their  name,  and  the  executor,  by  direction  of  the  trustees,  paid  the  legacy 
to  a banker  at  Ulverston  on  their  account,  where  it  remains  at  present,  secured 
by  a promissory  note  bearing  interest  at  four  per  cent. 

The  principal  sum  paid  was  4,431/.  5 s.  the  balance  being  deducted  for 
payment  of  legacy  duty  and  other  incidental  expenses.  Before  the  trustees 
were  prepared  to  carry  into  effect  the  trusts  of  the  will,  interest  had  accrued  to 
the  amount  of  about  300/.  which  sum  being  in  their  opinion  too  much  to  dis- 
tribute at  once,  they  agreed  to  add  68/.  155.  to  the  principal,  to  make  up  4,500/. 
and  afterwards  added  53/.  35.  4 d.  to  that  sum,  making  in  the  whole 
4,553/.  3s.  4>d.  bearing  interest  at  four  per  cent,  and  it  is  the  intention  of  the 
trustees  to  endeavour,  by  investing  small  annual  savings,  to  make  up  the  principal 
to  the  sum  of  5,000/.  originally  bequeathed. 

The  principal  sum  has  been  suffered  to  remain  in  the  banker’s  hands  on 
account  of  the  loss  of  income  which  would  be  occasioned  by  investment  in  the 
public  funds.  We  apprehend,  however,  that  such  considerations  cannot  justify 
trustees  in  permitting  so  large  a sum  to  remain  on  private  security,  but  that  it 
ought  immediately  to  be  invested,  as  far  as  may  be,  in  the  manner  directed  by 
the  testator. 

The 
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The  present  income  is  182/.  of  which  the  sum  of  144/.  is  paid  yearly  by 
quarterly  payments  to  ten  poor  men  and  two  poor  women  of  the  town  of 
Ulverston,  of  the  description  pointed  out  by  the  testator.  No  person  who  has 
ever  received  parochial  relief  is  appointed.  A minute-book  is  kept,  wherein 
the  names  of  the  pensioners  and  the  proceedings  of  the  trustees  are  entered. 

These  persons  are  also  clothed,  not  at  any  stated  period,  but  as  often  as  is 
necessary.  The  sums  expended  in  clothing  have  been  as  follows  : In  1823, 
30/.  15s.  9d. ; and  in  1827,  40/.  4.9.  Id.  The  sum  of  5l.  5 s.  yearly  is  paid 
ior  managing  the  business  of  the  trust. 

No  distribution  among  the  poor  on  Christmas-eve  took  place  till  1827,  when 
the  sum  of  10/.  was  given  away  as  directed  by  the  testator;  and  28/.  10a. 
was  so  given  away  in  1828.  If  however  any  addition  is  to  be  made  to 
the  principal,  this  distribution  must  necessarily,  for  the  present  at  least,  be 
withheld. 

The  trustees  endeavoured,  in  the  first  instance,  to  carry  into  effect  that  part 
of  the  testator’s  will,  which  directed  them  to  provide  cottages  and  gardens  for 
the  pensioners,  but  they  were  advised  that  they  could  not  do  so  legally,  and 
therefore  abandoned  the  attempt. 

An  abstract  of  the  testator’s  will  has  been  printed  by  the  trustees,  and  cir- 
culated throughout  the  town  of  Ulverston.

TOWNSHIP  or  PENDLETON. 

Openshaw’s  Charity. 

The  following  charity  was  omitted  in  our  Sixteenth  Report,  in  which  we  gave 
an  account  of  the  other  charities  for  the  parish  of  Eccles  : 

Ann  Openshaw,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  16th  September  1727,  as  recited  in 
the  following  deed,  directed  that  the  two  sums  of  80/.  and  20/.  payable  respec- 
tively as  therein  mentioned,  should  be  laid  out  by  her  executors  or  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  Pendleton,  in  lands,  and  in  the  mean  time  placed  at  interest ; and 
that  the  profits  thereof  should  be  employed  for  paying  school  wages  and  for 
books,  for  ten  poor  children,  legal  inhabitants  in  Pendleton,  until  they  could 
read  well  in  the  bible,  and  that,  when  they  could  so  read,  others  should  succeed 
in  their  room,  so  that  ten  might  always  be  kept  at  school  ; and  she  directed  that 
the  remainder  of  the  yearly  profits  should  be  distributed,  every  Christmas-day, 
amongst  such  poor  housekeepers,  legal  inhabitants  of  Pendleton,  and  not  re- 
lieved by  a poor’s  lay,  as  her  executors  should  think  fit ; and  she  appointed 
Edmund  Pollit,  her  brother,  and  Thomas  Chorlton  and  William  Williamson,  her 
executors. 

By  deed  poll,  bearing  date  19th  July  1755,  reciting  the  will  of  Ann  Openshaw, 
as  above  abstracted,  and  that  Edmund  Pollit  and  William  Williamson  were  both 
dead,  and  that  the  said  two  sums  of  80/.  and  20/.  had  been  placed  out  at  in- 
terest, and  the  produce  applied  for  the  uses  mentioned  in  the  will,  but  that  no 
lands  had  been  purchased,  the  said  Thomas  Chorlton,  for  perpetuating  the  said 
charity,  appointed  Otho  Cooke  and  five  others,  to  be  trustees  with  him  in  the 
management  of  the  said  trust ; and  it  was  provided,  that  whenever  four  of  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  chuse  four 
others. 

New  trustees  have  been  appointed  from  time  to  time ; and  lastly,  by  in- 
denture, bearing  date  2Gth  May  1826,  whereby  the  Rev.  Richard  Buck  and 
James  Ingham,  surviving  executors  of  the  will  of  the  Rev.  John  Dauntesey,  who 
was  the  last  surviving  trustee,  appointed  George  Gardner,  Thomas  Cooke,

Magnus’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Magnus,  archdeacon  of  the  East  Riding,  in  the  Metropolitan  Church 
of  York,  by  deed  of  feoffment,  dated  the  20th  June,  in  the  22d  year  of  the  reign 
of  Henry  8th,  gave  to  William  Holgill,  clerk,  and  22  others,  148  acres  of  pasture, 
12  acres  of  wood,  with  their  appurtenances,  in  Sandwath,  near  Bilbrught,  in 
the  county  of  the  city  of  York,  also  a free  passage  in  Sandwath,  for  all  the 
tenants  and  farmers  of  the  said  pasture  and  wood,  with  their  beasts,  at  all  times 
of  the  year,  to  the  said  wood  and  pasture,  and  every  parcel  thereof ; also  21  mes- 
suages, three  cottages,  200  acres  of  land,  160  acres  of  meadow,  100  acres  of 
pasture,  100  acres  of  heath,  240  acres  of  moor,  250  acres  of  marsh,  1 5 cl.  of 
rent,  and  a fishery ; also  a moiety  of  the  manor  of  Harwell,  with  the  appur- 
tenances in  Harwell  and  Everton,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham ; also  two 
messuages,  six  cottages,  200  acres  of  land,  40  acres  of  meadow,  and  100  acres 
of  wood,  with  the  appurtenances,  in  Folkyngham,  Walcottys,  Boylby  and 
Aslowby,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use 
of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  and  his  heirs,  and  for  the  performance  of  his  last 
will  thereof. 

The  said  Thomas  Magnus,  by  another  deed  of  feoffment,  dated  the  5th  Decem- 
ber, 22d  Henry  8th,  also  gave  to  the  same  persons  named  in  the  above-mentioned 
deed,  (except  one)  three  messuages,  two  cottages,  60  acres  of  land,  40  acres  of 
pasture,  200  acres  of  moor,  and  1 d.  of  rent,  with  the  appurtenances  in  Mattersea, 
Mattersea  Thorp,  Barmby  and  Ranby,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  to  hold  to 
them  and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  and  his  heirs,  and 
for  the  performance  of  his  last  will  thereof. 

By  a third  deed  of  feoffment,  dated  the  24th  February,  22d  Henry  8th,  the  said 
Thomas  Magnus  further  gave  to  the  persons  named  in  the  last-mentioned  deed, 
two  messuages,  two  gardens,  and  one  acre  of  pasture,  with  the  appurtenances, 
in  Newark-upon-Trent,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  to  hold  to  them  and  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  and  his  heirs,  and  for 
the  performance  of  his  last  will  thereof. 

The  deeds,  of  which  the  foregoing  are  abstracts,  were  produced  to  us  from 
among  the  documents  of  the  corporation  of  Newark,  and  are  the  only  ones 
relating  to  the  original  settlement  of  the  property,  which  could  be  found  at  the 
time  of  our  inquiry.  For  the  following,  in  which  the  uses  are  declared,  we  are 
indebted  to  a printed  book,  purporting  to  be  an  account  of  the  donations  to  the 
parish  of  Newark,  by  a parishioner,  printed  for  the  use  of  the  parishioners, 
in  1748. 

By  indenture,  dated  21st  February,  23d  Henry  8th,  between  Thomas  Magnus, 
archdeacon  of  East  Riding,  in  the  Cathedral  Church  of  York,  on  the  one  part, 
and  William  Hoolgyll,  clerk,  and  Edmond  Molyneux,  gentleman,  on  the  other 
part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  had  lately  enfeoffed  the  said 
William  and  Edmond  and  others,  of  all  his  lands  in  the  several  places  therein  men- 
tioned, (being  the  several  places  specified  in  the  foregoing  feoffments)  and  which 
lands  were  then  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  42/.  8s.  4 d.  to  hold  to  the  feoffees 
and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  and  his  heirs,  and  to  the 
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Newark.  intent  thereof  to  fulfil  the  last  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  : it  was  witnessed, 

- — that  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  thereby  covenanted  and  agreed  to  and  with  the 

nt^  sa^  William  and  Edmond,  and  the  said  William  and  Edmond  for  themselves, 

' 0>  ^ and  in  the  name  of  their  co-feoffees,  agreed  with  the  said  Thomas  Magnus,  that 

the  said  feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  from  the  day  of  making  that 
indenture,  stand  seised  of  the  said  lands,  to  the  use  and  intent  underwritten,  and 
suffer  the  issues  and  profits  thereof  to  be  received  and  employed  in  manner 
therein  expressed ; that  is  to  say,  18/.  parcel  of  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  said 
lands,  should  yearly  be  paid,  and  employed  to  and  for  the  exhibition  and  finding 
of  two  secular  honest  priests,  whereof  the  one  priest  should  have  sufficient 
cunning  and  learning  to  teach  grammar;  and  the  other  priest  cunningand  learning 
to  teach  plain  song,  prik  song,  descant,  and  to  play  at  the  organs ; and  the  said 
two  priests,  freely  should  teach  and  instruct  all  persons  and  children  that  would, 
at  Newark  aforesaid,  come  to  school  with  them,  and  should  be  disposed  to  learn 
grammar,  prik  song,  plain  song,  or  descant ; that  is  to  say,  the  one  of  the  same 
priests  to  teach  grammar,  and  the  other  plain  song,  prik  song,  and  descant ; and 
that  the  same  priest  or  either  of  them,  should  not  have  nor  take,  or  require  to 
have  or  take,  for  his  or  their  teaching,  any  thing,  unless  it  should  be  freely  and 
liberally  given  unto  them  by  the  friends  of  the  scholars,  or  by  the  same  scholars, 
byway  of  reward,  without  any  former  covenant  or  promise,  except  it  should  be 
for  teaching  to  play  at  the  organs  ; provided  that  the  six  children  after-men- 
tioned, should  be  not  in  anywise  charged  for  the  same  teaching  or  learning  tq 
play  at  the  organs  ; and  the  one  of  the  said  priests  which  should  teach  grammar, 
should  have  yearly  10/.  and  the  other  priest  which  should  teach  plain  song, 
prik  song,  descant,  and  playing  at  the  organs,  81.  residue  of  the  said  18/. 
which  two  priests  should  be  at  Newark  aforesaid,  continually  abiding  there 
to  teach  children  and  scholars  as  afore  expressed;  and  that  the  said  two 
priests  and  either  of  them,  for  maintaining  of  divine  service  should,  every 
Sunday,  festival-day,  and  other  holiday,  in  the  which  worldly  occupation 
was  prohibited  to  be  used  in  the  parish  church  of  Newark  aforesaid,  at  even- 
song, matins,  mass  and  procession,  unless  the  same  priests,  or  the  one  of 
them  being  absent,  should  have  a reasonable  and  a lawful  excuse  in  that 
behalf  for  his  absence,  and  there  to  help  to  the  celebration  of  the  solemn 
divine  service ; and  that  the  said  priests  and  either  of  them,  by  all  such 
time  as  they  so  should  have  or  perceive  the  said  wages  or  salary,  should 
daily  pray  for  the  soul  of  the  late  King  Henry  the  Seventh  and  Queen  Eliza- 
beth his  wife,  and  the  souls  of  others  therein  mentioned ; and  forsomuch  as  it 
was  tedious  and  grievous  for  the  said  two  priests  continually  to  remain  and 
tarry  at  Newark  as  aforesaid,  without  some  convenient  time  for  solace  and  re- 
creation to  be  had  to  them,  and  for  other  their  necessary  and  needful  business, 
the  said  Thomas  Magnus  granted  that  the  said  two  priests,  and  either  of  them, 
should  have  yearly  thirty  days  for  their  recreation  and  to  do  their  business 
as  aforesaid,  to  be  taken  altogether,  if  their  cases  should  be  of  such  import- 
ance, or  severally,  at  such  time  or  times  in  every  one  year  as  should  be 
thought  by  the  same  schoolmasters,  or  the  one  of  them,  for  his  absence  most 
convenient  for  them  ; and  if  it  should  so  happen  or  chance  thereafter  upon 
any  reasonable  consideration,  as  the  case  and  time  should  require,  that  it 
should  be  thought  more  convenient,  to  make  and  ordain  two  temporal  and  lay- 
men schoolmasters  of  the  said  schools,  or  either  of  them,  than  two  priests, 
the  said  Thomas  Magnus  granted  that  like  order  should  be  taken  with  them, 
and  to  the  same  temporal  or  laymen,  or  one  of  them  as  aforementioned,  for 
the  said  priests  and  either  of  them : always  provided,  that  if  priests  could  be 
had  doing  their  duty  as  abovesaid,  they  should  be  suffered  to  have  the  use, 
occupation  and  exercising  of  the  said  two  rooms,  devised  for  the  said  two 
schoolmasters,  before  any  temporal  or  lay  persons.  And  the  said  Thomas 
Magnus  covenanted  that  there  should  be  six  children  chosen  apt  and  meet  to 
learn  to  sing,  and  they  to  be  taught  by  the  said  master  of  the  song  school 
their  plain  song,  prik  song,  descant,  and  to  play  at  the  organs,  so  that  their 
master  and  the  six  children  every  Sunday,  and  other  festival  or  holiday,  should 
be  present  and  do  divine  service  in  the  high  choir  of  the  church  of  Newark 
aforesaid,  with  singing  and  playing  at  the  organs ; and  the  same  children,  six 
days  in  every  week,  that  is  to  say,  every  day  except  Friday,  should  keep  our 
Lady’s  mass  at  the  altar  dedicated  in  the  honour  of  our  Lady,  in  the  said 
church  of  Newark ; and  every  Friday,  mass  of  Jesus  in  the  place  accustomed 

there ; 
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there  ; and  that  the  said  masses,  and  every  of  them,  should  be  solemnly  sung  Newark. 

with  note  and  organs  the  Tuesday  in  Whitsun  week,  Wednesday,  Thursday,  

Friday  and  Saturday  next  after  Palm  Sunday  every  year  only  thereof  forprised  Magnus’s  Chanty, 
and  except ; and  that  every  Friday  the  grammar-schoolmaster  and  his  scholars,  continue  . 
two  and  two  together,  should  come  to  Jesus’  mass  in  the  parish  church  of 
Newark  aforesaid,  and  there  to  be  exercised  in  prayers,  contemplations,  reading 
upon  books,  or  otherwise  virtuously  occupied,  as  the  time  and  place  required ; 
and  also  the  same  master  and  scholars  of  the  said  grammar-school  every  holyday 
should  keep  and  be  present  at  processions,  and  help  in  the  said  choir  to 
maintain  divine  service  as  they  conveniently  could  ; and  that  the  said  masters 
should  see  that  such  children  as  could  not  well  sing  and  read,  nor  be  con- 
venient to  come  into  the  choir,  should  say  their  matins  and  evensong  two  and 
two  of  them  together ; and  after  the  same  done,  otherwise  to  be  virtuously 
occupied,  and  to  continue  and  be  every  holyday  in  the  chapel  called  Saint 
Nicholas  Chapel  or  St.  Nicholas  choir,  within  the  said  parish  church  of  Newark; 
and  the  said  master  of  the  song  school  and  the  six  children  should  nightly  keep 
our  Lady’s  anthem  in  the  said  church  in  the  place  accustomed,  and  forthwith 
after  that  anthem  done,  another  anthem  of  Jesus  to  be  by  them  devoutly  and 
solemnly  sung  afore  the  rood  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark  aforesaid, 
the  same  schoolmaster  and  children  kneeling  in  manner  and  form  as  at  the 
anthem  of  Jesus  was  used  to  be  sung  before  the  rood  of  the  north  door  in  the 
cathedral  church  of  St.  Paul  in  London,  and  in  the  college  of  Windsor,  with 
like  prostrations  and  devout  manner.  To  every  of  the  said  six  children, 
for  their  pain  and  labour  aforesaid,  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  granted  that 
there  should  be  yearly  given  towards  their  meat,  drink  and  clothing,  besides 
their  learning,  1/.  65.  8 d.  parcel  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  lands,  and  that  parcel  of  the  said  1/.  (is.  8 d.  should  be  employed 
upon  cloth  for  a gown  to  every  of  the  said  six  children,  convenient  for  and 
after  their  statures,  and  of  a convenient  price,  to  be  made  not  after  the 
fashion  of  choristers  or  collegians,  but  after  chapel  fashion ; the  said  children 
to  have  their  hair  of  their  heads  long,  and  not  polled,  honestly  and  clean  kept 
by  the  oversight  of  the  master  of  the  said  song  school,  who  should  have  the 
ordering  of  the  said  six  children,  as  well  in  good  and  virtuous  manner  as  in 
their  learning ; the  said  children  to  be  chosen  and  taken  by  the  said  master 
as  he  should  see  them  apt  in  age  and  their  breste  for  singing,  all  affection 
and  favour  of  the  said  master  in  anywise  put  apart ; and  that  all  and  every 
of  the  six  children  aforesaid  should  enjoy  the  said  poor  reward  of  11.  6s.  8 d. 
so  long  as  they  should  sing  in  their  child’s  brestes,  and  abide  with  their  said 
master,  and  do  divine  service  in  the  said  church,  and  not  after  nor  longer  ; and 
the  salary  assigned  to  be  given  to  the  said  masters  of  the  grammar-school 
and  song-school,  and  to  the  said  six  children,  should  be  paid  unto  them  in 
the  said  church  of  Newark,  at  four  times  in  the  year,  by  even  portions  ; 
to  wit,  on  the  26th  December,  the  25th  March,  the  24th  June,  and  the 
29th  September,  or  within  eight  days  after  every  of  the  said  days,  by  even 
portions,  the  price  of  the  said  cloth  assigned  for  every  of  the  said  children, 
to  be  parcel,  and  deducted  of  the  said  1/.  6s.  8 d.  ; and  it  was  further  agreed, 
that  the  vicar  of  the  church  of  Newark,  the  two  aldermen  of  the  guilds  of  the 
Trinity  and  Mary  Magdalen,  in  the  said  church  of  Newark,  and  the  church- 
masters  for  the  time  being  should,  before  the  feast  of  Easter  next  coming,  appoint 
and  assign  an  able  and  honest  person  to  be  receiver  of  the  said  lands,  and  to 
take  and  perceive  the  rents  and  revenues  thereof,  and  also  cause  the  same 
person  to  be  receiver  of  the  said  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments,  and  at 
times  necessary  to  view  and  see  the  said  lands  in  what  estate  the  same  tene- 
ments, at  the  time  of  every  such  view,  should  be  in,  to  the  intent,  as  need  should 
require,  convenient  reparations  might  be  made  upon  the  same ; and  that  every 
such  person  so  to  be  deputed  and  assigned  to  receive  the  said  issues  and  profits 
yearly,  at  the  days  of  the  receipt  thereof,  or  within  eight  days  next  after  the 
receipt  of  the  same,  to  deliver  the  same  sums  of  money  thereof  by  him  received 
unto  the  church-masters  of  the  parish  church  of  Newark  for  the  time  being  ; and 
the  same  church-masters  should  pay  the  charges  in  that  indenture  specified, 
that  is  to  say,  first,  the  said  18/.  parcel  of  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  lands 
should  be  clearly  paid,  as  above  said,  to  the  said  two  secular  priests  or  laymen, 
being  schoolmasters  ; and  further  the  sum  of  405.  at  and  for  an  obit  in  manner 
Rep.  21.  Tt  therein 
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Newark.  therein  mentioned  ; 405.  to  the  alderman  of  the  Trinity  guild,  otherwise  called 

the  alderman  of  the  town  of  Newark,  yearly,  towards  the  maintenance  of  his 

Magnus’s  Charity,  charge  in  the  said  office  of  alderman  ; 405.  more  to  two  chauntry  priests  for 
continued.  ^ praying  for  the  souls  of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  and  others  ; the  two  lastmen- 
^ tioned  sums  to  be  paid  yearly  at  the  feast  of  St.  Martin  in  winter,  all  which 

charges  were  to  be  paid  by  the  oversight  of  the  vicar  of  the  said  church  of 
Newark,  and  of  the  four  aldermen  of  the  said  guilds  for  the  time  being;  and  it 
was  further  agreed  that  the  said  alderman  of  the  Trinity  guild  and  Mary  Magdalen 
guild  taking  unto  them  six  of  the  eldest  and  most  ancient  and  saddest  feoffees 
then  living  and  being  of  the  said  town  of  Newark,  as  should  be  thought  by  their 
wisdoms  and  discretions,  with  the  good  advice  of  the  said  church-masters,  of 
good  and  sad  dispositions,  should  have  the  setting  and  letting  to  farm,  from  time 
to  time,  of  the  said  lands,  for  terms  of  years  not  exceeding  the  term  of  twenty- 
one  years  ; the  lease  of  the  said  lands  to  pass  under  the  seal  of  the  said  vicar,  if  he 
should  be  present,  and  the  seals  of  the  two  aldermen,  and  the  said  six  feoffees,  and 
that  every  such  lease  so  made  should  be  good  and  effectual;  and  that  the  residue, 
and  every  other  of  the  said  feoffees  should  ratify  and  maintain  the  said  lease  and 
leases  as  things  clearly  past  from  them  all,  by  their  own  act  and  consent ; and 
that  the  said  receiver  should  yearly,  at  a certain  day  to  him  to  be  limited,  in  the 
said  church  of  Newark  yield  and  make  account  before  the  said  vicar,  if  he 
would  be  there  present,  and  before  the  said  two  aldermen  and  church- 
masters  for  the  time  being  of  the  money  by  him  so  received,  and  of  the 
resolutions  and  expense  thereof ; and  that  the  same  receiver  should  have 
yearly  allowance  of  his  receipt  for  his  fee  and  labour  to  be  sustained  in 
that  behalf,  135.  4 d.  and  his  reasonable  expenses  over  and  above  the  said 
135.  i<d. ; and  in  case  there  should  insurge  any  question  or  variance  for  the 
electing  or  appointing  the  said  receiver,  the  vicar  of  the  said  church,  if  he  should 
be  there  present,  calling  unto  him  two  of  the  most  ancient  and  most  honest 
priests  of  the  chauntry,  and  other  two  of  the  most  ancient  and  honest  men  of  the 
same  town,  being  feoffees  of  the  said  lands,  should  name  and  appoint  the  said 
receiver ; and  in  case  the  said  vicar  should  not  be  present,  then  the  alderman  of 
the  Trinity  guild,  otherwise  called  the  alderman  of  the  town  of  Newark,  should 
have  like  authority,  which  account  of  the  said  receiver  should  be  yearly 
made  from  Michaelmas  to  Michaelmas,  and  to  be  yielded  in  one  day  between 
the  feast  of  the  Nativity  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  the  Epiphany  next  after 
every  year  ended  at  the  feast  of  St.  Michael,  then  next  going  afore  ; and  every 
one  of  the  said  vicar,  aldermen,  and  church-masters,  for  the  time  being,  to  have 
yearly,  for  their  pains  in  taking  and  hearing  of  the  same  account,  25.  of  the  issue 
and  profits,  parcel  of  the  residue  of  the  premises  ; and  it  was  further  agreed,  that 
when  and  as  often  as  it  should  happen  such  number  of  the  said  feoffees  to  depart 
this  life,  so  that  of  the  whole  number  there  should  not  be  living  above  six, 
seven  or  eight,  then  the  said  vicar,  the  two  aldermen  and  church-masters  for 
the  time  being,  or  the  more  part  of  them,  should,  with  good  advice  and  counsel, 
cause  one  other  new  feoffment  to  be  made  by  the  same  overlivers  of  the  said 
new  feoffees  in  the  said  lands  to  twenty  other  honest  persons,  whereof  the  more 
number  should  be  of  the  said  parish  of  Newark,  to  be  had  to  them  and  to  their 
heirs  and  assigns  to  the  uses  and  intents  abovesaid  ; and  the  same  twenty 
persons  so  to  be  enfeoffed  of  and  in  the  said  lands,  and  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
to  stand  and  be  seised  of  and  in  the  said  lands,  to  the  intent  and  purposes  above 
rehearsed,  and  so  from  time  to  time  as  often  and  when  the  said  lands  and  tene- 
ments should  be  and  come  to  eight,  seven  or  six  persons,  as  survivors  of  the 
other  feoffees  in  the  same,  until  the  said  lands  and  tenements,  by  some  good 
means,  might  be  put  in  mortmain,  for  the  sure  establishment  of  the  same  to  the 
intent  aforesaid.  And  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  further  covenanted,  that  the 
rest  of  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  yearly  remaining  over  and  above 
all  the  charges  aforesaid,  should  be  put  and  remain  in  a chest  in  the  Treasure 
House  within  the  vestry  of  the  said  parish-church  of  Newark,  under  the 
keeping  of  the  church-masters  for  the  time  being,  of  which  should  be  three 
several  locks  and  three  several  keys,  one  of  the  said  keys  to  remain  with  the 
alderman  of  the  Trinity  guild,  and  another  of  the  same  keys  with  the  vicar,  it 
he  should  be  present,  or  else  with  the  eldest  chauntry  priests  in  the  same  church, 
there,  being  longest  of  continuance,  or  with  the  saddest  man  of  the  chauntry, 
supposed  so  to  be  by  the  two  aldermen  and  church-masters  for  the  time  being, 

or 
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or  the  more  part  of  them,  and  the  third  key  to  remain  with  the  said  alderman  Newark, 
of  Mary  Magdalen  guild  ; and  the  same  sum  of  money  so  remaining  and  to  be  ^ T7]7harit 
put  in  the  said  church,  to  be  kept  and  employed  towards  the  charges  for  the  1 as Tontinued'. 

bringing  in  yearly  of  the  said  money,  the  defence  of  the  title  of  the  said  lands  v , 

and  reparations  of  all  other  charges  thereof,  and  for  writing  and  renewing  of 
the  said  feoffments.  And  when  the  said  sum  of  money  so  yearly  remaining 
over  and  above  the  charges  aforesaid  should  amount  to  40/.  or  above,  that  then 
the  same  money  so  remaining  over  and  above  the  said  charges,  and  also  over  and 
above  the  said  40/.,  should  be  employed  either  towards  putting  of  the  said  lands 
in  mortmain,  or  to  the  church  works  of  the  said  church  of  Newark,  or  to  some 
other  common  weal  as  need  should  require,  if  so  it  should  be  thought  necessary 
by  the  said  vicar  of  Newark,  the  said  two  aldermen  and  the  church-masters  for 
the  time  being,  which  persons,  and  such  as  should  be  named  executors  of  the 
testament  of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus,  should,  after  his  decease,  have  the 
ordering  of  his  said  lands  and  disposition  of  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  same  as 
aforesaid,  and  to  the  intent  above  specified,  and  none  otherwise.  And  the  said 
Thomas  Magnus  covenanted  that  40/.  in  money,  if  it  might  be  conveniently 
spared,  of  the  residue  of  the  issues  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  above  the  said 
assigned  charges,  should  remain  in  the  said  Treasure  House  within  the  said 
vestry,  and  that  no  part  thereof  should  be  spent  but  either  for  building,  re- 
pairing or  defending  of  the  said  lands,  and  the  money  remaining  and 
growing  above  the  said  sum  of  40/.  to  be  employed  and  disposed  in  form  afore- 
said. And  if  the  said  vicar,  two  aldermen  and  the  church-masters  should  not 
accord  in  what  manner  the  said  surplusage  over  and  above  the  said  40/.  should 
be  spent  or  applied  towards  putting  of  the  said  lands  in  mortmain,  or  to  the 
church-works,  or  the  common  weal  of  the  said  town,  or  to  any  other  good  use 
for  the  common  weal,  but  be  in  variance  for  the  same,  then  the  said  vicar, 
aldermen  and  church-masters  should  take  unto  them  the  eldest  chauntry  priest 
there  of  longest  continuance  in  the  said  church  of  Newark,  the  said  two  masters 
teaching  grammar  and  song  for  the  time  being,  and  two  of  the  eldest  men 
then  being  feoffees  in  the  said  lands,  dwelling  in  the  said  town  of  Newark,  and 
as  the  most  part  of  them  should  accord  the  said  residue  of  the  said  money  to 
be  employed  and  bestowed.  And  it  was  further  agreed  between  the  said 
parties,  that  when  and  as  often  as  any  of  the  said  schools  should  be  void  of  the 
schoolmaster  by  any  manner  of  means,  the  vicar  of  the  said  church  of  Newark, 
if  he  would  be  present,  the  alderman  of  the  Trinity  guild,  with  the  aldermen 
of  the  guilds  of  Corpus  Christi,  our  Lady  and  Mary  Magdalen,  in  the  said 
i church  of  Newark,  with  the  assent  and  consent  of  the  more  part  of  the  feoffees 
in  the  said  lands,  within  three  months  next  after  the  same  schools,  or  any  of 
them,  should  be  so  void  of  the  schoolmasters,  should  have  the  provision  and 
nomination  of  the  said  two  schoolmasters  and  either  of  them  as  of  necessity 
should  be  requisite.  And  after  such  agreement  had  of  the  nomination  of  any 
that  should  be  schoolmaster  of  the  grammar-school,  the  same  schoolmaster 
should  be  by  the  said  vicar  and  aldermen,  or  two  of  them,  presented  to  the 
warden  of  the  Friar’s  Observants  at  Newark  aforesaid  for  the  time  being.  And 
in  case  the  same  warden  should  find  the  same  master  to  teach  grammar  to  be 
sufficient  and  able  in  virtue  and  cunning,  that  then  the  said  vicar,  if  he  should 
be  present,  and  the  four  aldermen  aforesaid,  or  two  of  them,  should  show  unto 
the  said  person  so  named  to  be  schoolmaster  of  the  grammar-school  what  should 
be  his  charge  as  above  rehearsed.  And  if  the  said  person  should  consent  to 
the  said  charge  and  to  observe  the  same,  then  the  said  vicar  and  aldermen,  or 
two  of  them,  should  cause  the  same  person  to  make  a corporal  oath  in  the  form 
in  the  said  indenture  given,  and  forthwith  the  said  vicar,  if  he  should  be  present, 
and  the  said  aldermen,  with  the  more  part  of  the  said  feoffees,  or  three  of  them 
at  the  least,  should  put  the  said  grammar  schoolmaster  in  possession  of  the 
school  there,  by  setting  of  him  in  his  chair,  saying  the  words  therein  specified, 

[being  an  exhortation  of  some  length  as  to  his  demeanour  and  duty  in  the  place 
of  schoolmaster.]  And  it  was  further  agreed,  that  the  vicar  of  the  said  parish 
church  of  Newark,  if  then  present,  the  church-masters  or  wardens  of  the  same 
church,  and  the  four  aldermen  of  the  said  guilds,  with  the  advice  and  counsel 
of  their  good  neighbours  of  the  said  parish  of  Newark,  should  have  the  provi- 
sion, nomination  and  putting  in  possession  of  every  such  person  that  should  be 
schoolmaster  of  the  said  song  school,  as  often  or  when  it  should  be  destitute  or 
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void  by  any  means.  And  that  the  like  oath  and  exhortation  should  be  done  and 
used  at  the  admission  of  that  person  as  was  before  devised  for  the  master  of  the 
grammar-schools,  changing  the  words  of  diversity  of  teaching  between  grammar 
and  song  as  the  case  should  require.  And  it  was  further  agreed,  that  if  the  vicar  of 
the  town  of  Newark,  the  alderman  of  the  Trinity  guild  and  the  other  three  aider- 
men  aforesaid,  should  perceive  and  understand  that  the  said  two  schoolmasters  or 
any  of  them  should  not  use  and  order  themselves  well  and  virtuously  in  every  be- 
half, according  to  their  diligence  and  the  said  ordinances,  and  diligently  apply  them 
to  the  teaching  of  scholars,  it  should  then  be  lawful  to  the  said  vicar  and  the  said 
aldermen,  after  three  monitions  to  be  given  to  the  said  masters,  or  to  one  of  them, 
(so  misusing  or  demeaning  himself)  to  shew  to  the  archdeacon  of  Nottingham  for 
the  time  being,  or  to  his  official,  such  misdemeanor  in  that  behalf,  and  to  require 
the  same  archdeacon  of  Nottingham  or  his  official,  for  reformation  or  correction, 
as  the  case  should  require,  of  the  said  two  schoolmasters,  or  any  of  them  ; and  in 
case  the  said  archdeacon  of  Nottingham  for  the  time  being,  or  his  official,  should 
not,  nor  would  be  diligent  to  see  due  reformation  or  correction  of  the  defaults  of 
the  said  masters,  or  such  one  of  them  as  should  so  misuse  himself,  but  that  the 
same  misdemeanor  should  remain  not  reformed  or  not  punished,  whereby  the  more 
evil  should  ensue,  in  that  case  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  ordained,  that  the  said 
vicar,  if  there  resident,  and  the  aldermen  of  the  Trinity  guild,  and  the  other 
three  aldermen,  should  keep  and  detain  the  said  wages  and  salary  from  the  said 
masters,  or  from  either  of  them  misusing  themselves  or  himself,  and  should  be 
in  the  same  culpable,  unto  such  time  as  the  said  schoolmaster  should  reform 
himself,  or  submit  himself  to  correction,  and  for  such  time  as  the  same  school- 
master should  so  be  in  obstinacy,  to  have  no  wages  or  salary.  And  if  the  said 
vicar  and  aldermen  should  perceive  and  understand,  that  the  said  masters  or 
master  would  continue  in  their  or  his  evil  obstinate  demeanor,  without  reforma- 
tion, openly  noted  and  known  to  the  said  vicar,  aldermen,  and  the  more  part  of 
the  feoffees  of  and  in  the  saidlands,  that  then  lie  or  they  so  continuing  in  obstinacy, 
should  be  utterly  amoved  and  expelled  from  the  said  school  whereof  he  was 
master,  and  from  the  wages  and  salary  to  him  appointed  ; and  then  other  good 
master  or  masters  to  be  elect  and  chosen,  and  put  into  their  room,  in  manner 
and  form  above  rehearsed ; and  in  like  manner,  if  the  said  two  schoolmasters 
should  find  them  grieved,  for  any  hurt,  wrongs  or  damages  to  be  done  unto 
them,  either  for  nonpayment  of  their  wages,  or  for  any  other  cause  requiring 
ordinary  reformation,  that  they  should  search  and  sue  for  their  remedy  to  the 
said  archdeacon  of  Nottingham  for  the  time  being,  or  to  his  official,  or  otherwise, 
as  the  said  schoolmasters  should  see  expedient ; and  further,  the  said  Thomas 
Magnus  ordained,  that  the  master  of  the  grammar  school  should  compel  his 
scholars  to  read  and  learn  not  only  grammar  and  rhetoric,  and  other  like  virtuous 
things,  but  that  either  of  the  said  schoolmasters  should  teach  and  inform  their 
scholars  in  knowledge  of  the  ten  commandments,  the  articles  of  the  faith,  the 
understanding  of  the  holy  psalms  and  hymns  ; and  upon  the  holydays,  every  of 
the  said  schoolmasters  to  exhort,  and  compel  his  scholars  to  resort  and  come  to 
divine  service,  and  to  hear  mass  and  sermons,  when  any  sermon  should  fortune 
to  be  made  in  the  said  church  of  Newark.  And  the  said  Thomas  Magnus  further 
ordained,  that  the  said  schoolmasters  should  compel  their  scholars  every  work 
day  in  which  the  said  scholars  should  be  taught,  to  be  in  the  school  at  six  of  the 
clock  in  the  morning,  or  soon  after  that  hour,  and  there  to  remain  till  it  should 
be  nine  of  the  clock,  and  then  to  go  to  their  breakfast  or  drinking,  and  to  be 
in  the  school  again  at  ten  of  the  clock,  and  there  to  tarry  till  it  should  be  twelve 
of  the  clock,  or  near  unto  that  hour,  and  then  to  go  to  their  dinners,  and  to  be 
in  the  school  again  at  one  of  the  clock,  or  within  half  an  hour  after,  and  there 
to  remain  till  it  should  be  six  of  the  clock,  except  times  before  limited  for  the 
said  scholars  to  be  present  at  masses,  and  the  day  in  which  the  said  obit  should 
be  kept ; and  also  excepted  the  afternoon  of  such  days  as  the  same  scholars 
should  have  license  of  their  master  to  take  recreation  and  disport  in  good 
manner ; and  at  the  said  hour  at  six  afternoon,  the  said  scholars  to  depart  from 
the  said  schools  to  their  suppers,  or  other  their  business ; also,  that  the  master 
of  the  grammar  school  and  his  scholars,  at  their  first  entering  into  the  school  in 
the  morning,  and  before  their  departing  at  evening,  should  say  and  sing  the 
several  psalms,  prayers  and  anthems,  in  the  said  indenture  specified ; also,  the 
said  Thomas  Magnus  ordained,  that  none  of  the  said  schoolmasters  should  be 
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religious  or  beneficed  persons,  officed  or  stipendiaries  ; but  that  they,  the  one  Newark, 
teaching  grammar,  and  the  other  teaching  song,  should  only  serve  attend  and  -7— 

continue  in  the  said  schools,  and  at  Newark  aforesaid,  in  form  aforesaid,  per-  Ma§"^^jrity’ 

sonally,  unless  they  should  have  any  impediment  by  sickness  to  the  contrary,  y 1 , 

and  if  either  of  the  said  masters,  at  any  time,  by  occasion  of  any  infirmity  or 
other  lawful  impediment,  should  be  so  let,  that  he  could  not  labour  and  teach 
his  children,  so  that  it  should  not  be  by  their  own  default,  negligence  or  other 
occasion,  that  the  same  schoolmasters,  nor  any  of  them,  therefore,  should  be 
amoved  or  put  away  from  the  use  of  the  said  school,  or  from  having  of  his  salary 
or  wages  above  limited,  so  that  they  and  either  of  them,  as  the  case  should  require, 
should  find  clerks  sufficiently  taught  and  expert  in  grammar  and  in  singing,  by 
the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  said  vicar  of  Newark,  if  there  present,  and  of  the 
alderman  of  the  Trinity  guild,  and  of  the  other  three  aldermen  aforesaid,  and 
specially  with  the  counsel  of  the  said  warden  of  the  Friars  Observants  for  the 
time  being,  to  be  named  and  chosen  to  teach  and  inform  the  scholars  and  young 
children,  and  to  support  and  supply  the  charges  of  the  masters  in  every  thing 
that  was  their  duty;  and  in  case  the  said  infirmity  or  infirmities  or  sickness, 
should  happen  to  be  continual  or  perpetual,  so  that  the  said  masters,  or  the  one 
of  them,  could  not  personally  attend  for  teaching  of  the  said  scholars,  then  the 
said  Thomas  Magnus  ordained,  that  51.  parcel  of  the  stipend  assigned  for  the 
grammar  schoolmaster,  should  be  taken  and  applied  to  the  use  of  that  person 
that  should  teach  in  his  room  for  the  time,  and  the  residue  of  the  10/.  to  go 
and  be  towards  the  maintenance  and  succouring  of  the  said  master  of  the  said 
grammar  school,  so  being  sick  and  diseased,  and  in  like  manner  that  4/.  parcel 
of  the  said  8/.  assigned  for  the  master  of  the  song  school,  being  so  diseased  with 
continual  sickness  as  aforesaid,  should  be  employed  towards  the  finding  of  his 
deputy  to  teach  his  scholars  in  the  song  school ; and  the  said  Thomas  Magnus 
always  desired  and  required,  that  this  order  should  be  not  extremely  used, 
unless  there  should  be  none  other  remedy  for  the  said  schoolmasters,  or  one 
of  them,  as  above  said,  happening  to  be  in  continual  sickness  and  infirmities, 
for  then  the  same  schoolmasters  or  schoolmaster  so  being  sick,  should  have  most 
need  of  money  for  their  or  his  succouring  and  relieving ; also,  the  said  Thomas 
Magnus  ordained,  that  if  any  of  the  scholars  of  the  grammar  school  or  song 
school  should  not,  or  obstinately  would  not,  obey  their  master  in  all  lawful  causes 
of  correction,  but  continue  in  obstinacy,  and  be  inobedient  and  incorrigible,  or 
that,  if  any  of  them  should  use  themselves  insolently  and  unthriftly,  in  giving 
evil  example  to  other,  then  every  such  scholar  being  of  such  evil  demeanor 
and  obstinacy,  upon  relation  thereof  made  by  his  said  master  to  the  vicar  of 
Newark,  if  there  resident,  and  to  the  aldermen  of  the  Trinity  guild,  and  the 
other  three  aldermen,  the  same  inobedient  or  insolent  scholar  should  be  called 
before  the  said  vicar  and  aldermen,  or  two  of  them,  and  if  the  scholar  or 
scholars  so  offending,  and  called  before  them,  would  not  upon  their  exhortation 
given  unto  him  or  them,  reform  him  or  themselves,  after  the  first,  second  and 
third  monition,  then  the  same  obstinate  or  insolent  scholar  or  scholars  should 
be  clearly  put  out  of  the  said  schools,  and  not  be  received  into  the  same  again, 
unless  his  or  their  reformation  humility  and  goodness  should  manifestly  appear 
unto  the  said  vicar  and  aldermen,  or  to  three  of  them  at  the  least,  without  colour 
or  dissimulation. 

This  indenture,  as  appears  by  the  printed  book,  was  confirmed  by  the  said 
Thomas  Magnus  by  another  dated  the  27th  of  the  same  month,  viz.  six  days 
after  the  date  of  the  foregoing. 

By  deeds  of  feoffment  respectively  dated  6th  and  12th  January,  5th  Edw.  6, 
the  premises  were  transferred  to  new  trustees,  the  survivors  of  whom,  viz. 

Edward  Seynton,  and  nine  others,  by  deed  of  feoffment,  dated  the  28th  February, 

14th  Elizabeth,  conveyed  the  same  to  William  Stanley,  then  alderman,  and  the 
assistants  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Newark-upon-Trent  (the  then  name  of  the 
corporation  of  Newark)  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors,  upon  the  trusts 
before-mentioned. 

The  corporation  of  Newark  thus  became  and  have  since  remained  trustees  of 
the  charity. 

In  the  year  1732  an  information  was  exhibited  against  them  by  His  Majesty’s 
Attorney  General,  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  ; and  in  the  result  of  the  proceedings 
which  were  thereupon  had,  that  court,  on  the  13th  January  1738,  made  the  fol- 
lowing decree : 
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Newark.  First  Article.— That  a receiver  should  be  appointed  on  Monday  in  Whitsun 

week  then  next  ensuing,  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two  of  the  clock  in  the 

Magnus's  Charity,  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark  ; and  that  such 
continued.  , receiver  should  be  chosen  and  appointed  at  a meeting  of  the  vicar  of  the  church 
' of  Newark,  the  mayor  and  next  senior  alderman,  and  the  four  churchwardens 

for  the  time  being  of  the  said  church,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  whereof  the 
vicar  or  mayor  to  be  one,  and  the  majority  of  those  present  to  bind  the  rest ; 
and  that  such  receiver  should  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  vicar, 
mayor,  and  next  senior  alderman,  and  four  churchwardens,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  whereof  the  vicar  or  mayor  to  be  one,  and  the  majority  to  bind  the  rest; 
but  such  motion,  and  the  appointment  of  a new  receiver  to  be  made  only  at 
such  meeting,  on  the  Monday  in  Whitsun  week,  for  that  purpose,  whereof 
public  notice  was  to  be  given  in  the  church  on  the  Sunday  fortnight  before, 
immediately  after  divine  service. 

Second  Article. — That  such  receiver  should  pay  what  he  should  so  receive 
into  the  hands  of  the  said  four  churchwardens,  within  eight  days  after  the 
receipt  thereof. 

Third  Article. — That  such  receiver  should  annually,  on  the  7th  of  January, 
between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  two  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  unless 
the  said  7th  of  January  should  happen  to  be  on  a Sunday,  and  then  on  the 
Monday  following,  between  the  same  hours,  in  the  body  of  the  church  of 
Newark  pass  his  accounts  before  the  vicar,  the  mayor,  the  first  senior  alderman, 
and  the  four  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them  then 
present,  whereof  the  vicar  or  mayor  to  be  one,  and  the  majority  of  those  present 
to  bind  the  rest ; and  that  after  such  accounts  were  passed,  the  same,  together 
with  the  rental  of  the  premises,  should  be  fairly  transcribed  into  a book  to  be 
provided  for  that  purpose,  and  signed  by  the  persons  present  at  the  allowance 
thereof. 

Fourth  Article. — That  the  four  churchwardens  should,  until  the  several 
charity  estates  should  be  increased  by  the  falling  in  of  leases,  or  otherwise,  by 
the  oversight  and  with  the  privity  and  consent  of  the  vicar,  the  mayor,  and  the 
first  three  senior  aldermen  of  Newark,  pay  the  several  sums  of  money,  and  at 
the  several  times,  and  to  the  respective  persons  aftermentioned  ; that  is  to  say, 
to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  grammar  school  20 1.  a year  by  equal  payments  at 
Michaelmas,  Christmas,  Lady-day  and  Midsummer  ; to  the  song  schoolmaster 
1 7/.  a year  by  equal  payment  at  Michaelmas,  Christmas,  Lady-day  and  Mid- 
summer; to  the  six  singing  boys  8 /.  a year,  that  is  to  say,  61.  13  s.  4 d.  part 
thereof  towards  their  maintenance,  and  1/.  65.8  c?.  the  residue  thereto  be  laid 
out  in  gowns  or  surplices;  the  61.  135.  4 d.  to  be  paid  quarterly  by  equal  pay- 
ments, at  Michaelmas,  Christmas,  Lady-day  and  Midsummer ; to  the  mayor  of 
Newark  for  the  time  being,  2 l.  on  Michaelmas-day  ; to  the  town-clerk  of  the 
said  town  2 /.  on  Michaelmas-day,  in  consideration  of  the  trouble  he  would  have 
by  reason  of  the  directions  thereby  given ; and  to  the  receiver,  on  the  day  of 
passing  his  accounts,  135.  4 d.  besides  his  reasonable  expenses;  and  to  the  vicar, 
mayor,  first  senior  alderman  and  four  churchwardens,  or  to  such  of  them  as 
should  be  present  at  the  passing  of  the  accounts,  25.  a piece  to  be  paid  at  the 
time  of  passing  the  said  accounts,  which  said  several  payments  amounted  toge- 
ther to  the  sum  of  501.  7 5.  4 d. 

Fifth  Article. — That  after  paying  the  several  sums  of  money  before-men- 
tioned, the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  should  be  put 
into  an  iron-chest,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  with  three  locks  and  three 
keys,  to  be  kept  in  the  Treasury-House,  in  the  vestry  of  the  church  of  Newark, 
and  to  remain  in  the  said  chest,  until  it  should  amount  to  the  sum  of  40/.  one 
key  of  the  said  chest  to  be  kept  by  the  mayor,  another  by  the  vicar,  and  the 
ther  key  by  the  head  churchwarden,  chosen  by  the  town  of  Newark. 

Sixth  Article. — That  when  the  surplus  or  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of 
the  said  premises  after  the  payments  aforesaid  should  amount  to  the  sum  of  40/. 
the  town  clerk  of  Newark  should  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  on  a Sunday, 
immediately  after  divine  service,  of  a meeting  to  be  had  by  the  vicar,  mayor, 
first  senior  alderman  and  four  churchwardens  of  Newark,  or  the  major  part  of 
them  then  present,  whereof  the  vicar  or  mayor  to  be  one,  and  the  majority  of 
those  present  to  bind  the  rest,  for  the  disposition  of  such  surplus  or  residue, 

which 
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which  meeting  should  always  be  some  day  within  a fortnight  after  such  surplus  Newark, 

should  amount  to  the  said  sum  of  40/.,  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark,  “ — 

between  the  hours  of  nine  and  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  morning  of  the  same  day,  Mag^^Ke/rity’ 

at  which  meeting  the  vicar,  mayor,  and  first  senior  alderman,  and  four  church-  v 

wardens,  or  the  major  part  of  them  then  present,  (whereof  the  vicar  or  mayor 
to  be  one,  and  the  majority  of  those  present  to  bind  the  rest,)  were  by  writing, 
under  their  hands,  to  direct  and  appoint  the  payment  and  application  of  such 
residue  or  surplus  in  repairing  or  beautifying  the  church  of  Newark  aforesaid, 
or  some  other  good  work  or  works  for  the  common  good  and  weal  of  the  said 
town  as  they  should  think  most  necessary  and  convenient,  and  most  agreeable 
to  the  donation  or  intention  of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus;  and  that  they  should 
cause  such  order  and  directions  to  be  fairly  transcribed  into  a book  to  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  and  to  be  signed  by  them,  and  kept  in  the  said  chest. 

Seventh  Article. — That  when  any  leases  of  the  said  premises  should  expire, 
or  any  part  of  the  said  premises  should  be  untenanted,  the  same  should  be  let 
at  the  full  improved  value,  without  any  fine  to  be  taken  in  respect  thereof. 

And  that  no  lease  or  leases  should  be  granted  for  any  longer  term  than  twenty- 
one  years,  nor  any  lease  or  leases  granted  of  the  said  premises,  or  any  part 
thereof,  without  the  privity  and  consent  of  the  mayor  and  first  three  senior 
aldermen,  the  vicar  and  four  churchwardens  for  . the  time  being  of  the  said 
town  and  church  of  Newark,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  whereof  the  vicar  or 
mayor  to  be  one. 

Eighth  Article. — That  before  any  part  of  the  said  estate  should  be  let  on 
lease  or  otherwise,  the  town  clerk  of  Newark  should  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  by  the  parish-clerk  on  a Sunday  in  the  church  of  Newark,  immediately 
after  divine  evening  service,  of  the  time  and  place  of  the  letting  such  estates, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  letting  of  the  same.  And  that  the  said  estates  ' 
should  always  be  let  in  the  body  of  the  said  church  at  Newark  between  the 
hours  of  twelve  and  two  of  the  clock  of  the  day  appointed  for  letting  the  same 
to  the  person  or  persons  that  would  give  the  most  rent  for  the  same,  provided 
such  person  or  persons  should  be  esteemed  by  the  said  mayor,  three  senior 
aldermen,  the  vicar  and  four  churchwardens  of  Newark  aforesaid  for  the  time 
being,  or  the  major  part  of  them  present,  whereof  the  mayor  or  vicar  to  be 
one,  to  be  capable  of  paying  or  giving  good  securiiy  to  pay  the  rent  for 
the  same. 

Ninth  Article. — That  in  case  any  lease  or  leases  should  be  agreed  upon  at 
the  time  aforesaid,  that  such  lease  or  leases  should  pass  under  the  common  seal 
of  the  corporation  of  Newark,  and  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  mayor, 
three  senior  aldermen,  the  vicar  and  four  churchwardens  for  the  time  being  of 
the  said  town  and  church  of  Newark,  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  that  they 
should  take  a counterpart  of  such  lease  or  leases  from  the  lessee  or  lessees  of 
the  said  premises,  executed  by  him,  her  or  them,  and  should  deposit  the  same 
in  the  said  iron  chest. 

Tenth  Article. — That  the  grammar  schoolmaster  and  song  schoolmaster, 
upon  any  future  vacancy,  should  be  chosen  by  the  vicar,  and  the  mayor  and 
twelve  aldermen  of  Newark,  or  the  major  part  of  them  present,  whereof  the 
mayor  or  vicar  to  be  one,  at  a meeting  to  be  had  for  that  purpose,  of  which 
meeting  the  town  clerk  of  Newark  was  to  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  by 
the  parish-clerk  of  the  church  of  Newark  in  the  church  of  Newark,  immediately 
after  evening  divine  service,  at  the  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting  which 
was  to  be  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark. 

Eleventh  Article. — That  the  master  of  the  said  song  school  should  from  time 
to  time  choose  at  his  discretion,  out  of  the  boys  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of 
Newark,  being  scholars  at  the  said  grammar  school  at  Newark,  such  a number 
of  boys  in  case  of  a vacancy  of  the  present  boys  as  should  be  wanting  to  fill  up 
the  present  number  of  six,  such  as  he  should  judge  to  be  apt  for  singing  and 
playing  on  the  organ,  but  none  of  them  to  be  chosen  without  the  consent  of 
their  parents  or  guardians,  nor  under  the  age  of  ten  years,  nor  to  continue  in 
the  said  song  school  any  longer  than  until  they  had  attained  respectively  their 
ages  of  eighteen  years  ; but  in  case  boys  proper  for  that  purpose  should  not  be 
found  in  the  grammar  school,  then  such  vacancies  to  be  filled  up  out  of  the 
children  of  the  town  of  Newark. 
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Newark.  Twelfth  Article. — That  when  any  of  the  leases  then  subsisting  should  expire 

~ — . or  drop  in,  the  increase  of  the  rents  and  profits  which  should  arise  thereby 

Magnus  s Charity,  s|10Uj^  divided  into  twelve  equal  parts,  and  be  disposed  of  as  follows  ; (that  is 
^ J to  say)  that  six  parts  of  the  said  twelve  parts  should  be  paid  and  applied  to  the 
augmenting  and  advancing  the  salary  of  the  said  grammar  schoolmaster  until 
the  same  should  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  40 /.  a year  ; that  one  part  of  the  said 
twelve  parts  should  be  applied  and  paid  to  the  said  song  schoolmaster  until  the 
said  song  schoolmaster’s  salary  should  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  20/.  a year ; 
and  that  four  parts  of  the  said  twelve  should  be  applied  and  paid  to  the  said 
singing  boys  until  their  salary  or  allowances  should  amount  to  the  sum  of 
24/.  a year  in  the  whole  ; and  that  the  remaining  one-twelfth  part  should  be 
applied  and  paid  to  the  receiver  of  the  said  estates  until  his  salary  or  allowance 
should  be  increased  and  amount  to  the  sum  of  SI.  a year  besides  his  reasonable 
expenses  ; and  that  after  the  several  augmentations  and  increases  of  the  salaries 
and  allowances  aforesaid  should  be  made  and  paid,  the  residue  of  the  said 
increased  rents  and  profits,  if  any  should  be,  should  from  time  to  time  be  put 
into  the  aforesaid  iron  chest  with  three  locks  and  three  keys,  and  the  same  to 
remain  in  the  said  chest  until  the  same  should  amount  to  the  sum  of  20/. 

Thirteenth  Article. — That  when  the  surplus  or  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  said  premises,  after  the  payments  aforesaid,  should  amount  to  the  sum 
of  20/.  the  town  clerk  of  Newark  should  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  on 
a Sunday  immediately  after  divine  service,  of  a meeting  to  be  had  by  the  vicar, 
mayor,  first  senior  alderman,  and  four  churchwardens  of  the  church  of  Newark, 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  whereof  the  vicar  or  mayor  for  the  time  being  to  be 
one  of  them,  for  the  disposition  of  such  surplus  or  residue ; which  meeting 
should  always  be  on  some  day  within  a fortnight  after  such  surplus  should 
amount  to  the  said  sum  of  20/.  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark,  between 
the  hours  of  nine  and  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  morning  of  the  same  day,  at 
which  meeting  the  vicar,  mayor,  first  senior  alderman,  and  four  churchwardens, 
or  the  major  part  of  them  then  present,  whereof  the  vicar  or  mayor  to  be  one, 
were,  by  writing  under  their  hands,  to  direct  and  appoint  the  payment  and 
application  of  such  residue  or  surplus  in  repairing  or  beautifying  the  church, 
or  some  other  good  work  or  works,  for  the  common  good  and  weal  of  the  said 
town  of  Newark,  as  they  should  think  most  necessary  and  most  agreeable  to 
the  donation  and  intention  of  the  said  Thomas  Magnus ; and  that  they  should 
cause  such  orders  and  directions  to  be  fairly  transcribed  into  a book  to  be  pro- 
vided for  that  purpose,  and  to  be  signed  by  them  and  kept  in  the  said  chest ; 
and  in  case  there  should  be  an  equal  division  of  the  persons  present  at  such 
meeting,  then  they  were  to  take  unto  them  the  two  masters  of  the  grammar 
and  song  schools  for  the  time  being,  and  the  two  aldermen  of  the  said  town 
next  in  seniority,  who,  together  with  the  persons  that  should  be  so  present  as 
aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  determine  the  same. 

In  their  answer  to  the  information  which  led  to  the  foregoing  decree,  the 
corporation  stated,  as  to  the  estates  of  Folkyngham,  Walcottys,  Boylby  and 
Aslowby,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  mentioned  in  the  first  deed  of  feoffment, 
that  they  believed  that  their  predecessors  had  never  been  in  possession  or 
received  the  rents  of  them.  The  description  given  of  those  estates  in  the 
deed  (as  well  as  of  the  others)  is  too  general  to  afford  any  means  of  tracing  them 
at  the  present  day. 

The  rest  of  the  premises  conveyed  by  the  several  feoffments  are  supposed  to 
be  now  in  the  possession  of  the  corporation,  with  the  exception  of  a farm  at 
Barnby  Moor,  which  was  sold  in  1798  for  the  redemption  of  the  land  tax,  and 
of  some  parcels  which  have  been  exchanged. 

The  earliest  of  these  exchanges  took  place  on  the  12th  April  1762,  as  appears 
from  several  deeds  of  that  date,  now  in  the  possession  of  the  corporation,  and 
from  which  the  following  particulars  are  collected  ; viz. 

1.  Exchanged  with  Humphrey  Outwith  a piece  of  arable  land,  situate  in  the 
Merefield  Close,  containing  2 a.  3r.  28  p.,  and  a piece  of  arable,  situate  in  the 
Stone  Carr  Close,  containing  2a.  2r.  17  p.  ; and  a piece  lying  at  the  north 
end  of  a close  at  Harwell,  called  Westwood,  containing  2 a.  Ir.  17p;  for 
a piece  of  arable,  situate  in  the  Northfield  Close,  containing  2r.  & 5 p.  ;

stead at  Harwell,  containing  32  perches;  and  a piece  of  land  lying  on  the 
south  side  of  a field  at  Harwell,  called  Open  Westwood,  containing  2 a.  & 24p.

2p.,  fora  piece  of  ground,  containing  30  perches,  situate  in 
a homestead  belonging  to  a cottage  at  Everton,  rented  of  the  trustees ; and 
two  closes  situate  at  Everton,  and  called  Mare  Ings,  containing  together 
4 a.  & 27  p.  ; and  a piece  of  ground,  containing  1 a.  & 30  p.  situate  at  the  south- 
west end  of  a close  belonging  to  the  said  Jonathan  Acklom  at  Everton,  called 
Rose  Close,  and  adjoining  upon  the  Mare  Ings  Closes. 

4.  With  Robert  Dawson  ; a piece  of  meadow  or  pasture,  called  Pie  Tongue,

6.  With  Josiah  Boot ; two  pieces  of  land  lying  in  a close  near  the  town  of 
Everton,  called  Brick  Kiln  Close,  containing  1a.  1 r.  2p.  for  a close  of 
meadow  situate  at  Everton,  called  Upper  Wood  Close,  containing  2a.  2r.  10p. 

These  exchanges  appear  to  have  been  made  about  the  time,  and  probably  on 
the  occasion,  of  the  Everton  Inclosure. 

More  recently,  viz.  in  1823,  an  exchange  was  made  with  Mr.  Otter  of  a 
small  parcel  of  ground,  part  of  the  homestead  of  a farm  at  Everton,  then 
held  by  George  Brown,  for  two  cottages  and  gardens,  also  situate  at  Everton. 
These  cottages  had  been  lately  built,  and  are  now  let  at  4/.  a year  each. 
The  land  given  up  by  Brown  was  valued  at  5/.  a year,  and  that  deduction  was 
accordingly  made  from  his  rent.  This  exchange  appears  to  have  been  consi- 
dered beneficial  to  the  charity,  but  has  not  yet  been  perfected  by  deeds. 

The  farm  at  Barnby  Moor,  which  was  sold  in  1798  for  the  redemption  of 
the  land  tax,  comprised  28a.  3r.  26p.  of  land,  with  some  buildings.  It  was 
purchased  by  John  Darcy  Clark  for  1,350/.,  of  which  the  sum  of  59/.  10  s. 
was  paid  for  expenses,  leaving  a residue  of  1,290/.  10s.  This  residue  was 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  2,086/.  2 s.  Id.  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities, 
of  which  1,7 53/.  10s.  cZ\d.  was  transferred  for  the  redemption  of  the  land  tax 
(47/.  16  s.  5 \d.  per  annum)  on  the  estates  at  Everton,  Harwell,  and  Matter- 
sea.  The  remainder  of  the  stock  (332/.  11s.  lO^-nf.)  is  now  standing  in  the 
names  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Newark,  producing  in  dividends  9 /•  19  s.tid 
per  annum. 

These  are  the  only  transfers  of  property  from  or  to  the  corporation,  in  re- 
spect of  this  charity,  of  which  we  have  received  any  information,  with  the 
exception  of  a small  parcel  ofland,  containing  1 it.  & 13  p.  in  Broomshill-field  at 
Everton,  which  was  purchased  by  them  for  the  sum  of  5 /.  in  1762,  (the  time  of 
the  inclosure),  as  appears  from  the  purchase  deeds,  dated  the  5th  and  6th  April 
in  that  year,  now  in  their  possession. 

We  ought  perhaps  to  add,  as  a further  exception,  a close  in  Northgate, 
Newark,  called  the  Cherry  Holt,  containing  four  acres,  which  being  appropriated 
to  the  use  of  the  song  schoolmaster  as  part  of  the  property  of  this  charity,  may 
be  considered  as  vested  in  the  corporation  for  that  use,  but  which,  not  being 
included  in  Mr.  Magnus’s  feoffments,  must  be  attributed  to  some  other  source. 
We  have  in  vain  endeavoured  to  discover  at  what  time  or  under  what  circum- 
stances the  corporation  first  became  possessed  of  it. 
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We  now  proceed  to  state  the  particulars  and  present  rental  of  the  estates  which  are  held 
by  the  corporation  as  the  property  of  this  charity.

The  lands  are  let  and  the  leases  executed  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the 
decree  which  they  in  part  recite.  The  premises  now  held  on  yearly  tenancies 
were  let  in  1812  for  terms  of  three  years.  At  the  expiration  of  these  terms  the 
respective  tenants  continued  to  hold  at  the  same  rents,  until  the  year  1816,  when 
a general  reduction  of  the  rents  took  place,  in  consequence  of  a petition  to  that 
effect,  which  was  preferred  by  several  of  the  tenants  to  the  Court  of  Chancery. 
The  present  rents  are  deemed  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  premises. 


In  the  year  1824  the  trustees  engaged  a surveyor  at  an  annual  salary,  whose 
duty  is  annually  to  make  a survey  of  the  premises,  and  to  report  to  the  trustees 
the  state  of  repair  and  cultivation  in  which  they  are  found,  and  whether  the 
covenants  of  the  leases  are  duly  observed. 

The  rents  are  paid  to  a receiver,  appointed  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the 
decree  ; and  within  a fortnight  after  such  payment  a meeting  of  the  trustees  is 
held  in  the  church,  in  pursuance  of  a public  notice,  for  the  purpose  of  settling 
the  appropriation.

The  items  last-enumerated,  amounting  to  171  /.  6 s.  9 d.  may  be  considered  as 
annual  charges  upon  the  property,  being  principally  incurred  in  the  manage- 
ment and  improvement  of  it. 

The  subscription  indeed  of  51.  to  the  charity-school  at  Everton  appears  to  be 
a voluntary  contribution  by  the  trustees,  to  the  support  of  that  institution ; but 
being  one  which  they  felt  themselves  called  upon  to  make,  in  consequence  of 
their  large  possessions  in  the  parish,  it  seems  properly  to  class  among  the  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  property. 

The  journies  to  Everton,  in  respect  of  which  and  of  the  rent-day  dinners,  the 
charge  of  24/.  10  s.  occurs  above,  are  made  at  Midsummer  and  Christinas  by 
the  receiver  and  three  or  four  of  the  churchwardens.  On  these  occasions  the 
rents  are  collected  ; and  at  the  Midsummer  journey  the  report  previously  made 
by  the  surveyor  is  taken  into  consideration,  when  the  necessary  repairs  are 
ordered,  and  the  tenants  admonished  respecting  any  breaches  of  covenant  they 
may  have  made. 

The  charge  of  1/.  17$.  6 d.  for  repairs  is  not  to  be  considered  as  the  average 
amount  of  that  expense  ; the  disbursements  and  allowances  on  that  account 
during  the  five  preceding  years  having  amounted  to  the  sum  of  519/.  Of  this 
sum  225  /.  13  s.  was  for  repairs  and  new  buildings  on  Brown’s  farm  ; 106/.  10s. 
for  repairs  on  Fletcher’s  farm  j 106  /.  for  repairs  on  Stephenson’s  farm ; and 
the  residue,  80/.  17$.  for  repairs  partly  on  some  other  farms,  but  principally  on 
the  cottages  held  under  yearly  tenancies.  The  farm  buildings,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  those  on  Wells’s  farm,  are  now  in  a good  state  of  repair.  The 
cottages  are  in  general  very  old,  and  many  of  them  so  dilapidated  as  to  be  in- 
capable of  substantial  repair. 

The  charge  of  30  /.  for  insurance,  allowed  to  the  master  of  the  grammar 
school  is  an  annual  payment  made  to  the  present  master,  in  pursuance  of  an 
agreement  entered  into  between  the  trustees  and  himself,  in  1817,  by  which 
they  engaged  to  pay  him  that  sum  for  fifteen  years,  in  consideration  of  his  un- 
dertaking to  lay  out  1,200/.  at  least,  in  building  a new  school-house  and  school- 
room, according  to  a plan  to  be  approved  of  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen.  These 
new  buildings  were  accordingly  erected  on  the  sites  of  the  old,  and  we  are  given 
to  understand,  that  in  so  doing  Mr.  Wittenoom  expended  about  2,500/.  The 
annual  payment  of  30/.  is  considered  as  an  allowance  towards  the  insurance  of 
his  life,  in  respect  of  the  monies  thus  disbursed  by  him. 

The  charge  of  1 /.  as  an  assessed  tax,  in  respect  of  the  receiver,  appears  to 
Rep.  21.  U u 3 us 
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us  to  be  improperly  made  to  this  charity,  as  we  do  not  conceive  that  the  receiver 
can  properly  be  considered  as  a clerk  to  the  charity  within  the  meaning  of  the 
tax  acts. 

The  charge  of  63 /.  9 s.  9d.  for  the  Everton  drainage  assessment  is  a rate 
imposed  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  year  1796  for  draining 
lands  in  Everton  and  other  parishes.  To  defray  the  expenses  of  this  drainage 
the  trustees  borrowed  on  mortgage  the  sum  of  2,240/.  as  they  had  previously 
done  the  sum  of  840/.  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  inclosure  in  1762. 
These  respective  debts,  the  interest  of  which  added  largely  to  the  annual 
charges  on  the  income,  have  been  gradually  liquidated,  and  are  now  finally 
discharged,  the  last  payment  being  that  of  400/.,  which  has  been  mentioned 
above  among  the  disbursements  of  1827.  Tor  the  purpose,  however,  of  effecting 
this  payment,  the  trustees  were  led  to  incur  other  debts  ; of  which  there  now 
remain  due  to  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Godfrey,  Hutton  & Godfrey,  47/.  5j.  6r/., 
and  to  that  of  Messrs,  Handley  h Co.  46/.  5 s.  These  it  is  proposed  to  dis- 
charge out  of  the  rents  of  the  present  year. 

The  drainage  appears  to  have  been  of  very  considerable  benefit  to  the  pro- 
perty at  Everton,  having  produced  in  the  year  1803  an  increase  of  264/.  in  the 
annual  rental  of  those  estates. 

The  other  items  of  the  account  above  given,  amounting  to  1,855/.  12s.  7 d.t 
are  appropriations  to  the  several  purposes  of  the  charity,  for  which,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  discharge  of  the  debts  of  the  charity,  the  clear  available  income 
may  henceforth  be  estimated  at  about  2,200/.  per  annum. 

In  the  appropriations  which  are  now  made  to  the  several  purposes  of  the 
charity,  a considerable  proportion  is  annually  assigned  for  the  repairs  and  other 
uses  of  the  church,  “ to  the  works  of  which”  it  has  been  seen,  “ or  the  common 
weal  of  the  town,  or  any  other  good  use  for  the  common  weal,”  the  surplus  was 
by  the  deed  of  uses  (and  “ to  the  repairing  or  beautifying  the  church,  or  some 
other  good  work  or  works  for  the  common  good  and  weal  of  the  said  town”  by 
the  decree)  directed  to  be  applied. 

There  has  also  been  paid  since  the  year  1798,  in  pursuance  of  the  specific 
directions  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  that  year,  the  annual  sum  of  290/.  to  the 
commissioners  for  lighting  and  paving  the  town  of  Newark.  A further  sum  of 
120/.,  as  will  be  seen  hereafter,  is  contributed  under  the  like  authority  from 
Phillipott’s  charity,  and  90/.  from  Brown’s. 

The  allowance  of  150  /.  to  the  Newark  Dispensary  is  the  sole  fund  for  the 
support  of  that  institution,  which  was  first  established  in  the  year  1813  by 
voluntary  contribution.  The  poor  of  Newark,  attending  with  recommenda- 
tions, are  here  supplied  gratis  with  medicine  and  medical  advice.  The  original 
subscribers,  the  trustees  of  Magnus’s  charity,  the  commissioners  of  lighting  and 
paving  (being  sixty  in  number),  and  the  physicians  and  surgeons  who  attend  the 
establishment,  have  all  an  unlimited  right  of  recommendation. 

The  national  schools,  to  the  support  of  which  the  annual  sum  of  150/.  is 
applied,  are  two ; one  for  girls,  erected  on  a plot  of  ground  belonging  to  the 
Crown,  now  held  by  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  to  whom  a small  rent  is  paid  for  it. 
The  erection  of  this  school  cost  more  than  1,000/.,  which  was  defrayed  by 
contributions  from  this  charity,  and  those  of  Brown  and  Phillipott,  with  the  aid 
of  private  subscription.  At  this  school  120  girls  upon  the  average  are  instructed. 
The  other  school,  which  is  for  boys,  and  at  which  100  upon  the  average  are 
taught,  is  held  in  a building  rented  for  the  purpose  (in  which  the  master  also 
resides)  at  10/.  per  annum. 

Among  other  disbursements  which  have  been  contributed  at  different  times 
to  public  uses  in  the  town,  may  be  mentioned,  the  sum  of  346/.  towards  the 
erection  of  an  organ,  (in  addition  to  298/.  from  Brown’s  charity,  and  522/.  from 
Phillipott’s);  370/.  towards  the  purchase  and  taking  down  of  houses  on  the  dry 
bridge,  for  widening  that  street ; and  sums  amounting  to  2,150/.  towards  the 
purchase  of  a new  vicarage  house.  The  old  vicarage  house  and  garden  adjoined 
the  churchyard  of  Newark,  which  was  insufficient  for  the  purposes  of  a burial- 
ground.  An  arrangement  was  therefore  made  with  the  present  vicar;  in  pur- 
suance of  which,  a new  vicarage  house,  garden  and  paddock,  were  purchased  for 
him,  and  he  gave  up  his  old  house  and  garden.  The  site  of  these  has  been  since 
consecrated  for  a burial  ground,  with  the  exception  of  a small  portion,  which 
was  sold  to  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  and  the  produce  of  which  was  applied 
towards  the  expenses  of  carrying  the  agreement  with  the  vicar  into  effect.

The  Grammar  and  Song  Schools. — The  present  master  of  the  grammar 
school,  the  Rev.  John  Burdett  Wittenoom,  was  appointed  on  6th  October  1814*, 
at  a meeting  of  the  mayor,  vicar,  and  twelve  aldermen,  assembled  in  pursuance 
of  a notice,  and  he  took,  on  his  appointment,  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  deed  of 
uses.  He  resides,  as  has  been  already  mentioned,  in  the  schoolhouse,  which 
he  has  lately  rebuilt  upon  an  enlarged  scale,  at  an  expense,  as  he  informs  us,  of 
about  2,500/.  The  house  is  large,  and  capable  of  accommodating  60  boarders. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  were  38  boys  at  school,  who  were  considered 
as  admitted  on  the  foundation.  There  have  been  under  the  present  master  as 
many  as  104,  and  never  less  than  30.  He  receives  upon  the  foundation,  every 
boy,  whether  of  Newark  or  the  neighbourhood,  who  offers  himself  as  a day 
scholar.  He  had  also,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  seven  boarders.  All  the  boys 
on  the  foundation  receive  a complete  classical  education.  The  only  qualification 
required  at  their  admission  is,  that  they  should  be  able  to  read  and  spell. 

The  master  is  assisted  by  an  usher,  but  occasionally  attends  to  the  younger 
boys  himself,  and  indiscriminately  to  all  who  are  on  the  foundation. 

With  very  few  exceptions,  all  the  boys  learn,  in  addition  to  the  classics,  read- 
ing, writing,  arithmetic,  geography,  and  all  other  branches  of  an  English  educa- 
tion, and  for  the  additional  instruction  beyond  the  classics,  including  books  as 
well  classical  as  others,  with  which  he  furnishes  the  scholars,  the  master  makes 
a charge  of  five  guineas  a year. 

In  those  few  instances  in  which  the  scholars  have  not  required  any  instruction 
beyond  the  classics,  they  were  not  required  to  pay  any  thing  for  their  instruction, 
but  they  were  accustomed  to  give  a voluntary  gratuity  of  105.  6 d.  half-yearly. 

It  is  stated,  however,  by  the  master,  that  the  children  of  the  poor  have  never 
during  his  time  received  any  benefit  from  the  school.  The  day  scholars  are 
usually  the  sons  of  the  most  respectable  inhabitants  and  tradesmen  of  the  town 
of  Newark.  But  the  master  assures  us,  that  he  has  taken  care  to  make  it  known 
to  those  who  have  desired  to  send  their  children  to  the  school,  that  classical 
education  was  free,  but  that  for  the  other  branches  of  education  his  charge  was 
five  guineas,  and  he  has  never  made  it  a condition  of  the  admission  of  any  scholar 
for  classical  education,  that  he  should  also  receive  the  other  branches  of 
instruction. 

The  master’s  salary,  as  already  stated,  is  220  /.  a year,  with  an  allowance  of 
50/.  for  an  usher ; and  he  has  a further  allowance  for  the  same  purpose,  of  40/. 
from  the  funds  of  Phillipott’s  charity. 

The  present  master  of  the  song  school  (now  called  the  organist)  Mr.  William 
Brydges,  was  appointed  on  the  11th  November  1802,  at  a meeting  of  the 
mayor,  vicar,  and  several  aldermen,  assembled  in  pursuance  of  public  notice 
given  for  that  purpose. 

In  addition  to  the  premises  of  which  he  has  the  use,  as  stated  in  the  rental, 
he  had  at  his  first  appointment  a salary  of  30/.  which,  in  1815,  was  increased  to 
105/.  its  present  amount. 

He  instructs  six  singing  boys,  who  are  appointed  by  himself,  from  the  parish 
of  Newark,  to  sing  by  note  and  otherwise  ; and  one  of  them  to  play  the  organ. 
These  boys  have  not  been  selected  from  the  grammar  school,  because  there  are 
never  any,  as  we  are  informed,  at  that  school  who  will  take  the  situation.  He 
also  prepares  six  other  boys  to  fill  the  places  of  the  first  six,  as  they  become 
vacant.  These  boys  all  receive  their  instruction  gratuitously. 

The  master  plays  the  organ  in  Newark  church,  and  the  six  singing  boys  sing 
in  the  choir.  For  his  service  as  organist,  the  master  receives  from  the  church- 
wardens a salary  of  2 51.  per  annum  out  of  the  funds  assigned  to  them  from 
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In  consequence  of  the  great  magnitude  of  the  surplus  applicable  to  the  common 
weal  of  the  town,  measures  were  taken  a few  years  ago  by  some  of  the  parish- 
ioners, in  concert  with  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  the  trustees  of  the  charity, 
for  the  settlement  of  a new  scheme  of  appropriation,  under  the  sanction  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery.  The  order  of  that  court  was  accordingly  obtained,  referring 
it  to  the  master  to  settle  a scheme  ; and  a scheme  was  for  some  time  in  a state 
of  preparation  ; but  it  was  ultimately  thought  advisable  to  suspend  further  pro- 
ceedings, until  the  large  debt  of  the  charity  should  be  discharged. 

That  end  being  at  length  accomplished,  there  appears  no  reason  for  longer 
delaying  the  completion  of  a measure,  which  has  been  already  so  far  advanced  ; 
and  which  the  altered  circumstances  of  the  charity  have  been  for  some  time 
deemed  to  require.

Brown’s  Charity. 

Brown’s  Charity.  Robert  Brown , esquire,  by  Will,  dated  4th  September  1532,  reciting,  that 

he  had  enfeoffed  certain  persons  therein  mentioned  of  all  his  lands  and  tene- 
ments, rents,  reversions,  services  and  hereditaments,  with  their  appurtenances, 
tts  well  in  use  as  in  possession,  being  freehold  or  charterhold,  in  the  towns  and 
fields  of  Newark,  Northgate  nigh  Newark,  Balderton  and  Codynton,  to  hold 
to  the  said  feoffees  and  their  heirs  to  and  for  the  performance  of  his  last  will 
and  testament,  willed  that  the  said  feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  should  stand 
and  be  seised  of  and  in  the  premises  to  the  use  of  him,  the  said  Robert  Brown, 
for  the  term  of  his  natural  life,  and  immediately  after  his  decease,  of  all  the 
said  lands,  tenements,  and  hereditaments,  (except  one  tenement  called  the 
Boore  in  Castiligate,  with  a garthyn  or  gardenstead,  and  one  tenement  in 
Milnegate),  to  the  use  and  intent  that  his  said  feoffees,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
should,  yearly,  for  the  space  of  nineteen  years  next  after  his  decease,  content 
and  pay  to  the  vicar  of  Newark  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  and  his  successors 
vicars  of  Newark  aforesaid,  or  in  his  or  their  default  to  him  that  should  have 
the  name  of  the  alderman  of  the  Trinity  guild  there  for  the  time  being,  all 
sums  of  money  as  should  be  levied,  perceived  or  gathered  of  the  rents,  issues 
and  profits  of  the  same  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  (except  as  before 
excepted),  or  else  for  the  same  nineteen  years  suffer  the  said  vicar  and  his 
successors,  and  aldermen  for  the  time  being,  to  perceive,  take  and  have  the 
same,  to  the  intent  that  the  same  should  be  employed  and  spent  to  the  use  of 
the  commonwealth  of  the  town  of  Newark  aforesaid,  whether  it  should  be  to  the 
reparations  of  the  church  there,  or  any  good  works  to  be  done  in  the  said 
town  of  Newark,  as  mending  of  highways,  as  it  should  be  thought  most 
expedient  from  time  to  time,  by  the  direction  of  his  executors  or  the  survivors 
of  them,  or  by  the  vicar  of  Newark,  or  his  successors  vicars  there,  and  aider- 
man  of  the  "irinity  guild  of  Newark  for  the  time  being;  and  in  case  his  will 
might  not  by  the  law  be  made  sure  for  ever,  within  the  said  nineteen  years,  for 
the  continuance  of  his  said  will,  intent  and  purpose  in  the  same,  then  he  willed 
that  the  next  heir  immediately  after  the  said  nineteen  years  w'ere  passed,  or 
as  soon  after  the  end  of  the  said  nineteen  years  as  conveniently  might  be,  his 
executors  or  the  survivors  or  survivor  of  them,  or  the  executors  or  adminis- 
trators of  the  survivor  of  them,  or  the  vicar  of  Newark  for  the  time  being,  or 
the  prior  of  the  monastery  of  the  Holy  Trinity  of  Bevall,  in  the  county  of 
Nottingham,  for  the  time  being,  should  bargain  and  sell  all  the  said  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments  (except  before  excepted),  and  the  money  thereof 
coming,  to  distribute  and  dispose  for  the  benefit  of  his  soul,  and  for  the  com- 
monwealth of  the  said  town  of  Newark. 

The  limitation  of  nineteen  years  is  supposed  to  have  been  made  in  com- 
pliance with  the  restrictions  of  the  statute  23d  Henry  the  Eighth,  chap.  10, 
by  which  grants  of  lands  to  tl^2  use  of  churches  were  limited  to  the  term  of 
-twenty  years. 

It  appears  from  the  printed  book  to  which  we  have  before  referred,  and 
from  which  the  foregoing  abstract  of  the  will  is  taken,  that  by  several  con- 
veyances respectively  dated  the  30th  April,  and  the  2d  and  28th  September, 
5th  Edward  the  Sixth,  the  premises  thus  devised  became  vested  in  the  corpora- 
tion of  Newark  (under  their  then  name  of  “ the  alderman  and  assistants,  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town  of  Newark,”)  who  have  since  continued  trustees  of  the  same, 
i This  charity  having  been  included  in  the  information  in  Chancery,  of  which 
mention  has  been  made  in  the  foregoing  account  of  Magnus’s  charity,  the  fol- 
lowing regulations  in  respect  thereof  were  comprised  in  the  decree  of  1738. 

First  Article. — It  was  decreed  that  a receiver  of  the  estates  of  the  said 
Robert  Brown  should  be  appointed  on  Monday  in  Whitsun  week  then  next 
ensuing,  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day, 
in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark,  and  that  such  receiver  should  be  chosen 
and  appointed  at  a meeting  of  the  vicar  of  the  church  of  Newark  and  the 
mavor  of  the  said  town  of  Newark  for  the  time  beine; ; and  if  either  of  them 
should  be  then  absent,  or,  if  both  present,  they  should  not  agree  on  such  choice 
Jit  any  such  meeting  as  aforesaid,  then  there  was  to  be  called  in  the  first  senior 

alderman 
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alderman  and  two  of  those  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Newark  for  the  time 
being  who  were  chosen  by  the  parishioners,  one  of  such  churchwardens  to  be 
nominated  by  the  mayor  and  the  other  by  the  vicar,  if  they  should  be  both 
present,  but  if  either  of  them  should  be  absent,  then  the  nomination  of  such  of 
them  as  should  be  absent  to  be  signified  by  letter  to  the  other  at  or  before  the 
day  of  meeting,  and  in  default  of  such  nomination  both  the  said  churchwardens 
were  to  be  nominated  by  the  other  who  should  be  then  present,  and  in  such 
case  the  appointment  of  the  receiver  was  to  be  made  by  the  said  persons,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  and  that  such  receiver  should  be  removeable  at  the 
pleasure  of  the  said  mayor  and  vicar  for  the  time  being,  and  the  appointment 
of  a new  receiver  be  made  only  at  such  meeting  on  Monday  in  Whitsun  week 
for  that  purpose,  whereof  public  notice  was  to  be  given  in  the  church  on  the 
Sunday  fortnight  before,  immediately  after  divine  service. 

Second  Article. — That  such  receiver  should,  within  eight  days  next  after  the 
receipt  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  deposit  the  money  in  an 
iron  chest  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  with  three  locks  and  three  keys, 
and  the  said  chest  to  be  put  and  deposited  in  the  treasury  room  within  the 
vestry  of  the  said  church  of  Newark,  and  that  one  key  of  the  said  iron  chest 
should  be  kept  by  the  vicar,  another  by  the  mayor,  and  the  third  by  the  receiver 
for  the  time  being. 

Third  Article. — That  such  receiver  should,  annually,  account  for  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  estate  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  between  the  hours  of 
nine  and  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  same  day,  unless  the  said 
1st  day  of  January  should  happen  on  a Sunday,  in  which  case  he  was  to  account 
on  the  next  day  between  the  hours  of  nine  and  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon, 
in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark,  before  the  said  vicar  and  mayor  of 
Newark  for  the  time  being  ; and  if  either  of  them  should  be  absent,  then  there 
was  to  be  called  in  the  first  senior  alderman  and  two  of  those  churchwardens 
of  the  parish  of  Newark  for  the  time  being  who  were  chosen  by  the  parishioners, 
one  of  such  churchwardens  to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor  or  vicar  attending 
the  passing  such  accounts,  and  the  other  to  be  nominated  by  him  who  should 
be  absent,  such  nomination  to  be  signified  by  letter  to  the  other,  who  should  so 
attend  at  or  before  the  day  appointed  for  passing  such  account,  and  in  default 
of  such  nomination  both  the  said  churchwardens  to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor 
or  vicar  who  should  then  attend,  and  in  such  case  the  said  receiver  was  to 
account  before  the  mayor  or  vicar  then  present,  the  said  senior  aldermen  and 
the  two  churchwardens  so  nominated  as  aforesaid.  And  if  any  question  should 
arise  touching  the  allowing  or  disallowing  such  account,  or  any  the  items 
thereof,  the  same  was  to  be  determined  by  the  major  part  of  them  ; but  in  case 
the  mayor  and  vicar  should  be  both  present  at  the  passing  such  account,  and  they 
should  not  agree  about  the  allowing  or  disallowing  such  account,  or  any  the 
items  thereof,  then  they  were  to  call  in  the  first  senior  alderman  and  two  of 
those  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Newark  for  the  time  being  who  were 
chosen  by  the  parishioners,  one  of  such  churchwardens  to  be  nominated  by  the 
mayor  and  the  other  by  the  vicar,  and  every  such  question  was  to  be  deter- 
mined by  such  five  persons  or  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  the  persons  before 
whom  the  said  account  should  be  so  passed,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  case 
the  said  first  senior  alderman  and  two  churchwardens  should  be  called  in  as 
aforesaid,  were  to  sign  the  said  account,  which  said  account  should  be  deposited 
and  kept  in  the  said  chest. 

Fourth  Article. — That  the  monies  so  received  and  put  into  the  said  iron 
chest  should  be  annually  disposed  of  and  applied  on  the  1st  day  of  January  in 
every  year,  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  of 
the  same  dav,  unless  that  day  should  happen  on  a Sunday,  and  then  upon  the 
next  day  following,  between  the  same  hours,  in  such  manner  as  should  be  agreed 
on  and  settled  by  the  said  vicar  and  mayor  of  Newark  for  the  time  being, 
towards  the  reparation  of  the  church  of  Newark,  or  such  other  good  works  for 
the  common  weal  of  the  said  town  as  they  should  think  proper  and  most  agree- 
able to  the  donation  and  intention  of  the  said  Robert  Brown ; but  if  one  of 
them  should  be  then  absent,  then  he  who  should  be  present  was  to  call  in  the 
first  senior  alderman,  and  two  of  those  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Newark 
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for  the  time  being,  who  were  chosen  by  the  parishioners,  one  of  such  church- 
wardens to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor  or  vicar  then  present,  and  the  other  to 
be  nominated  by  him  who  should  be  absent,  and  such  nomination  to  be  by 
letter,  at  or  before  the  day  appointed  for  making  such  disposition  and  appli- 
cation of  the  said  money  signified  to  the  other,  and  in  default  of  such  nomi- 
nation, both  the  said  churchwardens  to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor  or  vicar  then 
present,  and  he,  together  with  the  said  first  senior  alderman,  and  the  said  two 
churchwardens  so  nominated  were  to  settle  and  agree  in  what  manner  the  said 
money  should  be  disposed  of  and  applied  to  the  reparation  of  the  church  of 
Newark,  or  such  other  good  works  for  the  common  weal  of  the  said  town,  as 
they  should  think  proper  and  most  agreeable  to  the  donation  and  intention  of 
the  said  Robert  Brown ; and  if  they  should  not  all  agree  therein,  then  the 
question  to  be  determined  by  the  major  part  of  them  ; and  in  case  the  mayor 
and  vicar  should  be  both  present,  and  they  should  not  agree  about  such  dis- 
position and  application  of  the  said  money,  or  any  part  thereof,  then  and  in 
every  such  case,  there  was  to  be  called  in  the  first  senior  alderman,  and  two  of 
those  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Newark  for  the  time  being  who  were 
chosen  by  the  parishioners,  one  of  such  churchwardens  to  be  nominated  by  the 
mayor  and  the  other  by  the  vicar,  and  every  such  question  was  to  be  determined 
by  such  five  persons,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

Fifth  Article. — That  the  said  receiver  should  cause  the  orders  and  directions  of 
the  persons  aforesaid,  touching  the  application  or  the  disposition  of  the  said  rents 
and  profits,  to  be  fairly  transcribed  into  a book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose, 
and  to  be  signed  by  the  said  persons,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  and  deposited 
in  the  said  chest. 

Sixth  Article.— That  no  lease  or  leases  of  the  said  estate  should  be  let  for 
any  longer  time  or  term  than  twenty-one  years,  and  at  the  best  and  most  im- 
proved rent  or  value. 

Seventh  Article.' — That  before  any  part  of  the  said  premises  should  be  let  on 
lease  or  otherwise,  the  town  clerk  of  Newark  should  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  by  the  parish-clerk,  on  Sunday,  in  the  church  of  Newark,  immediately 
after  divine  evening  service,  of  the  time  and  place  of  letting  such  estate,  at  least 
ten  days  before  the  letting  the  same  ; and  that  the  said  estates  should  be  always 
letten  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  two 
of  the  clock  of  the  day  appointed  for  letting  the  same  to  the  person  or  persons  that 
should  offer  the  most  rent  for  the  same  ; provided  that  such  person  or  persons 
should  be  esteemed  by  the  vicar  and  mayor  of  Newark  aforesaid  for  the  time 
being,  capable  of  paying  or  giving  good  security  for  the  payment  of  the  rents 
thereof,  but  if  either  of  them  the  said  mayor  and  vicar  should  be  absent,  then 
such  of  them  as  should  be  present  was  to  call  in  the  first  senior  alderman  of  the 
town  of  Newark,  and  two  of  those  churchwardens  of  the  parish  church  of  Newark 
for  the  time  being  who  were  chosen  by  the  parishioners,  one  of  such  church- 
wardens to  be  chosen  by  the  mayor  or  vicar  then  present,  and  the  other  to  be 
nominated  by  the  other,  who  should  be  then  absent,  such  nomination  to  be  signi- 
fied by  letter  to  him  who  should  be  present  at  or  before  the  day  appointed  for 
letting  such  estates  ; and  in  default  of  such  nomination,  both  the  said  church- 
wardens to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor  or  vicar  who  should  be  then  present, 
and  such  estates  were  to  be  then  let  to  the  person  or  persons  that  should  offer  the 
most  rent  for  the  same  ; provided  that  such  person  or  persons  should  be  esteemed 
by  the  vicar  or  mayor  then  present,  the  first  senior  alderman,  and  the  two 
churchwardens,  so  to  be  nominated  as  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them  then 
present,  capable  of  paying  or  giving  good  security  for  the  payment  of  the  rents 
thereof ; and  in  case  the  mayor  and  vicar  should  be  both  present,  and  disagree 
about  the  ability  or  security  of  the  person  or  persons  offering  the  most  rent  for 
the  said  estates,  for  the  payment  thereof,  then  they  were  to  call  in  the  first  senior 
alderman  of  the  town  of  Newark  for  the  time  being,  and  two  of  the  church- 
wardens of  the  parish  of  Newark  for  the  time  being,  who  were  chosen  by  the 
parishioners  ; one  of  such  churchwardens  to  be  nominated  by  the  mayor  and  the 
other  by  the  vicar ; and  every  such  question  was  to  be  determined  by  such  five 
persons,  or  the  major  part  of  them. 

Eighth  article. — That  when  any  lease  or  leases  of  the  said  premises,  or  any 

part 
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part  or  parts  thereof,  was  or  were  let,  such  lease  or  leases  should  pass  under 
the  common  seal  of  the  corporation  of  Newark,  and  under  the  hand  and  seal 
of  the  mayor  or  vicar  for  the  time  being ; and  that  they  should  take  a coun- 
terpart of  such  lease  or  leases,  from  the  lessee  or  lessees  of  the  said  pre- 
mises, to  be  executed  by  him  her  or  them,  and  should  deposit  the  same  in  the 
said  chest.

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Ninth  Article. — That  the  said  receiver  should  be  annually  allowed  and  paid 
the  sum  of  405.  for  his  care  and  pains  in  collecting  the  rents  and  prfiots  of  the 
said  estate. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  13th  year  of  his  late  Majesty  George 
the  Third,  after  reciting  the  will  of  Robert  Brown  to  the  effect  above  stated, 
and  also  the  will  of  William  Phillipott  (which  will  be  seen  hereafter  in  the 
account  of  his  charity),  and  the  proceedings  in  Chancery  and  decree  of  1738 
already  noticed,  and  of  which  a further  part  will  be  given  in  the  account  of 
Phillipott’s  charity ; and  further  reciting,  that  several  parts  of  the  said  charity 
estates  of  Brown  and  Phillipott  were  situate  in  the  parish  of  Newark,  and 
consisted  of  houses  and  small  parcels  of  land  lying  in  and  near  the  said  town 
of  Newark,  let  to  a great  number  of  tenants  at  small  rents,  many  of  which 
houses  were  old  and  greatly  out  of  repair,  and  would  take  a considerable  sum 
of  money  in  repairing  or  rebuilding  the  same ; fyut  the  said  houses,  together 
with  the  said  several  small  parcels  of  land,  might  be  sold  to  great  advantage  to 
several  persons  who  were  desirous  of  building  good  houses  in  the  said  town  (which 
were  much  wanted),  if  they  could  be  accommodated  with  land  for  that  purpose. 
And  also  reciting,  that  the  said  town  of  Newark  was  a large  and  populous 
town,  and  the  trade  and  manufactories  thereof  were  daily  increasing ; but  the 
magistrates  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  found  great  inconvenience  from 
the  want  of  a town-hall,  wherein  the  sessions  for,  and  other  public  meetings 
and  business  of,  the  said  town  might  be  held  and  transacted,  and  the  want  of 
which  was  moreover  a public  inconvenience,  as  the  sessions  for  the  said  county 
of  Nottingham  were  held  at  Newark  four  times  in  each  year  ; and  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  said  town  also  sustained  a great  inconvenience  from  the  want  of 
proper  buildings  to  be  used  as  shambles,  shops  and  stalls,  for  the  accommodation 
of  butchers  and  other  persons  resorting  to  the  market  of  Newark  with  provi- 
sions ; and  the  church-yard  of  Newark  (which  was  the  common  burying-place 
for  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Newark)  was  found  to  be  greatly  too 
confined  a space  of  ground  for  that  purpose,  and  the  public  avenue  or  ap- 
proach to  the  said  church-yard  was  also  narrow  and  inconvenient.  And  it 
was  conceived,  that  the  intentions  of  the  said  several  donors,  would  be  truly 
and  effectually  answered,  without  occasioning  a considerable  diminution  (if 
any)  of  the  annual  income  of  the  said  charity  estates,  if  such  parts  thereof, 
as  were  particularly  mentioned  in  the  first  and  third  schedules  to  that  Act 
annexed  (and  which  were  the  most  burthensome  parts  of  the  said  estates,  on 
account  of  the  decayed  state  of  the  buildings  thereon,  and  the  great  expense 
that  would  be  incurred  by  properly  rebuilding  or  repairing  the  same)  were  sold, 
and  if  a competent  part  of  the  money  to  arise  by  such  sale,  was  laid  out  in  build- 
ing a proper  town  hall,  and  such  shambles,  shops  and  stalls  as  would  be  con- 
venient for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  on  the  site  of  other  parts  of  the  said 
charity  estates  given  by  the  said  William  Phillipott,  and  which  were  particularly 
pientioned  in  the  fourth  schedule,  and  if  other  part  of  the  said  money  to  arise 
by  such  sale,  was  applied  in  the  purchasing  of  such  houses,  lands,  tenements  or 
hereditaments,  as  should  be  found  convenient  and  proper  for  enlarging  the  said 
Churchyard  of  Newark,  and  opening  a convenient  passage  as  well  to  the  said 
church  as  the  said  churchyard ; and  if  the  residue  of  the  said  money  (if  any) 
was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands  and  hereditaments  in  the  said 
county  of  Nottingham  or  elsewhere,  upon  the  like  trusts  as  were  then  sub- 
sisting respecting  the  said  charity  estates  of  the  said  Robert  Brown : it  was 
enacted,  that  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  borough  of  Newark,  and  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  together 
with  several  other  persons  therein  named,  being  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish 
of  Newark,  and  the  survivors  and  survivor  of  them,  from  and  after  the  24th  day 
of  June  1773,  should  be,  and  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  whereof  the  said

314  FURTHER  REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  [County  of 

mayor  or  vicar  for  the  time  being  to  be  one,  were  thereby  from  thenceforth 
declared  to  be  commissioners  for  ordering  and  directing  the  selling  of  the 
said  several  houses  and  estates  mentioned  and  described  in  the  first  and  third 
schedules  to  that  Act  annexed,  and  for  the  building  the  said  town-hall,  shambles, 
shops  and  stalls,  and  also  for  the  purchasing  of  lands  and  hereditaments  for 
enlarging  and  improving  the  said  church-yard  of  Newark,  and  the  avenues  as 
well  to  the  said  church  as  the  said  churchyard,  and  for  investing  the  residue  of 
the  money  to  arise  by  such  sales  of  the  said  charity  estates,  in  the  purchase 
of  other  lands  and  hereditaments  as  thereinafter  mentioned,  and  also  for 
putting  that  Act  in  execution,  pursuant  to  the  directions  thereinafter  given. 
And  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  said  several  charity  estates  respectively 
mentioned  in  the  said  first  and  third  schedules  should  be  vested  in  three  other 
persons  in  the  said  Act  mentioned,  on  trust,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said 
commissioners,  to  convey  the  said  premises,  or  any  part  of  them,  in  such  lots 
or  parcels  and  in  such  manner  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  directed  by  the 
said  commissioners  unto  the  persons  who  should  become  purchasers  thereof,  at 
the  meetings  to  be  had  for  a public  and  open  sale  of  the  said  premises  as  there* 
inafter  directed ; and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  all  and  every  sum  and  sums 
of  money  which  should  from  time  to  time  arise  and  be  received  from,  by  or  on 
account  of  the  sale  or  sales  of  the  said  premises,  or  of  any  materials  of  such  of 
the  buildings  on  the  said  charity  estates  mentioned  in  the  fourth  schedule,  as 
should  be  pulled  down  or  prostrated  for  the  purpose  of  building  the  said  town- 
hall,  shambles,  shops  and  stalls  on  the  site  thereof,  should  be  vested  in  the  said 
commissioners,  on  trust,  to  be  applied,  employed  and  disposed  of  by  the  said 
commissioners,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  not  being  less  than  five,  to  and  for 
the  several  uses,  intents  and  purposes,  and  in  the  manner  after-mentioned  and 
directed,  that  is  to  say,  in  the  first  place  for  paying  and  defraying  the  costs, 
charges  and  expenses  of  obtaining  that  Act  and  executing  the  trusts  thereof, 
and  that  the  said  commissioners  should  employ,  expend  and  apply  so  much  of 
the  residue  of  the  said  money  to  arise  by  such  sale  or  sales  as  they 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  not  being  less  than  five,  should  find  expedient 
and  necessary  for  that  purpose,  in  and  for  the  building,  erecting  and  finishing, 
on  some  convenient  part  of  the  trust  estates  mentioned  and  described  in  the 
said  fourth  schedule,  a proper  and  suitable  town-hall  for  the  said  town  and 
borough  of  Newark,  and  also  such  shambles,  shops  and  other  erections  and 
buildings  as  the  said  commissioners,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  not  being  less 
than  five,  should  deem  necessary  and  proper,  for  the  use  of  butchers  and  other 
persons  living  in  the  said  town  of  Newark,  or  resorting  to  the  market  of  the 
said  town  with  provisions  and  marketable  wares ; and  also  that  the  said 
commissioners  should  pay  and  apply  so  much  of  the  said  residue  of  the  said 
money,  to  arise  by  such  sale  or  sales  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them,  not  being 
less  than  five,  should  find  necessary,  in  and  for  the  purchasing  of  such  messuages, 
lands  and  tenements  as  should  be  found  convenient  and  proper,  to  be  laid  into 
the  said  church-yard  of  the  said  town  of  Newark  for  enlarging  the  same,  and 
in  and  for  the  purchasing,  pulling  down  and  prostrating  such  houses  and  other 
erections  and  buildings  as  should  be  necessary  to  be  purchased,  pulled  down 
and  prostrated,  to  open  and  enlarge  the  avenues  and  approaches  leading  to  the 
said  church  and  churchyard  ; and  as  to  the  residue  of  the  said  money  which 
should  remain  after  the  several  purposes  aforesaid  should  be  fully  answered, 
that  the  said  commissioners,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  not  being  less  than  five, 
should  invest  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  freehold  lands  tenements  or  heredi- 
taments of  a good  estate  of  inheritance  in  fee-simple  in  the  county  of  Not- 
tingham, or  some  other  adjoining  county,  to  be  conveyed  to  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  of  the  said  town  and  borough  of  Newark-upon-Trent,  and  which 
should  from  thenceforth  for  ever  be  and  remain  vested  in  them  the  said  mayor 
and  aldermen,  in  trust  for  the  several  uses,  intents  and  purposes,  and  to  be 
applied  and  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  in  and  by  the  said  will  of  the  said 
Robert  Brown,  and  the  said  decree  of  the  said  High  Court  of  Chancery  was 
expressed  and  declared,  of  and  concerning  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments  of  the  said  Robert  Brown  in  his  said  will,  and  the  said  decree 
mentioned.

We  were  not  able  to  obtain  an  account  of  all  the  sales  that  were  effected 
under  the  powers  of  this  Act,  or  any  statement  of  the  disbursments  that  were 
made  in  pusuance  of  its  provisions  ; but  several  sales,  embracing  the  greater 
part  of  the  property  authorized  to  be  sold,  and  producing  to  the  amount  of 
13,698  /.  are  specified  in  the  Minute  Book  of  the  commissioners  ; and  we  are 
warranted  in  concluding,  that  the  sales  were  completed,  and  the  proceeds 
duly  applied,  by  the  recitals  of  a later  Act,  passed  in  the  38th  year  of  Geo.  3.  for 
lighting  and  paving  the  town  of  Newark,  in  which  it  is  stated,  that  the  com- 
missioners appointed  by  the  said  Act  of  1773  had  sold  the  whole  of  the  premises 
thereby  directed  to  be  sold,  and  had  made  the  several  alterations  and  improve- 
ments in  that  Act  expressed,  and  had  laid  out  part  of  the  surplus  arising  from 
such  sale  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  which  had  been  conveyed  according  to  the 
directions  of  that  Act,  and  that  there  then  remained  unapplied  in  their  hands 
the  sum  of  232/.  After  further  reciting,  that  it  would  be  expedient  and  for  the 
good  of  the  said  town  of  Newark,  to  apply  the  said  sum  of  232/.  towards  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  obtaining  and  passing  that  Act,  or  making  such  alte- 
rations and  improvements  in  the  said  shambles  or  market  as  should  be  thought 
necessary,  or  for  other  purposes  of  that  Act;  it  was  enacted,  that  it  should  and 
might  be  lawful,  to  and  for  the  said  Commissioners  appointed  in  and  by  the  said 
recited  Act  of  the  13th  year  of  the  reign  of  his  then  majesty,  and  they  were 
thereby  authorized  and  required,  within  three  calendar  months  next  after  the 
passing  of  that  Act,  to  pay  and  apply  the  said  sum  of  232/.  so  remaining  in  their 
hands  unapplied  as  aforesaid,  to  the  said  Commissioners  appointed  in  and  by  the 
said  Act  of  1798,  or  to  their  clerk  or  treasurer  for  the  time  being,  whose  receipt 
should  be  a sufficient  discharge  for  the  same. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts  of  Mr.  Godfrey,  late  town  clerk  of  Newark,  that 
this  balance  was  accordingly  paid  over  to  the  commissioners  under  the  lighting 
and  paving  Act. 

The  surplus  monies,  which  we  find  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
lands,  as  stated  in  the  lighting  and  paving  Act,  consisted  of  three  sums  of 
1,000/.,  695/.  and  840/.,  which  were  respectively  applied  to  the  following 
purchases ; viz. 

1.  House  in  the  market  place  of  Newark. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  27th  and  28th  March  177-5,  the  release 
being  between  Richard  Eastland,  of  the  first  part ; the  commissioners  appointed 
by  the  said  Act  of  the  13th  year  of  the  late  king,  of  the  second  part ; and  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  of  Newark,  of  the  third  part ; the  said  Richard  Eastland,  in 
consideration  of  the  sum  of  1,000/.  paid  by  the  said  commissioners,  with  the  con- 
sent and  at  the  direction  and  appointment  of  the  said  commissioners,  testified 
by  their  being  made  parties  thereto,  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  mayor 
and  aldermen,  “all  that  messuage  house  or  tenement,  and  the  ground  whereon 
the  same  stood,  with  the  appurtenances,  and  the  garden  and  yard  or  backside 
thereunto  belonging,  situate  and  being  in  Newark-upon-Trent,  in  or  near  a 
certain  place  there  commonly  called  the  Market  Place,  together  with  all  houses 
and  the  appurtenances,  except  certain  malt  floors,  malt  rooms,  kilns  and  other 
out-houses  therein  mentioned,  to  hold  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  to  their  only  proper  use  and  behoof,”  but  in  trust  “ to 
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Newark.  and  por  ^ severai  uses  intents  and  purposes,  and  to  be  applied  and  disposed  of 
Brown  s Charity,  m such  manner  as  in  and  by  the  will  of  Robert  Brown  and  the  decree  of  the 

continued.  High  Court  of  Chancery  was  and  were  expressed  directed  and  declared  of 

■ ' and  concerning  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  of  the  said 

Robert  Brown  in  his  said  will,  and  the  said  decree  mentioned.” 

This  house  was  subsequently  taken  down,  and  a public  house  and  other 
buildings  erected  on  the  site. 

2.  The  Fiskerton  lands. — By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  3d 
and  4th  May  1796,  the  release  being  between  Christopher  Buckley  and  his  wife, 
and  two  others  and  their  respective  wives,  of  the  first  part;  George  Millington 
and  his  wife,  of  the  second  part ; the  commissioners  appointed  by  virtue  of  the 
said  Act  of  the  13th  Geo.  3,  of  the  third  part;  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
Newark,  of  the  fourth  part;  and  William  Dickinson,  of  the  fifth  part;  after  reciting 
the  said  Act,  and  that  the  said  several  premises  thereby  directed  to  be  sold  had 
been  all  sold,  and  that  out  of  the  monies  arising  therefrom  the  expenses  of 
obtaining  and  executing  the  Act,  and  of  building  a town-hall,  and  such 
shambles  and  shops  and  other  erections  as  were  in  the  said  Act  mentioned,  and 
of  purchasing  premises  for  enlarging  the  churchyard  and  opening  the  avenues 
thereto,  had  been  defrayed,  and  that  the  commissioners  had  agreed  with  the  par- 
ties of  the  first  and  second  part  for  the  purchase  of  the  fee  simple  of  the  parcels 
of  land  aftermentioned  for  the  sum  of  695  /.  being  part  of  the  monies  which  had 
arisen  by  sale  of  the  premises  mentioned  in  the  said  Act,  and  which  remained 
after  answering  the  specific  purposes  mentioned  in  the  said  Act:  it  was  witnessed, 
that  in  obedience  to  the  said  Act,  and  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  695 /. 
the  said  parties  of  the  first  and  second  part  granted  to  the  said  William  Dickin- 
son and  his  heirs  two  closes,  called  the  Furlong  Closes,  containing,  by  estimation, 
twelve  acres,  situate  in  Fiskerton,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  to  hold  to  the 
said  William  Dickinson  and  his  heirs,  to  the  use  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
Newark  and  their  successors,  in  trust,  for  the  several  uses,  and  to  be  applied  in 
such  manner  as  by  the  will  of  the  said  Robert  Brown,  and  the  decree  of  the 
Court  of  Chancery  were  expressed,  and  which  by  the  said  Act  were  directed  to 
be  limited,  concerning  the  lands  purchased  with  the  clear  residue  of  the  monies 
arising  by  sale  of  the  premises,  thereby  vested  in  the  trustees  for  sale. 

3.  The  Barnby  lands. — By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date 
14th  and  15th  June  1796,  the  release  being  between  Robert  Hatfield  and  Jane 
his  wife,  of  the  first  part ; the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  said  Act  of 
the  13th  of  the  late  king,  of  the  second  part ; and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
Newark,  of  the  third  part ; after  reciting  the  said  Act,  and  the  subsequent 
sales,  and  the  erection  of  the  buildings  in  pursuance  thereof,  as  in  the  last 
abstract,  and  that  the  commissioners  had  agreed  with  the  said  Robert  Hatfield 
and  Jane  his  wife  for  the  absolute  purchase  of  the  fee  simple  of  the  premises 
after  mentioned  for  the  sum  of  840/.  part  of  the  monies  which  had  arisen  by 
such  sales  : it  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  840/. 
(440/.  thereof  paid  to  the  said  Robert  and  Jane,  and  400/.  paid  to  John 
Millington  in  satisfaction  of  a mortgage)  the  said  Robert  and  Jane  thereby 
granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  a close,  known  by  the 
name  of  the  Little  Meadows,  otherwise  Leek  Close,  containing,  by  estimation, 
three  acres;  another  close,  called  the  Great  Meadows,  containing,  by  estimation, 
six  acres ; another  close,  called  the  Wheatleys,  otherwise  Whitleys,  containing, 
by  estimation,  four  acres;  and  another  close,  called  the  Moor  Close,  containing, 
by  estimation,  sixteen  acres,  all  situate  in  Barnby  in  the  Willows,  in  the  county 
of  Nottingham,  or  in  the  liberties  or  territories  thereof,  with  the  appurtenances, 
to  hold  to  the  grantees,  their  successors  and  assigns,  on  trust,  for  the  several 
uses,  and  to  be  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  by  the  will  of  the  said  Robert 
Brown,  and  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  was  declared  and  directed. 

Upon  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  of  Coddington  in  the  year  1762, 
the  commissioners  awarded  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  as  trustees  of  this  cha- 
rity, in  respect  of  their  freehold  lands  and  right  of  common  in  the  premises  to 
be  divided,  a piece  of  land  on  the  pasture  and  great  moor  of  Coddington,  con- 
taining 14a.

The  several  rents  above  specified  appear  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  Newark, 

premises.  The  premises  which  are  held  on  lease,  were  let  by  public  auction,  - — 7 
agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  decree,  with  the  exception  of  those  held  by  ro^" 

Robert  Gibson,  whose  lease  appears  to  have  been  granted  in  consequence  of  his  v ' 

having  been  surety  to  the  preceding  tenant,  William  Booth,  who  became  insolvent. 

The  premises  held  on  yearly  tenancies  were  let  by  private  contract. 

Of  those  held  by  Mr.  Dyson,  the  alderman,  it  is  proper  to  mention,  that  he 
first  entered  upon  that  tenancy  as  the  representative  of  James  Wallace,  who 
held  the  premises  at  a rent  of  37 8 s.  This  rent  was  raised  at  Lady-day  1 824, 
after  Mr.  Dyson’s  occupation  had  commenced,  to  521.  10  s.  its  present  amount. 

The  rents  are  paid  to  a receiver,  appointed  agreeably  to  the  directions  of 
the  decree,  who  is  allowed  in  respect  1 hereof  a salary  of  51. 

The  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  care  and  management  of  the  property, 
are,  the  sum  of  15  s.  half-yearly,  as  a contribution  to  the  expense  of  the 
rent  day  dinners;  the  sum  of  31.  for  the  insurance  of  the  Wing  Tavern;  and 
the  expense  of  repairs,  for  which,  in  the  account  passed  1st  January  1828,  the 
sum  of  31  /.  2s.  10 d.  was  charged,  as  laid  out  upon  the  premises  in  Newark. 

There  are  also  paid  a small  chief  rent  of  65.  9d.  to  the  Duke  of  New- 
castle in  respect  of  the  Wing  Tavern,  and  a rent  of  7 s.  to  Phillipott’s  charity 
in  respect  of  part  of  the  ground  belonging  to  the  town  hall. 

After  these  several  payments,  the  residue  of  the  rents  is  applied  by  the

In  this 
application,  the  sum  of  90/.  is  annually  assigned  towards  the  lighting  and 
paving  of  the  town,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  passed  for  that  pur- 
pose, as  before  mentioned;  and  what  further  remains  is  bestowed  for  other 
public  purposes  in  the  town  of  Newark.  Among  these  may  be  specified,  a 
contribution  of  298/.  towards  the  erection  of  an  organ  ; a further  contribution 
to  the  erection  of  the  girls  national  school ; payments  of  salaries  to  police 
officers ; purchases  of  houses  for  widening  the  streets  and  enlarging  the 
churchyard  ; advances  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways,  besides  other  objects  of 
general  utility.

William  PJiillijtolt  of  Newark,  merchant,  by  Will,  dated  the  18th  March 
1556,  gave  to  his  wife  Elizabeth,  for  her  dowry  and  thirds  of  his  lands,  several 
cottages  tenements  and  lands  in  Newark,  in  the  said  will  particularly  described, 
and  then  yielding  rents  amounting  together  to  the  sum  of  11  /.  14-5.  per  annum  ; 
and  he  willed,  that  all  the  said  premises,  immediately  after  the  decease  of  his 
wife,  should  remain  wholly  to  ihe  alderman  and  the  twelve  assistants,  inhabitants 
of  the  town  of  Newark-upon-Trent,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  in  such 
sort  as  he  should  further  declare  by  that  his  will ; and  reciting,  that  of  late  he 
had,  at  his  proper  costs  and  charges,  erected  and  set  up  one  house  with  a chapel 
in  the  same  in  Coddington-lane,  within  the  town  of  Newark,  which  house  and 
chapel  he  made  to  be  an  almshouse  for  the  continual  ease  finding  and  lodging 
of  five  poor  men,  to  be  therein  lodged  found  and  eased  from  time  to  time  and 
from  age  to  age  for  ever,  to  the  intent  that  such  five  poor  men  for  their  times 
being  should  continually  for  ever  pray  for  the  good  and  prosperous  estate  of  the 
king  and  queen’s  majesties,  and  of  the  heirs  and  successors  of  the  queen,  for 
the  prosperity  tranquillity  and  peace  of  this  realm  of  England,  and  for  the 
souls  of  King  Henry  the  Eighth  and  King  Edward  the  Sixth,  and  of  the  queen, 
after  her  departure  out  of  this  transitory  life,  for  his  soul,  his  wife’s  soul  and  all 
Christian  souls,  which  his  purpose,  as  he  assuredly  trusted  it  did  stand  with  the 
pleasure  of  almighty  God,  so  minding  to  have  the  same  established  and  pro- 
vided to  have  continuance  for  ever;  therefore  he  willed  and  devised  to  the 
alderman  and  the  twelve  assistants,  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Newark-upon- 
Trent,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  all  and  singular  the  said  house  and  chapel 
with  the  appurtenances  ; and  also  certain  other  messuages,  cottages,  lands  and 
premises,  in  the  said  will  particularly  described,  situate  respectively  in  Newark, 
Northgate,  Stoke,  Ferndon,  and  North  Muskham,  and  yielding  rents  to  the 
amount  of  1 6 /.

Newark,  some  time  in  the  tenure  of  John  Cook,  and  then  or  late  William 
Townsend  ; and  one  other  chief-rent  or  obit-rent  of  3s.  2 d.  by  the  year,  issuing 
out  of  a tenement  in  Barnby  Gate,  belonging  to  the  said  alderman  and  twelve 
assistants,  inhabitants  of  Newark,  called  the  land  of  John  Gray,  then  or  lately 
in  the  tenure  of  Robert  Hogen,  in  all  17/.  05.  6 d.  ; and  reciting,  that  thereto- 
fore he  had  given  to  Elizabeth  his  wife,  during  her  life,  9 a.  & 1 r.  of  meadow, 
lying  in  the  meadows  of  Holme,  of  the  yearly  rent  of  405.  he  willed,  that  im- 
mediately after  her  decease  the  said  9 a.  & 1 r.  of  meadow  should  remain  unto 
the  alderman  and  the  twelve  assistants,  inhabitants  of  Newark,  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  almshouse  and  the  lands 
and  other  charges  belonging  to  the  said  almshouse,  in  all,  the  rents  apper- 
taining to  the  almshouse,  with  the  said  405.  in  reversion,  19/.  05  6 d. : — to  hold 
all  and  singular  the  said  messuages  lands  and  tenements,  rents  and  other  here- 
ditaments, with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  said  alderman  and  the  twelve 
assistants,  inhabitants  of  Newark,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  upon  con- 
dition that  they  should  yearly,  for  ever,  use  order  and  govern  the  said  five  poor 
men,  and  the  said  messuages  and  premises,  and  should  yearly  employ  and

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bestow  all  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  same,  to  and  for  the  uses  intents  and  Newark, 

purposes,  and  in  the  manner  after  ordained  and  declared  ; that  is  to  say,  first,  — — 

he  willed  and  declared,  that  the  said  messuage  and  chapel  by  him  late  erected  Phlll,.P°tt  s Chanty, 
and  set  up  in  Coddington-lane,  with  the  appurtenances,  should  from  thenceforth  Lawrences 
for  ever  continue  and  be  an  almshouse  for  five  poor  men,  there  to  have  their  continual. 
ease  lodging  and  finding  ; and  after  the  decease  of  his  wife,  he  willed  that  the  ^ ' 
alderman  of  Newark  for  the  time  being,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  his  brethren 
the  assistants,  of  the  twelve  coadjutors,  of  the  vicar  of  Newark  for  the  time 
being,  and  of  two  other  honest  persons  of  the  commons  of  the  said  town,  to  be 
elected  by  the  said  alderman  and  assistants  and  their  successors,  should  from 
time  to  time  for  ever  have  the  nomination,  election,  putting  in  and  removing  of

and  before  the  vicar  and  the  said  two  commoners  elected  as  aforesaid.  Item,  continued' 

he  willed,  that  the  residue  of  the  aforesaid  11/.  14s.  which  was  (>/.  14s.  by  the  v ^ 

year,  should  remain  towards  the  maintenance  as  well  of  the  said  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  reversion,  as  also  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  said  almshouse,  and 
all  the  lands  and  tenements  belonging  to  the  same  ; and  if  there  should  be  any 
thing  spared  besides  the  maintenance  of  the  said  lands  and  tenements,  then  he 
willed  that  the  money  so  spared  and  left  should  be  employed  and  taken  towards 
the  fifteenths  and  tenths  or  other  like  charges  of  the  said  town,  as  the  most 
need  should  require. 

The  following  regulations  respecting  this  charity  were  made  by  the  decree 
of  1738,  viz. 

First  Article. — That  for  the  future,  in  case  of  a vacancy  of  any  of  the  alms- 
men by  death  or  otherwise,  such  vacancy  should  be  supplied  by  one  or  more 
poor  men  of  the  said  town  of  Newark,  to  be  chosen  by  the  mayor  and  aider- 
men  of  Newark,  and  by  twelve  persons  paying  to  the  church  and  poor  to  be 
chosen  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Newark,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  in- 
stead of  the  twelve  coadjutors  in  the  said  Phillipott’s  will  mentioned,  and  by  the 
vicar  and  two  commoners  to  be  elected  in  manner  after  mentioned,  or  the 
major  part  of  them  present  at  a meeting  to  be  had  for  that  purpose  ; such 
twelve  persons  so  to  be  chosen  instead  of  the  coadjutors,  to  continue  during 
their  respective  lives  or  until  they  should  cease  to  be  resident  in  the  said  town 
of  Newark  respectively. 

Second  Article. — That  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Newark  for  the  time 
being,  the  said  twelve  persons,  the  vicar  and  two  commoners,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  should  choose  out  of  the  five  almsmen,  one  to  be  reader ; and  if  none 
of  the  said  five  almsmen  were  fitting  or  capable  to  perform  that  office,  that  then 
they  should  choose  some  poor  man  of  Newark  for  that  purpose. 

Third  Article. — That  when  a vacancy  should  thereafter  happen  of  any  alms- 
man or  almsmen  by  death,  removal  or  otherwise,  the  town  clerk  of  Newark  for 
the  time  being  should  cause  public  notice  to  be  given  the  next  Sunday  after  the 
burial  or  removal  of  such  almsman  or  almsmen  or  reader,  immediately  after 
evening  divine  service  in  the  church  of  Newark,  of  a meeting  of  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  for  the  time  being,  and  of  the  said  twelve  persons  to  be  chosen 
instead  of  coadjutors,  and  of  the  vicar  and  two  commoners,  for  the  choice  of 
a poor  man  or  poor  men  of  the  said  town  of  Newark  to  supply  such  a vacancy, 
and  that  such  meeting  should  always  be  in  the  body  of  the  said  church  on  the 
Friday  following  the  day  on  which  such  notice  was  given,  at  one  of  the  clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day. 

Fourth  Article. — -That  twelve  skilful  and  honest  men,  inhabitants  of  Newark, 
and  paying  to  the  church  and  poor  of  the  said  town,  should  be  chosen  in  the 
body  of  the  said  church  on  the  2d  day  of  August  then  next,  at  the  hour  of  one 
of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  lieu  or  instead  of  the  twelve 
coadjutors  in  the  said  Phillipott’s  will  mentioned,  to  be  aiding  and  assisting  in 
passing  the  accounts  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  charity  estate,  which 
said  choice  was  to  be  made  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  town  of  Newark 
for  the  time  being,  or  by  the  major  part  of  them  who  should  be  then  and  there 
present.  And  in  case  of  the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  the  twelve  persons  so 
to  be  chosen,  after  their  being  so  chosen,  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  were  to 
proceed  to  the  choice  of  another  person  in  the  stead  or  place  of  such  person  or 
persons  so  dead  or  removed,  out  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  of  Newark, 
paying  to  the  church  and  poor,  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark  afore- 
said, at  one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon,  on  a day  to  be  appointed  by  them 
for  that  purpose  within  fourteen  days  after  such  death  or  removal,  of  which 
public  notice  was  to  be  given  in  the  body  of  the  said  church  on  a Sunday  imme- 
diately after  divine  evening  service,  four  days  at  least  before  they  should  pro- 
ceed to  such  choice. 

Fifth  Article. — By  consent  of  the  clerks  in  court  on  both  sides  (it  appearing 
that  an  annual  election  of  two  distinct  sets  of  two  commoners  of  the  town  of 
Newark  to  act  in  the  management  of  that  charity,  to  be  made  by  the  inhabitants 
of  the  said  town  at  large,  might  be  attended  with  great  inconveniency),  that  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  town  paying  to  the  church  and  poor  should  proceed  to  the 
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Newark.  nomination  of  four  commoners  on  the  27th  day  of  September  then  next,  between 
— the  hours  of  one  and  three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  the

Lawrence^  by  the  inhabitants,  that  two  should  be  elected  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the 
continued.’  said  town  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  at  an  assembly  of  the  said 

k ^ > mayor  and  aldermen,  to  be  held  within  a week  after  the  said  nomination,  and  the 

two  commoners  so  to  be  elected  were  to  continue  during  their  lives,  or  until  they 
should  cease  to  be  resident  in  the  said  town  of  Newark:  and  it  was  by  the 
like  consent  ordered,  that  the  said  two  commoners  so  to  be  elected  should  be 
vested  with  the  same  power  with  any  two  commoners  directed  to  be  chosen  by 
the  will  of  the  said  William  Phillipott ; but  such  two  men  were  not  to  be  chosen 
for  or  instead  of  the  said  coadjutors;  and  in  case  of  the  death  of  either  of  the 
said  two  commoners  so  to  be  elected,  or  in  case  either  of  them  should  be  chosen 
an  alderman  or  chamberlain  of  the  said  town,  or  to  be  any  of  the  said  persons  to 
serve  instead  of  the  said  twelve  coadjutors,  then  the  inhabitants  were  to  proceed 
to  a new  election,  in  manner  before  directed,  on  public  notice  to  be  given  on  a 
Sunday  next  after  divine  evening  service,  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark, 
of  such  vacancy,  and  of  the  time  of  such  election,  by  the  space  of  one  week 
before  such  election  should  be  had. 

Sixth  Article. — That  no  fines  should  be  taken  on  any  leases  to  be  granted  of 
the  said  estates  ; and  that  no  leases  should  be  granted  thereof  or  of  any  part 
thereof,  or  the  said  estate  or  any  part  thereof  let,  without  the  privity  and  consent 
of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  for  the  time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them  present 
at  the  meeting  to  be  had  for  that  purpose  ; and  that  before  any  part  of  the  said 
estate  should  be  letten  on  lease  or  otherwise,  the  town-clerk  of  Newark  should 
cause  public  notice  to  be  given  on  a Sunday  in  the  said  church  of  Newark,  imme- 
diately after  evening  divine  service,  of  the  time  and  place  of  letting  such  estate, 
at  the  least  ten  days  before  the  letting  of  the  same. 

Seventh  Article. — That  the  said  estates  should  always  be  letten  in  the  body  of 
the  said  church  of  Newark,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  two  of  the  clock  in 
the  day  appointed  for  the  letting  the  same,  to  the  person  or  persons  that  should 
bid  most  for  the  same,  provided  such  person  or  persons  should  be  esteemed  by 
the  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  the  major  part  of  them  then  and  there  present, 
capable  of  paying,  or  giving  good  security  to  pay,  his  her  or  their  rent  for 
the  same. 

Eighth  Article. — That  the  eighth  article  in  the  master’s  report  should  be 
left  out. 

Ninth  Article. — That  the  sum  of  5l.  given  by  the  will  of  the  said  William 
Phillipott  for  paving  the  streets,  should  be  laid  out  by  the  surveyors  of  the 
highways  of  Newark  in  such  manner  and  in  such  places  as  should  be  approved  of 
by  the  mayor,  three  senior  aldermen,  the  vicar,  the  said  two  commoners,  or  the 
major  part  of  them;  and  that  they,  or  such  of  them  as  should  think  proper  should 
annually  meet  in  the  body  of  the  said  church  of  Newark,  on  Easter-Tuesday,  at 
the  hour  of  one  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day,  in  order  to  give 
directions  for  the  application  thereof  accordingly ; and  which  they  were  to  do 
in  writing,  to  be  signed  by  them  or  by  the  major  part  of  them  then  present, 
before  two  of  the  clock  of  the  same  day,  and  to  deliver  the  same  over  to  one  of 
the  surveyors  of  the  highways  : and  in  case  none  of  the  said  persons  should 
meet  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  at  the  time  and  place  aforesaid,  that  then  the 
said- surveyors  of  the  highways  should  apply  the  said  51.  in  paving  the  streets 
of  the  said  town  of  Newark  in  such  manner  as  they  in  their  discretions  should 
think  most  needful  and  convenient. 

Tenth  Article. — That  the  chamberlains  of  the  said  town  of  Newark  for  the 
time  being  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  by  them  received,  pay  the  several 
sums  of  money,  and  to  the  respective  persons,  and  on  the  several  accounts,  and 
at  the  respective  times  after  mentioned,  until  such  time  as  the  leases  that  were 
then  subsisting  should  respectively  expire  and  determine,  and  then  the  other 
sums  of  money  after  mentioned. 

Eleventh  Article. — That  the  said  chamberlains  should,  out  of  the  rents  and 
profits  by  them  received,  pay  to  each  of  the  five  almsmen  31.  18  s.  a year  a-piece 
‘ in  manner  following;  that  is  to  say,  on  every  Saturday  between  the  hours  of 
ten  and  eleven  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  of  the  same  day,  the  sum  of  Is.  6d. 
to  each  of  them,  and  6d.  to  the  reader. 

Twelfth  Article. — That  they  should  further,  on  every  25th  day  of  December, 
find  and  provide  for  each  of  the  said  five  headmen  or  almsmen,  a black  gown 

and 
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and  such  other  apparel  as  the  mayor  of  Newark  aforesaid  for  the  time  being 
should  think  most  necessary,  and  should  approve  of,  the  price  of  such  gown  and 
other  apparel  not  to  exceed  205.  for  each  almsman. 

Thirteenth  Article. — And  some  time  between  the  24th  day  of  June  and  the 
29th  of  September,  in  every  year,  with  the  approbation  of  the  mayor  of  Newark 
for  the  time  being,  lay  out  and  expend  in  the  buying  of  coals  for  the  use  of  the 
said  five  almsmen,  405.  in  the  whole. 

Fourteenth  Article. — And  also  pay  to  the  mayor  of  Newark  for  the  time  being 
205.  on  every  29th  day  of  September,  and  405.  a year  to  the  usher  of  the  free- 
school,  according  to  the  said  will.  And  that  they  should  also  pay  unto  the  vicar 
of  Newark  for  the  time  being  3 5.  4 d.  if  he  should  be  present  at  the  passing  the 
accounts  of  the  said  charity  estate,  at  the  time  of  such  passing  the  same  as  after 
directed.  And  that  they  should  also  pay  to  each  of  the  said  two  commoners 
65.  Sd.  if  they  should  be  present  at  the  time  of  passing  the  said  accounts. 

Fifteenth  Article. — That  they  should  retain  in  their  hands  and  for  their  own 
use  the  sum  of  135.  4 d.  for  their  trouble  in  receiving  and  paying  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  estate,  and  that  they  should  pay  out  of  the  same  6 s.  8 d.  to 
the  mayor  of  Newark  aforesaid  for  the  time  being,  for  providing  a breakfast  at 
the  time  of  the  chamberlains  passing  their  accounts. 

Sixteenth  Article. — That  on  Tuesday  in  Easter  week,  yearly,  they  should 
pay  into  the  hands  of  the  surveyors  of  the  highways  of  Newark,  or  one  of  them, 
the  sum  of  51.  to  be  applied  in  paving  the  streets  of  Newark  in  manner  afore- 
said, and  that  such  surveyors  or  one  or  more  of  them  should  take  an  account 
in  writing,  how  and  in  what  manner  they  should  have  applied  the  same,  and 
make  oath  of  the  truth  thereof  before  the  mayor  of  Newark  aforesaid  for  the 
time  being,  and  should  deliver  such  account  to  the  said  mayor,  and  also  a copy 
or  duplicate  thereof  to  the  senior  churchwarden,  who  was  to  enter  the  same 
annually  in  the  parish  books  of  the  said  town  of  Newark. 

Seventeenth  Article. — That  upon  notice  to  be  given  by  the  space  of  one 
whole  week,  before  the  chamberlains  depositing  the  surplus  remaining,  after 
a deduction  of  the  payments  aforesaid,  in  a chest  in  manner  after  mentioned, 
the  chamberlains  should  put  such  surplus  with  the  privity  and  in  the  presence 
of  the  mayor,  the  vicar,  and  senior  churchwardens  of  the  church  of  Newark,  or 
such  of  them  as  should  think  fit  to  be  present  for  that  purpose,  into  an  iron  chest 
to  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  to  be  deposited  in  the  treasury  room 
within  the  vestry  of  the  said  parish. 

Eighteenth  Article. — That  such  iron  chest,  with  four  locks  and  keys,  should 
be  provided  and  paid  for  by  the  said  chamberlains,  and  that  they  should  deduct 
and  retain  out  of  such  surplus  what  they  should  pay  for  the  same,  and  should 
consult  with  and  have  the  consent  of  the  mayor,  first  three  senior  aldermen  and 
vicar  of  Newark  aforesaid,  about  the  finding  and  providing,  and  the  expense 
of  such  iron  chest. 

Nineteenth  Article. — That  this  article  should  be  left  out. 

Twentieth  Article. — That  the  chamberlains  should  pass  their  accounts  on  the 
8th  day  of  January  in  every  year,  unless  the  same  should  happen  to  be  on  a 
Sunday,  and  then  to  pass  the  same  on  the  9th  day  of  January,  in  the  church  of 
Newark,  between  the  hours  of  one  and  three  of  the  clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
the  same  day,  before  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
vicar  of  the  church  and  town  of  Newark,  and  before  and  with  the  approbation 
of  the  said  two  commoners,  and  twelve  men  chosen  in  lieu  or  instead  of  the 
twelve  coadjutors,  or  the  major  part  of  them  then  present ; and  that  they  should 
sign  the  same,  and  after  the  said  accounts  should  be  so  signed,  that  the  said 
accounts  should  be  delivered  to  the  churchwardens  of  the  said  church  of 
Newark  for  the  time  being,  and  be  entered  in  the  parish  books. 

And  with  respect  to  the  future  augmentation  and  increase  of  the  said  charity, 
it  was  decreed  as  follows  : — 

First  Article. — That  after  the  payments  and  applications  before  mentioned, 
and  until  the  said  leases  should  respectively  expire,  the  said  surplus  money 
should  be  put  into  the  said  chest  and  kept  as  aforesaid,  towards  the  raising  a 
sufficient  sum  of  money  for  rebuilding  and  enlarging  and  further  endowing  the 
almshouse  belonging  to  the  said  charity. 

Second  Article. — That  when  any  of  the  leases  then  subsisting  should  drop  in 
or  expire,  the  improvement  in  the  rents  made  in  respect  thereof,  should  be 
divided  into  twrelve  equal  parts*  and  divided  and  disposed  of  as  follows  ; that 
is  to  say,  that  six  parts  of  the  said  twelve  parts  thereof  should  be  laid  up  in  the 
llep.  21.  Yy3  said 
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Newark.  said  chest  as  aforesaid,  until  the  same,  together  with  such  surplus  as  aforesaid, 

5 , . should  amount  to  the  sum  of  250/.  and  that  when  the  sum  of  250/.  was  raised, 

1 hillipott  sC  mi ity,  j.jie  same  should  be  then  laid  out  in  the  rebuilding  and  enlarging  of  the  said 

Lawrence’?,  almshouse  in  a frugal,  plain  and  substantial  manner,  so  as  to  make  the  same 

continued.  commodious  and  sufficient  for  the  lodging  and  entertaining  of  15  poor  persons, 

' it  appearing  that  it  would  be  then  proper  and  fit  that  ten  more  poor  persons 

should  be  added  to  the  present  number  of  almsmen.  And  that  the  situation 
and  manner  of  erecting  the  said  intended  building  should  be  directed  and  per- 
formed by  and  with  the  approbation  and  consent  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen, 
and  of  the  said  two  commoners,  or  the  major  part  of  them  then  present  at  a 
meeting  to  be  had  for  that  purpose,  as  after  mentioned. 

Third  Article.' — That  when  and  so  soon  as  the  said  sum  of  250/.  had  been 
raised  by  the  expiration  or  dropping  in  of  leases  as  aforesaid,  or  otherwise,  the 
town  clerk  of  Newark  for  the  time  being  should  cause  public  notice  to  be 
given  by  the  parish  clerk  of  Newark  aforesaid,  on  a Sunday  immediately  after 
evening  divine  service,  of  a meeting  to  be  had  by  the  persons  aforesaid,  for  the 
rebuilding  and  enlarging  of  the  said  almshouse,  which  said  public  notice  was 
to  be  given  at  the  least  ten  days  before  such  meeting,  and  that  such  meeting 
should  always  be  in  the  body  of  the  said  church  at  the  hour  of  one  of  the  clock 
in  the  afternoon  of  the  same  day  to  be  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

Fourth  Article. — That  four  parts  of  the  said  twelve  parts  of  the  said  money 
to  be  raised  as  aforesaid,  should  be  paid  and  applied  by  the  persons  aforesaid, 
or  the  major  part  of  them  which  should  be  present  at  any  public  meeting  to  be 
had  for  that  purpose  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark  aforesaid,  of  which 
public  notice  was  to  be  given  in  the  said  church,  immediately  after  evening 
divine  service,  ten  days  at  least  before  such  meeting,  in  and  for  the  augmenting 
and  increasing  the  stipend  and  allowances  of  the  said  five  almsmen,  until  such 
allowances  should  amount  to  6/.  a year  a-piece  to  each  of  the  said  almsmen, 
besides  their  gowns  and  other  apparel  and  fuel. 

Fifth  Article. — That  the  said  two  remaining  parts  of  the  said  twelve  parts  of 
the  said  charity  money  to  be  raised  as  aforesaid,  should  be  applied  by  the  persons 
aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of  them  which  should  be  present  at  such  public 
meeting  as  aforesaid,  to  the  increase  of  the  allowance  or  stipend  of  the  usher 
of  the  grammar  school  of  Newark  aforesaid,  until  the  same  should  be  increased 
to  the  amount  of  20/.  a year  in  the  whole,  and  to  be  paid  as  the  former  stipend 
or  allowance,  at  such  time  and  times  as  before  mentioned.  And  by  consent  of 
the  clerks  in  court  on  both  sides,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  town  clerk  for  the 
time  being  should  be  the  auditor  of  the  accounts  relating  to  this  charity,  and 
that  the  allowance  to  the  auditor  should  be  increased  from  3s.  4 d.  to  20 s. 

Sixth  Article. — That  after  the  several  payments  aforesaid,  and  when  and  so 
soon  as  there  should  be  a further  surplus  of  money  arising  by  the  expiration  or 
dropping  in  of  the  leases  of  the  said  estates  or  otherwise,  ten  poor  persons 
should  be  added  to  the  said  five  poor  men  then  kept  and  maintained  in  the  said 
almshouse,  to  be  chosen  in  the  manner  and  by  the  persons  aforesaid,  or  the 
major  part  of  them  which  should  be  present  at  such  public  meeting  as  aforesaid, 
and  that  each  of  the  said  additional  ten  poor  persons  should  be  annually  allowed 
and  paid  out  of  the  said  surplus  as  the  same  should  come  in,  the  sum  of  61. 
a year  besides  their  gowns  and  fuel,  in  such  manner  as  before  was  appointed  for 
the  said  five  almsmen. 

Seventh  Article. — That  there  being  usually  several  poor  women  in  the  said 
town  of  Newark  who  were  objects  of  charity,  and  there  being  no  charitable 
donations  for  poor  women  in  the  said  town,  and  in  regard  women  in  the  said 
almshouse  would  be  assisting  to  poor  men  there  in  mending  of  their  clothes, 
and  in  washing  for  them  and  cleaning  the  said  almshouse,  that  five  of  the  said 
additional  poor  persons  who  were  to  be  chosen  as  aforesaid,  should  be  poor  old 
women  of  the  said  town  of  Newrark,  and  that  they  should  have  the  same  allow- 
ance as  the  said  poor  men  were  to  have,  and  that  two  of  the  first  of  the  said 
ten  additional  persons  to  be  so  chosen  as  aforesaid,  should  be  two  of  the  said 
poor  old  women,  and  then  afterwards  that  one  poor  man  and  one  poor  old 
woman  of  the  said  town  of  Newark  should  be  chosen  until  the  said  alms- 
house should  be  completed  and  filled  with  fifteen  such  almsmen  and  almswomen 
in  the  whole  as  aforesaid.  And  that  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  said  town 
of  Newark  for  the  time  being,  should  take  care  and  provide  for  the  poor  old 
women’s  living  separate  in  the  said  almshouse  from  the  said  poor  men,  and  for 
preventing  any  improper  and  irregular  intercourse  between  them. 
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Eolith  Article. — That  after  the  several  payments  and  augmentations  afore- 
said, the  yearly  salary  of  the  said  chamberlains  who  should  receive  the  rents  of 
the  said  charity  should  be  increased  to  the  sum  of  4/.  and  that  the  chamberlains 
should  also  pay  405.  a year  to  the  usher  of  the  school,  according  to  the  said 
will ; and  after  the  said  several  augmentations  in  the  said  salaries  and  stipends 
should  be  made  and  paid  as  aforesaid,  the  surplus  should  be  annually  directed 
to  be  laid  out  in  such  manner  and  at  such  times  and  by  such  persons  as  should 
be  agreed  upon  and  consented  to  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  and  two  commoners, 
or  the  major  part  of  them  present  at  such  meeting,  as  should  by  them  be  adjudged 
to  be  most  agreeable  to  the  intent  of  the  said  William  Phillipott,  and  for  the  com- 
mon good  of  the  said  town  of  Newark,  and  that  the  said  meeting  for  the  directing 
of  the  disposition  of  the  said  surplus  should  be  annually  upon  the  2d  day  of 
January  in  every  year,  unless  the  same  should  happen  to  be  on  a Sunday,  and 
if  so,  then  on  the  Monday  next  following,  between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  two 
of  the  clock  of  the  same  day,  in  the  body  of  the  church  of  Newark  aforesaid.

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We  have  given  at  length,  in  the  foregoing  account  of  Brown’s  charity,  the 
provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  thirteenth  year  of  the  late  King,  which  empowered 
the  commissioners  thereby  appointed  to  sell  certain  of  the  premises  belonging 
to  Phillipott’s  charity,  and  to  take  down  others,  and  upon  the  site  thereof  erect 
a town  hall,  shambles,  shops  and  other  buildings. 

The  premises  authorized  to  be  sold  were  particularized  in  the  third  schedule 
to  the  Act,  and  consisted  of  several  houses,  tenements,  gardens  and  other  parcels 
of  land  in  Newark,  and  of  a rent  of  7 s.  issuing  out  of  ground  in  Northgate, 
producing  together  a rental  of  63/.  8s.  per  annum. 

The  premises  to  be  pulled  down  were  particularized  in  the  fourth  schedule, 
and  consisted  of  five  houses  and  tenements  in  the  market-place  of  Newark,  then 
yielding  an  annual  rental  of  331.  12s.  6d. 

With  respect  to  these  last-mentioned  premises,  it  was  provided  by  the  Act, 
“ That  the  town-hall,  shambles,  shops,  stalls  and  all  other  erections  and  buildings 
which  should  at  any  time  thereafter,  in  pursuance  of  that  Act,  be  erected  or 
built  on  the  site  thereof,  should  be  deemed  held  and  enjoyed  as  part  of  the 
estates  given  by  the  said  William  Phillipott,  and  the  rents  and  profits  which 
should  from  time  to  time  arise  therefrom  should  be  received,  accounted  for,  paid, 
applied  and  disposed  of  in  such  manner  as  by  the  decree  was  directed,  respecting 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  estates  of  the  said  William  Phillipott,  in  the  said 
decree  mentioned.” 

A fifth  schedule  to  the  Act  gave  the  following  particulars  of  the  charity  estate

We  have  seen  in  the  foregoing  account  of  Brown’s  charity,  that  the  directions 
of  the  Act  were  duly  complied  with,  in  the  sale  of  the  buildings  which  were 
destined  to  be  sold,  and  in  the  pulling  down  of  the  others,  and  erecting  a 
town -hall  and  shambles  on  their  site.  These  therefore,  in  pursuance  of  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  above  noticed,  are  to  be  deemed  the  property  of  Philli- 
pott’s charity. 

In  the  year  1799,  a part  of  the  North  Muskham  estate,  (consisting  of 
a cottage  and  two  small  parcels  of  land,  a small  close  called  Cabin  Close,  and 
other  closes  called  Shackle  Dike  Closes,)  was  sold  for  the  redemption  of  the 
land  tax.  The  sale  produced  the  sum  of  643/.  which  was  reduced  by  expenses 
allowed  by  the  commissioners  to  the  sum  of  616/.  145.  6d.  This  sum  was  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  997^  105.  3d.  three  per  cent  reduced  annuities,  of  which 
the  sum  of  574/.  5 s.  10  d.  being  applied  to  the  redemption  of  the  tax,  there 
remained  a balance  of  423  /.  4 5.  5 d.  now  standing  in  the  names  of  the  mayor 
and  aldermen,  and  producing  in  dividends  the  annual  sum  of  12/.  13  5.  9 d.

It  is  a large 
building,  to  which, 
with  reference  to  its 
present  uses,  it  would 
be  difficult  to  assign  a 
specific  annual  value. 
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Of  these  premises  it  is  observable,  that  the  land  at  Farndon,  and  the  chief  Newark. 

rent  of  7 s.  are  not  noticed  in  any  of  the  schedules  to  the  Act  of  Parliament.  

, , _ ....  . Phillipott’s  Charity, 

,\Ve  have  seen,  however,  in  the  will  or  Phillipott,  that  rain  don  is  one  or  the  including 

places  in  which  the  premises  devised  by  him  are  described  as  respectively  Lawrence’s, 

lying.  The  will  more  particularly  designates  the  part  which  lay  in  Farndon  v continued.  , 
(there  called  Ferndon),  by  the  description  of  “ certain  land  and  meadow  now  or 
lately  in  the  holding  of  John  Arnale,  which  is  copyhold  land,  and  is  of  yearly 
rent  six  shillings.” 

The  only  chief  rent  of  7 5.  mentioned  in  the  will,  is  one  which  is  there 
described  as  issuing  out  of  a tenement  in  Northgate,  and  this  agrees  in  amount 
and  description  with  a rent  which  was  included  in  the  third  schedule  to  the 
Act,  comprising  the  premises  intended  to  be  sold,  and  which  appears  to  have 
been  in  fact  sold  for  the  sum  of  14/. 


The  other  chief  rents  mentioned  in  the  will  are,  a chief  or  obit  rent  of  8 s. 
issuing  out  of  a tenement  of  Edward  Sainton,  in  Stodner-street,  and  a chief 
rent  of  12c/.;  and  another  chief  or  obit  rent  of  35.  2 d.  respectively  issuing 
out  of  tenements  in  Barnby-gate,  belonging  to  the  corporation  of  Newark. 
These  rents  do  not  appear  to  be  now  received,  nor  are  the  premises  known  out 
of  which  they  are  described  as  issuing. 

The  rent  of  7 s*  now  paid  by  Brown’s  charity,  probably  originated  in  the 
occupation  by  the  latter,  for  the  convenience  of  its  new  buildings  on  the  site 
of  the  house  formerly  Eastland’s,  of  some  of  the  ground  belonging  to  the 
adjoining  premises  of  Phillipott,  on  which  the  town-hall  and  shambles  now 
stand ; it  is  in  fact  understood  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  ground  belonging  to  the 
town-hall  premises. 

It  ought  here  to  be  noticed,  that  the  devise  of  Phillipott  also  comprised  “ one 
tenement  in  Stooke  (Stoke)  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  then  or  lately  in  the 
tenure  of  William  Ellatt,  and  of  clear  yearly  rent,  all  things  allowed,  nineteen 
shillings  and  8 c/.”  This  tenement  is  not  mentioned  in  any  of  the  schedules  to 
the  Act,  nor  are  we  able  now  to  gain  any  account  of  it. 


The  rents  above  specified  are  estimated  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  respective 
premises.  The  directions  of  the  decree  appear  to  be  duly  observed  in  the 
letting  of  the  premises,  and  in  the  annual  examination  of  the  accounts.

Of  these  disbursements  the  sum  of  17 /•  65.  4 d.  is  all  that  can  be  called 
a charge  upon  the  income,  leaving  a clear  surplus  therefore,  of  531)/.  13  s.  11  d. 
for  the  several  purposes  of  the  charity. 

Of  this  it  appears  from  the  foregoing  statement,  that  rather  more  than 
a moiety  is  applied  to  the  use  of  the  almspeople. 

The  ^allowance  to  the  master  of  the  grammar  school  for  an  usher,  which, 
in  the  year  I769,  when  the  accounts  commence,  was  20  /.  (as  directed  by  the 
decree),  continued  at  that  sum  till  1817,  when  it  was  raised  to  its  present 
amount. 

The  expenses  of  the  town-hall,  which  is  occupied  rent  free  by  the  corporation, 
may,  as  wrell  as  that  appropriation  of  the  building  itself,  be  considered  as 
classing  under  that  part  of  the  decree  which  directs  the  application  of  the  surplus 
to  “ the  common  good  of  the  town.” 

With  respect  to  the  sum  paid  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  Ellis’s  rents,  it  will 
be  seen  hereafter  in  the  account  of  that  charity,  that  some  chambers  belonging 
to  it,  and  a house  on  which  it  had  a rent-charge,  were  taken  down  for  enlarging 
the  church-yard  under  the  authority  of  the  Act  of  13  Geo.  3.  These  buildings 
the  Commissioners  were  authorized  to  pay  for  out  of  the  produce  of  the  estates 
of  Phillipott  and  Brown,  which  were  directed  to  be  sold,  and  it  wTas  probably  in 
consequence  of  their  having  omitted  to  make  any  specific  payment  to  Ellis’s 
charity  on  that  account,  that  Phillipott’s  estate  (which  profited  by  the 
omission)  has  been  charged  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  income  to  Ellis's 
charity. 

The  payment  to  the  commissioners  for  lighting  and  paving  the  town  is  made 
under  the  authority  of  the  Act  of  the  38  Geo.  3,  to  which  we  referred  in  the 
account  of  Magnus’s  charity.  This  payment  of  120/.  has  been  annually  made 
since  the  year  1799  inclusive. 

In  turning  to  the  accounts  of  former  years  we  find  various  other  items  of 
disbursement,  which  appear  to  fall  under  the  description  of  appropriations  “ to 
the  common  good  of  the  town.”  Among  the  number  may  be  noticed, 

Payments  in  1784-8  for  building  the  workhouse  -

Other  portions  of  the  funds  have  been  applied  in  adding  to  the  number  of 
almshouses. 

The  Almshouses. — These  houses,  originally  five  in  number  (for  poor  men), 
were  increased  to  fifteen,  in  pursuance  of  the  decree  of  1738  ; which  number 
was  further  increased  in  1783  to  twenty,  at  an  expense  of  105/.  viz.  ten  for  men 
and  ten  for  women  ; and  in  1822,  four  more  were  added  for  women,  at  an 
expense  of  186/.  These  houses  form  together  one  building  of  two  stories,  occu-

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pying  three  sides  of  a quadrangle  ; and  there  is  a small  garden  for  the  common  Newark,

Detached  from  the  almshouses  is  another  neat  house  called  the  Chapel.  Philhpott’s  charity, 

The  almspeople  are  appointed  from  time  to  time,  as  vacancies  occur,  by  the  Lawrences 

mayor  and  aldermen  and  twelve  persons,  appointed  as  directed  by  the  decree,  continued. 

and  who  are  still  known  by  the  name  of  the  coadjutors.  The  appointments  are  L — — 1 

usually  made  on  a Friday,  in  pursuance  of  a notice  given  in  the  church  on  the 
preceding  Sunday.  In  these  appointments  decayed  tradesmen  or  their  widows 
are  preferred,  if  in  other  respects  deserving.  They  retain  their  places  for  life, 
unless  their  infirmities  should  be  such  as  to  require  parish  relief,  in  which  case 
they  are  removed  to  the  workhouse,  and  their  places  are  supplied  by  the  election 
of  others. 

The  following  are  the  pensions  received  by  each  of  these  almspeople, 
including  the  payments  in  respect  of  Lawrence’s  and  Summers’s  charities, 
which  will  be  further  noticed  hereafter.

Each  poor  person  has  also,  from  the  funds  of  Phillipott’s  charity,  a certain 
quantity  of  clothing  annually  provided  at  Christmas ; viz.  each  man  a gown 
of  black  cloth  and  a shirt ; and  each  woman  a stuff  gown,  cotton  shawl,  apron 
and  linen  shift. 

They  have  also  each  allowed  them  a ton  of  coals  at  Midsummer  for  the 
year. 

The  other  expenses  attending  the  almshouse  are,  the  repairs  of  the  chapel 
and  almshouses,  and  mops  and  brushes  to  each  of  the  inmates. 

The  office  of  the  reader  is  to  read  prayers  in  the  chapel  to  the  rest  of  the 
inmates,  which  he  does  daily,  except  on  Sundays  and  saint-days,  when  they  are 
expected  to  attend  the  parish  church. 

Lawrence’s  Charity.  — George  Lawrence,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date 
1st  December  1797>  gave  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  borough  of 
Newark,  and  their  successors,  1,000 l.  upon  trust  to  invest  the  same  on 
government  security,  in  the  names  of  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  from 
time  to  time  to  apply  the  interest  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  they  should  think 
proper,  towards  increasing  the  allowances  of  the  almsmen  and  women  who 
should  be  elected  into  the  almshouse  founded  by  William  Phillipott  in  Newark, 
and  since  enlarged  ; or  in  providing  clothes  or  other  necessaries  for  them,  as  the 
said  mayor  and  aldermen  and  their  successors,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
whereof  the  mayor  should  be  one,  should  in  their  discretion  judge  most  fit. 

In  the  accounts  of  Phillipott’s  charity  for  the  year  1804,  the  sum  of  601. 
is  charged  as  paid  for  the  legacy  duty  on  this  bequest,  and  the  further  sum 
of  2/.  10s.  for  banker’s  commission  in  the  purchase  of  1,839  7 Is.  Id.  three 
per  cent  consols.  This  stock  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the  mayor  and 

Z z 2 aldermen 
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aldermen  of  Newark,  producing  dividends  of  551.  3 s.  4?d.  per  annum.  The 
dividends  are  received  through  the  medium  of  the  bank  of  Godfrey  & Co.  of 
Newark,  and  are  carried  to  the  general  corporation  account,  out  of  which  the 
sum  of  Is.  per  week  is  paid,  in  respect  of  this  charity,  to  each  of  twenty  alms- 
men and  women  of  Phillipott’s  almshouse,  leaving  a small  surplus  of  3/.  3 s.  4 d. 

By  an  order  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  made  on  the  21st  April  1808,  it  was 
directed  that  this  surplus  should  be  laid  out,  in  addition  to  8 /.  allowed  from 
Phillipott’s  funds,  and  such  other  sum  as  might  be  necessary  out  of  those  funds, 
in  the  purchase  of  twenty  tons  of  coals,  so  that  each  person  might  have  one  ton. 
This  order  has  not,  however,  been  observed,  the  whole  cost  of  the  coals  being 
supplied,  as  we  have  seen,  out  of  Phillipott’s  funds;  and  the  31.  3s.  4 d. 
has  been  appropriated  by  the  corporation  to  their  own  use.  They  have 
now  made  known  to  us  their  intention  to  distribute  it  in  future  among  the 
almspeople. 


Summers’s  Charity. — In  respect  of  this  charity,  the  particulars  of  which  will 
be  given  under  the  next  article,  five  of  Phillipott’s  almspeople  are  entitled  to 
receive  a weekly  payment  of  1 s.  each  out  of  the  rents  of  the  Laughton 
estate  ; which  payment  has  been  accordingly  made  to  them,  as  we  have  noticed 
above  in  the  accounts. 

It  will  be  seen  under  the  next  article,  that  in  the  future  appropriation  of  the 
rents  of  the  Laughton  estate,  the  corporation  have  proposed  to  extend  the 
weekly  payment  of  Is.  to  the  ten  almsmen,  and  to  give  6d.  a week  to  each  of 
the  fourteen  almswomen  ; according  to  which  plan,  the  money  payments  so  the 
almshouses  from  the  several  sources  will  be  as  follows :

Charities  of  Bethell,  Clay,  Johnson,  Martin,  Watson,  Leake  and 
Summers  : Laughton  Estate. 

The  following  notices  of  the  origin  and  nature  of  these  several  charities  are 
taken  from  the  answer  of  the  corporation  (sworn  28th  May  1733)  to  the 
information  which,  as  we  have  before  stated,  was  filed  against  them  by  His 
Majesty’s  attorney-general  in  1732,  on  behalf  of  the  several  charities  of  this 
town  under  their  management: 

Bethell. — William  Bethell,  by  Indenture,  dated  23d  October,  9th  James, 
gave  10/.  to  the  alderman  and  assistants,  to  be  placed  at  interest,  and  out  of 
the  interest  thereof  65.  8 d.  yearly  to  be  paid  to  the  vicar  of  the  said  town  for 
preaching  a sermon  once  a year,  and  13s.  4 d.  to  be  distributed  yearly  amongst 
the  poor  of  the  said  town. 

The  corporation,  with  respect  to  this  charity,  stated  in  their  answer,  “ that 
they  had  constantly  paid  13s.  4 d.  yearly  to  the  poor,  and  1/.  6s.  3d.  to 
the  vicar  for  preaching  a sermon  on  the  Epiphany,  and  apprehended  that  the  said 
6s.  3d.  mentioned  in  the  charity  was  included  in  the  1/.  6s.  3d.  and  that 
money  being  ten  per  cent  per  annum  when  that  charity  was  founded,  they  had 
paid  the  like  interest  ever  since  ; but  submitted  whether  they  ought  for  the  future 
to  pay  more  than  legal  interest,  and  in  what  proportions  the  said  vicar  and  poor 
ought  to  make  an  abatement  of  the  said  charity.” 

Clay. — Hercules  Clay,  by  Will,  dated  11th  December  1694,  gave  to  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  100/.  to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  by  the  vicar’s  consent,  for  the 
said  vicar’s  benefit,  to  preach  a sermon  on  the  1 1th  March  ; and  gave  100/.  to  be 
laid  out  at  interest  by  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor 
of  the  said  town,  to  be  paid  yearly  on  the  said  11th  March. 

This  the  corporation  in  their  answer  said  “ had  been  constantly  paid,  and 
till  of  late  at  the  rate  of  6/.  per  cent.” 

Johnson. — John  Johnson,  by  Will,  dated  22d  October  1655,  gave  50/. ; the 
interest  whereof  was  yearly  to  be  employed  towards  the  most  necessary  repairs 
of  the  church  windows.  [ See  his  further  charities  hereafter.]

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The  corporation  stated,  that  they  had  “ paid  out  the  interest  of  the  said  .50/.  Newark, 
towards  repairs  of  the  church  windows.”  

Martin. — John  Martin , by  Deed  or  Will  [it  appears  to  have  been  by  will,  Bethe^rand^others, 
the  original  being  now  in  the  possession  of  the  vicar]  dated  14th  March  1663,  continued. 

gave  the  use  of  50/.  to  be  paid  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  to  be  laid  out  in  v ^ J 

coals,  and  distributed  by  them  yearly  at  Christmas. 

They  said  in  their  answer,  that  “ they  had  for  many  years  added  50s. 
thereto.” 

Watson. — Emma  Watson,  by  Will,  dated  8th  December  1675,  gave  to  the 
mayor  and  aldermen  50/.  to  be  put  out  at  interest,  to  be  disposed  of  in  buying 
of  coals  or  corn  for  the  poor  people  at  their  discretion. 

This  the  corporation  said,  “they  had  yearly  laid  out  at  the  rate  of  6/. 
per  cent.” 

Leak. — Lady  Frances  Leak,  by  her  Will,  dated  23d  December  1690,  gave 
100/.  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  and  200/.  to  be  in  plate  for  the  communion  table. 

The  corporation  said,  “they  had  received  the  said  100/.  and  distributed 
the  interest  accordingly,  and  laid  out  the  said  200/.  in  communion  plate.” 

Summers. — Thomas  Summers,  by  Will,  dated  1st  August  1705,  charged  his 
lands  at  Carlton,  and  the  messuage  he  then  lived  in  in  Newark,  with  500/. 

[to  be  paid]  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  to  purchase  lands,  and  out  of 
the  produce  to  pay  weekly  to  the  live  bead  men  in  Newark,  1 s.  each  for  ever, 
and  the  surplus  to  be  given  among  the  poor  on  every  2d  of  February. 

The  corporation  in  their  answer  said,  “ they  had  laid  out  the  said  500/.  in 
lands  at  West  and  East  Laughton,  formerly  551.  per  annum,  but  then  only 
47/.  10s.  and  had  added  thereto  550/.  of  their  own  money  in  the  said 
purchase,  and  duly  distributed  1 s.  a week  among  the  said  beadmen,  and  the 
surplus  rents  proportionable  to  the  said  500/.  in  clothing  thirty-four  boys 
yearly,  which  were  educated  at  the  charity  school,  which  the  said  defendants 
did  not  apprehend  to  be  any  mis-application  of  the  said  charity.” 

In  a subsequent  answer  (sworn  12th  May  1765)  to  an  amended  information, 
the  corporation  repeat,  with  more  particularity,  that  the  500/.  given  by 
Summers  “ was,  in  conjunction  with  550/.  of  defendant’s  proper  money  in 
their  corporate  capacity,  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  in  East  and  West 
Laughton,  and  conveyed  to  them  in  their  corporate  capacity  by  lease  and 
release,  dated  16th  and  17th  May  1715,  which  said  premises  were  let  at  40/. 
a year;”  and  referring  to  the  charities  of  Bethell,  [10/.],  Clay,  [200/.], 

Johnson,  [50/.],  Martin,  [50/.]  and  Watson  [50/.]  above  mentioned;  and  to 
the  charities  of  Stone,  [700/.],  and  Bishop  White,  [240/.]  to  be  noticed 
hereafter,  they  said,  “ that  part  of  the  said  sums,  viz.  1,330/.  was,  in  1700, 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  in  Girton,  Besthorpe  and  South  Scarle,  being 
copyhold  lands  of  the  manor  of  Newark,  and  were  let  at  about  56/.  per  annum, 
and  that  the  said  copyhold  was  surrendered  by  Thomas  Goodbourn,  to  one 
Hacker,  in  trust  for  the  then  mayor  and  aldermen.” 

There  is  a manifest  mistake  in  stating  the  sum  of  1,330/.  as  part  of  the  sums 
before  mentioned,  inasmuch  as  the  whole  of  those  sums  amount  only  to  1,300/. 
unless  there  be  added  the  sum  of  40/.,  which  is  indeed  mentioned  in  the 
answer  as  a further  gift  of  Johnson,  but  which  having  been  given  “ to  be 
bestowed  in  plate  for  the  public  use  and  credit  of  the  said  corporation,”  may 
be  presumed  to  have  been  so  applied.  We  shall  presently  see,  (and  more  fully 
hereafter  when  we  come  to  the  charities  of  Stone  and  Bishop  White,)  other 
sufficient  grounds  for  rejecting  the  account,  here  given  by  the  corporation,  of 
the  funds  which  were  applied  to  the  respective  purchases  above  mentioned. 

The  cause  in  which  these  several  answers  of  the  corporation  were  put  in, 
appears  to  have  been  first  heard  on  the  26th  and  28th  June  1736 ; when 
a decree  passed  by  which,  after  directing  a reference  to  the  master  respecting 
the  charities  of  Magnus,  Brown  and  Phillipott,  “ as  to  any  directions  touching 
the  other  charities  in  the  pleadings  mentioned,  the  plaintiffs  then  waiving 
the  same,  it  was  ordered,  that  the  information  should  be  dismissed  as  to  all 
matters  therein,  touching  which  no  directions  were  thereby  given.” 

The  cause  with  respect  to  these  charities  thus  terminated,  but  the  following 
deed  (executed  two  years  after  the  final  decree  respecting  the  other  charities) 
gives  reason  to  believe  that,  the  relators,  although  they  abstained  from  further 
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proceedings  in  the  suit,  had  not  remained  satisfied  with  the  account,  which  the 
corporation  had  given  in  their  answer,  relative  to  the  several  charities  at  the 
head  of  this  article. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  8th  January  1740,  between  the  mayor  and 
aldermen  of  Newark  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Bernard  Wilson,  vicar  of 
Newark,  d.  d.  and  William  Linthwaite,  Thomas  Milnes,  Joseph  Aspenall,  and 
Thomas  Martin,  churchwardens  of  Newark  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  by 
indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  16th  and  17th  May  1715,  Eleanor 
Douglass  and  Daniel  Douglass,  in  consideration  of  1,050/.  granted  to  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  Newark,  and  their  successors,  a close  called  the  North  Corn- 
field, containing  24a.  1r.  9p.,  and  a piece  of  land  containing  two  acres,  and 
a close  called  the  Cornfield  South,  or  Torrington’s  Close,  containing  16a.  & I6p., 
and  a close  called  the  North  Twin,  containing  14  a.  & 3 a.,  and  a close  called 
the  Hither  Twin,  containing  14  a.  3r.  18p.,  and  a close  called  the  Upper 
Twin,  containing  22  a.  3r.  5p.,  all  situate  in  West  Laughton  and  East  Laugh- 
ton, in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  successors ; and  further 
reciting,  that  the  lands  so  purchased  were,  at  the  time  of  the  purchase  thereof, 
of  the  yearly  value  of  55/.,  but  had  since  been  considerably  reduced  by  the  fall 
of  rents;  and  also  reciting,  that  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  prede- 
cessors, had  received  several  sums  from  several  benefactors  to  the  said  town  of 
Newark,  and  to  the  poor  thereof,  with  intent  to  be  so  laid  out  as  to  be  employed 
in  annual  charities  for  ever,  to  wit, — 


500/.  given  by  Mr.  Thomas  Summers,  in  trust,  &c. 

[The  trusts  of  this  and  of  the  other  gifts  that  follow  are  specified,  to  the  same  effect 
as  we  have  given  them  above  from  the  answer.] 

10/.  given  by  William  Bethell. 

200/.  by  Mr.  Hercules  Clay. 

50/.  by  John  Johnson. 

50/.  by  John  Martin. 

50/.  by  Mrs.  Emma  Watson 
100/.  by  Lady  Leak. 

Which  said  sums  amounted  in  the  whole  to  960/.,  and  were  not,  before  the 
said  purchase,  secured  by  any  land  estate ; and  further  reciting,  that  consi- 
derable part,  if  not  all,  the  said  sums  were  actually  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
the  said  lands  at  West  and  East  Laughton,  and  that  the  said  mayor  and  aider- 
men  were  willing  that  all  the  said  lands  there  should  for  ever  remain  a fund  for 
and  be  to  the  use  of  the  said  charities  for  ever,  so  that  the  annual  rents  and 
profits  of  the  same  might  be  applied  in  proportion  to  the  said  respective 
charities,  for  which  the  said  sum  of  960/.  in  the  whole  was  given,  therefore  the 
said  mayor  [and  aldermen]  in  consideration  thereof,  and  that  by  length  of  time 
it  might  not  be  forgot,  that  the  said  lands  were  fixed  to  the  said  uses,  and  that 
justice  might  be  done  to  the  said  several  benefactors,  and  their  charities,  for 
themselves  and  their  successors,  covenanted  with  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part,  and  their  successors,  that  they  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their 
successors,  should  stand  seised  of  the  said  lands  as  trustees  for  the  use  of  the  said 
parish,  according  to  the  said  several  benefactions,  to  the  end  that  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  same  should  be  for  ever  applied  in  a just  proportion  for  satisfying 
the  several  charitable  donations  and  intentions  founded  on  the  several  sums  so 
given. 

This  deed  is  referred  to,  and  its  validity  recognized  in  an  answer  of  the 
corporation  in  1757>  to  a bill  filed  against  them  by  the  creditors  of  R.  Twells, 
their  late  town  clerk  and  mortgagee.  We  shall  have  occasion  to  notice  this 
answer  further. 

The  Laughton  estate,  consisting  of  a farmhouse,  barn,  stables,  and  other 
outbuildings,  and  seven  parcels  of  land,  containing,  in  the  whole,  96  a.  1r.  4r. 
is  now  held  by  John  Watchorn  under  a lease  for  14  years,  from  the  6th  April 
1818,  at  130/.  45.  per  annum,  but  which  rent  was  reduced  in  1821,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  depression  of  agricultural  produce,  to  117/.  45.  the  sum  now  paid. 
This  appears  to  be  at  present  a fair  rent. 

The  estate  is  held  tithe  free;  the  tithes  having  been  purchased  by  the  cor- 
poration in  1815,  for  the  sum  of  26l/. 

The  land-tax  also  amounting  to  61.  45.  per  annum,  was  redeemed  in  1799,  by 
the  sale  of  a house  belonging  to  Chapman’s  charity,  which  charity  has  there- 
fore a claim  upon  the  Laughton  estate  to  that  amount. 
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The  rents  of  this  estate  have  been  carried  by  the  corporation  to  a general 
account,  out  of  which  have  been  paid  in  respect  of —

With  the  exception  of  Clay’s  4/.,  which  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens 
in  bread,  on  the  11th  March,  when  the  sermon  is  preached  by  the  vicar,  the 
several  sums  for  the  poor  (amounting  to  SI.  Is.  4 d.)  are  included  in  a fund  of 
22/.  165.  Id.,  which  is  entrusted  to  the  mayor  for  distribution;  the  residue  of 
that  fund  being  composed  of  51.  in  respect  of  Johnson’s  further  charity,  1 /.  5 s. 
in  respect  of  Lamb’s  charity,  and  81.  9 s.  9 d.  in  respect  of  Collingwood’s.  Of 
this  fund,  a part  (amounting  in  1827,  to  9/.  2-s.)  is  distributed  among  poor 
widows  in  sums  of  2 s.  each,  and  the  remainder,  after  deducting  1/.  Is.  for  the 
trouble  of  the  serjeants  at  mace  in  the  distribution,  is  distributed  in  coals 
among  poor  householders  of  the  parish. 

The  residue  of  the  rents  of  the  Laughton  estate,  amounting  now  to  85/.  16  s. 
per  annum,  has  been  applied  by  the  corporation  to  their  own  use.  This  is 
stated  to  have  been  done,  at  least  of  late  years,  under  an  impression  that  the 
estate  was  their  own  property,  subject  only  to  the  payment  of  interest  on  the 
several  charitable  funds  above  mentioned. 

In  a written  communication  which  they  have  transmitted  to  us  since  the  close 
of  our  investigation,  they  say,  “ The  corporation  of  Newark  were  not  aware, 
until  the  present  investigation,  of  the  inaccuracies  which  have  been  discovered 
in  the  answers  of  their  predecessors,  in  the  year  1733,  to  the  bill  then  filed 
against  them,  nor  of  any  deed  by  which  they  might  be  considered  liable  to  sub- 
stitute a specific  portion  of  the  rents  of  certain  estates  for  the  interest  of  the 
monies  with  which  they  are  supposed  to  have  been  purchased ; and  with  reference 
to  the  effect  of  the  deed  of  8th  January  1740,  they  desire  to  be  governed  by  the 
opinion  of  His  Majesty’s  law  officers  whether  the  statement  therein,  * that  the 
several  sums  (amounting  to  960/.)  were  not  before  [the  said  purchase]  secured 
by  any  land  estate,  and  that  the  mayor  and  aldermen  were  willing  that  all  the 
said  lands  and  tenements  at  West  and  East  Laughton  should  for  ever  remain 
a fund  to  be  to  the  use  of  the  said  charities,  so  that  the  annual  rents  and  profits 
of  the  same  might  be  applied  in  proportion  to  the  said  respective  charities  for 
which  the  said  sum  of  960/.  in  the  whole  was  given,’  would  not  operate,  so  far 
as  the  original  trusts  of  any  of  those  sums  required  that  they  should  be  laid  out  at 
interest,  as  a mortgage  or  charge  of  the  estate  to  the  extent  of  those  sums,  and 
whether  the  corporation  in  their  own  right  wrould  not  thus  be  entitled  to  such 
surplus  rent  as  may  arise  from  that  relative  proportion  of  the  estate  which  those 
monies  extended  to  purchase  ; for  example,  the  200/.  left  by  Hercules  Clay  was 
expressly  directed  to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  and  the  interest  of  100/.  of  it 
paid  to  the  vicar  for  a sermon,  and  the  interest  of  the  other  100/.  to  be  distributed 
among  the  poor  ; and  this  construction  of  the  deed  has  always  been  acted  upon, 
the  vicar  receiving  51.  [4/.]  a year,  and  the  poor  5/.”  [4/.]  “ The  same  question 
also  arises  as  to  90/.  which  the  corporation  advanced  (when  the  purchase  of  the 
West  and  East  Laughton  estate  was  made  in  1715)  out  of  their  own  money,  and 
to  which  extent  they  are  presumed  to  have  an  interest  in  so  much  of  the  land  as 
that  sum  purchased.”

Subject  to  the  opinion  of  His  Majesty’s  principal  law  officers  on  the  above 
point,  in  which  opinion  they  declared  that  they  would  cheerfully  acquiesce,  they 
submitted  a plan  for  the  appropriation  of  the  future  rents  and  profits  of  the 
estate ; whereby  they  proposed  that  the  net  rents  should  be  divided  into 
960  equal  parts,  to  be  distributed  among  the  several  charities,  in  the  proportion 
of  the  sums  respectively  contributed  by  them ; viz.  500  parts  to  Summers’s 
charity,  200  parts  to  Clay’s,  kc. 

Upon  the  point  thus  raised  by  the  corporation,  it  may  suffice  to  observe,  that  * 
with  respect  to  the  charitable  funds  which  wete.actually  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  the  estate  (and  it  is  expressly  stated  in  the  deed  of  1740  that  a considerable 
part,  if  not  all,  were  actually  so  laid  out)  it  was  not  competent  to  the  corporation 
to  reserve  to  their  own  use  any  part  of  the  profits  which  might  arise  from  such  an 
application  of  those  funds,  and  that  they  cannot  therefore  be  presumed  to  have 
intended  to  do  so  in  the  deed  of  1740  ; that  such  a presumption  is  not  warranted 
by  the  language  of  the  deed,  which  declares,  that  “ all  the  said  lands  should  for 
ever  be  to  the  use  of  the  said  charities and  that  with  respect  to  the  sum  of 
90/.  which  was  contributed  by  the  corporation  to  the  purchase  out  of  their  own 
funds,  although  it  may  have  been  competent  to  them  to  reserve  an  interest  in 
the  estate  to  that  extent,  they  have  not  in  fact  done  so,  but  have  on  the  con- 
trary renounced  such  interest  by  the  deed  of  1740  ; and  that  such  renunciation 
must  be  presumed  to  have  been  made  on  sufficient  consideration;  which  considera- 
tion may  have  been,  that  the  corporation  had  in  the  interval  between  1715,  when 
the  estate  was  purchased,  and  1740,  when  the  uses  were  declared,  reimbursed 
themselves,  out  of  the  surplus  rents,  the  sum  which  they  had  so  contributed. 

We  may  further  add,  that  in  their  answer  to  the  creditors  of  Twells,  in  1757> 
they  lay  no  claim  to  any  beneficial  interest  in  this  estate,  but  set  forth  the  deed 
of  1740,  to  show,  that  the  beneficial  interest  wholly  belonged  to  the  several 
charities  mentioned  in  it. 

The  apportionment  of  the  present  rent,  agreeably  to  the  plan  proposed 
by  the  corporation,  and  which  is  conformable  to  the  deed  of  1740,  would 
be  as  follows  :

With  respect  to  the  future  dispensation  of  these  funds,  the  corporation  have 
proposed  as  follows : 

First,  as  to  Summers’s  Charity.— Considering  the  increase  of  allowance  to 
the  beadsmen  or  almsmen  to  be  the  primary  object  of  the  donor’s  bounty, 
that  he  dispensed  it  to  the  whole  number  of  beadsmen  existing  in  Phillipott’s 
almshouse  at  the  time  of  the  bequest,  since  which  the  establishment  has  been 
increased  from  5 men  to  10  men  and  14  women,  the  corporation  propose  to 
give  out  of  this  charity  to  each  of  the  ten  almsmen  Is.  a week,  and  to  each  of 
the  14  almswomen  6d.  a week.  These  payments  would  amount  to  44/.  4s.  per 
annum,  and  therefore  leave  a surplus  of  13/.  12s.  3d.  which  they  propose  should 
form  the  basis  of  a fund  to  be  distributed  in  flour,  coals  and  money  at  Christ- 
mas, among  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  the  town. 

Secondly,  as  to  Bethell’s  [15s.  5d.],  Martin’s  [5/.  15s.  7 2 Watson’s 
[5/.  15s.  7^-^-j  and  Leak’s  [11/.  11s.  3d. ],  that  they  should  be  added  to  the 
fund  for  distribution  at  Christmas.

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This  fund  is  proposed  to  be  further  increased  by  the  addition  of  Lamb’s 
charity  of  1/.  5 s.  and  Johnson’s  rent-charge  of  51.  (to  be  noticed  hereafter) 
which  would  then  make  a total  of  4 31.  1 5 s.  2d. 

Thirdly,  as  to  Clay’s. — The  portion  for  the  poor  (11/.  11  s.  3d.)  to  be  distri- 
buted among  them  in  bread  on  the  11th  March,  on  which  day  a sermon  will 
be  preached  by  the  vicar,  to  whom  the  like  sum  will  be  paid. 

Fourthly. — Bethell’s,  7 s.  8 \d.  to  the  vicar,  and  Johnson’s,  51.  15s.  7%d.  for  the 
repairs  of  the  church,  to  be  duly  applied  to  those  respective  uses. 

Charities  of  Stone  and  Bishop  White: 

Besthorpe  and  Girton  Estate. 

Henry  Stone , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  6th  July  1688,  gave  to  the  president 
and  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital,  London,  Sir  Thomas  Hussey,  bart.  and 
Wiliiam  Hussey,  esq.  their  heirs  and  successors,  his  manor  of  Skellingthorpe  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  hospital,  and  that  501.  per  annum  out  of  the 
said  manor  should  be  particularly  separated  for  the  use  of  the  mathematical 
school  there,  to  which  school  he  had  formerly  given  what  lands  he  had  in  Essex  ; 
and  if  the  said  501.  per  annum  should  not  be  applied  to  the  said  particular  use, 
and  so  settled  by  his  trustees,  whom  he  empowered  to  make  such  settlement 
upon  trustees,  as  was  thereinafter  expressed,  and  entered  into  the  mathematical 
book  of  the  said  school,  within  two  years  after  his  decease,  then  50/.  per  annum 
was  thereby  devised,  to  be  a perpetual  rent-charge  issuing  out  of  the  said  manor, 
to  the  use  of  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Lincoln,  for  the  improvement  of 
their  Jersey  school ; and  that  the  said  50/.  per  annum  by  the  procurement  of 
the  said  corporation,  whom  and  their  successors  he  empowered  to  make  a settle- 
ment upon  trustees  thereafter  mentioned  and  to  be  chosen,  and  their  heirs,  not 
being  of  their  corporation,  or  having  any  lands  within  eight  miles  of  the  said 
city,  to  be  perpetual  visitors  and  supervisors,  that  the  said  gift  should  be  for  ever 
applied  to  the  said  use  ; and  if  no  settlement  should  be  made  as  before  expressed, 
there  being  no  lawful  impediment,  that  then  within  two  years  after  such  right  ac- 
crued to  the  said  city  of  Lincoln,  the  said  rent-charge  given  to  the  said  city  of 
Lincoln  should  go  and  was  thereby  given  to  the  corporation  of  Newark  and 
their  successors,  to  the  use  of  a Jersey  or  working  school  there,  and  under 
the  conditions  mentioned  in  the  gift  of  the  rent-charge  to  the  city  of  Lincoln, 
and  for  default  thereof,  to  cease  and  remain  to  the  use  of  Christ’s  Hospital  as 
before  devised;  and  he  gave  to  Sir  Henry  Morison,  bart.  Sir  Edward  Hussey, 
bart.  Sir  William  Ellis,  bart.  Sir  William  Yorke,  Sir  Christopher  Nevill,  Chris- 
topher Beresford,  esq.  Thomas  Booth,  esq.  Samuel  Loddington  and  John 
Harwood,  the  sum  of  1,400/.  to  be  paid  or  secured,  at  the  election  of  his  execu- 
tors, to  the  said  parties  their  executors  or  administrators,  whom  he  empowered 
to  purchase  lands  therewith,  and  to  settle  the  same  in  trust  for  the  uses  of  the 
corporations  of  Lincoln  and  Newark,  for  the  employment  of  poor  people  in 
work,  living  and  inhabiting  within  the  precincts  and  limits  of  the  said  corpora- 
tions, the  moiety  of  the  said  1,400/.  to  be  settled  for  the  use  of  the  Jersey 
school  in  Lincoln,  and  the  remainder  to  the  like  use  in  Newark ; and  if  need 
should  be,  the  first  five  years  of  the  profits  which  were  to  be  settled  and  pur- 
chased by  the  moiety  of  the  said  1,400/.  for  Newark,  should  be  for  erecting  or 
fitting  of  a convenient  place  there  to  work  in,  and  if  the  said  moiety  should 
not  be  settled  and  always  thereafter  employed  to  the  said  use  of  a Jersey  or 
working  school,  his  will  was,  that  in  default  thereof  at  any  time  thereafter,  it 
should  be  lawful  for  the  corporation  of  Lincoln  to  enter  upon  and  enjoy  the 
said  lands,  and  to  hold  them  to  the  use  of  their  Jersey  school ; and  his  will  was, 
that  the  said  trustees  so  to  be  nominated  as  aforesaid,  not  being  freemen  or 
living  within  the  limits,  precincts  or  territories  of  London,  Lincoln  or  Newark, 
or  within  eight  miles  of  the  same,  should  also  be  perpetual  visitors  and  super- 
visors, that  his  gift  or  gifts  should  be  not  convened  to  other  uses ; and  it  was 
declared  that  those  trustees  were  to  be  the  same  formerly  referred  to,  and  if  at 
any  time  when  either  the  city  of  Lincoln  or  corporation  of  Newark,  interested 
as  aforesaid,  should  fail  of  what  was  before  enjoined,  then  it  should  be  lawful 
for  the  president  and  governors  of  Christ’s  Hospital  to  enter  into  the  lands  to 
be  purchased  to  the  uses  aforesaid,  and  to  hold  the  said  lands  to  them  and  their 
successors  for  ever,  and  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs  should  stand  seised  to 
the  uses  of  the  said  hospital  for  ever ; and  in  default  of  such  settlement,  he 
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charged  his  said  manor  of  Skellingthorpe  with  a rent-charge  of  150/.  per 
annum,  equally  to  be  divided  between  the  corporations  of  Lincoln  and  Newark 
to  the  uses  before  expressed,  with  a power  to  the  said  corporations  to  distrain 
for  the  said  rent-charge ; and  he  appointed  that  the  trustees  to  be  nominated  to 
the  intents  aforesaid  should  be  fifteen,  five  to  be  chosen  by  Lincoln,  five  by 
Newark,  and  five  by  Christ’s  Hospital,  which  number  by  the  death  of  any,  he 
directed  should  be  supplied  by  the  election  of  the  remaining  trustees ; and  if  it 
should  happen  that  any  of  the  corporations  should  be  dissolved,  then  his  gift 
there  should  cease  and  remain  to  his  heirs  ; and  he  appointed  the  said  Sir 
Thomas  Hussey,  William  Hussey,  the  president  of  Christ’s  Hospital  and  the 
two  eldest  governors  thereof,  to  be  his  executors. 

It  is  recorded  on  the  court-rolls  of  the  manor  of  Newark,  that  at  a court 
holden  for  that  manor  on  the  1st  June  1699,  Thomas  Goodburne,  the  younger 
son  and  customary  heir  of  Edward  Goodburne,  surrendered  a cottage  or  tene- 
ment in  Besthorpe,  and  a close  there,  containing,  by  estimation,  81  acres,  called 
the  More  Close,  and  also  another  close,  containing,  by  estimation,  53  acres, 
called  the  Hill  Close,  and  also  22  acres  of  meadow  lying  in  the  meadows  of 
Besthorpe,  for  the  purchase  of  which  premises  the  said  Thomas  Goodburne 
had  received  the  sum  of  700/.  being  the  moiety  of  the  sum  of  1,400/.  devised 
by  the  will  of  Henry  Stone,  esq.  bearing  date  6th  July  1688,  to  the  trustees  in 
the  said  will  named,  for  the  purchase  of  tenements  to  be  settled  to  trustees  for 
the  benefit  of  the  city  of  Lincoln,  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  and  burgesses 
of  Newark,  for  the  purpose  of  employing  on  work  the  poor  within  the  precincts 
and  limits  of  the  said  corporation,  namely,  a moiety  of  the  said  sum  of  1,400/. 
to  be  settled  to  the  use  of  a Jersey  school  in  the  city  of  Lincoln,  and  the  other 
moiety  to  a like  use  in  the  town  of  Newark,  to  the  use  of  John  Story  and 
Robert  Hacker,  and  their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  apply  the  tene- 
ments, and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  to  such  uses  for  setting  the  poor  on  work 
within  the  same  town,  as  were  directed  by  the  will  of  the  said  Henry  Stone. 

Bishop  White’s  Charity. — Thomas  White , d.d.  Bishop  of  Peterborough, 
by  his  Will,  bearing  date  in  the  year  1690,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Newark  240/.  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  10/.  of  which  rent  he  allotted  to  the 
poor,  yearly,  for  ever,  and  the  surplusage,  whatever  it  should  be,  to  the  rector, 
as  a reward  for  his  pains  and  fidelity  in  the  distribution  of  the  said  10/.  to  the 
poor ; and  he  directed,  that  the  distribution  should  be  made  yearly  by  the 
rector,  in  the  church-porch,  in  the  presence  of  the  churchwardens  or  overseers, 
in  the  following  manner;  viz.  that  it  should  be  distributed  the  14th  December 
to  twenty  poor  families  or  persons  of  forty  years  old,  each  by  equal  share, 
reckoning  husband  and  wife  for  one  person,  who  should  before  the  receipt 
thereof  exactly  and  distinctly  repeat  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  the  Apostle’s  Creed, 
and  the  Ten  Commandments,  without  missing  or  changing  one  word  therein ; 
and  if  any  man  and  wife  should  appear  for  a share  in  the  said  charity,  it  should 
not  be  a sufficient  qualification  for  them  that  one  of  them  made  the  exact 
rehearsal,  but  they  should  both  make  it,  or  else  have  no  share  at  all  in  it. 
He  also  directed  that  no  one  should  receive  his  charity  twice  till  all  the  poor  of 
the  parish  should  have  received  it  once,  who  should  make  the  repetition  afore- 
said, that  the  advantage  might  spread  as  far  as  possible : And  he  further 
directed,  that  this  part  of  his  will  should  be  transcribed  and  locked  up  in  the 
parish  chest ; and  yearly,  on  the  last  Sunday  in  November,  after  morning 
service,  the  rector  should  read  this  part  of  it  to  the  poor  and  the  inhabitants  of 
the  parish  in  the  church  porch. 

It  is  further  recorded  on  the  rolls  of  the  manor,  that  at  the  same  court  at 
which  the  before-mentioned  surrender  w'as  made,  viz.  1st  June  1699,  the  same 
Thomas  Goodburne  surrendered  a cottage  in  Besthorpe,  with  its  appurtenances, 
and  a close  lying  near  thefields  ofCollingham,  containing,  by  estimation, 18  acres, 
more  orless,  and  a cottage  with  the  appurtenances  lying  in  Girton, and  two  par- 
cels of  land  there  called  Toftsteade,  and  also  common  of  pasture  in  the  territory 
of  Girton,  for  eight  cows,  and  all  his  lands  and  tenements  holden  by  copy  of 
court-roll,  and  not  before  surrendered  at  this  court,  for  the  purchase  of  which 
premises  the  said  Thomas  Goodburne  had  received  from  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
of  the  borough  of  Newark  the  sum  of  250/.  to  the  use  of  Robert  Hacker,  his 
heirs  and  assigns,  for  securing  the  repayment  of  the  sum  of  250/.  with  interest 
to  the  said  Robert  Hacker,  which  sum  of  250/.  was  lent  by  the  said  Robert 
Hacker  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen;  and  after  the  payment  of  the 
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said  250/.  with  interest  by  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  and  their  successors 
to  the  said  Robert  Hacker  or  his  executors  or  administrators,  then  to  the  use 
of  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  and  their  successors  for  ever,  or  such  uses  as  they 
should  appoint  or  direct. 

At  a court  holden  on  the  4th  June  1723,  it  was  testified  by  two  customary 
tenants  of  the  manor,  that  Robert  Hacker  and  John  Story  had,  on  the  3d  June, 
surrendered  the  cottage  and  tenement,  and  the  closes  called  the  Moor  Closes 
and  Hill  Close,  and  the  22  acres  of  meadow  in  Besthorpe,  and  all  other 
lands  surrendered  to  their  use  by  Thomas  Goodburne  as  aforesaid,  to  the  use  of 
William  Hacker  Woolhouse  and  John  Story,  junior,  esquires,  and  their  heirs,  on 
the  trusts  expressed  in  the  surrender  of  the  said  Thomas  Goodburne,  and  they 
were  admitted  accordingly. 

These  charities  of  Stone  and  Bishop  White  were  included  in  the  answers  of  the 
corporation  to  which  we  have  referred  in  the  preceding  article ; and  with 
respect  to  Stone’s,  they  said  in  their  first  answer,  that  “ they  had  always 
received  and  paid  the  yearly  profits  of  the  said  700/.  towards  the  building  and 
employing  a Jersey  school but  they  did  not  say  how  the  700/.  had  been 
invested.  With  respect  to  Bishop  White’s  charity,  they  said  in  their  first 
answer,  “that  the  mayor  and  aldermen  had  received  and  laid  out  the  240/. 
in  a purchase  of  lands  at  Besthorpe  and  Girton,  and  had  always  paid  the 
charity,  exclusive  of  taxes,  into  the  vicar’s  hands,  to  be  disposed  of  by  him 
accordingly.” 

We  have  already  adverted  to  the  statement  in  their  second  answer,  that  part 
of  the  monies  arising  from  the  charities  of  Stone,  Bethell,  Clay,  Johnson, 
Martin,  Watson  and  Bishop  White;  viz.  1,330/.  was  in  1700  laid  out  in  pur- 
chase of  lands  in  Girton,  Besthorpe  and  South  Scarle,  being  copyhold,  &c.  let 
at  about  56/.  per  annum,  and  which  had  been  surrendered  by  Thomas  Good- 
burne to  one  Hacker,  in  trust  for  the  then  mayor  and  aldermen  ; and  we  have 
seen  that  all  these  charities,  with  the  exception  of  Stone’s  and  Bishop  White’s, 
were  subsequently,  by  the  deed  of  1740,  declared  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  the  lands  at  West  and  East  Laughton,  and  are  there  expressly 
stated  to  have  been  not,  before  that  purchase,  secured  by  any  land  estate. 

There  remained,  therefore,  of  the  charitable  funds  above-mentioned,  those  of 
Stone  and  Bishop  White  alone,  which  could  be  applied  to  the  purchase  of  the 
Girton  and  Besthorpe  estate  ; and  as  it  is  expressly  stated  on  the  court-roll  of 
the  first  surrender  that  the  700 /.,  which  was  the  price  of  that  purchase,  was  the 
money  given  by  Stone,  it  follows,  as  a necessary  consequence,  that  the  240/. 
given  by  Bishop  White  formed  a part,  (perhaps,  with  some  saving  of  interest, 
the  whole),  of  the  sum  of  250/.  mentioned  on  the  court-roll  of  the  second  sur- 
render, as  the  consideration  money  of  that  purchase,  or  rather  of  the  money 
with  which  that  sum  of  250/.  was  subsequently  repaid  to  Hacker,  by  whom 
it  is  stated  on  the  court-roll  to  have  been  lent  to  the  corporation. 

We  have  as  yet  seen  but  two  sums  of  700  /.  and  250/.  applied  to  the  purchase 
of  the  Besthorpe  and  Girton  estate,  making  together  the  sum  of  950/.  instead  of 
the  sum  of  1,330/.  which  the  corporation  in  their  second  answer  stated  to  have 
been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  lands  in  “ Girton,  Besthorpe  and  South 
Scarle.”  We  find  no  evidence  of  any  other  purchase  having  been  made  in 
these  places  by  the  corporation,  than  those  of  which  we  have  given  the  par- 
ticulars from  the  court-rolls ; and  which,  in  respect  of  situation,  sufficiently 
coincide  with  the  description  given  by  the  corporation  of  their  purchase, 
Besthorpe  being  a hamlet  in  the  parish  of  South  Scarle.  The  further  coin- 
cidence, which  is  found  in  their  statement,  that  the  lands  purchased  by  them 
were  copyhold,  and  surrendered  by  Thomas  Goodburne  to  one  Hacker,  in  the 
absence  of  any  evidence  of  other  surrenders  answering  that  description,  pre- 
cludes, as  we  conceive,  all  doubt  that  it  was  to  the  two  surrenders  which  we 
have  specified  above,  and  to  the  purchases  which  they  attest,  and  no  other, 
that  the  corporation  were  referring.  The  discrepancies  in  the  date  of  the 
purchase  (which  they  state  to  have  been  made  in  1700  instead  of  1699)  and  in 
the  omission  of  the  name  of  Story,  who  was  one  of  the  surrenderees  in  the 
first  surrender,  may  warrant  the  inference,  that  in  stating  the  particulars  of 
the  purchase  they  trusted  to  memory,  or  to  some  less  perfect  evidence  than 
that  of  the  court-rolls.  This  would  sufficiently  account  for  their  falling  into  an 
error  in  stating  the  amount  of  the  purchase  money  ; which  we  must  conclude 
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they  did,  as  their  statement  is  at  variance  with  the  court-rolls,  the  fidelity  of 
which  there  appears  no  ground  to  question. 

We  must  here  mention,  that  in  the  answer  of  the  corporation,  in  1757,  to 
the  bill  filed  against  them  by  the  creditors  of  Twells,  to  which  we  before 
alluded,  they  speak  of  the  Girton  and  Besthorpe  estate  as  being  “ charged  ” 
with  700/.  Stone’s  charity,  and  240/.  of  Bishop  White’s  ; which  seems  to  imply 
that  they  considered  the  estate  as  their  own,  subject  to  the  payment  of  those 
sums. 

As  they  could  not  become  their  own  but  by  the  advance  of  their  own  monies 
towards  the  purchase,  which  is  negatived  by  the  evidence  before  us  (except, 
perhaps,  to  the  amount  of  10/.  in  part  of  the  250/.  the  price  of  the  second 
purchase),  we  see  no  ground  for  the  suggestion  thus  conveyed  by  them,  and 
we  apprehend  that  these  estates  must  be  considered  as  the  absolute  property 
of  the  charities,  with  the  funds  of  which  they  were  respectively  purchased, 
subject  only  to  such  claim  as  the  corporation  may  have  in  respect  of  the  10/. 
supposed  to  have  been  advanced  by  them  ; and  with  regard  to  which  it  may 
suffice  to  observe,  that  if  that  deficiency  was  in  reality  made  up  out  of  their  own 
monies,  and  not  by  interest  money  due  to  the  charity,  it  is  highly  probable  that 
they  did  not  neglect  to  reimburse  themselves,  as  they  had  the  means  of  doing, 
out  of  the  subsequent  rents  of  the  estate. 

The  Besthorpe  and  Girton  estates  are  at  present  held  under  the  several  leases 
specified  in  the  following  Rental  :

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The  premises  comprised  in  the  three  first  leases  are  understood  to  be  those 
which  passed  under  the  first  surrender,  with  the  exception  of  the  eddish  gates, 
cow  gates  and  young  beast  gates,  of  which  that  surrender  makes  no  mention. 

These  therefore,  together  with  the  two  last  items  of  the  rental,  must  be 
referred  to  the  second  surrender,  in  which  common  of  pasture  for  eight  cows 
was  expressly  granted,  together  with  “ all  the  surrenderor’s  lands  and  tenements 
holden  by  copy  of  court-roll,  and  not  before  surrendered  at  that  court.” 

In  the  land-tax  assessments  these  farms  were  rated  together  at  51.  16s.  7 d.  per 
annum,  of  which  4s.  8 d.  was  charged  for  the  gates,  being  one-twenty-fifth  of  the 
whole.  According  to  this  estimate,  the  sum  of  9 /•  10s.  (being  about  one  twenty- 
fifth  of  the  whole  rent,)  may  be  considered  as  the  proportion  of  rent  which  is  paid  in 
respect  of  the  gates,  which  must  therefore  be  deducted  from  the  rent  of  188/. 
reducing  it  to  178/.  10s.  for  the  income  of  Stone’s  charity;  and  added  to  the 
rent  of  501.  14s.  making  an  income  of  60/.  4s.  for  Bishop  White’s  charity. 

The  land  tax  on  these  estates  amounting,  as  stated  above,  to  51.  16s.  7 d. 
per  annum,  was  redeemed  at  the  same  time  as  that  of  the  Laughton  estate,  and 
by  the  same  means,  viz.  the  sale  of  a house  belonging  to  Chapman’s  charity, 
which  charity,  therefore,  will  have  a claim  on  Stone’s  charity  to  the  amount  of 
4/.  7 3c?.  and  on  Bishop  White’s  of  1 /.  9 s.  4 d.  per  annum. 
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The  rents  are  received  by  the  chamberlain,  and  carried  to  the  general 
account  of  the  corporation  ; out  of  which  there  is  annually  paid  to  the  vicar,  in 
respect  of  Bishop  White’s  charity,  the  sum  of  12/. ; 2/.  whereof  he  retains  to  his 
own  use,  and  the  remaining  10/.  he  divides  between  twenty  poor  families  agree- 
ably to  the  directions  of  the  will.  These  persons  are  selected  by  the  vicar,  who 
previously  ascertains  that  they  are  able  to  repeat  the  Apostle’s  Creed,  the  Lord’s 
Prayer  and  the  Ten  Commandments. 

This  sum  of  12/.  (which  agrees  in  amount  with  five  per  cent  interest  on  240/. 
the  amount  of  the  legacy,)  is  the  only  payment  that  is  made  by  the  corporation 
to  the  use  of  the  charity.  The  residue  of  the  rent  (being  48/.  45.)  has  therefore 
remained  to  their  own  use. 

As  they  appear  to  be  now  sensible  of  the  right  of  the  charity  to  the  whole 
rent  of  the  estate  (except  ten  250th  parts,  which  they  claim  to  be  entitled 
to  in  respect  of  the  10/.  added  to  the  legacy  to  make  up  the  purchase 
money)  they  have  transmitted  to  us  the  following  plan  for  the  future  appli- 
cation of  the  rents ; viz.  “ The  net  rents  to  be  divided  into  250  equal  parts, 
whereof  240  shall  be  deemed  to  belong  to  and  be  held  upon  the  trusts  of 
Bishop  White’s  charity,  and  the  remaining  ten  parts  to  belong  to  the  corpo- 
ration in  their  own  right.  But  inasmuch  as  the  house,  which  was  given  by 
Chapman,  has  for  time  beyond  memory  gone  to  decay,  and  the  bays  of  build- 
ing mentioned  in  his  will  were  long  removed  to  improve  the  approach  to  the 
church-yard,  the  corporation  propose  that  their  ten  parts  in  250  shall  be  appli- 
cable to  the  payment  (as  heretofore)  of  6 c?.  a week  to  each  of  two  of  the 
poor  widows  living  in  the  poor  houses  in  Parish-lane,  as  the  corporation  have 
now  no  other  means  of  sustaining  that  charity.”  “ With  respect  to  the  distri- 
bution of  the  240  parts  between  the  poor  of  the  parish  and  the  vicar,  the 
corporation  would  be  glad  to  be  assisted,  and  so  far  as  they  are  concerned,  are 
ready  to  be  governed  by  the  opinion  of  His  Majesty’s  principal  law  officers, 
whether,  as  these  240  parts  will  now  probably  produce  50/.  a year,  there 
ought  to  be  distributed  the  sum  of  10/.  only  among  the  poor,  and  the  remainder 
(probably  40/.)  be  retained  by  the  vicar  for  his  trouble  in  distributing  the  10/. 
such  being  the  literal  directions  in  Bishop  White’s  will  ; but  the  proportion 
then  allowed,  and  since  invariably  paid  to  the  vicar  for  his  trouble,  was  only 
one-sixth  part  of  the  interest  of  240/.  for  distributing  among  the  poor  the  re- 
maining five-sixths.” 

Upon  the  latter  subject  it  is  important  to  refer  to  the  words  of  the  will,  which 
are,  that  the  testator  gave  “ 240/.  to  be  laid  out  in  land,  10/.  of  which  rent  he 
allotted  to  the  poor  yearly,  for  ever,  and  the  surplusage,  ’whatever  it  should  be , 
to  the  rector  as  a reward  for  his  pains  and  fidelity  in  the  distribution  of  the  said 
10/.  to  the  poor.”  It  seems  difficult,  against  the  plain  import  of  these  words, 
to  raise  a presumption,  that  the  testator  intended  that  under  any  circumstances 
the  poor  should  have  a larger  portion  of  the  rents  than  the  fixed  sum  of  10/., 
or  that  the  rector  should  have  less  than  the  whole  surplusage,  whatever  it 
might  be. 

With  regard  to  the  intended  reservation  by  the  corporation  of  ten  parts  of 
Rep.  21.  3 A3  the 
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the  rents  as  due  to  them  in  their  own  right,  in  respect  of  the  10/.  alleged  to 
have  been  advanced  by  them  towards  the  purchase,  we  have  already  observed 
upon  the  probability  that  if  that  deficiency  was  in  reality  supplied  out  of  their 
own  funds,  they  did  not  neglect  to  reimburse  themselves  out  of  the  subsequent 
rents  of  the  estate.  We  may  now  add,  that  if  in  the  first  instance  they  did 
neglect  so  to  do,  they  have  abundantly  made  up  for  that  neglect  by  appro- 
priating, as  they  have  since  done,  the  whole  surplus  rents  to  their  own  use,  a 
surplus  now  amounting  to  4 8/.  4s.  per  annum  (and  to  go  no  further  back  than 
the  last  ten  years,  making  a gross  sum  of  482/.)  which  circumstance,  as  we  con- 
ceive, will  afford  a sufficient  answer  to  any  claim,  that  they  might  otherwise 
have  had,  to  a participation  in  the  future  rents  of  the  estate. 

As  to  Chapman’s  charity,  it  will  be  seen  hereafter,  that  it  possesses  an  abun- 
dant resource,  in  its  claims  upon  this  and  other  charities,  for  a restitution  of  its 
funds  appropriated  to  the  redemption  of  their  land  tax. 

In  respect,  of  Stone’s  charity,  there  has  been  expended  by  the  corporation,  in 
the  support  of  a Jersey  school,  during  the  last  six  years,  the  aggregate  sum  of 
G8/.  2 s.  6d.  being  an  average  of  11/.  7^*  leZ-  per  annum. 

Of  this  average  51.  was  paid  as  a salary  to  a person  employed  by  the  corpo- 
ration to  receive  the  Jersey  when  purchased,  and  to  deliver  it  out  to  the  poor 
who  applied  for  it,  he  finding  warehouse  room  ; and  21.  12s.  was  paid  to  a poor 
woman  called  the  mistress  of  the  school.  The  rest  was  expended  in  the  pur- 
chase of  Jersey,  in  paying  for  spinning,  and  in  other  incidental  expenses. 

The  whole  residue  of  the  rents  beyond  the  sums  thus  expended,  (being 
during  the  last  six  years  an  average  of  167/.  3s.  per  annum),  has  been  applied 
by  the  corporation  to  their  own  use. 

We  have  seen  that  in  their  first  answer  the  corporation  stated  that  they  had 
always  received  and  employed  the  yearly  profits  of  Stone’s  legacy  of  700/. 
towards  the  building  and  employing  a Jersey  school. 

In  their  answer  in  1757  to  the  bill  filed  against  them  by  the  creditors  of 
Twells,  they  say  that  2/.  a year,  mentioned  in  the  purchased  rental  to  be  paid 
by  Barnard  Wilson,  one  of  the  defendants,  was  for  a cottage  called  the  Jersey 
School,  and  piece  of  ground  behind  it  belonging  to  the  said  school. 

in  the  corporation  book,  called  the  Coucher,  is  a minute,  dated  the  9th 
September  1775,  stating  that  “ the  mayor  and  aldermen  executed  a deed  of 
exchange  with  Mr.  Cracroft  for  the  Jersey  school,  for  houses  and  a school  in 
the  Parish-lane.” 

The  corporation  are  now  possessed  of  six  houses  under  one  roof  in  Parish- 
lane,  (now  called  Guildhall-street,)  one  of  which  is  appropriated  to  the  use  of 
the  Jersey  school.  This  is  a long  room  at  one  end  of  the  building,  to  which 
it  forms  a wing ; and  two  of  the  other  houses  form  a corresponding  wing  at  the 
other  end,  the  remaining  three  houses  being  between  the  two  wings.  The  Jersey 
school,  besides  its  outer  door,  communicates  by  an  inner  door  with  the  adjoining 
house,  and  an  old  woman,  who  resides  in  that  house,  receiving  a pension  of  six- 
pence a week  in  the  name  of  Chapman’s  charity,  is  the  mistress  of  the  school ; in 
which  respect  she  receives  a further  payment,  as  stated  above,  of  2/.  12s.  per 
annum.  In  the  next  adjoining  house  resides  another  old  woman,  who  also 
receives  sixpence  a week  in  respect  of  Chapman’s  charity,  and  the  other  three 
houses  are  occupied  bv  old  women,  who  receive  pensions  in  respect  of  Ellis’s 
charity. 

If  the  houses,  which  are  thus  appropriated  to  the  use  of  Chapman’s  and  Ellis’s 
charities,  are  part  of  those  which  were  received  in  exchange  for  the  old  Jersey 
school,  those  charities  must  be  considered  as  indebted  to  Stone’s  charity  for 
the  rent  of  them.  It  is  difficult  at  this  day  to  determine  that  question.  It 
will  be  seen,  when  we  come  to  the  charities  of  Chapman  and  Ellis,  that  long 
before  the  date  of  the  exchange,  the  corporation  (as  they  state  in  their  answer) 
had  houses  of  their  own  in  Parish-lane,  to  which  they  had  removed  Chapman’s 
almspeople  ; and  it  is  possible  that  these  houses  may  have  been  contiguous  to 
those  which  were  received  in  exchange  from  Mr.  Cracroft,  and  that  the  whole 
may  have  been  subsequently  united  into  the  one  uniform  building  which  we 
have  described  above,  and  which  has  every  appearance  of  a modern  erection. 

The  reason  which  has  been  assigned  to  us  for  the  very  small  expenditure  that 
has  been  made  in  respect  of  this  charity  is,  that  the  spinning  of  jersey  by  hand 
has  ceased  to  be  a profitable  occupation  ; and  as  an  instance  of  its  unprofitable- 
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ness,  we  are  informed  by  Mr.  Alderman  Fisher,  that  having  been  requested  by 
the  rest  of  the  corporation  during  his  mayoralty,  to  make  inquiries  as  to  the 
possibility  of  finding  a market  for  the  jersey  when  spun,  and  of  advantageously 
employing  the  poor  in  the  spinning,  he  caused  notice  to  be  given  in  the  church 
that  any  person  willing  to  spin  jersey  might  have  it  delivered  to  them  at  the 
Jersey  school,  and  he  had  a quantity  of  jersey  deposited  there,  which  he  had 
procured  from  Wakefield  at  the  cost  of  10/.  There  were  but  two  applicants 
for  this  jersey,  viz.  the  mistress  of  the  Jersey  school  and  another  female,  to 
whom  the  whole  was  delivered  ; but  it  was  not  all  spun  until  two  years  and  a 
half  afterwards,  and  the  whole  produce  when  sold  amounted  to  9/.  Js. 

On  the  other  hand  we  are  told  by  a worsted  manufacturer  of  Newark,  that 
there  is  a demand  for  the  worsted  when  spun  from  jersey,  and  he  thinks  that 
old  poor  persons  of  the  town  of  Newark  might  be  profitably  employed  in  the 
business,  if  wheels  were  provided  for  them. 

It  appears  to  have  been,  down  to  a late  period,  the  practice  of  the  corporation 
to  provide  such  wheels,  and  to  engage  a master  (latterly  at  a salary  of  28 /.  or 
30/.  per  annum)  to  conduct  the  school.  The  master  employed  a poor  woman 
as  mistress  of  the  school,  whose  province  was  to  teach  the  poor  who  attended 
the  school  to  spin.  He  paid  her  a certain  stipend,  and  also  paid  the  spinners 
for  their  work ; the  profits  of  which  he  took  to  his  own  use. 

In  the  second  answer  of  the  corporation  in  1735,  in  speaking  of  this  charity, 
they  say,  “ That  there  had  been  for  many  years  a Jersey  school  or  workhouse, 
the  master  of  which  had  been  appointed  by  them  in  their  corporate  capacity  ; 
that  such  master  supplied  the  poor  with  jersey  for  spinning,  and  paid  them  such 
prices  as  were  allowed  by  the  master  of  Lincoln  Jersey  school,  and  also  paid 
women  for  teaching  the  poor  children  and  other  poor  of  the  town  the  art  of 
spinning  ; that  the  annual  expenses  of  the  Jersey  school  laid  out  by  them  had  often 
exceeded  but  was  never  less  than  the  produce  of  Stone’s  700 /.  viz.  in  repairing 
the  school,  finding  wheels  and  reels,  and  allowing  a stipend  to  the  master,  in 
consideration  of  his  teaching  the  poor  to  spin,  and  his  loss  sustained  by  the 
spoiling  and  waste  of  jersey  ; that  many  poor  persons,  being  employed  by  means 
of  this  charity,  were  kept  off  from  becoming  a charge  upon  the  parish.” 

This  appears  to  have  been  a very  efficient  mode  of  administering  the  charity, 
and  we  can  discover  no  sufficient  reason  for  the  discontinuance  of  it. 

The  corporation  have  transmitted  to  us  the  following  statement  of  their  plan 
for  the  future  conduct  of  this  charity  ; viz. 

“ It  is  proposed  to  appropriate  the  net  rents  in  furnishing  wheels,  wool, 
jersey  and  other  fitting  materials  and  means  for  employing  the  poor  in  the 
spinning  of  jersey  and  wool,  and  manufacturing  it  into  stockings  or  other 
articles  of  wearing  apparel,  and  in  paying  a reasonable  salary  to  a master  and 
mistress  of  the  Jersey  school,  and  in  payment  of  such  wages  as  may  render  such 
employ  a profitable  source  of  relief  to  the  poor  and  industrious  inhabitants  of 
the  town  of  Newark  and  their  children.” 

Lilly’s  Charity. — The  Bathley  Grange. 

We  are  indebted  to  the  answer  of  the  corporation  in  1733  for  the 
information,  that  John  Lilly , by  indenture,  dated  19th  December  1623, 
enfeoffed  Robert  Outram  and  Launcelot  Thompson  in  a messuage,  called 
Bathley  Grange,  in  Bathley,  in  trust  for  the  alderman  and  assistants,  and  their 
successors,  to  be  disposed  among  the  poor  children  working  in  the  Jersey 
school,  and  in  default  of  such  school,  to  be  applied  towards  the  relief  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  town. 

The  corporation  in  their  said  answer  added,  that  the  rents  were  disposed  of 
accordingly,  either  among  the  poor  children  in  the  said  school,  or  poor  in  the 
said  town. 

In  their  subsequent  answer  in  1757  to  the  bill  filed  against  them  by  the  cre- 
ditors of  Twells,  they  stated,  that  the  estate  at  Bathley  Grange,  mentioned  in 
their  charity  rental,  was  then  let  at  27/.  5 s.  a year,  and  was  left  by  John  Lilly 
to  or  in  trust  for  the  said  alderman  and  assistants,  who  paid  thereout,  on 
account  of  a beadery  erected  by  John  Smith,  who  left  the  said  estate  to  the 
said  John  Lilly  51.  17 s.  a year,  and  the  surplus  of  the  said  estate,  after  payment 
on  account  of  the  said  beadery,  to  be  disposed  among  the  poor  children  working 
in  the  Jersey  school,  and  in  default  of  such  school,  to  be  applied  towards  the 
relief  of  the  poor  of  the  said  town,  and  the  same  surplus  after  deducting  the 
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expenses  of  repairing  the  premises,  was  disposed  of  either  amongst  the  poor 
children  in  the  said  school  or  poor  in  the  said  town. 

This  estate  is  now  held  under  a lease,  bearing  date  1st  June  1815,  whereby  it 
was  demised  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  under  the  description  of  a messuage, 
tenement  or  farm-house,  with  the  barn,  stables,  outbuildings,  garden  and  home- 
stead, with  the  appurtenances,  containing  7 a.  & 3r.  situate  in  Bathley,  and  for- 
merly in  the  occupation  of  George  Millington,  and  twelve  several  closes  or 
parcels  of  land,  arable,  meadow  and  pasture,  in  Bathley ; viz.

the  6th  April  1815,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  150/. 

This  rent  has  been  since  reduced  to  120/.  per  annum,  which  is  now  esteemed 
the  fair  value. 

The  land-tax  of  this  estate  also,  being  31.  6 s.  10  d.  per  annum,  was  redeemed 
by  the  sale  of  the  house  belonging  to  Chapman’s  charity,  which  has  therefore 
a claim  on  the  estate  to  that  amount. 

The  rent  of  this  estate  is  carried  to  the  general  corporation  account,  out  of 
which  there  is  paid  7 l.  7 s.  per  annum  in  respect  of  Smith’s  charity  to  the  poor 
of  Bathley,  and  there  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  flour,  which  is  distributed 
among  the  poor  of  Newark,  about  331.  or  34*/.  per  annum.  The  residue  of  the 
rent,  being  about  80/.  per  annum,  has  remained  to  the  use  of  the  corporation. 

Their  plan  for  the  future  administration  of  the  charity,  (as  they  have  com- 
municated it  to  us)  is  as  follows  : 

“ It  is  intended  to  apply  the  net  rents  and  profits  of  this  estate  (after 
payment  of  Smith’s  charity)  in  the  first  place  towards  maintaining  any  poor  chil- 
dren who  shall  work  in  the  Jersey  school,  and  in  default  thereof  to  distribute 
the  same  in  coals,  corn,  flour  or  clothing  among  the  most  needy  and  necessi- 
tous inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Newark,  at  Candlemas  in  every  year,  having 
due  regard  in  such  distribution  to  the  extent  and  wants  of  the  respective 
families  relieved.” 

Collingavood’s  Charity. 

Anthony  CollingKood,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  8th  March  IC78,  and  proved 
in  the  Exchequer  court  of  York,  gave  to  his  wife  all  his  houses  and  lands  for 
life,  and  after  her  death  he  gave  his  lands  in  reversion,  that  were  then  belonging 
to  Mrs.  Martin,  purchased  by  him  of  Henry  Girton,  lying  in  Farndon,  in  the 
county  of  Nottingham,  and  in  Allington,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  Newark,  in  trust,  for  the  better  enabling  the  vicar  of  Newark 
to  maintain  prayers,  commonly  called  divine  service,  to  be  performed  twice 
every  day  in  the  week,  in  the  parish  church  of  Newark. 

He  also  gave  his  house  in  Stodman-street,  Newark,  to  the  said  mayor  and 
aldermen,  to  be  held  by  them  after  the  death  of  his  wife  for  ever,  to  the  use  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  corporation. 

Fie  also  gave  his  house  in  Carter-gate  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  for 
the  repairs  and  better  support  of  the  fabric  of  the  parish  church  of  Newark. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  the  25th  and  26th  March 
1687,  between  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Newark  of  the  one  part,  and  8ir 
Robert  Markham,  hart,  of  the  other  part;  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  in 
consideration  of  200/.  granted  to  the  said  Sir  Robert  Markham  and  his  heirs,  an 
oxgang  and  a half  of  arable  land,  lying  dispersed  in  the  open  fields  of  Allington, 
containing,  by  estimation,  12  a.  3r.  17ii’*  and  six  acres  of  meadow  or  pasture 
in  Allington,  in  the  nether  end  of  a place  called  the  Foxholes,  and  five  acres  of 
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pasture  in  Allington,  then  lately  inclosed,  lying  in  Saltwell  plot,  to  hold  to  him 
and  his  heirs  for  ever. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  4th  June  1687,  between  Sir  Robert  Markham, 
bart.  of  the  one  part ; and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Newark  of  the  other  part; 
reciting  that  William  and  Thomas  Grant,  by  deed,  bearing  date  8th  October 
1656,  had  granted  to  Robert  Martin  several  sellions  and  parcels  of  land,  con- 
containing,  by  estimation,  23  acres,  which  were  afterwards  purchased  by 
Anthony  Collingwood  ; and  reciting  the  devise  thereof  by  the  said  Anthony 
Collingwood,  as  above  stated,  and  that  the  said  lands  were  of  low  and  mean 
rent,  not  having  hitherto  yielded  above  7/-  a year,  and  that  the  said  mayor 
and  aldermen,  for  the  augmentation  of  the  said  stipend,  had,  for  the  con- 
sideration of  200 /.  conveyed  the  said  premises  to  the  said  Sir  Robert  Mark- 
ham, and  that  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  had  agreed  to  lend  to  the 
said  Sir  Robert  Markham  the  said  200  £ at  five  per  cent  till  he  could  find  out 
a convenient  purchase  of  the  clear  yearly  value  of  10/.  for  the  said  mayor  and 
aldermen,  to  be  conveyed  to  and  vested  in  them  to  the  use  of  the  said  will ; it 
was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Sir  R.  Markham,  in  consideration  of  the  said  200/. 
demised  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen  several  sellions  and  parcels  of  ground 
lying  in  the  open  fields  of  Allington,  containing  12  a.  3 k.  17  Ip*  and  six  acres 
in  Allington,  in  the  nether  end  of  the  Foxholes,  and  five  acres  in  Saltwell 
Plot,  and  one  oxgang  lying  dispersedly  in  the  fields  of  Allington,  containing 
12  acres,  then  lately  conveyed  to  Sir  Robert  Markham  by  Henry  and  Thomas 
Robinson,  by  deed,  bearing  date  3d  December  1686,  to  hold  to  the  said  mayor 
and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  for  2000  years  from  the  date  thereof,  at  a 
pepper  corn  rent;  with  a proviso  that  if  the  said  Sir  Robert  Markham,  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  should  pay  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen  and  their  successors  10/. 
a year  during  the  said  term,  he  and  his  heirs  should  receive  the  rents  of  the 
said  premises  to  his  own  use  ; with  a covenant  by  the  said  Sir  Robert  Markham 
for  paying  the  said  yearly  sum  of  10  /.  and  with  a further  proviso,  that  if  dur- 
ing the  term  the  said  Sir  Robert  Markham  and  his  heirs  should  convey  to  the 
said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  in  fee,  lands  of  the  clear  yearly 
value  of  10/.  to  the  uses  of  the  said  will,  the  said  grant  should  be  void. 

In  the  33d  year  of  Geo.  3,  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  for  inclosing  the 
open  fields  in  the  manor  of  Allington,  under  which  the  Rev.  Davies  Pennell, 
vicar  of  Newark,  claimed  to  be  entitled  as  vicar,  to  the  lands  formerly  the 
estate  of  Anthony  Collingwood,  then  in  the  occupation  of  William  Earl  Welby, 
esquire. 

It  is  stated,  in  a case  submitted  for  the  opinion  of  counsel  in  1816,  on 
behalf  of  the  Rev.  William  Bartlett,  vicar,  that  the  above  claim  was  not  fur- 
ther prosecuted  nor  any  allotment  made  to  the  vicar  in  respect  thereof,  but  that 
Sir  W.  E.  Welby  took  an  allotment  in  lieu  of  the  uninclosed  parts  of  the 
estate,  and  continued  to  pay  Mr.  Pennell  the  rent  or  interest  of  10/.  per 
annum  to  his  decease  about  1814  ; that  Mr.  Bartlett  the  succeeding  vicar  refused 
to  accept  the  10/.  per  annum,  and  claimed  the  ancient  inclosure  devised  by 
Collingwood,  and  so  much  of  the  allotments  made  to  Sir  W.  E.  Welby,  as 
was  equal  in  value  to  the  open  lands  devised  by  Collingwood,  in  trust  for  the 
vicars,  which  would  require  to  be  ascertained  by  valuation,  as  the  commis- 
sioners did  not  set  out  any  specific  allotment  in  respect  of  those  lands. 

The  opinion  of  an  eminent  counsel  on  this  case  was,  that  the  indentures  of 
lease  and  release  of  25th  and  26th  March  1687,  and  the  indenture  of  4th 
June  1687,  were  to  be  taken  together  and  considered  as  parts  of  one  transac- 
tion, amounting  in  substance  to  a sale  by  the  corporation  to  Sir  Robert  Markham, 
of  the  charity  lands,  in  consideration  of  a rent-charge  of  10/.  per  annum,  for 
2000  years  ; that  there  seemed  no  reason  for  imputing  improper  motives  to  the 
parties  in  the  transaction,  and  it  was  probably  considered  at  the  time  as  advan- 
tageous to  the  charity,  and  it  was  then  to  be  impeached  at  the  distance  of  130 
years ; but  still  he  thought,  that  on  the  principles  on  which  courts  of  equity  act 
in  cases  of  charit)%  relief  would  be  given,  by  a decree  establishing  the  title  of 
the  charity  to  the  original  inclosed  land,  and  to  its  proportion  of  the  new 
allotments,  unless  Sir  W.  E.  Welby  was  able  to  make  out  that  he  claimed  under 
some  intermediate  possessor  of  the  lands,  who  could  be  represented  as  a pur- 
chaser for  a valuable  consideration,  without  notice  of  the  charity  trust.  If  the 
original  charity  lands,  and  the  lands  subjected  to  the  rent-charge  of  10/.  a year, 
had  at  all  times,  since  the  transaction  of  1687,  been  united  in  the  same  pos- 
session, he  thought  it  unlikely  that  Sir  W.  E.  Welby  would  establish  his  defence 
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as  claiming  under  a purchaser  for  a valuable  consideration,  without  notice,  be- 
cause the  fact  of  the  payment  of  10/.  a year  is  implied  notice  of  the  cause  why 
it  was  paid. 

No  measures,  however,  were  taken  by  the  vicar,  in  furtherance  of  his  claim. 
He  subsequently  consented  to  receive  the  annual  rent  of  10/.  which  still  con- 
tinues to  be  paid  to  him  by  Sir  W.  E.  Welby,  bart.  The  value  of  the  lands  is 
estimated  at  a much  higher  amount. 

Under  the  circumstances  above  stated,  and  having  regard  to  the  opinion  to 
which  we  have  referred,  we  have  conceived  this  to  be  a proper  case  to  be  certi- 
fied to  His  Majesty’s  Attorney  General. 

The  foregoing  transaction  regarded  only  the  lands  in  Allington.  The  land 
in  Farndon  is  still  held  on  the  trusts  of  the  will. 

This  land,  consisting  of  nine  acres,  is  let  by  the  vicar,  and  is  at  present  in 
the  occupation  of  Thomas  Mettam,  esq.  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of 
20/.  which  appears  to  be  its  full  value.  This  rent  is  received  by  the  vicar,  in 
addition  to  the  10/.  above  mentioned,  who,  in  respect  of  these  payments, 
reads  prayers  daily  in  the  church  of  Newark. 

The  house  in  Cartergate  appears  to  have  been  in  later  times  a public  house, 
known  by  the  name  of  the  Cross  Keys,  and  was  by  that  name  and  description 
demised,  in  the  year  1749,  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen  to  Elizabeth  Clerk, 
for  a term  of  21  years  from  Lady-day  in  that  year,  at  the  annual  rent  of  2/. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  lease,  the  house  appears  to  have  continued  in 
the  possession  of  the  same  tenant,  at  the  same  rent,  till  the  year  1778,  when 
it  was  sold  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  under  the  powers  of  a Turnpike  Act, 
for  the  sum  of  150/.  This  sum  was  invested  in  the  purchase  of  250/. 
three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  name  of  Job  Brough,  then  town  clerk ; after 
whose  death  it  was  transferred,  in  1807,  into  the  name  of  William  Edward 
Tallents  esq.  then  and  still  town  clerk.  The  dividends  (being  7 /•  10s.  per  annum) 
have  been  received  by  the  churchwardens,  through  the  medium  of  the 
bank  of  Messrs.  Godfrey  & Co.  of  Newark,  and  their  correspondents  in  London, 
Messrs.  Barclay  & Co. 

These  dividends  and  rent  appear  to  have  been  regularly  carried  to  the  church- 
wardens account,  since  the  year  1757,  when  the  accounts  commence,  and  have 
thus  formed  a part  of  the  general  expenditure  towards  the  repairs  of  the  church. 

The  house  in  Stod man-street,  now  known  by  the  sign  of  the  Packhorse,  is 
held  by  William  Hunt,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  50/.  a year.  This 
house  is  old,  and  in  bad  repair.  It  is  noticed  in  the  answer  of  the  corpora- 
tion to  the  bill  of  Twells’s  creditors,  in  1757,  as  being  then  let  for  12/. 
From  1769  to  1815,  the  rent  appears  to  have  been  14/.  and  from  that  time, 
14/.  14s.  till  1824,  when  it  was  raised  to  36/.  10s.  which  continued  till  1827, 
when  it  was  raised  to  its  present  amount. 

John  Cartledge  was  tenant  from  1792  to  1822  ; he  filled  the  situation  of  chief 
constable  of  the  town  for  many  years,  and  is  understood  to  have  laid  out  a 
considerable  sum  in  the  repairs  of  it. 

This  charity  must  be  considered  as  indebted  to  Chapman’s  for  the  amount 
of  the  land  tax  of  14  s.  per  annum  charged  upon  this  house,  which  was  re- 
deemed by  the  sale  of  Chapman’s  house,  in  Appleton  Gate,  as  will  be  presently 
seen  in  the  account  of  his  charity. 

The  rent  is  carried  to  the  general  corporation  account,  out  of  which  a small 
chief  rent  of  2 s.  in  respect  of  this  house,  is  paid  to  the  Duke  of  Newcastle. 
A further  sum  of  8/.  9s.  9 d.  is  included  in  the  sum  of  22/.  16s.  Id.  which 
is  annually  distributed  by  the  mayor,  as  we  have  before  stated,  in  money  and 
coals,  among  the  poor  of  the  town. 

The  residue  of  the  rent,  being  41/.  8 s.  3d.  has  been  applied  by  the  corpora- 
tion to  their  own  use. 


The  following  is  a summary  of  the  several  charitable  funds  which  the 
corporation  have  thus  appropriated  to  their  own  use.

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To  what  extent  they  should  be  called  upon  to  re-imburse  the  monies  which 
they  have  thus  appropriated,  may  be  a proper  question  for  the  consideration  of 
a court  of  equity.  But  it  is  proper  to  state,  that  they  have  given  us  to  under- 
stand, that  they  have  no  corporate  funds,  wherewith  to  answer  any  call  that  may 
thus  be  made  upon  them.

Johnson's  further  Charity. 

John  Johnson , whose  bequest  of  50/.  has  been  already  noticed,  further  gave  Johnson’s 
by  his  Will,  dated  the  22d  October  1655,  (as  we  learn  from  the  answer  of  the  further  Charity, 
corporation  in  1733,)  a rent-charge  of  5 /.  per  annum  for  the  use  of  fifty  of  the 
poorest  and  ancient  widowers  and  widows  of  Newark,  to  be  paid  yearly  to  the 
mayor  or  churchwardens  on  the  20th  December,  and  distributed  the  day  after; 
and  he  gave  four  cottages  in  Parish-lane  in  Newark,  to  be  for  ever  enjoyed  by 
four  old  widows  to  be  therein  placed  in  succession  by  the  appointment  of  the 
said  mayor  and  aldermen;  and  he  willed  that  John  Johnson,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  should  for  ever  after,  out  of  certain  lands  devised  to  him  by  the  said 
will,  uphold  and  repair  the  said  four  cottages. 

The  corporation  in  their  answer  said  they  had  distributed  the  said  51. 
accordingly;  and  that  although  they  could  not  find  the  lands  mentioned  in  the 
said  will  to  repair  the  said  four  cottages,  yet  they  had  for  several  years  repaired 
the  same  out  of  the  profits  of  the  corporation  estates. 

The  rent-charge  of  5/.  is  understood  to  issue  out  of  houses  in  Wilson-street, 
now  the  property  of  the  Duke  of  Newcastle. 

The  payment  is  annually  received  by  the  corporation,  and  is  included  in  the 
sum  of  22/.  165.  Id.  which  is  annually  distributed  by  the  mayor,  as  we  have 
before  stated  in  the  account  of  Bethell’s  and  other  charities.  In  this  distribution 
the  sum  of  2 s.  being  given  to  each  of  91  poor  widows,  50  of  the  number  may 
be  considered  as  receiving  51.  in  respect  of  this  charity. 

The  four  cottages  in  Parish-lane  (now  called  Guildhall-street)  are  at  present 
occupied,  two  by  a poor  widow  each,  and  the  other  two  by  poor  families.  These 
persons  appear  to  have  been  placed  in  them  by  the  parish  officers,  upon  whom 
the  care  of  the  cottages  appears  to  have  for  some  years  devolved,  and  by  whom 
they  are  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  parish  funds. 


Chapman’s  Charity. — Ellis’s  Charity. 

The  corporation  also  stated  in  their  answer  that  in  the  year  1619,  Chapman  Chapman  and  Ellis’s 
by  his  will  gave  to  the  alderman  and  assistants,  and  the  vicar  of  Newark  and  Charities, 
their  successors,  one  house  in  Appleton  Gate,  upon  trust,  that  two  bays  of 
stone  building  next  the  church-yard,  being  part  of  the  said  house,  should  be 
repaired  out  of  the  rents  arising  of  other  part  of  the  said  house  ; and  after  the 
said  two  bays  were  repaired  and  divided  into  convenient  rooms,  four  poor 
widows  should  be  placed  therein,  and  the  rents,  after  such  repairs  from  other 
part  of  the  said  house,  should  be  paid  towards  their  maintenance. 

The  corporation  added  in  their  answer,  that  the  rents  of  the  said  house  were 
not  sufficient  to  keep  the  said  two  bays  and  the  rest  of  the  said  house  in  repair  ; 
and  that  about  fifteen  years  ago  the  same  became  wholly  ruinous,  and  rather 
than  sink  the  said  charity  by  rebuilding,  they  had,  since  the  decay  thereof, 
placed  four  poor  widows  in  other  houses  belonging  to  the  said  mayor  and 
aldermen  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  had  always  paid,  weekly,  to  two  of  the 
said  poor  widows,  sixpence  a piece,  being  more  than  the  annual  rents  of  the 
said  decayed  houses ; and  that  they  had  since  rebuilt  a house  on  the  ground 
where  the  said  decayed  premises  stood,  which  had  cost  them  above  200/. 

In  their  subsequent  answer  to  the  bill  filed  against  them  by  the  creditors  of 
Twells,  they  stated  that  7/.  per  annum,  mentioned  in  one  of  their  schedules  as 
paid  by  J.  Haslam,  was  for  a freehold  house  in  Appleton  Gate,  which  was  the 
estate  of  the  said  Chapman,  given  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned,  and 
repeating  what  they  had  said  in  their  first  answer  as  to  the  decay  of  the  old 
building  and  the  erection  of  the  new,  and  the  removal  of  the  poor  widows  to 
other  houses,  they  added  that  “ such  other  houses,  wherein  the  said  four  poor 
widows  were  then  placed,  were  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  rent  of  such  new  built 
house,  after  the  expense  of  repairing  the  said  house  and  land-tax  were  deducted, 
and  the  said  payments  to  the  said  widows  were  deducted  out  of  the  rents.” 

It  appears  from  an  entry  in  the  corporation  book,  called  the  Coucher,  that 
at  a meeting  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  holden  2d  March  1799,  the  corporate 
seal  was  affixed  to  a notice  to  the  commissioners  for  sale  of  the  land-tax  of  their 
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Chapman  and  Ellis’s 
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intention  to  sell  the  messuage  and  premises  in  Appleton  Gate,  for  the  purchase 
of  the  land-tax  payable  out  of  the  corporation  estates ; and  it  was  at  the  same 
meeting  resolved,  that  the  payment  of  sixpence  each  per  week  to  two  poor 
widows,  out  of  the  said  premises,  should  be  proposed  to  be  secured  by  the 
corporation,  and  the  purchaser  indemnified  against  it. 

At  a subsequent  meeting,  holden  the  30th  November  1799,  a conveyance  of 
this  house  was  executed  to  Mr.  David  Stephenson  for  the  sum  of  365 /.  free 
from  incumbrances  ; and  it  was  resolved  that  the  sum  of  sixpence  per  week  to 
two  poor  widows  should  in  future  be  paid  by  the  chamberlain,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  remainder  of  the  estates  belonging  to  the  corporation. 

Of  this  sum  of  365/.,  17/.  4s.  was  allowed  for  expenses,  and  the  residue, 
being  347/.  16s.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  564/.  Is.  10 d.  three  per  cent 
stock.  The  stock  required  for  the  purpose  of  the  redemption  was  600/.  5 s.  4 d. 
There  was  therefore  a deficiency  of  36/.  3s.  6d.  which  was  supplied  from  the 
general  funds. 

The  amount  of  the  land  tax  thus  redeemed  was  16/.  7 s.  5d.  per  annum,  of 
which  6s.  only  was  charged  on  the  house  in  Appleton  Gate.  The  residue  was 
charged  on  the  following  estates ; viz.

Which  several  estates,  therefore,  must  be  considered  as  indebted  to  this  charity 
to  those  respective  amounts. 

Since  the  sale  of  the  house,  the  payment  of  6d.  per  week  to  each  of  the  two 
poor  widows  has  been  made  out  of  the  general  funds  in  the  chamberlain’s 
hands. 

The  houses  in  which  these  poor  widows  reside  are  two  of  a set  of  six,  of 
which  we  have  given  a description  in  the  account  of  the  Jersey  School  under 
Stone’s  charity.  This  residence,  and  the  small  weekly  payment  above  men- 
tioned, are  the  only  benefits  that  are  dispensed  in  respect  of  this  charity.  The 
corporation  do  not  appear  to  have  considered  that  the  charity  was  entitled  to  a 
restitution  of  its  funds  applied  to  the  redemption  of  the  land  tax  due  from  other 
charities.  The  income  resulting  from  this  source,  as  above  stated,  (16/.  1 s.  5d. 
per  annum,’)  will  afford  the  means  of  considerably  increasing  the  allowances  to 
the  poor  women,  consistently  with  the  extension  of  their  number  to  four,  the 
number  contemplated  by  the  founder. 

Ellis’s  Charity. — Timothy  Ellis , by  Will,  bearing  date  12th  May  1704, 
vested  his  three  chambers  by  the  church-yard,  over  part  of  the  butcher’s 
shambles,  in  trust,  with  Timothy  Ellis  and  his  heirs,  and  Samuel  Rastall  and 
his  heirs,  in  order  for  the  support,  relief  and  maintenance  of  three  poor  widows 
of  Newark  town,  of  sixty  years  of  age,  such  as  never  had  any  collection  from 
the  said  town  ; and  in  order  for  the  support  of  that  disposition,  he  ordered  the 
profits  of  the  said  shops  under  them,  and  widow  Burnett’s  house  at  the  Church 
Gate,  Rushton’s  house  in  North  Gate,  and  Primrose  and  Chantry’s  house  in 
Castle  Gate,  to  be  applied  for  the  repairs  of  the  said  chambers,  shops  and 
houses,  and  maintenance  of  the  said  poor  widows ; and  he  willed  withal,  that 
out  of  the  revenues  of  the  same,  the  said  poor  people  should  have  yearly  bought, 
and  should  wear  constantly,  purple  gowns,  of  baize,  signated  with  these  three 
letters,  viz.  S.  T.  E.  upon  every  one  of  their  right  sleeves,  in  open  view  and  sight. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  26th  January  1749,  between  William  Ellis,  de- 
scribed as  great  nephew  and  heir-at-law  of  Timothy  Ellis  deceased,  and 
Timothy  Rastall,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Samuel  Rastall,  deceased,  of  the  one 
part,  and  William  Wells,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  said  devise  by  Timothy 
Ellis,  deceased  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  house  in  Castle  Gate  always 
was  a very  poor  thatched  place,  requiring  great  repairs  to  keep  the  same  up, 
and  let  for  a very  small  matter,  so  that  little  or  nothing  arose  therefrom  to 
the  said  poor  people  ; and  the  same  was  then  become  so  old  and  decayed, 
that  it  required  pulling  down  and  rebuilding,  or  must  fall  down  and  be  un- 
tenanted ; and  that  the  best  rent  of  the  same  had  been  and  then  was  but  34$. 
a year,  out  of  which  repairs  and  land  tax  was  deducted,  and  the  same  was 

sometimes 
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sometimes  empty ; and  that  it  had  been  agreed  between  the  said  parties,  for 
the  benefit  of  the  said  charity,  to  convey  the  said  house  to  the  said  William 
Wells,  and  his  heirs,  so  that  he  might  rebuild  the  same  for  his  own  proper  use, 
to  be  charged,  for  ever,  with  the  rent  of  27 5.  clear  of  all  taxes,  repairs  and 
deductions,  for  the  use  of  the  said  poor  widows  : it  was  witnessed,  that  the 
said  parties  of  the  first  part  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  William 
Wells,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  house,  with  the  appurtenances,  yielding 
yearly  the  rent-charge  of  27^.  to  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part,  their  heirs 
and  assigns,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  by  equal  portions,  in  trust,  to  be 
employed,  for  ever,  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  said  poor  widows  and  the  said 
charity. 

By  another  indenture,  bearing  date  25th  March  1775,  between  the  Rev. 
Samuel  Rastall,  eldest  son  and  heir  of  Timothy  Rastall,  deceased,  who  was  the 
eldest  son  and  heir  of  Samuel  Rastall,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  mayor 
and  aldermen  of  the  borough  of  Newark-upon-Trent,  of  the  other  part ; reciting 
the  will  of  Timothy  Ellis,  to  the  effect  above  stated,  and  that  the  said  Samuel 
Rastall  survived  his  co-trustee  named  in  the  will,  whereby  the  said  premises 
became  wholly  vested  in  the  said  Samuel  and  his  heirs  ; and  further  reciting, 
that  after  the  decease  of  the  said  last-named  Timothy  Ellis,  the  said  Samuel 
Rastall  granted  and  conveyed  the  said  messuage,  situate  in  Northgate,  called 
Rushton’s  house,  unto  and  to  the  use  of  Thomas  Stowe,  and  his  heirs;  and  by 
indenture,  dated  the  10th  December  1733,  reciting,  among  other  things,  that 
the  said  messuage  was  a trust  estate,  given  for  the  benefit  of  certain  poor  widows, 
but,  being  an  old  decayed  thatched  house,  of  the  yearly  rent  of  455.  not  only 
liable  to  expenses  in  repairs  and  loss  by  tenants,  but  also  to  stand  sometimes 
empty,  it  had  been  agreed  to  convey  the  same  to  the  said  Thomas  Stowe,  who 
in  consideration  thereof  should  grant  the  rent-charge  after  mentioned  ; the  said 
Thomas  Stowe  did  grant  to  the  said  Samuel  Rastall,  deceased,  and  his  heirs, 
the  yearly  rent-charge  of  45 5.  free  of  all  taxes,  to  be  yearly  issuing  out  of  a 
messuage,  of  him  the  said  Thomas  Stowe,  situate  in  Northgate,  lately  pur- 
chased by  him  of  William  Ellis,  gentleman,  payable  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady- 
day,  by  equal  portions,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  the  said  poor  widows  and  charity 
given  by  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Ellis  ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said 
Samuel  Rastall,  deceased,  afterwards  granted  and  conveyed  the  other  messuage 
in  the  said  will,  called  the  Widow  Burnett’s  house,  to  and  to  the  use  of  Robert 
Palmer,  and  his  heirs ; and  that  in  consideration  of  such  conveyance  after- 
wards, by  indenture,  bearing  date  17th  March  1735,  reciting  the  said  con- 
veyance, and  that  it  being  the  intention  of  the  said  Robert  Palmer  to  rebuild 
the  said  house,  he  had  agreed  to  grant  the  rent-charge  after  mentioned,  which 
would  be  a more  certain  benefit,  for  ever,  for  the  said  poor  widows,  and  which 
had  been  the  motive  for  the  said  Samuel  Rastall,  deceased,  to  agree  to  the  said 
conveyance,  the  said  Robert  Palmer  granted  to  the  said  Samuel  Rastall,  de- 
ceased, and  his  heirs,  the  yearly  rent-charge  of  45  5.  issuing  out  of  a messuage, 
situate  in  the  shambles  in  Newark,  lately  purchased  by  the  said  Robert  Palmer 
of  the  said  Samuel  Rastall,  payable  half  yearly,  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  in 
equal  portions,  in  trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  widows  and  charity 
given  by  the  will  of  the  said  Timothy  Ellis ; and  further  reciting  the  indenture 
of  the  26th  January  1749,  above  abstracted ; and  further,  that  the  said  Samuel 
Rastall  party  to  the  now  abstracting  indenture,  being  desirous  of  being  dis- 
charged from  the  said  trusts,  and  that  the  same  might  be  vested  in  proper 
trustees  who  might  effectually  support  and  perform  the  same  pursuant  to  the 
said  will  of  the  said  Timothy  Ellis,  had  agreed  to  convey  the  said  trust  premises 
and  rent-charge  to  the  use  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors, 
upon  the  said  trusts  ; it  was  witnessed,  that  he  thereby  granted  to  the  said 
mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors,  the  said  three  chambers,  situate  in 
the  church-yard  of  Newark,  over  part  of  the  butchers  shambles,  and  which  were 
then  used  for  the  habitation  of  three  poor  widows,  and  also  the  said  three  rent- 
charges  of  45^.,  455.  and  27 5.  to  hold  to  the  use  of  the  said  mayor  and  aider- 
men,  and  their  successors,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  said  will. 

There  is  also  found  among  the  documents  of  the  corporation,  another 
indenture,  bearing  date  20th  May  1775,  between  Robert  Palmer,  grandson  and 
devisee  of  Robert  Palmer,  deceased,  of  the  first  part ; the  commissioners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Act  of  the  13  Geo.  3 (noticed  under  heads  of  Brown’s  and 
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Phillipott’s  charities)  of  the  second  part;  and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
Newark  of  the  third  part;  whereby,  after  reciting  various  provisions  of  the  said 
Act,  and  that  the  said  commissioners  had  thought  it  convenient  to  purchase  the 
messuage  after-mentioned,  in  order  to  pull  down  and  prostrate  the  same,  to 
open  and  enlarge  the  avenues  and  approaches  leading  to  the  church  and  church- 
yard of  the  said  town,  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  said  Act  of  Parliament, 
and  had  therefore  agreed  with  the  said  Robert  Palmer  for  the  purchase  of  the 
same,  for  the  sum  of  150/. ; it  was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  said 
sum  the  said  Robert  Palmer,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  said  commissioners, 
granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen,  and  their  successors, 
that  messuage  or  tenement,  situate  in  a street  called  the  Shambles,  to  the  intent 
that  the  same  might  be  pulled  down  and  prostrated  for  the  opening  and  enlarging 
the  avenues  and  approaches  leading  to  the  church  and  church-yard  of  the  said 
town,  subject  nevertheless  to  and  charged  with  the  payment  of  a certain  annual 
rent-charge  of  4>5s.  to  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  of  certain  lands  and  tene- 
ments in  Newark,  which  were  given  by  the  last  will  of  Timothy  Ellis,  deceased, 
for  the  benefit  and  better  support  of  certain  poor  widows  in  Newark. 

It  is  understood  that  this  house  was  accordingly  pulled  down,  together  with 
the  three  chambers  which  had  been  occupied  by  the  poor  women,  who  were 
thereupon  removed  to  the  houses  in  Guildhall-street,  of  which  we  have  spoken 
above,  under  Chapman’s  charity,  and  more  fully  in  the  account  of  the  Jersey 
school  under  Bishop  White’s  charity. 

No  provision  having  been  made,  upon  the  pulling  down  of  the  house  con- 
veyed by  the  last-mentioned  deed,  for  the  future  payment  of  the  rent-charge  to 
which  it  was  subject,  the  following  only  have  been  since  received ; viz.  the 
one  of  21.  5 s.  out  of  the  house  in  Northgate,  now  the  property  of  William 
Farnworth  Handley,  esq.  and  that  of  1/.  7 s>  out  of  the  house  in  Castlegate, 
now  the  property  of  James  Prior  Lacy,  esq. 

These  sums,  amounting  together  to  31.  12s.  are  applied  towards  a weekly 
payment  of  8 d.  to  each  of  three  poor  women  residing  in  three  of  the  houses 
above-mentioned  ; to  each  of  these  is,  moreover,  supplied  a ton  and  half  of  coals, 
the  expense  of  which  in  the  year  1827-8,  was  31.  17  s.  making,  with  the  weekly 
stipend,  a total  annual  expense  of  about  9/.  Is.  ; the  excess  of  which  expen- 
diture, above  the  rents,  is  provided  for  from  Phillipott’s  charity. 

We  have  before  adverted  to  this  contribution  from  Phillipott’s  funds,  in  our 
account  of  that  charity,  and  have  expressed  an  opinion  that  it  probaby  arose 
from  the  omission  of  the  commissioners  under  the  Act  of  the  13th  Geo.  3,  to 
make  a specific  compensation  to  Ellis’s  charity,  for  the  chambers  and  house,  which 
were  pulled  down  for  the  enlargement  of  the  church-yard,  which  compensation 
they  were  required  to  make  out  of  the  produce  of  the  estates  of  Brown  and 
Phillipott,  which  were  authorized  to  be  sold.  Not  having  done  so,  and  having 
applied  the  whole  surplus  produce  of  those  estates  to  the  benefit  of  Brown’s  and 
Phillipott’s  charities,  those  charities,  or  one  of  them,  might  fairly  be  considered 
as  debtors  to  Ellis’s  charity  for  the  amount  of  such  compensation.  Whether 
the  sum  annually  contributed  from  Phillipott’s  funds  (being  about  51.  or  61. 
per  annum)  is  to  be  deemed  a fair  equivalent,  we  have  not  now  the  means  of 
judging.  Deducting  21.  5s.  for  the  rent-charge,  it  would  leave  only  31.  or  -U. 
for  the  three  chambers ; but  these  chambers  were  old,  and  possibly  the  expense 
of  repairs  would  not  have  left  a larger  rental. 

Lamb’s  Charity. 

Richard,  Lamb , by  his  Will,  in  1675,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Newark  the  yearly 
sum  of  2 5 s.  to  be  issuing  out  of  his  dwelling-house,  given  to  Richard  Hawding, 
to  be  paid  to  the  mayor  and  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Newark, 
upon  the  20th  of  December,  and  distributed  the  following  day,  being  St. 
Thomas’s  day,  together  with  Martin’s  gift  of  coals,  to  the  poorest  housekeepers 
inhabitants  of  the  said  town  ; and  he  empowered  the  said  churchwardens  and 
overseers  to  distrain  in  case  the  rent  should  be  unpaid. 

The  annual  sum  of  25 s.  in  respect  of  this  charity,  is  now  paid  to  the  corpo- 
ration by  Dr.  Staunton,  as  issuing  out  of  a house  in  Cartergate,  in  Newark,  his 
property.  This  payment  forms  part  of  the  sum  of  22/.  16s.  which  is  annually 
distributed  by  the  mayor,  as  we  have  before  stated  ; the  greater  part  of  that 
distribution  being  in  coals. 
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Charities  of  the  Earl  of  Scarsdale,  and  of  William  Watson 

and  Emma  his  Wife. 

The  corporation  in  their  answer  of  1733  further  stated,  that  Nicholas  Earl  of 
Scarsdale , by  indenture,  dated  26th  August  1679,  in  confirmation  of  his  grand- 
father’s gift,  granted  to  the  aldermen  and  assistants  10/.  per  annum  for  ever  in 
trust,  to  be  paid  to  the  vicar  for  preaching  two  sermons  yearly,  on  the  feast 
days  of  Saint  Thomas  and  Good  Friday,  which  they  said  the  vicar  had  con- 
stantly received. 

And  that  William  Watson  and  Emma  his  wife,  by  indenture,  dated  31st  May 
16.57,  granted  a rent-charge  of  20s.  per  annum  to  the  said  mayor  and  aldermen, 
and  their  successors,  for  the  vicar  to  preach  a sermon  on  the  25th  of  December, 
which  the  vicar  had  always  received  of  the  owner  of  the  said  estate. 

These  respective  rent-charges  still  continue  to  be  duly  received  by  the  vicar, 
the  former  out  of  an  estate  in  Derbyshire,  now  the  property  of  John  Smith 
Wright,  esquire ; and  the  latter  out  of  a public  house,  called  the  Rutland  Arms, 

situate  in  Barnby  Gate,  Newark,  now  belonging  to Pashound ; in  respect 

of  which  payments  the  vicar  duly  preaches  the  several  sermons  prescribed  as 
above  mentioned. 

Sir  John  Loude’s  Charity. 

It  was  also  stated  by  the  corporation  in  their  answer  of  1733,  that  Sir  John 
Loude , clerk,  in  the  6th  year  of  King  Edward  6th,  by  deed  or  will  gave  to  the 
alderman  and  assistants  of  Newark,  and  their  successors,  two  tenements  with  the 
appurtenances,  in  Milnegate,  of  20  s.  a year,  and  20/.  in  gold,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  town  ; and  they  added,  that  they  apprehended  the  said  two  tenements  were 
given  to  the  sole  use  of  the  said  alderman  and  assistants. 

It  does  not  appear  what  became  of  these  tenements ; none  such  are  now 
held  by  the  corporation. 

Hobman’s  Charity. 

In  a recent  publication,  purporting  to  be  a History  of  Newark,  by  Richard 
Phillips  Shilton,  it  is  stated,  that  •*  Mr.  Hobman , formerly  town-clerk  of  Newark, 
left  by  his  will,  executed  in  the  year  1729,  the  sum  of  50/.  in  trust,  to  the  mayor 
and  aldermen,  the  interest  whereof  was  to  be  distributed  for  the  use  of 
the  poor.” 

In  a rough  draft  which  has  been  found  among  the  papers  of  the  corporation, 
of  their  answer  in  1757  to  the  bill  filed  against  them  by  the  creditors  of  Twells, 
there  is  a marginal  note,  importing  “ that  Mr.  Hobman’s  50/.”  was  to  be  inserted 
in  addition  to  the  other  charitable  funds,  which  the  deed  of  1740  (noticed  under 
the  charities  of  Bethel,  &c.)  declared  to  have  been  received  by  the  corporation, 
and  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  Laughton  estate.  On  consult- 
ing the  answer  on  the  rolls  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  we  do  not  find  that  the 
addition  thus  suggested  was  introduced,  and  we  have  found  no  means  of  ascer- 
taining that  such  a legacy  was  in  fact  received  by  the  corporation,  or  in  what 
manner  it  was  disposed  of. 

Douglas’s  Charity. 

The  publication  above  mentioned  also  states,  that  “ Mrs.  Eleanor  Douglas 
by  her  will,  executed  in  the  year  1739,  left  100/.  to  the  mayor  and  aldermen, 
in  trust,  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be  employed  in  the  same  charity 
with  the  legacy  given  to  the  said  corporation  by  her  late  brother,  Thomas  Sum- 
mers, as  an  augmentation  thereunto.” 

The  following  mention  of  this  legacy  appears  in  the  answer  of  the  corporation 
to  the  creditors  of  Twells : “ They  say  that  they  claim  no  right  out  of  the  real 
or  personal  estate  of  Richard  Twells,  except  that  one  Ellen  Douglas  left  100/. 
to  the  corporation  for  some  charitable  use,  but  what  they  knew  not,  and  which 
was  received  by  the  said  Richard  Twells,  and  was  never  repaid  by  him,  nor  has 
the  same  been  paid  since  his  decease,  or  any  interest  thereon  since  1746,  when 
Sarah  Twells  his  widow  paid  half  a year’s  interest  due  thereon.” 

We  do  not  find  that  any  thing  was  ever  afterwards  recovered  in  satisfaction 
of  this  debt. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

An  annual  sum  of  51.  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  by  the  agent  of  the  Duke 
of  Newcastle,  of  the  origin  of  which  we  have  been  unable  to  obtain  any 
information. 
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The  first  mention  that  we  find  of  it  is  in  the  churchwardens  accounts  for  the 
year  1801,  in  which  credit  is  given  for  that  sum,  stated  to  be  for  20  poor 
widows  belonging  to  the  parish.  And  in  a subsequent  credit,  in  the  year  1813, 
the  charity  is  stated  to  be  for  twenty  poor  widows,  on  21st  December,  left 
by  John  Smith , and  arising  from  lands  at  Caythorpe,  and  tenements  occupied 
by  Woodhall  and  Preston,  in  Stodman-street. 

It  may  be  seen,  on  reference  to  the  account  of  the  Flintham  charities  (in  the 
present  Report),  that  an  annual  payment  is  made  out  of  the  same  tenements  in 
Stodman-street  to  that  parish,  also  under  the  name  of  Smith’s  charity. 

Both  these  gifts  are  noticed  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  but  with- 
out a date. 

On  examining  the  churchwardens  accounts,  it  appears  that  the  sum  of  51. 
thus  received  by  them,  has  been  annually  distributed  among  20  poor  widows 
in  equal  sums,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  year’s  payment,  which,  from  some 
misapprehension  on  the  part  of  the  senior  churchwarden,  to  whom  the  disposal 
of  the  monies  is  entrusted,  was  absorbed  in  his  general  account.  From  this  gene- 
ral account,  however,  the  sum  of  12/.  in  addition  to  Clay’s  dole  of  4/.  (men- 
tioned under  the  charities  of  Bethell,  &c.)  wras  in  that  year  distributed  in  bread 
among  the  poor. 

Sturtevant’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  have  been  given  at  length  in  our  Report  of 
the  charities  of  Halam,  in  this  county,  [20th  Report] ; on  reference  to  which  it 
will  be  seen,  that  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Newark  were  entitled, 
under  the  will  of  Mary  Sturtevant , dated  29th  October  1768,  to  receive  the 
sum  of  200/.  on  trust,  to  place  it  out  at  interest,  and  to  apply  the  interest  on 
Christmas-day  in  every  year  among  so  many  poor  widows,  inhabitants  of  Newark, 
as  the  same  would  extend  to  at  the  rate  of  10s.  to  each. 

In  pursuance  of  the  decree  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  (noticed  in  our  former 
Report),  this  legacy  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  230/.  4 s.  3d.  three  per  cent 
consols,  now  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant-General,  at  the  credit  of 
the  cause  of  Coates  & others  against  Martin  & others. 

In  consequence  of  the  expense  attending  the  receipt  of  the  dividends,  (of 
which  we  gave  an  instance  in  the  Report  of  Halam)  it  has  become  the  practice 
to  suffer  them  to  accumulate  for  several  years.  They  were  last  received  for 
five  and  a half  years  to  January  1819,  property-tax  for  two  and  a half  years 
being  deducted ; and  after  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  application,  beiii" 
4/.  Os.  6d.  there  remained  a balance  of  32/.  4s.  10 d.  which  was  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  for  distribution. 

We  suggested  the  propriety  of  applying  without  delay  for  the  arrears 
now  due. 

Mrs.  Heron’s  Charity. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  30th  September  1737,  and 
inrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  on  the  28th  November  in  the  same  year, 
between  Ann  Jackson  of  the  first  part;  Jane  Heron  of  the  second  part;  and 
Robert  Heron,  esq.  of  the  third  part;  the  said  Anne  Jackson,  in  consideration 
of  150/.  paid  by  the  said  Jane  Heron,  granted  to  the  said  Robert  Heron  and 
his  heirs,  a messuage  and  half  an  oxgang  of  land,  in  trust,  to  distribute  yearly 
for  ever  the  clear  rents  and  profits  thereof,  after  deduction  of  taxes  and  just 
reprizes  unto  such  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Newark, 
men  or  women,  as  the  said  Robert  Heron  and  his  heirs  should,  in  their  discretion, 
from  time  to  time  think  proper  objects  of  the  said  charity,  at  5 s.  each  person, 
such  distribution  to  be  made  yearly,  between  the  20th  and  27th  days  of 
September. 

The  commissioners  appointed  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  9th  Geo.  3,  for 
inclosing  the  lordship  of  Claypole,  by  their  award,  dated  12th  November  177U 
allotted  to  Thomas  Heron,  esq.  in  lieu  of  his  share,  interest  and  right  of  common 
in  the  open  fields  intended  to  be  divided  and  inclosed  on  account  of  such  lands 
as  were  vested  in  him,  in  trust,  for  the  poor  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Newark, 
by  virtue  of  the  above  abstracted  indenture,  a piece  of  land  containing 
7 a.  2r.  37  p.  parcel  of  the  Northing  Meadow,  bounded  as  therein  described, 
and  having  the  Northing  Meadow  Way,  containing  1 r.  & 27p.  crossing  the  same, 
and  directed  that  the  south-west  fence  of  the  said  allotment  and  part  of  the 

north 
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north  fence  therein  mentioned  should  be  made  and  maintained,  and  such  part 
of  the  south  fence  drain  as  was  therein  mentioned  should  be  scoured  and 
cleansed,  when  necessary,  by  the  said  Thomas  Heron,  or  the  person  who  should 
be  entitled  to  the  said  allotment  for  the  time  being ; and  after  reciting  that  the 
said  Thomas  Heron  was,  by  virtue  of  the  aforesaid  indenture,  seised  in  trust 
for  the  said  poor  of  Newark,  of  a piece  of  arable  land  in  the  Mill  Field  of 
Claypole,  containing  2 r.  & 14  p.  and  3 r.  & 34p.  parcel  of  the  Southing  Meadow, 
and  had,  for  the  better  accommodation  of  the  said  charity  estate,  agreed  to 
exchange  the  same  for  a piece  of  meadow  ground  in  a close  called  the  Well  Fen 
Close,  in  Claypole,  containing  1a.  1r.  19p.  whereof  the  said  Thomas  Heron 
was  seised,  and  had  applied  to  the  commissioners  for  their  consent  to  such 
exchange,  the  said  commissioners  thereby  declared  that  the  said  exchange  was 
made  with  their  consent,  and  ratified  the  same. 

It  appears  from  a note  in  the  book  of  the  charity,  that  before  the  said 
exchange,  two-third  parts  of  the  Well  Fen  Close  were  part  of  the  charity  estate 
included  in  the  original  purchase,  and  that  the  residue  was  taken  in  the  above- 
mentioned  exchange. 

By  lease,  bearing  date  23d  November  177L  reciting  that  no  provision  had 
been  made  by  the  said  Act  for  defraying  the  expenses  thereof,  and  of  fencing 
the  allotments  of  the  charity  estate,  and  that  the  said  Thomas  Heron  had  agreed 
to  demise  the  said  charity  estate  to  George  Robinson  for  twenty  years,  in  con- 
sideration that  he  should  defray  the  said  expenses,  and  fence  and  inclose  the 
said  allotments  at  his  own  cost,  the  said  Thomas  Heron  demised  to  the  said 
George  Robinson,  a house,  barn  and  also  a stable,  then  ruinous,  and  a butcher’s 
shop,  and  the  close  called  Well  Fen  Close,  containing  4a.  & 18p.  and  the 
new  allotment  therein  described  as  containing  8 a.  & 24 p.  parcel  of  the 
Northing  Meadow  in  Claypole,  for  twenty  years,  from  Lady-day  then  next,  at 
the  rent  of  7 1.  5s.  per  annum. 

This  lease  expired  in  1792,  when  the  rent  was  raised  to  12/.  per  annum, 
clear  of  land-tax,  repairs  and  all  outgoings.  It  continued  at  that  amount  until 
Lady-day  1813,  when  it  was  raised  to  20/.  per  annum. 

These  premises  (except  the  butcher’s  shop)  are  now  held  by  William  Long- 
bottom  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  18/.  105. 

The  butcher’s  shop  (which  adjoins  the  house)  is  in  the  occupation  of  Joshua 
Gibson  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  1/.  105. 

These  rents  are  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  premises.  The  buildings, 
which  the  tenants  are  bound  to  repair,  are  old,  but  in  tolerable  condition. 

The  rents  are  received  by  Sir  Robert  Heron,  bart.  the  present  trustee  of  the 
charity  by  inheritance,  and  the  whole  are  distributed  by  his  agent  about 
Christmas  amongst  poor  men  and  women  of  Newark,  in  sums  of  55.  to  each 
person.  For  some  years  previous  to  1822,  the  distribution  was  made  by  John 
Cartledge,  who  received  10  5.  for  his  trouble. 

A regular  account  has  been  kept  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the 
charity,  from  the  year  1772  to  the  present  time,  and  lists  are  preserved  of  the 
persons  to  whom  it  is  dispensed. 

Dr.  Wilson’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  Bernard  Wilson , d.  d.  vicar  of  Newark,  by  a codicil  to  his  will, 
bearing  date  31st  May  1769,  reciting  that  he  had  bequeathed  the  residuum  of 
his  personal  estate  to  Robert  Cracroft,  esq.  directed  that  the  said  Robert 
Cracroft  should,  out  of  the  said  residuum,  pay  the  sum  of  40/.  to  be  distributed 
yearly  for  ever,  clear  of  all  deductions,  to  such  poor  and  necessitous  families  of 
the  town  of  Newark  as  the  vicar  of  the  said  town  should  direct ; the  sum  of 
20/.  to  be  distributed  on  every  21st  day  of  August,  being  his  birth-day,  and  the 
sum  of  20/.  being  the  remainder  of  the  said  sum  of  40/.  to  be  distributed  on 
every  11th  day  of  January,  being  the  birth-day  of  his  late  most  valuable  friend 
Sir  George  Markham,  deceased  ; and  he  directed  that  a list  of  the  names  of  all 
the  persons  to  whom  the  said  money  should  be  distributed,  should  be  kept  every 
year  by  the  said  vicar ; he  also  directed  that  the  said  Robert  Cracroft  should, 
out  of  the  residuum  of  his  said  personal  estate,  pay  the  yearly  sum  of  10/.  for 
ever,  the  sum  of  51.  part  thereof  to  the  said  vicar  for  the  time  being  of  Newark 
aforesaid,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  by  him  at  Newark,  on  the  said  21st  day 
of  August  in  every  year,  and  the  remaining  sum  of  5/.  to  the  said  vicar  for 
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another  sermon,  to  be  preached  by  him  at  Newark  aforesaid  on  the  said  11th 
day  of  January  in  every  year ; and  he  desired  that  such  sermons  might  be 
preached  on  the  subjects  of  loving  God  and  our  neighbour,  or  upon  the  duty  of 
charity  or  misapplication  of  public  charities. 

^ By  a subsequent  codicil,  dated  the  7th  June  1770>  he  gave  to  his  nephew, 
Robert  Cracroft,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  the  sum  of  100/.  a year,  to  be  issuing 
out  of  and  charged  and  chargeable  upon  all  his  messuages  or  tenements,  houses 
and  premises,  situate  in  the  market-place  of  Newark  ; and  he  thereby  charged 
the  same  with  the  payment  thereof  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  the  said  Robert 
Cracroft,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  pay,  distribute  and  divide  the  same  unto 
and  amongst  fifty  necessitous  families  of  sober  and  religious  life  and  conversation, 
residing  in  Newark  aforesaid,  as  he  the  said  Robert  Cracroft,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  should  think  proper  objects  of  charity,  in  manner  therein  mentioned. 
Also,  he  gave  to  the  said  Robert  Cracroft,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  the 
further  sum  of  10/.  a year,  to  be  issuing  out  of  and  charged  and  chargeable 
upon  his  said  houses  in  the  market-place  of  Newark,  in  trust,  to  pay,  distribute 
and  divide  the  same  unto  and  amongst  20  such  poor  widows  of  good  and 
religious  life  and  conversation,  living  at  Newark,  as  he  should  think  fit,  in 
manner  therein  mentioned.  Also,  he  gave  to  the  vicar  of  Newark  for  the  time 
being,  the  sum  of  10/.  a year,  so  long  as  he  should  behave  himself  with  decency 
and  respect  to  the  said  Robert  Cracroft,  his  heirs  and  assigns  ; and  he  thereby 
charged  his  said  houses  and  premises  in  the  market-place  of  Newark  with  the 
payment  thereof. 

The  bequests  in  the  last  codicil,  which  were  void  under  the  statute  9 Geo.  2. 
c.  36,  have  not  been  paid. 

Those  of  the  first  codicil  are  received  by  the  vicar  of  Newark  from  Robert 
Cracroft,  esq.  through  the  medium  of  Messrs.  Handley  & Co.  of  Newark,  his 
bankers,  in  half-yearly  sums  of  25/.  of  which  he  distributes,  on  the  11th  January, 
20/.  to  80  poor  persons,  inhabitants  of  the  borough  of  Newark,  in  sums  of 
5s.  to  each;  and  on  21st  August  he  makes  another  distribution  of  the  like 
sum  to  the  same  number  of  persons,  and  in  the  same  manner.  A list  of  the 
persons  who  receive  the  charity  is  entered  in  a book,  which  is  deposited  in  the 
church. 

The  remaining  10/.  the  vicar  retains  to  his  own  use,  and  preaches  a sermon 
on  each  day  of  distribution,  of  which  public  notice  is  given  at  church  on  the 
Sunday  preceding.

These  respective  charities  are  thus  recorded  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this 
parish  ; viz.  . 

“ Thomas  Porter,  esq.  left  51. 

“ Mary,  relict  of  Dr.  Samuel  Brunsell,  late  rector  of  this  parish,  left  the  like 
sum  ; and  Mrs.  Ann  Tealby,  widow  of  Thomas  Tealby,  gent,  bequeathed  10/. 
half  whereof  she  directed  to  be  disposed  of  immediately  after  her  death,  and  the 
remainder  to  be  kept  in  a stock  for  the  use  of  the  poor  for  ever.” 

“ Thomas  Tealby,  gent,  who  died  in  February  1721-2,  left  by  will  the  sum 
of  100/.  half  the  interest  whereof  he  directed  should  be  given,  yearly  on 
Christmas-eve,  in  bread  to  50  of  the  poorest  families,  and  the  other  half  for  the 
purpose  of  placing  poor  children  at  school ; the  direction  of  the  whole  to  be 
invested  solely  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 

for 
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for  the  time  being.  With  this  liberal  bequest,  to  which  were  added  two  of  the  Bingham, 
above-mentioned  sums  of  51.  the  parish  officers  in  the  year  1750,  bought  about  — 77 

four  acres  of  land  in  the  liberty  of  Car-Colston,  of  Lancelot  Newton,  esq.  Thomas  Porter 
and  which  land  is  called  and  known  by  the  name  of  “ The  Bingham  Poor’s  Mary  Brunsell,’ 
Close,”  and  with  4/.  of  the  remaining  51.  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Ann  Tealby,  and 
the  poor,  in  the  year  I7O8,  bought  of  William  Guy  the  ground  in  the  Moor-  Thomas  Tealby. 
lane,  on  which  the  present  workhouse  was  built  in  1769;  the  remaining  1/.  was  ‘ 

distributed  to  the  poor  at  that  time.” 

These  respective  purchases  are  more  fully  evidenced  by  the  purchase  deeds, 
which  were  produced  to  us  from  the  parish  chest,  and  of  which  the  following 
are  abstracts  ; viz. 

1.  Land  in  Car-Colston. — By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date 
16th  and  17th  November  1750,  Lancelot  Newton,  in  consideration  of  110/. 
granted  to  John  Chettle  and  Joseph  Oliver,  churchwardens,  and  Simon 
Shepherdson  and  Thomas  Richmond,  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bingham,  two 
closes  of  meadow,  lying  in  Car-Colston,  containing  together,  by  estimation, 
four  acres,  called  the  Lowmoores,  to  hold  to  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for 
ever;  and  by  indenture,  bearing  date  19th  November  1750,  Julia  Egginton, 
widow,  a mortgagee  of  the  said  two  closes,  together  with  other  premises,  assigned 
to  William  Chappie  and  his  executors,  amongst  other  lands,  the  said  two 
closes,  called  the  Lowmoores,  for  the  residue  of  a term  of  1000  years,  in  trust 
for  the  said  John  Chettle  and  Joseph  Oliver,  Simon  Sheppardson  and  Thomas 
Richmond,  and  their  heirs,  and  for  their  successors,  in  their  respective  offices, 
for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Bingham,  and  to  attend 
the  inheritance  of  the  same  premises,  and  to  protect  the  same  from  all  in- 
cumbrances. 

The  fields  called  the  Lowmoores,  contain  about  four  acres.  They  are  let  by 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  John 
Simpson,  under  a lease  for  seven  years,  from  Michaelmas  1823,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  15/.  Is.  6d.,  of  which  7 s.  6 cl.  is  returned  to  the  tenant  at  the  time  of 
payment. 

This  letting  was  by  auction,  and  the  rent  is  considered  a good  one. 

The  rent  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  on  Christmas-eve,  when 
one-half,  amounting  to  7 /.  10.s.  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  among 
the  poorest  persons  in  the  parish. 

The  remaining  moiety  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster  of  the  parish,  for  instructing 
in  reading  ten  poor  children,  boys  or  girls,  of  the  parish  of  Bingham,  who, 
as  well  as  the  master,  are  appointed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers.  The 
schoolmaster  usually  affords  gratuitous  instruction  to  a few  additional  children, 
and  he  has  many  pay  scholars  ; the  whole  number  of  scholars  on  the  average, 
being  about  40 ; at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  were  6l  in  the  school. 

2 Premises  in  Moor-lane. — By  indenture,  bearing  date  10th  June  1708, 
between  William  Guy  and  Anne  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  William  Brown, 
rector  of  Bingham,  Robert  Little  and  John  Wright,  churchwardens  of  the  said 
parish,  and  John  Robinson  and  Bryan  Richmond,  jun.  overseers,  guardians  and 
trustees  for  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  of  the  other  part ; it  was  witnessed,  that 
in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  4/.  to  the  said  William  Guy  paid  by  the  said 
trustees,  the  said  William  Guy  and  Anne  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part,  a cottage  or  tenement  in  Bingham,  standing  in 
Moor-lane,  by  the  road  side,  to  hold  to  the  use  of  them,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
for  ever,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Bingham. 

It  is  stated  on  a church  tablet,  that  the  cottage  thus  purchased  was  subse- 
quently enlarged  at  the  expense  of  the  parish,  and  converted  into  a workhouse  ; 
to  which  use  it  is  still  applied.  We  do  not  find  that  any  rent  has  been  allowed 
by  the  parish  for  its  occupation. 

Charities  of  George  Bradshaw  and  Elizabeth  Bradshaw. 

George  Bradshaw , by  Will,  dated  the  9th  January  1764,  proved  in  the  Exche-  Charities  of 
quer  Court  of  York  25th  February  1778,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Bingham  the  sum  of  Georse  Bradshaw, 
501.  then  upon  the  Bingham  turnpike  security,  the  interest  of  which  he  directed  EhzibethBradshaw 
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to  be  distributed,  annually,  upon  New  Year’s-day,  for  ever,  by  the  minister, 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bingham,  to  the  most  necessitous 
poor  people,  and  to  such  only  as  should  have  no  collection  from  the  said 
parish. 

Elizabeth  Bradshaw,  by  Will,  dated  the  9th  January  1779,  reciting,  that  she 
had  150/.  vested  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  turnpike  leading  from 
Nottingham  to  Grantham,  gave  50/.  thereof  to  and  amongst  such  poor  house- 
keepers in  Bingham  as  should  receive  no  alms  from  the  parish,  to  remain  as  a 
fund,  and  the  interest  thereof  duly  to  be  paid  to  them  on  the  day  of  Good 
Friday,  in  every  year,  by  her  servant  William  Ridall  during  his  life,  and  after 
his  death,  by  the  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Bingham. 

In  respect  of  the  first  of  these  legacies,  the  minister  and  churchwardens  re- 
ceive annually  from  the  trustees  of  the  Grantham  Road,  2/.  19s.  3d.  as  interest 
at  five  per  cent  on  591.  5 s. ; and  the  overseers  receive  a like  sum  from  them, 
in  respect  of  the  other. 

It  is  understood  that  the  addition  of  9 /.  5s.  to  each  share  arose  from  an 
arrear  of  interest. 

The  interest  is  received  from  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Smith  of  Nottingham,  and 
is  distributed,  one  half  on  New  Year’s-day,  in  respect  of  George  Bradshaw’s 
charity ; and  the  other  half,  in  respect  of  Elizabeth  Bradshaw’s  charity,  on 
Good  Friday,  amongst  the  most  necessitous  persons  of  the  parish  who  are  not 
in  the  receipt  of  parochial  relief. 

Both  these  distributions  are  made  by  the  parish  officers,  and  lists  are  pre- 
served of  the  persons  who  partake  of  them. 

Chapel  Close. 

By  indenture  of  feoffment,  bearing  date  30th  December  1693,  between 
Michael  Preston  and  Margaret  his  wife,  of  the  one  part ; and  Henry  Brunsell, 
of  Bingham,  Robert  Porter,  of  Nottingham,  and  nine  others,  of  Bingham,  of 
the  other  part ; the  said  Michael  and  Margaret  Preston,  in  consideration  of 
28/.  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs, 
a close,  called  Chapel  Close,  lying  within  the  liberties  of  Bingham,  abutting  on 
Chapel-lane,  towards  the  east,  upon  trust,  that  they,  their  heirs  and  successors, 
together  with  the  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Bingham  for  the  time  being,  for 
ever,  should  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  close  yearly,  and  dis- 
tribute the  same  yearly  amongst  such  poor  persons  as  were  of  the  parish  of 
Bingham,  and  should  be  honest  and  have  most  need,  in  the  church  porch  of 
Bingham,  upon  the  2d  of  February,  commonly  called  Candlemas-day,  for  ever. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  subsequent  trust  deeds  have  been  executed  of 
this  close,  nor  is  it  known  from  what  source  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  28/. 
was  derived ; but  there  is  a tradition  in  the  parish,  that  it  was  formerly  left  by 
some  charitable  person  unknown,  and  was  in  the  hands  of  the  parish. 

The  close  is  still  called  the  Chapel  Close,  and  contains  1 a.  & 2 r.  It  is  now- 
in  the  occupation  of  Henry  Crook,  under  an  agreement  for  a term  of  seven 
years,  from  Michaelmas  1823,  at  a rent  of  9/*  2 s.  6d.  This  letting  was  by 
auction,  and  as  the  rent  was  considered  too  high,  the  sum  of  1/.  2 s.  6d.  has 
always  been  returned  to  the  tenant,  who  before  the  auction  had  improved  the 
close  and  built  a hovel  thereon.  It  is  usually  let  by  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  who  also  receive  the  rent  annually  on  Christmas-eve ; at  which  time 
a list  is  prepared  by  them  containing  the  names  of  the  most  necessitous  and 
deserving  poor  of  the  parish,  and  the  whole  is  distributed  by  them  on  Candle- 
mas-day, at  the  church-porch,  amongst  the  poor  persons  therein  enumerated, 
in  sums  usually  varying  from  1 s.  to  2 s.  6d. 

School  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  17th  December  1827,  and  inrolled  in  Chancery 
2d  January  1828,  between  George  Baxter  and  John  Stafford,  of  the  first  part; 
Samuel  Walker,  John  Strong,  Henry  Lee,  Thomas  Wood,  William  Chettle, 

Samuel 
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Samuel  Foster  and  Thomas  Foster,  of  the  second  part;  the  said  Samuel  Foster 
and  Robert  Foster,  administrators  of  John  Foster,  of  the  third  part ; Thomas 
Bolgar  and  Samuel  Henry  Swan,  of  the  fourth  part ; Joseph  Dodsley  Oliver, 
assignee  of  the  estate  of  the  said  John  Stafford,  of  the  fifth  part ; and  the  said 
Samuel  Walker,  Samuel  Foster  and  William  Chettle,  of  the  sixth  part ; reciting, 
that  in  1784-  and  1785  the  parties  of  the  first,  second  and  sixth  parts,  with  others 
since  deceased,  for  the  purpose  of  benefiting  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Bingham 
in  such  manner  as  they  should  thereafter  direct,  performed  various  plays,  from 
the  proceeds  whereof  a surplus  of  80/.  remained  in  their  hands  for  the  intended 
purpose  ; that  it  was  agreed  between  all  the  parties  that  the  said  sum  of  80  /. 
should  be  invested  in  the  purchase  of  a share  in  the  Grantham  Canal  Navi- 
gation, which  share  was  accordingly  purchased  for  100/.  whereof  the  said  80/. 
was  applied  in  part  payment,  and  the  residue  of  20/.  was  paid  by  the  said 
George  Baxter  and  John  Foster  in  equal  proportions ; that  the  said  George 
Baxter  and  John  Foster,  on  the  17th  June  1798,  advanced  in  equal  proportions 
the  further  sum  of  50/.  on  the  said  share,  which  was  consolidated  therewith, 
pursuant  to  an  Act  passed  in  the  37th  year  of  George  3,  and  such  share  became 
thereby  increased  to  150  /. ; that  by  the  Act  for  making  the  said  navigation 
passed  in  the  33d  year  of  Geo.  3,  it  was  declared  that  the  shares  of  the  said 
navigation  were  personal  estates,  and  transmissible  as  such  ; that  by  indenture, 
bearing  date  25th  April  1823,  the  said  George  Baxter  assigned  his  real  and 
personal  estate  to  the  said  Thomas  Bolgar  and  Samuel  Henry  Swan,  in  trust, 
for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors  ; that  he  had  previously  received  from  the  trea- 
surer of  the  said  Navigation  Company,  at  various  times,  the  dividends  due  in 
respect  of  the  said  share,  amounting  to  90/.  and  upwards,  so  that  he  had  not 
only  been  paid  his  proportion  of  the  said  sums  of  20/.  and  50/.  out  of  the 
dividends,  but  was  a debtor  in  respect  of  such  dividends;  that  the  proportions 
of  the  said  20/.  and  50/.  advanced  by  the  said  John  Foster  amounting  together 
to  35/.  had  not  been  repaid,  but  it  had  been  proposed  to  the  said  Samuel  Foster 
and  Robert  Foster,  that  the  same  should  be  discharged  out  of  the  dividends  due 
in  respect  of  the  said  share,  to  which  they  had  agreed  ; that  it  had  been  further 
agreed  that  the  said  share  should  be  transferred  to  the  said  Samuel  Walker, 
Samuel  Foster  and  William  Chettle,  and  that  the  same  had  been  transferred 
accordingly  : it  was  witnessed  and  declared  by  all  the  parties  thereto,  that 
the  said  Samuel  Walker,  Samuel  Foster  and  William  Chettle,  and  the  survivor, 
his  executors  and  administrators,  should  stand  possessed  of  the  said  share,  upon 
trust,  in  the  first  place,  to  pay  the  costs  of  the  deed ; in  the  next  place,  to  pay 
to  the  said  Samuel  Foster  and  Robert  Foster  the  said  sum  of  35/.  and  after- 
wards to  lay  out  the  dividends  of  the  said  share,  yearly,  in  the  education  of  such 
poor  children  belonging  to  the  said  parish  of  Bingham,  and  in  such  manner  as 
the  said  parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts  should  appoint,  and  after  the 
decease  of  the  survivor  of  them,  as  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  the  parish  of  Bingham,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  appoint ; and  in 
the  event  of  such  churchwardens  and  overseers  being  on  any  occasion  equally 
divided  in  their  votes,  the  parish  churchwarden  to  have  the  casting  vote ; pro- 
vided that  if  any  of  them  the  said  Samuel  Walker,  Samuel  Foster  and  William 
Chettle,  or  any  future  trustee,  should  die  or  decline  to  act  or  become  incapable 
of  acting,  the  said  parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts,  and  after  the  decease  of 
the  survivor  of  them,  then  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Bingham,  by 
writing,  should  nominate  other  persons  to  be  trustees  in  the  place  of  the 
trustee  so  dying  or  declining  or  becoming  incapable  of  acting,  and  the  said 
share  should  be  assigned  accordingly.

The  sum  of  10/.  part  of  the  said  sum  of  35/.  due  to  the  said  Samuel  and 
John  Foster  was  paid  out  of  the  proceeds  in  May  1828,  so  that  there  remained 
due  to  Messrs.  Foster  25  /.,  and  consequently  the  charity  had  not  come  into 
operation  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry.

The  interest  thereof  to  he  distributed  at  the  discretion  of  the  rector  for  the 
time  being. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  the  four-first  mentioned  sums, 
amounting  together  to  120/.  are  stated  to  have  been  given  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor,  and  to  be  then  in  the  funds  and  vested  in  the  Rev.  P.  Broughton,  late 
rector  of  the  parish. 

It  is  recorded  also  on  another  Tablet  in  the  church,  that  John  Wilson,  by 
Will,  bearing  date  20th  January  1792,  gave  to  John  Wilkinson  and  John 
Millington,  churchwardens  of  East  Bridgeford,  and  their  successors,  40/.  the 
interest  thereof  to  be  given  in  bread  yearly  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  on  the 
12th  January. 

Another  Tablet  states  that  Thomas  Holland,  who  died  in  1827,  by  his  Will, 
bequeathed  to  John  Wilkinson  and  Henry  Stokes,  churchwardens,  and  their 
successors,  40/.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens. 

The  sum  of  10/.  given  by  Sarah  Kirk,  and  that  of  40/.  given  by  John  Wilson , 
together  with  10/.  more  given  by  an  unknown  donor,  were  invested  with  the 
sum  of  120/.  above  mentioned,  in  the  purchase  of  290/.  stock  in  the  three  per 
cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Peter  Broughton,  John  Wilkinson  and 
Henry  Green,  all  now  dead  ; the  survivor  of  them  the  Rev.  Peter  Broughton 
having  died  in  1827.  The  dividends  amount  to  8/.  145.  per  annum,  and  are 
received  through  the  medium  of  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Wright,  Nottingham. 

The  sum  of  40/.  given  by  Thomas  Holland  remains  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  John  Wilkinson,  one  of  his  executors,  who  has  paid  2/.  annually  as  the 
interest  of  it,  and  expressed  himself  anxious  to  invest  it  in  a savings  bank,  or  on 
public  security.  This  sum  of  2/.  together  with  1/.  165.  of  the  dividends  as 
the  interest  of  Wilson’s  charity,  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed,  on 
the  12th  January  annually,  by  the  churchwardens,  amongst  the  poor  of  the 
parish,  in  loaves  of  different  sizes,  proportioned  to  the  necessities  and  numbers 
of  their  families. 

The  residue  of  the  dividends,  amounting  to  61.  I85.  per  annum,  is  distributed 
in  the  month  of  February,  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  in  sums  usually 
varying  from  1 s.  6 d.  to  5 s.  6 d. 

The  Rev.  P.  Broughton’s  Charity. 

I lie  Rev.  The  Rev>  Peter  Broughton,  who  has  lately  died  rector  of  this  parish, 

Charity011  * bequeathed  for  the  use  of  the  poor  thereof  501.  to  be  disposed  of  at  the 
discretion  of  his  executor,  the  Rev.  P.  Broughton,  the  present  incumbent 
of  the  parish. 

This  legacy  had  not  been  paid  by  the  executor  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry 
(October  1828).

An  entry  in  an  old  churchwarden’s  book,  purporting  to  be  a calculation  of 

the 
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the  dole  money  belonging  to  the  poor,  states  the  sum  of  1 51.  to  have  been  left 
by  Mr.  Morris  and  Mrs.  Bley,  yielding  interest  of  15s. 

It  appears  that  the  Rev.  John  Morris  was  rector  of  the  parish  about  100  years 
ago,  and  he  is  reported  to  have  left  the  legacy  of  10/.  which  the  Parliamentary 
Returns,  by  a mistake  in  the  initial  letter,  have  ascribed  to  Norris. 

The  sum  of  15  s.  in  respect  of  these  two  charities  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  George 
Garton,  the  owner  of  a farm  in  the  parish  of  Over  Broughton,  which  is  under- 
stood to  have  been  charged  with  the  payment  of  the  two  legacies  by  Mr.  Morris, 
its  former  proprietor. 

The  entry  above  referred  to  further  mentions  the  respective  sums  of  10  /.  and 
7 /.  13  5.  4 d.  as  being  in  the  hands  of  John  Brett  and  John  Cross,  producing 
respectively  10  s.  and  75.  8 d.  ; being  the  same  names  and  sums  as  are  specified 
in  the  Parliamentary  Returns. 

These  sums  are  still  in  the  hands  of  individuals  of  the  same  names,  and 
the  interest  is  duly  paid  by  them  ; but  the  sum  of  7 l-  13  s.  4 d.  is  expected 
to  be  paid  in  by  Cross,  when  it  will  be  invested  in  the  Nottingham  Savings 
Bank. 

The  entry  in  the  churchwarden’s  book  also  mentions  the  Poor’s  Close,  pro- 
ducing 31.  1 5 s.  per  annum,  whereof  125.  was  payable  to  the  parishes  of 
Ab-Kettleby  and  Hoby,  in  the  county  of  Leicester. 

This  close  has  been  enjoyed  by  the  parish  as  far  back  as  memory  extends,  but 
there  are  no  deeds  respecting  it,  nor  any  evidence  to  show  from  whence  it  was 
derived.  It  contains  2 a.  & 15  p.  and  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  John 
Holmes,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a rent  of  81.  8 s.  per  annum,  which  is  its  full 
value. 

Out  of  this  rent  the  sum  of  65.  is  paid  to  each  of  the  parishes  of  Ab-Kettleby 
and  Hoby,  leaving  a residue  of  7 /•  165.  which,  with  the  several  other  yearly 
sums  above  mentioned,  amounting  together  to  91.  8 s.  8 d.  is  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  coals ; and  these  are  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  at 
Christmas,  in  quantities  proportioned  to  their  respective  families. 

A public  parish  meeting  is  convened  at  the  church  shortly  before  Christmas, 
to  consider  of  the  respective  claims  of  the  poor,  and  to  arrange  the  distribution 
accordingly. 


PARISH  OF  CAR-COLSTON. 

Henson’s  Charities. 

Gregory  Henson,  who  died  23d  January  1616,  gave  by  his  Will  to  the  church 
of  Car-Colston,  for  ever,  for  the  repairing  of  the  leads,  windows  and  bells  of  the 
said  church,  a close  lying  in  Car-Colston,  called  the  Sharpe  Close ; and  he 
directed  that  the  inheritance  of  the  said  close  should  remain  to  the  use  aforesaid 
for  ever,  and  appointed  the  Rev.  — Johnson,  the  then  vicar,  and  his  successors, 
and  five  other  persons  and  their  heirs,  to  be  feoffees  of  the  said  close  ; and  he  gave 
to  the  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Car-Colston,  for  ever,  a close  in  Brusmore,  con- 
taining, by  estimation,  seven  acres  of  meadow  ; and  directed  that  the  rent  of  the 
said  close,  which  came  to  2 5.  every  week,  should  be  weekly  distributed,  every 
Friday,  at  morning  prayer,  to  six  poor  widows,  to  each  of  them  4 d.  and  for 
want  of  such  poor  widows,  then  to  some  other  of  the  poorest  in  the  parish,  to 
supply  their  room  ; and  he  made  the  said  close  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  said 
sum  for  ever,  and  empowered  the  said  Mr.  Johnson  and  his  successors,  and 
the  said  five  other  persons  and  their  heirs,  whom  he  made  feoffees  in  trust 
of  the  said  close,  to  distrain  at  any  time  for  the  said  rent  when  it  should  be 
unpaid. 

The  close  called  the  Sharpe  Close  contains  3r.  & 38  p.  and  is  now  in  the  occu- 
pation of  William  Hill,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  0,1.  10  5.  which  is  consi- 
dered to  be  its  fair  value.  It  has  been  usually  let  at  a vestry  meeting,  and  in 
1827  the  rent  was  raised  from  305.  to  its  present  amount. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwarden,  and  is  carried  to  his  account  with 
the  parish,  and  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  church  rate. 

The  Brusmore  close  is  situate  in  Car-Colston,  contains  seven  acres,  and  is  in 
the  occupation  of  James  Horsepool,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  14/.  per 
annum.  Until  the  incumbency  of  the  present  vicar,  who  succeeded  to  the 
living  about  1823,  the  rent  was  7 /.  per  annum.  It  was  then  raised  to  its  present 
amount,  which  is  considered  to  be  the  full  value  of  the  close.

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The  rent  is  received  by  the  vicar  at  Christmas.  At  the  time  of  our  inquiry, 
there  were  six  widows  in  the  parish  who  received  the  charity,  four  of  whom 
might  strictly  be  called  poor  persons,  and  were  in  the  receipt  of  parish  relief; 
these  received  about  50  s.  each.  The  fifth  was  a widow  of  the  parish  who  had 
seen  better  days,  and  was  chiefly  supported  by  her  son  ; and  the  sixth  was  in 
better  circumstances:  these  two  received  only  305.  each  in  the  year. 

It  has  sometimes  happened  that  there  have  not  been  six  poor  widows  in  the 
parish,  on  which  occasions  other  poor  persons  of  the  parish  have  received  a por- 
tion. The  vicar  had,  at  the  time  of  the  inquiry  a balance  of  about  61.  in  hand. 

It  is  not  known  that  any  appointment  of  trustees  subsequent  to  the  original 
donation  ever  took  place.  The  persons  who  receive  the  charity  are  appointed 
by  the  vicar,  with  the  advice  of  the  principal  parishioners. 

Whalley’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a Tablet  in  the  church,  that  John  Whalley,  in  1735,  gave  money 
to  this  town’s  stock,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  with  which  a close  was  purchased, 
adjoining  land  called  Agnes  Alvey’s  Close. 

It  is  not  known  in  the  parish  what  sum  was  originally  given  by  John  Whalley, 
and  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the  above-mentioned  close,  and  the  parishioners 
are  not  possessed  of  any  conveyance  of  it ; it  contains  2 r.  & 6 p.  adjoins  Agnes 
Alvey’s  Close  on  the  south-east,  and  has  been  for  many  years  in  the  occupation 
of  John  Baker,  the  owner  of  that  close  ; but  stones  have  been  placed  to  mark 
the  boundaries. 

The  sum  of  9,5s.  per  annum  has  been  paid  for  the  land  to  the  overseer  and 
churchwarden  ; but  it  has  been  said  to  be  worth  50s.  per  annum,  and  we  have 
suggested  to  the  parishioners  that  means  should  be  taken  to  have  a fair  rent  paid 
for  it. 

The  rent  paid  has  been  distributed  by  the  parish  officers,  at  Christmas,  to  such 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  as  were  most  in  need,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  to  9 s. 

Sherrard’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  Anna  Margaret  Sherrard,  by 
her  Will,  in  1737?  gave  for  coals  to  the  poor  20/.  then  vested  in  John  and 
Thomas  Wright  and  Joseph  Trewman,  and  producing  Tls.  a year.  The  money 
is  supposed  to  have  remained  in  the  hands  of  Joseph  Trewman  until  he  became 
insolvent,  more  than  thirty  years  ago,  and  a dividend  of  10 s.  in  the  pound  only 
was  paid  out  of  his  estate,  whereby  the  legacy  was  reduced  to  10/. 

This  sum  of  10/.  is  deposited  in  the  Newark  Savings  Bank,  in  the  names  of 
the  churchwardens  ; and  the  interest,  being  85.  a year,  is  distributed  in  Novem- 
ber, with  the  alms  collected  at  the  sacrament,  by  the  churchwarden. 


PARISH  OF  CROPWELL  BISHOP. 

Fillingham’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  Cropwell  Bishop,  that  William 
Fillingham,  who  died  16th  February  1779,  had  paid  to  John  Parr,  Joseph 
Marriott,  John  Marriott  and  Martin  Newberry,  50/.  in  trust,  to  place  the  same 
out  at  interest  or  invest  it  in  the  purchase  of  land,  and  to  pay  the  produce  on 
the  1st  January  yearly,  in  money,  or  the  value  in  bread,  to  such  of  the  poor 
inhabitants  belonging  to  Cropwell  Bishop  only,  as  they  and  their  executors  or 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  should  think  fit. 

The  sum  of  50/.  had  been  in  the  hands  of  John  Parr,  who  shortly  before  his 
death,  which  took  place  about  four  years  ago,  placed  it  in  the  Bank  of  Messrs. 
Smith  of  Nottingham. 

This  benefaction  is  mentioned  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  and 
the  sum  of  91.  is  therein  stated  to  be  the  annual  produce  of  it.  Mr.  John  Parr 
paid  that  interest  for  some  years,  but  afterwards  reduced  it  to  35  s.  Messrs. 
Smith  have  paid  only  two  per  cent  since  the  money  has  been  deposited  with 
them. 

The  interest  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  yearly  on  the  1st  of 
January  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  according  to  a list  prepared  by  the 
churchwarden  and  overseer. 

We  thought  it  proper  to  recommend,  that  for  the  sake  of  procuring  better 
interest,  the  money  should  be  invested  in  the  Nottingham  Savings  Bank. 
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PARISH  OF  FLINTHAM. 

Hacker’s  Charity. 

Robert  Hacker , by  Will,  dated  2d  December  1727,  gave  all  his  lands,  tene- 
ments and  hereditaments  in  Brandon  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens  of  Flintham,  and  to  the  possessors  of  the  messuage  at  Flintham, 
wherein  he  dwelt  for  the  time  being,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  in  trust  only, 
to  distribute  yearly  the  annual  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  for  ever,  to  and 
amongst  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Flintham.  He  also  gave  all  his 
lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  in  Cathorpe  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  to  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Flintham,  and  to  the  possessor  of  the  said  messuage 
wherein  he  dwelt  for  the  time  being,  and  to  their  successors  for  ever,  in  trust 
only,  to  apply  the  yearly  revenues  and  rents  thereof  for  ever,  for  and  towards 
the  teaching  of  poor  children  in  the  parish  of  Flintham  to  read,  and  to  be  in- 
structed by  some  master  in  their  duty  towards  God  and  man. 

Lands  in  Brandon. — The  premises  in  Brandon,  derived  from  the  foregoing 

devise,  consist  of  about  twenty  acres  of  land,  now  in  the  occupation  of — 

Hallam  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  36/.  per  annum,  which  is  stated  to  be 
high.  These  lands  have  been  usually  let  by  the  vicar,  (when  resident,)  the 
churchwardens,  and  the  possessor  of  Flintham  Hall. 

The  rent  is  received  half-yearly  by  the  churchwardens,  and  distributed  by 
them  about  Whitsuntide  and  Christmas,  being  shortly  after  the  receipt,  among 
the  poor  of  the  parish,  in  sums  varying  from  45.  to  14s.  This  distribution  is 
made  at  the  parish  church,  agreeably  to  a list  previously  prepared  by  the 
churchwardens,  containing  the  names  of  the  most  deserving  and  necessitous 
persons  of  the  parish,  whether  receiving  parochial  relief  or  not,  which  list  is 
afterwards  submitted  to  the  possessor  of  Flintham  Hall  (at  present  Thomas 
Blackbourn  Hilyard,  esq.)  for  his  approbation,  who  makes  such  alterations  as 
he  thinks  proper. 

There  are  a few  trees  in  the  hedges.  An  oak  tree  was  lately  cut  down  for 
the  purpose  of  repairing  the  gates  and  fences ; the  bark  was  sold  for  a small 
sum,  which  it  is  proposed  to  add  to  the  next  distribution. 

Land  in  Caythorpe. — The  premises  in  Caythorpe  consist  of  about  12  acres 
of  land,  and  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  William  Ashton  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
the  rent  of  20/.  per  annum,  which  appears  to  be  the  fair  value.  This  land  is 
let  and  the  rent  received  by  a schoolmaster,  appointed  by  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens, and  the  possessor  of  Flintham  Hall. 

The  present  master  was  thus  appointed  about  ten  years  ago,  and  by  agree- 
ment between  the  trustees  and  himself  instructs  14  poor  boys  of  the  parish, 
appointed  by  the  trustees,  in  reading  and  writing  and  the  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion,  providing  also  books  and  stationery  for  the  scholars,  and 
firing,  when  necessary.  He  has  also  taught  arithmetic  to  such  of  the  boys  as 
have  remained  at  school  until  twelve  years  of  age,  and  has  made  no  charge  for 
this  additional  instruction.  In  addition  to  these  free  scholars,  the  master  is 
allowed  to  take  others  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid  by  their  parents. 

The  school  is  held  in  a building  in  the  village  of  Flintham,  which  an  inscrip- 
tion upon  a stone  at  one  end  of  it  records  to  have  been  erected  in  1779.  The 
land  on  which  it  stands  is  supposed  to  have  been  part  of  Flintham  Hall  estate. 
This  building  will  hold  conveniently  40  scholars. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  John  Smith , by  Will,  the  date 
of  which  is  not  mentioned,  gave  to  poor  widows  of  this  parish  land,  vested  in 
the  proprietor  of  Flintham  Hall,  and  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of  Flintham, 
and  producing  20 s.  per  annum. 

This  gift  is  now  reported  in  the  parish  to  have  consisted  of  an  annual  sum  of 
20^.  issuing  out  of  two  tenements  situate  in  Stodman-street  Newark,  and  to 
this  charity  is  accordingly  attributed  an  annual  payment  of  205.  which  is 
received  from  the  Duke  of  Newcastle,  as  a charge  upon  two  small  houses 
adjoining  each  other  in  Stodman-street  Newark,  now  the  property  of  his 
Grace. 
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This  money  lias  been  usually  received  by  the  officiating  minister  of  the  parish, 
and  by  him  distributed  on  the  27th  December  among  poor  old  widows  of  the 
parish,  in  sums  proportioned  to  the  number  of  applicants  who  are  deemed 
deserving  of  the  charity. 


PARISH  OF  GRANBY-CUM-SUTTON. 

Charities  op  Matthew,  William  and  Henry  Hall. 

Matthew  Hall,  who  died  in  July  1 8 1 6,  left  10/. ; William  Hall,  who  died  in 
1821,  left  51. ; and  Henry  Hall,  who  died  in  January  1824,  left  10/.  by  their  res- 
pective Wills  for  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Granby. 

These  several  sums,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  2 51.  are  in  the  hands  of  Mr. 
Matthew  Hall,  a respectable  farmer  of  Granby,  who  has  paid  205.  a year,  being 
after  the  rate  of  four  per  cent,  as  the  interest  of  it,  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers. 

A distribution  of  bread  has  usually  taken  place  once  in  two  years,  to  the 
amount  of  the  interest  then  due,  amongst  the  poor  of  Granby,  exclusive  of  the 
township  of  Sutton.  ‘ The  last  distribution  took  place  at  Christmas  1826,  and 
we  were  informed  that  there  would  be  another  at  Christmas  1828. 

We  suggested  to  the  parish  officers  the  propriety  of  investing  this  sum  of  2 51. 
and  the  sum  of  10  /.  from  Newberry’s  charity  in  the  Nottingham  Savings 
Bank. 


Newberry’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  William  Newberry,  by  Will, 

in  1767,  gave  to  the  poor  10/.  then  vested  in Smith,  and  producing  8 s. 

a year. 

The  sum  of  10/.  as  the  money  thus  given,  was  deposited  by  Mrs.  Guy,  the 
niece  of  the  donor,  in  the  Bank  of  Messrs.  Smith  of  Nottingham,  who  have 
paid  8s.  as  the  interest  of  it.  This  interest  Mrs.  Guy  has  bestowed  annually 
amongst  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Sutton,  selected  by  herself. 

She  has  limited  the  charity  to  the  poor  of  that  township,  in  consequence  of 
the  donor  having  resided  there. 

Lost  Charities. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  three  other  small  donations,  amounting 
in  the  whole  to  13/.  are  mentioned,  of  which  nothing  is  now  known  in  the 
parish. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  GRANBY. 

Harrison’s  Charity. 

A Tablet  in  the  church,  records  that  Thomas  Harrison,  by  Will,  in  1776, 
gave  100/.  to  the  poor  of  Granby,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  bread, 
and  distributed  amongst  sucb  poor  families  as  did  not  receive  collection  of  the 
parish,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  half-yearly,  or  as  the  said 
interest  should  become  due. 

This  sum  of  100/.  was  suffered  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Harrison, 
nephew  of  the  donor,  who  provided  bread  in  respect  of  the  interest  until  he 
became  insolvent.  He  died  upwards  of  two  years  ago,  having  for  some  time 
before  his  death  received  parochial  relief. 


PARISH  OF  HICKLING. 

William  Mann’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  William  Mann,  by  his  Will, 
in  1709,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  51. 

This  sum  of  51.  is  in  the  hands  of  William  Mann,  as  executor  of  George 
Mann,  who  held  the  same  in  1793,  and  as  a security  gave  to  the  churchwardens 
his  promissory  note,  bearing  date  5th  June  in  that  year,  for  the  payment  of  the 
amount  with  lawful  interest. 

In  satisfaction  of  this  interest,  William  Mann  furnishes  bread  to  the  amount 
of  5s.  a year,  which  is  distributed  on  Christmas-day  amongst  the  poor  at  the 
church,  by  the  churchwardens. 


Westby’s 
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Westby’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  also  state,  that  Joseph  IVestby , by  Will,  the  date 
unknown,  gave  land  then  vested  in  Sarah  Daft,  producing  10.?.  per  annum,  for 
teaching  poor  children. 

The  parish  are  possessed  of  no  documents  relating  to  this  charity ; but  the 
annual  sum  of  10,?.  is  now  paid  to  a schoolmaster  of  Hickling  by  John  Corner, 
who  married  the  daughter  of  Sarah  Daft,  and  is  proprietor  of  a small  close, 
containing  three  acres,  with  a cottage  thereon.  The  schoolmaster  teaches  one 
poor  child  in  respect  of  this  payment. 

Fisher’s  Charity  and  Collishaw’s  Charity. 

A tablet  in  the  church,  records  that  the  Rev.  George  Fisher  rector  of  the 
parish,  who  died  in  1716,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Hickling  the  sum  of  10/.  the 
interest  to  be  laid  out  in  bread  and  distributed  by  the  minister  and  churchwar- 
dens among  the  poor  of  Hickling,  on  Easter  Monday  for  ever. 

Also,  that  John  Collishaw,  who  died  in  1718,  gave  51.  to  the  poor  of  the 
parish,  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  in  like  manner  on 
St.  John’s-day. 

These  two  sums,  amounting  together  to  1 51.  were  in  the  hands  of  Hugh 
Parlby,  a farmer  of  the  parish,  at  the  time  of  his  death  in  1781,  and  he  is  stated 
to  have  left  no  assets  to  satisfy  them. 

Robert  Mann’s  Charity. 

The  tablet  also  records,  that  Robert  Mann , who  died  in  1729>  gave  to  the 
school  of  Hickling  the  sum  of  5l.,  the  interest  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster 
annually  for  ever;  and  that  he  also  gave  to  the  poor  of  Hickling  51.,  the 
interest  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  on  St.  John  the  Evangelist’s 
day  by  his  executors  and  the  minister  and  churchwardens  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  10/.  is  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Mary  Mann,  and  in  respect  of  it  she 
pays  5 s.  a year  to  a schoolmaster  in  Hickling,  and  5s.  to  a baker  who  furnishes 
bread  to  that  amount,  which  is  given  away  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
on  Saint  John’s-day  at  the  church  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  attending  the 
service. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

The  tablet  also  records,  that  Richard  Smith , who  died  in  1717>  charged  an 
oxgang  of  land  with  the  payment  of  5 s.  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed 
among  the  poor  of  Hickling  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  on  Palm 
Sunday,  for  ever. 

The  annual  sum  of  5s.  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  yearly,  by  Mr.  Paul 
Hardy,  as  the  proprietor  of  a house  and  small  farm  in  the  parish  of  Hickling, 
and  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed,  together  with  Marriott’s  charity 
after  mentioned,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  at  the  church  after  divine 
service  on  Palm  Sunday,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

Marriott’s  Charity. 

The  tablet  also  states,  that  William  Marriott,  who  died  in  1736,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish  5 l.  the  interest  to  be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  among  the  poor  of  Hickling  on  Palm  Sunday. 

This  sum  is  now  in  the  hands  of  the  above-named  William  Mann,  who  was 
the  nephew  and  executor  of  George  Mann,  in  whose  hands  it  was  deposited  on 
the  4th  June  1793,  on  the  security  of  his  promissory  note  given  to  the  church- 
wardens, for  the  payment  of  the  principal  sum  with  interest  at  four  per  cent. 
William  Mann  pays  5s.  a year  to  a baker,  who  furnishes  bread  to  that 
amount,  which  is  distributed,  as  we  have  before  stated  in  the  account  of  Smith’s 
charity. 

Fawkes’s  Charity. 

John  Fawlces,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  in  1743,  gave  to  his  wife  his  dwelling- 
house  with  half  an  oxgang  of  land  for  life;  and  he  gave  to  the  poor  of  Hickling 
the  sum  of  5s.  to  be  given  in  a dole  of  white  bread  on  the  Sunday  before  Whit- 
sunday by  his  wife  during  her  life  ; and  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  who- 
soever should  enjoy  the  said  half  oxgang  of  land  should  pay  the  said  5s.  a year, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  to  whom  he  gave  a power 
of  distress  in  case  of  nonpayment. 

Rep.  21.  3 D 3 
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The  sum  of  5 s.  in  respect  of  this  charity  is  annually  paid  by  John  Fawkes,  as 
issuing  out  of  two  closes  his  property,  situate  in  Hickling.  The  churchwardens 
receive  it  and  expend  it  in  bread,  which  they  distribute  at  the  church  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish  on  the  Sunday  before  Whitsunday. 

James’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  Henry  James,  by  Will,  in 
1746,  gave  to  the  poor  and  for  teaching  poor  children  100/.  vested  in  Samuel 
Abbott. 

It  is,  how'ever,  added,  that  the  donation  had  never  been  claimed ; and  nothing 
is  now  known  in  the  parish  respecting  it. 


PARISH  OF  ORSTON. 

The  Ladies  Dole. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  an  unknown  benefactor  gave 

a rent-charge  of  1/.  14s.  6d.  per  annum,  then  vested  in  the  Rev. 

Bingham,  but  that  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  given  were  not  known. 

The  annual  sum  of  1 /.  14s.  is  paid  by  Thomas  Bean,  the  tenant  of  a farm  of 
200  acres,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Orston,  the  property  of  the  Rev.  James 
Bingham  of  Kettleby.  The  money  is  received  at  Christmas,  and  is  then  dis- 
tributed by  the  churchwardens,  (by  the  name  of  the  Ladies  Dole,)  amongst  all 
the  poor  widows  of  the  parish,  in  equal  sums. 


PARISH  OF  SCARRINGTON. 

Annuity  of  10s. 

It  is  recorded  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  the  annual  sum 
of  10s.  is  payable  to  poor  widow's  thereof  on  Christmas-day  annually,  out  of 
lands  in  Scarrington,  the  property  of  Robert  Watson. 

It  is  not  known  by  whom  this  benefaction  was  made,  but  the  Parliamentary 

Returns  of  1786  state  it  to  have  been  then  vested  in  the  Rev.  . 

Chappel. 

The  sum  of  10s.  in  respect  of  this  charity,  is  annually  paid  by  Mr.  Robert 
Watson,  as  issuing  out  of  a farm  of  130  acres,  of  which  he  is  the  proprietor. 
This  sum  is  distributed  by  him  amongst  poor  widow's  of  the  parish,  about 
Christmas.  He  has  not  consulted  the  minister  or  parish  officers  in  the  selection 
of  the  objects  who  are  to  share  the  charity,  which  course  we  have  recommended 
to  be  in  future  adopted. 


PARIS  H OF  SCREVETON. 

Parr’s  Charity. 

It  is  recorded  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  John  Parr  in  1748  gave  to  the 
poor  of  this  parish  5 l.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  in  bread. 

This  sum  was  formerly  deposited  in  the  hands  of  a farmer  of  the  name  of 
Bestall,  who  became  insolvent,  and  the  money  was  lost. 

The  amount  was  afterwards  raised  among  the  parishioners  and  placed  in  the 
bank  of  Messrs.  Pocklington  of  Newark,  and  upon  their  bankruptcy  a part  of 
the  money  was  again  lost ; that  portion  was  however  made  up  by  the  parish, 
and  the  sum  of  51.  was  deposited  in  the  Newark  Savings  Bank,  which  has 
hitherto  paid  4 s.  a year  as  the  interest. 

This  small  annual  payment  is  laid  out  in  bread,  and  is  distributed  amongst 
the  poor  of  the  parish  at  Christmas  by  the  churchwardens. 


PARISH  OF  EAST  STOKE. 

Donor  unknown. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  a person  unknown  gave  to 
the  poor  of  this  parish,  land  vested  in  John  Read,  and  producing  2/.  10 s.  per 
annum. 

We 
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We  have  seen  a conveyance  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date 
4th  and  5th  April  17S0,  from  the  Reverend  Samuel  Disney,  of  Halstead,  Essex, 
to  John  Read  and  William  Ripon,  of  a farm  in  Stoke  and  the  adjoining  parishes, 
which  in  the  covenant  against  incumbrance  excepts  “ an  annual  payment  of 
2/.  105.  out  of  the  said  premises  on  Saint  Thomas’s-day,  in  every  year,  to  the 
beadsman  of  Stoke,  as  a composition  for  all  small  tithes  yearly  arising  from 
the  said  premises,  being  theretofore  part  of  the  Hospital  of  Saint  Leonard  of 
Stoke.” 

It  appears  that  on  the  death  of  Read  the  estate  descended  to  his  two 

daughters,  the  respective  wives  of  John  Hall  and Brockton,  who  having 

agreed  upon  a partition,  a certain  part  of  the  estate  (viz.  a messuage,  farm 
house,  gardens,  &c.  containing  3a.  In.  4p.  and  three  cottages,  and  a cottage  on 
a close  called  the  North  Side  Town  Close,  and  also  several  closes  in  East  Stoke 
called  the  North  Side  Town  Close,  containing  10a.  lit.  38p.  ; the  Moor  Piece 
five  acres  (since  sold);  the  Broad  Meadow  6 a.  3 r.  35p.  ; the  North  Marsh, 
8a.  & 4p.  ; the  West  Marsh  Close  6 a.  & 37 p.  ; and  the  other  West  Marsh  Close, 
6a.  & 30p.)  was  by  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  2d  and  3d  April  1812, 
conveyed  to  the  use  of  John  Hall  and  his  heirs,  “ subject  to  the  annual  pay- 
ment of  2/.  105.  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  East  Stoke,  the  same  being  agreed, 
for  equality  of  partition,  to  be  thenceforth  wholly  paid  by  the  said  John  Hall 
and  his  heirs.” 

We  are  given  to  understand  that  Read  in  his  lifetime  was  accustomed  to 
distribute  in  beef  as  much  as  50s.  per  annum,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  ; and 
that  Mr.  Hall,  after  he  became  possessed  of  the  premises,  used  to  make  the 
same  distribution  in  the  winter  time.  Since  his  death,  which  took  place  about 
three  years  ago,  his  widow  has,  in  lieu  of  this  payment,  allowed  a poor  person  of 
the  parish  to  live  rent-free  in  a cottage  belonging  to  her,  which  she  had  before 
let  for  31.  per  annum. 


PARISH  OF  TYTHBY-CUM-CROPWELL  BUTLER. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CROPWELL  BUTLER. 

Charities  of  Mary  Fillingham  and  William  Fillingham. 

It  is  stated  on  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  the  church  of  Tythby,  that 
William  Fillingham  of  Cropwell  Butler,  agreeable  to  the  charitable  intentions 
of  Mary  Fillingham , his  daughter,  who  died  10th  November  1777>  paid  to 
Mr.  John  Parr,  Joseph  Marriott,  John  Marriott  and  Martin  Newberry  501.  in 
trust,  to  place  the  same  at  interest,  or  to  invest  it  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  and 
pay  the  produce  thereof  on  the  feast  of  Saint  Thomas  the  Apostle  yearly,  either 
in  money  or  to  the  value  thereof  in  bread,  to  such  of  the  poor  inhabitants 
belonging  to  Cropwell  Butler  only  as  they  and  their  heirs  or  executors,  or  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  should  think  fit. 

Also  that  the  said  William  Fillingham,  before  his  death  (which  happened  on 
the  16th  February  1779)  paid  50/.  to  the  same  persons  on  trust,  to  place  it  out 
at  interest,  or  to  invest  it  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  and  pay  the  interest  or 
produce  thereof  on  the  1st  January  yearly,  in  the  manner  above  mentioned. 

These  two  sums,  together  with  a sum  of  50 1.  given  to  the  same  trustees  by 
William  Fillingham,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Cropwell  Bishop,  were  for 
many  years  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Parr,  and  were  placed  on  the  24th  Decem- 
ber 1824  by  him  and  Mr.  William  Marriott,  the  son  of  Joseph  Marriott,  in  the 
bank  of  Messrs.  Smith  at  Nottingham,  who  have  allowed  interest  for  the  same 
after  the  rate  of  two  per  cent.  Of  this  interest,  amounting  to  3 l.  per  annum, 
1 1.  is  paid  to  Cropwell  Bishop  in  respect  of  the  50  /.  belonging  to  that  parish, 
and  the  remaining  2 1.  is  laid  out  in  bread,  one  moiety  of  which  is  distributed 
on  Saint  Thomas’s-day,  and  the  other  moiety  on  New  Year’s-day,  amongst  poor 
persons  of  Cropwell  Butler,  selected  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

We  have  suggested  that  these  sums  should  be  either  deposited  in  the  Notting- 
ham Savings  Bank,  or  invested  in  the  funds,  together  with  Marriott’s  charity 
after  mentioned. 

Marriott’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  a Benefaction  Table  in  the  church  of  Tythby,  that  John 
Marriott,  of  Cropwell  Butler,  by  his  Will,  the  date  of  which  is  not  stated, 
gave  to  Joseph  and  William  Marriott  and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
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of  the  poor  of  Cropwell  Butler  for  the  time  being,  100/.  in  trust,  to  put  the  same 
out  at  interest  on  real  or  government  security,  and  to  lay  out  such  interest  yearly 
in  the  purchase  of  bread,  to  be  distributed  on  Christmas-day  to  such  of  the  poor 
of  Cropwell  Butler  as  the  said  Joseph  and  William  Marriott  and  the  survivor 
of  them  during  their  lives,  and  after  their  deaths,  as  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  for  the  time  being  should  in  their  discretion  think  fit. 

The  testator  died  in  1813,  and  in  November  1814,  the  legacy  was  invested  in 
the  purchase  of  102/.  17 s.  3d.  navy  five  per  cents,  in  the  names  of  Joseph 
Marriott,  William  Saxton  and  William  Marriott. 

This  stock  has  been  since  converted  to  108/.  new  four  per  cents,  standing  in 
the  same  names,  and  producing  a dividend  of  4/.  65.  4 d.  per  annum.  Joseph 
Marriott,  one  of  the  trustees,  has  died  since  the  investment. 

The  dividends  are  received  by  Mr.  William  Marriott,  through  the  medium  of 
a bank  at  Nottingham,  and  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  by  him 
amongst  the  poorest  persons  of  the  township  of  Cropwell  Butler,  on  Christmas- 
day. 


PARISH  OF  WHATTON. 


Poor’s  Close. 

Whatton.  The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  a person  unknown  gave  money, 

- — ~ which  was  subsequently  laid  out  in  land  then  vested  in  John  Robinson,  and  pro- 

oors  Close.  ducing  2/.  3 s.  9 d.  per  annum,  as  it  was  supposed,  for  the  benefit  of  poor  widows 
not  receiving  relief  from  the  poor’s  rates,  but  that  the  produce  thereof  had  been 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

The  parish  of  Whatton  are  possessed  of  a piece  of  land  situate  in  the  township 
of  Aslockton,  called  the  Poor’s  Close,  and  containing  one  acre,  bounded  by  the 
turnpike  road  on  the  west  and  by  the  river  Smite  on  the  south  ; but  they  have 
no  title  deeds  or  other  documents  to  show  from  whence  it  was  derived.  In  the 
absence  of  such  evidence,  it  may  be  presumed  to  be  the  land  mentioned  in  the 
Parliamentary  Returns. 

This  land  is  let  to  Samuel  Baxter,  as  yearly  tenant,  on  the  condition  of  pro- 
viding three  tons  of  coals  for  poor  persons  of  the  parish  appointed  by  the  over- 
seers, and  delivering  them  at  the  doors  of  the  persons  appointed  to  receive  them. 
This  is  considered  to  be  a fair  equivalent  for  the  land,  the  average  price  of  coals 
in  that  part  of  the  country  being  from  145.  to  17  s.  per  ton. 

The  coals  are  distributed  among  the  most  necessitous  poor  of  the  parish,  whe- 
ther in  the  receipt  of  parochial  relief  or  not,  in  quantities  varying  from  lOcwt.  to 
5 cwt.  each. 

It  is  supposed  that  a sum  of  2/.  which  will  be  noticed  under  the  next  article, 
and  the  interest  of  which  is  given  to  poor  widows,  arose  from  the  sale  of  some 
trees  which  grew  upon  this  land. 


Clayter’s  Charity. 

Clayter’s  Charity.  The  Parliamentary  Returns  also  state,  that  John  Clayter,  by  Will,  in  1738, 

gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  10/.  then  vested  in Wright,  and  producing 

6s.  per  annum. 

This  sum,  together  with  2/.,  arising,  as  is  supposed,  from  the  sale  of  some 
trees  which  grew  upon  the  Poor’s  Close,  has  been  for  many  years  in  the  bank  ot 
Messrs.  Wright  & Co.  of  Nottingham,  who  pay  interest  for  it  at  the  rate  of 
two  and  a half  per  cent. 

This  interest  is  received  annually,  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  and  is  shortly 
afterwards  given  to  poor  widows  of  the  parish. 

We  have  suggested  the  advantage  of  removing  this  money  to  a savings  bank. 

Donor  Unknoivn. 

Donor  unknown.  It  also  appears  from  the  Parliamentary  Returns,  that  an  unknown  person 
gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  a rent-charge  of  10  5.  vested  in  Elizabeth 
Davies. 

On  inquiry  in  the  parish,  we  are  informed  that  Elizabeth  Davies,  who  had 
paid  this  annuity,  died  in  the  year  1788,  and  that  the  payment  was  conti- 
nued for  two  years  after  her  death  by  her  son-in-law,  on  behalf  of  her  grandson. 
It  was  supposed  to  be  paid  out  of  a small  estate  of  eleven  acres,  which  upon  the 
death  of  Elizabeth  Davies  devolved  upon  her  grandson,  upon  whose  death  it 

became 
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became  the  property  of  her  son-in-law,  Samuel  Fisher,  and  has  lately  descended 
to  his  son  Samuel,  the  present  proprietor. 

This  payment  has  been  refused  since  the  year  1790,  from  the  inability  of  the 
parish  to  produce  sufficient  evidence  to  substantiate  its  claim.  We  are  informed 
that  no  mention  is  made  of  the  charge  in  the  title-deeds  of  the  property. 

Wells’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a Table  of  Benefactions  in  the  church  at  Whatton,  that 
John  Wells,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  9th  May  1710,  gave  5 l.  to  be  put  out  at 
interest,  of  which  one  moiety  was  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  Whatton  and  the 
other  to  the  poor  of  Aslockton,  at  Easter,  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  this  money  is  said  to  be  then  vested 
in  a person  of  the  name  of  Wright,  but  nothing  appears  to  be  now  known  of  it  in 
the  parish. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  ASLOCKTON. 

Marriott’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  recorded  in  the  Benefaction  Table,  that  John  Marriott,  by  his  Will, 
dated  8th  July  1816,  directed  that  the  sum  of  20  s.  should  be  given  yearly,  for 
ever,  in  bread,  on  Christmas-day,  out  of  his  lands  in  Aslockton,  to  the  poor  of 
that  parish  whose  tenets  were  of  the  religion  of  the  established  church,  and 
who  attended  the  worship  thereof,  such  poor  persons  to  be  selected  by  the 
minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Aslockton  for  the  time  being. 

The  testator  died  in  1820,  and  the  annual  sum  of  20 s.  has  been  paid  since  his 
death  out  of  a farm  in  Aslockton,  which  formerly  belonged  to  him,  and  is  now 
the  property  of  his  grandson,  Edward  Marriott.  This  annuity  is  laid  out  in  bread, 
which  is  distributed  on  Christmas-day,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers, 
amongst  the  most  deserving  poor  of  Aslockton,

PARISH  OF  ANNESLEY. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  ANNESLEY  WOODHOUSE. 

Booth’s  Charity. 

William  Booth,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  18th  April  1818,  and  proved  in 
the  Exchequer  Court  at  York  26th  May  1825,  gave  his  messuage  or  tenement, 
outbuildings,  garden  and  appurtenances,  situate  at  Annesley  Woodhouse,  and  the 
sum  of  1,000/.  to  the  use  of  William  Booth  of  Kirkby,  Abraham  Booth,  Robert 
Booth,  Isaac  Booth,  Joseph  Booth  and  William  Booth  of  London,  their  heirs  and 
executors,  on  trust,  to  place  such  money  out  at  interest  upon  real  or  govern- 
ment securities,  and  pay  the  yearly  interest  or  dividends  thereof  as  follows,  viz. 
20/.  amongst  themselves  and  their  successors,  share  and  share  alike  ; 51.  amongst 
such  poor  persons  of  Annesley  Woodhouse  as  the  trustees  should  in  their  dis- 
cretion think  proper;  51.  to  the  trustees  or  deacons  of  the  particular  Baptist 
chapel  at  Sutton  in  Ashfield,  for  the  use  of  the  minister,  and  the  residue  for 
the  support  of  a minister,  either  of  a society  of  particular  Baptists,  or  Indepen- 
dents, to  be  established  at  Annesley  Woodhouse ; and  he  directed  that  his 
trustees  should  convert  such  messuage  into  a meeting-house  for  either  of  the 
above  persuasions,  or  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  from  time  to  time  in 
support  of  a meeting-house,  for  either  of  such  purposes ; and  he  directed  that 
when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  the  number  of  three,  the  survivors 
should  within  a month  elect  three  other  proper  persons,  of  the  next  of  kin  and 
of  the  name  of  Booth,  as  trustees  in  the  room  of  those  so  dying,  and  should 
convey  such  trust  estate  and  monies  unto  the  survivors  and  such  new  trustees, 
upon  the  trusts  aforesaid,  and  so  from  time  to  time  for  ever. 

The  above-mentioned  trustees  are  all  now  living. 

The  heir-at-law,  Mr.  Abraham  Booth  of  Mansfield,  claimed  the  messuage, 
outbuildings  and  garden  at  Annesley  Woodhouse,  on  the  ground  that  the 
devise,  as  far  as  regarded  them,  was  void  by  the  Act  of  9 Geo.  2,  c.  36,  and  he 
is  now  in  possession  of  them. 

The  sum  of  65/.  was  paid  for  the  legacy  duty  on  the  bequest  of  1,000/.  and 
the  sum  of  7/.  for  obtaining  the  opinion  of  counsel,  which  it  was  thought  neces- 
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Annesley.  sary  to  take  on  the  effect  of  the  will,  and  the  residue  being  9^8/.  was  lent  on 
mortgage  at  five  per  cent  interest  as  follows  ; viz.

Mr.  William  Booth  of  Kirkby  has,  with  the  approbation  of  the  only  two 
trustees  who  are  resident  in  Nottinghamshire,  distributed  the  annuity  of  51.  for 
the  poor  annually  in  flour,  amongst  the  most  needy  and  deserving  poor  persons 
of  Annesley  Woodhouse ; and  a list  of  their  names  has  been  entered  in  the 
account  book  of  the  charity.

The  School. — Charities  of  Chadwick  and  others. 

Chadwick. — In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Daniel 
Chadwick,  by  Will,  the  date  of  which  was  unknown,  gave  50  /.  vested  in  William 
Coape  Sherbrooke  and  Daniel  Padley,  and  producing  2/.  105.  per  annum,  for 
teaching  eight  poor  children  of  this  parish. 

It  is  mentioned  in  a terrier  of  the  lands  belonging  to  the  vicarage  and  parish 
of  Arnold,  (stated  to  have  been  taken,  according  to  the  old  evidences,  and  the 
knowledge  of  the  ancient  inhabitants  on  the  10th  November  1817),  that  the 
above-mentioned  donation  was  laid  out,  together  with  Bartholomew  Fillingham’s 
donation  after  mentioned,  in  the  purchase  of  the  Roecroft  houses,  which  were 
then  let  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  at  the  rent  of  14/.  per  annum  ; out  of 
which  1 /.  105.  was  distributed  in  bread  and  money  on  Good  Friday  to  the  poor, 
and  the  residue  being  12/.  105.  remained  to  the  school. 

The  parish  are  not  in  possession  of  any  conveyance  of  the  Roecroft  houses, 
nor  is  it  known  when  the  purchase  was  made. 

These  houses  consist  of  two  buildings,  containing  ten  dwelling-rooms,  let  to 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  for  the  accommodation  of  paupers  of  the  parish ; and 
also  of  a building  containing  two  rooms,  in  one  of  which  a fire  engine  is  kept, 
and  in  the  other  the  parish  business  is  transacted.  These  buildings  are  repaired 
out  of  the  poor’s  rate,  out  of  which  also  a sum  of  1/.  105.  is  paid  for  distribu- 
tion of  bread  amongst  the  poor  on  Good  Friday,  and  12/.  10s.  is  paid  to  the 
treasurer  of  the  school  fund. 

Sherbrooke. — The  Parliamentary  Returns  also  state,  that  Hem~y  Sherbrooke , 
by  Will,  the  date  of  which  is  not  mentioned,  gave  land  vested  in  William  Coape 
Sherbrooke,  producing  31.  per  annum,  for  teaching  seven  poor  children. 

The  annual  sum  of  31.  is  paid  by  William  Sherbrooke,  esq.  out  of  his  estate 
at  Arnold,  and  is  carried  to  the  account  of  the  school  fund. 

Birch. — The  Returns  also  state,  that  Margaret  Birch,  by  her  Will  (date 
unknown)  left  land,  vested  in  William  Coape  Sherbrooke,  and  producing  2/. 
per  annum,  for  teaching  six  poor  children. 

This  annual  sum  is  also  paid  by  William  Sherbrooke,  esq.  out  of  four  cottage 

houses 
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houses  and  two  gardens,  in  Arnold,  opposite  the  church,  and  is  carried  to  the 
school  fund. 

Elley. — The  Returns  further  state,  that  Rebecca  Riley,  by  Will,  in  1785, 
gave  6/.  vested  in  William  Newham,  and  producing  65.  a year,  for  teaching 
one  poor  child  of  the  parish. 

This  sum  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Jonathan  Newham,  son  of  the  said 
William  Newham,  and  the  annual  interest  of  Gs.  is  paid  by  him  in  respect 
thereof,  and  is  also  carried  to  the  account  of  the  school  fund. 

To  the  same  fund  is  carried  the  sum  o {'51.  being  half  the  rent  of  certain 
lands  and  premises  in  the  occupation  of  John  Dennison,  which  will  be  further 
noticed  hereafter.

It  is  stated  in  a book,  containing  the  minutes  of  vestries  relating  to  matters 
concerning  the  free  school,  that  at  a vestry  meeting  holden  3d  March  1823, 
Mr.  Parker  having  signified  his  intention  of  resigning  the  situation  of  school- 
master of  the  free  school  on  the  25th  instant,  it  appeared  to  the  meeting  that 
the  parish  had  been  from  time  immemorial  in  the  possession  of  a freehold  estate, 
consisting  of  a house  and  schoolroom,  with  a small  court  in  front  and  a garden 
behind,  and  of  the  funds  above  set  forth,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a master 
and  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  premises  ; and  it  is  there  further  stated,  that  a 
committee  was  appointed  for  the  management  of  the  school  for  the  ensuing 
year,  who,  on  the  following  25th  March,  elected  Robert  Rushton  schoolmaster, 
upon  Jonathan  Taylor  and  Joseph  Simpson  entering  into  a bond  with  him  in 
the  penalty  of  300/.  for  delivering  up  the  said  house  and  premises  in  tenantable 
repair,  on  three  months  notice  from  them ; that  the  committee  also  fixed  the 
salary  of  the  said  Robert  Rushton  at  20/.  per  annum,  and  directed  the  residue 
of  the  income,  being  2/.  16s.  to  be  retained  for  the  payment  for  such  repairs  as 
might  occur  from  time  to  time,  the  master  being  at  the  same  time  informed, 
that  he  should  have  a further  salary  of  10/.  per  annum  for  his  attendance  on  a 
Sunday-school,  so  long  as  the  contributions  to  that  establishment  would  admit 
of  it. 

In  1813  and  1814  the  schoolhouse  was  repaired  and  improved,  and  the 
schoolroom,  which  was  small  and  inconvenient,  was  rebuilt  at  an  expense  ex- 
ceeding 135/.  which  was  raised  by  subscription. 

In  1827  a room  was  built  over  the  schoolroom  at  an  expense  of  7 6/.  which 
was  also  paid  for  by  subscription,  and  the  schoolmaster,  at  his  own  expense, 
enlarged  the  kitchen  belonging  to  the  schoolhouse. 

The  committee  for  the  conduct  of  the  school  consists  of  eight  persons, 
including  the  minister,  churchwardens,  overseers  and  guardians,  and  two  other 
inhabitants,  and  they  meet  when  occasion  requires.  One  of  the  number  (now 
Colonel  Coape)  acts  as  treasurer;  he  receives  the  school  income  of  22/.  l6o>. 
and  pays  over  the  sum  of  20/.  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  master,  the  residue 
of  2/.  lG^.  being  reserved  by  him  for  the  purpose  of  repaying  a sum  of  money, 
which  was  borrowed  to  defray  the  expense  of  repairs,  done  at  the  time  of  the 
appointment  of  the  present  schoolmaster  in  1823.  We  were  told  that  this 
debt  might  be  considered  as  now  discharged,  Colonel  Coape  having,  at  the  time 
of  the  inquiry,  a sufficient  sum  in  hand  from  the  reservation  for  that  purpose. 

It  is  not  known  how  the  parish  became  possessed  of  the  school  premises. 
The  master  resides  in  the  house,  and  by  the  rules  of  the  school,  undertakes  to 
instruct  32  poor  boys  and  girls  of  Arnold,  who  are  appointed  by  the  committee, 
in  reading  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  children  are  admitted  at  the  age  of 
seven  years,  and  are  allowed  to  continue  until  fourteen.  They  are  taught 
the  catechism  of  the  church  of  England,  and  read  the  bible.  The  master 
is  allowed  to  take  other  scholars,  for  whose  instruction  he  is  paid  by  their 
parents. 
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The  master’s  wife  has  a girl’s  school  of  her  own  in  the  upper  room,  the  use 
of  which  is  allowed  to  her,  in  consideration  of  the  master  teaching  the  sundav- 
school  children  writing  on  Monday  evenings. 


Charities  of  Bartholomew  Fillingham  and  others. 

It  is  recorded  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  Bartholomew 
Fillingham,  esq.  gave  the  sum  of  30/.  the  rent  thereof  to  be  dealt  in  bread  on 
Good  Friday  for  ever. 

We  have  already  adverted,  in  the  foregoing  account  of  the  school,  to  the  pas- 
sage in  the  terrier,  which  states,  that  this  donation  of  Fillingham’s  was  part  of 
the  money,  with  which  the  Roecroft  houses  were  purchased,  and  that  in  respect 
thereof  the  sum  of  1 /.  10^.  out  of  the  rents  of  those  houses,  was  distributed  in 
bread  and  money  on  Good  Friday. 

The  tablet  further  records  the  following  donations  :

These  several  benefactions,  which  are  also  noticed  in  the  Parliamentary 
Returns  of  1786,  are  there  stated  to  be  vested  in  Edward  Jones. 

A memorandum,  without  date,  in  the  first  page  of  the  present  account-book 
of  the  charity  and  Sunday  schools,  states,  that  Mr.  Robert  Jones,  as  executor  to 
Mr.  Edward  Jones,  having  paid  17  /.  to  Mr.  Newham,  the  guardian  of  the  poor, 
for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Industry,  the  17  s.  interest  thereon,  was  in  future  to 
be  paid  by  the  parish. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  there  is  also  mentioned  an  annual  sum  of  17  s. 
as  the  interest  of  money  given  by  the  parish  and  vested  in  the  overseers. 

This  sum  of  17$.  is  probably  the  same  which  we  find  also  recorded  in  the 
terrier  as  payable  by  the  overseers  for  the  interest  of  money  which  had  been 
lost. 

The  existence  of  this  claim  upon  the  parish  is  further  noticed  in  the  memo- 
randum above  referred  to  in  the  charity  and  sunday-school  book,  in  which, 
after  stating  the  17  s.  interest  upon  the  money  paid  for  the  use  of  the  House 
of  Industry,  it  is  added,  “ so  that  the  parish  will  have  to  pay  in  all,  34  s.  to  the 
above  charity.” 

The  charity  referred  to  was  a fund  for  bread  on  Good  Friday,  the  particulars 
of  which  wrere  thus  described  :

The  payment  of  2 s.  per  annum  by  Mr.  Wood  is  the  interest  of  a sum  of  2/. 
which  is  noticed  in  the  terrier  as  being  in  the  hands  of  John  Wood,  who  is  stated 
to  have  received  it  from  Thomas  Alvey.  It  is  probably  the  same  sum  of  2/. 
which  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  to  have  been  given  by  Charles 
Wilson,  and  to  be  then  in  the  hands  of  John  Alvey. 

Dennison’s  rent  is  more  particularly  stated  in  the  terrier  as  the  rent  of  a house 
and  two  closes,  containing  2 a.  3 r.  12  p.  viz. — 

The  Holme  Close,  containing  l a.  2r.  14 p.  bounded  by  William  Sherbrooke 
on  the  North,  and  Docket-lane  on  the  West  and  Tavelfield  Close,  containing 
1 a.  & 38  p.  bounded  by  Killissick-road  on  the  East. 

The  parish  are  not  in  possession  of  any  deeds  relating  to  this  land,  nor  is  it 
known  from  what  source  it  was  derived. 


In 
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In  the  absence  of  any  evidence  on  the  subject,  it  may  be  presumed  to  have 
been  purchased  with  many  other  small  benefactions,  which  to  the  amount  of 
nearly  CO/,  in  the  whole,  are  recorded  on  the  tablet,  and  of  which  nothing 
further  can  now  be  collected. 

These  premises  are  still  in  the  occupation  of  John  Dennison  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a fair  rent  of  10  /.  to  which  it  was  reduced  a few  year  ago  from  that  of 
ten  guineas. 

Of  this  rent  51.  as  has  been  already  stated,  is  carried  to  the  school  account, 
the  remaining  5 l.  together  with  the  fund  of  8 /.  6 s.  are  distributed  in  money 
and  bread  on  Good  Friday,  after  service,  in  the  church.  The  distribution  is 
made  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  amongst  the  most  needy 
and  deserving  poor,  resident  in  the  parish,  preference  being  given  to  widows 
and  widowers. 

Sherbrooke’s  further  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  17S6  it  is  stated,  that  Henri / Sherbrooke,  by 

Will,  the  date  of  which  was  unknown,  gave  land  then  vested  in  Coape 

and  Jones,  and  producing  31.  per  annum,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

This  is  probably  the  same  charity  which  the  terrier  notices  as  a donation 
of  31.  per  annum,  left  by  will,  1/.  c2s.  whereof  was  then  paid  by  William 
Sherbrooke,  esq. ; and  11.  18  s.  the  remainder,  from  the  house  he  then  occupied, 
and  which  was  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  on  the  5th  November,  in 
money. 

The  respective  portions  above  noticed  are  now  received  from  William  Sher- 
brooke, esq.  and  Jeremiah  Rhodes,  the  latter  in  respect  of  a house  in  the 
parish,  formerly  the  property  of  one  Jones ; and  the  former  as  the  owner  of 
premises,  supposed  to  have  descended  to  him  from  Coape. 

These  two  sums  are  distributed  in  money  by  the  churchwardens  on  the 
5th  November,  amongst  poor  persons  of  the  same  description  as  those  who 
receive  the  bread  distributions. 

Charities  of  Randell  and  Nash. 

The  tablet  in  the  church  also  records  a donation  by  Elizabeth  Randell  to  the 
poor  of  the  parish,  of  land  in  the  fields  of  Arnold,  of  which  the  yearly  rent 
was  85.;  and  also  of  a rent-charge  of  5s.  per  annum,  by  Arthur  Nash,  out  of 
the  lands  of  John  Cooper. 

Nothing  is  at  present  known  of  these  small  donations.

These  several  donations  are  stated  to  be  by  will,  but  the  dates  of  the  wills  are 
not  mentioned. 

The  parishioners  are  at  present  possessed  of  40 1.  in  the  bank  of  Messrs. 
Wright  of  Nottingham,  at  three  per  cent  interest,  for  which  a banker’s  receipt 
is  held  by  Mr.  Chamberlain,  a parishioner  of  Basford. 

He  also  receives  the  annual  interest,  amounting  to  11.  4 s.  and  distributes  it 
at  Christmas  among  twelve  poor  widows  of  Basford,  in  sums  of  2 s.  each. 
The  distribution  was  formerly  made  in  bread. 

We  thought  it  our  duty  to  recommend  that  the  money  should  be  invested  in 
the  Nottingham  Savings  Bank,  and  that  the  objects  of  the  distribution  should  be 
selected  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens.

Gray’s  Charity. 


The  particulars  of  this  charity  were  given  in  our  account  of  the  charities  of 
the  parish  of  Ilkeston  (Seventeenth  Report,  p.  188);  on  reference  to  which  it 
will  be  found,  that  by  the  deed  of  Richard  Smedley , dated  30th  March  1744, 
the  annual  sum  of  5 l.  part  of  a rent-charge  of  60  /.  was  directed  to  be  paid  for 
the  teaching  of  eighteen  or  twenty  boys  or  girls  of  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  the 
parishes  of  Strelley  and  Bilborough,  the  greater  part  whereof  were  to  be  of 
Strelley,  provided  that  no  child  should  be  instructed  but  such  as  before  admit- 
tance had  learned  the  battledore,  and  that  the  children  should  be  only  taught 
the  English  tongue  ; and  until  they  should  be  by  the  trustees  thought  sufficiently 
instructed  therein ; such  sum  to  be  paid  by  the  trustees  to  such  master  or  mis- 
tresses, and  to  one  or  more  of  them,  as  they  should  think  fit. 

The  agent  of  the  Earl  of  Stamford,  who  receives  the  rent-charge  of  60/. 
pays  5 l.  thereof  to  a schoolmistress,  for  instructing  in  reading  eight  poor  boys 
or  girls  of  Strelley  and  four  of  Bilborough,  who  are  usually  nominated  by  the 
ministers  of  those  parishes. 

Gray’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1780  mention  a donation  by  Robert  Gray,  by 
Will,  in  1703,  of  20/.  in  money  for  the  poor,  then  producing  1 /.  per  annum  ; 
but  it  is  not  stated  in  whom  the  sum  was  vested. 

From  inquiries  made  in  the  parish,  we  are  led  to  believe  that  this  money  was 
laid  out  long  ago  in  the  repairs  of  the  church.  It  does  not  appear  that  any 
interest  has  been  allowed  by  the  parish  in  respect  of  it.

School  : and  Strelley’s  Charity. 

A document,  of  which  the  following  is  an  abstract,  found  in  the  parish-chest, 
and  in  the  hand-writing  of  the  late  Robert  Stanser,  incumbent  of  the  parish  for 
fifty  years,  was  produced  to  us,  thus  intituled  : “ A.D.  It369-  A Constitution  or 
Settlement  for  the  ordering  and  governing  of  the  Free  School  lately  erected  in 
the  Parish  of  Bulwell  by  George  Strelley,  esquire,  for  the  teaching  young 
Children  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  said  Parish,  as  it  was  in  the  several  Articles 
in  the  present  Settlement  mentioned.”  It  has  the  signature  of  George  Strelley 
subscribed  to  it,  and  contains  the  following  ordinances: 

1.  That  the  Honourable  William  Byron  of  Bulwell  Wood  should  be  governor 
of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being,  and  Richard  Slater  of  Nuttall  esq. 
Daniel  Chadwick,  minister  of  the  parish  of  Bulwell,  William  Strelley  of  Arnold, 
and  Edward  Clud  of  Northwell  Park  esq.  should  be  his  assistants,  who  were 
desired  to  meet  at  the  said  schoolhouse  at  least  once  in  every  year,  they  or  any 
three  of  them  to  examine,  hear  and  determine  any  difference,  matter,  cause  or 
thing  that  might  happen  to  arise  in  the  management  of  the  said  school,  and  to 
order  and  determine  the  same  as  the  said  governors  and  assistants,  or  any  three  of 
them,  should  think  meet  : 

2.  That  when  the  governors  or  any  of  the  assistants  should  happen  to  die,  the 
survivors  should  choose  another  governor  or  assistant  to  be  in  the  place  of  the 
deceased  ; and  the  said  governor  and  assistants  should  have  power  to  put  the 
rules  and  orders  in  execution,  and  to  amend  any  of  the  rules  for  the  weal 
and  good  government  of  the  school ; and  for  their  accommodation  at  their 
general  meeting,  there  should  be  an  allowance  of  6 a-.  8 d.  to  be  spent  in  ale 
and  cakes  yearly,  on  1st  November,  which  charge  was  to  be  borne  by  the 
schoolmaster  out  of  the  revenue  settled  upon  the  school : 

3.  That  Thomas  Wilde  should  be  schoolmaster  of  the  said  free  school  for 
instructing  of  such  children  of  the  parish  of  Bulwell  as  were  capable  of  learning, 
from  seven  years  old  and  upwards,  and  until  they  should  be  capable  of  being 
bound  out  apprentice  or  put  forth  to  serve  abroad,  so  as  the  number  of  the  said 
children  should  not  exceed  thirty  at  any  time ; and  that  such  of  the  scholars 
as  were  capable  should  be  instructed  in  the  Latin  tongue  and  upwards,  until  they 
should  be  fit  for  the  university,  if  their  parents  or  friends  should  desire  it  and 
be  able  to  maintain  them  there;  and  should  be  likewise  taught  to  write  and  read 
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written  hand,  and  to  cypher  and  casts  accounts,  viz.  to  be  taught  in  arithmetic 
till  they  should  attain  the  five  first  rules  therein  : 

4.  That  the  master  should  teach  the  scholars  the  catechism,  and  should  hear 
such  as  were  able  to  read  in  the  Bible,  to  read  a chapter  at  least  once  every  day  ; 
and  if' the  parents  or  friends  of  any  scholars  should  desire  to  continue  them  at 
school  above  five  years,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  master  to  demand  allowance 
for  the  teachiug  of  such  scholars,  so  that  it  exceed  not  10  s.  a year  for  each, 
unless  it  be  of  the  friend’s  good  will  to  give  it : 

5.  That  the  schoolmaster  should  engage  to  continue  in  the  free  school  for 
five  years  at  least,  if  he  should  continue  in  health  and  of  ability  to  teach,  and  if 
at  any  time  after  he  should  desire  to  remove  from  thence,  he  should  give  six 
months  notice  thereof  to  the  governor  and  assistants ; and  that  he  should  be 
settled  in  the  said  free  school  and  have  the  benefit  thereof,  and  of  the  field 
whereon  it  stood,  and  of  all  revenues  which  were  or  should  be  thereafter  settled 
upon  it,  to  the  value  of  20  nobles  a year,  of  which  the  house  and  close  of 
ground  whereon  the  house  stood,  were  estimated  at  7 nobles,  out  of  which 
the  said  schoolmaster  was  to  allow  65.  8 d.  for  entertaining  the  governor  and 
assistants  as  aforesaid  ; and  if  during  the  five  years,  or  the  schoolmaster’s  con- 
tinuance in  the  school,  there  should  be  found  any  neglect  or  deficiency  in  him, 
or  any  other  just  cause  for  his  removal,  so  adjudged  by  the  governor  and 
assistants,  or  any  three  of  them,  they  should  give  the  master  six  months  time 
for  his  providing  another  employment  for  himself : 

0.  And  he  appointed  and  requested  of  the  said  governors  and  assistants 
for  the  time  being,  to  order  and  regulate,  as  need  should  require,  the  disposing 
of  a certain  benevolence  or  charity  given  in  bread,  to  some  of  the  poorest  inha- 
bitants of  the  parish  of  Bulwell,  that  it  might  be  given  only  to  such  as  were 
aged  or  decrepid,  or  any  way  past  their  labour,  or  had  not  wherewith  to  main- 
tain themselves,  if  any  such  should  be  in  the  parish ; or  to  such  poor  widows 
as  had  young  children  of  their  own  to  provide  for,  and  were  not  able  to  work 
for  them  ; provided  that  such  children  should  be  put  to  learn  at  the  free 
school,  if  they  should  be  of  the  age  of  seven  years,  and  there  continue  to  be 
taught  until  they  were  fit  to  be  put  forth  to  service  or  apprentice  ; and  if  any 
of  such  poor  widows  should  refuse  to  put  their  children  to  the  school  and 
keep  them  there  as  aforesaid,  their  allowance  of  bread  should  be  taken  from 
them  and  reserved  in  cash  for  a year,  towards  putting  one  of  such  children  to 
service  or  apprenticeship : 

7.  And  he  ordered  that  from  29th  September  1669,  there  should  be  pro- 
vided weekly  six  three-penny  loaves  of  household  bread,  which  should  be  given 
to  such  poor  as  were  for  the  present  by  him  nominated  in  a list  given  to  the 
churchwardens,  which  bread  the  said  poor  were  to  receive  every  sabbath-day 
at  the  church  after  service  or  sermon,  and  if  there  should  be  no  sermon  or 
prayers  at  the  church  on  the  sabbath-day,  it  should  be  brought  to  the  church- 
warden’s house,  and  there  be  distributed  by  him  to  the  said  poor,  and  so  continued 
to  be  given  so  long  as  the  said  governor  and  assistants  or  any  three  of  them 
should  think  meet,  if  any  such  poor  aged  people  or  any  such  widows  should  be 
in  the  parish  ; and  whatsoever  should  remain  at  any  time  of  the  allowance 
assigned  for  the  bread,  should  be  reserved  for  putting  forth  a poor  child  ap- 
prentice yearly,  at  the  appointment  of  the  said  governor  and  assistants,  provided 
that  such  children  should  be  born  in  the  said  parish,  of  parents  who  had  lived 
in  the  said  parish  at  least  seven  years  and  more. 

We  are  informed  that  there  has  been  no  regular  appointment  of  governor 
and  assistants  for  many  years,  but  the  school  has  been  under  the  management 
of  the  minister  and  churchwardens.  The  Rev.  Alfred  Padley,  who  has  lately 
become  the  purchaser  of  a large  estate  in  the  parish,  and  is  lord  of  the  manor, 
has  taken  an  active  part  in  its  superintendence  for  the  last  three  years. 

The  trust  premises  consist  of  a schoolhouse,  containing  a residence  for  the 
master,  and  a large  schoolroom  ; a cottage  adjoining  the  schoolroom,  built  by  a 
former  master,  about  40  years  ago ; and  three  parcels  of  land  and  a garden, 
containing,  in  the  whole,  about  four  acres.  The  schoolmaster  occupies  the 
schoolhouse  and  garden,  and  lets  the  cottage  and  the  greater  part  of  the  land. 
The  whole  may  be  considered  worth  18/.  a year. 

The  house  is  now  in  good  repair.  It  was  repaired  and  much  improved  about 
16  years  ago,  the  expense  of  which  was  defrayed  partly  by  subscription,  partly  by 
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the  rent  of  the  land  which  had  accrued  during  one  year’s  vacancy  of  the 
school,  and  partly  by  a year’s  rent  of  the  land  allowed  by  the  subsequent  mas- 
ter after  his  appointment. 

About  three  years  ago  the  schoolroom  was  much  enlarged,  at  an  expense  of 
70 /.,  which  was  defrayed  by  subscription. 

The  present  master  was  appointed  about  six  years  ago  by  the  rector  and 
churchwardens,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  principal  parishioners.  He  teaches 
eight  poor  children  of  the  parish,  appointed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens, 
reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  ; they  are  admitted  at  seven  years  of  age,  and 
allowed  to  stay  three  years.  We  are  informed  that  he  is  qualified  to  teach  the 
rudiments  of  Latin,  but  that  the  parents  of  the  poor  children  do  not  wish  their 
children  to  have  classical  instruction.  The  children  are  also  taught  the  cate- 
chism, and  to  read  in  the  Bible;  and  they  are  attended  to  church  by  the  master, 
who  is  allowed  to  teach  pay-scholars,  and  has  generally  a considerable  number 
under  his  tuition.  He  also  teaches  the  Sunday-school  in  the  schoolroom,  and 
receives  on  that  account  10/.  which  is  raised  by  subscription.  The  school  is 
occasionally  visited  by  the  rector,  the  curate,  the  churchwardens  and  Mr. 
Padley  ; but  the  sum  allowed  by  the  rules  for  their  entertainment  is  not  received 
by  them. 

No  bread  is  distributed  in  respect  of  this  charity,  nor  is  it  known  out  of  what 
property  the  distribution  was  to  be  made. 

Robinson’s  Charitv. 

George  Robinson,  who  died  the  29th  April  1798,  gave,  by  his  Will,  the  sum 
of  501.  to  the  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  this  parish, 
on  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest  on  real,  government  or  parliamentary 
security,  and  to  distribute  the  interest,  dividends  and  produce  thereof  at  Christ- 
mas in  every  year,  unto  such  of  the  industrious  poor  of  the  parish  as  should  not 
receive  alms,  and  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  think  proper  and 
worthy  objects  of  charity. 

This  legacy  was  invested  in  a mortgage  of  the  tolls  of  the  Flood-road,  Not- 
tingham, at  five  per  cent  interest,  which  rate  continued  to  be  paid  until  1826, 
when  it  was  reduced  to  four  per  cent. 

This  interest  is  usually  received  at  Christmas,  and  is  then  divided  among  as 
many  poor  persons  of  the  parish  as  it  will  extend  to,  in  sums  varying  from 
2 s.  to  5s.  The  most  needy  and  deserving  persons  (not  receiving  parish  relief) 
are  preferred,  and  the  same  individuals  continue  to  enjoy  the  charity  as  long  as 
their  necessities  require  it. 

Dams’s  Charitv. 

In  a terrier,  prepared  in  1786,  there  are  included  among  the  lands  belonging 
to  the  rectory,  “ seven  acres,  given  by  John  Dams,  late  of  Bulwell,  deceased, 
for  the  preaching  of  nine  lecture  sermons  in  the  parish  church  of  Bulwell,  upon 
the  last  Tuesday  of  every  month,  except  July,  August  and  November.” 

This  land  is  at  present  occupied  by  Jeremiah  Read,  as  yearly  tenant,  and  is 
stated  to  be  worth  30 s.  per  acre.  The  rent  is  paid  to  the  rector,  by  whom  the 
land  is  let ; but  we  are  informed  that  the  prescribed  lecture  has  not  been 
preached  since  the  year  181 7.  The  present  rector  is  the  Rev.  John  Went- 
worth Armytage,  who  resides  near  Doncaster.  We  have  felt  ourselves  called 
upon  to  apprise  him  of  the  duties  which  are  attached  to  the  enjoyment  of  the 
land. 


PARISH  OF  GREASLEY. 

Rolleston’s  School. 

Lancelot  Rolleston,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  5th  November  1748,  and  proved 
in  the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  on  12th  August  1751,  gave  to  his 
brother  John  Rolleston  and  the  Rev.  William  Wright,  vicar  of  Greasley,  300/. 
in  trust,  that  they  should  purchase  lands  therewith,  and  that  the  said  John 
Rolleston  and  the  vicar  of  Greasley  for  the  time  being  should  pay  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  estate  so  to  be  purchased,  for  the  support  of  a schoolmaster, 
and  buying  books  for  instructing  in  writing  and  reading  such  and  so  many  poor 
children,  within  the  parish  of  Greasley,  as  the  said  John  Rolleston  and  his  heirs 
and  assigns,  and  the  said  William  Wright  and  his  successors,  vicars  of  Greasley, 
should  think  proper. 
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By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  1st  July  1752,  and  inrolled  in  Greasley. 
Chancery  on  16th  of  December  following,  between  Rosamond  Rolleston,  sole  — — 

executrix  of  the  will  of  the  said  Lancelot  Rolleston,  of  the  first  part ; the  said  RoIle^^M^h°o1’ 
John  Rolleston,  clerk,  brother  and  heir  of  the  said  Lancelot,  and  the  said  William  , * ' 

Wright,  vicar  of  Greasley,  of  the  second  part ; Frances  Rolleston,  sister  of  the 
said  Lancelot,  of  the  third  part;  and  Sir  Charles  Sedley,  baronet,  William 
Chaworth  and  Robert  Holden,  esquires,  of  the  fourth  part ; reciting  the  above- 
mentioned  bequest,  and  that  the  said  Rosamond  was  desirous  of  carrying  it  into 
execution,  and  had  therefore  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  said  John  Rolleston 
300/.,  and  that  the  said  Frances  Rolleston  had  given  to  the  said  John  Rolleston 
100/.  to  be  laid  out  in  like  manner,  for  augmenting  the  said  charity;  that  the 
said  John  Rolleston  had  invested  the  said  two  sums  in  the  purchase  of  S78/.  14,?. 

New  South  Sea  Annuities,  then  standing  in  his  name,  with  intent  that  they  should 
be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  land  ; it  was  witnessed,  and  thereby  declared,  that 
the  said  stock  should  remain  in  the  name  of  the  said  John  Rolleston  and  his 
executors,  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  said  Lancelot  Rolleston, 
and  also  upon  trust,  that  the  children  to  be  instructed  should  be  nominated  by 
the  said  John  Rolleston,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  said  William  Wright  and 
his  successors,  vicars  of  Greasley,  they  being  thereby  appointed  perpetual 
trustees  for  executing  this  part  of  the  said  trust ; provided  the  said  Frances 
Rolleston,  during  her  life  should  have  power  to  nominate  one-fourth  part  of  the 
poor  children  to  be  so  instructed ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Rosamond 
Rolleston  was  entitled  to  an  estate  for  life,  in  the  piece  of  land  thereinafter 
mentioned  to  be  granted,  the  reversion  thereof  expectant  on  her  death  being- 
vested  in  the  said  John  Rolleston  and  his  heirs;  and  that  the  said  Rosamond 
and  John  Rolleston,  in  order  to  augment  the  said  charity,  and  make  a further 
provision  for  the  schoolmaster,  had  agreed  to  convey  the  said  piece  of  land, 
upon  the  trusts  after  mentioned ; and  that  the  said  Rosamond  had  agreed 
to  build  on  the  said  piece  of  land,  at  her  own  cost,  a substantial  dwelling-house, 
to  be  used  for  ever,  together  with  the  said  piece  of  land,  by  the  schoolmaster 
for  the  time  being : it  was  witnessed,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  said  agreement, 
and  in  consideration  of  10  5.  the  said  Rosamond  and  John  Rolleston  bargained 
and  sold  to  the  said  parties  of  the  fourth  part,  and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  land 
situate  in  Greasley,  called  the  Bog-End  Thicket,  containing  by  estimation  half 
an  acre,  lately  staked  out,  part  of  the  Brook  Close,  in  trust,  that  the  said 
piece  of  ground  and  the  dwelling-house,  when  erected,  should  from  time  to  time, 
for  ever,  be  occupied  by  the  schoolmaster  for  the  time  being,  who  should  be 
nominated  to  instruct  poor  children  in  writing  and  reading,  according  to  the 
intent  of  the  will  of  the  said  Lancelot  Rolleston,  and  of  the  said  deed. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  bearing  date  27th  September  1755,  inrolled 
in  Chancery  on  1st  January  1756,  between  Thomas  Rivett  and  Anna  Maria, 
his  wife,  of  the  first  part ; the  said  Rosamond  Rolleston  and  the  said  Frances 
Rolleston,  of  the  second  part ; the  said  John  Rolleston  and  William  Wright,  of 
the  third  part ; and  John  Gosdale,  of  the  fourth  part;  reciting  the  said  will  and 
the  deed  of  bargain  and  sale  above  abstracted,  and  that  it  was  agreed  between 
all  the  parties  to  be  the  intent  of  the  said  Lancelot  Rolleston,  that  the  legal 
estate  of  the  lands,  when  purchased,  should  be  conveyed  to  the  said  John 
Rolleston  and  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  that  the  said  William  Wright  and  his 
successors,  vicars  of  Greasley,  should  only  join  with  the  said  John  Rolleston, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  carrying  the  trusts  of  the  said  will  into  execution  ; and 
that  the  said  John  Rolleston  had,  in  pursuance  of  the  trust,  agreed  with  the  said 
John  Rivett  for  the  purchase  of  the  lands  after  mentioned  for  400/.  ; it  was 
witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  378/.  14,?.  New  South  Sea  Annuities,  and 
also  the  further  sum  of  21/.  6s.  making  together  400/.  the  said  Thomas  Rivett, 
with  the  consent  of  the  said  Rosamond,  Frances  and  William  Wright,  bargained 
and  sold  to  the  said  John  Rolleston  and  his  heirs,  a close  lying  in  a field  within 
the  liberty  of  Derby,  called  Little  Field,  and  two  other  closes  in  Little  Field,  and 
a little  lane  adjoining  the  said  closes,  all  which  closes  were  then  laid  into  two 
closes,  and  contained  in  the  whole,  by  estimation,  4 a.  3r.  15 p.  upon  trust,  that 
the  said  John  Rolleston,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  the  said  William  Wright  and 
his  successors,  who  were  thereby  appointed  by  the  said  Rosamond  and  Frances 
Rolleston  to  be  perpetual  trustees  for  discharging  the  said  trusts,  should  receive 
the  rents  of  all  the  said  lands,  and  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  yearly  sup- 
port of  such  schoolmaster,  and  buying  of  such  books  for  the  instructing  in 
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" ’ writing,  reading,  and  the  catechism  of  the  Church  of  England,  such  and  so 
Kolleston’s  School,  many  poor  children  of  the  said  parish  of  Greasley  as  the  said  John  Rolleston 
continued.  and  his  heirs,  and  the  said  William  Wright  and  his  successors,  vicars  as  afore- 

said,  should  think  proper ; provided  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Frances, 

during  her  life,  to  nominate  one-fourth  of  the  children. 

Lancelot  Rolleston,  esq.  acts  as  trustee  of  the  charity,  as  the  heir-at-law  of 
the  said  Reverend  John  Rolleston  his  grandfather. 

About  the  year  1795  a part  of  the  land  in  Little  Field,  containing  1 a.  2 r.  1.5  p. 
was  taken  by  the  Derby  Canal  Company  for  the  purposes  of  their  canal,  and  in 
respect  thereof  they  have  paid  to  the  charity  from  that  time  the  annual  rent 
of  61. 

About  two  years  after  they  had  taken  this  land  they  sold  a small  part  of  it 
(measuring  293  yards  in  length,  and  about  seven  in  breadth,)  by  auction,  for  a 
gross  sum,  upon  which  several  buildings  were  subsequently  erected,  and  in  re- 
spect of  which  ground-rents  are  now  paid,  amounting,  as  it  is  stated,  to  18/.  per 
annum. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  conveyance  was  executed  to  the  company  of  the 
land  thus  taken  by  them  ; and  in  consequence  of  the  increased  value  which  a 
part  has  thus  acquired,  it  has  lately  become  a subject  of  consideration  on  behalf 
of  the  charity,  whether  the  company  are  to  be  regarded  as  purchasers  of  the 
land  at  a perpetual  fixed  rent,  or  as  tenants  from  year  to  year ; in  which  latter 
character  they  would  be  liable  to  the  claim  of  the  charity  for  an  increase  of 
rent. 

It  appears  that  the  company  were  authorized  by  their  Act  to  purchase  lands 
for  the  use  of  their  canal,  and  to  pay  for  them,  either  by  a gross  sum  or  a per- 
petual fixed  rent ; and  they  were  also  authorized  to  sell  small  parcels  which 
they  may  have  been  obliged  to  buy.  The  absolute  sale  which  they  made  of  a 
part  of  the  charity  land  shortly  after  they  had  taken  it,  implies  that  they  con- 
sidered themselves  as  purchasers  of  the  land  ; and  the  long  acquiescence  of  the 
charity  in  that  sale  (which  being  public,  may  be  presumed  to  have  come  to  the 
knowledge  of  the  trustee,)  may  render  it  difficult  now  to  contest  the  right  of 
the  company  to  that  character,  in  which  alone  the  sale  could  legally  be  effected 
by  them. 

The  rest  of  the  land  in  Little  Field,  containing  3 a.  1 r.  is  now  in  the  occu- 
pation of  Thomas  Walton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  21 1.  per  annum,  which 
appears  to  be  its  value. 

The  premises  in  Greasley,  consisting  of  a schoolhouse  and  garden,  are  in 
the  occupation  of  John  Attenborough,  the  present  schoolmaster,  and  may  be 
considered  worth  about  61.  per  annum.  The  house  is  in  very  good  repair, 
Mr.  Rolleston  having  paid  for  the  repairs  from  time  to  time  out  of  his  own 
funds. 

The  rents  are  received  by  Mr.  Rolleston.  and  for  some  time  past  have  been 
paid  over,  without  any  deduction,  to  the  schoolmaster ; though  formerly  2 /.  was 
retained  as  a fund  for  repairs. 

The  schoolmaster  was  appointed  about  five  years  ago  by  the  Rev.  John  Hides, 
vicar  of  Greasley,  and  Mr.  Rolleston  ; and  undertakes  to  instruct  in  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic,  22  boys,  of  the  parish  of  Greasley,  who  are  appointed 
by  Mr.  Rolleston  and  the  vicar.  The  school  is  capable  of  holding  a greater 
number  than  22  scholars  ; but  the  master,  though  unrestricted  in  this  respect, 
has  none  but  free  scholars.  The  scholars  are  usually  admitted  from  seven  to 
twelve  years  of  age,  and  are  allowed  to  remain  at  school  for  five  years,  when 
their  places  are  supplied  by  others.  The  master  teaches  a sunday-school  at  his 
house,  for  which  he  receives  a small  salary,  arising  from  a collection  made  after 
a sermon. 

Charities  of  Mansell  and  Others. 

Charities  of  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  31st  December  1811,  between  the  Rev.  William 
Mansell  and  others.  Fell,  Lancelot  Rolleston,  esquire,  the  Rev.  T.  Cotton  Fell,  Anthony  Jackson, 
the  Rev.  Charles  Nixon,  the  Rev.  Robert  Stancer,  and  the  Rev.  Peniston  La 
Tour,  of  the  one  part ; and  Catherine  Cotton,  Jane  Anne  Cotton,  the  said 
William  Fell  and  Anne  his  wife,  which  said  Catherine  Cotton,  Jane  Anne  Cot- 
ton and  Anne  Fell  were  the  surviving  sisters,  and  next  of  kin  of  Mary  Mansell, 
deceased,  late  wife  of  the  Rev.  John  Mansell,  deceased,  and  Solomon  Grosvenor 
and  John  Pedley,  executors  of  the  will  of  the  said  John  Mansell,  of  the  other 
part ; reciting,  that  by  the  settlement  made  previous  to  the  marriage  of  the  said 

John 
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John  and  Mary  Mansell,  it  was  agreed  that  the  property  which  she  should 
thereafter  become  possessed  of  should  be  at  her  own  disposal ; that  she,  a short 
time  previous  to  her  death,  became,  as  one  of  the  six  sisters  of  Michael  Cotton, 
esquire,  entitled  to  a considerable  real  and  personal  estate,  in  consequence  of 
his  death  intestate ; that  she  died  in  May  1797>  without  having  made  any  will, 
but  shortly  before  her  death  requested  the  said  John  Mansell,  her  husband,  and 
the  said  Jane  Anne  Cotton,  her  sister,  to  see  that  the  sum  of  500 /.  was  settled  on 
the  poor  of  the  hamlets  or  liberties  of  Moor  Green,  Watnall,  Beggar  Lee  and 
Newthorpe,  in  the  parish  of  Greasley  ; but  the  bequest  of  the  said  Mary  Mansell 
could  not  operate  either  at  law  or  in  equity  on  her  separate  estate,  by  reason 
that  the  power  contained  in  her  settlement  of  her  separate  property  wTas  not  duly 
exercised  ; but  the  said  John  Mansell,  who  survived  her,  and  the  said  Catherine 
Cotton,  Jane  Anne  Cotton  and  Ann  Fell,  her  sisters,  who  together  were  entitled 
to  the  property  which  the  said  Mary  Mansell  became  entitled  to  on  her  brother’s 
death,  and  of  which  she  died  possessed,  and  that  which  was  comprised  in  her 
marriage  settlement,  being  desirous  that  the  said  request  should  be  fulfilled, 
did  shortly  after  her  death  secure  to  the  said  William  Fell  and  to  the  Rev. 
John  Arson  the  payment  of  500/.  upon  trust,  to  invest  the  same  on  Govern- 
ment or  real  security,  in  order  to  answer  the  legacy  of  500/.  intended  to  have 
been  given  by  the  said  Mary  Mansell  to  the  poor  of  Greasley ; that  the  said 
John  Mansell  died  in  September  1797>  having  by  his  will,  dated  21st  August 
1797>  bequeathed  20/.  to  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  the  500  /.  so  intended 
to  have  been  given  was  to  be  applied;  that  the  said  500/.  with  such  interest  as 
had  accrued  thereon,  and  had  not  been  applied  for  the  poor  of  Greasley, 
was  on  25th  March  1798,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  Catherine  Cotton, 
Jane  Anne  Cotton  and  Anne  Fell,  Solomon  Grosvenor  and  John  Pedley,  in- 
vested by  the  said  William  Fell  and  John  Arson,  in  their  names,  in  the  pur- 
chase of  911/.  9^.  6 d.  three  per  cent  consols;  that  the  said  John  Arson  was 
dead ; that  the  said  sum  of  20  /.  had  been  for  several  years  in  the  hands  of 
Smith  Sc  Co.  bankers  of  Nottingham,  and  with  1/.  14s.  5d.  the  interest  thereof, 
which  had  not  been  applied  to  the  poor  of  Greasley,  was  intended  to  be  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  331.  18  s.  6d.  three  per  cent  consols,  making  the  whole  prin- 
cipal stock  945/.  85. ; that  the  said  Jane  Anne  Cotton  being  desirous  that  the 
amount  of  the  said  stock  should  be  1,000/.  and  the  sum  of  34 /.  185.  10  \d. 
being  requisite  to  purchase  54  /.  12  5.  three  per  cent  consols  to  make  up  the 
same,  she  had  proposed  to  pay  the  said  sum  of  .34/.  IS  5.  10  \d.  and  had  paid 
the  same  to  the  said  William  Fell ; that  the  said  several  sums  had  been  invested 
in  the  purchase  of  88/.  105.  6d.  three  per  cent  consols,  in  the  name  of  the  said 
William  Fell,  making  up  the  said  911/.  95.  6d.  to  1,000/.  three  per  cent  con- 
sols; that  the  said  Catherine  Cotton,  Jane  Anne  Cotton  and  Anne  Fell,  Solo- 
mon Grosvenor  and  John  Pedley,  conceiving  themselves  to  be  fully  entitled, 
under  the  above-mentioned  circumstances,  to  direct  the  application  of  the  said 
stock,  were  minded,  with  the  approbation  of  the  said  William  Fell,  that  such 
trusts  should  be  declared  thereof  as  were  thereafter  mentioned,  and  that  there 
might  always  be  a due  number  of  trustees  of  the  said  trust-money,  they  had 
requested  the  said  Lancelot  Rolleston,  Thomas  Cotton  Fell,  Anthony  Jackson, 
Charles  Nixon,  Robert  Stancer  and  Penistone  La  Tour  to  become  trustees 
thereof  with  the  said  William  Fell,  which  they  were  willing  to  do,  and  for 
that  purpose  it  was  expedient  that  provision  should  be  made  for  keeping  up 
the  number  of  trustees  ; and  that  accordingly  the  said  sum  of  1,000/.  three 
per  cent  consols  had  been  transferred  into  the  names  of  the  said  trustees : — It 
was  witnessed,  that  in  consideration  of  the  request  of  the  said  Mary  Mansell, 
and  the  intention  of  the  said  John  Mansell,  and  in  order  to  comply  therewith, 
the  said  Catherine  Cotton,  Jane  Anne  Cotton  and  Anne  Fell,  the  surviving 
sisters  of  the  said  Mary  Mansell,  and  the  said  Solomon  Grosvenor  and  John 
Pedley,  executors  of  the  said  John  Mansell,  declared,  that  the  said  William 
Fell,  Lancelot  Rolleston,  J.  C.  Fell  and  Anthony  Jackson,  and  their  heirs,  and 
the  said  Charles  Nixon  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  Nuttall  for  the  time 
being,  and  the  said  Robert  Stancer  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  Bulwell  for 
the  time  being,  and  the  said  Penistone  La  Tour  and  his  successors,  vicars  of 
Greasley  for  the  time  being,  should  be  trustees  of  the  said  stock,  and  the  divi- 
dends thereof,  for  such  of  the  poor  of  the  hamlets  in  the  said  parish  as  v/ere 
thereinafter  mentioned,  and  should  stand  possessed  of  the  said  1,000/.  stock 
upon  the  following  trusts,  viz. : in  the  first  place,  out  of  the  dividends  thereof 
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Greasley.  to  pay  5 l.  annually,  in  such  proportions  as  they  or  any  four  of  them  should 
Cj  ~~  think  tit,  to  a schoolmaster  or  mistress  for  instructing  any  eight  poor  boys  or 
Mansell'amf others  8‘r^s  resident  in  the  parish  of  Greasley,  whose  parents  had  been  or  should  be 
continued.  ’ parishioners  of  Greasley,  and  to  pay  25.  6d.  to  each  of  the  said  eight  children 

v / after  divine  service  on  Christmas-day  in  every  year,  provided  such  children 

should  attend  divine  service  in  the  parish  church  of  Greasley  regularly  on 
Sundays  and  on  Christmas-day,  unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  any  other 
cause,  to  be  allowed  of  as  a lit  reason  for  non-attendance  by  the  vicar  of 
Greasley ; and  should,  in  the  next  place,  pay  every  year  to  eight  poor  women, 
parishioners  of  and  resident  in  Greasley,  10  5.  each  at  the  time  of  their 
respectively  lying-in  ; and  should,  in  the  next  place,  pay  to  five  poor  women, 
parishioners  of  and  resident  in  the  hamlets  of  Watnal-1,  Moor  Green,  Beggarley 
and  Newthorpe,  in  the  parish  of  Greasley,  or  some  or  one  of  them,  the  sum 
of  Is.  per  week  to  each,  and  2s.  6d.  to  each  of  the  said  live  women  after 
divine  service  on  Christmas-day,  yearly,  at  their  respective  dwellings,  if  unable 
from  age  or  infirmity  to  attend  divine  service,  such  poor  women  having  also 
attended  divine  service  regularly  on  Sundays  in  the  parish  church  of  Greasley, 
unless  prevented  by  sickness  or  other  reasonable  cause  ; and  that  they  should 
on  Candlemas-day,  yearly,  expend  505.  on  good  wheaten  bread,  to  be  distributed 
on  Sundays  after  divine  service  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of  Greasley,  and  in 
such  manner  as  the  trustees  or  any  four  of  them  should  think  fit ; provided 
that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  not  only  from  time 
to  time  to  alter  the  objects  of  the  charity,  thereby  intended  to  be  established, 
and  the  mode  of  distribution,  in  such  manner  as  any  four  might  think  fit,  such 
alterations  nevertheless  being  always  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parish 
of  Greasley,  but  also  to  sell  the  same  1,000/.  stock,  and  lay  out  the  produce  of 
the  sale  in  the  purchase  of  other  stock  ; and  further,  that  the  rector  of  Nuttall, 
the  rector  of  Bulwell,  and  the  vicar  of  Greasley,  for  the  time  being,  should  for 
ever  thereafter  become  respectively  trustees  of  the  said  stock,  with  a power 
upon  the  death  of  any  of  the  trustees,  or  their  becoming  incapable  to  act, 
for  the  survivors,  by  writing  under  their  hands  and  seals,  attested  by  two 
witnesses,  to  nominate  other  persons  to  be  trustees,  and  to  transfer  the  stock 
accordingly,  provided  that  the  said  trustees  should  keep  a book,  in  which 
entries  should  be  made  of  all  monies  which  should  come  to  their  hands,  and 
of  all  monies  which  should  be  expended  in  the  trust,  and  of  all  transactions 
relative  to  the  trust,  which  the  trustees  should  think  it  proper  to  keep  an 
account  of ; such  book  to  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  rector  of  Greasley  for 
the  time  being,  and  by  him  deposited  with  the  documents  relative  to  the 
parish  of  Greasley  usually  in  his  custody  as  vicar  of  the  parish,  and  to  be  at 
all  convenient  times  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  said  trustees ; and  that 
a duplicate  of  such  book  should,  if  thought  necessary,  be  kept  in  the  hands 
of  any  one  or  more  of  the  other  trustees ; and  the  said  trustees  declared,  that 
they  would  from  thenceforth  stand  possessed  of  the  said  1,000/.  stock  upon 
the  trusts  aforesaid. 

Of  the  trustees  above  mentioned,  Lancelot  Rolleston,  esq.  the  Reverend 
Thomas  Cotton  Fell,  the  Reverend  C.  Nixon  and  the  Reverend  Penistone  La 
Tour,  are  now  living. 

The  stock  stands  in  the  names  into  which  the  deed  states  it  to  have  been 
transferred;  and  the  dividends,  amounting  to  30/.  per  annum,  are  received 
through  the  medium  of  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Smith  of  Nottingham. 

Out  of  these  dividends  the  sum  of  5/.  has  been  paid  annually  to  a school- 
mistress, for  teaching  eight  poor  children  of  the  parish  (appointed  by  the  trus- 
tees) to  read  ; and  \ l.  has  been  paid  annually  at  Christmas  to  the  children,  in 
sums  of  25.  6d.  each.  The  sum  of  4/.  has  been  also  paid  annually  to  eight 
lying  in-women,  in  sums  of  105.  to  each. 

Instead  of  five,  mentioned  in  the  deed,  four  poor  women  have  received  15. 
a week  each,  and  also  25.  6d.  each  at  Christmas,  making  in  the  whole  10  /.  18  5. 
per  annum. 

Bread  also  to  the  amount  of  21.  105.  has  been  distributed  annually  on  Can- 
dlemas-day, in  sixpenny  loaves. 

These  payments  amount  together  to  the  sum  of  23/.  8 s.  leaving  therefore  an 
annual  surplus  of  61.  12  5. 

The  charity  had  been  principally  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Jackson,  one 
of  the  trustees,  until  the  time  of  his  death  in  September  1828,  and  the  accounts 

were 
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were  entered  in  a book  kept  by  him,  down  to  the  year  1821  inclusive,  at  which 
time  there  was  a balance  due  to  the  charity  of  17  /.  In  the  year  1822,  the  sum 
of  12/.  175.  10  d.  was  paid  for  the  erection  of  a monument  in  the  church,  to  the 
memory  of  Mr.  Mansell,  and  of  a stone  tablet  commemorating  the  charity.  By 
this  payment  the  balance  was  reduced  to  the  sum  of  4/.  2 s.  2 d.  which  by  the 
addition  of  six  years  surplus  of  6/.  12 s.  per  annum,  is  now  increased  to 
4 31.  14  5.  2 d. 

We  thought  it  right  to  suggest  to  the  trustees,  that  the  receipts  and  payments 
in  respect  of  the  charity,  should  in  future  be  more  regularly  entered  in  the 
account  book,  and  that  some  plan  should  be  settled  by  them  for  appropriating 
the  surplus  income  to  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  agreeably  to  the  powers  vested  in 
them  by  the  deed. 

HAMLET  OF  NEWTHORPE. 

Smedley’s  Charity. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  the  particulars  of  which  were  given  among  the 
charities  of  Ilkeston,  in  our  17th  Report,  the  hamlet  of  Newthorpe  is  entitled 
to  send  one  poor  person  to  the  almshouse  at  Ilkeston  ; and  to  receive  51.  per 
annum,  for  the  teaching  of  18  or  20  poor  children  of  the  hamlet  in  the  English 
tongue,  such  as  before  admittance  had  learned  the  battledore. 

There  was  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  a poor  woman  from  the  hamlet  of 
Newthorpe,  in  the  almshouse  of  Ilkeston,  who  had  been  sent  in  respect  of  this 
charity.  It  is  usual  when  a vacancy  occurs,  for  the  principal  inhabitants  to 
select  a poor  person  to  fill  it,  who  is  accordingly  appointed,  on  being  approved 
of  by  the  agent  of  the  Earl  of  Stamford. 

In  respect  of  this  charity  also,  the  sum  of  .5  /.  is  annually  paid  by  the  agent  of 
the  Earl  to  a schoolmistress  of  this  hamlet,  who  in  consideration  thereof  instructs 
in  reading  12  poor  children  of  the  hamlet,  appointed  by  the  principal  inhabitants. 
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PARISH  OF  HUCKNALL  FORKARD. 

Byron’s  Charity. 

By  indenture,  bearing  date  6th  August,  12th  Charles,  between  Lancelot  Hucknall  Forkard. 
Curtis  and  John  Kitchen  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  of  the  one  part,  and  John  - — - 

Chaworth  and  John  Rolleston,  esquires,  George  Flower,  Anthony  Curtis,  Ryron  s chanty. 
George  Brough,  Michael  Pogson,  Richard  Serjeant,  John  Kitchen  the  younger, 

John  Butler,  Richard  Kitchen  the  younger,  Robert  Eire,  Thomas  Butler  and 
Thomas  Purder,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  parties  of  the  first  part  for  the 
performance  of  the  trust  in  them  reposed,  and  in  consideration  that  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part  who  were  by  them  chosen  feoffees  would  faithfully 
perform  the  trust  in  them  reposed  and  thereafter  mentioned,  as  also,  at  the 
instance  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  inhabitants  of  Hucknall, 
to  make  new  feoffees,  and  confer  their  trust  upon  them,  granted  to  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part  and  their  heirs,  a pasture,  close  or  ground 
inclosed,  situate  in  the  parish  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  called  the  Broomehill, 
containing,  by  estimation,  16  acres,  then  in  the  tenure  of  Sir  John  Byron,  k b. 
bounded  as  therein  described,  to  the  following  uses,  viz.  that  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part  and  their  heirs  should,  yearly,  or  for  term  of  years,  demise 
the  said  land  to  such  person  or  persons  as  would  bonajide  give  the  best  rent 
for  the  same  ; and  it  was  declared  that  the  parties  of  the  second  part  and  their 
heirs,  should  yearly  pay  one-third  part  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  land, 
amongst  the  poor  people  dwelling  within  the  parish  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  and 
one  other  third  part  thereof  for  the  repairing  or  beautifying  the  body  of  the 
church  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  and  the  other  third  part  thereof  for  such  necessary 
causes  or  matters  behooveful,  profitable  or  expedient  within  and  for  the  said  town 
of  Hucknall,  as  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  should  from  time  to  time 
seem  meet ; and  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  covenanted  with  the  said 
parties  of  the  first  part,  that  they  would  not  only  from  time  to  time  employ  the 
rents  and  profits  according  to  the  uses  before  mentioned,  but  also  would,  yearly, 
within  one  month  after  Lady-day  and  on  the  last  Friday  of  the  same  month,  in 
the  parish  church  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  being  thereunto  requested  by  the  vicar 
and  one,  two,  three  or  four  of  the  most  sufficient  inhabitants  of  the  said  parish, 
make  a true  account  in  writing  before  the  said  vicar  and  so  many  of  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof  as  should  be  pleased  to  be  present,  of  the  disbursing  and  employing 
of  the  said  rents  and  profits  for  the  year  past,  and  that  on  the  death  of  any 
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eight  of  the  said  feoffees,  upon  request  made  by  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and 
some  other  of  the  best  inhabitants  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  the  survivors  should 
within  six  months  next  after  such  request,  elect  and  make  twelve  or  more  new 
feoffees,  of  such  persons  as  had  estate  of  freehold  or  for  years  in  the  said  town, 
claiming  no  estate  in  the  said  close,  and  assure  the  said  close  to  such  newly 
appointed  feoffees  to  the  uses  above  declared. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1780,  this  charity  is  stated  to  have  been 
founded  by  John  Byron,  by  deed,  in  1571  ; and  a deed  has  been  produced  to 
us  from  among  the  documents  of  the  trustees,  dated  the  21st  February  in  that 
year,  whereby  John  Byron,  in  accomplishment  of  certain  covenants  specified  in 
indentures  made  between  him  of  the  one  part,  and  Lancelot  Ilolleston  and 
twelve  others,  of  the  other  part,  bearing  equal  date  with  the  said  deed,  granted 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  a close,  containing,  by  estimation,  16  acres, 
called  Bromehill,  situate  in  Hucknall  Forkard,  to  hold  to  the  said  grantees, 
and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  them  and  their  heirs  for  ever. 

The  indentures  referred  to  are  not  now  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees. 

The  latest  trust  deed  of  the  premises  is  an  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale, 
bearing  date  20th  March  1806,  and  inrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  on  the 
17th  July  in  the  same  year,  by  which  John  Newton,  esq.  as  the  surviving 
trustee,  at  the  request  of  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  other  inhabitants  ot' 
Hucknall  Forkard,  conveyed  the  same  to  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hurt,  the  Rev. 
Charles  Nixon,  Luke  Jackson,  Henry  Dawes,  John  Taylor,  John  Mellers, 
Thomas  Millott  and  Richard  Flint,  all  freeholders  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  and 
five  others,  since  deceased,  upon  the  trusts  above  mentioned. 

The  Broomhill  close  has  been  divided  into  six  closes,  which  have  been  found, 
by  admeasurement,  to  contain  23  a.  3r.  24 p.  and  are  now  in  the  occupation  of 
Jane  Burton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  20/.  per  annum.  There  is  a house, 
with  a small  barn  and  outbuildings,  on  one  of  the  fields,  built,  as  is  supposed, 
many  years  ago,  by  an  ancestor  of  the  present  tenant’s  husband,  by  whose  family 
the  farm  has  been  occupied  for  many  years. 

The  rent  appears  to  have  been  in  1795,  12/.  10  5. ; in  1796?  15/.;  and  in 
1811,  it  was  raised  to  its  present  amount. 

The  premises  are  considered  to  be  worth  about  25  /.  a year,  but  the  trustees 
have  been  unwilling  to  raise  the  rent  during  the  life  of  the  present  tenant,  who  is 
nearly  eighty  years  of  age. 

About  forty  years  ago,  a wood,  containing  a considerable  quantity  of  timber 
was  cut  down,  and  sold  for  the  sum  of  440/.  10s.  6d.  which  was  for  some  time 
lent  out  on  mortgage ; and  afterwards,  on  the  6jth  of  February  1800,  laid  out, 
together  with  an  arrear  of  interest,  in  the  purchase  of  778/.  11s.  11  d.  three 
per  cent  consols. 

In  the  year  1813,  the  sum  of  71/-  Os.  5d.  which  had  arisen  from  the  sale  of 
other  timber  on  the  estate,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  121  /.  8s.  1 d.  like 
stock,  making  in  the  whole  900/.  stock,  which  now  stands  in  the  names  of  the 
Rev.  Charles  Nixon,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hurt,  and  Luke  Jackson,  producing 
annual  dividends  of  27  /.,  and  making  with  the  rent  a total  income  of  47  /. 

There  still  remain  a few  timber  trees  on  the  farm. 

The  trustees  hold  a meeting  annually  in  the  church,  on  the  second  or  third 
Sunday  in  October,  of  which  notice  is  given  on  the  previous  Sunday,  on  which 
day  the  tenant  pays  her  rent,  which,  with  the  dividends,  is  thus  apportioned  :

The  share  of  the  poor  is  then  distributed  equally  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of 
the  parish  as  are  deemed  proper  objects  of  charity. 

The  share  belonging  to  the  church  is  laid  out  in  its  repairs  and  embellishments. 

The  remaining  third  has  for  many  years  been  appropriated  to  the  support  of 
a Sunday  school,  with  the  exception  of  a subscription  of  2/.  2 s.  to  the  General 
Hospital  of  Nottingham.  A salary  of  8/.  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  and 
2/.  135.  4 d.  to  an  assistant;  and  the  master  is  paid  for  providing  books, 
stationery  and  firing  for  the  use  of  the  school. 

The  Rev.  Charles  Nixon  has  acted  as  treasurer,  and  kept  the  accounts  of  this 
charity  for  upwards  of  forty  years.  He  makes  up  an  annual  account,  which  is

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always  accessible  to  the  trustees,  and  in  which  lists  of  the  poor  who  receive  the  Hucknall  Forkard.

A stove  has  lately  been  erected  in  the  church  at  an  expense  of  30/.  which 
it  was  proposed  to  pay  for  out  of  the  balance  of  78  /.  10  s.  10  \d. 


Mearinge’s  Charity. 

Edmund  Mearinge,  by  Will  dated  in  1596,  as  appears  from  the  recitals  in  a Mearinge’s  Charity, 
decree  of  commissioners  of  charitable  uses,  gave  the  annual  sum  of  2 65.  towards 
the  relief  of  one  poor  man  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  to  be  paid  yearly,  for  ever,  out 
of  his  lands  in  Fenton  and  Sturton. 

By  the  decree  above  mentioned,  which  appears  to  have  been  made  in  1606, 
after  reciting  the  foregoing  bequest,  and  that  the  said  annual  sum  had  been 
detained  by  the  space  of  ten  years  from  the  said  town  ; and  further,  that  the 
commissioners  found  the  lands  charged  to  be  a messuage  or  tenement  called 
Ward’s  Farm,  to  which  many  acres  of  land  belonged,  of  which  41  acres  were 
then  the  inheritance  of  John  Thornhaugh,  esquire ; and  a messuage,  house 
or  toftstead,  with  a croft  thereto  belonging,  in  Fenton,  and  five  acres  of  arable 
land,  were  then  the  inheritance  of  Nicholas  Fenton  ; and  a toft  in  Sturton, 
with  a house  thereupon  built,  and  commons  thereunto  belonging,  were  the 
inheritance  of  William  Cooper ; and  an  acre  of  pasture  in  Sturton,  in  a close 
there  called  Grimsthorpe,  was  the  inheritance  of  Charles  White  ; it  was  de- 
creed, that  the  said  ten  years  arrears  should  be  presently  paid  to  the  church- 
wardens of  Hucknall  Forkard,  and  that  the  said  sum  of  26  s.  should  be  yearly, 
for  ever,  paid  to  the  said  churchwardens,  to  be  levied  and  paid  out  of  the  said 
Mearinge’s  lands  in  Fenton  and  Sturton  above  rehearsed,  and  should  for  ever 
thereafter  remain  and  be  to  the  said  churchwardens,  to  be  used  and  employed 
towards  the  relief  of  one  poor  man  of  Hucknall  aforesaid. 

At  the  foot  of  the  parchment  from  which  the  foregoing  abstract  was  taken,  is 
subjoined,  amongst  other  things,  as  follows  ; viz.

This  rent-charge  is  now  paid  by  Francis  F.  Foljambe,  esquire,  of  Osberton,  to 
whom  the  whole  of  the  property  charged  is  understood  to  belong. 

The  whole  sum  is  given  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  to  a poor  man  of 
the  parish  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  who  has  usually  been  permitted  to  enjoy  it 
during  his  life. 

Land  for  Poor  Housekeepers. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  the  ninth  year  of  his  late  Majesty  Land  for  Poor 
George  3d,  for  inclosing  the  open  fields  and  commons  of  Hucknall  Forkard,  it  Housekeepers, 
was  enacted  among  other  things,  that  the  commissioners  thereby  appointed 
should  set  out  and  allot  so  much  and  such  part  of  the  said  commonable  and 
waste  lands,  as  should  in  their  judgment  be  equal  in  value  to  25  acres  of  all  the 
waste  lands,  thereby  intended  to  be  divided  and  inclosed,  which  land,  so  to  be 
allotted,  should  yearly  thereafter  be  occupied,  let  or  set  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  and  the  money  arising  from  such 
lands  should  be  applied  yearly,  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  housekeepers  within 
the  said  parish,  as  had  no  other  lands  allotted  to  them,  and  in  such  manner  and 
proportion  as  should  be  agreed  upon  by  the  majority  of  the  proprietors  of  free- 
hold estates,  who  should  assemble  and  meet  together  for  that  purpose  yearly, 
between  the  hours  of  nine  and  eleven  in  the  forenoon,  upon  every  Easter 
Monday,  provided  that  no  person  or  persons,  but  such  as  were  or  might  be  inte- 
rested in  such  freehold  estates,  as  had  there  a right  of  common  upon  the  said 
commonable  or  waste  lands,  should  be  permitted  to  have  any  vote,  in  directing 
how  and  in  what  manner  and  proportion  the  same  should  be  applied.

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In  pursuance  of  this  -enactment,  the  commissioners,  by  their  award,  dated 
the  20th  April  177U  allotted  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  Hucknall  Forkard,  one  piece  of  land  in  the  said  Hucknall  common,  con- 
taining 24a.  2r.  16p.  bounded  by  an  ancient  lane,  called  Wood  lane,  and  also 
by  an  allotment  to  the  trustees  for  Hucknall  poor ; which  said  allotment  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  the  commissioners  declared  was  in  their  judgment 
equal  in  value  to  2 5 acres,  upon  an  average  price  of  all  the  said  waste  lands, 
and  was  by  them  allotted  in  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  the  Act,  for  the 
benefit  of  such  poor  housekeepers  within  the  said  parish,  as  had  no  other  lands 
allotted  to  them. 

This  allotment  has  been  divided  into  several  closes,  and  is  now  held,  toge- 
ther with  three  roods  allotted  to  the  trustees  for  the  poor  as  after  mentioned, 
by  John  Price,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  22/.  lOs.  per  annum.  The  rent 
has  not  been  raised  for  several  years,  and  appears  to  be  now  capable  of  being 
increased;  it  is  thought  that  25/.  would  be  a fair  rent. 

Out  of  this  rent  the  sum  of  15 s.  is  appropriated  annually,  on  Good  Friday, 
to  the  use  of  poor  widows  of  the  parish,  in  respect  of  the  three  roods,  and  the 
residue  is  applied,  about  Easter,  to  the  benefit  of  poor  persons  of  the  same  de- 
scription as  receive  the  third  part  of  the  income  of  Byron’s  charity.  No  formal 
meeting  takes  place  to  settle  the  appropriation  of  this  money,  but  notice  is 
given  in  the  church  on  some  Sunday  about  Easter,  of  the  day  on  which  the 
money  is  to  be  distributed,  and  the  distribution  is  then  made  by  the  minister 
and  churchwardens,  and  such  of  the  freeholders  as  choose  to  attend.  The 
greater  part  of  those  who  receive  the  charity  are  housekeepers. 

Poor’s  Land. 

By  the  award  of  the  commissioners  appointed  under  the  Act  of  Inclosure 
above  referred  to,  there  was  also  allotted  to  the  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Huck- 
nall Forkard,  a piece  of  land  in  Hucknall  common,  containing  about  three 
roods,  bounded  by  the  allotment  above  mentioned  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers ; which  allotment  of  three  roods  was  thereby  declared  to  be,  by  the 
consent  of  the  said  trustees,  made  to  them,  in  lieu  of  a small  piece  of  old 
inclosed  land,  called  the  Crown  Piece. 

We  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  from  what  source  the  old  inclosure,  called 
the  Crown  Piece,  was  derived.  It  is  understood  in  the  parish  that  the  rent  was 
applicable  to  the  benefit  of  15  poor  widows,  and  was  sometimes  called  by  the 
name  of  the  “ Widows  Groats.” 

It  has  been  stated  above,  that  the  allotment  given  in  lieu  of  it  is  held  by 
John  Price,  jointly  with  the  larger  allotment,  and  that  in  respect  thereof  the 
sum  of  155.  of  the  rent  is  appropriated  to  the  use  of  poor  widows. 

The  widows  are  15  in  number,  to  each  of  whom  1 s.  is  given  ; they  are  gene- 
rally selected  from  the  lists  above  mentioned.

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This  sum  of  60/.  was  for  some  time  lent  to  the  trustees  of  the  United  House  Kirkbv  in  Ashfield 
of  Industry  at  Rasford,  and  was  afterwards  paid  by  them  to  the  rector.  — 

In  1826,  a free  day  school  was  established  by  subscription  in  the  parish,  and  iju^t  and  others 
it  was  thought  advisable  to  apply  this  sum  of  GO  /.  towards  its  erection.  The  continued. 

school  was  built  at  an  expense  of  about  300/.,  and  an  inscription  on  a stone ^ > 

over  the  door  states  that  the  sum  of  60/.,  belonging  to  the  poor  of  the  parish, 
was  lent  in  aid  of  the  building,  and  that  the  school  fund  was  charged  with 
interest  for  the  same.  It  is  added,  that  that  fund  was  principally  produced  by 
the  annual  subscriptions  of  10/.  by  the  Duke  of  Portland,  81.  by  the  rector,  and 
15/.  by  the  parish  out  of  the  poor’s  rates. 

The  interest  of  3/.  has  been  annually  paid,  in  respect  of  the  sum  of  60/.,  to 
the  rector,  and  is  distributed  by  him  in  blankets  and  articles  of  clothing,  among 
the  most  necessitous  and  deserving  poor  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  LENTON. 
Garland’s  Charity. 


It  is  recorded  on  a Tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  Mrs.  Rebecca 
Garland  left  in  1781  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  10/. 
and  directed  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  in  bread  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  to 
such  poor  persons  as  were  not  in  the  receipt  of  parochial  relief. 

This  sum  of  10/.  is  in  the  hands  of  James  Nutt,  a farmer  in  the  parish,  who 
pays  10^.  a year  as  the  interest  of  it.  That  sum  is  annually  laid  out  by  the 
churchwardens  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  amongst 
poor  persons  of  the  parish,  chiefly  widows.  Mr.  Nutt  has  intimated  to  the 
churchwardens  his  desire  to  pay  in  the  principal,  and  we  have  suggested,  that 
when  received  it  should  be  invested  in  the  savings  bank.

chapelry  of  awsworth. 

Smedley’s  Charity. 

It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  our  account  of  the  charities  of  Ilkeston,  Nuttall. 
where  the  particulars  of  this  charity  were  given,  (17th  Rep.  p.  887.)  that  the  „ — — 

chapelry  of  Awsworth  is  entitled  in  respect  thereof  to  send  a poor  person  to  bmedley  s Chanty 
the  almshouses  at  Ilkeston,  and  to  receive  51.  per  annum  for  the  instruction  in 
reading  of  18  or  20  poor  children. 

There  was,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  a poor  woman  from  this  chapelry  in 
the  almshouse  at  Ilkeston,  who  had  been  selected  by  William  Holden,  esq. 
a large  proprietor  of  land  in  Awsworth,  and  appointed  by  the  Earl  of  Stam- 
ford. 

The  annual  sum  of  51.  is  paid  by  the  agent  of  the  Earl  of  Stamford  to 
a schoolmistress,  who  teaches  in  respect  thereof  poor  children  of  the  chapelry 
to  read.  She  does  not  limit  herself  to  any  number,  but  takes  all  who  offer 
themselves. 


PARISH  OF  SELSTON. 

Poor’s  Money. 

An  old  parish  account-book  contains  the  following  list  of  monies,  stated  to 
have  been  left  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Selston,  the  interest  of  which  was  to 
be  dealt  yearly  to  the  poor  as  follows :

Of  this  sum,  10/,  was  formerly  in  the  hands  of  George  Waters,  who  gave 
Rep.  21.  3 G a promissory 
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Selston.  a promissory  note  for  the  amount  to  the  parish  officers,  and  paid  four  per  cent  inte- 

rest  for  it.  Since  his  death,  it  has  remained  in  the  possession  of  his  son,  when 

Poor’s  Money,  ]ias  pajj  85.  a year  in  respect  thereof. 

CO"  mut  . j rpjie  resi,jUe,  amounting  to  3 2/.  105.  was  laid  out  in  the  building  of  three 
small  tenements,  adjoining  each  other,  on  waste  land  in  the  parish,  which  are 
treated  as  parish  houses,  and  are  occupied  by  poor  persons,  placed  therein  by. 
the  overseers.  The  sum  of  1 /.  125.  6d.  is  annually  paid  by  the  overseers  out 
of  the  poor’s  rate  in  respect  of  the  charity  money  thus  expended,  and  is  dis- 
tributed, together  with  the  sum  of  8 5.  above  mentioned,  at  a parish  meeting 
holden  at  Easter  amongst  such  of  the  poorest  persons  of  the  parish  as  do  not 
receive  parochial  relief.  No  bread  has  been  distributed  for  many  years. 

We  have  suggested  that  the  sum  of  10/.  in  the  hands  of  Waters,  should  be' 
invested  in  a savings  bank.  ; 


Lady  Dixie’s  Charity. 

Lady  Dixie’s  Among  the  charities  enumerated  in  the  parish  account-book,  is  one  by  the 
Charity.  name  of  “ Lady  Dixie's  Dole,  to  be  distributed  on  Easter  Sunday,  in  bread, 
10/. but  nothing  is  now  known  of  this  donation,  and  it  is  generally  reputed 
that  it  never  came  to  the  hands  of  the  parish. 

Caley’s  Charity. 

Caley’s  Charity.  The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that Caley  gave  (but  by  what 

instrument  does  not  appear)  land,  then  vested  in  the  Earl  of  Mexborough,  and 
producing  5 s.  a year,  for  bread  to  the  poor  of  this  parish. 

The  annual  sum  of  6 5.  was  formerly  paid  by  William  Allen,  a tenant  of  the 
Earl  of  Mexborough  of  about  10  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Selstone,  part  of 
which,  situate  at  the  bottom  of  two  small  fields,  was  called  the  Dole  Meadow. 
After  William  Allen’s  death,  his  widow  continued  tenant,  and  paid  the  annuity 
up  to  the  time  of  her  death,  which  took  place  in  May  1817 ; since  which  time 
it  has  been  suffered  to  fall  in  arrear.  This  appears  to  have  been  without  the 
knowledge  of  Lord  Mexborough,  who,  on  our  application,  has  directed  that  the 
payment  shall  be  duly  continued. 

This  annuity,  when  paid,  was  distributed  among  poor  widows,  at  the  tolling 
of  a bell  on  Goose  Fair  eve,  in  the  month  of  October. 


PARISH  OF  SKEGBY. 

Clarke’s  Charity. 

Skegby.  It  is  stated  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns,  that  Bartholomew  Clarice  left  to  the 

poor  of  this  parish,  by  Will,  in  1613,  a rent-charge  of  105.  per  annum,  then 

Clarke’s  Charity,  vested  in  John  Jackson  and  others.  And  it  appears,  from  an  inscription  in 
a tablet  in  the  churh,  that  in  respect  of  this  donation,  5 s.  per  annum  was  to  be 
paid  on  Palm  Sunday,  out  of  a close  called  Mill  Holme,  and  5 5.  on  St.  Tho- 
mas’s-day,  out  of  a close  called  Slack  Close,  and  that  those  rent-charges  were 
to  be  distributed,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens,  for  ever. 

William  Ward  is  the  proprietor  of  an.  estate,  containing  about  100  acres,  in 
the  parish  of  Skegby,  in  which  the  Mill  Holme  close  is  comprehended.  The 
annual  payment  of  5 s.  which  was  formerly  made  out  of  this  close,  was  discon- 
tinued for  nine  years  by  Mr.  Ward,  from  some  doubts  that  he  appeared  to 
entertain  of  his  liability  to  the  payment.  He  has,  however,  lately  paid  the 
arrears  due  to  the  year  1828,  amounting  to  2/.  5 s. 

The  other  annual  sum  of  5s.  was  paid  out  of  two  closes,  (formerly  one,)  con- 
, taining  about  10  acres,  now  the  property  of  Miss  Catherine  Marriott.  This 

payment  also  was  withheld  for  seven  years  to  May  1828,  when  the  arrears  were 
paid  up,  amounting  to  1 /.  15  5.  and  making,  with  Ward’s,  the  sum  of  4/. 

Of  this  sum,  1 /.  was  distributed,  in  March  1828,  among  six  poor  widows  of 
the  parish,  selected  by  the  churchwardens ; and  it  was  proposed  to  distribute 
the  residue,  together  with  the  annual  payments  accruing  for  the  current  year, 
in  the  course  of  the  winter  of  1828. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

Smith’s  Charity.  The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  notice,  among  the  charities  of  this  parish, 
a gift  by  Simon  Smith,  by  Will,  in  1741,  of  real  and  personal  estate,  to  found 
a hospital  for  six  poor  persons,  and  to  put  out  apprentices  ; but  it  is  added  in  a 
note,  that  the  late  Sir  Charles  Molyneux,  bart.  and  the  late  John  Lindsay,  who 
were  appointed  trustees,  had  refused  to  act  because  the  property  devised  was 
contrary  to  the  Mortmain  Act,  as  they  were  informed.

PARISH  OF  STRELLEY. 

Smedley’s  Charity. 

The  particulars  of  this  charity  were  given  among  the  charities  of  Ilkeston,  in  strelley. 

our  17th  Report,  p.  188  ; and  it  will  be  seen  in  the  account  given  in  the  pre-  

kent  Report  of  the  charities  of  Bilborough,  which  parish  participates  in  this  Smedley’s  Chanty, 
charity,  that  51.  in  respect  thereof  is  annually  paid  to  a schoolmistress,  for  in-  v 
structing  in  reading  eight  poor  boys  or  girls  of  Strelley,  and  four  of  Bilborough, 
usually  nominated  by  the  ministers  of  those  parishes. 


PARISH  OF  SUTTON-IN-ASHFIELD. 

School. — Mason’s  Charity. 

Anne  Mason,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  1st  November  1669,  gave  her  close,  Sutton-in-Ashfield. 

called  Horsely  Bank  Close,  to  William  Machan,  William  Day  and  Francis  Clerk,  

and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  to  be  let  by  them  and  their  heirs,  and  with  the  rent  School— Mason's 

thereof  to  pay  yearly  for  the  learning  of  the  poorest  men’s  children  of  Sutton  ian 

and  Hucknall,  and  as  many  as  the  rent  would  amount  unto,  to  pay  for  their 

learning  until  they  could  read  the  Bible,  and  then  to  put  others  of  the  poorest 

men’s  children,  of  the  same  town  and  parish,  in  their  room,  and  so  for  ever ; 

and  she  directed  that  her  feoffees  should  choose  one  of  the  overseers  of  the  poor 

of  Sutton  and  Hucknall,  to  assist  them  every  year,  for  putting  such  children  to 

school ; and  if  any  of  her  said  feoffees  should  die,  the  survivors  should  choose 

another  man  in  Sutton  or  Hucknall  for  the  discharge  of  such  trust. 

The  parish  are  not  possessed  of  any  deeds  relating  to  this  charity,  and  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  have  had  the  letting  and  management  of  the  close 
for  many  years. 

The  Horsely  Bank  Close  (now  called  the  Fenny  Bank  Close,)  is  at  present  in 
the  occupation  of  Thomas  Kitchen,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  31.  per 
annum. 

The  tenant  pays  15  s.  a year  to  each  of  two  old  women,  schoolmistresses,  of 
Hucknall-under-Huthwaite,  each  of  whom  instructs  six  poor  children  of  the 
township,  appointed  by  the  overseer,  in  reading ; and  as  soon  as  they  can  read 
the  Bible,  others  are  appointed  in  their  stead. 

He  also  used  to  pay  30  s.  per  annum,  being  the  other  moiety  of  his  rent,  to 
a schoolmistress  of  Sutton,  for  teaching  a like  number  of  poor  children  of  that 
parish.  She  died  in  1827,  and  nothing  has  been  paid  since  that  time  for  school- 
ing in  Sutton. 

It  has  been  resolved,  at  a meeting  of  the  parishioners,  that  the  portion  of  the 
rent,  to  which  Sutton  is  entitled,  should  in  future  be  applied  in  aid  of  the  funds 
of  a national  school,  established  in  the  parish  in  1818,  and  at  which  children  of 
all  denominations  are  admitted. 

Boot’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Elizabeth  Boot,  in  her  lifetime,  Boot’s  Charity, 
gave  a close,  called  Pothouse  Close,  the  rents  to  be  applied  for  putting  poor 
children  to  school  for  ever. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  in  1786,  this  donation  is  said  to  have  been 
vested  in  the  overseers. 

j < The  Pothouse  close,  which  is  situate  in  Sutton,  and  contains  1a.  & 3 r.  is 
in  the  occupation  of  William  Chambers,  who  took  it  by  tender  for  seven  years, 
from  Lady-day  1826,  at  a rent  of  61.  per  annum,  which  is  considered  a high 
one. 

The  close  was  formerly  in  the  hands  of  the  overseers,  who  kept  a cow  on  it 
for  the  use  of  the  poorhouse ; but  about  six  years  ago,  it  was  resolved  at  a 
parish  meeting,  that  it  should  in  future  be  let,  and  the  rents  carried  to  the  funds 
of  the  national  school,  and  they  have  accordingly  been  so  bestowed. 

Upon  the  inclosure  of  the  forest  lands  of  this  parish  about  thirty-seven  years 
ago,  a piece  of  land  on  the  east  field  side,  containing  rather  more  than  an 
acre,  was  allotted  to  the  overseers  and  churchwardens  in  respect  of  the  Pot- 
house close. 

This  allotment  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Hufton,  to  whom  it  was 
let,  by  agreement,  bearing  date  9th  December  1812,  by  the  churchwardens  and

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other  parishioners,  for  the  term  of  12  years,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  30  s.  on  con- 
dition that  he  should  bring  the  ground  into  a good  state  of  cultivation,  and 
make  sufficient  quickset  fences  thereto.  After  the  expiration  of  this  agreement, 
he  held  the  allotment  at  the  same  rent  until  Lady-day  1826,  when  he  took  it  by 
tender  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  31.  8s.  per  annum. 

The  rent  of  this  land  also  is  received  by  the  treasurer  of  the  national  school, 
and  applied  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  that  establishment. 

Newton’s  Charity. 

John  Newton,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1 5th  November  1681,  gave  to  the 
poor  of  Sutton-in-Ashfield,  20s.  which  he  desired  might  be  put  in  the  town’s 
stock  for  the  poor’s  use  ; and  he  charged  his  estate  with  the  giving  of  two  cloth 
coats  to  two  of  the  most  needful  poor  in  Sutton,  which  he  willed  should  be  con- 
tinued for  ever,  and  be  distributed  about  Martinmas  by  the  overseer  of  the 
poor. 

An  estate  in  the  parish,  containing  about  46  acres,  called  Wheldon's  Farm, 
which  formerly  belonged  to  John  Newton,  is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Samuel 
Owtram,  who,  in  satisfaction  of  this  charge,  annually  lays  out  the  sum  of“12s. 
in  the  purchase  of  stuff  or  cloth,  which  he  gives  about  Martinmas  to  two  poor 
persons  of  Sutton,  generally  women.  Applications  for  the  charity  are  made  to 
him,  but  he  informs  us  that  he  has  generally  consulted  the  overseer,  in  his  selec- 
tion of  the  poor  persons. 

This  course,  as  he  assures  us,  has  been  regularly  pursued  by  him  during  fifty 
years  that  he  has  enjoyed  the  estate  ; and  he  adds,  that  the  same  sum  had  been 
paid  by  his  father,  who  had  enjoyed  the  estate  about  30  years,  having  succeeded 
to  it  upon  the  death  of  his  father,  who  had  acquired  it  by  purchase. 

It  seems  questionable  whether  the  sum  of  12s.  at  this  day  will  purchase  cloth 
of  equal  value  with  what  might  have  been  purchased  with  that  sum  eighty 
years  ago. 

Vickars’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Mr.  Vickars  left  51.,  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  distributed  to  poor  persons  not  paupers,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  by 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  51.  was,  on  18th  January  1797>  lent  by  the  churchwardens  to 
John  Kitchen,  who  paid  5 s.  a year  as  the  interest,  which  was  distributed  to  the 
poor  in  bread  on  St.  Thomas’s-day.  He  died  upwards  of  twelve  years  ago, 
intestate,  leaving  a widow,  who  administered  to  his  effects,  and  a son,  'William 
Kitchen,  now  living,  who  informed  us  that  he  had  purchased  of  his  mother,  at 
a valuation,  the  effects  which  belonged  to  his  father,  had  allowed  her  an  annuity 
for  her  life,  and  after  her  decease  had  paid  her  debts  out  of  his  own  funds,  and 
that  there  were  no  assets  to  satisfy  the  debt  to  the  charity. 

Penistone’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  in  the  tablet,  that  widow  Fenistone  gave  10^.  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  distributed  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Sutton-in-Ashfield  for  ever. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state  that  this  money  was  then  vested 
in  the  overseers.  We  cannot  learn  that  any  interest  has  been  paid  in  respect 
of  it. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  hucknall-under-hutiiwaite. 

Day’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  stated  in  the  tablet  in  Sutton-in-Ashfield  church,  that  William  Day , 
of  Plucknall,  gave  51.  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  that  hamlet. 

It  appears  that  2/.  of  this  sum  was  lost,  many  years  ago,  through  the  default 
of  a person  of  the  name  of  Massey,  with  whom  it  had  been  deposited.  Jhe 
residue  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Samuel  Harrod,  who  pays  3s.  a year  as  the  inte- 
rest of  it.  The  payment  is  made  to  the  overseer,  who  distributes  it  among  poor 
widows  of  the  parish. 

Harrod  has  declared  his  intention  of  paying  in  the  principal,  and  it  is  pro- 
posed by  the  overseers  to  place  it,  when  received,  in  the  savings  bank  at  Mans- 
field. 

Rent-charge  of  5s. 

-^n  annual  sum  of  5s.  is  paid  on  St.  Thomas’s-dav,  by  William  Adlington  of 
1 ibsheif,  as  a rent-charge  out  of  a piece  of  land  in  Hucknall,  called  the  White- 
barrow  piece,  and  containing  about  three  roods,  which  he  purchased  of  Jeremiah 

Burroughs, 


Bent-charge  of  f,s. 
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Burroughs,  the  charge  being  mentioned  in  the  conveyance  to  him  as  payable  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day. 

This  small  sum  is  accordingly  distributed  annually,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day, 
among  poor  widows  of  the  township  of  Hucknall. 


PARISH  OF  TEVERSAL. 

Diana  Molyneux’s  Charity. 

It  is  recorded  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  that  Diana  Molyneux , who  died  in 
1753,  left,  by  her  Will,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  the  sum  of  20/.  the  pay- 
ment of  which,  with  annual  interest,  was  secured  by  the  bond  of  Sir  Charles 
Molyneux,  bart. 

A bond  of  Sir  Charles  Molyneux,  bart.  to  the  rector,  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  parish,  dated  the  29th  September  17>50,  and  which  is  supposed 
to  be  the  one  to  which  the  tablet  alludes,  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
parish. 

The  annual  sum  of  20s.  as  the  interest  of  the  money  thus  invested,  is 
paid  to  the  churchwardens  by  the  Honourable  Henrietta  Howard,  who  is  now 
the  owner  of  the  large  estates  formerly  of  the  Molyneux’s  in  the  parish  of 
Teversal.  This  annual  payment,  with  the  further  sum  of  50s.  from  the  charity 
of  Sir  Charles  Molyneux  next  mentioned,  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens 
at  Easter,  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  in  sums  varying  from  2s.  6d.  to  Gs. 
according  to  a list  prepared  by  the  rector,  and  which  contains  the  names  of  those 
poor  persons  only,  who  do  not  receive  parochial  relief.  This  list  is  afterwards 
produced  at  a meeting  of  the  parishioners. 

Sir  Charles  Molyneux’s  Charity. 

It  is  also  recorded  on  the  same  tablet,  that  Sir  Charles  Molyneux , who  died 
on  the  30th  July  17G4,  by  his  Will,  left  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Teversal, 
50/.  the  management  whereof  was  to  be  vested  in  the  churchwardens  for  ever. 

Of  this  sum,  43/.  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  Bakewell,  secured  by  his  pro- 
missory note  given  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  bearing  date  21st 
February  181 6 ; and  the  remaining  7 /•  is  in  the  hands  of  Robert  Allsop,  who 
has  given  a similar  security,  bearing  date  8th  April  1817- 

Interest  at  five  per  cent  has  been  paid  upon  these  notes  up  to  the  8th  May 
1827,  and  has  been  disposed  of  as  before  mentioned.  Notice  has  been  given  to 
Mr.  Bakewell  to  pay  in  the  principal,  which,  together  with  Allsop ’s  7 /.  when 
received,  it  is  proposed  to  invest  in  the  Mansfield  savings  bank. 

Wylde’s  Char'ityl 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  Timothy  Wyide,  by  Deed  in 
1723,  gave  20/.  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  then  vested  in  the  rector,  church- 
wardens and  overseers,  and  producing  1 /.  per  annum. 

This  sum  of  20/.  is  understood  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
a stocking  frame,  which  was  let  from  time  to  time  at  an  annual  rent.  It  was 
ultimately  so  let  to  Francis  Betts,  of  Sutton-in-Ashfield,  and  while  in  his  occu- 
pation was  destroyed  in  the  riots  of  the  Luddites,  and  no  satisfaction  has  been 
obtained  for  the  loss.

PARISH  OF  BALDERTON. 

The  School: — William  Alvey’s  Charity. 

William  Alvey,  of  New  Sleaford,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  by  his  Will, 
bearing  date  26t.h  of  August  1726,  gave  part  of  his  wife’s  jointure  estate  at 
Fishtoft,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  then  of  the  yearly  rent  of  35/.  and  capable 
of  improvement,  after  his  wife’s  decease,  for  ever,  to  the  vicar  of  New 
Sleaford  for  the  time  being,  and  to  his  brother  Harriman,  his  nephew  Hill, 
Mr.  Samuel  Arnold,  Mr.  William  Lomax,  Mr.  Thomas  Sturton,  and  Mr.  John 
Wright,  and  to  their  heirs  and  successors,  as  trustees  of  and  for  the  same, 
with  power  to  the  majority  of  the  said  trustees,  upon  the  decease  of  any  one  or 
more,  to  elect  the  like  number  instead  of  such  so  deceased,  by  any  act  under 
their  hands,  and  with  such  other  requisite  powers  that  the  like  number  of 
Rep.  21.  3 G 3 trustees 
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trustees  might  be  for  ever  continued  to  act  therein,  and  upon  the  trust 
following  ; (that  is  to  say,)  to  pay  yearly,  for  ever,  the  sum  of  20  /.  to  be 
employed  for  the  teaching  the  poor  children  of  New  Sleaford  aforesaid  to 
read,  write,  sew  and  knit,  the  said  trustees  to  appoint  the  master  or  mistress, 
and  also  such  and  so  many  children  as  they  should  think  proper;  and  also  to 
pay  yearly,  for  ever,  the  sum  of  8 /.  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  of 
Balderton,  to  be  employed  there  by  them  for  the  same  use,  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  children  of  Balderton,  such  and  so  many  as  the  said  vicar  and  church- 
wardens should  think  fit ; and  also  to  pay  yearly  to  the  respective  vicars  of  New 
Sleaford  and  Balderton,  and  their  successors,  the  sum  of  40  s a-piece,  upon 
their  preaching  each  a sermon  on  the  anniversary  of  his  death,  for  ever, 
in  the  respective  churches  of  New  Sleaford  and  Balderton  ; and  what  remains 
should  arise  out  of  the  said  estate  at  Fishtoft,  to  be  divided  between  the  said  two 
masters  or  mistresses,  yearly,  in  the  following  proportions,  to  wit,  two-thirds 
thereof  to  that  of  Sleaford,  and  the  remaining  one-third  to  that  of  Balderton. 


By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  20th  and  21st  August  1818, 
the  trust  estate  was  conveyed  by  Mr.  Robert  Langton  Bankes,  the  heir  at  law 
of  the  last  surviving  trustee,  to  the  Rev.  John  Caparn,  William  Forbes,  and 
four  others,  since  deceased,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  will ; in  the  room  of  those 
deceased,  other  trustees  have  been  from  time  to  time  elected,  as  the  vacancies 
have  occurred,  viz.  the  Rev.  Friskney  Gunniss,  the  Rev.  Henry  Cheales, 
John  Pearson  and  Charles  Pearson,  who,  with  Mr.  Caparn  and  Mr.  William 
Forbes,  and  the  Rev.  D.  Yerburgh,  the  vicar  of  Sleaford,  now  direct  the  affairs 
of  this  charity. 

The  charity  estate  consists  of  a messuage  or  farm-house,  with  the  homestead, 
yard,  garden  and  some  outbuildings,  and  several  closes  of  arable,  meadow  and 
pasture  land,  containing  together  52a.  3r.  4p.  Being  situate  in  a fen  or 
marsh  near  the  sea,  it  produces  no  timber.  It  is  inclosed  or  subdivided  by 
ditches;  and  under  the  powers  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fifty-seventh  year 
of  the  late  king,  it  was  exonerated,  on  the  application  of  the  trustees,  from 
the  sum  of  51.  8 s.  land  tax  charged  thereon,  and  from  all  future  assessments 
in  respect  thereof. 


This  farm  has  for  some  years  past  been  occupied  by  Richard  Handsard,  who 
became  insolvent,  and  on  his  quitting  at  Lady-day  1828,  it  was  let  to  James 
Shaw  the  present  occupier,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  120/.  which 
is  esteemed  a high  rent. 

Within  the  last  twenty  years  this  estate  has  considerably  increased  in  value, 
in  consequence  of  improvements  in  the  embankments  and  drainage  of  a very 
extensive  level  of  fen  and  marsh  lands  of  which  this  estate  forms  a part.  In 
effecting  these  improvements,  very  considerable  annual  expenses  were  incurred 
of  which  this  estate  bore  its  due  proportion.  The  works  being  completed,  the 
trustees  were  enabled  from  the  improved  rents  to  apportion  a surplus  of  30/.  in 
pursuance  of  the  directions  contained  in  the  will,  adding  to  the  Sleaford  schools 
201.  and  to  the  Balderton  school  10/.  ; and  the  number  of  scholars  was  there- 
upon increased.

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From  a balance  of  former  years,  the  actual  sum  in  hand  on  settling  the 
annual  accounts  on  the  21st  of  August  1828,  was  55  /.  Is.  Q\d.  which  with  an 
arrear  of  rent  amounting  to  12/.  3 s.  due  from  Handsard  the  outgoing  tenant, 
and  since  received,  made  the  sum  of  67/.  4s.  Q\d.  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Forbes, 
the  treasurer,  on  the  22d  September  1828. 

In  consequence  of  the  dilapidated  state  in  which  the  trust  buildings  were 
represented  to  be,  a committee  of  the  trustees  proceeded  to  Fishtoft  on  the 
28th  of  August  last,  and  with  the  new  tenant  viewed  the  state  and  condition 
of  the  land  and  farm  buildings.  It  appeared  that  an  addition  to  the  present 
buildings  and  a substitution  of  new  ones  for  part  of  those  then  standing,  was 
necessary,  the  cost  of  which,  on  a moderate  estimate,  it  appeared  to  the  com- 
mittee, would  amount  to  nearly  200/.  It  is  intended  to  appropriate  the  present 
surplus  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  proposed  new  buildings,  which  are  to  be 
commenced  in  the  Spring  of  next  year,  with  a view  to  secure  the  permanent 
interests  of  the  charity. 

The  trustees  meet  yearly  on  the  anniversary  of  Mr.  Alvey’s  death,  at  Slea- 
ford, audit  the  accounts  of  the  treasurer  and  transact  any  other  business  con- 
nected with  the  charity ; on  which  occasion  the  children  educated  at  Sleaford, 
viz.  20  boys  and  20  girls  go  to  church,  are  provided  with  a dinner  from  the 
funds  of  the  institution,  and  are  examined  by  the  trustees  as  to  their  atain- 
ments  and  qualifications ; quarterly  meetings  are  also  held  by  the  trustees,  to 
elect  boys  and  girls  to  supply  vacancies. 

It  ought  to  be  observed,  that  in  the  present  appropriation  of  the  income  of 
which  we  have  given  a statement,  the  allowance  of  51.  for  a dinner  to  the  Slea- 
ford children,  does  not  appear  to  be  warranted  by  any  provision  in  the  will. 

Balderton  School. — The  sum  of  18  /.  appropriated  to  the  school  at  Balderton, 
is  paid  to  a master  appointed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  who  teaches 
about  18  poor  children  of  that  parish,  (12  boys  and  6 girls,)  usually  appointed 
py  the  churchwardens  and  principal  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  the  boys  to  read 
and  spell,  and  the  girls  to  read,  spell,  sew  and  knit.  These  chidren  are  in- 
structed in  common  with  others,  (about  sixty  in  the  whole,)  in  a building  which 
was  erected  a few  years  ago,  by  a subscription  among  the  parishioners,  on  part 
of  a garden  belonging  to  Gibson’s  charity,  after  mentioned.  The  original 
design  of  this  building  was  for  a Sunday  school,  but  the  master  has  been  allowed 
the  use  of  it  on  the  other  days  of  the  week,  in  consideration  of  his  attending 
the  school  on  Sundays. 

Gabriel  Alvey’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a Benefaction  Table  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  Gabriel 
Alvey,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  8th  October  1724,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish 
405.  a year  for  ever,  to  be  paid  quarterly,  and  disposed  of  in  bread  according 
to  the  discretion  of  his  heirs,  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor,  on  the  Sunday  next  after  every  quarter  day,  and  immediately  after  divine 
service,  to  such  poor  persons  as  should  be  then  at  church,  and  to  such  as  should 
be  prevented  coming  by  sickness,  lameness  or  any  other  infirmities  or  disorder, 
and  to  be  paid  out  of  Thomas  Oldham’s  farm. 

The  sum  of  405.  is  paid  by  William  Oldham,  the  present  owner  of  the  land 
charged,  to  a baker  in  Balderton,  who  furnishes  every  quarter  to  the  church- 
wardens 10 5.  worth  of  bread  in  small  loaves.  These  loaves  are  distributed  by 
the  churchwardens  at  the  church,  on  the  Sunday  next  after  every  quarter-day, 
amongst  poor  persons,  widows  and  others,  who  have  attended  the  service,  and 
others  who  from  infirmity  have  been  unable  to  attend  the  church.  An  account  is 
kept  of  this  distribution. 

Wigglesworth’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786*  state  that Wiggles'wortk,  by  Will,  the 

date  of  which  is  not  mentioned,  gave  for  bread,  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  land, 
then  vested  in  T.  Kerchival,  M.  Harvey  and  W.  Fillingham,  and  producing  3/. 
per  annum. 

This  donation  is  also  mentioned  on  a tablet  in  the  church,  which  describes 
the  land  as  consisting  of  certain  closes,  containing,  by  estimation,  eight  acres, 
lying  at  Palterton,  near  Bolsover,  in  Derbyshire. 

The  only  deed  relating  to  this  property,  which  was  produced  to  us,  was 
a lease  for  a year,  bearing  date  the  26th  March  1680,  whereby  Robert  Wiggles- 
worth  bargained  and  sold  to  George  Lucas  and  four  others,  a close  lying  in 
Palterton,  called  Lady  Leys,  adjoining  to  Spittle  Green,  and  a close  in  Palterton, 
called  Souter-street  Close  or  Broken  Cross  Close,  lying  near  the  said  Spittle 
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Green,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  executors,  to  the  intent  that  they  might  accept 
a grant  of  the  reversion  of  the  said  premises  to  them  and  their  heirs. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  deeds  have  been  executed  for  continuing  the 
trusts  of  these  lands  ; but  upon  the  deaths  of  any  of  the  acting  trustees,  the 
survivors  have  elected  others  in  their  stead. 

The  present  acting  trustees  are  Edward  Smith  Godfrey,  esq.,  Richard  Fil- 
lingham  and  George  Harvey. 

The  property  which  is  understood  to  belong  to  this  charity,  now  consists  of 
three  closes,  situate  at  Palterton,  in  the  parish  of  Scarcliffe,  called  the  Broken 
Cross,  the  Spittle  Green,  and  the  Dorwood  Pingle,  containing  together,  by 
estimation,  eight  acres,  which  were,  by  lease  bearing  date  19th  April  1814,  in 
consideration  of  a fine  of  50/.  demised  by  the  three  gentlemen  above-mentioned, 
and  another  since  dead,  as  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Balderton,  to  Johua  Shacklock, 
for  21  years  from  the  1 6th  April  1814,  at  the  rent  of  12/.  12s.  per  annum. 

The  land  is  indifferent  in  quality,  and  the  rent  is  considered  to  be  at  present 
the  fair  value. 

The  rent  is  transmitted  to  the  bank  of  Godfrey  & Co.  of  Newark,  and  is 
carried  to  a joint  account  with  the  rents  of  Gibson’s  and  Leek’s  respective 
charities. 

From  this  joint  fund,  Is.  worth  of  bread  is  given  away  by  the  churchwardens 
every  Sunday,  in  penny  loaves,  to  poor  widows  attending  at  the  church. 

The  residue,  unless  any  expense  for  repairs  should  be  required,  is  laid  out  in 
coals.  The  trustees  make  out  a list  of  the  poor  persons  of  the  parish  to  whom 
the  coals  are  to  be  given  ; the  widows  and  others  with  large  families  receiving 
a ton  each,  and  other  poor  persons  half  a ton.  These  lists  are  sent  to  a coal- 
merchant  at  Newark,  and  the  farmers  of  the  parish,  at  their  leisure,  each  lead 
a part  of  the  coals  for  the  poor  people  mentioned  in  the  list.  The  winter  of 
1827,  being  a mild  winter,  the  whole  of  the  money  was  not  distributed,  and  there 
remained  in  Mr.  Harvey’s  hands,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  September  1828, 
a balance  of  31.  4s.  2 d.  applicable  to  the  next  distribution. 

Gibson’s  Charity. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Newark,  2d  October  1738,  Richard  Birketts, 
George  Chappie  and  Thomas  Oldham,  produced  the  will  of  Benjamin  Gibson , 
deceased,  dated  7th  December  1727,  whereby  he  gave  a house  and  homestead, 
in  Balderton,  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Balderton,  for  ever,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
said  George,  Richard  and  Thomas,  as  they  should  appoint ; and  the  said  Richard, 
George  and  Thomas,  were,  at  the  same  court,  admitted  tenants  of  the  same 
premises,  in  trust  accordingly. 

The  trusts  have  been  renewed  by  regular  surrenders  from  time  to  time,  and 
ultimately  by  a surrender  made  at  a court  held  on  the  6th  April  1812,  by 
Matthew  Harvey,  surviving  trustee,  to  the  use  of  Edward  Smith  Godfrey,  esq., 
Richard  Fillingham,  George  Harvey  and  another,  since  deceased,  being  the 
same  persons  who  have  acted  as  trustees  of  Wigglesworth’s  charity. 

The  property  thus  surrendered  now  consists  of  two  cottage  houses  with  a 
garden  to  each,  situate  in  the  village  of  Balderton,  which  are  at  present  occu- 
pied by  Joseph  Skinner  and  Thomas  Boot,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  the  rent  of  61. 
per  annum  each. 

A public  house  formerly  stood  upon  the  garden  or  homestead;  but  about  lfi 
years  ago,-  being  in  a dilapidated  state,  it  was  taken  down,  and  the  two  cottages 
above-mentioned  were  built  upon  its  site.  They  are  in  good  repair,  and  are 
kept  so  by  the  trustees  out  of  the  rents. 

A schoolhouse  for  the  use  of  the  parish  was  built  by  subscription,  a few  years 
ago,  on  a part  of  the  garden  belonging  to  this  charity.  We  have  noticed  this 
building  in  the  account  of  Alvey’s  school,  the  children  of  which,  with  many 
others,  are  instructed  in  it. 

The  application  of  the  rents,  in  conjunction  with  Wigglesworth’s  charity,  has 
been  already  mentioned. 

Leek’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  on  a Benefaction  Table  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that  Mr.  Leek 
gave  three  acres  of  meadow  land  which  paid  four  times  every  year. 

The  only  additional  evidence  that  we  could  obtain  in  the  parish,  relative  to  the 
foundation  of  this  charity,  was  an  entry  in  an  old  parish  book,  purporting  to  be 
a copy  of  part  of  a deed,  whereby  Francis  Leek  conveyed  a property  in  Bal- 
derton to  trustees,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  convey  and  assure  to  the  minister

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churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Balderton,  and  their  successors,  three  acres  of  Balderton. 

meadow,  lying  in  the  Far  Meadows  of  Balderton,  in  a place  called  Doddington  ; . 

High,  to  the  intent  that  the  said  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  ’ 

their  successors,  should  yearly  let  the  same  to  the  utmost  value,  and  should  dis-  \ 

tribute  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  20  of  the  poorest  people  of  the  town  of 
Balderton,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  before  Christmas,  Good  Friday,  Thursday 
before  Pentecost,  and  on  the  first  of  September. 

The  land  enjoyed  as  the  property  of  this  charity,  consists  of  three  acres, 
lying  in  a close  in  Balderton,  called  the  Poor’s  Close,  to  which  the  poor’s  allot- 
ment of  23  perches  (which  will  be  the  subject  of  the  next  article)  has  been 
lately  added.  This  close  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Birkett,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  8/.  to  which  it  was  reduced  from  9/-  9$.  about  six  years 
ago.  The  present  rent  is  deemed  the  fair  value. 

This  rent  is  applied  with  Wigglesworth’s  charity  as  mentioned  above. 


Poor’s  Allotment. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Newark,  29th  December  1768,  Samuel  Bar- 
ker and  Matthew  Bradley,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Balderton,  craved  admittance,  in  trust  for  the  poor  of  Balderton,  to 
a piece  of  land  lying  in  the  east  clay  field  of  Balderton,  containing  23  perches, 
and  abutting  on  the  freehold  lands  in  trust  for  the  said  poor  of  Balderton  east, 
on  the  turnpike  road  west,  on  the  Holmes  Closes  way  north,  and  on  the  lands 
of  William  Hatfield  south  ; being  allotted  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  Balderton,  in  trust  as  aforesaid,  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment for  inclosing  the  open  fields,  in  lieu  of  certain  copyhold  lands  of  which  the 
said  churchwardens  and  overseers  were  seised  in  trust  as  aforesaid,  lying  in  the 
open  fields  and  common  lands  of  Balderton  ; and  they  were  thereupon  admitted 
to  the  same,  in  trust  as  aforesaid. 

It  is  not  known  how  the  parish  became  possessed  of  the  lands,  in  respect  of 
which  this  allotment  was  granted. 

The  allotment  has  been  since  laid  into  the  adjoining  land,  belonging  to  Leek’s 
charity,  and  now  forms  part  of  the  poor’s  close,  of  which  an  account  has  been 
given  above. 

Charities  of  Newuome  and  Others. 

At  a court  holden  for  the  manor  of  Newark,  on  2d  October,  7th  James  I.  it 
was  testified  by  two  customary  tenants  of  the  manor,  that  Alice  Newcome  surren- 
dered a cottage  in  Balderton,  with  the  appurtenances,  to  the  use  of  Thomas 
Frankland  and  his  heirs,  on  condition  that  they  should  pay  annually  to  the 
poorest  widows  inhabiting  in  the  village  of  Balderton,  an  annual  rent  of  6s.,  ; and 
the  said  Thomas  Frankland  was  admitted  accordingly. 

The  churchwardens  now  receive  the  annual  sum  of  6s.  Sd.  from  the  trustees 
of  the  late  George  Issett,  as  issuing  out  of  a cottage  and  between  30  and  40 
acres  of  land  in  Balderton. 

Other  annual  sums  are  also  received  by  the  churchwardens,  agreeing  in 
amount  with  the  sums  specified  in  the  following  inscriptions  on  a church 
tablet;  viz.

4. — “Mr.  Sudbury’s  land,  now  Mr.  Pocklington’s,  pays  3s.  4 d.  on  St. 
Thomas’s-day.” 

There  is  now  received  from  William  Harvey,  as  issuing  out  of  about 
two  acres  and  a half  in  Balderton,  formerly  the  property  of  Mr. 
Pocklington  --------

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These  sums  were  formerly  received  and  applied  by  the  trustees  before  men- 
tioned ; but  since  the  year  1826,  the  churchwardens  have  received  them  and 
bestowed  them  in  coals,  in  the  winter  season  ; a part  to  the  use  of  the  Sunday- 
school,  and  the  rest  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish,  selecting  the  most  neces- 
sitous. 

Charities  of  Valentine,  Boot  and  Colt. 

Charities  of  Valen-  By  bond,  dated  14th  April  1735,  John  Kercheval  and  William  Ancel,  church- 
tine,  Boot  & Colt,  wardens,  and  William  Fillingham  and  Henry  Harrup,  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  Balderton,  became  bound  to  Michael  Godley,  clerk,  vicar  of  the  said  parish, 
William  Birkitt  and  William  Fillingham,  in  the  sum  of  40/.,  to  the  payment 
of  which  they  bound  themselves  and  their  successors. 

The  condition  of  the  above  bond  recites,  that  Elizabeth  Boot,  widow,  and  Valen- 
tine and  Mary  Colt  had  given  and  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  of  Balderton  20/.  to  the  intent  that  it  should  be  kept  for  the  use 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Balderton,  and  that  the  interest  thereof  should  be 
annually  distributed  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  in  such  manner  as 
might  be  most  beneficial  to  them  ; and  that  in  consideration  of  the  premises, 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  had  determined,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish,  that  the  interest  of  the  said  sum,  at  five  per  cent, 
should  be  paid  yearly,  for  ever,  for  the  use  of  such  poor  persons  of  the  said 
parish  as  the  churchwardens  should  think  most  necessitous,  by  5s.  on  Good 
Friday,  5s.  on  the  Friday  next  before  Whitsuntide,  5s.  on  the  Friday  next 
before  Balderton  feast,  and  5s.  on  the  Friday  before  All  Saints;  upon  payment 
of  which  sums  the  obligation  was  to  become  void. 

By  a memorandum  endorsed,  signed  by  the  same  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers, and  dated  the  same  day,  it  was  declared,  that  in  case  the  said  sum  of  20/. 
should  be  called  in  by  the  trustees,  it  should  be  paid  by  the  overseers  of  Balder- 
ton out  of  the  town-stock,  and  till  then  the  interest  thereof  should  be  paid  by 
them  yearly  to  the  churchwardens,  who  were  thereby  appointed  to  dispose  of 
the  same  for  the  poor. 

These  several  gifts  are  also  noticed  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786, 
and  are  stated  to  be  then  vested  in  the  parish  officers,  producing  the  annual 
sum  of  205. 

Nothing,  however,  is  now  paid,  nor  has  been  for  many  years,  in  respect  of 
this  interest.

Birche’s  Charity. 


Birche’s  Charity. 

At  a court  baron  holden  for  the  manor  of  Newark,  lGth  November  1738, 
John  Ashwell,  William  Birkitt,  William  Alvey,  John  Cooper  and  Thomas 
Goss,  claimed  admittance  to  a messuage  and  five  oxgangs  of  land,  theretofore 
Joseph  Birche’s,  in  Coddington,  given  by  him  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
Coddington,  as  trustees  of  the  said  messuage  and  lands,  for  the  use  of  the 
said  poor ; and  they  were  admitted  accordingly,  on  the  payment  of  1 /.  65.  for 
a fine. 

At  another  court,  holden  the  6th  October  1783,  Robert  Platfield  and  Jane  his 
wife  (theretofore  Jane  Ashwell,  spinster,  only  surviving  child  and  heir  of  John 
Ashwell  deceased)  surrendered  a messuage  and  several  parcels  of  land  lying 
in  the  open  fields  and  common  grounds  in  Coddington,  viz.  one  parcel  lying 
in  the  Green  Field  and  Stone  Field  of  Coddington,  containing  25  a.  & 19  p-; 
another  parcel,  lying  in  the  Beckley’s  Field  of  Coddington,  containing 
24  a.  2r.  6p.  ; another  parcel,  lying  in  the  Old  Carr  of  Coddington,  containing 
7 a.  & 3 r.  ; another  small  parcel,  adjoining  to  the  poor  or  town  houses  at 
Coddington,  called  the  Pinder  or  Netherd’s  Yard ; and  another  parcel  lying 
upon  the  Moor  Bratt’s  Furlong  in  the  pasture,  and  on  the  great  moor  ad- 
joining thereto  in  Coddington,  containing  30  a.  & 20  p.  which  in  the  said 
surrender  are  stated  to  have  been  allotted  by  virtue  of  a late  Act  of  Par- 
liament for  enclosing  the  fields  and  common  grounds  of  Coddington,  in  lieu 
of  five  oxgangs  of  land,  meadow  and  pasture,  theretofore  Joseph  Birche's, 
in  Coddington,  and  given  by  him  to  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Coddington,  and 
to  which  the  said  John  Ashwell  and  others  whom  he  survived  were  admitted, 
at  a court  held  on  the  1 6th  November  1738,  as  trustees  for  the  said  poor, 
to  the  use  of  Stephen  Ashwell,  Moses  Ashwell,  Robert  Hatfield,  Samuel 

Birkitt 
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Birkitt  and  Thomas  Goss,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  as  trustees  for 
the  use  of  the  poor  of  Coddington  aforesaid,  who  were  at  the  same  court 
admitted  accordingly. 

Subsequent  surrenders  have  been  made  to  the  use  of  new  trustees ; the 
latest  being  at  a court  holden  the  3d  December  1824,  by  Thomas  Fisher 
and  John  Ponton  (surviving  trustees),  to  the  use  of  the  said  John  Ponton 
and  of  John  Ashwell  and  John  Galland,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  as 
trustees  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  Coddington  aforesaid  ; who  at  the  same  court 
were  admitted  accordingly. 

This  last  admission  appears  to  have  been  attended  with  an  expense  of 
7 1.  4 s.  6 d.  including  the  fine  of  1 /.  6 s.  and  the  last  but  one,  which  took 
place  in  1815,  with  an  expense  of  4/.  15  6'. 

To  prevent  the  frequent  recurrence  of  this  expense,  we  have  suggested  the 
advantage  of  appointing,  on  future  renewals,  a greater  number  than  three 
trustees,  to  which  the  number  for  some  time  past  has  been  confined. 

These  trust  premises,  consisting  of  a farm-house,  orchard,  garden  and  out- 
buildings, and  (as  ascertained  by  a recent  admeasurement)  89  a.  2 r.  8 p. 
of  land  in  the  parish  of  Coddington,  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  George 
Crossley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  141  /.  per  annum.  This  letting  took 
place  at  an*  auction,  at  which  the  best  bidder  offered  142  /.  ; but  he  being 
unable  to  comply  with  the  condition  of  finding  sureties  for  the  payment 
of  his  rent,  the  farm  was  let  to  the  present  tenant,  who  duly  fulfilled  that 
condition. 

This  rent  is  considered  a good  rent  at  the  present  time.  The  farm  had  been 
some  years  ago  held  by  John  Wilson,  at  the  rent  of  217/.,  which  was  reduced 
in  1821  to  160/.  per  annum. 

The  farm  buildings  are  in  general  old.  A part  of  the  house  having  fallen 
down  in  1827,  it  was  rebuilt  at  an  expense  of  more  than  30/.  and  a new  stable 
was  erected  about  ten  years  ago.  In  the  year  1810,  the  sum  of  331.  was  laid 
out  in  repairs. 

The  rents  are  received  and  accounts  kept  by  one  of  the  trustees. 

Since  the  year  1811,  it  has  been  the  practice  to  apply  a portion  of  the  rents  to 
the  instruction  of  twelve  poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  parish.  Until  the  year  1827 
they  were  taught  by  a schoolmistress,  who  received  3 s.  a week.  In  that  year 
a master  was  appointed  in  her  stead,  to  whom  an  allowance  of  46'.  a week  is  now 
made.  The  children  are  appointed  by  the  trustees  from  among  those  of  the 
poorest  persons  of  the  parish  ; they  have  a gratuitous  education,  but  are  required 
to  be  regular  in  their  attendance,  on  pain  of  losing  the  benefit  of  the  school. 
The  present  master  teaches  writing  as  well  as  reading,  but  the  parents  of  the 
children  are  expected  to  find  copybooks,  the  trustees  providing  reading  books. 
The  schoolmistress  taught  only  reading  and  sewing. 

Subject  to  the  occasional  charges  for  admitting  new  trustees,  for  letting  the 
farm,  and  for  repairs,  the  residue  of  the  rents  is  distributed,  quarterly,  on  the 
Tuesday  before  Easter,  the  Tuesday  before  Whitsunday,  the  Tuesday  before 
12th  November,  and  the  Tuesday  before  the  6th  January,  at  meetings  held  on 
those  days  at  a public-house,  and  which  are  open  to  all  the  occupiers  of  land  in 
the  parish.  At  these  meetings  the  respective  wants  of  the  poor  are  consi- 
dered ; and  such  portions  assigned  to  them  respectively  as  are  agreed  upon 
by  the  trustees  and  occupiers  of  land  present.  The  sums  usually  given  vary 
from  2 6.  6 d.  to  2 /. ; the  largest  sums  being  given  to  the  oldest  and 
poorest,  and  most  deserving  persons  of  the  parish  not  receiving  parochial 
relief ; but  the  charity  is  not  confined  to  persons,  who  are  not  in  the  receipt 
of  such  relief.  A few  shillings  are  expended  for  ale,  which  is  given  away  to 
the  poor. 

In  the  years  1825  and  1826,  two  sums  of  2 51.,  being  a surplus  undistributed, 
were  invested  in  the  Newark  savings  bank,  but  they  were  taken  out  in  the  year 
1828,  to  pay  for  the  repairs  of  the  farm  house. 

The  accounts  shortly  after  each  meeting  are  made  up  and  entered  in  a book, 
which  is  brought  to  the  next  meeting,  and  is  open  to  the  persons  present. 

Bell’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  state  that Bell,  by  Will,  (the  date 

of  which  is  not  mentioned,)  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  2/.  per  annum,  vested 
in  the  overseers.

— - paid  to  the  trustees  of  Birche’s  charity,  by  Thomas  Fisher,  esq.  the  proprietor 

Bell’s  Charity,  a farm>  called  Beaconfield,  in  the  parish  of  Coddington,  and  is  carried  to 
continued.  same  acc0unt  with  the  rents  of  that  charity.  It  forms  part  of  the  fund 

distributed  on  the  Tuesday  before  Easter. 

Ordoyno’s  Charity. 

Ordoyno’s  Charity.  Jacob  Ordoyno,  esq.,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  1st  June  1809,  gave  to  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  Coddington,  the  sum  of  20/.,  to  be  by  them 
placed  out  at  interest,  either  in  the  public  funds  or  such  other  personal  security 
as  they  in  their  discretion  should  approve ; and  he  directed  them  to  apply  the 
interest  arising  therefrom,  to  the  use  of  such  of  the  poor  of  Coddington  as  they 
should  think  tit,  by  four  equal  quarterly  payments. 

This  legacy  remains  in  the  hands  of  Garrett  Ordoyno,  esq.,  the  executor  of 
Jacob  Ordoyno’s  will,  and  who  has  been  minister’s  churchwarden  of  the  parish 
for  the  last  30  years.  He  has  allowed  205.  yearly,  as  the  interest  of  it,  which 
has  been  distributed  either  in  money  or  coals,  among  poor  persons  of  the 
parish,  appointed  by  himself  and  the  other  churchwarden  at  Christmas.

Charities  of  William  and  Mary  Hart. 

North  Collingham.  William,  Hart,  by  Will,  dated  4th  August  1099,  gave,  after  his  wife’s  decease, 
“T-  . one  close  of  pasture,  containing  six  acres,  customary  tenure,  lying  in  South 

WillianTanci  m u-  Collingham,  next  to  a close  called  the  Great  Broom  Close,  where  the  mill  then 
Hart.  stood,  towards  the  north,  and  Newark  road  west,  to  the  poor  of  North  Cclling- 
ham,  for  ever,  with  power  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
that  town,  to  demise  the  same  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and 
distribute  them  by  way  of  dole  and  not  collection,  to  the  poorest  of  the 
inhabitants  of  North  Collingham,  twice  in  the  year  ; viz.  on  the  first  Sunday 
after  St.  Martin  the  Bishop,  and  on  Whitsunday,  by  equal  portions  ; and  as  con- 
cerning a close  with  the  appurtenances,  lying  in  Bicker,  in  the  county  of  Lin- 
coln, containing  two  acres  and  half,  called  Barnagate  Pasture,  one  rood  of 
arable,  in  Bicker,  in  a place  called  the  Hither  Barrs,  one  acre  and  half  of 
pasture  or  Ing  ground,  in  Bicker,  in  a place  called  the  Uptofts,  and  three  roods 
of  Ing  ground  in  Bicker,  in  a place  called  South  Dyke,  and  one  acre  of  Ing 
ground  in  Bicker,  in  a place  called  Little  Fenn  Length,  three  roods  more  of  Ing 
ground  in  Bicker,  in  a place  called  South  Dyke,  and  an  acre  of  Ing  ground  in 
Bicker,  in  a place  called  Little  Fenn  Length,  half  an  acre  in  a furlong  called 
Small  Ing,  half  an  acre  more  of  Ing  ground  in  Bicker,  in  a place  called  Goul- 
dicke,  and  half  a rood  of  hemp  land  in  Bicker,  abutting  on  the  highway  upon 
the  south,  which  he  with  his  wife  lately  purchased ; he  gave  the  same 
after  the  decease  of  his  said  wife,  to  such  person  or  persons  as  his  supervisors 
or  trustees,  and  their  heirs  should  think  fit  to  elect  and  appoint,  for  the 
teaching  of  poor  children  to  read  and  write,  in  the  said  town  of  North  Col- 
lingham, for  ever  ; and  he  appointed  Thomas  Briston  and  Edward  Brown,  and 
their  respective  heirs,  supervisors  and  trustees  of  his  said  will,  desiringthem  to 
see  that  that  his  charity  was  not  abused ; and  as  his  wife  was  joint  purchaser 
with  him  in  some  of  the  lands  above-mentioned,  upon  trust  and  confidence  that 
she  would  desire  no  greater  estate  in  the  same  than  for  her  life,  he  thereby 
charged  her  immediately  after  his  decease,  to  make  her  will,  to  corroborate  the 
several  charitable  bequests  aforesaid. 

Mary  Hart,  widow,  by  will  bearing  date  9th  January  17 IS,  reciting,  that 
her  late  husband,  William  Hart,  by  his  will,  had  charged  her  to  corroborate  all 
such  lands  as  she  was  joint  purchaser  of  with  him  for  the  charitable  uses  of 
his  will,  in  pursuance  of  which  desire,  and  as  she  designed  to  give  other  lands 
for  educating  poor  children,  as  well  of  South  as  of  North  Collingham,  she 
reserved  to  herself  liberty  to  enlarge  and  explain  her  said  late  husband’s 
charity  and  intention,  as  very  well  knowing  by  words  from  his  own  mouth  that 
what  she  did  therein  was  agreeable  to  his  will,  first,  that  if  she  found  any 
necessity  by  reason  of  persecution  for  conscience  sake  in  matters  of  religion, 
she  might  sell  the  said  lands,  and  be  discharged  of  the  promise  and  obligation, 
or  otherwise  that  she  should  appoint  in  her  will  other  persons  in  trust  to 

confirm 
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confirm  all  such  lands  as  she  was  joint  purchaser  of  with  him  to  such  charitable 
uses  ; and  that  the  persons  to  be  put  in  trust,  and  the  persons  to  teach  those 
poor  children,  should  be  such  as  were  baptized  by  being  buried  into  the  water 
after  his  actual  profession  of  his  faith,  and  in  full  communion  with  those  people 
commonly  called  Baptists,  or  in  this  nation  now  falsely  called  Anabaptists,  and 
the  poor  children  not  to  be  understood  children  of  North  Collingham  only,  but 
children  of  South  Collingham  also,  but  the  school  to  teach  them  to  be  in  North 
Collingham  ; and  she  thereby  gave  the  said  lands  which  she  had  any  right  to 
as  being  joint  purchaser  as  aforesaid,  and  which  her  said  husband  gave  by  his 
will  for  teaching  poor  children  to  read  and  write  in  the  town  of  North  Col- 
lingham, for  ever  after  his  decease,  and  likewise  three  closes  after  the  decease 
of  Hannah  Watson  (being  three  copyhold  closes  situate  in  the  parish  of  South 
Collingham,  one  called  West  Hill  Close,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres; 
another  called  Burden  Close,  by  estimation  two  acres ; and  another  called  the 
Little  Dale,  by  estimation  two  acres,)  to  John  Millies,  Richard  Barton,  Joseph 
Taylor,  John  Storr,  George  Skelton,  Aaron  Jeffery  and  Charles  Skerritt,  upon 
trust  yearly  to  receive,  or  to  depute  one  person  or  more  to  receive  and  take 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  and  apply  the  same  from  time  to  time  for  and  towards 
the  teaching  to  read  and  write,  and  for  the  further  instructing  in  the  true 
principles  of  the  Christian  religion,  as  far  as  the  master  was  able  to  teach  and 
saw  necessary  for  them,  the  said  poor  children  of  the  said  several  parishes  of 
North  and  South  Collingham,  whose  parents  were  not  able  to  give  them  learn- 
ing ; and  as  that  charity  was  only  designed  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  children, 
she  earnestly  recommended  to  her  said  trustees  to  take  care  that  the  masters 
did  not  exact  of  them,  or  receive  any  money  or  gratuity  from  the  said  poor 
children’s  parents  or  friends,  upon  any  pretence  whatever,  but  be  content  with 
their  salary  ; it  was  not  her  design  to  have  them  barely  taught  to  read  and 
write,  but  also  taught  in  the  true  principles  of  Protestant  Christian  religion, 
and  how  to  behave  themselves  decently  and  reverently  in  the  public  worship  of 
God  ; and  as  the  lands  at  Bicker  would  fall  into  the  trustee’s  hands  immediately 
after  her  decease,  her  mind  was,  that  two-thirds  of  the  profits  of  the  said  devised 
and  bequeathed  estate,  after  reasonable  charges  and  receiving  the  rents  were 
deducted,  should  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster ; so  likewise  two-thirds  of  the 
closes  at.  Collingham  when  they  fell  in  by  two  half-yearly  payments  as  they 
should  become  due  ; viz.  one  in  November,  after  the  Michaelmas  or  Martinmas 
rent,  and  the  other  in  May,  after  the  Lady-day  or  May-day  rent,  for  teaching 
and  instructing  the  said  poor  children  as  aforesaid ; and  the  remaining  third 
part  should  be  applied,  as  much  as  was  needful,  for  the  buying  of  books,  such 
as  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  with  the  advice  of  the  master,  should 
think  fit  and  proper  for  all  the  said  poor  children,  and  for  the  buying  of  fuel 
such  as  the  trustees  should  think  fit,  and  the  overplus,  if  any,  should  be  paid 
to  the  said  schoolmaster  as  a further  reward  and  encouragement  to  him  for 
his  care  and  diligence  in  the  religious  and  virtuous  instruction  of  the  said  poor 
children  ; and  her  mind  was,  that  the  said  persons  who  after  her  decease  should 
be  chosen  into  the  place  of  a trustee,  or  to  be  schoolmaster,  so  as  to  be  admitted 
to  the  benefit  of  that  charity,  should  be  such  as  before  that  time  had  been 
dipped,  (that  is)  baptized  after  the  example  of  Christ  Jesus,  and  the  practice  of 
the  Apostles,  and  in  full  communion  with  the  people  called  Baptists ; and  it 
was  her  will,  that  the  choice  of  a person  to  be  a trustee  of  her  charity  should  be 
in  the  power  of  her  trustees  and  their  successors  ; and  that  it  should  be  in  their 
power  to  displace  any  trustee  for  neglect  of  his  duty  for  three  years,  and  choose 
another  in  his  room,  or  if  any  of  them  died  to  choose  another  in  his  place;  and 
the  choice  of  the  poor  children  was  to  be  in  her  said  trustees,  who  might  also 
displace  any  of  them,  at  any  length  of  time  above  seven  years  from  their  first 
admittance,  or  for  wilful  neglect  or  misbehaviour ; and  she  recommended  to 
her  said  trustees  to  use  no  partiality  in  their  choice  of  such  poor  children,  but 
to  have  only  regard  to  the  poverty  and  disability  of  their  parents  and  friends ; 
also,  that  the  choice  of  her  schoolmaster  should  be  in  her  said  trustees,  with 
power  to  them  to  displace  him  for  wilful  neglect,  scandalous  life,  or  disability ; 
but  if  there  should  arise  any  manner  of  persecution  for  matters  of  religion,  and 
the  schoolmaster  be  thereby  disabled  from  teaching  the  said  poor  children,  from 
that  time,  until  the  schoolmaster  should  be  restored  to  his  business  and  duty  of 
teaching,  the  said  school  should  cease,  and  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises 
should  be  applied  to  the  relief  of  the  said  poor  distressed  schoolmaster,  and  the 
Rep.

These  trusts,  as  to  the  freehold  lands,  have  been  continued  by  two  new 
conveyances,  the  one  in  1768  (30th  and  31st  August)  in  which  it  is  recited, 
that  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  Gth  year  of  his  then  Majesty,  for 
inclosing  the  common  fields  in  the  parish  of  Bicker,  there  had  been  allotted  to 
the  trustees  of  this  charity,  by  the  name  of  the  Trustees  of  Collingham  School, 
in  lieu  of  the  several  parcels  of  Ing  ground,  a parcel  of  land  in  the  Ing,  con- 
taining 8a.  3r.  Ip.,  which  said  parcel,  together  with  the  close  of  24  acres, 
called  Barnagate  Pasture,  are  thereby  conveyed  to  Alexander  Birbank  and  six 
others,  described  as  being  all  professed  Baptists,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the 
trusts  before  mentioned. 


By  the  last  conveyance,  made  the  13th  September  1798,  the  same  premises 
are  conveyed  to  the  use  of  William  Brown,  Samuel  Cheetham,  William  Nicholls, 
Richard  Hopper,  John  Barber,  William  Christian,  Thomas  Rogers,  and  others 
since  deceased,  all  described  as  professed  Baptists. 

The  trusts,  as  to  the  copyhold  land,  were  renewed  by  a surrender  made  at  a 
court  holden  for  the  manor  of  Collingham,  15th  May  1800,  by  Richard  Hutton, 
acting  under  a power  of  attorney  from  John  Martin  and  John  Evans,  to  the  use 
of  the  same  new  trustees  as  are  specified  in  the  last  conveyance  of  the  freehold  ; 
who  were  thereupon  admitted  upon  the  trusts  above  specified. 

The  land  at  Bicker,  containing  11a.  & 1r.,  is  occupied  by  Thomas  Godley, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  18/.,  at  which  rate  he  has  held  it  for  the 
last  four  years ; it  was  reduced  to  this  rent  from  20/.,  at  which  it  had  been 

previously  held  by Jackson.  The  present  rent  is  the  fair  value  of  this 

land,  according  to  the  report  of  a respectable  surveyor,  by  whom  it  has  been 
recently  valued. 

The  land  in  South  Collingham  given  by  Mary  Hart,  is  held  by  two  tenants, 
viz.  four  acres  in  two  closes,  by  George  Thompson,  at  a rent  of  10/.  and  four 
acres  in  one  close  by  Bank  Beedham  at  11/.;  both  as  yearly  tenants.  These 
rents  also  are  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  premises. 


The  several  rents  amounting  together  to  39/.  are  received  by  one  of  the  trus- 
tees, and  by  him  paid  over  to  the  schoolmaster,  who  thereout  supplies  the 
scholars  with  necessary  reading  and  writing  books  and  slates,  and  also  finds  fuel 
for  the  school. 

The  present  master  was  appointed  ten  years  ago  at  a special  meeting  of  the 
trustees  convened  for  the  purpose.  He  professes  the  Baptist  persuasion.  He 
has  had  upon  the  average  about  twenty-two  or  twenty-three  scholars  annually, 
during  that  time.  For  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty  years  none  but  boys  have  been 
received.  The  scholars  are  admitted  indifferently  from  North  and  South 
Collingham,  upon  application  to  the  trustees  or  to  the  master ; they  are 
admitted  after  the  age  of  eight  years,  and  are  allowed  to  continue  about 
four  years.  The  admission  is  not  confined  to  children  of  the  Baptist  persua- 
sion ; at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  of  23  children  at  school,  five  only  were 
of  that  persuasion.  The  scholars  are  taught  to  read,  write  and  cypher,  and  the 
present  master  has  taught  some  of  them  the  rudiments  of  geography.  They 
are  also  taught  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion.  The  school  is  kept 
in  North  Collingham,  in  a house  erected  about  seventeen  years  ago,  on  a 
small  parcel  of  land  which  was  purchased  by  the  trustees,  out  of  the  funds 
of  the  school,  aided  by  a subscription.  This  house  will  hold  fifty  boys  and 
is  kept  in  good  repair. 

The  close  of  six  acres  in  South  Collingham  given  by  William  Hart  to  the 
poor,  is  held  by  William  Grosse,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  12/.  per 
annum,  which  appears  to  be  the  fair  value.  This  rent  is  received  by  the  church- 
wardens and  carried  to  the  account  mentioned  in  the  following  article. 


Stor’s 
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Stor’s  Charity. 

It  is  recorded  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  South  Collingham,  that  William  North  Collingham. 
Stor,  by  his  Will,  gave  to  the  poor  of  South  and  North  Collingham,  the  sum 
of  i<  l.  viz.  21.  to  each  parish  to  be  annually  dispensed  upon  the  day  of  his  burial, 
which  fell  out  the  28th  day  of  August  1730,  by  his  four  executors  and  trustees, 
and  after  their  decease,  to  be  dispensed  as  aforesaid  by  the  parish  officers 
of  each  town,  and  for  the  payment  of  which,  he  tied  all  his  lands,  both  copy- 
hold  and  freehold,  for  ever. 


Stor’s  Charity. 


The  churchwardens  1'eceive  21.  yearly,  about  Christmas,  in  respect  of  this 
charity,  from  Mr.  Sandys  Chappell,  as  issuing  out  of  a farm  in  South  Colling- 
ham, his  property.  It  is  carried  by  them  to  an  account,  which  includes  the 
rent  received  for  the  close  given  by  William  Hart  for  the  poor,  as  above  men- 
tioned, and  also  the  rent  of  the  Poor’s  Close. 

For  the  distribution  of  this  joint  fund,  a meeting  is  held  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers,  at  which  a list  is  prepared  of  the  names  of  the  most  deserving 
poor  persons  belonging  to  the  parish,  which  is  shewn  to  the  minister,  and 
according  to  this  list  the  money  is  afterwards  distributed  by  the  churchwardens. 
The  sums  given  vary  from  105.  to  2s.  according  to  the  wants  of  the  poor 
persons.  The  distribution  is  not  confined  to  those  who  do  not  receive  paro- 
chial relief,  but  it  is  made  with  due  regard  to  the  respective  wants  and  merits  of 
the  poor.  The  names  of  those  whopartake  of  the  charities  and  the  sums  given  to 
each,  are  entered  in  a book  which  is  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  parishioners. 


Poor’s  Close  ; Bull  Meadow. 

At  a court  holden  for  the  manor  of  Collingham  Northby  and  Sonthby,  on  Tool’s  Close;  Bull’s 
18th  May  1769,  Jonathan  Turner  surrendered  four  cowgates  in  North  Colling-  Meadow, 
ham  pasture,  to  the  use  of  Plerbert  Leek,  vicar  of  the  said  parish  of  North 
Collingham,  Christopher  Dalton  and  Thomas  Turner,  churchwardens  thereof 
and  their  successors,  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  for 
ever;  when  they  were  accordingly  admitted. 

An  inclosure  took  place  in  this  parish  about  thirty-seven  years  ago,  when  a 
piece  of  meadow  land  called  Poor’s  Close,  and  containing  1a.  2r.  33p.  was 
allotted  to  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  in  lieu  of  the  said  cowgates. 

This  field  is  united  with  another  called  the  Bull  Meadow,  containing  about 
2r.  &c  37 p.  which  is  supposed  to  have  been  given  for  the  purpose  of  keeping 
a bull  for  the  parish,  but  the  rents  of  which  are  now  received  by  the  surveyor 
of  the  highways,  and  carried  to  his  account. 

The  whole  field  composed  of  these  two  parcels  is  annually  let,  at  a public 
auction  holden  on  Shrove  Tuesday,  to  the  best  bidder.  The  rent  for  the  year 
1828  was  9 1.  the  proportion  of  which  in  respect  of  the  Poor’s  Meadow, 
being  seven-tenths,  is  6/.  65. 

The  distribution  has  been  mentioned  under  the  last  article. 


Fisher’s  Charity. 

This  charity  consists  of  a sum  of  20/.  which  is  understood  to  have  been  left  Fisher’s  Charity, 
by  Thomas  Fisher , the  interest  to  be  applied  to  the  putting  two  children  of 
North  Collingham  to  school. 

This  money  has  been  for  about  twenty-seven  years  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William 
Dewicke,  late  churchwarden  of  the  parish,  who  received  it  from  Joseph  Dalton, 
and  who  has  during  that  time  paid  16  s.  a year,  as  the  interest  of  it,  to  a school- 
mistress for  teaching  two  children,  usually  girls,  of  the  parish  of  North  Col- 
lingham, reading,  spelling  and  needle-work.  There  were  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry  two  children  so  instructed.  The  children  have  been  appointed  by 
the  schoolmistress  from  time  to  time  with  the  approbation  of  Mr.  Dewicke,  who 
has  declared  his  readiness  to  pay  the  20  /.  to  the  churchwardens. 

We  have  suggested  the  advantage  of  investing  this  money  in  the  Newark 
savings  bank,  and  have  recommended  that  the  children  to  be  instructed  should 
in  future  be  appointed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

Lonsdal’s  Charity. 

William  Lonsdal , who  died  in  1810,  gave  by  his  Will  10/.  the  interest  of  which  Lonsdal’s  Charity, 
he  desired  to  be  given  annually  to  ten  poor  men  of  this  parish. 

This  money  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Lonsdal,  the  widow  of  the 
testator’s  son  ; and  she  annually  pays  10  s.  as  the  interest  thereof  to  the  church-

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North  Collingham.  wardens,  by  whom  it  is  distributed  at  Christmas  equally  amongst  ten  poor  men 
— . of  the  parish.  The  receipt  and  payment  of  this  charity  are  entered  in  the 
L°n"ity’  churchwardens  account  book.

PARISH  OF  SOUTH  COLLINGHAM. 


Hart’s  Charity. 

South  Collingham.  William  Hart,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  4th  August  1699,  gave,  immediately 

after  his  decease,  to  the  poor  of  South  Collingham,  for  ever,  a close  of  pasture, 

Hart’s  Charity.  containing  six  acres,  called  the  Mill  Close,  customary  tenure  of  the  manor  of 
South  Collingham,  abutting  on  Newark  Road  east  and  a lane  called  Cottager 
Lane  west,  with  power  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
said  town  to  let  the  said  close,  and  receive  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  yearly, 
and  distribute  the  same  to  the  poorest  of  the  inhabitants  of  South  Collingham 
twice  in  the  year,  viz.  on  the  first.  Sunday  after  St.  Martin  the  Bishop  and  on 
Whitsunday,  by  equal  portions,  by  way  of  dole  and  not  collection. 

The  close  thus  given,  consisting  as  above  mentioned  of  six  acres,  is  now  arable 
land,  and  is  let  in  small  parcels  annually  on  Easter  Monday  to  seventeen  poor 
people  of  the  parish,  at  rents,  fixed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers, 
amounting  together  now  to  12  /.  10  6'.  This  land  was  formerly  let  to  a fanner 
of  the  parish,  but  it  was  thought  advisable  to  give  the  industrious  poor  the 
benefit  of  holding  it,  and  thus  a good  rent  is  obtained,  and  the  poor  derive 
considerable  benefit  from  their  respective  occupations. 

The  rates,  amounting  to  1 /.  17  s.  9 d.  are  deducted  from  the  rents,  and 
the  residue  is  distributed,  as  will  be  seen  under  the  following  article.

Fisher’s  Charity. 


Stor’s  Charity. 

[See  Stor’s  Charity,  North  Collingham.] 

The  churchwardens  receive  2 l.  yearly  from  Mr.  Sandys  Chappell,  as  the  pro- 
prietor of  a farm  in  South  Collingham  charged  with  this  payment. 

This  sum  has  not  been  dispensed  on  the  28th  August,  but  has  been  dis- 
tributed, together  with  the  rent  of  the  close  given  by  Hart,  about  the  latter  end 
of  November,  to  the  poorest  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  according  to  a list  pre- 
pared by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers.  This  distribution  is  made  in  sums 
varying  from  7 s.  to  3 s.  the  largest  sums  being  given  to  those  who  have 
most  numerous  families.  It  has  been  lately  resolved  by  the  parishioners  to 
pursue,  in  the  future  course  of  application,  the  specific  directions  of  the  donors 
of  the  charities. 

Fisher’s  Charity. 

The  only  evidence  that  we  find  in  the  parish  relative  to  the  foundation  of  this 
charity,  is  a memorandum  entered  in  the  overseer’s  account  book  of  this  parish, 
bearing  date  20th  January  1794,  in  which  it  is  stated,  that  at  a meeting  of  the 
inhabitants  of  this  parish  it  was  agreed,  that  in  respect  of  the  20/.  left  by  the 
Will  of  Thomas  Fisher,  for  putting  of  two  children  to  school,  which  was  laid  out 
in  the  building  of  two  houses  on  the  common  lands,  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for 
the  time  being  should  pay  for  two  children  putting  to  school  according  to  the 
intent  of  the  said  will. 

Two  poor  boys  or  girls  appointed  at  a parish  meeting  have  been  taught  reading 
and  spelling,  and  the  girls  sewing  and  knitting  also.  Since  the  time  of  this  entry, 
and  at  the  time  of  the  inquiry,  there  were  a boy  and  a girl  receiving  instruction 
from  a schoolmistress,  who  is  paid  for  the  two  pupils  4 s.  4 d.  a quarter  by  the 
overseers.  The  houses  on  which  the  money  was  expended  are  occupied  by  poor 
people  of  the  parish  rent  free. 


Bradford’s  Charity. 


Bradford’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Elizabeth  Bradford,  widow  of  the  Rev.  Matthew  Bradford,  late  rector 
of  this  parish,  by  her  Will,  bearing  date  the  3d  of  July  1782,  gave  to  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  South  Collingham,  and  their  suc- 
cessors, the  sum  of  50  /.  in  trust,  to  place  the  same  out  at  interest  on  government 
or  real  security,  and  to  pay  the  yearly  interest  thereof  for  ever,  on  the  30th  day 
of  October  in  every  year,  to  two  poor  widows,  inhabitants  of  and  legally  settled 
within  the  said  parish,  in  equal  shares,  at  the  discretion  of  such  minister  and 
churchwardens. 

This  sum  of  501.  is  now  deposited  in  the  Newark  savings  bank,  in  trust  for 
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the  poor.  The  interest,  being  2/.  per  annum,  is  paid  equally  to  two  poor  widows, 
who  are  appointed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens ; the  persons  selected  to 
receive  this  charity  being  the  most  aged  and  deserving  widows  legally  settled  in 
the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  ELSTON. 

School,  including  Elizabeth  Darwin’s  Charity. 

Foundation. — By  Indenture,  dated  5th  February  1652,  between  Bartholomew 
Lascelles  and  Mary  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  Thomas  Bristow,  George 
Darker,  clerk,  rector  of  the  parish  church  of  Elston,  William  Wightman,  and 
George  Lascelles,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  by  a decree  made  in  the 
high  court  of  Chancery,  in  Trinity  term,  in  the  twelfth  year  of  King  James, 
it  was  ordered  by  that  Court,  by  the  consent  of  George  Lascelles  and  William 
Aldred,  supervisors,  and  John  Bristow,  executors  of'  the  last  will  and  testa- 
ment of  Lawrence  Pendleton,  clerk,  formerly  rector  of  the  parish  church  of 
Elston,  deceased,  that  the  sum  of  50/.  remaining  in  the  hands  of  the  said  ex- 
ecutor, John  Bristow,  amongst  other  sums  upon  his  account  before  the  Ordinary, 
upon  the  inventory  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Lawrence  Pendleton,  should  be 
disposed  and  employed  from  time  to  time,  for  ever,  by  the  said  George 
Lascelles  and  John  Bristow,  and  their  heirs,  together  with  the  churchwardens 
of  the  parish  church  of  Elston,  for  the  time  being,  towards  the  maintenance 
of  a grammar  school  in  the  town  of  Elston  j it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said 
Bartholomew  Lascelles  and  Mary  his  wife,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of 
50/.,  and  40  5.  more  to  him  assigned  and  paid  by  the  appointment  of  the  said 
Thomas  Bristow  and  George  Darker,  and  likewise  to  the  end  that  there  might 
be  a constant  provision  settled  towards  the  building  of  a grammar  school,  and 
maintenance  of  a schoolmaster,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  said  town  of  Elston,  and  that  the  same  might  be  settled  and  estated  in 
land,  to  avoid  the  trouble  and  hazard  of  putting  forth  money  at  interest,  as 
by  late  experience  had  been  found,  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  parties 
of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  one  parcel  of  pasture  ground  called  Wing- 
holme,  lying  in  the  common  pasture  of  Elston,  containing,  by  estimation,  two 
acres  : one  acre  of  meadow,  lying  in  the  Broad  Meadow  of  Elston  ; one  little 
close  of  pasture  called  or  known  by  the  name  of  Townsend  Close,  lying  in 
Elston  aforesaid,  containing  three  roods  ; one  parcel  of  pasture  ground,  con- 
taining one  acre  and  an  half,  lying  in  Sour  Wong,  lying  in  Elston,  near  Syer- 
stone,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  which  should  be  raised  from  time 
to  time,  and  at  all  times  thereafter,  should  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  teaching 
school  at  Elston,  at  such  days  and  times,  and  in  such  proportions,  or  for  the 
building  of  a school  house  in  Elston,  as  by  the  said  Thomas  Bristow,  George 
Darker  and  his  successors,  rectors  of  Elstone,  Philip  Laycock,  William  Wight- 
man,  George  Lascelles,  and  the  said  Bartholomew  Lascelles  and  their  heirs,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  inhabiting  or  being  freeholders  in  Elston,  together  with 
the  churchwardens  for  both  parishes  in  Elston,  and  their  successors,  for  the 
time  being,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  be  agreed  upon,  directed  and 
appointed,  and  the  schoolmaster  and  schoolmasters,  from  time  to  time  there- 
after, should  be  elected  and  appointed  by  the  said  Thomas  Bristow,  George 
Darker,  and  his  successors  rectors  of  Elston,  William  Wightman,  Philip  Lay- 
cock,  George  Lascelles,  and  Bartholomew  Lascelles,  and  their  heirs,  inhabiting 
or  being  owners  of  land  or  freeholders  in  Elston  aforesaid,  or  the  major  part  of 
them,  and  upon  and  under  such  conditions  and  agreements  as  should  be  agreed 
upon  at  such  election  ; and  it  was  thereby  declared,  that  when  and  as  often 
as  need  should  require,  upon  the  death  or  removal  of  any  of  them  from  the 
places  of  their  abodes,  at  their  discretion  to  nominate  and  appoint  such  other 
meet  and  fit  persons  as  feoffees  of  the  said  premises,  who  should  have  like 
power  and  authority,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  was  thereby  vested  and 
settled  in  them  the  trustees  above  named,  or  their  heirs,  to  the  uses  and  behoofs 
aforesaid  ; and  the  said  trustees  were  thereby  empowered,  at  any  time  thereafter, 
to  bargain  and  sell  the  said  lands  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  owners,  inha- 
bitants and  commoners  of  Elston  aforesaid  only,  and  to  bestow  the  money 
raised  upon  such  sale  upon  such  other  parcel  of  ground,  or  for  the  building  of 
a school,  as  should  be  thought  fit  and  convenient  by  them  that  made  such  sale 
at  the  time  of  the  making  thereof. 

Rep.  21.  3 1 Upon 
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Upon  the  inclosure  of  the  open  fields  of  Elston,  in  the  year  1801,  the  Com- 
missioners awarded  to  the  trustees  of  Elston  school,  in  lieu  of  the  lands  belong- 
ing to  them  in  those  fields,  two  allotments,  containing  4 a.  1 r.  6p. 

In  addition  to  this  land,  are  2r.  & 20r.  in  Elston,  comprising  a dwellinghouse 
for  the  schoolmaster,  with  a garden  and  orchard,  and  a spacious  schoolhouse, 
erected  at  the  expense  of  the  late  Robert  Waring  Darwin,  esq.  The  dwelling- 
house  also,  which  is  an  ancient  building,  was  in  part  rebuilt,  in  the  year  1812, 
at  the  expense  of  the  same  gentleman. 

Elizabeth  Darwin’s  Charity. — Elizabeth  Darwin,  widow,  by  a codicil  to 
her  will,  dated  25th  October  1784,  gave  to  her  son,  Robert  Waring  Darwin, 
and  his  heirs,  and  to  her  son,  John  Darwin,  clerk,  rector  of  the  parish  church 
of  Elston,  and  to  his  successors,  and  also  to  John  Bark  and  John  Reed,  as 
churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  church,  and  to  their  successors,  the  sum  of 
100/.,  in  trust,  that  the  said  Robert  Waring  Darwin,  or  his  heirs,  and  the  said 
rector  and  churchwardens,  or  the  majority  of  them,  should  lay  out  the  same  in 
the  purchase  of  land,  as  soon  as  conveniently  might  be,  and  until  it  could  be  so 
laid  out,  should  place  it  out  at  interest,  on  good  security;  and  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  lands,  or  the  interest  arising  from  the  money,  she  directed  should 
be  appointed  towards  a yearly  augmentation  to  the  endowment  of  the  school  of 
Elston,  and  to  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  for  the  time  being, 
in  such  manner,  and  under  such  reasonable  restrictions  and  conditions  as  the 
said  trustees,  or  the  majority  of  them,  should  think  proper ; and  if  there  should 
be  no  such  schoolmaster,  or  if  such  schoolmaster  should  misbehave  himself  in 
his  said  office,  or  otherwise,  in  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of  the  said  trustees, 
then  she  directed  that  the  said  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  lands  so  to  be 
purchased,  or  the  interest  of  the  said  money,  should  be  applied  for  the  benefit 
of  the  poor  of  the  said  parish  of  Elston,  to  be  distributed  at  the  discretion  of 
the  majority  of  the  said  trustees  for  such  time  as  they  should  think  proper. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  dated  Cth  and  7th  April  1812,  the  latter 
made  between  the  Rev.  Edward  Cowley,  of  Elston,  clerk,  of  the  one  part, 
and  Robert  Waring  Darwin,  esq.  and  William  Wood  and  James  Reed,  church- 
wardens and  principal  inhabitants  of  Elston,  of  the  other  part ; after  reciting 
the  will  of  Elizabeth  Darwin,  as  above  abstracted,  and  that  the  said  Robert 
Waring  Darwin  had  contracted  with  the  said  Edward  Cowley  for  the  purchase 
of  the  piece  of  land  after  mentioned,  for  the  price  of  100/. ; it  is  witnessed, 
that  in  pursuance  of  the  said  contract,  and  in  consideration  of  the  said  100/. 
to  the  said  Edward  Cowley  paid  by  the  said  Robert  Waring  Darwin,  the  said 
Edward  Cowley  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  said  Robert  Waring 
Darwin,  William  Wood  and  James  Reed,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a parcel  of 
land  situate  in  Elston,  containing  by  admeasurement  2n.  & 24 p.  being  parcel 
of  a certain  close  there  called  the  New  Moor  Close,  stated  to  contain  8 a.  & 27 p. 
and  which  said  piece  or  parcel  of  land  was  bounded  on  the  east  by  lands  of 
George  Wakefield  and  a close  called  the  School  Close,  on  the  south  by  lands 
belonging  to  Sir  Robert  Howe  Bromley,  bait,  and  on  the  west  and  north  by 
lands  belonging  to  the  said  Edward  Cowley,  to  hold  to  the  said  grantees,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  said  recited  will. 

Mr.  Cowley,  at  the  date  of  this  conveyance,  was  rector  of  Elston,  and  as  such 
a trustee  of  the  charity ; and  there  seems  reason  to  believe  that  the  terms  of 
this  purchase  were  not  advantageous  to  the  charity.  It  must  be  observed,  how- 
ever, that  Mr.  Darwin,  who  agreed  to  those  terms,  was  himself  a considerable 
benefactor  to  the  charity,  in  the  monies  which  he  laid  out  in  the  erection  and 
improvement  of  the  school  buildings,  as  we  have  before  stated. 

The  whole  of  the  premises  above  mentioned  are  in  the  occupation  of  Jchn 
Lowe,  the  present  schoolmaster,  who  was  appointed  to  that  office  in  1812, 
by  the  above-mentioned  Robert  Waring  Darwin,  esq.  and  the  Rev.  Edward 
Cowley. 

The  present  annual  value  of  the  premises  is  about  12/.  The  necessary 
repairs  to  the  buildings  are  done  at  the  expense  of  the  master. 

In  return  for  the  enjoyment  of  these  premises,  the  schoolmaster  instructs 
four  children,  usually  boys,  of  the  parish  of  Elston,  appointed  by  William 
Brown  Darwin,  esq.  (who  since  the  death  of  Mr.  R.  W.  Darwin,  in  18lG,  has 
acted  as  trustee),  if  at  Elston,  and  in  his  absence  by  the  minister.  The  chil- 
dren are  taught  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  the  two  last  articles  having 
been  added  in  consequence  of  Mrs.  Darwin’s  bequest. 


The 
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The  necessary  books  are  provided  by  the  parents.  The  master  has  not  been 
required  to  give  free  instruction  to  more  than  four  scholars,  in  consequence  of 
a reputation  in  the  parish  that  that  number  was  prescribed  at  the  foundation  of 
the  school.  But  he  has  voluntarily  admitted  others,  whom  he  instructs  gratui- 
tously, and  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  were  five  such  at  school.  He  is 
also  allowed  to  take  pay  scholars,  the  number  of  whom  varies  with  the  season 
of  the  year.

The  Hospital  or  Almshouse  : — Ann  Darwin’s  Charity. 

Ann  Darwin , widow,  by  her  will,  dated  18th  May  1722,  after  making  specific  de-  The  Hospital  or 
vises  of  certain  real  estates  to  her  sons  William  Darwin  and  Robert  Darwin,  willed  Almshouse : Ann 
and  devised  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands  and  premises  so  devised  to  ,irvvin  s ianty' 
her  said  son  William  Darwin,  that  he  should  pay  to  her  said  son  Robert  Darwin 
the  sum  of  100/.;  and  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  devised 
to  her  said  son  Robert  Darwin,  that  he  should  pay  to  her  said  son  William 
Darwin  the  sum  of  100/.  which  said  two  several  sums  of  100/.  and  100/. 
she  ordered  and  appointed  to  be  laid  out  by  them  or  their  heirs  in  the  purchase 
of  lands  for  the  uses  after  mentioned ; that  is  to  say,  for  them  the  said  William 
Darwin  and  Robert  Darwin,  and  their  heirs,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of 
such  lands  so  to  be  purchased,  for  the  building  of  a house,  with  four  rooms 
on  a floor,  and  four  chambers  over  them,  for  the  habitation  of  four  poor 
widows,  on  a piece  of  ground  in  Elston,  which  formerly  belonged  to  a cottage 
in  which  Watson  dwelled,  and  abutting  on  the  house  in  which  Widow  Campion 
then  dwelled  north,  and  the  street  or  lane  east ; and  after  the  said  house  should 
be  built  and  finished,  she  devised  the  yearly  rents  and  profits  of  such  lands  so 
to  be  purchased,  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  the  said  four  poor  widows  and 
their  successors,  who  should  inhabit  the  said  house,  to  be  paid  them  weekly, 
laid  out  in  coals  or  other  necessaries,  as  the  said  William  Darwin  and  Robert 
Darwin,  and  their  heirs,  should  think  fit  and  convenient,  whom  she  made  trus- 
tees of  her  said  charity. 

The  testatrix  died  on  the  23d  of  the  same  month  of  May  1722,  and  the  follow- 
ing memorial  of  the  charity  is  inscribed  on  a stone  in  the  front  of  the  hospital, 
which  appears  to  have  been  erected  in  pursuance  of  her  directions  : “ This 
hospital,  founded  by  Ann  Darwin,  was  erected  by  her  sons  William  and  Robert 
in  1744.” 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  further  directions  of  the  testatrix  for  the  purchase 
of  lands  were  carried  into  effect.  The  estates,  which  she  devised  to  her  sons, 
may  therefore  be  considered  as  still  subject  to  the  charge  of  the  legacies, 
bequeathed  by  her  for  that  purpose ; the  expense  of  building  the  hospital  not 
having  probably  exceeded,  what  the  interest  would  in  the  mean  time  have 
amounted  to. 

Upon  the  death  of  Robert  W.  Darwin,  esq.  in  November  1816,  William 
Brown  Darwin,  esq.  his  nephew  and  heir  at  law  succeeded  to  the  family  estates 
at  Elston,  and  has  since  continued  to  support  the  hospital,  in  the  same  manner 
as  his  late  uncle  was  accustomed  to  do. 


The  hospital  comprises  four  houses  under  one  roof ; and  each  house,  consisting 
of  two  rooms,  is  occupied  by  a poor  widow  of  the  parish  of  Elston,  appointed 
by  Mr.  Darwin. 


To  each  widow  is  paid  a weekly  pension  of  1 s.  making  the  annual 
sum  of  ---------- 

And  to  each  is  also  annually  given  half  a ton  of  coals,  which  at 
the  average  pi  ice  of  16  s.  per  ton,  will  be  - 
A gown  is  also  given  to  each  once  in  three  years.

In  addition  to  which  disbursements,  Mr.  Darwin  also  provides  for  the  repairs 
of  the  hospital. 


Poor’s  Close: — Charities  of  Thomas  and  Bridget  Bristow;  and  of 
Richard  Elston  and  Robert,  Ann  and  Elizabeth  Darwin. 


In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Thomas  Bristow  and 
Bridget  his  wife,  gave  in  1715,  by  Deed  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  land  pro- 
ducing at  the  date  of  those  Returns,  SI.  15 s.  per  annum. 

And  that  Richard  Elston , Robert  Darwin,  Ann  Darwin,  and  Elizabeth  Darwin, 
also  gave  by  deed  in  1764  to  the  said  poor,  land  which  at  the  date  of  those 
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returns  was  vested  in  Robert  W.  Darwin,  John  Darwin  rector,  and  the  over- 
seers, and  produced  1/.  10s.  per  annum. 

A paper  was  produced  to  us  from  among  the  parish  documents,  purporting 
to  be  the  copy  of  a claim  made  by  the  churchwarden  of  this  parish  on  the  5th 
January  1809,  for  an  allowance  of  property  tax  in  respect  of  the  charity  lands; 
in  which,  with  reference  to  the  lands  above  mentioned,  it  is  stated  that  by 
several  old  deeds  the  parish  had  been  possessed  of  small  parcels  of  charity  land, 
then  united  in  one  close,  which  had  been  allotted  under  the  Elston  inclosure  to 
the  poor  of  the  parish,  and  contained,  by  admeasurement,  3 a.  2r.  25 p. 

On  reference  to  the  award  of  the  commissioners  for  the  inclosure  of  the  open 
grounds  and  common  fields,  in  the  parish  of  Elston,  dated  30th  November 
1801,  it  appears  that  the  allotment  was  made  to  Robert  Waring  Darwin,  esq. 
as  trustee  for  the  poor  of  Elston,  in  lieu  of  and  full  satisfaction  for  all  his  lands 
and  grounds  in  the  said  parish,  so  to  be  divided  and  inclosed,  and  that  it  con- 
tained, as  stated  above,  3a.  2r.  25p.  or  thereabouts,  and  was  bounded  by  the 
Shelton-road  on  the  west. 

This  allotment  is  known  by  the  name  of  the  Poor’s  Close,  and  has  been 
usually  let  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  an  annual  meeting  of  the  parishioners,  held 
in  the  month  of  May. 

In  May  1828  it  was  thus  let  to  Daniel  Stafford,  until  the  following  Lady-day, 
at  the  rent  of  12/.  which  is  considered  a high  rent.  The  rent  is  received  by 
the  churchwardens,  and  is  distributed  by  themselves  and  the  overseers  between 
Martinmas  and  Christmas,  chiefly  in  coals,  varying  in  quantity  from  ten  to  fif- 
teen hundred  weight  and  upwards.  The  farmers  lead  the  coals  to  the  houses 
of  those  for  whom  they  are  intended. 

This  distribution  is  extended  to  all  the  poor,  whether  receiving  parochial 
relief  or  not ; the  largest  quantity  being  generally  given  to  widows. 

Piper’s  Charity. 

It  is  stated  in  a tablet  in  the  church  of  Elston,  that  Mary  Piper,  by  Will, 
bearing  date  27th  September  1788,  gave  to  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of 
Elston  and  their  successors,  the  annual  sum  of  65.  issuing  out  of  her  messuage 
and  lands  at  Elston,  to  be  equally  distributed  at  Christmas  yearly  in  bread  or 
money,  amongst  12  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  parish. 

This  sum  of  6s.  is  now  paid  by  John  Elston,  in  respect  of  a public  house  and 
garden  and  about  three  acres  of  land  in  Elston,  which  formerly  belonged  to 
Mary  Piper.  The  payment  is  made  to  the  churchwardens,  who  distribute  it 
among  12  poor  people  at  Christmas,  annually  selected  by  themselves. 

Elizabeth  Sumner’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Sumner,  by  Will,  dated  22d  December  1798,  gave  to  Stephen 
Oliver  and  Robert  Sharpe  the  sum  of  100/.  stock  then  standing  in  her  name  in  the 
three  per  cent  consols,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Elston  for  the  time  being,  to  receive  the  dividends 
and  produce  thereof,  and  distribute  the  same  every  1st  day  of  January,  in  such 
manner  and  proportions  as  they  should  see  proper,  amongst  such  poor  people 
of  the  said  parish  as  should  not  be  under  the  common  relief  or  alms  of  the  said 
parish,  who  by  sickness  or  any  other  accident,  or  by  age,  or  by  a numerous 
family  of  children,  or  otherwise,  should,  without  such  relief,  be  in  danger  of 
coming  under  the  common  relief  or  alms  of  the  said  parish,  such  poor  persons 
to  be  nominated  and  chosen  yearly  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish  for  ever. 

This  sum  of  100/.  stock  stands  in  the  names  of  Stephen  Oliver  and  Robert 
Sharpe.  The  dividends  (being  31.  per  annum,)  are  received  by  the  church- 
wardens through  the  medium  of  the  bank  of  Godfrey  & Co.  of  Newark,  and  are 
distributed  by  them  in  January  every  year,  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  not  in 
the  receipt  of  parochial  relief,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  cZs.  to  7 s.  according 
to  their  respective  necessities. 

CHAPELltY  OF  ELSTON. 

John  Sumner’s  Charity. 

John  Sumner,  by  Will,  dated  28th  September  1820,  gave  to  the  minister  and 
chapelwardens  for  the  time  being  and  their  successors,  of  that  part  of  the  parish 
ot  Elston  which  was  known  by  the  name  of  the  Chapel  parish,  the  sum  of 

100/. 
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100/.  upon  trust,  to  place  it  out  at  interest  in  their  or  any  of  their  names,  upon 
government  or  other  security,  and  annually,  on  the  21st  December,  being  his 
birth  day,  to  distribute  the  clear  yearly  produce  in  such  sums  and  proportions 
as  they  should  think  proper,  among  such  of  the  poor  persons  of  the  chapel 
parish  as  should  not  be  in  the  receipt  of  parochial  relief ; and  he  directed  the 
said  legacy  to  be  paid  immediately  upon  his  decease. 

This  legacy  has  been  laid  out  upon  a mortgage  of  certain  premises  in  North 
Collingham,  the  property  of  Thomas  Fish,  as  appears  from  the  mortgage  deed, 
dated  29th  March  1820,  whereby  the  said  Thomas  Fish  demised  the  same  to 
the  Rev.  William  Bartlett,  and  William  Spafford  and  William  Bramley,  minister 
and  chapel  wardens  of  the  chapel  parish  of  Elston,  for  the  term  of  1000  years, 
subject  to  redemption  on  payment  of  the  principal  and  five  per  cent  interest. 

The  interest  of  this  money  is  received  by  the  chapelwardens ; and  the  two 
first  years  interest  having  been  applied  to  discharge  the  legacy  duty,  what  has 
since  accrued  has  been  applied,  agreeably  to  the  directions  of  the  will,  in  ad  is- 
tribution  on  the  21st  December,  among  such  of  the  poor  of  the  chapelry  as  do 
not  receive  parochial  relief,  in  sums  proportioned  to  their  respective  necessities. 
This  distribution  is  made  by  both  chapelwardens,  with  the  approbation  of  the 
minister. 


PARISH  OF  FARNDON. 

Mrs.  Draper’s  Charity. 

It  is  recorded  on  a Benefaction  Table  in  the  church  of  this  parish,  that 
Mrs.  Draper  gave  a small  house  and  croft  in  this  parish,  the  proceeds  of  which 
were  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  eight  children  to  read  and  learn  their  church 
catechism. 

This  charity  is  also  mentioned  in  nearly  the  same  terms,  in  a terrier  of  the 
vicarage,  dated  in  1764. 

This  house  and  croft  have  been  converted  into  two  tenements,  with  gardens 
to  them,  which  are  now  respectively  held  by  Henry  Wilson  and  William  Clay, 
as  yearly  tenants,  at  the  rent  of  31.  each  ; which  is  the  fair  value. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  overseers,  and  paid  to  a woman  who  teaches  from 
eight  to  ten  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  both  sexes,  appointed  by  the  church- 
wardens, to  read  and  say  the  church  catechism. 

Mrs.  Moore’s  Charity. 

The  church  tablet  also  records,  that  Mrs.  Moore  gave  a house  and  close 
situated  in  this  parish,  the  proceeds  to  be  distributed,  one  moiety  at  Midsummer 
and  the  other  at  Christmas,  annually,  to  the  poor  widows  belonging  to  this 
parish. 

This  charity  also  is  noticed  in  the  terrier  of  1764,  and  in  the  Parliamentary 
Returns  of  1786,  under  the  name  of  Shaw. 

The  house  has  been  divided  into  two  tenements,  the  one  of  which,  with  a 
small  garden  taken  out  of  the  close,  is  held  by  Thomas  Ilopkinson,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  31.  3s.  The  other  tenement,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
close  containing  not  quite  an  acre,  is  held  by  John  Manchester,  at  the  rent  of 
61.  under  a lease  for  five  years,  which  will  expire  at  Michaelmas  1829. 

These  rents,  which  are  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  premises,  are  received 
by  the  churchwardens  and  distributed  by  them,  in  conjunction  with  Mr.  Alt’s 
charity,  among  poor  widows  of  the  parish  at  Christmas  and  Midsummer,  in 
sums  principally  of  105.  each.  The  most  needy  and  deserving  persons  appear 
to  be  preferred,  and  their  names  are  registered  in  the  churchwarden’s  book. 

Alt’s  Charity. 

It  further  appears  from  the  church  tablet,  that  the  Rev.  M.  Alt,  formerly 
vicar  of  this  parish,  gave  three  quarters  of  a cowgate,  situated  also  in  this 
parish,  the  proceeds  of  which  were  appropriated  to  the  relief  of  the  poor 
widows  who  belong  to  this  parish,  and  in  the  manner  of  Mrs.  Moore’s  donation. 

The  property  thus  given,  (which  is  also  noticed  in  the  terrier)  consists  at 
present  of  a close  of  about  Ia.  & 3r.  situate  in  the  parish  of  Farndon,  and  is 
now  held  by  Samuel  Pearson,  on  a lease  for  five  years,  which  will  expire  at 
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Michaelmas  1829,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  11/.  15s.  This  rent  was  obtained  upon 
a letting  by  auction,  and  is  the  full  value  of  the  land. 

The  application  of  this  rent,  in  conjunction  with  Mrs.  Moore’s  charity,  has 
been  already  mentioned. 

Hempsall’s  Charity. 

We  further  find  from  the  church  tablet,  that  Mr.  Hempsall  of  this  parish, 
by  Will,  dated  December  the  20th,  1771,  left  the  sum  of  100/.  to  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens,  to  be  by  them  placed  out  at  interest,  and  that  the  said  interest, 
to  be  received  by  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being,  should 
be  by  them  given  and  disposed  of  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  six  poor  men  and 
six  poor  women  of  the  parish  of  Farndon  at  Christmas,  yearly,  in  such  manner 
as  the  said  vicar  and  churchwardens  should  think  most  serviceable  to  the  said 
poor  people. 

This  legacy  is  invested  on  the  security  of  the  North  Turnpike  Road,  at  five 
per  cent  interest. 

The  interest  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  has  been  usually  divided 
soon  after  Christmas,  between  six  poor  men  and  six  poor  women  of  the  parish, 
in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the  will.  Within  the  last  eight  years,  the 
number  has  been  increased  to  nine  or  ten  of  each  sex,  with  the  view,  as  we  are 
informed,  of  rendering  the  charity  more  extensively  beneficial ; but  which  exten- 
sion does  not  appear  warranted  by  the  terms  of  the  will. 


PARISH  OF  SHELTON. 

Burghope’s  Charity. 

Shelton.  George  Burgliope , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  10th  October  1744,  and  proved 

in  the  Consistory  Court  of  York  in  1747,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 

Burghope’sChanty.  Shelton  80/.  to  be  put  out  at  interest  by  the  churchwarden  thereof,  or  to  be 
otherwise  disposed  of  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  by  the  churchwarden  for  the 
time  being,  and  two  of  the  principal  inhabitants  for  the  time  being. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  George  Maltby  and  William  Rose  are 
stated  to  have  each  given  by  their  wills  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  51.  It  is 
there  added,  that  these  several  donations  were  laid  out  in  land,  then  producing 
5/.  a year,  and  vested  in  Samuel  Maltby  and  Thomas  Rose. 

The  purchase  deeds  of  this  land  are  not  now  found  among  the  parish 
documents  ; but  the  purchase  is  attested  by  several  parish  terriers,  in  which 
the  land  is  said  to  contain  about  four  acres,  and  the  parish  are  in  possession  of 
a close  called  the  Poor’s  Close,  which  is  understood  to  be  the  land  thus  pur- 
chased. 

This  close,  which  is  situated  in  the  liberty  of  Aslacton  in  the  parish  of 
Whatton,  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Upton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  9/.  per  annum,  which  is  the  fair  value.  It  is  usually  let  by  the  principal 
inhabitants.  The  rent  is  received  by  the  overseer,  and  is  distributed  annually  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day,  at  a meeting  of  the  minister  and  parish  officers.  All  the 
settled  poor  of  the  parish  receive  a part,  but  such  as  do  not  receive  ordinary 
parochial  relief,  and  the  aged  and  most  necessitous,  have  the  larger  portions. 


PARISH  OF  STAUNTON. 

Sherwin’s  Charity. 

Staunton.  An  inscription  on  a monument  to  the  memory  of  Elizabeth  Sherrcm,  erected 

— — in  the  chancel  of  the  church  of  this  parish,  records  her  death  on  14th  March 

Sherwins  Chanty,  and  tiiat  s]ie  gave  siXpence  a Week  for  dole  bread  to  the  poor  of  Staunton, 

for  ever. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1780  it  is  stated,  that  this  donation  was  of 
money,  by  will,  then  vested  in  Peter  Broughton,  and  producing  1/.  6s.  per 
annum. 

This  annual  payment  was  made  by  the  late  Rev.  Peter  Broughton  until  the 
time  of  his  death,  which  took  place  in  1827-  It  was  understood  to  be  made 
out  of  an  estate  belonging  to  that  gentleman  in  the  parish  of  Lowdhain  in  this 
county,  which  since  his  death  has  devolved,'  as  we  are  informed,  upon  his  son, 
the  Rev.  Peter  Broughton,  the  present  incumbent  of  East  Bridgeford,  from 
whom  therefore  the  payment  will  be  in  future  to  be  received.  In  consequence 
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of  his  absence,  no  application  had  been  made  to  him  for  it  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry. 

The  money  when  received  was  laid  out  by  the  overseers  in  the  purchase  of 
six  penny  loaves,  weekly,  which  were  distributed  every  Sunday  at  church  among 
the  most  needy  poor  of  the  parish ; and  this  distribution  had  been  continued  to 
the  time  of  our  inquiry,  although  the  last  year’s  annuity  had  not  then  been 
received. 


PARISH  OF  WINTHORPE. 

Brewer’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Brewer , by  his  Will,  dated  7th  September  1616,  gave  to  the  town 
of  Winthorpe,  20/.  to  continue,  for  ever,  and  to  be  let  forth  yearly  at  the 
pound,  to  four  inhabitants  of  Winthorpe,  each  putting  in  two  sureties,  for  the 
payment,  yearly,  of  the  money  and  stock  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of 
Winthorpe,  who  should  deal  the  yearly  use  thereof  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of 
Winthorpe.  And  he  further  gave  to  the  said  town  of  Winthorpe  his  new  white 
house  in  Winthorpe,  and  two  oxgangs  of  land,  and  directed  that  they  should  be 
let  for  yearly  rent,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said  parson  and  churchwardens  for 
the  time  being ; willing,  that  the  house  should  be  kept  in  good  repair,  and  that 
the  yearly  rent  should  be  yearly  distributed  by  the  said  parson  and  church- 
wardens to  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Winthorpe,  at  their  discretions,  by 
equal  portions,  on  the  feasts  of  St.  Thomas  the  Apostle  and  Good  Friday. 

At  a court  held  for  the  manor  of  Newark,  on  the  30th  September  1616,  the 
said  Thomas  Brewer,  by  his  attornies,  Edward  Bunch  and  Peter  Hares,  cus- 
tomary tenants  of  the  said  manor,  surrendered  the  said  premises  by  the  descrip- 
tion of  a messuage  or  tenement,  commonly  called  the  New  White  House,  and 
two  oxgangs  of  land,  meadow  and  pasture,  with  the  appurtenances  to  the  said 
messuage  belonging,  to  the  use  and  behoof  of  Roger  Bacon,  rector  of  the 
parish  church  of  Winthorpe  aforesaid,  and  his  successors  for  the  time  being, 
so  that  the  said  premises  and  the  profits  thence  arising,  should  be  and  remain 
for  ever  to  be  demised  and  dispensed  to  the  poor  of  Winthorpe  aforesaid,  with 
the  advice  and  counsel  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  church  of 
Winthorpe  ; and  the  said  Roger  Bacon  was  thereupon  admitted. 

The  commissioners,  under  an  Inclosure  Act  passed  in  the  17th  Geo.  3,  by 
their  award,  dated  28th  May  1778,  after  reciting  certain  powers  of  exchange 
by  the  said  Act,  so  as  such  exchanges  were  with  the  consent  of  the  said  com- 
missioners, and  so  certified  to  be  in  their  award,  certified,  among  others,  an 
exchange  between  Roger  Pocklington,  esq.  and  the  trustees  of  Brewer’s  charity, 
whereby  the  said  trustees  gave  and  surrendered  to  the  use  of  the  said  Roger 
Pocklington,  a messuage  or  tenement  in  Winthorpe,  commonly  called  the 
White  House,  with  the  garden  and  orchard  adjoining,  containing  31  perches ; 
and  several  pieces  of  land  lying  dispersed  in  the  several  pastures,  and  carr,  in 
Winthorpe,  containing  together  9 a.  1r.  10p.  ; and  a close,  situate  in  Win- 
thorpe, in  a place  there  called  the  Marsh,  with  the  Holt  thereto  adjoining, 
containing  together  4 a.  3 r.  37  p.  And  the  said  Roger  Pocklington  gave  to 
the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  Winthorpe,  as  trustees  of  the  said  charity,  a 
messuage  in  Winthorpe,  with  a garden,  and  part  of  a close  thereto  adjoining, 
containing  31  perches;  a close,  situate  in  Winthorpe,  containing  3a.  & 8p.  ; 
the  east  end  of  another  ancient  close  in  Winthorpe,  containing  1 a.  & 22  p ; and 
a close,  called  the  Cogley  Close,  containing  5a.  1 r.  38p.  having  the  Lincoln 
road  east;  and  also  4a  1r.  4p.  lying  dispersed  in  the  Rundles  of  Winthorpe. 
After  certifying  these  exchanges,  the  award  proceeds  to  allot  to  different  persons 
several  parcels  in  the  common  fields,  describing  them  to  be  in  proportion  and 
according  to  their  several  and  respective  shares  rights  and  interests  therein,  and 
among  others  “ to  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Winthorpe, 
as  trustees  for  the  land  left  by  Thomas  Brewer  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Winthorpe,”  a piece  or  parcel  of  land,  situate  in  the  Rundles  at 
Winthorpe,  containing  4 a.  1r.  4p.  bounded  as  therein  stated. 

There  is  but  one  parcel  of  4 a.  1r.  4p.  in  the  Rundles,  that  appears  to  have 
been  ever  received  by  the  trustees  in  respect  of  this  charity.  It  must  therefore 
be  inferred,  that  the  allotment  made  by  the  commissioners,  was  for  the  purpose 
of  conferring  upon  the  trustees  the  legal  title  to  the  parcels  of  that  admeasure- 
ment, previously  specified  in  the  particulars  of  the  exchange  with  Mr.  Pock- 
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Winthorpe.  lington.  That  exchange  was  carried  into  effect  by  two  surrenders,  made  at  a 

- — 7 . court  held  for  the  manor  of  Newark,  on  the  22d  June  1778  ; by  the  one  of 

^re™ontimtedUty’  which  the  rector  of  Winthorpe  being  previously  admitted  thereto,  surrendered 
x ’ the  premises  specified  in  the  award,  to  the  use  of  Roger  Pocklington  and  his 

heirs ; and  by  the  other,  the  said  Roger  Pocklington  surrendered  the  premises 
specified  in  the  award,  as  agreed  to  be  given  by  him  in  exchange,  to  the  use  of 
the  Rev.  William  Rastall,  rector  of  the  parish  church  of  Winthorpe  and  his 
successors  for  the  time  being,  for  ever,  in  trust,  that  the  profits  arising  from  the 
said  premises  might  for  ever  remain  to  be  paid  and  distributed,  from  time  to 
time,  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Winthorpe,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
rector  of  the  church  of  Winthorpe,  and  the  churchwardens  of  the  town  of 
Winthorpe  for  ever. 

The  surrender  thus  made  is  the  only  one  that  we  have  been  able  to  find  upon 
the  court  rolls  of  the  manor,  since  that  of  1616  by  Brewer  himself,  respecting 
this  charity,  and  was  probably  made  for  the  purpose  of  giving  effect  to  the 
exchange,  and  not  for  that  of  vesting  the  land  in  the  trustee  ; as  it  appears  that 
there  was  other  land,  (viz.  the  Great  Poor’s  Close  7 a.  3 r.  22 p,)  to  which  the 
charity  was  entitled,  and  which  was  not  included  in  that  surrender. 

Of  the  premises  thus  received  in  exchange,  the  messuage  and  land  adjoining 
have  been  divided  into  five  tenements  and  gardens,  which  are  occupied  by  poor 
persons  of  the  parish  rent  free.  The  repairs  are  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  of 
the  charity,  and  cost  in  the  year  1809,  10  and  11a  sum  exceeding  70/. 

The  rest  of  the  premises  received  in  exchange,  together  with  the  Great 
Poor’s  Close,  the  whole  containing  about  21  a.  3r.  14p.  are  now  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  Henry  Rastall,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  48/. 

It  appears  from  the  accounts,  that  the  rent  from  1780  to  1808,  amounted  to 
17/.  13s.  10  d.  per  annum  ; it  was  then  raised  to  21/.  5 s. ; at  St.  Thomas’s-day 
1809  it  was  raised  to  41  /.  4s.  6d. ; at  Lady-day  1813  it  was  raised  to  6l  /.  12s.  6d. ; 
Mrs.  Fisher  occupying  all  the  premises  except  the  Rundles  at  46/.  15s.  and 
Henry  Robinson  holding  them  at  14/.  17s.  6d.  ; in  1815,  at  St.  Thomas’s-day, 
the  premises  that  Mrs.  Fisher  occupied  were  let  to  Mr.  Henry  Rastall 
at  40/.  per  annum,  and  the  rent  of  the  meadow  in  the  occupation  of 
Robinson  was  reduced  to  12/.  15s.;  at  St.  Thomas’s  day  1817  Robinson’s 
tenancy  ceased  in  consequence  of  his  leaving  the  parish,  and  the  whole  of  these 
lands  have  since  been  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Henry  Rastall,  brother  of  the 
present  and  son  of  the  late  rector.  He  appears  to  have  paid  37/.  rent  at  Good 
Friday  1818,  and  at  St.  Thomas’s-day  in  the  same  year  26/.  13s.  6d. ; from 
that  time  to  Good  Friday  1822,  54/.  4s.  per  annum;  from  that  time  to  St. 
Thomas’s  1823  inclusive,  44/.  per  annum  ; from  thence  till  Easter-day  1826 
inclusive,  4 51.  per  annum,  and  from  that  time  till  St.  Thoinas’s-day  1827, 
54/.  4s.  per  annum. 

It  appears  that  the  rents  have  been  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  minister 
and  churchwardens,  and  that  it  has  not  been  usual  to  invite  public  competition. 

The  present  rent  is  represented  as  the  fair  value  of  the  farm,  on  which  there 
are  no  ^buildings  of  any  kind,  nor  any  timber.  We  have  however  suggested  the 
advantage  of  affording  an  opportunity  for  public  competition  in  future  lettings. 

The  lands  are  liable  to  a chief  rent  of  10s.  4 d.  payable  to  the  Duke  of 
Newcastle. 

The  rents  are  received  by  one  of  the  churchwardens  half  yearly,  on  St. 
Thomas’s-day  and  Good  Friday. 

The  sum  of  10/.  per  annum  is  paid  half  yearly  to  a schoolmaster,  for  teaching 
12  poor  boys  and  girls  of  the  parish  reading  and  writing.  He  is  assisted  by  his 
wife  who  teaches  the  girls  knitting  and  sewing.  These  children  are  appointed 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

The  residue  of  the  rent  is  distributed  half  yearly  in  money  and  coals,  amongst 
all  the  poor  of  the  parish.  Widows  belonging  to  the  parish,  though  not  resident 
in  it,  receive  portions  of  the  charity. 

An  account  is  kept  by  one  of  the  churchwardens,  and  is  generally  examined 
and  audited  every  year.  The  book,  in  which  the  accounts  are  kept,  is  always 
produced  at  the  meeting  held  for  the  distribution  of  the  doles. 

The  application  of  the  half  yearly  rents  is  fixed  at  a meeting  of  the  minister 
and  churchwardens,  and  one  of  the  churchwardens  distributes  the  money  and 
coals,  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  of  the  meeting. 


At 
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At  the  meeting  held  on  Good  Friday  1828,  after  the  distribution,  there 
remained  a balance  of  4/.  145.  4 d.  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Roberts,  one  of  the 
churchwardens. 

The  parish  clerk  formerly  received  2 s.  6d.  at  each  distribution,  but  that  has 
been  discontinued  since  1820. 

The  sum  of  3 s.  is  paid  at  every  half  yearly  meeting  to  the  minister  and 
churchwardens.

PARISH  OF  BARTON-IN-FAR  IS. 

Poor’s  Money. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  notice  a benefaction  to  the  poor  of  this 
parish  of  20/.  then  vested  in  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  producing 
165.  per  annum  ; but  by  whom  or  when  given  was  unknown. 

This  sum  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Thomas  North,  upon  the  joint  and  several 
note  of  himself  and  John  Woodward,  dated  the  31st  December  1825,  at  five  per 
cent  interest. 

The  interest  is  distributed  at  intervals  of  three  or  four  years  among  the  poor 
of  the  parish,  the  farmers  occasionally  adding  contributions  of  their  own  to 
increase  the  fund.  The  distribution  is  made  in  sums  varying  from  2 5.  to  9 5. 
according  to  the  necessities  and  numbers  of  the  poor.  The  last  embraced 
about  140  individuals. 

Church  Land. 

This  parish  has  also  the  enjoyment  of  a close  of  land,  containing  about  three 
acres,  which  is  supposed  to  have  been  allotted  on  an  inclosure  which  took  place 
about  the  year  I76O ; and  the  rents  of  which  have  been  always  applied  towards 
the  repairs  of  the  church.  This  land  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  the  widow 
of  William  Wilkinson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  annual  rent  of  9/-  135. 


PARISH  OF  BUNNY-WITH-BRADMORE. 

School  and  Almshouses  : — Charities  of  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  Bart. 

and  Lady  Ann  Parkyns. 

The  School  of  Bunny  (as  appears  from  an  inscription  over  the  door  of  it),  with 
four  rooms  for  four  poor  widows,  was  built  in  the  year  1700  by  Sir  Thomas 
Parkyns , bai  t,  second  son  of  the  Lady  Ann  Parkyns. 

The  endowment  appears  to  have  been  made  by  the  said  Lady  Ann  by  the 
following  deed  : — 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  12th  July  1709,  between  the  Lady  Ann  Parkyns, 
relict  of  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  bart.  late  of  Bunny,  and  only  daughter  and  heiress 
of  Thomas  Cressy,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  Everard  Stevenson,  and  seven 
others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  the  said  Lady  Ann  was  desirous  of 
making  a provision  for  training  up  poor  children  in  the  knowledge  of  God,  and 
to  teach  them  to  read,  write,  cast  accounts,  and  so  much  of  trigonometry 
as  related  to  the  mechanical  and  useful  parts  of  mathematics  ; it  was  witnessed, 
that  to  the  intent  the  free  school  in  Bunny  might  be  endowed  with  the  land 
after  mentioned,  and  that  the  same  might  be  settled  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
in  the  manner  and  under  the  restrictions  therein  mentioned,  the  said  Lady 
Ann  thereby  granted  and  conveyed  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  and 
their  heirs,  a close  of  meadow  or  pasture  lying  in  the  lordship  of  Thorpe  in  the 
Clotts,  Nottingham,  containing  about  thirty  acres,  which  she  had  lately  pur- 
chased of  her  son,  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  bart.  to  hold  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part  and  their  heirs,  on  trust,  for  the  following  purposes  ; viz.  that  they 
and  other  persons  who  should  at  any  time  afterwards  be  seised  of  the  premises, 
should  permit  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  during  his  life,  as  also  Sampson  Parkyns, 
son  and  heir  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  during  his  life,  after  the  decease  of  his 
said  father,  and  after  the  decease  of  the  survivor  of  them,  all  and  every  the  suc- 
cessors, being  lords  of  the  manor  of  Bunny,  in  conjunction  with  the  rector  of  Cot- 
lingstock,  Nottingham,  and  the  rector  of  Key  worth  in  the  county  of  Nottingham, 
and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bunny  and  Bradmore  in  the  said  county,  and 
their  successors,  lords,  rectors  and  overseers,  to  receive  the  annual  rent  and 
income  of  the  said  premises,  in  trust,  that  the  said  Sir  Thomas  and  Sampson 
; Rep.  21.  3 K during 
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during  their  respective  lives,  aud  the  lords,  rectors  and  overseers  after  their 
decease,  should  pay  yearly  the  sum  of  10/.  at  two  several  days  in  the  year,  by 
equal  portions,  to  the  schoolmaster  of  Bunny  and  his  successors  schoolmasters 
there,  who  should  be  chosen  and  qualified  in  the  manner  after  declared,  the 
first  payment  to  be  made  on  the  29th  September  then  next,  and  the  second  on 
the  25th  March,  and  so  to  be  paid  successively  for  ever,  provided  that  such 
schoolmaster  should  perform  the  articles  following  ; viz.  that  he  should  be  atten- 
tively industrious  in  his  school,  and  teach  such  children,  whose  parents  should 
be  inhabitants  of  Bunny  and  Bradmore,  the  true  spelling  of  words  and  distinction 
of  syllables,  and  the  points  and  stops  necessary  to  true  reading,  and  should 
teach  them  to  write  a fair  legible  hand,  and  make  them  perfect  in  vulgar 
arithmetic,  and  in  the  then  church  catechism,  that  the  same  children  might  be 
trained  up  in  the  knowledge  of  God  as  taught  in  the  church  of  England, 
and  should  cause  the  said  children  to  say  a prayer,  every  school  day  at  eleven 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  publicly  in  the  school  amongst  the  scholars,  before  they 
should  go  to  dinner,  in  commemoration  of  the  present  founder  and  future  bene- 
factors, and  should  not  voluntarily  absent  himself  from  the  said  school,  above  one 
day  in  each  quarter  of  the  year,  except  on  Saturdays,  and  holidays  allowed  by  the 
church  of  England  and  kept  by  most  schoolmasters  ; and  that  no  such  school- 
master should  grant,  upon  request,  any  moreplaydays  to  his  scholars  than  one  in 
each  calendar  month  in  the  year,  and  that  not  to  be  granted  but  in  the  week  that 
had  no  public  holiday  or  fasting-day,  and  to  attend  in  his  school  from  St.  Martin 
the  Bishop  to  Lady-day  yearly,  to  teach  his  scholars  from  eight  o’clock  till 
eleven  in  the  morning,  and  from  one  at  noon  till  four  at  night,  the  rest  of  the 
year  from  seven  in  the  morning  till  eleven,  and  from  one  till  five  in  the 
evening ; and  if  such  schoolmaster  should  be  a layman  or  clergyman  unbene- 
ficed, he  should  teach  the  said  children  as  aforesaid  every  day  in  the  week 
(except  on  Thursdays  till  three  o’clock  in  the  afternoon  only),  and  on 
Saturdays  in  the  afternoon  until  he  should  have  heard  his  scholars  say  the 
church  catechism  once  over ; but  if  he  should  be  a clergyman  beneficed  he 
should  teach  on  Thursdays  as  long  as  on  other  days,  but  should  not  be  obliged 
to  teach  any  scholar  or  keep  school  on  Saturday,  as  being  more  proper  to  be  set 
apart,  as  a preparatory  for  the  duty  of  the  following  Lord’s  day ; and  such 
schoolmaster,  being  a clergyman,  should  bring  and  accompany  his  scholars  to 
the  parish-church  of  Bunny  every  Wednesday  and  Friday  in  the  week,  at  eleven 
in  the  morning,  to  hear  prayers,  and  should  teach  them  to  behave  themselves 
with  all  reverence  in  the  house  of  God;  and  such  schoolmaster,  whether  clergy- 
man or  layman,  should  cause  the  said  scholars  to  accompany  him  to  the  church, 
upon  every  Sunday  and  festival  day  in  the  morning,  to  hear  divine  service,  and 
should  teach  them  to  make  their  responses,  kneel  and  join  in  the  other  public  ser- 
vices of  the  church,  and  for  that  end,  should  carefully  instruct  them  in  the  Com- 
mon Prayer-book  and  Bible,  and  then  might  dismiss  them  ; and  it  was  further 
declared  to  be  the  intent  of  that  indenture,  that  each  child  qualified  so  to  be 
taught,  as  aforesaid,  should  pay  to  the  schoolmaster  for  his  or  her  entrance  and 
first  coming  into  the  school  twelve-pence,  and  sixpence  for  every  quarter  of 
a year  that  he  or  she  should  continue  to  be  his  scholar,  and  every  husbandman’s 
child  sixpence,  and  each  cottager’s  child  three-pence,  three  days  before  St. 
Thomas’s-day,  to  make  a love-feast  the  next  day  among  the  scholars  (of  cakes 
and  ale,  or  other  things,  at  the  discretion  of  the  schoolmaster),  before  he  should 
break  up  his  school  for  Christmas  ; but  neither  entrance,  quarterage,  or  ex- 
cluding money  should  be  paid  by  any  child,  whose  parents  did  not,  at  the  time 
of  their  death,  pay  to  the  repair  of  the  church  or  maintenance  of  the  poor,  by 
reason  of  his  or  her  poverty  ; and  as  a further  encouragement  to  keep  the 
scholars  at  school  in  winter,  and  that  they  might  not  go  backwards  in  their 
learning,  by  being  absent  from  wanting  firing  to  keep  them  warm  in  the  school, 
that  each  husbandman  belonging  to  Bunny  or  Bradmore,  that  should  have 
a child  or  children  taught  by  the  schoolmaster,  any  part  of  the  year  before  Mid- 
summer-day, for  every  yard  land  he  or  she  should  hold,  and  every  cottager  for 
10/.  he  or  she  should  hold,  should  for  every  yard  land,  or  10/.  or  proportionably 
for  a greater  or  lesser  rent,  deliver,  on  or  before  Midsummer-day,  yearly,  one 
hundred  weight  of  hard  coals  or  other  fuel  of  equal  value,  to  the  schoolmaster, 
to  be  burnt  publicly  in  the  school ; and  the  child  of  every  parent  qualified  as 
aforesaid,  that  should  be  entered  after  Midsummer,  should  deliver  the  coals 
upon  his  or  her  entry  ; and  it  was  further  declared,  that  the  schoolmaster 

should 
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should  take  twelve-pence  of  every  unfree  scholar  at  his  or  her  entry,  and  the  Bunny-with-Brad- 
like  sum  yearly,  and  to  lay  out  the  same  in  coals  in  summer  to  the  best  ad-  more- 
vantage,  which  should  be  burnt  with  the  rest  publicly  in  the  school ; provided  School  and  Alms- 
that  no  schoolmaster  should  be  obliged  to  take  into  the  school,  under  his  houses: 
tuition,  any  child  under  the  age  of  five  years,  unless  it  could  read  perfectly  Charities  of  Sir 
in  the  Primer  ; and  it  was  further  declared,  that  whatever  persons  should  Tll0mas  Parky  ns, 
refuse  to  perform  the  conditions  aforesaid,  and  should,  upon  a full  hearing  Parkyr^ 

before  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  during  his  life,  or  the  said  Sampson,  after-  continued.  ’ 

wards  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  the  said  lords,  rectors  and  overseers,  at  ' ^ • 

the  next  love-feast  after  such  refusal  be  finally  convicted,  from  thenceforward 
for  one  whole  year  should  have  no  benefit  of  being  taught  by  the  said  school- 
master ; and  at  the  year’s  end,  if  he  or  she  did  not  perform  the  conditions  afore- 
said, should  for  ever  after  be  excluded  from  reaping  any  benefit,  as  free  to  be 
taught  by  the  schoolmaster ; and  in  case  they  continued  to  send  their  children, 
in  opposition  to  those  conditions,  should  pay  all  dues  to  the  master  and  school, 
as  strangers  living  out  of  the  said  towns  of  Bunny  and  Bradmore  ; and  it  was 
further  declared,  that  in  case  any  schoolmaster  should  refuse  or  neglect  to 
perform  the  conditions,  on  his  part  to  be  performed,  or  that  the  said  office  of 
schoolmaster  should  become  vacant,  as  by  the  death  or  surrender  of  the 
said  office,  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  and  after  his  decease  the  said  Sampson, 
and  after  his  decease  the  said  lords,  rectors  and  overseers,  assembled  at  the 
next  meeting  or  love-feast  after  such  neglect  or  refusal,  vacancy  or  sur- 
render, or  the  major  part  of  them,  in  open  schoolroom,  should  remove  such 
master  and  declare  such  vacancy,  and  should  then  appoint  a certain  day,  within 
the  space  of  one  calendar  month,  and  above  three  weeks  next  ensuing  such  first 
meeting,  for  the  trustees  to  meet  at  the  school,  to  choose  a fit  and  able  person 
qualified  as  aforesaid,  to  be  master  there,  if  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  or  Sampson, 
or  the  other  trustees  after  their  decease,  should  be  not  all  there  present  at  the 
first  meeting  after  the  remove  or  vacancy  to  elect  as  aforesaid,  to  supply  the 
said  remove  or  vacancy  ; and  to  the  intent  that  they  might  have  due  notice  to 
meet,  at  the  first  love-feast  as  aforesaid,  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bunn  v and 
Bradmore,  should  give  notice  of  such  neglects,  refusal  or  vacancy,  to  the  said 
Sir  Thomas  and  Sampson,  and  to  each  of  the  said  trustees  who  should  act  after 
the  decease  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas  and  Sampson,  to  meet  at  the  said  school- 
house,  in  order  for  removal  and  new  election  ; and  on  further  trust  to  permit 
the  said  Sir  Thomas  during  his  life,  and  afterwards  the  said  Sampson,  and  after 
his  decease  the  said  lords,  rectors  and  overseers,  to  receive  yearly  the  sum 
of  20s.  to  be  laid  out  by  one  of  the  said  trustees,  who  should  be  yearly 
chosen  by  the  rest  as  their  chairman,  in  providing  a dinner  of  meat  and  drink 
as  a love-feast  yearly,  the  next  day,  if  not  Sunday,  after  Midsummer-day, 
to  refresh  themselves  with,  when  they  should  come  to  visit  the  said  school ; 
provided  that  the  said  20 s.  should  either  be  laid  out  in  a dinner,  or  other- 
wise disposed  of  to  the  schoolmaster,  as  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns  and 
Sampson  during  their  lives,  and  the  survivor,  should  please ; and  it  was 
thereby  declared,  that  neither  Alexander  Hudson  and  his  partners,  the  then 
occupiers  of  the  said  close  and  premises,  or  his  succeeding  relations,  should 
be  turned  out  from  holding  the  said  close  and  premises,  provided  that 
he  or  they  should  pay  the  yearly  rent  of  16/.,  including  parliamentary  taxes, 
by  even  portions,  on  Lady-day  or  Michaelmas-day,  or  within  thirty  days 
after ; but  if  the  rent  should  be  unpaid  beyond  that  time,  then  the  trustees 
should  take  such  methods  in  the  law  for  recovering  the  same,  as  should  be  thought 
advisable,  and  should  have  liberty  to  let  the  said  premises  to  any  other  person 
who  should  pay  the  said  rent  of  16/.,  and  no  more,  as  aforesaid  ; and  it  was 
further  declared,  that  the  rent  of  the  said  premises  should  not  at  any  time  there- 
after be  raised  or  increased;  and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Alexander 
Hudson  and  his  partners,  and  all  succeeding  tenants,  to  plough  or  convert  into 
tillage  all  or  any  part  of  the  said  premises,  for  destroying  moss,  by  the  space  of 
three  years  in  every  twenty  years,  paying  for  such  ploughing  51.  over  and  above 
the  said  16/.,  and  for  every  acre  that  should  be  ploughed  more  than  three  years 
in  twenty,  the  sum  of  5 /.,  both  or  either  which  sums  should  be  paid  to  the  said 
trustees,  in  trust,  to  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  said  school  or  the  almshouses  in 
Bunny,  according  as  they  should  see  occasion,  as  an  annual  advancement  for  ever, 
whether  by  interest  put  forth  to  responsible  husbandmen  in  Bunny  or  Bradmore, 
or  a convenient  purchase  of  land  ; and  to  the  intent  that  there  might  be  a full 
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meeting  of  the  trustees  as  often  as  occasion  should  require,  it  was  declared,  that 
each  of  the  trustees  who  could  not  attend  at  any  of  their  meetings,  might,  by 
letter  under  his  or  their  hand,  depute  some  other  honest  and  understanding 
person  to  act  in  his  or  their  place,  provided  that  the  person  who  should  be 
deputed  by  either  of  the  said  rectors  should  be  a clergyman,  and  the  person  who 
should  be  deputed  by  any  other  of  the  said  lay  trustees,  should  be  a layman  ; 
and  what  other  rules  or  orders  might  afterwards  be  found  necessary,  for  the 
better  government  of  the  school,  should  be  made  by  the  majority  of  the  trustees 
or  their  deputies,  at  a lull  meeting  for  that  purpose,  provided  the  same  were 
not  repugnant  to  any  of  the  rules  before  prescribed;  and  it  was  further  declared, 
that  the  trustees  should,  out  of  the  rents,  yearly  lay  out  40 s.  to  buy  two  brown- 
coloured  gowns  and  petticoats  for  two  poor  widows  belonging  to  Bunny,  and 
two  poor  widows  belonging  to  Bradmore,  Bunny  widows  to  be  clothed  the  first 
year  and  Bradmore  the  second,  and  ever  after  alternately  ; which  widows  should 
be  frequenters  of  the  church  as  by  law  established,  and  each  widow  should  wear 
constantly  on  the  outside  of  the  right  sleeve  of  the  garment,  the  said  Lady  Par- 
kyns’s  coat  of  arms,  in  brass,  being  the  lion  rampant,  with  a double  tail  in  a 
lozenge;  and  what  widow  refused  to  wear  the  same  should  not  have  a gown  and 
petticoat,  but  the  money  should  be  distributed  amongst  the  other  conformable 
poor  widow's;  and  upon  further  trust,  that  all  such  rents  as  should  yearly  accrue 
besides  the  said  10/.  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  money  appropriated  to  the 
love  feast,  poor  widows  and  public  taxes,  should  be  applied  bv  the  trustees  every 
half  year,  to  the  use  of  some  poor  widows  of  the  town  of  Bunny,  who  should 
teach  the  children  to  know  their  letters  and  read  in  the  Primer ; and  it  was 
thereby  agreed  and  expressly  appointed  by  the  said  Lady  Parkyns,  that  as  often 
as  any  five  or  six  of  the  said  grantees  of  the  premises  shonld  happen  to  die, 
the  surviving  grantees  should,  at  the  request  of  the  said  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  convey  over  the  premises  to  such  five  or  six  other  honest  and 
sufficient  persons  living  in  Bunny  and  the  neighbourhood  as  the  said  trustees,  or 
the  major  part  of  them,  for  that  purpose,  should  nominate  and  appoint  in  writ- 
ing  under  their  hands,  who  should  stand  seised  of  the  premises  to  the  uses  before 
declared. 


It  does  not  appear  that  this  provision  for  the  renewal  of  the  trusts  has  ever 
been  observed.  The  charity  has  been  for  many  years  under  the  management 
of  successive  members  of  the  Parkyns  family,  lords  of  the  manor  of  Bunny, 
which  characters  are  now  united  in  the  person  of  Lord  Rancliffe. 

In  the  year  1798,  upon  the  inclosure  of  the  common  fields  of  this  parish,  an 
allotment  of  2a.  3r.  21  p.  was  awarded  to  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  bart.  “as  trustee 
of  Bunny  school,  in  satisfaction  of  all  his  rights  and  interests  as  such  trustee  in 
or  to  the  lands  intended  to  be  inclosed.” 

It  is  reported  in  the  parish,  that  about  seventy  years  ago,  the  Hudsons,  who 
were  by  the  provisions  of  the  deed  to  have  the  privilege  of  holding  the  land  at 
Thorpe  at  a fixed  rent,  relinquished  the  occupation  ; since  which  time  the  land 
has  been  let  to  different  tenants  at  various  rents.  The  present  tenant  is  John 
Palin,  who  has  held  it  for  the  last  five  years  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  30/. 
per  annum.  His  immediate  predecessor  wras  Thomas  Smith,  who  also  paid  30/.; 
and  this  rent  does  not  appear  to  have  varied  for  the  last  twenty  years. 

The  land  has  been  ascertained,  by  an  admeasurement  made  in  1825,  to  con- 
tain 23a.  3r.  3p.,  lying  in  two  closes;  and  the  value  then  fixed  by  a surveyor 
employed  by  Lord  Rancliffe,  was  35 s.  per  acre,  which  would  produce  a rent  for 
the  whole  of  about  42/.  The  present  steward  of  Lord  Rancliffe  considers  this 
to  be  more  than  the  value  of  the  land  at  this  time,  but  admits  that  a higher 
rent  than  30/.  may  be  got  for  it,  and  assigns  as  a reason  for  the  rent  not  being 
raised  during  the  last  twenty  years,  that  none  of  Lord  Rancliffe’s  own  rents 
were  raised  during  that  interval.  It  appears,  that  of  late  years  this  land  has 
been  held  jointly  with  other  lands  the  property  of  Lord  Rancliffe ; and  it  has 
been  intimated  to  us,  that  the  low  rent  of  this  portion  of  the  farm  may  have 
induced  the  tenant  to  give  a higher  rent  for  the  residue.  We  have  not  had 
sufficient  evidence  before  us  to  warrant  us  in  stating  that  such  has  been  the  fact ; 
but  we  have  felt  it  right  to  suggest,  that  this  land  should  in  future  be  let  sepa- 
rately, and  that  proper  means  should  be  taken,  by  public  competition  or  other- 
wise, to  secure  for  the  charity  the  best  rent  that  can  be  obtained. 

The  allotment  of  2a.  3r.  21  p.  is’  assigned  to  the  use  of  the  schoolmaster. 

The 
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The  present  master  has  let  it  to  John  Staton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of 
12/.  which  appears  to  be  its  full  value. 

There  is  also  assigned  to  the  master,  for  his  residence,  the  whole  of  the  upper 
part  of  the  schoolhouse,  consisting  of  five  chambers  on  the  first  floor,  and  some 
garrets  over  the  centre.  The  rest  of  the  building  consists  of  a large  room  on 
the  ground  floor,  in  which  the  school  is  held,  and  four  adjoining  rooms,  occu- 
pied by  almspeople.  A small  garden  is  attached  to  the  master’s  premises,  which 
is  separated  by  a wall  from  others  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  almspeople. 

Adjoining  to  the  almshouse  gardens,  and,  as  it  is  stated,  on  part  of  the 
ground  belonging  to  the  school  premises,  is  an  outbuilding,  which  is  reported  to 
have  been  erected  by  a former  schoolmaster,  for  the  convenience  of  the  business 
of  a clockmaker,  which  he  carried  on  with  the  assistance  of  his  son.  Succeeding 
schoolmasters  are  said  to  have  enjoyed  it  as  part  of  the  school  premises,  and  the 
immediate  predecessor  of  the  present  master  appears  to  have  received  a guinea 
a year,  as  the  rent  of  it,  from  a glazier  to  whom  he  had  let  it.  The  present 
master  was  also  put  into  possession  of  this  building  upon  his  appointment.  It 
now  consists  of  two  tenements,  which  are  occupied  by  poor  labourers  rent  free, 
but  they  are  stated  to  have  paid  part  of  the  expense  of  the  improvements.  It 
does  not  appear  by  whom  the  remainder  of  that  expense  was  defrayed,  or  under 
what  circumstances  these  poor  persons  obtained  possession. 

Having  apprised  Lord  Rancliffe  of  this  alleged  encroachment  upon  the 
school  property,  we  are  informed  by  his  lordship,  that  the  giound,  upon  which 
the  building  in  question  was  erected,  was  no  part  of  the  school  premises,  but 
waste  ground  belonging  to  the  manor,  upon  which  a former  master  was  allowed, 
as  a matter  of  indulgence,  to  build;  and  this  representation  is  in  unison  wdth  the 
present  state  and  appearance  of  the  adjoining  land. 

The  rents  of  the  land  at  Thorpe  are  received  by  the  steward  of  Lord  Rancliffe, 
who  pays  thereout  a salary  of  26/.  6s.  to  the  master;  and  the  sum  of  2/.  to 
a tailor  for  a gown  and  petticoat,  which  he  annually  furnishes  to  each  of  two 
poor  widows,  alternately,  of  Bunny  and  Brad  more. 

The  residue  of  the  rent,  being  now  1/.  14  5.  per  annum,  has  not  been  speci- 
fically applied,  but  being  carried  to  an  account  with  Lord  Rancliffe’s  own  rents, 
may  be  considered  as  contributing  to  the  repairs  of  the  schoolhouse,  which  are 
from  time  to  time  provided  for,  from  that  account.  This  expense  has  not  of  late 
years  been  considerable,  the  whole  disbursement  for  that  purpose,  which  appears 
in  the  accounts  produced  to  us  by  his  lordship’s  steward,  from  June  1826  to 
September  1828,  amounting  to  the  sum  of  .5/.  105.  3d. 

It  may  be  observed,  that  this  mode  of  appropriating  the  income  excludes 
the  allowances  granted  by  ihe  deed,  and  for  a love  feast,  for  poor  widows  teach- 
ing children  “ to  know  their  letters,  and  read  in  the  primer.”  The  omission 
of  the  former  is  sufficiently  accounted  for  by  the  discontinuance  of  the  meetings 
of  the  trustees,  upon  which  it  depended  ; besides  that  an  option  was  given  to  Sir 
Thomas  Parkyns  and  Sampson  Parkyns,  to  appropriate  the  allowance  of  205.  for 
that  feast  to  the  use  of  the  master. 

The  neglect  of  the  provision  for  the  widows  school  does  not  receive  so  satis- 
factory an  explanation.  It  appears,  however,  to  have  been  the  less  felt,  in  con- 
sequence of  the  foundation  of  another  charity  of  2/.  per  annum  for  the  same 
object,  by  the  will  of  the  above-named  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  in  1^36,  of  which 
we  shall  speak  more  fully  hereafter. 

The  present  master  of  the  school  of  Bunny  was  appointed  19  years  ago  by 
the  steward  of  Lord  Rancliffe.  He  instructs  from  40  to  100  children  of  both 
sexes,  of  Bunny  and  Bradmore,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic ; as  also  in 
the  church  catechism,  and  the  principles  of  the  Christian  religion.  He  states 
himself  competent  to  teach  the  mathematics,  but  that  he  has  had  no  demand  for 
that  branch  of  instruction.  The  children  are  admitted,  on  application  to  the 
master  himself,  at  the  age  of  five  years,  or  earlier,  if  able  to  read  in  the  primer. 
Each  child  pays  an  entrance  fee  of  15.  and  the  children  of  rated  inhabitants  pay 
a quarterage  of  15.  each.  In  lieu  of  coals,  15.  for  each  child  is  paid  by 
cottagers,  and  35.  by  farmers.  This  commutation  is  not  considered  by  the 
master  as  an  equivalent  for  the  coals,  which  are  required  by  the  deed  to  be 
furnished,  and  which  formerly  were  furnished,  in  kind ; but  he  expresses  himself 
satisfied  with  it,  and  supplies  at  his  own  expense  what  is  wanting  to  keep  up 
a good  fire  in  the  school. 

The  children  are  taken  to  church  on  Sundays,  but  not  on  the  other  days 
Rep.  21.  3 K3  mentioned 
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mentioned  in  the  deed,  the  present  master  being  a layman ; nor  have  they  been 
required  to  say  the  daily  prayer  at  school,  the  master  not  having  been  made 
acquainted  with  that  provision  of  the  deed. 

The  children  do  not  permanently  leave  the  school,  until  they  are  provided 
with  some  employment ; and  they  are  then  generally  well  grounded  in  reading, 
writing  and  common  arithmetic. 

The  Almshouses. — These  houses  consist,  as  we  have  already  mentioned,  of 
four  rooms,  adjoining  the  schoolroom.  They  are  occupied  by  four  poor  aged 
widows,  who  are  placed  in  them  by  the  steward  of  Lord  Rancliffe  from  time  to 
time,  as  vacancies  occur.  They  are  chosen  indifferently  from  Bunny  and 
Bradmore. 

These  widows  receive  a weekly  allowance  of  65.  among  them  from  Lord 
Rancliffe,  making  an  annual  payment  of  15/.  12  s.  Of  this,  a part  may  be  con- 
sidered  as  paid,  in  respect  of  that  portion  of  the  rent  of  the  Newton  estate,  to 
which  two  of  these  almswomen  are  entitled,  for  the  purchase  of  coals,  under  the 
trusts  of  the  deed  of  1714,  to  which  we  shall  presently  advert.  The  residue,  if 
not  attributable  to  his  lordship’s  private  bounty,  must  be  considered  as  supplied 
at  the  expense  of  the  other  charities,  of  which  we  are  about  to  speak. 

We  have  thought  it  right  to  suggest  to  Lord  Rancliffe,  that  the  rectors  of 
Cotlingstock  and  Keyworth,  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Bunny  and  Brad- 
more,  should  in  future  be  invited  to  co-operate  with  his  lordship,  in  the  manage- 
ment of  this  charity,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  deed. 

Further  Charity  of  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  Bart.— Charities  of  Miss  Anne 
Parkyns,  and  the  Ancestors  of  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  10th  October  1714,  between  Sir  Thomas 
Parkyns,  bart.  of  the  first  part ; Beaumont  Parkyns,  esq.  of  the  second  part ; 
and  Everard  Stevenson  and  others,  (being  in  all  sixteen,  of  whom  six  were  de- 
scribed as  being  of  Bunny,  five  of  Bradmore,  and  five  of  Costock,)  of  the  third 
part ; reciting  among  other  things,  that  Anne  Parkyns , late  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Margaret,  Westminster,  deceased,  sister  to  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns  and 
Beaumont  Parkyns,  by  her  will,  bearing  date  19th  May  1711,  had  appointed 
her  executors  to  lay  out  200/.  in  a purchase  of  lands,  the  income  whereof  she 
devised  to  the  several  parishes  of  Bradmore,  Bunny  and  Costock,  to  be  appro- 
priated for  ever,  for  the  putting  out  of  poor  boys  of  all  or  any  of  the  said  parishes 
apprentices  at  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  which  purchase  when  made  wras  to  be 
settled  in  trustees  for  the  said  uses,  and  appointed  the  said  Sir  Thomas  and 
Beaumont  executors  of  her  said  will,  who  had  taken  on  themselves  the  execution 
thereof ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  Sir  Thomas  and  Beaumont  had 
purchased,  in  the  name  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  a messuage,  farm  or  tenement, 
situate  in  Newton,  in  the  parish  of  Shelford,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  and 
a close,  called  the  Long  Close,  and  three  oxgangs  of  land,  lying  within  the  fields 
of  Newton  and  Shelford,  in  the  tenure  of  John  Cully,  the  consideration  whereof 
was  210/.  which  10/.  was  money  belonging  to  the  poor  of  Bunny,  given  by  the 
ancestors  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas;  which  said  messuage,  close  and  lands  the  said 
Sir  Thomas,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  Beaumont,  by  indenture,  bearing  date 
5th  June  1714,  had  granted  and  enfeoffed  to  the  said  Everard  Stevenson  and 
others,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  for  such  uses  as  were  to  be  mentioned  in  certain 
indentures,  then  intended  to  bear  date  with  the  said  recited  indenture,  and  to 
be  made  between  the  said  parties,  but  since  agreed  to  be  declared  by  the  pre- 
sent indenture,  though  of  a different  date  from  the  said  recited  indenture  ; by 
which  said  indenture  the  said  Sir  Thomas  also  granted  to  the  before-mentioned 
several  grantees,  and  their  heirs,  two  closes,  called  the  Holme  Closes,  situate  in 

Thorpe,  in  the  several  tenures  of Wright,  widow,  and Smith,  widow, 

together  with  other  the  premises  therein  mentioned,  being  the  proper  inheritance 
of  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  in  trust,  for  such  uses  as  should  be  mentioned  in  the 
said  indentures  so  intended  as  aforesaid,  but  since  agreed  to  be  declared  by  the 
present  indenture ; which  said  recited  indenture  and  grant  was  inrolled  in 
Chancery,  the  14th  June  in  the  same  year  in  which  it  bore  date  : it  was  wit- 
nessed and  declared  to  be  the  intent  of  all  the  parties  thereto,  that  the  grant 
of  the  said  premises  was  in  trust  for  the  following  uses,  viz.  that  the  said  parties 
of  the  third  part,  and  all  others  who  should  thereafter  be  seised  of  the  said  pre- 
mises, 
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mises,  should  permit  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  and  the  said  Beaumont  and  Thomas 
Parkyns,  esq.  grandson  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  during  their  lives,  and  after  the 
decease  of  the  survivor,  then  all  or  any  person  or  persons  who  should  be  of  the 
blood  or  name  of  the  Parkyns* s,  of  Bunny,  if  the  residence  of  such  persons  for 
the  time  being  should  be  within  ten  miles  distance  from  the  town  of  Bunny,  to 
receive  the  annual  rent  and  income  of  the  said  messuage,  close  and  oxgangs  of 
land,  in  Newton,  and  should  also  permit  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  Beaumont,  and 
Thomas,  and  the  survivor  during  their  lives,  and  after  the  decease  of  the  sur- 
vivor, then  all  or  any  person  or  persons,  who  should  be  of  the  blood  or  name  of 
the  Parkyns’s,  of  Bunny,  if  the  residence  of  such  persons  should  be  within  ten 
miles  distance  from  the  said  town  of  Bunny,  to  receive  the  annual  sum  of  51.  4s. 
and  10s.  yearly  to  be  issuing  out  of  the  said  two  closes,  called  the  Holmes,  in 
Thorpe,  in  trust,  that  they  should  divide  the  annual  rent  of  the  said  premises, 
in  Newton,  into  twenty- one  parts,  and  should  pay  twenty  parts  thereof  towards 
the  placing  out  yearly  such  one  or  two  child  or  children  apprentices,  as  should 
from  year  to  year  be  nominated  by  the  trustees,  appointed  by  Dame  Anne 
Parkyns,  mother  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas  and  Beaumont,  upon  her  making  the 
late  settlement  upon  and  endowment  of  the  school  in  Bunny,  lately  founded  by 
the  said  Sir  Thomas,  at  their  yearly  meeting  at  Bunny  for  that  purpose  j and  it 
was  declared  to  be  the  intent  of  the  said  indenture,  that  the  children  to  be  chosen 
should  be  those  of  poor  husbandmen,  tradesmen  or  cottagers,  who  should  have  the 
greatest  charge  of  children  at  the  time  of  such  election,  and  of  such  whose  parents 
should  live  in  the  towns  and  parishes  of  Bradmore,  Bunny  and  Costlingstock,  and 
that  each  of  the  said  towns  should  be  entitled  to  have  a child  put  out  appren- 
tice by  turns  successively  ; that  such  child  should  not  at  the  time  of  his  election 
be  under  14  or  exceed  the  age  of  15  years ; and  as  a qualification  to  be  elected, 
should  write  indifferently,  read  well,  and  cast  accounts  in  vulgar  arithmetic ; 
and  in  case  there  should  not  be  any  such  children  found  in  any  of  the  said  towns, 
by  their  turns,  who  should  be  qualified  as  aforesaid,  then  the  said  twenty  parts, 
which  by  the  intent  thereof  should  be  applied  for  the  putting  out  any  child, 
should  for  such  term  only  be  paid  to  such  apprentice,  as  should  first  have  served 
his  apprenticeship,  being  of  that  town  so  losing  their  turn,  towards  the  setting 
him  up  in  his  trade,  and  so  successively  to  be  applied  to  such  apprentice  as 
should  next  in  course  have  served  his  time,  being  of  such  town  as  should 
lose  their  turn,  as  often  as  the  same  should  happen ; and  as  to  the  twenty- 
first  part  of  the  said  rents  and  profits,  concerning  which  no  trust  was  therein- 
before declared,  (being  purchased  with  the  proper  money  of  the  said  Sir 
Thomas  Parkyns’s  ancestors,  over  and  above  what  the  said  Ann  Parkyns  left 
by  her  will  for  the  said  charity),  the  same  should,  on  or  before  Midsummer- 
day  yearly  for  ever,  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
Bunny,  for  the  buying  of  coals  or  other  fuel,  to  be  delivered,  within  fourteen 
days  after  such  payment,  to  two  poor  widows  of  Bunny  for  the  time  being  placed 
in  the  almshouses  there  lately  founded  and  built  by  the  said  Sir  Thomas  ; and 
as  for  the  sum  of  51.  4 s.  yearly  arising  from  the  said  closes  in  Thorpe,  it  was 
declared,  that  the  trustees  appointed  to  receive  the  same  should  yearly  lay  out 
the  same  in  bread  for  the  use  of  four  widows  or  widowers,  two  whereof  to  be  of 
Bunny  and  two  of  Bradmore,  and  to  be  of  the  principles  of  the  church  of 
England,  and  who  frequented  the  church,  and  were  absent  only  by  reason 
of  sickness,  to  each  of  them  a three-penny  loaf  every  Sunday,  viz.  the  light 
threepenny  new  loaves  of  household  bread,  or  twopenny  household  with  one 
white  wheaten  loaf,  or  three  penny  white  wheaten,  according  to  the  widows  or 
widowers  indisposition,  infirmities  and  constitutions,  to  be  delivered  to  the  sexton 
or  amen-clerk  of  Bunny  on  every  Saturday,  and  by  him  set  upon  the  clock  loft 
before  divine  service  every  Sunday,  with  a paper  annexed  to  each  basket, 
describing  what  widows  and  widowers  were  to  receive  the  bread ; which  said 
bread  should  be  made  by  a baker  living  in  Great  Leake,  Bunny,  Bradmore  or 
Ruddington,  if  there  should  be  any  such  there  who  should  keep  the  assize, 
and  for  want  of  a baker  in  any  of  those  towns,  the  next  neighbouring  baker  to 
make  and  deliver  such  bread ; and  it  was  further  declared,  that  the  trustees 
appointed  for  the  management  of  the  said  respective  charities  should  appear  and 
meet  at  Bunny  once  in  every  year  at  the  school  ; and  in  case  of  failure  in 
meeting  and  executing  the  trusts,  the  chief  lord  or  lords  of  the  manors  of 
Bunny,  Bradmore  and  Costock,  with  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
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the  poor  of  each  of  the  said  towns  should  meet  at  Bunny  school,  and  should 
elect  the  apprentice  in  such  manner  as  was  before  declared,  provided  that  to  the 
intent  there  might  be  a full  meeting  of  the  said  trustees  as  often  as  occasion 
should  require,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Sir  Thomas,  Beaumont  and 
Thomas  during  their  lives,  and  afterwards  for  any  of  the  name  or  blood  of  the 
Parkyns’s  who  should  be  trustees  by  the  intent  thereof,  as  also  in  case  of  failure 
on  meeting  and  proceeding  to  election  as  aforesaid  when  any  of  them  should  be 
absent,  and  could  not  attend  at  any  of  their  meetings,  by  letter  under  their  hand 
respectively,  to  depute  some  other  honest  and  understanding  person  to  act  in  his 
place  at  any  of  their  said  meetings,  in  as  full  a manner  as  if  the  person  so  to  be 
represented  was  there  present ; and  it  was  declared,  that  the  annual  rent  of  the 
said  premises  in  Newton,  which  was  then  10/.  per  annum,  should  not  at  any  time 
thereafter  be  raised  or  increased  to  any  sum  exceeding  10  5.  a year  over  and 
above  the  then  rent ; which  said  sum  of  10  5.  per  annum,  and  the  said  sum  of 
105.  per  annum  issuing  out  of  the  Holme  Closes,  of  which  no  use  was  declared, 
should  be  added  to  the  money  appointed,  by  the  settlement  lately  made  by  the  said 
Dame  Ann  Parkyns  of  lands  of  the  annual  value  of  16/.  lying  in  Thorpe,  for 
the  endowing  the  said  school,  and  making  provision  for  training  up  poor  children 
in  the  knowledge  of  God  and  practice  of  the  Christian  religion,  for  a love-feast, 
amongst  the  feoffees  and  trustees  that  should  meet  at  Bunny  school,  for  the 
managing  the  several  charities  yearly  : And  it  was  declared,  that  neither  the 
said  John  Cully,  Widow  Wright  and  Widow  Smith,  occupiers  of  the  said 
messuage,  closes,  lands  and  premises,  or  his  her  or  their  succeeding  relations 
respectively,  should  be  turned  out  from  holding  the  said  premises  respectively, 
provided  they  should  pay  the  yearly  rent  of  10/.  and  10  s.  for  the  premises 
in  Newton,  and  81.  for  the  closes  in  Thorpe,  including  parliamentary  taxes, 
half-yearly,  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  or  within  thirty  days  after ; but  if 
any  of  the  said  half-year’s  rent  should  be  unpaid  by  the  space  of  thirty  days 
after  either  of  the  said  days  of  payment,  the  trustees  should  have  power  to  enter 
upon  and  set  the  said  premises  to  any  other  person  or  persons  for  the  same  rent, 
for  a term  not  exceeding  twenty-one  years  : And  it  was  further  declared,  that  if 
the  said  annual  sum  of  5 /.  145.  should  be  unpaid,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Sir  Thomas,  and  all  the  trustees  thereby  appointed  to  receive  the  same,  from 
time  to  time  to  enter  into  the  said  closes,  and  distrain  the  surplus  of  the  rents  of 
the  said  closes,  to  be  paid  to  the  heirs  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas  : And,  lastly,  it 
was  declared,  that  as  often  as  any  eight  or  more  of  the  grantees  of  the  said  pre- 
mises should  happen  to  die,  the  surviving  grantees  should,  at  the  request  of  the 
trustees,  convey  the  said  premises  to  eight  or  ten  other  honest  and  sufficient  men 
living  in  Bunny  or  the  neighbourhood  thereof,  as  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part 
of  them,  should  nominate  under  their  hands,  in  writing  ; who  should  stand 
seised  of  the  said  premises  to  the  uses  before  mentioned,  and  so  successively  from 
time  to  time  for  ever. 

It  does  not  appear  that  this  trust  has  ever  been  renewed.  These  charities 
have  consequently  remained  under  the  sole  management  of  the  Parkyns  family. 

The  estate  at  Newton,  consisting  of  a small  house,  barn  and  other  buildings, 
and  six  parcels  of  land,  containing  in  the  whole  24a.  Sc  20p.  is  now  in  the 
occupation  of  William  Parr,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  3?/.;  which  appears 
to  be  the  fair  value. 

This  rent  is  received  by  the  steward  of  Lord  Rancliffe,  and  carried  to  the 
same  account  with  the  rents  of  his  lordship’s  own  estates. 

Out  of  this  general  account,  sums  are  from  time  to  time  paid  for  putting 
forth  apprentices;  the  usual  premium  being  four  guineas.  The  number  put 
forth,  however,  has  been  very  inconsiderable,  being  only  two  in  the  year  1827. 
and  one  down  to  September  1828. 

The  rest  of  the  rent  may  be  considered  as  contributing  to  the  weekly  pay- 
ment of  65.  (or  15 1.  125.  per  annum)  to  the  four  almswomen,  of  which  we  have 
before  spoken,  as  well  as  to  other  charitable  allowances,  which  are  supplied  by 
his  lordship’s  orders  to  the  poor  of  Bunny  and  Bradmore,  partly  in  weekly 
or  monthly  payments  to  certain  aged  and  infirm  individuals,  and  partly  in  a dis- 
tribution of  money,  beef  and  wheat,  at  Christmas.  The  whole  amount  of  these 
allowances  in  the  year  1827,  exclusive  of  the  payments  to  the  four  almswomen, 
was  581.  65.  6cl , according  to  an  account  which  has  been  rendered  to  us  by  his 
lordship’s  steward. 
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The  benefit  of  these  several  dispensations  of  charity  is  no  doubt  sensibly  felt 
by  the  poor,  who  are  the  objects  of  them  ; but  regarded  as  an  appropriation  of 
the  rents  of  the  Newton  estate,  they  are  at  variance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
trust  deed,  which  we  conceive  ought  to  be  attentively  observed. 

The  rent-charge  of  51.  14s. — The  Holme  Closes,  which  were  made  subject 
to  the  charge  of  5/.  4s.  per  annum  for  bread,  and  10s.  for  an  augmentation  to  the 
love  feast,  are  now  the  property  (but  for  what  estate  we  are  not  informed)  of 
Lady  Parkyns,  the  widow  of  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  bart.  who  was  the  eldest  son 
and  heir  of  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  the  donor. 

We  do  not  find  any  evidence  of  the  10s.  having  been  paid,  the  love-feast 
as  we  before  mentioned  not  having  taken  effect.  The  51.  4s.  for  bread  appears 
to  have  been  paid  by  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns  down  to  the  time  of  his 
death,  which  took  place  in  1800,  and  since  that  time  by  his  widow,  (who  then 
became  entitled  to  the  Holme  Closes,)  until  about  five  years  ago,  when  the  pay- 
ment was  discontinued. 

Having  applied  to  her  ladyship  on  the  subject  of  this  claim,  we  have  been 
informed  by  her  “ that  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns  always  considered  his  estate 
at  Bradmore  subject  to  that  payment,  by  a deed  [the  will]  of  his  father;  in  con- 
sequence of  which  Lady  Parkyns  felt  herself  liberated  from  the  demand,  when 
Lord  Rancliffe  became  possessed  of  the  property ; but  as  his  lordship  refused 
the  application  made  to  him  by  the  person  furnishing  the  bread,  her  ladyship, 
from  feelings  of  pure  benevolence,  said  that  as  long  as  the  old  people  lived,  who 
were  considered  by  her  late  husband  as  proper  objects  of  the  donation,  she 
would  remunerate  the  person  who  supplied  the  weekly  allowance,  and  at  their 
death  she  should  not  be  any  longer  responsible.” 

It  will  be  seen  under  the  next  article,  that  by  the  will  of  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns, 
who  charged  the  Holme  Closes  as  above  mentioned,  he  imposed  a like  charge 
of  51.  4.9.  for  bread  upon  his  estate  at  Bradmore,  and  a further  charge  of  405. 
for  a dame’s  school,  and  that  the  directions  of  the  will  as  to  the  application  of 
the  bread,  are  almost  precisely  in  the  same  terms  as  those  of  the  deed,  except 
that  an  error  in  the  latter  of  four  widows  or  widowers,  instead  of  eight,  is  cor- 
rected in  the  will. 

Upon  the  death  of  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  the  Bradmore  estate  as  well 
as  the  Holme  Closes  devolved  upon  his  son  the  late  Sir  Thomas ; upon  whose 
death  the  Bradmore  estate  vested  in  his  grandson  the  presentLord  Rancliffe,  while 
the  Holme  Closes  devolved,  as  above  mentioned,  upon  his  widow,  Lady  Parkyns. 

The  objection  on  the  part  of  her  ladyship  appears  to  be,  that  the  Holme 
Closes  were  exonerated  from  the  charge  by  the  imposition  of  a similar  charge 
upon  the  Bradmore  estate ; but  we  have  found  nothing  in  the  will  indicative  of 
an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  testator,  that  the  charge,  which  he  thereby 
imposed  on  the  Bradmore  estate,  should  be  taken  in  satisfaction  of  that  which 
he  had  previously  imposed  on  the  Holme  Closes. 

Our  evidence  does  not  extend  to  shew  that  more  than  one  of  the  charges  was 
at  any  time  paid  by  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns ; but  his  omission  to  pay  the 
other,  however  it  might  evince  his  own  opinion  of  the  testator’s  intention,  could 
not,  as  we  conceive,  tend  to  prejudice  the  rights  of  the  charity. 

With  respect  to  the  circumstance  stated  by  Lady  Parkyns,  that  her  late  hus- 
band always  considered  his  Bradmore  estate  as  subject  to  the  payment,  it  may 
be  proper  to  add,  that  an  ancient  inscription  over  the  door  of  the  schoolhouse, 
(and-  a similar  one  over  the  door  of  the  almshouses)  records  the  annuity  of 
51.  45.  for  bread,  as  payable  out  of  Thorpe  lordship,  (in  which  the  Holme 
Closes  are  situate  ;)  and  that  this  inscription,  which  was  probably  put  up  in  the 
lifetime  of  the  donor,  was  suffered  by  the  late  Sir  Thomas  to  remain  unaltered. 

The  circumstances  above  stated  may  render  this  a fit  case  for  the  considera- 
tion of  a court  of  equity. 

Further  Charity  of  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  Bart. 

The  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  by  his  Will,  dated  18th  August  1735,  directed 
and  appointed  that  the  sum  of  51.  45.  should  be  yearly  laid  out,  for  ever,  for  the 
use  of  eight  widows  or  widowers  ; that  is  to  say,  four  of  Bunny  and  four  of 
Bradmore,  to  each  of  them  who  should  come  to  church,  or  used  to  frequent 
the  church,  and  were  absent  only  by  reason  of  sickness  or  some  bodily  infirmity, 
a three-penny  loaf  every  Sunday  ; viz.  eight  three-penny  new  loaves  of  house- 
hold bread,  or  two-penny  household  with  one  white  wheaten  loaf,  or  three 
penny  white  wheaten,  according  to  the  persons  indispositions,  infirmities  and 
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constitutions,  to  be  delivered  to  the  sexton  or  amen  clerk  of  Bunny  every  Saturday, 
and  by  him  to  be  set  upon  the  clock  loft  before  divine  service  every  Sunday,  with 
a paper  annexed  to  each  basket,  what  widows  and  widowers  were  to  receive  the 
bread  (to  avoid  disputes)  after  divine  service,  and  to  be  made  by  some  baker  of 
Great  Leake,  Bradmore  or  Ruddington,  if  there  should  be  any  such  w'ho  should 
keep  the  assize  of  bread,  and  for  want  of  such  baker  in  those  said  towns,  then  the 
said  bread  to  be  made  and  delivered  by  the  next  neighbouring  baker ; and  he 
thereby  subjected  and  charged  all  his  farm  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments 
at  Bradmore,  in  the  possession  of  William  Street,  as  well  for  the  perpetual  yearly 
payment  of  the  said  51.  45.  as  also  with  the  further  perpetual  yearly  payment 
of  405. ; that  is  to  say,  205.  a year  to  be  paid  to  a dame  or  schoolmistress  in 
Bradmore,  to  learn  spelling,  so  as  to  fit  children  to  come  under  the  schoolmaster 
of  Bunny  aforesaid. 

In  respect  of  this  charity  eight  three-penny  loaves  are  now  furnished  by  a 
baker  of  Bunny  every  Sunday,  which  are  distributed  at  the  church  by  the 
clerk,  under  the  directions  of  the  churchwardens,  to  eight  poor  persons,  widows 
or  widowers,  four  of  Bunny  and  four  of  Bradmore,  who  have  come  to  church 
to  receive  the  same,  unless  prevented  by  infirmity.  This  bread  (amounting  to 
51.  45.  per  annum)  is  paid  for  by  Lord  Rancliffe,  as  the  owner  of  the  lands 
charged. 

This  payment  does  not  appear  to  have  been  made  by  his  lordship  until 
about  November  1827,  when  a copy  of  the  will  having  been  obtained,  and 
application  in  consequence  made  to  his  lordship,  he  directed  that  the  bread 
should  be  duly  distributed,  and  that  the  payment  of  405.  a year  should  be 
made  to  a widow  in  Bradmore  for  teaching  children  spelling  ; which  payment  is 
also  accordingly  now  made. 

We  have  seen,  under  the  last  article,  that  sums  to  a much  larger  amount  than 
the  payments  above  mentioned  are  annually  bestowed  in  charity  by  Lord  Ran- 
cliffe’s  directions,  out  of  the  rents  of  his  lordship’s  estates ; but  those  general 
dispensations  of  charity,  however  beneficial  to  the  poor  who  are  the  objects 
of  them,  cannot  be  considered  as  satisfying  the  particular  modes  of  charity 
above  prescribed. 

Having  communicated  with  his  lordship  on  the  subject,  he  has  informed  us, 
that  he  has  given  directions,  that  the  trusts  of  the  several  charities,  under  his 
management,  shall  in  future  be  strictly  performed. 

The  Nottingham  Land. 

By  Indenture,  bearing  date  22d  October  1763,  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  bart. 
and  Thomas  Gee,  described  as  two  of  the  surviving  trustees  for  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  Bunny,  in  consideration  of  5s.  assigned  and  transferred  to  Tho- 
mas Smith  and  William  Mitchell  (who  were  appointed  other  trustees  for  the 
said  poor  inhabitants)  and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  land,  being  two  leys  lying  in  a 
place  in  the  meadows,  belonging  to  the  town  and  county  of  the  towTn  of  Notting- 
ham, called  the  Great  Rye  Hills,  abutting  on  the  town  ditch,  which  divides  the 
Bull  Piece,  north  ; a close  of  Mr.  Plumptre’s,  south  ; the  lands  late  Lord  Mor- 
peth’s, east ; and  Mr.  Greave’s,  west  thereof,  and  containing,  by  estimation, 
2 a.  1 r.  30r. : to  hold  to  the  said  Thomas  Smith  and  William  Mitchell,  and  their 
heirs,  together  with  them  the  said  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns  and  Thomas  Gee,  and 
their  heirs,  in  trust  for  the  said  poor  inhabitants  of  Bunny,  for  ever. 

It  is  not  known  from  what  source  this  property  was  acquired  by  the  parish. 

The  land  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  James,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  51.  per  annum  ; which  is  deemed  a fair  rent,  the  land  being  subject  to 
the  burgesses  right  of  depasturing  from  Lammas  to  Candlemas. 

This  rent  is  carried  to  the  general  account  of  Lord  Rancliffe’s  rents;  thus 
contributing  to  the  several  charitable  payments  to  which  we  have  before 
adverted. 

We  have  thought  it  right  to  suggest,  that  separate  accounts  should  in  future 
be  kept  of  the  several  charitable  funds  under  his  lordship’s  management ; and 
we  are  informed  by  his  lordship,  that  he  has  given  directions  accordingly. 


PARISH  OF  COSTOCK,  OR  CORTLINGSTOCK. 

Charity  of  Miss  Ann  Parkyns. 

This  parish  is  entitled  to  participate  in  the  charity  of  Miss  Ann  Parkyns,  for 
apprenticing,  the  particulars  of  which  have  been  given  in  the  preceding  account 
ot  the  charities  of  Bunny  with  Bradmore. 
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PARISH  OF  GOTHAM. 

Charities  of  Borrow  and  others. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  John  Borrow,  by  Will,  in  Gotham. 

1630,  gave  to  the  poor,  and  for  apprenticing  poor  children  of  this  parish  40/.,  — 

then  vested  in  William  Dickenson,  and  producing  2/.  a year.  BorrowTndothere. 

Also,  that  William  Bridges,  by  Will,  in  1712,  gave  the  sum  of  51.  producing  v ^ / 

4^.  per  annum  for  the  like  purpose. 

Also,  that  Bryan  Redfern , by  Will,  in  1744,  gave  51.,  vested  in  the  minister, 
and  producing  45.  a year. 

Also,  that  Richard  Spencer,  by  Will,  in  1776,  gave  51.  to  the  poor,  then  vested 
in  William  Hainesworth,  and  producing  5 s.  a year. 

In  a tablet  in  the  church  the  interest  of  the  two  last-mentioned  donations  is 
stated  to  be  distributable  at  Christmas ; and  it  is  further  stated,  that  the  prin- 
cipal sum  of  51.,  given  by  Spencer,  is  directed  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  his 
executor,  at  five  per  cent,  or  to  be  otherwise  put  out  at  interest. 

The  parishioners  are  possessed  of  a sum  of  52/.,  supposed  to  be  derived,  with 
some  small  addition,  from  the  three  first  mentioned  donations ; which  sum  is 
deposited  in  the  Nottingham  savings  bank,  in  the  names  of  the  rector  and 
churchwardens,  and  the  interest,  amounting  to  2/.  25.  2 d.  per  annum,  is  re- 
ceived annually  by  the  latter,  and  is  distributed  in  the  spring  of  the  year,  at 
a vestry  meeting,  amongst  the  poor  widows  and  other  most  necessitous  persons 
of  the  parish. 

The  sum  of  51.,  given  by  Richard  Spencer,  is  in  the  hands  of  William  Cox,  a 
freeholder  of  the  parish,  who  pays  5 5.  per  annum  in  respect  thereof  to  the 
churchwarden.  That  sum  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  given  away  at  the 
church  to  the  poor  widows  of  the  parish  at  Christmas. 


PARISH  OF  KEYWORTPI. 

Church  Lands. 

The  parishioners  are  possessed  of  6a.  Sr.  12 p„  which  were  awarded  by  the 
commissioners  under  an  Inclosure  Act,  passed  in  the  38th  year  of  Geo.  3,  to 
the  churchwardens  of  Keyworth,  as  trustees  for  certain  land  called  Church 
Land,  in  lieu  of  all  their  lands,  rights  and  interests  as  such  trustees,  in  the 
open  lands  and  grounds  of  the  township  of  Keyworth  ; but  they  have  no  deeds 
or  documents  relative  to  the  lands,  in  respect  of  which  the  allotment  was 
made. 

This  land  has  been  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Joseph  Disney  since  the  time  of 
the  inclosure. 

In  the  year  1809,  the  parish  church  requiring  to  be  newly  pewed,  and  Mr. 

Joseph  Disney  agreeing  to  advance  to  the  parish  the  sum  that  was  required  for 
the  expenses  of  it,  at  five  per  cent  interest,  it  was  agreed  at  a vestry  meeting, 
holden  on  the  19th  October  in  that  year,  that  he  and  his  executors  should 
continue  to  rent  the  church  land  at  11.  I65  per  acre,  until  the  sum  which  he 
should  advance  should  be  liquidated ; provided  that  he  and  they  should  culti- 
vate the  farm  in  a husband-like  manner ; and  by  an  account  settled  between 
him  and  the  parish  in  October  1810,  there  was  found  to  be  due  to  him,  upon 
a balance  then  struck,  183/.  5s.  4 §e/. 

From  that  time  an  account  has  been  annually  settled  between  the  parishioners 
and  Mr.  Disney,  in  which  he  is  charged  with  the  rent  of  12/.  5 s.  8</.  a year; 
and  after  deducting  the  sum  due  to  him  in  respect  of  interest,  the  residue  is 
annually  applied  in  reduction  of  the  principal.  At  the  last  settlement  of 
accounts,  on  the  10th  October  1827,  a balance  of  94/.  95.  2| d.  remained  due 
to  Mr.  Disney. 

It  is  reputed  in  the  parish  that  the  rents  of  the  land  belonging  to  the  church- 
wardens, before  the  inclosure,  were  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  church. 

Poor’s  Lands. 

By  the  abovementioned  award  of  the  commissioners  of  inclosure,  a piece  of  Poor’s  Lands, 
land,  containing  4 a.  1r.  12p.  lying  in  the  Mill  Field  of  Keyworth,  was  allotted 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Keyworth,  for  the  time 
being,  as  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Keyworth,  in  lieu  of  all  their  lands,  rights 
and  interests  which  they,  as  such  trustees,  had  in  the  lands  or  grounds  thereby 
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divided  and  inclosed ; and  also  in  lieu  of  an  ancient  inclosure,  then  used  as 
a garden,  given  up  in  exchange,  and  allotted  to  Sir  Thomas  Parkyns,  bart.  as 
a proprietor  of  lands. 

The  parishioners  have  no  deeds  or  documents  showing  by  what  means  the 
poor  became  entitled  to  the  lands,  in  respect  of  which  the  above  allotment 
was  made. 

The  land  has  been  in  the  occupation  of  Matthias  Hodgett,  at  the  rent  of 
31.  10s.  ever  since  the  inclosure ; immediately  after  which  an  agreement  was 
made  with  him,  that  he  should  have  it  at  that  rent  for  a term  of  21  years,  he 
bearing  the  expenses  of  fencing  and  inclosing. 

The  term  having  expired  he  now  holds  as  yearly  tenant ; but  at  a vestry 
meeting  which  was  holden  after  Michaelmas  last,  it  was  agreed  that  he  should  pay 
51.  a year  as  the  rent  for  the  future,  to  commence  from  Lady-day  1828  ; and 
this  is  said  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the  land.  The  tenant  is  stated  to  have  much 
improved  the  soil  by  draining. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  overseer,  at  Lady-day  annually,  and  has  been 
carried  to  the  account  of  the  poor’s  rate. 

We  are  assured  that  it  has  been  so  disposed  of  for  upwards  of  50  years,  and 
we  are  without  any  evidence,  to  warrant  us  in  saying  that  a different  appropri- 
ation ought  to  be  made. 

Poor’s  Money. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  a person  unknown  had  given 
10/.  vested  in  the  parish,  and  producing  8s.  a year,  for  poor  widows. 

The  sum  is  now  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  William  Cook,  who  pays  8 s.  a year  as 
the  interest  thereof,  at  Whitsuntide,  amongst  the  poor  widows  of  the  parish. 
Four  poor  widows  have  usually  shared  this  charity,  but  at  the  time  of  the 
inquiry  there  were  but  three  poor  widows  in  the  parish. 

We  suggested  to  the  parish  officers  the  propriety  of  investing  this  money  in 
the  savings  bank. 


PARISH  OF  KINGSTON-UPON-SOAR. 

Redfern’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  state,  that  Jervase  Redfern , by  Will,  the  date  of 
which  is  not  mentioned,  gave  for  bread  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  10/.  vested  in 
the  parish,  but  afterwards  reduced  by  loss  to  81.  and  producing  7 s.  6d.  a year. 

An  annual  sum  of  105.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Charles  Stokes,  the  tenant  of  a large 
farm  in  Kingston,  whose  family  have  resided  there  for  many  years,  and  the 
annuity  is  reputed  to  have  been  paid  by  them  for  a long  period.  Mr.  Stokes 
informs  us  that  this  payment  is  made  by  him  as  the  interest  of  10/.,  left  to  be 
distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor,  twice  in  the  year,  and  which  money  is  now  in 
his  hands,  but  by  whom  left  he  does  not  know.  In  the  absence  of  any  evidence 
as  to  the  donor  of  this  sum,  it  may  be  presumed  to  be  made  up  of  the  81.  men- 
tioned in  the  Returns,  with  some  accumulation  of  interest. 

Mr.  Stokes  distributes  5s.  worth  of  bread  at  Christmas,  and  5 s.  worth  at 
Easter,  in  satisfaction  of  this  interest,  to  the  poor  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  EAST  LEKE. 

Bley’s  School. 

John  Bley,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  20th  October  1730,  gave  to  John  Clifton, 
Samuel  Earby,  and  Daniel  Woodroffe,  their  heirs  and  successors,  his  school- 
house,  erected  at  East  Leke,  with  the  orchard  thereto  adjoining,  in  trust,  for 
the  sole  use  and  benefit  of  the  children  in  the  township  of  East  Leke ; and  he 
directed  that  450/.  should  be  paid  by  his  executors  to  the  said  trustees,  so  soon 
as  a convenient  purchase  of  land  could  be  made  after  his  death,  and  which, 
when  made,  he  willed  should  be  settled  to  the  same  trustees  and  their  heirs, 
in  trust,  that  the  rents  and  profits  of  such  purchased  estate  might  be  applied,  in 
the  first  place,  for  keeping  the  said  schoolhouse  in  good  repair,  and  the  residue 
half-yearly  for  the  maintenance  of  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  school  j and  he 
appointed  Samuel  Sterropp  and  Hugh  Hardy  executors  of  his  will. 


This 
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This  abstract  of  the  will  is  taken  from  a recital  in  an  indenture  of  bargain  and 
sale,  bearing  date  17th  July  1/33,  and  inrolled  in  Chancery  on  13th  November 
in  the  same  year,  made  between  the  said  John  Clifton,  Samuel  Earby  and  Daniel 
Woodroffe,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  said  Samuel  Sterroppand  Hugh  Hardy,  Wil- 
liam Mercer  and  Thomas  Angrave,  of  the  other  part ; whereby,  after  further  re- 
citing that  the  said  executors  had  laid  out  350/.,  part  of  the  said  sum  of  450/.,  in 
the  purchase  of  the  lands  thereinafter  conveyed,  and  that  the  same  had  been 
conveyed  to  the  use  of  the  parties  of  the  first  part  and  their  heirs  ; it  was  witnessed, 
that  to  the  intent  that  the  said  charity  might  be  maintained  according  to  the 
will  of  the  donor,  and  in  consideration  of  5 s.,  the  said  parties  of  the  first  part 
bargained  and  sold  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  the 
said  schoolhouse  and  orchard,  and  a close  lying  at  Burton-in-the- Wolds,  in  the 
county  of  Leicester,  called  the  Nether  Walton  Brook  Close,  containing,  bv  esti- 
mation, 20  acres,  to  hold  to  the  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  to  the 
use  of  themselves  and  the  parties  of  the  first  part,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  out 
of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  from  time  to  time  perpetually  to 
repair  the  said  schoolhouse,  and,  when  necessary,  to  rebuild  it ; and  to  dispose 
of  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  as  a salary  for  the  main- 
tenance of  a schoolmaster,  to  be  employed  to  teach  the  children  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  East  Leke  only,  to  read  and  instruct  them  in  the  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion,  according  to  the  usage  of  the  church  of  England,  and  in 
other  useful  learning,  for  ever ; and  which  said  school,  and  the  schoolmasters 
thereof  for  the  time  being  should,  from  time  to  time  for  ever,  be  subject  to  the 
management  and  governance  of  the  trustees,  and  their  successors,  or  the  major 
part  of  them  ; provided  that  as  often  as  the  schoolmaster  should  happen  to  die, 
it  should  be  lawful  for  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  elect  another 
in  his  stead ; and  also  upon  any  representation  or  complaint  in  writing,  under 
the  hands  of  the  major  part  of  the  inhabitants  of  East  Leke  for  any  misbehaviour 
or  neglect  of  duty  of  the  schoolmaster,  to  expel  him,  and  elect  another  in  his 
place  j provided  also,  that  as  often  as  the  trustees  should  by  death  be  reduced 
to  three,  the  survivors  should  elect  four  other  persons  of  credit  and  substance, 
residing  in  the  counties  of  Nottingham  or  Leicester,  to  be  trustees  in  the  room 
of  the  persons  so  dying ; and  that  a conveyance  should  be  made  of  the  trust 
premises  to  one  or  more  persons,  to  the  use  of  themselves  and  the  other  trustees 
so  to  be  elected,  and  their  heirs,  who  should  stand  seised  thereof  upon  the  trusts 
before  declared. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  9th  and  10th  October 
1733,  Daniel  Hickling,  in  consideration  of  the  sum  of  64/.  granted  to  the  said 
John  Clifton,  Samuel  Earby  and  Daniel  Woodroffe,  and  their  heirs,  several  pieces 
of  land,  lying  in  the  fields  ofWimeswould,  in  the  county  of  Leicester,  containing 
together  nine  acres  by  estimation,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  heirs  and  assigns. 

By  other  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  1st  and  2d  January 
1733  (indorsed  on  the  release  of  10th  October  preceding),  after  reciting  that 
the  said  lands  in  Wimeswould  were  purchased  out  of  the  personal  estate  of  the 
said  John  Bley,  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  his  will,  the  said  John  Clifton, 
Samuel  Earby  and  Daniel  Woodroffe,  granted  the  same  to  the  said  Samuel 
Sterropp,  Hugh  Hardy,  William  Mercer,  and  Thomas  Angrave,  and  their  heirs, 
to  the  use  of  the  said  grantors  and  grantees,  and  their  heirs,  upon  the  trusts 
mentioned  in  the  indenture  of  the  17th  July  1733. 

' Among  the  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees,  is  an  account  dated 
16th  April  1733,  setting  forth,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned  two  sums  of 
350/.  and  64/.,  the  charges  attending  the  conveyances,  and  other  matters  arising 
out  of  the  trust,  to  the  amount  of  36/.  Is.  5d.  j thus  making  a total  disburse- 
ment of  450/.  Is.  5 d. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  12th  and  13th  June  177U 
and  inrolled  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  3d  December  following,  between  the 
said  Thomas  Angrave,  sole  surviving  trustee  of  Leke  school,  of  the  one  part, 
and  John  Hardy,  John  Angrave,  Daniel  Woodroffe,  William  Angrave  and  three 
others,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  to  the  effect  above  mentioned,  and  that 
since  the  purchase  of  the  lands  in  Wimeswould,  the  open  fields  of  that  lordship 
had  been  inclosed  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  Parliament,  and  that  the  Commissioners 
had  allotted  to  Richard  James,  then  schoolmaster  of  East  Leke,  in  trust,  for  the 
free  school  of  East  Leke,  in  lieu  of  the  lands  in  those  fields  so  purchased  of 
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Ea&rLeke.  Daniel  Hickling  as  aforesaid,  the  piece  of  land  after  mentioned;  viz.  a parcel  of 

- — ground  in  the  late  West  field  belonging  to  Wimeswould,  bounded  as  therein

surviving  trustee,  and  that  he  had  chosen  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part 
to  be  new  trustees  ; it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  Thomas  Angrave  thereby 
granted  the  said  schoolhouse  and  premises  in  East  Leke,  the  Nether  Walton 
Brook  Close  lying  in  Burton,  and  the  said  parcel  so  allotted  as  aforesaid,  to  the 
said  parties  of  the  second  part,  on  the  trusts  before  mentioned. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  7th  and  8th  October  1808, 
inrolled  in  Chancery  on  14th  November  in  the  same  year,  John  Angrave, 
Daniel  Woodroffe  and  William  Angrave,  as  surviving  trustees,  conveyed  the 
premises  comprised  in  the  last-mentioned  deed  to  John  Woodroffe  the  younger, 
Thomas  Cooper  Angrave,  William  Marcer,  John  Marcer,  and  Edward  Burrows* 
to  the  use  of  themselves  and  of  the  said  John  Angrave  and  Daniel  Woodroffe, 
upon  the  aforesaid  trusts. 

Of  these  trustees,  Thomas  Cooper  Angrave,  John  Marcer,  William  Marcer, 
and  Edward  Burrows,  were  living  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry. 

Of  the  premises  above  specified,  the  schoolhouse,  yard,  garden  and  orchard  in 
East  Leke,  containing  in  the  whole  about  half  an  acre,  are  now  in  the  occupation 
of  Richard  Hawley,  the  present  schoolmaster.  These  premises  may  be  consi- 
dered worth  about  10/.  per  annum.  The  house  is  in  good  repair,  and  is  kept  so 
by  the  schoolmaster  out  of  the  rents. 

The  premises  at  Burton,  being  the  Nether  Walton  Brook  Close,  now 
divided  into  four  fields,  containing  in  the  whole  about  twenty  acres,  are  in 
the  occupation  of  Thomas  Lacey,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  36/.  per 
annum. 

The  premises  at  Wimeswould  (now  in  two  closes,  containing  together  about 
five  acres)  are  in  the  respective  occupations  of  Edward  Mills,  at  the  rent  of 
7 /.  per  annum,  and  Henry  James,  at  the  rent  of  51.  10.?.  per  annum,  both  as 
yearly  tenants. 

These  several  rents  are  considered  as  the  fair  value  of  the  respective  premises. 
The  premises  have  been  held  by  the  present  tenants  and  their  families  for  many 
years,  and  have  been  well  managed  ; with  the  exception  of  the  part  held  by 
James,  who,  in  consequence  of  his  bad  management,  has  received  notice  to 
quit. 

There  are  a few  growing  trees  on  the  premises  at  Wimeswould. 

One  of  the  trustees  receives  the  rents  half-yearly,  and  pays  them  over  to  the 
schoolmaster,  who,  after  defraying  the  necessary  repairs,  applies  the  residue  to 
his  own  use. 

The  master  instructs  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  all  the  poor  boys  or 
girls  who  are  legally  settled  in  East  Leke.  They  are  also  taught  to  repeat  the 
Commandments,  and  to  read  in  the  Bible,  and  those  whose  parents  do  not 
object  to  it  are  instructed  in  the  church  catechism.  These  children  are,  by 
a regulation  of  the  trustees,  admitted  at  four  years  of  age,  and  allowed  to  remain 
until  the  age  of  fourteen.  The  sum  of  1 s.  is  paid  on  the  admission  of  each, 
and  6 d.  or  (when  fuel  is  dear)  1 s.  a year  is  paid  for  firing.  Their  parents  provide 
them  with  books. 

The  school,  which  is  conducted  with  the  assistance  of  an  usher,  is  held  in 
a room  in  the  master’s  house  ; and  in  another  room  other  children  are  instructed, 
whose  parents  pay  for  their  tuition. 

At  the  time  of  our  inquiry  there  were  42  scholars.  The  number  varies  ac- 
cording to  the  season  of  the  year,  but  40  is  considered  as  the  average. 

Town  Lands. 

Town  Lands.  By  Indenture,  bearing  date  8th  October  1808,  between  John  Angrave  and 
Daniel  Woodroffe,  surviving  trustees  of  the  premises  after  mentioned,  of  the 
one  part,  and  John  Woodroffe  the  younger,  Thomas  Cooper  Angrave,  John 
Wootton,  William  Marcer,  John  Wootton  the  younger,  John  Marcer,  Edward 
Burrows,  and  Thomas  Angrave,  all  of  East  Leke,  of  the  other  part ; reciting, 
that  Thomas  Patrick  and  Richard  Patrick,  by  indenture,  bearing  date  20th  April, 
12th  Car.  I.  had,  in  part  performance  of,  and  in  obedience  to,  a decree  made 
in  the  Court  of  Chancery  on  the  21st  November,  11th  Car.  I.,  in  two  causes, 
one  wherein  Richard  Sheffield,  on  the  behalf  of  himself  and  the  rest  of  the

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inhabitants  of  East  Leke,  was  plaintiff,  and  the  said  Thomas  and  Richard  East  Leke. 
Patrick  and  another  were  defendants ; and  in  the  other,  the  said  Richard  TownTni  js 
Sheffield  and  others,  on  the  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  inhabitants  continued. 

of  East  Leke,  were  plaintiffs,  and  the  said  Thomas  and  Richard  Patrick  were  v v 

defendants  ; granted  to  the  said  Richard  Sheffield  and  others,  and  their  heirs, 
certain  parcels  of  arable  and  meadow  ground,  lying  in  East  Leke,  called  the 
Kirk  Headland,  the  Town  Land,  and  the  Common  Meadow,  in  trust,  that  the 
said  lands  should,  for  ever,  be  employed  for  the  general  good  and  ease  of  the 
inhabitants  of  East  Leke,  according  to  the  tenor  of  the  said  decree  ; and  further 
reciting,  that,  under  an  Act  of  the  38th  Geo.  3,  for  inclosing  the  open  fields 
within  the  parish  of  East  Leke,  the  commissioners,  by  their  award,  bearing  date 
20th  June  1799,  had  allotted  to  the  trustees  for  the  town  lands  in  East  Leke 
the  parcel  of  land  thereinafter  mentioned,  which  allotment,  together  with  an 
allotment,  N°  22,  therein  set  out  to  Richard  Burrows,  in  consideration  of  his 
paying  561.  8 s.  to  the  said  commissioners,  towards  the  said  trustees  share  of  the 
expenses  of  obtaining  and  executing  the  said  Act,  and  of  the  outside  fencing  of 
the  allotment  made  to  the  trustees,  was  in  lieu  of  their  lands,  rights  and 
interests,  as  trustees  for  the  townlands  in  the  lands  thereby  inclosed ; and 
further  reciting,  that  by  divers  mesne  conveyances,  the  premises  had  become 
vested  in  the  said  John  Angrave  and  Daniel  Woodroffe,  as  surviving  trustees  : 
it  was  witnessed,  that  they  thereby  granted  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second 
part,  and  their  heirs,  a piece  of  land,  situate  in  the  lordship  of  East  Leke,  then 
divided  into  four  closes,  and  marked  in  the  plan  annexed  to  the  said  award, 

N°  12,  containing  21  a.  & 33  p.  situate  infields  called  Hall  Field,  Hill  Field, 
and  Stocking  Hill  Common,  bounded  as  therein  described,  upon  the  trusts  above 
mentioned. 

Of  the  trustees  last  mentioned,  Thomas  Cooper  Angrave,  William  Marcer, 

John  Wootton,  jun.  John  Marcer,  Edward  Burrows,  and  Thomas  Angrave, 
were  living  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry. 

The  above  premises  now  consist  of  nine  closes ; six  of  which,  containing  about 
fourteen  acres  of  land,  are  in  the  occupation  of  Edward  Carver,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  a fair  rent  of  19/. j and  the  other  three  parcels,  containing  about  seven 
acres,  are  in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Hawley,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a rent  of 
11/.  which  is  also  the  fair  value.  There  is  a little  growing  timber  on  the 
lands. 

The  lands  in  the  occupation  of  Edward  Carver  produced  2 61.  per  annum  until 
about  five  years  ago,  when  the  rent  was  reduced  to  its  present  amount ; those 
in  the  occupation  of  Richard  Hawley  have  been  let  at  the  same  rent  for  the  last 
ten  years. 

The  rents  are  received  by  one  of  the  trustees,  and  paid  over  to  the  overseers, 
who  apply  them  to  the  purposes  of  the  poor’s  rate.  We  are  informed  that  they 
have  been  thus  disposed  of  for  a long  series  of  years,  and  the  appropriation 
appears  to  be  sanctioned  by  the  terms  of  the  decree. 


Charities  of  Wright  and  Spencer. 

It  is  stated  on  a tablet  in  the  church  of  East  Leke,  that  John  Wright,  who  of 

died  in  1681,  gave  to  this  town  51.  the  interest  to  be  given  in  a dole  of  bread  nglt  pencer^ 

to  the  poor,  on  the  first  Suuday  after  the  10th  February,  and  so  to  continue  for 
ever;  and  that  Thomas  Spencer , who  died  in  1686,  gave  to  this  town  6/.  the 
interest  to  be  given  in  a dole  of  bread,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  so  to  continue 
for  ever. 

These  two  sums,  amounting  together  to  11/.  are  considered  to  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  parish  ; and  in  respect  thereof  bread,  to  the  amount  of  22s.  is  dis- 
tributed by  the  overseers  and  churchwardens  in  alternate  years,  about  Christmas, 
among  the  most  necessitous  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  according  to  a list 
prepared  at  a vestry  meeting.

■_  It  will  be  seen,  on  reference  to  the  account  of  the  charities  of  the  parish  of 
St.  Mary,  Nottingham,  in  our  Twentieth  Report,  that  William  Willoughby, 
by  his  Will,  bearing  date  7th  October  1587,  gave  to  his  son  Gilbert  and  his

continued.  and  to  a preacher  to  instruct  the  people  on  the  said  feast-day,  6 s.  8d.  ; and 

v 3 J that  these  legacies  should  be  paid  to  the  people  dwelling  within  the  parishes  of 

Great  Marlow,  Bucks;  Nuneaton  in  the  county  of  Warwick  ; Normanton-on- 
Soar,  Nottingham  ; the  town  of  Nottingham  and  Wolvey,  successively  ; and  he 
directed,  that  his  said  son  and  his  heirs  should  give  to  the  poor  people 
in  the  town  and  parish  where  he  should  be  buried,  3d.  every  Wednesday  and 
3d.  every  Friday,  weekly,  to  have  continuance  for  ever,  either  in  money  or 
bread,  at  his. or  their  discretion. 

The  testator  was  buried  at  Normanton-on-Soar,  and  there  is  a monument  in 
the  church  erected  to  his  memory. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  the  sum  of  81.  6 s.  8 d.  is  received  every  fifth  year 
by  one  of  the  parish  officers  of  Normanton-on-Soar.  The  four  frieze  gowns  are 
then  given  on  Whitsunday  to  four  poor  women  selected  by  the  minister,  and 
the  sum  of  61.  is  distributed  amongst  poor  men  of  the  parish,  not  always 
to  the  number  specified  in  the  will,  but  generally  to  a larger  number,  and  in 
smaller  sums. 

The  remaining  6 s.  8 d.  is  paid  to  the  minister. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  65.  is  received  annually,  and  is  paid  to  a baker  of  Lough- 
borough, who  provides  sixpenny  worth  of  bread  every  Sunday  at  the  church, 
which  is  distributed  by  the  parish-clerk,  in  penny  loaves,  to  six  poor  persons 
appointed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

These  payments  are  at  present  made  by  Henry  Percy,  esq.  a solicitor  of 
Nottingham,  as  agent  to  John  Pemberton  Plumtre,  esq.  the  owner  of  property 
in  Nottingham  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  donor.

Hickling’s  Charity.  In  respect  of  this  charity,  a Bible  is  annually  transmitted  by  the  trustees  to  the 
churchwardens  of  this  parish,  by  whom  it  is  given  to  a poor  person  of  the  parish 
selected  by  them.

It  is  stated  in  a tablet  in  the  church  of  Plumtree,  that  Richard  Rritcliett  gave, 
in  the  year  1755,  the  sum  of  25/.  with  the  yearly  interest  of  which  twenty 
twelvepenny  loaves  were  to  be  bought,  and  disposed  of  by  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  to  five  poor  widows  of  the  town  of  Plumtree,  who  received  no 
collection  from  the  parish ; viz.  five  loaves  on  Christmas-day,  five  loaves  on 
Easter-day,  five  on  Whitsunday,  and  five  on  Michaelmas-day,  and  to  be  continued 
annually,  for  ever. 

This  benefaction  is  also  noticed  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786 ; and 
it  is  there  further  added,  that  a person  unknown  had  given  9/-  for  the  poor  not 
receiving  parish  relief ; and  that  both  sums  were  then  vested  in  John  Barlow, 
and  produced  1/.  6s.  11  £d.  per  annum. 

The  whole  sum,  amounting  to  34-/.,  remained  in  John  Barlow’s  hand,  secured 
by  his  bond,  until  the  year  1822,  when  it  was  invested  in  the  Nottingham 
savings  bank,  in  the  names  of  a churchwarden  and  overseer  of  the  poor  of 
Plumtree,  at  the  interest  of  4 /.  per  cent.  The  interest,  amounting  to  ] /.  7 &• 
is  received,  either  yearly  or  once  in  two  years,  about  the  month  of  November, 
and  shortly  after  its  receipt  is  distributed,  in  money,  at  a vestry  meeting  of  the 
parishioners,  amongst  the  poorest  people  of  the  parish,  a large  portion  being 
given  to  a few  poor  widows. 

No  part  of  this  charity  has  been  distributed  in  bread,  pursuant  to  the 
directions  in  the  tablet,  for  many  years.

Poor’s  Money. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of‘1786  state,  that  P.  Kirkby , by  Will,  the  date  of  Normanton-on-the- 
which  does  not  appear,  gave  6 /.  Wolds. 

That  John  Row,  by  Will,  the  date  of  which  is  not  stated,  gave  5 /. ; and  ^ ~— 

That  Samuel  Seawell,  by  Will,  in  1778,  gave  9 1-  for  the  poor  of  this  township  v P°°r  °ney‘ -> 
not  receiving  parish  relief;  which  sums  were  then  vested  in  John  Shepsides,  at 
the  interest  of  11,?.  Ilf d. 

These  sums,  amounting  together  to  20/.  remained  in  the  hands  of  John 
Shepsides  until  the  year  1812,  when  they  were  paid  over  to  Charles  Edmund 
Goodall,  Thomas  Dodson  and  R.  Cole,  who  on  the  2d  June  in  that  year  gave 
their  joint  and  several  promissory  note  to  the  overseer  ofNormanton,  as  a security 
for  the  amount,  with  interest  at  five  per  cent. 

The  interest  has  been  received  at  intervals  of  one,  two  or  three  years,  and  has 
then  been  distributed  by  the  overseer,  according  to  a list  agreed  upon  at 
a vestry  meeting,  usually  to  poor  persons  not  receiving  relief,  in  sums  varying 
from  2 s.  to  3s.  6d.  The  overseer  keeps  an  account  of  the  distribution. 


PARISH  OF  REMPSTONE. 

Archdeacon  Marsden’s  Charity. 

A tablet  in  the  church  of  this  parish  records,  that  the  Rev.  Robert  Marsden , 
archdeacon  of  Nottingham,  gave  a close,  called  the  Little  Grange,  to  his  suc- 
cessors, rectors  of  Rempstone,  for  ever,  under  the  obligation  upon  the  rector 
of  paying  yearly,  on  or  about  St.  Thomas’s-day,  50,9.  to  six,  eight  or  ten  of  the 
most  needy  and  deserving  persons  in  the  said  town  of  Rempstone,  always 
reckoning  in  that  number  the  clerk  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being,  and  him 
or  her  who  teaches  the  children  the  church  catechism. 

The  close  called  the  Little  Grange,  contains  about  2^  acres  of  land,  and  is 
now  in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Hosking,  the  present  rector,  who 
distributes  the  annual  sum  of  50 s.  at  Christmas,  amongst  the  most  needy  and 
deserving  poor  of  the  parish,  including  the  clerk.  The  children  are  at  present 
catechised  by  the  schoolmaster. 

Woodroffe’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  state,  that  Thomas  Woodroffe , by  Will,  Woodroffe’s 

in  1716,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish  10/.  vested  in  the  churchwardens,  and  Charity, 

producing  8 s.  a year. 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  bread  to  the  amount  of  10.?.  is  annually  distributed 
by  Mr.  Thomas  Woodroffe,  who  is  described  to  us  as  a gentleman  farmer  of  the 
parish,  and  who  states  that  his  father  paid  it  before  him,  and  desired  him  to 
continue  to  do  so.  The  distribution  is  made  amongst  poor  persons  of  the 
parish,  in  the  winter  season. 

Haynes’s  Charity. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  also  state,  that  Thomas  Haynes , by  his  Will,  in  Haynes’s  Charity. 
1686,  gave  to  poor  widows  10/.,  vested  in  the  churchwardens  and  inhabitants, 
and  producing  J0,v.  a year;  and,  for  bread  to  the  poor,  land  vested  in  the 
churchwardens  and  minister,  producing  12 s.  a year. 

Nothing  is  now  known  of  these  donations,  and  we  do  not  find  that  the 
churchwardens  are  possessed  of  any  lands  whatsoever,  or  of  any  fund  beyond 
the  sums  collected  by  their  rates. 

Hicicling’s  Charity. 

[See  Sutton  Bonington  in  the  present  Report.] 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  a Bible  is  annually  transmitted  by  the  trustees  to  Hickling’s  Charity, 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  of  this  parish,  by  whom  it  is  given  to  a poor  person  of 
the  parish  selected  by  him.

PARISH  OF  RUDDINGTON. 

Peacock’s  Charity. 

James  Peacock , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  31st  August  1641,  and  proved  in 
the  Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury,  on  the  10th  September  in  the  same  year, 
Peacock’s  Charity,  gave  to  his  nephew  Richard  Barrow,  and  his  heirs,  his  messuage  or  tenement 

vx- in  Ruddington,  and  all  houses  and  lands  to  the  same  belonging,  he  the  said 

Richard  Barrow,  and  his  heirs,  paying  therefore  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Ruddington,  weekly,  for  ever,  a dozen  and  a half  of  wheaten  bread,  to  be  dis- 
tributed amongst  them  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  parish,  and  to  be  given  at  the  church  in  Ruddington,  every  Sabbath-day, 
immediately  after  divine  service  in  the  forenoon  ; such  poor  people  as  should 
receive  the  same  going  to  church  and  staying  to  hear  divine  service  and  sermon; 
if  there  should  be  any,  before  they  should  receive  their  bread,  unless  hindered 
by  sickness  or  some  other  impediment.  He  also  gave  to  his  cousin,  Richard 
Hardmett,  of  Nottingham,  and  to  Richard  Barrow,  and  nine  others,  of  Rud- 
dington, and  their  heirs,  his  messuage  or  tenement  late  in  the  tenure  of 
Richard  Chaddock,  and  all  houses,  gardens,  lands  and  premises  thereto  belong- 
ing, and  the  cottage  thereunto  adjoining,  situate  in  Ruddington,  on  trust,  that 
they  should  permit  and  suffer  a schoolmaster,  to  teach  a free  school  in  Rud- 
dington, to  inhabit  the  said  messuage,  after  the  same  should  be  new  built  or 
repaired,  and  to  hold  the  yards,  orchards  and  gardens  thereunto  belonging ; 
and  that  they  should  give  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  lands  and  premises,  and 
of  the  said  cottage,  towards  the  maintenance  of  a schoolmaster  to  teach  a free 
school  in  the  said  messuage,  for  the  children  of  Ruddington,  for  ever;  and  for 
the  new  building  or  repairing  of  the  said  messuage,  or  making  it  fit  for  a school- 
master to  dwell  and  teach  school  in,  he  gave  to  the  trustees  100A,  and  desired, 
that,  if  it  should  be  thought  fit  by  the  trustees,  the  said  house  should  be 
removed  and  set  towards  the  street  of  Ruddington  ; and  he  directed  that 
a schoolmaster  should  be  appointed  by  the  said  trustees,  with  the  advice  of  the 
churchwardens  and  other  ancient  parishioners  of  Ruddington,  or  the  greater 
number  of  them,  for  the  time  being  ; and  he  desired  that  his  said  trustees,  and 
the  parishioners,  and  all  others  that  should  succeed  them  in  the  trust,  should  be 
advised,  in  the  choice  of  the  schoolmaster,  by  some  godly  minister  of  the  county 
of  Nottingham,  such  as  the  trustees  and  parishioners  should  think  fit  to  join 
with  them  in  the  said  election,  that  a religious,  industrious  and  able  man  might 
be  chosen  to  teach  the  said  school  from  time  to  time  ; and  it  was  his  will,  that 
if  any  schoolmaster  elected  to  teach  the  said  school  should  afterwards  prove 
unfit  for  the  same,  by  reason  of  any  disorder  in  his  life  and  conversation,  or  iil 
government  of  the  said  school,  or  by  any  disability  to  perform  the  same,  that 
so  often  the  trustees  and  parishioners  of  Ruddington,  and  their  successors, 
should  have  power  to  remove  such  schoolmaster  from  the  said  house  and  school, 
and  to  do  any  act  which  they  should  think  fit  in  that  behalf,  and  might  with- 
hold the  maintenance  appointed  for  the  said  schoolmaster  so  proving  unfit, 
and  bestow  the  same  upon  such  other  schoolmaster  as  should  be  chosen  to  teach 
the  same  school,  so  long  as  he  should  be  of  behaviour  and  ability  to  perform 
the  same  ; and  he  ordained,  that  when  all  the  trustees  but  three  should  be 
dead,  the  survivors  should,  by  indenture  under  their  hands  and  seals,  enfeoff 
the  said  premises,  given  for  the  maintenance  of  the  said  school,  to  twelve  or  more 
other  of  the  most  able  and  honest  householders  of  Ruddington,  and  their  heirs, 
upon  the  like  trusts,  and  so  from  time  to  time  ; the  charge  of  such  feoffments  to 
be  borne  out  of  the  profits  of  the  said  premises. 

The  last  and  only  trust  deed,  which  was  produced  to  us,  of  this  charity,  was 
an  indenture  of  feoffment,  dated  3d  December  1800,  between  William  Elard- 
mett  the  elder  and  four  others  of  the  one  part,  and  William  Breedon,  Henry 
Breedon,  Richard  Barker,  James  Harwood,  John  Wilkinson,  Edward  Barker 
and  six  others  since  deceased,  all  described  as  of  Ruddington,  of  the  other 
part ; whereby,  after  reciting  the  devise  of  the  premises  for  the  use  of  the  school, 
and  the  provisions  of  the  will  relative  to  the  appointment  of  new  trustees,  and 
that  the  parties  of  the  first  part  were  the  then  surviving  trustees,  appointed  in 
pursuance  of  the  said  will,  in  whom  the  legal  estate  of  the  premises  was  then 
vested,  and  that  in  consequence  of  some  of  them  residing  out  of  the  parish  of 
Ruddington,  and  of  others  being  old  and  infirm,  it  had  been  thought  proper 
that  new  trustees  should  be  appointed  ; it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  parties  of 

the 
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the  first  part  did  thereby  enfeoff  and  convey  to  the  said  William  Breedon,  his  Ruddington. 
heirs  and  assigns,  the  said  messuage,  lands  and  premises  so  devised  as  aforesaid,  ( ~ — 

to  hold  to  the  use  of  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  1 Gacc^^>(^/arlty, 
upon  the  trusts  declared  in  the  said  will.  v ' 

Under  an  Act  passed  for  inclosing  the  lordship  of  Ruddington,  the  commis- 
sioners awarded  to  the  trustees  of  this  charity,  “ in  lieu  of  an  oxgang  and  a half 
of  land  and  common  right  appurtenant,”  an  allotment  of  40  a.  2r.  14p. 

This  allotment  is  now  divided  into  ten  parcels  ; of  which  seven,  containing  26 
acres,  are  in  the  occupation  of  Mary  Hardmett,  widow,  as  yearly  tenant,  who 
is  under  an  engagement  to  pay  a rent  of  44/.  per  annum  from  Lady-day  last ; and 
the  remaining  three,  containing  14a.  2r.  4p.  are  held  by  John  Gilbert,  also  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  21  /.  per  annum. 

The  first  mentioned  tenant  succeeded  her  late  husband  William  Hardmett; 
who  died  in  the  spring  of  1828,  having  held  those  premises  for  twenty 
years  at  a rent  of  30/.,  and  the  service  of  drawing  two  loads  of  coals  for  the 
school  annually.  About  a year  before  his  death,  the  trustees  agreed  to  let 
him  the  three  parcels  held  by  Gilbert,  in  addition  to  the  seven  held  by  him- 
self, he  agreeing  to  pay  for  the  whole  a rent  of  70/.  This  agreement,  how- 
ever, had  not  been  carried  into  effect  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  in  conse- 
quence of  some  alleged  irregularities,  in  the  means  which  had  been  taken  to 
put  an  end  to  Gilbert’s  tenancy ; who  therefore  remained  still  in  possession, 
and  who  expressed  himself  ready  to  pay  in  future  the  rent  of  26/.  (to  make  up 
the  70/.  that  Hardmett  was  to  pay),  or  a higher  rent  if  any7  other  tenant  could 
be  procured  to  pay  it. 

It  was  objected  to  him  by  the  trustees  that  he  had  mismanaged  the  land  ; but 
this  charge  was  not  admitted  by  him,  and  he  states  his  readiness  to  pursue,  in 
future,  any  course  of  cultivation  that  the  trustees  may  prescribe. 

It  is  proper  to  observe  that  William  Hardmett  as  well  as  his  father,  who  had 
held  the  land  before  him,  were  trustees  of  the  charity  ; which  character,  as  we 
conceive,  ought  to  have  precluded  them  from  being  tenants  of  the  estate. 

The  rents  have  been  received  by7  the  trustees  half  yearly,  and  have  been  paid 
over  to  the  schoolmaster,  who  has  generally  attended  at  the  meeting  of  the 
trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  them. 

There  were  a few  timber  trees  on  the  estate,  which  were  cut  down  in  the 
spring  of  1827,  and  the  sum  produced  by  the  sale  was  applied  towards  the 
repairs  of  the  schoolhouse  ; there  are  still  a few  young  growing  trees  upon  the 
premises. 

The  present  schoolmaster  was  appointed  by  the  trustees  at  Christmas  1826. 

He  occupies  the  schoolhouse,  which  fronts  the  street  in  Ruddington,  together 
with  a garden,  containing  in  the  whole  rather  more  than  a rood  of  land. 

The  schoolhouse  had,  previously  to  his  appointment,  been  suffered  to  fall  into 
a bad  state  of  repair ; but  the  roof  has  been  since  taken  off,  and  the  building 
raised,  and  other  repairs  and  improvements  made,  at  an  expense  of  420/. 
beyond  the  produce  of  the  sale  of  timber.  This  sum  was  advanced  by 
Mr.  Barker,  one  of  the  trustees,  upon  the  joint  and  several  promissory  note  of 
the  other  trustees  ; and  it  is  to  be  repaid  with  legal  interest,  by  instalments  of 
10/.  a year  out  of  the  rents. 

The  master  teaches  all  the  boys  and  girls  of  the  inhabitants  of  Ruddington, 
reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  They  are  not  received  into  the  school  under 
six  years  of  age,  but  are  allowed  to  remain  as  long  as  they  choose,  and  receive 
gratuitous  instruction.  They  are  taught  to  read  the  Scriptures  and  the  church 
catechism.  Their  number  varies  according  to  the  season  of  the  year,  averaging 
about  20  in  the  summer,  and  about  50  in  the  winter.  The  schoolroom  which 
forms  part  of  the  house,  is  said  to  be  capable  of  holding  about  sixty’,  and  the 
school  is  occasionally  attended  by  children  of  other  parishes,  who  pay  for  their 
instruction. 

Bread  Charity. — In  respect  of  the  weekly  distribution  of  bread,  directed  by 
the  will,  the  sum  of  31.  18s.  per  annum  is  paid  by  Lady  Parkyns,  as  a charge 
upon  her  estate  at  Ruddington.  This  payment  is  made  to  the  overseer,  by 
whom  it  is  applied,  together  with  the  rents  of  the  Bulwell  estate  after  mentioned, 
in  the  purchase  of  bread  to  the  amount  of  about  9s.,  which  is  distributed  at  the 
church  every  Sunday  by  the  parish  officers,  to  poor  persons  attending  divine 
service.  These  poor  persons  are  appointed  at  a vestry  meeting  of  the  pa- 
rishioners, and  are  considered  as  entitled  to  receive  the  bread  during  their 
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lives,  provided  they  remain  objects  of  charity.  It  is  required  that  they  should 
attend  the  service  of  the  church  ; and  the  portions  of  some  have  been  withheld 
in  consequence  of  their  absence. 

The  Bulwell  Estate. 

This  land,  the  rents  of  which  are  distributed  as  above  mentioned,  consists  of 
a field  containing  about  ten  acres  in  the  parish  of  Bulwell,  and  appears  to  have 
been  long  enjoyed  by  the  parish ; but  of  its  origin  nothing  appears  to  be  now 
known. 

It  is  probably,  however,  the  land  which  is  ascribed  in  the  Parliamentary 
Returns  of  1786  to  the  several  gifts  of  Joseph  Coster  dine,  Henry  Wilkinson,  and 
George  Silles ; for  bread  to  the  poor,  then  producing  8/.  8s.  per  annum  ; and  of 
Joseph  Costerdine’s  executors ; for  the  poor,  producing  annually  6 s. ; the  whole 
being  then  vested  in  the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

This  land  is  at  present  in  the  occupation  of  the  Basford  United  House  of 
Industry,  as  tenants  from  year  to  year,  at  the  rent  of  20/.  per  annum ; which 
is  the  fair  value. 

A small  surplus  of  the  rent,  which  remains  after  the  distribution  of  bread, 
is  divided  at  Christmas  among  three  or  four  poor  widows,  in  sums  of  2 s.  or 
2 s.  6d. ; probably  in  respect  of  the  gift  of  Costerdine’s  executors. 


PARISH  OF  STANFORD-ON-SOAR. 

Phillips’s  Charity. 

In  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786,  it  is  stated  that  Sophia  Phillips,  by 
Deed,  in  1765,  gave  a rent-charge  of  51.  per  annum,  vested  in  the  heirs  of 
Thomas  Allsop,  to  the  poor  inhabitants  of  this  parish. 

It  is  understood  that  the  land  made  subject  to  this  charge,  was  the  estate  of 
Stanford  Hall  in  this  parish,  now  the  property  of  Samuel  Vere  Dashwood,  esq. 

The  sum  of  5l.  in  respect  of  this  charity,  has  been  annually  paid  by  the  pro- 
prietor of  the  Stanford  Hall  estate  to  the  rector,  who  has  distributed  it  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day,  amongst  all  the  poor  persons  settled  inhabitants  of  the  parish, 
in  sums  varying  from  5s.  to  15  s.  at  his  discretion. 


PARISH  ON  STANTON-ON-TIIE-WOLDS. 


Ousley’s  Charity. 


Thomas  Ousley,  clerk,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  12th  August  1718,  gave  to 
the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Stanton,  whereof  lie  was 
minister,  his  cottage  house,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate  in  Gedling,  and  all 
the  lands  and  hereditaments  therewith  used,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors for  ever,  after  the  death  of  himself  and  his  wife  Jane  without  issue,  on 
trust,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Stanton,  to  be  annually 
distributed  amongst  them  for  ever. 

The  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Stanton  are  now  possessed  of  the 
following  premises,  as  derived  from  the  foregoing  devise  :

These  premises  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  Mary  Robinson,  a widow,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  61.  per  annum,  which  is  considered  to  be  their 
fair  value.  She  succeeded  her  late  husband,  in  whose  occupation  they  were  at 
the  time  of  his  death  ; and  he  is  stated  to  have  repaired  the  cottage,  which  is 
now  in  good  condition,  and  to  have  laid  out  money  in  improving  the  lands. 
The  rent  of  61.  has  been  paid  since  the  year  1794,  when  it  was  raised  to  that 
amount  from  2/.  10.9. 

The  rent  is  received  half-yearly  by  the  churchwarden,  and  is  distributed 
shortly  after  its  receipt  at  a vestry  meeting,  amongst  such  poor  industrious 

inhabitants 
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inhabitants  of  the  parish,  as  do  not  receive  parish  relief,  in  sums  varying  from 
1/.  10s.  to  4s.  A regular  account  of  the  half-yearly  distribution  is  entered  in 
the  churchwarden’s  book,  and  passed  regularly,  with  the  other  parish  accounts,  at 
the  vestry  meetings.

School. 

By  Deed  Foil,  bearing  date  1st  July  1718,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of  the  st.  Michael  and 
Rev.  Charles  Livesay,  then  rector  of  Sutton  Bonington,  Jane  Parkyns,  Charles  St.  Anne,  Sutton 
Parky  ns  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-three  other  persons,  reciting  that  certain  Bonington, 

proposals  had  been  made  for  erecting  a schoolhouse  in  Sutton  Bonington,  and  School 

for  endowing  the  same,  as  far  as  the  monies  intended  to  be  raised  for  that  pur- 
pose should  extend,  the  said  several  persons  covenanted  with  the  said  Charles 
Livesay,  his  executors,  &c.  that  they  and  every  of  them  would,  on  or  before  the 
25th  day  of  March  then  next  ensuing,  pay  to  the  said  Charles  Livesay  and  such 
person  as  he  should  appoint,  the  several  and  respective  sums  affixed  to  each  of 
their  hands  and  seals ; and  the  said  Charles  Livesay  covenanted  with  the  said 
several  subscribers,  that  he  would  on  or  before  the  said  25th  day  of  March, 
lay  out  and  employ  the  sum  of  100/.,  towards  the  erecting  the  said  schoolhouse 
and  endowment  of  the  same;  which  said  school  was  thereby  declared  by  all  the 
said  subscribers,  to  be  for  ever  free,  only  for  the  child  or  children  of  such 
subscribers  thereunto,  who  then  were  or  thereafter  should  be  inhabitants  of  the 
parishes  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  Anne  in  Sutton,  alias  Sutton  Bonington  afore- 
said. 

The  sums  subscribed  are  now  partly  obliterated,  but  they  appear  to  have 
amounted  to  111  /.  and  some  shillings.  To  the  name  of  Charles  Parkyns,  instead 
of  a sum  of  money,  is  set  “ the  ground  whereon  the  school  is  to  be  built.” 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  8th  and  9th  April  1725, 
between  Theophilus  Thompson  of  Barrow-upon-Soar,  Sarah  Thompson,  widow, 
devisee  and  executrix  of  John  Thompson,  late  of  the  same  place,  deceased, 
who  was  son  and  heir  of  the  said  Theophilus  Thompson,  John  Thompson,  son 
and  heir  of  the  said  John  Thompson,  deceased,  Joseph  Lewin  and  Sarah  Anne 
his  wife,  George  Waldrom  and  Richard  Merriman  of  the  one  part,  and  the 
said  Rev.  Charles  Livesay  and  Charles  Parkyns,  Francis  Lewis,  esq.  the  Rev. 

Archdeacon  Robert  Marsden,  rector  of  Rempston,  the  Rev.  Andrew  Glenn, 
rector  of  Hathern,  the  Rev.  Henry  Woods,  rector  of  Stanford,  the  Rev.  William 
Bridges,  rector  of  Gotham,  the  Rev.  John  Woods,  rector  of  Cortlingstock, 

John  Wheatley,  and  seven  others  all  of  Sutton  Bonington,  yeomen,  of  the  other 
part ; reciting  that  the  said  Charles  Parkyns  had  given  to  the  use  of  the  inhabi- 
tants of  Sutton  Bonington  a piece  of  ground,  for  erecting  a free  school,  for 
teaching  children  of  the  said  town  of  Sutton  Bonington  reading,  writing,  casting 
accounts,  and  the  Latin  tongue ; and  that  the  said  inhabitants  by  the  gift  of 
Henry  Tate,  esq.  and  William  Tate,  had  erected  a free  school  on  the  said  piece 
of  ground  for  the  uses  aforesaid ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  said  inhabitants 
had  agreed  to  purchase  the  lands  and  tenements  after  mentioned,  for  the  sum 
of  211/.  13^.  6d.  and  that  the  said  Charles  Livesay  would  give  100/.  towards 
such  purchase,  and  that  the  said  inhabitants  who  wrere  parties  thereto,  had 
raised  among  themselves  the  remainder  of  the  said  purchase  money  ; it  was 
witnessed,  that  the  said  Theophilus  Thompson  and  the  other  parties  of  the  first 
part,  in  consideration  of  100/.  paid  by  the  said  Charles  Livesay,  and  111/.  135.  6d. 
paid  by  the  said  Charles  Parkyns  and  the  other  inhabitants  of  Sutton  Bonington, 
parties  of  the  second  part,  granted  and  released  to  the  said  parties  of  the 
second  part  and  their  heirs,  several  parcels  of  arable  land,  ley  ground,  meadow, 
pasture  and  grass  ground,  with  their  appurtenances,  lying  dispersed  in  the 
several  liberties  and  fields  of  Barrow-upon-Soar,  in  the  county  of  Leicester, 
containing  together,  by  estimation,  29  acres  or  thereabouts,  in  trust,  to  pay 
the  rents  and  profits  thereof  yearly,  for  ever,  to  a schoolmaster  that  should  be 
well  qualified  to  teach  children  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  and  the  Latin 
tongue,  for  the  use  of  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  of  Sutton,  alias  Sutton 
Bonington,  alias  Bonington  End.  And  it  was  agreed  between  the  said  Charles 
Livesay  and  the  other  persons  parties  of  the  second  part,  that  when  eight  of

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St.  Michael  and  them  should  be  dead,  the  survivors  should  make  a new  election  of  trustees  to 

St.  Anne,  Sutton  j-he  numijer  0f  sixteen,  the  rectors  of  St.  Michael,  Sutton  Bonington,  Hathern, 
Bomngton.  Gotham,  Stanford,  Rempston  and  Cortlingstock  for  the  time  being,  to  be  part 
School,  of  the  trustees  ; and  should  settle  the  said  lands  and  premises  to  the  uses  afore- 
cohtinued.  said. 

' By  indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  11th  and  12th  November 

17Gl,  between  the  said  John  Wheatley  (described  as  surviving  trustee  of  and  for 
the  charity  school  in  Sutton  Bonington),  of  the  one  part,  and  Charles  Lewis, 
esq.  the  rectors  of  the  several  parishes  above  mentioned,  and  eight  others  of  the 
parish  of  Sutton  Bonington,  of  the  other  part ; reciting  the  said  indenture  of 
release  of  9th  April  17&5,  and  that  the  said  John  Wheatley,  being  the  only  sur- 
viving trustee,  had,  by  the  desire  of  the  inhabitants  of  Sutton  Bonington,  elected 
the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  trustees  for  the  management  of  the  charity,  in 
the  room  of  the  deceased  trustees ; and  further  reciting,  that  an  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment had  been  then  lately  obtained,  for  dividing  and  inclosing  the  open  and 
common  fields,  meadows  and  commons  within  the  lordship  or  liberty  of 
Barrow-upon-Soar,  and  that  the  commissioners  appointed  by  the  said  Act 
had  allotted  to  the  said  John  Wheatley,  in  trust,  for  the  uses  aforesaid,  the 
several  parcels  of  land  after  mentioned,  in  lieu  of  the  several  parcels  so  granted 
as  aforesaid ; it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  Wheatley  thereby  granted 
and  released  to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
a parcel  of  land  situate  within  the  north  end  of  the  liberty  or  lordship  of 
Barrow,  in  a certain  field,  lately  called  the  Brook  Field,  containing  4 a.  &c  3p. 
bounded  as  therein  described  ; and  a parcel  of  land  lying  within  the  south  end 
of  the  said  lordship,  and  in  a field  there,  lately  called  Middle  Field,  adjoining 
the  last- mentioned  parcel  of  land  on  the  north,  and  the  road  called  the  Melton 
Way  on  the  south-east,  containing  22  a.  3 it.  34 p.  to  hold  to  the  said  parties  of 
the  second  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  the  trusts  of  the  said  indenture  of 
release  of  the  9th  April  1725. 

The  premises  appear  to  have  been  regularly  conveyed  to  new  trustees,  and 
are  now  vested  in  the  Rev.  William  Beetham,  Rev.  Edward  March  Phillips,  the 
Rev.  John  Kirby,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Parkinson,  the  Rev.  Dr.  Holcombe,  Lord 
Rancliffe,  and  the  Rev.  William  Holmes,  as  the  surviving  trustees,  under 
indentures  of  lease  and  release,  bearing  date  6th  and  7th  July  I8O7. 

To  the  premises  specified  in  the  foregoing  deeds  must  be  added  an  allotment 
of  about  two  acres,  part  of  Charmvood  Forest,  which  was  awarded  to  the  trustees 
in  respect  of  the  charity  lands,  under  an  Act  passed  in  the  year  1808  for 
inclosing  that  forest. 

This  allotment  is  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Law,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
a fair  rent  of  2 /.  per  annum. 

The  premises  at  Barrow,  consisting  of  26  a.  3r.  37p-  of  pasture  and  arable 
land  with  a barn  and  stable,  are  now  in  the  occupation  of  John  Measures,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  50/.  per  annum.  In  consequence  of  improvements 
made  by  him,  the  present  value  of  this  farm  is  somewhat  more  than  the  rent. 
There  are  some  timber  trees  upon  the  land,  which  were  valued  in  1824  at 
about  30/. 

From  old  leases  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees,  it  appears,  that  before  the 
Barrow  inclosure,  the  lands  were  let  for  a term  of  twenty-one  years  from 
5th  April  1754,  at  the  rent  of  61.  1 5s.  and  that  after  the  inclosure  they  were 
let  for  a term  of  twenty-one  years  from  Lady-day  1761,  at  the  rent  of  13/.; 
and  subsequently  lor  a term  of  fifteen  years  from  5th  April  1782,  at  24/.  per 
annum. 

This  farm  is  under  a mortgage  to  Thomas  Smith,  of  Sutton,  for  the  payment 
of  the  sum  of  60/. ; which  was  borrowed,  to  defray  the  expense  of  the  Barrow 
in  closure,  at  five  per  cent  interest. 

The  lands  have  been  usually  let,  and  the  rents  received  by  the  schoolmaster, 
who  pays  thereout  31.  for  the  interest  of  the  mortgage,  and  retains  the 
residue  to  his  own  use. 

The  present  master,  Bartholomew  Frankland,  was  appointed  by  the  trustees 
in  1822.  He  resides  in  the  schoolhouse,  which  is  situate  in  Sutton  Bonington, 
and  has  a small  garden  attached  to  it.  He  has  expended  a considerable  sum  in 
the  repairs  and  improvements  of  this  house,  which  is  stated  to  be  at  present  in 
good  condition.  In  a room  adjoining  the  house,  and  under  the  same  roof,  the 
master  instructs  in  reading,  writing  ami  arithmetic  all  the  children  of  Sutton 
* Bonington, 
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Bonington,  whose  parents  think  proper  to  send  them,  receiving  from  each  an 
admittance  fee  of  1a\,  a further  fee  of  6d.  when  the  child  begins  to  learn 
writing,  and  Is.  a year  for  firing.  He  is  also  paid  2d.  a week,  for  each  of  those 
to  whom  he  is  obliged  to  teach  the  alphabet,  the  school  being  considered  free 
only  to  such  as  can  read.  It  does  not  appear,  that  any  application  has  been 
made  to  him  for  instruction  in  the  Latin  tongue,  which  he  informs  us  he  is 
competent  to  teach.  We  were  also  informed  by  him,  that  for  a short  period 
after  his  appointment  he  taught  the  children  the  church  catechism ; but  ceased 
to  do  so,  in  consequence  of  objections  on  the  part  of  the  parents  of  many  of  them. 
All  the  children,  however,  read  the  Bible  morning  and  evening,  as  soon  as  they 
are  able  to  do  so.  No  period  is  fixed  either  for  their  admission  to,  or  dismissal 
from  the  school. 

The  master  also  receives  a share  of  the  rent  of  the  land  at  Hose,  according  to 
the  proportion  mentioned  in  the  purchase  deed,  in  respect  of  the  charities  of 
Lacey  and  Bainbridge,  which  will  be  found  noticed  under  the  following  article ; 
the  amount  of  which  proportion  at  present  is  1/.  Is.  10ft/.  per  annum. 

Charities  of  Mugg  and  others. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  bearing  date  25th  and  26th  March  1734, 
between  John  Fox  and  Ruth  his  wife,  of  the  one  part,  and  the  Rev.  Charles 
Livesay,  rector  of  St.  Michael’s  in  Sutton  Bonington,  Francis  Parkins,  esq. 
William  Buttery,  William  Gray,  Thomas  Buck,  John  Berridge,  William  Barnett 
and  John  Wheatley,  of  the  other  part ; reciting,  that  George  Mugg , by  his  Will, 
gave  to  the  parson  and  churchwardens  of  Sutton  Bonington  the  sum  of  50/. 
to  be  paid  within  twelve  months  after  his  decease,  to  purchase  lands  in  fee  simple 
in  or  near  Sutton  Bonington,  with  all  convenient  speed  ; and  directed  that  the 
rents  and  profits,  arising  therefrom,  should  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor 
of  Sutton  Bonington  every  St.  Thomas’s-day,  at  the  discretion  of  the  said 
parson  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being ; that  Francis  Cox , by  his  Will, 
bearing  date  23d  April  1716,  gave  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  St.  Michael  in 
Sutton  Bonington,  51.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  applied  and  paid  to  the  said 
poor,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  said  parish  of 
St.  Michael,  Sutton  Bonington,  for  the  time  being ; that  John  Lacey , by  Will 
(date  unknown),  gave  the  sum  of  10  /.  to  be  laid  out  in  lands  for  a free  school- 
master of  Sutton  Bonington,  that  should  teach  the  children  of  Sutton  Bon- 
ington to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  and  also  10  /.  to  be  laid  out  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  Sutton  Bonington  ; that  Benjamin  Wooley , by  his  Will, 
bearing  date  7th  April  1732,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Sutton  Bonington,  61.  to 
be  paid  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  to  be  placed  out  at  interest  or  laid  out 
in  lands,  and  the  interest  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  said  poor  every 
St.  Thomas’s-day  by  them  ; that  JVilliam  Bostock , Bartholomew  Fillingham , 

Isabella  Rig  ley  y Mary  Savage , Sarson,  and  John  Storer,  deceased, 

had,  by  their  several  Wills,  bequeathed  to  the  poor  of  Sutton  Bonington 
several  sums,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  27  /.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  dis- 
tributed amongst  the  said  poor  by  the  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  St.  Michael’s,  Sutton  Bonington  ; that  the  Rev.  John  Bainbridge  gave 
40  5.  for  the  use  of  the  free  schoolmaster  of  Sutton  Bonington  that  should 
teach  the  children  thereof  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts  ; and  reciting, 
that  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part  had  purchased  the  lands  and  premises 
thereinafter  mentioned  of  the  said  John  and  Ruth  Fox,  for  the  use  of  the 
poor  of  Sutton  Bonington,  for  the  sum  of  115/.;  it  was  witnessed,  that  the 
said  parties  of  the  first  part,  in  consideration  of  the  said  sum  of  115/.  granted 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  a cottage  situate  in  Hose, 
in  the  county  of  Leicester,  and  a close  thereto  belonging,  called  the  Home  Close, 
containing,  by  estimation,  an  acre  ; and  common  of  pasture  for  three  cows  and 
ten  sheep  in  a close  of  pasture  lying  within  the  precincts  of  Hose,  called  the 
Brookhills  ; viz.  the  said  commons  for  the  said  three  cows  from  1st  May  to 
1st  August,  and  from  11th  October  to  11th  November,  and  the  common  for  the 
said  ten  sheep  from  11th  November  to  24th  February,  yearly  : to  hold  to  them 
and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  that  they  should  receive  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said 
premises,  and  pay  the  same  to  the  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
Sutton  Bonington,  to  be  distributed  according  to  the  intent  of  the  said  recited 
wills,  viz.  a proportionable  part  of  the  rents  and  profits,  accruing  for  the  said 
premises,  for  the  sum  of  12/.  thereby  laid  out,  to  a free  schoolmaster  of  Sutton 
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St.  Michael  and  Bonington,  and  the  residue  to  be  distributed  at  the  discretion  of  the  rector, 
St.  Anne,  Sutton  churchwardens  and  overseers  to  the  poor  of  Sutton  Bonington,  according 
Bonington.  £0  the  several  powers  given  to  them  by  the  said  recited  wills ; and  it  was 
Charities  of  agreed  by  the  said  parties  of  the  second  part,  that  when  five  of  them  should  be 
Mugg  and  others,  dead,  the  survivors  should  make  a new  election  of  trustees,  to  the  number  of 
continued.  eight,  and  should  settle  the  same  premises  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

^ J The  last  trust  deeds  of  this  charity  bear  date  9th  and  10th  March  1792  ; and 

of  the  trustees  then  appointed,  John  Bramley  alone  survived  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry.  A new  appointment  had  therefore  become  necessary,  for  which  lie 
had  accordingly  given  instructions. 

The  property  of  the  charity  having  undergone  some  alterations  in  consequence 
of  an  inclosure,  which  took  place  many  years  ago  in  the  parish  of  Hose,  now 
consists  of  about  six  acres  of  land,  which  are  held  by  Richard  Dixon,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  the  rent  of  10/.  10s.  per  annum.  Previously  to  the  year  1823  he  had 
paid  12/.  per  annum  for  a few  years,  but  in  that  year  the  trustees  consented  to 
reduce  it  to  its  present  amount ; which  is  considered  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the 
land. 

The  rent  is  paid  to  Mr.  John  Bramley  the  trustee,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and 
by  him  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens.  A proportionable  part,  viz.  12-lJ5ths 
now  amounting  to  1/.  Is.  10^ cZ.  is  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  the  residue  is 
distributed  amongst  the  poor  persons  of  the  parish  the  day  after  Christmas-day, 
according  to  a list  prepared  by  the  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day.  This  list  includes  the  widows,  and  all  the  deserving  poor,  of 
the  parishes  of  St.  Michael  and  St.  Anne,  and  is  affixed  to  the  church  door  on 
Cnristmas-day,  for  the  information  of  the  persons  interesled.  In  this  mode  the 
whole  is  disposed  of,  with  the  exception  of  a few  shillings,  reserved  for  any 
deserving  object  who  may  have  been  omitted. 


Charities  of  Fielding,  F’ettiplace  and  Stanley.

yearly,  payable  out  of  several  lands  and  tenements,  for  ever.” 

In  1711  the  premises  charged  with  this  small  payment,  appear  to  have  been 
divided  among  seven  persons,  amongst  whom  the  rent  was  apportioned  as 
follows ; viz.

These  sums  were  also  collected  from  seven  persons  in  1805,  and  all  of  them, 
except  that  of  9 d.,  are  stated  to  have  been  received  up  to  Christmas  1823  ; from 
which  time,  in  consequence  of  some  difficulties  (since  removed)  in  the  collection 
of  Stanley’s  charity,  the  payments  of  these  and  of  the  next  following  charges 
have  not  been  called  for.  We  have  suggested  to  the  parish  officers,  that  no 
longer  delay  should  be  suffered  to  intervene. 

Fettiplace’s  Charity. — ■“  Mrs.  Amie  Fettiplacc  gave  10s.  yearly,  for  ever, 
arising  out  of  a cottage  in  the  parish,  adjoining  to  Shooter’s  Ditch.”  In  the 
margin  of  the  list  is  added,  “ this  sum  is  paid  out  of  the  house  belonging  to 
Charles  Cross.” 

The  house  out  of  which  this  rent-charge  is  paid,  is  now  the  property  of  Mrs. 
Sarah  Cross,  who  paid  the  same  until  about  four  years  ago  ; since  which  time, 
for  the  reason  already  mentioned,  it  has  not  been  collected. 

Stanley’s  Charity.—  “ Mr.  Henry  Stanley  gave  to  the  poor  of  this  parish 
5s.  a year,  payable  out  of  a tenement  adjoining  to  the  rectory  house,  and  then 
in  the  possession  of  Aaron  Hickling.” 


The 
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The  premises,  charged  with  this  payment,  are  now  divided  into  three  parts  ; 
of  which  one  belongs  to  the  rector  and  forms  a part  of  his  garden  ; another  has 
been  sold  to  Mr.  Throsby,  Loughborough,  who  has  built  several  cottages 
thereon ; and  the  remaining  part  consists  of  two  cottages,  now  belonging  to 
William  Hemsley  of  East  Leke. 

This  payment  of  5s.  has  also  been  in  arrear  since  1823,  except  that  at 
Christmas  1827,  Mr.  Throsby  having  been  called  on  by  the  parish  officers,  paid 
2 s.  Hd.  in  respect  of  it. 

When  these  three  rent-charges,  arising  from  the  charities  of  Stanley,  Fettiplace 
and  Fielding,  were  received,  15  s.  was  given  to  the  poor  of  St.  Michael’s  parish, 
Sutton  Bonington,  and  5s.  was  distributed  on  Good  Friday  at  St.  Anne’s 
church. 

Pick’s  Charity. 

In  an  old  parish  register  it  is  stated,  that  Mrs.  Jane  Pick  gave  51.,  the  use 
thereof  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  for  ever ; and  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns 
of  1786,  which  also  mention  the  gift,  it  is  stated  to  be  then  vested  in  George 
Buck. 

In  the  year  1810,  Mr.  George  Buck  paid  this  to  the  Rev.  Robert  Foster, 
rector  of  the  parish,  who  acknowledged  the  receipt  thereof  by  a minute  in  one 
of  the  parish  books,  signed  with  his  name,  and  who  has  since  paid  interest  for  it 
at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent. 

This  interest,  being  5s.  per  annum,  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed, 
on  or  about  St.  Thomas’s-day,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish. 
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Pick's  Charity. 


Bramley’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Mary  Bramley,  who  died  about  the  year  179-5,  gave,  by  her  will,  5s.  Bramley’s  Charity, 
a year,  for  ever,  to  the  widows  of  each  of  the  parishes  of  St.  Michael  and 
St.  Anne,  Sutton  Bonnington,  to  be  distributed,  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  in  bread, 
to  poor  widows  or  widowers  of  the  said  two  parishes. 

We  are  informed  by  Mr.  John  Bramley,  son  of  the  testatrix,  that  she  left,  no 
assets  to  satisfy  this  legacy  ; but  that  being  desirous  of  carrying  her  intentions 
into  effect,  he  gave  a bond  to  the  parish  officers  in  the  penalty  of  20 1.  for  se- 
curing the  payment  of  10/.  with  interest  at  five  per  cent ; and  he  has  distributed 
the  interest,  being  10s.,  annually  in  bread,  about  St.  Thomas’s-day,  among  poor 
widows  or  widowers  of  the  respective  parishes. 

Mr.  Bramley  has  intimated  his  wish  to  pay  in  the  principal ; and  we  have 
recommended  that  when  paid  it  should  be  invested,  together  with  the  51.  derived 
frem  Mrs.  Pick’s  charity,  in  a savings  bank. 

IHickling’s  Charity. 

Bartholomew  Hickling , by  Will,  dated  4th  June  1683,  gave  to  William  Hickling’s  Cha,it 
Hawley,  and  seven  others,  all  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Loughborough,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  for  ever,  a half  yard  land  (more  or  less)  of  arable  land, 
meadow  and  pasture  ground,  with  the  appurtenances,  lying  within  the  fields, 
liberties,  precincts  or  territories  of  Loughborough,  in  trust,  after  the  decease  of 
his  wife,  to  lay  out  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  half  yard  land,  with  the  ap- 
purtenances, in  the  buying  of  English  Bibles,  to  be  given  and  disposed  of  yearly 
to  such  poor  children  as  could  read,  and  were  not  able  to  buy  themselves  Bibles, 
that  so  the  said  children  might  be  the  better  enabled  to  know  the  will  and  mind 
of  God,  and  to  serve  and  obey  him  accordingly ; which  said  Bibles,  his  mind 
was,  should  be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  the  mayor,  (if  the  town  be  a corpo- 
ration) or  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  (if  the  town  be  no  corporation)  successively, 
for  ever,  of  the  respective  towns  and  places  where  the  said  Bibles,  according  to 
that  his  will,  were  to  be  given  and  disposed  of,  to  be  by  the  said  mayor, 
and  the  said  overseers  of  the  poor  respectively,  distributed  and  disposed  of 
where  there  should  be  most  need,  and  as  should  be  most  agreeable  to  that  his 
will ; and  the  towns  and  places  to  which  he  gave  the  said  Bibles  were  as  follows; 

(that  is  to  say)  the  borough  of  Leicester,  Loughborough,  Mountsorrell,  Wood- 
house,  Rothley,  Quarndon,  Barrowe-upon-Soare,  Silely,  Segrave,  Walton-on-the- 
Woulds,  Burton-on-the-Woulds,  Hatherne,  Shepshead,  and  Belton,  in  the  said 
county  of  Leicester,  and  Rempston,  Sutton  Bonington,  and  Normanton-upon- 
Soare,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  to  each  of  the  said  towns  the  said  Bibles 
to  be  distributed  as  follow's ; (that  is  to  say)  to  the  borough  of  Leicester,  two 
Bibles,  yearly,  for  ever ; to  the  town  of  Loughborough,  two  Bibles,  yearly,  for 
ever  ; to  Mountsorrell,  one  Bible,  yearly,  for  ever  ; and  to  the'rest  of  the  towns 
Rep.  21.  3 N and 
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and  places  above  named,  and  where  the  rest  of  the  said  Bibles,  according  to  that 
his  will,  were  to  be  given  and  disposed  of,  to  each  town  and  place  according  as 
the  number  of  the  said  Bibles  would  yearly  hold  out,  and  proportionably  to  the 
greatness  or  smallness  of  the  town  or  place,  to  the  greater  town  and  place 
a Bible  the  oftener,  and  to  the  lesser  town  a Bible  the  seldomer,  but  to  the  least 
town  or  place  a Bible  at  least  once  in  three  years ; and  he  willed,  that  at  least 
one-half  of  the  said  Bibles  should  have  the  Concordance  in  them. 

An  account  of  the  state  of  the  land  thus  devised  is  reserved  for  a future 
Report  of  the  charities  of  Loughborough,  where  the  land  lies,  and  where  the 
trustees  of  the  charity  are  resident.  It  will  suffice  here  to  state,  that  in  respect 
of  this  charity  a Bible  is  annually  transmitted  by  the  trustees  to  the  church- 
wardens of  this  town,  by  whom  it  is  given  to  a poor  person  of  either  parish, 
selected  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens.

The  first  four  sums  above  mentioned  are  in  the  hands  of  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers,  who  annually,  about  Christmas,  distribute  amongst  the  poor  of 
the  parish  lGs.  as  the  interest  thereof,  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent ; together  with 
the  sum  of  20s.  which  they  receive  from  the  surveyors  of  the  highways,  as  the 
interest  of  the  20/.  given  by  Wells  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

The  sum  of  70/.  given  by  Wells,  appears  to  have  been  laid  out  in  the  repairs 
of  the  highways  of  the  parish,  and  the  sum  of  31.  10s.  is  annually  paid  by  the 
surveyors,  as  the  interest  thereof,  out  of  the  highway  rates.  Of  this  interest 
20 s.  is  disposed  of  as  above  mentioned  ; the  remaining  505.  is  paid  to  a school- 
master, who  teaches  to  read,  in  a small  room  divided  from  the  body  of  the 
church,  six  scholars,  sent  to  him  by  the  parish.  He  had,  at  the  time  of  our 
inquiry,  four  other  children,  for  whose  instruction  he  was  paid  by  the  vicar, 
and  also  others  whose  parents  paid  for  their  instruction. 

Church  Land. 

Upon  an  inclosure,  which  took  place  about  thirty  years  ago,  a small  parcel 
of  land,  containing  1a.  & 3r.  was  allotted  to  the  churchwardens  for  the  use  of 
the  church. 

This  land,  which  is  annually  let  by  auction  at  Easter,  was  last  let  to  John  Wy- 
mons  for  4/.  The  rent  is  carried  to  the  account  of  the  church  rate. 
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PARISH  OF  WYSALL. 

Poor’s  Land. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1?86,  state  that  a person  unknown  gave  to 
the  poor  of  this  parish  land  vested  in  William  March  and  John  Warner,  and 
producing  21.  2 s.  6d.  per  annum. 

It  appears  that  the  annual  sum  of  2/.  25.  6d.  was  paid  by  March  and  Warner 
for  some  years,  as  tenants  to  the  parish  of  two  small  fields,  situate  in  the  parish 
of  Burton-on-the- Wolds,  in  Leicestershire,  and  estimated  to  contain  rather  more 
than  two  acres.  The  parish  are  possessed  of  no  documents  relating  to  this  land; 
and  it  is  not  known  from  what  source  they  derived  it. 

The  rent  was  raised  from  21.  2s.  6d  to  51.  5s.  per  annum,  at  a vestry  meet- 
ing holden  about  15  years  ago,  when  the  fields  were  let  to  Thomas  Harrison, 

as 
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as  yearly  tenant.  He  still  continues  to  hold  them  at  the  same  rent,  which  is 
stated  to  be  now  a high  one. 

This  rent  is  received  annually,  at  Christmas,  by  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  and 
is  distributed  at  a vestry  meeting  amongst  such  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  as  do 
not  receive  regular  parochial  relief,  in  sums  varying  from  Is.  6d.  to  14  s. 

About  20  years  ago  some  trees,  which  grew  on  these  fields,  were  cut  down 
and  sold  for  9 /.,  which  sum  was  lent  on  private  security,  at  five  per  cent  in- 
terest ; but  about  four  years  ago  it  was  deposited  in  the  Nottingham  savings 
bank,  in  the  name  of  the  vicar  of  the  parish.  The  interest  of  this  sum,  being  9s. 
per  annum,  has  been  distributed  with  the  rent  of  the  land,  at  Christmas,  as 
before  mentioned. 

Church  Lands. 

There  are  three  small  parcels  of  lands,  one  situate  at  Keyworth,  containing 
3a.  & 2p.  ; another  at  Wysall,  containing  about  3^-  acres;  and  the  third  at 
Widmerpool,  containing  about  10  perches,  the  first  being  in  the  occupation  of 
Woolton  Bryans,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a good  rent  of  1/.  5 s.  per  annum,  and 
the  other  two  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Shaw,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  a fair  rent 
of  81.  The  parish  are  possessed  of  no  documents  relating  to  these  lands,  nor 
is  there  any  reputation  as  to  the  mode  by  which  they  acquired  them.  The 
rents  have  usually  been  fixed  at  a vestry  meeting,  and  they  have  been  received 
by  the  churchwardens,  and  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  church  rate.

PARISH  OF  KELHAM. 

Poor’s  Money. 

The  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1786  state,  that  a person  unknown  gave  to  the 
poor  of  this  parish  2.5/.  then  vested  in  George  llodgkinson,  and  producing 
1 /.  2 s.  6d.  per  annum. 

It  is  probably  to  the  donation  thus  recorded  that  we  are  to  attribute  an  annual 
payment  of  11.  5 s.  which  has  been  for  many  years  made  by  the  overseer,  out  of 
the  poor’s  rate,  and  which  has  been  usually  distributed  to  the  poor  at  Christmas, 
with  the  alms  collected  at  the  sacrament. 


PARISH  OF  NORTH  MUSKHAM. 

The  School  Charities  of  Mary  Woolkouse  and  Mary  Disney. 

By  Indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  dated  27th  March  1745,  inrolled  in 
Chancery  19th  June  following,  between  John  Clever  and  Solomon  Clever  of  the 
first  part ; Mary  Disney,  widow  of  the  second  part ; and  John  Disney  and  Henry 
Disney  (sons  of  the  said  Mary  Disney)  and  Henry  Wool  house  Disney,  (her  grand- 
son) of  the  third  part;  it  was  witnessed,  that  the  said  John  and  Solomon  Clever 
in  consideration  of  123/.  3s.  paid  by  the  said  Mary  Disney,  bargained  and  sold 
to  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part  and  their  heirs,  a cottage  or  tenement,  and 
the  close  of  pasture  on  which  the  said  cottage  then  stood,  containing  about 
three  acres,  and  another  close  called  the  New  Close,  containing  three  acres, 
and  also  one  acre  of  arable  land,  all  situate  in  North  Muskham,  and  four  acres 
of  arable  in  Bathley,  in  the  parish  of  North  Muskham,  all  which  premises  were 
then  in  the  occupation  of  Henry  Hoyes,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  51.  5s.  to  hold 
the  said  premises  to  the  said  parties  of  the  third  part,  their  heirs  and  assigns, 
on  trust,  for  the  uses  following;  viz.  that  the  said  trustees  should  for  ever 
let  and  receive  the  rents  of  the  said  premises,  and  after  deduction  of  taxes  and 
just  repairs,  together  with  the  assistance  and  recommendation  of  the  minister, 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  North  Muskham,  as 
and  when  vacancies  should  happen,  should  choose  a master  and  the  several 
children  to  be  taught  as  after  mentioned,  and  should  apply  the  clear  surplus 
and  profits  of  the  said  premises  for  ever,  for  the  education  and  teaching  of 
14  poor  children  of  the  said  town  of  North  Muskham  to  read,  write  and  sew, 
to  wit,  the  boys  to  read  and  write,  and  the  girls  to  read,  write  and  sew  with 
needles,  and  both  boys  and  girls  to  be  taught  decent  behaviour,  and  also  their 
prayers  and  the  church  catechism,  and  to  be  brought  to  the  church  service  of 

3 N 2 a Sunday  ; 
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a Sunday;  and  in  case  of  any  surplus  money  above  5l.  a year,  the  surplus  to  be 
laid  out  in  buying  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books  for  the  children  ; which  said  charity 
was  done  and  performed  by  the  said  Mary  Disney,  in  pursuance  of  the  last 
will  of  her  mother,  Mary  Woolhouse,  widow,  dated  26th  February  17^7,  whereof 
the  said  Mary  Disney  was  executrix ; and  this  charity  was  to  be  in  lieu  and  full 
discharge  of  4/.  a year,  which  the  said  Mary  Woolhouse  charged  her  own  lands 
in  North  Muskham  with  the  payment  of,  until  a purchase  of  lands  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid  could  be  made. 

The  survivor  of  the  three  trustees  above  named  was  Henry  Woolhouse 
Disney,  who  subsequently  assumed  the  name  of  Roebuck,  and  died  in  1796, 
leaving  Henry  Disney  Roebuck,  esq.  his  heir  at  law.  This  gentleman  is  still 
living,  and  in  him  therefore  the  trust  premises  are  now  vested.  He  resides, 
however,  at  a distance  from  the  parish,  and  an  opinion  appears  to  be  entertained 
by  some  of  the  inhabitants,  that  the  charity  sutlers  from  the  want  of  a more 
immediate  superintendence.  We  have  apprised  him  of  the  existence  of  this 
feeling,  and  have  suggested  to  his  consideration  the  propriety  of  obviating  the 
complaint,  by  adding  other  persons  to  the  trust,  who  may  have  better  oppor- 
tunities of  watching  over  the  interests  of  the  charity. 

Upon  the  North  Muskham  inclosure  in  the  year  1773,  the  commissioners 
awarded  to  Henry  Woolhouse  Disney  Roebuck,  esq.  “ as  trustee  of  the  estate 
settled  by  Mary  Disney,  widow,  deceased,  for  the  teaching  the  school  at  North 
Muskham,”  a piece  of  then  inclosed  land,  lying  in  a close  in  the  township  of 
North  Muskham,  and  containing  20  perches,  in  exchange  for  24  perches  lying 
in  the  open  fields  of  Bathley,  then  belonging  to  the  said  Henry  Woolhouse 
Disney  Roebuck,  as  trustee  for  the  said  school  ; and  they  further  awarded  to 
the  said  Henry  Woolhouse  Disney  Roebuck  as  trustee  for  the  said  school,  in 
lieu  of  and  as  a compensation  for  all  his  share,  interest  and  right  of  common  in 
the  said  open  fields,  &c.  thereby  intended  to  be  divided  and  inclosed,  for  and  on 
account  of  his  then  open  lands  and  right  of  common,  and  such  as  were  therein- 
before allotted  to  him  as  trustee,  11  a.  & 34  p.  lying  in  the  North  Sandfield  of 
North  Muskham,  having  the  turnpike  road  east. 

This  allotment,  added  to  the  Old  Homestead  of  three  acres,  on  which  are  now 
standing  two  houses  and  a schoolroom,  and  a pingle  of  about  two  roods,  con- 
stitute at  present  the  whole  property  of  the  charity. 

Of  the  buildings  now  standing  on  the  Homestead,  the  schoolroom  is  reported 
to  have  been  erected  about  thirty-four  years  ago  by  Mr.  Pocklington,  a gen- 
tleman of  fortune  in  the  parish,  at  an  expense  of  about  7 0/. 

One  of  the  houses  is  reported  to  have  been  built  by  Mrs.  Radcliffe,  a former 
tenant  of  the  land,  at  an  expense  of' about  60/.  This  house  is  now  divided  into 
two  tenements,  of  which  the  one,  with  a small  garden,  is  held  by  Frances  Ash- 
more, at  the  rent  of  31.  10  5. ; the  other,  also  with  a garden,  is  held  by  Thomas 
Bellamy,  at  the  rent  of  4/.  45. 

The  other  house  was  built  by  the  present  master  in  the  year  1813,  upon  the 
site  of  the  cottage  mentioned  in  the  deed,  which  was  very  old  and  ruinous. 
The  original  cost  of  this  building,  with  additions  and  improvements  since  made 
to  it  by  the  master,  exceeds,  as  he  informs  us,  180/.  This  house,  with  a yard, 
large  garden  and  orchard,  are  in  the  master’s  own  occupation,  and  are  estimated 
by  him  at  about  eight  guineas  a year. 

The  remainder  of  the  Homestead  is  occupied  by  William  Ellis,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  61. 

The  pingle  and  part  of  the  new  allotment,  making  together  about  two 
acres  and  a rood,  are  now  held  by  Edward  Brown,  at  9/-  per  annum.  The 
remainder  of  the  allotment  is  held  by  John  Bourn,  at  38/.  per  annum. 

These  are  all  yearly  tenancies,  and  the  rents  appear  to  be  the  fair  value  of  the 
respective  premises. 

The  premises  are  let  and  the  rents  received  by  the  master,  who  pays  thereout 
rates  and  taxes,  amounting  to  4/.  1 5.  6d.  per  annum  for  several  years  past, 
and  the  expenses  of  repairs,  heretofore  more  considerable,  but  amounting  now 
to  about  1/.  per  annum;  and  appropriates  the  residue  to  his  own  use,  the 
amount  of  which  may  be  seen  by  the  following  recapitulation,  viz.

to  which  should  be  added  occasional  receipts  for  timber.  The  present  master 
has  received,  as  he  informs  us,  4/.  only  on  that  account.  There  is  yet  a little 
timber  on  the  land. 

The  present  master  is  John  Atkins,  who  was  appointed  in  1802  by 
Dr.  John  Disney,  d.d.  (acting  on  behalf  of  his  nephew,  as  the  trustee  of 
the  charity),  and  who  for  the  income  which  he  receives  as  above  mentioned, 
instructs,  with  the  assistance  of  his  wife,  fourteen  boys  and  girls  of  North 
Muskham  to  read  and  write,  and  the  girls  to  sew  and  knit  also  ; and  he  further 
teaches  such  of  the  scholars  as  desire  it,  to  cypher,  for  which  he  receives  from 
3d.  to  6d.  a week  each.  The  girls  are  taught  in  the  master’s  house  by  his 
wife ; the  boys  by  the  master  himself  in  the  schoolroom,  which  he  has  furnished 
with  proper  desks  and  other  conveniences. 

The  children  are  admitted  from  the  age  of  three  years,  and  remain  as  long  as 
their  parents  think  proper,  generally  till  the  age  of  eleven  or  twelve.  They  are 
admitted  on  application  to  the  master  himself,  who  states,  that  upon  his  first 
coming  to  the  school  he  consulted  the  then  curate  and  churchwardens  on  the 
subject;  but  they  declined  to  interfere  in  the  appointment  of  the  scholars, 
saying,  that  the  master  was  a parishioner,  and  knew  what  children  were  proper 
to  be  admitted. 

The  present  master  does  not  appear  to  have  hitherto  supplied  the  scholars 
with  either  Bibles  or  Prayer-books  ; but  he  informs  us,  that  he  has  lately  pro- 
cured a few  Prayer-books  from  the  Society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge, 
which  he  intends  to  distribute  among  them.  He  also  states,  that  on  his  first 
coming  to  the  school,  he  distributed  among  the  scholars  some  copies  of  the 
Whole  Duty  of  Man,  which  he  purchased  from  the  executors  of  his  predecessor. 
He  excuses  himself  for  not  having  hitherto  given  Bibles  and  Prayer-books,  on 
the  ground  of  his  ignorance  of  the  provisions  of  the  deed  in  that  respect, 
never  having  been  informed  of  those  provisions,  and  not  having  had  any  such 
books  given  to  himself,  during  fourteen  years  that  he  was  a scholar  at  this  school, 
under  a former  master.  He  assures  us,  however,  that  he  teaches  the  scholars 
the  Lord’s  Prayer  and  Belief  when  young,  and  when  older  the  Catechism,  and 
also  to  read  in  the  Testament,  the  children  bringing  their  own  books  for  that 
purpose. 

We  were  the  more  minute  in  our  inquiries  upon  this  subject,  in  consequence 
of  some  charges  that  were  made  against  the  master,  of  inattention  to  the  religious 
instruction  of  the  children. 

We  have  suggested  to  him  the  necessity  of  a strict  adherence,  in  that  respect, 
to  the  provisions  of  the  trust  deed,  with  which  he  will  now  be  made  acquainted. 
It  is  due  to  him  to  state,  that  he  produced  before  us  a certificate,  dated 
31st  October  1802,  from  the  minister  and  churchwarden  of  North  Muskham,  of 
his  having  received  the  sacrament  of  the  Lord’s  Supper ; and  a license,  dated 
6th  November  following,  under  the  seal  of  the  vicar-general  of  the  collegiate 
church  of  Southwell,  which,  after  reciting  that  sufficient  testimony  had  been 
given  of  his  ability,  good  life  and  conversation,  gave  him  permission  to  teach 
a petty  school  at  North  Muskham,  so  long  as  he  should  honestly,  soberly  and 
carefully  demean  himself.  r 

Besides  the  free  scholars,  the  master  takes  others,  who  pay  for  their  education. 
Of  these,  he  has  upon  the  average,  as  he  informs  us,  about  fifty  in  winter,  and 
thirty  the  rest  of  the  year.  The  schoolroom  is  capable  of  holding  60. 

Rep.  21.  3 N 3 Considering 
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Smith’s  Charity. 


Considering  that  the  foundress  of  this  charity  appears  to  have  contemplated 
5 1.  as  the  stipend  for  teaching  the  fourteen  children,  it  seems  proper,  that  the 
great  increase  of  income,  which  has  taken  place,  should  be  accompanied  with 
a due  increase  in  the  number  of  free  scholars  ; and  we  have  accordingly  recom- 
mended this  subject  to  the  consideration  ol  the  trustee. 

Smith’s  Charity. 

John  Smith,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  the  17th  April  1581,  gave  to  Robert 
Lilly,  William  Lilly,  and  Richard  Lilly',  all  his  lands  and  tenements,  called 
Bathley  Grange,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  with  their  appurtenances,  within 
the  fields  and  territories  of  Bathley  Holm  and  North  Muskharn,  with  two  closes, 
called  Horse  Grass  and  New  Close ; and  he  willed,  that  his  copyhold  in  Holm 
should,  according  to  the  custom  of  the  manor,  be  joined  to  the  Grange  : to  hold 
to  them,  and  the  heirs  male  of  their  bodies,  on  condition  that  they  should  pay 
yearly  to  ten  poor  persons,  within  the  parish  of  North  Muskharn,  Bathley,  and 
Holm,  205.  to  each  quarterly;  such  poor  persons  to  be  chosen  of  his  own  poor 
kindred,  if  any  such  there  should  be,  and  the  rest  to  be  chosen  out  of  such  as 
were  born  in  the  county  of  Nottingham ; and  also  a black  gown  to  be  given 
yearly,  at  Christmas,  to  the  said  ten  poor  persons,  by  the  said  Robert,  William, 
and  Richard  Lilly,  and  their  heirs,  with  an  I.  and  an  S.  of  red  cloth  upon  the 
left  sleeve,  in  remembrance  of  him,  for  ever,  every  gown  cloth  to  be  of  the 
value  of  85.;  and  as  the  rooms  of  the  said  poor  persons  should  become  void,  to 
be  newly  appointed  by  the  said  Robert,  William,  and  Richard  Lilly,  and  their 
heirs  as  aforesaid,  so  that  the  said  number  should  be  always  supplied  within 
the  space  of  two  months  ; and  the  said  devisees,  and  their  heirs,  to  provide  some 
convenient  handsome  room  and  place  within  the  church  of  North  Muskharn, 
wherein  the  said  ten  poor  persons  might  sit  together  to  serve  God,  and  also 
four  sermons,  to  be  made  by  the  provision  and  at  the  costs  of  the  said  devisees 
and  their  heirs,  as  aforesaid,  at  Midsummer,  Michaelmas,  Christmas  and  Lady 
days,  and  the  sermon  on  Midsummer- day,  to  be  especially,  because  it  was  the 
day  of  his  nativity,  and  the  poor  to  have  a dinner  at  the  house  of  the  said 
Grange,  in  remembrance  of  him,  for  ever ; and  if  the  said  devisees  should  die 
without  issue  male,  or  should  wilfully  or  negligently  break  his  will,  in  not  per- 
forming the  same  according  to  his  intent,  then  his  will  was,  that  William 
Alexander,  of  Sutton,  and  William  Smith,  of  Ossington,  should  enter  into  the 
said  lands,  and  hold  them  to  them  and  their  heirs  male,  upon  like  condition, 
with  a further  limitation  over  to  the  heirs  of  his  half  sisters,  Alice  Holland, 
Ann  Bucknell,  Elizabeth  Bradley,  Margaret  Harrison,  and  Cicely  Ellice,  and 
their  heirs  male,  on  breach  of  the  said  conditions,  by  the  said  Alexander  and 
Smith,  subject  to  the  same  conditions  ; and  on  their  default,  with  an  ultimate 
remainder  in  fee  to  his  next  of  kin. 

A part  of  the  estate  thus  devised  was  conveyed,  in  1023,  by  John  Lilly,  to 
the  use  of  the  corporation  of  Newark,  upon  certain . charitable  trusts ; and  is 
still  vested  in  that  body,  as  may  be  seen  on  reference  to  the  account  of  the 
charities  of  Newark,  contained  in  the  present  Report. 


Out  of  the  rents  of  this  estate,  the  tenant  is  allowed  to  retain  7 1-  7s ■ for  the 
use  of  Smith’s  charity,  which  he  thus  apportions:  —

and  8s.  per  annum  for  clothing 
To  one  poor  woman  1 s.  8d.  per  quarter  in  money  -

leaving  a residue  of  2/.  7s.  for  the  expense  of  a dinner,  which  he  provides  on 
Midsummer-day,  annually,  for  the  first  three,  and  every  third  year  for  the 
fourth  in  addition.  This  allowance  may  be  considered  to  include  some  com- 
pensation for  his  trouble  in  dispensing  the  charity  ; as  the  dinner,  though  good, 
does  not  equal  the  amount. 

The  payment  of  65.  8 cl.  to  the  minister  has  not  been  made  since  the  year 

1817, 
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1817,  in  consequence,  as  the  tenant  informs  us,  of  the  quarterly  sermon  not 
having  been  preached. 

The  poor  persons  on  whom  the  charity  is  bestowed  are  of  the  parish  of 
North  Muskham,  and  have  been  for  some  time  past  appointed  by  the  tenant  of 
the  land.  We  have  suggested  to  the  corporation  of  Newark  the  propriety  of 
taking  this  appointment,  and  the  dispensation  of  the  charity  in  future  into  their 
own  hands,  or  of  inviting  the  assistance  of  the  parish  officers,  instead  of  leaving 
it  solely  to  the  successive  tenants  of  the  farm. 

The  payments  above  mentioned  are  made,  in  satisfaction  of  one-third  of  the 
charge  made  upon  the  whole  estate  devised  by  Smith  ; the  remaining  two-thirds 
being  respectively  borne  by  two  other  portions  of  the  estate;  the  one  containing 
about  25  acres,  now  the  property  of  Richard  Goodman ; and  the  other,  con- 
taining about  50  acres,  now  belonging  to  Thomas  Wheatman. 

These  persons  appear  to  have  respectively  made  similar  payments,  and  a like 
provision  of  dinner  with  those  above  specified. 

It  is  stated  that  there  were  formerly  sittings  in  the  church  assigned  to  the 
use  of  the  poor  people  of  this  charity,  but  they  have  been  long  otherwise 
appropriated. 

Kemp’s  Charity. 

John  Kemp , by  his  Will,  bearing  date  26th  August  1663,  gave  his  house,  and 
all  his  land  in  North  Muskham,  to  his  mother,  Frances  Kemp,  during  her  life, 
and  after  her  decease,  he  gave  the  same  premises  to  the  proper  use  and  benefit 
of  the  poor  of  the  town  of  North  Muskham  ; and  he  ordained,  that  the  minister, 
and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being,  should  let 
his  land,  and  distribute  the  yearly  rent  of  it  to  the  said  poor,  for  ever. 

The  premises  which  are  understood  to  have  been  derived  from  this  devise, 
besides  the  two  cottages  which  will  be  afterwards  mentioned,  consist  of  a small 
farm-house  and  homestead,  and  about  15  acres  of  land,  in  the  parish  of  North 
Muskham,  now  in  the  occupation  of  William  Twinberry,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  2 51.  per  annum. 

This  rent  was  fixed  in  the  year  1819,  at  a meeting  of  the  parishioners,  and  is 
[ still  considered  the  fair  value  of  the  land.  He  repairs  the  buildings,  which  are 
now  in  good  condition.  There  are  two  oak  trees  now  on  the  premises,  and  some 
timber  has  been  heretofore  cut  for  the  purpose  of  repairs. 

The  two  cottages,  above  referred  to  as  forming  a part  of  the  charity  estate, 
have  generally  been  occupied  by  poor  persons  rent-free,  placed  there  by  the 
overseers.  They  were  rebuilt  in  the  present  year  upon  the  site  of  two  old  ones, 
at  an  expense  of  about  22/. ; which  was  defrayed,  as  the  former  repairs  had  been, 
out  of  the  funds  of  the  charity. 

The  rents  of  the  farm  are  received  by  one  of  the  overseers  half-yearly,  at 
Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  and  shortly  after  the  former  receipt  the  amount  is 
distributed  at  a parish  meeting,  attended  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  and 
overseers,  among  the  most  deserving  and  necessitous  poor  persons  of  the  parish, 
according  to  a list  prepared,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  5 s.  to  1/. 

Shortly  after  the  Michaelmas  receipt,  coals,  to  the  amount  of  the  half  year’s 
rent,  are  distributed  in  the  same  manner,  and  to  persons  of  the  same  descrip- 
tion, in  quantities  varying  from  a ton  to  five  cwt.  to  each  ; the  poor  who  do  not 
receive  parish  relief,  and  widows  and  orphans,  receive  the  larger  portion. 


PARISH  OF  NORWELL. 

School. 

Thomas  Sturtevant’s  Charity. — By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release, 
bearing  date  1st  and  2d  June  1727,  between  Thomas  Sturtevant,  brother  and 
heir  of  Lawrence  Sturtevant,  deceased,  of  the  one  part,  and  George  Cartwright, 
esq.  John  Townsend,  vicar  of  Norwell,  and  three  others,  all  of  the  parish  of 
Norwell,  of  the  other  part ; the  said  Thomas  Sturtevant  granted  to  the  said 
parties  of  the  second  part,  and  their  heirs,  three  parcels  of  meadow  ground, 
situate  in  Holme,  in  the  county  of  Nottingham,  containing  four  acres,  in  trust, 
that  they  or  the  survivors,  or  the  trustees  of  the  charity  school  of  Norwell 
should,  out  of  the  rents  thereof,  pay  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  charity 
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school  for  the  time  being,  the  clear  annual  sum  of  31.,  as  a yearly  stipend  for 
his  trouble  in  teaching  six  children,  to  be  from  time  to  time  elected  by  the 
trustees  of  the  said  charity  school ; such  scholars  to  be  deemed  as  on  the  foun- 
dation thereof ; such  nomination  of  scholars  to  take  place  in  the  said  school  by 
virtue  of  the  said  establishment;  and  upon  further  trust,  to  pay  105.  per  annum 
to  the  minister  of  the  said  parish,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  Holy  Thursday, 
and  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  such  uses  for  the  benefit  of  the 
said  charity  school,  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  think  fit. 

Under  an  Act  passed  in  the  11th  year  of  George  3,  for  inclosing  the  open 
fields  and  commons  in  North  Muskham  and  Bathley,  the  commissioners,  by 
their  award,  dated  23d  October  1773,  allotted  to  the  trustees  of  the  school  of 
Norwell,  in  lieu  of  and  in  compensation  for  all  their  share  and  interest  in  and 
upon  the  open  fields  and  commons  thereby  intended  to  be  inclosed,  six  acres, 
lying  in  the  Middle  Clayfield  of  Bathley,  the  Cromwell  Coal-road,  going  through 
the  same,  and  bounded  by  the  Norwell  road  south-west. 

The  land  thus  allotted  has  been  since  inclosed,  and  is  called  Schoolhouse 
Close.  It  is  in  the  occupation  of  William  Knight,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  15/.  Is.  It  was  formerly  let  to  Leonard  Esam,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent 
of  8/.  per  annum,  but  in  the  year  1818  was  let  by  tender  to  Knight  for  a term 
of  seven  years,  at  his  present  rent;  which  is  considered  the  full  value  of  the 
field. 

The  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwarden,  who  pays  thereout  10s.  to  the 
minister  for  preaching  a sermon  on  Holy  Thursday.  The  residue  is  carried  to 
an  account,  called  the  School  Account,  the  particulars  of  which  will  be  stated 
hereafter. 

Charities  of  Marsden,  Wilkinson  and  Green. — By  Indentures  of  Lease 
and  Release,  bearing  date  27th  and  28th  December  1733,  between  Joseph  Tonge, 
of  the  one  part,  George  Cartwright,  esq.  and  six  others,  trustees  of  the  charity 
school  at  Norwell,  of  the  other  part;  the  said  Joseph  Tonge,  in  consideration 
of  164/.  4s.  paid  by  the  said  trustees,  granted  to  them  and  their  heirs,  a close 
of  meadow,  lying  in  the  precincts  of  Claypole,  in  the  county  of  Lincoln,  called 
the  Well  Fen  Close,  containing,  by  estimation,  about  11  acres:  and  a close  in 
the  precincts  of  Claypole,  containing  about  one  acre  and  a half,  in  trust  as  to 
5-12ths  of  61.  per  annum  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises,  to  be 
paid  to  the  schoolmaster  and  his  successors  for  ever,  for  teaching  so  many  poor 
children  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  as  the  said  trustees  should  think  fit ; and 
as  to  4-12ths  of  61.  per  annum  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  premises  to 
be  paid  to  such  poor  children  of  the  said  charity  school  for  ever,  as  were  most 
diligent  in  coming  to  the  said  school,  and  of  good  behaviour,  according  to  the 
discretion  of  the  said  trustees;  and  as  to  3-12ths  of  61.  per  annum  of  the  said 
rents  and  profits,  to  be  paid  to  the  poor  of  the  said  town  of  Norwell,  for  ever, 
according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees  and  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of 
the  said  parish  ; the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to  be  paid  into 
the  hands  of  Thomas  Sturtevant,  for  interest  of  44/.  4s.  of  the  said  purchase 
money,  he  having  borrowed  and  given  security  for  the  same  until  the  said  prin- 
cipal should  be  paid  off  and  redeemed  by  any  other  person  ; and  it  was  declared 
by  the  said  parties,  that  as  to  50/.  part  of  the  said  purchase  money,  it  was 
given  by  Robert  Marsden,  clerk  to  the  said  trustees,  the  interest  thereof  to  be 
paid  to  the  schoolmaster  of  the  said  town,  and  his  successors,  for  teaching  so 
many  poor  children  of  the  parish  of  Norwell  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts, 
as  the  trustees  should  think  fit ; the  product  of  which  said  principal  sum,  made 
up  5-12ths  of  61.  rent  per  annum;  40/.  more  thereof  was  given  by  the  will  of 
Mary  Wilkinson,  of  Norwell,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  to  so  many  poor 
children,  for  ever,  as  were  most  diligent  in  coming  to  scIiqoI,  and  of  good 
behaviour,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  said  trustees,  the  product  whereof 
made  up  4-12ths  of  61.  rent  per  annum  ; 25/.  more  thereof  was  given  hy  the 
will  of  John  and  Mary  Green , of  Norwell,  and  51.  more  was  given  by  Robert 
Marsden  aforesaid,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Norwell  for  ever,  according  to  the  discretion  of  the  trustees  and  overseers  of 
the  said  parish;  the  products  whereof  made  up  3-12ths  of  61.  rent  per  annum, 
which  in  the  whole  amounted  to  12-12ths  of  61.  per  annum  ; the  remainder  of 
tiie  rents  and  profits  of  the  same  premises  to  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  said 
Thomas  Sturtevant  as  aforesaid. 


In 
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In  the  earliest  account  book  extant  of  this  charity,  there  is  an  entry,  purporting 
to  be  under  the  hands  of  George  Green  and  Joseph  Templeman,  Richard  Hutton, 
Edward  Walker,  and  James  Bradley,  dated  8th  July  1792,  by  which,  after  re- 
citing the  above-abstracted  indenture  of  28th  December  1738,  and  that  the  said 
George  Green  and  Joseph  Templeman,  in  right  of  their  respective  wives,  were 
the  legal  representatives  of  Thomas  Sturtevant  deceased,  and  that  they  had 
agreed  to  accept  of  the  trustees  of  the  school  the  sum  of  21 /.  in  full  satis- 
faction of  the  said  debt  of  44/.  45.  and  all  interest,  and  the  trustees  had 
actually  paid  to  them  the  sum  of  7 /•  in  part,  it  was  agreed  by  the  said  Joseph 
Templeman  and  George  Green  to  accept  the  remaining  sum  of  14/.  by  two 
equal  payments  of  7/.  each,  on  the  5th  July  1793  and  1794. 

On  reference  to  the  accounts,  it  appears,  that  these  two  sums  were  accordingly 
paid  about  the  time  above  specified,  and  a receipt  for  the  full  sum  of  44/.  45. 
bearing  date  9th  July  1794,  signed  by  George  Green  and  Joseph  Templeman, 
is  accordingly  endorsed  on  the  release  of  1733. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  trusts  of  these  premises  have  ever  been  formally 
renewed.  New  trustees  have,  however,  been  from  time  to  time  appointed  by  the 
survivors,  and  their  appointments  entered  in  the  account  books  of  the  charity. 
The  present  trustees,  thus  appointed,  are  the  Rev.  Edmund  Herring,  minister  of 
the  parish,  John  Evelyn  Denison,  of  Ossington,  esq.  George  William  Hutton,  of 
Carlton,  esq.  Mr.  Samuel  Curtis,  Leonard  Esam,  Richard  Esam,  and  William 
Knight.  These  gentlemen  have  the  management  of  all  the  charities  of  the 
parish. 

The  Wellfen  Close  has  been  divided  into  four  fields,  which,  with  the  other 
parcel  of  land,  are  occupied  by  the  Widow  Loughton,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the 
rent  of  361.  per  annum.  She  took  it  by  tender  in  1823,  at  the  rent  of  39/.  per 
annum,  which  was  reduced  in  April  1826  to  its  present  amount.  It  is  still 
deemed  a high  rent,  and  the  tenant  having  suffered  severe  losses  in  1827  and 
1828  by  the  floods,  now  calls  for  further  abatement,  which  it  is  in  contem- 
plation to  make. 

The  rents  of  this  land  are  received  by  one  of  the  trustees,  who  pays  305.  to 
the  overseer  of  the  poor  for  distribution,  and  carries  the  residue  to  the  school 
account. 

The  305.  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  appears  to  be  paid  as  the  amount  of  the 
3-12ths  of  61.,  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  by  the  trust  deed  of 
1733,  in  respect  of  the  25  /.  given  by  John  and  Mary  Green,  and  the  5/.  given  by 
Robert  Marsden.  If  the  intention  of  that  deed  was  to  appropriate  3-12ths 
of  the  whole  available  income,  to  the  use  of  the  poor,  that  proportion  would,  in 
the  present  state  of  the  income,  amount  to  9 /.  ; and  as  we  conceive  such  to  have 
been  the  intention  of  the  deed,  we  think  that  the  payment  to  the  poor  ought  in 
future  to  be  raised  to  that  proportion. 

Wood’s  Charity. — Samuel  Wood,  by  Will,  dated  5th  January  1782,  gave 
to  the  trustees  of  Norwell  charity  school,  and  their  successors,  the  sum  of 
jSO/.  to  be  by  them  placed  out  at  interest,  and  40  5.  yearly  out  of  such  interest 
applied  in  putting  to  the  same  school,  from  time  to  time,  four  poor  boys  of  from 
eight  to  twelve  years  of  age,  two  whereof  to  be  natives  of  Norwell,  the  other  two 
of  Norwell  Woodhouse ; the  residue  of  such  interest  to  be  disposed  of  on 
Old  St.  Mark’s-day,  yearly,  as  follows  ; namely,  three-fourth  parts  thereof  to  be 
paid  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Norwell,  to  be  by  them  distributed,  among  such  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the 
said  township,  as  should  have  no  relief  from  the  poor  rates,  and  should  be  by  them 
deemed  proper  objects  of  charity  ; and  the  remaining  one-fourth  part  to  be  paid 
to  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  two  principal  inhabitants  for  the  time  being  of 
Norwell  Woodhouse,  to  be  by  them  distributed,  among  such  of  the  poor  inha- 
bitants of  the  said  last-mentioned  township  for  the  time  being,  as  should  be  in  the 
like  situation,  and  come  under  the  same  description  with  those  of  Norwell 
above  mentioned. 

This  legacy  is  out  at  interest  with  other  charitable  funds,  which,  with  the 
respective  securities,  will  be  particularized  under  the  head  of  “ Margaret 
Sturtevant’s  Charity.” 

Of  the  interest,  amounting  to  4/.  per  annum,  the  sum  of  40  5.  is  carried  to 
the  school  account,  of  which  the  following  are  the  particulars,  viz.

Out  of  this  income,  a salary  of  50/.- is  paid  to  a schoolmaster.  The  residue, 
1 /.  6.9.  is  appropriated  to  the  repairs  of  the  schoolhouse. 

The  master’s  salary  previous  to  1819  was  24/.  It  was  in  that  year  raised  to 
30/.  ; in  1821  to  35/.  ; in  1824  (upon  the  appointment  of  the  present  master) 
to  45/.;  and  in  the  year  following  to  50/.  its  present  amount;  the  conti- 
nuance of  which,  it  may  be  observed,  in  the  present  state  of  the  income,  will  be 
incompatible  with  the  increase,  which  we  have  suggested,  to  the  payment 
to  the  poor. 

The  schoolhouse  of  which  we  have  spoken,  is  an  ancient  building  in  the 
village  of  Norwell,  in  which  the  master  resides.  It  is  not  known  how  the  trus- 
tees became  possessed  of  it.  There  has  been  lately  added  to  it  a small  garden, 
by  the  gift  of  Mr.  Denison,  one  of  the  trustees. 

The  master  instructs  24  children  (12  of  each  sex)  to  read,  write  and  cast 
accounts,  and  his  wife  further  teaches  the  girls  to  knit  and  sew.  This  number 
includes  two  from  Norwell  Woodhouse  in  respect  of  Wood’s  charity.  The 
master  is  allowed  moreover  to  take  pay  scholars,  and  has  many  of  that 
description. 

The  foundation  children,  and  the  master  are  appointed  by  the  trustees.  Each 
master  on  his  appointment  signs  an  agreement  with  the  trustees  in  the  account 
book,  by  which  the  trustees,  in  case  they  should  deem  it  right  to  remove  him 
in  consequence  of  neglect  of  duty,  intemperance  or  other  just  cause,  agree  to 
give  him  six  months  notice  in  writing,  and  they  further  agree  to  hold  quarterly 
meetings  at  the  schoolhouse,  to  examine  into  the  conduct  of  the  master;  and 
the  master  agrees  to  quit  on  receiving  such  notice,  and  in  case  he  should  wish 
to  resign,  to  give  the  trustees  similar  notice. 

Charities  of  Marsden,  Green  and  Wood. 

Charities  of  The  particulars  of  these  respective  charities  have  been  given,  in  the  foregoing 
^^ancfwooc]66"’  account  °f  the  school ; where  it  has  been  also  stated,  that  in  respect  ot 
Marsden’ s and  Green’s,  there  is  annually  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  for 
distribution,  the  sum  of  30.9. ; which  we  have  suggested  should  be  increased  to 
3-12ths  of  the  actual  income  of  the  estate,  to  the  purchase  of  which  those 
charities  contributed. 

The  30 s.  hitherto  received  has  been  added  by  the  overseers  to  other  funds, 
which  are  distributed  among  the  poor,  in  the  manner  that  will  be  seen  under  the 
head  of  “ Margaret  Sturtevant’s  Charity,”  among  which  funds  will  also  be 
found  the  sum  of  305.  in  respect  of  Wood’s  charity;  the  remaining  IO5.  of  the 
interest  payable  on  the  80/.,  being  appropriated  to  the  use  of  Norwell  Wood- 
house. 

Margaret  Sturtevant’s  Charities  and  Esam’s  Charity. 

Margaret  Sturte-  These  several  charities  are  recorded  on  a Benefaction  Table  in  the  church  of 
vant’s  Chanties  and  this  parish,  in  the  following  terms  ; viz. 

“ The  interest  of  60/.  left  by  the  late  Mrs.  Margaret  Sturtevant,  to  be  dis- 
tributed weekly  in  bread  to  those  of  the  poor,  who  attend  divine  service  on 
Sundays,  per  annum  SI.” 

“ Flic  interest  of  2 51.  left  by  the  said  Mrs.  Margaret  Sturtevant,  to  buy  flax 
for  five  poor  widows,  per  annum  1/.  5s.” 

“ The  interest  of  20/.  left  by  Mr.  Leonard  Esam  to  dispose  of  on  Floly 
Thursday,  to  such  of  the  poor  as  the  heirs  of  the  said  Leonard  Esam  think 
proper,  per  annum  1 /.” 


These 
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These  several  benefactions,  added  to  Wood’s  legacy  of  80/.  and  the  sum  of 
51.  from  the  school  account,  make  together  the  sum  of  190/. ; which  has  been 
placed  out  at  five  per  cent  interest  on  the  following  securities ; viz.

Out  of  the  interest  of  these  funds,  the  sum  of  31.,  in  respect  of  Mrs.  Sturte- 
vant’s  bread  charity,  is  annually  paid  to  a baker,  for  supplying  weekly  fifteen 
penny  loaves,  which  are  distributed  at  church  every  Sunday,  by  the  church- 
wardens, among  poor  persons  attending  divine  service. 

The  further  sum  of  25 s.,  in  respect  of  the  same  donor’s  further  charity,  is 
given  in  sums  of  5s.  each,  for  the  purchase  of  flax,  to  five  poor  widows,  ap- 
pointed by  the  parish  officers. 

The  sum  of  20s.,  as  the  interest  of  Leonard  Esam’s  legacy,  is  added  to  the 
other  funds,  the  distribution  of  which  will  be  mentioned  under  the  following 
head. 

Mary  Sturtevant’s  Charity. 


It  will  be  seen  on  reference  to  our  Report  of  the  charities  of  Halam  in  this  Mary  Sturtevant’s 
county,  [20th  Rep.]  that  under  the  will  of  Mary  Sturtenant,  dated  29th  October  Charity. 
1768,  the  vicar,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  this  parish,  were  entitled  to 
receive  100/.  to  be  placed  out  at  interest,  and  the  interest  to  be  disposed  of  on 
Christmas-day  amongst  so  many  poor  inhabitants  of  Norwell,  at  the  rate  of  10s. 
a-piece  as  the  same  would  extend  to ; and  that  the  trustees  of  the  school  of 
Norwell  were  also  entitled  to  receive  a like  sum,  to  be  placed  out  at  interest, 
and  the  interest  annually  laid  out,  in  the  purchase  of  blue  cloth  for  coats  and 
caps  for  the  poor  boys,  and  of  blue  stuff  for  gowns  for  the  poor  girls,  educated 
in  the  said  school ; such  poor  children  to  have  the  said  coats,  caps  and  gowns 
every  Easter  Sunday. 

These  two  legacies  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  230/.  4 s.  3d.  three  per 
cent  consols,  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General  of  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
in  pursuance  of  the  decree  of  that  court,  in  the  cause  of  Coates  v.  Marten,  which 
■we  noticed  in  our  former  Report. 

The  dividends  of  this  stock,  amounting  to  61.  18  s.  2 d.  per  annum,  are  usually 
received  only  once  in  about  six  years,  in  consequence  of  the  expense  attending 
the  application  for  them.  They  were  last  received  up  to  January  1827,  lor  the 
six  preceding  years,  making  a sum  of  41/.  85.  Shortly  after  the  receipt  of  the 
dividends,  one  moiety  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  clothing,  for  the  24  children 
on  the  foundation  of  the  charity  school. 

An  account  has  been  kept  of  the  application  of  this  branch  of  the  charity, 
from  the  year  1812.  It  is  balanced,  shortly  after  the  receipt  and  application  of 
the  dividends,  and  is  occasionally  laid  before  the  trustees  and  parishioners.  On 
reference  to  this  account,  there  appeared,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  (Septem- 
ber 1828)  a balance  of  61,  9-s.  9 d.  due  to  the  charity  ; which  it  was  proposed  to 
lay  out  in  the  purchase  of  clothing  for  the  children  at  Christmas. 

The  other  moiety  of  the  dividends  is  paid  to  the  overseer,  who  carries  it  to 
a joint  account  with  the  other  charities  already  mentioned  ; viz.

Which  joint  fund  the  overseer,  with  the  assistance  of  the  churchwardens  and 
some  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  distributes  at  intervals  amongst  widows  and 
other  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  in  sums  usually  varying  from  2 s.  to  lOs.  The 
distribution  is  not  exclusively  confined  to  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial  relief ; 
but  those,  and  widows,  are  generally  preferred,  and  receive  the  largest  shares.

An  account  has  also  been  kept  of  this  distribution,  from  1812;  on  reference 
to  which  there  appeared,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  a balance  of  18/.  11  s.  3d. 
in  hand,  which  was  reserved  for  distribution  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing 
winter. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  NORWELL  WOODHOUSE. 


Wood’s  Charity. 

Nor  well  The  sum  of  10s.,  to  which  this  township  is  entitled  under  the  will  of  Samuel 

Woodhouse.  Wood , in  addition  to  the  privilege  of  sending  two  children  to  the  Norwell 

Wood’s  Charity,  charity  school,  as  we  have  seen  above,  is  annually  received  by  the  overseer  of 
the  township,  and  distributed  by  him,  in  concurrence  with  others  of  the  inha- 
bitants, among  four  or  five  poor  persons  of  the  township,  such  as  are  most 
needy. 

Hancock’s  Charity. 

Hancock’s  Charity.  In  the  overseer’s  book  for  this  township  is  a receipt,  dated  7th  August  1803, 
under  the  hands  of  Mary  and  John  Clay,  of  10/.,  described  as  money  willed  bv 
the  late  Mr.  Hancock  to  the  poor  of  Norwell  Woodhouse. 

This  sum,  after  being  some  years  at  interest  in  private  hands,  appears  to  have 
been  paid  in  on  the  7th  August  1824,  and  to  have  been  then  applied,  in  aid  of 
the  contribution  of  this  township,  towards  the  building  of  an  incorporated 
workhouse. 

Interest  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent,  (making  10 s.  per  annum),  is  allowed  by 
the  township ; which  is  distributed  by  the  overseer  in  the  same  manner  as 
Wood’s  charity. 


PARISH  OF  OSSINGTON.

The  commissioners,  under  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1799,  for  the 
inclosure  of  lands  in  Grassthorpe,  by  their  award,  dated  the  25th  June  1801, 
allotted  to  the  trustees  of  Ossington  poor  a parcel  of  land  in  the  West  Field, 
containing  1 r.  & 26  p.,  bounded  by  an  allotment  awarded  to  John  Denison,  esq. 
on  the  east  and  south. 

It  is  supposed  that  this  allotment  was  made  to  the  trustees,  in  respect  of  the 
above-mentioned  rent-charge.  It  adjoins,  and  is  undivided  from,  an  allotment 
made  to  Mr.  Denison,  in  respect  of  his  rights  as  lord  of  the  manor.  The  whole 
is  at  present  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Esam,  as  yearly  tenant  to  John  Evelyn 
Denison,  esq.  at  a rent  after  the  rate  of  32s.  per  acre.  Until  the  time  of  our 
inquiry  the  parishioners  of  Ossington  appear  to  have  been  ignorant  alike  of 
Mr.  Snowden’s  gift,  and  of  the  allotment  under  the  award  ; but  on  our  making 
the  above-mentioned  circumstance  known  to  Mr.  Denison,  we  were  informed 
that  he  had  directed  his  agent  to  pay  the  rent  of  this  small  allotment  to  the 
overseers,  as  trustees  for  the  poor  of  Ossington.  We  have  recommended  that 
the  boundaries  should  be  marked  out,  and  that  the  rent  should  be  applied  to 
the  use  of  the  poor  not  receiving  parochial  relief.

Duke  of  Buckingham’s  Charity. 

BY  reference  to  our  Report  of  Charities,  in  the  county  of  Rutland,  in  the 
fifth  printed  Report,  pp.  350,  351  and  348,  it  will  appear,  that  by  a deed 
dated  the  7th  February  1651,  certain  closes  of  ground  in  the  disafforested 
forest  of  Leighfield,  in  the  county  of  Rutland,  were  charged  with  an  annuity 
or  yearly  rent  of  20/.  which  was  thereby  granted  to  trustees,  upon  trust,  to 
pay  two  sums  of  10/.  a-year  to  the  several  overseers  of  the  poor,  churchwardens 
and  constables  of  the  several  towns  of  Braunston  and  Belton,  in  the  county  of 
Rutland,  for  the  time  being,  to  be  equally  distributed  amongst  the  most  poor 
indigent,  sick,  lame,  and  necessitous  people  within  the  said  several  towns,  towards 
their  relief  or  maintenance  ; that  the  sum  of  10/.  a-year  for  the  poor  of  Braun- 
ston had  been  regularly  paid  by  the  then  Earl  of  Winchelsea,  proprietor  of  the 
greater  part  of  the  land  in  Leighfield  Forest,  and  distributed  among  the  poor 
inhabitants  of  that  parish  ; that  it  was  unknown  to  Lord  Winchelsea  how  the 
charitable  payment  originated,  but  that  on  search  among  the  family  deeds  of 
Sir  G.  N.  Noel,  hart,  the  deed  above  referred  to  had  been  discovered,  and  the 
discovery  thereof  had  brought  to  light  the  gift  or  settlement  of  the  charity  of 
10/.  a year,  for  the  poor  of  Belton,  in  the  deed  mentioned ; but  that  our  in- 
formation being  at  the  time  of  making  that  Report  incomplete,  as  to  the  charity 
settled  by  the  deed,  so  far  as  it  related  to  the  parish  of  Belton,  a further 
account  of  it.  was  reserved  for  a future  Report. 

We  have  now  to  state,  in  addition  to  the  facts  above-mentioned,  that  we  find 
no  trace  of  the  payment  or  receipt  of  10/.  a year  as  a charity  for  the  poor  of 
Belton  ; and  that  in  answer  to  an  application  to  the  late  Earl  of  Winchelsea  on 
the  subject,  his  lordship  stated,  that  he  could  not  find  any  account  of  any  payment 
to  the  poor  of  Belton  having  been  made  by  his  family,  or  any  mention  of  it  in 
any  account  or  documents  his  lordship  was  possessed  of ; that  he,  Lord  Win- 
chelsea, had  accounts  of  his  estate  at  Leighfield,  with  the  outgoings,  &c.  ever 
since  it  had  been  in  the  possession  of  his  family,  which  was  about  the  close 
of  the  17th  century,  when  his  grandfather  purchased  it ; and  that  the  payment 
of  10/.  a year  to  the  poor  of  Braunston  was  stated  in  all  those  accounts,  and  had 
been  regularly  made. 

On  the  death  of  the  late  Earl  of  Winchelsea,  his  estates  at  Leighfield,  and 
in  other  parts  of  the  county  of  Rutland,  became  the  property  of  George  Finch, 
of  Burley,  esq.  and  in  answer  to  applications  made  to  Mr.  Finch  on  the  sub- 
ject, we  have  been  given  to  understand  by  his  solicitor,  that  Mr.  Finch  had  not 
been  able,  though  a search  has  been  made,  to  obtain  any  documentary  evi- 
dence on  the  subject  of  the  charity ; but  that  if  a title  could  be  shewn  to  the 
rent,  it  was  not  Mr.  Finch’s  wish  or  intention  to  resist  the  payment  of  it. 
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The  only  evidence  we  have  discovered  respecting  the  charity  for  the  poor  of 
Belton,  is  the  deed  of  the  7th  February  i651  ; and  as  we  are  unable  to  account 
for  the  payment  of  10/.  a year  in  respect  of  property  at  Leighfield  to  the  poor 
of  Braunston,  unless  its  origin  is  to  be  attributed  to  that  deed,  we  think  it  may 
properly  be  suggested  as  a question  for  legal  decision,  whether  Mr.  Finch  is  not 
also,  by  force  of  the  deed,  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  charity  for  the  poor  of 
Belton,  which  question  we  apprehend  can  only  be  determined  by  a court 
of  equity.

SINCE  our  former  report  of  this  charity,  in  which  it  was  stated,  that 
a balance  of  322/.  2s.  6d.  remained  due  to  the  charity  from  the  Earl  of 
Bradford,  we  have  been  informed  that  some  payments  had  been  made  by 
the  late  earl,  of  which  no  account  had  been  kept,  and  which  would  considerably 
reduce  the  supposed  balance.  Evidence  has  been  laid  before  us  to  that  effect ; 
and  we  conceive,  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  just  claims  of  the  charity 
may  be  considered  as  satisfied  by  the  future  payment  of  51.  per  annum,  which 
the  present  Earl  of  Bradford  has  expressed  his  readiness  to  secure  to  the  charity 
in  discharge  of  all  arrears  ; thereby  raising  the  future  income  of  the  charity  to 
15/.  per  annum.

Since  our  examination  into  the  charities  in  this  parish,  of  which  an  account  is 
given  in  our  Seventh  Report,  p.  352,  the  following  has  come  to  our  knowledge, 
which  had  not  been  communicated  to  us  upon  the  former  occasion,  from 
an  erroneous  supposition  that  it  did  not  fall  within  the  scope  of  our  inquiry. 

Church  Estate. 

There  is  an  estate  in  this  parish,  vested  in  trustees,  the  rents  of  which  are 
appropriated  to  the  repairs  and  other  uses  of  the  parish  church,  and  which  pro- 
bably originated  in  the  following  donation,  mentioned  in  Shaw’s  History  of 
Staffordshire,  vol.  i.  p.  19b,  under  the  head  of  Mavesyn  Ridware. 

In  the  reign  of  Henry  the  Seventh,  in  or  about  the  year  1489,  “ Dame 
Margaret  Woodford , that  lyeth  buried  in  this  church,  wife  of  Sir  Ralph 
Woodford,  knt.  (and  daughter  of  Sir  William  Handsacre  by  Margaret  younger 
daughter  of  Sir  Robert  Malveysin),  gave  two  messuages,  with  divers  pastures 
and  hereditaments,  to  the  value  of  five  pounds  a year  or  more,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  church  of  Ridware,  lying  in  Ridware.”

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The  authority  cited  by  Shaw  for  his  statement  is  “ Mavesyn  Ridware 
Old  Briefs.”  We  have  not  been  able  to  find  any  other  account  of  the  origin 
of  this  estate. 

The  earliest  document  respecting  it  now  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees,  is 
a trust  deed,  dated  the  20th  June  1700,  wherein  is  recited  a prior  indenture  of 
feoffment,  dated  the  2d  November  1657,  whereby  Henry  Goring  and  three  others, 
surviving  trustees,  conveyed  to  John  Chadwick  and  others,  their  heirs  and 
assigns,  a dwelling-house  messuage  or  tenement  with  the  appurtenances, 
together  with  a barn  and  other  buildings  thereto  belonging,  and  one  gar- 
den and  hemp-pleck  adjoining  and  appertaining  thereto,  situate  in  Hill  Rid- 
ware ; three  acres  of  arable  land  lying  in  a common  field  called  Nettles;  one 
other  acre  of  arable  land  lying  in  Hursty  Field  ; one  other  acre  of  land  lying 
in  Park  Field  ; two  acres  of  land  lying  in  Middle  Field ; two  acres  of  land 
lying  in  Bridge  Field  ; half  a day  math  of  meadow  ground  lying  in  Mickle 
Meadow,  and  the  third  part  of  one  day  math  of  meadowing  in  Mill  Meadow, 
all  which  premises  were  situate  within  the  parish  of  Mavesyn  Ridware,  and  were 
theretofore  in  the  possession  of  Thomas  Bakewell ; another  dwelling-house  or 
tenement,  with  the  appurtenances  or  hemp-butt  thereto  belongingand  adjoining; 
one  close  pasture  or  parcel  of  land,  containing,  by  estimation,  four  acres ; 
two  acres  of  arable  land,  one  lying  in  Leeke  beds  Field,  the  other  in  Nettles 
Field  ; one  butt  of  arable  land  lying  in  Park  Field  ; one  butt  of  arable  land 
lying  in  Middle  Field  ; and  one  close  of  meadow  ground  being,  by  estimation, 
one  day  math  or  thereabouts;  which  last  mentioned  house  and  premises  were  also 
situate  within  the  parish  of  Mavesyn  Ridware,  and  theretofore  in  the  possession 
of  one  Humphrey  Sutton,  part  of  which  premises  had  been  then  exchanged  for 
other  lands  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  said  feoffees,  and  all  lands  had  and 
taken  in  exchange  for  them  or  any  of  them ; to  hold  to  the  use  of  the  feoffees, 
their  heirs  and  assigns  : with  a covenant  and  condition  therein  mentioned,  that 
all  and  every  the  rents  and  profits  should  be  converted  and  employed  to  and  for 
the  repair  of  the  parish  church  of  the  said  parish  of  Mavesyn  Ridware,  and  also, 
that  as  often  as  it  should  happen  that  there  should  be  only  four  feoffees  of  the 
said  premises  living,  those  feoffees  should  cause  a new  feoffment  to  be  made  to 
ten  new  feoffees  at  the  least,  to  the  uses  aforesaid. 

There  are  three  subsequent  conveyances  of  this  property  to  new  trustees  by 
indentures  of  feoffment ; viz.  that  of  the  20th  June  1700,  above  mentioned  5 
another  bearing  date  the  7th  August  1744- ; and  the  last,  bearing  date  the  22d 
June  I78O,  By  this  last  deed,  Walter  Lyon,  John  Brown  and  William  Lyon 
the  elder,  described  as  surviving  feoffees  of  the  messuages,  lands,  tenements  and 
hereditaments  thereinafter  mentioned,  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Mavesyn 
Ridware,  conveyed  to  fifteen  persons,  of  whom  there  are  now  surviving  Charles 
Chadwick,  esq.  Charles  Barnes  Robinson,  of  Hill  Ridware,  in  the  parish  of 
Mavesyn  Ridware,  gent.  Thomas  Gnosall  Parr,  then  of  Hill  Ridware  (now  of 
Lichfield)  gent,  and  John  Jordan,  then  late  of  Blithe  Farm,  in  the  parish  of 
Mavesyn  Ridware,  gent,  all  the  said  trust  premises  (except  the  butt  of  arable 
land  lying  in  Park  Field,  which  is  not  mentioned,)  bv  the  same  descriptions 
as  in  the  deed  above  abstracted,  to  hold  the  same  upon  trust,  that  they,  or  the 
major  part  of  them,  or  any  of  them  with  the  consent  of  the  major  part  of  them, 
should  let  the  premises  to  the  best  advantage,  applying  the  money  arising  there- 
from for  and  about  the  repairing  and  other  necessary  uses  of,  about  and  con- 
cerning, the  parish  church  of  Mavesyn  Ridware  aforesaid ; and  upon  further 
trust,  that  as  often  as  there  should  be  only  four  of  the  feoffees  of  the  said  premises 
living,  or  any  less  number  than  four,  the  survivors  should  cause  a new  feoffment 
to  be  made  of  the  said  premises  to  ten  new  feoffees  at  the  least,  to  the  uses  and 
purposes  aforesaid,  to  the  cud  that  the  said  good  and  charitable  use  might  con- 
tinue for  ever. 

There  are  in  the  parish,  fields,  now  inclosed,  called  Nettles  Fields,  others  called 
Hursteys,  and  others  called  Park  Fields,  but  no  part  of  them  belong  to  this 
trust  estate.  On  the  other  hand,  the  trustees  are  possessed  of  some  parcels 
of  inclosed  land  in  the  parish,  not  mentioned  in  the  trust  deeds;  viz.  a piece 
called  Blithbury  Piece,  containing  6a.  In.  10p.  ; another  called  Blackflatts, 
containing  2r.  & 32p.,  and  another  called  the  Valleys,  containing  1a.  2n.  12f. 
(the  two  last  lying  near  the  Nettles  Fields),  the  acquisition  of  which  they  cannot 
trace.  It  may  be,  that  the  lands  described  in  the  deeds  as  lying  in  the  common 
fields,  called  Nettles,  Hurstey  Field  and  Park  Field,  were  the  premises  stated 

in 
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in  those  deeds  to  have  been  exchanged  for  other  lands,  and  that  the  three 
parcels  above  mentioned  were  the  lands  so  received  in  exchange. 

There  are  still  two  open  fields  of  arable  land  in  the  parish,  called  Big  (for- 
merly Middle)  Field  and  Bridge  Field,  and  three  open  meadows,  in  two  of  which, 
called  Mickle  Meadow  and  Mill  Meadow,  the  trustees  have  land.  Their  land 
in  Big  or  Middle  Field  consists  of  four  parcels,  containing  3a.  1 r.  19p.  which 
will  fully  answer  the  two  acres  and  one  butt  mentioned  in  the  trust  deeds,  as 
lying  in  that  field.  In  Bridge  Field  they  have  only  2r.  & 5p.  falling  far  short 
of  the  two  acres  mentioned  in  the  deeds,  but  they  have  a meadow  adjoining 
Bridge  Field,  containing  3r.  & 21  p.  to  which  there  is  no  corresponding  parcel 
in  the  deeds,  and  which  it  is  conjectured  may  have  heretofore  formed  part  of 
the  land  belonging  to  the  trustees  in  the  field.

A school-room  was  added  in  181.5  to  the  house  occupied  by  Handy,  the 
parish  clerk,  who  kept  school  there,  at  the  cost  of  54/.  8 s.  No  addition  was 
made  to  the  rent  on  this  account.  It  was  thought  by  the  trustees,  and  some 
of  the  principal  parishioners,  that  the  acquisition  of  the  school  premises  was 
beneficial  to  the  parish,  and  that  as  the  master  was  an  industrious  man,  with 
a large  family,  it  was  desirable  not  to  increase  his  rent.  The  premises  are  in 
fact  increased  in  value  by  the  addition. 


Upon  the  site  of  the  girls  schoolhouse,  now  occupied  by  Miss  Birch,  there 
stood,  prior  to  1824,  an  old  house,  in  which  a school  for  girls  was  kept.  Until 
Lady-day  1822  this  house,  together  with  the  close  called  the  Intake,  now  held 
by  Handy  at  11.  10s.,  and  the  three  parcels  of  land  in  Big  Field,  now  held  by 
Cope  at  51.  per  annum,  had  been  for  several  years  in  the  occupation  of 
Timothy  Oughton,  at  a rent  of  10/.  Upon  his  quitting  possession,  the  land  was 
let  to  the  present  tenants,  and  the  house  to  Joseph  Shaw  for  two  years,  at  G/. 
per  annum.  This  house,  however,  being  in  bad  condition,  and  on  too  confined 
a scale  for  the  purpose  to  which  it  was  applied,  it  was  determined  to  take  it 
down,  and  the  present  dwelling-house  and  school  were  erected  on  the  site,  at 
an  expense  in  the  whole  of  289/.  This  was  done  with  the  approbation  of  the 
principal  parishioners,  who  contributed  the  carriage  of  the  materials.  As 
a girls  school  had  been  established  on  the  spot  for  many  years,  it  was  considered 
a safe  speculation  for  the  benefit  of  the  estate,  as  well  as  a measure  of  advantage 
to  the  parish.  The  new  building  was  first  let  for  one  year  from  Lady-day  1825, 
to  Joseph  Taylor,  for  16/.  and  then  to  Miss  Birch,  at  the  present  rent  of  20/. 

The  revenues  of  this  estate,  besides  what  may  have  been  expended  in  the 
maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  property,  have  been  customarily  applied 
as  well  to  the  repairs  of  the  church  as  to  the  other  disbursements  of  the  church- 
warden’s account ; but  in  the  letting  of  the  property,  the  receipt  and  applica- 
tion of  the  rents,  and  the  general  management  of  the  charity,  there  appears 
to  have  been,  of  late,  much  irregularity  and  much  want  of  proper  cooperation 
among  the  trustees,  who  for  a great  many  years  have  never  met  to  audit  the 
accounts,  or  to  investigate  the  state  of  the  charity. 

From  the  year  1801  the  acting  trustee  has  been  Mr.  Robinson,  of  Hill  Rid- 
ware, the  only  one  of  the  body  constantly  resident  in  the  parish.  Mr.  Robinson 
received  the  rents  and  paid  over  the  balances  in  his  hands,  from  time  to  time,  to 
the  churchwarden,  until  the  1st  February  1813.  No  settlement  of  account  with 
the  churchwarden  had  been  had  from  that  period  to  the  time  of  our  examina- 
tion ; but  we  have  got  an  accurate  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements 
down  to  the  present  time,  of  which  we  shall  state  the  result. 

The  receipts  subsequent  to  February  1813  have  not  all  passed  through  Mr.

All  of  these  but  the  last  he  has  received 
to  Lady-day  last.  Oughton’s  he  received  till  the  end  of  his  tenancy  at  Lady- 
day  1822,  when  the  premises  were  let  in  several  parcels,  as  above  stated, 
not  by  Mr.  Robinson  but  by  Mr.  Webb,  the  churchwarden,  who  has  subse- 
quently received,  to  the  present  time,  the  rents  of  the  girls  schoolhouse,  the 
Intake  let  to  Handy,  and  the  Field  Land  let  to  Cope.  Mr.  Webb  has  also 
received  or  retained,  from  1813,  the  rent  of  the  premises  now  held  by  Jackson, 
and  of  which  he  was  himself  the  tenant  till  Lady-day  1826;  and  likewise,  for 
the  last  two  years,  the  rent  of  the  land  called  the  Valleys,  now  held  by  Thomas 
Smith,  and  previously  by  Mr.  Parr.  The  rent  of  2/.  9 s.  6d.,  at  which 
Mr.  Parr  held  this  land,  has  been  unpaid  from  Lady-day  1805  to  Lady-day 
1826,  when  he  gave  up  the  premises  to  Smith,  being  an  arrear  of  21  years, 
amounting  to  51/.  19$.  6d.  The  rents  received  by  Mr.  Webb  he  has  applied 
in  discharge  of  his  account  as  churchwarden.

The  arrear  of  rent  due  from  Mr.  Parr  with  the  small  sum  still  in  Mr.  Robin- 


son’s hand,  will  rather  more  than  discharge  this  balance. 


To  this  amount,  however,  of  the  present  state  of  the  trust  fund,  there  should 
we  think  be  added  in  favour  of  the  charity,  the  sum  of  SO/,  charged  by  Mr. 
Webb  and  allowed  to  him  by  the  parish,  for  interest  on  the  money  ad- 
vanced by  him.  He  appears  fairly  entitled  to  such  interest,  but  as  there  was 
money  enough  in  Mr.  Robinson’s  hands  together  with  that  due  from  Mr.  Parr, 
to  have  defrayed  the  items  of  disbursement  in  Mr.  Webb’s  account  as  they 
became  payable,  we  think  the  charge  of  interest  should  not  fall  on  the  charity, 
but  on  the  trustees,  who  improperly  retained  the  trust  funds  in  their  hands. 
We  have  intimated  this  to  Mr.  Robinson,  who  has  engaged  that  the  charity  shall 
be  exonerated  from  the  interest.  Mr.  Parr  has  also  been  applied  to  respecting 
the  arrears  of  rent  due  from  him,  and  we  are  informed  that  he  has  promised  to 
pay  it  in  a short  time. 

It  is  highly  necessary  that  measures  should  be  adopted  for  putting  the  con- 
duct of  this  charity  under  better  regulation,  securing  the  regular  receipt  and 
"prompt  application  of  the  rents  to  the  purposes  of  the  charity,  a periodical 
settlement  of  the  receiver’s  accounts,  and  a more  efficient  superintendence  of 
the  management  of  the  property.  The  number  of  trustees  being  now  as  we 
are  informed  reduced  to  four,  the  limit  at  which  the  trust  deeds  direct  a new

delay  as  possible.  We  have  represented  to  the  present  surviving  trustees  the

Orsley’s  Gift. 

John  Orsley,  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  4th  April  1810,  and  proved  in  the  Pre- 
rogative Court  of  Canterbury,  3d  May  1810,  bequeathed  to  James  Gaunt  the 
sum  of  811/.  135.  2g/.  stock,  three  per  cent  consols  and  long  annuities,  pro- 
ducing 31  /.  45.  Qd.  yearly,  upon  trust,  to  sell  the  same,  and  with  the  produce  to 
purchase  so  much  stock  three  per  cent  consols,  as  would  produce  the  several 
yearly  sums  of  20/.,  51.  and  51. ; and  he  direoted  that  the  said  James  Gaunt, 
his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  should  stand  possessed  thereof,  in 
trust,  to  pay  yearly  the  clear  sum  of  20/.  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  Darington  or  Kneeton  in  the  parish  of  Mucclestone  in  the  county  of  Stafford, 
to  be  by  them  used  and  applied  in  the  best  and  most  beneficial  manner  in  and 
about  the  support  of  the  charity  school  of  the  said  parish ; and  also  to  pay  to 
the  said  churchwardens  and  overseers  the  yearly  sum  of  5 /.  to  be  by  them  ap- 
plied and  distributed  at  such  time  as  should  be  convenient,  in  bread,  amongst 
the  poor  of  the  said  parish;  and  also  to  pay  the  like  sum  of  51.  yearly  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  parish  of  Finchley,  in  the  county  of  Mid- 
dlesex, to  be  appropriated  and  distributed  unto  and  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of 
that  parish ; and  he  appointed  the  said  James  Gaunt  his  executor. 

In  1825  a petition,  was  presented  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  by  William  John 
Delancey  Arnold  and  Mary  Ward,  the  executor  and  executrix  of  the  will  of 
James  Gaunt,  deceased,  setting  forth  the  bequest  above  mentioned,  and  stating 
that  the  several  annuities  given  by  the  said  will  were  considerably  in  arrear,  and 
that  they  had  not  been  able  to  discover  that  any  stock  had  been  purchased  by 
the  said  James  Gaunt  to  answer  the  said  payments,  but  that  there  were  sufficient 
assets  to  pay  all  the  arrears  and  to  purchase  such  stock,  and  praying  that  it 
might  be  referred  to  the  Master  to  take  an  account  of  the  arrears,  and  to  ascer- 
tain what  sum  would  be  required  to  purchase  stock  sufficient  to  answer  and  pay 
the  said  annuities,  and  that  whatsoever  sum  should  be  found  due  for  arrears  and 
should  be  required  for  the  purchase  of  the  said  stock,  might  be  paid  out  of  the 
personal  estate  of  the  said  James  Gaunt,  and  that  a scheme  might  be  approved 
for  the  regulation  of  the  charities,  and  that  proper  persons  should  be  appointed 
trustees,  into  whose  names  the  stock  should  be  transferred,  or  that  the  funds 
might  be  otherwise  secured  and  distributed  under  the  directions  of  the  court ; 
that  the  said  charity  should  be  registered  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  52  Geo  3,  and  that  the  costs  of  this  petition  might  be  paid  out  of  the  said 
charity  funds. 

On  the  17th  August  1825,  it  was  referred  to  the  Master  to  take  an  account  of 
the  arrears  due  in  respect  of  the  said  annual  sum  of  20/.  ; and  it  was  ordered, 
that  the  petitioners  should  pay  the  amount  into  the  Bank  with  the  privity  of  the 
Accountant  General,  and  that  it  should  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  three  per 
cent  consols,  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  to  the  credit  of  this  cause 
and  the  account  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Dorrington  and  Knighton, 
and  that  the  petitioners  should  purchase  666  /.  13  5.  4 d.  like  stock,  in  the  name 
of  the  Accountant  General,  to  the  same  account ; and  that  the  dividends  of  the 
stock  so  purchased  should  be  paid,  until  further  order  of  the  court,  to  the  said 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  to  be  by  them  applied,  after  deducting  the  neces- 
sary expenses  attending  the  receiving  of  the  same,  in  the  best  manner  in  and 
about  the  charity  school  of  the  said  parish,  as  directed  by  the  will  of  the  said 
John  Orsley  : and  it  was  referred  to  the  Master  to  take  a like  account  of  the 
arrears  due  in  respect  of  the  sum  of  5 /.  directed  to  be  paid  to  the  said  church- 
wardens and  overseers ; and  it  was  ordered,  that  the  arrears  thereof  should  in 
Rep.  21.  3 P 3 like 
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like  manner  be  paid  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  three  per  cent  consols,  in 
the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  to  the  credit  of  this  cause  and  the  account 
of  the  51.  annuity  to  the  parish  of  Mucclestone;  and  that  the  petitioners 
should  purchase  166/.  13  5.  4 d.  three  per  cent  consols  on  the  like  account; 
the  dividends  of  the  stock  so  to  be  purchased  to  be  paid,  until  further  order,  to  the 
said  churchwardens  and  overseers  to  be  applied  in  the  purchase  of  bread, 
as  directed  by  the  will  of  the  said  John  Orsley  ; and  it  was  also  referred  to  the 
Master  to  take  an  account  of  the  arrears  of  the  like  annuity  to  the  parish  of 
Finchley ; and  it  was  ordered,  that  the  same  should  be  paid  and  laid  out  in  like 
manner,  and  that  1 66/.  13  5.  4 d.  three  per  cent  consols  should,  in  like 
manner,  be  purchased,  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General,  to  the  credit  of 
this  cause  and  the  account  of  the  5 1.  annuity  bequeathed  by  the  will  of 
John  Orsley  to  the  parish  of  Finchley,  the  dividends  thereof  to  be  paid  to  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Finchley,  and  distributed,  after  deducting  the 
necessary  expenses,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  said  parish ; and  it  was  further 
ordered,  that  the  costs  of  this  application  should  be  paid  out  of  the  personal 
estate  of  the  said  James  Gaunt. 

From  the  subsequent  proceedings  in  this  case,  it  appears,  that  in  respect  of  the 
bequest  of  20 /.  per  annum  for  the  support  of  the  charity  school  of  the  parish  of 
Mucclestone,  and  the  arrears  thereof,  there  is  1,022  /.  15  5.  6 d.  three  per  cent 
consols  standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General ; that  in  respect  of  the 
bequest  of  5 /.  per  annum  for  the  poor  of  Mucclestone,  there  is  260/.  175.  lOtf. 
three  per  cent  consols,  and  in  respect  of  the  bequest  of  5 /.  to  the  poor  of 
Finchley,  there  is  the  like  sum  of  260/.  1?  s.  10  d.  three  per  cent  consols, 
standing  in  the  name  of  the  Accountant  General. 

With  regard  to  the  first-mentioned  bequest,  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  Mucclestone  have  presented  a petition,  stating  that  there  is  no  building 
appropriated  for  a school  in  either  of  the  townships  of  Dorrington  or  Knighton, 
and  praying  that  200  /.  may  be  applied  for  the  erection  of  a school  on  land  in 
Knighton,  to  be  given  for  that  purpose  by  Mr.  John  Chetwode  ; and  the  matter 
of  this  petition  was  in  August  1828  referred  to  the  Master. 


PARISH  OF  NEWCASTLE. 

Keeling’s  Gift. 

In  our  13th  Report,  in  which  we  gave  an  account  of  the  different  charities 
in  the  parish  of  Newcastle,  we  omitted  taking  any  notice  of  the  bequest 
of  Ralph  Keeling , the  evidence  which  was  produced  to  us  having  induced 
us  to  suppose  that  it  had  been  originally  given  for  the  benefit  of  the 
vicar.  We  find,  however,  that  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  5th  August  1704,  after 
reciting  that  Thomas  Bagnall  had  settled  a charity  of  170/.  for  teaching  forty 
poor  children  in  Newcastle  to  read  and  buy  them  books,  the  testator  gave  to  his 
cousin  the  Rev.  Egerton  Harding,  the  minister  of  Newcastle,  and  John  Fenton, 
gentleman,  50  /.  to  be  by  them  settled  and  employed  towards  the  increase  of  the 
said  charity  and  such  purposes  as  aforesaid,  viz.  40  5.  of  the  income  to  be  paid  to 
the  teacher  for  teaching  ten  more  children  to  be  added  to  the  said  forty,  and  the 
rest  employed  in  or  towards  buying  the  then  church  catechism  and  other  books 
for  all  the  said  children  ; and  he  directed  that  his  charity  should  be  managed  by 
the  same  trustees  as  had  the  ordering  of  the  said  Mr.  Bagnall’s  charity,  the  said 
Egerton  Harding  and  John  Fenton  at  present,  and  the  successors  of  the  said 
Egerton  Harding,  ministers  there  from  time  to  time  thereafter,  being  added  to 
the  other  trustees,  and  in  equal  power  with  them  as  to  both  charities  ; and  he 
directed,  that  the  said  sum  of  50/.  might  be  lent  to  the  corporation  of  Newcastle 
upon  their  common  seal,  in  case  they  would  give  the  yearly  interest  of  31.  for 
the  same  ; and  he  declared  his  will  to  be,  that  no  child  should  receive  any  benefit 
of  the  said  former  or  this  his  present  charity,  unless  and  so  long  only  as  he  or 
she  should  resort  to  hear  prayers  and  sermon  at  the  church  there  so  often  as  the 
same  should  be  there  performed  according  to  the  liturgy  and  usage  of  the  church 
of  England  ; and  in  case  the  said  former  charity  or  this  his  charity  should  be 
employed  in  teaching  children  which  should  not  be  instructed  in  the  catechism 
of  the  church  of  England,  or  which  did  not  duly  resort  to  such  church  there  as 
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aforesaid,  or  should  resort  to  any  public  place  of  divine  worship  other  than  those 
where  the  liturgy  and  rites  of  the  church  of  England  as  then  by  law  established 
should  be  observed,  the  income  and  proceed  of  his  gift  should  from  thenceforth 
be  employed  for  the  better  maintenance  of  the  minister  for  the  time  being 
officiating  in  the  church  of  Newcastle  aforesaid  according  to  the  liturgy  and  rites 
of  the  said  church  of  England. 

It  appears  from  the  record  book  of  the  corporation,  that  in  October  1707,  they 
took  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  50  /.  at  interest  at  three  per  cent. 

The  amount  appears  to  have  been  paid  to  the  vicar  for  the  time  being  for  his 
own  use  ; but  whether  in  consequence  of  a forfeiture  on  behalf  of  the  charity  or 
not,  we  have  had  no  means  of  ascertaining.

PARISH  OF  STONE. 


Bradbury’s  Charity. 


Subsequently  to  our  examination  into  the  charities  in  this  parish,  of  which  an 
account  was  given  in  our  13th  Report,  we  have  been  furnished  with  a deed 
relating  to  the  charity  of  Richard  Bradbury  (p.  339  of  that  Report,)  in  the  pos- 
session of  Swynfyn  Jervis,  esq.  of  Darlaston,  now  residing  at  Richmond,  in 
Surrey. 

By  this  deed,  which  is  an  indenture  of  release,  founded  on  a lease  for  a year, 
dated  12th  September  1713,  after  reciting  that  Richard  Bradbury,  by  will,  dated 
24th  August  1699,  gave  to  the  poor  of  Stone,  for  ever,  twelve-pence  weekly,  in 
bread,  to  twelve  of  the  ancientest  and  poorest  people,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  at  the  church  every  Sunday  forenoon,  the  two 
last  Sundays  in  July  to  be  free,  and  made  his  brother  John  Bradbury  his  exe- 
cutor; and  further  reciting,  that  John  Bradbury  died  and  made  George  Gritton 
and  Anthony  Wotton,  both  of  Stone,  his  executors  ; it  was  witnessed,  that 
the  said  George  Gritton,  in  consideration  of  2 51.  paid  him  by  the  said  Anthony 
Wotton,  and  for  the  better  securing  the  payment  of  the  said  12 d.  weekly  to 
the  poor  of  Stone,  granted  to  Henry  Crompton,  esq.  of  Stone  Park,  and  John 
Jervis,  esq.  of  Darlaston,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  a close  or  parcel  of  land, 
meadow  or  pasture,  called  the  Brookefield,  lying  in  Olton,  in  the  county  of 
Stafford,  which  the  said  George  Gritton  had  lately  purchased  of  Richard  Beech, 
of  Meaford,  in  the  said  county;  and  also  the  lane  adjoining  the  said  close,  called 
Brookefield,  and  the  lane  from  the  said  Brookefield  leading  up  to  Thomas 
Stevenson’s  house  in  Olton  aforesaid  : Provided,  that  in  case  the  said  Gritton, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  should  well  and  truly  pay  the  said  12  d.  weekly  in  bread 
to  twelve  of  the  ancientest  and  poorest  people  of  Stone,  according  to  the 
direction  and  appointment  of  the  said  Henry  Crompton  and  John  Jervis,  their 
heirs  and  assigns,  then  so  long  as  the  same  should  be  paid  it  should  be  lawful  for 
the  said  George  Gritton,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  hold  and  enjoy  the  said  pre- 
mises, and  the  rents  and  profits  thereof;  but  if  default  should  be  made  in  such 
payment,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  Henry  Crompton  and  John  Jervis 
to  enter  into  the  said  premises,  and  to  hold  and  enjoy  the  same,  subject  to  the 
equity  of  redemption. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  identify  the  close  called  the  Brookefield,  men- 
tioned in  this  deed,  but  we  have  thought  it  right  to  give  the  foregoing  abstract, 
in  order  to  afford  every  possible  clue  to  the  discovery  of  the  land  charged  with 
this  charity.

S(Hiatt^t Charity  Oulton,  William  Shelley  of  Newcastle,  and  John  Shelley  of  Mare,  upon  their 

continued,  ’ joint  bond  dated  the  5th  of  April  1826.  All  these  persons  soon  after  became 

^ ' bankrupt,  and  the  debt  was  proved  under  the  several  commissions  against  them 

by  Mr.  William  Nicholls  as  the  trustee  of  the  charity.  Dividends  from  their 
several  estates  amounting  to  6s.  6d.  in  the  pound  have  since  been  received  by 
him,  making  97/.  105.  upon  which  he  has  paid  to  the  schoolmaster  interest  at 
four  and  a half  per  cent.  Some  further  dividends  are  shortly  expected,  and 
when  the  whole  is  received,  Mr.  Nicholls  proposes  to  place  the  money  in  a 
savings  bank.  When  the  full  amount  remaining  of  this  fund  is  ascertained,  the 
payments  to  the  school  and  to  the  poor  should  of  course  abate  in  proportion.

PARISH  OF  CAVENDISH. 

Grey’s  Charity. 

By  Indentures,  dated  14th  and  15th  September  1696,  the  Reverend  Thomas 
Grey,  after  reciting  that  he  intended  to  establish  a free-school  in  Caven- 
dish, subject  to  the  rules  contained  in  a Schedule  thereto  annexed,  conveyed 
a messuage,  lands,  and  hereditaments  therein  mentioned,  then  of  the  yearly 
value  of  25/.,  to  nine  trustees,  on  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  to  be  employed 
for  the  uses  and  in  the  manner  mentioned  in  the  Schedule  ; by  which  Schedule 
it  was  ordered  (among  other  things)  that  the  school  and  dwelling-house,  with 
other  premises  therein  mentioned,  in  Cavendish,  should  be  a free-school,  and 
be  used  for  the  dwelling  of  a master,  who  should  teach  children  in  the 
English,  Latin  and  Greek  tongues,  and  receive  15/.  a year  of  the  endowment 
settled  as  above,  over  and  above  his  dwelling  in  the  said  house,  which  he  might 
let  if  he  should  rather  choose,  and  receive  the  rent  for  the  augmenting  of  his 
stipend,  provided  he  did  not  lease  out  the  same  for  more  than  one  year,  without 
the  consent  of  the  rector  of  the  parish,  and  two  at  least  of  the  feoffees,  under 
their  hands  and  seals ; and  that  the  master  should  be  obliged  to  keep  the 
school  and  school-house,  and  other  premises,  in  good  repair,  or  in  default 
thereof  the  rector  and  feoffees  for  the  time  being  should  take  so  much  of  the 
rent,  or  deduct  so  much  of  the  stipend  of  15  /.  a year  as  should  be  needful 
for  the  purpose  ; that  8 /.,  other  part  of  the  endowment  of  25  /.,  should  be 
disposed  of  for  the  binding  out  of  two  poor  lads  of  the  parish  of  Cavendish, 
who  should  have  been  taught  in  the  said  school  to  read,  write,  and  cast 
accounts  well ; and  if  the  master  should  find  any  of  the  lads  were  more 
pregnant,  and  such  lad  were  approved  of  by  the  rector,  and  his  friends  were 
willing,  he  might  continue  in  the  school  till  he  were  fit  for  the  University  of 
Cambridge;  and  in  such  case,  4/.  per  annum,  part  of  the  said  8/.,  should  be 
laid  out  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  lad,  whilst  he  continued  at  the  said 
school,  and  the  other  4/.  per  annum  should  be  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the 
rector  for  a supply  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  lad  at  Cambridge ; and 
when  settled  there  he  should  have  the  whole  8 /.  per  annum  paid  to  him 
for  three  years  and  an  half,  till  he  commenced  bachelor  of  arts,  together 
with  the  money  that  might  arise  out  of  the  4 /.  deposited  as  before ; and  if 
there  were  two  such  pregnant  lads  at  any  one  time  that  were  poor,  and  sent 
to  some  college  in  Cambridge,  then  the  said  S /.  per  annum  should  be  equally 
divided  between  them,  both  at  school  and  at  Cambridge,  of  all  which  the 
rector  of  Cavendish  was  to  have  the  sole  ordering  and  disposing  : and  that 
40^.  per  annum,  residue  of  the  25/.  should  be  disposed  of  for  buying 
books  and  stationery  for  the  school,  and  be  paid  to  and  laid  out  by  the 
master  for  the  time  being ; and  it  was  thereby  further  directed,  that  those 
poor  children  only  whose  parents  were  resident  in  the  parish  of  Cavendish,  and 
did  not  pay  any  thing  to  the  poors  rate  of  the  parish,  should  be  taught  and 
instructed  in  the  school  gratis,  but  the  master  should  be  at  liberty  to  teach 
others  whose  parents  contributed  more  or  less  to  the  rates,  as  he  might  agree 
for  the  same,  the  children  to  be  instructed  in  the  principles  of  the  Christian 

religion, 
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religion,  and  attend  the  parish-church  with  the  master ; and  that  the  rector  of 
the  parish,  being  resident  therein,  should  be  governor  of  the  school,  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  two  at  least  of  the  feoffees,  choose  the  school- 
master from  time  to  time ; and  that  as  the  feoffees  named  in  the  deed  to  be 
guardians  under  the  governor  of  the  school,  and  to  receive  the  rents,  should 
die,  or  leave  the  parish,  the  number  should  be  filled  up  by  the  nomination  and 
at  the  discretion  of  the  rector,  or  otherwise,  when  reduced  to  three,  by  the 
survivors  ; and  that  the  rector  of  Cavendish  for  the  time  being,  qualified 
as  aforesaid,  should  alone  have  the  power  to  nominate  and  approve  all  the  poor 
children  to  be  admitted  into  the  school,  and  there  should  not  be  above  fifteen 
at  any  time  together  of  the  poor  children  that  should  be  free. 

Exclusive  of  the  school-premises,  the  charity-estate  consists  of  a farm  at 
Pentlowe  in  Essex,  containing  79a.  Or.  19 p.  of  land  in  the  occupation  of 
Mr.  William  Odell,  for  a term  of  12  years  from  Michaelmas  1828,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  100/.,  which  is  the  full  value. 

The  property  has  been  passed  from  time  to  time  to  trustees  duly  appointed. 

By  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  made  on  an  application  made  for 
the  purpose  in  or  about  the  year  1816,  the  powers  of  the  trustees  were  extended 
as  to  the  number  of  free  scholars  to  be  appointed,  and  the  salary  to  be  paid  to 
the  master ; and  there  are  now  20  poor  children  taught  under  the  endowment, 
for  whose  instruction  the  master  receives  a salary  of  30  /.  a year,  and  a further 
sum  of  10/.  to  find  them  in  books  and  stationery.  The  children  are  nominated 
by  the  rector  from  those  of  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  parish,  and  the  school 
is  conducted  in  the  premises  originally  appropriated  to  the  purpose.  At  one 
time  a considerable  school  seems  to  have  been  kept  up  by  the  master  for  the 
education  of  boarders  and  other  children  from  the  neighbourhood,  in  classical 
as  well  as  English  learning  ; but  the  present  master,  who  has  held  the  situation 
a great  many  years,  has  for  some  time  past  found  it  necessary,  from  his 
increasing  infirmities,  to  relinquish  the  receiving  of  boarders,  and  at  present  he 
confines  his  attention  to  the  education  of  the  free-scholars  only,  none  of  whom 
require  instruction  in  Latin. 

Whether  the  provisions  contained  in  the  schedule  for  fitting  out  children  for 
the  University  were  ever  acted  upon  seems  very  doubtful,  but  the  directions 
for  apprenticing  children  are  duly  attended  to,  and  boys  who  have  been  brought 
up  at  the  school  have  been  bound  out  from  time  to  time,  on  applications  made  to 
the  rector,  with  premiums,  which  have  been  increased,  according  to  the  exigences 
of  the  times,  from  8/.  to  20/.,  than  which  a less  sum  is  now  found  inadequate  to 
the  purpose.  From  two  to  three  poor  boys  in  a year  have  thus  been  bound  out 

I of  late  years ; but  notwithstanding  the  increase  in  the  premiums,  the  annual 
expenditure  of  the  trustees  has  fallen  short  of  the  income  ; and  at  the  time  of 
our  Inquiry  there  was  a balance  in  favour  of  the  charity  amounting  to 
207  /•  7 s.  4<  d.  placed  in  the  bank  of  Messrs.  Oakes  and  Co.  at  Clare,  and 
secured,  as  to  100/.  thereof,  by  their  note,  at  interest  of  3 \ per  cent. 

It  appears  to  be  the  wish  of  the  trustees  and  rector,  whenever  a vacancy 
in  the  mastership  occurs,  to  re-establish  the  school  on  its  former  footing  of  a 
classical  school ; and  a considerable  portion  of  any  savings  that  may  then  remain 
in  hand  will  probably  be  required  for  the  improvement  of  the  school-premises, 
which,  though  in  tolerably  good  repair,  are  very  ancient,  and  will  hardly  afford 
sufficient  accommodation  and  convenience  to  induce  a person  of  suitable  quali- 
fication to  undertake  a school  of  the  above  description.

PARISH  OF  COCKFIELD. 

Robins’s  Charity. 

The  Reverend  Francis  Robhis,  by  Will,  dated  7th  July  1720,  bequeathed 
the  sum  of  3/.  a year  to  the  poor  of  Cockfield,  in  Suffolk,  and  the  like  sum  to 
each  of  the  parishes  of  Sutton  Vallence,  and  Lenham,  in  the  county  of  Kent, 
to  be  distributed  yearly  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  of  the  respective 
parishes  among  the  poor  thereof,  being  such  chiefly  as  are  sick,  and  do  not 
receive  constant  alms  from  the  parishes ; and  he  desired  his  executors  to  buy 
a parcel  of  land  at  Snarden  in  Kent  (for  the  purchase  of  which  he  had  con- 
tracted), to  serve  as  a perpetual  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  said  annuities. 
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Some  proceedings  were  had  in  Chancery  after  the  death  of  the  testator,  for 
establishing  the  will,  from  which  it  appears  that  the  directions  as  to  the  pur- 
chase of  the  land  at  Snarden  could  not  be  complied  with  for  want  of  a title  ; 
but  a fund  was  set  apart,  under  the  orders  of  the  Court,  for  securing  the  cha- 
rities, and  the  same  are  paid  at  present  out  of  the  estate  of  the  Reverend  Sir 
John  Filmer,  Bart.,  of  East  Sutton  Park  in  Kent.  There  are  no  writings  how- 
ever to  be  found  at  Cockfield  relating  to  the  purchase  of  the  rentcharge. 

The  sum  of  3 /.,  is  received  by  the  rector  through  a banking-house  in  London, 
and  applied  with  other  charitable  funds  belonging  to  the  parish  in  manner  after 
mentioned. 

Corder’s  Charity. 

[See  the  Report  of  this  Charity  in  the  20th  Report.] 

The  share  of  the  charity  due  to  the  poor  of  Cockfield  (amounting  for  the 
year  1828  to  the  sum  of  1 /.  4 5.),  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  time 
being,  and  applied  as  after  stated. 

Payment  from  Workhouse. 

The  sum  of  3/.  105.  a year  is  paid  in  respect  of  a messuage  and  rood  of 
ground  in  Cockfield,  anciently  called  the  Town  House,  but  which  premises  are 
at  present  used  as  a workhouse  for  parish-paupers. 

The  payment  has  continued  the  same  for  many  years,  and  is  understood  to 
arise  from  the  outlay  or  investment  in  the  premises  of  money  formerly  given 
to  the  poor,  as  mentioned  in  the  printed  returns  of  donations  in  1786. 

The  application : 

The  above  donations  are  laid  out,  with  some  addition  from  the  parish-rates 
to  make  up  the  sum  to  81.,  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  given  away  at 
two  distributions  in  the  course  of  the  winter,  among  the  industrious  and  deserving 
poor  of  the  parish,  selected  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers. 

Nice’s  Charity. 

A legacy  of  20/.,  bequeathed  by  the  Will  of  Edward  Nice,  in  1671,  the  in- 
terest thereof  to  be  equally  divided  among  four  of  the  poorest  widows  in  Cock- 
field, was  laid  out.  in  the  purchase  of  a rentcharge  of  1 /.  45.  a year,  issuing 
out  of  a close  of  five  acres,  in  the  parish  of  Bradfield  St.  Clare,  called  the  Church 
Close,  now  the  property  of  the  Reverend  Robert  Davers,  clerk. 

The  rentcharge  is  regularly  paid,  and  the  amount  divided  equally  among 
poor  widows,  or  other  poor  women,  selected  by  the  churchwardens  as  fit  objects 
of  the  charity. 


PARISH  OF  HARTEST. 

Poley’s  Charity. 

A separate  account  will  be  given  of  this  charity,  which  is  for  the  benefit  of 
the  poor  of  the  several  parishes  of  Glemsford,  Stanstead,  Hartest,  Somerton, 
and  Boxted,  in  equal  shares. 

A fifth  part  of  the  clear  rents  of  the  estates  is  distributed  among  poor  persons 
of  this  parish  by  the  churchwardens. 

Sparke’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Sparke,  by  Will,  dated  10th  June  1721,  devised  a messuage  and 
30£  acres  of  land  in  Hartest,  held  of  the  manor  of  Hartest,  to  the  Rev.  Henry 
Barret,  rector  of  Hartest,  and  other  persons,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  church- 
wardens of  Hartest  to  receive  the  rents,  and  apply  the  same,  after  repairs  done 
in  such  manner  as  the  trustees  should  direct,  for  the  buying  of  books  for,  and 
the  schooling  of  poor  children  of  and  within  the  parish  of  Hartest  (except  61. 
a year,  which  he  willed  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  Brockley,  and  some 
other  part  of  the  rent  thereinafter  disposed  of),  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
rector  of  Hartest,  while  an  inhabitant  in  the  parish,  and  at  all  other  times  as 
the  churchwardens  of  Hartest  should  appoint ; And  he  willed  that  the  church- 
wardens should  keep  a book,  in  which  should  be  entered  the  names  of  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being,  and  of  the  children  to  be  taught,  and  by  whom, 
and  when  sent  to  school,  and  with  whom,  and  an  account  of  their  receipts  and 

payments 
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payments  touching  the  charity,  to  be  allowed  by  the  minister,  churchwardens  Hartest. 
i and  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them  present  at  the  Easter  town-meeting  ; - — 

And  he  gave  out  of  the  rents  10  s.  a year  to  the  churchwardens  of  Reed,  the  Spa^'fi/rae! 

like  to  those  of  Brockley,  and  the  like  to  those  of  Hartest,  for  their  care  and  i c n ' .v 

due  performance  of  the  premises  ; and  to  the  minister  of  Reed,  the  minister  of 

Brockley,  and  the  minister  of  Hartest,  10  s.  a-piece,  for  their  attendance  and 

assistance  at  every  of  the  Easter  town-meetings  in  their  respective  parishes,  to 

see  the  accounts  of  his  said  charity  duly  entered,  and  signed,  in  the  books  to  be 

kept  for  that  purpose ; And  he  willed  that  the  children  should  be  kept  at 

school  till  they  could  be  taught  to  read  well,  and  to  say  the  Church-catechism, 

and  to  write  and  cast  accounts  ; and  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced 

to  two,  the  survivors  should  renew  to  themselves  and  some  other  of  the  chief 

inhabitants  and  owners  of  and  within  the  parish  of  Hartest,  and  that  the  charge 

of  such  renewals  should  be  defrayed  with  the  rents,  and  that  the  schooling  of 

the  children,  and  the  payments  to  the  ministers  and  churchwardens,  should  be 

discontinued  until  such  charges  should  be  defrayed. 

The  charity- estate  was  last  surrendered  in  1808  to  the  use  of  the  Reverend 
W.  W.  Poley  and  others,  as  new  trustees,  of  whom  nine  are  now  living ; and  it 
consists  of  a house,  yards,  garden,  &c.,  and  several  closes  of  land,  containing 
together  39a.  3 r.  21p.,  which  are  let  by  the  trustees  and  churchwardens 
to  Mr.  Edward  Harvey,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  50/.  a year,  which  is  the  full  annual 
value.  In  1808  the  premises  were  demised  on  lease  for  14  years,  at  40/.  a year, 
in  consideration  of  100/.,  which  sum  was  applied  in  payment  of  the  fine  and 
fees  on  the  admission  of  new  trustees,  and  other  expenses  of  the  trust,  and  the 
rent  was  raised  last  year  to  50/.  per  annum. 

The  sums  of  105.  a year  are  paid  to  the  ministers  and  churchwardens  of  the 
places  mentioned  in  the  will,  amounting  to  31.  a year;  and  61.  a year  is  paid 
to  the  churchwardens  of  Brockley  for  schooling  of  five  poor  children  in  that 
parish. 

After  payment  of  these  outgoings,  and  a quit-rent,  and  insurance,  and  occa- 
sional allowances  for  repairs,  the  remainder  of  the  rent  is  applied  in  sending 
poor  children  of  Hartest  to  school,  at  the  charge  of  4 5.  6d.  a quarter  for  read- 
ing alone,  and  65.  6d.  a quarter  for  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  The 
children  are  appointed  by  the  trustees  and  churchwardens  ; and  a list  or  account 
is  kept  of  the  names  of  the  master  and  scholars,  of  the  times  the  children  respec- 
tively enter,  and  leave  the  school,  and  of  their  proficiency,  which  is  presented 
to  the  Reverend  W.  W.  Poley  every  quarter  by  the  master. 

Wright’s  Almshouse. 

Thomas  Wright , by  Will,  dated  22d  March  1646,  devised  two  cottages  Wright’s 
adjoining  to  the  messuage  or  tenement  called  Penns,  by  him  built  in  Hartest  Almshouse, 
for  the  habitation  of  two  poor  widows,  and  the  yards  thereto  belonging,  to 
trustees,  for  the  benefit  and  habitation  of  two  poor  widows  of  Hartest,  being 
such  as  were  not  chargeable  to  the  parish,  and  as  should  constantly  repair  to 
church,  unless  prevented  by  age  or  sickness,  such  poor  women  to  be  appointed 
by  the  trustees  ; and  he  directed,  that  when  the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to 
two  or  three,  they  should  convey  the  premises  to  five,  six,  or  seven  of  the  chief 
inhabitants,  as  new  feoffees ; and  he  willed  that  the  tenement  Penns,  with  the 
lands  thereto  adjoining,  should  be  charged  with  105.  a year  for  the  reparations 
of  the  said  almshouse,  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees,  and  the  surplus,  if  any,  to  be 
distributed  between  the  two  widows. 

The  premises  were  last  conveyed  to  new  trustees  by  deed,  dated  28th  August 
1805. 

The  almshouse  consists  of  a cottage  in  two  tenements,  which  are  occupied 
by  four  poor  widows,  placed  therein  by  the  trustees  ; and  the  sum  of  105.  a year, 
which  is  paid  by  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Poley,  as  proprietor  of  the  tenement  Penns,  is 
employed  in  repairs  of  the  cottage.  It  is  not  found  practicable  to  select  such 
poor  widows  as  do  not  receive  parochial  relief. 

Corder’s  Charity. 

[See  the  account  of  this  charity  in  the  20th  Report.]  : 

A portion  of  the  charity  is  received  from  the  trustees,  amounting,  generally,  Corder’s  Charity- 
to  about  1 /.  5 s.  a year,  which  is  given  by  the  churchwardens  to  poor  people, 
sometimes  in  money,  and  sometimes  in  clothing  or  bread.

PARISH  OF  LAWSHALL. 

Town  Lands. 

It  appears  by  old  deeds  concerning  these  lands  that  they  were  formerly  vested 
in  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  profits  for  the  relief  of  the  poor,  and  for  the 
repairs  of  the  highways  and  other  like  uses  in  the  town  of  Lawshall ; but  for  a 
long  time  past  the  rector  and  churchwardens  have  been  the  sole  trustees  or 
managers. 

Particulars  : 

1.  A cottage  and  six  acres  of  land  in  Shimpling,  let  to  Robert  Death,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  10/.  105.  a year,  subject  to  the  deduction  of  1/.  1 s.  for 
land-tax. 

2.  A piece  of  land,  containing  by  estimation  two  acres,  or  thereabouts,  called 

the  Town  Meadow,  in  the  parish  of  Shimpling,  lying  intermixed  with  and 
surrounded  in  part  by  the  land  of  Thomas  Halifax,  esq.,  and  which  is  in  the 
occupation  of  his  tenant, Reynolds,  at  the  annual  rent  of  2/.  125.  6d. 

3.  A piece  of  land,  one  acre,  or  thereabouts,  called  Madge’s  Yard,  in  the 
occupation  of  Mr.  Joseph  Hunt,  the  owner  of  adjoining  land,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  2/.  5 s. 

4.  Two  pieces  of  land,  one  of  them  called  the  Town  Grove,  and  the  other 
the  Town  Land,  containing  together  two  acres,  or  thereabouts,  in  the  occupation 
of  John  E.  Wright,  by  whose  lands  they  are  surrounded,  at  the  yearly  rent  of 
1 /.  5 5. 

These  parcels  are  all  let  at  their  fair  annual  value. 

There  is  also  about  half  an  acre  of  land  near  the  church,  on  a part  of  which 
a school  is  built,  and  the  remainder,  about  half  a rood,  is  used  by  the  keeper  of 
the  workhouse ; but  it  is  uncertain  whether  this  land  was  part  of  the  town- 
estate. 

Stevens’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Stevens,  by  Will,  dated  20th  June  1628,  gave  to  the  town  of  Laws- 
hall  40  5.  a year  for  ever,  to  be  divided  amongst  10  of  the  poorest  people,  and 
also  65.  8 d.  to  the  minister  of  Lawshall;  and  he  willed,  that  if  the  said  pay- 
ment, and  other  payments  for  charitable  purposes  therein  mentioned,  or  any  of 
them,  should  be  unpaid  at  the  time  and  place,  as  appeared  by  a deed  of  state 
between  Edward  Title  and  Thomas  Stevens,  the  towns  to  which  the  said 
charities  were  given,  and  his  kinsman  Edward  Barnes,  and  his  heirs,  should  have 
power  to  seize  upon  the  land  of  Edward  Tille,  and  his  heirs,  in  Little  Cornard. 

The  sums  of  2/.,  and  65.  8 d.  a year,  are  yearly  paid.  The  payment  is  repre- 
sented to  be  made  out  of  or  by  the  proprietor  of  land  in  Edwardstone ; but  we 
could  obtain  no  further  information  as  to  the  property  liable. 

Corder’s  Charity. 

A portion  of  the  rents  of  the  estates  belonging  to  this  charity,  amounting 
usually  to  2/.,  or  thereabouts,  is  received  from  the  trustees  of  the  charity. 


The  income  derived  from  the  several  sources  above  mentioned,  except  the 
65.  8 d.  for  the  minister,  is  laid  out  by  Dr.  Colvile,  the  rector,  in  providing 
clothing  for  the  poor  children  who  attend  the  Sunday-school  in  this  parish,  and 
in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  given  to  such  poor  persons  as  have  no 
benefit  to  their  families  from  the  Sunday-school ; and  an  account  is  kept  by 
Dr.  Colvile  of  his  receipts  and  payments,  which  is  exhibited  occasionally  to 
the  parishioners. 


PARISH  OF  PRESTON. 

Ryce’s  Charity. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  or  about  the  year  1660,  for  consolidating 
the  appropriate  rectory  of  Preston  St.  Mary,  then  the  property  of  Mr.  Robert  Ryce, 
with  the  vicarage  of  Preston,  and  confirming  the  presentation  thereof  to  the 
master  and  fellows  of  Emanuel  College,  it  was  enacted,  in  pursuance  of  the  inten- 
tion of  the  said  Robert  Ryce,  and  in  consideration  of  his  transferring  the  advowson 
and  right  of  presentation  of  the  consolidated  rectory  and  vicarage  to  the  said 

master 
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i master  and  fellows,  that  “ the  incumbent  of  the  church  of  Preston  for  the  time 
being*  should  pay  yearly,  to  two  or  more  justices  of  the  peace  within  or  next  the 
hundred  wherein  the  said  town  or  village  of  Preston  is,  upon  the  day  of  account 
made  to  the  same  justices  by  the  collectors  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the 
j parish  of  Preston,  the  sum  of  51.,  to  the  intent  that  the  same  justices  should 
yearly  clothe  two  sons  of  poor  men  of  the  parish  of  Preston,  and  put  them  out 
apprentices  ; and  that  if  there  were  no  such  poor  in  the  parish  of  Preston,  then 
to  clothe  and  put  out  apprentice  two  sons  of  poor  men  of  the  town  of  Lavenham, 
in  the  county  of  Suffolk.” 

The  manner  in  which  this  charity  has  been  disposed  of  for  several  years  past 
has  been  to  put  out  one  parish -apprentice  every  four  years,  at  a premium  of 
i 20/.  for  each  apprentice.  The  sum  of  .5/.  is  not  sufficient,  in  the  present  times, 
to  put  out  two  apprentices  each  year ; but  if  means  exist  of  putting  out  appren- 
tices with  smaller  premiums  than  such  as  are  now  given,  we  think  the  donor’s 
intention  should  be  more  strictly  adhered  to. 

Green’s  Charity. 

Mary  Green , by  Will,  dated  30th  April  1814,  gave  .200/.,  to  be  placed  out  Green’s  Charity, 
on  government  security,  in  the  names  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of 
Preston,  and  she  directed  the  rector  and  churchwardens  for  the  time  being 
to  receive  the  dividends  thereof,  and  buy  bread  or  fuel  therewith,  and  distribute 
the  same  amongst  the  poor  resident  inhabitants  of  Preston,  half  on  the  6th 
February,  and  the  other  half  on  the  day  of  her  burial,  in  every  year. 

With  this  legacy  the  sum  of  289/.  1 2s.  6d.  stock  three  percent.  Consols 
was  purchased,  and  stands  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  James  Dunn,  the  rector, 
and  others;  and  the  dividends,  81.  13s.  8d.  a year,  are  laid  out  in  bread  and 
fuel,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  SOMERTON. 

Poley’s  Charity. 

A separate  account  is  given  of  this  charity,  in  which  the  poor  of  other  neigh- 
bouring parishes  are  interested.  The  portion  of  income  appropriated  to  the  Poiey’7"cbarity. 
poor  of  this  parish  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens.

Town  Estate. 

There  are  in  this  parish  six  parcels  of  land,  containing  nearly  eight  acres,  Ilinderclay. 
which  are  let  at  a parish-meeting  to  the  best  bidder,  (the  present  rent  being  — - 

25  /.)  and  the  rents  are  applied,  comformably  to  usage,  in  payment  of  the  own  Estate' 
charges  of  the  churchwarden’s  office. 


PARISH  OF  RICKINGHALL  INFERIOR. 

Town  Estate. — Barnes’s  Charity. 

An  allotment  of  nine  acres  was  awarded  on  an  inclosure,  in  lieu  of  lands  held  Rickinghall 

from  ancient  time,  for  the  general  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  parish,  and  of  Inferior, 
two  pieces  of  land,  containing  together  by  estimation,  1r.  12p.  which  had  Town"7~ute  _ 
been  devised  by  Joseph  Barnes,  in  1731,  in  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  to  be  Barner’s Charity, 
received  by  the  churchwardens,  to  be  distributed  on  Christmas-day,  or  within 
six  days  after,  at  their  discretion,  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish  not  receiving 
weekly  collection. 

The  allotment  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  to  Samuel  Nunn,  for  the  term  of 
twelve  years,  from  Michaelmas  1828,  at  25  /.  8 s.  a year. 

The  sum  of  10  s.  a year  is  distributed  in  respect  of  Barnes’s  charity  among 
the  poor,  in  bread,  and  the  remainder  of  the  rent  is  applied  to  the  reparation 
of  the  church,  or  similar  purposes.

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Rookwood’s  Charity. 

See  the  account  of  this  donation  in  the  Report  of  Charities  for  the  parish  of 
Rickinghall  Superior. 

The  land  separately  allotted  for  the  poor  of  this  parish  contains  2 a.  3r.  2p. 
and  is  let  to  W.  Jeggons,  on  lease,  for  12  years  from  Michaelmas  1828,  at 
7 /.  17  s.  6 d.  a year,  being  the  highest  rent  offered  at  a public  bidding  ; and  the 
rent  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  among  the  poor  at  Christmas  by 
the  churchwardens. 

Brown’s  Gift. 

Brown’s  Gift.  The  sum  of  10  /.,  bequeathed  for  the  poor  by  John  Brown  in  1731,  is  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  James  Smith,  as  churchwarden  of  this  parish,  at  interest  of  10  s . 
a year,  and  the  interest  is  likewise  distributed  in  bread.

Blythburgh.  Thomas  Neale , by  Will,  dated  10th  June  1701,  gave  2 l.  10  s.  a year  to  the 

' “ churchwardens,  for  the  teaching  of  five  of  the  children  of  the  poorest  parents 

Neale’s  Charity.  Gf  this  parish  and  its  hamlet  of  Hinton  to  read,  and  10  s.  a year  for  buying 
Bibles  or  other  religious  books  for  young  persons. 

The  annuity  of  31.  is  paid  out  of  an  estate  in  Bramfield,  charged  therewith 
by  the  Will,  and  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Howard,  and  it  is  applied  by  the 
minister,  with  the  consent  of  the  churchwarden,  towards  the  support  of, 
and  supplying  books  for  the  children  at,  a Sunday-school. 

Dole. 

Dole.  The  sum  of  1 l.  a year,  which  was  given  by  some  person  unknown  for  poor 

persons  of  this  parish  and  its  hamlet  of  Bulchamp,  is  paid  as  a rentcharge  out 
of  land  belonging  to  the  Earl  of  Stradbroke,  and  is  distributed  by  the  church- 
warden pursuant  to  usage,  10  s.  in  bread  among  poor  persons  of  Blythburgh,  and 
10^.  in  money  among  poor  persons  of  Bulchamp. 

Walters’s  Dole. — Raymond’s  Gift. 

Walters’s  Dole.—  The  sum  of  1 1.  a year  was  given  for  the  poor  by  Matthew  Walter  in  1589, 
Raymond’s  Gift,  and  5 /.  a year  is  mentioned  in  the  Returns  of  Charitable  Donations  in  1786  as 
having  been  given  by  Benham  Raymond  in  1728,  for  teaching  12  poor  children, 
but  the  payment  of  these  charities  has  been  withheld  for  many  years,  and  we 
think  there  are  no  means  of  re-establishing  them.

Neale’s  and  Archer’s  Charities. 

Thomas  Neale , by  Will,  dated  10th  June  1701,  directed  his  widow  and  exe- 
cutrix to  cause  a town- house  to  be  erected  and  fitted  up  in  Bramfield  for  the 
habitation  of  four  poor  persons  or  families  (the  town  being  put  to  considerable 
charge  and  difficulty  in  procuring  habitations  for  the  poor)  so  that  each  of  the 
poor  persons  or  families  might  have  a room  and  other  reasonable  conveniences; 
and  he  desired  the  said  house  to  be  employed  for  the  habitation  of  four  poor 
and  aged  single  persons,  or  if  there  should  not  be  enough  of  such,  then  for 
married  couples  without  children,  and  that  one  of  the  persons  inhabiting  in  the 
house  should  teach  six  poor  children  of  the  town  to  read  the  Bible,  if  one  of 
them  should  be  found  capable  so  to  do : And  he  gave  to  the  churchwardens  of 
Bramfield  the  yearly  sum  of  3 /.  to  be  employed  in  paying  such  one  of  the  said 
persons  to  teach  the  six  poor  children  as  aforesaid ; and  he  declared  that  the 
children  should  be  those  of  parents  who  w’hilst  living  took  constant  relief  of 
the  parish,  or  in  default  of  such,  then  of  parents  who  whilst  living  took  relief  of 
the  parish  when  sick,  or  occasionally,  or  in  default  of  such,  then  of  parents 
the  most  poor  or  most  wicked ; and  he  also  left  to  the  said  churchwardens  the 
yearly  sum  of  10 s.  to  buy  Bibles  and  other  religious  books  for  the  children; 
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and  he  charged  the  said  sum  of  3 /.  10  s.  a year  upon  his  real  estate  therein  men- 
tioned, in  the  parish  of  Bramfield,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Robert  Howard, 
by  whom  the  rentcharge  is  paid. 

Mary , the  widow  of  the  testator,  afterwards  the  wife  of Fowle,  by 

her  Will,  dated  the  11th  August  1708,  left  100/.,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  land,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  applied  for  repairing  the  almshouse  to  be  built 
pursuant  to  the  will  of  the  said  Thomas  Neale,  and,  when  there  should  be  no 
occasion  to  repair  the  almshouse,  then  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor 
widows  of  the  parish,  or  to  be  applied  to  put  out  poor  children  of  the  -parish 
apprentice. 

Elizabeth  Archer , by  her  Will  dated  the  10th  of  October  1 71 G,  gave  80/., 
for  purchasing  land,  the  rent  of  which  the  churchwardens  or  overseers  of  the 
poor  should  yearly  apply  towards  teaching  poor  children  of  the  parish  to 
read,  and  to  give  each  of  them  a Bible  when  they  could  read  it. 

An  almshouse  was  erected  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  testator,  Thomas 
Neale,  upon  ground  in  Bramfield,  purchased  for  the  purpose  in  1723.  The 
almshouse  contains  eight  rooms,  and  the  ground  adjoining  is  partly  used  as  a 
garden,  and  the  remainder  is  let  at  a rent  of  2 /.  a year. 

It  does  not  distinctly  appear  whether  the  ground  and  the  almshouse  were 
purchased  and  built  wholly  at  the  charge  of  Thomas  Neale’s  estate,  or  partly 
thereout,  and  partly  by  means  of  a contribution  out  of  the  parochial  funds,  or 
from  other  sources.  The  almshouse  is  inhabited  by  eight  poor  persons,  being 
generally  widows  and  some  of  them,  occasionally,  aged  single  persons  of  either 
sex. 

There  is  a school-room  in  Bramfield  appropriated  or  belonging  to  the  charity, 
which  was  built,  as  is  understood,  at  the  expense  of  the  parishioners.  The 
children  attending  the  school  have  never,  as  far  as  can  be  discovered,  been 
instructed  by  one  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  almshouse. 

The  sums  bequeathed  by  Mary  Fowle  and  Elizabeth  Archer  appear  to  have 
been  laid  out  in  or  about  the  year  1 727,  by  the  churchwardens  of  Bramfield,  in 
the  purchase  of  a small  farm  in  the  parish  of  Metfield,  comprising  a house, 
barn,  and  10a.  2r.  of  land,  of  which  3a.  Or.  20p.  are  copyhold  ; and  though  the 
writings  relating  to  this  purchase  cannot  be  found,  there  is  reason  to  conclude, 
from  other  written  evidence,  that  this  purchase  was  thus  made  with  the  design 
that  six  tenth  parts  of  the  rent  should  be  applied  agreeably  to  the  intention  of 
Mary  Fowle  in  the  repair  of  the  almshouse  (the  surplus,  if  any,  to  be  for  the 
relief  of  poor  widows,  or  apprenticing  children,)  and  that  the  other  four  tenth 
parts  of  the  rents  should  be  applied,  conformably  to  the  intention  of  Elizabeth 
Archer,  in  teaching  poor  children  to  read,  and  providing  them  with  Bibles. 
This  farm  is  in  the  occupation  of  Thomas  Kent,  as  lessee  for  a term  of  eight 
years  from  October  1826,  at  13/.  a year,  which  (the  tenant  covenanting  to 
repair)  is  considered  the  fair  annual  value  of  the  property. 

The  freehold  part  of  the  charity-estate  does  not  appear  to  have  been  ever 
conveyed  to  fresh  trustees;  but  in  1812  new  trustees  were  admitted  tenants  of 
the  copyhold  part  of  the  Metfield  farm,  and  of  those  trustees  the  Rev.  Reginald 
Rabett,  Ralph  Nelson  Rabett,  esq.  the  Rev.  James  Badeley,  and  Robert 
Howard,  are  the  present  survivors. 

The  churchwardens  or  parish-officers  used  to  have  the  management  or 
administration  of  this  charity,  and  for  some  time  before  1812  they  paid 
out  of  the  rent  of  the  Metfield  farm  a salary  of  6/.  10s.  a year  to  a schoolmaster, 
who  was  appointed  by  the  parishioners,  and  who  also  received  the  rentcharge 
of  3/.  10s.  a year,  and  taught  in  the  school-room  above  mentioned  poor  child- 
ren to  read,  together  with  other  scholars  paid  for  by  their  friends;  and  the 
remainder  of  the  rents  of  the  farm  was  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  the 
parish,  the  almshouse  being  (as  we  presume)  kept  in  repair  out  of  the  parochial 
funds  under  the  control  of  the  parish-officers ; but  in  1812  the  trustees  above 
referred  to  took  on  themselves  the  management  of  the  charity,  and  they  have 
since  appointed  the  ahnspeople,  and  have  lately  appointed  a new  school- 
master ; and  they  have  received  and  applied  the  rents  partly  in  an  expen- 
diture upon  the  buildings  belonging  to  the  charity,  and  partly  in  an  allow- 
ance of  3/.  10s.  a year  to  the  schoolmaster,  in  addition  to  the  rentcharge 
of  31.  10s.  a year  ; and  they  have  divided  the  surp’us  income  among  the 
inmates  of  the  almshouse,  excepting  that  at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry  there 
>vas  a balance  in  hand  of  11/.  12s.  Gd.  The  two  sums  of  10s.  each  speci-

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fically  given  to  provide  Bibles  and  books  for  the  children  have  been  for  some 
years  past  paid  to  the  schoolmaster,  (being  included  in  the  sums  paid  to  him  as 
above  mentioned,)  in  order  that  he  might  provide  books  or  Bibles  for  the  child- 
ren, which  he  has  accordingly  been  used  to  do  ; and  at  present  there  are  18  poor 
children  taught  as  free-scholars  to  read  ; their  instruction  in  writing,  when 
required,  being  paid  for  by  their  friends. 

There  has  been  some  dispute  respecting  this  charity,  resulting  from  the  inter- 
ference of  the  trustees  in  the  administration  of  it,  and  from  their  subsequent 
expenditure  and  application  of  the  rents,  and  in  relation  to  other  topics  which  it 
is  unnecessary  here  to  enter  upon.  It  appears  to  us,  that  although  in  the  case  of 
malversation  by  the  churchwardens  or  parish-officers  it  might  be  proper  for  the 
trustees  to  interfere  in  such  a way  as  would  be  most  expedient  for  the  benefit  of 
the  charity,  it  is  conformable  to  the  intention  of  the  donors  that  the  general 
administration  of  the  charity  should.be  intrusted  to  and  exercised  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor ; and  we  think  that  under  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  four  tenth  parts  of  the  rents  of  the  Metfield  farm  (at  present 
51.  4 5.)  together  with  the  rentcharge  of  31.  10s.  should  be  paid  to  the  school- 
master, subject,  however,  to  the  expenditure  by  him  of  1 /.  for  Bibles  or  books 
for  the  children,  and  that  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  income  of  the  charity  the 
almshouse  should  be  kept  in  repair,  and  the  surplus  should  be  divided  among 
the  poor  people  in  the  almshouse. 

The  Town  Estate. 

A cottage  and  two  acres  of  land,  being  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Bramfield, 
have  from  a remote  time  been  vested  in  trustees,  in  trust,  for  the  inhabitants  of 
the  parish  ; and  new  trustees,  viz.  Samuel  Badeley,  Reginald  Rabett,  Ralph 
Nelson  Rabett,  Joseph  Badeley,  Robert  Haward  the  younger,  Samuel  Strow- 
ger,  and  William  Crisp,  were  admitted  in  February  1821. 

The  premises  are  let  to  the  Rev.  J.  Badeley,  at  the  rent  of  8/.  a year,  and 
are  occupied  by  an  under-tenant.  The  rent  paid  by  Mr.  Badeley  was  deter- 
mined on  the  valuation  of  a surveyor;  but  it  is  proposed  that  the  premises 
should  be  let  afresh,  by  tender  to  the  best  bidder ; which  course,  if  care  be  taken 
to  obtain  a responsible  tenant,  seems  to  us  advisable  to  be  adopted. 

The  rents  of  the  estate  used  to  be  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  being 
carried  to  their  general  account  were  applied  to  the  public  purposes  of  the 
parish ; but  of  late  the  trustees  have  received  the  rents,  and  applied  them  in 
the  way  of  an  addition  to  the  income  arising  from  the  almshouse  and  school- 
charities  above  mentioned.  It  appears  to  us  to  be  competent  to  the  parishioners 
to  direct  how  the  Town  Estate  should  be  managed,  and  the  rents  of  it  applied  ; 
but  considering  the  smallness  of  the  revenues  of  the  above  charities,  it  is  de- 
sirable, we  think,  that  the  rents  should  continue  to  be  used  in  augmentation 
thereof. 


PARISH  OF  BRAMPTON. 

Poors  and  Church  Estate. 

There  are  in  this  parish  a house  let  in  four  tenements  to  poor  persons,  at 
4/.  a year,  and  three  acres  of  land,  or  thereabouts,  let  every  year  to  the  best 
bidder,  and  producing  at  present  a rent  of  11  /. 

The  property  is  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens,  and  the 
rents,  which  used  to  be  carried  to  the  overseers  account,  are  now,  in  pursuance 
of  the  rector’s  recommendation,  distributed  among  poor  persons  belonging  to 
the  parish,  in  different  sums,  according  to  the  state  of  their  families  and 
necessities. 

There  are  also  12  acres  of  meadow,  called  the  Town  Fenn,  which  are  let 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  land  above  mentioned,  the  present  rent  being  41/. ; 
and  the  rents  are  applied  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  repairs  of  the  church 
and  its  ornaments,  and  in  defraying  all  other  charges  of  their  office. 

We  have  met  with  no  deeds  or  writings  respecting  the  acquisition  of  the 
property. 
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PARISH  OF  CHEDISTON. 

Town  Estate. 

A farm,  comprising  a house,  barn,  stable,  and  about  30  acres  of  land,  called 
I Cheston  Town  Farm,  has  been  vested  in  feoffees  since  the  reign  of  Henry 
the  7th,  for  the  repairs  of  the  church,  and  other  charges  to  be  imposed  upon 
the  town  of  Cheston. 

; There  being  only  one  feoffee  now  living,  the  estate  is  about  to  be  conveyed 
to  new  trustees.  It  is  at  present  let  at  30/.  a year,  but  it  is  intended  to  let  it 
afresh;  or,  if  a tenant  cannot  be  immediately  obtained,  to  employ  the  poor  of 
the  parish  in  cultivating  the  land. 

The  rent  is  applied  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  reparation  of  the  church, 
and  the  payment  of  other  charges  incidental  to  their  office. 

The  Almshouse. 

An  Almshouse  in  three  tenements,  with  a small  piece  of  ground,  divided  into  The  Almshouse, 
separate  gardens,  was  settled  in  trustees  by  Henry  Clarion,  by  Deed,  dated 
2d  May  1575,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Chediston ; 
and  the  premises  are  occupied  by  three  poor  families  placed  therein  by  the 
vicar  and  churchwardens. 

Sagar’s  Charity. 

An  annuity  of  20  s.,  payable  on  St.  John  Baptist’s-day  out  of  three  acres  of  Sugar’s  Charity, 
land  in  Cookley,  called  Bowers,  and  a common  way  leading  from  Walpole 
towards  Harleston,  was  granted  and  assigned  by  the  Rev.  Thomas  Sagar,  vicar 
of  Chediston,  to  trustees,  to  be  distributed  at  their  discretion  to  the  most  needy 
poor  of  Chediston  on  St.  Thomas’s-day. 

The  annuity  is  paid  by  Lord  Huntingfield,  the  owner  of  the  property  charged, 
and  is  distributed  annually  at  a vestry  among  poor  persons. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

[See  General  Report  of  Henry  Smith’s  Charities  in  4th  Report,  p.  448  and  458, 
and  11th  Report,  p.  739  and  841.] 

The  annual  sum  received  under  this  charity  at  present  varies  from  15/.  to  20/. 

About  three  fourths  of  the  money  is  usually  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  meal, 
which  is  given  away  to  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  in  quantities  according  to 
the  size  of  their  families.  It  is  distributed  from  time  to  time  in  the  church  on 
Sundays  during  the  winter.  A balance  is  retained  in  hand,  in  order  to  keep  up 
the  supply  of  meal  in  years  when  the  sum  received  is  small.

PARISH  OF  COOKLEY. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property,  which  is  mentioned  in  the  parish-terrier  as  belonging  to  the  Cookley. 

parish-church  of  Cookley,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  received  by  the  churchwardens,  — — 

and  expended  about  the  repairs  and  ornaments  of  the  church,  and  other  charges  Town  Estate< 
belonging  to  the  churchwardens  office,  consists  of  two  houses,  a homestall,  and 
about  four  acres  of  land,  which  are  let  at  19/.  a year,  the  full  annual  value,  and 
the  rents  are  applied  by  the  churchwardens  to  the  purposes  above  mentioned  ; 
the  surplus,  when  any  arises,  being  given  to  the  poor  in  the  way  of  occasional 
relief. 

Neale’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Neale , by  Will,  dated  10th  June  1701,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  of  Neale’s  Charity. 
Cookley  the  yearly  sum  of  31.,  to  be  employed  towards  teaching  six  poor  children 
of  the  poorest  parents  of  the  parish  to  read  the  Bible ; and  the  further  yearly 
sum  of  10s.  to  buy  Bibles  or  other  religious  books. 

The  yearly  sum  of  3/.  10s.  is  paid  out  of  the  property  charged  therewith  by 
the  will,  being  an  estate  at  Cookley  belonging  to  Mr.  Saunders  ; 31.  thereof  are 
paid  to  a schoolmistress  for  teaching  six  poor  children,  appointed  by  the  church- 
warden, to  read,  and  10s.  are  laid  out  in  books  and  catechisms  for  the  use  of  the 
children.

PARISH  OF  SOUTH  COVE. 

Poors  Allotment. — Gisleham’s  Dole. 

An  allotment  of  12  acres,  or  thereabouts,  set  out  on  an  inclosure  for  the 
poor,  is  let  to  Mr.  Robert  Carr,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  13/.  10  5.,  the  fair  annual 
value ; and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in  coals  distributed  among  poor  people 
belonging  to  the  parish. 

A dole  or  payment  of  35.  4d.  a year,  given  as  mentioned  in  the  parish-terrier 

by  Simon  Gislekam,  is  paid  out  of  a farm  in  this  parish  belonging  to Fellows, 

esquire,  and  is  laid  out  with  the  rent  of  the  allotment.

PARISH  OF  COVEHITHE  ALIAS  NORTHALES. 

Poors  Allotment. — Poors  Land. 

An  allotment  of  40  acres,  or  thereabouts,  which  wras  set  out  for  the  poor  on 
an  inclosure  is  let  to  William  and  John  Langley,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  2 5 1.  a year. 
The  land  is  let  at  its  fair  annual  value,  and  was  let  to  the  present  occupiers  as 
offering  the  highest  rent. 

There  is  another  piece  of  land  in  this  parish  which  has  long  been  appropriated 
to  the  poor,  and  by  the  report  of  old  inhabitants,  it  is  represented  to  contain 
about  seven  acres,  but  its  precise  extent  and  boundaries  are  not  known,  and  part 
of  it  is  waste,  and  serves  no  other  purpose  than  that  of  a covert  for  game.  The 
land  is  held  by  a tenant  of  Sir  T.  S.  Gooch,  bart.  with  a farm  belonging  to 
him,  and  the  sum  of  2/.  125.  6d.  a year  is  paid  as  rent  for  the  poors  land  ; but 
as  it  appears  from  the  Returns  of  Charitable  Donations  made  to  Parliament  in 
1786,  that  it  then  produced  31.  155.  a year,  it  is  probable  the  rent  ought  to  be 
considerably  advanced. 

The  rent  of  the  allotment  and  land  are  received  by  the  churchwarden  at 
Easter,  and  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  given  among  the  poor  people  of  the 
parish  in  different  quantities,  according  to  the  size  of  their  families. 


PARISH  OF  CRATFIELD. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property  consists  of  a messuage,  called  the  Town  House,  with  lane} 
adjoining  containing  between  one  and  two  acres ; two  farms,  containing 
together  about  116  acres,  in  the  parish  of  Cratfield  ; the  fourth  part  of  a manor 
called  Bucenhams ; and  a messuage  and  about  17  acres  of  land  in  the  parish 
of  Horham. 

It  appears  by  a Deed,  dated  the  20th  October,  9th  Elizabeth,  that  the  pro- 
perty at  Cratfield  was  granted  by  the  lord  of  the  manor  in  consideration  of 
70/.,  being  the  money  of  the  inhabitants,  but  no  trusts  respecting  the  pro- 
perty are  declared  by  the  deed  ; and  the  fourth  of  the  manor  were  conveyed 
by  Thomas  Poolei/,  by  deed,  dated  the  29th  September  1710,  in  consideration 
of  181  /,  to  Edward  Hobarts,  and  divers  other  persons,  in  fee,  but  without  any 
declaration  or  specification  of  trusts.  The  whole  wras  conveyed  in  March 
1797  to  new  trustees,  in  trust,  and  for  such  intents  and  purposes,  and  subject 
to  such  provisoes  in  and  upon  which  the  same  had  been  theretofore  usually 
held  and  employed,  and  with  a provision,  when  the  number  of  trustees  should 
be  reduced  to  three,  that  they  should  appoint  new'  trustees  at  the  request  of  the 
vicar,  churchwardens  and  other  principal  inhabitants. 

The  town-house,  which  is  divided  into  separate  tenements,  with  about 
1 acre  and  a quarter  of  the  land  adjoining,  used  as  a garden-ground,  is 
occupied  by  the  parish-clerk  and  several  poor  persons,  rent-free. 

A house,  and  90  acres  of  land  in  Cratfield,  part  of  which,  being  about  1 a.  3 a., 
adjoins  the  Town-house,  are  let  to  William  Fisher,  at  112/.  per  annum. 

The  remainder  of  this  property  at  Cratfield,  being  about  28  acres  of  land,  is 
let  to  John  Dunnett,  at  the  rent  of  40/.  a year. 

The  portion  of  the  manor  produces  little  or  no  income;  and  the  messuage 
and  land  at  Horham  are  let  to  Thomas  Connoll,  at  28/.  a year. 

The 
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The  rents  are  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  applied  to  the  reparation 
of  the  church,  and  payment  of  the  expenses  incidental  to  the  office  of  the 
churchwardens,  and  in  other  common  uses  for  the  parishioners ; and  it 
has  been  usual  of  late  to  expend  about  30/.  a year  in  the  purchase  of  coals, 
which  are  partly  given,  and  partly  sold  at  a reduced  price,  to  poor  persons 
of  the  parish. 

It  appears  to  us  to  be  competent  to  the  parishioners  in  vestry  assembled  to 
direct  the  application  of  the  rents  to  any  public  purposes  which  are  consistent 
with  the  usage  that  has  prevailed,  and  are  for  their  general  benefit. 

Leman’s  .Charity. 

The  portion  of  the  dividends  of  the  stock  belonging  to  this  charity,  of  which 
an  account  is  given  in  this  Report  under  the  title  of  General  Charities  for  the 
county  of  Suffolk,  is  applied  in  payment  of  a salary  of  8 /.  a year  to  the  master 
of  the  Sunday-school,  and  in  buying  books  for  the  scholars. 


PARISH  OF  DARSHAM. 

Town  Estate. 

There  are  some  cottages,  with  a small  piece  of  land  in  this  parish,  and 
a cottage,  and  about  half  an  acre  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Thebarton,  which 
are  let  by  the  churchwardens  of  Darsham  to  poor  persons,  at  rents  amounting 
together  to  27 /•  13  s.  a year. 

The  rents,  or  the  portion  thereof  of  which  payment  can  be  obtained,  are 
applied  in  repairs  of  the  premises,  in  a payment  of  4/.  a year  towards  the 
support  of  a Sunday-school,  and  in  the  reparation  of  the  parish-church.  It  is 
unknown  how  the  property  was  acquired. 


PARISH  OF  FROSTENDEN. 

Church  Land. 

The  church-marsh,  8a.  Or.  32 p.,  with  a pightle  adjoining,  2r.  2p.,  let  to 
John  Parry,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  1 51.  a year. 

A piece  of  arable  land,  2 a.  2 r.  29  p.  near  the  former,  let  to  Mr.  Samuel 
Crisp,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  annual  rent  of  5 /.,  out  of  which  an  abatement 
of  10s.  a year  is  at  present  made. 

The  rents  are  applied  by  the  churchwarden  for  the  repairs  and  ornaments  of 
the  church. 

Poors  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  4 a.  2r.,  awarded  on  the  inclosure  for  the  use  of  the  poor, 

is  let  to  Wilson,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  7 /•  10  s.  a year,  and  the  rent  is 

laid  out  by  the  parish-officers  in  coals,  which  are  given  to  poor  people  of  the 
parish. 


PARISH  OF  HALESWORTH. 

The  Town  Estate. 

Certain  freehold  and  copyhold  estates  are  vested  in  trustees,  in  trust,  that  the 
rents  and  profits  should  be  disposed  of  for  the  public  uses  and  purposes  and 
general  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Halesworth.  These  are 
sometimes  called  the  Unappropriated  Estates.  Of  the  original  acquisition  of 
part  of  the  property,  which  is  comprised  in  old  surrenders  to  trustees,  no 
account  can  be  given,  but  other  parts  of  it  have  been  purchased  at  different 
times  with  money  or  funds  belonging  to  the  inhabitants,  and  the  management 
of  the  estates,  and  application  of  the  income,  is  conducted  by  the  churchwardens, 
with  the  advice  or  under  the  control  of  the  inhabitants.  The  estates  are  for 
the  most  part  in  the  parish  of  Halesworth,  but  partly  in  the  adjoining  parish 
of  Holton.

Part  of  the  property  being  subject  to  a charge  of  31.  a year  in  respect  of 
Neale’s  Charity  hereafter  mentioned,  that  yearly  sum  is  paid  out  of  the  rents, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  clear  income  is  applied  to  general  purposes,  being  for 
the  most  part  such  as  are  defrayed  by  the  church-rate,  viz.  the  repairs  of  the 
church,  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  organist,  parish-clerk,  beadle, 
sexton,  &c.  and  providing  bread  and  wine  for  the  Sacrament ; also  for  defray- 
ing the  expense  of  lighting  the  town,  the  support  of  some  almshouses,  and 
occasionally  purchasing  coals  to  be  sold  to  the  poor  at  reduced  prices. 

A general  account  is  kept  of  the  receipt  and  application  of  income  by  one  of 
the  churchwardens,  who  is  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  for  that  purpose,  and  the 
account  is  audited  annually  at  a vestry-meeting.  At  present  there  is  a balance 
of  270/.  or  thereabouts,  due  in  respect  of  a debt  incurred  some  time  ago  on 
account  of  the  parishioners. 

The  Almshouses. 

There  are  six  small  houses  in  a row  near  the  church,  given  by  one  William 
Caret/,  and  two  other  cottages  in  Halesworth,  which  are  occupied  by  14  poor 
widows,  put  in  by  the  churchwardens.  These  almshouses  are  kept  in  repair 
out  of  the  rents  of  the  town-estate,  and  the  poor  widows  are  supported  partly 
by  means  of  charities  after  mentioned,  and  partly  out  of  the  poor-rates. 

Launce’s,  Phillips’s,  and  Walter’s  Gifts. 

Launce’s. — Robert  Launce,  by  Will,  dated  13th  August  1611,  gave  60/. 
towards  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  land,  the  profits  thereof  to  be  distributed  by 
the  feoffees  of  the  town,  with  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  to  the  poor  of 
the  town  of  Halesworth,  where  most  need  should  require. 

With  this  legacy  a piece  of  copyhold  land,  containing  5 a.  3r.  9r-  held  of 
the  manor  of  Southelmham,  was  purchased.  There  was  an  admission  of  new 
trustees  in  1804,  and  the  land  is  let  to  James  Buckingham  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
9 /.  4 5.  a year. 

Phillips’s. — The  sum  of  60/.  given  by  John  Phillips , and  30/.  5 s.  given  by 
Richard  Phillips,  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a messuage  and  lands,  being 
copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Mells  Wenhaston,  near  Halesworth  ; and  by  a Decla- 
ration of  Trust,  of  the  12th  May  1700,  it  was  declared,  that  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  premises  should,  in  pursuance  of  the  intent  of  the  said  Richard 
and  John  Phillips,  be  employed  for  the  following  purposes  : viz.  that  the  church- 
wardens 
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wardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Halesworth  should  buy  and  divide  Halesworth. 

12  penny  loaves  of  bread  every  Sunday,  and  also  12  penny  loaves  of  bread  , — ~ 
more  every  first  Sunday  in  the  month,  with  the  advice  of  the  minister  and  chief  ^“"waiter’s  GhS5 
inhabitants,  in  the  church,  after  morning  prayer,  among  such  of  the  poor  as  continued. 

should  be  then  present,  or  have  a reasonable  excuse  for  absence,  to  every  of  ^ ^ ' 

them  a penny  loaf ; and  that  the  churchwardens  should  maintain  in  complete 
repair  the  grave-stone  of  the  Phillips’s  therein  mentioned,  in  Halesworth  church- 
yard, and  lay  out  the  residue  of  the  rents,  so  far  as  the  same  would  extend, 
towards  providing  12  penny  loaves  every  Sunday,  and  12  penny  loaves  every 
last  Sunday  in  the  month,  to  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  in  the  manner 
above  mentioned. 

The  property  belonging  to  this  charity,  consisting  of  a cottage,  and 
11a.  1r.  35  p.  of  land,  is  let  to  William  Smith,  on  a lease  for  11  years  from 
the  11th  October  1824,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  32/.  6?. 

Walter’s. — Matthew  Walter,  by  Will,  dated  2d  July  1589,  gave  an  annuity 
of  20  ?.  to  the  poor  of  Halesworth,  out  of  his  estate  at  Holton. 

The  sum  of  16  s.  a year  (4  s.  being  deducted  for  land-tax)  is  paid  by  the 
tenant  of  Jeremiah  Day,  esq.  in  respect  of  the  estate  at  Holton,  to  the  church- 
wardens. 

The  income  derived  from  these  charities  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  given 
away  by  the  churchwardens,  among  poor  people,  on  Sundays. 


Keble’s,  Burroughs’s,  and  Mann’s  and  Vincent’s  Charities. 

Keble’s. — James  Keble , by  Will,  dated  the  27th  January  1650,  devised  to 
trustees  a pightle  called  Bell’s  Pightle,  to  the  intent  that  the  trustees  should, 
with  the  rents  yearly,  at  or  before  Christmas,  buy  corn  to  be  made  into  bread, 
and  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Halesworth. 

John  Keble,  by  Will,  dated  the  16th  May  1652,  devised  his  lands  in  Holton 
to  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Halesworth,  half  of  the  revenue  to  be  employed 
to  the  relief  of  widows,  aRd  the  other  half  to  bind  out  poor  apprentices. 

Burroughs’s  and  Mann’s. — The  sum  of  80/,  given  by  Reginald  Burroughs,  for 
the  purchase  of  land,  for  the  benefit  of  20  poor  people  inhabiting  in  the  town  of 
Halesworth,  that  20  s.  might  be  distributed  unto  them  quarterly  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  ; the  sum  of  20  /.  given  by  Matthew  Mann , 
the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  in  bread  to  the  poor  of  the  town  of  Hales- 
worth ; and  the  additional  sum  of  10/.  given  by  the  inhabitants  out  of  the  town- 
stock,  were  laid  out  in  the  22d  James  I.  in  the  purchase  of  a close,  called 
Quintrells,  in  Mells  Hamlet  and  Wenhaston,  which  was  conveyed  to  trustees 
upon  trust,  for  performance  of  the  charitable  intentions  of  the  said  R.  Burroughs 
and  Matthew  Mann. 


Keble’s,  Burroughs's* 
and  Mann’s  and 
Vincent's  Chanties. 


Vincent’s. — William  Vincent,  by  Will,  dated  the  28th  July  1804,  bequeathed 
the  residue  of  his  personal  estate  to  relieve  the  necessities  of  the  poor  of  Hales- 
worth ; especially  in  sickness,  and  he  appointed  the  rector  for  the  time  being, 
and  12  principal  inhabitants,  trustees  for  that  his  charity  ; and  the  residue, 
amounting  to  100/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  2 a.  2r.  18  p.  of  land  in 
Holton. 

The  property  belonging  to  these  charities  consist  of  the  following  particulars, 
and  the  rents  are  applied  as  follows  : 

1st,  A piece  of  land,  containing  by  recent  admeasurement  7A*  3r.  28  p. 
part  of  land  called  the  Holton  Common  Piece,  which  was  taken  in  exchange 
from  the  Rev.  John  Wilkinson,  in  1819,  for  the  Bell’s  Pightle,  devised  by  James 
Keble,  and  the  land  purchased  with  Vincent’s  gift.  This  land  is  let  to  John 
Pleasants,  at  the  annual  rent  of  13/.  11  s.  6d.,  of  which  the  sum  of  61.  lG?.  is 
laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  distributed  among  poor  persons  on  St.  Tho- 
mas’s-day,  and  the  remainder  of  the  rent  is  given,  under  the  order  of  the  rector, 
to  poor  persons  in  sickness,  as  occasion  requires. 

2d,  A house,  and  4 a.  0 it.  7 of  garden-ground,  in  the  occupation  of  the 
executors  of  the  late  E.  C.  Lockwood,  under  agreement  for  a term,  of  which 
about  four  years  are  unexpired,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  28/.  16,?. 

A barn,  stable,  and  19  a.  Or.  33  p.  of  land,  let  to  Thomas  Foreman,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  54/.  12  .?.  a year. 

Three  acres  1 r.  18  i>.  of  land,  let  to  John  Briant,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  17  /•  1 s. 
a year.

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Hales  worth.  This  property  was  derived  under  the  gift  of  John  Keble  : It  is  partly  copyhold, 

, , and  the  copyhold  parts,  together  with  Bell’s  Pightle,  were  surrendered,  and  new 

aSrrfJr’  trustees  were  admitted  in  1800. 

Vincent’s  Charities,  One  half  of  the  rents  is  divided  half-yearly  among  20  poor  widows,  chosen 
continued.  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens,  the  greater  part  of  them  being  widows  re- 

v-~  ^ siding  in  the  almshouses  before  mentioned ; and  the  other  half  is  applied  in 

apprenticing  poor  boys,  chosen  by  the  churchwardens,  with  premiums  usually 
of  15  /.  or  thereabouts. 

3d,  Two  pieces  of  land  in  the  hamlet  of  Mells,  containing  together 
8 a.  3 it.  26  p.  let  to  William  Smith,  for  a term  of  eight  years,  from  1824,  at  the 
yearly  rent  of  19  /•  14  s. 

This  property  is  ascribed  to  Burroughs’s  and  Mann’s  charities,  and  the  rent 
is  divided  in  quarterly  payments  among  the  20  poor  widows  above  mentioned. 

Neale’s  Charity. 

Neale’s  Charity.  The  sum  of  60 /.  given  by  Thomas  Neale  for  the  education  of  poor  children 
was  laid  out,  with  other  funds,  the  whole  amounting  to  220  /.,  in  the  purchase  of 
a messuage  and  lands  in  Halesworth  and  Holton,  part  of  the  town  or  unap- 
propriated estate,  which  were  conveyed  to  trustees  ; and  by  a declaration  of  trust, 
executed  on  the  occasion,  dated  the  18th  May  1700,  it  was  declared,  that  31. 
a year  should  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  by  the  trustees,  or  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor,  to  some  discreet  person  in  Halesworth,  to  teach  six  poor 
children  inhabiting  in  the  parish  to  read  the  Bible,  and  learn  their  catechism ; the 
teacher  and  children  to  be  chosen  by  a majority  of  the  parishioners,  and  the 
children  to  be  qualified  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Thomas  Neale  should  by  his 
will  direct ; and  that  the  residue  of  the  rents  should  be  laid  out  for  such  pur- 
poses as  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  of  Halesworth  should  at  a parish- 
meeting direct. 

The  sum  of  31.  a year  is  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  town-lands  to  the  master 
of  a school  kept  in  a house  adjoining  the  church-yard,  in  which  the  master  also 
resides ; and  he  teaches  six  poor  children  to  read  and  spell,  with  other  children 
paid  for  by  their  friends. 

It  is  not  known  how  the  house  became  appropriated  to  the  use  of  the  school. 

The  sum  of  10s.  a year  was  also  given  by  the  said  Thomas  Neale,  by  his 
will,  for  Bibles  and  books  for  the  children;  and  the  annuity,  which  is  paid  out  of 
an  estate  at  Cookley,  is  applied  in  buying  religious  books  for  the  children  of  the 
National  School ; but  it  ought  properly  to  be  applied  in  buying  books  for  the 
children  above  mentioned. 

Porter’s  Charity. 

Porters  Gift.  “ j Richard  Porter , esq.  by  his  Will,  dated  the  2d  of  June  1701,  directed 
that  a schoolmaster  and  a schooldame  should  be  appointed  in  Halesworth 
by  the  churchwardens  and  chief  inhabitants  of  the  parish ; the  schoolmaster 
to  teach  such  number  of  boys,  not  exceeding  20,  whose  parents  should 
be  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  and  not  worth  30/.,  to  read,  write  and  cast 
accounts,  and  to  have  2 d.  for  every  boy  for  every  week,  for  their  tuition  ; and 
the  schooldame  to  teach  such  number  of  girls,  not  exceeding  20,  whose  parents 
should  be  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  and  not  worth  30/.,  to  read,  sew,  spin, 
and  knit,  and  to  have  the  like  allowance  of  2 d.  per  week  for  every  girl  for  every 
week,  for  her  trouble  and  pains  ; and  that  allowance  to  continue  for  ever,  and 
to  be  paid  every  quarter  of  a year  by  the  occupier  of  the  testator’s  messuage, 
farm,  and  lands  in  Halesworth,  and  by  him  deducted  out  of  the  rents  and  profits 
issuing  out  of  the  same : And  he  willed  that  the  schoolmaster  and  schooldame 
should  from  time  to  time  be  chosen  and  appointed  by  the  churchwardens  and 
chief  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  as  also  the  poor  children  ; and  if  the  school- 
master or  schooldame  should  act  contrary  to  their  liking,  then  they  or  either  of 
them  to  be  displaced  and  removed  by  the  said  churchwardens  and  inhabitants, 
and  others  elected  in  their  room.” 

In  respect  of  this  charity,  Mr.  Charles  Woolby,  of  Halesworth,  pays 
17  A 6-?.  8 d.  a year  as  a rentcharge  upon  the  farm  at  Halesworth,  mentioned 
in  the  will,  which  is  now  his  property  ; one  half  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  and 
the  other  half  to  a schooldame,  for  which  they  respectively  instruct  poor 
children  to  read  and  knit. 
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Hutcher’s  Gift. 

John  Hutcher,  by  Will,  dated  in  February  181G,  gave  to  the  rector  and 
.churchwardens  of  Halesworth  a pew  upon  the  gallery  in  Halesworth  church, 
in  trust  to  let  the  same  at  the  best  yearly  rent,  and  apply  so  much  of  the  rent 
as  necessary  to  keep  in  repair  the  said  pew,  and  the  tomb  wherein  his  late  wife 
and  son  lay  interred,  and  the  residue  of  such  yearly  rent  to  the  directors 
or  committee  for  the  management  of  the  National  School  in  Halesworth,  so 
long  as  such  school  should  exist;  but  if  the  same  should  be  discontinued,  for 
such  other  charitable  purposes  as  the  rector  and  churchwardens  and  over- 
seers should  think  proper. 

The  pew  is  let  at  30 /.  a year,  and  the  rent  is  paid  to  the  committee  of  the 
National  School  at  Halesworth,  in  which  200  children  are  brought  up. 


Mention  is  made  in  the  terrier  of  1735,  of  a bequest  of'  50/.  by  Anthony 
Bedingjield,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  paid  yearly  for  the  poor  of  the  parish,  but 
no  other  trace  is  to  be  found  of  this  charity. 


PARISH  OF  HENSTEAD. 

Town  Land. 

This  property  is  appropriated  under  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable 
Uses  in  1608  to  the  churchwardens,  to  the  intent  the  rents  thereof  should  be 
employed  about  the  repairs  of  the  church  as  need  should  require,  the  relief  of 
the  poor,  and  other  good  and  charitable  uses  within  the  town  of  Henstead.  It 
consists  of  about  two  acres  of  land,  surrounded  by  and  occupied  with  land  of 
Charles  Barclay,  esquire,  which  formerly  belonged  to  the  Ilev.  John  Amyas, 
deceased  ; and  the  sum  of  3/.  a year  is  paid  to  the  churchwarden  by  Mr.  Barclay, 
as  a rent  for  the  piece  of  land,  pursuant  to  a resolution  at  a parish-meeting  in 
March  182G. 

The  sum  of  1/.  a year  is  also  paid  to  the  churchwarden  in  respect  of  a house 
in  the  parish  of  Rushmere  in  the  occupation  of  a Mr.  Chittleburgh,  and  is 
secured  bv  the  assignment  of  a term  of  1,000  years  of  the  house.  This 
annuity  of  1 /.  was  taken  in  1794  in  exchange  for  half  an  acre  of  town-land, 
which  was  also  included  in  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  Amyas. 

The  rent  of  the  land  and  annuity  are  applied  by  the  churchwarden  to  the 
repairs  of  the  church. 

Branden’s  Gift. 

Henry  Bra?iden,  by  Will,  dated  12th  March  1599,  gave  his  tenement  and 
land  in  Rushmere,  to  the  intent  that  one  half  of  the  rents  should  be  distributed 
among  the  poor  of  Henstead,  and  the  other  half  should  be  applied  in  payment 
of  6s.  8 d.  a year  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  people  of  Rushmere  on 
New  Year’s-day,  and  in  the  reparation  of  the  church  at  Henstead,  and  of  the 
said  tenement,  as  need  should  require,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwarden  of 
Henstead. 

The  premises  thus  devised,  being  about  three  roods  in  extent,  were  demised 
about  30  years  ago  on  a building-lease  for  99  years,  at  a rent  of  17s.  a year,  to 
James  Hillary,  who  erected  a cottage  on  the  ground;  and  the  interest  in  the 
lease  now  belongs  to  a Mr.  Robert  Lincoln,  by  whom  the  rent  of  17 s.  a year  is 
paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  Henstead,  and  they  distribute  8 5.  6d.  among  poor 
people  of  Henstead,  pay  65.  8 d.  to  the  churchwarden  of  Rushmere  for  poor 
people  of  that  parish,  and  apply  Is.  10 d.  to  the  repairs  of  Henstead  church. 

Poors  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  14  acres,  which  was  awarded  on  the  inclosure  of  Sotterley 
Common  for  the  poor  of  Henstead,  is  let  on  lease  for  eight  years  from 
Michaelmas  1824  to  Mr.  John  Blyth,  at  20/.  a year ; and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in 
coals,  which  are  distributed  among  poor  people  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  HUNTING  FIELD. 

Town  Estate. 

The  following  property,  which  is  partly  of  freehold,  and  partly  of  copyhold 
tenure,  is  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens,  on  behalf  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  parish.

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1st.  A house,  four  tenements,  and  homestall,  containing  about  two  acres,  and 
a cottage  adjoining  in  the  parish  of  Huntingfield,  let  to  different  tenants  at  rents 
amounting  to  14/.  155.  a year. 

The  copyhold  part  of  the  above-mentioned  premises  has  been  surrendered 
from  time  to  time  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  Huntingfield. 

2d.  Lands  in  the  parishes  of  Haveningham  and  Ubbeston,  containing  toge- 
ther about  6 a.  2r.  and  let  to  different  persons,  at  rents  amounting  together  to 
15  /.  a year. 

These  lands  were  purchased  in  the  5th  year  of  King  Charles  1st,  for  140/.,  and 
were  conveyed  to  the  Right  honourable  Sir  Edward  Coke,  knight,  and  other 
trustees,  by  deed  of  11th  July  in  that  year,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents  should 
be  received  by  the  churchwardens  of  Huntingfield,  and  applied  to  such  uses  and 
necessary  charges  as  the  more  part  of  the  chief  inhabitants  should  assent  unto, 
or  should  be  burthened  witli  in  respect  of  the  common  charges  of  the  town. 

3d.  A copyhold  house,  and  homestall  of  six  acres,  in  Haveningham,  called 
Abbot’s  Land,  let  to  Thomas  Edwards  at  10/.  per  annum. 

This  property  was  given  or  purchased  about  the  year  1645,  and  has  since  been 
surrendered  from  time  to  time  for  the  use  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  Huntingfield,  the  last  surrender  being  in  1824. 

The  rents  of  the  town-estate  are  applied  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  repair 
of  the  buildings  thereon,  and  of  the  church,  in  lieu  of  a church-rate  ; and  the 
surplus,  when  there  is  any,  is  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  carried  to 
their  general  account. 


Snelling’s  Charity. 

Snelling’s  Charity:  The  only  documentary  or  written  evidence  we  have  obtained  relating  to  this 

donation  is  an  entry  in  the  parish-terrier  in  the  following  terms  : 

“ In  the  said  parish  there  is  a small  free-school  of  four  pounds  a year,  given 
by  Mr.  Berry  Snelling*,  deceased,  which  said  sum  is  given  to  the  rector  and 
churchwardens  of  the  parish  for  the  use  of  schooling  poor  children  ; which  said 
money  is  paid  by  Lord  Huntingfield  out  of  a farm  in  his  possession,  tied  for  the 
payment  of  the  money.” 

The  annuity  of  4/.  is  paid  by  Lord  Huntingfield  to  a schoolmaster,  when 
there  is  one  residing  in  the  parish,  but  there  has  been  none  for  the  last  four  or 
five  years;  and  there  is  no  house  or  other  endowment  except  the  annuity  of  4/. 
for  the  support  of  a school  in  the  parish. 

It  has  frequently  happened  that  there  has  been  no  schoolmaster,  and  during 
those  intervals  the  annuity  has  not  been  paid  ; but  we  think  it  ought,  notwith- 
standing, to  be  paid  annually  to  the  rector  and  churchwardens ; and  that  what 
cannot  be  immediately  employed  for  the  schooling  of  children  should  be  accu- 
mulated for  the  future  improvement  of  the  charity. 


PARISH  OF  KESSINGLAND. 


Kessingland. 
Town  Estate. 


Town  Estate. 

John  Buckman,  by  Will,  dated  3d  September  1598,  devised  all  his  lands  and 
tenements,  as  well  bond  as  free,  in  the  parish  of  Kessingland,  unto  the  town  of 
Kessingland  and  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  he  willed  the  revenues  thereof  to 
be  yearly  employed  to  the  maintenance  of  the  church  of  Kessingland,  and  the 
benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

This  property  consists  of  a house  and  14  a.  1 r.  28  p.  of  land.  The  house, 
and  part  of  the  land,  12  a.  1 r.,  are  copyhold,  and  are  vested  in  the  two  survivors 
of  certain  trustees  who  were  admitted  in  1778  ; but  the  property  is  let  or 
managed  by  the  vicar,  and  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  is 
usually  let  once  in  eight  years  by  auction  to  the  best  bidders.  The  present 
rent  of  the  houses  is  8 /.  85.  a year,  and  of  the  lands  2 61.  10 s.  a year. 

The  rents  are  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  applied  in  the  first  instance  to 
the  repairs  of  the  church,  and  when  any  surplus  remains,  which  is  not  always

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the  case,  it  is  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  applied  in  the  aid  of  the  poor- 
rates,  and  this  course  of  application  has  been  uniform,  so  far  as  can  be  discovered 
from  the  oldest  account-books  of  the  parish-officers. 

Poors  Allotment. 

A piece  of  land,  containing  35  acres,  which  was  allotted  on  an  inclosure  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  firing  for  the  poor,  is  let  by  the  vicar  and  church- 
wardens in  the  same  manner  as  the  town-estate  ; and  the  rent,  which  is  at 
present  351.  a year,  is  laid  out  in  purchasing  coals,  which  are  divided  at  Christ- 
inas in  equal  shares  among  all  the  poor  families  belonging  to  and  residing  in  the 
parish. 

PARISH  OF  LEISTON. 

Grimsby’s  Charities. 

Thomas  Grimsby,  by  Will,  dated  the  13th  April  1722,  directed  200/.  to  be 
paid  to  the  churchwardens  of  Leiston,  to  be  put  out  at  interest  at  5 per  cent 
per  annum,  and  the  interest  thereof  to  be  given  in  bread  every  Lord’s  Day  after 
Divine  Service  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens. 

The  legacy  has  been  invested  in  344/.  9s.  3d.  stock,  3 per  cent  reduced  an- 
nuities, standing  in  the  names  of  Mr.  Robert  Johnson,  now  deceased,  and 
Mr.  Firman  Josselyn,  and  which  is  about  to  be  transferred  into  the  names  of 
new  trustees. 

The  dividends  are  laid  out  in  bread,  of  which  an  equal  quantity  is  distributed 
every  Sunday. 

The  testator  by  his  will  also  devised  all  his  freehold  and  charterhold  lands 
and  tenements  in  Westleton  towards  the  clothing  of  the  poor  children  and 
widows  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Leiston  ; and  he  appointed  Jonas  Grimsby 
and  Kenry  Sparhawks,  and  their  heirs,  for  ever,  to  be  trustees  of  the  said  lands 
and  tenements  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  children  and  widows. 

The  estate  held  under  this  devise  consists  of  a house  with  outbuildings,  and 
about  38  acres  of  land,  which  are  let  to  Mr.  Robert  Marshlain,  by  agreement 
for  eight  years  from  Michaelmas  1825,  at  54/.  a year,  being  the  rent  fixed  on 
a valuation  of  two  surveyors  ; and  the  rent,  after  deducting  for  repairs,  which 
of  late  have  been  considerable,  and  other  necessary  outgoings,  is  laid  out  in 
paying  for  articles  of  clothing  for  poor  widows  and  persons  having  large  families, 
and  other  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  the  sums  allowed  to  each  for  the  purpose 
being  settled  at  a vestry-meeting. 

The  present  trustees  are  Mr.  Thomas  Webb,  of  Lowestoft,  in  right  of  his  wife, 
and  Mary  Nichols  Grimsby,  of  Stowmarket,  spinster. 

CHAPELRY  OF  LOWER  LINSTEAD. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property,  which  is  of  copyhold  tenure,  consists  of  a house,  with  a small 
garden,  and  about  an  acre  and  a half  of  land  adjoining,  which  are  in  the  occu- 
pation of  John  Cripplefield,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  9 /•  per  annum,  the  full  value. 

The  last  surviving  tenant  in  trust  of  the  estate  on  the  court-rolls  is  lately 
dead,  and  new  trustees  are  about  to  be  appointed. 

The  rents  of  the  property  have  always,  as  long  as  can  be  traced,  been  applied 
by  the  chapelwarden,  after  providing  for  the  repairs  of  the  house  in  the  first 
instance,  to  the  repairs  of  the  chapel,  and  payment  of  other  charges  of  the 
chapelwarden’s  office,  and  the  residue  has  been  paid  over  sometimes  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  and  at  others,  to  the  surveyor  of  the  roads  for  the  repair 
of  the  highways. 


PARISH  OF  PEASENHALL. 

Church  Lands. 

This  property  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

1st.  A pightlein  Peasenhall,  of  an  acre,  or  thereabouts,  (including  the  site  of 
a house  which  was  burnt  down),  and  a garden,  let  to  John  Dennison,  for  five 
years  from  April  1827,  at  the  annual  rent  of  51.  15  s. 
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Peasenball.  2d.  Two  closes  in  Sibton,  containing  by  estimation  four  acres,  one  of  them  let 

to  James  Everet  for  five  years,  at  11/.  5 s.  a year,  and  the  other  to  James  Smith 

Church  hand,  por  t]ie  same  term,  at  10/.  a year. 

v / These  parcels  were  devised  to  trustees  by  Edmond  Kempe,  by  'Will,  dated  the 

17th  April  1490,  to  the  intent  that  certain  yearly  sums  should  be  paid  for  super- 
stitious uses,  and  the  residue  of  the  yearly  profits  should  be  employed  to  the  use 
of  the  church  in  Peasenhall,  in  reparations  or  otherwise. 

3d.  A piece  of  ground  on  which  a cottage  formerly  stood,  and  an  allotment 
of  1a.  Or.  37p.  made  on  an  inclosure  of  Sibton  Green  in  1809,  let  together  to 
Thomas  Mann,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  21.  per  annum. 

It  is  not  known  how  the  cottage,  or  the  land  on  which  it  stood, was  acquired. 

The  two  first-mentioned  parcels,  and  the  site  of  the  cottage,  were  conveyed 
to  new  trustees,  by  deed,  dated  2d  May  1807,  upon  trust,  as  to  the  former,  that 
the  yearly  profits  thereof  should  be  disposed  of  about  the  profit  and  good  of  the 
town  and  parish  of  Peasenhall,  that  is  to  say,  towards  the  relief  of  poor  people, 
the  maintenance  and  reparation  of  the  parish-church,  and  other  necessary 
charges  of  the  parish,  and  as  to  the  site  of  the  cottage,  that  the  rents  thereof 
should  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  village  of  Peasenhall. 

The  rents  of  the  above  lands  and  premises  are  carried  to  the  churchwarden’s 
general  account,  (consistently  with  the  usage  that  has  long  prevailed,)  and  ap- 
plied towards  the  payment  of  such  expenses  as  are  incidental  to  their  office.

Cutting’s  Charity. 


Town  Lands. — Louffe’s  Charity  Estate. 

This  property  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

1st.  A piece  of  land  in  Peasenhall,  containing  somewhat  above  14  acres,  being 
copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Bruisyard,  let  to  Jonas  Robinson  for  a term  of  six  or 
seven  years,  at  17 /.  17  s.  a year,  the  full  annual  value,  but  subject  to  a deduc- 
tion of  1/.  4 s.  6d.  a year  for  land-tax  and  quit-rent. 

This  land  has  from  a remote  period  been  held  in  trust  for  the  exoneration  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Peasenhall  from  the  King’s  taxes,  when  they  should  fall,  and 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  there,  and  other  good  uses  and  purposes. 

2d.  A cottage  and  garden  called  Giffords,  in  Peasenhall,  being  copyhold  of 

the  manor  of  Sibton,  part  of  which  is  let  to Ludbrooks,  at  the  rent  of  4/., 

and  the  other  part,  which  was  lately  let  at  1 /.  a year,  is  at  present  unoccupied. 

Robert  Loujfe,  by  his  Will,  dated  18th  February  1580,  devised  the  last-men- 
tioned premises  to  his  wife  for  life,  and  after  her  decease  to  the  township  and 
inhabitants  of  Peasenhall,  to  be  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  people  there  ; 
and  he  thereby  gave  also  part  of  the  farm  of  the  said  house  and  lands  to  the 
poor  people  of  Sibton,  to  be  given  and  disposed  amongst  them  yearly  by  the 
discretion  of  the  minister  of  Peasenhall,  together  with  four  of  the  inhabitants 
of  Peasenhall  for  the  time  being ; and  he  willed  that  the  said  minister  and  four 
inhabitants  should  let  to  farm  the  said  house  and  lands  to  the  best  advantage, 
and  that  the  rents  should  be  given  amongst  the  said  poor,  at  their  discretions. 

The  copyhold  lands  and  premises  above  mentioned  were  surrendered  in  1784 
to  the  use  of  new  trustees,  of  whom  two  are  now  living  ; and  the  rents  are 
distributed  by  the  trustees  in  the  way  of  weekly  allowances  among  poor  widows 
and  aged  persons  of  Peasenhall,  being  such  as  do  not  receive  regular  parochial 
relief,  a small  fund  being  retained  in  hand  for  contingent  expenses. 

Formerly  a sum  of  Is.  a year  used  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  pro- 
perty devised  by  Louffe  for  the  poor  of  Sibton,  but  this  payment  has  long  ceased. 
In  obedience  to  the  donor’s  directions,  it  appears  to  us  some  more  considerable 
part  of  the  rent  should  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  Sibton. 

Cutting’s  Charity. 

Edmund  Cutting , by  Will,  dated  the  9th  April  1639,  gave  certain  estates  to 
Edmund  Cutting,  his  nephew,  on  condition  of  his  entering  into  a bond  for  the 
payment  of  1 s.  a week,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  among  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  Peasenhall  ; and  in  performance  of  the  condition  Edmund  Cutting,  the 
nephew,  by  deed,  dated  the  10th  March  1641,  granted  unto  trustees  a rent- 
charge  of  52s.  a year  out  of  his  estates  in  Aslffield,  Peasenhall,  and  Sibton,  to 
the  intent  the  same  should  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
Peasenhall,  and  be  by  them  distributed  according  to  the  intention  of  the  will. 

The  annuity  of  52s.  is  paid  out  of  an  estate  in  Peasenhall,  lately  purchased 
by  Mr.  Steele,  to  the  churchwardens,  and  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distri- 
buted once  a fortnight  at  the  church. 
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PARISH  OF  REYDON. 

Church  Land. 

Some  small  parcels  of  land  in  this  parish,  containing  in  the  whole  between 
four  and  five  acres,  are  let  by  the  churchwardens  and  inhabitants  to  different 
persons,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  7 /•  or  8/.  a year,  and  the  rents  are 
applied  in  the  reparation  of  the  church. 

Poors  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  22  acres,  set  out  on  an  inclosure  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor, 
is  let  to  John  Haddingham,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  18/.  a year,  the  full  annual 
value,  and  the  rent  is  laid  ont  by  the  churchwardens  in  purchasing  coals,  which 
are  dealt  out  among  the  poor  residing  in  and  belonging  to  the  parish.

Poors  Allotment. 


Walters’s  Dole. 

A dole  of  10  s.  a year  used  to  be  paid  out  of  property  formerly  belonging  to  Walters’s  Dole, 
a Mr.  Aldrich,  and  was  given  by  the  Will  of  Matthew  Walters  in  1589  ; but  it 
has  not  been  paid  for  many  years,  and  we  apprehend  the  payment  cannot  be 
enforced  without  expense  too  considerable  to  make  the  attempt  to  recover  the 
dole  expedient. 


PARISH  OF  RUMBURGH. 

Town  Estate. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release  of  the  24th  and  25th  March  1820, 
William  Aldrich  the  elder,  surviving  trustee  of  the  estates  after  mentioned, 
conveyed  to  the  use  of  himself  and  William  Aldrich  the  younger,  Bezalion 
Aldrich,  the  Rev.  John  Brewster  Wilkinson,  the  Rev.  John  Holme,  Thompson 
Foster,  James  Garrould,  Edgar  Woolward,  John  Foyster,  and  Jonathan  Howlett, 
and  their  heirs,  a messuage  called  the  Bears,  in  the  parish  of  St.  Peter,  South- 
elmham,  with  the  buildings  and  lands  thereto  belonging,  containing  together 
by  estimation  18  acres;  a close  in  the  parish  of  St.  Michael,  Sonthelmham, 
called  Warpullocks,  containing  by  estimation  14  acres;  an  inclosure  in  the  last- 
mentioned  parish,  containing  by  estimation  7 acres;  and  an  inclosure  called  Rum- 
burgh  Town  Close,  in  Spexhall,  containing  by  estimation  5 acres,  (all  which  lands 
and  premises  had  been  conveyed  by  two  deeds  of  feoffment  in  March  1758, 
to  the  said  William  Aldrich  the  elder,  and  other  trustees,)  to  hold  the  same  upon 
trust,  as  to  the  said  several  parcels,  except  the  land  called  Warpullocks,  that  the 
rents  should  be  yearly  disposed  of  for  the  use  and  advantage  of  the  town  of 
Rumburgh,  as  by  the  trustees  or  major  part  of  them  should  be  judged  neces- 
sary and  convenient ; and  as  to  the  land  called  Warpullocks,  upon  trust,  that 
the  rents  thereof  should  be  disposed  of  to  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
parish  of  Rumburgh,  towards  discharging  all  tenths  and  fifteenths  imposed  on 
them,  or  any  lands  therein,  to  be  so  taken  and  employed  by  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers  for  the  time  being,  and  the  overplus  thereof,  if  any,  to  be  divided 
among  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Rumburgh,  in  such  manner  as  the  majority  of 
the  trustees  should  think  fit. 

The  lands  and  premises  were  let  about  six  years  ago  by  Mr.  Aldrich,  senior, 
then  the  only  trustee,  on  lease  for  20  or  21  years,  as  follows  : viz.  the  premises 
called  the  Bears,  with  the  18  acres  of  land  adjoining,  and  the  close  called 
Warpullocks,  to  George  Howlett,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  30/. ; the  close  of  7a. 
to  Mrs.  Rebecca  Reynolds,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 /•  and  the  Town  Close  at 
Spexhall  to  Mr.  Garrould,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  6 /. 

The  rents  of  the  premises  may  be  considered  to  be  equal,  or  nearly  equal,  to 
their  fair  annual  value  at  the  present  time,  but  considering  the  fluctuation  in 
the  price  of  agricultural  produce,  it  appears  to  us  the  estates  ought  not  to  have 
been  demised  for  terms  of  so  long  duration. 

It  has  been  usual  to  apply  the  rents  of  the  trust-estate  in  the  reparation  of 
the  church,  the  payment  of  2 /.  a year  to  the  singers  there,  1 /.  a year  to  the 
bell-ringers,  and  in  support  of  a school,  and  the  purchase  of  coals,  bread  and 
clothing,  and  supplying  occasional  relief  for  poor  persons  of  the  parish  ; but 
during  the  last  two  years  the  repairs  of  the  church  having  been  considerable, 
the  means  of  defraying  that  expense  have  been  by  levying  a church-rate,  and 
the  trustees  have  paid  out  of  the  rents,  besides  the  usual  allowance  to  the  singers 
and  bell-ringers,  6 /.  a year  for  a Sunday-school,  and  about  13  /.  a year  in  buying 
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coals  distributed  among  the  poor  ; and  after  a further  allowance  of  2 /. , or  there- 
abouts, for  the  entertainment  of  the  trustees  at  their  annual  meeting,  the  surplus 
has  been  carried  forward  in  account,  and  there  was  a balance  in  hand  at  the 
j last  settlement  in  January  1828  of  6/.  3 s.  11  d. 

There  used  to  he  a day-school  kept  up  in  the  parish,  but  it  has  been  discon- 
tinued, on  the  ground,  as  alleged,  of  the  funds  to  be  spared  for  its  support  being 
found  adequate  for  the  education  of  but  a small  number  of  children. 

It  appears  to  us  that  the  rents  are  applicable  for  such  general  uses  for  the 
common  good  of  the  inhabitants  as  the  trustees  in  the  exercise  of  a sound 
discretion,  think  most  advisable,  but  that  it  is  proper  to  adhere  as  nearly  as 
possible  in  the  application  to  the  usage  which  has  heretofore  generally  pre- 
vailed. 


PARISPI  OF  SIBTON. 

Town  Estate — Cutting’s  Charity  Estate. 

This  property  is  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens,  and  consists 
of  the  following  particulars  : 

1st.  A house  called  the  Town  House,  with  a small  garden,  let  in  four  tene- 
ments, at  rents  amounting  together  to  12/.  a year. 

2nd.  A piece  of  land,  1a.  1r.  Jr.  adjoining  the  glebe,  let  to  the  Rev.  S.  M. 
Westhorpe,  at  1 /.  15  s.  a year. 

3d.  Three  pieces  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Huntingfield,  containing  together 
11a.  1 r.  30p.,  which  were  conveyed  in  1815  in  exchange,  and  as  a just  equiva- 
lent, for  land  at  Bramfield,  previously  part  of  the  Town  Estate.  These  lands 
are  let  to  John  Calver,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  17  /•  a year. 

There  are  no  deeds  or  writings  relating  to  the  above-mentioned  parcel  , from 
which  the  original  settlement  or  acquisition  thereof  can  be  ascertained. 

4th.  A house,  and  three  pieces  of  land,  containing  together  3a.  3r.  24p.  in 

the  parish  of  Badingham,  let  to Fisk,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  7 l.  a year, 

which  is  about  the  fair  annual  value. 

As  to  this  property,  we  find  that  Edmund  Cutting , by  his  Will,  dated  the  9th 
April  1639,  devised  an  estate  to  Edmund  Cutting,  his  nephew,  on  condition  of 
his  securing  the  payment  of  1 s.  a week,  to  be  bestowed  in  bread  to  12  poor 
persons  of  the  parish  of  Sibton  ; that  E.  Cutting,  the  nephew,  paid  to  persons 
described  as  trustees  of  the  town  of  Sibton,  52  /.  in  exoneration  of  his  estate 
from  the  above  conditional  payment ; and  that  the  said  sum  of  52  /.,  with  28/., 
the  money  of  the  inhabitants  of  Sibton,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  the 
property  at  Badingham,  which  was  conveyed  to  the  trustees  by  deed,  dated 
19th  July  1658  ; and  it  was  declared  by  a deed  of  declaration  of  trust,  dated  the 
21st.  April  1668,  that  the  premises  had  been  purchased  with  the  monies  belonging 
to  the  trustees  for  the  town  of  Sibton,  and  that  they  should  hold  the  same  in 
trust  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  trus- 
tees, according  to  the  intent  of  the  will  of  the  said  Edmund  Cutting : but  from 
the  first,  the  Badingham  property  has  been  held  as  part  of  the  Town  Estate, 
subject  only  to  the  payment  of  2/.  12  s.  a year  to  provide  bread  for  the  poor, 
according  to  the  intent  of  Edmund  Cutting,  the  testator ; and  1 s.  worth  of 
bread  is  accordingly  provided  and  distributed  every  Sunday  in  the  church  among 
poor  persons. 

Subject  to  the  expense  of  repairs  of  the  Towm  House,  and  the  charge  for 
bread,  the  rents  of  the  Town  Estate  are  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of 
repairing  the  parish-church,  and  defraying  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  office 
pf  the  churchwardens. 


Louffe’s  Charity. 

Loufle’s  Charity.  [See  the  account  of  this  charity  in  that  of  the  charities  for  the  parish  of  Pea- 
senhall.] 

The  sum  of  Is.  a year  used  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  this  charity  by  the 
churchwardens  pf  Peasenhall,  which  was  laid  out  in  bread  given  to  the  poor  on 
Good  Friday;  and  the  bread  is  still  provided,  and  given  by  the  churchwardens 
of  Sibton,  but  the  payment  from  Peasenhall  has  long  been  discontinued. 


Scrivener’s  Charity. 

crivener’sCharity.  By  Deed,  dated  17th  March  171 9,  John  Scrivener  and  Dorothea  Scrivener  his 
sister,  settled  an  estate  in  Sibton  and  Peasenhall  to  the  following  uses;  viz. 

that 
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that  one  half  of  the  rents  should  be  paid  to  the  vicar  of  Sibton  to  read  morning  Sibton. 

service  in  the  church  every  Wednesday,  Friday,  and  holy-day  in  the  year,  and  

that  the  other  moiety  should  be  employed  for  erecting  a school  in  the  parish  of  scnven^aChanty, 
Sibton,  for  teaching  poor  children,  whose  parents  dwelt  within  the  same,  and 
were  not  able  to  bear  the  charge  thereof  in  the  English  tongue,  writing,  and 
arithmetic,  and  in  the  principles  of  the  church  of  England,  and  for  putting  out 
apprentices. 

The  charity  is  under  the  management  of  trustees,  viz.  Mrs.  Dorothea  Fisher, 

E.  J.  Fisher  Manning,  esq.,  the  Rev.  R.  F.  Howman,  the  Rev.  Peter  Eade, 
and  B.  Woodward,  esq. 

The  property  comprises  a building  used  as  a school-room,  and  32a.  Or.  32 p. 
of  land,  which  is  let  by  the  trustees  to  John  Lay,  on  lease  for  seven  or  eight 
years,  at  551.  a year,  which  is  the  full  value.  One  half  of  the  rent  is  paid  to 
the  vicar,  and  the  other  half  applied  for  the  support  of  a school,  at  which  12 
boys  are  taught  by  a schoolmaster,  and  12  girls  by  a schoolmistress,  the  money 
being  paid  in  salaries  to  the  teachers,  with  the  exception  of  a small  portion 
retained  for  an  accumulating  fund  for  building  a new  school-room. 

The  number  of  children  at  the  school  was  increased  about  six  or  seven  years 
ago  from  12  to  24,  and  in  consequence  of  the  income  being  inadequate  there 
has  been  no  part  of  the  rent  applied  to  the  purpose  of  apprenticing  for  some 
time  past. 


PARISH  OF  SPEXHALL. 

Poors  Land. 

This  property,  of  which  the  original  acquisition  is  unknown,  consists  of  five 
acres  of  copyhold  land  in  the  parish  of  Holton.  The  last  surrender  to  trus- 
tees was  in  1769 ; and  of  those  trustees,  James  Tyler,  now  a pauper,  is 
the  only  survivor. 

The  land  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  to  John  Symonds,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
7/.  10^.  a year,  which  is  about  the  fair  annual  value,  and  the  rent  is  given 
among  poor  people  in  the  way  of  occasional  relief. 


PARISH  OF  STOVEN. 


Town  Lands. 

In  this  parish  there  are  a cottage  called  the  Town  House,  let  in  three  tene- 
ments to  poor  persons  at  small  rents  ; two  acres  of  land,  let  to  John  Gooch,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  2/.  a year,  and  a piece  of  ground  forming  a way  to  a gravel-pit 
in  the  former  land,  for  which  the  occupiers  of  an  estate  now  belonging  to  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Batho  have  for  time  out  of  memory  paid  a yearly  rent  or  acknow- 
ledgment of  3 s.  4rf. 

The  churchwardens  receive  the  rents,  and  apply  what  remains,  after  repair- 
ing the  Town  House,  towards  the  relief  of  the  parochial  poor,  with  the  poor- 
rates.  We  cannot  trace  the  acquisition  of  the  property  to  its  origin,  and  cannot 
therefore  undertake  to  say  whether  there  is  any  more  proper  mode  of  disposing 
of  the  income. 


PARISH  OF  UBBESTON. 


Poors  Estate. 

Two  cottages,  with  a small  garden  and  a blacksmith’s  shop  adjoining,  which 
are  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Ubbeston,  are  under  the  management  of  the  church- 
warden and  overseer  of  the  poor,  and  have  long  been  vested  in  trustees,  in  trust 
for  the  use  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Ubbeston,  the  last  admittance 
of  trustees  being  in  February  1807. 

The  premises  are  let  to  yearly  tenants  at  rents  amounting  to  10/.  3 s.  a year; 
but  about  17  years  ago  a new  room  was  added  to  the  larger  cottage,  and  the 
blacksmith’s  shop  was  erected  by  means  of  money  borrowed  for  the  purpose, 
and  the  rents  of  the  premises  have  been  since  applied  towards  liquidating  the 
debt,  which  is  not  yet  discharged,  and  repairing  the  premises. 

The  amount  of  the  income  has  also  been  diminished  by  no  rent  being 
required  for  the  smaller  cottage  during  part  of  the  time  while  it  was  occupied 
by  poor  persons.

It  appears  to  have  been  usual  to  apply  the  rents,  after  providing  for  repairs, 
towards  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  churchwarden’s  office ; 
but  in  conformity  with  the  terms  of  the  trust,  it  will  be  more  proper  to  apply 
the  clear  income,  when  the  debt  is  discharged,  in  a distribution  of  money  among 
poor  persons,  or  otherwise  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  UGGESHALL. 

Town  House. — Poors  Allotment. 

A cottage,  mentioned  in  the  parish-terrier  to  have  been  given  by  the  Playters 
family,  is  let  to  poor  persons  at  2/.  a year. 

A piece  of  land,  4 a.  Or.  37  p.,  allotted  on  the  inclosure  for  the  poor,  is  let 
for  seven  years  (and  was  so  let  to  the  best  bidder)  at  10/.  105.  a year. 

The  rents  of  the  cottage  and  allotment  are  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are 
distributed  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish. 

Doles. 

A dole  of  105.  a year  for  the  poor,  the  origin  of  which  is  unknown,  is  paid 
out  of  land  in  this  parish  called  Gander’s  Hill,  the  property  of  Mrs.  Welch,  and 
is  distributed  at  Easter  by  the  churchwarden  among  poor  widows. 

Another  dole  of  105.  a year,  given  by  a person  named  Waters,  was  formerly 
paid  in  respect  of  an  estate  in  the  parish  of  Blythford,  late  the  property  of 
a Mr.  Aldrich,  and  now  of  a Mr.  Day ; but  the  payment  has  been  withheld 
since  1782,  and  cannot  now,  we  apprehend,  be  enforced  without  considerable 
difficulty  and  expense. 


PARISH  OF  WALPOLE. 

Town  Estate. 

\Valpole  This  property  has  been  held  from  a remote  time  in  trust  for  the  only  use  and 

benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  Walpole,  and  was  last  conveyed  to  new  trustees  in 

Town  Estate.  1825. 

Part  of  the  property,  which  consisted  of  an  old  town-house,  with  yards,  and 
a small  piece  of  ground  adjoining,  was  let  by  the  Rev.  S.  Baddeley,  late  the 
sole  surviving  trustee,  and  the  churchwarden  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  to 
the  Rev.  Benjamin  Philpot,  the  rector,  for  a term  of  40  years,  from  the  10th 
October  1824,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7<s.  £>d.,  the  lessee  stipulating  to  take  down 
the  old  town-house,  and  erect  a new  one,  which  he  has  since  done  ; other  part 
of  the  property,  consisting  of  about  an  acre  of  ground,  called  the  Clink,  was 
also  let  in  1800  by  the  surviving  trustees,  pursuant  to  a resolution  at  a vestry- 
meeting, to  the  Rev.  B.  Philpot,  on  lease  for  99  years,  from  the  10th  October 
in  that  year,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  1 /.  The  land  was  of  very  poor  quality,  and 
the  object  of  granting  the  lease  was  to  enable  the  lessee  to  make  a plantation; 
but  the  term  seems  to  be  of  immoderate  length.  Three  acres  of  land,  the 
remainder  of  the  estate,  are  let  to  John  Wood,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  7 /•  1 5.  per 
annum. 

The  rents  are  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  are  applied  with  the 
church-rate,  conformably  to  custom. 

Neale’s  Charity. 

Neale's  Charity.  Thomas  Neale,  by  Will,  dated  10th  June  1701,  gave  to  the  churchwardens  of 
Walpole  2/.  105.  a year,  to  be  employed  towards  teaching  five  poor  children 
of  the  poorest  parents  to  read  the  Bible,  and  105.  a year  to  buy  Bibles,  or 
other  religious  books. 

The  sum  of  3/.  a year  is  paid  to  the  churchwarden  by  Mr.  E.  Chambers,  of 
Cookley,  the  tenant  of  a farm  there  the  property  of  Mr.  Saunders,  which  is 
charged  with  the  annuity  ; and  the  sum  of  2/.  105.  is  paid  to  a schoolmistress, 
for  teaching  five  poor  children  nominated  by  the  churchwardens,  to  read,  and 
the  sum  of  105.  is  laid  out  by  the  schoolmistress  in  buying  spelling-books 
and  Testaments  for  the  children.

The  sum  of  51.  a year,  paid  as  a rentcharge  for  the  poor  out  of  an  estate  in 
Wangford,  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Stradbroke,  is  distributed  at  Easter 

among 
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among  poor  persons,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwarden  and  principal 
inhabitants. 

It  is  unknown  by  whom  the  annuity  was  given. 

The  sums  of  1/.  per  annum  for  the  poor  of  this  parish,  and  of  105.  a year  for 
the  poor  of  Henham,  given  by  the  Will  of  Matthew  Walter , in  1589,  used  to  be 
paid,  subject  to  a deduction  for  land-tax,  as  a rentcharge  on  land  at  Blythford, 
formerly  the  property  of  a Mr.  Aldrich,  and  now  of  a Mr.  Day.  These  payments 
have  not  been  made  since  1783,  when  notice  was  given  by  the  then  proprietor 
of  the  land,  which  he  had  lately  purchased,  that  the  payments  would  be  made  no 
longer,  and  no  steps  to  enforce  payment  were  subsequently  taken.  We  have 
caused  a search  to  be  made  for  the  will  of  Mr.  Walter,  but  without  success  j 
and  it  does  not  appear  to  us  that  means  exist  of  re-establishing  the  charity.

PARISH  OF  WENHASTON. 


Town  Estate. 

This  property,  which  comprises  a building  in  four  tenements,  anciently  called 
the  Guildhall,  granted  by  the  prior  and  convent  of  the  Priory  of  Blythburgh  ; 
four  acres  of  copyhold  land,  vested  from  a remote  period  in  trustees  for  the 
reparation  of  the  church  and  the  use  of  the  poor ; and  about  lG  acres  of  land, 
formerly  waste  ground,  and  understood  to  have  been  granted  by  the  lord  of  the 
manor  of  Blythburgh  in  or  about  the  year  1770,  is  let  by  the  churchwardens 
to  Robert  Webb,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  41  l.  a year,  which  is  the  full  value  ; and 
the  rents  are  applied  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  repairs  of  the  church, 
and  defraying  the  other  expenses  of  their  office,  in  lieu  of  a church-rate. 

The  School. 

William  Pepyn , by  Will,  dated  20th  January  1562,  gave  a pightle,  called 
Dose  Mere  Pightle  to  trustees  for  the  maintenance  of  a free-school  within  the 
town  of  Wenhaston  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  in  learning,  godliness 
and  virtue  ; and  Reginald  Lessey,  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1563,  gave  a piece  of 
copyhold  land  near  Blythburgh,  called  the  School  Meadow,  containing  about 
three  acres,  for  a similar  purpose. 

By  deed,  dated  the  23d  September  1794,  the  property  derived'  under  Pepyn’s 
gift  was  conveyed  by  the  description  of  four  parcels  of  land,  with  a house  called 
the  Schoolhouse,  built  upon  one  of  them,  containing  together  in  the  whole,  by 
admeasurement  then  lately  made,  3 a.  2 k.  26p.,  (the  first  comprising  the 
garden  and  site  of  the  dwelling-house,  and  containing  1 r.  12  p.  ; the  second 
piece,  called  the  Greenyard,  containing  20  perches  ; the  third,  the  Pightle, 
containing  1 a.  1 r.  4 p.  ; and  the  fourth,  the  School  Piece)  to  the  use  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Leman,  John  Dresser,  and  others,  the  then  surviving  and  new 
trustees,  upon  trust,  to  receive  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  in  and 
about  the  maintenance  of  the  free-school  in  Wenhaston,  and  the  education  and 
bringing  up  of  poor  children  therein  in  learning,  godliness  and  virtue,  in  pur- 
suance of  the  will  of  the  said  William  Pepyn.  Four  of  the  trustees  named  in 
the  deed  were  admitted  tenants  of  the  copyhold  land  given  by  R.  Lessey  ; and 
there  are  now  living,  four  of  the  trustees  of  the  freehold,  and  two  of  the  trustees 
of  the  copyhold  land. 

The  house  called  the  School-house,  with  the  rest  of  the  premises  comprised 
in  the  deed  of  1794,  are  let  to  Robert  Wade,  butcher,  on  an  agreement  for 
a lease  for  seven  years  from  Michaelmas  1826,  at  the  annual  rent  of  16/.,  which 
is  the  fair  value  ; and  the  copyhold  land  is  let  to  John  Young,  by  agreement 
for  the  same  term,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  10/. 

The  sum  of  45/.,  understood  to  have  arisen  from  the  sale  of  timber  from  the 
school-estate,  is  secured  on  mortgage  of  a house  at  Wenhaston  belonging  to 
Mr.  Tuttill,  with  interest  at  51.  per  cent. 

The  rents  of  the  estates  and  interest  of  the  mortgage  are  received  by  the 
trustees,  and  paid,  after  deducting  what  is  necessary  for  repairs,  to  a school- 
master for  instructing  poor  children  of  the  parish,  appointed  by  the  trustees  as 
free-scholars,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic.  The  number  of  such  scholars 
is,  on  an  average,  about  17,  and  the  master  teaches  other  children  as  pay- 
scholars. 

During  the  last  two  years  it  has  been  necessary  to  expend  about  40/.  in 
thatching  and  repairing  the  school-house.

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Collen’s  Charity. 

Wenhaston.  Mary  Collen,  by  Will,  dated  in  or  about  the  year  1680,  gave  to  the  chnrcli- 
7 — y . wardens  of  Wenhaston  a rentcharge  of  3 /.  a year,  payable  at  Lady-day  and 

Collen’s  Charity.^  jyjjchaejmaS}  Gut  of  all  her  messuages,  lands  and  tenements  in  Wenhaston, 
towards  the  relief  of  such  six  poor  widows,  inhabiting  within  the  parish,  as  should 
have  most  need  of  relief,  subject  to  a proviso,  that  the  rentcharge  should  cease 
if  the  churchwardens  should  not  keep  in  good  repair  the  monument  and  orna- 
ments which  she  had  placed  in  the  chancel  of  the  said  church  in  remembrance 
of  her  husband,  John  Collen. 

This  rentcharge  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  out  of  an  estate  at  Wenhaston, 
comprising  about  4 5 acres  of  land,  now  belonging  to  Messrs.  Doggett  and 
Howard,  in  right  of  their  respective  wives,  and  the  money,  after  deducting  the 
occasional  expense  of  keeping  the  monument,  &c.  in  repair,  is  distributed 
among  six  poor  widows. 

Leman’s  Gift. 

Leman’s  Gift.  The  Rev>  Thomas  Leman , in  1826,  left  by  his  Will  100/.,  to  be  given  to  the 
poor  of  Wenhaston,  at  the  discretion  of  the  parishioners. 

The  sum  of  90/.  was  received  on  this  account,  (the  legacy-duty  being  de- 
ducted,) and  was  placed  in  a savings-bank  at  Halesworth.  In  May  1827  the 
sum  of  SO/.,  part  of  the  money,  was  borrowed  and  applied  for  repairing  the 
church,  under  a stipulation  for  payment  of  the  principal,  and  interest  at  five  per 
cent,  out  of  the  parish-rates ; and  the  sum  of  10/.,  with  some  interest,  still 
remains  in  the  bank.  There  has  been  applied  out  of  the  whole  fund,  of  principal 
and  interest,  the  sum  of  15/.  12s.,  which  was  laid  out  in  buying  flour,  given  to 
poor  people,  and  the  balance  remaining  at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry  in  1828,  was 
80/.  6 s. 

It  is  intended  to  apply  the  funds  from  time  to  time  for  the  relief  of  the  poor, 
as  occasion  may  require,  until  the  whole  is  exhausted. 


PARISH  OF  WESTHALL. 

Clarke’s  Charities. 

Westhall.  Ann , the  wife  of  the  Rev.  Gregory  Clarke,  by  her  Will,  dated  18th  June  1 7 1 ?'* 

; — — . desired  that  1/.  6 s.  a year  should  be  paid  after  her  husband’s  decease,  by  his 

Clarkes  Charities.  ]iejrSj  eXecutors  or  assigns,  to  the  vicar  of  Westhall,  on  or  before  Monday  in 
Easter  week,  to  be  by  him  applied  to  the  teaching  poor  children  of  the  parish, 
according  to  such  rules  as  her  husband  should  by  writing  appoint ; and  if  no 
such  rules  should  be  made,  then  to  be  applied  in  teaching  three  poor  children  to 
read,  or  two  to  write  and  cast  accounts. 

The  Rev.  Gregory  Clarice , by  his  Will,  dated  the  3d  June  1726,  gave  to  his 
sister,  Susanna  Manning,  an  estate  at  Westhall,  upon  condition  that  she,  her 
heirs  and  assigns,  should  pay  to  the  vicar  of  Westhall  yearly,  1/.  125.  within 
thirty  days  after  Michaelmas,  for  an  able  schoolmaster’s  teaching  such  of  the 
poor  children  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  at  some  proper  place  within  the 
parish,  as  should  be  sent  to  him  by  the  vicar  for  the  time  being  ; provided  that 
the  estate  should  be  clear  from  the  payment  so  long  as  there  should  be  no  such 
schoolmaster  to  teach. 

The  two  annuities,  amounting  together  to  2/.  185.,  are  received  as  a rent- 
charge  from  an  estate  in  Westhall,  now  the  property  of  Mrs.  Woodhall,  and 
are  paid  to  a schoolmistress  for  teaching  five  poor  children  nominated  by  the 
vicar  to  read. 


PARISH  OF  WESTLETON.

Grimsby’s  Charity. 


Grimsby’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Grimsby,  by  Will,  dated  13th  April  1722,  gave  all  his  copyhold 
and  customary  lands  and  tenements  in  Westleton,  towards  the  clothing  of 
the  poor  children  and  widows  belonging  to  the  parish  ; and  he  nominated 
William  Sherrington  and  Edward  Woods,  and  their  heirs,  to  be  trustees 
of  the  said  lands  and  tenements  for  the  benefit  of  the  said  poor  children  and 
widows. 

Francis  Robinson,  esquire,  of  Dunwich,  is  the  sole  trustee  of  this  charity. 

The 
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The  property  is  of  about  12  acres  of  land,  and  is  let  to  Mr.  Robert  Marshlain, 
for  eight  years  from  Michaelmas  1825,  at  16/.  a year,  being  the  rent  fixed  on 
a valuation  of  two  surveyors  ; and  the  rent,  after  a deduction  of  1/.  14s.  8 d. 
a year  for  quit-rent,  land-tax,  and  necessary  allowances,  is  applied  in  paying 
for  clothing  materials  for  poor  widows  and  other  poor  persons  in  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  WISSETT. 

The  Town  House. 

The  rents  of  a house  and  small  garden  at  Wissett,  of  which  the  original 
appropriation  for  public  uses  is  unknown,  are  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the 
church  and  other  ordinary  expenses  of  the  churchwardens. 

These  premises  were  demised  by  Benjamin  Green  and  Peter  Aldred,  who  are 
described  in  the  lease  as  feoffees,  by  Indenture  dated  1st  April  1774,  to 
Edmund  Blanden,  for  99  years,  from  the  5th  July  in  that  year,  at  the  rent  of 
11.  5 s.  4 d.  a year,  and  the  lease  is  now  vested  in  Robert  Mayhew.  A large 
sum  of  money  has  been  expended  in  building  on  the  ground  demised  by  the 
party  interested  under  the  lease,  but  the  propriety  of  granting  so  long  a term 
appears  questionable.

It  is  unknown  how  this  property  was  acquired.  The  rents  of  the  land  are 
carried  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  their  general  account,  and  it  does  not 
appear  they  have  ever  been  otherwise  disposed  of. 

Poors  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  25  a.  1 u.  18 p.  which  was  awarded  on  an  inclosure  to  the 
lord  of  the  manor,  rector,  and  parish- officers,  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  is  let  to 
Barker  Crisp,  on  lease,  for  eight  years  from  Michaelmas  1825,  at  45  /.  a year, 
and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor 
inhabitants. 

Edgar’s  Dole. 

A rentcharge  of  1 /.  a year,  given  by  Robert  Edgar  for  the  poor,  but  by 
what  instrument  is  unknown,  is  payable  out  of  part  of  an  estate  in  this  parish, 
now  the  property  of  Edward  Holland,  of  Benhall,  esquire,  and  which  was 
purchased  by  him  of  the  late  Sir  Thomas  Gooch,  baronet,  and  previously 
belonged  to  William  Glover. 

This  rentcharge  used  to  be  regularly  paid,  and  distributed  among  poor 
people  by  the  churchwardens,  but  it  has  been  in  arrear  for  the  last  15  or  16 
years.  Two  years  arrears,  which  were  due  before  the  sale  to  Mr.  Holland, 
Sir  T.  S.  Gooch’s  agent  was  ready  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry  to  pay  to  the 
churchwardens.  The  remainder  appears  to  be  unpaid  in  consequence  of 
some  misunderstanding  between  the  occupier  and  Mr.  Crabtree  the  agent  of 
Mr.  Holland,  the  latter  having  stated  that  the  tenant  had  been  allowed  for  it  in 
his  rent.  We  have  caused  application  to  be  made  to  Mr.  Crabtree,  in  order 
that  the  arrears  may  be  paid,  and  the  rentcharge  paid  in  future. 
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PARISH  OF  YOXFORD. 

Town  Land. 

There  are  two  pieces  of  land  in  this  parish,  which  by  usage  are  appropriated 
to  the  repairs  and  service  of  the  church.  One  of  them,  containing  about  an 
acre,  adjoins  the  estate  of  D.  E.  Davy,  esq.,  and  a lease  thereof  for  99  years 
was  granted  about  GO  years  ago  to  the  late  E.  Davy,  esq.  at  the  rent  of  1 /. 
a year.  The  other,  which  is  called  the  Town  Garden,  and  is  opposite  the  Three 
Tuns  Inn,  contains  about  half  an  acre,  and  is  let  to  Mrs.  Barnes,  at  1 /.  1 s. 
a year.  The  rents  are  applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the  church,  and  providing 
wine  for  the  Communion  Service. 

Sillett’s  Charity. 

Robert  Sillett,  by  Will,  dated  in  1651,  charged  his  close,  called  Martin’s 
Croft,  in  Yoxford,  containing  by  estimation  10  acres,  now  the  property  of 
D.  E.  Davy,  esq.  or  his  trustees,  with  the  payment  of  5 /.  a year  to  the  church- 
wardens, to  be  by  them  disbursed  and  bestowed  for  needful  apparel,  and  not 
otherwise,  for  the  use  of  the  poorest  and  most  needy  people  of  the  town  of 
Yoxford,  to  be  payable  on  the  1st  November,  with  power  of  distress. 

The  annuity  is  paid  to  and  laid  out  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  purchase  of 
linen,  which  is  given  to  the  poorer  sort  of  people  of  Yoxford,  widows  and 
widowers  having  the  preference,  at  Christmas. 

Bedingfield’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  50  /.,  paid  in  satisfaction  of  a donation  by  Anthony  Bedingjield 
of  505.  a year  for  the  poor  of  Yoxford,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a rent- 
charge  of  50s.  a year,  charged  by  deed  dated  in  1716  on  two  freehold  closes 
in  Darsham  containing  by  estimation  4 acres,  to  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens 
on  the  17th  November  yearly,  and  distributed  on  Ash-Wednesday  among  poor 
persons  of  the  parish. 

This  rentcharge  is  paid  by  Colonel  Purvis,  owner  and  occupier  of  the  land, 
and  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  on  Ash-Wednesday  among  such  poor 
people  as  they  consider  most  proper  objects  of  charity.

The  estate  was  last  conveyed  to  new  trustees  in  1770*  Of  these  trustees 
two  are  living  ; and  it  has  become  proper  that  new  trustees  should  be  appointed. 

The  rents  are  received  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  are  applied 
in  the  reparation  of  the  church,  and  in  payment  of  other  charges  incidental  to 
the  churchwardens  office ; and  the  surplus,  when  any  remains,  is  laid  out  in 
coals,  which  are  distributed  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens  among  the 
poor. 

In  1826  there  was  laid  out  in  coals  the  sum  of  14/.  8 5.,  and  in  1827  the 
sum  of  17  /• 


PARISH  OF  CULPHO. 

Sir  M.  Stanhope’s  Charity. 

[See  the  Account  of  Charities  in  the  parish  of  Sutton,  in  this  Report.]  Culpho. 

The  sum  of  5 /.  a year  is  payable  under  the  donation  of  Sir  M.  Stanhope , for  

poor  persons  of  this  parish.  The  sum  actually  paid  by  John  Wilson  Sheppard,  Su  ^Qiatrjtnll0pe  S 
esq.  is  4/.  145.  2 \d.,  the  residue  being  deducted  on  account  of  land-tax,  and 
it  is  duly  distributed  the  day  after  Christmas-day  by  the  parish-officers,  among 
poor  widows  and  others  whom  they  consider  most  proper  objects  of  charity. 


PARISH  OF  GRUNDISBURGH. 

The  Town  Estate. 

This  estate  comprises  some  cottages,  and  about  28  acres  of  land  in  different  Grundisburgh. 

closes  in  the  parish,  and  it  appears  from  old  writings  to  have  been  derived  

under  a grant  from  the  Reverend  John  Yate , formerly  of  Burgh,  and  to  have  llie  Town  Estate. 

been  vested  in  feoffees  in  the  time  of  king  Henry  the  8th,  in  order  that  the 

rents  and  profits  should  be  used  and  employed  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the 

town  of  Grundisburgh,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  the  same  had  been  anciently 

used  and  employed. 

We  have  found  a difficulty  in  obtaining  clear  and  perfect  information  respect- 
ing the  estate  and  the  management  of  the  trust ; but  we  are  given  to  under- 
stand there  are  two  trustees  only  living  at  present,  in  whom  the  estate  is  vested, 
namely,  Mr.  S.  Spurling  of  Burgh,  and Gurdon,  esquire,  owner  of  Grun- 

disburgh Hall. 

The  rent  of  the  cottages  and  land  together  appears  by  the  churchwardens 
books  to  be  about  351.  a year  ; the  rent  of  one  of  the  buildings  and  the  land 
which  are  in  the  occupation  of  Mrs.  Manby,  the  widow  of  a late  churchwarden, 
being  25/.  a year,  which  seems  to  be  below  the  fair  annual  value,  as  the  land 
is  represented  to  be  worth  about  2 5 s.  an  acre. 

The  rents  have  been  customarily  paid  at  Easter  to  the  churchwardens,  and 
applied  by  them  in  the  first  instance  to  the  reparation  of  the  church  ; and  it 
was  usual,  as  we  were  informed,  to  distribute  the  surplus  among  poor  people  ; 
but  at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry  the  rents  had  been  for  some  years  appropriated  to 
the  discharge  of  money  borrowed  for  effecting  an  extensive  reparation  of  the 
church,  which  has  been  gradually  completed. 

We  think  that  new  trustees  should  be  appointed,  and  that  the  property  should 
be  conveyed  to  them,  in  order  that  the  trust  may  be  properly  administered  in 
future. 
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Robert  Thinge’s  Charity. 

An  annual  sum  of  52  s.  is  paid  as  a rentcharge  issuing  out  of  a piece  of 
land  in  Grundisburgh,  part  of  a farm  belonging  to  Mrs.  Starn,  of  Woodbridge, 
and  in  the  occupation  of  John  Bedwell,  and  it  is  applied  in  furnishing  Is.  worth 
of  bread  weekly,  which  is  distributed  at  the  church  among  poor  people. 

The  charity  is  understood  to  have  been  given  by  the  Will  of  Robert  Thinge , 
who  died  November  20th,  17:30,  but  the  only  memorial  of  it  we  have  met  with 
is  an  inscription  on  his  tomb-stone  in  Grundisburgh  church-yard,  stating  that  he 
gave  12  d.  a week  in  bread  to  the  poor,  to  be  distributed  at  the  church  every 
Lord’s  Day. 

Lucock’s  Charity. 

John  Lucock , by  his  Will,  the  date  of  which  we  have  not  been  supplied  with, 
directed  his  executor,  after  the  decease  of  his  wrife,  out  of  certain  monies  in  the 
will  mentioned,  to  purchase  300/.  5 per  cent.  Consolidated  Bank  Annuities,  in  the 
names  of  the  rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  of  Grundisburgh,  upon 
trust,  that  they  should  with  the  dividends  apply  the  sum  of  51.  a year  in  the 
purchase  of  threepenny  loaves,  to  be  distributed  every  Sunday  in  the  year,  weekly, 
to  and  amongst  poor  people  residing  in  and  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Grundis- 
burgh, and  5 /.  a year  towards  the  support  of  a Sunday-school  for  teaching 
poor  children  residing  in  and  belonging  to  the  parish,  and  lay  out  the  residue 
of  the  dividends  annually  in  bread  and  coals,  to  be  distributed  on  Chrismas-eve, 
yearly,  to  and  amongst  the  poor  widows  and  widowers  also  residing  in  and  be- 
longing to  the  parish. 

The  produce  of  this  bequest,  after  deducting  legacy-duty,  and  some  other 
charges,  consists  of  284/.  stock,  new  4 per  cent.  Annuities,  which  has  been  trans- 
ferred into  the  names  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Ramsden,  the  rector  of  the  parish,  and 
Messrs.  John  Manby,  and  Joseph  Burch,  who  were  the  churchwardens  at  the 
time  of  the  transfer,  and  the  dividends  of  the  stock,  11/.  7 s.  2 d.  a year,  are 
applied  and  laid  out  according  to  the  donor’s  intention. 


PARISH  OF  HASKETON. 

Church  Estate. 

A cottage  and  about  five  acres  of  land,  devised  by  Agnes  Emme  by  Will 
dated  September  30th  1488,  for  repairing  the  church,  are  let  by  the  church- 
wardens to  William  Dunnett,  on  a lease  lor  nine  years,  at  13/.  a year,  the  full 
value,  and  the  rent  is  applied  to  the  general  repairs  of  the  church. 

Tymme’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Tymme , by  Will,  dated  22d  September  1 6 1 4,  conveyed  to  18  trus- 
tees a house,  barn,  and  18  a.  of  land,  in  the  parish  of  Hasketon,  in  trust,  for  the 
maintenance  of  two  of  the  most  impotent,  poor  and  aged  persons,  of  honest 
life  and  conversation,  being  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Hasketon,  such  as  the 
trustees  for  the  time  being  should  think  most  fitting,  the  rents,  after  deducting 
lord’s  rent  and  necessary  reparations,  to  be  yearly  paid  to  the  churchwardens, 
who  should  half  yearly  distribute  the  same  to  the  said  two  poor  persons  ; and  it 
was  thereby  directed  that  on  the  death  of  twelve  of  the  feoffees  the  survivors 
should  enfeoff1  other  persons  of  the  town  of  W’oodbridge  Hasketon  upon  the 
same  trusts. 

The  last  conveyance  to  new  trustees  was  in  179L  and  there  are  six  trustees 
living. 

The  premises  are  let  to  John  Catchpole,  on  lease  for  14  years  from  1826, 
at  the  yearly  rent  of  31/.  10s.  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rents  are  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  after  deducting  for  repairs  of 
the  buildings,  are  divided  equally  between  two  aged  poor  women,  chosen  by  the 
trustees. 

Some  timber  was  sold  off  the  estate  many  years  ago,  and  the  produce  was  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  some  copyhold  premises,  consisting  of  a house  in  two  tene- 
ments, a blacksmith’s  shop,  and  about  half  an  acre  of  ground  adjoining,  which 
were  surrendered  in  1791  to  the  use  of  some  of  the  trustees  above  mentioned. 
These  premises  are  let  to  Robert  Shemmon,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  9/.  a year,  the 
lull  value,  and  the  rent  is  also  divided  between  the  poor  people. 
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Osboiin e’s  Gift. 

Alice  Osborne,  by  Will,  dated  the  19th  September  1678,  charged  the  Angel 
Inn  in  Woodbridge,  formerly  the  Black  Boy,  with  the  payment  of  20s.  a year, 
to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  at  Christmas,  amongst  the  most  needy 
poor.  This  dole  is  duly  paid  and  distributed. 

Rutland’s  Gift. 

John  Rutland,  by  Will,  dated  May  11th,  1776?  charged  his  estate  in  the 
parish  of  Hasketon,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Henry  Salkeld,  with  the  payment 
of  SI.  a year,  for  three  coats  for  three  poor  men  in  this  parish,  to  be  given  by 
the  churchwardens.  This  rentcharge  is  also  duly  paid,  and  applied  according 
to  the  donor’s  directions. 

Brown’s  Gift. 

Mary  Brown,  who  died  in  1820,  bequeathed  the  interest  of  100/.  3 per  cent, 
consols  to  be  given  away  to  the  selected  poor  of  the  parish. 

This  stock  is  standing  in  the  names  of  Mr.  Benjamin  Ashwell  and  Mr.  J.  H. 
Packard,  and  the  dividends  are  distributed  by  the  churchwarden  amongst 
such  poor  persons  as  he  considers  the  most  proper  objects  of  charity. 


PARISH  OF  OTLEY. 

Pleasants’s  Gift. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1 /.,  given  by  Geojfry  Pleasants  for  the  poor  of  Otley,  is 
paid  by  the  corporation  of  Ipswich  out  of  the  third  part  of  a farm  in  this  parish 
belonging  to  Christ’s  Hospital  at  Ipswich,  and  is  given  away  in  bread  by  the 
churchwardens  to  such  of  the  poor  as  they  consider  most  in  need.

PARISH  OF  FALKENHAM. 

Poors  Land. 

The  Rev.  John  Webb  devised  in  1625  a copyhold  estate  in  Falkenham  for 
the  poor  not  receiving  parochial  relief. 

The  estate  is  held  by  three  persons  as  trustees.  It  comprises  three  cottages 
in  tenements,  with  a garden,  and  about  4 a.  1 r.  of  land,  let  to  four  persons, 
as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  to  15/.  65.  a year,  which  is  the  full 
annual  value. 

The  rents,  after  deducting  for  quit-rents  and  repairs,  are  distributed  annually 
by  the  trustees  and  churchwardens  among  poor  persons  belonging  to  the  parish, 
in  different  sums  according  to  their  necessities. 


PARISH  OF  FELIXSTOW. 

Poors  Estate. 

The  following  property,  which  is  mentioned  in  the  parish-terrier  to  have  been 
anciently  left  for  the  benefit  of  poor  widows,  is  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Wal- 
ton-with-Trimley,  and  is  vested  in  Mr.  John  Chandler,  as  survivor  of  three 
trustees  admitted  tenants  in  1795.

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The  premises  are  let  at  their  full  annual  value,  and  the  income,  after  deducting 
for  repairs  and  necessary  outgoings,  is  divided  by  Mr.  Chandler  equally  among 
poor  widows,  chosen  by  him,  by  quarterly  payments.

PARISH  OF  TRIMLEY  SAINT  MARY. 

Kindge’s  Charity  Estate. 

TrimleyJSt.  Mary.  mis  Kindg6f  by  his  Will,  in  1G69,  devised  a copyhold  estate  held  of  the 
Kindge’s  Charity  manor  of  Trimley  Saint  Mary  for  the  use  of  the  poor.  The  estate  has  been 
Estate.  surrendered  from  time  to  time  to  the  use  of  new  trustees ; and  under  the  last 

admittance  Mr.  Benjamin  Ashwell,  Mr. Daniel,  and  Mr. Rivers,  are 

tenants  on  the  court-rolls,  and  trustees  of  the  charity. 

The  estate  comprises  a cottage  in  two  tenements,  with  a garden  adjoining, 
in  the  occupation  of  John  Mann,  and  the  widow  Redgrave,  as  yearly  tenants 
at  2/.  10  s.  a year ; a piece  of  meadow-ground,  containing  2 r.  16p.  and  a garden 
of  1 r.  24 p.,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Churchman,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  2/.  2 s. 
a year;  and  two  fields,  containing,  one  of  them,  4a.  8r.  36 p.,  and  the  other, 
with  a barn  thereon,  4a.  1r.  18p.  which  were  occupied  by  Mr.  Benjamin  Ash- 
well before  he  became  a trustee,  and  have  since  been  and  are  now  in  his  occu- 
pation, or  that  of  his  son  Mr.  James  Asluvell,  on  his  behalf,  (as  we  understand,) 
at  the  annual  rent  of  12  /. 

Mr.  Ashwell  has  been  the  sole  or  principal  acting  trustee,  and  has  distributed 
the  rents,  after  providing  for  the  expense  of  repairing  the  buildings,  among 
such  poor  persons  as  he  has  considered  most  proper  objects  of  charity  ; one 
of  the  other  trustees  occasionally,  but  not  regularly,  taking  some  part  in  the 
distribution. 

As  the  land  in  Mr.  Ashwell’s  occupation  is  contiguous  to,  or  near  to  other 
land  occupied  by  him,  he  considers  it  an  object  of  convenience  and  importance 
to  him  to  continue,  by  himself  or  his  son,  in  possession  ; but  the  circumstance 
of  his  being  both  trustee  and  occupier,  and  his  retaining  the  management 
of  the  charity  and  distribution  of  the  income,  though  he  has  some  time  ago  gone 
to  reside  at  a distance  from  the  parish,  has  given  occasion  to  animadversion 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  parishioners,  the  more  especially  as  it  was  considered 
that  the  rent  he  paid  was  less  than  the  fair  annual  value  of  the  land  in  his 
occupation. 

It  was  incumbent  on  Mr.  Ashwell,  we  think,  so  long  as  he  should  retain 
possession  of  the  land,  to  pay  as  high  a rent  for  it  as  might  have  been  obtained 
from  any  other  person  ; though  as  Mr.  Ashwell  did  not  originally  let  it  to 
himself,  it  might  be  too  much,  as  it  appears  to  us,  to  require  that  he  should 
relinquish  the  possession  of  land  which  it  was  of  importance  to  him  to  hold, 
because  he  had  acquired  the  office  of  trustee.  Under  these  circumstances,  it  has 
appeared  to  us  the  most  proper  course  to  recommend  that  the  charity-estate 
should  be  valued  by  an  eminent  surveyor,  and  that  it  should  hereafter  be 
held  and  occupied  on  the  terms  and  at  the  rent  to  be  prescribed  by  him ; and 
moreover,  that  Mr.  Ashwell  should  in  future  associate  with  himself  the  church- 
wardens and  some  of  the  principal  inhabitants,  in  the  application  and  distribution 
of  the  charity.

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In  consequence  of  our  suggestion  the  estate  has  since  been  surveyed,  and  the  Trimley  St.  Mary, 
following  is  a summary  of  the  valuation,  and  the  conditions  on  which  the 
tenants  should  occupy  the  land  :

the  tenants  to  enter  into  an  agreement  to  keep  the  premises,  gates,  and 
fences  in  good  and  proper  repair,  being  allowed  rough  timber  for  the  purpose; 
to  use  and  cultivate  the  land  in  a good  and  husband-like  manner  ; to  consume 
all  the  hay,  straw  and  dung  arising  therefrom  on  the  land  ; and  to  leave  the  last 
year’s  muck,  being  paid  for  the  same  by  valuation  according  to  the  custom  of 
the  country. 

Poors  Land. 

A piece  of  land  called  the  Town  Pightle,  containing  somewhat  above  half  an  Poors  Land, 
acre,  and  an  allotment  of  four  acres,  which  was  set  out  for  the  poor  on  an 
Inclosure  in  1804,  are  let  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  and  the  rents 
are  distributed  by  them  at  Christmas  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  at  their 
discretion. 

The  lands  are  occupied  by  two  persons,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting 
together  to  8/.  17 s.  a year,  which  is  the  full  annual  value. 

Poors  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  four  acres,  or  thereabouts,  which  was  set  out  for  the  poor  Poors  Allotment, 
under  an  Inclosure  Act  passed  about  the  year  1808,  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  churchwardens,  and  is  let  to  Abraham  Cooke  on  a lease,  of 
which  there  are  two  years  unexpired,  at  the  annual  rent  of  10/.  which  is  the 
full  value;  and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the 
poor  at  Christmas. 

Barbour’s  Donation. 

Mention  is  made  in  the  printed  Returns  of  Charitable  Donations  in  1786  of  Barbour’s  Donation, 
a legacy  of  20/.  given  by  William  Barbour , but  no  part  of  the  money  remains, 
and  no  account  can  be  given  of  it. 


PARISH  OF  WALTON. 


Town  Land  Rent. 

There  has  been  a payment  of  1 /.  1 s.  a year  received  by  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  this  parish,  as  appears  by  their  books,  described  as  the  rent  of  town- 
land  or  Barbers-land,  from  the  proprietors  of  certain  land  in  Walton,  now 
belonging  to  Mr.  William  Fulcher.  The  payment  was  made  from  1727,  when 
the  oldest  account-book  now  remaining  commences,  down  to  I8I7 ; and  for 
10yeax*s,  or  thereabouts,  the  money  was  paid  by  Mr.  William  Fulcher  himself. 
There  are  no  writings  to  be  found  respecting  the  town-land,  or  the  origin  of 
the  payment,  and  the  land  itself  cannot  be  identified,  or  its  situation  designated. 

The  money  has  been  always  applied  with  the  poor-rates.  Mr.  Fulcher  has 
refused  payment  ever  since  1817>  on  the  ground  that  it  cannot  be  shown  where 
the  land  is,  or  why  the  payment  should  be  made  by  him  ; and  though  it  might 
probably  be  held  that  he  has  sufficiently  admitted  his  liability  by  paying  the 
rent  for  so  many  years,  we  think  it  would  scarcely  be  expedient,  considering  the 
amount  of  the  payment,  to  incur  the  expense  of  any  proceedings  for  enforcing  it.

Goldsmith’s  Gift. 

John  Goldsmith , by  Will,  dated  the  23d  August  1683,  charged  his  real 
estate  in  the  parish  of  Tivetshall,  in  Norfolk,  now  the  property  of  the  Earl  of 
Oxford,  with  tne  payment  of  3/.  a year  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Brome,  to 
be  given  away  on  the  21st  December,  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of 
the  poor,  with  the  advice  and  direction  of  the  minister  ; and  the  sum  of  31.  is 
accordingly  distributed  annually,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish.

Under  the  powers  of  an  Inclosure  Act  passed  in  1808,  and  an  award  of  com- 
missioners thereby  appointed,  a sum  of  15/.  a year  was  charged  on  an  allotment 
,,  awarded  to  Earl  Cornwallis,  and  which  is  now  the  property  of  Sir  Edward 
Kerrison,  bart.,  for  providing  fuel  for  the  poor  in  lieu  of  the  right  enjoyed  by 
them,  to  cut  firing  on  the  commons  ; and  the  annuity  of  15  /.  is  laid  out  in  coals 
which  are  distributed  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  COTTON. 

Town  Estate. 

There  are  several  old  conveyances  of  this  property  to  feoffees,  but  they  con- 
tain no  declaration  of  trust ; and  for  a considerable  time  past  no  new  trustees 
have  been  appointed,  and  the  management  has  devolved  upon  the  church- 
wardens. 

The  property  consists  of  a house,  converted  into  a workhouse,  a cottage,  and 
yard,  occupied  by  poor  persons,  and  two  closes,  containing  about  eight  acres, 
let  to  the  rector,  at  a rent  varying  with  the  price  of  corn,  being  on  an  average 
9/.  or  10/.  a year,  and  being  this  year  12/.  The  rents  are  applied  to  the 
repairs  of  the  church,  and  general  parochial  purposes,  agreeably  to  long  usage. 


PARISH  OF  OAKLEY. 

Town  Estate. 

There  are  in  this  parish  a messuage,  called  the  Town  House,  occupied  by 
poor  persons,  and  several  detached  pieces  of  land,  containing  together  about 
13  acres,  which  are  let  at  rents  amounting  together  at  present  to  22/.  4 5.  8 d. 
a year.  The  rent  of  the  land  is  employed  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  repairs 
of  the  church,  and  defraying  other  expenses  of  the  churchwardens  office  ; when 
it  is  insufficient,  the  deficiency  is  supplied  out  of  the  poors  rates,  and  when  it 
is  more  than  sufficient,  the  surplus  is  added  thereto.  This  course  of  application 
is  conformable  to  custom,  and  it  is  unknown  how  the  property  was  acquired- 


PARISH  OF  OCCOLD. 

Town  Estate. 

Part  of  this  estate  was  devised  by  John  Henman , by  Will,  dated  1 7th 
November  1449,  by  the  description  of  his  three  closes  in  the  village  of  Ben- 
ningham,  called  Prestes,  Hedges,  and  Wogates  Close,  to  the  intent  that  his 
anniversary-day  should  be  kept  in  the  parish-church  of  Occold,  and  certain 
payments  for  superstitious  purposes  should  be  made  on  that  occasion  ; and  that 
the  residue  of  the  profits  of  the  closes  should  be  applied  in  aid  of  tenths  and 
fifteenths  within  the  village  of  Occold,  when  they  should  occur,  and  when  not, 
then  should  be  distributed  and  expended  among  the  needy  poor  people,  and 
upon  bad  and  ruinous  ways,  and  in  necessary  matters  of  the  church  and  parish 
of  Occold. 

There  are  some  deeds  of  ancient  date  existing  relating  to  the  other  parts  of 
the  town-estate,  being  conveyances  to  feoffees,  but  they  contain  no  direction 
of  the  trusts  or  purposes  for  which  they  were  made. 

By  the  last  conveyance  to  new  trustees,  dated  the  3d  August  1813,  the 
Town  Estate  was  conveyed,  by  the  description  of  a Messuage  in  Benningham 
Hamlet,  and  three  crofts  in  Benningham  called  Priests,  Hedge,  and  Wogate 
Closes,  and  seven  acres  of  land  and  wood  in  Redlingfield,  and  two  tenements, 
called  Andrews  and  Willays,  together  with  three  acres  of  land  belonging  to 
them  in  Occold,  and  a tenement,  with  a garden  adjoining  in  Occold,  and 
a piece  of  land,  by  estimation  1 rood,  with  a house  thereon  built,  to  Charles 
then  late  Marquis  Cornwallis,  the  Rev.  John  Ward,  then  rector  of  Occold,  the 
Rev.  F.  Ilowman,  W.  Darby,  F.  Scotchmer,  John  Sherman,  George  Sherman, 
R.  Malyn  Rust,  T.  Chenery,  T.  Chenery  the  younger,  John  Kerry,  and  George 
Sherman,  shopkeeper,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits,  in  the  first 
place  for  supporting  and  maintaining  the  parish-church  of  Occold,  with 

necessary 
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necessary  repairs,  and  in  aid  and  discharge  of  any  churchwarden’s-rate  that 
might  be  assessed  on  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Occold  ; in  the  next  place 
to  apply  the  remainder  towards  the  maintenance  of  such  town-houses  in  Occold 
as  had  theretofore  enjoyed  the  benefit  thereof ; and  lastly,  for  the  general 
benefit  and  utility  of  the  parish,  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees,  or  the  major 
part  of  them,  should  determine  to  be  proper. 

Five  of  the  trustees,  viz.  Mr.  John  Sherman,  Mr.  George  Sherman,  his  son, 
Mr.  Darby,  Mr.  Scotchmer,  and  Mr.  George  Sherman,  shopkeeper,  reside  at 
Occold  ; but  Mr.  John  Sherman  appears  to  have  exercised  all,  or  nearly  all,  the 
powers  or  authority  vested  in  the  trustees. 

The  property  consists  of  the  following  particulars : 

Some  town-houses  in  Occold  used  for  the  habitation  of  paupers  ; a house, 
and  nearly  4 acres  of  land,  in  Occold,  let  to  D.  Cooke,  as  yearly  tenant,  at 
10/.  a year,  the  full  annual  value  ; and  a messuage  and  farm -house,  with  out- 
buildings, and  4 acres  and  an  half  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  Occold  and  Redling- 
field,  in  the  occupation  of  Isaac  Last  and  his  son  Henry  Last,  for  15  years  from 
Michaelmas  1826  or  1827,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  52/.  but  which  lease  was 
executed  by  six  only  of  the  trustees,  viz.  the  three  Messrs.  Sherman,  the  two 
Messrs.  Chenery  and  Mr.  Scotchmer. 

As  to  the  last-mentioned  property,  it  appears  that  Last  held  the  farm  and 
premises  under  a lease  for  14  years  from  Michaelmas  1812,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  52  /.  ; and  that  while  he  continued  to  hold  under  this  lease,  but  soon  after 
the  expiration  of  the  term,  a resolution  was  signed  by  most  of  the  trustees, 
including  Mr.  John  Sherman,  that  the  farm  and  premises  should  be  offered  to 
him  for  a term  of  8 years  from  Michaelmas  1827,  at  the  rate  of  1/.  5s.  an 
acre ; but  notwithstanding  this  determination,  the  lease  for  14  years  was  made 
to  him,  principally,  or  entirely,  as  it  appears,  through  the  instrumentality  of  Mr. 
John  Sherman ; and  after  the  lease  had  been  prepared  it  was  taken  round  by 
Last  to  the  parties  who  signed  it,  and  their  signatures  were  separately  procured. 
We  have  not  obtained  any  satisfactory  account  of  this  proceeding  ; and  the  only 
reasons  assigned  by  Mr.  John  Sherman  in  justification  of  the  transaction  are,  that 
Last  was  considered  a deserving  man  ; that  the  land,  which  afterwards,  on  admea- 
surement, proved  to  be  46  acres  and  an  half,  was  supposed  at  the  time  of  signing 
the  lease  to  be  42  acres  only  ; and  that  Mr.  John  Sherman  did  not  consider  a meet- 
ing of  the  trustees  necessary  for  determining  on  a grant  of  the  lease  ; and  that  he 
did  not  know  any  of  them  would  object  to  sign  it.  A complaint  has  also  been 
urged  that  the  tenant  has  improperly  broken  up  two  acres  of  the  land  in  Redling- 
field  ; but  in  justification  thereof  Mr.  John  Sherman  states  that  the  tenant  had 
been  authorized  to  do  so  under  the  terms  of  the  lease  granted  in  1812. 

Mr.  John  Sherman,  as  the  principal  acting  trustee,  has  for  a long  time  received 
the  rents,  and  has  applied  them  in  repairing  and  keeping  up  the  town-houses, 
and  in  repairing  the  church,  &c.,  and  paying  a yearly  salary  to  a surgeon  for 
attending  the  poor  when  in  want  of  medical  aid.  The  income  appears  to  have 
been  applied  in  the  way  sanctioned  by  usage,  and  accounts  have  been  kept  by 
Mr.  John  Sherman  of  his  receipts  and  expenditure  ; but  it  has  not  been  usual 
for  the  trustees  to  hold  any  regular  meetings,  or  examine  the  accounts. 

We  think  Mr.  John  Sherman  has  usurped  too  much  authority  in  the  affairs  of 
this  trust,  and  that  much  ground  for  complaint  exists,  particularly  as  to  the  pro- 
ceedings above  adverted  to  in  respect  of  the  lease ; and  he  would  probably,  if 
proceedings  were  instituted  for  the  regulation  of  the  charity,  be  considered 
liable  in  respect  of  costs  of  suit,  so  far  as  such  proceedings  might  be  considered 
to  have  been  occasioned  by  his  conduct ; but  it  does  not  appear  to  us  any  ade- 
quate advantage  to  the  trust  would  result  to  balance  the  inconveniences  attendant 
on  litigation.  We  have  recommended  that  the  churchwardens  should,  under  the 
authority  of  the  trustees,  hereafter  receive  the  rents  of  the  town-farm  and 
estates,  and  apply  the  same  to  the  purposes  to  which  they  have  hitherto  been 
usually  applied,  and  that  they  should  render  an  account  of  their  receipts,  and 
application  thereof,  every  year  to  the  trustees ; and  that  the  trustees  should 
hold  a meeting  at  Easter  to  receive  the  accounts,  and  give  the  necessary  direc- 
tions respecting  the  management  of  the  trust;  and  that  Mr.  John  Sherman  should 
use  his  endeavours  to  obtain  from  Isaac  Last  some  advance  of  rent  for  the  farm 
in  his  occupation : and  we  think  that  under  all  the  circumstances  of  the  case 
the  course  thus  recommended,  which  Mr.  John  Sherman  has  engaged  to  use  his 
endeavours  to  give  effect  to,  will  suffice  for  the  due  administration  of  the  trust. 

Rep.  21.  3 U 3 
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Lee’s  Charity. 

William  Lee,  by  Will,  dated  30th  January  1720,  devised  all  his  lands  and 
tenements  in  Occold,  to  the  intent  that  5 s.  worth  of  bread  should  be  bought 
every  week,  and  given  to  the  poor  in  Occold  by  the  overseers  and  churchwar- 
dens ; and  that  they  should  pay  unto  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Thorn- 
don  40^.  a year,  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  that  parish,  upon  condition  that  the 
overseers  and  churchwardens  come  to  the  town  of  Occold  every  year  and 
hear  his  will  read,  and  see  that  the  bread  be  given  to  the  poor  as  before 
directed,  and  see  all  their  accounts  passed  for  the  said  lands,  and  what  should 
be  over  and  above,  to  buy  the  poorest  of  the  people  of  the  parish  of  Occold 
clothes  ; and  if  the  overseers  and  churchwardens  of  Occold  should  not  have 
given  all  the  bread  as  before  directed,  and  have  bought  clothes  with  the  remain- 
der of  the  rents,  when  the  overseers  and  churchwardens  of  Thorndon  should 
come  to  read  that  his  will,  &c.,  then  he  willed  that  all  such  monies  as  were  not 
laid  out  as  before  directed  should  be  paid  to  the  overseers  and  churchwardens 
of  Thorndon,  to  be  given  to  the  poor  of  that  parish. 

The  last  conveyance  of  the  charity-estate  to  new  trustees  is  dated  24th  August 
1803,  whereby  it  was  conveyed  to  the  use  of  James  Barker,  Sarah  Barker,  spin- 
ster, Lord  Viscount  Brome,  Freeston  Howman,  William  Gibbs,  Robert  Malyn 
Rust,  Thomas  Chenery,  John  Sherman,  William  Darby,  and  Francis  Scotchmen 

Six  of  these  trustees  are  living,  and  Mr.  John  Sherman  is  the  principal  acting 
trustee,  and  receives  the  rents. 

The  charity-estate,  which  comprises  20  a.  2r.  of  freehold  land,  6 a.  Or.  34 p. 
of  land,  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Benningham  Hall,  two  acres  of  land,  copy- 
hold  of  the  manor  of  Occold,  and  two  cottages,  divided  into  several  tenements, 
is  let  to  Charles  Clements,  who  holds  as  continuing  yearly  tenant  under  the 
terms  of  a lease  for  11  years,  which  expired  in  1822,  but  under  a reduced  rent 
of  50  /.  a year,  being  the  present  annual  value. 

The  trustees  do  not  hold  regular  meetings,  but  the  accounts  are  settled  every 
year  by  Mr.  John  Sherman,  with  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Thorndon, 
and  40  5.  a year  is  then  paid  to  them  for  the  use  of  the  poor  of  that  parish. 

Five  shillings  worth  of  bread  is  given  away  every  Sunday  in  the  church  at 
Occold,  and  the  surplus  of  the  rent,  after  payment  of  the  expense  of  repairing 
the  buildings  on  the  property,  which  are  sometimes  considerable,  and  other 
necessary  expenses,  is  laid  out  in  linen,  which  is  given  to  such  poor  persons  of 
Occold  as  have  the  largest  families,  and  are  most  necessitous. 

Denny’s  Charity. 

Robert  Denny , by  Will,  dated  25th  October  1724,  charged  the  lands  which 
he  purchased  of  Mr.  Bedingfield,  with  the  payment  of  20  s.  a year,  to  be  paid 
yearly  upon  the  Monday  before  Ash  Wednesday,  to  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Occold,  to  be  laid  out  and  distributed  in  wheat-bread 
upon  Ash  Wednesday,  amongst  the  poor  of  the  parish,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers,  in  the  church  chancel,  or  porch. 

The  rentcharge  is  payable  out  of  a farm  in  Occold,  now  the  property  of  the 
Rev.  Benedict  Chapman,  and  the  money  is  laid  out  by  his  tenant  in  bread, 
which  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  on  Ash  Wednesday,  at  the  church. 


PARISH  OF  PALGRAVE. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property  comprises,  1st.  a messuage  called  the  Guild  Hall,  now  used  as 
a parish-workhouse,  with  adjoining  premises,  and  ground  cultivated  for  the  use 
of  the  poor  in  the  workhouse,  the  whole  being  in  extent  about  two  acres  ; and 
2dly,  a farm,  consisting  of  a house,  and  66a.  3r.  of  land  in  and  adjoining  the 
parish  of  Guestwick  in  the  county  of  Norfolk.  The  farm  was  conveyed  to  new 
trustees  in  1804,  upon  trust,  yearly  to  appoint  one  or  more  fit  inhabitant  of 
Palgrave  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same  for  the 
use  and  benefit  of  the  said  town,  by  order  of  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of 
them.  It  is  let  to  Peter  Seaman  on  lease  for  14  years  from  11th  October  1819, 
at  the  annual  rent  of  60  /.,  which  is  considered  the  full  value,  and  the  rent6  are 
applied  in  the  reparation  of  the  church,  and  defraying  other  expenses  of  the 

churchwarden’s 
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churchwarden’s  office  ; the  surplus,  when  any  remains,  being  paid  over  to  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  and  applied  with  the  poors  rate. 

Doles. 

The  yearly  sum  of  20  s.  given  by  the  Will  of  Henry  Bootie,  dated  15th 
December  1G53,  is  paid  out  of  a farm  in  Palgrave,  belonging  to  Mrs.  Harrison. 

The  yearly  sum  of  10  s.  given  by  the  Will  of  John  Stebbing,  dated  l6tn 
October  1677,  is  paid  out  of  land  in  Palgrave,  now  belonging  to  Mr.  John 
Ives. 

These  yearly  sums  are  paid  to  the  churchwardens,  and  laid  out  in  bread, 
which  is  distributed  among  poor  persons  at  church,  at  or  about  Christmas.

PARISH  OF  REDLINGFIELD. 

Town  Estate. 

There  are  40  acres  of  land  lying  in  the  parishes  of  Redlingfield,  Denham, 
and  Hoxne,  which  are  let,  with  the  consent  of  the  parishioners  of  Redlingfield, 
by  the  agent  of  Alexander  Adair,  esq.  to  Mr.  John  Barnes,  for  a term  of  seven 
! years  from  Michaelmas  1827,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  45  /.,  the  fair  annual  value. 

There  are  no  deeds  or  writings  concerning  the  property.  The  rents  are  ap- 
plied by  the  parish-officers  to  the  reparation  of  the  church,  See.  and  the  main- 
tenance of  the  parochial  poor,  conformably  to  the  usage  which  can  be  traced  for 
eighty  years  back. 


PARISH  OF  STUSTON. 

BosworTii’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Bosworth,  by  Deed  of  Appointment,  dated  3d  February  1710, 
settled  in  trustees  a close  of  four  acres  in  Stuston,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the 
rector  of  the  parish  to  receive  the  rents,  and  profits  for  his  own  benefit,  subject 
to  the  condition  of  his  performing  duty  in  the  parish-church,  and  reading 
prayers  and  preaching  on  Good-Friday,  and  also  paying  5s.  on  Good-Friday, 
and  5s.  on  Christmas-eve,  yearly,  to  be  distributed  by  him  and  the  overseers  of 
the  parish  among  such  poor  persons  as  should  be  most  constant  in  their 
attendance  at  church. 

The  two  sums  of  5s.  each  are  duly  distributed  by  the  rector,  who  is  in  pos- 
session of  the  land,  on  the  above-mentioned  days. 


PARISH  OF  THORNDON. 

Town  Estate. 

This  estate  comprises  a workhouse  and  yards,  and  a cottage  in  Thorndon, 
and  several  parcels  of  land  in  the  parishes  of  Thorndon,  Occold,  and  Wether- 
ingset,  containing  in  the  whole  94  a.  2r.,  and  it  is  vested  in  trustees,  in  trust, 
to  employ  and  bestow  the  rents  and  profits  of  three  pieces  or  parcels  of  land, 
containing  by  admeasurement  28  a.  1 r.  17p-  in  Thorndon,  called  the  Town 
Closes,  for  the  repairs  of  the  church  of  Thorndon,  and  the  rent  of  all  other 
the  lands  and  premises  for  the  common  charges  appertaining  to  the  town  of 
Thorndon,  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  or  any  other  uses  that  the  major  part 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  shall  think  proper. 

It  appears  by  the  oldest  deeds  relating  to  the  property,  that  the  lands  had 
been  held  previous  to  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  and  ever  since,  upon  or  for 
the  same  or  similar  uses. 

A small  part  of  the  land  is  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Thorndon. 

The  last  conveyance  to  new  trustees  was  in  1809,  and  of  these  trustees, 
Nathaniel  Barnardiston,  Burwell  Edwards,  Thomas  Hammond,  Henry  Strange, 
Robert  Strange  the  younger,  James  Hammond,  Henry  Wyatt,  and  Lionel 
Hayward,  are  the  survivors. 

The  workhouse  is  used  for  the  residence  of  paupers  ; and  the  rest  of  the  pro- 
perty, which  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  and  inhabitants  at  a public  meeting, 
is  held  by  sundry  different  persons,  as  tenants  from  year  to  year,  at  rents 
amounting  together  to  147 /•  18  s.  6 cl,  which  is  the  fair  annual  value. 
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The  rents  are  applied  towards  payment  of  the  expense  of  the  repairs  of  the 
church,  and  churchwarden’s  office,  in  lieu  of  a church-rate,  and  in  payment  of 
lord’s  rent,  and  leet-fees,  the  salaries  of  the  sexton,  parish-clerk,  constable,  and 
■<  similar  uses  of  the  parish  ; and  any  surplus  that  remains  is  paid  to  the  overseers 
of  the  poor,  and  applied,  with  the  funds  raised  by  assessment,  for  the  relief 
of  the  parochial  poor ; and  the  rents  have  been  applied  in  the  same  manner, 
as  far  back  as  can  be  traced. 

Ccllum’s  Dole. — Lee’s  Charity. 

Cullum’s  Dole CullunC s dole,  as  appears  by  the  terrier,  is  an  annual  sum  of  40  s.,  payable 

Lee’s  Charity.  out  Gf  tjie  estate  of  Nathaniel  Barnardiston,  esquire,  in  the  parish  of  Thorndon, 
to  be  disposed  of  to  the  poor,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens. 

An  account  of  Lee' s charity  is  given  in  the  Report  of  Charities  for  the  parish 
of  Occold,  and  the  sum  of  40 s.  a year,  payable  thereunder  for  bread  for  the 
poor  of  Thorndon,  is  annually  received  from  the  trustees  of  the  charity-estate 
at  Occold. 

Both  the  annuities  of  2 /.  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  dis- 
tributed among  poor  people  of  the  parish  of  Thorndon,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
minister  and  churchwardens.

This  property,  which  was  given  by  John  Bennett , in  1434,  to  the  intent  that 
T ~~  ^ certain  payments  should  be  made  for  superstitious  uses,  and  that  the  residue  of 
own  .s  a e.  rents  should  be  applied  for  payment  of  tenths  and  fifteenths,  when  they 

should  occur,  and  when  not,  for  the  adorning  of  the  church,  is  vested  in 
trustees,  and  consists  of  the  site  of  a tenement,  and  a piece  of  land,  containing 
by  estimation  four  acres,  or  thereabouts,  and  it  is  let  at  a yearly  rent  of  9/.,  the 
fair  annual  value. 

The  rents  are  applied  in  the  reparation  of  the  church,  and  other  expenses 
attendant  on  the  churchwarden’s  office. 


Gobbet’s  Gift. 

Gobbet’s  Gift.  Austen  Gobbett , by  Will,  dated  in  1559,  devised  a small  cottage  (not  now 

standing),  and  a piece  of  land,  containing  by  estimation  one  acre  and  a half, 
the  rents  thereof  to  be  bestowed  yearly  on  Christmas-day  to  the  poor  of  the 
parish  of  Great  Thornham. 

The  property  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  at  11.  7 s.  a year,  the  fair  value  ; 
and  the  rent  is  distributed  among  poor  persons  at  Christmas.

There  are  in  this  parish  a cottage  occupied  by  parish-paupers,  and  two  acres 
of  land,  let  at  31.  10 s.  a year.  There  are  no  writings  relating  to  the  property, 
and  the  rent  of  the  land  has  always  been  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor.

equally  divided  among  the  poor  of  the  parish,  on  the  anniversary  of  the  testa-  v ^ — 

tor’s  death,  is  paid  in  the  proportions  of  7 s.  6d.  by  Mr.  William  Grim  wood, 
and  2 s.  6d.  by  Joshua  Hale,  in  respect  of  land  and  a cottage  in  Westhorp, 
being  the  property  charged  by  the  will,  and  is  distributed  among  poor  persons 
on  Easter  Monday  at  a parish-meeting. 


PARISH  OF  WICKHAM  SKEITH.

1.  Two  cottages,  occupied  by  poor  persons,  put  in  them  by  the  parish- 
officers  ;

There  are  no  writings  extant  relating  to  the  property,  and  the  acquisition  of 
it  cannot  be  traced. 
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PARISH  OF  BADINGHAM. 

Rous’s  Gift. 

Elizabeth  Rous , widow,  by  Will,  dated  29th  March  1715,  bequeathed  52/. 
to  the  intent  that  six  twopenny  loaves  of  bread  should  be  delivered  every 
Sunday  at  the  parish  church  to  such  of  the  poor  of  Badingham  as  should  be 
present  at  divine  service  and  sermon,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens. 

Dorothy  Rous,  the  daughter  and  one  of  the  executrix’s  of  the  said  Elizabeth 
Rous,  by  her  Will,  dated  in  December  1735,  bequeathed  150  /.  to  be  added  to 
the  former  legacy,  to  the  intent  that  both  sums  should  be  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  lands  or  a rent-charge,  for  the  same  uses  as  the  said  Elizabeth 
Rous  had  appointed  ; and  she  desired  the  overplus  income,  if  any,  to  be  laid 
out  in  clothing  for  such  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  as  should  most  constantly 
attend  divine  service,  to  be  distributed  among  such  of  them  as  the  rector  or 
curate  should  think  most  proper  objects. 

These  legacies  were  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  three  pieces  of  land  in  the 
parish  of  Framlingham,  called  Oldway  Pieces,  containing  together  about  10 
acres,  which  were  conveyed  by  indentures  of  28th  and  29th  September  1737, 
unto  the  then  rector  of  Badingham  and  six  other  inhabitants,  in  trust,  to  apply 
the  rents  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  to  be  distributed  weekly  at  the  church 
among  the  poor  attending  divine  service,  at  the  discretion  of  the  rector  and 
churchwardens,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  the  overplus,  if  any,  to  be  laid  in 
bread  as  aforesaid  or  otherwise ; and  in  1805  the  lands  were  conveyed  to  the 
use  of  the  Rev.  Temple  Fisk  Chevallier  and  fifteen  others,  the  then  surviving 
and  new  trustees. 

The  lands  are  let  to  Joseph  Smith  as  yearly  tenant,  at  24  /.  a year,  being  the 
full  annual  value,  and  the  rent,  after  a deduction  for  land-tax,  is  laid  out  by 
the  churchwardens  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  of  which  8 s.  6d.  worth  is  distri- 
buted every  Sunday,  and  the  remainder  generally  on  WThitsunday. 

Benefactions. 

A benefaction  of  10/.  given  by  a person  named  Holland,  appears  to  have 
been  laid  out  with  other  money  subscribed  by  the  inhabitants  in  the  purchase 
of  a house  used  for  the  residence  of  poor  people  placed  therein  by  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers. 

It  is  mentioned  in  a parish  terrier,  dated  in  1801,  that  a sum  of  50/.  which 
had  been  in  the  hands  of  a former  rector,  and  of  the  interest  of  which  40 s. 
a year  were  for  the  clerk  and  sexton’s  wages,  and  10s.  a year  were  to  be 
distributed  every  St.  Stephen’s  day  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  had  been  laid  out 
with  other  monies  raised  by  rate  in  purchasing  and  repairing  a cottage  for  the 
poor  of  the  parish  to  inhabit ; and  that  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor  for  the  time  being,  were  to  pay  annually  the  40s.  to  the  clerk  and  sexton, 
and  to  distribute  the  said  10s.  a year  : but  we  have  met  with  no  further  evidence 
relating  to  this  charity,  and  the  yearly  sums  abovementioned  have  not  been 
paid  or  distributed  for  several  years  : it  appears  however  to  us  they  ought  to 
be  paid  and  disposed  of  in  the  manner  mentioned  in  the  terrier.

Benefactions. 


PARISH  OF  BEDINGFIELD. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property  consists  of  23  a.  1 r.  30p.  of  land  in  three  pieces,  in  the  parishes  Bedingfk-ld. 

of  Debenham  and  Kenton,  and  it  is  vested  in  trustees  by  deeds  of  lease  and  

release,  dated  30th  September  and  1st  October  1811,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  Town  Estate* 

rents  and  profits  towards  the  charges  of  the  town  of  Bedingfield,  the  payment 
of  fifteenths,  and  for  the  help  and  support  of  the  town  of  Bedingfield  or  other- 
wise, as  the  major  part  of  the  commissioners  of  the  town  should  think  fit ; but 
there  are  no  deeds  or  writings  to  shew  whence  the  property  was  originally 
acquired. 

The  land  is  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens  with  consent  of 
the  trustees  and  parishioners,  and  it  is  let  to  Mr.  William  Clarke,  under  an 
unexpired  lease,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  35/.  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rents,  after  payment  of  land-tax,  quit  rents  and  the  expense  of  repairing 
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Bedingfield.

Pake’s  Charity. 
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the  fences,  are  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  church,  and  other  expenses  of  the 
churchwarden’s  office,  the  constables  expenses,  and  the  repairs  of  the  parish 
poor-house ; and  the  surplus,  when  any  remains,  is  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  and  applied  with  the  rates. 

Pake’s  Charity. 

Stephen  Palce,  by  Will,  dated  6th  February  1547,  gave  a pightle  and  pasture, 
called  Dentoms,  in  Bedingfield,  to  be  letten  yearly  by  the  churchwardens,  with 
the  advice  of  his  kinsfolk  of  the  said  town,  and  the  rents  thereof  to  be  dealt 
out  unto  the  poor  of  the  said  town  as  they  should  need. 

The  land  contains  4£  acres  or  thereabouts,  and  is  let  by  the  churchwardens 
to  Charles  Colthorpe,  at  10/.  a year,  the  full  annual  value  ; and  the  rent  is 
distributed  yearly  by  the  churchwardens  in  March,  among  the  poor  persons  of 
the  parish,  in  different  sums,  according  to  the  size  of  their  families. 

Bedingfield’s  Gift. 


Bedingfield’s  Gift.  Philip  Bedingjield,  who  died  in  1673,  by  his  Will  devised  the  yearly  rent 
of  3 /.  out  of  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Bedingfield,  (now  in  the  occupation 
of  Charles  Colthorpe,  as  tenant  to  John  James  Bedingfield,  esq.)  to  be  paid 
yearly  to  the  vicar  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being,  on  the  20th  December, 
and  by  him  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  in  the  presence  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor,  or  one  of  them,  or  some  chief  inhabitant,  upon  Christmas- 
day,  as  the  gift  of  the  testator’s  uncle  Anthony  Bedingfield,  esq.,  and  in  dis- 
charge of  50/.  given  by  him  for  the  use  of  the  poor. 

The  sum  of  3/.  a year  is  distributed  by  the  minister  on  Christmas-day,  in  the 
presence  of  the  overseer,  among  poor  persons. 
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The  Town  Estate. 

1.  A messuage  used  as  a parish  poor-house. 

2.  Four  acres  of  land  adjoining  the  messuage  let  to  Samuel  Button  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  6/.  a year,  the  fair  annual  value. 

It  is  unknown  when  this  property  was  settled  to  public  uses. 

The  rents  of  the  land  are  applied  by  the  churchwardens  about  the  repairs 
and  ornaments  of  the  church,  and  the  ordinary  expenses  of  their  office,  in  lieu 
of  a church  rate.  When  there  is  a surplus  it  is  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the 
poor ; and  when  there  is  a deficiency  for  the  first-mentioned  purposes,  it  is 
made  good  out  of  the  poor  rates.

PARISH  OF  CARLTON. 

Alcock’s  and  Feveryare’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  40/.  given  by  Stephen  Alcock,  with  an  addition  of  51.  given  by 
William  Feveryare,  was  laid  out  by  the  last-named  benefactor,  in  the  year  1659, 
in  the  purchase  of  a piece  of  land,  containing  two  acres,  called  Marvin’s 
Meadow,  in  the  parish  of  Swefling,  and  half  an  acre  of  copyhold  land  in  the 
same  parish,  held  of  the  manor  of  Swrefling  Campsey,  and  called  Starkweather 
Hopper  ; and  by  a deed  of  conveyance  and  declaration  of  trust,  dated  the 
9th  November  1659,  it  was  declared,  that,  pursuant  to  the  intentions  of  the 
donors  of  the  charity,  the  trustees  therein  named  should,  on  the  5th  November 
yearly,  appoint  a minister  to  preach  a sermon  in  the  parish  church  of  Carlton, 
and  after  the  sermon  ended,  pay  unto  such  preacher  the  sum  of  20s.,  and  then 
and  there  distribute  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  amongst 
the  poor  people  of  Carlton,  to  be  equally  divided  amongst  them  : Provided 
that  in  case  the  rector  or  incumbent  of  Carlton  should  refuse  to  let  such 
minister  preach  the  sermon,  then  the  trustees  should  distribute  the  whole  of 
the  rents  amongst  the  poor  as  aforesaid. 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  trustees  of  the  charity  were  ever  renewed, 
and  the  estate  at  Swefling,  consisting  of  2^  acres  of  land,  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  churchwarden  of  Carlton  for  the  time  being.  The  land  is  in 
the  occupation  of  Francis  Bicker  as  yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  61.  a year, 
the  full  annual  value  ; and  out  of  the  rents  the  sum  of  1 /.  a year  is  paid 
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to  the  rector  or  minister  of  Carlton  for  the  sermon,  and  the  remainder  thereof 
is  distributed  in  bread  and  money  at  the  church  on  the  5th  November  among 
the  poor  persons  of  the  parish. 

Eade’s  Gift. 

Stephen  Ecide , by  his  Will,  dated  the  8th  June  1716,  charged  his  land  in 
Carlton,  now  the  property  of  Edward  Fuller,  esq.  with  the  payment  of  4 1. 
a year,  to  be  disposed  of  as  follows : — 505.  a year  for  bread  to  the  poor,  to  be 
distributed  at  the  church  on  Sundays ; 105.  a year  to  the  minister  for  a sermon 
on  Christmas-day,  and  205.  to  be  given  to  the  poor  on  that  day. 

This  annuity  is  received  by  the  churchwardens ; and  the  sum  of  505.  is 
given  in  bread  once  a month  at  the  church;  the  sum  of  105.  for  a sermon 
being  given  up  by  the  minister,  is  distributed  in  bread  on  Christmas-day ; 
and  the  20 s.  are  distributed  in  money  on  the  same  day  among  the  poor. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property  consists  of  a house,  with  out-buildings,  and  36  acres  of  land, 
in  the  parish  of  Carlton,  which  are  in  the  occupation  of  Joseph  Backhouse 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  46  l.  a year,  the  fair  annual  value. 

Parts  of  the  land,  viz.  13  a.  3 r.  13  p.  being  copyhold  of  the  manor  of 
Kelsale,  and  two  roods,  being  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Carlton,  have  been 
surrendered  from  time  to  time  to  trustees  in  succession  in  trust  for  the  parish 
of  Carlton ; the  last  admission  was  in  1767,  and  there  is  about  to  be  an  ad- 
mission of  new  trustees. 

The  house,  a pightle,  and  11  acres  of  land,  are  copyhold  of  the  manor  of 
Benhall,  and  have  been  surrendered  from  time  to  time  to  trustees,  to  the 
intent  that  they,  or  four  of  them,  with  the  churchwardens,  should  apply  the 
rent  towards  payment  of  tenths  and  fifteenths,  or  similar  purposes,  and  to- 
wards the  support  and  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  and  the  repairs  of 
the  church.  The  last  admission  of  new  trustees  was  in  1796. 

As  to  the  remainder  of  the  property,  which  is  freehold,  no  deeds  or  writings 
exist. 

The  rents  of  the  estate  are  received  by  the  churchwardens  or  parishioners 
at  a public  meeting,  and  are  carried  to  the  same  account  with  the  monies 
raised  by  the  overseers  by  rate.  Out  of  the  fund  thus  constituted,  the  re- 
pairs of  the  church  and  all  other  town  charges  are  defrayed  ; and  the  same 
course  of  application  has  existed  for  a century  or  more,  and  indeed  as  long  as 
can  be  ascertained. 


PARISH  OF  DENNINGTON. 

Town  Lands. 

The  property  called  the  Town  Lands,  is  comprized  under  the  three  following 
heads : 

1st.  Land,  called  Cannons  and  Cobalds,  containing  11a.  & 21  p.,  which 
appears  to  have  been  vested  in  feoffees  previous  to  the  year  1483,  and  was 
last  conveyed  to  trustees  in  1682,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  employ  the  rents 
for  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  parish  church,  as  there  should  be  occasion,  for 
the  binding  forth  of  poor  children,  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Dennington,  and 
such  other  employments  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish,  as  the  trustees,  or  the 
major  part  of  them  should  think  expedient ; and  with  a direction,  that  the 
trustees  should,  on  Easter  Tuesday,  elect  two  of  their  number,  or  two  of  the 
chief  inhabitants  of  Dennington,  to  manage  the  trust  for  the  year  ensuing. 

2d.  A workhouse  and  cottage,  and  14a.  2r.  2p.  of  land,  called  Goldings 
and  Sowgates,  which  were  conveyed  by  the  Rev.  Edward  Green,  in  1606,  to 
trustees,  to  the  intent,  as  well  yearly  to  relieve  the  poor  people  of  Dennington, 
as  also  with  the  surplusage  of  the  rents  thereof,  to  ease  all  the  tenants  and 
farmers  of  the  lords  of  the  manor  of  Dennington  of  their  part  of  any  impositions 
or  extraordinary  charges  to  be  lawfully  imposed  upon  them  (subsidies  and 
taxes  only  excepted)  ; and  the  premises  were  last  conveyed  to  trustees  by  in- 
dentures of  3d  and  4th  May  1822. 

3d.  Certain  premises  called  the  Queen’s  Head,  used  as  a public  house,  and 
comprizing  a house,  with  other  buildings,  yards  and  gardens,  abutting  south 
on  the  church,  containing  together  3r.  & 4p.  These  premises  appear  to  have 
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Dcnnin'Tton.  been  purchased  with  money  of  the  inhabitants,  and  probably  with  some  old 
benefactions  for  the  poor,  amounting  to  30  £ ; and  they  were  conveyed  in  1694 

Town  Lands,  to  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  in  the  payment  of  a debt  of  72 /.  which 

v, contmued- ^ had  been  borrowed  for  the  use  of  the  parish,  and  to  pay  20  s.  yearly  towards 

the  expenses  of  the  inhabitants,  at  their  annual  meeting  on  Easter  Tuesday, 
for  the  election  of  parish  officers  and  other  town  affairs,  and  to  distribute  or 
apply  the  residue  of  the  rents  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants,  and  for 
payment  of  all  fines,  taxes,  reparations  and  charges,  payable  in  respect  of  any 
premises  belonging  to  the  town,  and  reputed  to  be  town  lands,  and  for  such 
other  purposes,  for  the  benefit  of  the  parish,  as  the  trustees  should  conceive  most 
expedient ; with  a direction,  that  two  of  the  trustees  or  other  chief  inhabitants, 
should  be  chosen  yearly  on  Easter  Tuesday,  to  manage  the  trust  for  the  year; 
and  the  premises  were  last  conveyed  to  new  trustees  in  1742. 

The  property  called  the  Town  Lands,  is  under  the  management  of  the 
churchwardens,  and  the  whole  is  let  to  Thomas  Capon,  jun.  by  agreement,  for 
a term  of  seven  years,  of  which  about  two  are  unexpired,  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  55 /.  which  is  the  fair  annual  value. 

The  sum  of  14/.  a year,  the  proportion  of  the  rent  payable  in  respect  of  the 
land  called  Cannons  and  Cobalds,  is  applied  to  the  reparation  of  the  church  ; 
the  portion  of  income  derived  from  the  second  head  of  property  being  21  /. 
a year,  after  providing  for  repairs  of  the  buildings  comprized  under  that  head, 
which  of  late  have  been  considerable,  is  laid  out  with  other  funds,  partly  con- 
tributed by  the  overseers  out  of  the  poors’  rate,  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which 
are  sold  to  the  poor  at  a reduced  price ; and  the  portion  of  rent  payable  in 
respect  of  the  Queen’s  Head  premises,  being  20/.  a year,  is  applied  for  ordinary 
repairs,  and  in  payment  of  the  interest  and  the  gradual  liquidation  of  a debt  of 
300/.  borrowed  in  1809  for  extraordinary  reparation  and  improvements  of  those 
premises,  and  on  which  account  there  still  remains  due  the  sum  of  250/.  or 
thereabouts. 

Wright’s  Charity. 

Wright’s  Charity.  Three  pieces  of  land  in  Kettleburgh,  containing  7 a.  & lip.,  were  pur- 
chased with  102/.,  the  gift  of  Nathan  Wright , Esq.,  and  they  were  conveyed, 
the  27th  October  1657,  to  trustees,  upon  trust,  with  the  rents,  to  relieve  the 
necessities  of  the  poor  people  of  Dennington,  but  more  especially  to  bind  and 
place  out  poor  children  of  the  parish  as  apprentices. 

There  has  not  been  any  succeeding  appointment  of  trustees,  and  the  manage- 
ment of  the  land  having  devolved  upon  the  churchwardens,  it  is  let  by  them  to 
John  Grant,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  9/.  9 s.  a year,  but  the  rent  being  rather  below 
the  value,  the  land  is  about  to  be  let  afresh. 

The  whole  income  of  this  charity  is  applied  in  apprenticing  poor  children. 

Wright’s  Bread  Charity. 

Wj  i ghi’s  A close  of  copyhold  land  in  Framlingham,  called  Pitman’s  Grove,  containing 

Bread  Charity.  3 a.  & 34<p.,  was  purchased  with  50/.,  given  by  Robert  Wright  and  Nathan 
Wright  for  the  purpose,  and  was  surrendered,  in  August  1654,  to  the  use  of 
trustees,  to  the  intent  that  bread  should  be  distributed  to  the  poor  by  two- 
pence a week  for  three  of  the  most  poor  persons  and  aged  people,  according  to 
the  discretion  of  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and 
that  the  remainder  of  the  rent  should  be  laid  out,  at  their  discretion,  in  a coat, 
jerkin  or  waistcoat,  or  the  like  ; and  the  premises  were  again  surrendered,  in 
1763,  to  the  use  of  new  trustees,  of  the  survivor  of  whom  the  present  Earl  of 
Stradbrooke  is  the  customary  heir. 

The  land  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  to  William  Rivers,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  9 /•  a year,  which  is  the  full  annual  value;  and  the  rents  are  laid  out,  with 
other  funds  hereinbefore  referred  to,  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  sold 
to  the  poor  at  reduced  prices. 

Paul’s  Charity. 

Paul's  Charity.  John  Paul,  by  Will,  dated  the  15th  August  1688,  gave  to  the  town  of  Den- 
nington one-third  part  of  his  lands  in  Cratfield  to  the  use  of  the  poor  people  of 
the  said  town,  in  manner  following;  (that  is  to  say)  that  one-half  of  the  one- 
third  of  the  rents  of  the  lands  should  be  yearly  laid  out  in  bread,  and  given  out 
every  week  to  so  many  of  the  poorest  people  of  Dennington  as  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  should  think  to  have  most  need,  at  their  discretion,  and 
the  other  half  to  be  laid  out  to  buy  cloth  and  make  coats  for  poor  aged  or 

impotent 
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impotent  men  of  Dennington,  yearly,  against  Christmas  ; and  he  gave  to  the 
town  of  Laxfield  the  other  two-third  parts  of  the  said  lands  for  the  poor  people 
of  Laxfield,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  applied  to  the  same  purposes  and  in  the 
same  manner  for  the  poor  people  at  Laxfield. 

In  1694,  Nicholas  Ash  well,  heir  of  the  testator,  executed  a deed,  releasing 
his  interest  in  the  lands,  to  four  persons  as  trustees  for  Dennington,  and  eight 
persons  as  trustees  for  Laxfield,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  respective  parishes  to  receive  the  rents  in  the  proportions  and 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  will ; and  a part  of  the  lands,  which  is 
copyhold,  and  is  called  Willmans,  has  been  at  different  times  surrendered  to 
fresh  trustees. 

The  property  is  managed  by  the  parish  officers  of  Laxfield,  and  one-third 
part  of  the  rents,  at  present  7 1 • 15  s.  lid  a year,  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens 
of  Dennington.  This  money  is  partly  used  for  supplying,  weekly,  four  three- 
penny loaves,  which  are  given  away  every  Sunday,  and  the  remainder  of  it  is 
applied  in  purchasing  coats  for  six  poor  men,  three  of  them  selected  by  the 
rector  and  three  by  the  parishioners.

It  has  been  the  practice  to  enter  the  income  derived  from  the  several  estates 
and  charities  abovementioned  in  the  general  account  of  the  churchwardens, 
with  the  other  monies  received  by  them,  and  not  to  distinguish  specifically  on 
account  of  what  particular  charity  or  trust  the  several  payments  have  been 
respectively  made ; in  the  whole,  however,  a sum  exceeding  the  income  ap- 
pears to  have  been  applied  on  account  of  the  trusts.  The  present  rector  has 
been  at  much  pains  to  develope  and  distinguish  the  several  charitable  trusts, 
and  he  has,  with  the  help  of  an  able  assistant  residing  in  the  parish,  made  out  a 
statement  of  the  trusts  and  an  account  of  the  average  expenditure  in  the  pur- 
poses of  each  for  six  years  preceding  December  1827-  This  statement  is  sub- 
joined. The  rector  suggests  the  propriety,  in  which  we  concur,  of  separate 
accounts  being  kept  as  to  each  trust  or  charitable  object  in  books  kept  for  the 
purpose.  It  may,  perhaps,  be  also  expedient  that  new  trustees  should  be  ap- 
pointed and  conveyances  made  to  them  of  some  of  the  estates  ; but  as  some 
means  will  probably  ere  long  be  provided  by  legislative  enactment  for  facili- 
tating such  transfers  in  cases  where  difficulties  arise  from  long  neglect  to  renew 
trusts,  it  is  advisable,  we  think,  to  delay  for  a time  the  adoption  of  measures  for 
the  last-mentioned  purpose. 

The  Bell  Acre  Land. 

There  is  a piece  of  land  in  this  parish,  called  the  Bell  Acre,  the  rent  of  which,  The  Bell  Acre  Land, 
so  far  back  as  the  year  1536,  appears  to  have  been  received  by  the  church- 
wardens and  applied  to  the  general  purposes  of  their  office.  The  first  entry  of 
rent  is  of  the  sum  of  2 5.  4 d.,  and  the  rent  was  gradually  increased  until,  in 
1658,  it  amounted  to  155.  By  a deed,  dated  26th  October  1764,  reciting  that 
disputes  had  arisen  between  John  Clayton  and  the  minister,  churchwardens  and 
other  inhabitants  of  Dennington,  in  regard  to  the  right  which  the  inhabitants 
claimed  to  the  piece  of  land,  and  which  they  apprehended  to  lie  intermixed 
with  lands  of  the  said  John  Clayton,  called  Wells’s  Tenement,  which  had  been 
purchased  with  other  lands  by  John  Clayton’s  father  in  1756,  and  that,  for 
ending  such  disputes,  it  had  been  agreed  by  the  rector  and  churchwardens, 
on  behalf  of  themselves  and  the  rest  of  the  inhabitants,  that  John  Clayton 
should  pay  to  the  churchwardens  the  yearly  sum  of  10  s.,  and  the  inhabitants 
should  make  no  further  claim  to  the  piece  of  land,  the  said  John  Clayton 
granted  a rent-charge  of  105.  out  of  the  tenement  called  Wells,  and  the  lands 
thereto  belonging,  to  be  paid  to  the  churclwardens  on  the  29th  September  so 
long  as  the  inhabitants  should  make  no  further  claim  in  respect  of  the  Bell  Acre. 

The  sum  of  IO5.  a year  has,  since  1764,  been  received  by  the  churchwardens, 
and  is  now  paid  by  Mr.  Thomas  Capon,  the  proprietor  of  Wells’s  tenement, 
and  we  think  it  best,  for  all  parties  interested,  not  to  disturb  the  subsisting 
agreement. 

Warner’s  Charity. 

[5ee  the  account  of  this  as  a general  charity  in  this  Report.] 

The  trustees,  in  pursuance  of  the  foundress’s  direction,  pay,  through  the  Warner’s  Charity, 
medium  of  one  of  their  tenants,  51.  a year,  which  is  given  to  ten  poor  families 
of  Dennington,  five  of  them  selected  by  the  rector  and  five  by  the  inhabitants, 
being  such  poor  persons  as  do  not  receive  w eekly  relief  from  the  parish.

PARISH  OF  HORHAM. 

Town  Lands. 

A piece  of  land,  containing  about  4 acres,  in  the  parish  of  Debenham,  as  Horham 

to  which  no  deeds  or  writings  exist,  is  under  the  management  of  the  church-  

wardens,  and  is  let  to  Thomas  Blofield  for  sixteen  years,  from  Michaelmas  Town  Lands. 
1827,  at  the  annual  rent  of  7 1-  which  is  the  full  value.  The  rents  are 
carried,  agreeably  to  custom,  to  the  general  account  of  the  overseers  of  the 
poor,  and  applied,  with  the  money  raised  by  a poor’s  rate,  to  the  repairs  of  the 
church  and  the  support  of  the  parochial  poor. 

Doles. 

Girling’s. — The  yearly  sum  of  10  5.  given  by  the  Will  of  Richmond  Girling , Doles, 

who  died  in  1658,  charged  on  land  in  Stradbrook,  and  paid  by  Mr.  John 
Baldrey  the  occupier. 

Clubbe’s. — The  yearly  sum  of  65.  8^.  given  by  the  Will  of  the  Rev. 

John  Clitbbe,  who  died  in  1693,  charged  on  land  in  Horham,  containing  about 
3 acres,  and  paid  by  Mr.  James  Goddard  the  proprietor. 

Hynton’s. — The  yearly  sum  of  405.  given  by  the  Will  of  Lems  Hynton, 
who  died  in  1706,  charged  on  land  in  Horham,  and  paid,  after  a deduction 
of  65.  on  account  of  land  tax,  by  Mr.  Uriah  Bolton,  the  owner  and  occupier. 

These  doles  are  paid  to  the  churchwarden,  and  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is 
distributed  among  poor  persons  at  Christmas. 


PARISH  OF  HOXNE. 

Church  or  Hallowmas  Rents. 

There  are  certain  fee-farm  rents,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  51.  3s.  6d. 
a year,  payable  in  respect  of  sundry  parcels  of  land  in  this  parish,  which  are 
received  by  the  churchwardens  on  Hallowmas  or  All  Saints  Day,  and  are 
applied  for  the  reparation  and  service  of  the  church.  A schedule  of  the 
rents,  made  in  the  sixth  year  of  James  the  First,  is  in  existence ; but  no  other 
old  writings  are  to  be  met  with  relating  to  the  subject.

The  property  is  let  for  its  full  annual  value,  and  the  rents,  after  payment  of 
outgoings  in  respect  of  land  tax,  quit-rents,  repairs  of  the  cottages,  and  enter- 
tainment of  tenants  and  trustees,  are  applied  towards  payment  of  the  expenses 
of  the  churchwardens’  office ; in  payment  of  the  bell-ringers  ; in  occasional 
apprenticing  of  children  ; providing  bread  for  the  poor  to  the  amount  of  1 /. 
a year,  which  is  distributed  at  the  church  ; relieving  poor  people  in  urgent 
need,  and  in  reimbursing  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  money  expended  in  coals 
for  the  poor ; and  an  account  of  the  receipt  and  application  is  exhibited  yearly 
at  a town’s  meeting. 

Hobart’s  Gift. 

Mention  is  made  in  the  returns  of  charitable  donations  made  to  Parliament 
in  1736  of  a rent-charge  of  1 /.  a year,  devised  in  1710  by  John  Hobart  for  the 
poor  j but  of  this  charity  we  have  been  able  to  obtain  no  other  account. 
It  may  perhaps  be  in  effect  the  same  with  the  sum  of  1 /.  a year,  which  it  has 
been  usual  to  apply  out  of  the  rents  of  the  town  estate  in  purchasing  bread 
for  the  poor. 

The  Free  School. 

Thomas  Maynard , by  Will,  dated  the  8th  June  1734,  devised  his  real  estate 
in  the  parish  of  Hoxne,  to  Charles  Maynard,  afterwards  Charles  Lord  Maynard, 
upon  trust,  that  he  should  lay  out  a sum  not  exceeding  300  /.,  nor  less  than 
200/.,  upon  a convenient  house  fora  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress,  to  reside 
and  keep  school  at  Hoxne  ; and  he  declared  that  such  house  should  be  kept  in 
repair  by  the  said  Charles  Lord  Maynard,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  that  the 
said  Charles  Lord  Maynard,  his  heirs  or  assigns,  owners  of  the  testator’s  estates 
in  Hoxne,  should  appoint  a good  schoolmaster  and  schoolmistress  to  reside  and 
keep  school  in  such  house  ; the  schoolmaster  to  teach,  free,  all  such  boys  of  the 
parish  of  Hoxne  as  should  be  sent  to  him,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic, 
and  the  schoolmistress  to  teach,  free,  such  girls  of  the  said  parish  as  should  be 
sent  to  her,  reading,  writing  and  needle-work ; and  he  willed,  that  the  master 
and  mistress  should  be  appointed  by  the  said  Charles  Lord  Maynard,  his  heirs 
or  assigns,  owners  of  the  testator’s  estate  in  Hoxne,  and  be  removed  and  changed 
at  his  and  their  pleasure,  and  that  he  and  they  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  pro- 
fits of  the  said  estates  in  Hoxne,  pay  yearly  as  a salary  to  the  master,  40/., 
and  as  a salary  to  the  mistress,  10/. 

By  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,inrolled  in  Chancery,  dated  the  15th  January 
1761,  reciting  the  will,  and  that  the  testator  died  in  1742,  and  the  above  devise 
was  considered  void  under  the  statute  of  Mortmain,  but  the  said  Charles  Lord 
Maynard,  for  carrying  into  effect  the  said  charitable  intention,  had  purchased 
a tenement  in  Hoxne,  and  built  a room  for  a school,  and  fitted  up  a house  for 
a schoolmaster,  and  that  he  intended  to  build  another  house  for  a schoolmistress, 
and  that  he  had  appointed  a master  and  mistress  of  the  school,  and  had  paid 
them  respectively  the  salaries  of  40/.  and  10/.,  and  that  he  was  desirous  to  per- 
petuate the  charity  in  manner  therein  mentioned,  he  the  said  Charles 

Lord 
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Lord  Maynard  bargained  and  sold  unto  Charles  Earl  Cornwallis,  and  other 
trustees,  and  their  heirs,  the  said  messuage  and  schoolroom,  with  the  appurte- 
nances, upon  trust,  to  permit  the  master  and  mistress  to  dwell  in  the  said  mes- 
suage then  erected  and  intended  to  be  erected,  which  master  should  freely 
teach  in  the  schoolroom,  so  many  boys  of  and  belonging  to  the  parish  as  after 
mentioned,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  also  teach,  in  writing  and 
arithmetic,  so  many  of  the  girls  belonging  to  the  said  parish  as  after  mentioned, 
and  as  should  be  desirous  of  learning  the  same;  and  the  mistress  should  freely 
teach  in  the  schoolroom,  so  many  girls  of  and  belonging  to  the  parish  as  after 
mentioned,  reading,  needle-work  and  knitting;  and  it  was  declared,  that  the 
schoolmasters  and  schoolmistresses  should  be  nominated  and  appointed  and 
removed,  in  such  manner  as  in  the  will  above-mentioned ; that  the  number  of 
the  boys  should  not  exceed  40,  and  the  number  of  girls  not  exceed  20  at  a time, 
and  that  the  boys  and  girls  should  be  chosen  by  the  said  Lord  Maynard,  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  owners  for  the  time  being  of  the  manor  of  Hoxne,  and  the 
capital  messuage  called  Hoxne  Hall,  and  in  default  thereof,  by  the  vicar  of  the 
parish  of  Hoxne  for  the  time  being ; and  the  said  Charles  Lord  Maynard,  for 
himself,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  thereby  covenanted,  that  he  and  the  owners  of 
the  manor  and  messuage  aforesaid,  with  the  tenements  and  appurtenances 
thereto  belonging,  would,  at  all  times,  at  his  and  their  own  charges,  uphold  and 
repair  the  messuage,  tenement  and  schoolroom,  already  erected  and  to  be 
erected  as  aforesaid ; and  the  said  Lord  Maynard  thereby  granted  to  the  said 
trustees,  an  annuity  or  rent-charge  of  54/.  out  of  the  manor  of  Hoxne,  the 
messuage  of  Hoxne  Hall  and  the  premises  in  Hoxne,  in  the  deeds  mentioned, 
upon  trust,  to  pay  40/.,  part  thereof  as  a salary  to  the  master,  and  10/.  as  the 
mistress’s  salary,  and  to  lay  out  40  s.  in  coals  for  the  boys,  and  40 s.  in  coals 
for  the  girls  school ; and  the  deed  contained  a power  of  entry  and  distress  for 
non-payment,  and  a proviso  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees. 

New  trustees  were  appointed  by  indentures  of  17th  and  18th  April  1816, 
and  the  school  premises  and  annuity  were  thereby  assigned  to  and  vested 
in  them. 

The  school  premises  consist  of  a dwelling-house  for  the  master  and  school- 
room for  the  boys,  and  a dwelling-house  for  the  mistress  and  schoolroom 
for  the  girls. 

The  master,  who  was  appointed  in  1789»  teaches  between  thirty  and  forty 
boys  of  the  parish  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  as  free  scholars,  with 
other  children  as  pay  scholars,  and  he  receives  a salary  of  42  /. 

The  schoolmistress  teaches  girls  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  deed,  and 
has  generally  about  twenty  scholars ; her  salary  is  12  /.  a year. 

The  master  also  teaches  the  girls  in  the  way  directed  by  the  deed. 

The  salaries  are  paid  and  the  buildings  kept  in  repair  by  Sir  Edward 
Kerrison,  baronet,  the  present  lord  of  the  manor,  and  owner  of  the  mansion 
and  estates  mentioned  in  the  foundation  deed,  and  the  children  are  appointed 
on  his  behalf.

PARISH  OF  KELSALE. 

The  Kelsale  Charity. 

The  estates  belonging  to  this  charity,  which  are  partly  freehold  and  partly  Kelsale. 

copyhold,  have  arisen  under  many  different  old  grants  and  surrenders,  the  

trusts  or  purposes  of  which  can  in  few  instances  be  distinctly  ascertained.  The 

A general  deed  of  trust,  comprising  all  the  freehold  parts  of  the  estates,  was  Kelsale  Charity, 
made  in  August  1765,  and  the  trusts  thereby  declared  are,  “ That  the  rents 
should  be  employed  and  disposed  of  for  maintaining  a school  in  the  parish  of 
Kelsale,  wherein  10  or  more  of  the  poorest  children  and  inhabitants  of  and  in 
the  said  parish  should  be  educated  in  writing,  casting  of  accounts  or  grammar 
learning,  according  to  their  several  capacities,  and  placing  forth  such  poor 
children  of  the  parish,  as  the  trustees  of  the  charity  should  think  fit,  apprentices, 
or  to  maintain  such  of  the  grammar-scholars  at  the  university  of  Cambridge  as 
they,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  fit,  allowing  out  of  the  rents  unto 
the  schoolmaster  there,  being  by  the  trustees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  ap- 
pointed, the  sum  of  16/.  yearly,  and  in  case  the  number  of  scholars  should 
increase,  then  the  trustees  should  allow  to  the  schoolmaster  a further  sum,  not 
exceeding  4/. ; and  for  repairing  the  parish-church  of  Kelsale  as  there  should  be 
occasion ; and  the  overplus  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  be  distributed  for  the  use

year  1714,  when  that  part  of  the  estates  held  of  the  manor  of  Kelsale  was 
surrendered  upon  trust  “ after  payment  of  fines  and  quit  rents  to  the  lord  of 
the  manor  and  fees,  for  the  payment  of  an  annual  sum,  not  exceeding  30/.,  to 
such  person  as  the  trustees,  with  the  consent  of  the  said  lord  for  the  time  being, 
should  choose  to  be  a schoolmaster  within  the  parish  of  Kelsale,  to  teach  the 
boys  of  the  inhabitants  within  the  parish,  and  no  others ; and  the  residue  of 
the  rents  and  profits  for  the  necessary  repairs  of  the  church  of  Kelsale,  and  of 
the  several  messuages  and  tenements  upon  the  estates,  and  for  the  necessary 
relief  of  the  poor  and  indigent  inhabitants  of  the  parish  of  Kelsale.” 

The  last  appointment  of  new  trustees  was  in  1810,  on  which  occasion  the 
freehold  estates  were  conveyed  to  them,  and  they  were  admitted  to  the  copyhold 
estates  held  of  the  manor  of  Kelsale,  and  they  have  since  been  admitted  tenants 
of  the  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Middleton  ; but  there  has  been  no  surrender  or 
admission  as  to  the  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Westleton  for  a long  time  past. 

The  trustees  are  in  possession  of  all  the  property  known  to  have  belonged  to 
the  charity,  except  some  parts  which  have  been  exchanged  for  equivalent  pro- 
perty, and  it  has  been  the  custom  to  apply  the  rents  of  all  the  estates  as  one 
general  fund. 

The  present  trustees  are,  Sir  Charles  Blois,  bart.,  Charles  Streynsham  Col- 
linson,  esq.,  Edward  Fuller,  esq.,  the  Rev.  L.  R.  Brown,  rector  of  Kelsale,  the 
Rev.  Anthony  Collett  and  John  Rabett,  esq.  Two  of  the  trustees  act  as 
managers,  and  one  of  them  as  treasurer,  for  the  course  of  one  year.

The  general  purposes  for  which  the  revenues  are  applied,  after  payment  The 

of  land  tax,  quit-rents,  repairs  and  other  outgoings,  are,  the  support  of  a 

school  for  the  free  instruction  of  the  children  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  Kelsale,  v 

in  reading,  writing,  arithmetic,  English  grammar  and  practical  mathematics ; 
the  reparation  of  the  parish  church  ; providing  coals  for  the  poor ; the  pay- 
ment of  a contribution  to  a fund  for  supplying  clothes  to  the  poor  ; paying 
weekly  pensions  to  poor  widows  ; and  contributing  to  the  putting  out  of  poor 
children  apprentices,  half  of  the  premiums  being  paid  by  the  trustees,  and 
the  other  half  by  the  parish. 

The  salary  of  the  schoolmaster  is  50/.  a year,  to  which  it  was  raised  some 
time  ago  from  25 /.,  in  consideration  of  his  also  teaching  the  scholars  of  a Sunday 
school.  There  are  about  eighty-seven  children  in  the  school,  besides  a few 
pay  scholars,  and  about  thirty-seven  attend  the  Sunday  school.  The  trustees 
provide  books  as  rewards  or  for  encouragement  of  the  scholars,  the  expense  of 
which,  last  year,  was  9/.  Is.  9d. 

In  1827,  the  sum  expended  in  the  purchase  of  coals  for  the  poor  was 
7 51.  9 s.,  and  for  the  carriage  thereof  14/.  14  5.;  the  sum  of  10/.  was  con- 
tributed to  the  clothing  fund,  and  there  was  distributed  in  weekly  payments 
to  poor  widows  34/.  35.  6d. 

The  trustees  hold  meetings  once  a year,  when  the  accounts  are  settled. 

The  balance  in  hand  at  the  settlement  in  March  1828  was  74/.  15.  Ilf  d. 


Cutting’s  Charity. 

Edmund  Cutting , by  his  Will,  dated  9th  April  1639,  bequeathed  to  his  Cutting’s  Charity, 
nephew  Edmund  Cutting  certain  real  estates,  upon  condition  of  his  entering 
into  a security  for  providing  an  annual  payment  of  2/.  125.  to  be  bestowed 
in  bread,  12t/.  every  week,  among  twelve  poor  persons  inhabitants  of  Kelsale, 
to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor. 

In  performance  of  the  above  condition,  Edmund  Cutting  the  nephew,  by 
deed,  dated  the  10th  March  1641,  granted  to  Reynold  Rabett  and  four  other 
trustees  a yearly  rent-charge  of  525.  out  of  his  freehold  lands  at  Ashfield  in  the 
county  of  Suffolk,  and  other  freehold  lands  at  Peasenhall  and  Sibton,  in  the 
said  county,  payable  to  the  churchwarden  of  Kelsale  for  the  purposes  of  the 
will ; and  the  rent-charge  was  afterwards  assigned  to  new  trustees  by  deed, 
dated  20th  March  1701. 

This  rent-charge  is  paid  in  respect  of  land  at  Peasenhall,  the  property  of 
Mr.  Steel  of  Clopton,  and  the  money  is  distributed  weekly  in  bread  at 
Kelsale  church. 

Eade’s  Gift. 

Stephen  Eade,  by  Will,  dated  the  8th  June  1716,  charged  his  six  pieces  of  Eade’s  Gift, 
copyhold  land  in  Carlton,  now  the  property  of  E.  Fuller,  esq.  with  the  payment 
of  8/.  a year  to  the  churchwardens  of  Carlton,  of  which  he  directed  that 
405.  a year  should  be  employed  for  the  poor  of  Kelsale  every  Christmas-day, 
after  service  and  sermon  at  the  church.  The  sum  of  40  5.  is  annually  re- 
ceived from  the  churchwardens  of  Carlton,  and  it  used  to  be  distributed  in 
bread,  but  for  the  last  three  or  four  years  it  has  been  applied  in  aid  of  the 
subscription  clothing  fund. 

Grimsby’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Grimsby,  in  or  about  the  year  1754,  gave  100/.  the  interest  thereof  to  Grimsby’s  Charity, 
be  distributed  in  bread,  every  Lord’s-day,  to  the  poor  attending  divine  service. 

The  principal  sum  of  100/.  is  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Rabett  at  interest 
of  5/.  per  cent,  on  the  security  of  a promissory  note,  and  the  interest  is  laid 
out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  with  that  provided  under  Cutting’s  Gift. 


Filmer’s  Gift. 

The  only  account  we  have  hitherto  obtained  of  this  charity  is,  that  Sir 
Beversham  Filmer , late  of  East  Sutton  Park,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  baronet, 
left  2 /.  a year  for  the  poor  of  Kelsale,  to  be  distributed  in  bread  by  the  church- 
wardens; and  that  the  sum  of  2/.  a year  is  accordingly  remitted  by  Sir  John 
Filmer,  baronet,  through  the  medium  of  Messrs.  Barclay  & Co.  bankers  in 
London,  to  the  churchwardens  of  Kelsale.  The  money  used  to  be  laid  out  in 
bread,  but  of  late  has  been  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  the  annuity  received 
under  Eade’s  charity,  as  being  a mode  of  application  more  beneficial  to  the  poor.

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PARISH  OF  LAXFIELD. 

Parish  and  Charity  Estates. 

The  following  estates,  the  gift  or  acquisition  of  which  respectively,  so  far 
as  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  is  stated  below,  are  under  the  order  and 
management  of  the  churchwardens  for  the  time  being : 

1.  A messuage  called  the  Town  House,  and  a cottage,  both  occupied  by 
poor  persons,  some  of  them  being  parish  paupers. 

These  premises  are  copyhold.  The  Town  House  has  from  a remote  time 
been  vested  in  trustees,  to  the  intent  the  rents  thereof  should  be  applied  to  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  ; and  the  cottage  was  purchased  about  nine  years 
ago  on  behalf  of  the  parishioners. 

2.  A farm  in  the  parishes  of  Wilby  and  Brundish,  comprising  a house  and 
28  a.  2r.  38  p.  of  land,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Stannard  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  42/.  a year,  subject  to  a deduction  of  31.  Gs.  8 d.  for  quit-rent  and  land-tax. 

This  farm  has  from  ancient  time  been  vested  in  trustees,  in  trust,  to  permit 
the  churchwardens  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  use  of  the  church  and 
poor  of  the  parish  of  Laxfield.  The  last  conveyance  to  new  trustees  was 
in  1772. 

3.  A farm,  comprising  a house,  barn,  and  9 a.  2r.  9p.  of  land,  in  the  parish 
of  Weybread,  let  to  John  Fish  as  yearly  tenant,  at  20/.  a year,  subject  to  a 
deduction  of  1 /.  12 s.  2 d.  for  land-tax  and  quit-rent. 

This  property  was  purchased  for  the  use  of  the  parish  in  1629 ; and  the  sum 
of  126/.  has  been  lately  expended  by  the  churchwardens  in  re-building  the 
house  and  erecting  the  barn. 

4.  A house  with  outbuildings  and  43  a.  2r.  37 p.  of  land,  in  the  parish  of 
Carlton  Colvil,  part  whereof  was  an  allotment  made  on  an  inclosure  about 
30  years  ago.  This  farm  is  held  by  Mr.  Pearce  under  a lease,  now  about  to 
expire,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  7 5 /.  subject  toa  deduction  of  31.  Os.  3^  d.  for  land- 
tax,  free  rent  and  sewers  rate. 

As  to  this  property  we  find,  from  the  writings  in  the  hands  of  the  church- 
wardens, that  John  Page , otherwise  Baxter,  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1566,  gave 
power  to  his  executors  to  sell  his  estate  at  Carlton,  to  the  intent  that  the  yearly 
sum  of  3 /.  should  be  paid  to  the  town  of  Dunwich  for  the  poor  thereof,  and 
the  sum  of 40s.  to  the  town  of  Laxfield  for  the  poor  thereof;  and  that  by  a 
deed  dated  the  6th  April,  11  Elizabeth,  the  executors  conveyed  the  estate  in 
Carlton  to  trustees,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  bailiffs  and  four  other  honest  men 
of  Dunwich  to  receive  3/.  a year  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  to 
be  disposed  of  at  their  discretion  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Dunwich, 
and  to  permit  the  churchwardens  and  four  honest  men  of  Laxfield  to  receive 
the  sum  of  40  s.  a year  out  of  the  rents  of  the  said  premises,  to  be  distributed 
at  their  discretion  among  the  poor  inhabitants  of  Laxfield.  The  estate  was 
conveyed,  in  1600,  to  twenty-four  persons  as  new  trustees,  twelve  of  them 
being  of  Dunwich  and  twelve  of  Laxfield  ; but  we  do  not  find  any  more  recent 
conveyance,  and  for  a long  time  the  property  has  been  under  the  management 
of  the  churchwardens  of  Laxfield  and  the  chamberlains  of  the  corporation  of 
Dunwich,  and  it  has  been  the  custom  to  appropriate  five-ninths  of  the  rents  to 
Dunwich  and  four-ninths  to  Laxfield. 

We  have  been  unable  to  procure  a copy  of  the  will  from  the  ecclesiastical 
registry,  or  to  ascertain  what  were  the  ulterior  trusts  beyond  the  payment  of 
31.  and  2/.  a year,  for  which  it  was  intended  the  estates  should  be  held  by  the 
trustees,  to  whom  the  same  were  conveyed ; nor  can  any  information  be  pro- 
cured tending  to  explain  the  circumstance  under  which  the  rents  came  to  be 
divided  between  the  two  parishes  in  the  proportions  above  mentioned.  There 
has  not  been  in  either  parish  any  specific  or  distinct  application  of  the  sums 
mentioned  in  the  will,  or  of  any  part  of  the  rents  for  the  poor ; but  in  Laxfield 
the  share  of  rent  has  been  mixed  with  the  funds  considered  to  be  applicable 
to  the  reparation  of  the  church,  or  other  public  uses  of  the  parishioners,  and 
the  chamberlains  of  the  corporation  of  Dunwich  have  carried  their  share  of 
the  rents  to  their  general  account,  the  same  being  considered  as  belonging  to 
the  corporation.  It  appears  to  us,  that  under  these  circumstances  it  would  be 
difficult  to  establish  that  the  estate  is  held  specifically  in  trust  for  the  poor ; 

but 
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but  we  think  the  particular  sums  mentioned  in  the  will  should  be  set  apart  Laxfield.

5.  Two  undivided  third  parts  of  fourteen  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Crat-  Estates, 

field,  which  land  is  let  to  William  Smith  as  yearly  tenant,  at  28/.  a year,  and  v continued. 
producing,  after  all  deductions,  2 31.  7 5.  9d.  a year.  One-third  of  this  land 

belongs  to  the  poor  of  Dennington. 

The  land  was  derived  under  the  gift  of  John  Paul  in  1688,  as  to  which  we 
refer  to  the  Report  of  Charities  in  the  parish  of  Dennington,  and  it  is  in  the 
course  of  being  conveyed  to  new  trustees,  eight  of  them  for  the  parish  of 
Laxfield  and  four  for  Dennington. 

6.  A piece  of  copyhold  land  in  the  parish  of  Laxfield,  containing  about 
3 £ acres,  let  to  Richard  Spalding  as  yearly  tenant,  at  6/.  a year. 

This  land  was  devised  by  John  Smith , by  will,  dated  the  25th  June  1718, 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  the  intent  that  the  rents 
should  be  laid  out  in  buying  bread  to  be  distributed  every  Lord’s-day  amongst 
poor  people  of  the  town  of  Laxfield,  at  the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens 
and  overseers. 

7.  A rent-charge  of  2/.  12.?.  a year  for  bread  for  the  poor,  formerly  devised 
or  given  by  one  John  Borrett,  and  which  is  paid  to  the  churchwardens  out 
of  an  estate  in  Laxfield,  belonging  to  Lord  Huntingfield. 

The  estates  above-mentioned  appear  to  be  let  upon  proper  terms,  and  as  far  as 
can  be  ascertained  the  rents  have  been  uniformly  blended  together  in  one 
account  with  the  rates  collected  by  the  churchwardens,  and  applied,  after 
deducting  the  expense  of  repairs  on  the  estates,  which  of  late  have  been  consi- 
derable, and  other  outgoings,  in  the  reparation  of  the  church  and  the  payment 
of  other  charges  incidental  to  the  office  of  the  churchwardens,  and  partly  in 
providing  bread  and  coals  for  poor  persons.  It  does  not  apper  that  any  parti- 
cular proportion  of  the  income  has  been  treated  as  specifically  applicable  to  the 
benefit  of  the  poor ; but  on  an  average  of  the  last  three  years  there  has  been  a 
yearly  expenditure  of  SI.  7 5.  in  bread,  and  14/.  105.  in  coals,  regularly  distri- 
buted, besides  occasional  expenditure  in  blankets,  and  in  a further  supply  of  coals. 

It  would  be  desirable  we  think  that  the  funds  to  be  applied  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor,  should  be  carried  to  a separate  account,  and  that  the  directions  of  the  dif- 
ferent donors  should  be  attended  to  as  closely  as  circumstances  will  allow.  The 
separate  account  should  include  3/.  a year  under  Page’s  gift,  the  rent-charge  of 
2/.  125.  a year,  the  clear  income  resulting  from  the  share  of  Paul’s  Charity 
Estate,  and  the  rents  of  the  land  devised  by  John  Smith  ; and  as  to  any  interest 
which  the  poor  may  be  considered  entitled  to  under  the  other  donations  not 
exclusively  made  for  their  benefit,  it  appears  to  us  that  the  yearly  sum  of  10/. 
or  thereabouts,  subject  to  proportional  variation  as  the  rents  of  the  estates 
may  fall  or  be  advanced,  may  be  properly  considered  a satisfaction  for  such 
interest,  and  that  it  is  preferable  some  small  definite  sum  should  be  carried  to 
the  separate  account  for  the  poor,  than  that  the  surplus  only  of  the  income,  after 
providing  for  the  general  disbursements  of  the  churchwardens,  should  be  so 
appropriated  for  the  poor.  We  also  think  that  in  the  distribution  of  the  charity 
funds,  a preference  should  be  given  to  such  poor  persons  as  subsist  or  endeavour 
to  subsist  without  parochial  relief. 

John  Smith’s  Charity. 

John  Smith , by  Will,  dated  25th  June  1718,  devised  his  manor  of  Stad-  ^ciiarit''1' * 
haugh,  in  Laxfield,  and  all  his  freehold  lands  in  that  parish,  to  the  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor,  upon  trust,  that  they  should  apply  the  rents 
of  the  first  year,  or  first  year  and  a half,  towards  building  a convenient  school- 
house  in  the  parish,  and  he  directed  that,  towards  the  endowment  of  the 
school  and  for  the  teaching  and  educating  of  20  poor  boys  of  the  parish,  to  be 
chosen  and  approved  of  by  the  churchwardens,  overseers  and  principal  inhabi- 
tants in  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  the  yearly  sum  of  40/.,  part  of  the 
income  of  the  estate,  should  be  paid  to  some  learned  and  proper  schoolmaster, 
to  be  chosen  as  aforesaid,  who  should  have  no  preferment  in  the  church  or 
otherwise  so  as  to  take  him  from  his  attendance  in  the  school ; and  that  the 
yearly  sum  of  40/.,  other  part  of  the  income,  should  be  yearly  applied  towards 
putting  out  apprentice  eight  of  such  20  poor  children  to  some  good  handicraft 
trade,  at  5/.  per  head,  such  eight  children  to  be  also  chosen  by  the  church? 
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wardens,  overseers  and  principal  inhabitants  ; and  he  ordered  that  the  overplus 
of  the  yearly  income  should  be  preserved  towards  keeping  the  estate  and  premises 
in  repair  and  good  heart,  and  if  not  required  for  that  purpose,  should  be  yearly 
employed  as  an  additional  sum  towards  the  preferring  such  eight  poor  children 
so  to  be  put  out  apprentice  as  aforesaid,  to  better  trades  and  employments. 

Under  this  devise  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  receive  the  profits  of  the 
manor  of  Stadhaugh,  consisting  of  quit-rents  and  free-rents  to  the  amount  of 
31.  13,?.  9 d.  a year,  and  some  occasional  fines  of  small  amount,  and  the  rents  of 
the  testator’s  other  property,  consisting  of  a farm,  comprising  a house,  out- 
buildings and  about  112a.  1r.  25p.  of  land;  which  is  let  to  Mrs.  Elizabeth 
Reed,  on  lease,  for  eight  years,  from  Michaelmas  1827,  at  the  annual  rent  of 
180/.,  being  the  full  annual  value,  but  subject  to  outgoings  for  land-tax, 
insurance,  &c.,  which  amount  to  12/.  a year,  or  thereabouts. 

A school-room  was  erected  pursuant  to  the  testator’s  directions ; and  a school- 
master, who  is  chosen  as  directed  by  the  will,  receives  the  salary  of  40/.  a year, 
and  instructs  20  boys  as  free  scholars  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  with 
other  children,  who  are  educated  at  the  expense  of  their  parents ; and  the  school 
appears  to  be  satisfactorily  conducted. 

In  a general  way,  four  of  the  free  scholars  are  apprenticed  yearly,  being 
usually  as  many  as  masters  can  be  found  for ; but  the  sum  of  5 /.  is  now  insuf- 
ficient to  put  out  an  apprentice,  and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  generally 
pay  from  15 1.  to  20/.  with  each  boy  apprenticed,  and  they  also  occasionally 
supply  clothing  to  the  boys  during  their  apprenticeship. 

For  some  time  past  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  have  been  used  to  allow 
out  of  the  income  about  51.  a year  to  a schoolmistress  for  teaching  12  poor 
girls  to  read,  knit  and  sew,  and  4/.  or  5 1.  a year  towards  the  support  of  a 
Sunday  school ; and  as  these  objects  have  a near  affinity  to  the  specific  purposes 
contemplated  by  the  founder,  it  appears  to  us  such  allowances,  as  well  as  the 
addition  to  the  premiums  of  the  apprentices,  might  properly  be  given  and  paid 
out  of  an  income  much  more  than  adequate  to  effect  the  testator’s  declared 
purposes ; but  since  1806,  up  to  which  time  the  unapplied  balances  were 
carried  forward  in  account,  the  churchwardens  have  been  used  to  transfer  or 
carry  over  the  surplus  funds  to  their  general  account,  and  apply  them,  with  the 
other  funds  under  their  control,  indiscriminately  to  the  payment  of  the  different 
public  or  parochial  charges  to  which  the  parishioners  are  liable,  the  balances 
carried  over  being  frequently  from  70/.  to  80/.  in  a year;  and  in  this  respect, 
it  appears  to  us,  they  have  been  guilty  of  a serious  breach  of  trust,  nor  is  it,  we 
apprehend,  a sufficient  excuse  that,  as  it  is  alleged,  the  parish  officers  were  not 
in  possession,  until  lately,  of  a copy  of  the  testator’s  will,  and  that  the  testator’s 
declared  intentions  were  fully  satisfied  as  far  as  circumstances  would  permit. 

It  would  be  difficult,  or  impossible  perhaps,  to  recover  the  misapplied  funds, 
and  it  does  not  appear  to  us  expedient  to  recommend  the  institution  of  pro- 
ceedings for  such  purpose,  but  the  surplus  income  of  the  charity  ought  in  future, 
we  think,  to  be  wholly  applied  in  extension  of  the  objects  or  purposes  actually 
declared  by  the  testator,  and  subject  thereto,  in  the  way  of  effecting  charitable 
objects  of  a similar  kind ; and  on  consideration  of  all  the  circumstances  which 
fell  under  our  notice  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the 
number  of  free  scholars  should  be  increased  to  25,  or  a larger  number  if  occasion 
should  afterwards  require  it,  and  that  the  sum  of  2 /.  a year  should  be  paid  to 
the  master  for  the  education  of  each  child  above  the  original  number  of  20 ; 
that  as  many  of  the  original  and  additional  free  scholars  should  be  yearly  ap- 
prenticed as  masters  can  be  found  for,  and  that  the  amount  of  the  apprentice 
fee  should  be  limited  only  by  considerations  of  prudence  or  expediency;  that 
the  number  of  girls  taught  by  the  schoolmistress  should,  if  desirable,  be  increased, 
and  the  sum  of  12  s.  a year  should  be  allowed  her  for  the  instruction  of  each 
girl ; that  the  girls  should  have  the  privilege  of  being  instructed  by  the  school- 
master in  writing  and  arithmetic,  and  that  he  should  be  allowed  1 /.  a year  for 
each  girl  so  instructed  ; and  that  the  sum  of  8 /.  a year  should  be  allowed  for 
the  support  of  a Sunday  school.  We  also  think,  that  a regular  account  should 
be  kept  in  a book  for  the  purpose,  of  the  whole  receipt  and  expenditure;  that 
the  accounts  should  be  settled  annually,  and  be  exhibited,  at  convenient  times 
when  required,  to  any  of  the  parishioners  for  their  inspection  ; that  the  balance 
remaining  at  the  end  of  each  year  should  be  carried  forward  in  account,  and 
that  it  the  funds  of  the  charity  prove  more  than  sufficient,  they  should  be  applied 
in  a further  extension  of  the  different  objects  above  mentioned,  such  of  the 

objects 
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objects  being  preferred  to  others  as  they  stand  in  the  above  order  and  arrange- 
ment. We  also  think,  that  if  it  be  expedient  for  the  better  administration  of 
the  charity,  the  parish  officers  should  employ  a proper  person  to  keep  the 
accounts  and  act  as  their  agent,  and  that  they  will  be  justified  in  allowing  such 
person  a moderate  stipend  in  respect  of  such  employment. 

Being  of  opinion  that,  such  a course  of  application  of  the  surplus  rents  as  is 
mentioned  above  would  be  sanctioned  by  a court  of  equity,  and  the  parish 
officers  and  other  inhabitants  who  attended  us  having  expressed  their  consent 
to  the  adoption  of  such  a course,  we  apprehend  it  is  not  expedient  that  a suit 
for  the  regulation  of  this  charity  should  at  present  be  instituted  ; but  if  the 
charity  be  not  hereafter  administered,  in  substance,  according  to  the  method 
above  pointed  out,  or  some  similar  mode,  we  think  the  interference  of  a court 
of  equity  will  properly  be  called  for  in  this  case. 

Ward’s  Charity. 

Ann , the  wife  of  Charles  Ward,  by  Will,  dated  the  2d  August  1721,  in 
execution  of  a power  of  appointment  given  by  indentures  of  the  24th  and  25th 
November  17 10,  limited  and  appointed  the  several  messuages,  lands  and  tenements 
in  the  said  indentures  mentioned,  and  all  her  estate  in  Laxfield,  Dennington  and 
Brundish,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  to  her  husband  for  life,  on  condition  that 
he  should,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  pay  10/.  a year  for  the  benefit  of  poor 
children  in  Laxfield,  to  be  taught  to  read  and  write,  and  to  pay  to  the  poor  of 
the  several  parishes  of  Mileham  and  Laxfield  5 /.  each  ; and  after  his  decease, 
she  devised  the  said  premises  to  Mary  and  Lucy,  her  sisters,  for  their  respective 
lives,  and  to  the  issue  of  their  bodies,  equally,  with  the  ultimate  remainder  to 
Robert  Bence,  of  Sibton,  his  heirs  and  assigns,  in  trust,  and  upon  condition 
that  he  and  his  heirs  should,  yearly,  after  the  decease  of  her  sisters  without 
issue,  pay  to  Sir  John  Rous,  bai  t.,  and  other  trustees  therein  named,  and  their 
respective  heirs,  and  to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor 
of  Laxfield  for  the  time  being,  or  to  such  of  them  as  any  three  or  more  of 
them,  under  their  hands  and  seals,  should  from  time  to  time  order  and  direct, 
the  yearly  sum  of  25/.  by  quarterly  payments,  without  deduction,  and  with 
power  of  entry  for  non-payment ; and  she  directed  5 /.  thereof  to  be  applied 
yearly  towards  the  maintenance  of  a clergyman’s  widow,  to  be  chosen  by  her 
trustees,  who  should  be  in  real  want,  and  living  within  the  diocese  of  Norwich, 
and  20/.,  the  residue  thereof,  to  be  applied  towards  the  yearly  education  of  ten 
children,  boys  and  girls,  living  within  the  town  of  Laxfield,  and  whose  parents 
should  be  inhabitants  of  the  said  town,  and  not  owners  of  any  real  or  personal 
.estate  exceeding  50/.  value,  to  be  instructed  by  a schoolmaster  to  be  resident 
in  the  said  town,  and  who  should  use  no  other  profession  except  that  of  school- 
master, unless  vicar  or  curate  of  the  same  parish  ; and  she  desired  that  no 
children  should  be  admitted  but  between  the  years  of  six  and  fourteen,  and  none 
remain  there  after  fourteen,  and  their  learning  to  be  English  only,  or  so  far 
further  as  might  be  necessary  to  enable  them  to  spell  truly ; and  she  desired 
that  they  should  be  taught  writing  and  arithmetic,  but  more  especially  the  fun- 
damentals of  Christianity,  and  in  order  thereto,  be  instructed  in  the  church 
catechism  ; and  she  directed  that  her  trustees,  or  any  five  of  them,  whereof  Sir 
John  Rous,  Sir  Robert  Kemp,  and  Sir  Charles  Blois,  and  their  heirs  for  ever, 
should  be  three,  should  have  the  appointment  and  displacing  of  the  children 
&nd  schoolmaster  from  time  to  time  as  they  should  think  fit ; and  that  in  case 
the  vicar  or  curate  of  Laxfield  should  think  fit  to  accept  the  place  of  school- 
master, and  in  all  things  demean  himself  according  to  the  intent  of  her  will, 
he  might  be  preferred  before  any  other  person,  but  not  to  displace  any  former 
master  without  such  reasons  as  her  said  trustees  should  think  just. 

In  1746  the  estate  became  vested  in  possession  in  Robert  Bence,  under  the 
limitations  of  the  will,  and  it  is  now  vested  in  the  trustees  of  the  will  of  the  late 
Robert  Sparrow,  esq.  under  which  the  Earl  of  Gosford  has  an  estate  or  interest 
for  life. 

\ The  sum  of  20/.  a year  is  paid  by  the  tenant  of  Lord  Gosford,  of  a farm  in 
X-axfield,  to  a schoolmaster,  for  teaching  ten  boys  to  read  and  write,  and  he 
instructs  them  accordingly;  but  the  schoolmaster  having  been  long  in  the  situa- 
tion, it  is  represented  that  the  school  is  at  present  not  very  efficiently  conducted, 

The  sum  of  10/.  a year  is  also  paid  as  on  account  of  this  charity  by  the  tenant 
pf  another  farm  of  Lord  Gosford,  in  Laxfield,  to  a schoolmistress  for  teaching 
Rep.  21.  3 Z ten 
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ten  girls  to  read,  knit  and  sew,  and  who  are  intructed  with  the  girls  sent  to  school 
under  Smith’s  charity.  The  latter  payment  appears  to  have  been  substituted 
for  the  payment  of  51.  a year  for  a clergyman’s  widow,  mentioned  in  the  will, 
but  whether  such  substitution  was  effected  by  an  appointment  by  codicil,  or  in 
what  other  way,  we  have  not  found  means  to  ascertain. 

The  boys  and  girls  are  appointed  by  the  parishioners. 

Garneys’  Charity. 

William  Garneys,  by  Deed,  dated  5th  April,  8th  Henry,  conveyed  to  feoffees 
all  his  lands  and  tenements  in  Laxfield,  Badyngham,  Ubbeston  and  Havening- 
ham,  and  elsewhere  in  Suffolk,  and  by  his  Will,  dated  the  20th  January  1455, 
he  desired  the  said  feoffees  to  enfeoff  or  grant  to  William  Hoo  and  others,  as 
trustees,  and  their  heirs,  an  annual  rent-charge  of  46 s.  8 d.  payable  at  Easter 
and  Michaelmas  out  of  the  said  premises,  to  the  intent  that  4 s.  4 d.  thereof 
should  be  paid  to  the  vicar  of  Laxfield  for  performing  certain  masses,  and  the 
residue  should  be  distributed  amongst  the  poor  and  indigent  people  of  Laxfield, 
and  applied  for  the  repairs  of  the  ways  there  and  in  other  towns  adjoining,  and 
in  such  other  fit  works  as  the  trustees  in  their  discretion  should  think  fit. 

The  rent-charge  was  granted  accordingly  to  trustees,  and  was  afterwards,  at 
different  times,  granted  or  assigned  to  fresh  trustees ; but  there  appears  to  be  no 
deed  relating  to  it  of  a date  subsequent  to  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth. 

The  property  subject  to  the  rent-charge  is  described  in  the  deeds  as  a tene- 
ment and  lands  called  Parker’s,  in  Ubbeston  ; a tenement  called  Spycer’s,  in 
Laxfield;  a tenement  called  Garneys,  in  Laxfield,  Badingham  and  Dennington; 
a tenement  called  Marcamitv’s,  in  Badingham,  with  lands  called  Rongtones, 
Pygotts,  Wolveins  and  Rushbuske,  in  the  same ; and  an  inclosure,  called  Hert’s 
Close,  in  Laxfield. 

As  to  this  annuity,  we  find  that  two  several  sums  of  20  5.  each  were  paid  on 
account  or  in  satisfaction  thereof,  in  and  previous  to  the  year  169L  and  that 
these  payments  afterwards  continued  to  be  made,  one  of  them  in  respect  of 
lands  which  at  present  belong  to  the  Earl  of  Gosford,  and  the  other  in  respect 
of  land  in  Laxfield,  which  belonged  to  a Mr.  Nicholas  Jacob,  and  afterwards 
to  the  Rev.  Robert  Settle,  and  was  sold  in  1782  to  Mathias  Kerrison,  esq. 
and  by  him,  in  or  about  the  year  1800,  to  Mr.  William  Wright,  and  which  now 
belongs  to  Mr.  Simon  Balday  under  a purchase  from  Wright. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  a year,  out  of  Lord  Gosford  s property,  wras  regularly  paid  by 
the  occupier  of  a farm  of  150  acres  in  Laxfield,  called  Parkfield,  and  was  dis- 
tributed by  the  churchwardens  among  poor  persons  up  to  the  year  1821,  when 
Robert  Sparrow,  esq.  the  late  proprietor  of  the  estate,  died,  and  the  payment 
was  from  that  time  discontinued  ; but  in  consequence  of  an  application  wTe 
caused  to  be  made,  a letter  has  been  received  from  his  lordship’s  solicitor, 
stating,  that  an  order  had  been  given  that  the  arrears  should  be  paid,  and  the 
payment  of  the  annuity  of  1 1.  should  be  continued  in  future. 

The  other  annuity  of  1 /.  was  regularly  paid  until  1782,  the  time  of  Mr.  Ker- 
rison’s  purchase,  but  though  applications  were  repeatedly  made  to  the  owmers 
of  the  land  for  the  time  being  for  payment  of  the  annuity,  nothing  has  been 
received  on  that  account  since  1782.  It  appears  to  us  there  are  no  means  of 
enforcing  payment  of  the  arrears  without  a suit  of  equity ; but  under  all  the 
circumstances  of  this  case,  and  considering  the  great  expense  that  would  attend 
such  a proceeding,  the  expediency  of  instituting  a suit  for  this  purpose  may 
be  considered  questionable. 


PARISH  OF  MENDHAM. 

Dennington’s  Gift. 

William  Dennington,  by  Will,  dated  29th  March  1725,  devised  his  lands  and 
tenements  in  Shimpling,  in  Norfolk,  to  William  Dennington  the  elder,  and  his 
heirs,  upon  condition  that  he  and  they  should,  on  the  first  Sunday  in  every 
month,  distribute  and  deliver  at  the  parish  church  of  Mendham  twelve  penny 
loaves  of  good  wheat  bread  to  twelve  of  the  poorest  people  of  that  parish, 
as  well  within  the  county  of  Norfolk  as  the  county  of  Suffolk  ; and  in  default  of 
such  delivery  of  the  bread,  he  willed,  that  the  churclnvardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor  of  the  said  parish  should  enter  upon  the  said  lands  and  tenements  and  dis- 
train for  the  arrears  ; and  he  also  willed,  that  2s.  a year  should  be  paid  out  of 
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his  estate  at  Sliimpling  to  the  sexton  of  Mendham  for  looking  after  his  grave  and 
that  of  his  late  wife  in  Mendham  church-yard. 

In  performance  of  the  condition,  the  sum  of  12s.  a year  is  paid  by  Mr.  Cooke 
of  Shimpling,  as  occupier  of  the  estate  or  agent  of  the  owner,  and  the  money  is  laid 
out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  at  Christmas  among  poor  people. 

The  sum  of  2s.  a year  is  also  received  by  the  sexton. 

Rant’s  Gift. 

Mention  is  made  in  the  Parliamentary  Returns  of  1736,  of  2 1.  a year  being 
paid  by  a person  named  Rant,  on  account  of  a charity  for  apprenticing  poor 
children  ; but  no  particulars  of  the  donation  are  given.  The  payment  of  the 
annuity  has  long  ceased,  and  no  account  of  the  charity  can  be  obtained.

Welton’s  Charity. 

John  Welton,  by  Will,  dated  3d  June  1556,  devised  as  follows : “ I give  and 
bequeath  unto  William  my  son,  my  tenement  called  Lovedays,  with  all  the 
lands,  meadows  and  pastures  thereto  belonging,  with  the  appurtenances,  situate, 
lying  and  being  in  Metfield  aforesaid  : Item,  I give  and  bequeath  to  William 
my  son,  one  pightle  lying  in  Withersdale,  containing,  by  estimation,  three  acres, 
within  the  way,  and  the  said  William  to  pay  and  distribute  to  the  poor  people 
dwelling  in  Metfield,  yearly,  for  the  said  pightle  as  much  money  as  it  shall  be 
yearly  worth  to  let : Also  I will,  and  my  mind  and  intent  is,  that  the  heirs  of  the 
said  William  do  see  they  that  have  my  tenement  called  Lovedays,  shall  have  the 
said  pightle,  paying  yearly  to  the  poor  people,  as  long  as  the  world  shall  endure, 
so  much  money  as  it  shall  be  yearly  worth  to  let.” 

On  account  of  this  donation,  an  annual  sum  of  money  has  been  distributed 
among  the  poor  by  the  churchwardens,  being  received  by  them  from  the  owner 
for  the  time  being  of  a piece  of  ground  lying  in  Withersdale,  and  adjoining  the 
parish  of  Metfield,  containing  about  six  acres,  part  of  which  used  to  be  called  the 
Poor  Man’s  Pightle.  This  land,  which  is  worth  at  least  1 1.  an  acre  to  let,  was  sold 
about  nineteen  years  ago,  with  other  property,  by  Mr.  William  Chase  to 
Mr.  John  Daniel  Burkett,  the  present  owner,  and  it  is  occupied  by  Mr.  William 
Chase,  as  his  tenant.  Since  1663,  the  sum  paid  annually  for  the  Poor  Man’s 
Tightle  has  been  1/.  105.,  excepting  that,  in  a few  instances,  it  has  been  some- 
what less,  and  that  for  twelve  years  past  Mr.  Chase  has  paid  40s.  a year ; 
but  he  represents  the  addition  of  10s.  as  his  contribution  to  a fund  raised 
among  the  parishioners  by  subscription  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  in  aug- 
mentation of  the  dole.  Under  all  circumstances,  and  considering  on  the  one 
hand  that  by  the  terms  of  the  will  the  yearly  value  of  the  land  therein  men- 
tioned and  described  as  three  acres  by  estimation,  is  directed  to  be  distributed, 
and,  on  the  other,  that  the  land  called  the  Poor  Man’s  Pightle  cannot  now,  from 
the  removal  of  fences  and  other  causes,  be  identified  with  any  precision, 
and  that  the  present  owner  had  reason  to  believe  he  purchased  the  land  subject 
only  to  a charge  of  30  5.  a year,  we  incline  to  think,  that  in  fairness  the  stun  of 
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45.5.  a year  ought  now  to  be  paid  in  respect  of  the  land,  and  accepted  by  the 
churchwardens  on  behalf  of  the  poor. 


PARISH  OF  SAXTEAD. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property,  which  is  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Saxtead,  comprises  a 
cottage  used  as  a poor  house,  and  about  14  acres  of  land.  It  has  been  held 
from  a remote  period  by  trustees,  and  was  last  surrendered  in  October  1805  to 
the  use  of  new  trustees  (of  whom  six  are  now  living,)  upon  trust,  to  convert 
the  rents  of  the  premises,  in  the  first  place,  towards  repairing  the  parish  church 
of  Saxtead  as  occasion  should  require,  and  the  residue  to  the  use  of  the  poor 
of  the  town. 

The  land  used  formerly  to  be  let,  and  at  one  time  for  so  high  a rent  as  28/. 
a year,  but  it  is  now  cultivated  and  managed  by  Mr.  Leggatt  on  behalf  of  the 
trustees,  to  whom  he  accounts  for  the  produce,  and,  as  is  represented  to  us,  the 
land  is  properly  cultivated  and  managed.  One  of  the  reasons  assigned  for  the 
trustees  keeping  the  land  in  their  own  hands  and  cultivating  it  by  an  agent,  was, 
that  they  might  be  enabled  to  employ  the  poor  people  wThen  they  should  not  be 
able  otherwise  to  get  employment. 

The  clear  profit  arising  from  the  cultivation  of  the  land  is  paid  by  the  trustees 
to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  who,  with  the  levies  raised  by  them,  provide  both 
for  the  reparation  of  the  church  and  other  expenses  of  the  churchwardens 
office,  (there  being  no  church  rate  collected,)  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
parochial  poor,  and  also  lay  out  some  money  every  year  in  the  purchase  of  coals, 
which  are  sold  again  to  the  poor  at  a reduced  price. 

It  does  not  appear  that  any  part  of  the  town  estate  has  been  sold  or  alienated, 
but  about  nine  or  ten  years  ago  an  acre  of  land,  or  thereabouts,  was  given  up, 
in  exchange  for  a piece  of  ground  of  greater  value  and  more  conveniently 
situated.  • - . 


PARISH  OF  STRADBROOKE. 

Charity  Estates. 

The  trust  deeds  relating  to  the  charity  estates  in  this  parish  have  been  lost, 
and  the  estates  and  charities  are  under  the  management  of  the  churchwardens. 
The  following  account  of  the  donations  is  made  out  from  a Table  of  Benefac- 
tions  in  the  church,  and  such  other  documents  as  remain: 

Town  House. — Michael  Wentworth,  esq.  lord  of  the  manor  of  Mendham, 
in  1587  granted  unto  James  Grudgefield  and  other  parishioners  of  Stradbrooke, 
the  town  house  therein  to  the  following  uses;  the  town  chamber  for  a school, 
and  the  rest  of  the  premises  to  the  poor  of  the  parish,  and  to  the  rest  of  the 
inhabitants  for  children  to  be  taught  there. 

This  building  is  used  partly  for  a school,  and  partly  for  the  residence  of  the 
poor. 

Grendlings. — William  Grendling,  by  Will,  dated  28th  March  1599,  devised 
his  messuage  and  land  in  Westhall  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  to  Anthony  Warner 
and  other  inhabitants  of  Stradbrooke,  as  feoffees,  upon  trust,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  to  pay  five  marks,  yearly,  to  the  minister  or  preacher  of  the  word  of 
God  within  the  town  of  Stradbrooke,  as  such  minister  or  preacher  should  con- 
tinue to  preach  every  Sabbath-day  at  the  least  within  the  parish  church  of 
Stradbrooke  ; and  to  pay  five  marks  yearly  towards  the  learning  and  godly 
education  of  five  poor  children,  to  be  born  within  the  same  town,  and  there 
taught ; and  five  marks  yearly  towards  the  mending  the  common  highways 
within  the  town  of  Stradbrooke,  where  most  need  should  happen,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  trustees  ; and  to  bestow  the  remainder  of  the  rents  and  profits  upon 
the  maintenance  and  reparation  of  the  parish  church,  the  relief  and  sustenlation 
of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  to  such  other  particular  and  godly 
uses  as  the  town  stock  of  the  parish  had  usually  been  theretofore  employed,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  and  other  chief  inhabitants ; 
and  the  testator  willed  that  his  nephew  William  Grendling,  should  yearly  pay 
to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  20 s.  every  Candlemas-day,  to  be  distributed 
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by  them  amongst  the  poor  people  of  the  town  of  Stradbrooke,  with  the  advice 
of  the  chief  inhabitants,  to  be  given  to  such  poor  as  should  be  well  disposed 
and  the  best  ordered ; and  he  empowered  the  churchwardens  and  overseers,  on 
failure  in  payment  of  the  said  rent-charge,  to  enter  upon  a piece  of  ground 
in  Stradbrooke  called  Eyles,  and  hold  the  same  until  the  arrears  should  be 
discharged. 

The  property  at  Westhall,  which  comprises  a house  and  ?6a.  & 2r.  of  land, 
partly  copyhold,  is  let  to  D.  Betts,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  90/.  a year,  subject  to 
deduction  for  land-tax  and  quit-rents,  being  the  full  annual  value. 

Syleham  Estate. — This  property,  which  now  consists  of  a house  recently 
built,  and  about  16  acres  of  land  at  Syleham,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  let  to  James 
Rush  as  yearly  tenant,  at  24/.  a year,  the  fair  annual  value,  was  purchased  by 
the  churchwardens  and  chief  inhabitants  with  200/.  town  stock,  and  was  con- 
veyed to  trustees  in  1625,  in  trust,  for  and  towards  the  binding  poor  children, 
born  in  the  parish,  apprentices  to  trades,  and  to  such  other  uses  as  should  be 
thought  most  fit  by  the  trustees  and  the  major  part  of  the  inhabitants. 

Giles  Borrett’s. — Giles  Borrett  in  1667  gave  a piece  of  land  in  Stradbrooke, 
called  Doggett’s  Pightle,  sometimes  called  Eyles’s,  the  profits  thereof  to  be 
given  yearly  to  the  poor  of  Stradbrooke. 

The  pightle  contains  3a.  & 2r.  and  is  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  Charles 
Thurston,  at  the  rent  of  G/.  85.  a year,  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rents  of  the  estates  above  mentioned  are  carried  to  one  account,  and 
thereout  are  paid  yearly  the  following  sums  ; viz.  to  the  minister  of  the  parish 
3/.  6 s.  8 d.\  to  the  surveyor  of  highways  3/.  6 s.  8t/. ; to  the  master  of  the  school 
5/.,  the  stipend  of  the  latter  having  been  raised  to  this  amount  about  ten  years 
ago ; and  to  the  poor  2/.,  the  same  being  distributed  annually  in  lieu  of  the  1 /. 
a year  charged  on  Doggett’s  Pightle  or  Eyles’s,  by  the  will  of  W.  Grendling  ; 
and  the  remainder  of  the  rents  is  now  applied  in  the  repairs  of  the  parish  church, 
and  in  defraying  other  expenses  attending  the  ehurchwardens  office,  in  lieu  of  a 
church  rate.  : 

The  church  was  new  pewed  about  five  years  ago  with  money  borrowed  for 
the  purpose,  and  there  is  a sum  of  150/.  or  thereabouts  remaining  due  on  that 
account,  and  for  other  reparations  done  to  the  church.  Before  the  late  large 
expenditure  upon  the  church,  it  was  usual  to  apply  part  of  the  revenues  in 
binding  out  apprentices  ; and  it  appears  to  us  that,  as  soon  as  circumstances  will 
’permit,  the  practice  of  putting  out  apprentices  by  aid  of  the  revenues  should 
be  resumed  ; and  we  think  that  a sum  equivalent  to  the  rent  of  Doggett’s  Pightle 
at  the  least  should  be  annually  distributed  among  such  of  the  poorer  inhabitants 
as  are  most  proper  objects  of  charity. 


John  Borrett’s  Gift.

John  Borrett,  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1698,  charged  his  lands  in  Stradbrooke, 
called  Lawrence  Meadow  and  Wallhill,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Edwards,  with 
the  payment  of  51.  125.  yearly,  to  the  churchwardens  of  Stradbrooke,  52s. 
thereof  to  be  laid  out  by  twelve  pence  a week  in  six  two-penny  loaves,  to  be 
given  by  the  churchwardens  to  six  poor  inhabitants  of  Stradbrooke,  being  most 
in  need,  and  such  as  usually  resort  to  their  parish  church ; and  the  remainder 
of  the  said  51.  12 s.  to  be  laid  out  and  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  in 
cloths  of  linen  or  woollen,  as  most  necessary,  for  the  said  six  poor  people  re- 
ceiving the  benefit  of  the  former  gift,  10s.  to  every  of  them,  to  be  given  twenty 
days  before  Christmas. 

The  testator’s  directions  are  in  substance  complied  with,  except  that  the 
money  given  for  clothing  is  distributed  in  money  instead  of  linen  or  woollen.

Henry  Austin  in  1661,  devised  1 /.  to  the  poor,  payable  yearly  on  Christmas- 
day,  out  of  an  estate  in  Stradbrooke  late  Barfoots,  abutting  on  Barlow  Hall, 
now  the  property  of  Mr.  William  Chase. 

Nicholas  Borrett  in  1668,  devised  1 /.  to  the  poor,  payable  yearly  upon  Ash 
Wednesday,  out  of  an  estate  on  the  north  side  of  the  churchyard  in  Stradbrooke, 
now  the  property  of  Mr.  John  Farrow.  From  this,  4s.  a year  is  deducted  for 
land  tax.

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Stradbrooke.  Richmond  Girling  in  1658,  gave  by  his  Will  1/.  105.  to  be  paid  yearly  on 

Midsummer-day,  out  of  an  estate  in  Stradbrooke,  now  the  property  of  Mr. 

continued  Cutting,  and  to  be  applied  for  the  use  of  the  poor  in  bread.  From  this,  65.  a 

m ^ year  is  deducted  for  land  tax. 

These  doles  are  duly  received,  and  the  sums  collected,  together  with  the  2/. 
paid  out  of  rents  of  the  charity  estates,  are  distributed  generally  once  every  two 
or  three  years  among  poor  people  ; but  it  would  be  proper,  we  think,  to  distribute 
them  annually. 

The  School. 

The  School.  The  master  of  Stradbrooke  school,  which  is  kept  in  a chamber  in  the 
Guildhall,  is  appointed  by  the  trustees  of  Warner's  charity  (of  which,  a 
separate  account  will  be  given)  and  the  parishioners.  His  stipend  consists 
of  5l.  a year,  paid  out  of  the  rents  of  the  charity  estates  above  mentioned, 
and  15/.  a year,  paid  by  the  trustees  of  Warner’s  charity,  and  for  the  former 
salary  he  teaches  five  poor  children,  and  for  the  latter  twelve  poor  children, 
as  free  scholars,  the  children  being  nominated  by  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens, and  the  number  of  them  being  regularly  kept  up.  The  children 
are  instructed,  with  other  scholars  paid  for  by  their  friends,  in  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetic. 

As  the  population  of  this  parish  is  large,  and  there  are  several  poor  inhabi- 
tants to  whom  it  would  be  an  object  of  importance  to  have  their  children  taught 
free,  we  think  it  very  desirable  that  the  salary  paid  by  the  trustees  of  Warner’s 
charity  should  be  increased,  and  the  number  of  free  scholars  augmented  in 
proportion. 


PARISH  OF  WEYBREAD. 

Poor’s  Land. 

This  land  is  described  in  the  parish  terrier  as  “ a close  in  Mendham,  con- 
taining, by  estimation,  eight  acres,  called  Toppys,  the  rents  of  which  are  to  be 
received  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  use  of  the  poor,”  and  it  is  let  by  the 
churchwardens  to  the  Rev.  Charles  Eade  for  eight  years,  from  Michaelmas  1828, 
at  12/.  a year,  which  is  the  full  value. 

The  rent  is  laid  out  by  the  churchwardens  in  clothing  materials,  which  are 
given  to  poor  people  whom  they  consider  most  proper  objects  of  charity,  at 
different  times  during  the  year. 

Harling’s  Dole. 

Harling’s  Dole.  This  is  a payment  originating  under  the  will  of  a Mr.  Harling,  dated  in  1731, 
of  1/.  55.  a year  for  the  poor,  and  issues  out  of  land  called  Potter’s  Pitts,  in 
Weybread. 

The  annuity  is  paid  by  the  occupier  of  the  land  about  Christmas,  and  is  laid 
out  with  some  addition  made  by  the  parish,  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  among 
poor  persons.

PARISH  OF  WILBY. 

Town  Estates. 

Wi%.  These  estates,  with  the  exception  of  about  7 i acres  of  copyhold  land  in  the 

Town” Estates  parish  of  Wilby,  are  of  freehold  tenure,  and  the  whole  is  under  the  management 

of  trustees.  Part  of  the  freehold  land  was  conveyed  to  new  trustees  in 
December  1809,  and  the  copyhold  lands  were  surrendered  to  fresh  trustees  in 
1812;  but  the  remainder  of  the  freehold  lands  does  not  appear  to  have  ever 
been  the  subject  of  conveyance  by  deed. 

No  account  can  be  given  of  the  original  settlement  of  the  estates  for  charita- 
ble or  public  uses,  except  that  that  part  of  the  property  which  lies  in  the  parish 
of  Bedfield  appears  to  have  been  given  by  persons  named  Wade  and  Borrett,  in 
the  time  of  James  the  1st,  for  the  maintenance  and  relief  of  the  poor  inhabi- 
tants of  the  parish  of  Wilby.

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On  the  expiration  of  some  former  leases  about  four  years  ago,  all  the  estates 
were  let  on  the  valuation  of  a surveyor,  and  are  now  held  on  a yearly  tenancy ; 
the  particulars  and  rental  thereof  being  as  follows :

The  rents  are  received  by  the  trustees  and  paid  over  to  the  churchwardens, 
and  they  are  applied  (after  deducting  for  the  repairs  of  the  buildings  on  the 
estate)  in  the  reparation  of  the  church  and  payment  of  other  charges  incidental 
to  the  churchwardens  office,  the  repairs  of  the  poor-house  and  the  parish  clerk’s 
house,  and  in  paying  a surgeon  for  attending  the  poor  in  the  parish ; and  the 
surplus  is  paid  over  to  the  overseers  and  applied  with  the  poor  rates  ; but  out 
of  that  fund  a sum  of  money  is  laid  out  yearly  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  part 
of  which  are  distributed  gratis  to  poor  widows  and  widowers,  and  other  parts 
are  sold  to  poor  persons  at  reduced  prices. 

As  far  back  as  can  be  traced,  the  rents  have  been  applied  for  general  purposes 
in  the  same  or  a similar  mode  to  that  above  mentioned. 


PARISH  OF  WINGFIELD. 

Town  Estate. 

This  estate  consists  of  a messuage  used  as  a house  for  the  reception  of  the 
poor  of  the  parish,  with  a yard  and  garden  thereto  belonging,  and  a farm  called 
Towers,  comprising  a house  with  outbuildings,  &c.  and  several  parcels  of 
land,  which  is  let  to  Mr.  Henry  Cornish,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  45/.  a year,  being 
the  fair  annual  value.  The  whole  of  the  estate  contains,  by  admeasure- 
ment, 35  a.  & 34  p. 

The  property  was  derived  under  a devise  from  John  Trower,  whose  will  is 
dated  the  7th  October  1513,  but  we  have  met  with  no  correct  copy  of  the  will. 
In  December  1816  the  estate  was  conveyed,  by  the  heir-at-law  of  a former  sur- 
viving trustee,  to  several  individuals  as  new  trustees,  upon  trust,  that  the  rents 
should  be  yearly  employed  in  the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish, 
repairing  the  parish  church,  paying  the  common  fine  of  the  parish,  and  about 
any  other  good  work  for  the  parish,  nr  the  inhabitants  thereof  for  the  time 
being,  with  the  consent  of  the  major  part  of  the  principal  inhabitants  ac- 
cording to  the  will  of  John  Trower. 

The  rents  of  the  farm  are  employed  in  the  reparation  of  the  poorhouse,  the 
payment  of  such  charges  as  are  usually  defrayed  by  the  churchwardens,  and  for 
other  public  uses  of  the  inhabitants;  and  a small  part  is  applied  in  the  occasional 
relief  of  poor  persons,  and  in  providing  bread  for  the  poor,  which  is  given  at 
Easter,  to  the  amount  of  about  1 /.  a year. 

On  examination  of  a book  containing  the  churchwarden’s  accounts,  it  appears, 
that  from  the  year  1688  the  income  has  been  applied  to  several  public  purposes 
of  the  parishioners  in  the  way  similar  to  that  now  pursued  ; and  it  does  not 
appear  to  us,  that  the  application  of  any  specific  portion  for  the  peculiar  use  of 
the  poor  can  be  demanded  as  a matter  of  right. 

Harling’s  Dole. 

In  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  a Mr.  Harling,  contained  in  his  Will,  dated 
in  1731,  (of  which,  however,  we  have  not  met  with  a copy,)  the  sum  of  1 /.  5s. 
a year  is  paid  as  a rent-charge  on  a farm  in  this  parish  belonging  to  Mrs. Walker, 
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and  in  the  occupation  of  Robert  Mobbs,  and  the  money  is  laid  out  in  bread, 
which  is  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  in  the  presence  of  the  tenant,  among 
poor  persons. 


PARISH  OF  WITHERSDALE. 

Poor’s  Land. 

The  only  deed  extant  relating  to  this  land  is  an  indenture  of  feoffment,  dated 
5th  November  1805,  whereby  it  was  conveyed  by  George  Barham,  as  heir  of 
the  last  surviving  trustee,  to  the  use  of  himself  and  ten  others,  upon  trust  to 
receive  and  apply  the  rents  and  profits  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the 
parish. 

The  land  consists  of  two  acres,  in  the  midst  of  an  inclosure,  belonging  to 
Mr.  George  Barham,  and  is  distinguished  by  posts.  It  is  occupied  by  Mr. 
George  Barham,  with  the  consent  of  his  co-feoffees,  at  a yearly  rent  of  31., 
which  is  the  full  annual  value,  and  the  rent  is  distributed  during  the  winter,  in 
the  presence  of  the  overseer  of  the  poor,  among  poor  persons  considered  most 
proper  objects  of  charity,  in  various  sums,  proportioned  to  the  size  and  neces- 
sities of  their  families.

PARISH  OF  BRANDESTON. 

Charity  Lands. 

A piece  of  land,  containing  about  1a.  & 2r.  (of  the  donation  of  which,  or 
the  particular  .trust  respecting  the  same,  nothing  is  known),  is  occupied  by  a 
poor  man,  who  holds  without  paying  rent,  instead  of  receiving  parochial  relief. 

Another  piece  of  land,  containing  about  one  acre,  is  understood  to  have  been 
given  by  a Mrs.  Mary  Revett,  for  apprenticing  poor  children.  This  land  adjoins 
the  glebe,  and  has  long  been  in  the  possession  of  the  vicar  for  the  time  being, 
at  a rent  of  1 /.  or  1 /.  1 s.  a year. 

The  rent  has  not  been  regularly  paid  ; but  about  two  years  ago  the  sum  of  10/. 
which  was  paid  for  arrears,  was  applied  in  apprenticing  a poor  boy. 

We  have  met  with  no  positive  evidence  whether  the  land  itself,  or  a payment 
ofl/.  a year  out  of  it,  was  intended  to  be  given,  but  the  presumption  is  in 
favour  of  the  former  supposition  ; and  as  the  land  is  stated  to  be  worth  1/.  11s.  6d. 
a year,  we  think  that  annual  sum  should  be  paid  regularly  to  the  parish  officers, 
and  applied  when  a sufficiency  is  accumulated,  in  putting  out  an  apprentice, 

PARISH  OF  CAMPSEY  ASH. 

The  Parish  Estate. 

This  property,  of  which  the  acquisition  is  unknown,  is  by  usage  appropriated, 
and  the  income  derived  therefrom  is  applied,  by  the  churchwardens  to  the  repa- 
ration and  ornament  of  the  church,  and  other  expenses  of  the  churchwarden’s 
office.  It  comprises,  first,  a messuage  called  the  Town  House,  in  two  tenements, 
with  a yard,  and  a piece  of  land,  containing,  by  estimation,  two  acres,  which  are 
let  together  to  Samuel  Sheppard,  esq.  as  yearly  tenant,  at  10/.  a year  ; and 
secondly,  a piece  of  waste  land,  containing  about  an  acre,  having  a sandpit 
therein ; but  the  waste  land  is  unproductive,  and  two  persons  have  been  per- 
mitted to  erect  houses  thereon  at  their  own  expense.

r An  account  is  given  of  this  charity  under  the  head  of  General  Charities,  in 
this  Report.  The  dividends  of  the  stock  received  for  the  poor  of  this  parish 
are  duly  applied  according  to  the  donor’s  intention. 
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PARISH  OF  DALLINGHOO. 

Church  and  Poor  Lands. 

This  property  consists  of  seven  cottages  and  several  pieces  of  land,  containing 
together  12a.  3r.  9p.,  and  is  partly  freehold  and  partly  copyhold,  of  the 
manors  of  Dallinghoo,  and  of  Wickham-cum-Metnbris. 

Part  of  the  property  was  given  by  Thomas  Shawe , in  or  about  the  year  I67O, 
to  the  intent  that  40,?.  a year  out  of  the  rents  should  be  distributed  to  the  poor, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  rents  should  be  applied  to  the  repairs  of  the  church  : 
it  is  unknown  how  the  residue  of  the  lands  was  acquired,  but  some  of  the 
cottages  were  built  with  the  sum  of  100/.  received  for  the  use  of  the  parish,  on 
the  dissolution  of  the  Hundred  House  of  Loes  and  Wilford.  The  estate  was 
conveyed  and  surrendered  in  1824,  by  the  then  surviving  trustee,  to  Edward 
Martin  Wade,  and  five  others,  as  new  trustees,  for  the  use  of  the  poor  inhabi- 
tants of  Dallinghoo,  and  to  be  applied  in  the  manner  and  for  the  uses  as  the 
same  were  originally  given  or  devised  for. 

One  of  the  cottages  is  occupied  by  the  parish  clerk,  rent  free,  and  the  re- 
mainder of  the  property  is  let  to  different  persons  as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents 
amounting  together  to  30/.  15.?.  a year,  subject  to  land-tax  and  quit-rents,  being 
the  full  annual  value. 

It  has  been  the  custom,  as  far  back  as  can  be  discovered,  to  apply  so  much 
of  the  rents  as  is  requisite  in  the  repairs  of  the  church,  and  the  remainder  in  the 
purchase  of  bread  and  coals,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor ; but  since  the 
last  appointment  of  new  trustees  the  rents  have  been  retained  and  applied  for 
defraying  the  expense  attending  the  conveyance  to  new  trustees,  and  the  fines 
and  fees  incident  to  the  surrender  of  the  copyhold  parts  of  the  estates;  the  debt 
thus  incurred  is  now,  however,  nearly  discharged. 

Kersey’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  8/.  Gs.  7 d.  a year,  being  the  portion  of  the  dividends  received  for 
the  poor  of  this  parish  under  Kersey’s  charity,  of  which  an  account  is  given 
under  the  title  of  General  Charities  in  this  Report,  is  laid  out  by  the  minister 
and  churchwardents  in  coals  and  bread,  which  are  distributed  by  them  amongst 
the  poor. 

Doles. 

Roe’s. — The  sum  of  10 s.  a year,  a rent-charge  issuing  out  of  land  in  Dal- 
linghoo, the  property  of  Andrew  Arcedeckne,  esq.  is  distributed  by  the 
churchwardens  among  poor  persons  in  coals. 

Mills’s. — Twenty  shillings  worth  of  bread  is  supplied  by  the  trustees  of 
Mills’ s charity,  at  Framlingham,  and  distributed,  5s.  worth  quarterly,  among 
poor  people  of  Dallinghoo,  at  the  church. 

Dade’s. — The  sum  of  10 s a year  is  payable  under  the  will  of  Henry  Dade, 
esq.,  the  date  of  which  is  unknown,  for  the  poor  of  Dallinghoo,  out  of  premises 
in  Earl  Soham,  called  the  Stable  Yard,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  R.  Bellman, 
of  that  place,  surgeon.  Mr.  Bellman  has  withheld  the  payment  for  several 
years,  on  the  alleged  ground  that  no  sufficient  cause  was  shewn  why  he  should 
pay  it.  As  the  annuity  however  was  paid  before  Mr.  Bellman  purchased  the 
premises,  and  they  were  conveyed  to  him  in  1805,  expressly  subject  to  the 
charge,  we  think  he  ought  to  resume  the  payment;  and  we  expect  that  a repre- 
sentation we  have  made  to  him  on  the  subject  will  induce  him  to  do  so. 

PARISH  OF  EYKE. 

The  Town  Lands. 

There  are  about  12  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Eyke,  and  about  seven 
acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Bromeswell,  which  are  let  by  the  minister,  church- 
wardens and  principal  inhabitants  of  Eyke,  to  William  Spink,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  28  /.  a year,  which  is  the  full  value.  The  rents  are  applied  in  reparation 
of  the  church,  &c.  and  when  there  is  any  surplus,  it  is  paid  to  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  in  aid  of  the  poor’s  rate.  It  is  unknown  whence  the  property  was 
derived.

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Mason’s  Charities. 


Sir  Michael  Stanhope’s  Charity. 

[See  an  account  of  this  charity  in  the  Report  of  Charities  in  the  parish  of 
Sutton.] 

The  sum  of  10/.  a year,  being  the  rent-charge  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  this 
parish,  is  paid,  after  deducting  11  s.  on  account  of  land-tax,  by  or  on  behalf  of 
John  Wilson  Sheppard,  esq.,  and  is  distributed  by  the  parish  officers  among  poor 
persons,  about  Christmas. 

Mason’s  Charities. 

Three  parcels  of  land,  containing  together  about  3a.  & 2r.  were  given  for 
the  poor  of  this  parish  by  James  Mason  and  Henry  Mason,  in  or  about  the 
year  1620,  and  were  settled  by  deeds  which  are  not  now  extant. 

The  lands  are  held  by  three  different  occupiers,  at  rents  amounting  together 
to  61.  19-?-  a year,  which  is  the  full  value;  and  the  rents  are  received  by  the 
churchwardens  on  Easter  Tuesday,  and  given  away  with  Sir  M.  Stanhope’s 
charity. 


PARISH  OF  FRAMLINGHAM. 


Town  Lands. 

Framlingham.  An  estate,  comprising  about  32  acres  of  land,  lying  dispersed  in  the  parish 
of  Framlingham,  has  been  held  previous  to  and  since  the  time  of  King  Edward 
luwn  Lands.  t|ie  for  t]ie  general  or  public  benefit  of  the  town  of  Framlingham.  The 
oldest  trust  deed  now  extant  is  dated  in  1729,  and  by  the  last  conveyance  in 
trust,  which  is  dated  the  13th  June  1793,  the  estate  was  vested  in  several 
trustees,  of  whom  eight  are  yet  living,  upon  trust,  to  keep  the  lands  and  pre- 
mises in  good  repair,  and  preserve  the  same  from  waste,  diminution  or  spoil, 
and  subject  to  the  costs  thereof,  to  receive  the  rents,  or  permit  the  same  to  be 
received  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Framlingham,  in  order  to  be  justly  disposed  of  and  applied  as  the  same  had 
been  or  ought  to  have  been  done  aforetime,  for  and  towards  the  maintenance 
and  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants  belonging  to  the  parish,  in  such  way  as  should 
be  thought  right  and  proper. 

The  lands  are  in  the  occupation  of  four  different  persons,  as  yearly  tenants, 
at  rents  amounting  together  to  6l  /.  per  annum,  which  is  the  utmost  value  ; and 
the  rents,  which  were  formerly  carried  to  the  churchwardens  account,  have  now, 
for  the  last  fifteen  or  sixteen  years,  been  applied  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
with  the  poor  rates. 

Sir  Robert  Hitciiam’s  Charities. 


Sir  Of  these  charities,  which  comprise  among  other  objects  an  almshouse  and 

Robert  Mitcham's  school,  and  of  which  the  estates  are  of  considerable  value,  the  master  and 
Chanties.  fellows  of  Pembroke  Hall,  Cambridge,  are  trustees,  and  we  have  therefore  not 
proceeded  to  make  further  inquiry  respecting  them. 


Mills’s  Charities. 

Mills’s  Charities.  Thomas  Mills , by  Will,  dated  the  8th  January  1703,  devised  all  his  mes- 
suages, lands  and  hereditaments,  both  free  and  copyhold,  within  the  county  of 
Suffolk,  with  his  manor,  called  Otleys,  and  the  profits  thereof,  in  Ufford,  to  the 
persons  therein  named,  as  trustees,  for  the  uses  after  mentioned ; and  he  de- 
vised a piece  of  land,  called  Feak’s  Pightle,  in  Framlingham,  for  the  purpose  of 
building  an  almshouse,  and  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  should  dwell  therein  ; 
and  he  directed  that  the  almshouse  should  be  built  with  brick  for  six  poor 
almspeople,  to  be  placed  there  by  the  consent  of  his  trustees  ; and  that  the  alms- 
people  should  have  each  two  rooms,  one  over  the  other,  with  suitable  yards 
and  conveniences,  and  2 s.  6d.  a week,  and  such  outward  garments  every  year 
as  might  be  convenient  to  keep  them  warm,  and  30s.  a year  each  for  firing ; and 
he  empowered  the  trustees  to  displace  any  of  the  persons  who  should  behave 
themselves  disorderly  ; and  he  directed  that  the  trustees  should  yearly  appoint 
a dav  of  meeting,  at  Framlingham,  at  least  one  month  before  Michaelmas,  at 
which  they  should  elect,  out  of  themselves  or  of  others  of  the  chief  inhabitants 
of  the  town,  one  person  to  receive  the  rents  of  the  said  messuages,  lands  and 
premises,  and  manage  the  trust  for  the  year  ensuing  after  Michaelmas-day, 
who  should  be  accountable  to  the  rest  of  the  trustees,  and  give  them  a true 
account  in  writing  of  all  his  receipts  and  disbursements,  which  account  should 
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be  entered  in  a book  for  the  purpose ; and  he  willed,  that  such  person  who 
should  manage  the  trust  should  have  such  allowance,  out  of  the  rents  as  the  trus- 
tees, or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  think  meet  and  necessary  ; and  that  the 
expenses  of  the  trustees,  at  meetings  and  otherwise,  should  be  borne  out  of  the 
surplus  rents  and  profits ; and  that  when  the  number  of  trustees  should  be  re- 
duced by  death  to  three  or  two  at  furthest,  the  remaining  trustees  should  choose, 
of  the  most  able  and  sufficient  inhabitants  of  Framlingham,  so  many  new  trus- 
tees (to  be  by  conveyance,  surrenders  and  assurances  in  law  joined  with  the 
surviving  trustees)  as  together  should  make  up  the  number  of  seven.  And  he 
gave  the  following  yearly  sums  to  buy  bread  for  the  poor  of  the  several  towns  or 
parishes  after  mentioned,  to  be  given  quarterly  by  the  respective  overseers  of 
each,  viz.  40s.  to  Ufford,  20s.  to  Petistree,  20s.  to  Wickham,  20s.  to  Dallinghoo, 
20s.  to  Parham,  40s.  to  Framlingham,  and  20s.  to  Dennington,  which  several 
sums  he  directed  should  be  paid  out  of  his  estates  in  the  said  respective  towns 
or  parishes ; and  for  building  the  almshouse,  he  left  300/.;  and  he  directed, 
that  whatsoever  there  should  be  of  the  surplus  of  his  messuages,  lands  and 
hereditaments,  besides  for  the  uses  before  mentioned,  should  be  for  the  relieving 
of  poor  distressed  people,  and  for  the  education  of  children  in  Framlingham  as 
his  executors  should  think  meet ; and  that  after  the  decease  of  his  executors, 
the  whole  power  of  executorship  should  rest  upon  his  trustees,  to  do  for  the 
relief  of  the  poor  before  named. 

An  almshouse  was  built  on  Feak’s  Pightle,  pursuant  to  the  testator’s  direc- 
tions, with  the  addition  of  two  other  sets  of  rooms,  and  it  is  occupied  by  eight 
almspeople.  There  are  separate  gardens,  and  conveniences  for  each  set  of 
apartments,  and  the  court  in  front  of  the  almshouse,  and  an  orchard  adjoining, 
being  the  remainder  of  Feak’s  Pightle,  are  let  at  4/.  a year,  which  is  divided 
among  the  almspeople. 

The  trustees  of  this  charity  now  living  are,  Mr.  George  Brook  Keer,  the 
Rev.  Samuel  Say  Toms,  Mr.  Jasper  Pierson,  and  Mr.  John  Goodwyn,  of  Fram- 
lingham. The  freehold  parts  of  the  property  are  vested  in  them  by  deeds, 
dated  12th  and  13th  April  1803;  but  Mr.  Keer  is  the  sole  surviving  tenant  in 
trust  of  nearly  the  whole  of  the  copyhold  parts  of  the  estates,  and  it  is  expedient 
that  such  estates  should  be  surrendered  without  delay  to  the  use  of  new 
trustees. 

Particulars  and  Rental  of  the  Trust  Estate  : 

In  Ufford  : 

1.  — The  manor  of  Otleys,  of  which  the  annual  profits  amount  only  to  85.  or 
105.  a year  paid  for  quit  rents  ; and  the  casual  profits  are  trifling,  there  being 
but  a very  small  quantity  of  land  held  of  the  manor  for  which  any  fines  have  ever 
been  received. 

2.  — A farm-house,  buildings  and  land,  comprising  140a.  2r.  32  p.  (of  which, 
however,  39  a.  1 r.  1 p.  are  wood  land)  let  to  Edward  Turner  at  144  /.  a year. 

3.  — A farm,  comprising  a house  and  114  a.  Ik.  25  p.  of  land,  let  to  Philip 
Pierce,  at  110/.  a year. 

The  last-mentioned  farm  contains,  by  admeasurement,  119  a.  1 R.  13  p. ; but 
this  includes  roads  and  a plantation  held  by  the  trustees  themselves. 

4.  — Workhouse  Grove  and  Wood  Grove,  containing  6 a.  2 it.  34  p.  let  to  the 
Rev.  Charles  Brookes,  at  6/.  a year. 

In  Petistree : 

House,  buildings  and  land,  containing  together  113  a.  1 r.  6 p.  let  to  Widow 
Clarke,  at  130/.  a year. 

In  Dallinghoo  : 

A house  called  Old  Hall,  and  46  a.  2 r.  26p.  of  land  adjoining,  let  to 
Samuel  Woolnough,  at  54  /.  a year. 

In  Parham:

3.  — Land  called  Linkhorn  Land,  with  several  closes  and  a barn,  containing 
together  36  a.  1 r.  10  p.  let  to  Cornelius  Woolnough,  at  52  /.  per  annum. 


In  Dennington  : 

A farm-house  and  23  a.  1 r.  6 p.  of  land,  let  to  Robert  Hays,  at  30/. 
per  annum. 

The  several  tenants  hold  from  year  to  year,  and  the  property  appears  to  be 
let  at  the  full  annual  value. 


The  eight  almspeople,  who  are  of  either  sex  and  are  generally  single  persons, 
are  selected  by  the  trustees  from  decayed  tradesmen,  poor  widows  and  other 
poor  persons  of  the  parish  of  Framlingham,  and  they  are  allowed  stipends  of  5 s. 
a week  to  each,  and  are  supplied  yearly  with  ten  chaldron  and  a half  of  coals, 
being  of  the  value  of  about  24/.  or  25/.,  and  articles  of  clothing  to  the  value  of 
about  10  /.  They  also  have  medical  assistance  supplied,  and  are  permitted 
each  of  them  to  take  a nurse  or  assistant  to  reside  with  them,  to  whom  the 
trustees  allow  about  5 s.  a quarter. 

Bread  is  supplied  for  the  poor  of  the  several  places,  and  in  the  quantities 
mentioned  in  the  will. 

As  to  the  other  charitable  purposes  of  the  testator,  which  by  the  will  are  under 
the  discretion  of  the  trustees,  we  find  that  bread  to  the  value  of  5 /.  4 s.  a year 
is  given  to  poor  persons  attending  the  presbyterian  meeting  in  Framlingham  ; 
that  the  sum  of  17  /.  10  s.  a year  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  for  teaching  poor 
boys  of  Framlingham,  appointed  by  the  trustees,  reading,  writing  and  accounts; 
and  the  sums  of  5/.  and  4/.  a year  are  paid  for  the  support  of  a Sunday  school 
and  a Sunday  school  for  children  of  dissenters  respectively ; that  a weekly  sum 
(amounting  at  the  present  time  to  51.  5 s.  9 d.)  is  distributed  among  poor 
people  of  the  parish  of  Framlingham,  in  sums  varying  from  4 s.  to  1 s.,  the 
poor  thus  relieved  being  such  as  do  not  receive  parochial  aid,  but  who  would 
otherwise  probably  be  compelled  to  seek  relief  from  the  poor  rates;  that  a sum 
varying  from  10/.  to  20/.  is  laid  out  quarterly  in  providing  blankets  and 
clothing  materials  for  poor  people,  and  small  sums  are  given  occasionally  to 
poor  persons  in  times  of  sickness  or  peculiar  distress ; and  that  eighty  chaldron 
of  coals  are  purchased,  and  sold  again  to  the  poor  at  reduced  prices. 

There  is  a considerable  annual  expenditure  in  repairs  of  the  farm  buildings 
and  the  almshouse. 

One  of  the  trustees  acts  as  treasurer  for  a year,  and  has  20/.  a year  out  of 
the  revenues  for  his  trouble  ; and  the  accounts  are  settled  yearly  at  a meeting 
of  the  trustees  on  the  28th  August. 

As  a considerable  part  of  the  estates  is  copyhold,  and  held  of  different  manors, 
and  the  necessity  of  having  an  admittance  of  new  trustees  has  been  for  some 
time  approaching,  a fund,  now  amounting  to  above  300/.,  has  been  accumu- 
lated in  a bank  at  Framlingham,  where  interest  at  two  and  a half  per  cent  is 
allowed  on  the  deposit,  towards  meeting  the  fines  and  other  expenses  attending 
the  renewal  of  the  trust  as  to  the  copyhold  estates.  As  soon  as  new  trustees 
have  been  appointed,  and  all  extraordinary  expenses  are  defrayed  or  provided 
for,  it  would  be  proper,  we  think,  to  make  some  increase  of  the  pecuniary 
stipends  of  the  almspeople. 

Bread  Charities. 

Bread  Charities.  Porter’s. — Richard  Porter,  by  Will,  dated  2d  June  1 701,  gave  eighteen  two- 

penny loaves  to  be  weekly  delivered  out  to  eighteen  poor  persons  of  Framling- 
ham, to  be  nominated  by  the  churchwardens,  and  he  directed  such  allowance 
of  bread  to  be  perpetuated  and  paid  or  provided  by  the  tenant  of  the  Griffin 
Inn  in  Framlingham  belonging  to  him,  the  amount  thereof  to  be  deducted  out 
of  the  rent. 

The  premises  subject  to  the  charity  have  been  converted  into  a shop,  and 
now.  belong  to  Mr.  George  Edwards,  by  whose  direction  eighteen  two-penny 
loaves  are  supplied,  and  they  are  distributed  among  poor  persons  at  church.

PARISH  OF  HACHESTON. 

Town  Lands. 

By  the  trust  deeds  relating  to  this  property,  the  oldest  of  which  now  in  Hacheston. 

existence  is  of  the  date  of  the  25th  March,  5 James  1st,  it  appears  that  the  

rents  and  profits  were  to  be  applied  by  the  advice  of  the  churchwardens  and  the  l°wn  Lands, 
rest  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  in  the  repair  of  the  highways,  the  payment 
of  fifteenths,  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  other  charitable  purposes  as  to  them 
should  seem  best,  and  as  had  been  formerly  used. 

Two  trustees  are  now  living,  and  the  estate  is  about  to  be  conveyed  to  new 
trustees. 

Some  of  the  land  originally  belonging  to  the  trust  has  been  exchanged  for 
equivalent  property.  A workhouse  has  been  erected  on  part  of  the  estate,  and 
the  remainder  of  it,  which  comprises  about  14  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of 
Hacheston,  is  let  every  four  years  by  the  churchwardens  and  principal  inhabi- 
tants to  the  best  bidders,  and  the  present  rent  is  between  20/.  and  30/. 

The  rent  is  carried  to  the  overseers  account  with  the  poor  rates,  and  applied 
therewith ; and  out  of  the  fund  thus  created,  coals  and  clothing  are  given  to 
the  poor  by  way  of  addition  to  the  relief  ordinarily  given  out  of  the  poor  rates. 

The  present  course  of  application,  though  perhaps  scarcely  within  the  terms 
of  the  trust  deeds,  has  the  sanction  of  usage,  and  may  perhaps  be  justified 
on  the  ground  of  the  trust  being  in  effect  for  the  general  use  of  the  inhabitants. 

Porter’s  Charity. 

Richard  Porter , by  Will,  dated  2d  June  1701,  directed  that  a schoolmaster  Porter’s  Charity, 
should  be  appointed  by  the  churchwardens  and  chief  inhabitants  of  the  parish 
of  Parham  Hacheston,  who  should  dwell  in  the  cottage  there  in  the  will 
described,  gratis,  and  have  12/.  a year,  to  be  paid  quarterly  out  of  the  testator’s 
farm  and  lands  in  Hacheston,  in  the  occupation  of  Philip  Richbell,  for  teaching 
12  poor  boys  of  the  parish  of  Hacheston  and  of  the  parish  of  Parham  to  read, 
write  and  cast  accounts ; and  he  directed  that  the  churchwardens  and  chief 
inhabitants  of  Parham  Hacheston  should  appoint  the  schoolmaster,  and  also  the 
children  to  be  taught,  whose  parents  should  not  be  worth  30/. 

The  schoolhouse  or  cottage  having  fallen  into  decay,  the  site  thereof  was 
disposed  of  about  two  years  ago,  and  the  money  produced  by  the  sale  applied 
in  aid  of  a subscription  for  building  a new  schoolroom  upon  land  belonging  to 
the  parish. 

The  schoolmaster,  who  is  appointed  by  the  churchwardens  and  chief  inhabit- 
ants of  Hacheston,  receives  the  annuity  of  12/.  from  the  Earl  of  Rochford,  as 
the  owner  of  the  property  charged  by  the  will,  and  he  teaches  twelve  children 
appointed  by  the  churchwardens  and  inhabitants  as  free  scholars,  with  other 
children  paid  for  by  their  parents  or  friends  ; but  for  some  time  past  all  the 
children  have  been  appointed  from  the  parish  of  Hacheston.  It  appears  to  us 
that  some  children  of  Parham,  if  application  be  made,  should  be  admitted  to  the 
benefit  of  the  charity.

PARISH  OF  KETTLEBURGH. 

The  Town  Estate. 

This  property,  which  is  of  copyhold  tenure,  comprises  two  cottages,  divided 
into  five  tenements,  and  four  acres  and  a half  of  land,  and  was  last  surrendered, 
in  1821  to  the  use  of  six  trustees,  in  trust  that  the  rents  and  profits  should 
be  applied  yearly  to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants  of 
the  parish. 

Four  of  the  trustees  are  living,  but  they  do  not  act,  and  the  charity  is  under 
the  management  of  the  churchwarden.  The  cottages  and  land  are  let  to 
different  persons,  as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  17 1.  lOs.  6 d. 
a year,  the  fair  annual  value ; and  the  rents,  after  defraying  the  expense  of 
repairs,  are  fairly  and  properly  distributed  in  coals  and  money  among  poor 
persons  belonging  to  the  parish. 

There  is  also  a double  cottage  belonging  to  the  parish,  which  is  let  for  4 1.  2 s. 
a year,  and  the  rent  is  added  to  and  distributed  with  the  rents  of  the  Town 
Estate. 


PARISH  OF  MARLESFORD. 

Devereux’s  Charity. 

Sir  Walter  Devereux , knight,  by  deed,  dated  28th  March,  8th  James  1st, 
granted  to  William  Dade,  and  four  others  inhabitants  of  Marlesford,  and  their 
heirs,  a yearly  rent  of  61.  out  of  a messuage,  formerly  called  Mapes’s,  and 
the  lands  thereto  belonging,  in  Marlesford  and  Little  Glemham,  (now  the 
property  of  Mr.  George  Bates)  to  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  Marlesford,  and  those  of  most  need,  to  be  disposed  of  by  the  trustees,  and 
the  inhabitants  of  the  town,  and  proprietors,  at  Lady-day  and  Michaelmas,  with 
liberty  to  distrain  if  the  same  should  not  be  paid. 

The  rent-charge  has  been  assigned  by  different  deeds  to  new  trustees,  and 
was  last  assigned  by  deed,  dated  25th  August  1?66,  to  certain  trustees,  of 
whom  it  is  understood  two  are  living,  viz.  Mr.  Thomas  Glanfield  and  Mr.  John 
Goodwyn. 

The  rent-charge  is  regularly  paid,  and  is  applied  for  the  use  of  the  poor  by 
the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  of  late  it  has  been  usually  distributed  in 
coals. 

Smith’s 
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Smith’s  Charity. 

The  yearly  sum  of  52s.  devised  by  John  Smith , in  or  about  the  year  1693,  to 
be  laid  out  in  bread,  and  distributed  yearly  among  poor  people  attending 
divine  service  in  the  church,  is  charged  upon  a messuage,  farm  and  lands,  in 
the  parish  of  Marlesford,  now  the  property  of  William  Shulderam,  esq. 

Of  late  years  the  annuity  has  been  distributed  in  coals  among  poor  families, 
together  with  a considerable  addition  made  thereto  by  Mr.  Shulderam,  and 
the  vicar  of  the  parish. 

Kersey’s  Gift.

PARISH  OF  RENDLESHAM. 

Town  Estate.

It  is  unknown  whence  the  interest  in  the  above  property  was  derived.  The 
estate  appears  to  have  been  anciently  appropriated  to  the  payment  of  public 
charges,  the  reparation  of  the  parish  church,  and  the  relief  and  maintenance 
of  the  poor,  and  it  is  under  the  management  of  the  rector,  parish  officers  and 
principal  inhabitants ; but  it  has  long  been  the  custom  for  the  overseers  of  the 
poor  to  receive  and  apply  the  rents  with  the  poor’s  rate. 
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PARISH  OF  EARL  SOHAM. 

The  Charity  Land. 

This  estate  is  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Earl  Soham,  and  is  held  by  four 
surviving  trustees,  under  an  admittance,  in  1798,  upon  trust,  for  the  use,  benefit 
and  maintenance  of  the  poor  of  Earl  Soham,  according  to  the  direction  of  the 
original  grant  or  surrender  of  the  premises.  Of  the  orginal  grant  or  surrender, 
however,  nothing  is  known. 

The  property  comprises  two  cottages  divided  into  five  tenements,  which  are 
let  by  the  trustees  to  poor  persons  at  small  rents,  amounting  together  to 
91.  10  s.  a year;  and  of  forty-six  acres  of  land,  lying  dispersed  in  the  parish 
of  Earl  Soham,  which  are  let  by  the  trustees  to  several  different  persons  as 
yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  in  the  whole  to  621.  4s.  a year,  which  is  the 
full  annual  value. 

The  rents,  after  providing  for  the  repairs  of  the  cottages,  are  applied  (with 
the  exception  of  a small  part,  given  to  poor  persons  by  way  of  occasional  relief 
in  cases  of  urgent  distress)  for  the  benefit  of  such  poor  persons  of  the  parish 
as  the  trustees  think  most  necessitous  and  deserving  in  the  way  of  supplying 
them  with  money,  clothing,  or  articles  of  grocery,  at  their  option,  at  the  rate 
of  6^.  a piece  to  widows,  and  3s.  a piece  to  other  poor  persons  having  families, 
and  to  or  for  each  of  their  children  under  twelve  years  of  age. 

Wyard’s  Charity. 

Robert  JVyard,  by  Will,  dated  13th  December  1677,  charged  his  lands 
called  Hersewell  in  Worlingworth  with  51.  a year,  to  be  paid  as  follows; 
viz.  10  s.  to  the  minister  of  Earl  Soham,  for  preaching  a sermon  on  the  25th 
February ; 25  s.  to  be  distributed  to  poor  people  of  Earl  Soham  present  at  the 
church  on  that  occasion,  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers ; 
5s.  to  the  person  who  should  ring  the  bell;  10 s.  for  a dinner  or  entertain- 
ment for  the  churchwardens,  constables  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  ringers 
of  the  bells,  on  the  same  day;  and  21.  10s.  to  be  applied  in  the  same  manner 
and  proportions  on  the  feast-day  of  St.  George  the  Martyr  (23d  April). 

The  annuity  of  5 l.  is  paid  by  the  occupier  of  a farm  in  Worlingworth, 
being  the  property  charged  by  the  w ill,  and  is  applied  according  to  the  donor’s 
inention. 

Kersey’s  Gift. 

A fuller  account  of  this  charity  is  given  under  the  title  of  General  Charities 
for  the  county  of  Suffolk,  in  the  present  Report. 

The  sum  of  8 /.  6 s.  7 d.  a year,  the  portion  of  the  dividends  payable  for 
this  parish,  is  received  and  laid  out  by  the  minister  and  churchwarden  in  the 
purchase  of  coals,  which  are  distributed  at  their  discretion  among  poor  persons, 
the  coals  being  carted  by  the  farmers  gratis. 

Capper’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Capper , late  rector  of  Earl  Soham,  in  1818  bequeathed  money 
to  purchase  so  much  stock  in  the  four  per  cent  annuities  as  with  the  dividends 
thereof,  would  purchase  twelve  loaves  of  bread  of  3d.  each,  to  be  distributed 
to  the  poor  every  Sabbath-day. 

The  sum  of  1Q5  /.  stock,  four  per  cent  annuities,  wfas  purchased  accordingly 
in  the  names  of  trustees ; but  the  stock  has  been  since  reduced,  by  Act  of 
Parliament,  to  per  cent  annuities.  The  dividends  (61.  16  s.  a year)  are  laid 
out  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  which  is  distributed  every  Sunday  in  the  church 
among  such  poor  persons  as  receive  the  sacrament  on  sacrament  days. 


PARISH  OF  BARNBEE. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

A piece  of  land,  containing  about  13  acres,  which  wras  allotted  on  the 
inclosure  for  the  poor,  in  lieu  of  their  right  to  cut  furze  on  the  common,  is 
let  on  lease  for  eight  years  at  9/.  a year,  the  full  annual  value,  and  the  rent 
is  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  dealt  out  among  poor  people  in  winter. 
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PARISH  OF  BELTON. 

Church  Lands. 

A piece  of  land,  1 a.  2 r.  18  p.  is  held  by  the  parish  clerk  rent  free  ; another 
piece  of  land,  2 a.  & 12  p.  is  let  to  the  parish  clerk  at  31.  3 s.  a year;  and 
two  allotments,  containing  together  3 a.  2 r.  6 p.  are  let  to  William  House, 
as  yearly  tenant,  at  3 /.  3 s.  a year.  The  rents  are  paid  to  the  churchwardens, 
and  applied  to  the  ordinary  expense  of  the  church. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  9 a.  & 9p.  awarded  for  the  poor  on  an  inclosure  in  1810, 
was  let  for  ten  years,  from  October  1825,  to  the  best  bidder,  at  a rent  of 
12/.  12  s.  a year,  and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  distributed  among 
the  poor  in  winter. 


PARISH  OF  BLUNDESTON. 

Town  Estate. 

This  estate  comprises  three  small  cottages,  with  an  allotment  of  20  perches 
in  front  of  them  ; a piece  of  land,  called  the  Town  Pightle,  containing  about 
an  acre  and  a half;  an  allotment  on  Plough  Common  of  2 a.  1 r.  22  p.;  and 
a piece  of  ground,  of  about  an  acre,  used  as  a stack-yard.  One  of  the  cottages  is 
occupied  by  a poor  person  paying  no  rent,  and  the  remaining  premises  and  land 
are  let  to  different  persons  at  moderate  rents,  amounting  together  to  19/-  a year. 

It  is  unknown  whence  the  property  was  derived ; and  the  rents  are  carried 
by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  their  general  account,  and  applied  with  the 
funds  raised  by  assessment,  which  it  is  understood  has  always  been  the  usage 
as  long  as  is  known. 

Bays’s  Charity. 

A house,  small  barn  and  hempland  containing  1 a.  & 32  p.  are  let  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  to  Charles  Godbold  as  yearly  tenant,  at  8 /.  a year, 
the  fair  annual  value. 

These  premises  are  understood  to  have  been  devised  by  one  Anthony  Bays 
to  the  inhabitants  of  Blundeston,  for  the  use  of  the  poor;  but  the  date  or  par- 
ticular terms  of  the  will  cannot  be  ascertained. 

For  many  years  before  the  death  of  the  late  parish  clerk  he  occupied  the 
premises  rent  free ; but  since  his  death,  which  happened  five  years  ago,  the 
rent,  after  deducting  for  repairs  of  the  buildings,  has  been  applied  as  part  of 
the  poor’s  rate.  We  think  the  rent  would  more  properly  be  distributed 
among,  or  applied  for  occasional  aid  to,  poor  persons,  who  subsist  or  endeavour 
to  subsist  without  regular  parochial  relief. 

Poor’s  Allotments. 

An  allotment  of  marsh  land  in  five  pieces,  containing  10  a.  2 r.  34  p.,  and 
an  allotment  of  15  a.  2r.  38  p.  on  How  Heath,  were  awarded  on  an  inclosure 
to  the  lord  of  the  manor,  rector,  churchwardens  and  overseers,  for  the  use  and 
benefit  of  poor  persons  residing  in  the  parish. 

The  pieces  of  marsh  land  are  let  every  year  to  the  best  bidders,  and  the 
present  rent  is  3 31.  The  other  allotment  is  let  on  lease  for  fourteen  years,  of 
which  seven  are  expired,  to  J.  Skinner  and  James  Rounch,  at  27  /.  a year, 
the  full  annual  value. 

The  rents  are  laid  out  by  the  parish  officers  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which 
are  distributed  among  the  poor  parishioners. 

Ayton’s  Charity. 

The  yearly  sum  of  10s.  given  by  the  Will  of  Elizabeth , the  wife  of  William 
Ayton,  to  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  to  be  by  them  yearly 
distributed  to  such  poor  widows  belonging  to  the  parish  as  do  not  take  collec- 
tion, is  paid  as  a rent-charge  on  a piece  of  land  called  Dale  Pightle,  the  property 
of  Thomas  Woods. 

The  sum  of  10  s.  a year  is  regularly  paid  by  Mr.  Woods  himself  to  such 
poor  widows  as  he  thinks  most  deserving  objects  of  charity ; but  there  are  none 
at  present  in  the  parish  who  do  not  receive  parochial  relief.

The  School. 

The  Rev.  Gregory  Clarice , by  Will,  dated  the  od  June  1726,  devised  to 
trustees  a house,  and  about  1a.  & 2 it.  of  land,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and 
profits,  after  deducting  for  outgoings  and  repairs,  towards  the  payment  of  a 
schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress  in  the  parish  of  Blundeston,  for  teaching  so 
many  of  the  poor  children  of  the  parish  to  read,  write  and  cast  accounts,  as 
the  trustees  from  time  to  time  should  appoint;  and  he  directed  that,  upon 
the  death  of  four  of  the  trustees,  the  survivors  should  convey  the  premises 
to  the  use  of  themselves  and  four  others  as  new  trustees. 

A conveyance  to  new  trustees  was  made  about  four  years  ago. 

The  school  property  now  consists  of  a school-house  and  school-room,  with  a 
small  garden,  in  the  occupation  of  the  schoolmaster,  at  a rent  of  51.  a year ; 
and  a piece  of  land  containing  2 a.  2r.  9p.  part  of  a close  called  the  Steeple 
Close,  of  which  the  remainder  belongs  to  the  rector  of  the  parish.  This  land 
was  in  part  an  allotment  made  on  an  inclosure,  and  the  remainder  was  given  in 
exchange  about  five  years  ago,  being  a just  equivalent,  for  the  land  devised  by 
the  will,  and  it  is  occupied  partly  by  G.  Booth,  at  a rent  of  4 1.  a year,  and 
partly  by  James  Larkman,  who  occupies  the  remainder  of  the  Steeple  Close 
under  the  rector,  at  a rent  to  the  school  of  /.  a year. 

The  school  buildings  were  erected  about  five  years  ago,  partly  with  the  pro- 
duce of  the  materials  of  the  old  school-house,  which  had  fallen  down,  and  partly 
with  some  arrears  of  rent  and  money  raised  by  contribution. 

The  rector,  who  is  one  of  the  trustees,  keeps  the  accounts  respecting  the 
charity.  The  sum  of  1/.  a year  is  paid  to  the  master  for  each  poor  scholar; 
and  he  has  generally  about  twelve,  who  are  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  are 
taught  reading,  writing  and  accounts,  with  other  scholars  paid  for  by  their 
parents,  and  the  school  is  satisfactorily  conducted. 


PARISH  OF  BURGH  CASTLE. 

Poor’s  Allotments. 

A piece  of  land  containing  about  nine  acres,  formerly  called  Town  Land, 
but  which  was  considered  on  the  inclosure  to  be  an  encroachment,  was  there- 
upon allotted  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  and  it  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  to  different  persons  for  terms  of  seven  years,  at  rents  amounting 
together  to  14/.  155.  a year. 

Another  allotment  of  about  six  acres,  which  was  awarded  on  the  inclosure 
to  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  overseers  for  the  use  of  the  poor,  is  also  let 
for  seven  years  at  12  /.  15  5.  a year. 

The  rents  of  these  allotments  are  laid  out  by  the  churchwarden  and  overseers 
in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  given  to  the  poor  in  the  winter. 


PARISH  OF  CORTON. 

Briggs’s  Charity. 

An  Annuity  of  1 /.  for  the  purchase  of  bread  for  the  poor,  given  by  Robert 
Briggs , who  died  in  171 S,  is  paid  as  a rent-charge  out  of  a farm  in  this 
parish,  the  property  of  Thomas  Fowler,  esquire,  and  is  laid  out,  5s.  every 
quarter,  in  bread,  which  is  given  to  such  poor  persons  as  appear  to  the  church- 
wardens the  most  proper  objects  of  charity. 

Town  Pightle. 

A piece  of  ground  somewhat  exceeding  one  acre,  being  an  encroachment  on 
the  common,  is  let  at  1/.  11  5.  6d.  a year,  and  the  rent  is  applied  towards 
payment  of  the  salary  of  the  parish  clerk. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  11  a.  2r.  17p.  set  out  on  the  inclosure  for  the  poor,  was  let 
in  different  parcels  to  the  highest  bidders  for  terms  of  sixteen  years  from  the 

time 
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time  of  the  inclosure,  and  which  will  expire  in  1830,  at  rents  amounting  on 
an  average  to  25  5.  per  acre,  and  the  rents  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
coals,  which  are  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  among  the 
poor  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  FRITTON. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

This  land,  containing  14a.  2r.  38  p.  which  was  set  out  for  the  poor  on  an 
inclosure,  has  been  let  to  different  persons  by  auction  for  terms  of  seven  years, 
and  the  rents,  12/.  12  s.  a year,  are  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  given  to  poor 
persons  in  winter. 


PARISH  OF  HERRINGFLEET. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  6 a.  & 35  p.  which  was  set  out  on  an  inclosure  for  providing 
fuel  for  the  poor,  is  in  the  occupation  of  J.  F.  Leathes,  esq.  at  the  yearly  rent 
of  13/.  155.  which  considerably  exceeds  the  annual  value,  and  the  rent  is  laid 
out  in  coals,  which  are  given  to  the  poor  at  Christmas. 

Merry’s  Gift. 

The  late  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Merry  bequeathed  20/.  a year  to  be  applied  to 
educate  poor  children  of  this  parish  ; and  to  provide  for  this  annuity  a suffi- 
cient sum  of  money  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  stock  in  the  public  funds, 
now  standing  in  the  names  of  A.  Merry,  esq.  and  the  Rev.  A.  F.  Wilkinson 
(her  executors),  J.  F.  Leathes,  esq.  and  the  Rev.  F.  Leathes. 

The  annuity  is  applied  for  the  free  education  of  twelve  poor  children  of  the 
parish,  in  the  payment  of  12/.  a year  to  a schoolmaster  and  his  wife,  51.  for  the 
rent  of  a house,  school-room  and  garden,  and  31.  for  books  and  rewards  for  the 
children. 


PARISH  OF  KIRKLEY. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  13  a.  & 24 p.  awarded  on  an  inclosure  to  the  rector, 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  poor  persons 
residing  in  the  parish,  was  held  at  the  time  of  this  inquiry  by  different  tenants 
for  terms  of  eight  years,  which  would  expire  at  Michaelmas  1828,  at  rents 
amounting  together  to  14/.  125.  9 d. 

The  rents  are  laid  out  by  the  parish  officers  in  coals,  which  are  given  in 
winter  to  poor  people  of  the  parish. 


PARISH  OF  LOUND. 

Spalding’s  Dole. 

An  annuity  of  65.  was  given  by  John  Spalding,  for  bread  to  be  distributed 
among  the  poor  of  this  parish  quarterly.  This  dole  being  a charge  on  a cottage 
and  three  or  four  acres  of  land  in  Lound,  the  property  of  Samuel  Crickmer,  he 
provides  bread  to  the  value  of  1 5.  6 d.  a quarter,  which  is  brought  to  church 
and  distributed  by  the  churchwardens  among  poor  persons. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  20a.  2 r.  ISp.  which  was  awarded  on  the  inclosure  for  the 
use  of  the  poor  persons  residing  in  this  parish,  is  let  on  lease  for  fourteen  years, 
of  which  nine  are  expired,  to  Mr.  William  Bunn,  at  44  /.  a year  ; but  it  has 
been  necessary,  on  account  of  the  depression  of  the  times,  to  reduce  the  rent 
by  abatement  to  34  /.  The  rent  is  laid  out  in  buying  coals,  which  are  distri- 
buted among  the  poor  people  of  the  parish.

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PARISH  OF  MUTFORD. 

Doles. 

The  sum  of  10s.  a year,  being  the  interest  of  a benefaction  of  10/.  given  to 
the  poor  by  John  King,  is  paid  by  the  occupier  of  a farm  in  Mutford  and  Barn, 
and  is  distributed  among  poor  persons  by  the  churchwardens  at  Easter.  The 
benefaction  was  many  years  ago  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Edward  Dalbee, 
a former  proprietor  of  the  farm,  and  the  interest  has  ever  since  been  paid  as 
a charge  on  the  farm  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  succeeding  proprietors 

A dole  of  13^.  4 d.  a year,  the  donation  of  which  is  unknown,  used  to  be 
paid  by  the  proprietor  of  a house  and  land  which  belonged  to  one  William 
Fiske,  and  were  afterwards  sold  to  a person  named  Pleasants ; but  the  payment 
has  been  withheld  for  forty  years,  and  on  investigation,  we  are  of  opinion  that 
no  adequate  means  exist  of  enforcing  it. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

A piece  of  ground  containing  fifteen  acres,  part  of  a common,  was  allotted 
about  twenty-eight  years  ago  to  the  poor,  in  lieu  of  their  right  to  cut  furze,  &c. 
The  allotment  is  let  for  a term  of  eight  years,  at  13/.  105.  a year,  being  the 
highest  rent  offered  at  a letting  by  public  auction,  and  the  rent  is  laid  out  in 
coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor  belonging  to  and  residing  in  the 
parish. 


PARISH  OF  PAKEFIELD. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property  comprises  the  site  of  three  tenements,  which  it  is  understood 
was  demised  many  years  ago  for  a long  term  at  ground  rents  of  *2 s.  3d.  a year 
for  each  of  the  tenements;  and  a piece  of  land  containing  1 a.  3r.  or  there- 
abouts, part  of  which,  being  somewhat  less  than  a rood,  was  demised  in  1816 
to  Samuel  Lincoln,  on  a lease  for  99  years,  at  an  annual  ground  rent  of  1 /. 
and  two  tenements  have  been  built  thereon  by  the  lessee  ; other  part,  containing 
one  rood,  was  demised  in  1817  for  999  years  at  a pepper-corn  rent,  for  the 
purpose  of  building  a school-room  thereon,  and  which  has  since  been  erected  ; 
and  the  remainder  is  let  in  small  lots  or  parcels  for  gardens  to  poor  persons, 
at  rents  amounting  in  the  whole  to  31.  7 s.  a year. 

The  school-room  was  built,  and  a school  is  supported  by  the  assistance  and 
under  the  patronage  of  the  rector  of  the  parish,  for  the  more  convenient 
education  of  the  children  of  persons  residing  in  the  parish. 

The  rents  of  the  Town  Estate  are  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and 
applied  to  the  reparation  of  the  parish  church. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

A piece  of  ground  of  fifteen  acres,  awarded  on  an  inclosure  in  trust  for  the 
poor  in  lieu  of  their  right  to  cut  turves,  &c.  for  fuel,  is  occupied  in  two  parcels 
at  rents  of  9/.  15  5.  and  10/.  105.  a year  respectively.  The  parcels  were  let 
for  terms  of  eight  years  to  the  highest  bidders  at  a public  auction,  and  the 
rents  are  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the 
poor  belonging  to  and  inhabiting  in  the  parish,  in  proportions  determined  by 
the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

Selling’s  Dole. 

Mary  Selling,  by  her  Will,  dated  2d  April  1687,  charged  her  lands  in 
Pakefield,  now  the  property  of  John  Machett,  esq.  with  205.  a year,  to  be 
paid  quarterly  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  to  be  at  their  discretion 
distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

This  dole  is  now  distributed  by  the  rector  with  some  considerable  addition 
voluntarily  made  to  it  by  himself. 

Dodd’s  Charity. 

Mrs.  Dodd,  who  died  in  the  year  1814,  by  her  Will,  desired  so  much 
money  as  would  purchase  51.  a year  interest,  including  the  income  tax,  might 

be 
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be  invested  in  the  3 per  cent,  consols,  or  such  other  stock  as  her  two  trustees 
therein  named  should  think  best,  which  capital  sum  she  bequeathed  to  the 
rector  and  churchwardens  of  the  parish  ot  Pakefield,  and  their  successors, 
upon  trust,  that  the  51.  yearly  interest  should  be  equally  divided  annually 
on  the  first  Sunday  in  Lent  at  Pakefield  church,  after  service,  to  ten  poor 
aged  persons  of  the  parishes  of  Pakefield  and  Kirkley,  being  parishioners 
of  those  parishes,  not  under  sixty  years  of  age,  and  who  should  be  in  the  habit 
of  frequenting  their  parish  churches  every  Sunday,  except  prevented  by  sick- 
ness or  bodily  infirmity;  and  the  testatrix  gave  similar  donations  for  poor 
persons  of  other  parishes. 

To  provide  for  the  annual  gifts  mentioned  in  the  will,  the  sum  of  5001. 
3 per  cent.  Reduced  Annuities  was  transferred  to  or  invested  in,  and  now 
stands  in  the  names  of  the  two  trustees  named  in  the  will,  namely,  the  Rev. 
James  Stewart  Freeman,  d.d.  and  William  Selwyn,  esq. 

The  annual  dividend  or  sum  of  5l.  is  received  by  the  rector  of  Pakefield  and 
distributed  by  him  among  10  poor  persons  qualified  as  directed  by  the  will,  and 
residing  in  the  parishes  of  Pakefield  and  Kirkley,  five  of  them  born  in  or  legally 
belonging  to  each  parish  ; but  the  money  has  hitherto  been  divided  unequally 
at  the  discretion  of  the  rector.

A piece  of  ground  on  Hannah’s  Green,  not  exceeding  20  perches,  given,  as 
understood  by  the  lord  of  the  manor,  for  the  poor,  is  let  by  the  overseers  at 
12  s.  a year. 

The  sum  of  6 s.  8 d.  a year  is  received  from  the  churchwarden  of  Henstead 
in  respect  of  Branden’s  charity,  of  which  an  account  is  given  under  the  head  of 
that  parish. 

The  rent  of  the  poor’s  land  and  the  dole  are  distributed  amongst  the  poor  at 

Easter.

Poor’s  Allotment. 

A piece  of  marsh  land,  containing  11a.  1r.  27 p.,  was  allotted  on  the  inclo- 
sure for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  fuel  for  the  poor.  This  land  is  usually  let  in 
different  parcels  by  auction,  every  seven  years,  to  the  highest  bidders.  The 
present  rent  is  331.  5 s.  a year,  and  a further  rent  of  2/.  105.  a year  is  paid  for 
the  use  of  a ditch  belonging  to  the  marsh  land.  The  income  is  laid  out  in 
coals,  which  are  distributed  among  the  poor  in  winter.

Sir  Edward  Duke , by  his  Will,  dated  in  1731,  desired  1,000/.  to  be  settled  Benhall. 

by  his  executors  for  or  towards  the  maintenance  of  a person  able  to  be  a school-  

master,  who  should,  at  the  town  of  Benhall,  teach  the  several  poor  children  be-  Duke’s  ^ 
longing  to  the  same  parish  to  read  and  write,  without  any  reward  other  than  131  lty  Scho°;- 
the  profits  to  arise  from  the  said  1,000/.,  and  that  the  poor  so  to  be  taught 
should  be  nominated  in  such  manner  as  his  executors  should  by  writing  appoint. 

Part  of  the  legacy  was  laid  out  in  purchasing  and  building  the  school  pre- 
mises, which  consist  of  a dwelling-house  and  school  under  one  roof,  and  a small 
garden  and  play-ground ; and  the  remainder  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
761/.  1 s.  10 d.  stock,  Old  South  Sea  Annuities,  which  stands  in  the  name  of 
the  Accountant  General  of  the  Court  of  Chancery,  in  trust,  in  a cause  of 
“ The  Attorney  General  v.  Tyrell.”

8d.  a year,  from  the  Accountant  General’s  office,  and  he  bears 
the  charge  of  repairing  the  school  premises  and  of  obtaining  payment  of  the 
dividends,  and  he  instructs  all  the  poor  children  of  persons  belonging  to  the 
parish  that  are  sent  by  their  parents,  or  come  to  him,  in  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic,  without  charge,  except  for  books,  pens  and  ink,  and  firing  in  the 
winter,  and,  upon  a general  average,  he  has  had  about  25  free  scholars  at  a time. 
He  also  teaches  other  children  in  his  school,  who  are  brought  up  at  the  expense 
of  their  friends. 

William  Corbold,  by  Will,  dated  29th  April  1746,  enjoined  Benjamin  Jessup, 
his  heirs  and  assigns,  and  all  future  owners  of  the  estate  thereby  devised,  con- 
sisting of  a farm  in  Saxmundham  and  Benhall,  to  pay  yearly,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  thereof,  the  sum  of  5 /.  for  the  learning  and  education  of  four  poor 
boys  of  and  belonging  to  the  parish  of  Saxmundham,  which  he  and  they  should 
send  to  the  free  school  at  Benhall,  there  to  be  well  taught  and  instructed  in 
reading  English,  writing  and  arithmetic  ; and  the  testator  further  willed,  that 
none  of  the  poor  boys  so  to  be  sent  should  be  under  the  age  of  12  years, 
or  above  14,  nor  be  kept  at  the  school  above  two  years,  and  then  others  should 
be  sent  in  their  stead  for  the  like  time  ; and  he  desired  such  rules  might]  be 
strictly  observed  for  ever,  or  so  long  as  such  boys  should  be  well  taught  and 
instructed  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  no  longer. 

The  sum  of  5/.  a year  is  paid  as  a rent-charge  on  the  farm,  which  is  now  the 
property  of  Dudley  Long  North,  esq.  to  the  schoolmaster,  and  he  has  four 
children  regularly  sent  from  Saxmundham  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  that  parish.  These  children  are  changed  every  two  years,  and 
they  are  instructed  with  the  other  children  in  the  school. 


PARISH  OF  BLAXHALL. 

Garthwaite’s  Charity. 

Blaxhall.  Thomas  Garthwaite,  and  Elizabeth  his  wife,  gave  a messuage  in  Woodbridge, 

called  the  Red  Cross,  the  rents  thereof,  after  necessary  repairs,  to  be  employed 

Garihwaites  for  tjie  ci0thing  Gf  poor  men,  women  and  children  of  the  parish  of  Blaxhall, 

' 1<inly"  but  so  as  not  to  lessen  or  abate  any  sums  of  money  which  ought  to  be  assessed 

and  collected  for  the  necessary  relief  of  the  poor. 

This  property  is  let  by  the  parishioners  in  vestry,  and  the  rents,  which  are  at 
present  18/.  a year,  being  the  full  annual  value,  are  received  by  the  church- 
wardens and  laid  out  in  clothing,  which  is  given  to  poor  families  of  the  parish.

Cransford.  Audrey  Dammant , by  Will,  dated  the  30th  October  172 9,  charged  his  lease- 
— — > hold  lands  in  the  parish  of  Bruisyard,  now  the  property  of  Mrs.  Harvey,  with 

Danmiantb  ^foe  payment  of  10s.  a year  to  the  vicar  of  Cransford  for  a sermon  on  Good 

Friday,  and  6 s.  6 d.  quarterly  to  the  vicar  for  buying  12  pennyworth  of  bread 

every 
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every  fortnight  for  the  poor  people  of  Cransford,  to  be  distributed  amongst 
them  at  his  discretion. 

This  charity  is  duly  administered,  and  12  two-penny  loaves  are  distributed 
once  a fortnight  at  the  church,  the  additional  quantity  of  bread  being  volun- 
tarily supplied  at  the  expense  of  the  vicar,  the  Rev.  C.  Chevallier.

PARISH  OF  FRISTON. 

Lambert’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  John  Lambert , by  a Codicil,  dated  in  1802,  bequeathed  to  the  Friston. 
parish  of  Friston  200/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  by  the  church-  Lambe^U^harit 
wardens,  at  Christmas,  to  poor  housekeepers  that  should  not  receive  pay  of  the  amjer  s iaM  y 
parish. 

This  legacy  is  invested  in  250/.  stock  3 per  cent,  consols,  in  the  names  of 
Leveson  Vernon,  F.  T.  W.  Vernon  Wentworth  and  Henry  Preston,  esquires, 
and  the  dividends,  7 /.  105.  a year,  are  distributed  by  the  churchwarden  among 
poor  persons  of  Friston  who  have  not  received  parish  relief  during  the  preceding 
year  in  equal  sums. 


PARISH  OF  GREAT  GLEMHAM. 


Church  Land. 

This  property,  consisting  of  about  22  acres  of  land,  is  let  by  the  church- 
wardens for  25  /.  a year,  the  fair  annual  value.  The  rents  are  applied,  in  the 
first  instance,  to  the  repairs  of  the  church  : the  surplus  not  required  for  the  use 
of  the  church  used  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor;  but  of  late  years  it  has 
been  appropriated  to  the  discharge  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  a debt  of 
350/.  incurred  in  the  erection  of  a workhouse,  of  which  debt  there  remains  150  /. 
or  thereabouts  unpaid.

PARISH  OF  RENDHAM. 

Town  Estate. 

There  belong  to  this  parish  three  cottages,  built  upon  waste  land,  formerly  Rendham. 

granted  by  the  lord  of  the  manor,  and  a pightle  of  3 acres  or  thereabouts,  pur-  

chased  in  1646.  Town  Estate. 

The  cottages  are  occupied  by  poor  persons,  one  of  them  rent-free,  the  others 
at  rents  of  1 /.  and  105.  a year,  which,  however,  are  not  always  obtained,  and 
the  land  is  let  to  a yearly  tenant  at  4/.  105.  a year.  The  rents  are  added  by 
the  overseers  of  the  poor  to  their  rates,  out  of  which  it  is  usual  to  lay  out  money 
in  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  sold  to  the  poor  at  a reduced  price. 

Neal’s  Charity. 

Thomas  Neal,  esq.,  by  a Codicil,  dated  lCth  February  1704,  charged  his  Neal’s  Charity, 
lands,  in  the  parish  of  Bramfield,  with  the  payment  to  the  churchwardens  of 
Rendham  of  2/.  10  5.  a year  for  the  support  of  a free  school  at  Rendham,  and 
105.  a year  for  books  for  the  children  and  other  poor  persons.  This  rent-charge 
is  paid  by  Mr.  Howard,  the  occupier  of  the  land,  and  the  sum  of  2/.  105.  a year 
is  paid  to  a schoolmaster  for  teaching  five  poor  children,  nominated  by  the 
vicar,  with  the  consent  of  the  parish  officers,  to  read,  and  the  10  5.  a year  are 
laid  out  by  the  vicar  in  books  for  the  children. 


PARISH  OF  SAX M U N D II A M. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property,  which  comprises  the  site  of  a cottage,  formerly  called  the  Saxmundham. 
Town  House,  and  a piece  of  meadow  or  marsh  land  in  Saxmundham,  con-  T — ~ 
taining  by  estimation  3 acres,  was  demised  by  the  churchwardens,  by  lease, 
dated  7th  August  1780,  to  Charles  Long,  esq.,  for  99  years,  from  Michaelmas- 
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day  in  that  year,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  8 /.  18  s.  6 d.,  and  the  lease  and  the  posses- 
sion of  the  land  are  now  vested  by  assignment  in  Mr.  Nathan. 

The  rent  reserved  for  the  property  was,  and  is  probably,  higher  than  the 
annual  value  of  the  land  ; and  the  object  in  granting  a long  lease,  was  to  enable 
the  lessee  to  employ  the  ground  in  making  a plantation ; the  lease,  however 
appears  to  be  of  somewhat  immoderate  duration. 

The  rent  of  the  land  is  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  applied,  after 
payment  of  a quit-rent  of  1 /.  2 s.  a year,  to  the  ordinary  purposes  of  a church- 
rate,  agreeably  to  custom. 

The  site  of  the  town-house  was  granted  by  the  lord  of  the  manor  in  1657; 
but  as  to  the  other  land,  no  deeds  or  writings  exist. 

Charity  Lands. 

The  following  lands  are  vested  in  trustees. 

1.  Two  pieces  of  arable  land,  in  the  parish  of  Saxmundham,  containing 
about  5 acres,  called  the  Bread  Land,  let  to  Thomas  Mayhew  and  Thomas 
Cooper,  for  four  years  from  Michaelmas  1826,  at  annual  rents,  amounting 
together  to  16/.  5 s. 

This  land  was  purchased  in  1657  with  some  gift  or  benefaction  of  16/.  and 
with  52/.  paid  in  satisfaction  of  the  charity  of  Edmund  Cutting,  who,  by  his 
will  dated  in  1641,  directed  1 s.  worth  of  bread  to  be  distributed  weekly  among 
poor  persons  of  Saxmundham. 

2.  A piece  of  land  called  the  Brook  Meadow',  containing  about  five  acres  and 
a quarter,  let  to  Robert  Scarlett  for  four  years  from  Michaelmas  182 6,  at  12/. 
a year  ; and  a piece  of  arable  land  in  Saxmundham,  containing  about  three 
acres,  let  to  Thomas  Cooper  for  the  same  term,  at  51.  15s.  a year. 

These  lands  were  given  by  Edward  Fuller,  esq.  in  exchange  for  land  in 
Carlton  of  less  value,  which  had  been  held  by  the  trustees  in  trust  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  the  poor  people  of  Saxmundham,  but  under  what  donation  is 
unknown. 

The  lands  are  let  at  their  full  annual  value. 

Before  the  year  1820,  the  property  was  let  by  the  churchwardens,  and  the 
sums  of  52s.  and  16s.  were  paid  out  of  the  rents,  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  bread,  with  the  addition  generally  of  the  further  sum  of  36s.  to  make  up  the 
sum  of  2s.  a week,  and  the  surplus  income  wras  carried  to  the  churchwardens 
general  account;  but  since  1820  the  rents  have  been  received  by  the  trustees, 
and  the  surplus  beyond  5/.  4 s.  a year,  which  is  laid  out  in  providing  weekly 
bread,  has  been  applied  as  a fund  for  the  purchase  of  coals,  which  are  sold  again 
to  the  poor  at  a reduced  rate. 

Corbold’s  Charity. 

William  Corbold,  by  his  Will,  dated  29th  April  1746,  charged  his  estate  in 
Saxmundham  and  Benhall,  now  the  property  of  Dudley  Long  North,  esq.  with 
the  payment  of  5 /.  yearly,  which  he  directed  the  owmers  of  the  estate  should 
yearly  lay  out  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  to  be  distributed  weekly  to  eight  poor 
persons  in  and  belonging  to  the  town  of  Saxmundham  not  receiving  alms  or 
collection,  or  chargeable  to  the  parish. 

The  sum  of  5 /.  with  a small  addition  made  by  Mr.  North,  is  laid  out  in  bread, 
which  is  distributed  weekly  among  poor  persons,  being  principally  widows. 

The  testator  also,  by  his  will,  charged  his  said  estates  with  51.  a year  for 
teaching  four  poor  children  of  Saxmundham  at  the  school  at  Benhall,  and  four 
boys  are  accordingly  sent  to  that  school  by  the  churchwardens  of  Saxmundham, 
and  have  the  benefit  of  the  charity  for  two  years.  A further  account  is  given 
of  the  charity  in  the  Report  of  Charities  at  Benhall. 

Eade’s  Charity. 

Stephen  Eade,  by  Will,  dated  8th  June  1716,  gave  40  s.  a year  out  of  copy- 
hold  land  in  Carlton,  now  the  property  of  Edward  Fuller,  esq.  to  be  distributed 
to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Saxmundham  after  divine  service  on  Christmas- 
sy. 

This  annuity  is  received  and  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor. 

Clarke’s  Gift. 

Mrs.  Alice  Clarke , by  Will,  dated  26th  September  1820,  gave  to  the  poor  of 
Saxmundham  50/.,  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  in  coals  every  New- 
Year's  day.

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The  sum  of  50/.  (the  legacy  duty  having  been  paid  off  out  of  the  interest  of 
the  money,)  has  been  lately  placed  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  John  Flatt,  at  interest 
of  2/.  a year,  and  the  interest  will  be  applied  according  to  the  donor’s 
intention. 


PARISH  OF  SNAPE. 

Lambert’s  Charity. 

The  Rev.  John  Lambert,  by  a Codicil,  dated  in  1802,  bequeathed  to  the 
parish  of  Snape  200/.  the  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  by  the  church- 
wardens at  Christmas,  to  poor  housekeepers  that  do  not  receive  pay  of  the 
parish. 

This  legacy  is  invested  in  stock,  being  250/.  three  per  cent  consols,  standing 
in  the  names  of  Leveson  Vernon,  F.  T.  W.  Vernon  Wentworth  and  Henry 
Preston,  esquires,  and  the  dividends,  7 /•  105.  a year,  are  distributed  at  Christmas 
among  poor  persons  who  have  not  received  parochial  relief  during  the  preced- 
ing year,  in  equal  proportions  at  Christmas ; the  distribution  being  sometimes  in 
money,  sometimes  in  coals,  and  occasionally  in  both. 


PARISH  OF  STERNFIELD. 

Town  Estate. 

There  are  several  old  deeds  of  conveyance  relating  to  different  parts  of  this 
property,  but  they  contain  no  specific  declaration  of  trust.  The  first  deed 
which  contains  any  such  declaration,  is  of  the  date  of  the  first  year  of  Charles 
the  First ; it  comprises  the  whole  of  the  property,  and  the  trusts  therein  declared 
are  “ the  sole  and  proper  use,  profit  and  maintenance  and  sustentation  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Sternfield.”  There  have  been  subsequent  conveyances 
to  new  trustees  upon  the  like  trusts;  the  last  of  them  is  dated  in  1793,  and 
the  present  surviving  trustees  are  the  Rev.  William  Long,  rector  of  Sternfield, 
and  William  Shuldham,  esq. 

Particulars. 

Two  tenements  with  gardens,  one  let  to  William  Bates  at  3/.  a year,  the  other 
to  John  Lari  ham  at  2 /.  a year. 

A meadow  of  one  acre  or  thereabouts  let  to  William  Woods  Page,  esq.  at 
11.  105.  a year. 

A cottage,  stable  and  about  44  acres  of  land,  of  which  about  eight  acres  are 
in  the  adjoining  parish  of  Friston,  let  to  William  Haill  at  48/.  a year. 

The  estate  is  let  on  proper  terms,  and  the  rents,  after  necessary  deductions, 
are  applied  by  the  rector  on  behalf  of  himself  and  the  other  trustees,  and  ex- 
pended in  the  repairs  of  the  church,  in  fuel  and  clothing  and  pecuniary  assist- 
ance for  the  poor  inhabitants,  and  in  providing  means  for  the  education  of 
their  children. 


PARISH  OF  SUDBOURN. 

Church  and  Poor  Estate. 

1.  A workhouse,  inhabited  by  paupers. 

2.  A cottage  and  small  garden,  occupied  by  a poor  person  rent-free. 

3.  61a.  & 5p.  of  marsh  land,  let  in  parcels  once  every  three  years  at  a 
vestry  meeting  to  the  best  bidders,  and  producing  at  present  l6l/.  25.  3d. 
a year. 

4.  A rent-charge  of  6/.  a year,  secured  and  payable  under  the  award  of  the 
commissioners  for  inclosing  the  common  lands  in  the  parish  of  Sudbourn,  made 
in  1807. 

The  income  derived  from  the  above  sources  is  received  by  the  churchwardens, 
and  applied  to  the  reparation  of  the  church,  &c.,  and  the  surplus  is  paid  to  the 
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Sudbourn.  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  applied,  with  the  funds  raised  by  assessment,  for  the 
general  relief  of  the  poor. 

The  Town  House. 

The  Town  House.  There  is  a cottage  in  two  tenements,  called  the  Town  House,  with  a small 
piece  of  ground  adjoining,  in  the  town  of  Orford,  which  is  under  the  manage- 
ment of  the  overseers  of  the  poor  ot  Sudbourn.  One  of  the  tenements  is 
occupied  by  a poor  family  rent  free,  and  the  other,  with  the  ground,  is  let  at 
7 1.  a year,  and  the  rent  is  carried  by  the  overseers  to  their  general  account. 

Sir  Michael  Stanhope’s  Charity. 

Sir  Michael  Stan-  jn  respect  of  this  charity,  of  which  an  account  is  given  in  this  Report  under 
hope’s  Chanty.  head  of  the  parish  of  Sutton,  the  sum  of  10/.  a year,  subject  to  the  deduction 

on  account  of  land-tax  of  10  5.  4 \d.,  is  paid  by  J.  W.  Sheppard,  esq.  to  the 
parish  officers  of  Sudbourn,  and  is  distributed  among  poor  persons  in  small  sums. 

CHAPELRY  OF  ORFORD. 

Town  Estate. 

The  particulars  of  this  estate  are  as  follows  : 

1.  A workhouse,  with  a small  garden,  used  for  the  reception  and  habitation 
of  paupers. 

2.  A piece  of  ground  near  the  workhouse,  containing  about  a quarter  of  an 
acre,  let  to  Mr.  Field,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  31.  a year. 

3.  A piece  of  ground  near  the  Assembly-room,  234  feet  by  94  feet,  demised 
on  lease,  dated  27th  April  1791,  from  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the 
poor  to  John  Gale,  for  99  years  from  the  10th  October  then  last,  at  the  yearly 
rent  of  40  s.  There  have  been  six  cottages  built  on  part  of  the  land,  and  the 
remainder  of  it  forms  part  of  a garden.  The  lease  appears  to  have  been  granted 
as  a building  lease,  but  the  term  appears  to  be  of  unreasonable  length.  The 
interest  in  the  lease  is  vested  in  a Mr.  Sheppard  in  right  of  his  wife. 

4.  A piece  of  marsh  land,  containing  6 a.  1 ii.  20  p.  adjoining  Orford  Quay, 
which  is  let  to  Mr.  Matthew  Kindred  on  lease  for  10  years,  from  11th  October 
1824,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  21 1.  105.,  the  full  annual  value. 

5.  The  yearly  sum  of  30  being  a rent-charge  or  annuity  paid  by  the  Mar- 
quis of  Hertford,  in  respect  (as  supposed)  of  land  in  his  possession. 

We  have  not  been  able  to  discover  the  origin  of  this  payment,  or  to  meet 
with  any  deeds  or  writings  relating  to  it.  It  was  mentioned  in  an  old  terrier, 
dated  in  1725,  as  being  “ 30  /.  per  annum  paid  out  of  the  lands  of  the  Hospital 
of  St.  Leonard,”  and  in  the  parish  books  the  receipt  of  it  by  the  parish  officers  is 
entered,  (the  oldest  entry  to  be  found  being  of  the  date  of  1702)  sometimes  by 
the  description  of  the  hospital  rent,  and  sometimes  by  the  description  of  the  rent 
of  the  hospital  lands,  and  occasionally  by  the  name  of  town  land.  It  has  usually 
been  paid  by  one  of  the  tenants,  or  the  steward  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
estates  at  Sudbourn,  now  belonging  to  the  Marquis  of  Hertford.  It  has  been 
surmised  among  the  parishioners  that  some  land,  of  which  30/.  a year  was 
anciently  the  rent  or  value,  was  given  or  held  on  account  of  this  charity  or 
property  of  the  parish,  but  we  have  been  wholly  unable  to  discover  what 
foundation  there  is  for  that  conjecture. 

The  income  derived  from  the  several  sources  above  mentioned  is  received  by 
the  overseers  of  the  poor,  and  applied  by  them,  with  the  funds  raised  by  rate, 
for  the  general  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  ; and  as  the  rents  have  always, 
so  far  as  can  be  traced,  been  applied  in  this  manner,  and  no  other  specific 
trusts  affecting  the  property  can  be  discovered,  w'e  apprehend  the  propriety  of 
the  application  cannot  be  effectually  disputed. 

Sir  M.  Stanhope’s  Charity. 

Sir  M.  Stanhope’s  There  is  also  a payment  for  poor  persons  of  Orford,  under  this  charity,  of 
Charity.  10/.  a year,  which,  subject  to  a deduction  for  land-tax,  is  distributed  among 
them. 
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PARISH  OF  SWEFLING. 

The  Feoffees  Estate. 

This  estate,  which  comprises  two  houses  (one  of  which  has  been  lately  re-built 
at  the  expense  of  the  parish),  and  6 acres  of  land  in  Swefling,  was  conveyed  by 
Ezra  Crisp,  by  deed  of  feoffment  in  1699,  to  the  then  rector  of  Swefling  and 
his  successors,  and  other  feoffees,  for  keeping  in  repair  and  order  the  church 
and  churchyard,  and  for  payment  of  other  charges  on  the  inhabitants  of  the 
parish  of  Swefling. 

In  1794  the  estate  was  conveyed  to  new  trustees,  of  whom  the  Rev.  Richard 
Turner,  the  rector,  and  four  others,  are  now  living. 

The  houses  are  occupied  by  paupers,  and  the  land  is  let  to  different  persons 
as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  13/.  25.  a year,  which  are 
applied  towards  the  reparation  of  the  church. 

Leggett’s  Gift. 

Henry  Leggett,  esq.  by  Will,  dated  20th  April  1568,  charged  a piece  of 
land,  called  Limekiln  Close,  now  the  property  of  William  Shouldham,  esq. 
with  the  payment  of  40  s.  a year,  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the 
parish  ; and  the  annuity,  together  with  money  subscribed  by  the  inhabitants, 
is  yearly  given  among  poor  persons  about  New  Year’s-day. 

The  sum  of  46  /.  being  some  arrears  of  Leggett’s  Gift,  paid  in  or  about  the 
year  1784  by  Mr.  George  Smith,  the  then  owner  of  the  estate  subject  to  the 
charity,  was  laid  out,  as  is  understood,  in  building  a house  or  shed  for  the 
deposit  of  coals,  which  it  has  been  usual  to  purchase  out  of  the  poor’s  rates, 
to  be  sold  again  to  the  poor  at  reduced  rates. 


PARISH  OF  WANTISDEN. 

Sir  M.  Stanhope’s  Charity. 

[See  the  account  of  this  charity  in  the  Report  of  Charities  for  the  parish  of 
Sutton.] 

The  sum  of  5/.  a year,  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  this  parish,  after  a deduc- 
tion on  account  of  land-tax,  is  paid  to  the  churchwarden,  and  distributed  among 
poor  persons. 


HUNDRED  OF  WANGFORD. 

PARISH  OF  BARSHAM. 

Town  Land. 

The  sum  of  1/.  a year  is  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor,  as  the  rent  of 
an  acre  of  land  in  this  parish,  by  Mr.  James  Adam,  the  occupier  of  an  adjoin- 
ing farm,  and  is  applied  with  the  poor  rates.  It  is  unknown  how  or  for  what 
particular  purposes  the  land  was  given  or  appropriated.  The  same  rent  has 
been  paid  for  many  years,  but  the  land  is  worth  about  2/.  a year;  and  we  think 
it  is  for  the  parishioners  to  determine  on  the  expediency  of  requiring  a higher 
rent,  and  the  means  of  obtaining  it. 


PARISH  OF  NORTH  COVE. 

Town  Land. 

A piece  of  land,  containing  1 a.  & 2 r.  or  thereabouts,  is  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  the  poor  of  this  parish.  It  is  intermixed  with  the  estate  of  the  Earl  of 
Gosford,  and  is  occupied  with  a farm  belonging  to  him,  the  rent  paid  for  it 
being  4/.  10$.  a year,  which  is  the  full  value.  In  consequence  of  the  death  of 
the  late  Robert  Sparrow,  esq.  who  was  the  proprietor  of  Lord  Gosford’s  estate, 
some  difficulty  arose  in  respect  of  the  payment  of  rent  for  the  town  land  ; but 
the  arrears  were  recovered  through  the  interference  of  J.  Lee  Farr,  esq., 
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and  Mr.  Farr  lias  since  received  the  rents,  and  laid  them  out  in  wood  for  fuel, 
which  has  been  distributed  among  the  poor  inhabitants. 

The  charity  land  had  previously  been  managed  by  the  churchwardens,  and 
the  rents  distributed  in  money  and  in  fuel. 


PARISH  OF  METTINGHAM. 


Mettingham. 


Town  Estate. 


Town  Estate. 

This  estate,  which  is  situate  in  the  parishes  of  Mettingham  and  Shipmeadow, 
comprises  a cottage,  blacksmith’s  shop,  about  36  acres  of  land,  and  two 
cattle  gates  on  Stow  Fen ; and  it  is  uncler  the  management  of  feoffees  chosen 
at  meetings  of  the  parishioners.  The  general  purposes  for  which  the  estate 
appears  to  have  been  held  from  ancient  time  are,  the  benefit  of  the  town  or 
parish  of  Mettingham,  the  payment  of  public  charges  of  the  parishioners,  and 
the  support  of  the  poor. 

The  estate  is  partly  copyhold,  and  some  part  of  the  original  trust  estate  has 
been  exchanged  for  equivalent  property ; the  last  conveyance  to  new  trustees 
was  in  1826. 

The  estate  is  occupied  in  different  parcels,  on  terms  for  seven  years,  com- 
mencing in  1823,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  82/.  14-s.  a year,  and  was  let 
by  public  auction  to  the  best  bidders. 

The  rents  are  received  by  the  churchwardens,  and  applied  in  the  reparation 
of  the  church,  and  in  defraying  other  public  charges  to  which  the  parishioners 
are  liable.  It  was  for  some  time  usual  to  lay  out  part  of  the  rents,  to  the  amount 
of  about  10/.,  in  buying  coals  for  the  poor ; but  it  has  lately  been  necessary  to 
borrow  money  for  re-building  the  cottage  which  had  been  destroyed  by  fire,  and 
providing  for  expenses  relating  to  the  admission  of  the  trustees  to  copyhold 
parts  of  the  estate,  and  on  this  account  there  remained  due  at  the  time  of  this 
inquiry,  the  sum  of  26/.  19  5.  6d.  It  is  intended,  however,  that  a proposal  for 
again  applying  the  sum  of  10/.  a year,  or  thereabouts,  in  the  purchase  of  coals, 
to  be  given  to  poor  persons  and  poor  families,  independently  of  other  parochial 
relief,  should  be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  trustees  and  parishioners. 


PARISH  OF  GREAT  REDISHAM. 


Leman’s  Charity. 

Great  Redisham.  [^ee  the  account  of  this  charity  under  the  title  of  General  Charities,  in  this 
Report.] 

Leman’s  Charity.  The  sum  of  9/-  65.  Hd.  a year  received  for  this  parish,  is  applied  to  the 
support  of  a Sunday  school  in  the  payment  of  stipends  to  the  master  and  mistress 
of  the  school,  and  providing  books  for  the  children.

1.  A double  cottage  and  about  two  acres  of  land,  let  to  Mr.  Bishop,  at 
11/.

2.  Seven  acres  of  land,  called  the  Redisham  Close,  let  to  Mr.  Sallows  at  10/. 
per  annum. 

One  half  of  the  rents  is  applied  to  the  reparation  of  the  church,  and  the 
other  half  towards  defraying  the  various  other  public  expenses  of  the  parish.

Henry  Smith’s 
Charity. 


Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

An  annual  sum  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  for  the  benefit  of  poor 
persons  of  this  parish,  from  the  trustees  of  the  charity  founded  by  Henry 
Smith,  in  or  about  the  year  1626,  the  estates  of  which  are  situate  at  Tolleshunt 

Darcy, 
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Darcy,  in  Essex.  An  account  of  the  application  of  the  money  is  returned 
by  the  churchwardens  to  the  trustees.  The  sum  last  received  was  4/.  13  s.  6d., 
which  was  laid  out  in  clothing  given  among  poor  persons. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property,  as  to  which  no  writings  exist,  is,  by  donation  or  usage,  ap- 
propriated to  the  reparation  of  the  church  and  other  public  uses  of  the 
parishioners  ; and  it  consists  of  a cottage  in  two  tenements,  let  at  4 /.  18  s.  a 
year,  and  24  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Peasenhall,  let  on  lease  for  eight 
years,  from  1824,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  24/.  subject  to  deduction  for  land-tax. 
The  churchwardens  and  parishioners  have  the  management,  and  the  rent  is 
applied,  in  the  first  instance,  in  lieu  of  a church-rate  ; and  the  surplus  is  employed 
for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  the  parish  not  maintained  in  the  Hundred  House. 


PARISH  OF  SHIPMEADOW. 

Warmall’s  Gift. 

Francis  Warmall,  by  Will,  dated  7th  May  1709,  gave  to  the  poor  of  this 
parish  10s.  a year,  to  be  paid  out  of  his  lands  in  Shipmeadow  (now  belonging 
to  John  Lincoln  Bond,  esq.)  to  the  overseer  of  the  poor  for  the  time  being, 
and  the  money  is  yearly  added  to  and  distributed  with  that  collected  at  the 
sacrament. 


PARISH  OF  SOTTERLEY. 

Jollye’s  Charity. 

A rent-charge  of  6/.  a year,  given  for  the  poor  of  Sotterley,  was  devised  by 
Thomas  Jollye  in  1616,  and  charged  upon  one  moiety  of  the  manor  of  Benacre, 
in  this  county,  now  the  property  of  Sir  T.  S.  Gooch,  bart.  The  annuity  appears, 
by  the  returns  to  Parliament  of  1786,  to  have  been  assigned  to  Miles  Barne, 
esquire  and  others  as  trustees  ; but  we  have  not  met  with  the  deed  of  assignment 
or  a copy  of  the  will.  The  sum  of  4/.  l6s.  a year  (1/.  4 s.  being  deducted 
from  the  annuity  for  land-tax)  is  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of  Sir  T.  S.  Gooch  to 
the  churchwardens,  and  is  duly  distributed  among  poor  people  at  Easter. 

Town  House. 

A cottage  in  two  tenements  is  occupied  by  two  poor  persons,  appointed  by 
the  overseers,  rent  free.  There  are  no  writings  to  show  whence  the  property 
came,  except  an  entry  in  an  old  terrier,  which  states  the  cottage  to  have  been 
formerly  demised  by  Sir  William  Playters,  bart.  to  certain  persons  in  trust. 

Poor’s  Allotment. 

An  allotment  of  five  acres,  set  out  for  the  poor  on  an  inclosure,  is  occupied 
by  Mr.  E.  Alexander  as  yearly  tenant,  at  6/.  105.  a year,  the  fair  annual 
value ; and  the  rent,  except  about  305.  thereof  given  during  the  course  of  the 
year  to  poor  persons  in  casual  distress,  is  distributed  with  Jollye’s  annuity. 


DEANERY,  TOWNSHIP  OR  DISTRICT  OF  SOUTHELMHAM. 

Trust  Estates. 

The  district,  sometimes  called  the  Deanery,  and  anciently  called  the  Town- 
ship of  Southelmham,  comprises  the  nine  parishes  of  St.  James,  St.  Margaret, 
St.  Michael,  All  Saints  and  St.  Nicholas,  now  united,  St.  Peter,  St.  Cross, 
otherwise  St.  George,  Homersfield,  otherwise  St.  Mary,  and  Flixton. 

The  estates  belonging  to  or  held  in  trust  for  the  parishes  in  the  district  have 
during  a long  period  been  vested  in  trustees,  in  trust  that  the  rents  and  profits 
should  be  applied  for  payment  of  the  leet  fee  or  common  fine  of  the  leet  of  the 
town  of  Southelmham,  and  for  mending  and  repairing  the  king’s  highways  and 
other  common  ways  within  the  town  and  parish  of  Southelmham,  where  it 
should  seem  necessary  to  the  trustees,  and  for  other  pious  deeds  to  be  done 
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and  charged  within  the  town  and  parish  of  Southelmham,  where  it  should  seem 
best  to  the  trustees,  or  any  three  or  more  of  them. 

The  last  conveyance  of  the  estates  to  trustees  is  dated  9th  October  1790. 
It  recites  that  the  estates  had  been  given  by  charitable  and  well-disposed 
persons  for  the  aid  and  relief  of  the  inhabitants  of  Southelmham,  and  for 
acquitting  them  from  the  payment  of  the  leet  fee,  and  for  other  charitable 
uses  within  the  said  town  and  parish;  it  directs  that  the  trustees  should 
yearly  elect  four  or  three  of  their  number,  or  four  or  three  other  inhabitants 
of  Southelmham,  to  be  guardians  or  overseers  of  the  estates,  who  should  re- 
ceive and  apply  the  rents  to  the  purposes  above  mentioned  ; and  it  contains 
a proviso  or  direction  for  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  to  make  up  the 
number  of  thirty-one,  when  they  should  be  reduced  to  ten,  eight  or  six. 

Of  the  trustees  named  in  the  deed  there  are  eight  now  living. 

The  estate  consists  of  a messuage,  with  a barn  and  outbuildings,  and  27  acres 
of  land,  in  the  parishes  of  Aldburgh  and  Wortwell,  in  the  county  of  Norfolk, 
let  to  James  Partrich  as  yearly  tenant,  at  40/.  a year,  which  is  the  full  annual 
value ; and  three  pieces  of  land,  containing  together  18  acres  or  thereabouts, 
in  the  parishes  of  Saint  Margaret  and  Flixton,  let  to  Robert  Woods,  as 
yearly  tenant,  at  the  rent  of  20/.  also  the  full  annual  value. 

There  are  four  reeves  chosen  by  the  trustees  on  every  new  appointment  of 
trustees,  and  of  those  last  appointed,  Alexander  Adair,  esq.  and  Mr.  John 
Norman,  are  the  survivors. 

The  rents  are  received  by  the  reeves,  or  one  of  them,  and  are  applied,  after 
payment  of  quit-rent  and  land-tax  on  the  estates,  in  the  payment  of  the  leet 
fee  of  2/.  a year  to  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Southelmham,  which  comprises  the 
nine  parishes,  and  in  repairs  of  the  highways,  bridges  and  foot-paths  within 
the  principal  parishes,  being  all  the  nine,  except  Homersfield  and  Flixton, 
certain  portions  of  the  rent  being  applied  to  each  parish  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trustees  ; and  a portion  of  the  rent,  which  since  the  year  1814  has  been  11  /.  11  s. 
a year,  is  also  set  apart  for  the  poor  of  the  nine  parishes,  and  is  distributed,  a 
certain  portion  in  each  parish,  among  poor  persons,  an  account  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  money  being  rendered  to  the  trustees. 

The  accounts  are  settled  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  held  once,  a year,  and 
the  balance  in  hand  at  the  last  audit  day  was  30/.  10 s.

PARISH  OF  ST.  JAMES,  SOUTHELMHAM. 

Town  Land. 

This  property,  which  was  originally  devised  by  Catherine  Skaiffe , in  1479, 
partly  for  superstitious  uses  and  partly  for  the  repairs  of  the  church,  was  last 
conveyed  to  new  trustees  (of  whom  there  are  six  yet  living),  by  deed  dated 
14th  February  1791,  upon  trust  that  they  should  permit  the  churchwardens 
of  St.  James,  to  receive  the  rents  and  profits,  and  bestow  the  same  yearly 
towards  the  repairing  the  parish  church  so  far  as  necessary,  and  that  the 
feoffees  should  dispose  of  the  overplus  as  follows  ; viz.  one  half  thereof  to 
be  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  the  parish,  towards  reimbursing  them 
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such  money  as  they  should  have  disbursed  as  overseers,  and  the  other  half  to 
be  disposed  to  such  good  and  charitable  uses  within  the  parish  as  the  feotfees 
present  at  the  yearly  meeting  in  Easter  week,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should 
think  fit;  and  if  they  should  not  order  the  disposition  of  such  part,  then  the 
same  should  remain  as  a stock  in  hand,  to  be  employed  by  the  feoffees  to  such 
good  and  charitable  uses  within  the  parish  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them 
should  think  fit  afterwards  to  dispose  the  same,  and  in  the  mean  time  to  be 
paid  over  to  the  succeeding  churchwardens,  to  remain  as  a stock  for  such 
purpose. 

The  property,  which  consists  of  a house,  barn,  out-buildings  and  about  fifteen 
acres  of  land,  is  let  by  the  churchwardens  to  Robert  Godbold,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  20 /.  per  annum,  which  is  the  fair  value,  and  the  rents,  after  necessary 
deductions  and  outgoings,  are  applied  in  the  repairs  of  the  church  and  the 
charges  attendant  on  the  churchwardens  office;  and  the  overplus,  when  any 
remains,  is  partly  applied  towards  the  relief  of  the  poor  by  way  of  addition  to 
their  other  allowances,  and  is  partly  carried  to  the  general  account  of  the 
overseers  of  the  poor. 

The  Town  House. 

A cottage  in  two  tenements  with  a small  garden,  which  before  the  incorpo- 
ration of  the  hundred  was  used  as  a poor  house,  was  demised  in  1794  by  the 
parish  officers,  with  the  consent  of  the  inhabitants,  to  William  Butcher,  for 
sixty-one  years  from  Michaelmas  1794,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  21.  105.  and  the 
lease  is  now  vested  by  assignment  in  Mr.  John  Norman. 

The  rent  is  applied  with  that  of  the  town  land. 

PARISHES  OF  ALL  SAINTS  AND  ST.  NICHOLAS,  SOUTHELMHAM. 

Town  Estate. 

There  are  in  this  parish  two  cottages  and  a piece  of  land,  containing  about 
1 a.  & 2 r.  which  are  let  by  the  churchwardens  at  rents  amounting  together 
to  9 /.  11  s.  6 d.  a year,  and  the  rents  are  applied  towards  the  reparation  of  the 
church,  and  the  payment  of  other  disbursements  of  the  churchwardens  office, 
agreeably  to  long  usage. 

PARISH  OF  ST.  MICHAEL,  SOUTHELMHAM. 

Town  Land.  * 

A piece  of  land  in  this  parish  reputed  to  contain  2 a.  & 1 r.  or  there- 
abouts, has  been  appropriated  from  ancient  time  to  the  public  use  of  the 
inhabitants. 

The  land  lies  intermixed  with  the  property  of  Alexander  Adair,  esq.  and 
its  precise  boundaries  are  unknown.  The  rent,  which  has  been  raised  at 
different  times,  is  now  SI.  5 s.  a year,  and  it  is  added  to  and  applied  with  the 
money  raised  by  rate  for  the  church  and  poor. 

PARISH  OF  ST.  MARGARET,  SOUTHELMHAM. 

Town  Estate. 

This  property,  which  is  partly  freehold  and  partly  copyhold,  comprises  a 
house  and  about  fifty  acres  in  the  parishes  of  St.  Margaret,  St.  George  and 
Homersfield,  and  it  was  last  conveyed  and  surrend  .ed  in  1777?  to  the  use  of 
new  trustees,  of  whom  three  are  living. 

It  was  found  on  inquisition,  and  was  decreed  under  a commission  of  charitable 
uses,  dated  23d  August,  6th  James  First,  that  the  yearly  rents  of  the  premises 
should  be  applied  in  discharging  the  fifteenths,  tenths,  taxes,  and  other  common 
charges  of  the  parishioners,  as  by  the  feoffees,  or  the  greater  number  of  them, 
should  be  thought  necessary  and  convenient ; and  the  decree  contains  a provi- 
sion for  appointing  new  trustees  of  the  freehold  and-  copyhold  premises,  when 
expedient. 

The  estate  is  let  by  the  trustees  to  Thomas  Moore,  the  younger,  as  yearly 
tenant,  at  651.  a year,  the  full  annual  value ; and  the  rents  are  received  by  the 
churchwardens,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  trustees,  and  applied  in  disburse- 
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ment  of  the  charges  attendant  on  the  churchwarden’s  office,  and  the  surplus, 
except  a moderate  balance  retained  in  hand,  is  paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor, 
and  carried  to  their  general  account. 

Town  House. 

There  is  also  in  this  parish  a cottage  with  a small  piece  of  ground  adjoining, 
which  is  understood  to  have  been  by  some  means  appropriated  to  the  repairing 
the  highways,  foot-paths,  and  church-paths  in  the  parish. 

The  property  is  considered  to  be  vested  in  or  under  the  control  of  the  trus- 
tees of  the  Town  Estate  ; but  the  premises  are  let  by  the  churchwardens  on  their 
behalf,  and  the  rent,  1 /.  10  s.  a year,  is  applied  with  that  of  thejTown  Estate. 

PARISH  OF  ST.  PETER,  SOUTHELMHAM. 

Henry  Smith’s  Charity. 

An  annual  payment  is  made  to  the  churchwardens  of  this  parish  by  the 
trustees  of  Henry  Smith’s  charity,  out  of  that  part  of  the  charity  estates  which 
is  situate  at  Tolleshunt  Darcy,  in  the  county  of  Essex. — [ See  our  Eleventh 
General  Report,  pp.  789-  841.] 

An  account  is  rendered  to  the  trustees  by  the  churchwardens  of  the  applica- 
tion of  the  money  received  by  them,  which  is  generally  between  61.  and  10/. 
a year : the  sum  last  received  was  9/.  6s.  8d.  which  was  distributed  among 
16  poor  persons. 

PARISH  OF  HOMERSFIELD. 

Poor’s  Land. 

At  a court  held  the  5th  December  1781,  Alexander  Adair,  esquire,  John 
Norman,  gentlemen,  and  John  Watts,  were  admitted  tenants  in  trust  for  the 
parish  of  Homersfield,  to  2\  acres  of  copyhold  land  of  Southelmham  Manor, 
called  Sumbells  or  Westbroke,  in  St.  Cross,  in  order  that  the  trusts  of  the  will 
of  Sir  Nicholas  How  might  be  performed  according  to  the  intent  thereof. 

The  land  is  let  by  the  churchwarden  to  the  widow  Shearing  at  21.  10s.  a year, 
the  fair  annual  value. 

No  copy  of  the  will  above  referred  to  is  known  to  exist ; but,  in  conformity 
with  usage,  the  rent,  after  deducting  the  land-tax  and  a quit-rent,  is  distributed 
by  the  churchwarden,  at  Christmas,  among  widows  and  other  poor  persons. 

PARISH  OF  FLIXTON. 

Town  Lands. 

The  churchwardens  act  as  trustees  for  the  following  lands  and  premises  : 

1.  — A house  and  about  six  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Mendham,  let  to 
William  Holland,  for  seven  years  from  Michaelmas  1828,  at  18/.  a year,  the 
full  annual  value. 

2.  — Two  closes  in  the  parish  of  Flixton,  containing  together  about  four  acres, 
let  to  William  Beaumont,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  4/.  a year,  the  fair  annual  value. 

3.  — Two  pieces  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Flixton,  the  precise  situation  and 
extent  of  which  are  both  unknown.  For  one  of  them  the  sum  of  1/.  10s. 
is  paid  by  Mr.  James  Dalliston,  and  for  the  other  10s.  a year,  by  Mr.  John 
Gower,  being  the  same  sums  which  have  always  been  paid  as  far  as  is  known. 

The  rents,  after  deducting  for  outgoings  and  repairs,  are  applied  in  pay- 
ment of  the  different  expenses  of  the  churchwardens  office,  and  other  public 
charges. 

Adair’s  Charities. 

William  Adair,  esq.  by  his  Will,  dated  in  or  about  the  year  1782,  bequeathed 
to  his  executors  300/.  three  per  cent  consols,  upon  trust,  that  they  and  the  sur- 
vivors and  survivor  of  them,  his  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  should 
annually  pay  the  dividends  thereof  as  the  same  should  be  received,  to  and  for 
the  benefit  of  the  labouring  and  industrious  poor  of  the  parishes  of  Flixton, 
Homersfield  and  Saint  Cross,  in  the  counties  of  Suffolk  and  Norfolk,  or  one 
of  them,  in  such  manner  as  his  nephew,  Alexander  Adair,  esq.,  during  his 
life,  and  after  his  decease  the  owner  for  the  time  being,  of  the  testator’s  estate 

at 
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at  Flixton,  should  by  writing  signed  by  him  direct  or  appoint ; and  he  gave 
to  his  said  nephew,  Alexander  Adair,  esq.,  the  sum  of  700/.  and  also  so  much 
money  as  should  be  found  in  his  charity  bag  at  the  time  of  his  death  ; and  he 
desired  that  the  same  should  be  by  him  laid  out  at  interest,  and  that  the  in- 
terest, dividends  and  annual  produce  thereof  should  be  by  him,  or  the  owners 
of  the  testator’s  estate  at  Flixton,  for  the  time  being,  annually  given  to  such 
poor  distressed  objects  of  compassion  as  he  or  they  should  think  proper. 

The  dividends  of  the  sum  of  300/.  three  per  cent  consols  (which  stock  stands 
in  the  names  of  A.  Adair,  esq.,  and  of  R.  Croft,  E.  Payne,  and  E.  Brice,  de- 
ceased), are  regularly  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  under  the  directions 
of  Mr.  Adair,  which  are  given  to  poor  persons  of  the  places  mentioned  in 
the  will. 

The  sums  of  700/.  mentioned  in  the  will,  and  of  320/.  13s.  7 d.  which  was 
found  in  the  testator’s  charity  bag  at  the  time  of  his  death,  were  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  1,704/.  13s.  8 d.  new  South  Sea  annuities,  standing  in  the  name  of 
Alexander  Adair,  esq.,  and  the  dividends  thereof,  51  /.  2 s.  8d.  a year,  together 
with  large  additional  sums  voluntarily  given  by  Mr.  Adair,  are  distributed  or 
applied  yearly  in  gratuities  to  proper  objects  of  charity,  the  purchase  of  coals 
Sold  to  the  poor  at  reduced  prices,  and  payments  for  the  support  of  schools. 
A regular  annual  account  has  always  been  kept  by  Mr.  Adair  of  the  sums  thus 
expended  in  charity  ; the  account  for  the  year  1828,  to  which  those  of  all  other 
years  have  been  in  a great  measure  similar,  is  given  in  as  follows  :

The  estate  is  in  the  course  of  being  conveyed  by  John  Lee  Farr,  esq.  the 
heir  of  the  last  surviving  trustee,  to  the  Earl  of  Gosford  and  thirteen  others, 
as  new  trustees. 

For  some  time  past  the  trust  has  been  under  the  management  of  the  church- 
wardens, and  the  rents  have  been  carried  to  their  general  account,  and  applied 
in  the  reparation  of  the  buildings  on  the  estate,  to  the  repairs  of  the  church, 
the  support  of  the  poor  in  the  Hundred  House,  and  occasionally  binding  out 
apprentices  ; and  last  year  the  sum  of  51.  was  paid  to  a schoolmistress,  for  teach- 
ing six  poor  children  of  the  parish,  at  a school  supported  principally  by  the 
Countess  of  Gosford  and  the  rector. 

It  is  intended  that  the  rents  of  the  estate  should  in  future  be  received  by  two 
of  the  trustees,  and  a separate  account  kept  thereof;  and  that  after  satisfying 
the  other  purposes  mentioned  in  the  declaration  of  trust  contained  in  the  new 
trust  deed,  and  which  is  for  the  most  part  conformable  in  its  terms  to  former 
declarations  of  trust,  the  surplus  remaining  should  be  paid  to  the  churchwardens 
for  the  reparation  of  the  church.  The  declaration  of  trust  is  in  these  terms  ; 
namely,  that  the  trustees  should,  yearly,  on  the  Monday  after  Lady-day,  elect 
two  of  their  number  to  supervise  the  said  estate,  and  collect  the  rents  thereof 
for  the  year  following ; and  that  such  persons  should  apply  the  rents  in  manner 
following,  viz.  for  payment  of  the  leet-fee  of  the  whole  town  of  Worlingbam, 
and  for  repairing  the  buildings  on  the  estate  and  the  parish  church  of  Worling- 
ham,  and  for  putting  out  the  poor  children  belonging  to  the  said  town 
apprentices,  and  for  the  teaching  of  such  of  the  children  of  such  poor  people  to 
read  English,  and  for  instructing  them  in  the  church  catechism,  and  for  such 
other  purposes  for  the  good  and  benefit  of  the  said  town,  as  six  or  the  greater 
number  of  the  trustees  should  agree  upon  ; provided  that  no  part  of  the  rents 
should  be  laid  out  in  beer  or  any  other  liquors  at  bonfires  or  perambulations,  or 
on  account  of  repairing  the  highways  ; and  upon  trust,  that  the  two  persons  so 
elected  should  yearly  account  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  pay  over  the  surplus 
in  their  hands  to  their  successors.

No  writings  relating  to  the  property  are  in  existence.  It  has  always  been 
considered  that  the  rents  are  at  the  disposition  of  the  minister  and  parish  officers 
for  charitable  purposes,  and  of  late  they  have  been  laid  out  principally  in  bread, 
and  partly  in  wood  and  coals  for  the  poor.

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Trusson’s  Charity. 

Under  the  Will  of  Thomas  Trusson,  who  died  in  or  about  the  year  1687,  the 
annual  sum  of  31.,  given  to  provide  bread  for  the  poor,  is  paid  as  a rent-charge 
out  of  an  estate  in  this  parish  belonging  to  Mr.  John  Topped,  and  it  is  applied 
by  the  churchwardens  in  the  purchase  of  bread,  distributed  in  weekly  portions 
among  poor  persons. 


PARISH  OF  BREDFIELD. 

The  Town  Land. 

This  property,  which  is  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Bredfield,  is  vested  in  Bredfield. 

trustees,  under  an  admission  in  1812,  and  has  been  held  under  ancient  surren-  

ders  for  the  use  of  the  parishioners,  for  charitable  or  public  purposes  of  the  rilieriovvn  Land 
town.  It  consists  of  six  acres  of  land  in  four  pieces,  let  at  rents  amounting 
together  to  7h  105.  per  annum,  which  is  the  full  annual  value. 

The  rents  are  received  and  applied  by  the  churchwardens  to  the  same  pur- 
poses as  the  money  raised  by  a church  rate. 


PARISH  OF  BROMESWELL. 

Town  Lands. 

1.  — A piece  of  pasture  and  marsh  land  in  Bromeswell,  containing  about 
3 a.  & 2 r.  in  the  occupation  of  Samuel  Burrows,  at  3 1.  a year,  the  full  annual 
value. 

About  two  acres  of  this  land  belong  to  and  are  held  by  agreement  with 
Sir  C.  E.  Kent,  bart.  in  lieu  of  the  like  quantity  of  town  land  called  Alder 
Carr,  which  is  occupied  by  the  tenant  of  an  adjoining  farm  of  Sir  C.  E.  Kent. 

2.  — A piece  of  grass  land  of  about  an  acre,  in  the  parish  of  Ufford,  in  the 
occupation  of  the  Rev.  C.  Brooke,  at  2/.  2 s.  a year,  the  full  value. 

It  is  unknown  how  the  town  lands  were  originally  acquired.  They  were 
formerly  vested  in  trustees  ; and  in  a deed  of  conveyance  to  new  trustees,  dated 
in  1654,  the  trusts  declared  are,  that  the  rents  and  profits  should  be  disposed  of 
for  the  aid  and  relief  of  the  poor  indigent  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Bromes- 
well ; but  for  a long  time  the  lands  have  been  under  the  management  of  the 
churchwardens,  and  the  rents  have  been  applied  towards  the  repairs  of  the 
church.  It  would  be  proper,  we  conceive,  that  the  rents  should  be  applied  in 
future  upon  the  trusts  mentioned  in  the  deed. 

Sir  M.  Stanhope’s  Dole.

The  sum  granted  by  Sir  M.  Stanhope  for  the  poor  of  this  parish  is  51.  a year;  Sir  Stanhope's 
but  a deduction  being  made  on  account  of  land  tax,  4/.  145.  8rf.  a year  is  paid  Dolc' 
by  J.  Wilson  Sheppard,  esq.  and  is  distributed  by  the  churchwarden  among 
poor  persons  of  the  parish.

PARISH  OF  CAPEL  ST.  ANDREW. 

Town  Estate. 

A cottage  and  hempland,  containing,  by  estimation,  1a.  & 3r.  in  the  parish  Capel  St.  Andrew. 

of  Butley,  being  copyhold  of  the  manor  of  Staverton-with-Bromeswell,  were  last  

surrendered  to  the  use  of  new  trustees,  all  now  deceased,  in  August  1754,  upon  r°vvn  Estate* 

trust,  that  they  should  receive  and  pay,  or  cause  to  be  paid  the  rents  and  profits 
of  the  premises  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Capel  towards  their  relief  and  support. 

It  is  unknown  how  the  property  was  originally  given  or  acquired. 

The  premises  are  let  by  the  churchwardens  at  61.  a year,  which  is  about  the 
fair  annual  value,  and  the  rents  are  carried  to  the  account  of  the  overseers,  and 
applied  for  the  general  relief  of  the  poor. 

The  cottage  is  kept  in  repair,  and  a well  was  lately  sunk  for  the  use  of  the 
occupier,  at  the  expense  of  the  parish  ; and  the  rents  have  been  applied  in  the 
way  above  mentioned  ever  since  1768,  when  the  oldest  accounts  that  exist 
commence.  4 D 2 
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PARISH  OF  DEBACH-WITH-BOULGE. 

The  Town  Lands. 

It  appears  from  the  deeds  respecting  the  town  lands,  that  part  thereof  was  in 
old  time  settled  and  held  in  trust  for  payment  of  tenths  and  fifteenths  for  the 
village  of  Debach,  the  sustentation  of  the  poor,  the  reparation  of  the  church, 
and  for  the  doing  of  other  charitable  works  in  the  said  village  ; and  that  other 
part  thereof  was  purchased  with  money  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  eighth  part 
of  a ship  bequeathed  by  Richard  Francis , by  Will,  dated  July  8th,  164-4,  upon 
trust,  that  the  produce  thereof  should  be  laid  out  in  land,  and  the  profits  of  such 
land  employed  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  of  Debach. 

The  estate  was  last  conveyed,  in  March  1816,  to  the  Rev.  Robert  Reynolds, 
rector  of  Debach,  since  deceased,  Edmund  Tye,  Simon  Baker,  the  Rev.  George 
Clark  Doughty,  the  Rev.  Osborne  Shribb  Reynolds,  the  present  rector  of  Debach, 
Stephen  Studd,  Edward  Field,  and  Osborne  Reynolds,  son  of  the  said  Rev. 
O.  S.  Reynolds,  as  new  trustees  ; and  the  course  has  been,  for  the  surviving 
trustees  to  appoint  new  ones  when  the  number  is  reduced  to  three.  At 
present  there  are  five  of  the  persons  above-named  living,  but  only  three 
of  them,  viz.  the  Rev.  O.  S.  Reynolds,  Mr.  Baker,  and  Mr.  Field,  are  acting 
trustees,  and  the  property  is  managed  and  the  rents  thereof  received  and  applied 
by  them. 

The  property  consists  of  four  tenements,  with  small  gardens  adjoining,  occu- 
pied by  poor  persons  put  in  by  the  trustees  at  low  rents,  which  are  frequently 
not  received,  and  of  several  closes  of  land  lying  in  and  adjoining  to  the  parish 
of  Debach,  containing  in  the  whole,  by  survey,  26  a.  2 r.  21  p.  including  the 
gardens  annexed  to  the  cottages. 

Part  of  the  land,  comprising  22  a.  2r.  16  p.  is  let  to  John  Field,  on  lease  for 
twelve  years,  from  llth  October  1825,  at  the  annual  rent  of  39/.  ; and  the 
remainder  of  the  land,  exclusive  of  the  cottage  gardens,  is  let  to  William  Woods, 
the  parish  clerk,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  1 /.  5 s.  a year. 

The  rents,  after  defraying  the  expense  of  repairs  of  the  cottages  and  necessary 
charges  and  outgoings,  are  applied,  in  the  first  instance,  in  the  repairs  of  the 
church,  and  in  payment  of  other  expenses  incidental  to  the  churchwarden’s 
office,  in  lieu  of  a church  rate  ; 6 d.  a week  is  paid  to  the  parish  clerk  for 
teaching  a few  poor  children  to  read ; about  61.  or  7 /•  a year,  on  an  average, 
is  laid  out  in  coals,  which  are  given  to  poor  people  during  the  winter,  and  money 
is  occasionally  given  to  poor  persons  in  cases  of  urgent  distress. 

The  accounts  are  settled  once  a year  at  a meeting  of  the  trustees  ; and  there 
is  usually  a balance  of  30/.  or  thereabouts  retained  in  hand  for  contingent 
expenses. 

The  land  in  the  occupation  of  the  parish  clerk  is  held  at  about  one-third  of 
the  annual  value  ; that  let  to  Field  appears  to  be  properly  let,  and  at  an 
adequate  rent,  though  it  has  been  suggested  that  it  might  be  let  at  a higher 
rent  if  let  in  separate  parcels.  The  last-mentioned  land  was  held  by  the 
Rev.  O.  S.  Reynolds  from  the  year  1805,  the  rent  from  1813  to  1820  being 
30/.,  and  from  1820  to  1822,  33/. ; and  in  1822  it  was  reduced  to  28/.  a year. 
Whether  any  opportunity  occurred  of  letting  the  land  to  another  person  during 
this  period  does  not  appear ; but  on  Field  offering  to  take  the  land  at  the  rent 
now  paid  by  him,  Mr.  Reynolds  gave  it  up. 

We  do  not  find  that  any  part  of  the  town  estate  has  been  lost ; but  a piece  of 
ground  of  about  half  an  acre,  which  was  part  of  or  adjoining  a wide  open  road 
leading  to  two  farms  and  to  the  village  of  Dallinghoo,  and  which  lay  between 
lands  forming  part  of  the  charity  estate,  was  taken  in  about  thirty  years  ago  by 
the  late  Rev.  Robert  Reynolds,  as  lord  of  the  manor,  and  converted  into 
a plantation,  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Rev.  O.  S.  Reynolds,  his  son, 
the  present  lord  of  the  manor.  It  has  been  contended,  that  the  ground  thus

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taken  in,  being  part  of  the  road,  ought  to  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  trust 
estate.  It  appears,  however,  that  the  open  land  from  which  the  ground  was  taken, 
was  used  not  only  as  a road,  but  as  a common  for  depasturing  cattle  by  any  of 
the  parishioners,  and  that  it  was  called  Atwood  Green,  a name  which  rather 
designates  it  as  a piece  of  common,  than  as  merely  a road.  Under  these  circum- 
stances, we  are  unable  positively  to  determine  whether  the  ground  taken  in  is  or 
is  not  to  be  considered  as  having  belonged  in  right  to  the  trustees,  as  owners  of 
the  charity  estate  adjoining. 

Another  small  piece  of  ground  by  the  side  of  a road  leading  from  Debach  to 
Woodbridge,  and  between  two  parcels  of  the  town  land,  was  also  taken  in,  three 
or  four  years  ago,  by  a person  named  Pemberton,  with  the  consent  of  the  Rev. 
O.  S.  Reynolds,  for  the  purpose  of  building  two  cottages  upon  it,  which  have  since 
been  built  by  Pemberton,  and  some  small  rent  or  acknowledgment  is  paid  for  it 
to  Mr.  Reynolds.  Mr.  Reynolds  considered  himself  entitled  to  grant  this  piece 
of  ground  as  lord  of  the  manor,  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  part  of  a 
waste  or  common,  and  was  used  formerly  by  the  occupier  of  the  town  land 
adjoining,  for  the  deposit  of  manure.  We  incline  to  think,  therefore,  that  the 
rent  or  acknowlegement  for  this  ground  should  be  paid  to  the  trustees  of  the 
town  land. 

Disputes  having  arisen  upon  the  points  above  adverted  to,  and  some  others 
which  it  is  unnecessary  to  notice  in  detail,  we  think  it  right  to  state  that  upon 
consideration  of  the  deeds  of  trust  and  the  usage  which  has  prevailed,  we  are 
of  opinion  that  after  providing  for  repairs  and  necessary  expenses,  one-third 
part  of  the  rents  of  the  town  lands,  or  thereabouts,  should  be  set  apart,  as  the 
portion  thereof  belonging  to  Francis’s  charity,  for  the  poor  inhabitants  of 
Debach,  and  should  be  distributed  among  them  by  the  trustees  in  coals,  clothing, 
money  or  occasional  assistance,  a preference  being  given  to  such  poor  persons 
as  subsist  or  endeavour  to  subsist  without  parochial  relief ; and  that  the  other 
portion  of  the  rents  (which  is  applicable  to  the  common  uses  of  the  inhabitants) 
should  be  applied  to  the  reparation  of  the  church  and  other  expenses  of  the 
churchwardens  office,  and  then  towards  the  payment  of  any  other  rates  or 
charges  to  which  the  parishioners  are  liable.  We  also  think  that  the  trustees 
are  at  liberty  to  retain  a moderate  sum  in  hand  for  contingent  expenses ; and 
that,  considering  a large  part  of  the  estate  is  held  for  the  general  public  benefit 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  the  trustees  should  produce  their  accounts  to 
them  yearly,  at  a vestry  meeting,  or  afford  some  other  opportunity  to  the 
parishioners,  of  inspecting  them  at  proper  times. 


PARISH  OF  HOLLESLEY. 

Sir  M.  Stanhope’s  Gift.

Sutton.] 

The  sum  of  51.  a year,  appropriated  under  the  donation  to  the  poor  of  this 
parish,  is  paid  (after  a deduction  made  on  account  of  land-tax)  by  or  on  behalf 
of  S.  Sheppard,  esq.  to  the  churchwardens,  and  is  distributed  among  poor 
persons. 


PARISH  OF  MELTON.

This  property  is  partly  freehold  and  partly  copyhold.  The  freehold  part  was 
conveyed  to  new  trustees  in  May  1811,  and  of  those  trustees  there  are  eio-ht 
now  living.

1.  — Six  cottages  occupied  by  paupers. 

2.  — Two  pieces  of  land  called  Green  Man  Meadow,  containing  together 
2 a.  1 r.  12  p.  formerly  given  by  one  John  Jenner  for  the  use  of  the  poor.  The 
rent  of  these  pieces  of  land  is  at  present  51.  105.  a year,  but  they  are  agreed  to 
be  let  to  Mr.  Spence  Leek  as  yearly  tenant  from  Christmas  1828  at  12/.  or 
12/.  125.  a year.  The  rent  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  and  laid  out  in 
bread,  which  is  distributed  among  the  poor. 


3.  — Several  inclosures  called  the  Church  Lands,  containingtogether  TJ.\ . 3 r.  17p. 
the  rents  of  which  have  from  ancient  time  been  appropriated  to  the  repairs  of 
the  church  ; and  several  other  inclosures  called  the  Charity  Lands,  containing 
together  13a.  3r.  16p.  appropriated  under  donations  of  persons  named  Halifax 
and  Histed,  for  providing  fuel  for  eight  poor  persons.  These  lands  have  lately 
been  and  are  now  held  at  36/.  a year,  which  is  a very  moderate  rent,  but  they 
are  about  to  be  let  on  proper  terms. 


The  rents  of  those  inclosures  are  applied  partly  to  the  purpose  of  repairing 
the  cottages,  and  partly  to  the  reparation  of  the  church  and  the  payment  of 
other  charges  attending  the  celebration  of  divine  service,  and  the  remainder, 
generally  to  the  amount  of  about  17/.  a year,  is  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  coals, 
which  are  distributed  among  poor  persons. 

Parts  of  the  charity  estate  which  lay  dispersed,  have  been  exchanged  at  dif- 
ferent times,  but  not,  so  far  as  we  can  discover,  to  the  detriment  of  the  charity. 

The  management  of  the  estates  and  the  application  of  the  rents  have  been 
for  some  time  left  to  the  churchwardens,  but  the  trustees  are  about  to  take  the 
administration  into  their  own  hands,  with  a view  to  letting  the  property  to  the 
most  advantage. 


PARISH  OF  PETISTREE. 

The  Town  Estate.

There  are  several  trustees  living,  who  were  admitted  with  others  to  the  copy- 
hold  premises  some  years  ago.  It  is  unknown  upon  what  particular  trusts  the 
lands  were  first  surrendered  to  trustees,  but  the  rents  are  applied  conformably 
to  old  usage,  in  lieu  of  and  for  the  same  purposes  as  a church  assessment,  and 
there  is  seldom  any  surplus  beyond  what  is  required  for  current  expenditure. 

Jessup’s  Gift. 

Jessup's  Gift.  The  sum  of  5/.  a year  was  charged  by  the  will  of  John  Jessup,  dated  in  1717, 
on  land  in  Petistree,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Philip  Dykes,  to  be  laid  out  in 
bread,  to  be  distributed  every  other  Sunday  among  poor  persons  attending 
church  ; and  the  annuity  is  paid  and  applied  accordingly. 

Mills’s  Charity. 

Mills's  Charity.  The  trustees  of  Mills’s  charity  at  Framlingham,  in  conformity  with  the  direc- 
tions of  the  donor  of  that  charity,  send  5s.  worth  of  bread  to  be  distributed 
among  poor  persons  of  Petistree  at  the  church,  which  is  distributed  accordingly.

Clarke’s  Gift. 

Sarah  Clarke , by  her  Will,  dated  16th  March  1708,  charged  her  lands  in 
Petistree  and  Shottisham,  now  the  property  of  Thomas  Waller,  esq.  with  the 
payment  of  2/.  a year  to  the  churchwarden  or  churchwardens  of  Shottisham,  to 
be  at  his  or  their  discretion  distributed  to  and  amongst  the  poor  persons  of  the 
town  of  Shottisham. 

The  sum  of  21.  a year  is  paid  and  distributed  at  Christmas,  according  to  the 
intention  of  the  testatrix.

PARISH  OF  SUTTON. 

Sir  Michael  Stanhope’s  Gift. 

Sir  M.  Stanhope , by  Deed,  dated  3d  November,  lGth  James  1st,  granted  to  Sutton, 
trustees,  in  fee,  certain  yearly  rents,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  48/.  out  of  the 
demesne  lands  of  the  manor  of  Valence,  lying  in  Bloxhall  and  four  other  tan" 

parishes  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  payable  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day,  by 
equal  portions,  with  power  of  distress,  upon  trust,  that  the  same  should  be  yearly 
bestowed  upon  the  poor  people  inhabiting  within  certain  specified  towns  or 
parishes,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  at  the  discretion  of  the  ministers,  church- 
wardens and  overseers  of  the  poor  thereof  respectively,  and  of  the  trustees,  their 
heirs  or  assigns,  residing  in  the  said  towns. 

The  trust  has  not  been  regularly  kept  up  by  assignment,  but  the  rent- 
charges  are  paid  after  deducting  certain  sums  from  each  on  account  of  land- 
tax,  by  the  occupier  of  a farm  in  Blaxhall,  the  property  of  John  Wilson 
Sheppard,  esq. 

The  rent-charge  particularly  appropriated  to  the  poor  of  Sutton,  is  4/.  a year, 
from  which  16  s.  is  deducted  for  land-tax  ; and  the  accumulations  of  the  money, 
which  for  convenience  is  not  received  above  once  in  two  or  three  years,  are 
distributed  among  poor  persons  of  the  parish,  by  the  minister  and  parish 
officers. 

. It  has  been  contended  that  the  deduction  for  land-tax  should  be  in  propor- 
tion to  the  land-tax  on  the  farm,  which  is  at  a lower  rate  than  4s.  in  the  pound 
on  its  annual  value ; but  we  are  not  prepared  to  say  that  this  claim  could  be 
insisted  on  with  effect. 

Burrell’s  Charity. 

By  a surrender,  dated  28th  September  1687,  Susannah  Burrell  surrendered  Burrell’s  Charity, 
her  lands  and  hereditaments  held  of  the  manor  of  Staverton-with-Bromeswell, 
to  the  use  of  herself  for  life,  and  after  her  decease  to  the  use  of  trustees  and 
their  heirs,  upon  trust,  that  out  of  the  profits  thereof  they  should  pay  to  the 
churchwarden  or  churchwardens  of  Sutton  5/.  4s.  a year,  to  buy  bread,  of  the 
value  of  2s.  a week,  and  weekly  distribute  the  same  upon  the  Lord’s-day  after 
divine  service,  among  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Sutton,  to  the  church  there 
resorting,  and  to  pay  the  residue  out  of  the  profits  of  the  premises  to  the 
right  heirs  of  her  the  said  Susannah  Burrell. 

The  property  mentioned  in  the  surrender  was  purchased  in  1803,  by  Simon 
Blaxhall,  and  the  premises  were  surrendered  to  the  use  of  him  and  certain 
persons  as  trustees  for  securing  payment  of  the  rent-charge  j and  by  a deed, 
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dated  20  April  1803,  Simon  Blaxhall  covenanted  that  the  trustees  should  be 
at  liberty  to  distrain  for  the  rent-charge  when  in  arrear. 

The  yearly  sum  of  51.  45.  is  paid  by  Mr.  Blaxhall,  and  laid  out  in  bread, 
which  is  now  distributed  once  a fortnight  by  the  churchwardens. 

Bloss’s  Charity. 

It  appears  by  the  parish  terrier  that  a Mr.  Bloss,  of  Belstead,  gave  the  sum 
of  1/.  a year  to  the  vicar,  for  two  sermons  to  be  preached  on  St.  Thomas’s-day 
and  Good  Friday,  yearly,  and  also  25.  6 cl.  to  be  given  in  bread  on  each  of  those 
days,  to  be  distributed  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  ; and  that  the  said  payments 
were  made  by  Sir  Robert  Harland,  of  Worstead  Hall.  We  have  met  with  no 
other  writings  relating  to  this  gift ; but  we  find  that  the  sums  are  regularly  paid 
by  Sir  Thomas  Harland,  bart.  to  the  vicar,  and  that  the  25.  6d.  is  distributed 
in  bread  among  poor  people  on  the  days  mentioned  in  the  will. 


PARISH  OF  UFFORD. 

The  Town  Estate. 

This  property,  which  is  appropriated  to  the  general  benefit  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  parish,  consists  of  a double  cottage,  used  as  a poor-house,  and  of  a cottage 
and  about  41  acres  of  land,  in  the  parishes  of  Ufford  and  Melton,  which  were 
let  at  a vestry  meeting  in  1823,  to  the  best  bidders,  for  terms  of  eight  years, 
from  the  11th  October  in  that  year,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  551.  a year. 
About  six  acres  of  the  land  are  copyhold.  The  freehold  part  was  conveyed  to 
new  trustees  in  May  1820. 

Exchanges  of  parts  of  the  town  lands  have  been  made  at  different  times,  but 
in  such  a way  as  to  be  beneficial  to  the  town. 

The  rents  are  applied  to  the  reparation  of  the  parish  church,  and  in  payment 
of  other  expenses  incident  to  the  churchwardens  office. 

The  Hospital. 

The  Right  Rev.  Thomas  Wood,  bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  in  his  life- 
time erected  an  hospital  for  ancient  and  indigent  men  and  women  in  Ufford ; 
and  by  his  Will,  dated  the  11th  November  1690,  charged  his  manor  of  Barham, 
in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  with  the  payment  of  30 1.  per  annum,  for  the  support 
of  eight  ancient  poor  men  in  Ufford  and  in  Wickham  Market,  to  be  equally 
divided  amongst  them,  and  each  to  have  a gown  every  two  years,  with  the 
letters  H.  W.  upon  their  shoulders ; and  he  willed  that  the  repairs  of  the  hos- 
pital, and  the  charges  of  the  gowns  should  be  provided  out  of  the  said  lands. 

An  account  is  given  in  the  Report  of  Charities  in  the  parish  of  Wickham 
Market,  of  the  specific  provision  made  by  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer, 
in  respect  of  this  charity,  for  the  four  poor  persons  of  that  parish. 

By  a decree  of  Commissioners  of  Charitable  Uses,  dated  25th  February  1734, 
it  was  decreed  that  the  rent-charge  of  30/.  should  be  paid  to  Samuel  Thompson 
and  six  others  therein  named  as  feoffees,  by  the  owner  of  the  manor  of  Barham, 
half-yearly,  for  the  support  of  the  eight  poor  men  in  the  will  mentioned,  and 
that  such  feoffees  should  receive  the  same,  and  apply  it  for  the  relief  of  the 
poor  persons,  and  that  the  feoffees,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should,  on  every 
vacancy,  appoint  another  poor  man  into  the  place  vacant ; and  by  a deed  of 
8th  September  1813,  Thomas  Simpson  and  Thomas  Edwards,  the  then  sur- 
viving feoffees,  appointed  the  rent-charge  of  30/.  to  be  paid  to  the  Rev.  Charles 
Brooke,  Philip  Gross,  Thomas  Simpson  the  younger,  and  Francis  Capper 
Brooke,  their  heirs  and  successors,  and  that  they  should,  upon  every  vacancy 
in  the  hospital,  appoint  another  poor  man  into  the  place  vacant. 

The  hospital  in  Ufford  contains  four  apartments,  which  are  occupied  by  four 
poor  men  of  that  parish,  appointed  by  the  feoffees.  The  yearly  sum  of  15/.

which  is  paid  by  Joseph  Birch  Smyth,  of  Ipswich,  esquire,  the  owner  of  the  Ufford. 
manor  of  Barham,  is  received  by  the  poor  men  in  the  hospital,  and  they  are  The^ital 

each  supplied,  at  Mr.  Smyth’s  expense,  with  a coat  once  every  two  years.  The  continued*  ’ 
hospital  is  kept  in  repair  by  Mr.  Smyth,  and  is  at  present  in  good  condition.  v 


Sayer’s  Charity. 

A piece  of  meadow  land,  containing  3a.  & 3r.  called  Smock  Meadow,  was  Sayer’s  Charity, 
given  to  the  parish  of  Ufford  by  a Mr.  Sayer,  but  at  what  time  is  unknown,  to 
the  intent,  that  out  of  the  rent  sixty  dozen  of  bread  should  be  yearly  bought  and 
distributed  to  the  poor;  viz.  thirty  dozen  at  Hallowmas  and  thirty  dozen  in 
Lent,  and  that  the  remainder  of  the  rent  should  be  applied  to  provide  smocks 
for  the  poor  of  the  parish. 

The  land  was  let  with  the  Town  Lands  in  1823,  in  the  same  manner  and  for 
the  same  term,  and  is  in  the  occupation  of  the  Rev.  Mr.  Larkin,  at  the  rent  of 
8/.  a year. 

The  rent  is  laid  out  partly  in  buying  shifts  for  poor  women,  generally  to 
the  number  of  20,  and  the  remainder  is  given  in  bread  and  money  among  poor 
people. 

Ballett’s  Gift. 

A rent-charge  of  3/.  a year  issuing  out  of  three  meadows  in  Ufford,  contain^-  Ballett’s  Gift, 
ing  three  acres,  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Charles  Gross,  is  understood  to  have 
been  given  by  a person  named  Ballett,  for  the  purpose  of  being  distributed 
yearly  to  the  poor  of  Ufford,  on  All  Souls-day  ; and  the  annuity  is  laid  out  in 
bread,  which  is  distributed  at  the  church  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers, 
three  or  four  times  a year. 

Mills’s  Charity. 

The  sum  of  405.  a year  is  received  by  the  churchwardens  from  the  tenant  Mills’s  Charity, 
of  a farm  at  Ufford,  belonging  to  the  trustees  of  Mills’ s charity  at  Framlingham, 
and  is  laid  out  in  bread,  which  is  distributed  at  the  church  among  poor  people. 


PARISH  OF  WICKHAM  MARKET. 

The  Town  Lands. 

This  estate  appears  by  a recent  survey  to  contain  about  39  a.  & 29f.  of  land,  Wickham  Market. 

of  which  about  one  acre,  called  the  Chapel  Meadow,  is  freehold,  in  the  parish  

of  Hacheston,  and  the  remainder  is  of  copyhold  tenure,  and  situate  in  the  The  Town  Lands, 
parish  of  Wickham. 

Part  of  the  estate,  including  the  land  in  Hacheston,  is  called  the  Old  Town 
Lands,  and  has  for  a very  long  period  been  appropriated  to  charitable  uses. 

The  specific  uses  for  which  the  Chapel  Meadow  was  held  do  not  appear  from 
the  old  deeds ; but  of  the  copyhold  part  of  the  Old  Town  Lands,  one-fifth,  or 
thereabouts,  was  anciently  surrendered  in  trust  for  the  reparation  of  the  church, 
payment  of  the  tax  of  Wickham,  when  it  should  happen,  and  the  support  of 
the  poor  of  the  town  ; and  the  other  four-fifths  were  anciently  held  for  the  good 
of  the  town  of  Wickham,  that  is  to  say,  (as  expressed  in  the  writings),  for 
apprenticing  one  poor  boy,  yearly,  of  the  said  town.  The  remainder  of  [the 
estate,  which  is  called  the  New  Town  Lands,  was  purchased  for  320/.  or  there- 
abouts, of  which  the  sum  of  300/.  was  given  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ann  Barker, 
dated  15th  August  1730,  to  the  parish  of  Wickham  Market,  to  be  laid  out 
by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  with  the  approbation  of  her  executors,  in 
the  purchase  of  houses  or  lands,  upon  trust,  that  two-third  parts  of  the  profits 
thereof  arising  should  be  yearly  applied  towards  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  either 
llep..21.  4 E in 


Wickham  Market. 
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in  a workhouse  or  otherwise,  and  that  the  other  third  part  should  be  applied  to 
the  teaching  poor  children  of  the  parish  to  read  and  write,  the  minister  of  the 
parish  for  the  time  being  to  have  the  nomination  of  such  children ; and 
the  residue  of  the  purchase  money  was  contributed  by  the  inhabitants  to  effect 
the  purchase. 

The  New  Town  Lands  contain  about  21  acres,  but  they  adjoin  upon  or  are 
intermixed  in  part  with  the  Old  Town  Lands,  and  the  precise  boundaries 
between  the  two  cannot  be  perfectly  distinguished  or  ascertained.  The  several 
copyhold  lands  were  surrendered  in  1787,  to  the  use  of  new  trustees,  of 
whom  three  are  yet  living;  the  fine  paid  on  that  occasion  being  105/.  and  the 
fees  20/. 

The  management  of  the  estate  and  application  of  the  rents  is  under  the 
administration  of  the  minister,  churchwardens  and  parishioners,  and  the  pro- 
perty is  let  to  different  individuals,  for  terms  of  eight'years,  at  rents  amounting 
together  at  present  to  131/.  12s.  §d.  a year.  It  is  the  course  to  let  the  estate 
by  auction  at  the  expiration  of  every  term  of  eight  years. 

The  rents  are  applied  in  the  reparation  of  the  church  and  the  payment  of  such 
charges  as  are  incidental  to  the  office  of  the  churchwardens  and  that  of  the  con- 
stable, in  occasionally  apprenticing  one  or  two  boys,  in  repairing  and  keeping 
up  the  pump  for  the  use  of  the  town,  and  in  repairs  of  some  cottages  belonging 
to  the  parish,  occupied  bv  paupers;  and  the  yekrly  sum  of  26/.  is  applied  out 
of  the  rents  for  the  support  of  a school,  for  teaching  13  poor  children  to  read 
and  write. 

The  portion  of  the  rent  applied  in  the  repairs  of  the  church  generally  super- 
sedes the  necessity  of  a church  rate. 

The  annnal  sum  paid  for  education  may  be  considered  a third  part  of  the  rent 
of  the  New  Town  Lands.  The  allowance  for  this  purpose  has  been  raised  at 
different  times  as  the  rents  increased,  and  was,  at  first,  only  51.  a year. 

The  accounts  are  audited  annually  at  a vestry  meeting. 

Though  it  is  directed  by  the  will  of  Mrs.  Ann  Barker  that  two-thirds  of  the 
rent  of  the  real  estate  to  be  purchased  with  her  legacy  should  be  yearly  applied 
towards  the  benefit  of  the  poor,  either  in  a workhouse  or  otherwise,  we  find,  on 
examination  of  the  account  books  relating  to  the  trust,  that  ever  since  the  pur- 
chase of  the  New  Town  Lands,  the  rents  thereof  and  those  of  the  Old  Town 
Lands  have  been  blended  together,  and  applied  to  the  same  or  similar  purposes, 
as  are  at  present  provided  for ; and  that  no  part  of  the  rents  has  been  applied  to 
the  relief  or  maintenance  of  poor  persons,  except  in  some  very  few  instances. 

Considering  the  ambiguous  nature  of  the  directions  of  Mrs.  A.  Barker’s  will, 
and  the  effect  upon  its  construction,  which  may  be  considered  to  result  from 
long  usage,  it  would  be  improper  perhaps  to  lay  it  down  as  an  obligatory  rule 
upon  those  who  have  the  administration  of  this  trust,  that  any  particular  part  of 
the  rents  should,  except  by  their  discretion,  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the 
poor  not  receiving  parochial  relief,  or  as  a fund  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor, 
independent  of  the  relief  afforded  them  from  the  poor  rates ; but  as  the  course 
of  application  which  prevails  seems  in  some  measure  at  variance  with  the  ex- 
pressed intention  of  the  testatrix,  we  think  it  right  to  recommend,  as  a course 
more  consonant  with  that  intention,  that  a fifth  part  of  the  rents  of  the  whole 
estate,  or  one-third  of  the  rents  of  the  New  Town  Lands,  being  at  present  about 
26/.  a year,  should  be  set  apart  for  the  benefit  of  poor  persons  not  receiving 
parochial  relief,  or  endeavouring  to  subsist  without  such  relief ; and  the  same 
may  probably  be  best  applied  in  the  purchase  of  coals,  or  in  hiring  habitations 
for  such  poor  persons.  As  to  the  like  portion  of  the  rents,  which  may  be  pro- 
perly considered  applicable  for  the  poor  in  a workhouse  or  parish  paupers,  it  is 
probably  of  little  importance  whether  the  same  be  applied  in  reduction  of  a 
church  rate,  as  at  present,  or  in  diminution  of  the  fund  raised  by  a poor’s  rate, 
the  parishioners  being  liable  to  both,  but  it  would  more  regularly  be  applied  in 
the  latter  way.

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Wood’s  Charity. 


The  Right  Reverend  Thomas  Wood , Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  by 
bis  Will,  bearing  date  the  11th  November  1690,  after  reciting  that  he  had 
erected  two  hospital  houses  for  ancient  and  indigent  men  and  women,  the  one 
in  the  town  of  Ufford,  in  Suffolk,  and  the  other  in  Clapton,  in  the  parish  of 
Hackney,  Middlesex,  for  the  endowment  of  the  same,  charged  the  estates 
thereby  devised  to  his  nephew,  Henry  Webb,  and  his  heirs  male,  with  the 
payment  of  80/.  a year  ; 30/.  thereof,  out  of  his  manor  of  Barham,  in  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  to  be  paid  by  two  half  yearly  payments,  for  the  support  of  eight 
poor  men  in  Ufford  and  in  Wickham  Market,  to  be  equally  divided  amongst 
them,  and  each  to  have  a gown  every  two  years,  with  the  letters  H.  W.  on  their 
shoulders ; and  he  willed  that  the  repairs  of  the  said  two  hospitals  should  be 
provided  for  out  of  the  said  lands,  over  and  above  the  said  801.  a year  ; and  he 
appointed  his  said  nephew,  Henry  Webb,  or  such  as  should  succeed  to  his 
estate  in  Hackney,  to  appoint  such  men  as  he  or  they  should  think  fit  to  partake 
of  his  gift. 

By  a decree  of  the  Court  of  Exchequer,  made  the  5th  December  1705,  in  a 
cause  in  which  the  Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  of  the  churchwardens  and 
overseers  of  the  poor  of  Wickham  Market,  were  plaintiffs,  and  Henry  Webb, 
esquire,  and  William  Hammond  and  another,  churchwardens  of  Ufford,  were 
defendants  ; after  setting  forth  the  will  of  Bishop  Wood  to  the  above  effect,  and 
that  the  said  Henry  Webb  became  possessed  of  the  manor  of  Barham,  but  had 
neglected  to  pay  any  part  of  the  said  rent-charge  of  30/.  according  to  the  said 
will,  to  the  poor  of  Wickham  Market ; and  it  appearing  that  since  the  death  of 
the  said  bishop,  20/.  a year  only  of  the  said  30/.  per  annum  had  been  applied 
and  paid  in  Ufford,  it  was  declared,  that  the  said  defendant  Webb  ought  to 
have  appointed  four  poor  men  out  of  the  parish  of  Wickham,  as  well  as  four  out 
of  Ufford,  to  receive  the  benefit  of  the  said  charity  ; and  it  appearing  to  the 
court  that  5/.  per  annum  of  the  said  charity  had  been  misapplied  by  the  de- 
fendant Webb,  and  that  the  sum  of  10/.  per  annum  had  been  also  detained  by 
him  ever  since  the  death  of  the  said  bishop,  and  that  instead  of  providing  eight 
gowns  every  two  years,  he  had  ever  since  the  death  of  the  said  bishop  provided 
only  four  gowns;  and  after  further  setting  forth,  that  it  had  been  proposed,  on 
the  part  of  the  said  defendant  Webb,  that  he,  out  of  the  money  in  his  hands, 
should  pay  the  relators  their  costs  of  that  suit,  and  that  in  discharge  of  the 
remainder  of  the  money  by  him  detained,  and  the  value  of  the  gowns  not  pro- 
vided, he  should  make  an  addition  to  the  share  of  the  charity  intended  by  the 
testator  for  the  benefit  of  four  poor  men  of  the  parish  of  Wickham  ; that  is  to 
say,  that  he  should  pay  the  sum  of  15/.  per  annum  to  four  poor  men  of  the 
parish  of  Wickham,  and  once  in  two  years  deliver  to  them  four  gowns,  accord- 
ing to  the  directions  of  the  will  ; and  that  the  said  manor  of  Barham,  and  other 
the  premises  by  the  will  charged  with  the  said  SO/,  per  annum  should  for  ever 
stand  charged  with  the  further  sum  of  61.  per  annum,  besides  the  said  sum  of 
30/.  per  annum  ; the  said  61.  per  annum  to  be  paid  to  the  said  four  poor  men 
of  the  parish  of  Wickham,  that  should  be  appointed  to  receive  the  said  15/.  per 
annum  ; and  the  said  Attorney  General  and  the  relators  consenting  to  accept 
of  the  said  proposal  and  agreeing  thereto  ; it  was  decreed  by  the  court,  that 
the  said  proposal  and  agreement  should  be  confirmed  and  performed,  and 
that  the  defendant  Webb  should  appoint  four  poor  and  indigent  men  of  the 
parish  of  Wickham  Market,  to  receive  the  said  21/.  per  annum  ; and  that  the 
defendant  Webb,  or  they  who  should  succeed  him  in  the  estate  at  Hackney, 
in  the  will  mentioned,  should  from  time  to  time  supply  all  vacancies,  if  any, 
of  the  poor  men  of  the  town  of  Wickham,  by  other  poor  men  of  that  parish  ; 
and  that  the  poor  men  to  be  appointed  out  of  the  town  or  parish  of  Wickham, 
should,  notwithstanding  such  their  nomination  and  appointment,  be  at  liberty 
to  continue  to  inhabit  at  Wickham. 

In  pursuance  of  the  decree,  the  yearly  sum  of  21  /.  is  paid  as  a rent-charge  out 
of  the  estate  of  Barham  Hall,  in  the  parish  of  Barham,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk, 
now  the  property  of  Joseph  Birch  Smith,  esq.  of  Ipswich,  and  is  divided  among 
four  poor  men  of  Wickham  Market,  appointed  by  the  minister  and  church- 
wardens ; and  in  further  pursuance  of  the  decree,  coats  are  supplied  by 
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Mr.  Smith  to  the  four  poor  men,  once  every  two  years.  As  to  the  rent-charge 
of  30/.  a year  given  by  the  will,  new  trustees  were  appointed  in  1813,  by 
a deed,  for  the  particulars  of  which  see  the  Report  of  Wood’s  Charity,  in  the 
parish  of  Ufford. 


Mills’s  Charity. 

Mills’s  Charity.  The  trustees  of  Mills' s charity,  at  Framlingham,  of  which  an  account  is 
given  under  the  head  of  Charities  for  that  parish,  send  5 s.  worth  of  bread  every 
quarter  to  be  distributed  among  poor  persons  of  Wickham  Market ; and  the 
bread  is  distributed  by  the  parish  officers  at  the  church. 
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General  Charities. 
Kersey’s  Gift. 


Joseph  Kersey , by  Will,  dated  8 January  1810,  bequeathed  800/.  to  be  applied 
by  his  executors,  Caleb  Kersey,  Peter  Stepton  and  Jonathan  Dains,  in  the 
purchase  of  bank  stock,  the  yearly  interest  thereof  to  be  distributed  in  bread 
and  coals  to  the  resident  industrious  poor  of  the  parishes  of  Dallinghoo,  Charles- 
field,  Marlesford  and  Earl  Soham,  by  the  ministers  and  churchwardens  of  the 
said  respective  parishes,  for  ever. 


The  legacy,  after  deducting  the  legacy  duty,  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of 
navy  five  per  cent  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  executors;  which  stock  by- 
effect  of  the  Act  of  Parliament  was  afterwards  reduced  to  832/.  1 8 a-.  new 
four  per  cent  annuities.  The  dividends  33/.  6 s.  1 d.  a year  are  divided  between 
the  four  parishes,  and  distributed  in  each  by  the  respective  ministers  and 
churchwardens,  in  bread  or  in  coals  among  the  poor. 


Leman’s  Charity. 

Leman’s  Charity.  Mary  Leman,  by  Will,  dated  21st  November  1805,  bequeathed  to  the  Rev. 

Naunton  Thomas  Orgill  Leman  and  the  Rev.  Bence  Bence,  600/.  clear  of  all 
deductions,  upon  trust,  to  invest  the  same  in  the  purchase  of  three  per  cent 
consols,  in  the  names  of  themselves  and  such  other  persons  as  should  be  nomi- 
nated trustees  thereof,  upon  trust  to  apply  the  dividends  for  establishing  and 
supporting  a Sunday  school  in  each  of  the  parishes  of  Brampton,  Redisham  and 
Cratfield,  for  instructing  poor  children  belonging  to  or  residing  within  those 
parishes,  to  read;  and  she  directed  an  equal  third  part  of  the  dividends  to  be 
appropriated  to  each  of  the  three  schools,  and  that  the  trustees  before  named 
should  appoint  such  other  persons  as  they  should  think  fit  to  act  with  them  as 
trustees,  and  that  when  those  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  six,  the  continuing 
trustees  should  elect  others,  so  that  there  might  always  be  six  trustees  ; and 
she  further  directed,  that  the  lords  of  the  manors  of  Brampton,  Redisham  and 
Cratfield,  and  the  rectors,  vicars  or  officiating  ministers  of  those  parishes  should, 
if  desirous,  be  always  included  in  the  number  of  trustees  ; and  that  the  stock 
should  from  time  to  time  be  transferred  to  the  trustees,  and  a proper  declara- 
tion of  trust  respecting  the  same  should  be  prepared  and  executed,  the  expense 
thereof  to  be  paid  out  of  the  dividends,  which  declaration  should  contain  all 
necessary  provisions  touching  the  mode  of  electing  new  trustees,  appointing 
masters  of  the  schools,  and  removing  such  masters,  if  a majority  of  the  trustees 
should  find  them  unqualified  or  for  misconduct,  and  appointing  other  masters  in 
their  stead ; and  she  empowered  the  trustees  to  appoint  the  children,  and  to 
limit  their  number,  and  to  make  such  rules  and  orders  as  should  be  thought 
requisite  for  regulating  the  trust. 

The  sum  of  600/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  933/.  6s.  8 d.  three  per 
cent  consols,  in  the  names  of  the  Rev.  N.  T.  O.  Leman  and  the  Rev.  Bence 
Bence. 

Other  trustees  have  been  nominated,  and  a declaration  of  trust  has  been 
prepared  ; and  the  dividends  of  the  stock  are  applied  to  the  purposes  directed 
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by  the  will.  As  the  Rev.  Bence  Bence  is  deceased,  the  stock  should  be  trans- 
ferred into  the  names  of  others  of  the  trustees. 

Walter’s  Gifts. 

In  the  Returns  of  Charitable  Donations  made  to  Parliament  in  I7S6,  mention 
is  made  of  the  following  rent-charges,  as  payable  for  the  poor  of  the  following 
parishes  or  places  respectively,  under  a devise  by  Matthew  Walter  in  1589,  viz. 
Blythburgh,  Blythford  and  Southwold,  1 /.  a year  each  ; and  Henham,  Holton, 
Reydon  and  Stoven,  10s.  a year  each  ; and  the  rent-charges  are  mentioned  in 
the  returns  as  payable  by  one  John  Aldrich,  but  as  having  been  in  some 
instances  withheld  or  refused  for  four  years  then  last  past.  On  inquiry  in  the 
above  several  parishes,  we  find,  that  the  existence  of  the  charities  is  either 
entirely  unknown,  or  that  all  recollection  is  lost  of  the  time  when  they  were  last 
paid.  We  have  also  caused  a search  to  be  made  at  the  registry  of  the  eccle- 
siastical court  at  Norwich  for  the  will  of  Matthew  Walter,  but  it  cannot  be  found 
there.  Under  these  circumstances,  we  think  it  improbable  that  any  endeavour 
to  re-establish  these  charities  would  be  attended  with  success. 

Warner’s  Charity. 

By  Indenture  of  Bargain  and  Sale  in  rolled  in  Chancery,  bearing  date  22d  June 
1736,  reciting,  that  Mary  W'arner,  ofBoyton,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  spinster, 
had  determined  to  establish  an  hospital  or  almshouse  for  twelve  poor  people, 
six  whereof  were  to  be  poor  men  and  the  other  six  poor  women,  and  to  endow 

the  same  after  her  death  in  the  manner  thereinafter  mentioned  : the  said  Marv 

' •/ 

Warner  granted,  bargained  and  sold  unto  the  Hon.  Price  Devereux,  Sir 
John  Barker,  bart.,  Dudley  North,  esq , Edmund  Tyrrell,  esq.,  John  Revett, 
esq.,  the  Rev.  Thomas  Bence,  and  the  Rev.  James  Welton,  and  their  heirs, 
the  manor  or  reputed  manor  of  Boyton,  with  its  rights  and  appurtenances, 
in  the  county  of  Suffolk ; and  the  advowson  of  the  church  of  Boyton,  and 
divers  messuages,  lands  and  premises  in  Boyton,  Holesly,  Capell,  Batley, 
Tangham,  Stradbrook,  Dennington,  and  Saxted,  or  some  of  them  ; and  an 
annual  rent  or  tenth  of  2/.  8s.  O^e/.  reserved  and  issuing  out  of  the  manor  of 
Boyton,  which  Edmund  Warner,  then  late  of  London,  gentleman,  had  pur- 
chased, to  him  and  his  heirs,  of  Joseph  Hornby  and  others : to  hold  the  same 
to  the  use  of  the  said  Mary  Warner  for  life,  and  after  her  decease  to  the  use 
of  the  said  Price  Devereux  and  his  co-trustees,  their  heirs  and  assigns,  upon 
trust,  that  they  should  apply  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises  in  building 
a convenient  almshouse,  near  the  church  of  Boyton,  for  the  lodging  of  the 
said  twelve  poor  old  people,  in  case  the  said  Mary  Warner  should  not  in  her 
life-time  build  one ; and  should  choose  twelve  poor  old  people,  without  par- 
tial regard  to  any  one,  such  as  by  the  majority  of  the  trustees  for  the  time 
being  should  be  judged  the  most  worthy  and  proper  objects  of  compassion,  such 
poor  people  to  be  all  faithful  members  of  the  church  of  England  as  by  law' 
established,  and  no  others  ; and  that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being,  after  de- 
duction of  the  taxes,  repairs  and  other  outgoings,  and  the  trustees  charges  in 
the  execution  of  the  trust,  should  pay  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises 
half-yearly  at  Michaelmas  and  Lady-day  to  the  minister  of  the  church  of  Boyton, 
or  such  other  person  who  should  be  appointed  by  the  trustees  to  read  prayers 
and  administer  the  sacrament  to  the  said  poor  people  in  manner  thereinafter 
expressed,  upon  trust,  to  pay  thereout  4s.  a week  to  each  of  the  12  poor  old 
men  and  women,  and  50s.  yearly  to  each  of  them  on  Christmas-day,  to  buy 
them  a suit  of  brown  warm  clothes,  all  of  the  same  sort  of  cloth,  and  of  the 
same  colour ; and  if  such  minister  of  Boyton,  or  other  person,  should  neglect 
to  make  such  payments,  the  trustees  or  the  major  part  of  them,  should  turn 
such  person  so  neglecting,  and  put  another  person  in  his  place ; and  it  was 
thereby  declared,  that  the  trustees  should,  out  of  the  residue  of  the  rents  and 
profits  of  the  premises,  pay  to  the  person  by  them  appointed  to  look  after 
the  12  poor  people  the  annual  sum  of  40/.  by  quarterly  payments,  so  long 
as  the  trustees  should  think  fit,  with  liberty  to  turn  out  such  person,  and  put 
another  in  his  place,  as  often  as  they  should  think  fit ; in  consideration  of  winch 
annual  sum  of  40/.  the  said  person  who  should  look  after  the  poor  people, 
should  read  or  cause  to  be  read  the  church  prayers  at  church  every  day  in  the 
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General  Charities,  week,  at  the  usual  hour  of  morning  prayers,  and  should  administer  the  holy 
— — sacrament  to  the  12  poor  people  once  in  every  month,  besides  the  three  great 

WaTo«lnSnm/rity’  festivals  of  the  year,  at  which  daily  worship  and  administration  of  the  sacra- 

v cun  "lllu  • ' men£  the  12  poor  people  should  constantly  attend,  and  for  default  of  due  at- 

tendance, should  forfeit  one  week’s  allowance  for  every  such  neglect ; and 
upon  further  trust,  that  the  trustees  when  any  of  the  poor  people  should  die, 
should  choose  and  place  others  in  their  room,  so  as  always  to  keep  up  the  num- 
ber of  six  poor  old  men  and  six  poor  old  women  ; and  if  any  of  the  12  poor 
people  should  be  found  guilty  of  impiety  or  immorality,  such  guilty  person 
should  be  expelled  the  hospital ; and  it  was  thereby  declared,  that  the  minister 
of  the  church  of  Boyton,  or  such  other  person  appointed  as  aforesaid,  should 
every  week  pay  to  each  of  the  poor  men  and  women  4s.  and  also  once  a year 
to  each  of  them  the  further  sum  of  50s.  for  the  purposes  above  mentioned;  and 
that  the  trustees  should  yearly,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  premises,  pay 
to  the  master  of  the  charity  school  of  Stradbrook  for  the  time  being,  the  annual 
sum  of  10/.  for  teaching  and  instructing  12  poor  children  according  to  the 
method  and  rules  of  that  school,  and  not  otherwise,  and  pay  to  the  several 
parishes  of  Bennington  and  Parham,  in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  yearly,  the  sum 
of  5/.  each,  to  be  paid  every  Christmas-day,  and  divided  between  ten  poor 
families  in  each  parish,  who  should  not  receive  any  money  from  the  parish  rates 
or  collections ; and  pay  and  apply  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the 
premises,  yearly,  at  their  discretion,  towards  releasing  and  discharging  such 
insolvent  debtors  as  they  should  think  proper  objects  of  compassion  within  the 
county  of  Suffolk,  and  whose  debts  should  not  exceed  in  the  whole  the  sum 
of  10/. : Anri  it  was  thereby  declared,  that  the  trustees  should  make  up  their 
accounts,  and  pay  what  they  should  have  received,  after  such  deduction  as 
aforesaid,  in  such  manner  and  for  such  purposes  as  thereinbefore  mentioned  ; 
and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  trustees  from  time  to  time  to  place  in  the 
almshouse  or  hospital  such  poor  people,  and  them  or  any  of  them  to  turn  out 
of  the  almshouse  or  hospital  as  they  should  think  fit,  and  to  make  such  orders 
for  the  better  government  of  the  hospital  as  they  or  the  major  part  should 
judge  proper  and  convenient ; provided  that  when  the  trustees  should  by  death 
be  reduced  to  two  in  number  and  no  more,  then  the  two  surviving  trustees 
should  immediately  elect  five  new  trustees,  worthy  gentlemen  of  the  church  of 
England,  and  persons  of  estate  and  inhabitants  of  the  county  of  Suffolk,  and 
convey  the  said  manor,  lands  and  hereditaments  to  the  said  five  new  trustees, 
and  their  heirs,  to  the  use  of  them  and  the  two  surviving  trustees,  and  their 
heirs,  on  the  trusts  aforesaid  : and  the  said  Mary  Warner  thereby  covenanted 
to  surrender  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Stradbrook-with- 
Stubcroft,  certain  lands  and  hereditaments  therein  particularly  mentioned,  and 
to  surrender  into  the  hands  of  the  lord  of  the  manor  of  Hollesly-cum-Sutton, 
in  the  county  of  Suffolk,  certain  lands  and  hereditaments  of  her  the  said  Mary 
Warner  therein  particularly  mentioned  ; and  to  surrender  all  other  the  cus- 
tomary or  copyhold  messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments  of  her  the  said  Mary 
Warner  in  Stradbrook,  Boyton,  Tangham  and  Hollesly,  into  the  hands  of  the 
several  and  respective  lords  of  the  said  respective  manors,  whereof  the  same 
were  holden  by  copy  of  court  roll,  to  the  use  of  the  said  Mary  Warner  for  her 
life,  and  after  her  decease  to  the  use  of  the  said  trustees  and  their  heirs,  for 
the  purposes  and  on  the  same  trusts  as  concerning  the  said  manor  and  free- 
hold premises  were  mentioned  and  declared. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  the  21st  and  22d  of  November  1757, 
reciting,  in  the  release,  the  said  indenture  of  bargain  and  sale,  and  that  the  said 
Mary  Warner  departed  this  life  not  having  erected  the  said  almshouse,  or  made 
any  rules  or  orders  for  the  better  government  of  the  same,  all  which  had  been 
performed  and  executed  since  her  death,  pursuant  to  the  said  indenture,  by  the 
trustees  therein  named,  and  that  five  of  the  said  trustees  were  dead,  and 
the  said  Dudley  North  and  James  Walton  the  survivors  had  nominated  Sir 
John  Rous,  bart.  John  Rush,  esq.  John  Scrivener,  esq.  the  Rev.  Montague 
North,  and  the  Rev.  John  Leman,  to  be  trustees  with  themselves  of  the  charity, 
the  said  Dudley  North  and  James  Welton  conveyed  the  freehold  and  charterhold 
premises,  and  covenanted  to  surrender  the  said  copyhold  premises,  to  the  use  of 
themselves  and  the  said  new  trustees  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 
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By  deeds  of  the  2d  and  3d  of  September  1 777»  the  freehold  and  copyhold 
estates  of  the  charity  were  again  conveyed  and  covenanted  to  be  surrendered  in 
like  manner  by  the  said  Montague  North  and  John  Scrivener,  to  the  use  of 
themselves  and  Sir  John  Rous,  bart.  afterwards  John  Lord  Rous,  Sir  Gerard 
William  Vanneck,  bart.  George  Golding,  esq.  Charles  Long,  esq.  and  the  Rev. 
Thomas  Purvis,  upon  the  trusts  aforesaid. 

By  indentures  of  lease  and  release  of  the  28th  February  and  1st  of  March 
1805,  reciting  that  by  a decree  of  the  court  of  Chancery,  dated  the  19th  of 
February  1790,  made  in  a cause  between  the  Attorney  General,  at  the  relation  of 
Nathaniel  Bennington  and  others,  informants,  and  the  said  John  Lord  Rous 
and  others  his  then  co-trustees,  defendants,  it  had  been  decreed  (amongst  other 
things)  that  it  should  be  referred  to  one  of  the  Masters  of  the  court  to  take  an 
account  of  the  produce  and  application  of  the  said  charity  estate  for  twenty 
years  then  last  past,  and  that  the  Master  by  his  report,  dated  the  5th  of 
December  1792,  had  certified  that  he  had  proceeded  to  take  such  account,  and 
that  it  appeared  thereby  that  on  the  29th  day  of  September  1739,  there  remained 
in  the  hands  of  Peter  Jermyn,  the  receiver  appointed  by  the  defendants  as  trus- 
tees of  the  said  charity  estate,  the  sum  of  569/.  4$.  5d.  being  a balance  of 
monies  not  expended  on  the  objects  of  the  charity ; and  further  reciting,  that 
by  another  order,  dated  the  31st  of  July  1793,  it  was  ordered  that  the  said 
Master  should  tax  all  parties  their  costs,  and  carry  on  the  subsequent  account 
of  the  produce  and  application  of  the  charity  estate,  and  that  such  taxed  costs 
should  be  paid  out  of  the  charity  estate,  and  that  the  parties  should  be  at  liberty 
to  lay  a scheme  before  the  Master  for  distributing  the  rest  of  the  charity  estate, 
according  to  the  intentions  of  the  foundress;  and  that  the  Master  by  his 
report,  dated  the  10th  day  of  March  1794,  had  certified  (among  other  things) 
that  he  had  carried  on  the  said  account,  and  that  on  Michaelmas-day  then  last 
past,  a balance  remained  of  329/.  4s.  1 d.  (after  deducting  the  costs  incurred  in 
the  suit,)  and  that  he  found  the  yearly  produce  arising  from  the  trust  estate, 
after  all  necessary  deductions,  amounted  to  370/.,  and  that  the  annual  expendi- 
ture according  to  the  directions  contained  in  the  said  indenture  of  bargain  and 
sale,  amounted  only  to  228/.  and  that  the  trustees  had  proposed  to  increase  the 
weekly  allowance  to  each  of  the  twelve  poor  persons  in  the  almshouse  to  6s.  per 
week,  and  to  allow  to  each  of  them  the  annual  sum  of  11.  10s.  for  firing,  and 
11.  Is.  for  washing,  and  to  pay  a medical  person  a yearly  salary  of  15/.  for 
attending  the  poor  persons  and  furnishing  them  with  necessary  medicines,  and 
also  to  increase  to  6s.  per  week  an  allowance  of  4s.  per  week,  then  paid  to  a 
nurse  who  attended  the  poor  persons,  and  to  allow  to  such  nurse  1/.  10s.  per 
annum  for  firing,  and  1 s.  6d.  per  week  for  heating  a common  oven,  to  be  erected 
for  the  general  use  of  the  poor  persons ; which  several  increased  allowances, 
together  with  repairs  and  insurance  of  the  property  from  fire,  would  amount  to 
130/.  a year  ; and  that  it  was  proposed  that  the  balance  of  12/.  per  annum,  should 
be  suffered  to  accumulate  for  forming  a fund  to  defray  the  expenses  to  be  in- 
curred upon  the  admission  of  future  trustees,  to  such  parcels  of  the  trust  estates 
as  were  of  copyhold  tenure  and  other  unavoidable  expenses,  and  that  the  Master 
had  considered  and  approved  of  the  said  scheme ; and  further  reciting,  that  by 
another  order  dated  the  18th  day  of  March  1794,  the  said  last-mentioned 
report  was  confirmed  absolutely,  and  the  said  several  increased  allowances  were 
directed  to  be  made;  and  that  by  another  order  dated  the  19th  March  1799, 
made  on  the  petition  of  the  said  John  Lord  Rous  and  his  then  co-trustees,  it 
was  ordered  to  be  referred  to  the  Master,  to  take  an  account  of  the  rents  and 
profits  arising  from  the  trust  estates,  and  of  the  applications  of  the  same,  and 
of  the  surplus  remaining,  after  making  the  several  payments  and  allowances 
directed  as  aforesaid,  and  that  the  petitioners  and  other  parties  to  the  suit 
should  be  at  liberty  to  lay  a scheme  before  the  Master  for  the  application  of  the 
surplus ; and  further  reciting,  that  in  pursuance  of  the  last-mentioned  order, 
the  Master  made  his  report,  dated  the  16th  of  March  1803,  and  thereby  certi- 
fied that  he  had  carried  on  the  account  of  the  rents  and  profits  and  the  applica- 
tion of  the  same  to  Michaelmas-day  1800  old  style,  and  that  on  that  day  there 
remained  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver  87 31.  10  5.  9 d.,  and  that  the  said  John 
Lord  Rous  and  his  then  co-trustees  had  laid  before  him  a scheme  for  the  appli- 
cation of  the  surplus,  and  also  of  the  surplus  annual  rents  to  accrue  in  future, 
and  that  he  found  that  the  net  annual  produce  of  the  estates  at  that  time,  after 
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an  allowance  for  taxes,  repairs  and  other  outgoings,  including  the  two  annuities 
of  51.  and  51.  to  the  parishes  of  Dennington  and  Parham,  and  the  annual  sum 
of  10/.  to  the  master  of  the  charity  school  of  Stradbrook,  was  about  560/. ; and 
that  he  found  the  annual  expenditure  on  account  of  the  objects  of  the  charity, 
as  stated  in  his  said  former  report,  was  281/.  85.  which  was  less  than  the  net 
annual  income  by  279/.  10  5.  3d.  and  that  the  defendants,  the  petitioners,  by 
the  said  scheme,  proposed  to  increase  the  annual  sum  of  10/.  to  the  master  of 
the  charity  school  at  Stradbrook  to  15/.  a year,  and  to  increase  the  weekly 
allowance  to  each  of  the  twelve  poor  persons  in  the  almshouse  at  Boyton  to  7 s. 
a week,  and  to  allow  them  2/.  5s.  each  per  annum  for  firing,  and  to  continue 
the  allowance  of  1/.  Is.  each  towards  the  expense  of  their  washing;  and  as  a 
proper  medical  person  had  been  found  who  would  attend  them,  and  supply 
necessary  medicines  for  12/.  12s.  a year,  to  allow  that  yearly  sum  for  that 
purpose,  instead  of  15/.  a year;  and  that  it  was  further  proposed  to  increase 
the  allowance  to  each  of  the  poor  persons  towards  clothing  to  2/.  15s.  a year 
each,  and  the  yearly  allowance  towards  the  clothing  of  a nurse  to  attend  upon 
them  to  2/.  15  s.  a year,  and  to  allow  2 /.  5 s.  a year  to  such  nurse  for  her  firing, 
and  to  increase  her  weekly  allowance  to  Js.  a week,  and  to  continue  the  allow- 
ance of  Is.  6d.  per  week  for  the  expense  of  heating  the  common  oven  for  the 
general  use  of  the  poor  persons ; and  that  it  was  further  proposed  to  add  four 
poor  persons  (two  men  and  two  women)  to  the  then  number  of  twelve,  and  to 
put  them  upon  the  same  footing  in  every  respect  with  the  twelve,  and  that  the 
particulars  of  all  the  said  proposed  allowances  amounted  together  to  the  annual 
sum  of  196/.  and  would  leave  a yearly  surplus  or  saving  of  83/.  10s.  3d.\  and 
that  it  was  further  proposed,  that  such  yearly  surplus  should  be  reserved  as  an 
accumulating  fund,  to  pay  the  fines  and  fees  on  the  admission  of  future  trustees 
to  the  copyhold  parts  of  the  trust  estates,  the  expenses  of  maintaining  a sluice 
to  drain  the  marsh  lands  in  the  neighbourhood,  and  other  contingent  expenses  ; 
and  that  with  respect  to  the  sum  of  87 31.  10s.  9d.  the  net  savings  of  the  estates, 
it  was  further  proposed  to  appropriate  a sum,  not  exceeding  510/.,  to  the  erect- 
ing of  four  additional  apartments  for  the  reception  of  the  four  proposed  new 
pensioners,  on  the  plan  and  dimensions  of  those  already  built,  by  adding  two 
apartments  to  each  wing,  and  to  insure  the  same  from  loss  and  damage  by  fire ; 
and  that  he  found,  by  a plan  and  estimate  laid  before  him,  and  properly  verified, 
that  the  expense  of  such  additional  apartments  would  amount  to  510/. ; and 
that  it  was  further  proposed,  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  said  surplus,  to  ap- 
propriate 130/.  13s.  6d.  to  defray  one  moiety  of  the  expenses  of  building  a new 
brick  sluice,  for  the  preservation  and  drainage  of  the  marshes  belonging  to  the 
charity  estate,  and  that  the  subsequent  costs  of  all  parties  of  the  suit  should  be 
paid  out  of  the  remainder  of  the  said  sum  of  873/.  10  s.  Qd.  if  the  same  should 
be  sufficient,  and  if  not,  that  the  deficiency  should  be  paid  out  of  the  future 
accumulations;  and  that  upon  consideration  of  the  matter,  the  Master  was  of 
opinion  that  the  said  scheme  was  proper  to  be  carried  into  effect ; and  further 
reciting,  that  by  another  order,  dated  the  2Gth  day  of  March  1803,  it  was 
ordered,  that  the  said  Master’s  said  last-mentioned  report  should  be  confirmed 
as  to  the  increased  allowances,  and  that  the  said  increased  allowances  should 
commence  from  the  10th  of  October  1802,  and  it  was  ordered,  that  the  peti- 
tioners should  pay  the  said  sums  of  510/.  and  130/.

mentioned  had  been  made  accordingly,  and  four  additional  apartments  for  the 
reception  of  four  new  pensioners  had  been  built  in  the  manner  stated  in  the 
report;  and  further  reciting,  that  the  trustees  of  the  charity  were  reduced  to 
two  in  number,  and  that  the  said  John  Lord  Rous  and  Charles  Long,  the  two 
survivors,  had  nominated  Sir  John  Blois,  hart.

Sir  Charles  Blois,  bart.  and  Charles 
Tyrrell,  esq.  to  be  trustees  with  themselves  of  the  said  charity,  conveyed  the 
said  freehold  and  charterhold  premises,  and  covenanted  to  surrender  the  said 
copyhold  premises  to  the  use  of  themselves,  and  the  said  new  trustees,  upon  the 
trusts  aforesaid.

In  July  1820  the  sum  of  1,000/.  Navy  five  per  cents,  (now  1,050/.  new  four 
per  cents)  was  purchased  with  1,028/.  11  s.  £>d.  part  of  the  balance  of  cash  then 
in  hand  on  account  of  the  charity  ; and,  as  will  be  noticed  hereafter,  the  further 
sum  of  4,000/.  new  four  per  cents,  has  been  purchased  by  the  trustees  since  the 
time  when  this  charity  was  inquired  into  by  us  ; the  annual  sum  of  202/.  there- 
fore, the  dividends  of  the  stock,  is  to  be  added  to  the  rents  of  the  real  property 
in  estimating  the  present  income  of  the  charity. 

The  almshouse  contains  sixteen  sets  of  rooms,  with  a small  garden  to  each 
set,  and  there  is  a house  near  the  building  for  the  nurse,  (who  acts  as  a servant 
to  the  almspeople,  and  bakes,  brews  and  washes  for  them,)  and  an  oven  for  their 
common  use.  The  buddings  are  kept  in  repair  undei  the  diiection  of  the 
reader,  who  is  the  incumbent  of  the  rectory  of  Boyton,  to  which  he  was  pre- 
sented by  the  trustees,  and  who  discharges  the  other  duties  directed  by  the 
deed  of  foundation  to  be  performed  by  him. 

The  number  of  sixteen  almspeople,  eight  of  them  being  men  and  eight 
women,  is  kept  up,  and  as  far  as  we  can  ascertain  they  are  proper  objects  of 
charity,  qualified  according  to  the  directions  of  the  deed  of  foundation. 

The  allowances  to  the  reader,  the  master  of  Stradbrooke  school,  and  for  the 
poor  persons  of  the  parishes  of  Dennington  and  Parham,  are  the  same  as  are 
directed  by  or  mentioned  in  the  last  scheme  approved  by  the  Court  of  Chancery, 
Rep.  21*.  4 F and 
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General  Charities,  and  the  allowances  for  the  almshouse  are  also  nearly  the  same  as  those  men- 

tioned  in  the  last  scheme.  Some  increase,  however,  has  been  made  to  the 

Warner’s  Charity,  ]atter>  occasioned  principally  by  a payment  to  the  nurse  or  servant  for  washing, 
and  bv  a supply  of  a chaldron  of  coals  to  each  of  the  almspeople  and  nurse,  in 
' lieu  of  a pecuniary  payment  for  fuel. 

We  have  reason  to  conclude,  from  the  information  given  us,  that  the  allow- 
ances to  the  almspeople  are  sufficient,  except  in  the  article  of  coals;  and  it  has 
been  suggested  that  a further  allowance  of  half  a chaldron  of  coals  yearly  to 
each  (which  allowance  was  indeed  at  one  time  made,  but  was  afterwards,  for 
what  reason  does  not  appear,  discontinued)  would  materially  contribute  to  their 
comfort.  We  also  think  that  the  allowance  for  poor  persons  of  Dennington 
and  Parham,  which  has  never  been  advanced,  might  properly  be  advanced, 
considering  the  great  increase  in  the  revenues ; and  on  inquiry  respecting  the 
school  at  Stradbrooke,  we  are  satisfied  that  a considerable  increase  would  with 
propriety  and  advantage  be  made  to  the  salary  of  the  master  of  that  school,  in 
any  new  scheme  to  be  proposed  for  the  application  of  the  income  of  the 
charity.

During  the  whole  or  a great  part  of  the  time  included  in  the  above  accounts 
there  were  but  three  trustees  living,  and  probably  two  of  them  only  capable  of 
attending  at  meetings  of  the  trustees,  and  annual  meetings  or  settlements  of 
account  took  place  for  a small  part  only  of  the  above  period.  It  is  to  be  re- 
gretted, we  think,  that  the  surviving  trustees,  or  the  receiver  himself,  permitted 
balances  of  so  very  large  an  amount  as  those  above  stated  to  remain  in  the  hands 
of  the  latter;  for,  although  regard  being  had  to  that  gentleman’s  circumstances 
and  character  there  might  be  no  room  to  expect  or  apprehend  a loss  of  the 
money,  it  is  clear  that  a great  increase  of  capital  might  have  been  made,  if  the 
surplus  fund,  or  any  considerable  part  of  it,  had  been  from  time  to  time  laid  out 
in  the  purchase  of  stock,  and  made  productive  of  profit. 

As  a meeting  of  the  present  trustees  was  expected  to  be  held  soon  after  the 
time  of  our  investigation  in  August  last,  we  have  lately  caused  application  to  be 
made  to  Mr.  Crabtree,  of  Halesworth,  the  agent  and  receiver,  for  information 
as  to  the  resolutions  to  which  the  trustees  might  have  come,  at  their  meeting, 
on  the  subject  of  the  charity,  and  as  to  the  amount  of  the  balance  in  hand  at  the 
last  settlement  of  accounts  ; and  we  have  received  an  answer  from  him,  inform- 
ing us  that  the  trustees,  at  their  last  meeting,  determined  that  an  application 
should  be  made  to  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  a further  extension  of  the  charity, 
by  increasing  the  number  of  the  pensioners,  as  well  as  their  comforts,  but  did 
not  decide  upon  the  particular  details  of  such  extension,  having  received  ap- 
plications from  the  tenants  of  two  of  the  principal  farms  for  an  abatement  of 
their  rents,  in  consequence  of  which  they  resolved  to  hold  another  meeting  in 
the  month  of  April  1829,  when  they  proposed  themselves  to  inspect  the  alms- 
house and  the  farms  at  Boyton  personally,  accompanied  by  a surveyor  of 
eminence,  in  order  to  enable  them  to  judge,  themselves,  of  the  real  value  of  the 
property,  and  the  prospect  of  any  variation  in  the  future  income,  and  also,  by 
inquiry  on  the  spot,  to  ascertain  what  would  be  the  most  advisable  plan  for  ex- 
tending the  charity;  that  the  sum  of  4,094/.  3s.  10 d.  had  been  laid  out  in  the 
purchase  of  4,000/.  new  four  per  cent  annuities,  in  the  names  of  the  trustees, 
out  of  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver,  and  that  the  balance  left  due 
at  the  foot  of  the  last  account,  settled  at  the  meeting  on  the  22d  December 
last,  was  1,123/.  Os.  5^d.  the  greater  part  if  not  the  whole  of  which  would  be

PARISH  OF  KIRKBURTON. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  KIRKBURTON. 

The  School. 

This  school  was  established  by  the  inhabitants  in  1714,  and  the  original 
endowment  appears  to  have  consisted  of  the  school -premises  only,  comprising 
a dwelling-house,  school-room,  and  a small  piece  of  land. 

In  1721  the  Rev.  Henry  Robinson  bequeathed  100/.  for  teaching  10  poor 
children  of  this  township,  and  three  of  the  township  of  Thurstonland. 

In  1722  John  Horsfall,  esquire,  bequeathed  360/.  for  teaching  10  poor 
children  of  the  township  of  Kirkburton,  and  10  of  the  township  of  Thurston- 
land, and  for  providing  annually  two  shirts  or  two  shifts  for  each  of  such 
children. 

The  benefactions  were  laid  out  partly  in  the  purchase  of  real  estates,  and  the 
surplus,  being  42/.  2 s.  Gd.,  was  invested  and  remains  secured  on  mortgage  of  the 
tolls  of  the  Huddersfield  and  Penistone  turnpike  road,  at  interest  of  2/.  2 5.  6d. 
a year. 

The  trustees  of  the  charity  for  the  time  being  are  the  vicar  of  Kirkburton, 
the  rectors  of  Kirkheaton  and  Emley,  and  the  heirs  of  John  Horsfall,  esquire,  the 
real  estates,  or  part  of  them,  having  been  conveyed  to  such  trustees ; but  the 
trust-deeds,  which  were  supposed  to  be  at  Storths  Hall,  the  mansion  of  the  family 
of  Horsfall,  could  not  be  found  or  produced  for  the  purpose  of  this  Inquiry. 

The  real  estates  which  were  purchased  consist  of  the  following  particulars : 

1.  A farm-house,  barn,  and  about  20  acres  of  land  at  Holme,  in  the  parish  of 
Kirkburton,  let  to  John  Hatfield,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  26/.  a year,  the  full 
annual  value. 

2.  A house  and  six  acres  of  land  in  the  township  of  Cartworth,  let  to  John 
Batty e for  10/.,  the  full  annual  value. 

3.  A house  in  Wakefield,  which  used  to  be  let  at  30/.  a year. 

The  trustees  entered  into  an  agreement  with  Mr.  Rishworth,  one  of  the 
partners  in  the  late  banking-house  of  Wentworth,  Chaloner  & Co.  for  an 
exchange  of  this  house  for  an  equivalent  in  land  ; and  Mr.  Rishworth,  before 
the  equivalent  to  be  taken  was  fixed  on,  entered  into  possession  of  the  house 
under  the  agreement,  took  it  down,  and  erected  a corn-exchange  on  the  site. 
The  partners  in  the  banking  house  soon  after  became  bankrupt ; and  at  the  time 
of  this  Inquiry  a negotiation  was  pending  with  the  assignees  for  compelling  the 
exchange.  An  offer  had  been  made  of  land  at  Sowerby  near  Halifax,  for  the 
purpose,  and  a surveyor  had  been  employed  to  value  it ; but  his  report  on  the 
subject  had  not  been  made. 

In  1757  a piece  of  land  somewhat  less  than  an  acre,  being  part  of  the  waste 
in  Kirkburton  township,  or  an  encroachment  thereon,  was  appropriated  by  the 
lord  of  the  manor  for  the  use  of  the  school ; and  in  1761  the  same  was 
demised  for  a term  of  42  years,  at  205.  a year  ; and  the  lessee  built  two  mes- 
suages or  dwelling-houses  thereon.  In  1804,  a new  lease  of  the  premises,  then 
consisting  of  the  two  messuages,  and  a croft,  was  granted  by  the  trustees  to  Joseph 
Whitely,  son-in-law  of  the  former  lessee,  for  42  years,  from  the  22d  December 
in  that  year,  at  205.  a year,  the  lessee  covenanting  to  keep  the  buildings  in 
repair,  and  pay  all  rates  and  assessments.  The  new  lease  was  probably  granted 
in  consideration  of  the  former  lessee  not  having  been  duly  remunerated  for  his 
expenditure  in  building.  Part  of  the  land  was  claimed  by  the  Commissioners 
under  an  inclosure  which  took  place  about  14  years  ago ; and  the  lessee  being 
unable  to  resist  the  demand  was  constrained  to  purchase  the  land  claimed,  and 
he  has,  in  consequence,  for  some  years,  refused  payment  of  the  rent;  and  at  the 
time  of  this  Inquiry  a dispute  which  had  arisen  on  this  account  was  still 
unsettled. 

The  land  held  as  part  of  the  school-premises  contains  about  half  an  acre  ; 
part  thereof,  33  perches,  was  agreed  to  be  taken,  together  with  a sum  of  50/., 
from  Mr.  Cockerill,  of  Kirkburton,  in  exchange  for  16  perches  of  land  which 
had  been  allotted  to  the  school  on  the  inclosure,  and  the  agreement  was  carried 
into  effect.  The  sum  of  50/.  remains  in  Mr.  Cockerill’s  hands  at  interest  of 
51.  per  cent ; but  it  has  been  proposed  to  call  it  in,  and  lay  it  out  in  permanent 
improvement  of  the  school-premises. 

The 
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The  master  of  the  school  occupies  the  school-premises,  and  receives  the 
emoluments  derived  from  all  other  parts  of  the  property  ; and  he  teaches,  by 
agreement  with  the  trustees,  20  poor  children  of  Kirkburton,  and  10  of  Thurston- 
land,  nominated  by  the  trustees  ; reading  being  taught  gratis,  and  writing  at 
half  the  charge  made  to  other  scholars  who  attend  the  school ; and  he  provides 
20  of  the  free-scholars  with  linen  for  clothing,  each  of  them  having  2 1 yards. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  SHELLEY. 

The  School. 

On  an  inclosure  of  the  commonable  land  in  this  township  about  23  years 
ago,  an  allotment  of  six  acres,  or  thereabouts,  was  set  apart,  with  the  consent  of 
the  lord  of  the  manor,  and  other  proprietors  of  land  in  Shelley,  and  awarded  to 
the  vicar  of  Kirkburton,  and  the  churchwarden  and  overseers  of  Shelley,  in 
trust,  for  the  use  of  a schoolmaster  to  teach  the  children  of  Shelley ; and  a house 
for  the  schoolmaster,  with  school-rooms  adjoining,  were  shortly  afterwards 
erected  by  means  of  a subscription. 

The  master  of  the  school,  who  is  appointed  by  the  trustees,  occupies  the 
school-premises,  and  receives  the  rent  of  the  allotment,  which  is  let  at  12/.  a 
year,  the  full  annual  value  ; and  in  consideration  thereof  he  instructs  four  poor 
children  in  English  reading,  writing,  and  accounts,  free  of  charge,  and  other 
children  in  the  like  branches  of  learning,  on  moderate  terms  fixed  by  the  trustees ; 
about  30  children  attending  school. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  THURSTONLAND. 

The  Charity  School. 

Ann  Lndlam,  by  Will,  dated  18th  April  1763,  bequeathed  300/.  and  also  the 
residue  of  her  personal  estate,  to  be  laid  out  by  Thomas  Hurst,  her  executor 
and  trustee,  in  establishing  a school,  and  providing  for  a salary  to  a school- 
master for  teaching  the  poor  children  of  the  township  of  Thurstonland  ; such 
schoolmaster  to  be  chosen  by  her  said  trustee  and  his  heirs,  and  the  principal 
inhabitants  of  the  township. 

The  produce  arising  under  the  bequest,  amounting  in  the  whole  to  500/., 
has  been  laid  out  on  a mortgage  of  the  tolls  of  the  Wakefield  and  Austerland 
turnpike-road,  in  the  names  of  trustees,  at  interest  of  5 /.  per  cent. 

A dwelling-house  and  school-room  were  erected  by  subscription  of  the  lord 
of  the  manor  and  inhabitants  ; and  in  respect  thereof,  an  allotment  of  2 a.  1 r.  23p. 
of  land  was  awarded  on  the  inclosure  of  Thurstonland  in  1801. 

The  school  is  under  the  management  of  seven  trustees,  chosen  from  the 
principal  inhabitants,  and  is  conducted  by  a master,  who  receives  the  interest 
of  the  money  secured  on  mortgage,  and  occupies  the  school-premises  and 
allotment  rent-free.  The  school  is  free  for  instruction  in  reading  to  all  children 
in  the  township,  and  the  scholars  are  taught  to  write  for  a small  quarterage. 
They  are  admitted  to  the  school  on  application  to  some  of  the  resident  trustees*, 
the  number  in  attendance  being  generally  somewhat  under  30.

PARISH  OF  KIRKHEATON. 

The  School. 

The  trustees  of  this  school  are  the  rector  of  the  parish  for  the  time  being, 
and  some  of  the  parishioners. 

The  school-premises  consist  of  an  old  school-room  and  chamber  above  it,  and 
a garden  and  play-ground. 

The  school  is  endowed  with  a rent-charge  of  5/.  a year,  devised  by  William 
Lyley  in  1685,  for  the  education  of  10  poor  boys,  to  be  taught  by  the  master 
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Kirkburton.

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of  the  free-school  at  Kirkheaton,  and  which  was  charged  on  property  in  Kirk- 
heaton,  but  is  paid  out  of  some  tenements  and  three  acres  of  land,  part  of  the 
property  charged,  now  belonging  to  Messrs.  Sykes  Sykes,  Anthony  Fearnlev,  and 
j John  Stancliffe,;  a piece  of  land  at  Ossett,  containing  4 a.  & 1r.  purchased  with 
100/.  bequeathed  by  Mrs . Frances  Beaumont  in  1713,  for  the  augmentation  of  the 
master’s  salary,  and  which  is  under  the  management  or  letting  of  the  master ; 
and  the  annual  sum  of  105.  given  by  the  Rev.  — Stocks,  for  repairing  the 
school-windows,  and  which  is  paid  by  Mr.  Joseph  Hall,  of  Golcar,  near  Hud- 
dersfield, but  in  what  manner  it  is  secured  we  have  not  been  informed. 

The  master  of  the  school  is  appointed  by  the  trustees.  He  receives  the 
emoluments  arising  under  the  different  endowments,  and  on  account  of  Lyley’s 
donation  teaches  10  poor  children  as  free-scholars.  Several  other  children 
attend  the  school,  and  are  instructed  with  the  free-scholars  in  reading,  the  rudi- 
ments of  English  grammar,  writing,  and  arithmetic. 


The  Charity-Estate. 

The  Charity  The  sum  of  100/.  given  by  N.  Lee , for  the  poor  of  the  parish,  was  laid  out  in 
Estate.  the  pU1.chase  of  16  acres  of  land  in  the  township  of  Dalton,  partly  called  the 
Cowhey  Closes,  which  were  conveyed  in  1671  to  Richard  Beaumont,  esq.  and 
others,  in  trust,  for  the  poor  inhabitants  of  the  parish,  the  rents  thereof  to  be 
distributed  by  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  on  St.  Thomas’s- 
day;  and  the  estate  was  again  conveyed  in  1827  to  the  Rev.  John  Smithson,  the 
rector,  Sir  John  Lister  Kaye,  bai  t.,  R.  H.  Beaumont,  esq.,  and  eight  other  per- 
sons, being  new  trustees  appointed  under  an  order  of  the  Court  of  Chancery. 

The  land  at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry  was  in  the  occupation  of  William  Pon- 
tet,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  30/.  a year,  but  subject  to  some  deduction  on  account 
of  two  turnpike-roads  having  lately  been  made  across  the  estate.  The  sums  of 
58/.  IS s.  9d.  and  120/.  have  been  paid  by  the  Commissioners  of  the  turnpike- 
roads  for  the  ground  taken  for  the  two  roads. 

The  rent  is  divided  into  four  equal  portions,  and  distributed  among  poor  per- 
sons not  receiving  parochial  relief  of  the  respective  townships  of  Kirkheaton, 
Dalton,  Lepton,  and  Whitley,  by  the  churchwarden  and  overseer  acting  for 
each  township. 

For  some  time  previous  to  the  appointment  of  new  trustees  the  rents  of  the 
charity-estate  were  received  under  an  order  made  upon  petition  to  the  Court  of 
Chancery,  by  Mr.  Rayner,  the  receiver  appointed  by  that  court,  of  the  rents  of 
the  estates  of  R.  H.  Beaumont,  esq.  during  his  minority,  and  were  annually 
distributed.  Mr.  Rayner  also  received  the  money  paid  as  compensation  for  land 
taken  for  the  roads,  and  51/.  for  wood  sold  in  1824 ; and  after  payment  of  the 
costs  of  the  proceedings  in  Chancery  there  remained  in  his  hands  at  the  end  of 
the  year  1826  a balance  of  128/.  18 5.  (id.  This  sum  is  intended  to  be  applied 
in  payment  of  subsequent  costs,  the  residue  to  be  paid  to  the  trustees  for  the 
use  of  the  charity. 

Gibson’s  Charity. 

Gibson’s  Charity.  The  sum  of  4/.  2 5.  received  once  in  two  years  under  this  charity,  of  which  an 
account  is  given  in  the  Report  of  Charities  for  the  parish  of  Huddersfield,  in  the 
Eighteenth  Report,  p.  554,  is  distributed  in  four  equal  portions  among  poor 
persons  of  the  several  townships,  with  the  rent  of  the  Cowhey  Charity-estate.

TOWNSHIP  OF  WHITLEY. 

Bedford’s  Gift. 

Whitley.  The  sum  of  30/.  bequeathed  by  William  Bedford  to  the  poor  was  laid  out 

some  years  ago  in  erecting  houses  for  paupers,  and  the  sum  of  305.  a year,  the 

Bedford’s  Gift,  interest  thereof,  is  paid  out  of  the  poor-rates,  and  distributed  with  the  portion  of 
rent  of  the  Cowhey  Charity-estate. 
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WAPENTAKE  OF  BARKSTON  ASH. 

PARISH  OF  BRAYTON. 

Poors  Estate. 

This  property,  which  consists  of  28  acres  of  land  of  indiffeient  quality  in  the 
township  of  Burn,  is  let  by  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and  was  occupied 
at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry  by  Henry  Mawley,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  v 
12/.  a year,  which  was  l'epresented  to  be  the  full  annual  value.  The  lent  is 
distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  among  poor  persons  of  the  five  townships  in 
the  parish,  an  equal  portion  being  appropriated  for  each  township. 

TOWNSHIPS  OF  BRAYTON  AND  BARLOW. 

Lost  Charities. 

The  sum  of  150/.,  given  by  Mary  Poclcley , to  provide  gowns  for  poor 
widows,  is  supposed  to  have  been  lost  many  years  ago  through  the  insolvency  of 
a person  in  whose  hands  the  money  had  been  placed. 

It  is  understood  that  a rentcharge  of  5 /.  a year  was  formerly  given  by  a per- 
son named  Morritt  for  a school  at  Brayton,  and  a rentcharge  of  2/.  a year  by  a 
Lady  Cholmley  for  the  poor  of  Barlow,  but  no  account  can  be  obtained  of  these 
charities,  or  of  the  property  liable  thereto. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  BURN. 

Dole. 

A customary  payment  of  14  s.  a year  is  made  to  the  churchwarden  for  the 
poor  of  Burn,  out  of  a farm  in  that  township  belonging  to  Mr.  Proctor , and  the 
money  is  distributed  with  the  portion  of  rent  of  the  poors  estate. 

Ellis’s  and  Goodwin’s  Charities. 

The  yearly  sum  of  5 /.,  paid  by  the  trustees  of  Goodwin* s charity,  of  which 
an  account  is  given  in  the  Seventeenth  General  Report,  p.  625 ; and  the  yearly 
sum  of  2/.,  paid  by  the  trustees  of  Ellis* s charity,  of  which  an  account  is  given 
in  the  Eighteenth  Report,  p.  804,  for  the  instruction  of  poor  children  at  Burn, 
are  duly  applied  in  paying  a school-dame  for  teaching  16  poor  children,  ap- 
pointed under  the  authority  of  the  respective  trustees,  to  read. 

Ashton’s  Charity. 

Elizabeth  Ashton ,,  by  Will,  dated  8th  June  1709,  charged  two  closes  of 
meadow  or  pasture-ground  in  Burn  called  Bennett  Closes,  with  the  payment 
of  the  yearly  sum  of  3/.,  to  be  applied  by  Robert  Mitford,  and  his  heirs,  the 
minister  of  Brayton,  and  the  churchwardens  and  overseers  of  Burn  for  the  time 
being,  in  putting  forth  a poor  boy  or  girl  of  the  township  of  Burn  apprentice 
every  two  years,  as  they  or  the  major  part  of  them  should  think  fit. 

The  land  subject  to  the  rentcharge  is  part  of  a farm  called  Burnhail,  the 
property  of  Mr.  William  Proctor,  of  Selby,  and  the  money  yearly  payable 
remains  in  his  hands  till  it  amounts  to  a sufficient  sum  to  place  out  an  appren- 
tice, and  an  opportunity  occurs  of  binding  out  a child.  The  sum  usually 
applied  for  that  purpose  is  between  61.  and  10/.,  part  of  it  being  given  as  an 
apprentice-fee,  and  part  laid  out  in  clothing  the  child  ; and  the  children  are 
placed  out  at  the  discretion  of  the  parish-officers  acting  for  the  township,  and 
Mr.  Proctor,  jointly. 

Applications  are  not  frequently  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity.  Since 
1803,  when  Mr.  Proctor  became  possessed  of  the  estate,  there  had  been  five 
children  placed  out  previous  to  the  time  of  this  Inquiry,  and  there  then 
remained  unapplied  in  his  hands  the  sum  of  34/.  14  s. 


TOWNSHIP  OF  HAMBLETON. 

Poors  Land. 

A piece  of  copyhold  land  in  Hambleton,  containing  9a.  Or.  30p.,  given  by 
John  Colton  in  1717,  for  poor  housekeepers  and  widows  not  receiving  town 
relief,  is  vested  in  five  trustees,  and  is  let,  together  with  a messuage,  garden, 
Hep.  21.  4 G ^ and 
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and  about  2a.  Oit.  18p.  of  other  land  belonging  to  the  poor  of  Hambleton, 
under  the  management  of  the  overseers,  at  11  /.  4 s.  6 d.  a year  for  the  whole] 
which  is  the  fair  value;  and  the  rent  is  distributed  by  the  trustees  amon the 
poor  of  the  township,  in  sums  varying  from  2 s.  to  8 s. 

Richardson’s  Gift. 

The  sum  of  100/.  was  lately  bequeathed  by Richardson,  the  interest 

thereof  to  be  distributed  among  the  poor  of  the  township  of  Hambleton  ; and 
the  sum  of  90/.,  received  under  the  bequest,  is  placed  in  a savings-bank  at 
Pontefract.  The  interest,  31.  12  s.  a year,  is  distributed  according  to  the 
donor’s  intentions. 

Tiie  School. 

In  pursuance  of  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  in  1796,  for  the  inclosure 
of  Hambleton,  an  allotment  of  5a.  1 r.  7r.  was  awarded  to  trustees  for 
a schoolmaster  in  Hambleton,  to  be  chosen  by  them.  The  allotment  is  let  at 
11/.  a year,  the  fair  annual  value  ; and  the  rent  is  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  who 
for  that  stipend,  and  the  use  of  a house  and  school-room,  erected  by  subscription, 
instructs  seven  poor  children  as  flee-scholars,  in  reading  and  writing,  with  others, 
whose  education  is  paid  for  by  their  friends. 


PARISH  OF  DRAX. 

Read’s  Charity. 

Charles  Read,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  30th  July  1669,  after  reciting  that  he 
had  erected  a school-house  in  Drax,  which  he  designed  for  a free-school,  and 
the  habitation  of  a schoolmaster,  to  teach  and  instruct  children  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  parish  gratis,  to  read,  write,  and  cast  accounts,  and  further,  in  Latin, 
Greek,  Hebrew,  or  otherwise,  as  occasion  should  require  ; and  that  he  had  also 
erected  six  almshouses  in  Drax,  which  he  designed  for  six  poor  aged  and  impo- 
tent people  of  the  said  parish,  or  elsewhere,  if  there  should  not  be  so  many 
there  to  be  had  ; and  likewise  six  poor  boys,  children  of  poor  inhabitants  of  the 
parish,  to  be  instructed  as  aforesaid,  gratis,  until  16  years  of  age,  and  then  to 
be  removed  to  trades,  or  otherwise  ; or  if  any  of  them  should  be  fit  to  be  sent  to 
the  Universities,  to  be  continued  longer  till  they  should  be  so  fitted  ; he  declared 
his  will  to  be,  that  his  executors  should  disburse  2,000/.  of  his  estate  for  the 
purchase  of  lands  in  or  near  Drax,  and  transfer  the  same  to  six  men  of 
the  ablest  and  best  report  of  the  parish  of  Drax,  as  trustees ; and  that  when 
the  trustees  should  be  reduced  to  two  in  number,  they  should  transfer  the 
premises  to  six  more  of  the  parish  of  like  repute,  from  time  to  time,  upon  trust, 
that  the  trustees  for  the  time  being  should,  with  the  consent  of  the  visitors  of 
the  school  and  almshouses  thereafter  named,  let  the  lands  to  be  purchased,  and 
pay  certain  stipends  and  allowances  in  the  will  mentioned,  to  and  for  the  use  of 
the  master  of  the  school,  and  the  almspeople,  and  the  said  boys,  and  fof  binding 
out  the  boys  apprentice.  And  the  testator,  by  his  said  will,  “ appointed  visi- 
tors of  the  said  school  and  almshouses,  the  right  honourable  the  mayor  and 
court  of  aldermen,  of  York,  or  by  what  other  names  they  were  incorporated, 
who  had  been  acquainted  therewith,  and  consented  thereunto,  whom  he  desired, 
or  such  of  them  by  their  appointment  as  they  should  think  fit,  to  be  pleased  to 
visit  the  same  school  and  almshouses  once  yearly,  in  the  month  of  May,  and  to 
reform  such  abuses  as  might  thereafter  happen.” 

The  revenues  of  this  charity  are  of  considerable  amount ; and  we  had  pro- 
ceeded to  examine  into  it;  but  upon  consideration  of  the  clause  in  the  will 
last  above  mentioned,  we  think  the  charity  falls  within  the  exemption  from 
inquiry  contained  in  the  seventh  section  of  the  statute  59  Geo.  3,  c.  81,  as 
having  special  visitors  appointed  by  the  founder. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  CAMBLESFORTH. 

Atkinson’s  Charity. 

Edxcard  Atkinson,  by  Will,  dated  1st  May  1719,  devised  to  the  overseers 
of  the  poor,  and  churchwardens  of  the  town  oi  Camblesforth,  and  their 
successors,  a close,  called  the  Horn,  in  the  township  of  Newland,  in  trust,  that 
die  rent  thereof  might  yearly  be  applied  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  a school- 
master 
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master  or  schoolmistress,  for  teaching  the  poor  young  children  of  the  town  of 
Camblesforth  to  read  the  English  tongue,  until  they  should  be  fit  to  go  to  the 
free-school  of  Drax  ; and  he  appointed  the  said  schoolmaster  or  schoolmistress 
to  be  chosen  by  John  Adams,  esquire,  and  the  major  part  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  town  of  Camblesforth. 

The  close,  which  contains  six  acres,  was  let  at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry,  by  the 
churchwardens  and  overseers  of  the  poor  to  William  Fentyman,  James  Wel- 
borne,  and  William  Stower,  as  tenants  at  will,  at  the  rent  of  6/.  per  annum,  the 
full  annual  value  ; and  the  rent  is  paid  half  yearly  to  a schoolmaster  at  Cam- 
blesforth, for  instructing  all  such  poor  children  of  Camblesforth  as  are  sent  to 
him  in  reading,  the  usual  number  of  the  scholars  being  from  15  to  20. 

The  master  is  appointed  by  the  agent  of  Lady  Blois  and  Mrs.  Willey,  the 
co-heirs  of  John  Adams,  esquire. 

Some  timber  which  stood  upon  the  close  was  sold  in  1807,  for  351.  16s.,  and 
the  clear  produce  thereof  was  subsequently  expended  in  repairing  the  bank, 
staith,  and  foreshore  of  the  close  adjoining  the  river. 


PARISH  OF  NEWTON  KYME. 

Barwick’s  Charities. 

Dame  Ursula  Harwich  in  1673  laid  out  100/.  in  the  purchase  of  land,  which 
was  conveyed  by  deed,  dated  in  that  year,  to  Henry  Lord  Fairfax,  and  his  sons, 
Henry  Fairfax  and  Thomas  Fairfax,  in  trust,  to  provide  bread  for  the  poor,  to 
be  distributed  at  the  church  at  Newton  Kyme  every  Sunday  ; and  she  after- 
wards gave  the  further  sum  of  85/.  10s.  for  the  apprenticing  of  poor  children  of 
the  inhabitants  of  Newton  Kyme. 

In  lieu  of  the  land  originally  purchased,  an  allotment  of  21a.  2r.  20f. 
in  the  parish  of  Walton  was  awarded  on  an  inclosure  in  or  about  the  year  1817  ; 
and  by  indenture  of  lease,  dated  3d  August  1817,  the  Rev.  J.  Chaloner, 
rector  of  Newton  Kyme,  under  a power  of  attorney  from  the  late  P.  Martin 
of  Leeds  Castle,  in  the  county  of  Kent,  esquire,  since  deceased,  in  whom 
it  was  understood  the  legal  estate  in  the  property  of  the  charity  was  then 
vested,  demised  the  allotment  to  William  Farren,  for  21  years  from  the  25th 
March  1817,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  20/.,  the  lessee  covenanting  to  pay  all  taxes 
and  assessments,  and  all  expenses  of  inclosing,  fencing  and  allotting  the  said 
lands  : the  terms  of  letting  appear  to  have  been  advantageous  to  the  charity. 

P.  Martin,  esquire,  above  mentioned,  has  since  died  without  issue,  and  it  does 
not  clearly  appear  on  whom  the  legal  estate  in  the  property  has  since  devolved. 

The  rent  of  the  allotment  is  paid  to  the  rector,  and  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  bread,  which  is  distributed  weekly  at  the  church  among  poor  persons  who 
frequent  the  church,  and  are  considered  the  most  proper  objects  of  charity. 

The  sum  of  85/.  10 s.  was  paid  to  William  Fairfax,  esquire,  by  Dame  U. 
Barwick,  as  the  consideration  of  certain  lands  agreed  to  be  conveyed  for  the 
purposes  of  the  charity  for  apprenticing  children ; but  the  property  agreed  to 
be  conveyed  being  in  settlement,  the  agreement  could  not  be  carried  into  effect, 
and  in  lieu  thereof  a rentcharge  of  5 /.  a year  was  granted  by  deed,  dated  2d  July 
1694,  to  Thomas  Lord  Fairfax  and  Henry  Fairfax,  his  son,  as  trustees,  out  of 
a messuage  and  lands  at  Newton  Kyme,  part  of  the  family  estate  of  T.  L.  Fair- 
fax, esquire  ; and  the  rentcharge,  subject  to  a deduction  of  8 s.  9 d.  a year  for 
land-tax,  is  applied  by  the  rector  and  parish-officers  as  opportunities  occur,  and 
a sufficient  fund  is  raised  in  binding  out  a poor  child  apprentice ; but  the  sum 
of  10/.,  and  occasionally  15/.,  is  now  requisite  for  that  purpose.  At  the  time  of 
this  Inquiry  the  balance  remaining  unapplied  was  51.  4 s. 

An  imperfect  memorial  of  the  settlement  of  the  last-mentioned  charity  is  in 
existence,  but  the  deed  of  July  1694  cannot  be  found. 

The  School. 

Robert  Fairfax , esquire,  deceased,  in  or  about  the  year  1787,  established 
a school  at  Newton  Kyme  for  the  instruction  of  children  in  the  lower  classes  of 
life,  and  particularly  of  farmers  and  labourers  children,  and  erected  a dwelling- 
house  and  school-room  for  the  purposes  of  the  institution ; and  by  articles 
settled  by  him  for  the  government  of  the  school  he  directed  that  the  school- 
master should  be  a member  of  the  Established  Church,  and  of  ability  to  instruct 
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children  in  reading  the  English  language,  and  in  writing  and  accounts  : That  the 
founder,  or  his  heirs,  or  their  assigns,  in  possession  of  the  manor  of  Newton 
Kyme,  and  with  it  of  land  in  the  parish  worth  100/.  a year,  should  be  patrons 
of  the  school,  and  have  the  appointment  of  the  master,  but  in  default  of  appoint- 
ment for  six  months  after  a vacancy  the  rector  should  have  the  appointment : 
That  the  quarterage  for  teaching  the  children  should  be  such  as  mentioned  in 
the  articles,  but  should  be  increased  as  therein  mentioned,  with  the  consent  of 
the  patron,  rector,  overseer  of  the  poor  and  churchwarden  : That  the  master’s 
salary  should  be  16/.  a year,  and  he  should  have  a further  allowance  of  51.  for 
keeping  a fire  in  the  school  during  winter,  and  a consideration  for  his  maintain- 
ing the  school  and  school-house  in  good  repair  : That  the  master  should  instruct 
six  scholars,  poor  boys  or  girls,  of  Newton  Kyme,  or  in  default  of  that  number, 
of  neighbouring  townships,  in  reading  English,  three  of  them  to  be  nominated 
by  the  patron,  two  by  the  rector,  and  one  by  the  churchwarden  and  by  the  over- 
seer of  the  poor,  alternately ; and  every  of  them  should  receive  from  the  master 
on  quitting  the  school  a Bible  and  Common  Prayer-book,  as  a provision  for  which 
20, a year  should  be  paid  to  the  master  ; and  that  the  patron  and  rector  should 
be  sole  trustees  of  the  charity,  the  curate  or  officiating  minister  to  be  deemed 
the  agent  of  the  rector  in  his  absence. 

The  said  Robert  Fairfax,  esquire,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  13th  November  1791-, 
after  reciting  that  he  had  ei'ected  a school  and  school-house,  and  had  annually 
paid  to  the  master  1 G/.  per  annum  as  a salary,  51.  for  school-firing  and  repairs, 
&c.,  and  1/.  for  an  annual  purchase  of  Bibles  and  Common  Prayer-books,  as 
directed  in  the  plan  of  the  school,  he  did  thereby  assign  and  bequeath  such  part 
of  his  property  in  the  funds  as  his  executor  thereinafter  mentioned  should  fix 
upon  and  deem  sufficient  to  answer  the  expenses  aforesaid  ; and  when  a conve- 
nient opportunity  should  offer  of  making  an  equivalent  purchase  in  lands  upon 
fair  and  reasonable  terms,  he  did  thereby  request  and  desire  his  said  executor  to 
dispose  of  so  much  in  the  funds  as  he  had  fixed  upon  for  the  school  expendi- 
tures ; and  if  by  an  alteration  of  times  the  sale  of  the  aforesaid  property  should 
not  yield  a sufficient  sum  for  making  the  purchase,  he  further  requested  his  exe- 
cutor, his  heir,  executor  or  assigns,  to  cut  down  a quantity  of  timber  upon  the 
estates  then  in  his  possession  sufficient,  with  the  produce  of  the  funds,  for 
making  the  purchase  aforesaid,  and  he  appointed  his  brother,  John  Fairfax, 
esquire,  sole  executor  of  that  his  will. 

The  testator  died  in  1803,  and  since  his  death  the  several  payments  in  the 
articles  for  the  government  of  the  school  and  the  will  mentioned  have  been  con- 
tinued to  be  paid  to  the  master  of  the  school,  and  the  school  has  been,  and  is, 
conducted  on  the  footing  contemplated  by  the  founder. 

As  to  the  permanent  provision  desired  by  the  testator  to  be  made  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  school,  we  find  that  by  an  agreement,  under  the  hands  and  seals  of 
Thomas  Lodington  Fairfax,  esquire,  nephew  of  the  testator,  and  the  present 
lord  of  the  manor  of  Newton  Kyme  and  the  Rev.  John  Chaloner,  rector  of 
Newton  Kyme,  dated  the  30th  December  1810,  which  recited  that  the  said  tes- 
tator, Robert  Fairfax,  had  in  his  lifetime  founded  the  school,  and  erected  the 
dwelling-house  and  school-room,  and  had  given  directions  for  the  management 
thereof,  and  that  the  said  T.  L.  Fairfax,  as  patron  of  the  school,  had  lately  been 
possessed  of  1,300/.  three-per-cent  reduced  annuities  standing  in  his  name,  and 
that  it  had  been  agreed  between  him  and  the  said  John  Chaloner  that  the  closes 
and  hereditaments  after  mentioned,  which  were  then  the  property  of  the  said 
T.  L.  Fairfax,  should  be  held  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  school  in  manner 
thereinafter  mentioned,  in  consideration  of  1,27 51.  tube  paid  unto  or  retained 
by  the  said  T.  L.  Fairfax,  for  his  use  and  benefit,  as  the  price  or  consideration 
of  the  same  ; and  reciting,  that  in  pursuance  of  such  agreement  the  said  sum  of 
1,300/.  three  per  cents  had  been  sold  out,  and  732/.  17$-  Gd.,  the  produce 
thereof,  had  been  received  by  the  said  T.  L.  Fairfax  in  part  of  the  said  sum  of 
1,275/.  purchase-money;  and  it  had  also  been  agreed  that  the  said  dwelling- 
house  and  buildings  should  remain  for  the  use  of  the  school  in  manner  therein 
mentioned  : It  was  thereby  mutually  agreed  between  the  said  parties,  that  the 
said  buildings  in  North  Kyme,  part  whereof  was  used  as  a school-room  for 
boys  and  girls,  and  the  remainder  as  a habitation  for  the  master  teaching  the 
said  school,  together  with  the  garden  behind  the  same,  should  be  for  ever  there- 
after for  the  use  of  the  said  school  and  schoolmaster,  subject  as  thereinafter 
mentioned;  and  further  that  the  said  sum  of  732/.  17s.  Gd.  was  retained  by  the 
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said  T.  L.  Fairfax,  with  the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  said  John  Chaloner, 
for  the  absolute  use  of  him  the  said  T.  L.  Fairfax,  in  part  of  the  purchase-money 
for  the  hereditaments  thereafter  mentioned  ; and  that  after  payment  of  the  said 
T.  L.  Fairfax  of  542/,  2s.  bd.,  being  the  remainder  of  the  said  purchase-money, 
two  closes  at  Bilbrough,  in  the  county  of  the  city  of  York,  called  the  Rowlands, 
containing  together  by  estimation  17  acres,  should  be  held  by  the  said  T.  L.  Fair- 
fax, his  heirs  and  assigns,  upon  trust,  to  permit  the  rents  and  profits  thereof  to 
be  received,  paid  and  applied  for  the  support  of  the  school,  and  the  master  thereof 
for  the  time  being,  under  the  management,  direction  and  superintendence  of  the 
said  T.  L.  Fairfax  and  of  the  rector  of  the  parish,  and  such  person  or  persons  as 
they  might  appoint,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  had  been  laid  down  by  the 
founder  thereof. 

The  clear  rent  of  the  two  closes  at  Bilbrough  was  stated  at  the  time  of  this 
inquiry  to  amount  to  22  /.  45.  a year. 

With  a view  to  secure  the  property  permanently  for  the  purposes  of  the 
school,  in  the  way  mentioned  in  the  agreement,  it  is  necessary,  we  think,  that 
the  closes  should  be  settled  or  conveyed  by  deed,  to  be  enrolled  in  the  Court 
of  Chancery  pursuant  to  the  requisition  of  the  9th  Geo.  2,  c.  3G. 

Six  poor  children  are  instructed  in  reading  and  writing  as  free-scholars,  and 
about  20  others  on  an  average,  on  moderate  terms,  agreeably  to  the  founder’s 
intention  ; and  out  of  the  sum  of  22/.  received  by  the  master  Bibles  and  Prayer- 
books  are  provided  and  given  to  the  six  poor  children  on  quitting  the  school, 
and  the  school-premises  are  kept  in  proper  repair.

The  yearly  sum  of  8/.  85.  8 d.  is  paid  by  Thomas  Thornhill,  Esq.  as  pro*  Elland. 

prietor  of  his  family  estate  at  Fixby,  in  respect  of  sundry  benefactions,  the  

particulars  of  which  are  mentioned  in  the  printed  Returns  of  Charitable  Dona-  Doles, 
tions  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  and  the  amount  is  applied  and  distributed 
as  follows:  among  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Elland,  in  money,  2/.  65.; 
among  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Fixley,  in  cloth,  1 /.  135.  4 d. ; and  in 
money,  18  s.  6d . ; and  among  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Rastrick,  in 
cloth,  1/.  135.  4 d.,  and  in  money,  1/.  175.  6r/. 

The  sum  of  1 /.  155.  a year  is  paid  by  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  Rastrick, 
as  a rentcharge  on  certain  cottages  in  Rastrick,  used  as  poor-houses,  being 
a donation,  as  understood,  of  a Mrs.  Thornhill,  and  is  distributed  among  poor 
persons  of  that  township. 

The  yearly  sum  of  7 /.  is  paid  as  a rentcharge  on  an  estate  of  the  Earl  of 
Mexborough,  under  the  gift,  as  is  understood,  of  a Mrs.  Preston,  and  it  is  distri- 
buted, 4/.  135.  4 d.  thereof,  among  poor  persons  of  Elland,  and  2/.  65.  8 d. 
among  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Stainland. 

The  sum  of  20  5.  a year,  being  a rentcharge  payable  under  the  Will  of 
Thomas  Chamherlaine  in  1721,  out  of  a farm  in  Elland,  now  belonging  to 
Messrs.  John  and  Jonathan  Brooke,  is  annually  distributed  among  four  poor 
widows  of  Elland,  pursuant  to  the  donor’s  direction. 

Brooksbaxk’s  Charities. 

By  Indentures  of  Lease  and  Release,  the  Release  dated  4th  October  1712,  Brooksbank’s 

Joseph  Broohsbanh  the  elder  conveyed  unto  John  Brooksbank  and  six  other  Charities, 
trustees,  a messuage,  then  three  tenements,  with  a barn,  orchard,  yard  and  croft, 
containing  one  acre,  in  or  near  Westgate-street,  in  Elland,  certain  parcels  of’ 
land  in  the  then  open  fields  of  Elland,  six  tenements  at  the  west  end  of  Elland, 
and  a messuage  called  the  Little  Harper  ltoyd,  in  the  township  of  Norland, 
containing  by  estimation,  ten  days  work,  in  trust,  to  permit  one  of  the  messuages 
in  Elland,  therein  described,  to  be  used  as  a school-house  for  the  teaching  of 
40  poor  children,  boys  and  girls,  belonging  to  the  town  of  Elland,  and  out  of  the 
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rents  and  profits  of  the  rest  of  the  said  messuages,  lands  and  premises,  after 
deducting  the  necessary  charges  of  repairing  and  supporting  the  same,  to  pay 
10/.  a year  to  a schoolmaster  for  teaching  the  said  40  children  to  read,  till  they 
should  be  able  to  read  the  Bible  and  repeat  the  Assemblies  Catechism  ; and  to 
Jay  out  305.  in  buying  10  Bibles  and  20  Catechisms,  to  be  yearly  distributed 
amongst  the  children,  and  if  any  overplus  should  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
trustees,  to  pay  the  same  to  the  schoolmaster  as  an  addition  to  his  allowance  for 
teaching  the  children. 

The  said  Joseph  Brooksbank  the  elder,  also  by  his  Will,  dated  in  1715,  gave 
a rentcharge  of  4/.  a year  out  of  land  called  Blackley  Field,  in  Elland,  now  the 

property  of Langdale,  Esq.  to  the  minister  of  a congregation  of  pro- 

testant  dissenters  assembling  at  a meeting-house  at  Elland,  established  by  the 
testator. 

By  Indenture  dated  the  5th  of  June  1756,  Joseph  Broolcsbank  the  younger, 
grandson  of  the  above-mentioned  Joseph  Brooksbank,  conveyed  to  the  Rev. 
Joseph  Brooksbank  and  five  other  trustees,  a messuage  and  cottage,  called 
Cinder  Hills,  and  eight  closes  of  land  in  the  township  of  Southowram,  in  trust, 
out  of  the  rents  and  profits  thereof,  after  deducting  the  necessary  charge  of 
repairing  the  messuage  and  cottage,  and  the  expenses  of  executing  the  trusts,  to 
pay  10/.  a year  to  the  minister  for  the  time  being  of  the  congregation  assembling 
in  the  meeting-house  in  Elland  above  mentioned,  and  to  lay  out  405.  yearly  in 
the  purchase  of  books  of  piety  and  devotion,  to  be  distributed  among  the  40 
poor  children  taught  at  the  school  founded  by  the  said  Joseph  Brooksbank  the 
elder,  and  to  pay  the  residue  of  the  rents  and  profits  to  the  master  of  the  school, 
as  an  addition  to  his  salary  for  instructing  the  children. . 

The  deeds  contain  directions  that  the  trustees,  when  reduced  to  two,  should 
convey  the  respective  estates  and  premises  to  new  trustees,  and  the  estates  have 
been  since  conveyed  accordingly  from  time  to  time,  but  by  separate  deeds,  and 
they  were  last  conveyed  to  new  trustees  in  1807- 

The  charity-estates,  in  their  present  condition,  consist  of  the  following 
particulars  : 

A school-house,  and  garden  adjoining,  in  Elland. 

Two  tenements  in  Westgate-street,  and  two  acres  and  a half  of  land  in  Elland, 
let  to  Joseph  Park,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  14/.  and  an  acre  of  land  contiguous 
to  the  former,  let  as  garden-ground  to  sundry  occupiers,  at  rents  amounting 
together  to  61.  1 2s.  These  parcels  of  land  were  let  in  1804  on  leases  for 
21  years,  renewable  at  the  end  of  the  term. 

Six  tenements  and  a barn  in  Westgate  in  Elland,  occupied  by  sundry  persons, 
at  rents  amounting  to  17/.  O5.  6d.  a year. 

A farm  at  Harper  Royd  in  Norland,  comprising  a house  and  about  seven  acres 
and  a half  of  land,  let  to  Elizabeth  Riley,  widow,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  17/.  105. 
a year. 

An  allotment  of  three  acres  and  a half  of  land,  on  Greetland  Moor,  let  on  the 
inclosure  to  Mrs.  Woodhead  on  lease  for  21  years,  at  6d.  a year,  subject  to 
the  condition  of  inclosing  the  land.  The  lease  was  about  to  expire  at  the  time 
of  our  Inquiry,  and  the  allotment  is  considered  to  be  worth  8 /.  a year,  or 
thereabouts. 

A farm  called  Cinder  Hill  in  Southowram,  consisting  of  a house,  outbuild- 
ings, and  16  acres  of  land,  in  the  occupation  of  William  Norton,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  42/.  per  annum. 

The  several  premises  appear  to  have  been  properly  let,  as  to  their  actual 
value,  but  the  different  buildings,  excepting  the  school-house,  have  been  suf- 
fered, apparently  through  neglect  of  the  trustees,  to  fall  much  out  of  repair,  and 
are  in  fact  almost  dilapidated. 

The  trustees  receive  the  income  derived  from  all  the  sources  above  men- 
tioned, and  they  pay  to  the  minister  of  the  congregation  of  dissenters  frequent- 
ing the  meeting  established  by  Joseph  Brooksbank  the  elder  a salary  of  70^ 
a year.  The  minister  for  the  time  being  has  always,  as  far  as  we  can  trace, 
also  exercised  the  office  of  master  of  the  school  ; his  salary  is  paid  for  dis- 
charging the  duties  of  both  offices,  and  the  amount  of  it  appears  to  be  deter- 
mined in  some  degree  by  reference  to  a stipend  which  he  usually  receives  as 
minister,  under  another  charity,  that  of  Lady  Hewley,  and  is  such  as,  with  that 
stipend,  makes  his  income  at  present  90/.  a year.  This  salary  was  fixed  by 
agreement  with  the  master  on  his  appointment  in  1815. 


The 
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The  school,  which  is  now  conducted  on  the  Lancasterian  system,  is  attended 
by  40  children  as  free-scholars,  appointed  by  one  of  the  trustees,  who  resides  at 
Eliand.  The  children  are  taught  reading  gratis,  and  writing  at  a charge  of  1 d. 
each  per  week. 

The  trustees  also  lay  out  40  s.  a year  in  providing  Bibles  and  other  books  for 
the  free-scholars,  an  expenditure  in  that  way  not  adequate  to  the  directions  of 
the  founder  of  the  charity. 

Since  1815,  when  the  present  master  was  appointed,  the  trustees  have  retained 
the  surplus  income,  after  making  the  above  payments,  and  defraying  some  fur- 
ther occasional  expenses,  to  raise  a fund  for  the  repair  of  the  buildings  belonging 
to  the  charity-estates,  but  the  greater  part  of  this  saving,  amounting  to  123/. 
has  unfortunately  been  lost  through  the  failure  and  insolvency  of  one  cf  the 
trustees,  who  acted  as  treasurer,  and  had  the  money  in  his  hands.  It  appears  to 
us  that  the  trustees  of  this  charity  have  been  too  much  in  the  habit  of  considering 
the  estates  as  given  rather  for  the  support  of  the  minister  than  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  school,  although  no  more  is  given  to  the  former  than  the  two 
yearly  payments  of  4/.  and  10/.  The  property  given  for  the  school  would  pro- 
bably, with  due  attention,  have  been  an  adequate  provision  both  for  maintaining 
the  buildings  in  proper  repair,  and  allowing  a competent  salary  for  teaching  40 
children.

Thornhill’s  Charity. 

Frances  Thornhill , by  Will,  dated  31st  July  1713,  directed  that  the  sum  of  Thornhill’s 

150/.,  part  of  900/.  bequeathed  by  her  for  different  charitable  purposes,  should  Charity, 

be  paid  to  Thomas  Thornhill,  esquire,  chief  of  her  family,  of  Fixby,  whom  she 
appointed  her  first  trustee,  to  see  the  same  laid  out  in  a proper  habitation  for 
teaching  ten  poor  girls  in  Fixby,  and  the  town  and  parish  of  Eliand,  in  spinning 
wool,  knitting,  sewing,  reading  and  writing,  and  in  the  Church-catechism  ; and 
that  the  sums  of  400/.  and  200/,,  other  parts  of  the  900/.,  should  remain 
in  the  hands  of  the  owner  of  Fixby  for  the  time  being,  in  trust,  to  apply  the 
interest  of  the  400/.  in  payment  of  the  salaries  of  a master  and  dame,  to  teach 
the  ten  poor  girls,  and  for  the  maintenance  of  the  girls,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
trustee,  who  she  desired  would  consult  with  the  minister  of  Eliand  as  to  the 
choice  of  a proper  master  and  dame,  and  to  pay  the  interest  of  the  200/.  to 
the  minister  of  Eliand  for  the  time  being,  for  his  better  subsistence,  who  in 
consideration  thereof  should  daily  read  the  morning  prayers  in  the  church  at 
Eliand  when  the  charity-girls,  with  their  master  and  dame,  might  attend  ; and 
in  case  of  the  minister’s  refusing  to  perform  such  service,  then  she  directed  that 
the  interest  of  the  200  /.  should  go  to  the  said  poor  girls  for  their  better  main- 
tenance. 

The  testatrix’s  directions  as  to  the  application  of  1501.  in  providing  a house 
for  teaching  children  does  not  appear  to  have  ever  been  carried  into  effect ; but 
the  mode  in  which  the  charity  has  been  uniformly  performed  is  this,  that  the 
owner  of  the  Fixby  estate  for  the  time  being,  now  Thomas  Thornhill,  esquire, 
has  paid  30/.  a year,  of  which  the  sum  of  22/.  has  been  applied  in  paying  a mis- 
tress to  teach  ten  poor  girls  of  the  township  of  Eliand  to  read,  knit,  and  sew, 
and  in  providing  each  of  the  girls,  yearly,  with  a suit  of  apparel,  and  the 
remaining  sum  of  8 /.  has  been  paid  to  the  curate  or  minister  of  Eliand,  and  this 
course  is  now  continued.  The  girls  are  appointed  by  the  minister,  with  the 
concurrence  or  consent  of  Mr.  Thornhill ; they  are  now  taught,  with  other 
children,  in  a school-room  erected  with  funds  belonging  to  Ramsden’s  charity 
next  mentioned,  and  they  are  required  to  attend  the  chapel  at  Eliand  on  Litany- 
days,  when  prayers  are  read  by  the  curate,  and  they  are  occasionally  catechised 
by  him. 


Ramsden’s  Charity. 

Grace  Ramsden,  by  Will,  dated  13th  December  1734,  after  reciting  that  her  Ramsden’s  Charity, 
sister,  Mrs.  Susanna  Ramsden,  had  intended  to  found  a school  in  Eliand  for  the 
instruction  of  poor  boys  in  the  English  tongue,  but  died  without  founding,  the 
same,  devised  to  Sir  John  Lister  Kaye,  bait.,  and  seven  other  trustees,  all  her 
lands  and  hereditaments  in  the  parish  of  Bingley,  therein  described,  being  of 
the  yearly  value  of  32/.,  in  trust,  out  of  the  rents  and  profits,  to  lay  out  40/.  in 
the  purchasing  or  erecting  a school-house  for  teaching  40  poor  boys  of  the 
township  of  Eliand,  with  Greetland,  being  children  of  parents  lawfully  settled 
there,  and  to  pay  20/.  a year  to  a schoolmaster  of  the  Church  of  England,  to 
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be  appointed  by  the  trustees,  for  the  instruction  of  the  boys  in  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  and  the  Church-catechism,  and  to  apply  the  residue  of  the  rents  in 
buying  books  and  stationery  for  the  school,  and  providing  for  each  of  the  boys 
taught  to  read  well  in  the  Bible,  a Bible,  Common  Prayer  Book,  and  Whole  Duty 
of  Man,  to  be  given  to  him  on  quitting  the  school : And  she  further  devised  to 
the  trustees  an  annuity  of  3/.  10s.,  out  of  a close  in  Bingley  (now  the  property 
of  Walter  Fawkes,  esquire)  in  trust,  to  lay  out  50s.  thereof  in  providing  coals 
for  the  school,  and  keeping  the  school-premises  in  repair,  and  that  20  s.  thereof 
might  be  expended  by  the  trustees  at  their  meetings  in  Elland,  touching  the 
trust,  or  in  rewards  to  the  boys  for  good  behaviour ; and  she  directed  the 
trustees,  when  reduced  to  two,  to  appoint  two  other  persons  residing  in  or  near 
Elland,  to  be  trustees  with  them. 

New  trustees  were  appointed,  and  the  property  conveyed  to  them  in  1825. 

The  school-premises  consist  of  a dwelling-house,  a school-room  newly  erected, 
and  a garden  ; and  the  charity-estate  at  Bingley,  which  consists  of  a farm-house, 
outbuildings,  and  about  40  acres  of  land,  is  let  to  Jacob  Denby,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  a rent  of  GO/,  a year,  the  fair  annual  value. 

Out  of  the  income  of  the  charity,  63/.  105.  a year,  the  trustees  pay  the  school- 
master a salary  of  20/.  a year  for  teaching  30  boys,  in  the  manner  directed  by 
the  will,  and  7 /.  a year  to  provide  coals,  books,  and  stationery,  for  the  school, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  income,  after  providing  for  repairs  and  contingent 
expenses,  has  of  late  been  applied  towards  liquidating  a debt  incurred  in 
erecting  the  new  school-room,  and  in  purchasing  a cottage  used  as  a school- 
room for  the  girls,  taught  under  Mrs.  Thornhill’s  charity,  of  which  debt  there 
remained  about  50  /.,  to  be  discharged  at  the  time  of  our  Inquiry. 

The  school  is  properly  conducted,  but  it  seems  to  us  the  number  of  scholars 
should  be  increased  to  40 ; and  the  master’s  salary  should  be  advanced,  and 
books  should  be  provided  for  the  boys  on  leaving  school,  as  soon  as  the  debt  is 
discharged.  It  does  not  appear  to  us  that  a room  for  the  girls  of  Mrs.  Thorn- 
hill’s school  could  with  propriety  be  provided  at  the  expense  of  Mrs.  Ramsden’s 
charity ; it  would,  not,  however  be  expedient  now  to  raise  any  dispute  on  that 
subject.

PARISH  OF  WHITGIFT. 

Mrs.  Mary  Stephenson’s  Charity. 

'NVhitgift.  It  is  stated  in  a benefaction-table  in  Whitgift  church  that  Mrs.  Mary  Ste- 

phenson,  by  Deed,  dated  the  20th  September  1740,  settled  certain  lands  in  the 

i\l  r'  Stephenson'  township  of  Whitgift  on  trustees,  for  advancing  the  sum  of  2/.  2 5.  yearly,  30  5. 

^ Charity.  part  thereof  to  be  laid  out  in  necessaries  for  clothing  the  poor  of  the  parish  of 
Whitgift,  not  receiving  collection,  to  be  given  away  on  St.  Thomas’s-day,  and 
the  rest  in  bread,  to  be  distributed  by  the  churchwardens,  3 5.  worth  on 
St.  Thomas’s-day,  and  the  like  on  the  Sundays  preceding  Lady-day,  Midsum- 
mer-day, and  Michaelmas-day,  and  so  quarterly  for  ever. 

This  annuity  is  paid  as  issuing  out  of  two  parcels  of  land  in  the  township  of 
Whitgift,  the  one  containing  an  acre  and  a half,  and  the  other  half  an  acre,  the 
property  of  Mr.  John  Bell  ; 3 5.  worth  of  bread  is  distributed  at  the  church  on 
each  of  the  days  mentioned  in  the  table,  and  clothing  to  the  amount  of  30  5., 
consisting  usually  of  flannel  petticoats,  is  given  away  on  St.  Thomas’s-day  in 
the  church,  to  poor  women  of  the  parish  not  receiving  parochial  relief. 

The  above-mentioned  deed  is  supposed  to  be  in  the  possession  of  some  of 
the  descendants  of  the  original  trustees,  whose  names  are  stated  to  have  been 
Robert  Vickers  and  Thomas  Marshall,  but  we  have  not  been  able  to  meet 
with  it. 

Skerne’s  Charity. 

Skeme’s  Charity.  There  is  also  mentioned  upon  the  benefaction-table  a sum  of  G 5.  8 d.  a year 
payable  to  the  poor  of  the  parish  of  Whitgift,  out  of  land  called  Long  Dike 
Closes.  This  is  understood  to  have  been  derived  from  the  gift  of  a Mr.  S kerne, 
and  is  paid  by  — • — Pycock,  esq.  as  the  proprietor  of  a parcel  of  land  called 
the  Poor  Hall  lugs  otherwise  the  Poor  Folks  Closes,  lying  in  the  adjoining 
parish  of  Adlingfleet.

sum  of  6 ?.  8 d.  is  mentioned  as  payable  in  respect  of  this  charity,  under  the  7 — - 

head  of  each  of  the  four  townships  in  the  parish.  It  seems,  however,  from  Skerc1^,^u^rity’ 

the  expressions  in  the  tablet,  that  one  sum  of  6 s.  8 d.  only  was  distributable , , 

to  the  pool  of  the  whole,  and  we  do  not  find  that  fin  fact  more  than  one  such 
sum  has  been  received,  and  that  has  of  late  years  been  paid  to  the  overseer 
of  the  township  of  Reedness,  and  given  away  by  him  to  the  poor  of  that  town- 
ship. 

TOWNSHIP  OF  OUSEFLEET. 

School — Empson’s  Charity. 

Emanuel  Empson , by  Will,  dated  19th  February  1727>  devised  all  that  his  Ousefleet. 

estate  of  inheritance  lying  at  Crock  alias  Cracke,  in  the  county  palatine  of 
Durham,  or  within  the  township,  liberties,  or  precincts  thereof,  late  the  estate  Epson's  Charity, 
of  his  wife  Patience,  and  also  a messuage  and  croft,  with  two  freehold  gates 
on  Ousefleet  pasture,  and  seven  sheep-gates  in  Ousefleet,  unto  his  brother 
Benjamin  Empson,  and  Thomas  Morley,  and  their  heirs,  in  trust,  to  pay  and 
apply  the  yearly  rents  for  the  maintenance  of  a proper  teaching-master  at 
Ousefleet,  to  be  appointed  by  the  trustees,  to  teach  and  educate  six  poor 
children  of  the  town  of  Ousefleet,  and  he  bequeathed  to  his  said  trustees  the 
sum  of  30  l.  towards  building  a school-house,  either  in  Ousefleet  Groves,  or  in 
the  Croft  or  Garth  behind  the  aforesaid  messuage  or  tenement. 

The  charity-estate  comprises  the  following  parcels  : 

1.  An  undivided  moiety  in  a farm  at  Craike,  near  Easingwold,  (the  other 
moiety  whereof  is  now  the  property  of  a Mr.  Hartley  of  York),  consisting  of 
a farmhouse-barn,  with  other  outbuildings,  and  41a.  2r.  28  p.  of  land.  At 
the  time  of  our  Examination  these  premises  were  in  the  occupation  of  Mr.  John 
Parkinson,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  31  /.  10  s.,  yielding,  for  the  proportion  belong- 
ing to  the  school,  15  /.  15  s.  per  annum.  They  had  been  held  for  many  years 
at  the  same  rent,  which  was  represented  to  us  to  be  much  below  the  actual 
value.  In  consequence  of  what  then  passed  the  estate  has  been  recently  valued, 
and  the  rent  for  the  moiety  belonging  to  the  school  has  been  advanced  to  the 
rate  of  30  s.  per  acre,  amounting  to  31/.  6 s.  per  annum,  about  double  the 
former  rent.  A division  of  this  property  would  be  very  desirable. 

2.  A cottage  or  tenement  in  Ousefleet  with  a garth  or  garden  adjoining,  and 
a lane-gate  let  to  George  Drury  for  3 /.  3 s.  a year,  and  a pasture-gate  in  Ouse- 
fleet  common,  let  to  Thomas  Purvis,  at  1 /.  15  s.  a year,  which  seem  to  be 
respectively  fair  rents.  These  are  the  only  cattle-gates  now  known  to  belong 
to  the  charity. 

The  property  is  under  the  management  of  Jarvis  Empson,  esq.  of  Goole,  as 
the  only  trustee  of  the  charity,  and  the  income  is  applied  in  payment  of 
a master  of  his  appointment,  who  conducts  a school  in  Ousefleet,  at  which  six 
poor  children  of  the  township  are  instructed  as  free-scholars  in  reading,  writing, 
arithmetic,  and  English  grammar,  with  others,  whose  education  is  paid  for,  the 
free-scholars  being  received  into  the  school  on  application  made  to  the  master. 

The  number  is  fully  kept  up. 

The  present  school-premises  consists  of  a school-room  only,  erected  by  the 
schoolmaster  on  the  site  of  the  former  school-house  which  stood  on  Ousefleet 
Groves,  but  had  fallen  into  decay.  Adjoining  the  premises  are  about  three 
roods  of  ground,  which  appear  to  have  been  occupied  by  a former  master  for  his 
own  benefit  rent-free,  and  are  stated  to  have  gone  by  the  name  of  the  School 
Croft,  but  the  property  was  claimed  by  the  late  Mr.  Empson  about  30  years 
ago  as  part  of  his  own  estate,  and  was  laid  to  other  land  of  his  own  adjoining. 

This  land  is  not  mentioned  in  the  will,  and  we  have  met  with  no  other  evi- 
dence than  as  above  stated  to  support  the  claim  of  the  school  to  it  as  part  of  the 
charity-estate.

TOWNSHIP  OF  REEDNESS. 

Reedness  School,  and  other  Charities  o-f  John  Wressel. 

John  Wressel,  by  Will,  dated  11th  May  1705,  charged  his  real  estate  at  Reedness. 
Swinefleet,  Reedness,  Whitgift,  and  Eastrington,  with  the  yearly  payment  of  p^j^T, 

15  /.  to  a master  to  teach  a free-school  at  Reedness,  which  the  testator  advised  a nd TtheT Cha rities 
should  be  built  where  his  tenant  John  Selly’s  house  then  stood  5 and  subject  of  John  Wressel. 
Rep.  21.  4 H thereto.

Reedness  School 
and  other  Charities 
of  John  Wressel, 
continued. 
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therelo,  and  to  a further  payment  of  5 l.  a year  to  the  poor  of  Reedness,  and 
20  s.  each  to  the  clerk  and  sexton  of  the  parish,  he  devised  the  said  estate  to 
the  person  who  should  be  minister  of  VVhitgift  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  and 
who  he  desired  should  preach  a sermon  in  the  church  there  on  Friday  in  every 
week,  and  he  appointed  the  Archbishop  of  York  for  the  time  being  a trustee 
for  the  said  charitable  uses. 

The  estate  charged  consists  of  about  70  acres  of  land  in  the  possession  of  the 
minister  of  Whitgift,  by  whom  the  several  payments  are  made  as  directed. 

The  5 l.  to  the  poor  he  distributes  among  them  yearly,  at  Easter,  at  his  dis- 
cretion. 

Under  the  endowment  for  education  a school  has  long  been  kept  up  at 
Reedness,  which  is  conducted  by  a master  appointed  by  the  minister,  and 
licensed  by  the  archbishop,  and  at  which  four  poor  children  of  Reedness  are  at 
present  instructed  as  free-scholars  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  with  a few 
others  whose  education  is  paid  for.  The  present  minister  of  the  parish  taught 
the  school  himself  for  many  years,  both  before  and  after  he  succeeded  to  the 
living,  but  he  became  from  infirmity  incapable  of  continuing  the  duty,  and  has 
for  several  years  past  employed  an  assistant.  The  school  is  at  present  taught 
by  the  curate,  who  receives  10  /.  a year  for  the  instruction  of  the  free-scholars, 
together  with  quarter-pence.  The  residue  of  the  annuity  of  15  /.  is  retained  by 
the  minister,  partly  to  his  own  use  as  master,  and  partly  for  the  repairs  of  the 
ancient  school-house  ; it  did  not,  however,  appear  that  much  had  been  laid  out 
for  the  latter  purpose  of  late  years,  and  the  premises,  which  consist  of  a school- 
room and  chamber  over  it,  were  stated  to  be  in  very  indifferent  condition. 

There  seems  reason  to  suppose  from  the  account  of  this  charity  in  the  Returns 
of  1786,  that  the  number  of  free-scholars  was  formerly  greater  than  at  present, 
four  being  there  stated  to  be  sent  from  Swinefleet,  two  from  Whitgift,  and  two 
from  Ousefleet,  in  addition  to  the  four  belonging  to  Reedness,  but  we  do  not 
find  that  any  children  have  of  late  been  sent  to  the  school  as  free-scholars  from 
any  of  the  three  former  townships. 

Rennard’s  Charity  for  Education. 

The  late  Joseph  Rennard,  esquire,  of  Hull,  gave  300  l.  into  the  hands  of  the 
mayor  and  corporation  of  Hull,  in  trust,  as  declared  by  an  indenture  made 
between  himself  and  the  said  mayor  and  corporation,  dated  5th  April  1814,  to 
pay  the  interest  thereof,  after  the  rate  of  five  per  cent  per  annum,  to  the 
minister  and  churchwardens  of  Whitgift  for  the  time  being,  to  be  applied  in 
payment  of  certain  sums  annually  for  the  placing  to  school  in  the  township  of 
Reedness  two  poor  children,  a boy  and  girl,  belonging  to  the  township  of  Reed- 
ness, for  the  first  year  commencing  from  the  date  of  the  said  indenture,  and  in 
boons  or  rewards,  as  therein  directed,  to  the  said  children  for  their  good  beha- 
viour, at  Easter  following,  viz.  2 s.  each  for  the  first  year,  3 5.  each  for  the 
second  year,  and  4 s.  each  for  the  third  year,  and  in  placing  two  more  such 
children  to  school,  at  the  like  rate,  for  instruction,  and  with  the  like  boons  in 
each  succeeding  year,  until  the  end  of  four  years  from  the  date  of  the  said  deed, 
and  after  that  time  in  the  payment  of  8 /.  annually  for  the  constant  education  of 
eight  poor  children,  four  boys  and  four  girls,  at  the  rate  of  1 /.  for  each  child, 
for  their  learning,  and  18  s.  to  be  bestowed  in  rewards  or  boons,  as  aforesaid,  to 
the  children,  according  to  the  number  of  years  they  had  been  at  the  school ; 
1/.  12  5.,  the  remainder  of  the  said  sum  of  10  /.,  to  be  laid  out  in  the  purchase 
of  a Bible  and  Prayer-book  to  be  given  to  each  of  the  poor  children  who  had 
been  four  years  at  the  school,  and  who  were  then  be  considered  to  have 
received  the  full  benefit  of  that  institution,  and  no  longer  to  be  continued  at 
the  school  by  the  money  arising  from  that  fund,  unless  by  deaths,  or  other  con- 
tingences,  the  funds  were  such  as  to  enable  the  minister  and  churchwarden  to 
continue  one  of  such  children,  being  a boy,  for  one  year  longer  at  the  school, 
or  being  a girl,  to  place  her  out  for  one  year  longer  at  some  other  school,  to  be 
taught  sewing  and  needle-work  ; the  residue  of  the  said  yearly  rent  of  15/., 
after  providing  as  above  for  the  education  of  eight  poor  children,  to  be  applied, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens  of  \Y  hitgift,  in  pay- 
ments of  10  5.  to  each  of  the  boys  who  should  have  properly  conducted  himself 
during  the  four  years  of  his  being  at  the  school,  on  his  being  bound  apprentice, 
or  entering  into  trade  or  service,  and  to  each  of  the  girls,  after  four  years  con- 
tinuance at  the  school,  and  conducting  herself  in  like  manner,  205.  on  going  to 

service.

service,  and  such  further  sum  from  2/.  to  51.  on  their  marriage,  with  the  appro- 
bation of  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  as  the  funds  might  admit  of ; 
the  surplus,  if  any,  to  he  paid  from  time  to  time  to  the  succeeding  minister  and 
churchwardens  for  the  like  purpose.  The  deed  contains  a covenant,  on  the 
part  of  the  mayor  and  burgesses  of  Hull  for  the  regular  payment  of  interest, 
by  half-yearly  payments,  and  a proviso  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  them  to 
inspect  and  examine  the  accounts  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens,  and 
order  any  surplus  to  be  paid  into  any  bank  in  Hull  until  wanted  ; and  in  case 
of  the  refusal  of  the  said  minister  and  churchwardens,  to  cause  the  money  to 
be  paid  to  and  applied  by  any  one  or  more  of  the  most  respectable  inhabitants 
of  lleedness,  as  the  mayor  should  judge  proper. 

The  interest  is  regularly  paid  by  the  Corporation  of  Hull  to  the  minister  of 
Whitgift ; and  for  several  years  past  the  full  number  of  eight  children  have  been 
taught  under  the  endowment  by  the  master  of  the  school  above  mentioned. 

The  children  consist  of  an  equal  number  of  boys  and  girls,  and  they  continue 
to  enjoy  the  benefit  of  the  charity  for  four  years  together,  the  number  being 
duly  kept  up. 

It  has  been  usual  to  pay  the  master  the  full  sum  of  10  /.  for  the  education 
alone  of  the  children,  and  to  provide  them  with  Bibles  and  Prayer-books,  and 
other  gratuities,  as  directed  by  the  deed,  out  of  the  residue  of  the  interest,  the 
balance  being  retained  for  that  purpose  in  the  hands  of  the  minister,  and 
accounted  for,  when  required,  to  the  Corporation  of  Hull. 

Mrs.  Hawke’s  Charity. 

There  are  about  three  acres  of  land  in  this  township,  mentioned  in  the 
benefaction-table,  for  the  parish,  as  the  gift  of  a Mrs.  Catherine  Hawke,  by  Will, 
dated  26th  May  1699,  the  rents  thereof  to  be  distributed  by  the  overseer, 
minister,  and  one  of  the  substantial  inhabitants  of  Reedness,  among  the  poor  of 
that  township,  on  Twelfth-day,  yearly. 

One  acre  of  the  land  is  let  to  John  Egremont,  esquire,  at  a high  yearly  rent 
of  4/.  19-5.  ; the  other  two  acres,  which  lie  together  at  some  distance  from  the 
former,  are  occupied  by  the  overseers,  who  mow  the  land  annually,  and  sell  the 
hay,  which  averages  about  a load  and  a half,  to  the  best  bidder.  The  produce 
of  this  sale,  together  with  a sum  of  about  10s.  Q>d.  allowed  for  the  fog  or  aftermath, 
is  added  to  the  rent  received  from  Mr.  Egremont,  and  the  whole  is  distributed, 
about  Christmas,  among  the  poor  of  the  township,  in  sums  varying  from  2s.  to 
6 s.  according  to  their  necessities. 

Poors  Land. 

There  are  also  belonging  to  the  poor  of  Reedness  about  three  acres  of  moor- 
land, lately  reclaimed  by  warping,  and  an  allotment  of  about  half  an  acre  of 
land,  awarded  on  the  inclosure  of  Reedness  Common.  These  are  let  by  the 
overseers  for  their  full  value,  the  moor-land  for  4 1.  7 s.  a year,  and  the  allotment 
for  1/.  Is.,  and  the  rents,  subject,  as  to  the  former,  to  the  liquidation  of  a debt 
incurred  by  the  parish  in  bringing  the  land  into  a state  of  cultivation,  are 
distributed  yearly,  with  the  other  funds  above  mentioned,  at  Christmas. 

Nicholas  Wressel’s  Charity. 

Nicholas  Wressel , by  Will,  in  1703,  charged  a house  and  croft  in  Reedness,  Nicholas  Wressel's 
and  half  an  acre  of  land  in  the  close  abutting  on  the  said  croft,  now  the  property  Charity, 
of  the  Rev.  John  Empson,  of  Yokefleet,  with  the  annual  payment  of  50  s.,  as 
follows  : viz.  to  the  minister  of  Whitgift,  for  a sermon  to  be  preached  in  the 
church  at  Whitgift  on  the  first  Sunday  after  Christmas-day,  Lady-day,  Mid- 
summer, and  Christmas-days,  10  s.  each  time,  40  s.,  and  10  s.  to  be  given  away 
in  bread,  on  the  days  the  sermons  are  preached,  1 s.  6 d.  each  time  to  the  poor 
of  Reedness,  and  1 s.  to  the  poor  of  Swinefleet. 

The  rentcharge  is  regularly  paid  by  Mr.  Empson,  and  applied  as  directed. 

Skerne’s  Charity  [See  p.  604]. 

The  6 s.  8 d.  annually  received  by  the  overseer  of  Reedness  in  respect  of  Skerne’sChaiity. 
this  charity  as  before  mentioned,  is  distributed  by  him  to  the  poor  at  Christmas, 
together  with  the  other  charitable  funds  for  the  township. 


Poors  Land. 
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TOWNSHIP  OF  SWINEFLEET. 

The  Town  Land. 

There  is  an  estate  belonging  to  this  township  under  the  management  of 
trustees,  consisting  or  the  following  particulars,  viz. 

1.  Several  parcels  of  arable  and  pasture-land  lying  dispersed  in  the  town- 
ships of  Iteedness  and  Swinefleet,  comprising  together  10  a.  3r.  35  p.  in  the 
occupation  of  John  Clark,  as  tenant  from  year  to  year,  at  the  annual  rent  of 
35/.,  which  appears  to  be  the  full  value. 

2.  About  8 acres  of  moor-land  in  Reedness  on  Swinefleet  Moor,  which  at 
the  time  of  our  Inquiry  had  been  demised  to  the  same  tenant  for  a term  of 
19  years,  at  a nominal  rent  only,  in  consideration  of  the  tenant  undertaking 
to  be  at  the  expense  of  warping  the  land. 

This  property  appears  to  have  been  acquired  under  a grant  from  Queen 
Elizabeth  (being  lands  which  had  been  seized  into  the  hands  of  the  Crown  in 
the  reign  of  King  Edward  the  Sixth),  and  is  vested  (together  with  two  pews  in 
the  chapel  of  Swinefleet)  by  the  last  trust,  dated  12th  June  1794,  in  seven 
trustees,  of  whom  three  now  survive,  Samuel  Laverack,  John  Laycock,  and 
Robert  Vickers,  in  trust,  as  to  two  acres  of  the  land,  for  the  use  of  the  minister 
of  the  chapel  of  Swinefleet,  and  as  to  the  remainder  of  the  premises,  in  trust, 
for  the  maintenance  of  all  such  banks  and  highways  in  the  townships  of  Swine- 
fleet as  the  inhabitants  shall  be  charged  with,  the  relief  of  the  poor  inhabitants 
of  the  same  township,  the  payment  of  taxes  and  charges  for  the  equipment  of 
soldiers,  and  such  other  uses  for  the  good  of  the  said  town  as  to  the  trustees  and 
inhabitants  may  seem  meet ; in  case  there  should  be  no  preaching  minister,  then 
the  rents  of  the  above  two  acres  to  be  disposed  of  as  the  inhabitants  shall  think 
fit,  for  the  public  good  of  the  township. 

The  rents  are  received  by  one  of  the  trustees,  and  applied  as  follows;  8/. 
thereof  in  a payment  to  the  minister,  in  aid  of  his  salary.  This  is  more  than 
his  proportion  of  the  rents  for  the  two  acres  assigned  to  him  ; the  addition  is 
made  by  consent  of  the  inhabitants,  in  consideration  of  his  performing,  weekly, 
instead  of  occasional  duty,  as  was  formerly  the  practice ; 15 /.  is  paid  to 
a schoolmaster  in  the  place,  for  the  instruction  of  twelve  poor  children,  nomi- 
nated by  the  trustees,  in  reading,  writing  and  arithmetic,  gratis.  They  are 
taught  in  an  old  school-room,  which  has  been  improved  by  the  trustees,  and  made 
the  habitation  of  the  schoolmaster.  The  residue  of  the  income  is  appropriated 
to  the  keeping  up  the  banks  in  the  township,  and  to  other  purposes,  for  the 
general  good  of  the  town. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  a treasurer,  and  there  is  generally  a small  balance 
retained  in  hand  for  contingences. 


WAPENTAKE  OF  SKYRACK. 

PARISH  OF  ILKLEY. 

Ilkley  School. —Marshall’s  and  Heber’s  Charities. 

The  property  appropriated  to  these  charities  consists  of  a sum  of  100/.  in 
the  hands  of  Nicholas  Cunliffe,  esq.  at  interest  of  4 per  cent  per  annum;  a farm 
at  Bewerley,  consisting  of  a house,  barn  and  26  a.  2r.  12  p.  of  land,  let  to 
George  Stones  and  others,  on  lease  for  21  years  from  1818,  at  GO/,  a year;  and 
a barn  and  27  a.  3r.  20p.  of  knd  in  Bewerley,  let  to  J.  Hutchinson,  on  lease 
for  the  same  term,  at  GO/,  a year. 

The  sum  of  100/.  was  given  by  a person  named  Marshall,  in  the  5th  year  of 
James  1st,  for  maintaining  a grammar-school  at  Ilkley,  to  be  conducted  by  the 
vicar  of  the  parish  ; and  the  estates  at  Bewerley  wrere  purchased  with  561.,  given 
in  augmentation  of  Marshall’s  gift,  and  200/.  bequeathed  by  Reginald  Heber , 
in  1696;  100/.  thereof  for  the  benefit  of  the  schoolmaster  at  Ilkley,  and  100/. 
for  the  increase  of  the  emoluments  of  the  vicar  of  Ilkley.  The  estates  were 
conveyed  in  August  1701  to  Richard  Witton,  esq.  and  other  trustees,  and  the 
then  churchwardens  of  Ilkley,  upon  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  and  profits,  after 
deducting  necessary  expenses  satisfied  to  the  joint  use  of  the  vicar  of  Ilkley 
and  the  schoolmaster,  in  proportion  to  the  sums  above  mentioned  to  have  been 
laid  out  in  the  purchase ; and  it  was  provided  by  the  deed  of  trust  that  the 

schoolmaster 
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schoolmaster  should  teach  and  instruct  all  the  male  children  within  the  parish 
of  llkley,  gratis;  and  the  estates  were  conveyed  in  1804  to  Nicholas  Cun- 
lifte,  esq.,  E.  C.  Lister,  esq.,  G.  O.  Greenwood,  esq.  and  William  Bolling,  the 
present  trustees  of  the  charity. 

The  vicar  holds  the  office  or  appointment  of  master  of  the  school,  but  the 
scholars  are  taught  by  an  assistant.  The  school  has  very  long  been  conducted 
on  the  footing  of  an  English-school  only,  and  all  the  children  in  the  place  are 
admitted  on  application  to  the  vicar  or  the  assistant,  and  they  are  taught  read- 
ing without  any  charge,  and  writing  and  accounts  on  payment  of  a small 
weekly  sum.  The  average  number  of  scholars  is  about  40. 

The  trustees  pay  to  the  vicar  out  of  the  rents  of  the  estates  46/.  17  5.  4 d. 
a year,  and  to  the  assistant  70/.  a year,  and  they  retain  the  remainder  of  the 
income  for  the  reparation  of  the  school-room,  which  is  a very  old  building, 
and  defraying  other  incidental  expenses  of  the  trust.  A regular  account  is 
kept  by  the  senior  trustee,  and  at  the  audit  preceding  our  Inquiry  there  was 
a balance  in  hand  of  about  9/*

Poors  Estate. 

This  property  consists  of  two  closes  in  the  township  of  llkley,  called  Witton  Poors  Estate. 
Croft  and  Nest  Egg,  containing  together  somewhat  less  than  3 acres,  and 
seven  cattlegates  on  a pasture  called  the  Low  Close.  The  land  is  let  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens,  and  is  held  by  different  occupiers  at  rents  amount- 
ing together  to  11/.  10^.  a year,  the  full  annual  value;  and  the  cattlegates 
are  let  annually  to  the  best  bidders,  and  produce  in  general  about  31.  12  5.  or 
upwards,  per  annum. 

Out  of  the  rents  the  sum  of  125.  Q>d . is  distributed  in  bread  at  Shrovetide, 
among  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  llkley;  and  the  sum  of  2 5.  6d.  in 
like  manner  among  poor  persons  of  the  township  of  Middleton ; and  the 
residue  of  the  rents  is  distributed  in  money,  that  is  to  say,  two  thirds  thereof 
among  poor  persons  of  llkley  township,  and  one  third  among  poor  persons  of 
the  townships  of  Middleton  and  Nesfield-cum-Laughton.  This  application  of 
the  money  is  conformable  to  custom,  and  probably  to  the  intention  of  the 
benefactors  by  whose  donations  the  property  was  purchased. 

Ilkley  Poors  Money. 

The  sum  of  115/.,  part  of  a sum  exceeding  300/.  given  by  sundry  bene-  llkley 
factors  for  the  poor  of  Ilkley  township,  is  secured  on  mortgage  at  interest  of  Poors  Money. 
51.  per  cent.  Out  of  the  interest,  55.  a year  is  distributed  in  bread,  and  the  rest 
of  the  interest  is  distributed  in  money  among  poor  persons  of  Ilkley  by  the 
minister  and  churchwardens.  Of  the  remainder  of  the  benefaction-fund  no 
account  whatever  can  be  given. 


Middleton  Poors  Money. 

The  sum  of  45/.  given  by  William  Carrer  and  others  to  the  poor  of  Middle-  Middleton 
ton  township  is  deposited  in  a savings-bank  at  Otley,  and  the  interest,  185.  Poors  Money, 
a year,  is  distributed  with  the  portion  of  rent  of  the  poors  land. 

The  sum  of  30/.,  a benefaction  given  by  Robert  Benson , was  lent  to  and 
secured  by  the  bond  of  the  late  Christopher  Hawkesworth,  and  the  interest 
thereof  after  his  decease  was  for  some  years  paid  by  his  son  John  Hawkesworth; 
but  the  latter  had  refused  payment  for  six  or  seven  years  before  the  time  of 
this  Inquiry,  on  the  alleged  ground  of  his  father’s  estate  being  insufficient  for 
payment  of  his  debts,  and  proceedings  were  about  to  be  taken  by  the  parish- 
officers  acting  for  the  township  to  recover  the  money. 


PARISH  OF  SWILLINGTON. 

The  Almshouse. 

Sir  William  Loiwther , bart.,  in  1728,  erected  an  almshouse  near  the  church  Swillington. 

tor  four  poor  widows  of  Swillington,  and  by  his  Will  bequeathed  the  sum  of  

110/.  for  the  support  thereof.  " The  Almshouse. 

The  foundation  and  endowment  of  the  almshouse  are  commemorated  in  a 
table  of  benefactions,  and  are  mentioned  in  the  printed  Returns  of  Charitable 
Rep.  21.  4 H 3 Donations

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Donations  made  to  Parliament  in  1786,  but  the  Will  has  not  been  discovered  on 
search  made  for  it  in  the  registry-offices  of  London  and  York,  and  no  other 
documents  can  he  found  relating  to  the  institution. 

It  does  not  appear  how  the  sum  of  110/.  was  paid  or  secured;  hut  in  lieu 
probably  of  the  interest  thereof,  the  almswomen  were  in  the  habit  of  receiving 
the  rent  of  a dose  at  Carlton,  in  the  parish  of  Rothwell,  which  for  a long  time 
amounted  to  51.  10s.  a year,  and  was  raised  by  Sir  John  Lowther,  bait,  soon 
after  his  accession  to  the  family-estate  at  Swillington  and  the  neighbourhood,  to 
6 /.  a year. 

O11  the  occasion  of  a division  of  property  between  the  present  Earl  of  Lons- 
dale and  Sir  John  Lowther  soon  after  1803,  the  close  at  Rothwell,  together 
with  other  detached  property  of  the  family,  was  sold,  and  Sir  John  Lowther 
has  since  increased  the  anntial  stipend  or  allowance  to  the  four  almswomen  to 
1 91.  a year,  which  sum  is  now  paid  by  him,  and  divided  equally  among  them. 

We  have  met  with  no  evidence,  beside  the  fact  of  payment  of  rent,  to  show 
that  the  close  was  in  any  way  appropriated  to,  or  charged  for  support  of  the 
almshouse  ; and  we  are  informed  by  Sir  J.  Lowther  that  no  document  was  found 
among  the  muniments  of  title  previous  to  the  sale  relating  to  any  such  appro- 
priation or  charge. 

The  almshouse  was  rebuilt  by  the  late  Earl  of  Lonsdale,  and  the  almswomen 
have  been  always  appointed  by  the  owner  of  Swillington  House  for  the  time 
being. 

1 hough  it  cannot  be  ascertained  that  the  inmates  of  the  almshouse  had  any 
permanent  interest  in  the  close,  and  they  receive  at  present  larger  emoluments 
than  it  would,  if  unsold,  have  produced  to  them,  we  think  that  under  the  cir- 
cumstances above  mentioned  some  adequate  provision  for  the  support  of  the 
institution  should  be  settled  and  secured  by  Sir  John  Lowther,  in  lieu  of  a pay- 
ment, the  continuance  of  which  may  at  some  future  time  be  liable  to  be  disputed 
in  the  absence  of  evidence  that  it  is  other  than  merely  voluntary. 

The  School. 

A school  and  dwelling-house  for  a schoolmaster  were  erected  in  or  about  the 
year  1748  by  the  application  of  501.,  a benfaction  for  the  poor,  given  by  Peter 
Hall,  and  money  contributed  principally  by  Sir  William  Lowther,  bart.  for  the 
purpose;  and  a piece  of  land,  part  of  Swillington  Common,  containing  about 
16  acres  and  an  hall’,  was  set  apart  about  the  same  time  for  its  support  by  con- 
sent of  the  freeholders. 

The  master  of  the  school,  who  is  appointed  by  the  parishioners,  occupies  the 
school-premises,  and  receives  the  protits  arising  from  the  land,  which  is  let  at 
16/.  year,  subject  to  a deduction  of  91.  5s.  for  tithes,  and  subject  also  to  the 
payment  of  9.1.  a year  to  the  poor,  as  the  interest  of  Hall’s  benefaction,  and  he 
instructs  six  poor  children  nominated  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens  as  free- 
scholars  in  reading  and  writing. 

The  master  also  receives  326’.  a year  paid  by  the  Earl  of  Lonsdale,  as  interest 
of  a donation  ascribed  to  Mrs.  Faith  Flotlings  (but  of  which  we  have  obtained 
no  particulars,)  and  on  this  account  he  teaches  two  other  children,  nominated 
by  his  Lordship’s  steward. 

Doles. 

The  yearly  sum  of  31.,  the  gift  of  William  Harpham,  paid  by  Sir  William 
Lowther,  bart.,  in  respect  of  land  formerly  called  Jordan  Royd,  now  part 
of  Swillington  Park. 

The  yearly  sum  of  1/,  the  gift  of  Arthur  Middleton,  paid  in  respect  of  land, 
called  Kitchen  Moor,  the  property  of  Sir  John  Lowther. 

The  yearly  sum  of  91.,  interest  of  Hall’s  benefaction  of  50/.,  laid  out  in 
building  the  school. 

The  yearly  sum  of  3s.  paid  in  respect  of  a gift  of  4/.  by  Faith  Hollivgs,  out 
of  a windmill  on  Swillington  Moor. 

These  annual  sums  are  distributed  at  Easter  and  Christmas,  among  poor 
persons,  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

A sum  of  10/.  given  by  Arthur  Middleton  to  provide  a habitation  for  two 
poor  persons,  was  applied  towards  building  a cottage  for  that  purpose,  which 
was  used  accordingly,  but  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1812.

Poors  Land. 

A piece  of  land,  called  the  “ Poors  Park,”  containing  about  13  acres,  is  let 
by  the  minister  and  churchwarden  at  11/.  a year,  being  the  full  annual  value  ; 
and  the  rent  is  distributed  on  St.  Thomas’s -day  among  the  poor  of  Bolton,  not 
receiving  parochial  relief. 

Doles. 

A rentcharge  of  20s.,  given  by  Matthew  Wallcer,  is  paid  out  of  the  Hungril 
Estate,  in  Bolton,  the  property  of  John  Bolton,  esquire  ; and  is,  agreeably  to 
custom,  distributed  by  him  among  poor  persons. 

The  sum  of  3s.  a year,  interest  of  30/.  given  by  James  Ellis,  is  paid  as  a 
rentcharge  out  of  land  in  Bolton,  belonging  to  Lord  Ribblesdale,  and  is  dis- 
tributed by  the  churchwarden  among  pool1  persons. 

The  Hungrii. l School. 

This  school  is  endowed  with  a school-house,  a rentcharge  of  31.  19  s.  6c?.  a 
year  issuing  out  of  the  Hungrill  Estate,  the  property  of  John  Bolton,  esquire,  and 
a farm  in  Bolton,  called  Bncksteps,  comprising  a house,  barn,  and  about  30  acres 
of  land.  The  farm  is  understood  to  have  been  given  by  a gentleman  named 
Parker,  but  we  have  met  with  no  documents  relating  to  the  endowment. 

John  Bolton,  esquire,  the  patron  of  the  school,  has  lately,  with  the  consent  of 
the  schoolmaster,  taken  the  farm,  and  let  it,  with  other  property,  to  one  of  his 
own  tenants;  and  in  lieu  of  the  rent  which  may  be  estimated  at  about  30/.  a year, 
and  the  rentcharge,  he  allows  the  master  a salary  of  501.  a year,  and  supplies 
fuel,  books,  and  stationery  for  the  school. 

The  school,  on  its  old  establishment,  was  for  teaching  boys  only,  but  of  late 
years  it  has  been  conducted  on  the  National  School  system,  for  the  instruction  of 
children  of  both  sexes,  who  are  taught  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic  without 
charge  ; as  many  are  admitted  as  the  school-room  will  conveniently  accommo- 
date, the  average  number  of  scholars  being  about  60. 

Mr.  Bolton  has  contributed  largely  to  the  repairs  of  the  school,  and  has  re- 
built the  house  and  barn  on  the  charity-estate  at  his  own  expense. 

The  Girls  School. 

This  school,  which  was  originally  established  by  a lady  named  Pudsey,  and 
was  afterwards  supported  by  her  descendants  of  the  family  of  Dawson,  late 
owner  of  the  Bolton  Hall  Estate,  is  endowed  with  a cottage  and  garden  occupied 
by  the  schoolmistress  ; and  the  sum  of  2501.  three  per  cent  consols,  standing  in 
the  name  of  the  rector  and  other  trustees,  which  was  bequeathed  by  Christopher 
Dawson,  esquire,  who  died  in  1786. 

The  school  is  under  the  management  of  Mr.  Bolton,  as  proprietor  of  Bolton 
Hall,  and  of  the  rector. 

The  sum  of  51.  a year,  part  of  the  dividends  of  the  stock,  is  paid  to  the 
schoolmistress  for  teaching  10  poor  girls  to  read,  knit  and  sew,  and  the  remainder 
is  reserved  for  the  repairs  of  the  cottage,  and  finding  books  for  the  children, 
agreeably  to  the  will  of  Mr.  Dawson. 

The  mistress  takes  other  girls  as  pay-scholars. 


PARISH  OF  CHURCH  MARTON. 

The  School. 

Frances  Green , by  Deed,  dated  in  17 55,  (of  which,  however,  we  have  not 
been  able  to  meet  with  the  original,  or  any  copy),  appropriated  a piece  of  land 
in  Marton,  containing  9 a.  Or.  19p.,  or  thereabouts,  and  a beastgate  on  Hay- 
field,  for  the  teaching  of  poor  children  in  Marton ; and  the  Rev.  Reginald 
Heber,  by  his  Will,  dated  the  19th  January  1799,  directed  30/.,  which  had  been 
given  by  his  aunt  Rebecca  Heber,  to  be  paid  to  trustees,  of  which  the  owner  of 
the  ancient  estates  of  the  Hebers  at  Marton,  should  be  one,  in  trust,  to  pay  the 
interest  thereof  to  a master  of  a school  at  Marton  for  teaching  to  read  four 
poor  boys  or  girls  of  Marton,  to  be  nominated  by  the  trustees ; and  he  further 

directed  the  sum  of  26/.,  formerly  given  by Stowell,  and  others,  to  be 

vested  in  the  same  trustees,  for  the  teaching  of  four  more  poor  boys  of  Marton, 
to  be  nominated  by  the  resident  rector  of  the  parish.

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Church  Marton.  The  property  settled  by  Frances  Green  was  let  at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry  to 

Thomas  Croft,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  22/.  10.?.  a year,  but  was  worth  probablv 

^coMbmed’  nearty  60/.  a year;  and  the  sums  mentioned  in  the  will  of  the  Rev.  Reginald 
v.  con  ' , Heber,  amounting  to  561.,  were  in  the  hands  of  Henry  Alcock,  esq.  of  Shipton, 
at  interest  of  2/.  8s.  a year  ; and  we  found  that  the  rent  and  the  interest  of  the 
money  were  paid  to  a schoolmaster,  who  instructed  all  the  poor  children  of 
Marton  who  applied  for  admission  to  the  school,  reading  being  taught  without 
any  charge,  and  writing,  on  payment  of  a small  quarterage.  The  average 
number  of  such  scholars  was  about  24,  and  there  were  others  attending  the 
school  who  were  intructed  at  the  charge  of  their  friends. 

fhe  master  was  appointed  by  II.  Heber,  esquire,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
inhabitants,  and  the  school  was  kept  in  a building  belonging  to  and  repaired  at 
the  expense  of  the  parish.

The  rents  are  received  by  one  of  the  feoffees,  chosen  annually  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  in  the  ordinary  course  of  expenditure  are  laid  out  in  the  repairs  of 
the  church,  and  defraying  other  disbursements  of  the  churchwardens,  in  occa- 
sional gratuities  to  the  vicar  for  additional  duty,  to  the  amount  of  10/.,  or 
thereabouts,  in  the  year,  in  payments  to  the  surveyors  of  the  highways,  for  the 
repairs  of  the  highways  and  bridges,  and  in  an  allowance  of  21 /.  a year  for 
the  education  of  18  poor  children  at  the  township-school,  in  reading,  writing 
and  arithmetic. 

Meetings  of  the  trustees  are  annually  held,  at  which  the  application  of  the 
income  is  determined,  and  the  accounts  are  audited  ; and  at  the  last  audit 
before  this  Inquiry  there  was  a balance  in  hand  of  141 1.  13s.  10</. 

The  master  of  the  school  has  the  use  of  the  school-premises  above  mentioned, 
and  teaches  other  children  as  pay-scholars. 

Poors  Land. 

A piece  of  land  in  Ecclesfield,  containing  12  a.  0 r.  20  p.,  was  purchased  in 
1680,  with  100/.,  given  by  William  Shirecliffe,  40/.  by  Margaret  Shirecliffe , and 
51.  by  the  feoffees  of  the  Feoffment  Estate,  and  vested  in  trustees,  in  trust,  to 
apply  the  rents  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  the  town  and  parish  of  Ecclesfield, 
or  such  of  them  as  the  trustees  should  think  proper,  on  the  24th  December 
yearly. 

This  charity  is  under  the  management  of  trustees,  and  the  land  is  let  to 
Hannah  Darling,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  2 31.  10.?.  a year,  being  the  full  annual 
value  ; and  the  rent  is  distributed  by  the  trustees  at  Christmas  among  poor 
persons  of  the  parish.

A tenement  or  stable  formerly  stood  on  the  site 
of  these  premises,  which,  or  a rentcharge  thereout,  was  given  for  the  poor  by 
a Mr.  Plaisington  ; and  the  sum  of  60/.,  part  of  a benefaction  of  William 
Dickenson,  and  120/.  paid  by  the  lessees,  have  been  expended  in  erecting  the 
buildings. 

These  several  yearly  sums  are  distributed  together  with  the  Communion- 
money,  among  poor  persons  of  Ecclesfield,  at  Easter. 
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9.  The  yearly  sum  of  51.  17  s.,  paid  out  of  the  poor-rates,  as  interest  of  130/. 
given  by  sundry  benefactors  for  bread  for  the  poor,  which  was  laid  out  towards 
building  the  workhouse. 

This  yearly  sum  is  laid  out  in  bread,  given  weekly  at  church  to  the  poor 
persons  attending  divine  service. 


The  Barnes  Hall  Hospital. 

The  Rames  Ilall  Sir  Richard  Scott,  knt.,  byhis  Will,  dated  Gth  April  1668,  devised  his  lands  at 
Hospital.  Barnes  Hall  and  in  Ecclesfield  parish  to  Richard  Watts  and  his  heirs,  but  so  as 
the  same  might  be  made  chargeable  for  the  erecting,  building,  and  maintaining 
in  repair  an  hospital  for  six  poor  people  ; and  the  said  Richard  accordingly 
established  and  endowed  an  hospital,  by  deed,  dated  the  19th  June,  15th  Charles 
First ; but  as  the  said  Richard  Watts  by  the  deed  of  endowment,  reserved  to 
himself  and  his  heirs  the  right  of  visitation  of  the  hospital,  and  power  to  inquire 
into  all  defaults  of  the  government  thereof,  we  have  made  no  further  Inquiry 
respecting  this  charity. 

Sylvester’s  Hospital. 

Sylvester’sHospital.  Edward  Sylvester , esq.,  in  or  about  the  year  1693,  erected  an  hospital,  con- 
taining seven  tenements  at  Mortomley  Lane  End,  for  seven  poor  men  or  women 
of  the  parish  of  Ecclesfield,  with  a preference  to  those  residing  on  the  north- 
side  of  the  parish,  to  be  chosen  by  the  vicar  and  churchwardens ; and  he 
endowed  the  same  with  lands  at  Wormingley  to  provide  for  the  repairs  of  the 
building,  and  the  payment  of  31.  a-piece  yearly  to  the  almspeople. 

The  estate  at  Wormingley  was  sold  in  1717  for  445/.,  of  which  the  sum  of 
410/.  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a farm  in  the  chapelry  of  Bradfield. 

The  vicar  and  churchwardens  have  always  acted  as  trustees  of  this  charity. 

The  property  consists  of  the  following  particulars : 

1.  A house  with  outbuildings,  and  59a.  1r.  38  p.  of  land,  in  the  chapelry 
of  Bradfield,  let  to  John  Hodson,  on  a lease  for  21  years  from  2d  February 
1819,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  74/.,  the  full  annual  value. 

2.  An  allotment  of  6 a.  1 r.  21  p.  of  land  at  Stannington,  awarded  to  the 
charity  on  an  inclosure  in  1788,  and  let  to  George  Grayson,  as  yearly  tenant, 
at  18/.  a year,  the  fair  annual  value. 

3.  The  yearly  sum  of  1/.  11  s.  6d.,  paid  out  of  the  poor-rates,  as  interest 
of  35/.  (residue  of  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  445/.),  which  was  applied  for 
the  use  of  the  parishioners. 

The  hospital  is  occupied  by  seven  poor  persons,  chosen  by  the  vicar  and 
churchwardens,  according  to  the  founder’s  intention;  and  the  income  of  the 
charity,  after  providing  for  repairs  and  small  occasional  expenses,  is  divided 
equally  among  them  in  half-yearly  payments. 

Mrs.  Ann  Rereshy,  by  her  Will,  dated  29th  June  1801,  bequeathed  200/., 
to  be  put  to  interest  by  the  vicar  of  Ecclesfield,  for  the  time  being,  and  Mr. 
John  Foster,  of  Brampton,  in  her  will  named,  for  the  best  advantage  and 
benefit  of  the  poor  in  this  hospital. 

This  legacy  was  received  by  Mr.  Foster,  and  he  paid  interest  thereon  during 
his  life,  but  did  not  invest  the  principal ; and  it  is  stated  that  he  died  without 
leaving  effects  to  discharge  the  debt ; his  son,  however,  Mr.  John  Foster,  of 
Lingo  Dale,  near  Bawtry,  has  continued  to  pay  the  interest,  which  is  equally 
divided  among  the  almspeople. 


Bamforth’s  Almshouse. 

Bam  forth ’s  George  Bamforth  erected  six  tenements,  to  which  small  gardens  are  attached, 

Almshouses.  near  "Wa-dsley  Bridge,  for  the  residence  of  three  poor  people  of  Owleston,  and 
three  of  Ecclesfield. 

These  tenements,  which  are  kept  in  repair  at  the  expense  of  the  parish,  are 
occupied  by  poor  persons  of  Owleston  and  Ecclesfield,  nominated  by  the  over- 
seers of  the  poor. 


Sylvester’s  Charity. 

Sylvester’s  Charity.  Ann  Sylvester,  by  Will,  dated  in  1711,  bequeathed  400/.,  the  interest  of  1001. 

thereof  to  be  applied  for  teaching  poor  children  belonging  to  Chapel  Town, 

Mortomley 
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Mortomley  Lane  End  and  Burnt  Cross,  provided  the  inhabitants  of  those  places 
should  erect  a school-house  for  the  purpose  ; the  interest  of  200/.  thereof  to  be 
distributed  among  poor  housekeepers  within  Grenafirth  quarter,  and  the  income 
of  the  residue  to  be  employed  in  apprenticing  poor  children  of  the  same  quarter, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  vicar  of  Ecclesfield. 

This  legacy  was  laid  out  in  the  purchase  of  a farm  at  Whitley,  with 
a house,  now  in  two  tenements,  a barn,  and  outbuildings,  thereon,  at  present 
in  the  occupation  of  John  and  Joseph  Eyre,  at  the  yearly  rent  of  361.,  being 
the  full  annual  value. 

The  vicar  of  Ecclesfield  receives  the  rent,  and  pays  thereout  15  /.  15  s.  a year 
to  the  master  of  a township-school  in  Lound  for  the  education  of  28  poor  chil- 
dren, chosen  by  the  vicar  from  the  places  mentioned  in  the  will,  in  reading, 
writing  and  arithmetic  ; and  the  residue  of  the  rent,  after  deducting  for  repairs 
of  the  farm-buildings,  is  distributed  yearly  among  poor  persons,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  vicar. 

No  part  of  the  rent  has  for  many  years,  if  ever,  been  applied  in  apprenticing 
poor  children. 

Parkins’s  Gift. 

William  Parians,  by  his  Will,  in  1757,  gave  50/.  for  teaching  six  poor  child- 
ren of  the  inhabitants  of  Mortomley,  and  Mortomley  Lane  End,  at  the  school  at 
Lound. 

In  respect  of  this  donation  the  sum  of  2/.  10 s.  a year  is  paid  as  a rentcharge 
out  of  an  estate  at  Mortomley  belonging  to  the  donor’s  family,  to  the  master  of 
Lound  school  for  the  teaching  of  a few  poor  children. 

Turie’s  Gift. 

The  Rev.  Robert  Turie,  in  or  about  the  year  1720,  gave  80/.  for  the  teaching 
of  12  poor  children  of  the  Soke  of  Southey,  six  of  them  at  Parson’s  Cross-school, 
and  six  at  Shire  Green-school,  at  the  nomination  of  the  vicar  of  Ecclesfield. 

This  donation  was  laid  out  in  1720  in  the  purchase  of  copyhold  premises,  con- 
sisting of  a house,  outbuildings  and  croft,  at  Wadsley  Bridge,  which  were  sur- 
rendered to  trustees,  in  trust,  to  apply  the  rents  in  equal  moieties  for  the  pur- 
poses above  mentioned. 

The  premises  have  been  enfranchised,  but  there  has  been  no  appointment  of 
trustees  for  many  years,  and  the  charity  is  under  the  sole  management  of  the 
vicar. 

In  its  present  state  the  property  consists  of  a public-house,  croft,  and  four  cot- 
tages, let  to  Joseph  Walker,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  19/.  a year.  The  premises  have 
been  let  at  a moderate  rent,  the  tenant’s  family  having  been  at  an  expense  in 
repairing  the  buildings,  which  were  decayed ; but  it  is  intended  to  fix  a higher 
rent,  according  to  a valuation. 

The  rent,  after  deducting  occasional  allowance  for  repairs,  is  given  in  equal 
shares  to  the  masters  of  the  two  schools  for  teaching  children,  usually  from  eight 
to  ten,  of  poor  parents  residing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  the  schools. 

Dungworth’s  Gift. 

Joseph  Dungworth , by  Will,  dated  8th  April  1800,  gave  50/.  to  the  trustees 
of  Parson’s-Cross-school,  to  be  placed  out  on  security,  and  the  interest  thereof 
applied  to  the  education  of  six  poor  children,  in  addition  to  the  number  then 
taught,  on  the  nomination  of  the  trustees. 

This  legacy  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  executrix,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Beale,  of 
Wadsley,  and  she  pays  2/.  105.  a year  as  interest  to  the  master  of  the  school, 
for  teaching  a few  poor  children,  whom  she  nominates. 

Grenoside  School. 

This  school,  which  was  originally  established  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  neigh- 
bourhood, is  under  the  management  of  the  vicar,  churchwardens,  and  certain 
trustees,  and  the  endowment  consists  of  the  following  particulars  : 

1.  A school -room,  recently  erected. 
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2.  A tenement  built  on  the  waste,  and  formerly  used  as  a school-house,  with 
a garden,  and  three  crofts  of  about  a rood  each.  These  premises  are  let  to  two 
persons  as  yearly  tenants,  at  rents  amounting  together  to  'll.  10s.  a year,  the 
fair  annual  value. 

3.  The  yearly  sum  of  51.  17 s.,  paid  out  of  the  poor-rates,  being  the  interest 
of  100/.  given  by  Nicholas  Gill , in  1735,  for  teaching  six  poor  children  born 
within  the  Soke  of  Greenafirth,  and  of  30/.  given  by  Richard  and  Martha  Carr , 
for  teaching  poor  children  of  Grenoside,  which  sums  were  applied  for  the  use 
of  the  parishioners. 

4.  The  yearly  sum  of  1/.  6s.  the  interest  of  30/.  given  by  Mrs.  Sarah 
Smith,  in  1773,  for  teaching  poor  children  of  Grenoside,  and  which  is  paid  by 
Colonel  Richardson,  of  Lakelock,  near  Wakefield,  as  a rentcharge  out  of  an 
estate  formerly  belonging  to  the  donor’s  family. 

5.  An  annuity  or  rentcharge  of  10/.  payable  out  of  a messuage  and  two 
closes  of  land  in  Grenoside,  called  the  Croft,  and  Woodfield,  now  the  property 
of  Mr.  Josias  Ashton,  given  by  the  late  William  Walker , of  Berry  Hill,  near 
Mansfield,  esq.  and  vested  in  the  trustees  of  the  school,  by  Deed,  dated  in 
December  1807. 

It  was  agreed  in  1818,  between  the  trustees  of  the  school  and  the  master,  that 
a salary  of  14/.  a year  should  be  paid  him  for  teaching  20  poor  children,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  trustees,  reading,  writing,  and  arithmetic ; the  remainder  of 
the  income  being  retained  for  some  repairs  then  wanted,  and  for  discharging 
a debt  incurred  in  erecting  the  new  school-room,  the  master  representing  that 
he  had  performed,  or  always  been  ready  to  perform,  the  duty  undertaken  by 
him,  but  that  considerable  arrears  of  salary  were  due  to  him  from  a late  re- 
ceiver of  the  school-funds  who  had  become  embarrassed  in  his  circumstances. 
We  found  it  impossible,  from  the  conflicting  statements  of  the  parties,  to  deter- 
mine this  controversy  ; as  the  debt,  however,  seems  now  to  be  discharged,  and 
there  appeared  to  be  a balance  in  hand,  it  was  recommended  that  the  same, 
together  with  the  whole  of  the  future  income,  after  deducting  necessary  ex- 
penses, should  be  paid  to  the  schoolmaster. 


Wadsley  School. 

Wadsley  School.  A dwelling-house  for  a schoolmaster,  and  a school-room,  were  erected  at  this 
place  by  means  of  a subscription  some  years  ago,  and  the  school  has  recently 
been  placed  under  the  management  of  trustees  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of  the 
village  and  neighbourhood. 

The  income  of  the  school  consists  of  a rentcharge  of  20s.  a year,  given  to 
the  school  at  Wadsley,  by  Margaret  Bamforth,  by  Will,  dated  in  1712,  out  of 
an  estate  at  Dronfield,  left  by  her  for  charitable  purposes  to  the  overseers 
of  the  poor  of  Sheffield  ; and  an  allotment  of  two  acres  on  Wisewood  Common, 
awarded  to  the  school  on  an  inclosure  in  1816,  which,  together  with  2r.  26p. 
of  land  adjoining,  is  held  by  John  Yellot,  as  yearly  tenant,  at  6/.  a year,  being 
the  full  annual  value. 

As  to  the  2r.  26 p.  of  land,  it  appears  that  a piece  of  land  containing  1 r.  35 p. 
on  Loxley  Heath,  was  allotted  or  given  to  the  school  on  the  inclosure  of  the 
heath  in  1789,  and  that  an  agreement  was  entered  into  about  the  time  of  the 
Wisewood  Inclosure,  by  the  tenant  of  the  Loxley  Heath  ground,  to  exchange 
the  same  with  a Mr.  George  Baxter  for  the  2r.  26 p.  on  Wisewood  Common, 
which  were  more  conveniently  situated  for  the  purposes  of  the  school ; but 
though  this  exchange  was  desirable,  and  the  agreement,  so  far  as  it  regarded 
the  delivery  of  possession,  had  been  sometime  before  effected,  circumstances 
existed  at  the  time  of  this  Inquiry  rendering  it  doubtful  whether  a permanent 
exchange  could  be  accomplished. 

For  some  time  before  the  appointment  of  trustees,  this  school  had  been  under 
the  care  of  the  widow  of  a former  master,  and  shortly  before  the  time  of  our 
Inquiry,  she  had  been  induced  to  resign  and  give  up  possession  of  the  school- 
premises  to  a master  appointed  by  the  trustees,  and  we  found  that  a school  was 
about  to  be  opened  for  the  education  of  the  children  of  the  inhabitants  on 
moderate  terms,  the  master  undertaking  to  teach  as  many  poor  children  on  the 
footing  of  free-scholars  as  might  fairly  be  required  for  the  emoluments  of  the 
school,  but  a difficulty  had  arisen  in  consequence  of  an  engagement  having  been 
entered  into  to  allow  to  the  widow  of  the  late  master  a large  portion  of  the 
income  in  consideration  of  her  having  given  up  the  school. 
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Reresby’s  Charity. 

Ann  Reresby , by  Will,  dated  23rd  June  1801,  bequeathed  to  the  Rev* 
Samuel  Phipps,  Samuel  Tooker,  esq.  and  Mr.  John  Foster,  500/.,  the  interest 
thereof  to  be  applied  to  the  education  of  any  number  of  poor  girls  not  exceed- 
ing 30,  within  the  several  places  called  High  Green,  Thompson  Hill,  Potter 
Hill,  and  Mortomley  in  the  parish  of  Ecclesfield,  in  such  manner  as  the  trustees 
in  their  discretion  should  think  proper. 

This  legacy  h^s  been  laid  out  in  the  names  of  trustees,  on  mortgage  of  the 
tolls  of  the  Doncaster  and  Tinsley  turnpike-road,  at  interest  of  five  per  cent., 
and  the  interest  is  paid  to  the  mistress  of  a school  at  High  Green  for  instructing 
30  poor  girls  from  the  places  mentioned  in  the  Will,  in  reading,  knitting  and 
sewing. 

The  charity  is  under  the  management  of  the  vicar  of  Ecclesfield  and  William 
Smith,  of  Barnes  Hall,  and  John  Foster,  of  Lingodale,  esqrs.

Richard  Beaumont , of  Whitley  Hall,  in  the  county  of  York,  esq.  by  his  Will, 
dated  8th  January  1703  (proved  at  York  28th  August  1704),  devised  to  his  cou- 
sin, Richard  Beaumont  the  younger,  son  of  Richard  Beaumont,  of  Lassells  Hall, 
in  the  said  county  of  York,  gent,  and  to  the  heirs  male  of  his  body  lawfully 
begotten  or  to  be  begotten  for  ever,  and  for  want  of  such  issue,  to  the  next 
heir  male  of  him  the  said  Richard  Beaumont  the  younger,  and  to  his  and  their 
heirs  male  of  the  name  of  Beaumont,  for  ever,  all  his  manors,  messuages,  lands 
and  real  estate  within  the  county  of  York,  to  the  end  and  purpose  that  the  same 
might  remain  in  the  name  of  Beaumont,  and  upon  condition  that  the  said 
Richard  Beaumont  the  younger,  and  his  heirs  male,  should  pay  the  legacies 
thereafter  mentioned,  and  also  the  annuity  for  putting  out  of  poor  boys 
apprentices ; and  he  gave  to  the  townships  of  Kirkheaton,  Crosland,  South 
Mirfield  and  Lepton,  the  sum  of  40/.  for  ever  to  be  paid  and  equally  divided 
and  distributed,  to  each  township  an  equal  share,  and  to  the  several  over- 
seers of  the  poor  thereof  for  the  time  being,  by  the  said  Richard  Beaumont 
the  younger,  and  his  heirs  male,  for  ever ; and  the  said  overseers,  with  the 
consent  of  the  said  Richard  Beaumont  the  younger,  or  his  heirs  male,  should 
put  forth  of  the  said  townships  eight  poor  boys  apprentices,  yearly  and  every 
year,  for  ever,  to  trades,  with  the  said  40/.;  which  said  40/.  he  willed  and 
desired  should  be  paid  yearly  and  every  year,  at  or  upon  St.  Thomas’s-day  next 
before  the  Nativity,  by  the  said  Richard  Beaumont  the  younger,  and  his  heirs,  for 
ever,  out  of  his,  the  testator’s,  said  manors,  messuages,  lands  and  real  estate. 

The  estates  mentioned  in  the  will,  subject  to  the  payment  of  40/.  a year, 
belonged  to  the  late  John  Beaumont,  of  Whitley  Hall,  esq.  who  died  in 
1820,  and  they  are  now  the  property  and  in  the  possession  of  Richard  Henry 
Beaumont,  of  Whitley  Hall,  esq.  who  came  of  age  in  or  about  the  year  1820. 

During  the  lifetime  of  the  late  John  Beaumont,  esq.  he  used  to  pay  the  sum 
of  10/.  for  apprenticing  in  each  of  the  townships  mentioned  in  the  will,  wrhen 
applications  were  made  to  him  on  behalf  of  boys  ready  to  be  apprenticed,  and 
the  boys  were  bound  out  by  indentures  printed  in  a particular  form  ; but  so  far 
as  we  can  learn,  when  there  were  no  boys  in  any  year  to  be  apprenticed, 
the  annuity  was  not  paid  for  that  year,  and  was  probably  not  considered 
by  Mr.  Beaumont  to  be  applicable : in  the  instance,  however,  of  the  township 
of  South  Crosland,  we  are  informed  that  a demand  was  made  by  the 
parish  officers  acting  for  the  township,  in  the  year  1815,  of  arrears  of  the  an- 
nuity amounting  to  135/.;  and  that  the  money  was  paid  by  or  on  behalf  of 
Mr.  Beaumont  to  a Mr.  David  Harrison,  the  overseer  of  the  poor;  but 
Mr.  Beaumont  afterwards  finding  the  money  was  about  to  be  thrown  into  the 
poor  rates,  caused  Harrison  to  be  summoned  before  the  magistrates ; and  in 
consequence  the  sum  of  130/.  was  paid  back  by  Harrison  to  Mr.  Rayner, 
the  agent  of  Mr.  Beaumont,  and,  as  Mr.  Rayner  states,  was  repaid  to 
Mr.  Beaumont  on  the  following  day. 

After  Mr.  Beaumont’s  death,  Mr.  Rayner  continued  to  act  as  agent  in  respect 
of  the  family  estates,  but  the  rents  thereof  were  received  by  a receiver  appointed 
by  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  a suit  relating  to  the  family  property,  during 
the  minority  of  R.  H.  Beaumont,  esq.  ; Mr.  Rayner,  as  agent,  paid  the 
different  premiums  or  sums  that  were  given  for  apprenticing  under  the.  charity, 
and  those  payments  were  allowed  as  disbursements  in  the  receiver’s  accounts 
passed  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  ; and  at  the  end  of  this  report  is  given  a copy 

of 
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of  the  account  furnished  to  us  by  Mr.  Rayner  of  the  apprentices  put  out  with 
premiums  of  51.  each  while  he  thus  acted  as  agent. 

We  learn  from  Mr.  Rayner,  that  in  some  instances  he  refused  to  comply  with 
applications  that  were  made  to  him  for  the  allowance  for  apprenticing,  and  in 
particular  that  he  objected  to  boys  being  apprenticed  with  the  charity  who  were 
to  be  placed  with  masters  living  out  of  the  townships  which  their  parents  resided 
in  or  belonged  to,  or  with  masters  who  did  not  follow  a trade,  but  were  employed 
in  some  manual  occupation  only,  as  husbandmen  or  colliers  ; and  he  also  objected 
to  the  apprenticing  of  children  whose  parents,  though  comparatively  poor,  were 
occupiers  of  land  and  paid  rates  ; and  in  all  such  cases  he  declined  to  advance 
the  allowance  out  of  the  charity. 

It  appears  to  be  a disputed  question  whether  apprentice  fees  of  5 /.  each 
should  only  be  paid  when  there  are  boys  ready  to  be  apprenticed  with  premiums 
of  that  amount,  not  exceeding  the  number  of  two  in  each  township  during  the 
course  of  any  one  year,  or  whether  the  sum  of  10/.  a year  should  be  regularly 
paid  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor  of  each  township,  and  the  money  received 
should  be  applied,  as  opportunities  may  arise,  in  apprenticing  as  many  children 
as  the  funds  in  hand  will  suffice  for  ; wherefore,  and  as  a question  might  arise,  in 
the  event  of  its  being  held  that  the  annuities  ought  to  be  yearly  paid  notwith- 
standing the  immediate  want  of  objects,  whether  or  not  the  premiums  should 
necessarily  be  limited  in  amount  to  5l.  each,  we  think  the  directions  of  a court 
of  equity  are  requisite  for  the  regulation  of  this  charity  ; and  it  is  also  expe- 
dient, we  think,  that  it  should  be  determined  whether  the  restrictions  or  qualifi- 
cations lately  imposed  or  required  in  respect  of  the  boys  to  be  bound  out,  or  any 
and  which  of  them  should  be  continued  or  dispensed  with.

Lady  Calverley’s  Charity. 

Dame  Mary  Calverley,  by  her  Will,  dated  10th  May  1715,  bequeathed  to  Lady  Calverley’s 
her  executors  after  named,  and  their  executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  all  Charity, 
her  personal  estate,  in  trust,  for  distributing  it  as  she  should  direct  in  that  her 
will,  and  in  any  codicil  she  should  make,  and  for  paying  of  legacies  and  funeral 
expenses ; and  by  her  said  will  she  bequeathed  several  legacies  (amounting  in 
the  whole  to  the  sum  of  90 51.  or  thereabouts),  which  she  directed  should  be 
paid  out  of  the  1,500/.  she  had  a mortgage  for  upon  Ipsley,  Sir  John  Husband’s 
estate,  in  Warwickshire,  and  the  interest  due  thereon  since  1711,  and  what 
remained  of  the  principal  and  interest  due  on  the  said  mortgage  (after  pay- 
ment of  the  said  legacies),  she  directed  to  be  placed  out  by  her  executors  at 
interest,  upon  securities,  or  in  the  purchase  of  lands,  as  they  should  think  fit, 
and  the  yearly  interest  and  profits  thereof  be  paid  from  time  to  time  to  and 
amongst  such  poor  people  as  they  should  think  fit,  many  of  the  parishes  betwixt 
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Northallerton  anti  Darlington,  including  (if  an  object  required)  those  two 
parishes  ; and  she  desired  her  executors  and  trustees,  and  the  survivor  of  them, 
and  the  executors  and  administrators  of  such  survivor,  to  consult  and  advise 
with  the  trustees,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  charity  by  her  given,  with  the 
money  due  from  Mr.  Pollin  ; and  she  bequeathed  the  overplus  of  all  her  per- 
sonal estate,  money,  plate,  jewels  and  furniture  (except  what  should  be  named 
to  be  given  in  her  codicil),  to  her  brother,  Richard  Thompson,  of  Escrick,  esq. 
to  his  use,  for  life,  and  after  him  to  her  nephew,  Beilby  Thompson,  esq.  ; 
and  she  appointed  the  said  Beilby  Thompson,  Thomas  Hutton  and  Thomas 
Stillington,  executors  of  her  said  will. 

It  appeared  on  our  inquiry  into  the  state  of  the  above  charity  that  the  sum 
of  30/.  a year  had  been  paid  in  respect  thereof  for  many  years  together,  by  the 
late  Richard  Thompson,  esq.  who  succeeded  his  brother  Beilby  Thompson  in 
the  possession  of  the  family  estates  at  Escrick,  about  the  year  1790,  and  con- 
tinued in  possession  thereof  until  his  death,  in  1820.  The  payment  was  made 
bv  his  steward  in  three  sums  of  10/.  each,  for  the  benefit  of  the  poor  of  Dar- 
lington, Northallerton,  and  the  intermediate  towns  of  Croft,  Dalton,  Smeeton, 
and  Stapleton,  the  two  sums  appropriated  to  Darlington  and  Northallerton 
being  transmitted  for  distribution  to  the  vicars  or  ministers  of  those  parishes 
respectively  ; and  the  sum  appropriated  to  the  intermediate  towns  or  middle 
district  being  usually  entrusted  to  a person  who  resided  at  Croft,  and  the 
amount  applied  for  the  benefit  of  the  several  towns  in  succession.  The  same 
payment  is  understood  to  have  been  made  also,  by  his  elder  brother,  Beilby 
Thompson,  while  in  possession  of  the  estate  ; and  it  may  therefore  be  inferred, 
that  the  family  were  possessed  of  some  portion  of  the  fund  applicable  to  the 
charitable  purposes  contemplated  by  the  testatrix.  In  what  way  the  payment 
was  secured  (if  ever  it  was  secured)  for  the  benefit  of  the  charity,  we  have  not 
met  with  any  evidence  to  show,  nor  are  we  aware  of  any  documents  existing 
by  which  it  can  be  established  as  a rent-charge  on  the  estate  at  Escrick. 

This  estate  is  now  the  property  of  Beilby  Thompson,  esq.,  formerly  Lawley, 
the  nephew  of  the  two  last  proprietors,  who  has  hitherto  refused  to  consider 
the  payment  as  a charge  on  the  property ; and  there  is  reason  to  fear  that  the 
charity  will  not  be  voluntarily  established. 

Endeavours  have  been  used  to  trace  the  line  of  representatives  of  the  personal 
estate  of  Beilby  Thompson,  the  executor  of  Lady  Calverley,  but  without  suc- 
cess. We  are  given  to  understand  that  the  late  Richard  Thompson  was  one  of 
the  executors,  and  possessed  himself  of  the  personal  property  of  his  brother 
Beilby  ; and  that  Francis  Lawley,  esq.  brother  of  the  present  possessor  of 
Escrick,  is  the  person  beneficially  interested  in  the  residuary  personal  estate  of 
Richard  Thompson,  the  late  possessor  of  Escrick  ; but  we  have  not  been  able 
to  trace  the  line  of  representation  up  to  Beilby  Thompson,  the  executor  of  the 
will  under  which  the  charity  was  first  established. 

Under  the  above  circumstances  it  appears  to  us  that  it  may  be  proper  to  refer 
the  case  to  a court  of  equity,  to  determine  whether  any  and  which  of  the  above 
parties  are  now  liable  to  be  called  upon  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
charity. 

Duffield’s  Charity  for  Education. 

The  Rev.  Samuel  Duffield,  by  Will,  dated  24th  June  17'M,  devised  all  his 
messuages,  lands  and  hereditaments  in  the  several  parishes  of  Sherburn,  Cawood 
and  Barwick  in  Elmet,  in  the  West  Riding  of  York,  to  Bacon  Morritt,  of  the 
city  of  York,  esq.,  and  another  trustee,  in  trust,  for  the  use  of  his  son,  Francis 
Duffield,  for  life,  and  his  issue  afterwards,  as  therein  mentioned  ; and  on  failure 
of  issue,  he  devised  the  same,  together  with  all  his  personal  estate,  after  pay- 
ment of  certain  legacies,  in  trust,  as  to  his  lands,  messuages  and  hereditaments, 
situate  in  the  parish  of  Sherburn,  and  his  personal  estate  as  aforesaid,  for  the 
erecting  and  founding  a charity  school  for  girls  at  Sherburn,  and  the  mainte- 
nance and  clothing  of  the  girls  in  such  manner  as  the  said  Bacon  Morritt 
should  think  advisable  ; and  as  to  his  lands  and  hereditaments  situate  at  Pot- 
terton,  in  the  parish  of  Barwick  in  Elmet,  and  at  Cawood,  in  trust,  for  founding 
a school  for  boys  or  girls,  and  the  maintenance  and  clothing  of  them,  at 
Cawood  ; and  from  and  after  the  death  of  the  said  Bacon  Morritt,  he  consti- 
tuted and  appointed  the  heirs  male  of  the  said  Bacon  Morritt  and  the  rector  of 

Swillington, 
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Swillington,  the  vicars  of  Sherburn  and  Aberford,  and  the  curate  of  Monk  General  Charities. 
Fryston  for  the  time  being,  to  be  trustees  of  his  said  charity,  with  a double  Duffie]~harity 
vote  in  all  elections  to  the  heirs  of  the  said  Bacon  Morritt,  and  directed  that  for  Education,' 
his  own  relations  children,  being  poor,  should  be  preferred  in  all  appointments  continued. 

to  the  said  schools,  and  that  the  children  of  Sherburn  and  Cawood  should  be  \ > 

first  elected  to  fill  the  schools,  and  afterwards  others  from  Potterton,  and  then 
from  Milford,  Barkston  and  all  the  parish  of  Sherburn. 


Two  charity  schools  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  poor  girls  were 
established  under  the  above  endowment,  the  one  at  Sherburn  and  the  other  at 
Cawood,  which  are  under  the  management  of  the  same  set  of  trustees.

The  Schools  are  conducted  by  mistresses  appointed  by  trustees,  and  their 
present  establishments  consist  of  seven  girls  at  Sherburn  school,  and  six  at 
Cawood,  who  are  all  boarded,  clothed  and  educated  out  of  the  funds  of  the 
Rep.  21.  4 K charity. 


General  Charities. 
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charity.  The  children  are  admitted  into  the  schools  at  seven  years  of  age  or 
thereabouts,  on  application  to  the  trustees  at  their  yearly  meetings,  and  are 
taught  reading,  sewing  and  spinning,  and  they  remain  at  school  till  they  attain 
the  age  of  sixteen.  Regard  is  paid  in  their  election  to  the  directions  of  the 
founder,  but  they  are  chiefly  the  children  of  poor  persons  of  the  towns  where 
the  schools  are  situate.  Out  of  the  income  of  the  property  belonging  to  the 
respective  schools,  the  sum  of  14-  /.  a year  is  allowed  to  the  mistress  of  the  school 
at  Sherburn,  for  the  maintenance,  clothing  and  education  of  each  child,  and 
10/.  a year  to  the  mistress  of  the  school  at  Cawood,  the  difference  as  to  the  latter 
being  considered  as  made  up  by  the  advantage  the  mistress  of  the  school  derives 
from  having  the  premises  in  her  occupation  at  a moderate  rent.  A further  sum 
is  allowed  by  the  trustees  annually  for  materials  for  spinning  cloth,  which  is 
made  into  linen  for  the  use  of  the  schools,  and  for  the  supply  of  bedding,  blankets 
and  other  necessaries  as  occasion  requires ; and  each  child  is  provided  with  a 
full  suit  of  apparel  on  quitting  school.  The  surplus  income,  after  providing  for 
repairs  and  contingencies,  and  occasionally  an  allowance  of  a moderate  pension 
to  mistresses  who  have  retired  from  infirmity,  is  carried  forward  to  the  account 
of  the  respective  schools,  and  the  balances  are  deposited  in  a bank  at  York. 

The  whole  balance  in  hand,  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry,  amounted  to  nearly 
24-0/.,  part  of  which  it  was  proposed  to  lay  out  in  purchasing  or  building  a school- 
house  at  Sherburn,  the  school  there  having  been  hitherto  conducted  in  a house 
hired  by  the  mistress. 

The  accounts  are  kept  by  a treasurer,  and  audited  by  the  trustees  at  an  annual 
meeting,  held  at  Sherburn  on  the  first  Thursday  in  May. 
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GENERAL  CHARITY. 


Hulme’s  Charity. 

William  Hulme  of  Kearsley,  esq.  by  his  Will,  bearing  date  24th  October 
1691,  devised  his  messuages,  tenements  and  lands  of  inheritance  in  Heaton 
Norris,  Denton,  Ashton-under-Lyne,  Reddish,  Manchester  and  Harwood,  in 
the  county  of  Lancaster,  (subject  to  an  estate  for  life  in  part  of  the  said  premises 
unto  Elizabeth  his  wife,  and  to  certain  annuities  therein  mentioned)  to  James 
Chetham,  esq.  William  Hulme,  esq.  and  William  Baguley,  gent,  and  their  heirs, 
to  the  intent  and  purpose  that  the  clear  rents  and  profits  thereof  should  be  paid 
and  distributed  to  and  amongst  such  four  of  the  poorest  sort  of  bachelors  of 
arts  taking  such  degree  in  Brazen  Nose  College  in  Oxford,  as  from  time  to 
time  should  resolve  to  continue  and  reside  there  by  the  space  of  four  years  next 
after  such  degree  taken,  equally  and  proportionably,  as  the  said  rents  and  profits 
should  annually  amount  to,  and  so  to  continue  to  such  like  four  poor  bachelors 
successively,  for  ever,  such  bachelors  from  time  to  time  to  be  nominated  and 
approved  of  by  the  warden  of  the  collegiate  church  of  Manchester,  the  rectors 
of  the  parish  churches  of  Prestwich  and  Bury,  in  the  said  county  of  Lancaster, 
for  the  time  being;  and  the  said  testator  declared  his  mind  to  be,  that  no  such 
bachelors  should  continue  to  have  any  thing  of  the  said  exhibitions,  but  only 
for  the  space  of  four  years,  to  be  accounted  from  the  time  of  such  degree 
taken. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament,  passed  10  Geo.  3,  c.  51,  reciting  the  will  of  the 
said  William  Hulme,  also  reciting  that  four  bachelors  of  arts  had  been  from 
time  to  time  nominated  to  receive  exhibitions,  to  whom  60/.  a year  had  been 
paid  out  of  the  trust  estates,  and  that  the  said  estates  had  increased  to  the 
value  of  360/.,  and  that  the  trustees  had  saved  the  sum  of  3,000/.  or  thereabouts, 
and  further,  that  by  granting  building  leases  for  ninety-nine  years,  an  income 
might  be  raised,  sufficient  to  support  a greater  number  of  exhibitioners ; it  was 
(amongst  other  things)  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to 
demise  all  or  any  part  of  the  said  trust  estate,  situate  in  the  said  town  of  Man- 
chester or  within  the  liberties  or  precincts  thereof,  for  terms  not  exceeding 
ninety-nine  years,  or  three  lives  in  possession,  at  the  best  rents  that  might  be 
had  for  the  same ; and  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  from  time 
to  time,  and  when  and  so  often  as  the  annual  rents  and  produce  of  the  said 
trust  estate  should  be  sufficient  for  that  purpose,  to  increase  the  number  of 
exhibitioners  to  receive  benefit  under  the  trusts  of  the  will  of  the  said  William 
Hulme,  so  as  such  additional  number  of  exhibitioners  should  be  within  the 
descriptions  and  qualifications,  and  should  be  nominated  according  to  the  mode 
required  by  the  said  will,  and  also  to  make  to  each  of  the  exhibitioners,  who 
should  be  thereafter  nominated,  such  yearly  allowance  as  to  the  said  trustees 
should  seem  meet  and  reasonable,  provided  that  such  allowance  should  never  be 
less  than  60/.  nor  more  than  80/.  a year;  and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the 
said  trustees  might  expend  so  much  of  the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  trust 
estate  as  they  should  deem  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  support  and  improve- 
ment of  the  said  estate,  and  for  the  payment  of  agents,  receivers  and  other 
persons  employed  in  the  management  thereof,  and  that  an  account  of  the  annual 
receipts  and  disbursements  should  be  made  out  once  a year,  and  copies  thereof 
delivered  to  each  of  the  trustees. 

By  an  Act  passed  35  Geo.  3,  c.  62,  intituled,  “ An  Act  for  amending  an  Act 
passed  in  the  10th  year  of  the  reign  of  His  present  Majesty,  intituled,  ‘ An  Act 
to  enable  the  trustees  of  the  estates  devised  by  William  Hulme,  esq.  to  grant 
building  leases  thereof,  and  to  increase  the  number  of  exhibitioners  in  Brazen 
Nose  College  in  Oxford,  founded  by  the  said  testator,  and  for  other  purposes 
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therein  mentioned/  and  to  enable  the  trustees  to  convey  in  fee,  or  grant  leases 
for  lives,  or  for  long  terms  of  years,  with  or  without  covenants  for  renewal  or 
for  perpetual  renewal,  under  reserved  yearly  rents,  the  said  trust  estates,  and 
to  enable  the  trustees  to  apply  the  trust  monies  in  making  such  allowance  to  the 
exhibitioners  as  maybe  thought  proper,”  reciting,  amongst  other  things,  the  pre- 
ceding Act,  that  there  were  then  ten  bachelors  of  arts  receiving  exhibitions  ot 
80/.  per  annum,  and  that  the  value  of  the  trust  estate  was  then  increased  to 
1,180/.  per  annum,  over  and  above  the  interest  of  6,300/.  which  had  been  saved  ; 
that  great  part  of  the  trust  estate  in  the  town  of  Manchester  had  been  let  for 
99  years  for  building  upon,  but  that  it  would  tend  much  to  the  improvement  of 
the  said  estate,  if  the  trustees  were  enabled  to  grant  any  parts  of  the  said  trust 
estate  in  fee,  or  for  longer  terms  of  years,  it  was  enacted  that  it  should  be 
lawful  for  the  said  trustees  to  grant  and  convey  in  fee  the  said  trust  estates,  as 
well  in  Heaton  Norris,  Denton,  Ashton-under- Lyne,  Reddish  and  Harwood, 
as  in  Manchester  or  any  part  thereof,  or  to  demise  or  lease  the  same  for  any 
term  of  years  or  for  lives,  reserving  a rent  of  not  less  than  2d.  a square  yard 
for  the  lands  in  Manchester,  except  in  or  near  Newton  Lane,  1 d.  for  lands  in 
or  near  Newton-lane,  and  \d.  for  the  lands  elsewhere;  and  it  was  further 
enacted  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  from  time  to  time  to  make 
to  each  of  the  exhibitioners  such  yearly  allowance  as  they  should  think  meet 
and  reasonable;  provided  that  the  same  should  never  be  less  than  60/.  nor  more 
than  110/.  a year,  but  that  the  same  should  not  be  paid  to  any  exhibitioner  who 
should  not  reside  in  the  said  college  from  the  beginning  of  Michaelmas  term  to 
the  end  of  Act  term  every  year. 

By  an  Act  of  Parliament  passed  54  Geo.  3,  c.  205,  reciting  the  two  preced- 
ing Acts,  and  that  Edward  Earl  of  Derby,  Thomas  Earl  of  Wilton,  James  Starky, 
Robert  Gregge  Hopwood,  Robert  Markland,  John  Entwisle,  Richard  Atherton 
Farington,  William  Fox,  and  Wilbraham  Egerton,  esquires,  were  the  then 
trustees ; and  further  reciting,  amongst  other  things,  that  there  had  been  for 
some  time  past,  and  then  were,  15  bachelors  of  arts  of  the  said  college  of  Brazen 
Nose,  nominated  to  receive  the  exhibitions,  to  whom  the  yearly  sum  of  110/. 
a-piece  was  paid  out  of  the  said  trust  estates  ; and  reciting  also,  that  the  annual 
proceeds  of  the  trust  estates  amounted  to  2,502/.  16s.  8 d.  over  and  above  the 
interest  of  23,700 /.  which  the  trustees  had  saved  ; it  was  enacted,  that  it  should 
be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  from  time  to  time  to  make  to  each  of  the  exhi- 
bitioners such  yearly  allowance  as  they  should  think  meet,  provided  that  the 
same  should  not  exceed  220/.  a year;  and  that  the  said  allowance  should  not 
be  paid  to  any  of  such  exhibitioners  who  should  not  regularly  reside  in  the  said 
college  from  the  beginning  of  Michaelmas  Term  to  the  end  of  Act  Term  in  every 
year,  unless  such  exhibitioner  should  have  obtained  permission  from  the  trustees, 
dispensing  with  his  residence,  which  permission  the  said  trustees  were  authorized 
to  give  for  any  space  of  time,  not  being  in  full  term,  as  they  should,  at  any 
general  meeting,  think  proper  ; and  the  said  trustees  were  empowered  to  pro- 
vide rooms  and  lodgings  in  Oxford  for  the  residence  and  accommodation  of  the 
exhibitioners,  and  for  that  purpose  to  purchase  or  take  any  houses,  buildings  or 
land  in  Oxford,  and  to  alter  and  improve  such  houses  or  buildings,  or  erect  any 
suitable  and  convenient  buildings  upon  such  land,  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
and  to  pay  all  the  annual  or  other  expenses  thereof,  and  from  time  to  time  to 
permit  and  allow  the  said  exhibitioners  to  reside  in  such  houses  or  buildings 
rent  free,  subject  nevertheless  to  the  regulations  of  the  university  of  Oxford 
and  of  Brazen  Nose  college  ; provided  that  no  exhibitioner  should  be  allowed  to 
reside  in  any  such  houses  or  buildings  for  any  longer  period  than  he  should 
receive  his  exhibition,  or  during  only  such  part  thereof  as  the  trustees  should 
from  time  to  time  determine  upon  ; and  provided  that  no  greater  sum  should 
be  expended  in  the  actual  purchase  of  any  such  houses,  buildings  or  land,  than 
5,000/.;  and  the  trustees  were  further  empowered  to  pay  to  a lecturer,  to  be 
from  year  to  year  nominated  by  the  principal  of  the  college  of  Brazen  Nose, 
for  delivering  lectures  in  divinity  to  the  exhibitioners  therein,  out  of  the  rents 
and  profits  of  the  said  trust  estates,  such  yearly  allowance  as  they  should  think 
proper,  not  exceeding  150/.  a year;  and  that  the  delivery  of  such  lectures 
should  be  under  such  regulations  as  should  from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon 
by  the  principal  of  the  said  college  for  the  time  being  and  the  trustees,  and  that 
the  regular  attendance  of  the  exhibitioners  at  such  lectures  should  be  enforced 
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by  the  trustees,  by  making  such  deductions  from  their  allowances,  or  by  such  General  Charity, 
other  means  as  the  trustees  should  from  time  to  time  think  proper ; and  that  - — - 

such  divinity  lecture  should  be  founded  in  the  said  college  by  the  name  of 

“ Hulme’s  Divinity  Lecture  provided  that  no  person  should  be  appointed  to  j 

such  office  of  lecturer  except  he  should  be  in  priest’s  orders,  and  have  taken  the 
degree  of  bachelor  of  divinity  or  master  of  arts  in  the  said  university,  and  be  a 
member  of  the  said  college  ; and  the  then  trustees,  with  so  many  other  persons 
as  should  be  elected  in  manner  therein  mentioned,  to  make  up  the  number  of 
twelve,  were  thereby  created  a body  corporate,  by  the  name  of  “ The  Trustees 
of  the  Estates  devised  by  William  Hulme,  esq.”  with  the  usual  powers  to  take 
land,  and  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  their  corporate  name,  and  to  use  a common 
seal ; and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  the  said  trustees  should  from  time  to 
time  have  one  general  annual  meeting  on  the  first  Thursday  after  Michaelmas, 
in  every  year,  at  which  meeting  they  should  transact  all  business  whatsoever 
relating  to  the  said  trust  estates,  and  should  and  might,  from  time  to  time,  have 
any  other  general  meeting,  so  often  as  the  affairs  of  the  said  trust  estates  should 
require  the  same,  ten  days  notice  whereof  should  be  given  to  each  trustee ; and 
that  the  said  trustees,  at  any  general  meeting,  might  from  time  to  time  elect  one 
or  more  honest  and  discreet  person  or  persons  to  be  a trustee  or  trustees  of  the 
said  estates,  in  the  place  of  such  of  them  as  should  be  then  dead  or  resign,  or 
refuse  or  become  incapable  to  act,  or  should  go  and  reside  in  parts  beyond  the 
seas,  to  the  intent  that  there  might  be  always  twelve  in  number ; and  it  was 
further  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  nominators  of  the  said  exhibi- 
tioners at  any  time  thereafter,  when  any  vacancy  should  arise,  to  nominate  to 
the  said  exhibitions,  under-graduates  in  the  said  college  of  Brazen  Nose,  who 
should  then  have  entered  upon  the  thirteenth  term  from  their  matriculation, 
and  who  should  resolve  and  continue  to  reside  there  four  years  next  after  the 
commencement  of  such  thirteenth  term,  and  who  should  also  resolve  to  take 
their  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts  in  the  university  of  Oxford  as  soon  as  they 
should  be  of  standing  for  such  degree;  and  that  the  under-graduates,  so  to  be 
nominated,  and  residing  according  to  the  regulations  of  the  said  Act,  should 
be  entitled  to  the  allowances  and  yearly  payments  thereby  authorized  to  be  made 
to  the  said  exhibitioners  for  four  years,  to  be  accounted  from  the  commence- 
ment of  the  said  thirteenth  term,  provided  that  in  case  the  said  under-graduates 
so  to  be  nominated  should  not  take  their  degree  of  bachelor  of  arts  within 
eight  months  after  they  should  be  of  sufficient  standing,  their  respective  nomi- 
nations should  be  void. 

By  an  Act  passed  7 Si  S Geo.  IV,  c.  9,  reciting  the  several  preceding  Acts, 
and  further  reciting  that  the  number  of  trustees  had  been,  in  pursuance  of 
the  last  preceding  Act,  increased  to  the  number  of  twelve ; that  since  the 
passing  of  such  Act,  the  number  of  individuals  nominated  to  receive  the  said 
exhibitions  had  not  exceeded,  at  any  one  time,  fifteen,  but  several  under- 
graduates in  the  said  college  of  Brazen  Nose  had,  by  virtue  of  the  said  last- 
recited  Act  been  from  time  to  time  nominated  exhibitioners  in  common 
with  bachelors  of  arts,  and  the  amount  of  the  exhibitions  had  been  gradually 
augmented,  and  that  there  was  then  paid  out  of  the  said  trust  estates,  to  the 
use  of  each  of  the  exhibitioners,  the  yearly  sum  of  155/.  ; namely,  120/.  towards 
his  maintenance  and  lodging,  and  351.  towards  the  purchase  of  suitable  books. 

And  that  since  the  passing  of  the  said  last-recited  Act,  a divinity  lecture  had 
from  time  to  time  been  nominated  by  the  principal  of  Brazen  Nose  college,  and 
that  the  Rev.  Joseph  Burrows,  bachelor  of  divinity,  was  the  then  lecturer,  at 
the  yearly  salary  of  105/. ; and  further  reciting,  that  the  trustees  had  used  their 
utmost  endeavours  to  provide  rooms  and  lodgings  in  Oxford  for  the  residence 
and  accommodation  of  the  exhibitioners,  but  that  their  endeavours  had  hitherto 
proved  wholly  ineffectual,  and  that  from  the  information  which  the  said  trustees 
possessed,  they  did  not  foresee  any  prospect  of  being  enabled,  within  a reasonable 
period  of  time,  to  procure,  either  by  purchase  or  otherwise,  any  such  rooms  or 
iodgings  ; that  the  gross  annual  income  arising  from  such  parts  of  the  said  trust 
estates  as  consisted  of  lands,  amounted  to  3,291/.  17  s.  11  d.,  and  that  the  accu- 
mulated fund,  which  had  from  time  to  time  arisen  from  the  surplus  rents  and 
profits  of  the  said  trust  estates  (invested  in  government  and  real  securities,  and  in 
cash)  amounted  to  42,20 31.  3 s.  4>cl.  and  that  the  dividends  and  interest  accruing 
therefrom  amounted  to  1,658/.  19s.  and  that  the  expenditure  of  the  said  trust 
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General  Charity,  estates  for  the  last  year  amounted  to  3,828/.  05.  8d.  the  same  being  the  average 
T- 7 . annual  expenditure  which  would  be  required  for  satisfying  the  trusts  of  the  said 

Hulro«tL«a/ntir’  testator’s  will  and  the  said  recited  Acts,  and  that  the  state  of  the  funds  was 

,j  such  as  to  enable  the  said  trustees  to  enlarge  the  charitable  foundation  of  the 

said  William  Hulme  to  a very  considerable  extent ; but  that  they  did  not  con- 
sider it  advisable  either  to  augment  the  present  number  of  exhibitioners  or  to 
increase  the  yearly  allowances;  it  was  enacted,  that  it  should  be  lawful  for  the 
said  trustees  to  lay  out  and  expend  such  part  of  the  savings  or  accumulations 
from  the  surplus  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  trust  estates  and  monies,  as  they 
should  from  time  to  time,  in  their  discretion,  think  necessary  and  proper,  in 
purchasing  the  fee  simple  and  inheritance  of  and  in  advowsons  and  rights  of 
patronage  of  any  ecclesiastical  benefices,  perpetual  curacies,  parochial  cha- 
pelries,  or  donatives  in  England,  and  that  the  same,  when  so  purchased, 
should  be  conveyed  and  assured  unto  the  said  trustees  and  their  successors, 
upon  the  several  trusts,  and  for  the  several  purposes  thereinafter  mentioned, 
provided  that  there  should  be  left  an  accumulated  fund  of  20,000/.  at  least, 
and  provided  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  for  the  purchase  of  any  one  ad- 
vowson  or  right  of  patronage  should  not  exceed  "1,0001.:  And  it  was  further 
enacted,  that  whenever  the  said  trustees  should  purchase  any  benefice  by 
virtue  of  this  Act,  they  should,  within  three  calendar  months  next  after  the 
completion  of  such  purchase,  cause  notice  thereof  in  writing  to  be  given  to  the 
Bishop  of  Chester,  and  to  the  principal  of  the  college  of  Brazen  Nose  for 
the.  time  being ; and  that  the  said  trustees  should,  within  one  calendar  month 
after  the  feast  of  St.  Michael,  next  after  the  passing  of  this  Act,  transmit  to 
to  the  Bishop  of  Chester  a list  of  all  the  individuals  then  living  who  should  be 
or  should  theretofore  have  been  exhibitioners  on  the  foundation  of  the  said 
William  Hulme,  specifying  the  dates  of  their  respective  nominations,  and  that 
the  said  trustees  should,  within  the  same  period  in  each  succeeding  year,  transmit 
to  the  said  bishop  a list  of  all  such  individuals  as  should  have  been  nominated 
exhibitioners  in  the  course  of  the  preceding  year ; and  that  whenever  any  benefice 
(the  advowson  or  right  of  patronage  whereof  should  have  been  so  purchased 
as  aforesaid)  should  happen  to  become  void,  the  said  trustees  should,  within  the 
space  of  one  calendar  month  next  after  the  happening  of  any  such  avoidance, 
cause  notice  thereof  to  be  given  to  the  said  bishop,  or  left  at  the  registry  in 
Chester,  and  also  to  the  principal  and  one  of  the  bursars  of  the  said  college  of 
Brazen  Nose ; and  whenever  any  such  benefice  should  become  void,  the  said 
trustees  were  authorized,  within  five  calendar  months  next  after  the  happening 
of  such  avoidance,  to  nominate  and  present,  out  of  the  number  of  such  persons 
who  should  either  then  be  or  should  have  previously  been  exhibitioners,  such 
individual  as  they  should  think  proper,  who  should  have  taken  his  degree  of 
bachelor  of  arts  in  the  University  of  Oxford,  and  should  have  entered  into  holy 
orders,  and  should  also  in  all  other  respects  be  capable  of  being,  and  should  be 
ready  to  be  presented  to  any  such  benefice ; but  in  case  they  should  not, 
within  five  calendar  months,  make  such  nomination  and  presentation,  the  Bishop 
of  Chester  should  nominate  and  collate,  out  of  the  persons  who  should  be  or 
should  have  been  exhibitioners  on  the  said  foundation,  such  individual  as 
should  be,  in  ail  respects  qualified  as  thereinbefore  mentioned,  and  as  the  said 
bishop  should  think  proper;  and  it  was  further  enacted,  that  after  the  pur- 
chasing of  any  advowson  or  right  of  patronage,  and  after  the  same  should 
happen  to  become  void,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  said  trustees  from  time  to 
time  to  expend  a competent  part  of  the  savings,  interest  or  accumulations  of 
the  rents  and  profits  of  the  said  trust  estates  and  monies,  in  the  erection  and 
building  of  any  parsonage  or  glebe  house  for  the  residence  of  the  incumbent, 
to  be  from  time  to  time  presented  in  manner  aforesaid,  and  in  the  erection  of 
any  out-buildings,  or  in  making  such  alterations  and  improvements  in  or  addi- 
tion to  the  existing  parsonage  or  glebe  house  or  out-buildings,  as  they  should 
in  their  discretion  deem  necessary,  provided  that  the  monies  so  to  be  expended 
upon  any  one  benefice  should  not  exceed  in  the  whole  700/. 

The  present  trustees  are,  the  Earl  of  Derby,  the  Earl  of  Stamford  and 
Warrington,  the  Earl  of  Wilton,  James  Starky,  esq.  Robert  Gregge  Hopwood, 
esq.

Thomas  Parker,  esq.  Rev.  John  Clowes,  John  Entwisle,  esq.  and  General

The  trustees  are  at  present  receiving  an  addition  to  their  income,  from  the 
sale  of  brick  earth  in  Oldham  Road  in  the  township  of  Manchester.  An  agree- 
ment was  made  in  1824  with  John  Bridge,  that  he  should  get  the  earth  and 
make  bricks,  paying  to  the  trustees  at  the  rate  of  2 s.  a thousand,  and  he  was 
to  make  such  a number  as  would  amount  in  the  course  of  seven  years  to  1,120/. 
paying,  if  he  should  exceed  that  quantity,  for  any  extra  number  at  the  same  rate. 

The  lessee  in  the  years  1825,  1826  and  1828  paid  by  instalments  599/.  16s.  3d. 
on  this  account. 

In  1824  the  trustees  received  520/.  for  coals,  sold  to  Edward  Buckley,  under 
an  estate  in  Oldham  Road,  called  the  Boars  Head  Meadows. 

1st  August  1825.  The  trustees  demised  to  William  Sidebotham  and  Jonah 
Harrop,  three  seams  of  coal  and  cannel  under  a messuage  and  tenement,  called 
the  Manor  House,  in  the  parish  of  Ashton-under- Lyne,  containing  19  acres 
at  seven  yards  to  the  perch,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  from  29th  September 
1826,  at  a yearly  rent  certain  of  400/.,  and  also  for  every  acre  on  the  surface  of 
the  land,  at  seven  yards  to  the  perch,  of  the  Park  Mine  I87/. ; of  the  Foxhole 
Mine  335/.;  and  of  the  Cannel  Coal  Mine  330/.  12s.  8 d.  with  a stipulation  that 
the  average  rent  should  not  fall  short  of  140/.  per  annum,  taking  one  year  with 
another  throughout  the  term.  There  are  also  other  covenants  usually  intro- 
duced in  leases  of  property  of  this  description. 

Since  the  granting  of  the  lease,  740/.  has  been  received,  consisting  of  three 
half-years  rent  at  400/.  per  annum,  and  one  payment  of  140/.  a small  quantity 
only  of  coal  having  been  taken  at  present. 

The  disbursements  are  as  follows  : 

The  sum  of  120/.  is  paid  to  each  of  15  exhibitioners  at  Brazen  Nose  college 
Oxford.  This  money  is  paid  at  three  several  periods  in  the  year,  each  exhibi- 
tioner sending  a certificate  signed  by  the  principal  of  the  college  and  the  divinity 
lecturer,  that  he  has  resided  the  required  number  of  days. 

Each  exhibitioner  is  also  supplied  with  books  to  the  value  of  35/.  every  year 
by  a bookseller  in  Oxford,  who  draws  on  the  treasurer  for  the  amount. 

The  sum  paid  on  account  of  the  exhibitioners  varies  a little  in  different  years, 
as  there  may  be  occasional  vacancies  of  a few  weeks,  between  the  close  of  the 
payment  to  a retiring  exhibitioner,  and  the  appointment  of  a new  one. 

The  exhibitioners  are  appointed  by  the  three  nominators  directed  by  the  will 
of  the  founder  from  members  of  Brazen  Nose  college,  either  under-graduates 
who  have  entered  their  thirteenth  term  or  bachelors  of  arts.  They  are  taken 
from  any  county  in  England,  and  it  is  not  required  that  they  should  be  on  the 
foundation  of  the  college. 
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General  Charity.  Of  the  present  15  exhibitioners,  ten  are  from  Lancashire,  two  from  Middlesex,

v -3- 7 There  are  only  two  other  regular  payments,  viz.  a salary  of  105/.  paid  to  the 

divinity  lecturer,  who  is  appointed  annually  by  the  principal  of  Brazen  Nose 
college,  as  required  by  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and  the  steward’s  salary  300/. 
to  which  sum  it  was  raised  from  150/.  in  the  year  1826. 

The  other  items  of  expenditure  are  of  uncertain  amount,  consisting  of  sundry 
necessary  disbursements,  connected  with  the  management  of  the  trust,  such  as 
solicitor’s  charges,  meetings  of  trustees,  tenants  dinners,  insurance  of  the  houses 
and  buildings,  all  of  which  are  specified  in  the  ledger. 

There  is  also  an  annual  expenditure  for  repairs,  necessarily  arising  upon  the 
property. 

In  the  course  of  the  last  three  years,  there  has  been  laid  out  upon  the  farms, 
in  building  barns  and  houses,  in  making  a stone  wall  on  the  river  side  in  Har- 
wood and  in  inclosing  common  land,  a sum  of  4,746/.  125.  8 cl. 

There  are  works  yet  in  progress,  the  estimate  of  which  does  not  exceed 
1,000/.  and  which  it  is  expected  will  be  completed  in  the  course  of  the  present 
year.  We  are  informed  that  when  these  works  are  finished,  the  buildings  on 
the  estate  will  be  in  such  a state  of  repair,  that  very  little  will  be  required  to  be 
expended  on  this  account  for  many  years.

The  accounts  of  the  charity  are  kept  with  great  regularity  by  Thomas  Mark- 
land,  esq.  as  steward  and  secretary,  who  receives  all  the  income  and  makes  all 
the  disbursements.  By  the  Act  of  Parliament  above  abstracted,  he  is  obliged 
to  furnish  each  of  the  trustees  annually  with  a balance  sheet,  containing  a sum- 
mary of  the  accounts  for  the  year  past,  which  is  regularly  attended  to.  The 
accounts  are  laid  before  the  trustees  for  their  signature  and  approval  at  their 
general  meeting,  which  is  held  yearly  on  the  first  Thursday  after  Michaelmas- 
day. 

The  trustees  have  availed  themselves  of  the  powers  given  by  the  last  Act  of 
Parliament,  and  have  contracted  for  the  purchase  of  three  livings  in  Lancashire, 
but  the  purchases  were  not  completed  at  the  time  of  our  inquiry  in  September 
1828.
